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PREFACE 


By an act approved June 23,1874, Congress made an appropriation 
enable the Secretary of War to begin the publication of the Official 
Eecords of the War of the Eebellion, both of the Union and Confed¬ 
erate Armies,^ and directed him ‘^to have copied for the Public Printer 
all reports, letters, telegrams, and general orders not heretofore copied 
or printed, and properly arranged in chronological order.” 

Appropriations for continuing such preparation have been made from 
time to time, and the act approved June 16,1880, has provided ‘^for 
the printing and binding, under direction of the Secretary of War, of 
10,000 copies of a compilation of the Official Eecords (Union and Con¬ 
federate) of the War of the Eebellion, so far as the same may be ready 
for publication, during the fiscal year”; and that ^^of said number, 
7,000 copies shall be for the use of the House of Eepresentatives, 2,000 
copies for the use of the Senate, and 1,000 copies for the use of the 
Executive Departments.”* 

This compilation will be the first general publication of the military 
records of the war, and will embrace all official documents that can be 
obtained by the compiler, and that appear to be of any historical value. 

•Volume I to V distributed under act approved June 16, 1880. The act approved 
August 7, 1882, provides that— 

*^The volumes of the official records of the war of the rebellion shall be distributed 
as follows: One thousand copies to the executive departments, as now provided by 
law. One thousand copies for distribution by the Secretary of War among officers of 
the Army and contributors to the work. Bight thousand three hundred copies shall 
be sent by the Secretary of War to sxich libraries, organizations, and individuals as 
may be designated by the Senators, Eepresentatives, and Delegates of the Forty- 
seventh Congress, Each Senator shall designate not exceeding twenty-six, and each 
Eepresentative and Delegate not exceeding twenty-one of such addresses, and the 
volumes shall be sent thereto from time to time as they are published, until the pub¬ 
lication is completed. Senators, Eepresentatives, and Delegates shall inform the 
Secretary of War in each case how many volumes of those heretofore published they 
have forwarded to such addresses. The remaining copies of the eleven thousand to 
be published, and all sets that may not be ordered to be distributed as provided 
herein, shall be sold by the Secretary of War for cost of publication with ten per 
cent, added thereto, and the proceeds of such sale shall be covered into the Treasury. 
If two or more sets of said volumes are ordered to the same address the Secretary of 
War shall inform the Senators, Eepresentatives or Delegates, who have designated 
the same, who thereupon may designate other librarii^s, organizations, or individuals. 
The Secretary of War shall report to the first session of the Forty-eighth Congress 
what volumes of the series heretofore published have not been furnished to such 
libraries, organizations, and individuals. He shall also inform distributees at whose 
instance the volumes are sent.'^

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PREFACE. 


The publication will present the records in the iollowing order of 
arrangement: 

The 1st Series will embrace the formal reports, both Union and Con¬ 
federate, of the‘first seizures of United States property in the Southern 
States, and of all military operations in the field, with the correspond¬ 
ence, orders, and returns relating specially thereto, and, as proposed, 
is to be accompanied by an Atlas. 

In this series the reports will be arranged according to the campaigns 
and several theaters of oi^erations (in the chronological order of the 
events), and the Union reports of any event will, as a rule, be imme¬ 
diately followed by the Confederate accounts. The corres])ondence, &c., 
not embraced in the rei^orts proper will follow (first Union and next 
Confederate) in chronological order. 

The 2d Series will contain the correspondence, orders, reports, and 
returns, Union and Confederate, relating to prisoners of war, and (so 
far as the military authorities were concerned) to State or political 
prisoners. 

The 3d Series will contain the correspondence, orders, reports, and 
returns of the Union authorities (embracing their correspondence with 
the Confederate officials) not relating specially to the subjects of the 
first and second series. It will set forth the annual and special reports 
of the Secretary of War, of the GeneraMn Chief, and of the chiefs of 
the several staff corps and departments 5 the calls for troops, and the 
corresi)oudence between the National and the several State authorities. 

The 4th Series will exhibit the correspondence, orders, rei^orts, and 
returns of the Confederate authorities, similar to that indicated for the 
Union officials, as of the third series, but excluding the corresj)on(lence 
between the Union and Confederate authorities given in that series.

Extract from Annual Report of the Secretary of the Navy. 

December X, 1862« 

It was the intention and constant eftbrt of the Department and con¬ 
tractors that the Monitor should be completed in the month of January, 
but there was delay in consequence of (fefificulties Incident to an under¬ 
taking of such novelty and magnitude, and there were also some slight 
defects, which were, however, promptly remedied, and she left; IJew York 
early in March, reaching Hampton Beads on the night of the 8th.

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Her arrival, though not as soon as anticipated, was most opportune 
and important. For some time the Department had heard with great 
solicitude of the progress which the insurgents had made in annonng 
and equipping the large war-steamer Merrimac, which had fallen into 
their hands when Norfolk was abandoned. On the afternoon of the 8th 
of March this formidable vessel, heavily armored and armed and fully 
prepared to operate both as a ram and a war steamer, came down the 
Elizabeth Eiver, accompanied by several smaller steamers, two of tlnun 
partially armored, to attack the vessels of the blockading squadron 
that were in and about Hampton Eoads. When the Merrimac and her 
attendants made their appearance the Congress and the Cumberland, 
two Hailing vessels, were anchored off Newiiort News, and the remain¬ 
ing vessels were in the vicinity of Fortress Monroe, some C miles dis¬ 
tant. The Minnesota, the Eoanoke, and the St. Lawrence got imme¬ 
diately under- way and proceeded toward the scene of action. 

The Congress, being nearest to the Merrimac, was the first to receive 
her fire, which was promptly returned by a full broadside, the shots 
faUing apparently harmlessly off from the armored side of the assail¬ 
ant. Passing by the Congress, the Merrimac dashed upon the Cmn- 
berland, and was received by her witli a heavy, well-directed, and 
vigorous fire, which, like that of the Congress, produced unfortunately 
but little effect. A contest so unequal could not be of long continuance, 
and it was closed when the Merrimac, availing herself of her power as 
a steam ram, ran furiously against the Cumberland, laying opi'ii her 
wooden hull, and causing her almost immediately to sink. As her guns 
approached the water’s edge her young commander. Lieutenant Mor¬ 
ris, and the gallant crew stood firm at their posts, delivered a parting 
fire, and the good ship went down heroically, ivith her colors Hying. 
Having thus destroyed the Cumbciland, the Merrinuic turned again 
upon the Congress, which had, in the mean time, been engagcnl with 
the smaller rebel steamers, and after a heavy loss, in ord(T to guard 
against such a fate as that which had befiillen the Cumberlaml, had 
been run aground. The Merrimac now selected a raking i) 08 ition astern 
of the Congress, while one of the smaller steamers poured in a constant 
fire on her starboard quarter. Two other steamers of the enemy also 
approached from James Eiver, firing upon the unfortunate I'rigato with 
precision and severe effect. The guns of the Congress wore almost 
entirely disabled, and her gallant commanding officer, Lieut. Joseph 
B. Smith, had fallen at his post. Her decks were strewn with the 
dead and dying, the ship was on fire in several places, and not a gun 
could be brought to bear upon the assailants. In this state of things, 
and with no effectual relief at hand, the senior surviving oilicer, Lieu¬ 
tenant Pendergrast, felt it Ms duty to save fiirther useless destruction 
of life by hauhng down Ms colors. This was done about 4 o’clock 
p. m. The Congress continued to burn till about 8 in the (wening and 
then blew up. 

From the Congress the Merrimac turned her attention to the remain-. - 
ing vessels of the squadron. The Eoanoke had grounded on her way 
to the scene of the conflict; and although she sncceedcwl in getting off, 
her condition was such, her propeller being useless, that she took no 
part in the action. The St. Lawrence also grounded near the Min¬ 
nesota and had a short engagement with the Mcnimae,, but suffered 
no serious injury, and on getting afloat was ordered bade to Fortress 
Monroe. 

The Minnesota, wMch had also got aground in tlie shallow waters of 
the channel, became the special object of attack, and the Merrimac,

with the Yorktown and Jamestown, bore down upon her. The Merri- 
mac drew too much water to approach very near; her fire was not 
therefore particularly effective. The other steamers selected their po¬ 
sition, fired with much accuracy, and caused considerable damage to 
the Minnesota. She soon, however, succeeded iu getting a gun to bear 
on the two smaller steamers and drove them away—one apparently in 
a crippled condition. About 7 j). m. the Merrinuic also hauled off, and 
the throe stood toward Norfolk. 

All efforts to get the Minnesota afloat duriiig the night and into a 
so/fe position were totally unavailing. The morning was looked for 
with deep anxiety, as it would in all probability bring a renewed attack 
from tlie formidable assailant. At this critical and atrxious moment 
the Monitor, one of the newly-finished armored vessels, came into 
Hampton Boads, from New York, imder command of Lieut. John L. 
Worden, and a little after midnight anchored alongside the Minnesota. 
At C o’clock the next morning ihe Merrimac, as anticipated, again made 
her ai>pearauce, and opened her fire ui)on the Minnesota. Promptly 
obeying the signal to attack, the Monitor ran down past the Minnesota 
and laid herself close alongside the Merrimac, between that formidable 
vessel and the Minnesota. The fierce conflict between these two iron¬ 
clads lasted for several hours. It was iu appearance an unequal con¬ 
flict, for the Merrimac W51S a large and noble structure, and the Monitor 
was in coniparison almost <liminutive. But the Monitor was strong 
in her armor, in the ingenious novelty of her construction, in the large 
caliber of her two guns, and the valor and skill with which she was 
handled. After several hours’ fighting the Merrimac found herself 
overmatched, and, leaving the Monitor, sought to renew the attack on 
the Minnesota; but tins Monitor again phiced herself between the two 
v<>sK(‘ls and reopened her fire upon her adversary. At noon the Mer- 
rimae, seriously damaged, abandoned the contest and, with her com¬ 
panions, reti-eated toward Norfolk. 

Thus teruiinakxl the most remarkable riaval combat of modern times. 
perhai>8 of any age. The fiercest and most foimidable naval assault 
upon the power of the Union which has ever been made by the insur¬ 
gents was heroically repelled, and a new era was opened in the history 
of maritime warfare.

Hbadqttaeters Department op Virginia, 

Fort Monroe, Va., March 9, 1862. 

General: Two hours after 1 sent my huiiied dispatch to the Secre¬ 
tary of War last evening the Monitor lUTivod, and saved the Minnesota 
and the St. Lawrence, which were both aground when she arrived. 

The Merrimac, supportM by the Yorktown and Jamestown, com¬ 
menced an attack on the Minnesota (still aground) early this morning, 
and after a contest of five hours was driven off* in a sinking condition 
by the Monitor, aided by the Minnesota, and towed by the Jamestown 
and Yorktown toward Norfolk, for the purpose, no doubt, of getting 
her, if possible, in the dry-dock for repairs. 
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It is reported that Magruder is approaching JTewport Hews with a 
large force of infantry. I have re-enforced that post with three regi¬ 
ments, a light battery of six pieces, and a company of di'agoons. The 
command will consist altogether of over or about 8,000 men. My com¬ 
mand consists altogether of 10,000 effective men. 

The Cumberland was sunk, and we lost more than one-half of her 
crew. The Congress surrendered, but the crew was released and the 
officers taken as prisoners. The Minnesota has got oft^ but it is re¬ 
ported she is in a sinking condition. 

It is to be hoped that 1 will be largely re-enibrced, including two 
additional light batteries. The Monitor is far superior to the Merri- 
mac. The first has only two guns, while the Merrimac has eight.

Report of Brig. Gen. Joseph K. F. Mansfield, U. 8. Army, comma/nding 

brigade. 

Hdqes. First Brig., First Div., Dept, op Virginia, 

Neicport News, Va., March 10, 18011. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that in the forenoon of Saturday, the 
8 thinstant, the commanders of the Congress and Cumberland, at aiiclior 
in the stream, notified me that the iron-clad Merrimac steamer of the 
enemy was approaching &om Norfblk to attack them, and I immedi¬ 
ately telegraphed you to that effect. At about 2 o’clock p. m. she ap¬ 
proached very near these vessels slowly, engaged first the Congress 
and passed on to the Cumberland and ran into her, and all within a 
mile of our batteries. I immediately ordered Lieut. Col. G. Nauman, 
chief of artillery, to open our batteries of four columbaids and one 42- 
pounder James gun to fbre on her. It was done witli alacrity, and kept 
up continuously with spirit as long as she was in range, and altliougli 
our shot often struck her, they made no impression on her at all. I also 
ordered three of our 8-inch siege howitzers from the land batteries 
hauled by hand and brought to bear on her from the bank of the riv(*r 
and two of Howard’s light battery rifled guns, but no visible serious 
damage to her from our guns was done, such was the strength of her 
mall. 

As soon as the Cumberland was sunk three steamers, supposed to be 
the Yorktown, Jamestown, and a tug, came down tin"! river i’rom Day’s 
Point under full head of steam. Our guns were then Ini-ned on Ihern, 
but they kept at a distance and moved rapidly past, and r<‘ceivod but 
little damage from us. 

During the sinking of the Cumberland the Congress sli])ped her 
cable and hoisted sail and ran ashore Just above Signal Point, where 
many of her men escaped to the shore, and was there followed by the 
Merrimac, and after two raking shots she haided down her flag and 
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hoisted a white flag and ceased action. The enemy then sent two 
steamers with Confederate flags flying and made fast on either side of 
her, with a view to haul her off or burn her. As soon as I saw this 1 
ordered Colonel Brown, of the Twentieth Indiana Kegiment, then close 
at hand, to send two rifle companies (A and K) to the beach. The two 
rifled guns, under Captain Howard, and a rifled Dahlgren howitzer, 
manned by Master Stuyvesant and 14 sailors of the Cumberland, went 
into action from a raking ])osition on the beach, covered by sand banks 
and trees, against these steamers. 

We here had them at about 800 yards to advantage, and immediately 
they let go their hold on the Congress and moved out of range with 
much loss. They endeavored to appoach her again with a steamer 
and row-boat, but were beaten off with loss, till finally the Merrimac, 
finding her prize retaken, approached and fired three shots into her 
and set her on fire. The remaining men escaped from the Congress 
over the bows of the shi]) to the shore, assisted by our boats, and the 
wounded were removed by dark. 

Thus closed the tragedy of the day. The enemy retired at dark 
toward the opposite shore, and the Congress illuminated the heavens 
and varied the scene by the firing of her own guns and the flight of 
her balls through the air till about 2 o’clock in the morning, when her 
magazine exi)loded and a eoliimn of burning matter appeared high in 
the air, to be followed by the stilliiesKS of death. Through the whole 
day our troops were under aruis, and the olficers and men engaged at 
the batteries and as riflemen on the beach i)erformed their duty well, 
and the enemy were beaten off wherever we could penetrate them. All 
was done that it was possible to do under the circumstances to save 
these ships from the enemy. Some officers and men from the Cumber¬ 
land, as they escaped to the shore, came forward and volunteered their 
services at our guns and aflbrded aid. Toward the close of the day 
the enemy must have experienced considerable loss. There were none 
killed of my (iommand, and but one man, ])rivate of the Seventh New 
York Voluntimers, severely wounded by a shell from the Merrimac, re 
suiting iu the losws ot‘ his leg. 

The loss on the part of our Navy must have been great by the burst 
ing of shells and the drowning by the sinking of the Cumberland, 
although onr best efforts were made to save them. Our ships were 
perfectly helpless against tlie Merrimac, as their broadsides produced 
no material (flfect on her. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Report of Maj. Qen. Benjamin Huger, C. 8. Army, eommandmg Hepa/rt- 

mmt of Norfolk, 

Hrahquaexers Department op Norpolk, 

Norfolk, Va,, March 10, 1862. 

Sir : I telegraphed yesterday to the Secretary of War the fact of 
the naval engagement on the 8th and 9th instant. As the battle was 
fought by the Navy, Flag-Officer Forrest will no doubt report to the 
Navy Department the result of the engagement. 

The batteries at Sewell’s Point opened fire on the steamers Min¬ 
nesota and Eoanoke, which attempted on the 8th to pass to Newport 
News to the assistance of the frigates attacked by the Virginia. The 
Minnesota ran aground before reaching there. The Eoanoke was 
struck several times, and for some cause turned around and went back 
to Old Point. 

The two sailing vessels (Cumberland and Congress) wore destroyed— 
the first sunk and the other burned by the Virginia—^and on the 9th 
the Minnesota, still aground, would probably have been destroyed but 
for the iron-clad battery of the enemy called, 1 think, the Monitor. 
The Virginia and this battery were in actual contact, without inflicting 
serious injury on either. 

At 2 p. m. on yesterday, the 9th, all our vessels came up to the navy- 
yard for repairs. The Virginia, I understand, has gone into dock for 
repairs, which will be made at once. This action shows the power and 
endurance of iron-clad vessels; cannon-shot do not harm them, and 
they can pass battei ies or destroy largo ships. A vessel like the Vir¬ 
ginia or tlu' Monitor, with her two guns, can pass any of our batteries 
with impunity. The only means of sU)])])iug them is by vessels of th(‘ 
same kind. The Virginia, being the most powerful, can stop the Moni¬ 
tor ; but a more powerfid one would run her down or ashore. As the 
enemy can build such boats faster than we, they could, when so pr('- 
pared, overcome any place accessible by water. How those poweriiil 
machines are to be stopped is a problem I cannot solve. At present, in 
the Virginia, we have the advantage; but we cannot tell how long this 
may last.

SiE: I have the honor to submit herevdth [aj copy of the detailed 
report [No. 7] of Flag-Officer Buchanan ot the brilliant triumph of his 
squadron over the vastly superior forces of the enemy in Hampton 
Roads, on March 8 and 9 last, a brief report by Lieutenant Jones of the 
battle of the 8th having been previously made. 

The conduct of the officers and men of the squadron in this contest 
reflects unfatliug honor upon themselves and upon the Navy. The 
report will be read with deep interest, and its details will not Ml to 
arouse the ardor and nerve the arms of our gallant seamen. 

It will be remembered that the Virginia was a novelty in naval 
architecture, wholly unlike any ship that ever floated; that her heavi¬ 
est guns were equal novelties in ordnance; that her motive power and 
her obedience to her helm were untried, and her officers and crew 
strangers comparatively to the ship and to each other, and yet, under 
all those disadvantages, the dashing corn-age and consummate profes¬ 
sional ability of Flag-Officer Buchanan and his associates achieved the 
most remarkable victory which naval annals record. 

When the flag-officer was disabled the command of the Virginia 
devolved upon her executive and ordnance officer, Lieut. Oatesby Ap 
R. Jones, and the cool and masterly manner in which he fought the 
ship in her encounter with the iron-clad Monitor justified the high esti¬ 
mate which the country places upon his professional merit. To his 
experience, skill, and untiring industry as her ordnance and executive 
officer the terrible effect of her fire was greatly due. Her battery was 
determined in accordance with his suggestions, and in aU investigations 
and tests which resulted in its thorough efficiency he was zealously 
engaged. 

The terms of commendation used by the flag-officer in characterizing 
the conduct of his officers and men meet the cordial indorsement of the 
Department, and the concurrenttestimonyof thousands who witnessed 
the engagement places his own conduct above aU praise.

Sir : Having been confined to my bed in this building since the 9th 
instant, in consequence of a wound received in the action of the pre¬ 
vious day, I have not had it in my power at an earlier date to prepare^ 
the official report, which I now have the honor to submit, of the pro¬ 
ceedings on the 8th and 9th instant of the James Eiver squadron, 
under my command, composed of the following-named vessels: Steamei 
Virginia, flag-shi}), ten guns; steamer Patrick Henry, Commander Johr 
R. Tucker, twelve guns; steamer Jamestown, Lieut. Commanding J 
N. Barney, two guns; and gunboats Teazer, Lieut. Commanding W 
A. Webb; Beaufort, Lieut. CommandingW. H. Parker; and Ealeigln 
Lieut. Commanding J. W. Alexander, each one gun. Total, twenty 
seven guns. 

On the 8th instant, at 11 a. m.^ the Virginia left the navy-yard (Nor 
folk), accompanied by the Ealeigh and Beaufort, and proceeded t( 
Newport News, to engage the enemy’s frigates Cumberland and Con 
gress, gunboats, and shore batteries. When within less than a mih 
of the Cumberland the Virginia commenced the engagement with that 
ship with her bow gun, and the action soon became general, the Cum¬ 
berland, Congress, gunboats,* and shore batteries concentrating upon 
us their heavy fire, which was returned with great spirit and deter¬ 
mination. The Virginia stood rapidly on toward the Cumberland, 
which ship I had determined to sink with our luowif possible. In 
about fifteen minutes after the action commenced we ran into her on 
her starboard bow. The crash below the water was distinctly heard, 
and she commenced sinking, gallantly fighting her guns as long as 
they were above water. She went down with her colors flying. 

During this time the shore batteries. Congress, and gunboats kept 
up their heavy concentrated fire upon us, doing us some injury. Our 
guns, however, were not idle; their fire was very destructive to the 
shore batteries and vessels, and we were gallantly sustained by the 
rest of the squadron. 

Just after the Cumberland sunk that gallant officer Commander 
John E. Tucker was seen standing down James Eiver under full 
steam, accompanied by the Jamestown and Teazer. They all came 
nobly into action and were soon exposed to the heavy Are of shore 
batteries. Their escape was miraculous, as they were under a galling 
fire of solid shot, shell, grape, and canister, a number of winch ])a8sed 
through the vessels without doing any serious injury, except to the 
Patrick Henry, through whose boiler a shot passed, scalding to death 
four persons and wounding others. Lieutenant-Commanding Barney 
promptly obeyed a signal to tow her out of the action. As soon as 
damages were repaired the Patrick Henry returned to her station and 
continued to perform good service during the remainder of that day 
and the following. 

Having sunk the Cumberland, J turned our attention to the Congress. 
We were some time in getting our pro])er position in consequence of 
the shoaluiiss of the water and the great difficulty of managing the 
ship when in or near the mud. To succeed in my object 1 was obliged 
to run the ship a short distance above the batteries on James Eiver 
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ill order to wiud her. During all the time her keel was in the mud; of 
course she moved but slowly. Thus we were subjected twice to the 
heavy guns of all the batteries in passing up and down the river, but 
it could not be avoided. We silenced several of the batteries and did 
much injury on shore. A large transport steamer alongside the wharf 
was blown up, one schooner sunk, and another captured and sent to 
Norfolk. The loss of life on shore we have no means of ascertaining. 

While the Yirginia was thus engaged in getting her position for 
attacking the Oongress the prisoners state it was believed on board 
rlial ship that we had hauled off. The men left their guns and gave 
three cheers. They were soon sadly undeceived, for a few minutes 
after we opened upon her again, she having run on shore in shoal water. 
The caniage, havoc, and dismay caused by our fire compelled them to 
haul down their colors and to hoist a white flag at their gaff and half- 
mast and another at the main. The crew instantly took to their boats 
and landed. Our lire immediately ceased, and a 'signal was made for 
the Beaufort to come within hail. I then ordered Lieutenant-Command¬ 
ing Parker to take iiossession of the Oongress, secure the officers as 
prisoners, allow the crew to laud, and burn the ship. He ran along¬ 
side, received her flag and surrender from Commander William Smith 
and Lieutenant Peudergrast, with the side-arms of those officers. They 
delivered theinselv<‘S as prisoners of war on board the Beaufort, and 
afterward wore permitted at their own request to return to the Oon¬ 
gress to assist in removing the wounded to the Beaufort. They never 
returned, and I submit to the decision of the Department whether 
they are not our prisoners. While the Beaufort and Ealeigh were 
alongside the Oongress, and the surrender of that vessel had been re- 
(joived fr'om the commander, she having two white flags flying, hoisted 
by our own people, a heavy fire was opened upon them from the shore 
and from the Oongress, killing some valuable officers and men. Under 
this lire the steamers left the Congress, but as I was not informed that 
any injury had been sustained by those vessels at that time, Lieuten¬ 
ant-Commanding I'imker having failed to report to me, I took it for 
granted that my order to him to burn her had been executed, and 
waited some minutes to see the smoke ascending from her hatches. 
Daring this delay we were still subject to the heavy lire fi'om the bat¬ 
teries, which was always promptly returned. 

The steam frigates Minnesota and Koanoke and the sailing frigate 
St. Lawrence had previously been reported as coming from Old Point, 
but as I was determined that the Oongress should not again fall into 
the hands of the enemy, I remarked to that gallant young officer Flag- 
Lieutenant Minor, “That ship must be burned.” He promptly volun¬ 
teered to take a boat and burn her, and the Teazer, Lieutenant-Com¬ 
manding Webb, was ordered to cover the boat. Lieutenant Minor had 
scarcely reached within 60 yards of the Oongress when a deadly fire 
was opened upon him, wounding him severely and several of his men. 
On witnessing this vile treachery I instantly recalled the boat and or¬ 
dered the Oongress destroyed by hot shot and incendiary shell. About 
(his period 1 was disabled, and transferred the command of the ship to 
(iiat gallant, intelligent officer Lieut. Oatesby Jones, with orders to 
light her as long as the men could stand to their guns. 

The ships from Old Point opened their fire upon us. The Minnesota 
grounded in the north channel, where, unfortunately, the shoalness of 
the channel prevented our near approach. We continued, however, to 
fire upon her until the pilots declared it was no longer safe to remain 
in that position, and we accordingly returned by the south channel 
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(the middle ground being necessarily betv^'een the Virginia and Min¬ 
nesota, and St. Lawrence and the Eoanohe having retreated under the 
guns of Old Point), and again had an opportunity of opening upon the 
Minnesota, receiving her heavy fire in return, and shortly afterward 
upon the St. Lawrence, from which vessel was received several broad¬ 
sides. It had by this time become dark and we soon after anchored oft' 
Sewell^s Point. The rest of the squadron followed oui* movements, with 
the exception of the Beaufort, Lieutenant-Commanding Parker, who 
proceeded to Norfolk with the wounded and prisoners as soon as he 
had left the Congress, without reporting to me. The Congress, having 
been set on fire by our hot shot and incendiary shell, continued to burn, 
her loaded guns being successively discharged as the flames reached 
them, until a few minutes past midnight, when her magazine exploded 
with a tremendous report. 

The facts above stated as having occurred after I had placed the ship 
in charge of Lieutenant Jones were reported to me by that oificer. 

At an early hour next morning ^he 9th), upon the urgent solicita¬ 
tions of the surgeons. Lieutenant Minor and myself were very reluct¬ 
antly taken on shore. The accommodations for the proper treatment 
of wounded persons on board the Virginia are exceedingly limited, 
Lieutenant Minor and myself occupying the only space that could be 
used for that puri)ose, which was in my cabin. 1 therefore consented 
to our being landed on SewelPs Point, thinking that the room on board 
vacated by us (lould be used for those who might be wounded in the 
renewal of the action. In the course of the day Lieutenant Minor and 
myself were sent in a steamer to the hospital at NTorfolk. 

The following is an extract from the report of Lieutenant Jones of 
the proceedings of the Virginia on the 9th: 

At daylight on the 9th we saw that the Minnesota was still ashore, and that there 
was an iron battery near her. At 8 [o’clodr] we ran down to engage them (having 
previously sent the killed and wounded out of the ship), firing at the Minnesota and 
occasionally at the iron battery. The pilots did not place us as near as they expected. 
The great length and draught of the shix) rendered it exceedingly difficult to work her. 
We ran ashore about a mile Irom the frigate, and were backing iifiioen minutes 
before we got off. We continued to fire at the Minnesota, and blew up a steamer 
alongside of her, and we also engaged the Monitor, and sometimes at very close quar¬ 
ters. We once succeeded in running into her, and twice silenced her fire. The pilots 
declaring that we could get no nearer the Minnesota, and believing her to bo entirely 
tabled, and the Monitor having run into shoal water, which prevented our doing her 
any further injury, we ceased firing at 12 [o’clock] and proceeded to Norfolk. 

Our loss is 2 kiUed and 19 wounded. The stem Is twisted and the ship leaks. We 
have lost the prow, starboard anchor, and aU the boats. The armor is somewhat 
damaged; the steam-pipe and smoke-stack both riddled; the muzzles of two of the 
guns shot (iway. It was not easy to keep a flag flying. The flag-stafi's were re¬ 
peatedly shot away. The colors were hoisted to &e smoke-stack and several times 
out down ftom it. 

The bearing of the men was all that could be desired j the enthusiasm could scarcely 
he restrained. During the action they cheered again and again, Thoir coolness and 
skill were the more remarkable ftom the fact that the great majority of them were un¬ 
der fire for the first time. They were strangers to each other and to the ofiicers, and 
had but a few days’ instruction in the management of the groat guns. To the skill and 
example of the oflicers is this result in no small degree attributable. 

Having thus given a full report of the actions on the 8th and 9th, I 
feel it due to the gallant oflcers who so nobly sustained the honor of 
the flag and country on those days to e3i)ress my appreciation of their 
conduct. 

To that brave and intelligent ofiScer Lieut. Oatesby Jones, the 
executive and ordnance ofiicer of the Virginia, 1 am greatly indebted 
for the success achieved. His constant attention to his duties in the 
equipment of the ship; his intelligence in the instruction of ordnance 
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t,o the crew, as proved by the accuracy and effect of their fire, some of 
the guns having been personally directed by him; his tact and manage¬ 
ment in the government of raw recruits; his general knowledge of the 
executive duties of a man-of-war, together with his high-toned bearing, 
were all eminently conspicuous, and had their fruits in the admirable 
efficiency of the Virginia. If conduct such as his (and I do not know 
that I have used adequate language in describing it) entitles an officer 
to promotion, I see in the case of Lieutenant Jones one in all respects 
worthy of it. As flag-officer I am entitled to some one to perform the 
duties of flag-captain, and I should be proud to have Lieutenant Jones 
ordered to the Virginia as lieutenant-commandant^ if it be not the in¬ 
tention of the Department to bestow upon him a higher rank. 

Lieutenant Simms fully sustained his well-earned reputation. He 
fired the first gun, and when the command devolved upon Lieutenant 
Jones, in consequence of my disability, he was ordered to perform the 
duties of executive officer. Lieutenant Jones has expressed to me his 
satisfaction in having had the services of so experienced, energetic, and 
zealous an officer. 

Lieutenant Davidson fought his guns with great precision. Ihe 
muzzle of one of them was soon shot away. He continued, however, 
to fire it, though the wood work around the port became ignited at 
each discharge. His buoyant and cheerful bearing and voice were con¬ 
tagious and inspiring. 

Lieutenant Wood handled his pivot gun admirably, and the executive 
officer testifies to his valuable suggestions during the action. His zeal 
and industry in drilling the crew contributed materially to our success. 

Lieutenant Eggleston served his hot shot and shell with judgment 
and effect, and Iris bearing was deliberate, and exerted a happy influ¬ 
ence on his division. 

Lieutenant Butt fought his gun with activity and during the action 
was gay and smiling. 

The Maiine Corps was well represented by Captain Thom, whose 
tranquil mien gave evidence that the hottest fire was no novelty to him. 
One of his guns was served ofl'ectively and creditably by a detachment 
of the United Artillery of Norfolk, under the command of Captain 
Kevill. The muzzle of their gun was struck by a shell from the enemy, 
which broke oft’ a piece of the gun, but they continued to fire as if it 
was uninjured. 

Midshipmen Fouto, Marmaduke, Littlepage, Craig, and Long ren¬ 
dered valuable services. Their conduct would have been creditable to 
older heads, and gave great promise of future usefulness. Midshipman 
Marmaduke, though receiving several painful wounds early in the 
action, ma n ftill v fought lus gun until the close. He is now at the hos¬ 
pital. 

Paymaster Semple volunteered for any service, and was assigned to 
the command of the powder division, an important and complicated 
duty, which could not have been bettor performed. 

Surgeon Phillips and Assistant Surgeon Garnett were prompt and 
attentive in the discharge of their duties. Their kind and considerate 
care of the wounded and the skill and ability displayed in the treat¬ 
ment won for them the esteem and gratitude of all who came imdei 
their charge, and justly entitled them to the confidence of officers and 
crew. 1 beg leave to call the attention of the Department to the case 
of Dr. Ganiett. He stands deservedly high in his profession, is at the 
head of the list af assistant surgeons, and &ere being a vacancy in con- 
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sequence of the recent death of Surgeon Bhicknall, I should be nineli 
gratified if Dr. Garnett could be promoted to it. 

The engines and machinery, upon ivhich so much depended, per¬ 
formed much better than was expected. This is due to the intelligenee, 
experience, and coolness of Acting Chief Engineer Itamsey. His efforts 
were ably seconded by his assistants, lYnan, Campbell, Herring, Jack, 
and White. As Mr. Bamsey is only acting chief engineer, I respect¬ 
fully recommend his promotion to the rank of chief; and would also 
ask that Second Assistant Engineer Campbell may be promoted to first 
assistant, he having performed the duties of that grade during the 
engagement. 

The forward officers—Boatswain Hasker, Gunner Oliver, and Car¬ 
penter Lindsey—discharged well all the duties requhed of them. The 
boatswain had charge of a gun and fought it well. The gunner was 
indefatigable in his eff'orts. His experience and exertions as a gunner 
have contributed very materially to the efficiency of the battery. 

Acting Master Parrish was assisted in iriloting the ship by Pilots 
Wright, Williams, Clai'k, and Cunningham. They were necessarily 
much exposed. 

It is now due that I should mention my personal staff". To that gal¬ 
lant young officer Flag-Lieutenant Minor I am much indebted for his 
promptness in the execution of signals; ror renewingthe flag-staffswhen 
shot away, being thereby greatly exposed; for his watchfulness in 
keeping the Confederate flag up; his alacrity in conveying my ordei'S 
to the different divisions, and for his general cool and gallant bearing. 

My aide, Acting Midshipman Eootes, of the Eavy; Lieutenant For¬ 
rest, of the Armyj who served as a volunteer aide, and my clerk, Mr. 
Arthur St. Clair, jr., are entitled to my thanks for the activity with 
which my orders were conveyed to the different parts of the ship. 
During the hottest of the fight they were always at their posts, giving 
evidence of their coolness. 

Having referred to the good conduct of the officers in the flag-ship 
immediately under my notice, I come now to a no less pleasing task when 
I attempt to mai'k my approbation of the bearing of those serving in 
the other vessels of the squadron. 

Commander John K. Tucker, of the Patrick Henry, and uieuts. Com¬ 
manding J. N. Barney, of the Jamestown, and W. A. Webb, of the 
Teazer, deserve great praise for their gallant conduct throughout the 
engagement. Their judgment in selecting their positions for attack¬ 
ing the enemy was good; their constant fire was destructive, and con¬ 
tributed much to the success of the day. The general order under 
which the squadron wont into action required that, in the absence of 
all signals, each commanding officer was to exercise his own judgment 
and discretion in doing all the damage he could to the enemy and to 
sink before surrendering. Prom the bearing of those officers on the 
8 th I am fully satisfied that that order would have been carried out. 

Commander Tucker speaks highly of all under him, and desires par 
ticularly to notice that Lieutenant-Colonel OadwaUader St. George 
Noland, commanding the post at Mulberry Island, on hearing of the 
deficiency in the complement of the Patrick Henry, promptly offered 
the services of 10 of his men as volunteers for the occasion, one of whom, 
George E. Webb, of the Greenville Guards, Commander Tucker regrets 
to say, was killed. 

Lieutenaut-Comuiauding Barney reports every officer and man on 
board of the ship performed his whole duty, evincing a courage and 
fearlessness worthy of the cause for which we are fighting. 
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Lieutenaut-Commauding Webb specially notices the coolness dis¬ 
played by Acting Master Face and Third Assistant Engineer Quinn 
wlien facing the heavy fire of artillery and musketry from the shore 
while the Teazer was standing in to cover the boat in which, as pre¬ 
viously stated, Lieutenant Minor had gone to bum the OongTess. Sev¬ 
eral of his men were badly wounded. 

The Ealeigh, early in the action, had her gun-carriage disabled, which 
compelled her to withdraw. As soon as he had repafred damages as 
well as he could Lieutenant-Commanding Alexander resumed his posi¬ 
tion in the line. He sustained himself gallantly during the remainder 
of the day and speaks highly of all under his command. That even¬ 
ing he was ordered to Norfolk for repairs. 

The Beaufort, Lieutenant-Commanding Parker, was in close contact 
with the enemy frequently during the day, and all on board behaved 
gallantly. Lieutenant-Commanding Parker expresses his warmest 
thanks to his officers and men for their coolness. Acting Midshipman 
Foreman, who accompanied him as volunteer aide; Midshipman Mai 
lory and Newton; captain’s clerk Bain, and Mr. Gray. pUot, are all 
specially mentioned by him. 

On the 21st instant I forwarded to the Department correct lists of 
the casualties on board all the vessels of the squadron on the 8th; none, 
it appears, occurred on the 9th. 

While in the act of closing this report I received the communication 
of the Department, dated 22d instant, relieving me temporarily of the 
command of the squadi'on for the naval defense of James Eiver. I 
feel honored in being relieved by the gallant Flag-Officer Tatnall. 

I much regret that I am not now in a condition to resume my com- 
luand, but trust that I shall soon be restored to health, when I shall be 
ready for any duty that may be assigned me.

Report of Mgj. Gen. John B. Magrnder, C. 8. Army, commanding Depart¬ 
ment ^tlie Penimula, of Ms co-operation with namal attack. 

Hbabquaetbks Dbpaetmbnt op the Peninsula, 

Younfs Farm, Va., March 10 , 1862. 

Sib: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt, at 9 p. m. on the 
8 th instant, of your telegram announcing the glorious achievement of 
the Confederate States war-steamer Tirginia, and to report that before 
daylight I had troops on the way to the immediate vicinity of Newport 
News, and proceeded in person to join them. 

On my arrival I found my advance ^ard, of one regiment of in¬ 
fantry, Colonel Cumming, Tenth Georgia^ and some 300 cavalry (of 
ours) drawn up in line of battle within 1 mile of Newport News and 600 
yards of the enemy’s pickets of infantry and cavalry. 

As I obtained from aU quarters reliable information of the enemy’s 
great strmgth. which was verified by our observation of the fort and 
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vicinity, amountiiig to at least 12,000 infantry at Fovrport I^ews alone, 
which at any moment conld be increased to 18,000 from Fort Monroe, 
I saw that it was utterly impossible to do anything toward attacking 
the fort. My own troops, which are obliged to be divided to defend 
the two roads, Torktown and Warwick, being when united only about 
4,000 infantry, 450 cavalry, and a few pieces of light artillery, the 
larger number being too heavy to bring over the roads, which are re¬ 
cently worse than ever. 

Finding, as I anticipated, that the naval attack produced no effect 
upon the fort except to increase its garrison, I contented myself with 
occupying the most advanced posts, Bethel and Young’s Mill, where 
the teoops are now. 

I believe the enemy’s plan was to ascend James Eiver by land and 
water, to attack and capture, if possible, Jamestown Island, which 
would cause the fall of Yorktown, and then to occupy Suffolk, James¬ 
town, and West Point, and leaving Norfolk to fall with the fall of Bich- 
mond, if that could be accomplished, and to direct all his energies 
against the latter place. For the present his [dans must bo somewhat 
frustrated; but I consider that the Patrick Henry, Jamestown, and 
Teazer having gone to Norfolk, and the Virginia into the dock for re¬ 
pairs, affords the enemy an admirable opportunity of ftilly retrieving 
his losses by placing the Ericsson battery at the mouth of James Eiver 
and ascending at once the left bank of that river, attacking, supported 
by the Ericsson battery, the works of Harden’s Bluff and Mulbeny 
Island Point, which are weal^ and thus forcing my troops to fall back 
to protect Jamestown and Williamsburg and isolating and reducing 
Yorktown. I therefore hope that the steamers Patrick Henry, James¬ 
town, and Teazer may Avithout delay ascend the James EWer, and 
should they require repairs, have them done at Eichmond. When the 
Virginia is repaired they could join her at any moment, as she would 
be the mistress of the Eoads. 

I have not had time to report that the troops ordered to Suffolk were 
embarked from King’s Mill wharf immediately after the reception of 
the orders, as I am informed. A considerable number of the regiments 
sent were on furlough, and I therefore sent a somewhat larger number 
than that called for, estimating the number by the aggregate present 
and absent. I presume those absent will join at once. I sent also two 
batteries, that of Cobb’s Legion and the First Company of Howitzers, 
the latter being asked for by General Eandolph. I have sent 360 cav¬ 
alry, that number being embraced in Cobb’s Legion. 

I beg leave respectfully to invite the attention of the Secretary of 
Wax to my remarks in relation to the location of the three steamers. 

I have at length assembled many negroes, and the defensive works 
begin again to progress satisfactorily.

Sir: * • • Te.sterday I had the honor to receive >onv telegram, 
by which I am informed that an iron-clad steamer and a larg<‘ frigate 
would be in Hampton Boads within five days, the time stated when 
the Merrimac, Torktown, and Jamestown would attack Newport 
News. 

On land I will be prepared for them, and if the steamer and Mgate 
arrive we will be well prepared for them on the water. 

I have not time before the mail leaves to give you all the informa¬ 
tion you desire. I have only time to say, give me 20,000 men, includ¬ 
ing one regiment of regulars, in addition to those I now have, with 
two companies of artillery, and four field batteries in addition to the 
two I now have, which are nearly complete, wanting only a few horses 
and harness, with boats sufficient to transport several thousand men, 
and I will, with Burnside’s co-operation, take Norfolk, provided I can 
have aid ftom the Navy and can be furnished with laud transporta¬ 
tion. AU the boats we had at the post were given to the Hattoras 
expedition; consequently I have none that will answer for landing of 
troops. 

I have a plan which will be presented to you by Colonel Cram, with 
a map, who will also be able to explain it to you in detail, and if I can 
be furnished with the means necessary and the co-operation of General 
Burnside I have no doubt of success against Norfolk, and, with aid 
from the Navy, against Torktown. If we wore prepared now it would 
be more readily accomplished than at a future day. I prefer to have 
my plan explained by the colonel, because it is less likely to become 
public.

Dear Sir ; Colonel Oram, my semor aide-de-camp, will present yon 
with a dispatch and a most excellent map, by which he wiU explain in 
detail my plans for taking Norfolk, Yorktown, and Eichmond. 

There has been no time in the last three months until recently that 
Eichmond could not have been taken with 60,000 men, and even with 
a less force. At all events 50,000 men menacing Eichmond would not 
have failed to have relieved Washington. Fifty thousand men menac¬ 
ing the enemy in the rear and 150,000 advancing in front, the rebel 
army would have been destroyed. 

In conclusion, I would commend to your special attention Col. T. J. 
Oram. I am in want of another brigadier-general, having but one, 
who is at Newport News. Colonel Cram would make as efficient a 
brigadier-general as any other in service.

The Merrimac, an armor-clad vessel belonging to the rebels, issued 
from Norfolk yesterday, and captnre<l several of the United States 
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blockading vessels, and tlireatens to sweep our whole flotilla from 
Chesapeake Bay. Under these circumstances it is of the last impor¬ 
tance to capture or destroy the Merrimac, and the whole wealth and 
power of the United States will be at command for that purpose. As 
this movement was anticipated and the subject of discussion between 
you and myself last December, you have no doubt thought of various 
modes by which it could be met and overcome most promptly. The 
Secretary of War desires you quietly to call a meeting of from three 
to nine persons, at your discretion, of the best judgment in naval 
engineering and warfare, to meet immediately at your father^s house or 
some other convenient and suitable place, and to sit as a committee to 
devise the best plan of speedily accomplishing the capture or destruc¬ 
tion of the Merrimac. I Avould suggest the name of Abram 8. Hewitt 
as a member of the committee. You will bear in mind that every 
hour’s delay to destroy the Merrimac may result in incalculable damage 
to the United States, and that the plan or x>l^RS for her destruction 
should be submitted at the earliest hour practicable for the approval 
of this Department, to the end that their execution may not be unneces¬ 
sarily delayed a moment. To enable you to communicate hourly with 
this Department, the telegraphic company is directed to transmit all 
messages from you at the expense of the Government. 

Acknowledge this dispatch the moment yon receive it. Spare no 
pains or expense to get the committee together immediately. Act 
with the utmost energy. You and each member of the committee will 
consider this whole matter confidential.

His Excellency the President op the United states: 

I beg leave to inform you that iiixm consultation with such pilots as 
I have in the yard, I find them to be of opinion that a vessel draw- 
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luft 22 feet water can pass up the Potomac within a hundred yards of 
the Aibenal. As fa]- as tlie li"ht-house on PlacMstone Island, some30 
miles, thei-e is abundant water for any ship. About 5 miles higher up 
is the &st obstacle—the Kettle Bottoms. The channel passes among 
these shoals for 6 miles, and the pilot says 24 feet can be had, which 1 
doubt. The narrowest part about 300 yards wide. Prom this the chan¬ 
nel continues good until just below Aquia, where it shoals, so that 23 teet 
is considered the best water at common high tide. Having passed tMs, 
the water deepens passing the batteries and shoals about Mattawoman 
Creek, where the depth at common high tide is 22 feet. This obstruc¬ 
tion is less than a mile in extent, after which the channel deepens sev¬ 
eral feet; though it narrows, it runs nearly to the Arsenal, and perhaps 
some 3 miles from the Capitol. 

The actual blocking of the river is only to be resorted to when the 
exigency arises, the means being at hand. There are three points 
where it can be done—the Kettle Bottoms, below Smith’s Point, and 
at Mattawoman. I would advise that some heavy ordnance be got 
ready for placing at the Arsenal, at Giesborough Point, and at Buzzard 
Point. Port Washington should also have suitable cannon. I have 
telegraphed to the flotilla for some steamers to tow down the blocking 
vessels as soon as General Meigs has them ready. It happens unfor¬ 
tunately that the only two good steamers belonging to the yard are at 
Portress Monroe.

The Monitor arrived at 10 p. m. last night and went immediately to 
the protection of the Minnesota, lying aground just below PTewport 
PTews, At 7 a. m. to-day the Merrimao, accompamed by two wooden 
steamers and several tugs, stood out toward the Minnesota and opened 
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(ire. The I\Ioiiitor met them at once and opened her fire, when all tlir 
enemyretired excepting the Merrimae. These two iron-clads 
tbughtj pari ot tlie time touching each other, from 8 a. m. to noon, when 
the Merrimae retired. Whether she is injured or not it is impossible 
to say. Lieut. J. L. Worden, who commanded the Monitor, handled 
her with great skill, and was assisted by Chief Engineer Stimers. 
Lieutenant Worden was injured by the cement from the pilot-house 
being driven into his eyes, but I trust not seriously. The Minnesota 
kept up a continuous hi'e, and is herself somewhat injured. She was 
moved considerably to-day, and will probably be off to-night. The 
Monitor is uninjured and ready at any moment to repel another attack.

The proposed measures for guarding the Potomac are in progress. 
I am informed from the Quartermaster’s Department that eight canal- 
boats, loaded with stone, were about to leave, and eight more would 
leave during the night. I have sent instructions to the commandant 
of the flotilla as to their disposition and use at the three places where 
the channel has the least depth of water.. 

The only 11-inch gun and 50-pounder which I Iiave will be landed on 
Giesborough Point before midnight. The platforms 'will be lai<l and the 
guns in position to-morrow morning. The mortars will also be placed. 
Shot are being cast for all of them, and a full supply will be ready to¬ 
morrow. 

The Secretary of War has visited the defensive points and given me 
authority to draw on any of the regiments or forts for men, guns, or 
munitions.

grated deck, aud throw cai-tridges, grenades, or shells down her smoke- 
pipes ; sacrifice the steamers in order to take the Merrimac. 

I1‘ an overwhelming force can be thus thrown on board there will be 
little loss of life, though the steam transports may be destroyed.

You are therefore authorized to 
evacuate that jdace, drawing the garrison in upon Port Monroe, which 
I need not say to so brave an officer is to be held at all hazards as I 
will risk evcjything to sustain you should you be attacked by superior 
force. 

Prom indicat ions here I suspect an intention of the enemy to fall 
back nearer to lUchmond, that they may better concentrate their forces. 
An attack u])ou you is not imiwobable. 

If tlie 15-inch gun is at Newport News I would suggest its immedi¬ 
ate I’omoval to eit her Port Monroe or Port Calhoun, unless it will enable 
you to retain possession of Newport News. By authorizing you to with¬ 
draw from Newport News I do not mean to give you the order to do 
so, but. to relieve you from that grave sense of reai>onsibility which 
every good ollicer feels in such a case. 1 would only evacuate New¬ 
port News when it b(*came clear that the rebels would certainly obtain 
complete* ctmtrol oi‘ the water and render it untenable.

I have your two telegrams. Captain Wyman writes me that he has 
placed eight barges on the Kettle Bottoms, eight off* Smith’s Point, 
and seven off Mattawoman. He thinks there should be four or six more 
on Mattawoman, and asks for them, with their anchors. 

If it is desired to put the matter beyond doubt, then it will be betb'r 
to let the two frigates at the mouth of the Potomac enter and proceed 
to the Kettle Bottoms or Smith’s Point, anchor, and pre])are to sink 
them as soon as the Merrimac reaches the Potomac. She cannot get 
by them. The telegraph at Fort Monroe should j^ve twelve hours’ 
notice; and it would be well to send a fast vessel, like the Metamora, 
to the mouth of the Potomac to observe and to convey intelligence.

batteries, to complete the batteries I have here and to mount Dodge’s 
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cavalry. I have received only three regiments: First Michigan, Fifth 
Maryland, and Fifty-eighth Pennsylvania.

Sir: Yours, inclosing the dispatch of Major-General McClellan, suggesting that the 
Secretary of the Navy be requested order to Port Monroe whatever force DuPont 
can now spare, as well as any available force that Goldsborough can send up, as soon 
as his present operations are completed,” has been received. If a movement is to be 
made upon Norfolk—always a favorite measure of this Department—instant measures 
will be taken to advise and stren^hen Flag-Officer Goldsborough, but unless such be 
the case, I should be extremely rmuctant to take any measure that would even tempo¬ 
rary weaken the efficacy of the blockade, esijecially at the points under the command 
of Flag-Officer DuPont. The importance of capturing Norfolk is, I know, deemed 
almost indispensable by Flag-Officer Goldsborough, who will be happy to co-operate 
in a movement in that direction, and wiU, I need not assure you, have the active and 
earnest efforts of this Department to aid him with aU the force that can be placed at 
his disposal.

I tnow I can expect from you the justice to post¬ 
pone any decision until I can report at length, which will be in a few 
days. In the mean time I will venture the remark that J have taken 
not only the best but the only way of successfully defending this Penin¬ 
sula with the means at my disposal, and that its defense will be success- 
M. I did not call out the militia, though at one time I had determined 
to do so, but merely requested to be furnished with the strength of cer¬ 
tain regiments, to i)reparo arms for them, which arms 1 could procure 
from the colonels of regimenis belonging, as they infonned me, to their 
States I only desired to prepare for the emergency of a lauding in 
(his Peninsula oi on the Bappaliannock, which I now think more prob¬ 
able, or for an attack on James River. These arrangements required 
time. I therefore anticipated the emergency. Colonel Randolph in- 
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formed me that I was authorized by you to do this; that is, to call out 
all the militia I could arm.

Sir : I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt last night ot a 
letter from the Secretary of War, expressing his disapprobation of my 
having impressed the slaves of Chesterfield County, and directing me 
to countermand it. 

In answer I have to state that before the reception of this letter my 
agent, Mr. Junius Lamb, through whom I communicated my wishes to 
the people of Ghesterheld, had informed me that nine-tenths of that 
community were willing to send their slaves to work on the public for¬ 
tifications in this Peninsula, but that some four or five citizens objected, 
and employed counsel to proceed to Eichmond to lay the case before 
the Secretary of War and President; that the counsel had returned, 
and stated that tlie President would issue a proclamation condemning 
this course and forbidding it for the future. I immediately wrote to 
you that this last call on Chesterfield and the neighboring counties was 
made to meet the requisitions of the engineers under my command 
imtil the negroes who were being hired by authority of the Govern¬ 
ment, which I found to be a slow operation, should arrive. 

The Government had panted me authority to hire negroes, but 1 
found it occupied more time and was attended with more difficultv 
than had been represented to me. The unsafe condition of the de¬ 
fenses on James Eiver had been represented to the Department, in a 
report of the Chief of Artillery, Col. G. W. Eandolph, and the engineer 
here in charge, Mr. St. John, which report was strongly indorsed by 
myself. 

The work at Gloucester Point, ordered by the Engineer Department 
at Eichmond, was not half finished. The works at Yorktown, though 
3 R B—VOIi IX 
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trebled in strength in the last two months, were then and still are un- 
finished, both as regards the protection of the men against the enemy’s 
shell, guns, and mortars by sea, as well as his attacks by land. As the 
War Department had sanctioned, during the administration of Mr. 
Walker, my calling on the people for slave labor to work on the forti¬ 
fications in my charge^ and as my instructions were to push these for¬ 
tifications to completion, I considered it proper in itself and neces¬ 
sary to the faithful obedience of my orders to continue using, as before, 
this labor until the exercise of the authority granted mo by the Gov¬ 
ernment to hire slaves should be successful in procuring the requisite 
labor. It was intended to be my last call. 

The counties of the Peninsula and neighborhood having furnished 
negroes frequently, I thought it prudent to call upon the counties of 
Chesterfield and Dinwiddle for this last supply, and I believe 1 have 
exercised the power (recognized by the War Department) with discre¬ 
tion. Nevertheless, I immediately directed Mr. Lamb not to take any 
further steps with reference to the county of Chesterfield, and as he 
informed me that he had an appointment to meet the negroes from 
Dinwiddle at Petersburg, 1 instructed him to keep it^ but not to bring 
any whose masters objected in the least to their coming. This course, 
pursued before the reception of your letter, I presume meets with the 
approbation of the War Department and the President. I received a 
letter last night from Captain Eives, temporarily in charge of the En¬ 
gineer Department at Eichmond, stating in effect that he was not pre¬ 
pared to undertake the hiring of negroes for the works here or their 
control. 

All the negroes are discharged from Yorktown with the exception of 
160, about 130 of these being procured from the county of Green¬ 
ville by calling upon the inhabitants to furnish the labor; it is re¬ 
ported to me that they furnished these men with pleasure. The num¬ 
ber required by the works here is about 400. At Mulberry Island, on 
James Eiver, there are about 30 j 200 are required there, and at least 
200 at Gloucester Point, where there are, I think, not more than 60, 
though 1 have not inquired within the last week. 

Under these circumstances I beg that I may be furnished without 
delay with precise instructions which the War Department, 1 hope, is 
well assured will be executed with promptness to the letter and spirit. 

I beg that this communication may be laid before tlie President 
through the Secretary of War. Inclosed are copies of two letters from 
General Lee. That containing his original instructions to whicli allu¬ 
sion is made in one of the inclosed is mislaid, but doubtless will soon 
be found among the papers in the office.

Sir : In response to your letter of the 23d instant, on the subject of 
the impressment of slaves in the counties of Chesterfield and Dinwiddie, 
I beg to say that you misapprehend the point on which the interference 
of this Department was invoked. There is no desire or intention of 
interfering with your discretion in impressing whatever may be nec¬ 
essary for the public defense within your department whenever your 
wants cannot be supplied by contract, although, of course, this power of 
impressment should be exercised as sparingly as possible. The point 
of diflBiculty was that you went out of your district into the district of 
another general. Ton will see at a glance that if a general goes out 
of his district to exercise such a power he must necessarily come in 
conflict with the orders of the neighboring commander, and that the in¬ 
habitants might have two or more sets of officers all at the same time 
exercising this very harsh and necessarily odious power. I trust, there¬ 
fore, that in future you will confine your action, when outside of your 
district, to contracts, and confine the exercise or the power of impress¬ 
ment to the geographical limits of your own command.

Headquaetees Aemt of the Peninsula, 

Yorktown, Va., February 1, 1802. 

SiE: I have been so constantly occupied since my arrival on this 
Peninsula that I have not had time to make to the War Department 
the reports necessary, perhaps, to a clear understanding of my opera¬ 
tions. When I took command there were no ■works on the James 
River below Jamestown, no fortifications at WiUiajnsburg, Yorktown, 
or Gloucester Point, with the exception of one gun at Yorktown and 
perhaps two at Gloucester Point. I had to defend a Peninsula yo miles 
in length and some 10 miles in width, inclosed between two navigable 
rivers, terminated by fortresses impregnable as long as tbe enemy com¬ 
manded the waters. My force was less than 3,000 men, the enemy never 
less than 12,000 and sometimes as high as 25,000, and always within 
a day’s march of us. I had neither adjutant, quartermaster, commis¬ 
sary, nor any staff officer whatever, and an army unfam i liar with the 
simplest military duties. 

I devoted a day or two to necessary arrangements for subsisting the 
army, and, calling on the sheriff of the county as a guide, made a tour 
on horseback of the lower part of the Peniusula, in order to get some 
knowledge of the country. Seeing at a glance that three broad rivers 
could not be defended without foiliifications, and that these never could 
be built if the enemy knew our weakness and want of preparation, I 
determined to display a portion of my small force in his immediate 
presence, and upon this forth'with selected Bethel as a place at which 
a small force could best give him battle should he advance. 

Returning to Yorkto-wn, I called upon Mr. R. D. Lee, who had mills 
on that stream, to show me tiie line of Warwick River, which rises near 
Yorktown^flows across the county, and enters James River a little below 
Mulberry ]?oint, where there is now a fort. Having made this explora¬ 
tion, I determined to adopt this line to Midberry Point as the true line 
of defense whenever its right flank, on James River, could be protected 
by water batteries. 
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The road to Riohmond was open by the York or James Rivers, land¬ 
ing in the latter case below Jamestown. It was therefore necessary to 
erect defensive works in front of WilMamsbnxg and at Yorktown to 
oppose an immediate advance. J amestown Island, having been fortified 
when I took command, would constitute the right flank; the works at 
Williamsburg the center, and York River and Yorktown the left flank; 
but Yorktown being 12 miles farther down the river than Williamsburg 
or Jamestown, the enemy could land at any time on James River below 
Williamsburg, march across to York River above Yorktown, and cut it 
off entirely from its supplies, thus reducing it in a very short time even 
if it were foitified. Ilence it became necessary to erect works as soon 
as possible at some point on James River below or opposite Yorktown, 
so that a line across the Peninsula perpendicular to its axis should 
have both its flanks resting upon water defenses impassable by ships. 
These two are the lowest points which can be defended against the 
passage of fleets. To erect these several works, however, and fortify 
the lines here indicated would obviously be a work of immense labor, 
requiring, .when prosecuted with the most determiued energy, seven or 
eight months to complete them. 

The chances were extremely remote for success in such an under¬ 
taking, and there was but one way that famished the remotest hope 
that the Peninsula could be defended at all with the means then at the 
disposal of our Republic, and that was by active and threatening oper¬ 
ations in front, to make the enemy fear fbr himself, while the positions 
were being most vigorously fortified in rear. This plan was adopted 
by me, and the enemy on his first advance, with a force of five to one 
against tis, having been repulsed and severely punished, the works 
were pushed forward with great vigor. 

The operations below (in front of) the enemy were, however, always 
carried on with the liability of having a large force of the enemy 
thrown in the rear of our forces by the Back or Poquosin Rivers, the 
former having 10, the latter 18, feet of water. I could not, therefore, 
hold my position in front \vithout building such works on the most 
navigable of these rivers as would defend its entrance against the en¬ 
emy’s vessels. Hence the work at Ship Point was built (by the labor 
of the troops and by my order), and completely commands the entrance 
to that river. I also felt the great disadvantage, when skirmishing with 
the enemy so near his forti'ess, that his re-enforcements were at hand, 
while mine wore at so great a distance. I therefore availed myself of 
the near approach of the Poquosin River and Deep Creek, on James 
River, for the e.stabli8hment of a convenient base of operations from 
which I could draw re-euforoements and supplies when needed below, 
and which I could defend with success if attacked by superior numbers 
by land. 

Por those reasons, and to ;prevont the enemy from occupying this 
strong position himself, I fortified the lines of Harrod’s and Young’s 
Mills, the flanks resting, as I before said, upon Poquosin River and 
Deep Creek, entering tlie York and James Rivers respectively. I 
also fortified the mouth of Deep Creek and Warwick River, sinking 
thirty canal-boats across the channel. This line could stiU be turned 
by the enemy landing between Yorktown and Poquosin River, but I 
hoped to be able to defend a landing between these points by erecting 
fortifications there before the enemy made the attempt. 

In the meantime winter approached and it was necessary to decide 
where the troops should build winter quartei'S. I directed them to build 
on the front line. While this was being done intelligenee arrived of 
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Burnside’s preparations for an attack. Indications from tlie most 
authentic sources pointed to this region as that on which the attack 
would be made, and the question arose, Should the army receive the 
attack on the first or second lines The engineers were in favor of 
the second line as the safest, the front line being liable to be turned by 
the landing of the enemy on York Eiver, on our left flank. Fully 
appreciating the reasons for this advice, and concurring in the opinion 
as to the many physical advantages ofLered by the second line, I never¬ 
theless was satisfied that it would injure the morale of the army to fall 
back from its position at Young’s and Harrod’s Mills, wliere winter 
quarters had been built for some of the regiments. I therefore directed 
that the heavy baggage and sick be sent to the rear, and that the trooi)s 
on the front line who had not buUt their winter quarters should build 
them, and all on that line should fight where they were, while the rest 
of the troops who had not built winter quarters should build them on 
the flanks of the second line, and that good roads^ of easy communica¬ 
tion, should be made from the first to the second line. By this means, 
if the enemy attacked in jBcont alone, the troops on the first line could 
be supported by those from the flanks of the second line, if attacked 
in front and both flanks. 

Our troops in front had as strong a central position on that hue as 
they would have had on the second, and a greater certainty of victory, as 
they would fight on better ground for us, and the flanks of the second 
line, resting on the river, would be stronger to resist a naval attack. 
This disposition was also made to defend the left exposed flank be¬ 
tween Yorktown and the Poquosin Eiver, so that if the enemy did land 
there he would be held in check sufiGiciently long to give time to our 
troops on the first line to fall back with deliberation and safety to the 
second line. Thus all woixld be accomplished in the cud that the advo¬ 
cates of this measure desired and without unnecessary loss of morale. 

Ttds decision carried with it the additional recommendation, that if 
the attack were delayed for any considerable time the advance of the 
enemy, should he land on the left flank, below Yorkto'wn, might not 
only be checked, but such works erected as would j)reveat a landing 
altogether, and thus secure both lines, and make the investment of 
Yorktown by land highly improbable. 

I have the satisfaction to state that this has been the result, and that 
this position, the left flank, to defend which made it* necessary for me 
to ask for re-enforcements of several thousand men five weeks ago, is 
now considered one of the strongest of my lines, and can, 1 think, be 
successfully defended by the troops which are now there, as I reported 
to you, before the sailing of Burnside’s fleet, would be the case in a 
few days. 

You will perceive by this statement that there are no troops in >7inter 
quarters at Bethel, which is held only by a strong i)icket. It has never 
been occupied at any time but for a few days at a tinu^, being a con¬ 
venient stopping i>lace for the troops in their operations below it. 

I beg leave to report what remains to be done: 

First. The lower defenses on James Eiver are exceedingly weak, 
and ought to be strengthened without delay by building another bat¬ 
tery at Mulberry Point and placing guns in the embrasures of the 
battery already prepared at Harden’s Bluff, opposite. Harden’s Bluff 
and Mulberry Point should then be made impregnable on the land side, 
which can easily be done. 

Second. The number of guns at Yorktown has not yet reached the 
minimum stated by the engineers to be necessary for tihe successfo) 
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defense of the place, and while I differ with them, and thinh it is 
strong enough to resist what the United States can bring against them 
at present, as I lately stated in an order to the troops, yet such for¬ 
midable preparations are being made at the North—of steel-clad ships 
and floating mortar batteries—^that no time should be lost in preparing 
adequate means to resist such an attack. For this purpose the 64- 
pounder 8-inch guns, flring solid shot, of the pattern of one on board 
the Patrick Henry, placed in casemates at the narrowest part of the 
liver, would be most effective in breaking to pieces the steel-clad ships. 
Six of them would answer the purpose. In addition to these, there 
should bo at least six of the heaviest mortars cast for this place and 
six for Harden’s Blufl‘, by means of which the enemy’s bomb ships may 
be reached. 

Galleries cut into the side of the ravines leading down to the water 
are necessary for the protection of the stores and of the troops when 
asleep or not on duty during a bombardment or siege. These gal¬ 
leries and the casemated batteries for six guns I have directed to be 
made, and they are now being built; and if the gims asked for, like 
that on the Patrick Henry, cannot be procured, the ordinary 8-inch 
columbiad would be the next best, or heavy rifled guns. 

The works on the land side at Yorktown are stiU incomplete, two 
redoubts being required to command dangerous ravines, and a portion 
of the river lines are to be completed. The works at Gloucester Point, 
ordered by the engineers from Richmond, arc but half finished, and 
until flnished that post will remain in great danger. If the Govern¬ 
ment cannot lurnish guns at Yorktown and the lower forts on James 
River, I request that I may be allowed to take without delay the heavy 
guns from Jamestown Island and mount them at Harden’s Bluff and 
Mulberry Point, and tliat the command of Harden’s Bluff be trans- 
f(‘ri-(*(l to m<*, !is it is exclusively a defense of James River and not of 
Norfolk. The narrow channel of the river at Jamestown Island does 
not, re(iuire guns of such heavy caliber as the chaimel below, at Har¬ 
den’s Bluff. 

In connection with this subject permit me to say, that should the ex¬ 
pedition of Burnside fail to accomplish the evident purpose of General 
McClellan, to weaken our army in his front by forcing re-enforcements 
from it to other points, a landing in force on the Rappahannock might 
bo resorted to by him for tlie same purpose and might embarrass us 
greatly. As the York River is broad and difficult to cross between 
here and West Point inclusive, 1 do not think it necessary to make 
any further defenses at the latter phice, but think that the formation of 
an intrenched cam]) between the Mattapony and Pamunkey Rivers, 
commanding the main roads leading from Urbana and Tappahannock 
to Richmond foi‘ the reception of troops, should Richmond be threatened 
in that way, would be highly important. A few thousand troops from 
this and a few thousand from General Holmes’ command could be 
thrown on the enemy’s flanks and embarrass greatly his operations. I 
might cross over to Gloucester, say with 6,000 men, and march against 
the left flank of his 26,000 or 30,000 men. He would probably turn 
aside to ci'ush me, but I should retreat, skirmishing to Gloucester Point, 
and if that work were finished, ho would be obliged to retrace his steps 
or lay siege to it. If ho disregarded my approach and marched forward 
to Richmond, General Holmes and myself would unite in his rear and 
cut him off from his base while our troops were being assembled in the 
intrenched camp in his front. He would thus be defeated. 

Should Burnside’s expedition march from Bdenton to Suffolk, after 
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taking Eoanoke Island, to meet Casey’s division from Fort Monroe, I 
might cross the James Eiver with a small portion of my force and 
assist in preventing a junction of their troops; but the propriety of 
making either of these movements depends entirely upon the comple¬ 
tion of the works on this Peninsula, for if I leave them in their present 
state, defended with few troops, the enemy will advance from Fort 
Monroe and carry them; hence my desire to procure negro labor to 
complete them. I have impressed the negroes of the counties compos¬ 
ing my department so often, that it would be oppressive and unjust in 
the extreme to call upon them again to do the work in which all two 
interested. I therefore called upon some of the counties out of my 
department which never had furnished any labor, and a very large 
majority would have ftirnished it with pleasure, but a few persons em¬ 
ployed a lawyer to raise objections at the War Department, and my 
orders were disapproved and countermanded; the works are therefore 
making but little progress. The quantity of labor necessary in this 
departaient is ^ater, perhaps, than that required in all the depart¬ 
ments in Virginia put together, and I beg that I may be allowed to 
repeat my cSl on flie counties in question out of my department in 
order to save time, which is so precious. 

The works on the lower James Eiver being very weak, I desired to 
have some troops in the fortifications in front of Williamsburg, as the 
enemy, should he succeed in passing up James Eiver, might occupy 
those fortifications, now almost without a man, and a great disaster 
might happen. As my troops were necessary below, I asked for au¬ 
thority to call out the militia of certain counties to man these works, 
should it become necessary. I procured arms for them from officers 
who had control of these arms, but were willing to lend them for that 
purpose. I obtained the authority through Colonel Eandoliffi from the 
President and Governor Letcher to call out the militia, but did not use 
it. I desired only that their colonels would send to me an account of 
the number of men in each regiment and the number of shot-guns 
wMch could be procured. 

This course seems not to have been acceptable to the War Depart¬ 
ment, which I regret. 

I beg that this communication may be laid before the Secretary of 
War and the President, and I respectiiilly invite their attention to 
what remains to be done in the department under my command. 

I have to state, also, that two light batteries, with re-onfoi'cements 
of infantry to the number of 4,000, are said to have arrived at Fort 
Monroe as part of the permanent force there, and that on sending a flag 
of trace to Hampton, a few days since, it was discovered by our officers 
that soldiers’ quarters were being erected in Hampton, showing that 
more troops were expected, and that they would remain there some 
time, winter quarters for the troops already there having been pre- 
vionsly built.

comparative security, by completing the defensive works began and in 
part finished, before the spring campaign opens, has not, I regret to 
say, been improved as it ought to have been. The value of these 
works in protecting the James and York Eivers, and with the former 
the Norfolk and Petersburg Eailroad (so accessible from many points 
on the James), whether we look at what may be required or at what 
they have already accomplished, cannot well be estimated in dollars 
and cents. As a citizen you are directly interested, and yon will, by 
giving your aid, be doing good, individual and general. Not less than 
1,000 or 1,500 negroes ought to be at work, and in six weeks, with this 
force, would the defenses be finished and rendered well-nigh impregna¬ 
ble. The counties south and west of Eichmond can well afiford to fur¬ 
nish this labor. General Magrader has so frequently impressed the 
local labor, that he is not wtiling to make another call without an order 
from the War Department to this effect, and thus the works are com¬ 
paratively at a stand still. He has done all in his power. So impor¬ 
tant do I consider this, I would at once write to the Secretary did not 
my position forbid it.

Colonel Ewell, Commanding, Williamsiurg: 

Sir : You will immediately organize, on paper, all the nurses, em¬ 
ployes of the Government of every departme^to be ready at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice to defend the works in front of Williamsburg, and lay 
aside arms and ammunition for the same. 

You will also prepare aims for any citizens, of whatever age, who are 
willing to turn out and assist in holding the works in front of Williams¬ 
burg should the lower defenses at Jamestown be passed. 

The most imi)ortant points to be defended are Tetter’s Neck and Fort 
Magrader. You will place the negroes at the service of Mr. Derrick, 
the engineer, for the purpose, 1st, of preparing without the slightest 
delay the forts already constructed for the reception of guns; and, 2d, 
of completing such works as may be unfinished. Infantry must be 
put on the right of Tetter’s Neck to prevent its being turned, and what 
you may have must bo put at once in position. Have men assigned to 
it and drilled, ammunition prepared, and the pieces fired by the men 
several times.

HEADQtTARTBBS DBPABTMENT OF NORFOLK, 

Feibruary 24,1862. 

Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of War: 

Sir : I have reliable information that the enemy are sending strong 
re-enforoements to Old Point as well as to Tennessee, and I hear, for 
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this purpose, are withdrawing large numbers from Manassas. Within 
the last wees several thousand men have been sent up to Newport 
News and more are to go. General Burnside is also being re-enforced, 
and the numbers collected on both sides of this place are becoming 
powerful armies. They threaten such long lines it is difftcult for me 
to teU where to concentrate my forces, and, until I know more than at 
present, have to keep my forces near the lines of railroad. 

The Ericsson (iron-clad) battery has arrived in the Eoads, and wiU 
probably get one of our batteries to test her resisting qualities. I hear 
she carries two 11-inch guns. 

I write this to call the attention of the Government to the probabil¬ 
ity of this place being severely threatened by powerful forces, and a 
general attack may be expected in a week or more. Prom the same 
source I hear the mortar fleet, as it is termed, is destined for New 
Orleans.

A^taM and Inspector General^ Richmond: 

8ie : I have the honor to state that on the 21st I received a dispatch 
from General Huger, stating that four transports, loaded with troops, 
had been sent to Newport Nows, and another dispatch from Captain 
Norris, my signal officer at Norfolk, that three regiments had been 
landed at Fort Monroe. 

I beg leave further to state I reported on the 20th instant that the 
roads here were in extremely bad order. They are so much worse that 
it is very doubtful if artillery can be carried down the country, and it 
win be positively necessary to diminish the usual amount of ammisni- 
tion by one-half if carried. 

I am also satisfled that no one ship can produce such an impression 
upon the troops at Ne'^ort News as to cause them to evacuate the 
fort. The demoralization to our troops under similar circumstances 
has been produced by a concentration of fire from many ships at differ¬ 
ent poiuts. No important advantages can be obtained by the Merri- 
mac further than to demonstrate her power, which, as she is liable to 
be injured by a chance shot at this critical time, had better be reserved 
to defeat the enemy’s serious efforts against Norfolk and James River. 

I have the honor to request that this communication be laid before 
the President through the Secretary of War. 

I have failed in my efforts to get the substance of the above through 
by telegraph.

Sir : I have just fiDtdshed an examination of the field works erected 
and plaimed around the city for its defense, and respectfdUy submit a 
brief report of their condition for your information. 

These batteries, numbering eighteen, and seven outworks, are placed 
in a circle of about 12 miles around the city. I think their location and 
design good. The magazines of those on the north side of the river are 
not in a fit condition to receive ammunition. All of them are more or 
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less damp and some of them have 2 or 3 feet of water in them. I would 
suggest that they he built above the surfiice of the ground. 

There are eleven long 32-pounders mounted on barbette carriages 
and nine guns of the same class in the batteries on the north side of the 
river not mounted. Batteries Nos. 11 and 12 on the north side, and 
Nos. 17 and 18 on the south side of the river, have not been com¬ 
menced. 

I would respectfully suggest that these last mentioned be completed 
and armed, as I think that we are most likely to be attacked from that 
quarter first. 

I do not deem it necessary to give a more detailed statement at pres¬ 
ent. I submit these feicts to you in the hope that you will bring the 
matter before the Engineer and Ordnance Departments. 

The accompan^g sketch of the works will give you a better idea of 
them than anything I have written or could write.* 

If these works were completed and well armed they would indeed be 
formidable; yet it seems to mo doubtftd whether we could supply an 
army with provisions that would be necessary to defend the city against 
the force the enemy would likely bring against us. We might possibly 
be made to experience the fate of General Mack at Dim. But these 
are matters for the Government to decide. With these facts and re¬ 
marks I leave the subject in your hands.

Now therefore I, Jefferson Davis, President of the Confederate States 
of America, do hereby proclaim that martial law is extended over the 
cities of Norfolk and Portsmouth and the surrounding country to the 
distance of 10 miles from said cities, and all civil jurisdiction and the 
privilege of the writ of habeas corpus are hereby declared to be sus¬ 
pended within the limits aforesaid. 

This proclamation will remain in force until otherwise ordered. 

In faith whereof I have hereunto sot my hand and seal, at the city of 
Richmond, on this twenty-seventh day of February, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hiurdred and sixty-two.

Hon. SPBAmR OP THE House of Delegates of Virginia: 

In compliance with the resolution passed by the House of Delegates, 
“ requesting Ool. Charles Dimmock to make a careful and thorough ex¬ 
amination of the fortitlcations and defenses of this city and to report 
the condition thereof to this House,” I respectfiilly report that I have 
visited the works referred to, and And that on the north side of James 
Biver, commencing on the river below the city and running aroimd to 
the river above the city, there are seventeen separate batteries and 
that there ai’e two more about to be thrown up. On the south side of 
the river, inclosing the town of Manehester, commencing on the river 
below and running around to the river above the town of Manchester, 
there are four separate batteries, besides two more about to be thrown 
up. 

The length of line of works on the north side of the river is 7^ miles 
and on the south side 4^ miles—^in all about 12 miles. 

If I am to express my opinion, I take the occasion to say that these 
lines of defense are too near the city, placing it in close siege, if the 
enemy is to bo suffered to approach within reach of the batteries; so 
near can the enemy come that the city can bo shelled and burned before 
our works are captured, and so near that all intercourse with the country 
will bo cut off, and for the want of subsistence the city would soon be 
comi)olled to capitulate without any serious attack by the enemy. The 
line of defense should bo near the banks of the Ohickahominy and its 
tributaries as far as they extend wcstwardly and thence by a line to 
James Biver; and on the Manchester side the works should be thrown 
out some 2 miles in advance. But as the present batteries are nearly 
complete, they may bo used in the last resort. Tet advanced works 
should be thrown up as soon as possible upon the lines indicated. 

The present works (except their being too near) are well located and 
of approved gi’ound i>lan, and when they are completed will make a 
good defense. 

There are sovei'al ravines running in between some of the works 
which are not commanded by their ^ns. Doubtless it is in contem¬ 
plation to throw up other small batteries to protect these depressions. 

All the batteries are in barbette (without embrasures) and are ob¬ 
jectionable, because both the guns and the men who servo them are 
too much exposed. The guns will be liable to be dismounted and the 
men disabled. 

I think at least some of the most important and assailable ones 
should bo embrasured, and there should be some bomb-proofs within 
which the men not serving at the guns may find security. There are 
several lesser defects general to aU the works, which I presume the 
engineer will remedy. 

These batteries are from one-half to three-fourths of a mile from each 
other, between which I think there should be breastworks thrown up, 
behind which infantry can be posted to prevent any attempt of the en¬ 
emy to force through and take the batteries in rear, where they ate 
quite open and defenseless. 
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In each battery there is one or more magazines. "W^ith few excep¬ 
tions these are pits sunk under ground, covered with timber and earth. 
These I found aU very wet and most of them Med with water. These 
should be made dry by being bricked up or raised above the surface of 
the ground and drained. 

Immediately around some of the works thick forests stand, which 
should be cut down. 

Of cannon I found on the north side but eleven mounted in aU the 
works, and dismounted, lying upon the ground without carriages, there 
were twelve more, in all within the batteries twenty-three, when the 
number required is one hundred and forty-three; and on the south or 
Manchester side I found two mounted (none upon the ground), when 
the number required is seventy-four. 

I could not learn that any, either of guns or carriages, were ready; if 
they are not, they cannot be obtained and put in place in less time 
than three months if they are commenced at once. 

Of the batteries along James Biver below the city I only know from 
report. To remove all fear from the enemy’s gunboats, with their almost 
impenetrable sides and their heavy shells, I suggest that obstructions 
be gotten ready and floated down about 4 miles below the city, ready 
to be sunk on the signal of the approach of the enemy. 

From what I have said above and especially from the small number 
of guns (twenty-flve of the two hundred and eighteen required) that 
are ready mounted and dismounted (about two to the mile), I report 
that Bichmond, as far as any reliance is to be placed upon these bat¬ 
teries, is in no state of defense against an enemy likely to approach. 
The danger from such attack from the north side of the river is greatly 
lessened by the positions of our armies on the Potomac and on the Pen¬ 
insula, but I regard an attack from the south side imminent. 

Burnside has obtained a permanent landing on the ISTorth Carolina 
coast, at which he is getting re-enforcements. With 16,000 or 20^000 
men he can ascend the Boanoke, march to Petersburg, thence to Man¬ 
chester, and from the commanding hills there shell this city without 
crossing the river. This he can do in ten days after he is ready. 

If to meet this force the assisfcince of our armies on the Potomac 
and on the Peninsula are called upon, the answer will be from General 
Johnston and Magruder, “McOleUan and Wool are threatening ns (by 
concert with Burnside) and we can spare no assistance.” 

If I am right, immediate action should be had toward completing the 
batteries now projected on the Manchester side and fdlly arming them.

Adjutant and Inspector General: 

Sir : 1 received your letter* directing me so to arrange my forces as 
to send i-e-enforcements, when I received orders, to Suffolk. You do 
not state what re-enforeeinents you intend to send; hence it is impossi¬ 
ble to know what arrangements to make. I immediately, however, 
gave imoliminary orders. I can send but one regiment and one field 
battery, and that wth gi'oat risk here. Tlie reason why I caimot do 
more is that, notwithstanding all my efforts to procure negroes, I have 
received but 11 from the counties in my district, the presiding magis¬ 
trate referring the call in some cases to the district attorney, who de¬ 
cides that it is illegal, and in other cases no response is made. Two 
months fully have already been lost in consequence of the War De¬ 
partment disapproving of my arrangements and countermanding my 
orders. 

I fear that it will be a fortnight before the evil following from these 
causes will have ceased, if ever. The people have got an idea that the 
influence of the Qovcniment will be cast against my efforts. Whilst 1 
was in liichmond 186 slaves from the county of GreeuviDe were dis¬ 
charged, 1 am informed, by order of the Secretary of War, and without 
my knowledge. T had expected to have employed these ne^oes and 
others—some 800 ready in Henry—^in fortifying the second lino of my 
position wliilst my troops wcto occupying and fortifying the front line, 
whore I prefer to fight, but may be forced to leave, as the flanks may

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be turned by tbe operations of sMps of the enemy. I supposed that 
by this time I would have had negroes enough to have fortified my 
positions sufficiently to have enabled me to spare temporarily and for 
a short distance 2,000 men. As I have not had the negroes I cannot 
spare more troops than I have stated, and for them militia ought at 
once to be substituted.

You 
will give orders to Colonel Hodges, Fourteenth Virginia, to move early 
on Friday to King’s Mill wharf with all his regiment except the com¬ 
pany in charge of the four pieces of artillery. He will take with him 
his tents, five days’ rations, as few cooking utensils as possible, his 
ammunition, and 20 spades, and axes, turning over the remainder oi the 
same, besides whatever picks and shovels he may have, to the acting 
quarteimastcr of the Fifth Louisiana Volunteers, and taking receipt 
for the same. 

You will direct Moseley’s battery to proceed also on Thursday early 
to King’s Mill and embark for Suffolk, Va., by way of City Point. 

The commanding general desires that these orders be given verbally 
and kept as secret as possible.

Genebal : If 5,000 men are taken from this Peninsula and the ene¬ 
my should advance in force I fear I will be compelled to leave York- 
town to defend itself with a small garrison, the covering work at Mul¬ 
berry Island with one regiment to defend it, and tlrat with the rest of 
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the troops I shall be forced back to Winiamsburg, as there would be 
three roads to guard with a force of not more than 4,000 men, after de¬ 
ducting the above-named garrisons. I will do my very best with these 
against aU odds. I have withdrawn the troops from Young’s and Ilar- 
rod’s Mills, leaving the cavalry and one regiment of infantry at each 
of these places, and have nearly completed the concentration of my 
force on the second line preparatory to this call. 

The Quartermaster-General informs me that the Northampton will 
be ready from Thursday to Saturday, and that a tug and four lighters 
win be ready on Monday. 

The superintendent of the Southside Eailroad writes that the most 
expeditious way to convey troops to Suffolk is to take them from 
Jamestown by steamer to City Point, thence to Petersburg, and by the 
Norfolk and Petersburg Bailroad to Suffolk. I think this is the best 
and will also be the most secret, as the troops will have to march as 
high up as King’s Mill at all events and then go down the river to a 
landing in sight of the enemy, and then have a march of 30 or 40 miles. 
I shall therefore send them this way. 

I have this moment received the Secretary’s dispatch and answer by 
the boat.

Maj. Gen. J. B. Magrudbr, 

YorJctown, Va.: 

Sir : Tour letter of March 1 has been submitted to the President, as 
you desired. The complaints made of the action of this Department 
in relation to the impressment of negroes were without just foundation. 
The Department has simply requested that you conf no yourself to the 
impressment of such negroes as are within your command, and has 
pointed out the utter impossibility of permitting the generals who com¬ 
mand in diSerent districts to cross their own lines and encroiwsh on the 
commands of their neighbors. The slaves from Greenville County were 
in no sense under your control or authority, and the Secretary was 
forced, on appeal, to decide that you had no right to retain them. 

I regret that the people should have “got an idea that the inlluonce 
of the Government will be oast against your efforts.” I assure you 
that such an idea is utterly unfounded. It has been my desire, and it 
is still my most earnest wish, to strengthen yotir hands and aid your 
efforts in every possible way, and no one does fuller justice to your zeal, 
activity, and high soldierly qualities. I pray you to dismiss all such 
thoughts from your mind as unworthy of us both. In times like these 
miserable scandal-mongers and panic-breeders ply their vocation of 
sowing the seeds of mischief among men in office; but we can both 
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afford to scorn such attempts to create distrust between us, and apply 
ourselves to the sole task of defending our country at this moment of 
her great need. 

I sent you a dispatch to-day, by order of the President, to hold 5,000 
men and two batteries ready for crossing the river. 

The President says that when in town, a week ago, you proposed 
yourseK to cross aud aid, with part of your army, in defense of Sifffolk. 
We do not believe that you are in the slightest danger of an attack at 
present, either in front or by being outflanked by naval forces. All 
our intelligence tends to one point. Suffolk is the aim of the enemy. 
Norfolk is to be cut off, if they can accomplish their purpose. If they 
succeed in this, then, indeed, your entire flank would be thrown open, 
and you would be forced to fall back rapidly, for they would get pos¬ 
session of all the defenses on the south side of the James Eiver and 
cross at pleasure at any point they might select. It is for your own 
defense, as weU as that of Norfolk, therefore, that the President desires 
you to be ready, at a moment’s warning, to re-enforce the army defend¬ 
ing Suffolk with at least 6,000 men and two batteries. It is not intended 
to order you to cross in person or to leave your command, but to send 
these troops under such general of your command as you may select.

HEADQXTAETEES ABMT op THE PENINSULA, 

YorJetoion, March 4, 1862. 

To the Army of the Peninsula: 

Comrades : The time of service for which many of you enlisted is 
about to expire. Tour country, invaded by an insolent foe, again 
demands your help. Tour homes are violated, your firesides polluted 
by the presence of a mercenary enemy or silent in their desolation; 
many of your friends in captivity or in exile; oxir people slain, aud the 
very altars of our religion desolated and profaned. The ruthless tyrants 
who have dared to invade ushave vowed our conquest or ourdestruction. 

It is for you to rise and avenge our slaughtered countrymen or nobly 
share their fate. Of what worth is life without liberty, peace at the 
expense of honor, the world without a home ? 

When our fathers periled life, fortune, and sacred honor to our first 
wax of Independence, was it an empty boast, or was it the stern resolve 
of ixeemen, who knew their rights and dared to defend tliem! The 
long war of the llevolution culminated at length in victorious triumph 
on these very plains of Torktown.

Shall we, 
their sons, imitate their example, or basely bow the neck to the yoke or 
the oppressor? I know yova answer. Tou remember your wrongs, 
and you are resolved to avenge them. ’Erue to the instincts of patriotic 
devotion, you will not fill a coward’s gr-ave. Tou spring with alacrity 
to the death-grapple with the foe, nor relinquish the strife till victory 
crowns our arms. Cowards die a thousand deatlis; brave men die but 
once, and conquer though they die. It is therefore without surprise 
that your commanding general has learned of your purpose to re-enlist 
in this holy struggle, and that you bear with a cheerfolneBS and con- 
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stancy worthy of his highest admiration the disappointment of with¬ 
drawing from you the furloughs to visit your homes which the Gov¬ 
ernment promised you, and which the present dangers of our beloved 
country alone forbids it to grant.

Soldiers! though reverses and disasters have recently befallen us, 
let us remember that trust is eternal and that God is just. Ilis arm 
is our trust, and the Great Euler of nations and of men will protect the 
right and crown with victory the noble and the brave. L(^t us take 
courage, then. Our enemy, dead to the spirit of liberty, can only light 
while their coffers are unexhausted. Commerce is their king. ' Their 
god is gold. They glory in their shame. The war which intensities 
our devotion and concentrates our resources scatters theirs. The day 
of retribution will come. The struggle will not always be defensive on 
our part.

Commanding Department of Norfolk: 

GBirajKAL: In obedience to your order of the 1st in.slaiit I visited 
Eoanoke Island, and, arriving there on the 4th, commenced the dis¬ 
charge of the duties imposed. 

After paying off all the duly-certified claims against the Engineer 
Department that were presented I made an inspection of the batteries 
and a general reconnaissance of the position. 

On Thursday, the 6th instant, I had taken passage for Elizabeth Oity, 
on my return to Horfolk, when the enemy’s fleet hove in sight. Be¬ 
lieving that very strenuous efforts would be necessary to resist success¬ 
fully an attack for which the island was still unprepared, I deemed it 
my duty to return. 
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On landing I offered my services to Colonel Shaw, the commanding 
officer of the post, and during the attack which followed rendered sucli 
service as 1 could. 

The details of the actions of the 7th and 8th vill no doubt be re¬ 
ported by the commanding officer. I merely desire m this to note the 
facts which may prove important to the department with which 1 was 
connected. 

The three guns which were alone brought fully into action at Pork 
Point were all en bat bette^ and although the lire ot* from sixty to seventy 
guns was concentrated for six hours on these three, which were mounted 
close together, without either bomb-proof shelters or traverses between 
them, no serious damage was sustained and the loss of lil*e was very 
slight. 

Although two of the three guns used were a 41-cwt. and 47-cwt. 311- 
pounders of short range, considerable damage was done to the enemy’s 
gunboats. One gun in embrasure was used during the early part of 
the action of the 7th with great effect, but the sod revetment of the 
cheeks of the embrasure suffei'cd somewhat. These facts should tend 
to give increased conlidenco in open batteries and barbette guns. It is 
also worthy of remark that our force engaged at the causeway, not 
exceeding 350 men, was enabled, under the partial cover of a breast¬ 
work 4.J feet liigh and less than 100 feet long, to resist for five hours 
an attack by upwards of 10,000 of the enemy’s land forces, aided by 
artillery at least equal to our own. 

Although our arms have been defeated by overwhelming numbers and 
an important position has been lost to us, I cannot see that we have 
any reason to be disheartened. The enemy himself confessed to a dear- 
bought victory and the repulse of his Navy.

Sir: I have your dispatch stating that General Wise had made no 
report of the capture of Eoanoke Island. Congress insists on receiv¬ 
ing reports on the subject, and General Wise has sent mo copies of his 
letters of the 10th and 11th ultimo, which he evidently considered as 
his report. 

I am informed by Colonel Shaw that he gave General Wise his re¬ 
port last week. You are therefore instructed to request from General 
Wise the report of Colonel Shaw, and to make up such report as you 
(jiin irom the material in your possession, whether letters, reports, or 
other documents, that I may transmit the report to Congress. 

We are using every effort to strengthen your command. It seems 
evident that a great effort is to be made to capture Norfolk, and its 
defense must be as vigorous as the whole ])ower of the Confederacy 
can make it. We shall use all our means of concentrating troops for 
the defense ot‘ Suttblk. In the mean time I would be glad to be advised 
as promptly as possible of your plans of defense. I beg that in de¬ 
termining on this matter you will consider whether it would not be 
advisable to withdraw to your inner line^ or perhaps send to Suffolk 
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such portions of yoiu" force as have been heretofore x)osted on the 
coast in the neighborhood of Lyiiii Ilaven Bay. 

The ti‘ansports recently sent to sea by the enemy are in all proba¬ 
bility destined to re-enforce General Burnside and to attack >onr rear. 
'I'his is only a suggestion, and is by no means intended to interfere with 
youi* own dispositions of your troops. 

I trust that, with the aid of Generals Loring and liaudoli>h, re(*ently 
sent to you, and of* General Eansom, who will be at on(*e ordered to 
join you, you will be enabled to infuse such vigor and activity in your 
command as to inspire them with confidence in a successlhl defense. 
General Eansom has just been nominated, and his regiment of (iavahy, 
which is one ol* the very linest in any service, is ordered to re-enforce 


yon. 

We have also ordered about 2,000 men to aid you troin Washington, 
N. 0., and General IMagmder will hold in readiness on James Eiver 
5,000 men, with the necessary means of throwing them across to your 
supi)ort the instant the movements of the enemy render certain what 
is now deemed very probable—an attack on Suffolk, Several batteries 
of field artillery will also be sent to you.

Sir : Martial law having been declared in Norfolk under the Presi¬ 
dent's proclamation, he desires me to call your attention to the various 
measures which he hopes will at once be vigorously executed: 

1st. Some leading and reliable citizen to be appointed provost-mar¬ 
shal in Norfolk and another in Portsmouth. In the former city he 
suggests the mayor, said to be a zealous friend of our cause. 

2d. All arms to he required to he given up by the citizens; private 
arms to be paid for. 

3d. The whole male ])opulation to be enrolled for military service; 
all stores and shops to be closed at 12 or 1 o’clock, and the whole of the 
citizens forced to drill and undergo instriu^tions. 

4th. The citizens so enrolled to be armed with the arms given up 
and with those of infantry now in service at batteries. 

5th. Send away as rapidly as can be done, without exciting panic, 
all women and children, and reduce your population to siudi as can aid 
in defense. 

Gth. Give notice that all merchandise, cotton, tobacco, 4&(i., not 
wanted for military use, be sent away within the given time, or it will 
be destroyed. 

7th. Imprison all persons against whom there is well-grounded sus¬ 
picion of disloyalty. 

8th. Purchase all supplies in the district that can be made useful for 
your army, allowing none to be carried away that you might warn, in 
the event that the city is beleagued. 

In executing these orders you will of course use your own disorC' 
tion, so to act as to avoid creating panic as far as possible.

Sir : The telegram, informing me that the Baltic, with three regiments 
on board, had left viewport NTews, has just been received. 

Mr, William Norris, my signal ofBcer at SewelFs, had reported the 
arrival at Newi)ort News of troops within the last w’eek in large num¬ 
bers, estimated by me at six regiments, in addition to six companies of 
light artillery, with their horses. 

In puTjiuance of the orders of the Secretary of War, to so dispose 
my forces as to throw re-eiiforcjemeuts across to Suffolk, I withdrew the 
troops from Darrod^s and Young’s Mills, except the cavalry and one 
regiment of intantry at each ])lace. It was almost impossible to with¬ 
draw tlie artillery on account of the state of the roads. I have arranged 
the remaining troops not in garrisons, about 4,000 men, on the second 
line, and informed Captain Buchanan that for the above reasons 1 
would not be able to have my troops down in the neighborhood of Fort 
Monroe and Newport News should he attack the two frigates at the 
latter place. It of course could not have been supposed that I could 
do so, when the department ordered away from me more than one-half 
of my force disposable for the field, oven if the state of the roads per¬ 
mitted it. The shorter line, which I now occupy, will be defended with 
a force totally inadequate for that purpose. 

The Menimac will make no impression on Newport News, in my 
opinion, and if she succeeds in sinking the ships lying there it would 
do us little or no good, but if she had attacked the Baltic and other 
transports filled with troops in those waters her success would have 
been certain and of incalculable advantage to us. Please ask the Sec¬ 
retary of War to iminess these views on the Navy Department. 

To make up the 5,000 men ordered to Suffolk I have been compelled 
to send the following regiments and corps, which are now marching to 
King^s Mill, to proceed via City Point and Petersburg, viz: Cobb^s 
Legion, Sixteenth Georgia Eegiment, Second Louisiana Eegiment, 
Pifte<mth North Carolina, and Fifty-third Virginia Eegiments. In 
Cobb’s Legion is included one field battery and about 350 cavalry, and 
I have sent an additional field battery. 

You will perceive that nothing can be done by me in the way of an 
attaede alter having parted with so large a portion of my army. Indeed, 
unless some irapoi^ant object could be attained, the policy of merely 
being present near Fort Monroe and Newport News when the latter is 
bombarded is exceedingly doubtful, as it would incur a risk of disaster 
without any corresponding advantage, and especially as the number of 
troops at both ])laces is increased, notwithstanding the recent depart¬ 
ures, while my own is diminished oy more than one-half disposable for 
field service. * In any event I could render no assistance to the Merrimac 
merely by my presence. These are my views, and I think they are 
those "of every officer under my command. I will execute however with 
alacrity any orders which may be given.

Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of War: 

Sir : I received yesterday your letter of the 5th instant. I have 
written to General Wise, and directed him to send me the report of 
Colonel Shaw of the capture of Eoanoke Island and any others he may 
have to submit. 

As regards advising you of my plans and purposes and contem¬ 
plated mode of defense,” I have heretofore had to be only prepared for 
a front attack. I am now threatened both in front and rear, as the 
enemy can approach me from James Eiver on my front and Albe¬ 
marle Sound and the Chowan Eiver in the rear. The principal obstacles 
to the iront attack are the batteries. On the direct approach up the 
Elizabeth Eiver these batteries are strong and, with the obstructions in 
the channel, sufGlcient to prevent their passage. Other points are 
weaker, but the enemy would be compelled to land and march through 
a wooded country, intersected with creeks and marshes. He can land 
at different i^oints at the south, but from any point of landing he must 
march from 30 to 50 miles before reaching any vitally-important point. 
My plan is to attack him the moment he attempts to advance on any 
line, and, if possible, to throw on his flanks and cut his line. 

I have thought it necessary to hold Sewell’s Point. This battery 
covers the obsti'uctions in the channel opposite to it. While this bar¬ 
rier remains large vessels cannot approach Craney Island. If the enemy 
is allowed to remove it, Craney Island could be approached and could 
be damaged by shells, which can do little injury at Sewell’s. I have to 
keep two regiments and a light battery at Sewell’s Point, and a small 
regiment and some field guns beyond them, to protect them from any 
landing near Ocean Yiew. 

I^e Third Alabama Eegiment and a battery of artillery, which was 
farther east, toward Lymi Haven Bay, I have withdrawn, and moved 
across the Elizabeth Eiver. I have kept this regiment on the railroad 
near Portsmouth ready to proceed to Suffolk or elsewhere as required. 
Means of transportation for the regiments, wagons, and mules are what 
I will most require, and I have urged the Quartermaster’s Department 
to provide a sufficient supply as promptly as possible. 

Where the move wiU be must depend upon the enemy, but I see no 
other plan than to attack him as soon as possible after he attempts to 
match.

Colonel Winston and Major Phillips will proceed at daylight in the 
neighborhood of IS'ow Market Bridge, sending a party of observation 
in the neighborhood of NTew Bridge. It is desirable to approach Kew 
Market Bridge through the woods, as the enemy is in great force in 
the neighborhood of Newport News. Colonel Winston is informed that 
our cavalry under Lieutenant-Colonel Goode and a regiment of infantry 
under Colonel Cumming will make a demonstration on the Warwick 
road on Newport News early this morning, and that the troops and 
artillery at Ship Point will march at daylight, and also that all the 
other troops of the Peninsula, except the necessary guards, will take 
post at Young^s and Harrod^s Mills. 

Colonel Winston will endeavor to surprise any party of the enemy 
that he may find about New Market Bridge. He will ascertain whether 
the enemy are on the Scondam road or not, and if not, he will send his 
dragoons by that road to communicate with Colonel Cumming, who 
will thereupon advance toward Newport News, displaying his Ibrce to 
the best advantage, but will not engage the enemy if he advances, ex¬ 
cept that our cavalry will charge their cavaky or their artillery if the 
occasion offers. 

Colonel Winston wUl keep his troops in ambush^ securing ibr himself 
a safe retreat; and should the enemy advance he will permit their heads 
id columns to pass him and faU upon their flanks, and thus annoy him 
all the way in Ms advance.

Sib : The following report is respectfolly submitted as a partial reply 
to the resolutions of Congress of the 24th Pebruary, calling for infor¬ 
mation, surveys, and reports connected with the defenses of Eichmond: 

In ascending the James Eiver the defenses consist of— 

1st. Fort Boykin, Day’s Neck. —^Mounting ten guns; 42-pounders and 
32-pounders, hot shot, &c. 

2d. Fort Huger, Harden’s Bluff, —^Mounting thirteen guns; one 10-inch 
columbiad, pattern rifled, en barbette, four 9-inch Dahlgrens en barbette, 
two 8-inoh columbiads en barbette, six hot-shot 32-pounders on ship 
carriages. 

3d. Mulberry Island Point Battery, —^Five 42-pounder guns en bar¬ 
bette, two 8-inch columbiads en route, fifteen casemates buEding rap¬ 
idly, and large covering work nearly completed. 

4th. Jamestown Island Batteries. —^Thirteen guns; four 9-inch Dahl¬ 
grens, four 8-inch columbiads and two more en route, five hot-shot 
long 32s. 

6th. Drewry’s Bluff Battery, coupled with obstructions in the river, 
is being rapidly constructed, under the direction of Lieutenant Mason, 
of the Provisional Engineer Corps. 

The first is completed, while the second and third are being rapidly 
and intelligently improved with bomb-proofs, &c., by Captain Clarke, 
of the Provisional Engineer Corps, who has a force of at least 1,000 
hands. 

From 20 to 30 miles below City Point there are two positions—^Fort 
Powhatan and Kennon’s marshes—^which have been thoroughly exam¬ 
ined by the ablest officers at the disposition of the department, and re¬ 
ported to bo good locations for batteries. If they are placed at either 
of the above points obstacles should be constructed in connection with 
'^em. The final and intelligent selection of a site can consequently 
not be determined except by a thorough hydrographic survey. 

In regard to the Eichmond defenses, it was the opinion of General 
Leadbetter that the works ai-ound the city were rather near, but so 
much had been done at the time ho took charge of them, that he directed 
me, on leaving for Tennessee, to carry out the plans adopted by the 
Engineer Department of Virginia. This I have sought to do with the 
means at my disposition, and a large propoition of the leading works 
are completed. Intermediate secondary breastworks could be thrown 
up with sufficient rapidity by the troops who are to. defend the main 
works when there is occasion. Labor in that direction at present 
would seem to be injudicious. Most of the works are closed, and those 
which are not so can be rapidly protected. Directions have been given 
to drain the magazines thoroughly, and if necessary to construct new 
ones. 

There are but few guns mounted on the works. A full armament 
for them would be exceedingly difficult to procure, and the propriety 
of concentrating so many pieces on a contracted local defense would 
seem at least doubtful. 

The batteries on the Manchester hills are very nearly, if not entirely, 
constructed, and a force has been called out to repair and complete 
them. Drewry’s Bluff, a moat commanding point where the James 
Eiver is narrowest, about 7 miles below Eichmond, has been selected 
as the best point for a battery coupled with obstructions. In its im- 
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mediate vicinity also is a strong commanding ridge on the line of 
approach from Petersburg to Eichmond. 

In regard to the line of the Ohickahominy, I can as yot make no def¬ 
inite report, although an officer is on duty in its examination. The 
recent calls for engineers by General Johnston and otliors have left me 
but hmited professional resources. I have heard, however, that Colonel 
Talcott, Chief of the VirginiaEngineer Corps, examined this line, but did 
not think very favorably of it. It may, however, be possible to erect, 
in a reasonable time, a series of dams, with proporly-constincted cov¬ 
ering works, which would add greatly to the strength of the Eichmond 
defenses on the north. As soon as the surveys are completed a full 
report will be promptly made. 

The James Eiver defenses, which are rapidly improving, afford 
already a good protection against wooden fleets, but not against iron¬ 
clad vessels. From recent developments it is evident that nothing but 
the very heaviest ordnance, and that in connection with obstructions 
and perhaps torpedoes, can contend successfully with tliis latter class. 
It is to such means we are resorting on the James Eiver. In positions 
similar to those of Fort Huger, Yorktown, and Mulberry Island Point 
the only course left to pursue seems to be to mount the guns on the 
bluffs, where they are not liable to be struck, or in well-constructed 
casemates, to contend with wooden ships, keeping sand bags ready 
filled to -protect them against iron-clad vessels. This class is so excess¬ 
ively expensive and confined as to be ill-adapted to the transportation 
of troops in large numbers. The effieet, however, of passing our lower 
batteries by lueventing the safe navigation of our rivers above them 
will probably be to force us at no distant day to rely in great measure 
on land transportation. 

A mistaken impression on my part that this report was called for on 
the termination of the surveys has led to this delay, for which it is 
the only excuse.

General : Colonel Carter, who will hand you this, submitted to me 
Captain Dimmock’s report, approved by Minself and addressed to you. 
From the exi>erieuce derived in the recent contest between the Virginia 
and Monitor it is evident to me that water batteries in the immediate 
vicinity of deep water should be abandoned at once—those at both 
Yorktown and Gloucester Point. I unhesitatingly recommend such a 
step, only leaving a masked battery of the smallest pieces to protect 
the beach and communicating with the works on the bluffs by a covered 
way. 
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The sketch below gives the idea roughly: 



I will send plans promptly, but in case my occupations, which are 
now very heavy, should prevent, I feel assured the engineers in your 
command can arrange the details. By keeping sand bags filled, on 
hand, your guns can in a few minutes be protected against iron-clad 
boats. These bags could be thrown off rapidly should a wooden fleet 
attempt to puss with troops, and I believe in that case the bluff bat¬ 
teries fully equal to the water batteries. 

You will readily infer from what I have written that I think your 
water communication with West Point in great danger. I shall exert 
myself to have the Gloucester Point guns mounted promptly and 
properly. 

Colonel Carter can communicate more fully the result we have arrived 
at.

Adjutcmt and Inspector General, Richmond: 
kSiE: I have the honor to report that I sent Sergeant Tabb, a most 
intelligent man, who is on signal service in this department and was a 
volunteer on board of the Virginia in the late action, to reconnoiter 
Newport Nows in a boat yesterday afternoon, and he has just returned, 
stating that whilst in front of Newport News the Ericsson came up from 
Fort Monroe with some troops on board and landed them at Newport 
Nows 5 that a very large force was at that place and increasing. Their 
pickets have advanced some mile and a half up the river, and I am satis¬ 
fied that they mean to march up on the left bank of James Eiver, send¬ 
ing the Ericsson to silence the guns in the river batteries, and thus free¬ 
ing the riv('r for the passage of transports with other troops and forc¬ 
ing xis to full back by ascending the river. It may require some little 
time to do this, but they will succeed in the end, unless the Virginia can 
leave the dock and prevent the Ericsson from coming up. The latter 
vessel draws, I am informed, much less water than the Virginia, and if 
she once gets up the Virginia could not follow her, as there is a bar 
below Day’s Neck, I am told by James Eiver pilots, on which there is 
not more than 18 feet water, and the Virginia draws 22 feet. 
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I deem it of tlie utmost importance to make this statement to you for 
the information of the War and Kavy Departments and the President, 
although the information may already be in their possession. 

My cavalry drove in the enemy’s pickets last evening, but the advance 
of their pickets and their increasing force admonislies me of the neces¬ 
sity of arranging my troops on the second line for defense, iroiu which 
I have advanced them after the naval action, to be ready to take ad¬ 
vantage of the effect of that achievement, and at the same time to cover, 
if possible, the movement of troops from here to Suffolk. Tliey mW re¬ 
sume their places to-day, presenting, however, the same line of pickets 
to the enemy and holding the front line by cavalry and liglit infantry, 
with orders to fall back on the second line in case of an a<lvance. 

I would recommend that not a moment be lost in again biiiigiiig out 
the Virginia, as I learn from my spies that their officers say the Vir¬ 
ginia is much injured and that they have no apprehension from lier for 
the present. I presume that they will advance as soon as possible in 
the hope that she will not be ready, and the Ericsson once up the river, 
she cannot follow. Should the Ericsson attack our batteries on James 
Eiver, the guns on ship carriages will be withdrawn from the effects of 
the fire and all the other guns and men will be protected as much as 
possible.

In barricading the approach 
to Noiiblk it was necessaiy to leave a narrow passage for our vessels to 
go out. The Virginia passed through it to get into the Eoads the other 
day. 

The question now is, Should not this passage be stopped? K done, 
it should be with the concurrence of the Navy Department. 

1 think the channel should be stopped, and our vessels kept inside for 
the protection of the town. I beg the sul)iect may be considered, and 
if the work is done, it should be by order of War and Navy Depart¬ 
ments.

No. 159. ) Bartlett’s Banche, March 13,1862. 

All the arrangements having been made for the defense of this Pen¬ 
insula, and the commanding general, as the troops are stationed at differ¬ 
ent places, not having it in his power to bo at the same time with each 
body of troops, the following directions are given for the government 
of all, viz: 

When any body of our troops, large or small, meets witli any body of 
the enemy’s troops, however large, the commanding officer of our troops 
will cause the enemy to bo immediately attacked, and tlie men wiU 
attack at once and furiously. This is an order easily understood by 
officers and men and will doubtless bo obeyed with alacrity by both. 

The above instructions are not intended for those who have special 
orders under certain named circumstances not to fight.

General : I do not know your adjutant-general, and therefore ad.* 
dress you personally.

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First, allow me to congratulate you upon tlic liigh position to which 
you have been advanced of being Ooinmander-in-Ohief of the Confed¬ 
erate forces, and to predict for you, however long our triumph may be 
delayed, a career of usefulness to the country and great honor to your¬ 
self. 

I come again under your command with pleasure, and will execute 
your orders with alacrity and zeal. I have not time now to write a long 
letter nor have you perhaps the time to read one, but it is necessaiy 
that you should know the state of atfairs here at once; and J there lore 
inform j-ou that the numberof my troops is far too small in comparison 
with the magnitude of the forces in front of me as well as that of llie 
great interests which 1 have to defend. When in Itichmond last the 
Secretary of War asked me the strength of the garrison at New])ort 
i^’ews, and I answered about 4,000 or 5,000.^^ He desired m(‘, in eou- 
junclion with Captain Buchanan, of the Navy, to capture tlumi if ])ossi- 
ble. I readily assented, and proceeded to make the necessary ariange- 
ments. These were based, of course, upon the luesiimpiion I hat Ihe 
garrison would remain as it was. Subsequently, in a (*.oiiv^c^rsa I ion wil h 
Mr. Hunter, I was asked what troops I could spare. I answered that I 
supposed about 5,000. The next morning, after refleclion, J wrote a 
communication to Mr. Hunter, stating that 1 found upon calculation I 
could spare but 2,000, and them only to operate for a short time and 
within convenient distance, and also upon condition that their ])laees 
would be supplied by militia, from whom I could substilute in some 
of my works for better-drilled troops. 

Soon after my return and betbre the Virginia was ready troops began 
to assemble at New])ort News, and they have been steadily increasing 
in numbers ever since, so that now they cannot fall nuu*h short of 20,(100 
men. In consequence of this increase of troops and of the roads luring 
impracti(*ablo for artillery 1 advised the Government against tlu^ co¬ 
operation. The threatening attitude of Burnside caused tliein to send 
about 5,000 troops from my command, which leaves me sonu^ 4,500 
infantry disposable for the field and about 500 cavalry. With this 
number there is no line across the Peninsula which 1 could hop(^ to 
defend with success. The enemy is fully aware of my having sent 
troops across the river, though on Sunday last T sent troops in the imme¬ 
diate vicinity of Nowi)ort News, and have been operating since with 
the hope of deceiving him. 

A telegraphic communication has been established between Fort 
Monroe and Washington, All the enemy’s shij)s of war have been 
sent out of the Eoads except the Monitor Ericsson, and I ex}>ect an 
advance on James Kiver every moment, support<id by the Monitor, 
while the Virginia is in dock. No militia can be <*xp(‘(ded irom the 
comities assi^ed to my district, as almost all of them have volunteered, 
the few remaining having been called out long since, not more than a 
few hundred in all. 

1 see by the papers that Burnside has landed his trooi>H before New 
Berne. IJnder these circumstances is it not absolutely necessary to 
order back the troops whicli 1 sent to Sullblk? J cerlainly Uiink so, 
and request that, in view of the above and of the lunny forct' at N(*w- 
port News, which threatens the Peninsula, and the changed aspect of 
affairs at Suffolk, it may be done with the least possible delay. The 
infantry should come to City Point and by steamboats to King’s Mill, 
and the cavalry, artillery, wagons, and ambulances should march to 
Carter’s wharf and cross over to Jamestown Island. Should the enemy 
advance I should be compelled to withdraw at once the few troops 
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I have in front to my main line of defense behind Warwick Eiver, 
tho left resting on Yorktown and the right on Mulberry Island. That 
line is too long for the few troops I have, being over 8 miles to the 
mouth of the Peninsula, known as Mulberry Island, and about 14 miles 
from Yorktown to Mulberry Island Point, which is the corresponding 
work on James Eiver. 

The enemy has at least sixteen companies of good cavalry and about 
forty pieces of good light artillery. I have about 500 cavalry, all told, 
and about tho same number of light pieces with [as] the enemy, badly 
mounted and equipped, disposable for the field, the rest being required 
in tho various garrisons. I made requisitions for 50 artillery horses, 
but have not got them. I have the artillery harness ready. 

To meet the enemy’s great superiority in cavalry I suggest that the 
Lunenburg Cavalry, from Fredericksburg, which is armed, and one or 
two companies from there, if they can be spared, and Oapt. B. F. 
Winfield’s comi)any, of Sussex, now at Eichmond, armed, be sent tome, 
also a troop of horse in Petersburg and one in Mecklenburg, neither 
annetl, be tmlored to me, and be armed with shot-guns and lances. I 
think also that there has been an unequal distribution of coimties from 
which militia is to be drawn. Tho call for tho militia will not strengthen 
mo at all, whilst tho conflict between the laws of the State of Virginia 
and tho Ooufederato States and the canvassing for the elections of 
oiBcers that are to take place is disorganizing and demoralizing to a 
deplorable extent tho twelve-months’regiments and companies with me 
in this department. 

To produce sometliing like order out of this chaos, if possible, I 
desire to ]mblish an order to the foEowing effect, if it meet with the 
views of yourself and the War Department: 

hh'rst.. That none shall enlist out of this department in another. 

Second. That men who re-onlist shall do so in the same arm of the 
8crvic(‘ to which they now belong. 

Third. That the artillery, light and heavy, shall be ^ven only to the 
artilleiy oflicers, or those who have served with artillery who have 
already ])rovcd themselves worthy of having them. 

Fourth. That all men who have re-enliste(l under the idea that they 
can choos(‘ their arm of sendee shall organize as infantry, unless they 
are afready artilh'ry or cavahy, and shall afterward be exchanged by 
the commanding oUicor of tho department, in accordance with their 
wishes, whenever it can bo done without iiy'ury to the pubHo service. 

1 sent a list of artillery ofBcers, according to merit, at the request of 
the Secretary of War, Ibr the information of the President. Since then 
some exchanges have occurred. Colonel Eandolph has been made a 
general, and I would like to place the name of jJ.J Thompson Brown as 
colonel instciwl of Lewis Brown. The latter I recommend to be lieu¬ 
tenant-colonel. 

Should tho troops sent to Suffolk bo wanted there again they could 
bo sent- there in time, but unless sent at once here they wiU not be in 
time, I think. There is no indication of a possibility of troops crossing 
over to Suffolk from Newport ISTews except up James Eiver.

SiE: 1 have tlic honor of acknowledging the receii)t of yonr letter 
of the 13th instant. The question of closing the harbor of Norfolk, 
suggested by you, is decided against your views. None of us are of 
opinion that it would be i)roper to lose the vast ad\'^aulages resulting 
from tlio eneniy^s fright at the bare idea of the Virginia reappearing 
among the wooden ships. The fact of her presence guarantees you 
against any attempt to blockade the river. It is, however, necessary 
to kee]> tlio necessary means of closing the Elizabeth Iviver ready at 
hand for use at a moment’s warning in case the Monitor sliould attemi)t 
an entrance. The Nansemond Eiver ought to be obstructed without 
delay. 

1 iuclowse you a letter, to be forwarded to General Wise after perusal 
h} you. It explains itself. I also send herewith a voluminous report, 
1 hi ])ages, sent to me by General Wise, for your remarks. You will 
find at pages 109 and 116 copies of his letters to you of February 10 
and 11, which lie evidently regards as his report, and which 1 asked 
you to send me, but which you seem not to have received. Congress 
has madt* a call for this report; but it cannot be sent in, if at all, 
witho\it your comments, as it should regularly have been forwarded 
through you.

HBADQUAETEES AEMY of the PENTNStTIrA,

Gen. E. B. Lee^ 

Co7)mandmg Armies of the Oo7ifederate States: 

Genek al : The enemy again drove in the pickets to-day on the War¬ 
wick road after exchanging fixe. He appears to bo operating with a 
considerable advance guard, supported by heavier bodies, between it 
and Newport News, so that it is dMlcult to cut olBf the advanced teoops 
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without eutangliug my handful of men with very superior forces lying 
in wait. The country is open from the wood to James Bdver, ascending 
with heavy wood on the right of it all the way. He generally advances 
a column on the road and one on the beach under the bank, and he oc¬ 
cupies the wood in force. A party sent out by me this morning fell 
in with what was represented to be a large oody of skirmishers in this 
woods, fired upon them, and one of the enemy fell. Our party con¬ 
sisted of five men, who retired to report the result of their observations. 

1 immediately sent out about 1,000 men, all I had down here, to sup¬ 
port the pickets, but the enemy had withdrawn. I presume this will 
be repeated daily until he either gains ground or keeps my forces fi.’om 
Yorktown and Mulberry Island, with a view of attacking a more Adtal 
point. I cannot keep my troops so far down as this without incurring 
great risk of losing the vital positions in my rear. So, if the enemy 
pei’severe, 1 shall be compelled in a very short time to withdraw the 
four regiments which are now in front to the second line, viz, from 
Yorktown to Mulberry Island. Upon the success]^ defense of tliis 
and its water flanks that of the whole Peninsula entirely depends. 

I inclose you a communication from Colonel Cabell in relation to 
Harden’s Bluff. 1 applied more than three months ago to have this 
work transfeiTed to my department, and sent Colonel Kandolph and 
Mi‘. St. John, the engineer then in charge of the works of this Penin¬ 
sula, to Eichmoud to press this subject upon the consideration of the 
War Department, but could get no answer. It is too late now proba¬ 
bly to effect anything, but I am willing to do what can be done. The 
batt(‘ry has been a naval battery, and is now commanded by Captain 
De Lagnel (late of the Havy, but now temporaiily a captain in the 
Confederate Army). I recommend that the whole be placed under the 
command of the commanding officer, whoever he may be—at present 
Colonel Archer—awhile the guns and the men who serve them should be 
under the immediate command of Captain Do La^el, who, however, 
I believe, is junior to the captains of artillery serving the guns; and, 
if so, ought to be made a major, as has been done in many similar cases, 
and as his services at this time cannot be spared. 

I recommend that General Colston, who commands that portion of 
General Hager’s department, be ordered to call out forthwith all the 
negroes, with their axes, spades, &c., for the purpose of executing with¬ 
out delay any work which Captain Eives, in charge of the Engineer 
Bureau at Eichmond, or Captain Clark, the engineer in immediate 
charge of the work, may require to be done. The decision as ro8i)ect8 
the rimk, relative x) 08 itious, and responsibilities of the officers at Har¬ 
den’s Bluff r think had better come from yourself or the War Depart¬ 
ment, as I understand there is some feeling among them on this subject. 

Has anything been hoard at headquarters of Porter’s mortar fleet ? I 
presume that now Yorktown will be the object of attack by the Monitor 
and that fleet, and I am doing my best to provide against this new 
danger.

Brig. Gen. Eapatettb MoLaws: 

Sir: As directed by Major-General Magruder, I proceeded to-day to 
Harden’s Bluff. Seven of the largest guns have been placed en barbette, 
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having been previously placed in embrasure. There are six other guns 
to be placed en barbette. The position I think singularly strong, if fur¬ 
ther assisted by art. The guns should be immediately placed in i)osi- 
tion. Traverses should be immediately thrown up. The fort is small, 
and this could be completed in a very short time. The woods come up 
immediately to the fort and siirround it on all sides, except on the 
river front. They aflbrd perfect shelter for an attacking f<)i‘ce. The 
forest should be cleared with the utmost ])ossible dispatch. Tn the 
woods a very short distance from the fort is a marsh, which nearly 
surrounds the fort. Over this marsh a road ])asses leading to the 
camp of Lieutenant-Colonel Archer. The road can be com])h‘tely com¬ 
manded by the fort, but the guns for tliis piupose are not yet in posi¬ 
tion. There are several wooden buildings recently erected inside the 
fort. I think they should be removed at on(*e^ with the exception, 
perhaps, of the one for commissary stores. Of this last 1 am doubtful. 
This should be removed as soon as a store-house can be erecti^d in 
another position. The two artillery coin])anies should be placed under 
the immediate command of the commander of the tort, and re<piired to 
occupy their position either in the fort or immediately adjacent thereto. 
They should be drilled immediately at th(dr pieces. The drill for some 
time has been suspended, 1 was informed, i)artly because some of the 
guns were being removed e^i barbette from tlie embrasures. 

I do not wish to be understood as interfering in any cinest/ion exist¬ 
ing as to the command between the oflicei\s, but the cxigen<*ies of the 
service, the importance of that position as bearing on tlio defenses of 
James River, and particularly TVJiilberry Island batteries, and the bat¬ 
teries on the north side of James River generally justify my allusion 
to the necessity of its being immediately put in i)roper state of detense, 
and that the authority aad respective rights and commands of the 
officers be distinctly defined. 

I also recommend that bomb-proofs be erected and the batteries case- 
mated with the utmost possible dispatch.

Oomma/nding Army of Peninsula: 

General: I have had the honor to receive your letter of the I4th 
instant, and regret very much to learn the smallness of the number of 
your troops. I will endeavor to re-enfor(i(^ you as soon ae i)ossibl6, but 
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at tliift time I sec no immediate prospect. Tlio pressure of affairs in 
North Carolina renders it necessary to send there all available forces, 
even at the risk of hazarding the safety of other points, inasmuch as 
if the line of railroad through the State is possessed by the enemy it 
will cause us serious injury. 

The object of sending a portion of your command to Suffolk v as to 
prevent the seizure of that point by the combined forces of Generals 
Wool and Burnside. The latter is now at New Berne, but can easily 
transfer his troops back to Albemarle Sound, and, unless a change in 
the supposed original plan of the enemy is more apparent, I think it 
unnecessary to' cross your troops back to the left bank of James 
Eiver yet awhile. I hardly think he will risk an attack ux)on you un¬ 
supported by his columns in other directions. I know, however, you 
will be vigilant in watching his movements, and should you ascertain 
that to be his intention, your trooi)s will be immediately ordeied back 
by the route you designate. 

The Quartermaster-General will be informed that the artillery horses 
you r(Mpiire liave not. reached you, and be desired to send them as soon 
as j)ossibl(‘. 1 had hoi)cd that you had sufficient cavalry for your pur- 
X)os(^s. I have no knowledge of the service on which the companies 
named by you are i)laced, but will inquire. 

As regards the militia, it is the object of the State to till up irom 
those enrolled by volunteer or draft its companies and regiments. 

The disorganization of the regiments, &c., from the cause you mention 
is api)arent, and some days ago the Military Committee of Congress 
w(u*e app(‘aled to to draft a bill to accomplish what you desire. It is 
hoped some measure of relief will be passed.

Headquarters Department of Noi^th Carolina, 

Roanohe Island,, N. <7., February 10 , 1802. 

General: I have the honor to report that, a coiubined attack u})on 
this island was commenced on the morning ot* the 7th by the naval 
and military forces of this (expedition, which has resulted in the cap¬ 
ture of six forts, forty guns, over 2,000 prisoners, and upward of 8,000 
small-arms. Among tlie prisoners are Colonel Shaw, commander of 
the island, and O. Jennings Wise, commander of the Wise Legion. 
The latter was mortally wounded and has siiuic died. The wholes work 
was finished on the afternoon ot the 8th instant, after a hard day’s 
fighting, by a brilliant charge on the battery in the cmiter of the islaml 
and a rapid pimsuit of the enemy to the north end of the island, rc^sult- 
inginthe ca.pture of the prisoners mentioned above. W(^ have had 
no time to count them, but the number is estimated at ne^ar 8,(K)0, 

Our men fought bravely, and have endured most maniidly tlu^- hard¬ 
ships incident to fighting through swamps and dense thick(ds. 

It is impossible to give the details of the engageimmt. or to nuMition 
meritorious officers and men in the short time allowed for writing (his 
report. The naval vessel carrying it starts immediately for Hampton 
Eoads, and the reports of the brigadier-generals Imve not y(‘t bc^en 
handed in. It is enough to say that the officers and men of both arms 
of the service have fought gallantly and the plans agreed ui)oii bi^ibre 
leaving Hatteras were carried out. 

I will be excused for saying in reference to the action that I owe 
everything to Generals Foster, Eeno, and Parke, as more full (brails 
will show. 

I am sorry to rei)ort the loss of about 35 killed and al>o\it 200 
wounded, 10 of them probably mortally.* Among tlui kilk^l art^, ('ol- 
onel Eussell, of the Tenth Connecticut Eegiinent, and Incut. Col. 
Joseph A. viguer De Monteil, of the D’Epineuil Zoua-viis, both of 
whom fought most gallantly. 

I regret exceedingly not being able to send a full rt^port. of (h(‘ kilh‘d 
and wounded, but will send a dispatch-boat in a day or two with fall 
returns. 

I beg leave to inclose a copy of a general orchn^ issued by nn^ on IJn^ 
9th instant. 

I am most happy to say that J have just rccei\’(‘(l a. m(\ssag(‘. Irom 
Commodore Goldsboro ugh, stating that the (xpedition of t.Iu^ gunboats 
against Elizabeth City ami the reb(J iloH has been (Mit.iridy suocu‘,ssfiil. 
He will of course send his returns to his Department.

Boanolce, February 14, 1862. 

General: I have ihe honor to transmit a more detailed report of 
the events that have transpired in this command since my last dispatch 
to the Goneral-in-Chi<‘l', on the 4th instant, from BEatteras Inlet, stating 
that I was about ready to move upon Eoanoke Island with a portion 
of this command—about twelve regiments and a half—the hasty dis¬ 
patch of the 10th iustiint only giving the general result of the move¬ 
ment siioken of above. 

The difliculty of wai-cring, coaling, and provisioning our vessels in 
the midst of the gah', after they had crossed the swash, was scarcely 
less than that of getting our vessels into the sound, owing to the 
necessity of having to lighten every supply vessel over the bulkhead. 

On the evening of the 4th instant I reported to Commodore Golds- 
borongh my n‘adin(‘.ss .start on the following morning, and accord¬ 
ingly wo weighed anchor (the naval fleet loaMng) at 7 o’clock on the 
morning of the 5tli instant, and arrived without accident off Stumpy 
Point, some 6 miles from tlui entrance to Croatan Sound, at 6.30 p. m., 
when the .signal to anchor was given. On the following morning (the 
6th) wo again weighed anchor at 6.30 a. m., but could proceed no farther 
than to tlm entranc(i of the sound in consequence of a thick fog which 
had set in. ’I'he fleet of the enemy, anchored in line of battle, was 
discovered oil Poi’k Point bedbre the fog came on, which convinced us 
that the lirst batteiy was ju'obably at that point. The remaining part 
of thaii day was ns<*d in consultation and arranging the vessels for a 
general movement on tin*, following day. Five of my armed propeUers 
were lighiemeed of iheir trooi)S to one company each, and were sent 
forward with tiie Picket to anchor in line of battle with the naval fleet, 
under the du-ection of Capt. S. F. Hazard, of the Navy. The remain¬ 
ing two propellers 1 ordered Genenil Parke to anchor some half mile 
below, as a rear guiird to the transport fleet, wMch consisted of armed 
and unarmed steamers and sailing vessels. 

Wo weighed anchor early next morning and passed through the 
narrow clnmnol at the entriuice to Groatan Sound in single file, the 
head of the naval fleet ijrriving off Pork Point Battery at five minutes 
past 9 o’clock a. m., when the first gun was fired. By lOBO o’clock the 
action became general, the attack continuing in most gallant style 
until 6.30 p. m. One of the two propellers forming the rear gu^fL 
having on board three companies of troops, moved forward and joinea 
Oaptain Hazard’s division. 
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At 1 o’clock p. m., after ordering preparations to be made for lauding, 
and sending a small boat with Lieutenant Andrews, of the Mnth Eeg- 
iment N^ew Tork Volunteers, and six of the Ehode Island Battalion, 
into Ashby’s, to make soundings and examme the landings, I proceeded 
to the naval fleet, and after consulting with Commodore Goldsborough 
I determined to attempt a landing before night. After visiting my 
armed propellers and finding them doing good service, on my return to 
the troops’ fleet I received Lieutenant Andrews’ report, which satisfied 
me that the decision to land at Ashby’s Uarbor was correct. In leav¬ 
ing the landing Lieutenant Andrews and crow were fired upon by the 
enemy, wounding one of the crew, Charles Viall, of Comi^any E, Fifth 
Ehode Island Battalion, in the jaw. Tlie reconnaissance of Lieuteimnt 
Andrews was such as reflects great credit upon him as an officer. I 
accordingly ordered General Foster, who was ready with his first detach¬ 
ment, to attempt a landing at some ])oiut in the harbor. I had before 
ordered General Eeno, who was also ready with his first detachment, 
to halt until the naval-boat howilzers, under Midshipman Porter, could 
be brought up and placed in position. They were soon taken in tow 
by General Eeno, and in a very few minutes General Fostoi‘’s boat and 
his had reached the shore, and were soon after joined by the boats 
carrying the fiLrst detachm ent of General Parke’s brigade. 1 had before 
ordered the Picket down to the mouth of the harbor to cover the landing 
of the troops, and Captain Eowan had also brought his flag-ship, the 
Delaware, under command of Captain Quackenbush, down for the same 
purpose. The immediate point of landing at Ashby’s Uarbor in the 
original plan was Ashby’s Landing, but on approaching it General Foster 
discovered an armed force in the woods hi the real' of the landing, and 
very wisely directed his leading vessel to another point in the harbor, 
opposite Hammond’s house. This armed force was soon dispersed by 
a few shell from the Delaware and Picket. In less than twenty mm- 
utes from the time the boats reached the shore 4,000 of our men were 
passing over the marshes at a double-quick and forming in most perfect 
order on the dry land near the house; and I beg leave to say that I 
never witnessed a more beautiful sight than that presented by the 
approach of these vessels to the shore and the landing and forming of 
the troops. Bach brigadier-general had a light-draught steamer, to 
which wore attached some 20 surf-boats in a long lino in the rear. Both 
steamers and boats were densely flUed with soldiers, and each boat 
bearing the national flag. 

As the steamers approached the shore at a rapid speed each surf- 
boat was ^‘let go,” and with their acquired vidocity and by direction of 
the steersman reached the shore in lino. Ca])l,. Lewis Eichmond, as¬ 
sistant adjutant-general, with Mr. W. U. French, one of my secre¬ 
taries, landed with the Fourth Ehode Island, and Lieut. D. A. Poll, 
my aide-de-camp, with the Fifty-first New York, Colonel Ferrero. 1 
then went on shore, where I met General Parke, and received from him 
his report of the disposition of the forces for tiie protection of the land¬ 
ing of the remainder of the division, which disposition I entirely ap¬ 
proved of. Soon after I met General Eeno, whom I left in command. 
General Foster having returned to his vessel to bring up his second 
detachment. 

A position on land having thus been secured, I went on board the 
commodore’s vessel to consult with him in reference to the work of the 
next day, leaving Captain Eichmond, Lieutenant PeE, and Mr. French 
on shore. The battery at Pork Point was very formidable, and had 
not been entirely silenced; but when 1 informed him that the en&e 
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force would probably be landed that night, and that we proposed to 
adhere to the original plan of making an advance early in me momiag 
upon the inland fort in the center of the island, taking it, if possible, 
and proceeding rapidly up the main road, thus getting in the rear of 
all the shore batteries, he remarked that it would be dangerous to our¬ 
selves for him to renew his attack on the next morning, as his people 
might fire into our own troops, and I left him with the understanding 
that the attack would not be renewed without a signal from me. 

By 12 o’clock that night the entire division (except the Twenty-fourth 
Massachusetts, Colonel Stevenson, detained below by the grounding of 
the steamer), together with Porter’s battery of Dahlgren howitzers, had 
been landed. During the night a careful reconnaissance was made by 
my three brigade generals and their troops most judiciously posted, the 
leading regiment, the Twenty-first Massachusetts, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Maggi, occupying a position at the forks of the road above Hammond’s 
house. 

Early the next morning, in pursuance of the plan of action, General 
Poster ordered an advance. 1 arrived on the ground after the first 
three regiments of the brigade had filed through the woods, the other 
regiments being in line ready to move forward as room was made for 
them. General Keno’s and Parke’s brigades were also in readiness for 
a forward movement. 

On reaching a point some mile and a half by the road from Ham¬ 
mond’s house, General Poster came upon the battery across the road 
which, from information received, wo had been led to suppose was there, 
and immediately commenced the disposition of his forces for his attack; 
and 1 here beg leave to say that I must refer you almost entirely to the 
reports of ray brigadier-generals for an accurate knowledge of their 
movements during the day, as the face of the island precluded the 
possibility of any general oversight of operations on the field. The 
road from the o])ening in front of Hammond’s house to the battery, 
some mile and a half, was very narrow and winding, leading through a 
deep marsh, covered with small i>ines and thick undergrowth, present¬ 
ing the appearance of being imi)enetrable. The battery is not visible 
until a point some <>00 yards from it is reached, when the road takes a 
turn to the left, and the timber in front is cleared away, that the guns 
may have full sweep. For more accurate information I beg leave to 
refer you to the accompanying mai) of the road.* 

Soon after the attack was commenced I ordered General Parke to 
place a regiment in the woods to the north of Hammond’s house and 
extending up to the main road, to prevent the possibility of the enemy’s 
turning our left. The Eighth Oonnecticut, Colonel Harland, was de¬ 
tailed for this service. The Fifth lihode Island Battalion, Major Wright, 
had been ordered to occupy Ashby’s house. 1 then ordered Captain 
D’Wolf, with a boat’s crew kindly loaned me by the Delaware, which 
way lying off the shore, to move down and land, and carefuUyrecoimoiter 
the ground south and east of Ashby’s, thus ascertaining that there was 
no force in the rear or on our right flank. Soon after this the firing 
indicated that General Foster was very warmly engaged with the 
enemy. General Reno’s brigade was forcing its way up to his relief 
and General Parke’s brigade was ready to foUow. I had ordered Gen¬ 
eral Parke to have the Ninth New York, Colonel Hawkins, land their 
Dahlgren howitzers from their floating battery on the shore, but as the 
marshy ground would have made it a half-day’s work, I counter-

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manded the order, which was most fortunate, as the regiment moved 
forward in time to take a most important part in the action. 

General Foster commenced the attack by putting six Dahlgren how¬ 
itzers in position in front of the enemy’s battery, supporting it with the 
Twenty-hfth Massachusetts, Colonel Upton. This regiment was sup¬ 
ported by the Twenty-third Massachusetts, Colonel Kurtz, also in line. 
After the Tenth Connecticut, Colonel Eussell, came up. General Foster 
ordered the Twenty-third Massachusetts and Twenty-seventh Massa¬ 
chusetts, Colonel Lee, to pass into the swamp on the light, for the pur¬ 
pose of getting on the left dank of the enemy. Soon aft('r this the 
Twenty-fifth Massachusetts exhausted its ammundion, and the Tenth 
Connecticut iidvanced to its position. All these movements were per¬ 
formed by the regiments under lead of their re.s])ectm' commanders 
with the most commendable efficiency. The skill with winch the Dahl¬ 
gren howitzers were handled by Midshipman IJenJamin Porter and 
Acting Master J. B. Ilaramond is deserving the highest praise, and I 
take great pleasure in recommending them to the lavorable notice ol 
the Navy Department. At this time the number of wounded an iving 
on litters indicated that the engagement was serious, and two hoajjitals 
weie established by my brigade surgeon. Dr. W. H. Church, one at 
riammond’s house and the other at Ashby’s, where the wounded were 
well cared for. 

In the mean time. General Reno, coming up, sent word to General 
Foster that he would try to iieneti'ate the dense wood to the left and 
thus tura their right flank, which movement was ai)i>roved by General 
Foster and was carried out by General Eono, the Twenty-lirst Massa 
chusetts, Lieutenant-Colonel JVIaggi, leading, followed by the Fifty-first 
Kew York, Colonel Ferrero; Kinth Kew Jersey, Lientenant-Colom*! 
Heckman, and Fifty-first Pennsylvania, Colonel Haitrauft, each most 
gallantly led by their respective commanders, and resulting in a com- 
l)lete success. When it is remembered that in addition to the obstacles 
of thicket and underbrush the men were more than knee-dec]) in mud 
and water, it seems a most wondeiful feat. Immediately after Gen- 
eial Eeno’s brigade had cleared the road General Parke came ni> with 
his brigade, and was ordered by General Foster to support the Twenty- 
third Alassachusetts and Twenty-seventh Massachusetts Ecgimmits, 
which had by direction of General Foster most gallantly initiated under 
their colonels a movement to turn the loft flank of tlu* enem v, w hen lie 
at once turned his brigade to the right, the Fourth Ithode Island in ad¬ 
vance, gallantly led by its colonel and Capt. Ja'wis Itichmond, my as¬ 
sistant adjutant-general, meeting with obstacles equal to those on tlu* 
left. 

Just as the Kinth New York was entering the woods to follow the 
Fourth Ehode Island Generals Foster and Parke, discovi'ring that tlie 
aiipearance of General I’eno on the enemy’s light had staggered him, 
they decided to order the Ninth Now York to charge the battery in 
front, which was instantly done, and at once the road was filled with a 
sea of red caps, the air resounuing with their cheers. The charge of 
General Eeno’s loading regiment, the Twenty-first Massachusetts, and 
Fifty-first New York was simultaneous ivith the charge of the Ninth 
New York, when the enemy broke and ran in tlie greatest possible con¬ 
fusion, while the cheers of our men indicated to every one on the island 
that we had carried the battery. The merit of first entering the fort is 
claimed by the Twenty-first Massachusetts and Fifty-first New York, a 
few men irom each regiment entering at the same time, one regiment 
hoisting the regimental flag and the other the national flag on the 
naranet. 
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Just before tbe charge the steamer TJnion arrived with the Twenty- 
fourth Massachusetts, which I hastened forward, with the esceptiou of 
three companies, detailed to carry up ammunition. It must bo remem¬ 
bered that up to this time there had not been a single horse lauded, 
owing to the impossibility of getting them through the marsh on the 
shore. All the ammunition and stoi-es had to be transferred by our 
soldiers, and the general and field ollicers had to perform their duties 
on foot. On moving up the road toward the battery I met my aide- 
de-camp, Lieutenant Fearing, wliom I had sent to the front to report 
progress, when he informed me that an advance was made by General 
Eeno’s brigade immediately aiter the batteiy was taken, thus antici¬ 
pating my order sent by Lieutenant Anderson. I had learned from an 
officer of the iliehmond Blues, taken prisoner and brought to me by 
Capt. William Cutting and Lieut. D. A. Pell, that there were no more 
batteries on (he road. 

TheTwenty-fourth Maasachuselts, Colonel Stevenson, comingup fresh, 
General Poster pushed on, followed by General Parke. On arriving at 
the road leading to Pork Point Battery 1 detailed the Fourth lihode 
Island and the Tenth Connecticut from General Foster’s brigade, send¬ 
ing them under General Parke down this road to take the battery in the 
rear, but on their arrival it was found to have been just evacuated. 
The pursuit was continued by Generals Foster and lleno to the head of 
the island in rear of WeiPs Point Battery, where the entire force on the 
island had concentrated in two camps. A slight engagement ensued, 
in which the enemy lost four men killed, after which they surrendered 
to Generals Foster and Eeno at discretion. The entire force of the 
enemy on the island, in the batteries, and stationed as sharpshooters 
was about 4,000. Gov. H. A. Wise had a force in reserve at Nag’s 
Hoad, with which he left as soon as he heaid of our victory. Their 
troops were well posted for defense and their inland battery well 
masked, so that our men were really fighting against an enemy almost 
entirely concealed. The force that siuTCindevcd to Generals Foster and 
Bono consisted oi' 159 ollicers and over 2,500 men. Among these are 
two colonels, two lieutenant-colonels, and three majors. 

I omitted to mention that the Ninth Now York was diverted to the 
right of the main road by Gener.il Beuo, where they captured some 00 
prisoners in their attempt to escape through Shallow Bag Bay. Among 
these ])risonerB was Capt. O. Jennings Wise, who was severely wounded 
and has .since died. The loss of the enemy is unknown, as many had 
been removed, but it will not exceed 150 Idlled and wounded. 

By this victory we have gained complete possession of this island, 
with five forts, mounting thirty-two guns, winter quarters for some 
4,000 troops, and 3,000 stand of arms, large hospital buildings, with a 
large amount of lumber, wheelbarrows, scows, pile-drivers, a mud 
dredge, ladders, and other airpnrtenances for military service, of which 
a careful inventory will be made and sent on, with an accurate list of 
prisoners, by our next dispatches. 

Fort Forrest, on the main-land, opposite WeiPs Point, was burned by 
the rebels on the evening of the 8th instant. It contained eight guns, 
thus makiug their loss forty guns in all. The Navy has recovered 
nearly all from this fort in good condition. 

"When it is remembered that for one month our officers and men had 
been confined on crowded ships during a period of unusual prevalence 
of severe stonns, some of them having to be removed from stranded 
vessels, others in vessels thumping for dajs on sand banks and under 
constant apprehension of collision, then landing without blankets or 
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tents on a inarsliy shore, wading knee-deep in mud and water to a per¬ 
manent landing, exposed all night to a cold rain, then fighting for four 
hours, pursuing the enemy some 8 miles, bivouacking in the rain, 
many of them without tents or covering, for two or three nights, it 
seems wonderful that not one murmur or complaint has been heard 
from them. They have endured all these hardships with the utmost 
fortitude, and have exhibited on the battle-field a coolness, courage, 
and persevei’ance worthy of veteran soldiers. The companies left on 
board the armed propellers during the naval engagement rendered 
most efacient service, and are highly spoken of by the different brigade 
commanders. There had been placed on these propellers, by the brig- 
adier-generab- aides-de-camp, who rendered marked service during 
the acti">n, as did also the ofidcers and mp of the Marino Artillery in 
charge of the guns, headed by Col. William A. Ilowavd. 

I desire to tender my thanks to Oapt. S. P. Hazard, U. S. Havy, 
commanding division of armed vessels, for his efficient management 
of the division. The vessels comprising tliis division were the Picket, 
Capl. T. I*. Ives; Vedette, Oai)tain Poster; Hussar, Captain Crocker; 
Lancer, Cai)tain Moiiey; Eanger, Captain Emerson; Chasseur, Cap¬ 
tain West; Pioneer, Captain Baker. Tlie Picket was particularly 
serviceable in covering the landing of the troops. 

I must express to Commodore Goldsborough and the officers of his 
fleet my high appreciation and admiration of then- gallantry, and my 
thanks for the kind assistance rendered us from time to time in our 
joint labors. 

I have to thank my personal staff' for their efficient aid in the work 
through which wo have passed. They are as follows: 

Dr. W. H. Church, brigade surgeon; Capt. Lewis Bichmond, assist¬ 
ant adjutant-general; Capt. William Cutting, assistant quartermastor; 
Capt. James P. D’Wolf, assistant commissary; Lieut. D. W. Plaghu*, 
ordnance officer; Lieut. D. A. Pell, aide-de-camp; Lieut. G. 11. Pear¬ 
ing, aide-de-camp; Lieutenant Andrews, topographical officer. All of 
these officers have rendered most efficient service in their several 
capacities. 

Mr. D. B. Lamed, my private secretary, accompanied me to the 
shove, and, with Mr. W. IT. French, my other secretary, were very 
serviceable in communicating with the vessels and forces, doing the 
duty of volunteer aides. I beg leave to refer yon to the roiiort of I)i'. 
W. H. Church, brigade surgeon, for list of ciisualties, which amount to 
41 killed and 181 wounded.* Among the killed I regret to record the 
following officers: Col. Charles L. Bussell, Tenth Counectient; Lieut. 
Col. Viguer Do Monteil, of Pifty-tliird How York; Second Ideut. ,John 
U. Goodwin, jr.. Company B, Twenty-third Massachusetts; Liimten- 
ant Stillman, Tenth Connecticut; Capt. Joseph J. Henry, Ninth N<iw 
Jei’sey. I refrain from mentioning sjiecial cases of heroism in the 
brigades, as it would be ^vrong to biake distinctions whore all behaved 
so gallantly. 

In closing this report I beg leave again to call your attention to 
Brigadier-Generals Poster, Beno, and Parke, who throughout the 
action showed the greatest gallantry and directed the movements of 
the troops with skill and energy. Prom tire moment they joined me 1 
have given them large discretionary powers, and the sequel has shown 
that I have acted wisely. I especially recommend them to the favor 
of the Department.

Report of Lieut. Daniel W. Flagler, U. 8. Ordnance D^artment. 

Headqttabtees Dbpaetment Noeth Oaeolina, 

Boa/noTce Island, Fehrua/ry 20,1862. 

Geneeal : 1 have the honor to submit for your information the fol¬ 
lowing report of the ordnance and ordnance stores captured on Eoa- 
noko Island during the engagement of the 8th instant: 

The total number of cannon captured was forty-two. In the inland 
battery wore throe, all mounted on field carriages and covered by an 
earthwork with embrasures. One of these is a heavy 24-pounder boat 
howitzer; one a 6-pounder brass field gun, model 1846, and the other an 
18-pounder brass field gun—^probably a Mexican trophy. There were 
no caissons with these pieces, but the implements and equipments of 
the pieces were uninjured, and a quantity of ammunition in the ammu¬ 
nition-chest of each of the limbers. In Fort Foster, at Pork Point, 
were nine guns. Eight of these are heavy 32-pounder navy smooth¬ 
bore guns and one a banded rifled gun—^this last peculiarly rilled, 
and has been mamifactured by the enemy since the beginning of the 
war. It has seven grooves, the bottom of the groove being cylindrical 
In form, intersecting at one edge with the surface of the boro. At the 
ather edge the groove is eleven-hundredths of an inch deep. It has 
thus but one shoulder, which is at the right edge of the groove, as the 
twist is to the left. The grooves and bands are of equal width, and 
have a uniform twist of one turn in 32 feet. The gun is manufactured 
from a 32-i)Ounder navy gun of 61-owt. A portion at the breech was 
turned down to a i)erfeot cylinder, and then wrought-iron cylinders 
shrunk around the breech, similarly to the Parrott gun. The cylinder, 
when complete, is 24J inches long and 1^ inches thick. The few experi¬ 
ments I have been able to make with the gun show that it wiU com¬ 
pare not unfavorably in range and accuracy of fire with the Parrott 
CTU. The only projectiles found for it were shells, ready filled and 
msed with the navy fuse. It is mounted en banlette^^t^b. the French 
navy carriage, on a chassis traversing a semicircle. Two of the other 
guns at the loft flank of the battery are mounted traversing 

the entire circle. All the remaining guns have embrasures, and are 
mounted on the French navy carriage, with platform. The fort has 
two small magazines. In them and in the fort were found 828 32- 
pounder round shot, 84 stand of grape, a few shells, and 110 cartridges 
for ^e 32-poundor guns. There was also a small quantity of musket 
ammunition and ammunition for 12-])ounder boat howitzers stored in 
the magazines. 

In Fort Parke were found four 32-ponndor navy guns mounted m

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la/rhette on the army 32-i)onn(lcr harhctte caniages, and one spare 
cai'riage without the chassis. Tt had also 440 32-pounder round shot, 
but all the ammunition had been taken from the magazine and de¬ 
stroyed. The implements belonging to the guns in this fort wore not 
much injured. 

Jn Fort Eeno were twelve guns. Of those the two upon th(' loft 
flank of the battery are rifled guns like the one in Fort li'ostor whicli I 
have already described, and mounted upon the same carriage en bar¬ 
bette. All the others are smooth-bore 32-pounder navy guns of r»7 and 
61 cwt. The two upon the right flank are mounted ew- barbette and 
the 1 ‘emaining eight on the navy caiTiagc at embrasures. In the fort 
and magazines were 2,144 32-]>onndcr round shot. 111) sh('lls for the 
rifle guns, and 42 32-p<)under shells. All the ammunition had also 
b(‘,en taken from this magazine and destroyed. 1 found in the water 
near the shore just outside, this fort a 32-])Ounder gun, which tin* enemy 
had apparently let fall in tryingtoland it. J have hauled it out, and if 
necessary it can be mounted on a spare carriage. The remaining two 
guns are in Fort Ellis, opposite Hag’s Head. 

All of the guns excepting the three field pieces in tlie inland battery 
1 found had been spiked and other ineffectual attempts made to render 
them unserviceable. Six of them were spiked with rat-tail tiles; the 
remainder with wrought-irou spikes and nails. Tliey w'cre all loaded, 
some with several shot wedged, and others with charged shells unfused 
and inverted, so arranged as to explode in the gun if lired. All of 
these have been removed without accident, and the guns are now ready 
for service. 

In Forts Eeno and Foster considerable injury was done to the car¬ 
riages, implements, and equiimients. The guns being mounted on navy 
carriages, the breechings and tackle-ropes were in most cases cut. 
With some of the carriages, however, the breechings and tackle were 
unnecessary, so that with some repairs, using the spare jiarts and im¬ 
plements that were found, the injuries have been so far repaired that 
the guns can now be maneuvered and fired without danger. J have 
made some 400 cartridges for the 32-})ounder guns, and so distributed 
the amnranition found in these two forts as t.o render them as defensi¬ 
ble as ])ossible until larger supplies can bi^ obtained. 

The implements and equipments in Fort I’arke sustained much less 
injury. Those have all been repaired, but as the magazine of the fort 
is very damp, and you told me yon intended to change the position of 
the battery, 1 have done nothing to supply the guns with ammunition. 

The small-arms captured were generally of an inferior quality. Of 
those that have been preserved tliere are about 1,000. They are prin¬ 
cipally smooth-bore muskets (caliber .60) made at Harjier’s Ferry, in 
1832, and have either flint-locks or have been altered to percussion. 
Some of the enemy’s troops were armed with fowling-pieces, sporling 
rifles, and a motley collection of arms nearly useless for military pur¬ 
poses. Tliese were all carried away by our soldiers and people Irom 
the transports. The iron parts found among the ruins ol' tlie cami> 
near Fort Foster indicate that some 200 or 300 muskets must hav(< been 
destroyed by fire on the day of the bombardment. 1 am also satislu'd 
that a quantity of arms and ammunition has been buried or hidiUm on 
the island, although we have as yet been unable to find it. >Several mus¬ 
kets have been sent as trophies to naval oifleers of the fleet, in accord¬ 
ance with your orders. This must account for the large discrepancy 
between the number of prisoners and small-arms captured. There are 
also 1,600 sets of infantry equipments, many of them incomplete. Such 
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of tliese aud of the muskets as will not be required for service in tTiia 
department I have had boxed, preparatory to any disposition of them 
the Ordnance Bureau may direct. The greater part of the ammunition 
found in the cartridge-boxes of the prisoners was so much injured by 
exposure to the weather that' I do not think it worth preserving. In 
the magazine at Port Poster were found in good order 40,000 musket 
cartridges (caliber .09), 2,200 cartiidges for Minie rides (caliber ,54), 
and 134 rounds fixed ammunition for the 24-pounder boat howitzer. 
The magazines in the forts are generally not well constructed, affortog 
iusufficieut protection for the ammuuitiou against dampness. They are 
bomb-proofs, and built of such light soil that in falling weather the 
dampness easily penetrates to the magazines. If they are to contain 
considerable stores or ammunition for any length of time I would 
respectfully recommend that they be reconstiucted or replaced by new 
ones.

Report of Surg. William H. Church, U. 8. Army, Acting Medical 

Director. 

Headquarters Devartmisnt of North Carolina, 
Roanoke Island, February 12, 1862. 

General : I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
killed and wounded of your command consequent upon the attack upon 
Boanoke Island; 

Pobruary 7 a small boat, having been ordered on shore to recon- 
noiter, was attacked by the enemy, when Charles Viall, a private in 
Company B, of the Fifth Ehodo Island Battalion, received a wound in 
the lower jaw, causing a compound comminuted fracture, from which 
he wiU probably recover. 

February 8, upon the advance of General Poster the houses and out¬ 
houses at the landing were at once prepared for the reception of the 
wounded, and placed in charge of Surgeon Storrs, of the Eighth Eegi- 
ment Connecticut Volunteers, his regiment having been ordered there 
to protect the landing of our forces and hold the position. Brigade 
Surgeon Thompson now advanced with the troops to take charge of 
the wounded on the fi.eld of battle, where he remained until the bat¬ 
tery was taken, assisting in the care of the wounded, and sending them 
with the least possible delay to the hospital. Through the energy of 
Dr. Thompson much suffering has been avoided. 

Finding that there was not sufficient room in these buildings to 
receive the wounded, we immediately took possession of Ashby’s house, 
a short distance from the first and quite as convenient to the field of 
action. The Fifth Ehode Island Battalion having been ordered to 
guard this point- Asst. Surg. A. Potter took charge of it until further 
assistance could be procured. Surgeon Minis, of the Forty-eighth Eegi- 
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ment Pennsylvania. Volunteers (owing to the death of Surgeon Weller, 
by drowning, at Hatteras Inlet, he was detailed to serve with the Ninth 
New Jersey Volunteers), was very soon placed in charge of this tem¬ 
porary hospital, where there was sufficient room to receive the wounded 
not provided for. During the action of this day 32 were killed and 174 
wounded.* OoL Charles L. Eussell, of the Tenth Connecticut Volun¬ 
teers, was shot through the lung, and died almost immediately. Lieut, 
Col. Viguer De Monteil, of the Fifty-third Kegiment New York Volun¬ 
teers, was also killed by a ball passing through his brain. 

Accompanying this please hnd a list of the killed and wounded of 
each regiment that participated in the engagement.t 

The surgical portion of your command has performed its duties faith¬ 
fully and fearlessly, Surg. J. Marcus Eice, of the Twenty-fifth Eegiment 
Massachusetts Volunteers, having been wounded in the midst of his 
very arduous duties. The ball grazed his side, fortunately without 
inflicting a severe wound. 

We have found three luiusually large, commodious, and well-venti¬ 
lated buddings erected upon the island for hospital purposes, which 
will afford ample accommodation for our sick and wounded. The 
largest hosi)ital at the north end of the island I have placed in the 
charge of Surg. S. A. Green, of the Twenty-fourth Eegiment Massachu¬ 
setts Volunteers, and Surg. George A. Otis has the management of the 
two hospitals near the fort at the center of the island. 

I would respectfully ask your attention to the fact that the wounded 
of the enemy have received the same care and attention from the sur¬ 
geons as our own wounded. Permit me to take advantage of this op¬ 
portunity to express our gratitude to the officers of the United States 
gunboat Delaware, the surgeon having dressed a large number of our 
wounded,

Report of Brig. Gen. John O. Boater, U. 8. Army, com^nanding First 

Brigade, with ahetch. * 

Hbadqxtabtbes Fiest Beig-adb, 

Roa/noJee laland, February 9,1862. 

SiE: I have the honor to report that, in obedience to the orders of 
the commanding general and in pursuance of the plan of observations 
previously agreed xipon in a council ordered by hum I proceeded to 
land my brigade on Roanoke Island on the evening of the 7th instant, 

~ The deetoh is taken from hie report to the Committee on the Conduct of the War. 
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wliile tlie engagement between tbe fleet and tlie enemy^s battery on 
Pork Point was still in progress. I embarked 500 of tlie Twenty-fifth 
Massachusetts Eegiment on the Pilot Boy, and towing all the boats 
from the vessels of my brigade loaded with detachments from the dif¬ 
ferent regiments composing it, in all 1,400 men, I headed for Ashby’s 
Harbor, which had been agreed upon as the landing point. As 1 ap¬ 
proached closely I detected with the glass the presence of an ambus¬ 
caded force of infantry and artillery, and in consequence immediately 
headed the boat for the point just above the harbor, in front of Ham¬ 
mond’s house, where the force landed without molestation. General 
Eeno, with the Union and Patuxent, and General Parke, in the Phoenix, 
landed immediately after my detachment, making in all over 4,000 men 
landed in twenty minutes. 

As soon as the force at Ashby’s Harbor saw us land at the point above 
they commenced a hasty retreat, in order not to be cut off by road from 
Hammond’s house^ which intersects the main road through the island 
above its intersection with the road from Ashby’s. During the landing 
Captain Eowan, U. S. Ifavy, commanding the first division of the fleet, 
ordered the Delaware, Oaiftain Quackenbush, U. S. Nav;^ and Captain 
Hazard, U. S. Navy, ordered the Picket, Capt. T. P. Ives, to run in 
and cover the landing with their guns. This was handsomely done, 
although it required but a few shells to accelerate the retreat of the force 
from Ashby’s. 

I returned and brought on shore a second load, and then landed, 
leaving Captain Potter, assistant commissary of subsistence of my 
brigade, on board the steamer to continue the debarkation. Pinding 
that the general commanding had returned to the fleet, I assumed (soni- 
mand as senior officer present. During the night my entire brigade 
(with the exception of the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts, on board the 
Guide and aground) were landed, as also the brigades of Generals Eeno 
and Parke. The night was rainy, and the men, wet from their march 
from the landing, were obliged to bivouac around their fires, but kept 
in excellent spirits. I made a reconnaissance in the evening with Gen¬ 
erals Eeno and Parke, to ascertain the position of the enemy, the roads, 
&c., and made aU the proper dispositions for the night. 

At daybreak of the 8th I advanced my brigade across the creek in 
accordance with the i)lau of operations above referred to, the Twenty- 
fifth Massachusetty being in the advance. On reaching a ch^aring I 
met the enemy’s pickets, and was fired upon by them. They then fell 
back on a run, followed by our skirmishers. We advanced to the main 
road, and then upon that road until, when near the middh^ of* the island, 
we came upon the enemy in a strong position i)ropared lor battle. The 
road at tliis point was a causeway, Hanked on each side by an almost 
impassable marsh, with thick underbrush on cither side. In front of 
the battery the trees were cut down, so as to give a clear sweep of their 
guns for a distance of 700 yards in front, for the whole of which dis¬ 
tance the advance in front was fully exposed to the fire ol* three pieces 
in embrasure, supported by a force of about 2,000 men. Of the seven 
light pieces from the ships’ launches, six wei*e placed on the road so 
that two could be used at a time, flanked by the Twenty^-lifth Massachu¬ 
setts Volunteers in line. This regiment was supported by the Twenty- 
third Massachusetts Eegiment, also in line. We then advanced to the 
attack. As soon as the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts and the Tenth 
Connecticut Volunteers came up 1 ordered the Twenty-third Massachu¬ 
setts, snp])orted by the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts, to advance 
through the morass on our right and endeavor to turn the enemy’s left. 
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The Tenth Connecticut was brought up to support the Twenty-fifth 
Massachusetts. 

General Eeno then came up vith his whole brigade, and proceeded 
to turn the right of the enemy^s position through the swamp on that 
side. General Parke next came up with his brigade, and I directed 
him to i)ush forward to the right, following the Twenty-third and 
Twenty seventh Massachusetts in the attempt to turn the enemy’s left 
through the inaish and swamp on that side. 

In the mean time the engagement was warm in front. The light pieces 
having fired all but ten rounds, I ordered their fire to cease, and these 
rounds to be preserved for an emergency, keeping the pieces in position. 
The Twenty-fifth Massachusetts had expended ite ammunition and suf¬ 
fered considerable loss. 1 therefore advanced the Tenth Oonnectiout 
in front of the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts Eegiment, and held the lat¬ 
ter in reserve. 

After llie engageinent (wliich commenced at 8 o’clock) had lasted 
three and a half hoars, the Ninth New York (the last of Genend Parke’s 
regiments) coming on the field, followed by the Twenty-fourth Massa¬ 
chusetts, I diiccted General Parke to order it to charge. The order 
was given, and the rc^giment charged at a run with yells, cheered by 
the other troops, right up the road at the battery. Major Kimball, of 
this regiment, exliibited marked gallantry, leading tlie charge by sev¬ 
eral rods. The enemy left the battery. Their retreat was, howeVer, a 
necessity from other causes, tor General Eeno had at this time turned 
the enemy’s right and was tiring into the rear of their battery and 
charging at the same time into them, and the Twenty-third Massachu¬ 
setts, at the head ot‘ General Parke’s column, sent to turn the enemy’s 
left, had also made its appearance on the otlier flank. The enemy re¬ 
treated in preci])itation, leaving three guns unspiked, their caissons, 
and tlie dead and some wounded in the battery. General Eeno im¬ 
mediately ptished on in })ursuit, and I sent to report to the commanding 
general the result of the battle and the anticipation of another one at 
the upp(n* batteries. 1 then followed General Eeno with my brigade, 
the Twenty-fourth MassachUwsetts, which was fresh, being in front. 1 
soon overtook and passed General Eeno, who was busy in securing 
the fugitives attemi)ting to escape in boats across to Nag’s Head, and 
puslied forward toward the upp(u* end of the island to overtake there- 
treating regiments of the enemy. 

dust Ix^fon^ reaching tlu^ fort on the ui)per extremity of the island I 
was met by a Hag of triic(‘, borne by Lieutenant-Colonel h’owle, of the 
Thirty-first North Carolina Yolunteers, who came from Col. U. M. 
Shaw, of the Eighth North Carolina Volunteers, commanding the en¬ 
emy’s ibiHies on the island, to ask what terms of surrender would be 
graubxl. I n^pli(xl, none but those of unconditional surrender. lie 
asked what lime woiild be allowed for consultation. I replied, just as 
long as it will take to get to Colonel Shaw and return, and sent Major 
Stevenson, of the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts, to biiug back the an- 
sw<ir. Be(x)ming impatient, 1 advanced with the Twenty-fourth Mas¬ 
sachusetts, but when near their cam}) was met by the flag of truce 
returning to say that myfenuswere accepted. I then marched into 
the main <*am}) and received the surrender of Colonel Shaw as com¬ 
mander of the enemy’s forces on the island, with all his forces. I im¬ 
mediately ordered Colonel Kurtz, with the Twenty-third Massachusetts, 
to advance and secure the camp of the Thirty-first North Carolina 
Volunteers, ncai* by, but his arrival was anticipated by General Eeno, 
who had aheady secured their camp, with the regiment it contained. 
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The camps consisted of well-built quarters, store-houses, and hospitals, 
all newly built. The forces surrendered numbered in all about 3,000. 

The two forts on the island above the one on Pork Point are well 
coustiuctcd, and mount in aU sixteen guns of heavy caliber, with well- 
stocked magazines. 

Alter securing the prisoners and arms I went to report the result to 
the geneial coininanding, and found him in the Pork Point Battery, 
upon whi(*h he had advanced with General Parke, supported by the 
T<ntli Connecticut (one of my brigade). 

1 have only time in tin's hasty report to notice in general tenns the 
condiKd of tiie troops, and to say that I never saw men stand up more 
giil]<intly under a hot lire than did the regiments of my brigade, espe¬ 
cially liie Twenty-fifth Massachusetts and Tenth Connecticut Eegi- 
nuuits, both of which suftcred quite severely. Colonel Bussell, of the 
T(mth Conn(‘(‘ticut, fell gallantly at the head of his regiment, and after 
his tall the icgimcnt was commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Drake. I 
would notice here tlie gallant conduct of Midshipman Benjamin Porter 
and A(‘ting Master J. B. Lfammond, of the Kavy, who commanded the 
light guns from the ships’ launches and were constantly under fire. 
They both deserve commissions for their admirable conduct on this 
occasion. 

The reports ot the several regimental commanders of my brigade, 
which are heicwith inclosed, will show in detail the names of those 
officers and m(‘n who distinguished themselves by their gallant con¬ 
duct. Th(^y all behaved admirably, both officers and men. 

With the exce])tion ol* Captain Hoffman and Lieutenant Anderson, 
who were on the field with me, and Captains Potter and Hudson, who 
were engaged in bringing up ammunition and provisions, my aides 
w(‘re on the gunboats Banger, LTussar, and Vedette—Captain Mes- 
singer and Lieut. Ed. N. Strong on the Itaugor, Lieut. James M. Teii- 
dletoii on the Vedette, and James II. Strong on the Hussar. Lieuten¬ 
ants Van Buren and Gordon, of the Signal Corps, volunteered as aides 
at the time and were of great service in carrying orders. 

I would mention that Viguer De Monteil, lieutenant-colonel of the 
Fifty-third Begiment, came up during the action and asked permission 
to tight as a private. This I granted, and he passed on in front to the 
position of the Tenth Coimceticut, where he stood coolly aiming and 
firing liis rifle and exliibiting the most marked bravery. He fell shot 
(lead toward the (dose of the engagement. 

The colonels of the different regiments of my brigade exhibited 
marked ability, coolness, and daring. 

The Twenty-fitth Ticgnncnt was commanded by Colonel TJpton, the 
Twenty-seventh by Colonel Lee, the Twenty-third by Colonel Kurtz, 
tlie Tw^enty-fourth by Colonel Stevenson, the Tenth Connecticut by 
Colonel Bussell.

Captain: 1 have the honor to report that by order of Brigadier- 
General Poster, on the afternoon of February 6, Lieut. B. N. Strong, 
aide-de-camp, and myself went on board the gunboat Banger to carry 
out his instructions. The k’oops on board the Banger (the Twenty- 
seventh Massachusetts Volunteers), with the exception of one company 
retained as a guard for the boat, and a detail from Company E to serve 
as gunners, were placed on the steamer New York and schooner Be- 
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emit. We then, at 2 o’clock p. m., reported aw ready for action to 
Captain Hazard, U. S. ]^avy, on wteamer Picket. 

At 9.30 tke next morning a signal from the commodore was repeated 
to ns from the Picket to get under way and follow the fleet into action. 
At 12.30 we opened fire with one 30-pounder Parrott gun on the battery 
at Pork Point, and lodged our first shell within the battcay. We con¬ 
tinued our fire with the Parrott gun and two 12-pounder Wiard guns 
whenever opportunity was afforded us by the position of the fleet until 
the order came from the commodore to cease firing at 0.30 p. m. We 
then had thrown 121 shells, many with effect. 

Jn our endeavor to got within shorter range we ran aground, and 
thereby lost an hour. Although many of the enemy’s shells exploded 
near us, our vessel was not struck. 

On the following day, just after we were ordered into action, we were 
signaled that the attack had been commenced by our land forces, and 
we were thus prevented from reopening our fire. 

I respectfully call to yotu* notice the zeal and elHciency of Lieutenant 
Eyre, of the Kaval Brigade, under whose immediate direction the Par¬ 
rott and Wiard guns were served on the gun-deck, and of Lieutenant 
Dennison, of the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts Volunteers, wlio had 
command of the 12-poundcr Wiard boat howitzer on the upper deck. J 
append the report of Lieutenant Eyre, Avith interesting memoranda as

I have the lionor to report the working of the battery of the Ban¬ 
ger during the action at Pork Point Battery on Eebruary 7 and 8: 

Oommeiuicd firing at 12.30 at the distance of 3 miles. As the vess(^l 
worked ahead we were several times obliged to weai* shi}), each t/ime 
running nearer to the battery. During the afternoon the firing was 
more effective, owing to the vessel having been brought closer to the 
enemy’s i>osition. During the latter part of the engagement tlie slndl 
were thrown into the Point battery with accuracy. 

Ex 3 )ended during the action, 3 Parrott shell, elevation dis¬ 

tance about 3 miles 5 6 l^arrott shell, elevation 15^^ distance about 2;/ 
miles; 3 Parrott shtdl, elevation 16^, distance about 2;\* to 3 miles; 12 
Parrott shell, elevation 12^, distance about miles; 2 Parrott shell, 
elevation 13p, distance about 2|o miles. 

From Wiard’s 12-pounder, expended 20 shell and shot at an eleva¬ 
tion of 150 to 17^, distance 2^ miles; 38 shell and shot at an elevation 
of 80 to 120, distance 2J miles. 

About 3.30 p. m., being within range for the 12-pounder boat how¬ 
itzer, (iomnumced firing with it, and expended 45 shot and shell, very 
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few of tliein falling short. This gun was in charge of Lieutenant Den¬ 
nison, Twenty-seventh Massachusetts Volunteers.

Headqtiaetees General Bostee’s Brigade, 

Pilot Boy, February 10,1862. 

Captain : 1 have the honor to report that, in obedience to General 
PostoBs orders, on the afternoon of Pebruary 6 I went on board the 
gunboat Hussar to carry out his instructions. The troops on the Hus¬ 
sar were distributed on board the Highlander, Skirmisher, and New 
Brunswick, with the exception of one company, detained on board as a 
guard for the ship and 18 men detailed for working the guns. At 7 
p. m. we reported, as directed, to Captain Hazard, TJ. S. Navy, onboard 
the Picket. 

At 7 a. m., 8th instant. Captain Hazard came alongside and ordered 
us to follow the Pioneer on signal from Picket. This signal we re¬ 
ceived at 10 o’clock a. m., and as soon as the Pioneer got under way 
we followed closely. At 11 o’clock a. m. we received signal, “ Prepare 
for action,” and shortly after, “Attack.” We made all ready; as soon 
as we were within range commenced firing at the battery at Pork Point 
with one 30-pouuder Parrott and sometimes at the gunboats of the 
enemy when they ventured within range of our 6-pounder Wiard, until 
a signal from the coiurnodore, “Cease firing,” at 6.30 p. m., when we 
anchored out of range of the battery. 

The guns were served with coolness and accuracy by Lieutenant 
Heddon, of the Marine Artillery, but owing to our draught of water 
(9 feet 8 inches) we were unable to get as near the enemy as we 
wished. 

Captain Alexander, of the Twenty-third Massachusetts Volunteers, 
and Mr. Ward, first officer of the Hussar, rendered very material as¬ 
sistance in serving the ;^ns during the action. 

1 annex report of Lieutenant Hedden, which I requested him to 
send, in regard to the working of the guns, as it contains some inter¬ 
esting details.

Gunboat Hussar, 
Boanolce Ishmd, February 10,1862. 
Sie: In answer to your request this morning I herewith inclose yon 
a statement of the working of guns on board the gunboat Hossar at 
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the bomhaxdment of Pork Point, Friday, February 7, 1862: 102 cap 
shell from two 30-pounder Parrotts; 82 percussion shell from two 
30-pounder Parrotts; 52 shot from one 6-pounder Wiard; 6 percussion 
shell from one 6-pounder Wiard (fell short). The former had an eleva¬ 
tion of from 8° to 10° at a distance of from 2^ to 1^ miles. A portion 
of the firing was directed to a rebel steamer which came under cover of 
battery hut retired soon, evidently having a few shot through her. 
The Wiard gun (6-pounder) shot with great accuracy at a distance of 
2 miles with as much elevation as we could give her, suppose about 
11°. The first shot was fired from the Ilussar at 11.45 a. m., and con¬ 
tinued firing until a signal from the commodore, “ Cease firing,” at 6,30 
p. m., when we came to anchor out of range of their batteries.

I have the honor to report that on Thursday, 6th instant, in obedi¬ 
ence to orders from General Foster, I went on board the steamer Vedette, 
to carry out his instructions. I found the vessel armed with one 30- 
pounder Parrott gra and one 12-pounder Wiard gun, with ammunition, 
and three companies of the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts Volunteers, 
Colonel Stevenson. I transferred two companies to the steamer Guide, 
Company F, Captain FratL remaining on board, and reported to Cap¬ 
tain Hazard at 1.30 p. m. The next morning (Friday), at 7 o’clock a. m., 
Captain Hazard, IT. S. Navy, gave orders to foUow the propeller Kanger 
at a signal from the Picket. At 10 a. m. the signal to start was given, 
when we followed in the wake of the Banger. At 11.30 prepared for 
action, and followed the flleet to within about 2 miles of Pork Point 
Battery. At 12 m. opened fire from the 30-pounder Parrott gun upon 
the enemy’s gunboats. On their retiring and our coming within easy 
range of Pork Point Battery we fired also from the 12-poundcr Wiiird 
gun with accuracy. 

By continual sounding we approached the batteries as near as the 
draught of the vessel would allow, and kept up the fire as often as 
good aim could be obtained. 

At 6.20 p. m. the signal, “ Cease fire,” was given from the Southfield, 
when we anchored beyond the reach of the enemy’s guns, disappointed 
at not being able to ran nearer the fort. The 30-pounder 1‘arroft gun 
was well served by Lieutenant Baxter, of the Marine Artillery, not 
firing except with good aim. The 12-pounder Wiard was faithfully 
served by Coi^oral Gilford, of the-. 

Accompanying I have the honor to forward some details of the work¬ 
ing of the 30-pounder Parrott gun, drawn up at my request by Lieu¬ 
tenant Baxter.*

Seb: In obedience to orders of Brigadier-General Foster I beg leave 
to report tiie part taken by the Tenth Eegiment Oonnecticnt Volnn- 
teers in the action of Eoanoke Island, February 8,1862: 

The regiment was landed in three detachments during the afternoon, 
and bivouacked that night near Hammond’s house. The next morning 
at about 7 o’clock the regiment was ordered to fall in, and shortly after 
moved with the remainder of the First Brigade up the island. We 
had marched but a short distance before the sound of sharp firing in 
advance told us that the action had commenced. Arriving on the field 
the regiment was ordered to form line and commence firing on the en¬ 
emy, but owing to the dense bushes on our right and the exceedingly 
swampy nature of the ground there was room only for the right wing to 
move forward into position. The left wing was held in reserve a short 
distance in their rear. Firing was immediately commenced by the 
right wing and was maintained with much steadiness and constancy. 

Hear the close of the action Colonel Eussell was killed. I imme¬ 
diately assumed command, and after the enemy had left the battery 
formed the regiment, and taking our position on the left of the brigade 
followed in pursuit. After proceeding up the road some 4 miles I was 
ordered by General Burnside to march the regiment in rear of the 
Fourth Ehode Island Volunteers to Pork Point Battery, where we ar¬ 
rived late in the afternoon and found it abandoned. I bivouacked the' 
regiment near the fort until the morning of the 10th, when, in obedience 
to orders from General Foster, 1 marched the regiment to the upper end 
of the island, whence it was transferred to its old quarters on board 
the steamer ISTew Brunswick. 

Before closing this report I feel it my duty to say a word in com¬ 
mendation of the behavior of the officers and men of the regiment 
during the action and to speak of the noble manner in which they all 
performed their duty. Captains Pardee, Ooit, Leggett, and Jepson, 
who were in the right wing and hottest of the fire, with their Eeuten- 
ants, showed great coolness and courage, and merit the highest com- 
menaation. Captains Leggett and Jepson were wounded.

Report of Ool. John, Kvrte, Twenty-third Massachusetts Infantry. 

Hdqbs. Twenty-thied Massachusetts Volunteees, 

Camp Foster, Roanoke Island, N. 0., February 9,1862. 
See ; I have the honor to report that, in obedience to General Fosteria 
orders, my regiment, at daybreak on the morning of Saturday last, fol-

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lowed the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts from the ground upon which we 
bivouacked the night before up the main road of this island. At 8.16 
o’clock we arrived at a crotch of the road, and found General Foster, 
with the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts, already engaged with the rebels 
at a breastwork which they had thrown across the road in a well-chosen 
posi tion. I was ordered and formed my regiment in column by division 
in roar of the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts. I subsequently received an 
order to march by a flank across the fire of the enemy and through an 
almost impenetrable swami> and turn his flank, and after an eftbrt of 
two and a half hours of the most fatiguing and laborious exertion I 
succeeded in getting four companies into ])osition to rake the left flank 
of the enemy’s lines behind his work. My men introduced theniselves 
to his notice by opening a brisk fusillade, which ho did not condescend 
to return, but immediately commenced to retreat, when the whole line 
of our troops made a charge which made him accelemte his pace toward 
his other strongholds, and we took possession of the work. 

I cannot speak with too much praise of the conduct of the officers 
and men of my command for their indomitable perseverance in forcing 
through the swamp. The undergrowth was a thick bush, entwined by 
a strong brier, wMch caused it to close immediately upon the disap¬ 
pearance of a man through it. The water and mud all the way was 
above the knees of the men, several of whom I saw waist-deep in the 
mire, and taking into consideration the fact that this was the first time 
nearly all of them had been under fire, I cannot speak two highly of 
their conduct, individually and collectively. 

After a rest of about half an hour we were ordered to follow the 
Twenty-fourth Massachusetts, which had just arrived, and pursue the 
retreating rebels, and after a march of 6 or 6 miles wo entered the 
encampment or winter quarters of the rebels, and found they had sur¬ 
rendered to General Foster, and we were ordered to take up our quar¬ 
ters there with the Twenty-iourth Massachusetts and disarm and guard 
the prisoners, some 1,900 officers and men, with their arms, equipments, 
ammunition, and ordnance, quartermaster and commissary stores.

JReport of Col. Thomas G-. Stevenson^ Twenty-fourth MassaoJmsetts In- 

fmtiy. 

The steamer Admiral, with the Twenty-fourth Eeghnent on board, 
having got aground on the afternoon of 7th February, the regiment 
was not landed until the morning of the 8th. At 7 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing the steamers Union and Eagle came alongside the Admiral and 
took the troops on board. Two companies—^A, Oaptain Bedding, and 
Captain Hooper—were put on board the Eagle, under command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Osborn, and seven companies on the Union, under 
oom^nd of myself. Company 0, Oaptain Pratt, had been detailed for 
service on board the gunboat Vedette, where it remained during the 
action. The Union landed the troops on board at the same place that

troops had been landed the night previous, and about 2 miles below 
where the action was taking place. After landing I was ordered by 
General Burnside to advance as rapidly as possible. I accordingly 
marched the regiment forward, but unfortunately arrived after the 
battery had been carried. On arriving at the captured fort I reported 
to General Foster, who ordered us to the front to follow up the enemy. 

After marching some distance we met the Fifty-first New York and 
continued with them until wo were halted at the sand hills. Prom this 
point we were ordered forward alone to take what prisoners we could, 
as many were reported to be leaving in small boats. We were accom¬ 
panied by General Foster. After marching about 3 miles we were met 
by a flag of truce from the enemy, proposing a suspension of hostilities 
until the following morning. The reply was given by General Foster, 
^^Unconditional surrender,” and time enough given to return to their 
camp and send back an answer. Major Stevenson, of the Twenty- 
fourth, was ordered to return with the flag and bring back the reply. 
Alter some time he returned with the answer that they surrendered. 
I was then ordered by General Foster to advance and take possession 
of their camp. On the way Company H, Captain Daland, and Com¬ 
pany B, Ca])ta.in Austin, were detached and ordered to proceed along 
the shore and stop any boats that might be leaving with rebels, the 
remaining five companies numbering about 300 men, and entered their 
camp, where Colonel Shaw, commanding, delivered up his sword to 
General Foster, who ordered me to take command. I then ordered the 
prisoners to be mustered and their arms to bo taken possession of. All 
the muskets were then jdaced in the quartermaster's building and a 
guard i)ut over them. While this was being done Private Sanborn, 
Company K, was wounded in the arm by the accidental discharge of 
one of the muskets. The officers were allowed to retain their side- 
arms by order of General Foster. The prisoners were then placed in 
quarters and a large guard placed over them. 

Company B returned Irom Iheir scouting, having fired upon and 
brought to a boat containing 10 rebels, including 3 officers. Company 
n also returned, having captured two boats containing 9 men and 2 
officers. Tliey also brought in about 150 prisoners captured in the 
woods and on the shore. The regiment was joined during the evening 
by the two companies under Lieutenant-Colonel Osborn. They had 
been employed in bringing ammunition forward from the landing.

Report of Col. Edwin Upton, Twenty-fifth Massachusetts Infcmtry. 

Hdqes. Twenty-fifth Massachusetts Recmment, 

Camp on Boanohe Island, February 10,1862. 
Sib : At about daybreak on the morning of Saturday, the 8th instant, 
by order of Brigadier-General Foste^ my regiment leit the bivouac ii 
had occupied the night previous at Hammond^s house, and advanced, 
accompanied by General Foster, in its position on the right of his bri- 
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gaSe. Arriving at the ford about one-half mile from Hammond’s house, 
the advance was fired upon by the enemy’s pickets. I was imme¬ 
diately ordered by General Foster to throw forward skirmishers, and 
ordered Company A, Oapt. Josiah Pickett, to deploy, supported by 
Company E, Capt. Thomas O’Heil. The enemy’s fire was returned, and 
his pickets retired rapidly to and down the main road, followed by the 
skirmishers. Advancing to about a mile from the ford, they reported 
having discovered the enemy in position, apparently about 2,000 strong. 
General Foster at once ordered me to form the regiment in lino of bat¬ 
tle across the road, the right resting on a clearing commanded by the 
guns of the enemy, the left extending into the woods and thicket. Fire 
was opened by both parties, our artillery shortly after getting into posi¬ 
tion, supported by the right wing of my regiment. 1 was ordered to 
and did press steadily forwar^ bringing oar lino within about 300 
yards of the enemy’s battery. Fire was kept up by us without inter¬ 
mission for about three hours until about 10.30 o’clock a. m., when, our 
ammunition being exhausted, I was ordered to form in column by com¬ 
pany in rear of our right, which was done in good order. The jnen 
rested on their arms, waiting for a fresh supply of ammunition imtil, 
the enemy having left his work, I was ordered to advance in company 
with the remainder of General Foster’s brigade. Arriving at the upper 
end of the island, I was ordered by General Foster to quarter in fihis 
camp, then in possession of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Massa¬ 
chusetts Regiments. 

Appended is a list of killed and wounded, amounting to 6 killed and 
42 wounded.* I would express my great satisfaction with the conduct 
of the regiment, both officers and men. It was throughout the en¬ 
gagement of the bravest kind, standing as they did for hours in water 
to their knees and waists, exposed to an incessant fire of musketry, 
grape, and shell, with no disposition on the part of any man to waver. 
The skirmishing of Company A, Capt. Josiah Pickett, was performed 
in a manner that would have done credit to regulars. I can but ex¬ 
press my particular satisfaction with the manner in which Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sprague, Major McCafferty, and Adjutant Harkness performed 
the duties devolving upon them and the support rendered mo by them 
throughout the engagement.

SiE: I would respectfully report the movements of the regiment 
under my command at the engagement February 8: 

We had but nine companies engaged, Company D having been de-

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tailed to serve on boaiid the Eanger. Three of my captains were sick 
and left on the Recruit, Upon arriviag at the scene of action we im¬ 
mediately, by order, filed to the right of the road into the swamp, and 
formed in line in rear of the Twenty-third. We soon commenced mov¬ 
ing to the fijont and across to the left, filing as we could get an oppor¬ 
tunity. As soon as we were uncovered by the Twenty-third, or par¬ 
tially so, being then directly in front of the enemy, we commenced firing. 
We here met with all the loss sustained. Upon reaching the cover of 
the woods, finding that we could only fire % company on account of 
the Twenty-third being partly in front and the Tenth Connecticut par¬ 
tially covering our rear and &ing, we formed in that manner, marching 
out in succession, firing deliberately, then retiring. We were in this 
manner evidently doing good executionj when orders were received to 
push on and flank the enemy upon their left. This, on account of the 
dense undergrowth of vines and bushes, the water and mud being also 
much deeper, was extremely difficult, and our progress consequently 
slow. Before we could possibly get through we heard the cheering, and 
soon learned that the rebels had retreated. After the engagement we, as 
ordered, followed up the road as rapidly as possible to the rebel encamp¬ 
ment. Finding that they had surrendered and were under guard, we 
encamped on Dough’s farm, near there, and now await further orders. 

I cannot speak in too strong terms of the good conduct of both ofiBL- 
cors and men. With scarcely an exception they behaved with the 
utmost coolness and bravery. Lieutenant Fowler had his sword and 
sheath deeply indented by a grape shot. Lieutenant Uoodale had his 
sword knocked from his hands and bent nearly double by a ball.

Captain : I have the honor to report ■fhat in compliance with orders 
from General Burnside 1 embarked the TAventy-first Massachusetts Reg¬ 
iment and eight companies of the Fifty-first Regiment New York Vol¬ 
unteers upon light-draught steamboats and proceeded toward Ashby’s 
Ilarbor. General Burnside coming up, ordered me to wait until the 
boat howitzers, then being rowed towards my vessels, should arrive. 
While waiting. General Foster, with a portion of his command, passed 
ahead. As soon as the howitzers arrived they were taken in tow, pre¬ 
ceded by the gunboats Picket and Delaware, and under cover of their 
fire we effected a landing, no resistance being offered. Gener^ Foster 
first reached the shore, then my command, followed immediately by 
Genera.1 Parke’s, and within twenty minutes over 4,000 men were 
landed. I immediately dispatched Captain ReiU, assistant adjutant- 
general, to land the Ninth New Jersey and Fifty-first Pennsylvania all 
of whom were landed before 9 o’clock p. m. The general commanding 
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passed me as I was landing, and having given direction to secure and 
hold the position, returned to the fleet, leaving me in command. Gen¬ 
eral Foster having returned to bring up the rest of his brigade. I sent 
the Twenty-first Massachusetts Volunteers to occiipy the road and 
woods in front. General Parke having previously sent out skirmishers 
to hold the woods on the right and left. 

General Foster having returned, ho. General Parke, and mj^self pro¬ 
ceeded to the front of our lines and made as careful a reconnaissance as 
circumstances would allow. In accordance with the plan previously 
adopted in council and ordered bj’’ the general commanding. General 
Poster proceeded at daylight with his brigade, and about 8 o’clock met 
and engaged the enemy. I followed with my brigade in the following 
order: The Twenty-first Massachusetts, Fifty-first Few York, Mnth 
New Jersey, and Fifty-first Pennsylvania. As the road was very nar¬ 
row 5 Hid the woods and swamp on each side ahnost impenetrable, we 
proceeded but slowly. General Foster’s brigade occui)jiug the road. 
Finding it impossible to proceed directly to the front, 1 sent Lieutenant 
Moixis, my sdde, to inform General Poster that I would endeavor to 
penetrate tlie woods and swamp, and thus torn their right.. General 
Foster having approved the plan, I proceeded at the head of the Twenty- 
first Massachusetts Volunteers toward tlie enemy’s right. We were 
soon hotly engaged, but without stopping I kept numiig my flaidc 
toward the left, but owing to the depth of water and dense under¬ 
brush we could make only slow imogress. Finally, after th(‘ lapse of 
about two hours, we succeeded in turning their right. I then oi’dered 
a charge, which was most gallantly executed by the Twenty-lfrst Massa¬ 
chusetts, Fifty-first New York, and Ninth New Jersey. The Pifty-lirst 
Ponusylvaniaj owing to thefr position in the rear, could not got uj) in 
time to participate, but they would have been in position in a very short 
time. Fortunately our charge was successful and the enemy fled pre¬ 
cipitately. The honor of Burst entering the fort is divided between the 
Fifty-first New York and the Twenty-first Massachusetts, but all charged 
gallantly, and it was owing only to their position being nearer the fort 
that enabled them to reach it first. During the engagement, which 
lasted about four hours. General Foster’s brigademostgallanily attacked 
them in the front, and General Parke was in the act of turning their 
left when my brigade charged and carried the battery. 

During the engagement I proceeded to General Fosters i)osltion in front 
of his brigade and meeting General Parke, the final plan of the assault 
was made. Ixom the beginning of the attack until the battery was 
taken not a regiment or company retired or faltered, but advanced as 
rapidly as water waist deep and the thick and almost impenelrabh' under- 
bnish would permit. Withinfifteeu minutes afterlheassauK Iformedmy 
brigade and started in pursuit, the Twenty-first Ma8saehus<‘tts l)eing in 
advance, followed by tlie Fifty-first New York, Ninth New .lersey, and 
Fifty-first Pennsylvania. Colonel Dawkins’ regiment (Nint h New York) 
for some distance jiccompanied the hciul of my column, occupying the 
right. On coming to a road that led to the right 1 sent my aide, Lieti- 
ttmant lleno, to direct the Ninth New York to follow it and' endeavor to 
capture those of the enemy that were attempting to escape in small 
boats. Some iJ4 wounded prisoners were thus captured, and among 
others ('apt. O. Jennings Wise, who had been mortally wounded. By 
advancing rapidly we captured a huge number of stragglers. 

Upon arriving within about a mile of their advanced position 1 
h'ariK'd from the prisoners that there were some 2,600 of the enemy in 
fulvaiuM*, and jis the Twenty-first Massachusetts was some distance in 
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advance I lialted them and sent hack one of my aides to hasten up the 
rest of my brigade. While awaiting their arrival General Foster came 
ui) and passed on with the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts, my brigade 
following immediately. Captain Bradford, commanding Company E, 
Twenty-first Massachusetts, being in advance, came upon a large body 
of troops, whom he immediately ordered to lay down their arms, but they 
opened fire upon him, which he returned, killing 4 of them. The rest 
then fled precipitately. Immediately after a flag of truce was sent up, 
and General Foster being in advance. Lieutenant Hovey accompanied 
it, and an unconditional surrender was made to him. In the mean time 
I came up, and proceeded immediately to the barracks of the Thirty-first 
North Carolina Eegiment, commanded by Colonel Jordan, who sur¬ 
rendered his entire command. Their arms having been secured, I as¬ 
signed the prisoners to a portion of the barracks and occupied the 
remainder with my brigade. 

As the command behaved with distinguished gallantry I cannot in 
justice to the others particularize individuals, but I beg leave to refer 
you to the accompanying reports of the regimental commanders for the 
particulars, all of which I most heartily indorse. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Maggi commanded and led the Twenty-first Massachusetts, Colonel 
Ferrero the Fii'ty-first New York, Lieutenant-Colonel Heckman the 
Ninth New Jersey, and Colonel Hartranft the Fifty-first Pennsylvania. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Maggi’s regiment captured the flag of the fort and 
raised the first colors (the regimental flag). The Fifty-first New York 
raised the national flag on the parapet. Lieutenant-Colonel Potter, of 
the Fifty-first New York, led the three companies of his regiment that 
fii'vst entered the fort and was one of the first in. Captain Neill, assist¬ 
ant adjutant-general, Lieutenant Eeno and Lieutenant Morris, my aides, 
and Lieutenant Marsh, of the Signal Corps, rendered me valuable as¬ 
sistance in carrying orders through the thickest of the fight and in 
directing the various regiments to their positions. In my brigade the 
total number killed was IG and G4 wounded.* The regimental reports 
give the fiill particulars concerning the killed and wounded. Captain 
Henry, Company H, Ninth New Jersey, was killed whilst gallantly 
leading his com])any. Captain Foster, Company D, Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts, was severely but not dangerously wounded, and Lieutenant 
Stearns, adjutant of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, was hit twice in 
the head and neck, but fortunately the wounds were slight, and he 
remained, his face covered with blood, with his^ colonel at the head of 
the regiment during the whole day. Captain Eitchie, assistant commis¬ 
sary of the brigade, was detailed by me on the 7th instant to go on 
board the Pioneer and join the naval attack. He gallantly directed 
the vessel to the thickest of the fight. 1 beg leave to refer to his report 
for the particulars. Captain Nichols, of the Naval Brigade, took dii^ec- 
tion of the Lancer, the other gunboat belonging to the brigade, and 
participated in the naval attack. Two companies of the Fifty-first New 
York were on board the gnnboats. I have had no report from them, 
but I have heard tha.t no casualties occurred. 

Inclosed I send a list of the prisoners now in my camp.t The list is not 
complete, but it is all that I have had time to obtain. The names of 30 
officers and 493 men are given.

On Board Propeller Gttnboat Pioneer, 

Februa/ry 7, 1862. 

Sir : On the 6th instant, in obedience to the orders of General Reno, 
I proceeded on board and took command of this vessel. At 8.30 a. m. 
this day got under way and cleared the ship for action. The action 
became general at 12.30 p. m. between the rebel gunboats, their redoubt 
on the central part of Roanoke, and the fleet. Opened fire from our 
30-pounder Parrott at 25 minutes to 1 p. m., and from the Wiard gun 
at 10 minutes to 1 o’clock. Owing to her draught of water, though wo 
ran her aground, it was impracticable to approach as near as desirable. 
We maintained fire during the day until after 5 p. m., expending 95 
rounds of ammunition. Captain Baker, of the Pioneer, placed his ves¬ 
sel skillfully in position. The Parrott gun, under command of Lieut. 
P. W. Tryon, Fifty-first New York Volunteers, and the Wiard gun (12- 
pounder), under Mr. Griffith, first mate, deserve honorable mention for 
the manner in which their guns were handled.

Seport of Lieut. Ool. ATherto 0. Maggi^ Twenty-first Massaehusetts In¬ 
fantry. 

Hdqrs. Twentt-pirst Rbghmbnt Mass. Vols., 

BoanoJee Island, February 9, 1862. 

General : Friday, the 7th, at 5 p. m., my regiment disembarked. I 
formed the line rapidly and in good order. Then General Parke came 
in your name and asked from my regiment a company of skirmishers, 
in order to go in advance to explore the road which from tlio ])laco of 
disembarkation was crossing the woods toward outright side. I gave 
to him Company D, 90 men strong, commanded by Capt. T. H. Foster. 
Afterward you came and gave me the order to go to the cross-road 
and take i>osses8ion of aU that ground, placing my pickets for the night 
in order to cover the main body. I did so, placing a section of artillery 
at the cross-road, supported by Company 0, and throwing to right and 
left from water to water two other companies in small pickets, covered 
by sentries at a distance of 16 paces each, and placing tlie rest of the 
regiment at the end of the wood as supports. 

During this march the head of the advance guard was fired upon by 
the advance pickets of the enemy and one of our men wounded. We 
brought him back. It now being quite dar^ the advance guard was 
called in and one man was found missing. He returned the following 
day. I had already detailed two sections as a scouting party, who 
would have relieved each other during the night, in order to explore 
the ground in front of the pickets and advance as far as possible with- 
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but at tbat time you, general, and General Foster, came and ga\ e mo 
the order to change the i)osition of the pickets, concentrating them on 
the road and place them to the front. I did so. Six companies were 
in front, with two pieces of artillery, with a prolongation of ])icket in 
the two roads which opened through the woods at an aniile of about 
60*^. The other four companies, with the three pieces of artillery, were 
to the rear precisely at the other cross-road, which lay 500 yards behind 
the first. Those companies had pickets right and left, but with the 
order to do no firing to the front and in case of an attack to act as sup¬ 
port, we stood all night without fire, it raining all the time. None of 
the men slept, and every half hour I made the companies fall in in the 
greatest silence. All officers and men of the regiment, without exception, 
comported themselves with remarkable patience and endurance during 
the twelve hours of darkness and raining. Not a word of grumbling, 
not an expression of weariness. 

At 6.30, after a small scouting party which I sent a little beyond 
my pickets returned, I permitted my men to light fires, in order to dry 
themselves as much as possible. At 7 o’clock an aide of General Fos¬ 
ter came and ordered me to allow the First Brigade to pass tlirough 
my line of pickets. The brigade came half an hour after, headed by 
the general himself, in the following order: Twenty-fifth Massachusetts, 
Twenty-third Massachusetts, Twenty-seventh Massachusetts, Fifth 
Battalion Ehode Island, and Tenth Connecticut. My regiment was in 
line^ and immediately upon your arrival we followed them. We arrived 
in time. Following your order to defile through swamp and water to 
the rear and left of the Twenty-fifth and then halting, I took the two 
flank companies, D and G, armed with Harper’s Ferry rifles and saber 
bayonets, and having assured myself of the position of the battery of 
the enemy and by the different shot of their guns of the extension of 
the ground which they could sweep toward our left (their right), I 
ordered the two companies to jump into a deep swamp, and commanded 
them to open fire by file, marching slowly front and toward the loft. I 
forbade those two companies to waste any ammunition, but to aim and 
fire only when they were perfectly sure of their aim. 

We had soon in front the infantry of the enemy, which supported 
the right flank of the battery. It was then that the fire began to be 
really hot, and I had many men put Jiors de combat Among those, I 
regret to say, Capt. T. 8. Foster was shot by a bullet through the left 
leg. But we steadily kept up the firing for more than two hours, ad¬ 
vancing toward the front and left at the same time. At such a moment, 
the Twenty-fifth Regiment having changed their position, two of my 
companies joined my line, and a few minutes after all the rest of the 
battalion proceeded by my order, guided by Major Clark. I was at 
that momenta at the edge of the swamp, and in ftont of me was an ex¬ 
posed ground of 100 yards. 

The regiment once in line, I commanded a general fire. After the 
charge for all that distance the men lay down and loaded, covered by 
a small natural elevation. During that march we suffered four or five 
minutes a very ^ick fire and lost 15 men, but it was the last of the 
enemy. The battery was already flanked. You came and said to me, 

Charge and take it.” We did so. At our left flank were three com¬ 
panies of the Fifty-first New York. Our State color was the first on 
the battery; afterward the flag of the Fifty-first New York; then, 
immediately after, our regimental flag. One of our men captured a 
rebel flag with the motto, ^‘Aut mnoere aut moriP After a few moments 
of joy, by your order I put again the regiment in line in the road be- 
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hind the battery, and first led by you we pi’occeded toward Camp 
Georgia. 

Company E, of my regiment, which was in advance, Ibiind tlic enemy 
retreating. They turned and fired, but soon w(‘re repulsed witli loss o{ 
3 dead and some wounded. They sent a llag of truce and surrendered. 

I am glad to say that I never saw better behavior by any soldiers, 
young or veterans, and I do not believe it was possible in sueli a 
ground—^if a continual swamp and ponds of water can be ^o **alh^d— 
that any one could have surpassed the brilliant and gallanr conduct of 
all my command. I would mention the names of those ollicers who 
have distinguished themselves, but I would be obliged to send you the 
names of all, from the major to the last second lieutenant, as every one 
of them deserves it. JiTevertheless, I shall name two, not because they 
have been braver than the others, but because both by force of (*ircitm- 
stances have been obliged to stand a longer time in th<^ most dangerous 
position than any other. They are Cai>t. T. S. Foster, who followed 
me, leading his company, and my adjutant, F. A. Stearns, who has 
been during all the fight "cool and bravely at my side from the begin¬ 
ning to the end. And also I would call your attention to the faithful 
services of Surgeons Cutter and Warren and the cha])laiu, whobiuvely 
followed the troops through the fight to bear back the dead and wounde(i. 
All our wounded were conveyed at once to the hospital and our dead 
immediately buried. Both Capt. 1\ S. Foster and Adjt. F. A. Stearns 
have been wounded, the first, as 1 said, by a bullet in the left leg, and 
the second slightly in the right temple and in the neck. I send you 
annexed the list of killed and wounded.*

I hereby respectfully report that the regiment whi(ih I <iommand 
took its position in the brigade about 7 a. m. When we had approa(died 
near the field of action wo passed, by order of Licxitenant/ lieno, the 
Fifty-first Eegiment New York Volunteers, and when we had arrived on 
their right we were met by General Foster, and wcue ord(u*(id by him 
to enter the swamp to the left by company front, riowever, finding 
that our fire would be more ellective, 1 formed them by division. At 
9.30 a. m. the first division commenced an ()bli(|iie fire upon the bat¬ 
tery, and the fire was continued until 11.15 a. m. by the successive 
divisions, when, the tire of the enemy sla(*hening, 1 ordered the regi¬ 
ment to charge, and in company wth the Twonty-lirst JMassachusetls 
Volunteers we entered the battery. 

The ()fiic(u*s and men of the regiment conducted themselves with 
courage and coolness, and 1 am i>erlectly satisfied with them The

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ground was very swampy, and for most of the time the men were up 
to their waists in water, though, notwithstanding these discouraging 
circumstances, they behaved themselves admirably. 

There are 36 men missing from the regiment.

Report of Col. Rdwa/rd Ferrero, Fifty-first New York Infantry. 

I beg leave to submit the following as the report of the Eifty-first 
Eegiment New ‘t’ork Volunteers at the battle of the 8th of February, 
1862, on Roanoke Island, N. 0.: 

I received an order from General Reno on the morning of Saturday, 
the 8th of February, 1862, at about 7.30 o’clock a. m., to form line on 
the right of the Second Brigade. The re^ment started about 8 a. m. 
in rear of the First Brigade. After having marched a distance of 
about half a mile we met three companies of the Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts Regiment. I halted my column and allowed them to take 
their position. Following them on the main road up the island and 
marching a distance of about half a mile, I received an order from Gen¬ 
eral Reno to force our way through a dense jungle in the direction of 
the fighting. On arriving near the rear of the Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts received an order to advance and take position on their left. 
Finding the swamp almost impassable, owing to the dense growth of 
underbrush on the right of my line, I ordered the fom companies of 
the right wing, viz. A, G, D, and I, to push forward toward the left, 
under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Potter. Said companies ad¬ 
vanced and entered the fire on the left of the Twenty-first Massachu¬ 
setts. During the engagement of the above companies in said position 
the firing was very galling, but the men and officers replied to it with 
great vigor. I ordered the companies of the left wing to push forward 
toward the right. Finding it impossible to engage the enemy on 
account of the Twenty-first Massachusetts being in front, I ordered 
the men to lie down to avoid the shower of bullets from our own troops 
as well as those from the enemy. 

The enemy, finding that they were outflanked, commenced to retreat, 
when the order was given by General Reno to charge. The right wing 
charged, under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Potter, while I led the 
left wing. Having advanced a few paces in front of the Ninth New 
Jersey and the Ninth New York, 1 feared that their fire would be 
directed into our ranks, so I halted my men and ordered the signal for 
cease firing to be sounded by our bugler, which was understood by all 
the troops in the vicinity. At that moment the cry came to charge, 
when all charged together, my right wing arriving at the fort flbrst. 
Captain Wright, of Company A. color company, arrived first with his 
company, and planted the American flag upon the ramparts in advance 
of any other regiment. Captain Sims, of Company G, and Captain 
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Johnson, of Company I, took possession of the gons of the fort. I led 
the loft wing down the main road, followed by the Ninlli New York, 
crossed the moat, and halted inside of the fort. On arriving inside of 
the fort Lieutenant Springwoiler, of Company K, brought mo a wounded 
officer, who was a lieutenant in the Wise Legion of Virginia, who was 
found lying a short distance off. 

After remaining in the fort about fifteen minutes I rallied the men, 
formed line, and started up the main road in pursuit of the enemy. 
On arriving at the end of the island I found that two boat loads of the 
enemy had escaped, but one had been captured, containing O. Jennings 
Wise, severely wounded, and four others, Avho were all in charge of the 
Ninth New York. The four prisoners were transferred to my charge, 
and I left them in a house which was guarded by oui- troops. Ascer¬ 
taining that General Eeno had advanced across the island to the left I 
imme^ately followed, and arrived in time to receive an order finm him 
to place a chain of sentinels to encircle the grounds and barracks of 
the captured enemy, which was executed, and remained upon duty 
until relieved by the Ninth New Jersey. 

The men and officers under my command behaved with a coolness 
that was really surprising for men who were under fire for their first 
time. On Sunday morning, the 9th, I received an order to detail a 
company to plant the American flag on one of the captured forts on 
the sea-shore.

Report of Ool. John, F. Sartremft, Fifty-first Fetmsylvamia Infmtry. 

Hdqrs. Piptt-fiest Pennsylvania Volunteers, 

Camp Jordan, Roanoke Island, F. G., February 9, 1862. 

Sm: I have the honor to report that in accordance with orders I 
yesterday marched my regiment onto the field in rear oi' the Nintii 
New Jersey Volunteers. I was ordered by Lieutenant Morris to take 
my regiment to the extreme left, about 200 yards Ix'yond the tem¬ 
porary hospital. On airiving at tiie proper place 1 filed them to the 
left through the swamp. On account of the depth of wat(‘r and the 
extreme thickness of the underbrush I was obliged l.o conduct them in 
single file. When two companies hatl entered, finding it imjiossible 
to advance, I returned in person to the road, and I was thei‘(* ordered 
to leave two corai)anies already in the morass where tiny wc'rc', under 
the command of Lieutenant-Colonel BeU, with orders to liold the posi¬ 
tion ho was then in until further orders. I inoceeded with the eight 
companies to the right. I was ordered to follow in rear of Ihe Twen¬ 
ty-seventh Massachusetts Volunteers. In passing to the right we were 
all very much impeded by the underbrush and water, that reached 
to our middle. By taking a shorter route I succjeedcd in coming nj) 
side by side with the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts Volunteers. Be¬ 
fore any of us succeeded in reaching to cleared ground the battery 
was taken. 

Soon after leaving my first position Oolonel Bell received an order 
to bring his companies toward the main road. Eeceiving no orders. 
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lie marched his companies to the front and joined the companies I was 
bringing out of the morass. As soon as I could get five of my com¬ 
panies together I moved them forward, leaving orders for the remain¬ 
der to follow under command of the major. The five companies that 
were thus left behind were ordered to garrison the battery and are 
still there. 

As far as I have learned, but one man, a private of Company B, has 
been wounded. 

I have every reason to be most pleased with the coolness and bravery 
of all my officers, and with the patience, bravery, and ready obedience 
upon the part of my men. 

1 have two men missing.

Report of Brig. Gen. John G. Parke, U. 8. Army, commanding Third 

Brigade. 

Hdijbs. Thikd Brigade, Dept, op North Carolina, 

Pork Point Battery, Roanoke Island, February 9,1862. 

Captain: I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
operations of the Third Brigade during the 7th and 8th instant from 
the moment the signal for landing was displayed: 

The brigade is composed of the Fourth Ehode Island, Ninth New 
York, and Eighth Connecticut Eegiments, and a battalion of the Fifth 
Ehode Island Eegiment. On the signal being given one wing of the 
Fourth Ehode Island Eegiment was transferred to the light-draught 
steamer Phoenix, and all the surf-boats, life-boats, and ships’ boats 
belonging to the transports of my brigade filled with men from the 
Eighth Connecticut and Fifth Ehode Island Eegiments, and attached 
in tow of the steamer. We then proceeded toward the shore as rapidly 
as safety to the small boats would permit. The steamer was run into 
the marsh between the steamers of Generals Foster and Eeno, and 
the men immediately sprang into the marsh and were led by their 
respective, commanders out to the firm ground, and there formed in line 
in the field to the left of Hammond’s house. Oapt. John N. Bong, bri¬ 
gade quartermaster, and Lieut. M. A. Hill, aide-de-camp, returned to 
the transports to superintend the landing of the balance of the brigade. 

Orders were then given to the colonels of the Fourth Ehode Island 
and the T\vonty-fifth Massachusetts and Tenth Connecticut Eegiments 
of the First Brigade to send out a force to occupy the woods surround¬ 
ing the landing place witli a continuous line of skirmishers. The com¬ 
manding general soon appeared on the field, and I reported in person 
the disposition I had made of the force then on the ground. Brig¬ 
adier-General Eeno came up immediately after and assxuned command 
of the portions of the three brigades then landed. My entire brigade 
was landed before 11 o’clock p. m. The men bivouacked on their arms. 

Soon after daylight on the 8th instant I received orders from General 
Foster to have my command ready to support his and Genera] Eeno’s 
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brigades and follow along the rosd leading through the middle of the 
island, and to send four companies to occupy Ashby’s house, below our 
camp and on the right of the road. The First Battalion Fifth Rhode 
Island Regiment was detailed for this latter duty. Firing was heard 
in our front, and it was soon evident that General Foster had engaged 
the enemy. Before my brigade could advance on the road, it being 
still occupied by General Reno I received orders from the general com¬ 
manding to detach a regiment and hold the landing and bivouac grounds, 
and prevent the enemy from turning our position by coining through 
the timber down the beach. The Eighth Connecticut Regiment was 
detailed for this duty. Before leaving the bivouac the major command¬ 
ing the First Battalion Fifth Rhode Island Regiment reported Ashby’s 
house and premises occupied by the enemy. I ordered him to throw 
out skirmishers and hold his position, and if attacked he would be 
supported. As soon as the last of General Reno’s brigade were under 
way I followed with the Fourth Rhode Island and Ninth New York 
Regiments. 

On reaching the battle-field I found General Foster occiiityiiig the 
road on the edge of the clearing in front of the enemy’s battery, and 
General Reno, with his brigade on the left, endeavoring to turn the 
enemy’s right. The troops of both brigades were exposed to a steady 
fire from the battery and musketry, but were nevertheless hotly engag¬ 
ing the enemy and gradually gaining upon his flanks. General Foster 
ordered me to support a portion of his force on his right who were 
endeavoring to turn the enemy’s battery. 

The Fourth Rhode Island Regiment, on reaching the boat howitzers, 
which were in position in the road in the edge of the clearing, bore oft 
slightly to the right, and, esqposed to the fire of the enemy’s bail cry and 
a continuous fire of musketry, were gallantly led by the colonel com¬ 
manding, I. P. Rodman, and yourself through the dealing, and closing 
upon the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts Regiment, the.> encountered 
an almost impenetrable cypress swamp, through wliich they worked 
their way with great difficulty. The Ninth New York Regiment, arriv¬ 
ing on the ground, was ordered to follow the Fourth Rhode Islaml Regi¬ 
ment and turn the left flank of the battery. The regiment, under lead 
of the colonel, Rush 0. Hawkins, entered the clearing with great spirit. 

It being now ascertained that the natural obstacles on this line were 
of so serious a character, and that the delay in the progress of the 
troops through the swamps was so great, it was decided to change the 
course of the Ninth New York Regiment, and the order was sent to 
the colonel to turn to the left and charge the battery diia'ctly up the 
road, and the regiment, with a hearty yeU and cheei\ struck into the 
road and made for the battery on the run. “The order was giv^eii to 
charge the enemy with fixed bayonets. This was done in gallant,styhi. 
Major Kimball taking the lead.” The major was very I'onspiiiuous 
during the movement, and I take great pleasm-o in commending him to 
your favorable notice. Before reaching the intrenchment th<* <‘n<*my 
retreated through the timber in great confusion, abandoning tln'ir guns, 
ammunition, and private property. 

General Reno started immediately in pursuit, and as soon as the Ninth 
New York Regiment wore reformed they were ordered forward and sn<i- 
ceeded in taking “some 40 prisoners. Among them were several of the 
officers and men of the Richmond Blues, with O. Jennings Wise at their 
head, who was badly wounded and trying to make Jus ese-ape in a boat 
across to Nag’s Head.” 

As soon as the Fourth Rhode Island Regiment was reformed I pro- 
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ceeded with it up to the support of General Eeno until lie seat mo 
word that he required no more regiments. The commanding general 
then ordered me to proceed with the Fourth Ehode Island and Tenth 
Connecticut Eegiments, with a boat howitzer, to take Pork Point Bat¬ 
tery. A guide being furnished me, we left the main road, and following 
along a narrow cross-road about a mile, we entered the battery and 
found that it had been but a short time evacuated, the garrison having 
retreated up the beach to the northern end of the island. The arma¬ 
ment consisted of eight 32-pounder smooth-bore and one 32-pounder 
rifled gun. They were all spiked and the carriages seriously damaged. 

From papers found in the quarters the battery is called Fort Bartow, 
and commanded by Maj. G. H. Hill, formerly a lieutenant in the United 
States Artillery. A flag-staff, with the national colors made fast, was 
immediately raised, and the men had scarcely finished cheering when 
General Foster rode in to announce to the general commanding that the 
enemy had surrendered. 

At the taking of the masked battery the officers and men, not only of 
the Fourth Ehode Island and Ninth New York Eegiments, Wt of other 
regiments thatcaniennder my observation, behaved with great gallantry, 
coolness, and bravery. AH seemed imbued with determination to carry 
the day. Considering the length of time that they have been on board 
ship, tliat they bivouacked in the rain on the night of the 7th, and 
considering the great natural obstacles in front of the battery—a broad 
swamp surrounded by a dense tangle and thick growth of cypress, 
through which but a single narrow roadway or trafl passed, and that 
completely raked by the battery—considering all this, it would seem 
that all engaged are worthy of much praise. 

I would respectfully beg to call your attention to the adjutant of the 
Fourth Ehode Island Eegiment, Lieutenant Curtis. He was very con¬ 
spicuous in conducting and cheering on the men of his regiment while 
passing through the clearing. 

I also wish to pay a just tribute to the officers of my staff for their 
great gallantry throughout the battle and untiring zeal through the 
whole day. The staff is composed of the following officers: Oapt. 
Charles T. Gardner, assistant adjutant-general; Capt. John N. King, 
brigade quartermaster and acting commissary; Lieuts. M. Asbury Hill 
and Philip M. Lydig, aides-de-camp. Lieut. L. Bradley, of the Signal 
Corps, was with me, and acted as aide. All of these, including Capt. 
J. N. King, who volunteered his services as aide early in the morning, 
were constantly occupied carrying orders, bringing up and conducting 
the troops into position, and were necessarily greatly exposed. Lieuts. 
J. W. Hoi)kin8 and Anthony Lang, of the Signal Corps, were also act¬ 
ively engaged briugmg up the men during the fight. On the morning 
of the 9th a company of the Fourth Ehode Island Eegiment took pos¬ 
session of Fort Blanchard, a small work mounting four 32-pounder8. 
The gims were spiked and the carriages damaged. 

A detachment ixom the Ninth New York Eegiment took possession 
of a two-gun battery on the east side of the island. They found the 
guns spiked and pointed inland. The battery is surrounded by a marsh 
and swamp, the only approach to it being by a causeway from the water 
side. One prisoner was taken in this work, he having been left by his 
comrades when they evacuated the place. 

I regret to have to record the death of Lieut. Col. Viguer De Monteil, 
of the ;^ty-third New York Eegiment (D’Epineuil Zouaves). The 
colonel of the Ninth New York Eegiment reports that “ he was killed 
instantly, while urging my men to the charge. He dies greatly la- 
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mented by all my officers and men who came in contact -with liim. 
His bravery was as great as his patriotism was sincere, and I cannot 
but feel that had he lived he would liave proved a most valuable officer.” 

The casualties in the Hinth Hew York Eegiinent arc 2 lieutenants 
and 16 privates wounded—^none likely to prove fatal.

Beport of Col. Isaac P. Bodnum, Fourth Rhode Island Infantry. 

Poet Baetow, 

Boanohe Island, N. O'., February 10, 1802. 

Dear Sie: I had the honor to write you last from Camp California, 
Va. Since then toe Fourth Ehode Island has been detached from How¬ 
ard’s brigade and assigned to that of General John G. Parke, Third 
Brigade, Burnside’s division, and reported for duty at Amiapolis, Md., 
on the 3d of July [January]. Embarked on toe steamer Eastern Queen 
for Fort Monroe; sailed [January] 9to; arrived too 10th, and sailed for 
Hatteras Inlet the 11thj arrived the 12to and entered the inlet toe 13th, 
where we were obliged to lay until the 28to before all the fleet had 
passed over toe Bulltoead. The Pocahontas, on which our horses 
were embarked, was lost on the cape, and all the horses, except 19, 
perished. I am happy to say that none of the teamsters that were with 
them were lost, but all succeeded in getting on shore and joining the 
regiment. 

On July [February] 6 the fleet sailed for Eoanoke and arrived in sight 
the same evening. 

The gunboats, having completed their preparations, commenced toe 
bombardment of Forts Bartow, Huger, and Blanchard (mounting eight 
32s and one 7-inch rifled Parrott on Bartow; six 328 and three 7-iuch 
Parrotts on Huger, and one 7-inch rifled PaiTott on Blanchard) on 
Friday morning at 11.30 a. m., and continued through the day. The 
troops from different transports were landed the sam<> ev(mii}g without 
opposition, with the exception of a small party firing on the sounding 
party of the Fifth Battalion Ehode Island Volunteers, wounding 2 
slightly; toe gunboats of the enemy not approaching near <‘nough to 
do ns any damage, of which there were ten in all, with from two to 
three guns each. 

On the morning of too 8th toe First Brigade (General li'oster’s) was 
put in motion, followed by General Eeno’s (the second), ours (the third. 
General I’arke) remaining for a short time in i-eserve. The Fifth Ehode 
Island Battalion having been deployed on our righli and 1 he Fighth 
Connecticut held in reserve on our left to prevent flank movements, we 
(that is, toe Fourth Ehode Island and Hinth Hew York) wine or<lered 
forward. When the head oi“ General FostoPs column had imoceeded 
about 1 mile on (he road they were suddenly met by a sharp volley of 
musketry and the contents of a Dahlgren (12-pound6i‘ brass field ])iece) 
from behind a masked battery, called by the enemy Fort Defiance, 
across and commanding the only road for 400 yards, on each side of 
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which was a hitherto-impassable cypress swamp. The First Brigade 
advancing was supported by Eeno, who threw two regments on their 
right flank. The Fourth Ehode Island was ordered bo follow part of 
Foster’s brigade in turning their left flank, Parke holding the Muth 
New York in reserve. Our men at once plunged into the swamp, nearly 
waste deep with mud and water, and a^r almost incredible exertions 
succeeded in forcing our way through briers, cypress, and a dense 
mass of bkch, &c. When we had nearly succeeded in turning their 
flank on the left and right General Parke ordered the Ninth New York 
to charge in front, when the enemy, finding that they were flanked, fled 
up the island, followed by regiments of Foster and Eeno in pursuit, 
General Parke ordering the Ninth New York to cut off their retreat by 
the Nag’s Head, which they did, taking O. Jennings Wise prisoner, and 
capturing the battery at that point, with three heavy columbiads. The 
enemy retreated to Weir’s Point, where they did not make any fight, but 
surrendered to Generals Foster and Eeno, about 3,000 all told. 

General Burnside ordered the Fourth Ehode Island to proceed to Pork 
Point and take possession of Fort Bartow, giving us the Tenth Connec¬ 
ticut for our support. We immediately marched for the point and took 
possession of the place, planting the banner of the Fourth Ehode Island 
on the ramparts. The Eighth North Carolina was within about half a 
mile of us, advancing to take possession of it, the battalion of Seven¬ 
teenth North Carolina having evacuated it about two hours before we 
took possession. When they saw our flag on the fort they fell back and 
surrendered to General Eeno. The larger fort on the main-land was 
fired about ten minutes after our arrival and consumed. 

We have taken thirty-five to forty pieces of artillery, about 4,000 
stand of arms, and camp equipage and stores of four regiments of 
infantry. 

The gunboats of the enemy have escaped up the sound. Four hun¬ 
dred to 600 of the enemy got off the island, and a regiment from Nor¬ 
folk that were coming to re-enforce the rebels did not land, but got 
away. The enemy had sunk hulks and driven piles into the channel, 
which, with their masked batteries and natural advantage of the island^ 
they supposed had made their position impregnable to any force we could 
bring against them. How we ever got through that swamp I can hardly 
conceive of now; as it was, we wore full two Ixours in it. Half the time 
the regiment was under fire, but the distance—300 to 400 yards off the 
battery—and the enemy being obliged to take uncertain aim from the 
constant firing of Foster’s advance, preserved us from loss. 

I don’t think we have lost a man, all but one (Corporal Perkins) 
having joined the regiment, and I think he wiU be found. A number 
of our men in the Fourth had balls through their coats and blankets. 
Our flag being half rolled up, did not present much surface to the fire, 
and we only got one buUet-hole through it: shall do better when we 
have a chance. The Fourth was cool and did weU. All our force be¬ 
haved well and gave satisfaction to the commanding officer of the 
division. 

I must now close this hasty and imperfect sketch, hopiag it will give 
you some idea of the battle of Eoanoke. Our regiment is again em¬ 
barked on board the Eastern Queen, and is to proceed to-, I sup¬ 

pose. The blank I am unable to flu.

Headquarters Department of Norfolk, 

Norfolk^ Ya.^ February 10, 18G2. 

Sir : I telegraphed last night that a steamer liad arrived li'om Nag^s 
Head and brought the news that Eoaiioke Island \yas captui'ed. Men 
wlio escaped across Eoanoke Sound brought them this information. 
Lieutenant Pearse brought up his ammunition by this ox)portunity, but 
had no communication with Roanoke Island, and got his information 
from runaways. Such information is not usually correct, but from his 
statements I had to treat it as true as regards the fact of the capture 
of all the forces on the island. 

1 have ordered— 

1st. The Sixth Virginia Regiment, some six companies, under Col¬ 
onel Oorprew, to i)roceed to the Currituck Bridge, near outlet of Ches¬ 
apeake and Albemarle Canal, to block that avenue to Norfolk, There 
is a battery of three 32-pounders at Currituck Bridge. 

2d. Five companies of the Third Georgia Regiment, under Major Lee, 
to South Mills, the outlet of Dismal Swamp Canal, to protect that 
approach, and I have sent orders to Colonel ilenuingson, who is at 
Elizabeth City, to fall back to South Mills and co-operate with Major 
Lee. 

3d. Colonel Hamilton, at Suffolk, is ordered to throw some companies 
to the Black Water and protect the approach to the railroad bridge on 
the Black Water, and to obstruct the river. 

4th. Lieutenant-Colonel Williams, First North Carolina Battalion, to 
proceed down the Black Water and Chowan to near Winton, to obstruct 
the passage of the Meherrin and Chowan, and I have ordered Captain 
NichoPs light battery to join him and assist in preventing a landing 
and stopping their boats. 

As soon as the enemy hears the news (if true) I expect he will make 
demonstration in my front, and you will perceive this force can only 
perform outpost duty. 

I will advise you of facts as soon as I can get them, and if the enemy 
are in strong force on the south of me I must be re-enforced. 

I need say nothing noAv of Roanoke Island. I send you a <*opy of my 
instructions to General Wise as soon as ho reported to mo, dated Jan¬ 
uary 13. These orders have never been carried out. I cannot but 
regret that Commander Lynch did not come into the Albemarle Canal. 
We could have supplied him with ammunition and had the use ol* his 
boats. I had loaded ui) a boat with ammunition for him and the island 
and dispatched it last evening. Soon after it left it met the steamer 
from Nag’s Head with the news of the disaster and returned. These 
Iwo boats are all 1 Iiave to forward troops and supplies. Now Com¬ 
mander Lynch is shut up in Elizabeth City T fear he will lose all his 
boats. 

Persons from the south of this report firing in direction of Elizabetl’ 
City. Nothing ofScial to 11.30 a. m.

Sir: I telegraphed to yon this morning that I had a letter from 
General Wise, dated 9 a. m. yesterday at Poplar Branch, Currituck 
County, North Carolina. He would move on to the Canal Bridge and 
collect all his troops there. I have before reported to you I sent Colonel 
Corprew, Sixth Virginia Volunteers, to the same point. They left via 
canal early yesterday morning. I have not yet heard of their arrival. 
General Wise’s account of the capture of Boanoke Island is from 
the report of a sergeant—Metzer, McCullough Bangers—who left the 
island at 5 p. m. on the 8th instant. He reports that Lieutenant Selden, 
in charge of a howitzer, which did great execution, was killed. Capt. 
O. J. AVise was wounded thrice and carried to the hospital, where it 
is reported he died, and Captain Coales was killed. All this is only 
report. 

As I heard that Colonel Henningsen had retreated from Elizabeth 
City toward Edenton, I sent three pieces of Captain Girardey’s com¬ 
pany (Louisiana Guard) and the Second Battalion of the Thfrd Georgia 
toward South Mills, 

I just have the following report from Sewell’s Point: Three steamers 
have left the Eoads seaward bound. Seventeen schooners are getting 
under way.” 

The enemy seem re-enforcing their forces in Albemarle Sound. I 
cannot detach further. Ee-enforcements must be sent to guard the 
railroad beyond Meherrin. I have telegraphed General Gatlin he must 
take care of the Eoanoke Eiver and Weldon.

His Excellency Jeefbeson Davis, President, <£o.; 

SiE; Ton are aware already, doubtless, of my defeat and disasters. 
I did my best to prepare for tbe unequal conflict. TJnequal it was. In 
vain I appealed for re-enforcements; the reply was an order to my post, 
and that “supplies, hard work, and coolness, not men,” were all that 
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was needed. After this there was no election for me but to fight. The 
lack of time and the storms prevented me from working, and no work 
had been done. The North Carolina troops had not been paid, clothed, 
or drilled, and they had no teams or tools or materials for constructing 
works of defense, and they were badly commanded and led, and, except 
a few companies, they did not fight. 

About 600 of my Legion withstood the enemy for half a day on the 
8th without field artillery, except a 24-pounder and 18-pounder with 
12-pounder ammunition, and a 6-pounder brass howitzer, which did 
terrible execution among the enemy. Twice the enemy, at least 8,000 
strong, were repulsed with slaughterj and it was not until they passed 
a dense, deep swamp, thought to be impassable, and outflanked us on 
the right—and until Lieutenant Selden was Idlled at his gun sighting 
the aim of his last round of ammunition, and until the enemy advanced 
under a white fiag, firing at our men as they cheered a supposed sur¬ 
render—^that our artillery pieces were captured and the Legion gave 
way, but never surrendered. 

They fought on all the 8th and continued the fight on the 9th. Never 
did men do and dare more nobly, but they wore unsupported, exce])t 
by two or three companies of the Eighth North Carolina Eogiment. 
The Thirty-first was hardly in the action at all, and had leave of their 
colonel (Jordan) to take care of themselves, and some 60 or 70 of them 
escaped. 

The forts on the island were all out of place; they ought to have 
been at the south end, and they were at ibe north, leaving several of 
the landing, points on the south end without any defenses against the 
shot and shell of the heavy steamers, which came quite up and covered 
the landing of their troops, horses, artillery, and everything required 
for land forces. We had but four iudifferent mules for our pieces and 
they were killed. 

Such were the odds and the deficiencies of our defenses, yet my men 
fought firmly, coolly, and stubbornly up to the muzzle, to woimds, 
death, and captivity. Providence sharply prohibited my commandiug 
in person. Por nine days I was prostrated at Nag’s Head with high 
fever and a severe attack of pleurisy; but this enabled me to save 
about 200 of my men. Here we are, a remnant of infantry, a corps of 
artillery—^in all six companies, besides fragments of about 40, who 
escaped, of the Legion. 

I desire your favor now to recruit it. My Third Begiment was, 
unjustly to me and my men, taken from me and sent to South Caro¬ 
lina. I ask for its return to my command. I ask for the four field 
pieces taken from me by General Floyd or their equivalent. I ask for 
the transfer of such troops as seek to join my command and for all 
facilities to move it under the circumstances. Having obtained my 
Legion by your good pleasure, having spent it at every risk and sacri¬ 
fice with honor in the service, I ask your interposition in behalf of its 
fall restoration.

Beferred to Secretary of War, whose attention is called to the repre¬ 
sentation of [General Wise] and especially to the order marhed by 
quotation. A copy of the letter will be famished to General Huger 
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for report. Authority and all due assistance will be given to recruit 
and reorganize General Wise’s Legion. My anxiety for the construc¬ 
tion of a work on the south end of the island was freely expressed to 
General Wise, and its importance appears to have been even greater 
than I supposed, as the north had been reported to me impracticable 
for the movement of troops. The Third Eegiment was not considered 
a part of the Legion, and it was only the Legion proper which it was 
designed to remove, with General Wise, to the coast of Virginia and 
ISTorth Carolina.

Sir: I beg to submit the following report of facts in regard to 
Boanoke Island: 

1. On hearing of the capture of Port Hatteras, on August 29 last, I 
sent troops to hold Eoanoke Island and throw up some fortifications 
as promptly as possible. Eoanoke Island being outside the limits of 
my command I reported my action to the Department, and was notified 
that my course was approved by the President. 

2. The Third Georgia Eegiment continued to garrison the island and 
the engineer officers I sent there to fortify it. As the place was so 
distant and out of my military distriot, and other troops were sent 
there from Korth Carolina, I requested, by letter (dated November 14, 
1801)j that Eoanoke Island be placed entirely under my control and 
sufficient troops sent me to garrison it, or that 1 be relieved of the 
charge of it. An order dated November 26, 1861, placed the island 
in the command of Brigadier-General Gatlin. General D. H. Hill had 
immediate command. About December 1 Colonel Wright’s Third 
Georgia Eegiment was relieved and ordered to return to this depart¬ 
ment. The Thirty-first Eegiment of North Carolina Volunteers re- 
idaced them. 

3. Prom the time the command was given to Generals Gatlin and 
Hill until the date of Special Orders, No. 272, December 21, 1861, 
fo rmin g a brigade, commanded by Brig. Gen. H. A. Wise, I had no 
confrol over the position, and when Orders, No. 272, were issued I was 
not certain that it included Eoanoke Island, but wrote to inquire on 
January 2. Answer received January 4. General Wise reported to 
me early in January, and 1 urged his immediate inspection and exam¬ 
ination of the position. He did visit it, and returned and reported to 
me. I addressed liim my instructions in a letter of January 13 (copy 
inclosed). General Wise went a few days after this to Eichmond. 
■y^ile he was there an order for him to proceed at once to Eoanoke 
Island was issued, and on or about January 29 General Wise arrived 
at Nag’s Head. On Pebruary 7 and 8 the place was attacked and cap¬ 
tured by the enemy. 

4. The orders of the War Department will show that I had not the 
control or management of Eoanoke Island from the time it was assigned 
to General Gatlin’s command until General Wise was assigned to the 
command. 

My opinion concerning the defenses is expressed in my letter of 
January 13. I did write to General Wise that batteries should be so 
ifiaced as to repel a fleet of gunboats, and that supplies, hard work, 
and coolness were what was wanted.

Headqttabtbes Dbpabtment of Noefolk, 

Norfolk, Tit., Jcmmry 9, 1862. 

Gefebal: I have your letter of the 7th (received last night), and 
have seen persons who have left you since. The gunboats that have 
gone to Hatteras are not those which were here. A large number of 
small vessels and barges are still in the Mill Creek Channel, near Old 
Point. Eo number of vessels, but schooners, have left Old Point 
lately. 

I send the steamer Currituck to-day, with Capt. J. S. Taylor and 
Lieutenant Loyall, to take charge of the batteries at Koanoke Island. 
I have directed all the supplies asked for by Major Williamson, except 
the large quantity of shot for which there was no powder sent. 

I have got from Eiohmond to-day an order for a small quantity of 
powder at Ealeigh, and send for it at once. I will send the chief 
quartermaster with a good pilot down to-morrow. Major Johnston, 
the quartermaster, will give all instructions necessary in his depart¬ 
ment. He must have boats and barges enough to get up sui)plie8 botli 
for your brigade and the rest of the army. You wiE find him fully 
capable to manage the business. The pilot I send. Captain Taylor, 
informs me that it would be easier to obstruct the channel inside; that 
is, to the northward and westward of the marshes. He says the water 
is too deep between some of the marsh islands to block them there; bnt 
as soon as you get through, the water shoals and the channel could bo 
obstructed by sinking vessels in some 12 feet of water. I send him, 
that he may sound out the positions and assist in obstructing thorn, if 
you desire it. 

Let Major Johnston send back aU such boats as you can spare, that 
we may use them in supplying you with more articles you want. I 
think you want supplies, hard work, and coolness among the trooi)s 
you have, instead of more men. If men can help you, you shall have 
them, if we have boats here to take them. I am most anxious to do 
all I can to strengthen you. I only want to know how.

SiB: Your requisition for means to carry on all necessary work at 
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Eoanoke Island will be approved. To secure this important pass, the 
key of Albemarle Sound, I direct that all efforts be made— 

First, to establish batteries at the marshes off south end of the island, 
one of your own propositions after your personal reconnaissance. If 
guns at these marshes can prevent the enemy^s gunboats from passing 
they will also prevent any landing, and it will be impossible for them 
to take the island. 

The more permanent battery, as proposed by you, for the marshes 
may be postponed for the present, and two or more guns mounted on 
barges or vessels, and placed in position on the different marshes to pro¬ 
tect the approaches to the island; this to be the first work done. If it 
will expedite the work, you are authorized to move one or both of the 
barges with guns on tnem now at Bedstone Point to the marshes. 

Second, one or more wharves appear to be necessary for landing, &c., 
and should be erected as soon as possible. 

I do not consider large forces necessary for the defense of this island. 
If the batteries can keep off gunboats and transports the infantry will 
have little opportunity to act.

H. M. Shaw and the reports to him of Colonel Jordan, 
Lieutenant-Colonels Green and Anderson, Maijors Hill and Pry, and 
Capt. J. 8. Taylor. Having no personal knowledge of the j)OHitions, 
and uninformed, except by these reports, of the occurrences there*, l 
have no remark to make upon them. 

As I occupied this island the end of August last on my own respon¬ 
sibility, it being without the limits of my command, there seoum to be 
a general impression that I had had entire control of it, which is an 
error. 1 did i)artially fortify and garrison it last summer. I was after¬ 
ward relieved from all charge of it, and the trooj>s I Inul sent there 
wer<» withdrawn and returned to this command. It was, by order of

Sm: By permission of a x>ortion of tlie couiinit tee over Avliicli you 
preside I obtained yesterday a copy of Genernl Ilnger’s remarks upon 
my communication of Colonel Shaw’s report oC the battle of* Roanoke 
Island. 

I beg leave most respectfully to submit some remarks upon the re¬ 
marks of General Huger. 

First. He says that my statement that the artillery of my Legion did 
not reach me owing to his interruption of my orders to Colonel llen- 
ningsen seems to convey the insinuation that the oilicious interruption 
of General Huger was the cause of the artillery not arriving, and that 
his intention was to expedite its arrival, not x)revent it, as his ])aragraph 
seems to imply. If General Huger, in this paragrapli, had left out the 
word insinuation, and for the word officious had substituted ignorant— 
had stated that I meant to convey the idea that the ignorant interrup¬ 
tion of General Huger was the cause of my artillery not arriving—^lie 
would have been nearly correct in his inference, and he would have 
been relieved of the necessity for any averment of his intention to ex¬ 
pedite the arrival of my artillery. 

I ordered Colonel Henningsen, commanding a light artillery corps 
of three companies, six pieces and 213 horses, to have the horses led 
from l^orfolk across what is called the Sand Bridge down tlie sea-beach 
to Kag’s Head, and to have the field pieces, caissons, ami ammunition 
towed by steam-tugs through the Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal to 
Roanoke Island. After I left Horfolk he countermanded this order, and 
commanded Colonel Heimingsen to mount the artillery and haul it by 
horses on land to the nearest point. The nearest point was Powell’s 
Point, about 15 or 20 miles from the island, across the Albemarle Sound, 
where there was no means of water transportation, except in a smal! 
lighter ferry at Gallop’s, from the beach to the point. 

Colonel Henningsen went to Elizabeth City, 45 miles off, and thence 
to the island. Thei)ie was no transportation. Had he been allowed to 
obey my orders he could have reached me easily in Ihrec^ days, and 
would have arrived from three to five days before the fight on Feb¬ 
ruary 8, leaving Norfolk, as General Huger admits, on the 29th or 30th 
of January. 

On February 8, during the battle, I wrote to General Huger for a 
boat, and expressed my regret that his cJuingeof the route of my artil¬ 
lery prevented its arrival. 

On the 9th he replied by note, saying, You are in error when you 
say‘Oolouel Henningsen was diverted from following the route you 
ordered him to take by me.’ I gave him no order, hut not to send one 
company by the beach, as yon ordered. In all other rovspecishe was to 
obey your orders.” Thus he in efifect denied making tlu^ change in 
my orders except as to one company, and now ho pleads justification 
of the change of my orders admitted to have been ina<l(^ by him. I 
required reports of Colonel Henningsen and of my ordnance ofiicer, 
Lieut. J. H. Pearce. Both officially reported that General Huger had 
changed my orders, and assigned as I'oasons for changing the route 
designated by me that it was impracticable to lead the horses down 
the beach, owing to the tide, estuaries, inlets, crooks, and deej) sands. 
That was his reason then for doing what he had written he liad not 
done.

BATTLE OF ROAIJOKE ISLAND, N. C. 

Again, when I met him at Great Bridge, February 16, te corrected 
verbally what he had written to me, alleging error ii the statement 
that he had changed my orders, admitted that he had changed the route 
of my artillery as ordered by me and assigned the same reasons for 
BO doing that he had given to Colonel Henningsen and Lieutenant 
Pearce, to wit, the impracticability of the beach route,’’ &c. I as¬ 
sured him that I knew it to be not only practicable, but the best route 
in either Virginia or Korth Carolina, and referred him to my son, Lieut. 
E. A. Wise, who had but lately then pursued the route most of the way 
in a tilt-wagon with a pair of mules, and to Lieut. J. 0. Gallop, who had 
described the route fully to Colonel Henningsen and Lieutenant Pearce 
at Horfolk in my presence, and who resided at Gallop’s Ferry. He still 
insisted that the route was impracticable, and said he would order a 
survey. That, unfortunately, was impracticable, as the beach then was 
in possession of the enemy, and I so replied. But then I aver he was 
ignorant of the route. There are no inlets, no estuaries, no creeks to 
obstruct horsemen from Cape Henry to Oregon Inlet, nearly 100 miles, 
and the deep sands of the hills are easily avoided by taking the ocean 
shore at almost any tide. But now he changes his grounds for changing 
the route. In reply to Colonel Henningsen’s statement, he says that 
every tug, barge, and vessel that could be procured was engaged to 
transport troops, &c., to Eoanoke Island. Unfortunately for General 
Huger this excuse is as gi'oundloss as the former. I aver that not only 
every tug, barge, and vessel that could be procured was not engaged 
fco transport troops, &c., to Eoanoke Island, but that every one, of every 
description, was most inopportunely ordered away from Eoanoke Island, 
and imperatively put under orders of General Hager’s quartermaster for 
the transportation of forage to Norfolk. The oidy steam-tug I had for 
transportation was the tug Eoanoke and two barges, and these ordered 
away after the arrival of the enemy at Eoanoke Island, as the order, of 
which the following, ddivered to me during the battle, is a copy, will 
show:

Sxxt: The steamor Eoanoke towed down two barges, which were ordered by the 
qpartermastor to proceed to Scuppomoug and bring back com to this place. If the 
Eoanoko has been taken for other service, you will, on receipt of this, send her and 
the barges to carry out the orders of the quartermaster- I have to charter vessels to 
bring forage hero, and will give vessels so employed by the Quartermaster’s Depart¬ 
ment certmeates that they are employed by mo, and such vessels are not to be inter¬ 
fered with by any one. You will direct the captains of ah steamboats coming here 
from your command to report to the chief (^us^ermaster and any officer coming up 
to report to headquarters. These orders are imperative.

Why General Huger says that “if these men and horses are sepa¬ 
rated from their guns they would probably never meet again” I cannot 
conceive. This blunder may account for his “one” company error in 
his note to me. The men were not to be separated from their guns nor 
from their horses. One company was to be detailed to lead the horses 
down to the beach to Hag’s Head, and the other two companies, with 
their guns, &c., were to be towed to the island through the canal, the 
two ways converging to the same point—^the island. But grant what 
he says, “ that every tug, barge, and vessel that could be procured was 
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engaged to transport troops to Koanoke Island, and therefore none 
could be got to transport the artillery pieces, caissons,” &c., and there¬ 
fore he sent them by land route. What land rente? Not the beach 
route, for he had ordered them away from that route, and that was tlie 
only route by which Roanoke Island could be ai)proximated by land. 
That route even had to cross Roanoke Sound iinm Na^’s Head. Any 
other land route had to cross from 15 to 45 miles ol* the boistexous and 
broad Albemarle Sound. Then tugs, barges, ind vessels would be 
needed by the route he sent them; and he says there vere no tugs, 
barges, or vessels to be procured for them. Did he know this, and yet 
did he send them by a route for which there was no water ti'ansport ? 
nedid; and yot I believe General Unger’s intention was to ex])edite 
them; that his object, as he says, was to get them there, not to detain 
them. His intention and object were ever so good, but he Avas grossly 
ignorant of the routes and careless in organizing his means of trans¬ 
portation. 

Por information of the means of transportation and how it was ordered 
and disposed and how and when it could be procured I refer the com^ 
mittec to Marshall Parks, president of the Albemarle and Chesapeake 
Canal, and to Mr. Lindsay, of Norfolk. They have furnished most of 
the tugs, &c., and can tell how many lighters, vessels, and barges could 
have been procured; if not at Norfolk, in any of the w^at(ws of North 
Carolina nearer to the island than Norfolk. I refer also to Dr. Thomas 
Warren, of Edenton, N. 0. 

Second. He says that my remark upon Major Hill’s and Ca])taiu 
Taylor’s reports about the only three guns brought to bear on the enemy 
is “ disingenuous.’' This is an offensive termj it means to say that ! 
was not in this remark ^^fr'ank, free, open, sincere, plain;” but my 
respect for the military service and for the conmiittee admonishes me 
to deal with it mildly and forbearingly. I trust, then, it is not unbe¬ 
coming in me to say that General Uuger’s reply, showing his reason for 
using the term, is so naive^ so innocent, as to render it innocuous. I 
stated the fact on the authority of Major Hill. Other guns wore fired 
on the enemy, but because they could not be brought to bear on tlieni 
ceased firing. But what says General Huger? ^^Tlie enemy selected 
a position in which only three guns bore on them.” Ah, and wi‘re the 
five batteries so located that an enemy’s fleet of thirty-seven sail in 
attack could select a position in Avhicli only three guns bore on them? 
So says General Huger, and that is all any fair, intelligent mind could 
have understood me to say. The worst constructed forts in any lo(*ality 
with more than thirty guns could perhaps bring inor<3 than three guns 
to hear if the enemy would let General Huger select his position for him. 
But in this instance the enemy selected his own position. Where I In 
the open Croatan Sound. How far off from Pork Point Battery ? One 
thousand yards. Did no guns but three of that battery bear I None. 
Did the guns of no other battery bear ? None. So that General IJ uger 
is certainly Tiaive^ and I not (Hsingenuous.” His reasoning is like his 
command, and my statement is in effect admitted by him lo be “ fair.” 
As far as permitted by the rules of propriety and position I repel his 
imputation on my sinceiity. The committee will maintain decorum 
and 1 will observe military disciifiine. 

General Hager’s averment that those three guns did rei)cl their 
wliole fleet ” is just simply ridiculous. T^hey did no damage to the 
enemy’s fi(‘et that ever I have been informed of, and why the enemy’s 
fleet (lid not pass the three batteries—as they could have doiic in thirty 
minutes—is not to be accounted tor, except upon their supposition that 
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due preparations had been made at the north end of the island, as they 
found none at the south end. They accordingly ceased firing at insig¬ 
nificant batteries. General Huger’s concluding remark under this head 
forgets his reasoning lor the word disingenuous.^’ There he says but 
three guns were brought to bear, because the enemy selected a position 
in which only three guns did bear on them. Here he says that from 
that position the battery was exposed to a heavy fire.” Then the 
enemy did fire a heavy fire upon the battery from a position on which 
but three or four guns could be brought to bear. Material injury was 
done to the earthworks of the battery. It was materially knocked 
down by the first day’s bombardment, and the night of that day (the 
7th) it had to be rebuilt. For proof of this 1 refer you to Lieutenants 
Bagwell and Bolton, who are now in this city. 

Third. General Huger supposes I meant him and the War Depart¬ 
ment by the words my superiors.” I meant and mean every superior 
of every grade and position at all responsible for the lack of defenses 
at Eoanoke Island. I did all I could with the means and facilities 
allowed to me by them. Ho coupled himself swimmingly with the 
War Department. I separate them for the purpose of my remarks on 
his remarks. He says we could not control time, weather, or sick¬ 
ness.” I say emphatically that he could have taken time by the fore¬ 
lock, which he never did. That he might have worked while the sun 
shined and not have left everything to be done and undone, too, in the 
winter’s weather of Hatteras; and if he had promptly aided me, as he 
ought to have done, with men and munitions of war, I could, while 
in good health, have been preparing at Eoanoke Island, and might 
have saved my command, if it had not been grossly neglected up to the 
time I was prostrated by a severe illness and up to the arrival of the 
enemy. Thus, in a very rational sense correlatively with his own use 
of terms, he might have controlled time, weather, and sickness.” I 
could not control my command even under his orders. He says that 
he does not know what available preparation asked for by me could 
hAve been made by my superiors. He does know. He has, I believe, 
now ill his hands my letter to the Secretary of War reporting the 
causes of the disaster at Eoanoke Island. It was delivered here by 
Maj. William B. Stanard on March 1 instant, and the original was for¬ 
warded by the Department to him for his remarks.” 

That will fully inform the committee of what was asked and what 
was not allowed. I intend to ‘^accuse” General Huger of nothing! 
nothing!! nothing 11! That was the disease which brought disaster at 
Eoanoke Island. My purpose is only to frilly reply to the committee’s 
inquiries and to his imputations.

I consider it an improper report, and ought not to be 
published without other official correspondence, which may not sustain 
the views here desired to be made history. I return it to the Secretary 
of War, to be disposed of as he thinks proper. 1 received on the 3d 
instant the inclosed reply,* which a committee of Congress received 
from General Wise, criticising the few remarks I thought proper to 
make on his report of the capture of Eoanoke Island. I considered 
those remarks proper and just, and regret they do not coincide with 
General Wise’s opinion; but I have no time to discuss the subject with 
him, and I send his paper to the Secretary of War.

Sir : I beg leave to make a Ml report of my command in the Dis¬ 
trict of North Carolina, attached to the Department of Norfolk, under 
general orders from Major-General Huger. 

Upon my return to Eichmond from Western Virginia, under orders 
transferring my command to Brigadier-General Floyd, I was immedi¬ 
ately, on September 30 last, stricken down by a severe and protracted 
illness. 

November 18 last I reported for duty to the Secretary of War by 
letter of which the following is a copy: 

Eoixiston, Neak Norfolk, Va., November 18, 1861. 
Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of War: 

Sir : I take the earliest opportunity of returning health to report* myself oflicially 
as ready for duty. 

I earnestly reejuest that the forces composing my Legion may without* (hdiiy bo 
ordered to the point at which the President int('nds to employ my HiTvices. Even the 
promptest movement on their part will now scarcely enable tlnun to prei)aro tluar 
arrangements for winter before the winter shall be upon them. 

In General Lee's absence from Richmond I take the liberty to rc^mind thci Prc8i<lent 
and yourself of the disposition which ho thought advisable in <*onnection with the 
Lemon, viz: that each western company should decide for itself whether to remain 
wifii the Legion or on service in the west; that a certain propi rtion of the pieces of 
artillery in possession of the Legion should be retained in the west; and, finally, that 
all the eastern companies and such of the westeni comiianies as shall so elect, with at 
least one battery of field pieces, should be ordered, with the least praiiticabhi delay, to 
the new field of operations where it is intended to employ them. 

In the mean time I also request permission to detail a jiarty to oxplor<i the ohaimols 
of Albemarle and Pamlico Sounds, if it is intended to employ me on the North Caro¬ 
lina coast. 

I win await at this place the orders of the President.

By Special Orders, No. 272, dated December 21, 1861, from the Ad¬ 
jutant and Inspector G-eneraPs OflSce, I was assigned to the command 
of the military district composed of that part of North Carolina east 
of the Chowan River, together with the counties of Washington and 
Tyrrel, designated as the Fourth Brigade, Department of Norfolk. I 
immediately, from Richmond, ordered Col. J. L. Davis, who was in 
command of my Legion in Western Virginia, to move with all the 
forces, arms, ammunition, and equipments oi the Legion under his 
orders to Richmond and report to me. 

I then returned home, to prepare for assuming the command assigned 
me. Again, on January 1 last, I addressed to Col. J. Lucius Davis a 
letter of which the following is a copy; 

Roluston, near Norfolk, Va., 

January 1, 1862. 

Col. J. Lucius Davis, Commanding, ^o,: 

Sir ; General Huger thinks it important that the Legion should reach its place of 
operation and of quarters as early as convenient and practicable j that the troops 
should come on to Norfolk, and that the quartermaster and commissary of my brigade 
should precede the troops to Norfolk, in order to arrange quarters and rations before¬ 
hand with the quartermaster and commissary of his division. To these ends, then, 
you will issue the following orders: 

That Quartermaster Cleary and Commissary Thomas wiU proceed to Norfolk im¬ 
mediately, and report either to General Huger or to myself, in order to arrange for 
quarters and rations with the quartermaster and commissary of the division: that 
Lieutenant-Colonel Richardson will proceed, as early as practicable, with the Eight¬ 
eenth Roghnout of Infantry, to Nonolk, procure transportation from the Quarter¬ 
master-General, and report either to me, or, if absen;k to General Huger; that Colonel 
Heimingsen will, as early as practicable after the Eighteenth Regiment of Infantry 
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lias reached Norfolk, proceed with the Second Regiment of Inpintry and Captain 
Wallace's company of Iho Third and the corps of artillery to join the command at 
NorfoUc, and M<ajor Gibbes will regard this as an order to him to proceed under 
the command of Colonel Henningsen (Colonel Ilcnningson wdll procure transporta¬ 
tion from the Quartennaster-General), and that Col. J. Lucius Davis will proceed to 
Norfolk at the earliest practicable moment wdth all the cavalry of the Legion and 
with the two companies of infantry under Colonel Tyler, who will regard this as an 
order to him to proceed under the command of Colonel Davis. He will transfer Cap¬ 
tain Wallace’s coiu}>any of infantry to the Second Regiment, under Colonel Hen¬ 
ningsen, to supply the place of the company of Captain Crane, disbanded. Colonel 
Davis will procure transportation from the Quartermaster-General. In case any of the 
Legion are still in the \\ est they will ho ordered to Norfolk directly, and transporta¬ 
tion will be furnished accordingly. Separate orders will be issued to Colonel Green, 
at Wilmington, N. C., by myseS'.

On January 2 I proceeded to Norfolk on my way to Eoanoke Island, 
and Major-General Huger referred to me the letters of which the fol¬ 
lowing are copies;

Col. H. M. Shaw, 

Commanding Forces Boanohe Island, Camp lialdgli, N. C,: 

Colonel : I feel it my duty to the cause in which we are engaged to make the fol¬ 
lowing report in I'olation to the condition of my fort: In the tirst place, 1 have only 
one gun which can possibly bear upon an enemy on the south side of the fort, and au 
enemy can keep out of the range of that gun, and, with good guns on their vessels, 
shell us in such a manner as to drive ns from our guns without our being able to 
return her frre, except from this one gun, which is mounted ui)()n a common ship’s 
carriage, and this placed upon a chassis of a columhiad carriage. It is almost impos¬ 
sible to work this chassis so as to traverse the gun, and in its present condition it is 
my opinion that after firing a few rounds it will become perfectly useless, and in its 
exposed condition it can be very easily dismounted by tbc enemy’s shot. In the 
second place, all my other gnns are mounted on small ship’s carriages and in embra¬ 
sures, and their field of fire is so limited in extent that I am almost certain if an enemy 
were to come with a large force, say eighteen or twenty gunboats at a time, they 
would by a general pressure of steam pass our battery without rocoivhig any per¬ 
ceptible Injury. The battery is placed in such a ])ositiou' as to render very little i)ro- 
tection to the men and guns from an enfilading lire from the enemy’s vessels. My 
opinion of the battery in its present position is that it affords no pro lection to the 
defense of the sound: for if the eni^my attcuu^d. to pass, I firmly believe they can do 
so despite aU I can do to prevent it. I tboroforo earnestly recommend that something 
be done at once to render the fort more efficient.

General Huger, Commanding Department of Norfolk: 

General : Not knowing where to address Brigadior-Goneral Wise, who, as I have 
learned unofficially, is now in command of this district, I tak(i (he liberty of forwarding 
to yon directly the accompauying report of Maj. G. II. Hill, of the Seventeenth Keg£ 
ment North Carolina troops, commanding batfr^ry at Pork Point, and of submitting 
at tho same time some remarks in reference to the defenses of these waters. I am 
clearly of the opinion that tho defensive works on this island are altogether insuf¬ 
ficient, as at present an enemy could pass the above-named batitery without coming 
within range of its guns at all, and the othera conhl be passed without mne.h liability 
to danger. Impressed with this belief, immediately upon assuming command of the 
forces on this island I urged upon General Gatlin, commanding Department of North 
Carolina, the necessity ofstrengthening the lower battery (Pork Point) by the addition 
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of two rifled 3$i-poimders, so mounted as to give a wide command, and :o so obstruct 
the two channels of the sound as to compel the enemy, should he atteiupt to pass, to 
come within easy range of all the guns. (By reference to the map you will see that 
this battery is not in connection with the others, and can receive no support from 
either of them.) I also thought, and still think, that it was necessary to obstruct 
the sound on a line between Weir’s Point Battery (Fort Huger) and the floating bat¬ 
tery. To that end I directed an agent in Norfolk to call on Commodore Forrest and 
urge him to send out a steam xnlo-driver. He agreed to send it, and it was to have 
been here some time since, but xxp to this time it has not arrived. I have been very 
much surprised to hear it has been delayed, because the men desire to have their Christ¬ 
mas holidays. If the plan of obstructing the sound shall meet your approval, I hope you 
will have the pile-driver in question, and another, if to be obtained, sent out without 
the least delay. Had this work been undertaken early in the fall it would have been 
comparatively light, but at this season of the year more than three working days in 
the week on an average cannot safely be counted on. 

I beg leave respectlully to suggest that a competent engineer officer be sent here 
to examine the works, with a view to such alterations and additions as may be found 
necessary. 

I would also request that a naval officer of intelligence and experience be sent here 
to give instructions at the several batteries in artillery practice. 

The steamboat Wilson, employed for the use of this station, is now, by reason of 
the carelessness of the captain, ashore here, without any immediate assurance of her 
being gotten afloat. She will bo greatly needed as a tender to the pile-drive.rs. Per¬ 
mit me to request that you call upon the owner to dismiss the captain and put a more 
competent man in his place. 

The supply of ammunition at this post is altogether insufficient. I hope you will 
authorize the requisition I have sent by Major Williamson to be filled at once. Major 
Williamson is an officer of intelUgenco and high character, and will give you any rax- 
ther information you may desire in regard to this post.

General : I have to request that yon will cause to be returned to this post two 
6-ponnder boat howitzers, lately taken away by Col A. R. Wright, formerly com¬ 
manding on Roanoke Island. I deeni it very necessary that we should have those 
pieces or others of a similar character, and I earnestly hope they will be promptly 
returned. 

I have to report to you, moreover, that one largo flat, one two-mast flat-boat, and 
some five canoes were carried away by Colonel Wright. These flats and canoes were 
taken in the expedition to Chicamacomico; wore of considerable value, and would be 
of great service at this i)ost. I bog leave to call your attention to the matter, hoping 
they will be restored.

General : I beg leave to represent to you the necessity of having this post con¬ 
stantly supplied with at least four weeks’ rations for the entire command of about 
1,800 men. Should the enemy unfortunately destroy our little navy and get above the 
batteries, they might, by cutting off our sn]>plie8, force ns to yield the place without 
having had the ability to strike a single blow. 

This command is now being Huppliod by a counnissary officer (Maj. S. T. Sawyer)^ 
stationed, by order of General Gatlin, at Elizabeth City, but the supplies come in very 
small quantities.

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On the same day (January 2) Major Williamson, under orders from 
Colonel Sliaw, in command of Roanoke Island, called on me and 
showed to me several requisitions of nearly all kinds of supplies for the 
defense of the island, which had been largely curtailed hy General 
Huger. I immediately (the same day) addressed to G-eneral Huger the 
letter of which the following is a copy: 

Norfolk, Va., January 2, 1862. 

Mai. Gen. B. Huger; 


Sir : I return the inclosed papers, which found me this morning in this city, on my 
way to make reconnaissances of Roanoke Island and other places in my coimuancl. 
They show the sad condition of that post, which I regard as the very key o(‘ the roar 
defenses of Norfolk and the navy-yard. Norfolk and the navy-yard may well then 
supply its deficiencies, in order to save themselves or their connection with Rich¬ 
mond and the South. 

I heg, then, that you, sir, will not scale the requisitions of Colonel Shaw so low as 
was shown to me this morning hy Major Williamson. I have already all ended to the 
two 12-pounder howitzers. They were navy boat howitze^rs, loaned hy Captain 
Lynch to Colonel Wright; were returned by the latter to Ihe navy-yard, and I am 
allowed by the authorities of the yard, with the consent of Captain Lynch, to take 
one of them, while that officer takes the other. 

The authorities of the yard have also consented for me to have two 12-poundcr iron 
guns. These pieces need boats and carriages. I be|j that I may have assigned to my 
command at least four boats, of at least fourteen or sixteen oars each, with howitzers, 
or guns, fitted for both land and water service. As to the batteries, I will have thorn 
surveyed and reported upon immediately. 

My Legion is ordered to move as early as practicable to Norfolk on their way to join 
my command, and some of its officers are good artillerists. In the mean time I ask 
that a competent officer to command batteries may be temporarily assigned to 
Roanoke Island, in conformity to Colonel Shawls request. 

I request that a commissary and quartermaster—both—be appointed at once for 
Roanoke Island, to act until my brigade quartermaster and comniissaiy can arrive 
and report for duty, and that provisions and all supplies he sent directly from Norfolk 
to the island, and not by way of Elizabeth City. Thirty days^ provisions for 2,500 
men, at least, ought to he stored on the island at once. 

One pile-driver, I am told, was started yesterday for Roanoke Island, and I have 
ventured to ask the Secretary of War for three more. 

I beg that you will order whatever you can to forward the work of obstructing 
Croatan and Roanoke Channels. 

If the captain of the steamer Wilson is not discharged by the owner, when I get to 
the island I will discharge him myself, and imt in his place a suhstitutiO. 

Any number of rifled cannon required may be got at the navy-yard. I ask to be 
allowed to have four at least. 


I ro])eat the request, urgently, for a far more ample supply of ammunition.

On the same day, January 2, General Huger, througli Lieutenant 
Talcott, Acting Chief of Engineers, furnished mo with the appended 
chart of Roanoke Island and its defenses (marked I), which chart I 
found afterwards to be wholly inaccurate and incomplete.* It was not 
made by the ofScer himselt‘, but copied, in part probably, from the Coast 
Survey, not laying down the marshes correctly, nor the islands of 
marshes at the south end of Roanoke Island at all. 

I proceeded immediately to Roanoke Island, stopping on the way to 
examine the narrows at Knott^s and Crow Islands, and the temporary 
works constructed at Currituck Canal Bridget Theri^ 1 found four 
lieavy 32-pounders placed in battery out of range <)i‘ either <nid of tlie 
canal, one sweeping down the canal toward i^ortli River and tlirce 
covering the road leading up from PowelPs Point. The battery and 
position of the guns were aUke futile. They wore mounted on navy 
carriages, were not manned or guarded, and could easily bo flanked or 
enfiladed on either hand. 


Not found. 
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On January 7 I assumed command, in accordance with the order of 
the War Department, of the district assigned me, just thirty days be¬ 
fore the enemy arrived at Eoanoke Island. I arrived at the island, I 
think, late on January 6, 

On January 7 I addressed to Colonel Shaw the letter of which the 
following is a copy:

ber of guns, and amount of ammunition and provisions, and the location of batteries, 
and in all respects prepare all the means in your power against any attack of the 
enemy by sea or land.

Commanding District of Albemarle: 


General : In compliance with your special order I have the honor to submit the 
following report of the defenses of this island, quantity of provisions and ammunition 
on hand, ihe strength of this command, &c. 

The defenses at Croatan Sound consist of four batteries, mounting in the aggregate 
thirty guns, aU 32-pounder^as follows: At Weiris Point (Fort Huger), ten smooth-bore 
and two riilcd gunsj at Fort Blanchard, four smooth-bore ^nsj at Pork Point 
(Fort Bartow), six smooth-bore and one rilled gun, and at Redstone Point (Fort 
Forrest), seven smooth-bore guns. There is another battery on the Tyrrel side of 
Croatan Sound, at Robei*ts’ Ilshery. already completed, but no guns have been 
luounted. General Hill having ordered a discontinuance of the work. Its capacitj^ is 
six barbette guns. The two 32-pounders now lying on the beach at Weir’s Point will, 
agreeably to your orders, bo mounted as soon as possible. Upon Roanoke Sound there 
is a small battery of two smooth-bore 32-pounder8, at Midgett’s Hommock. The bat¬ 
tery at Pork Point ought by all moans to bo stren^hened by the addition of two pivot- 
mounted guns. Orders hav(^ been given for the construction of bomb-proof quarters 
for the detaclunent at Fori Blanchard; but up to this time lumber ordered for that 
purpose has not been received. Quarters should be constructed in the immediate 
vicinity of Fort Huger for the accommodaUon of at least one of the companies by 
which the guns at that battery arc maimed. There ought also to be built at Fori 
Forrest quarters not only i'or the company already there, hxit for another company 
necessary at that fort. Most of the ^ns require sights; nearly all of them have 
nothing but the dispax-t sight, which I believe is very unreliable, especially in the 
hands of inex])erience(l gunners. I submit that it is very necessary that the most im¬ 
proved sights be obtained at once, and, if needful, an expert artisan sent at once to 
adjust them. 

Of light artillery there arts three pieces at this post—one 24-pounder howitzer, one 
IS-pounder Mexican piece, and one 6-pounder; the latter brought to this place from 
Elizabeth City, N. C. These pieces are aU mounted on oamages, with limbers, but 
no caissons. For operations upon this island I am not sure that caissons are necessary. 

Ammunition on hand.--^7 charges for 32-poTmder guns; 1,300 round shot; 250 line 
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Bhells; 300matcli primers; 83 rounds toed ammunition (24-pounder howitzer); I box 
percussion wafers; 150 port-fires; 98 rounds 6-poundcr shot; 1,000 rounds O-poimdei 
shot, Irom Elizabeth City, N. C.; 250 pounds of powder; 315 stand f>rape (32-})oiindcr); 
2,000 friction primers; 500 percussion primers; 150 junk wads; 400 grommet wads; 
98 canister (A powder); 38 spherical-case shot; [and] 10 slow inatclu^s. 

Ammunition for smaU-arms —52,159 ball-cartridges for percussion; 3,320 balls; 10,578 
ball-cartridges for percussion (issued one hundred and fifty ])Ounds of h‘ad); 17,183 
ball-cartndges for flint and steel; [and] 55,000 percussion cajis. 

Quantity of provisions on hand. —13,082 pounds of bacon and pork; 3,420 pounds of 
beef; 20 barrels of beef; 2,158 pounds of hard bread; 598 pounds of laid; 205 bairels 
of flour; 3,692 pounds of rice; 649 pounds of coffee; 10,554 pounds ol meal; 54 J bushels 
of pease and beans; 3,082 pounds of sugar; 460 gallons of vinegar; 1,570 pounds of 
candles; 1,348 pounds of soap; 12^ buSiels of salt; 1 barrel of fish; 58 gallons of 
whisky; [and] 5 boxes of yeast powder.

A call has been made for 250 free negroes, for service in the engineer's depart ment-

JSorseSf mules, and oxen in charge of quartm'inaster's department .—^9 oflicers’ hoises, 
6 yoke of oxen (hired by quartermaster), 2 pairs of mules (of Eighth and Thirty-first 
Regiments, property of Government). 

The mules and oxen are used for general purposes of land transportation. 

Amount of fw'age on ^and.—725 pounds of fodder; 2} bushels of com; IJ bushels of 
oats. 

Orders have been given for the construction of a magazine. No regular ordnance 
officer has been appointed.

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I lauded on tlie island, and in company with Colonel Shaw and Major 
Diiflicld made a pei*sonal reconnaissance to its extreme south end. I 
noted three siiccessiye hommocks of high land between the breastwork 
for light battery and the south end, each nearly surrounded by marshes 
and swauips; that the dangerous points were the Hommock Landing 
at the south end, Pugh’^. Landing on the southwestern shore, and at 
Ashby’s Landing just on the south side of the swamp south of Pork 
Point. That swamp on the right and the marshes on the left of Suple’s 
Hill were reported to me by Colonel Shaw to be impassable. They ap- 
[leared to be so, but I ordered them to be explored and the earthworks 
at Suiile’s Hill to bo extended as far as possible on the right and left 
Hanks. The water at Uommock Landing 1 ascertained to be about ^ 
feet. Water at high tide at Pugh’s to be from 6 to 9 feet, the channel 
running between the main and first island of marsh, until it passes 
Fulker’s Island, iuside of the sound, and then widening out a mile until 
opposite Ashby’s Landing, up to which a vessel drawing 6 feet of water 
may ran close in to ihe shore, as a large steamer of the enemy with 
(■railsports did. 

I saw (hat the enemy might land at Pugh’s or Ashby’s a portion of 
^heir lorce, ])ass the batteries with all ease, round the north end of the 
island, and land another poifion of their forces, and gain the rear of all 
the batteries without exchanging a shot with them, or the least danger 
of damage. Not a fort was in the right position. They should have 
b(Hui located on tlu^ islands of marshes at the south end, with batteries 
at Tlommock and Pugh’s Landings. 

By the (amrlesy of Flag-Captain Lynch I passed in the Sea Bird 
through tlie channel by the light-house and returned through the 
(Hiannel by the Tyrrcl shore. If the five batteries had been placed on 
thowse islands of marsh and on the opposite shores every chamiel would 
liave been guarded and the enemy would have been cut off from land¬ 
ing. As it was, they could have taken the island in two hours easier 
than they did in 1 wo days, if they had lauded (as they could easily have 
done) in front of the breastworks at Suple’s Hill and in rear of all the 
batteries on tln^ north end of the island. 

I found no teams for light artillery or for transportation, and no tools, 
axes, spades, shovels, or hoes for constracting breastworks. 

There w<‘re two North Carolina regiments, the Eighth and Thirty-first, 
and a battalion of three companies of the Seventeenth, all under Col¬ 
onel Shaw. Their entire effective force was less than 1,500 men, and 
several couipanies of these wore taken from the infantry to man the 
heavy guns of the batteries and part to man the gunboats of Captain 
Lynch. 

The infantry wore undrilled, unpaid, not sufficiently clothed and' 
quartered, and were miserably armed with old flint muskets in bad 
order. In a word, the defenses were a sad farce of ignorance and neg- 
le(it combined, inexcusable in any or all who were responsible for 
them. 

Captain Lynch was energetic, zealous, and active, but he gave too 
much consequence entirely to his fleet of gunboats, which hindered 
transportation of piles, lumboj*, forage, supplies of all kinds, and of 
troops, by taking away the st<iam-tugs and converting them into per- 
feiitly imbe<jile gunboats. He reported to me the indefensible conditior 
of wiiat h<^ called the floating battery at Bedstone, on the Tyrrel side 
of CJroatan Sound. 1 accorded with his request by the letter of which 
the following is a copy:

Capt. W. F. Lynch, Flag-Officer, ^-c. : 

Sir: I received yours of this nionimg, and regret to be informed of ihe indefensible 
condition of the floating battery at R4‘dsroii<‘ To in t, on Croalan Sound. I need not 
inform you that 1 have just arrived, and am yet to visit various ])oints of defense at 
the Eoanoke Island. On conference with Colonel Shaw I liiul tlial the report of Mid¬ 
shipman Gardner was made Decoiubor 28 last, and immediately Coloin 1 Shaw (De¬ 
cember 29) issued the accompanying order, in which he states that ‘*]Midshix>nian 
Gardner, havaug been detailed by Flag-Ollicer Jjyncli to instruct and drill Captain 
Whitens company, stationed in the naval bathu’.N, Ca])taiii White \Nill see that strict 
obedience is given to all orders given by him while in the <lischarge of t lia 1. tluty. Cai>- 
t.ain White retains the entire command of his company, except during sindi hours each 
day as the men may be under drill by Midshipman Gardmu’," A r. Tin.'- order would 
seem to cover suflicient.ly all the purposes of Mulshipiuan Gardner’s stM‘vic(‘s. But 
this order to Captain WTiite, youinfonn me, has been violated by him in not enforcing 
the obedience of his men under the command of Midshipman Gaulner, as verbally 
r(*ported by the latter to you. My desire and purposes arc to co-operate with you in 
the way to insure the most efficient militrary and naval service. To (hati tunl I have 
issued the accompanying order, which I trust will be sal istaclory. 

If you claim tbo command of this battery as a naval battery, I yield it. at once. If 
it is a military battery, it must be under military command. But in tdiher case, when 
naval and military officers co-operate in service, the command must (b*pend upon the 
law's and regulations of rank. In this case J presume that Captain White will com¬ 
mand and rank Midshipman Gardner; yet you will observ<^ that uiulin* my orders to 
Captain White, Midshipman Gardner will have ample authority to connimnd tln^ nuMi 
for drill and instruction in working and fighting the guns and to oout.rol the inaga.- 
zine for artillery pnrposes. 

The men need instruction, and I trust Midshipman Gardner will not Ix^ tnkcu awa^ 
from the battery. If you choose to regard this battery under my military command, 
tbe accorapanymg order, if duly enforced by Colonel Shaw in my absenci^, will eflect 
our mutual desires aud efforts to make the battery efficient.

In constructing the wharf heretofore ordered, the commandant at. this post, will see 
that it is a permanent structure, of good, solid materials, capabb^ of bearing t.Iie arti¬ 
cles of transportation and landing for the army and navy. It shouhl havi* an outer 
pier or platform large enough to bearupou it a four-horse wagon, and to accommodate 
at least one large steamer, with a causeway connecting it from seven Icel of water 
with the dry laud. It should be placed when* the causinvay will l)<‘ tlu^ shortest dis¬ 
tance between the requisite depth of water and the dry land, 'fbe^ steam pile-driver 
will he detained for the wharf.

III. The commandant will cause a full and detailed rcqiort. t(» he made of all ord¬ 
nance and ordnance stores, embracing arms aud ammunition issued and not issued. 
He will also report the amount of provisions and the whole number of [)ersons in camp 
to be supplied with provisions; jilso the number of teairj^s of horses, mules, or oxen 
now in charge of the quartemaster, and the purposes for which tiny Rdi used, 
and the amount of forage on hand. Also whet b(‘r tlieri^ be a proper magazine and 
ordnance officer in charge, and if not, ho will cause temporary magaziin's to b<^ con¬ 
structed of logs and earth, as fire-proof as practh*abhs and detail a ]>roi)<T ordnance 
officer to take charge thereof, who will receive from the <piartermaster all ordnance 
and ordnance stores and receipt to him for th<^ same, and issiui t.he same upon prop<*i 
vouchers to the troops. If there are no hoi*ses for field art.ilbuy, In^ will make re<[ui- 
flit.ion for a sufficient number to servo four pieces and th(ur caissons, and pro<'ur(^ (Cais¬ 
sons for the same—say four caissons and thirty-two borsi^s. 

IV. No firing or discharge of pieces will be allow(‘d in <‘amp, for t.b<‘ [uirpose of 
cleaning guns or for practice, without special permission (»r onb^of the commandant. 
The ammunition will he carefully economized. 

V. No ardent spirits or wine or beer shall be allow<Ml in <*amp without Hp<‘<*ial or 
der or pennission of the commandant, an<I men or m(‘Hfi<M»g<Ts will not be pcnnittedt<» 

to Nag’s Head unless under orders. No persons will be allow<‘d to jiass to aud from 
the sea-beach and the island without special permission. And tK> pr<‘ven1 hiticrcourse 
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witli the enemy the heats and arms of a J m^Tjocted persons i.uist he seized, so as to 
prevent their use by such persons.

I have not yet st'cii yoiir requisition for munifious, but. think there eaii he no diill- 
culty in sending ,vou from her< a moderate supply of lixed ammnnil ion for (iedd ]d(‘eeH; 
hut our supply of camion powder is very limite<l. At the tirst iiidication, however, 
of an attack on Roanoke Island a Hui)ply will be sent yon. With the number of liat- 
terics now requiring a supply we have a very small reserve, that we can only part 
with to the ])oiTit thal. may b(‘ actually attacked. I am iu daily hope of 1 he receipt of 
a handsome importation of powder from abroad, ami the instant it arrives you shall be 
supplied.

While tlio Secretaries oi‘ War and of the Navy were thus uninfonned 
of any bnl. two pile-drivers, three within reach were ohered to my com¬ 
mand by Messrs. Parks and Oiil])eper, of Norfolk, and by Dr. Warren, 
of Edenton. 

I had hnrried back to Norfolk from Koanoke Jslaiid, and made in 
person the sirongesi verbal represeiita<i()ns of tin' defenselcsss condition 
of the post to General linger and hd*( a memorandum of the necessary 
vequisilionKS. \ particularly imj)ressed ii])on him the necessity of mak¬ 
ing the defenses at the marshes at the south end of the island. On 
flaiiuary 13 he gave met lie instructions of which the following is a 
copy.* 

These were th<‘ first instructions, on January 13, whicih I rcc(‘iv^ed 
from General Huger; he adopted my own proposition to establisli l)at- 
tcries on the marshes; he ])ost})omHl my im)i)osition tor sev<d*al ])<*rma- 
nent batteries, probably' for want of time, but he did not consider tliat 
the enemy might probably come before the two-gun ])aiteries he pro¬ 
posed could be l)eguii. The wharves were to Ix^ constrnct<‘d, loo, lal)or- 
crs. tools, and nuudiineshad to be gotten, ami mat<‘rials transported; he 
diil not secim to ca.lculate upon an (*arly approach ()i‘ the enemy; he did 
not. appreciate the shortness of time, thts want of men and means to do 
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iiiHl undo all Ibis work, iwv llie stonuj ami indmjient soiison of wiiirei 
on a llatloivns ooast, whicls cut (jfl'nioio tban Snilf of [be reuuiluiii^ sLort 
lane; be wholly overlooked tlaMVi\ <onrhi^eao^ wMcli ]iapx>eiiecl, ol 
tbe (auMU^’s arrival before these haUeries at [he nnlrsbes coaid beb(^guii, 
uiueli less eoinpleted; nor did be e.diinale ibat the enemy might land 
on I lie beach north (d* Oregon Inbd and cross over to the island by 
wading, as tliey eonid the Ei^aiuke Clianne*, or by barges on! of reacli 
of the battery on that somid. in a Avord, he lorined hi.‘, (*onc1usioii that 
large forces wen^ ind required, not from the slate of [Inngs winch did 
but from lhat which did liot ixist, and probably could not exist Irom 
shortness oi' lime, stormy winter weather, and \vant of men and means. 
The cliange ot defense^ of batternss (hille^ m irshes, instead of at the 
places wln're liny w(‘r<* ]ink was all essential—so absolutely necessary 
that steps ouglit lu hin’e l)een taken h}, all means to effect it, in order 
to make any force elfectiial, and to reduce the force necessary for de¬ 
fense; but in nwy (‘Awmt a large force was nec(^ssary, and if the change 
could not be elfccled, the larg<‘st of forces was necessary. What if the 
<'ne»>!.A came wJiile \v<^ w<‘re in tlm act of the change? This they did, 
and tins tsenend Hug<T did not lake into his calculations. Who is 
r(\sponsible for 1h(^ lo(*ation of the batteries on the island and theii 
mal<*onstru(‘lion and eflicieiiey, I am not inibrmed. 

On the same day I address(‘d to him a letter of which the following 
is a copy:

Sir: I liav« left iu your ollicc a luoinoranclnm of requisilioua for additional i)ile- 
drivers, for a si (‘am dr(‘dging-iiui(*liino, for Bt<3am-tug8 and barges for transporting 
forces, for more ainmiiiiitioii, and for an additional number of large artillery pieces, &c. 
Thei 1 (*ms \vtT(‘speeifmd, bnf be more* formally prepared if necessary or required. 
Under your orders I o mak(i all efforls to carry on all necessary work at Eoanoko Island 
I will proceed at ouc(‘ to (unploy or pro<*ar<^ (Ik^ laborers necessary, such as free blacks 
and slaves, under Ike hnNs of North Carolina, and to do \vba Lever is necessary without 
farther authority. At the same time, sir, 1 will icder to you at all times for your 
orders, advice, and pi niiici^'io'i, \\heue\ei*it is prac/ieablo to do so. Indeed, I report 
that lb)anoke Island is now lu a deftmseless eonditioii and in presence of a very 
formidable euemy^s ioree. M> Legiim is ordered to riqiortherc^ or at Portsmouth, hiit 
has not arrivinl. 1 heg you to urge on their moveitH‘nt and have them forwarded as 
soon as possible. 

The Burnside (‘xpedition is rcqmrti'd as having sailed. Independent of that, the 
force now at Hat teras Inlet eanimssortaki^ Boanoke Island, and pardon me for saying 
that I respect fully ditfer from the opinion yon expressod in your orders to-day, that 
to i)rev(‘iit the enemy’s gunboats from passing the marshes at the south end will also 
prov(‘nt any landing. i5att<‘ri(‘s at the marslms ar(‘ vitally essential to prevent the 
gunboats from passing into (Jroatan Hound, but they will not prevent th(^ landing on 
the south or east end of the island. At least 3,000 infantry are needed on the island, 
and a eonsideiahle force, say l,f>00 more, are needed on the beaches, and if the enemy 
pass Roanoke, 5,000 at b'ast are necessary to tight them on the tongues of laud ou the 
north sidi' ol ADnunarb' Hound. W<^ need on the Ix^aeb and ou the island at least 


(dght ti(‘ld pi“ei‘s and tdie carnag<‘s juid caissons necessary. Wo require thirty-two 
liorscs for lb<‘ artillery. Th<^ guns ai> Redstone are necessary where they are. We 
n(‘ed idr least six li(‘a\y piijeesal tbe south-cud marsht‘s and two at least at Fleet- 
wood Point, 'riie wharves mxxjssary I will proceed ati once to have constructed. A 
largo amount of lumber is needed for (piarters. Vou will please bear in mind that, as 
yet the infantry hav<^ to man tlK*! hatf(iri(*s. There are no trained artillery companies 
at the island now; tht^roforo it is that I ask for the transfer to my command of Cap¬ 
tain Grandy^s company of artilhny, now at HewelPs Point.

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And on the same day, January 13^ I addressed to llic Secretary of 
War a letter of which the following is an extract: 

Nobfolk, Va., January 13, 18G"2. 

Hon. J. P. Bbnjamik, Secretary of War^ ; 

Sir: It is very important that my Legionshonld he forwanled as speedily and in as 
large a force as possible. The defense of Roanoke Island, which is the key of all the 
rear defenses of Norfolk and its canals and railroads, is committed to niy charge, and 
I have just retnmed from a reconnaissance of that point. It is iioav utterly defense¬ 
less. No preparations have been made there at all adequate. General Huger has 
^ven me a large authority to do whatever is necessary and has advised what he 
deems proper in my command; hut we have very limited means, and not half time 
enough to prepare to meet an enemy who is now almost in our immediate presence in 
very formidable force. Twice the number of my Legion is necessary, and I beg that 
the place of my Third Regiment may be speedily filled or that it Tuay bo rcsstored. If 
that cannot be done, or whether that can be done or not, I ask that llie oQicers of the 
forces left me may be duly commissioned from the time they wore nominated by me 
and that they have served. The incomplete report of the organization of my Legion, 
dated August 13 last, is in your office. On it, indorsed in pencil, I found your order 
for the commissions to be issued according to the report. They were not issued, and 
I found that the report was not indexed or recorded. The only excuse given nm was 
that the report was not signed by me. It was sigped by Assistanti Adjutant-General 
Tabb by my order, and it was recognized by you in your order. That order has not 
been obeyed, and I ask that the commissions then ordered be issued, not to take efiect. 
from their respective dates of nomination and service. 

Again, on January 14,1 addressed to General Huger a letter of which 
the following is a copy: 


Rollistox, near Norfolk, Va., 

January 15, 1862. 

Maj. Gen. B. Huger, Commanding^ 4^. .* » ' 

Sir: Yours of January 11, 1862, assigning mo to the command of my ap]>ointed 
military district, designated as the Fourth Brigade, Doparlmenti of Norfolk, was 
received late last evening. 

As reported verbally to you I have already visited th(^ district, assumed command, 
and issued such orders as I was proud to find met with your api>robalion. You were 
also informed by memorandum, and since in writing, of ihe recjuiHit.iou for my com¬ 
mand. I am now awaiting the arrival of a portion of my Jjegiou. As soon as it- is 
moved to Roanoke Island 1 desire to visit the War Depju*t-meut., to look after that 
portion of the Legion on its way and to at tend to the isvsuing of commissions for 
certain of my officers. lam ordered to establish my headqnar((M\s, subject to your 
approval, at the most central and accessible point t.o the Ibices of my brigade. Permit, 
me to call your attention, sir, to the fact that the most c<mtral are not the most 
accessible points in my command. Elizabeth City is most central and luuicssibhj by 
land from Norfolk; by water from Roanoke Islaml 45 miles either way; but there 
are times in foggy weather when the sound is iiupassable, and in stormy weather 
when it is unsafo. Currituck Court-House (called Crawfonl) is on the line of the 
Albemarle and Chesapeake Bay Canal and more accessible, but still remote from the 
main body offerees at Roanoke Island, and the Albemarle Hound has to be passed to 
and from the island. Hert»ford, Nixonton, or Edentoii are still mor(‘ remoter, with 
the same objection of delay and danger by water navigation. The key of the whole 
command is Roanoke Island, and the only quarters yet erected near it are atNag^s 
Head. With your approval I propose to adopt the latter as my headquarters, to be 
changed, of course, as necessity or experience may dictate. 

I found a long wooden building erected at Roanoke Island for a hospital, 'rhe 
island is unsaffi as a medical depot and hospital, and the spot selected is near a marsh 
and swamp, which must be, and is reported to be, unhealthy and beset in Huinmcr t)y 
mosquitoes. On consultation with Surgeon-General He Leon I have ordt^reil Burgeon 
Lyons to proceed at ouco to Currituck Court-House and examine that nlace for a hos¬ 
pital site. It is both healthy and safe, and accessible to the forces at Roanoke Island 
and to medical supplies at Norfolk. 

As soon as my forces arrive and I can make the selection I will detail a suitable offi¬ 
cer from my brigade to report to your headquarters as acting assistant inspector-gen¬ 
eral. 

I will also examine whether the provision returns of the respective regiment,s and 
posts of my brigade correspond with their morning reports, and I will sec that, the 
hospital and commissa^ returns do not exceed the whole force. This, though, can 
only he done when my mroes shall have axrlvod and been posted.

6t lor sounding tln^ channels of OroatanBound, lie made the within request inform¬ 
ally on his friend Captain Lee lo save time, exjjecting to observe official forms after¬ 
ward. It is absolutely necessary to have a boat belonging to the army, to be imme¬ 
diately and constantly in the sounding service for weeks. It may be sent with the 
First' Regiment ol* my Legioi) (jnst arrived). 1 beg, therefore, that you will approve 
of my request lo Flag-Otlicer F. Forrest, to order a proper boat, oars, tJtc., to bo trans¬ 
ferred lo the army for my eonnnand. 

Tluu'eare two brass boat l»owitz<^rs, moimted as Held i)ieces, at the navy-yard, which 
Ca})lains L(‘e and Fairfax (in I he absence of Flag-Officer Forrest, with the consent of 
Cai)taiu Lynch) said might be allowed to the eoinmauds of Captains Lynch and my¬ 
self. Captain Ijyiieh agreed tliat I might have oiwi of them, and the two carriages, 
harness, &e., for my command, while he would take the other for his boats. They 
ar(^ lh<^ guns nd.urned to th(^ iiavy-yard by Colonel Wright from Koauoke Island; and 
I ht‘re are also two 12-poun<hM’ guns, which Captains Lee and Fairfax said could be 
spared lo I he arm,y, and which can bo mounted soon in the yard. Will you please a])- 
prov<* of my n^ipiisition on the hag-officer for these t.hree guns, carriages, &c., and 
ai)prist‘ him tluu’cof. 'fhe brass howdtzers and two carriages are ready now, ami I 
ask tihat they may Xm obtained in time to be sent down with my First Regiment of 
Infantry.

I rotunietl from Hoanoke Island to Korfolk on January 11, and on 
the 16th adtlrt^SHod to the Secretary of War a letter of which the fol¬ 
lowing ife a co])y: 


Near Norfolk, Va., January 15,1862. 
lion. J. P. Benjamin, J^e^oretarg of War, tfc.; 

Yours of the 12th, in n^ply lo mine of the 2d instant, is just received, I am sure 
you will not a<ljndge me inmort unate when I inform you that I returned from Roan¬ 
oke Island to Norfolk last Hat.urday, I hastened back, after a short reconnaissance, 
to apprisi^ hca<l<piart«‘rH and the D<q>artment that there are no defenses there; no 
adequate pnsparat.ionH whatever to meet the emuuy, and to forward all the means in 
my reach as spetwlily as jpossible to make the key of all the rear of Norfolk, with its 
canals and railroads, safe. Infii<le of Hatteras Inlet I found twenty-four vessels of 
lighti draught, eight, of which, at least, aiv^ steamers, said to carry four guns each. 
They are, at farthest, but 30 miles from Roanoke Island, and can reach there in four 
hours or lei^ to attack live small gunboats under Captain Lynch and four small 
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land batteries wholly iiieMciont. Any boat drawing 7 feet ol‘ watt‘r or 1 (‘sh <‘;ui ^.ass 
the Croafpan Sound as far off as 1-^ luilos from aii.s batlery, and the <‘noin>’s i-miH(‘au 
silence our batl<u’ies there in a very short time. iSeitlicr battery is<*ast*ma1( d, and our 
men now there are untrained to heavy pieet'S mounted on ua\ .> earriai>es. "I'ln* uiomeiit 
the enemy passes Crou tan Channel the North Lauding Eivev, North lii\ (‘r, rastiuotank, 
Chowau/and Roanoke, Alligator, and ScTip])eruong Rivirs, and the DimikU \»auip 
and Albemarle and Chesapeake Canals will* be blockaded olfecluall>, and Norfolk and 
Portsmouth will be cut off from supplies of com, pork, and I'orage. Tlu* forei* at Ilat- 
teras is independent of the Burnside expedition. No mattm* where tlie latter is, the 
former is am^dy sufficient to capture or pass Roanokt^ Island in any t w(‘l\ (‘ hours. Let 
mo say, then, sir, that if we are to wait for powder from Ri(‘limon(l until we are 
attacked at that island, that attack will be capture, and our dtd'eal: will ])ri‘<'(‘d<'> our 
supply of ammunition. The case is too urgent for me to d<da> s})ealciug thus out 
plainly at once. 

Wo have the navy-yard pile-driver. I took it down and put il. to work. It can 
drive about; twenty piles ]ier diem, and can work. prrb.TU''. not. thre(‘ days in the week; 
drives its piles 8 feet apaii:, ami has at least It mi'i' p'l- . You can see, then, how 
slowly we can obstruct tbe channels with but one pile-driver. I can procur*‘ three 
others—one in a day or two and two in a week or tn'o. 

We want also a steam dredging-maehme, to iixour lloatiiig batteries in tboniarshes. 
That I can procure here. We want a number of decked light ers and bargt‘H, on which 
to transport and mount heavy guns in the marshes and to use as ‘‘ camels” for the 
pile-drivers. We want also largo transimrt boats and sje.mi-tugs, lo throw infantry 
and artillery across wide channels from the island to the beaches on tihe main. We 
want ammunition andmen. In a word, almost every preparal ion has to be irnule. To 
make them and lo do the least that is necessary I ask, in the en!<‘r:;(‘m*y. for pltMuir> 
power, to order what is necessary and to procure what I can g* i v -i Iimm. the d(‘lay 
of observing forms and without making special requisitions for every w aui. Delay is 
defeat now at Roanoke Island, and with present means Captain Jj.yiieh and I coinhim‘<l 
cannot guarantee successful defense for a day. I beg, air, that yon wdll urg(^ this upon 
the Navy Department, and believe that I am not superserviceabJe in this urgiaiey.

At this time the First Eegunent of Infantry of iny Legion arriviMl in 
Norfolk, numbering nine companies, averaging about 45 men, making a 
total of about 405 privates; and on the 16th I issned to Colonel Hichard- 
son, of that regiment, the special order of which the following is ai copy:

Colonel Richardson, of the First Regiment of Infantry, Wise Jjogiou, ha ving reported 
the arrival of his regiment in Norfolk, he will proceed, as early as practioahle, by tbe 
way of the Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal, to transport his troops to Roanoke 
Iffiand, N. C. To that end, before moving, bo will see that t hi rty <lay s’ ra tions for at least

nance officer at Norfolk, and ascertain the amount of anumiuil ion and ordnanci^ ston‘s 
in depot there or at Portsmouth for the Legion, and he will didail uomt‘ om* eompetent 
officer to take charge thereof, as acting ordnance officer of tlie Legion, who will aet 
until further orders, and have the same convoyed to th(‘ post at Itoanoke Islaiul uinler 
guard of Colonel Richardson’s command, on its way tliere, and llun-e put il in a maga¬ 
zine ; he will also see the qnartennaster at Norfolk, and asciTtain wliether tim im^ans 
of transportation have been provided, seeking information from Marshall Parks, the 
president of the Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal, as to tin* capacity and eoinibrt oi 
his steam-tugs and barges for transimrtafcion, and seeing that they are sufficiently 
heated and ventilated, and when he arrives at Roanoke Island In^ will report, to Coi.

Owing to the 
scarcity of powMb r tbe order as to bring must be rigidly adbered to, audstrong and in¬ 
toxicating drinks liiust. bo issiicul by tbe sutlers under the strictest regulations, enforc 
ing moderation and sobriety. 

The enemy lire near, -within a low hours’ steaming; attack is hourly expected, and 
thi^ eamj) must be in constant order aud readmess; aud to |r.» ■*«::; ..ttracling tln‘ 
enemy’s steamers tbe men must not be allowed to appear in . i»-i by daylight, 
and no tires must be kindled day or night on the sea-side. Fuel must. Ik‘ i I'gularly sup¬ 
plied on the sound side, and (iovered ways of logs and sand provided against the 
enemy’s shells behind the sand hills on that side. If the enemy attempts to land on 
either side of the bea(5h north of Oregon Inlet within r(‘ach, he must be at lacked by 
all moans, aud if our forces are obliged to retreat before su})orior numbers, tlioy will 
either eross in the ferry to the forts on Roanoke Island or move northward on the 
we8t.(‘rn sbore cd'the beach up to Galloj^’s, and there cross in the ferry over Currituck 
Hound to PowtdPs Point on the main. They will never retreat unless compelled, and 
then in good order, saving all stores and equipage.

are three companies belonging to the regiment lately under Colonel Martin, iVagnients 
of the North Carolina regiment captured at Hatteras. Colomd Martin ami tlu^ pris¬ 
oners of his regiment are now released from their ])arole as x>riHom‘i s and may rclbnn 
their regiment. 1 saw Colonel Martin at Elizabeth Pity lately, and I ask that you 
will, with his consent, assi^ him to my command, and assent tliat his regiment may 
be incorporated in my Legion. 

General Henningsen will present you with his views of the defimse of North Caro¬ 
lina and with other of my views also, and I bej? you to beliiwo tliat, howi^ver miicli I 
may lack the ability, I will devote to ^our defense all my energy, faithfulness, and 
care.

The Secretary of War replied verbally to my urgent aiipeals for re- 
enforcemeiits that he ha<l not the men to be s])arecl for my command. 
Tasked for the restoi'iition of my Tliird liegiment, which had been 
taken from me, tor tli<^ reason that they had been raised to deieml 
Western Virginia and then liad been sent to South Carolina. This was 
not granted. 1 then arg(‘(l that General Huger had about 15,000 men 
in the front of Norlblk, lying idle in cam]) for eight mouths, and that a 
considerable portion oHheiu <*ould be s])ared for the defense ofth(u*ear 
of NTorfolk, and especially as my districi. supplied Norfolk and his army 
with nearly or quite all of its corn, ])ork, ami forage 5 that re-euforce- 
uients at Eoanokci Island wen^ as absolutely necessary to the dehiiisi* 
of Norfolk as forces in its front, and that particular or special posts 
should not be allowed to monopolize nearly all the men, i)Owder, and 
supplies. Failing to obtain any delinite reply to this appeal, 1 thm 
resorted to an attempt to procaire tlie addition to my forces of a few 
men (about 150) at Norfolk, who had escaped fi‘om the Eastern Shore 
of Virginia, and addressed to the Secretary of War a letter of January 
10, of which the following is a copy: 

Richmond, Va., January 19, 

Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of D^ar: 

Sir : The rogiment raittcd for service on the Eastern Shore of Virginia, Accomack, 
and Northampton Counties, commanded by Col. Charles Smith, has been dispersed, 
as you know, by the weakness of its local iiosition and the orders of its commander 
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A portion of thai. regiment escaped to York River and Norfolk posts. TIic number of 
men would form two, p(‘rliaps three, good coiupauies, hut they consisti of fragments 
of coiupajiies, under dillereiit eomi)any oJhcers, who cannot or will not unite so as to 
form lull companies and it is certain that iheir regiment cannot be reconstructed or 
reformed. Most, if not al , of those men are assigned to the department of Major- 
Geueral Huger, in which mine is the Fourth Brigade. Now, these men are natives of 
my nali%e peninsula, are kno wn to me, and I have a special regard for them, as I have 
rtuisoii U) ludieve they have for nu^ personally. I ask, by way of rc'|)airing the dam¬ 
age done to my Legion by taking from it four!een coii'panies, disbanding one, and 
tumrly d<istroyiug two, in all seventeen companies, of which 1 have been deprived, 
that these companies maybe t ransferrod to my command, I will reorganize them 
into two or more companies, with the aid of some recruits, and then I propose that 
they may bo discharged from their former service, on condition tliat they will elect 
their own com])auy ollicers and enlist for the war under the lat(‘ law of Congress. 
This, 1 am authorized lio say, meets the approbation of General Huger, ^^llo will rec¬ 
ommend the transfer, and I trust, the whole proposition will be at once adopted by you.

Instead of coiri])lymg with this roquest to first transfer them to my 
command and then to allow them to be mustered oui of service on 
condition that they would re-eiilist, the Departnumt ordered that they 
should first be mustered out of service, and then left, it to their option 
to join my comiuand or not. The coiiseipieuce was, they were mus¬ 
tered out of service and were entirely disbanded and scattered. 

From January 10 to the 22d, at Uiclunoiul, I was actively and con- 
vstantly einidoyed in issuing oiders and in urging the forwarding of my 
artillery and other remaining corjis of the Legion. 

Dr. Thomas D. Warren, of Edenton, K 0., an active and efficient 
patriots, having tendered to me his services as a volunteer aide, on 
January 21 I addressed to him a letter of which the following is a 
copy: 

Richmond, Va., January 21,1862. 

Dr. Thomas D. Warrkn : 


Drau Sir : Yours of the 17th instant is just received here. You are ordered to be 
annonneed as one of my volunteer aides. You will or<lor Colonel Shaw, from me, to 
iiave thtH ])iles sent for as early and as fast as ]>ossible. You can always get a vessel 
at Elizabcl.il City. If (he piles cannot be driven fast enough he will sink vessels. If 
the price is too high (the demanded ]>rico), lie will have them appraised, and at all 
events will sink enough to obstruct the channels at material ])oiut3 next the piling, 
taking all hti can g(^t for lihat* imrposo; and if all are not necessary to be used, he wul 
use first tins lowest price vessels. You will see to this, taking post at Edenton and 
su])ermteiiding transportation and supplies.

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Tlie Department ordered Colonel Green on, but liis arrival at Eoa 
noke Island was on the morning ot* February 8, while the action was 
raging, in which his battalion of live companies, about 450 men, were 
not engaged at all, but they arrived quite in time to be captured. Thus 
by this inteiTuptiou I was deprived of this re-eidbrcemenl. My Se<*- 
ond Eegiment, but eight companies (about 550 men), was not forwarded 
from Norfolk until the evening of January 25, and arrived at Nag’s 
Head on January 27. 

On January 26, at home, I received from the Secretary of War a let¬ 
ter, dated January 23, of which the following is a copy: 

Confederate States of America, War Department, 

JRichmond, January 23, 1862. 

Brig. Gen. Henry A. Wise, Norfolk^ Va, : 

Sir : I have your letter of yesterday, giving me information of your intended im¬ 
mediate departure for Rpanoko Island. The terms of your loiter imply the idea that 
yon consider the order as being in some way a reflectioD on your absence from that 
post at this time. I write therefore to say, as due to j^ou, that nothing was further 
from my thoughts. I knew you to be hero on useful public service connected with 
your command, and my order was only issued because of receipt of information that 
an immediate attack was threatened on your post; and I well knew that in such ease 
you would feel grateful for being allowed the oppor( unity of assuming your command 
and would be much mortilied if accidentally absent. 1 will take pleasure in attending 
to your requests and hell) you to the best of my ability.

Your order to be ati my post in the hour of ap])reheii(l(‘d danger was very proper, yet 
it relieves my ahseiiCO from re])roaoh to have it said that I hastened away from it 
only to return as speedily as possible with the means of its defense. The weather 
has delayed here the t.rausportation of my Siwond Rt^giment of Infantry. They started 
yesterday for Roanoke Island, and 1 depart to-morrow, if a steam tug, through the 
canal, can he fonml. You, T am certain, would hav<‘, mo sncci^ed trium])haiitly in my 
duties, and will excuse even eager, as well as anxious, a^qioals for the means of vic¬ 
tory. 

Whewwer the Burnsido expedition may he, the forces of the enemy already in the 
ITai.teras Iiih^t are sulliciont to overwhelm the present, forces and means of defense. 

I avail mysidf of your kiiuliiess in attending to my requests and helping me to the 
best of youi'ability, liy asking that you will onler commissions to be issued lo the fob- 
lowing'olliccrs: Maj. C. H. DuDSeld, of cavalry; Ordnance Ottlcer James H. Pearce; 
Assist. Inspeclor-th’ueral 11. Dugan; Adjutant (of the First Regiment of Infantry) 
Ilenry A. Wise, jr., and Second Lieuts. (in the Engineer Corps, Artillery) T. C. Kin¬ 
ney, C. Ellis Mirnford, and R. A. Wise, &c. 

Please ordt^r the for<)es of my Legion under Colonel Green, at Wilmington, N. C., 
and the two <*.omi)anic8 at Staunton, assigned to the command of Col. N. Tyler, to he 
forwar<b‘(l tto mo, and order my artillery corps at Richmond to he furnished with guns, 
carriagt^s, and caissons, and forwarded. I beg you also to order hack to me the Third 
Regiment of Infantry taken from my command.

Oa January 28 1 addreased to the Secretary of War a letter inform¬ 
ing him that at last I had procured transx)ortation to Eoanoko Island; 
that I would leave that evening at 4 p. m., and begging him to forward 
my artillery corps and pieces. 

I had gone to Norfolk on Monday (the 27th) to start for the island. 
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The steam-tug could not promise to start before Tuesday eveiiiii^e, the 
28th. At 1.30 p. m. we started, and the tug broke down before 'piling 
to Portsmouth, and had herself to be towed back 1o Norfolk b;\ the 
ferry-boat. We were detained until the evening of th(* next day (the 
20th) for repairs to the tug. 

On January 28 I issued various orders in Norfolk to expedite ])rei)- 
arations at the island, among others those of whicli the following are 
copies: 

Norfolk:, Va., Januarif 28, 1802. 
Lieut. James H. Pearce, Ordnance Officer, <f-c. ; 

Sir: You will report to Major-General Huger as llie ordnance otlieer of iny Jjcgion. 
You win ask kiin for orders to take a gun-carriage and limber, or 12-pound<‘r, oi 
9-i)oundor, now at Kenipbville. It is one of three artillery pieces, mounted at the 
navy-yard, and allcA\«‘d, ^^ith carriages, &c., to he issued to liui in the s]>ring of 1801 
for the defense of Jj>nn TIaveu shore. Two of the pieces, 1 am inforjiied, were taken 
away from Keuipsviile, under orders from General Huger. The other is thereunder 
no command that I know ol, and 1 desire it to he restore d to me. 1 am })ersonally 
responsihle for all three ])ieces, as they wore issued to me by Flag-Oflicer Forrest before 
1 was oommissioned or had a command, and were taken in my absence at the West. I 
desire to have all three returned to me, and you will so r(‘quostof General Huger; but 
you will especially request to bo allowed horses by the <piartermast(‘r h<TO to bring 
th(i gun from Kemx)sville to Norfolk, in order that it may tak(‘n to Koanoke Island. 

You will also call upon Flag-Officer Forrest, at th(‘ navy-yard, and ask for one brass 
howitzer, allowed to he taken by me, with the consent of Captain Lynch, to whose 
command it belonged. It is one of two pieces loaned by Captain Lynch to Colou(d 
Wright, and returned by the latter to the navy-yard. Mow, Ca])tain 1j> neh constmts 
that I shall have one of the pieces, with both carriages, caissons, liariu'ss, &(*. 

You will also apply at the navy-yard for two iron L2-pounder pieces, (lu‘ii carriages, 
caissons, &c. As fast as obtained you will forward these four pi(‘e(‘M, &e., Io me at 
Roanoke Island. To this end you will remain heic not moie than eight da,\s, and 
withm that time proceed to Roanoke Island as early as yon can; and wlnl<‘ here >ou 
wiU consider yourself detailed t o look after and arrest destjrters and stragglers from 
my command. I am intbrmed that some of my m<m arc now on hoard the Morrimac. 
You will take orders and jiroper steps to arrest them and send th(‘m on to Roanoke 
Island.

Comiiany, of Capt. M. Parks. They re<jnire a doubh' (Ttw of 24 men. 

Lighters. —Eight; 50 or 60 feet long, or 4 feet <leep, and 12 or 15 foot wide, well 
calked and made water-tight. 

Lumber .—Twenty thousand feet of 1-inch plank (sorted), from 12 to 20 fe<»t long; 
17,000 suiierficial, or 42,500 board measuie; decking-jihnik,2^ inebes thick. Scant- 
ling, 6 by 4 inches, 10 feet long; in all 12,000 0*01 long. Plank for wharves, 12 feet 
long, 2 inches thick; in all iSi,000 feet, board measiiiv* Piles, 1,500, 14 feet long; 
1,000, 18 feet long; 500, 22 feet long; 1,500, 20 feet long. 

Nails .—^Wlxatever is necessary. 

The piles, plank, and scantling you wiU get b(‘Ht, probably, through I)r. Warren, of 
Edenton, N. C., and the lighters from the Dismal Swamp Canal. 

You will also procure such number of cooking and warming stoves iis yon may deem 
necessary for the Ijcgion; and also such an assortment of axes, hoi's, spades, shov<ds, 
and other implements as are n(HjeHsary for oonstnicting the works at Roanoke Islami, 
and forward the same as early as possible to that ])ost.

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On the night of Januai\y 28 Colonel Henningsen arrived in l^orfolk 
with fragments of throe companies of my artillery. 

On the 20th. as I was departing from the wharf at li^'orfolk, I ordered 
liim to send his men and horses by land over the sand bridge to the 
sea-side beach and thence by the shore to Nag’s Head—all except men 
enough to guard his guns, carriages, caissons, and ordnance stores— 
and these would be shipped on the barges and towed down to the 
lower section of the canal at Currituck Canal Bridge, wliere they would 
be met by tugs and barges from the island. This order couid have 
been excculed in two or three days at most, and the artillery could 
have readied me by Kebrnary 1 or 2. I had ])reviously sent my own 
private wagon Ihe same route to the point opposite Knott’s and Crow 
Islands, and the beach road the whole way to Nag’s Head is not only 
practicable, but the very best and lirmest road in all this section. 

T found Liinitenant Gallop, of the Eighth North Carolina Eegiment 
(son of Mr. Gallop, who keeps the ferry between the beach and Pow¬ 
ell’s Point), on Eoanoke Island, and from him got a minute description 
of the whol<‘ route, and gave a memorandum of the way to Lieutenant 
Pearce and Quartermaster Webb, of the artillery, for Colonel Hen- 
nings<m, whom f saw at the wharf, and to whom I gave the order and 
description of the route. 

By th(^ reports of Colonel Tlenuingsen and Lieutenant Pearce, of 
whi<*h t.he billowing are copies, it seems that General Unger thought 
ditterently of the beach route; changed my order to Colonel Henning¬ 
sen, and attempted to send the artillery by land to Powell’s Point, and 
the fatal consequenc(‘. was that Colonel Henningsen, with more than 
lOd nnui and six field pieces, well mounted, did not reach me at all 
Ixdbre the island was captured, and joined me not at all until after I 
fed I back to Currituck Court-House, eight days after the action: 

Extract from Colonel Henningsen^8 report. 

On Tuesday, January 28, aUout. 12 p. m,, roacbed Norfolk by rail, with Batteries B, 
0, and D, of art.illery, of Wiw^ L(^gion, with all tbe borstss, five pie(ies, and five cais¬ 
sons. Horses f<jd in the cars that iiigbi becanso too dark to remove thorn. 

On Wednesday morning, Jaimary 29, reported to Brig. G(m. Honry A. Wise, and 
received ordem from him to mar<*h, with tlu^ m<‘u and horses of artillery, by a route 
iiulieate<l by him to Lieutenant- Pearce, who funiisbed a (jopy of these route orders to 
Captain Webb, (piarteruuist(u* of artillery of Wis(^ Jjcgion. Tbe guns, caissons, and 
wagons I was onUm'd by General Wise to leave in Norfolk, to be transported by water. 

I gav(‘ riiarching ordtirs for .Tanuary JO, the condition ol* the horses, much injured 
by ears, ren<l<Tiug it advisabb^ to rest them twenty-t’onr hours. 

On Tliursday (JOtb) was informed by Major Bradford that General Huger could not 
furnish wat<*r'transport)ation forgunsj caissons, or wagons, and that I must take them 
by lam 1. Th(‘re w<^re now unexpeeledly six gnus (a sixth iron 0-pounder without 
caissons having Ixsm received at Norfolk), five caissons, and fourteen wagons to be 
transport(Ml l)y land, with only six horses that bad been worked in harness, and be- 
tweexi thirty and forty horses and mules which had never been broken to harness. 
Thr<>U‘>l» (‘oiis<‘<juent accidents occurring it took forty-eight hours before we could 
move tVom Norfolk. I ordered a march, however, for next morning, and after receiv¬ 
ing (b*n«M’al Hng(rt orders, through Major Bra<1 ford, r<iportod to General Huger. 
Gmieral linger eon tinned tb<‘Be orders and also ordered me to change the route laid 
<l<)wn by G<‘neral Wise; 1ha1» is to say, he ordered mo to j>roce(‘d by the main-land 
roa<l to l^>welVH Point, inst<nid of by the beach, he (General Huger) giving as a reason 
that) guns and wagons couhl not b(‘ dragged along the beach, and that^ in the then 
state of tli(‘ weatih(‘r, the road would be waslwid over by the sea. This view, which I 
hav(* siiKM^ found to !>e erroneous, was eoidirmcd by several of General TTugers officers 
and by oth<*rs who prof<‘Hs<‘d to t>o ae(]iialn(<Mi with the locality. 

On Friday, tfie lUst, attein}de<l to march, hut had much trouble and several aooi- 
<lents with thc^ teams. Outs t<‘am ran away and damaged the forge wagon, breaking 
the pole Though the forge wagon was now, being drawn just before leaving Eich- 
mond, the wood of the pole when broken was rotten half through. At 2 p. m,, when 
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ready to start, found that, on acconut of the prevailing wind and high tide, the bridge 
over the East Branch was covered by two feet of water and deep holes reported on 
the other side. Low water not occurring till after dark, suspended march till next 
morning, Saturday, February 1. Fresh accidents with '■.r:” r.v’i-.. <iam- 
aged, and harness so insecure, though drawn now m Kicdimoua, ihai we were 
obliged to procure bolt-rope. This and waiting for rei)airs d<dayed us till in., when 
we marched from Norfolk City.

General : I have the honor to report that, in obedience to your commands, I road 
to Colonel Henningsen, in Norfolk, your orders that all the artilhuy liorses and nnm 
were to go by the beach route to this place, except such of tbe latter as were net*es- 
sary for the protection of the field pieces, ^fec., which, with their (‘arriages and cais¬ 
sons, were to go in tow of a stoam-tng to the lower section of the canal. Caplu L. 
N. Webb, assistant quartermaster of artillery corps, wrote do\%u, in Colomd Henning- 
sen’s presence, the prescribed route, with all the material, as ennmora1t‘d by Mr. 
Gallop and emliodied in your orders to me. I saw Major .lolinson, assistant (piar- 
termaster of this department, in order to procure the water transportation for the 
pieces, caissons, &c. He informed me they were not to go that way. I report<‘d that 
iacti to Colonel Henningsen, and ho and I went to General Huger, who ordered Colonel 
Henningsen to take the horses, pieces, caissons, &c., by the inland route, as tli<‘ beaeb 
was impracticable from inlets, high tides, and the probabilitk^s of being shell(‘d by 
enemy’s gunboats.

When General Huger met me here on the 19th instant he was still 
incredulous about the route. I had ordered and promised to ortU^r a 
survey of it. Unfortunately the enemy are now in possession of Nag’s 
Head and the beachj how far up it is not knowu, I was niyseli’driven 
in a two-horse wagon on the evening and night of the 8th as high up 
from Nag’s Head as Gallop’s Ferry, and was assured by all wlio knew 
that it was the only bad part of the beach route up to Gapi^ Henry. 
The Currituck and other inlets have filled up long ago, au<l there \h 
not a foot of the way not passable by horses, footmen, carts, and wtigons. 

On the evening of January 291 left Norfolk, and reached Nag’s Head 
the night of the 30th. I immediately issued Special Orders, Nos. 12 
and 13, of which the following are copies;

and the shore opposite Powell’s Point and across to Croatan Sound; to and from 
island and marshes and Tyrrel shore opposite*. And to tliis end he will at once* dih* 
patch the steam tug-boat Currituck, Capt. C. Bouton, to surh places on th<^ waf(‘r.sot 
the Albemarle Sound as such lighters can be oblain<*d at, with orders to return as 
speedily as possible with as many as she can tow to the wharf at Nag’s Head; and 
Sergt. J. C. Gallop, of Company B, of the Eighth North Carolina R<igimoiit, iHclotaiI(‘d 
for the duty of accompanying Captain Bonlon as iiilot and lo assist in obtaining tln^ 
lighters, lie will examine them, and those lit for S(*i vice In^ will taket at a fair valu¬ 
ation ; and if ho and the ovTier or owners cannot agree on tbe prices bi^ will <*auHe 
them ro be valued by arbitrators, ou<» to b<% cliosmi by him and one by th<^ owm^r, and 
if they cannot agree, the two to call in an ampin*. Hf»on the return of the steamer and 
the lighters to Nag’s Head he will report to me, or in my absence to the ofileer of the 
poet there as to the lighters, and also to his commanding oiffioer at Roanoke Island, 
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ttcoountiuj; for his absence by Ihese orders, and Caiitain Ronton, of the Cnrritnck, wiU 
await there for further orders.

Tlie next mondng (January 31) I vifiitt^d Tloanoke Island, saw Col¬ 
onel Shaw, and i^avc him special orders. The, same day i returned to 
Nag\s Head ami fixed my quarters. 

On the morning of S^^ebriiary 1, early, 1 issuetl and distributed vari¬ 
ous orders of my own and of hcadijuarters, wluai, ai)oul 9 a. m. of that 
day, I was seized with a violent ami acute attack of iihairisy, with high 
fever and spitting of blood, threatening pneumonia, IVoui the bed of 
which 1 was taken and placiMl prostrate iu a wagon late on the evening 
of lii<‘ 8th instunt, after the island was captured. I contimied, how- 
(nor, t f dictate all ordei's. The weather was one continual cold rain 
ami liigh wind, and no work of consequence could be accomplished. I 
made, however, every dis])osition in my power. 

1 could not send to Colonel Shaw, as he requested, any field pieces 
of artill(‘ry, for mine had not arrived; but on th(' 4tli I detailed Cap 
tain Schermerhorn and lieutenant Kinney to report for duty to Oolouel 
Shaw, for ilrilling and iiistrue.tiag in light aiiillery ])ractice. Oolouel 
Sluiw had reported to me three fiehl pieces of artillery—a 24-poundei' 
an L8-j)ounder Mexican piece, and a 12-pouuder. I sent him from 
Norfolk a 5-poamler brass howitzer; but when I arrived there were 
but three pieces—llu3 2‘l-i)oumlci’, the l8-pouudcr, and the C-pounder, 
It is not yet ex])Iained to me how it came tliat there were hut three 
pieces. For tlu*, 24-])onuder ami the 18-])oumler there were no other 
ammimifciou than tiiat for a Im pounder. 

On Febrnaiy 3 the SiHjretary of War addressed to me a letter, in 
reply to my appeals, of which the following is a copy:

Richardson will be i)romotod tocolom^l of the First Regiment of Infanliy 
of your Legion as soon as the regiment of cavalry is Pilled up to ten companies, in 
order 1o justify the transfer to it of Col, J. Lueins Davis. 

4th. M. Dimiuock will be appointed adjutant ol the cavalry regiment as soon as the 
ten eompanies are mustered in. The law iloes nol a]lo^^ an addilional onicer as adju¬ 
tant to a battalion. 

5th. You have a right to assign Lieut. J. 11. P(‘aic<‘ to duty as orduan<*o olPuev if 
you choose. There is no such office ]iTovided by law as ordnaii<‘e ofiicer, and there 
can be no appointment. It is a more a-signinm: to duty. 

6th. You cannot have, by law, more iliaii •»in- adjti tan I-general, who must also act 
as inspector-general. I cannot, therefore, appoint ITanmioiui Dugan, as you desire; 
but you have no quartermaster for .your cavaIry, and yon might confer that post on 
him if you desire. 

7th. I will present the name of T. 0, Kimle,^ for a second lieutenancy in th(‘ Pro¬ 
visional Engineer Corps. This corjis is too limited in number for me to be able to 
yield to your wish for any further nominations in it. 

Fourth. I will send your cannon as promptly as possible. I would bav(') bad it 
ready for you before, but I was compelled to direct all my resoiirctvs in light artillery 
to aid our army after its recent disaster a1 Somers<d, in Kentucky, wffiu-e wi‘ lost ail 
our artillery.

Sir : I have the honor to report thal on the 20th instant, with this steamer and the 
Raleigh, I started on a cruis(^ in Pamlico Sound and for a reconnaissance of Ilatteras. 
YestcTday afternoon we looked iido «he inlei and there savr a large deet of steamers 
and Iransports. Wo oounl<‘d hNcnl;-cmeof Ihe former all insi<l(‘iho spit; a fog bank 
coiK'ealed Ihoso outside. T\^o large* steamers were oulside the bulkhead and one was 
being ligldened over by I wo schoonei’s. They are evidently prepared for a general 
inov(‘iuen1. 

Tlu* eommanding oflicerat rdid<lU town, in Hyde Comdy, learned through a deserter 
that tlm euemy\s force eonsistHof twenty-four gunbouis, aov^en largo steamers, and 
sixt<‘en transports. To meet tln‘se I have two old sidt‘-wbe<‘l steamers and six pro¬ 
pellers, the foriiu'r posH(‘8sing some speed, the latter slow in their movements, and one 
of lliein frequentl.> displacing its shaft; but my greatest dillicnityis in the want of 
men. So great has been the exposure of our crews that a number have been necessa¬ 
rily invalided; (‘onsiMpiently the comploinenls are very much reduced, some of them 
one-lialf. I have sent to Washington, Plymouth, Edenton, and Elizabeth City for 
re<*ruitH without success, and an earnest appeal to Commodore Forrest brought me 
only four from Norfolk. To meet the enemy I have not more than a sufficient number 
of m<‘n to light half the gnus. 

InaforuKo* eornnuinication I have informed yon of my appeal to Colonel Shaw, 
commamling the military for(*es hero, for some ol the North Carolina Vohuiteers who 
had been sailors and wished lo(‘nlittl in tlu miAal service and of my limited success. 
Iiiclo.S'‘d I send a letter addn ssed Ibis d,3.\ t<p liioi, asking foi 50 men, and detailing 
Ijientienant-Comniander Parker to per..ouall.^ uvgt compliance. I request the letters 
to be 7 )laced on file, lo bo referred to in the e\(‘nt of calamity. 

My opinion is t batting North Carolina Voluoleeis will not stand to their gons. Men 
so devoid of energy arc incapable of determim d and ioiig-continued resistance. 

General Wise has sent troops to Nag’s Ih*ad, iqion the sea-beach, whore they can be 
driven from their imsition by a single gunboat, and is Hel(M»ting points of defense in 
CniTituck which can scarcely i»e T<*aclicd in row-boat.H, owing to the BhaUowuess of 
the wat(*r. Iloi'e is the great thoroughfaTi' from Albmnarlo Sound and its tributaries, 
and if the enemy obtain lodgments or sm eeed in iiassing here he will cut off a very 
ri<*h country from Norfolk market. His nexl aim, I presume, will bo to obtain posses- 
sionof the Seaboard and Roanoke Baihoad. 

Since the preceding page was wril ten 1 have received a note from Colonel Shaw, 
wherein he piomises to let in<* have some men t.emporarily, but declines increasing the 
gariison at the floating batleri<*s. Those 1 wo batteries inounh'd together seven guns, 
manned by 70 men; on my last inspection only three and a half gnus’ crews could be 
mustered. Thirty-two-xmiinders of 500 weight re(|uire 15 men each to work them, 
and when the sick and casualties are taken into eonsideration, it will be-seen how 
very luefficiently those batteries are maniu*d. 

I m<‘ution these things to protect in a very j>robabio event the reputation of the 
Navy. The Army now has the batteries in cbargcN as General Wise refused to allow 
I.Ik^ volunteers to remain unless the control was assigned to him. Not having any 
men to send T was constrained to comidy, hut Iiave placed an officer thereto train the 
imai. 

Should General Wise be in Riclxiuond you eaiinot exert your great influence more 
pat.ru)ti(*ally than by urging him to comc» lnu*e at one<^ or at least, to send some ener- 
geti<i officer of rank to take command, 

1 have this moment received your <iommutucat ion of the L7th instant. General Huger 
is misinfonned. When the propeller Powhatan was offered to me, Mr. Parks told me 
that another party had offered nim J10,000 for her, but that he would not take less 
than Understanding him to mean a private pexaun, 1 told him 1 would Me- 
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graph to you, and that the desiie of individuals to ]mrchase should not v ith 

the wants of the Government. He did nol undoeeive me. 1 did telegraph to jou; 
next day received your authority, and immediately aont ..een tary, wit h a note to 
Mr. Parks, closing the purchase. Mr. Paiks \wih nol in his oiiae, hnl iu.\ note was 
delivered to his brother, who transacts hiiMin ss lo • him. In Hu* mean tiin(‘ ilio Pow¬ 
hatan had left for this island, and I oveciook lut in the Currituck Canal with Mr. 
Parkson hoard. I then told him of iii> note and ehiimed tlu Po \\ hat an. lh‘ infoTined 
me that Major Johnson, qua»‘'eriuaster at Norloik, wa^ the oii(‘ who had otler<‘d him 
$10,000, hut that the oiier \ras a ct nditional (un, ha id iipOii the ajipioval at Rich¬ 
mond of his application for authoril\ to mal <*> the purchasi. As Mr. Parks had told 
me that $12,000 was his very lowest piice, and as the <|na *tennad(T’8 oiTor, if sanc¬ 
tioned, would not he accepted (supposing JMr. Parks to he truthful), T felt justified (as 
there was a large force at Hatteras) hi l akitig possession of the Powhatan. 

If the enemy is coming this ^•'^ay, and thcic is cAtr^ indication (hat such is his in¬ 
tention, his visit has only been delayed hy ihe Inelenieiiey of the weather, and I sub¬ 
mit to yon whether I would not have been <hToliet to my <luty if under the cireum- 
stances I had not availed m,^ self of an auxiliaiy means of defense. I'he crisis will 
soon be over, and desirable ati it is to k(‘e]» the Powhatan until some of the new gun¬ 
boats are ready, I have no wish Lo detain her unjustly. I do nol think the claim of 
the Army as good as our own; yet, although we were treated unkindly in the mallei 
of the Kahukee, I feel no disposition lo ivtalmle.

Ko notice was given to me by the Secretary of War of thifs hotter, 
but I presume it accounts in part for the order to me of rlaiiuavy 22. 
As soon as I could write, and had time and oppoi*luiut>, I re])lied to 
this letter of Captain Lynch by addressing Cenerjil linger a letter of 
which the following is a copy: 


Gkrat Briugb, Norfolk County, Va., 

Feh'iiarii 17, 1862. 

Maj. Gen. B. Huger, Commanding^ 4'c.: 

Sir: It has been utterly out of my power heretofore to re[>l,v to yours of th<^ lid in 
Btant, inclosing to me a copy of a letter from the Secretary of War, tlated January 31 
ultimo, addressing to you a copy of a letter from Capt. William h\ Lyiicdi, which ex¬ 
cited, the Secretary says, the deepest solicitude of the President himself. Justice to 
myself demands that. T should put upon the record a rt‘pjy to this unwarrantable letter 
of Captain Lynch. 

His report of the enemy^s force was wholly inaccurate, and he was not timely ap¬ 
prised of the enemy^s approach wh<m they came. They wtTc nearly np to the marshes, 
at the south end o4* the island, before his fleet wore awart^ of it, as I liavo eveiy ri^ason 
to believe. Captain Lynch took his position opposite or bet ween the batteries, instead 
of keeping a lookout at. the marshes or ev**n far below’’ them. 

His information, from the finst, I foil ml verv inaccura.e in respect, to Ihe wattu’s ol 
the Croatan iSoim<l. His difScully in the %vant of took away for<*es from the 
island twice the nurnhei of which wanted tlieiv, and he hiildenMl operations 
of the army materially. w'as fuTiiidesT by Col >n 1 Sluw with more men than 
ought to have heen s^iared from the iiuaulry, wilh chick oral the hatteries tliey 
would have been far more useful than wilh Captain Lynch’s useless and worthless 
gunboat fleet. The Norl.h Carolina Volunte(»r.s at 1 lio hatteries did siaiid at. t heir guns, 
and Were able to do so much more firmly than ft id <»r could Captain Lyncli’s ll(‘<d. bidbre 
the force of the enemy. 

His letter was dated January22, two d.ays after I had sent my first, n'ginuail of 
infantry to Nag’s Head. My troops were not.' upon t he sea, but upon the souml beach, 
where the men <*ould not be 8bolle<l from their iiosHion by a forci^ mm^h superior to a 
single gunboal, or (o even Captain Lynch’s fleet, from the sea. My men wMU’e sent 
there for threi* ])nncial roasous: 

1st.. There were no (piarters for my men on tlu^ i.Jand ami there were ample (piar- 
ters for them at. Nag’s Head, and it was a eomparatively safe place for ordnance and 
other stores; whence, indeed, nenvlyall wi*re saved in (he disaster which came, while 
none were «av( d on (In' island. 

2d. It was a necchsary position for part of the forces, in order to prevent the enemy 
from landing on the Roanoke >Sound lu’ueli and crossing that sound, which they easily 
could to the island, imless the sound beach wa.s guarded. 

3d. It was the only position which could cover a retreat from the island and froxx 
which to construct a floating bridge or ferry of lighters, while it was convenient to 
re-enforce the island. 
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It was unauthorized intt^riiieddliiii* in Capt.iiu l^ynoh to mtici«4 iiiilhar^ pof,itioiis 
without hotter information than lie had, and i' wcmlJ hji^' o hecii \v(dl io^ llio (u lo^ 
to have employed his boats as tugs foi ti*uispoits Instead (»1 vainl.v trvinL» to turii 
tugs into gunboats to encounter a Lnmsnle lleel ot sivl^^ Nes^els, an> one large 
steamer of which could easily have taLeii his se\ en boat 

He asserts further tha^ I was selecting points ot (Uhiise in OuiTituck which could 
scarce he reached in row-boats, owing 1o Jie shallowness of the water. This slate- 
ment is wholly untrue and without: a shadow of t'oimdatum. 1 selected no ]»lace 
whatever for defense in Currifcack except the laiKiings of Pugh and Ashby, on tb* 
island, and at the latter the oueiny did land under cover of the shot aiut shell ol a 
heavy steamer, which ran in with her train of transports ijuite up to the landing 
Captain Lynches fleet aflbrded not the least iiroteetiou to any land'og. Ho w^as 
far above them all. He could not. have known where my ])oiuts of defense were 
except from some idle rumor. My defenses werti wholly on the island, and, weak 
as they were, for want of men, were mconn>ara hly beyond any Cafitaiu Lynch’s 
fleet could possibly render. While Captain Lyiudi was so jealous of tln^ reputation ot 
the Navy he should have been a little careful not 1 o assai I that of 1 he Army. The truth 
is that the greatest assault upon the reputation of the Navy w^as the want of jndg 
ment and skill in getting up a tug-boat fleet of seven to meet a Burnside expedition 
of sixty vessels. 

Captain Lynch does not precisely or accurately state the facts correctly when he 
says, General Wise refused to allow the volunteers lo t< main unless the control was 
assigned to him.’’ This stalement aj[)plie8 to aU th<^ batteries. It is not exactly cor¬ 
rect as to one of ihem only. The Redstone Battery, on cho T.vrrel side, was con¬ 
structed of two vessels or barges, oinhauked in the mud ol' the jiiarshes. There Cap 
tain WMte, of the North Carolina Volunteers, wa*. posted with his company. A 
midshipman, Mr. Gardner, had been sent to drill the men at t.hc guns of the battery. 
Captain Lynch chose to call this a floating battery, and cbiimed to command it as 
part of the naval armament, ami that Midshipman Gardner should command the 
company of Captain White. 

Colonel Shaw issued what I deemed a very ])roj)er order in the case. This he and 
Captain Lynch submitted to me, the latter claiming for the midshipman the entire 
command of the battery and the men. I declined to subject a captain of the Army 
to the orders of a midshipman of the Navy, but ordered Captain WTiite, the officer in 
command, to submit, his imm to the drill of Midshipman Gardner and to put him in 
charge of the keys of the magazine. With this Captain Lynch professed to l>e satis- 
fled. 'V^en li<^ t.hiHjatened to take his drill-officer away unless ho could command a 
captain of infantry and his eompauy, I oflered to give the batteiy up to him whoUy, 
but said I must remove (he company <»f infantry from the battery rather than have a 
midshipman of the Navy juit. in command of a eaplaiu of the Army, on the land at 
least. My record of orders and correspondeueo will sustain this correction of Captain 
Lynch’s staleiiuuit. There was no controversy about any other battery. Captain 
Lynch, it seems, eall(‘d for me to bo sent at once trom Riebmond to Roanoke Island. 
This, I suppose^, accounts for tbo sudden order wbieli J roetdved from t.he War Depart¬ 
ment to repair to the island. I was on duty in Richmond, urging my Legion to be 
sent; urging for Huppli<*s of ammunition aiul re-enforcomeuts. It was extraordinary 
meildling with my movements in this instauc<^ also I'or Captain Lynch, of the Navy, 
to be asking for m> orders from the War Depai-tment. 

The truth is, I had just i<*n. Captain Lynch in Croatan Sound to go to Norfolk and 
to Richmond ami apprise our superiors of the lamentable deiiciency of defenses all be 
island. I was not more zealous in the mission than Captain Lynch was in urging 
me to go on to hasUm sup])li(‘s and re-eutorceinonts. II<^ was urgent that I should do 
so. 1 had goiu‘ down in the large and comfortable t ug PowhaLan, to the surprise of 
her owner (Mr. Parks), who had alrea<ly bar^cained to s<dl her conditionally to the 
Qu irtormaslcr of llu^Army. Caiitain Lynch, imnuMlialely on her arrival, sent an 
officer or agent on board of h<‘r to take an inventory of everything belonging to her, 
and he claimed to have punjliased luu’ for ,|lsi,000, when the Army had purchased her 
for $10,000. By his own st.a.tem(‘nt he had not bargained, but said he had been so 
l»adly treated by Quartermaster Johnson in respect to another steamer (the Kahukoe) 
that* he was determined to have the Powhatan whether the bargain by him for her 
was legally binding or not. The Powhatan was given up t.o him, and I roturmed in 
the little Roanoke to Elizabeth City, and Ihenee l>y land to Norfolk. 

Th(^ truth nndoul)t<*dly is, that if Ca)>l.ain Lynch had never at.tempted to make the 
futile fleet he did make out of the Canal Company’s iiugs, we could have had them for 
til© purposes of transportation. The piles could have be<m brought, perhaps, in suffi¬ 
cient number to obstruct the chaiiuels; tln^ wharves could have had timber brought 
fbr their constructiou and re])airs, and the transportation of the troops and tools 
would have been in time. All t his was a want of judgment only on t.he ijart of Captain 
Lynch. A braver, more oamesfc, and acitive officer is not to bo found in either Army 
or Navy, hut he was too vainglorious of the fleet that got the name of the Mosquito 
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L^’leet, amliviilly ili« (iioniy did not take time to brush it away wliilr he was bombard 
ing the battoricH. It Ibiiglit bravely and well ibr its sizA' and eontjl uction, but had 
to run into a (rai), wherej^wlien pursii(‘d, it was nearly dostuoyed. only complaint 
of Captain Lynch is 1 hat ho was superservieeable and overzealous; grasped at too 
much command and meddled (oo much ith mlno. But Ihis e(>mi»laint would mner 
have bec‘u made by mo against so gallant and patriotie an ohicer except in lesponse 
to Avhat I deem his irijnaiic(i to me. I beg that you, cir, \\ill forward this Ielt<‘r, or a 
copy, to the (Secretary ot War and President ol the Coutederaie vStates. As Captain 
Lynch gave mo no notice of his looter, but sent it to his JJcipm 1 ih< iil, I follow his <'ix 
ample hy sending this to niy Depaidmont without noiiee to hiui.

On February 51 ordered, requisition to be made for free negro la borers, 
onder tbe laws of North Oarolina, and 1 required re])ort from Oolonel 
Shaw of the number of men sta tioiied aii eucli of the batteries on Itoanoke 
Island and on the Tyrrel shore. &c. He reported to me on the 7ih but 
803 men left for iniantiy duty. 

On the 6th t ordered Oolonel Henningsen to send my art illery horses 
to Gallop’s Perry, and to transport them thence by thebea.ch to Nlig’s 
Head. The guns were to be left at Elizabeth ('ily, whither had gone, 
until I could tow them to Eoaiioke Island. 

On Febmary (i, at 4 p. m., I disjiatehed Lieut. R. A. Wise to Gcuieral 
Huger with my letter of that dale, of which the following is a copy : 

Hkadquabters EouRTir Brigadb, Department ok Norfolk, 

Oami> at Nag’s Mead, February (i, ISO'ii. 

Major-General Huger, 

Commanding Department of Norfolk: 

Sir: A messenger from Col. H. M. Shaw, commanding at Roanoke Island, luis just 
arrived (10]), m.), hearing a dispatch, of wliicli I have the honor to inclos^wou aco]>y, 
by order of General Wise. The officer who hrought the dispatch reports t hat he saw 
four steamers, about 9 am. this day, which had passed the marsht's, going u]) Croat an 
Bound. He likewise brings inforination that Captain Cook, C. S. Navy, r(‘portcd 
leven steamers in sight about the sanio hour. The general directs mo to request 1 liat 
rteam-tugs, with lighters suited Ibr the transportation of troops between the islau<l 
ind the beach, may he forwarded as t*arly as x>racticable. 

General Wise has been very sick since Friday last, from a violent attack of pnim- 
nonia. He is better to-day, but unable to leave his i)ed. He is, how^ever, issuing 
irders, and will do everything in his i)ower, with the means at his comiuaud, to repd 
the advance of the enemy. It is very much to be regretted 1 hat the iiuuins of coimuu- 
nication between the island and beach are so limited and iusufiicieiit a< this lime.

On February 6, also, I dictated an order to Oolonel IShaw, ol* whi(*h 
the following is a copy; 

Headquarters Fourth Brigade, Department ok Norfolk, 

Camp at Nag’s Jlead^ February f>, 

Col. H. M. Shaw, Commanding, Jtoanoke Island: 

Colonel: Your dispatch dated o'clock, inclosiug rc])ort of LieutenanI Lo.vall, 
has been delivered by Lieutenant Simmons. I am directed by tlu^ giuieral to hu.\ in 
reply that yon will obtain rei)orls from the pickets at Pugli\s and Ashby's Lamlings. 
You will move all your lield pieces to the points commanding tluvso two landings ami 
divide them between the tAvo at your discretion. The genm*al, hoAV(W»)r, r<‘<*oniiiM*nds 
that you place two at Ashby's and the like number «t Jhigh’s. You will move the 
whole of your infantry, except what is amide for (he batt< ries, slatiioning onc-third 
at Pugh's, one third at Ashby’s, and the remaining third nl the breastworks culled 
Su])lc's Ifill. If the enemy ati1ein])t to land at Pugh’s the force at Ashby's will re-en¬ 
force that at Pngh's, and light, every im*h of ground at the water’s e<lge as long as 
prudence will permit. Under no circumstances fail to save your field pic(‘es, retirin'^ 
them first always and covering their withdrawal rith the infantry.

You will fall back to the first eligible position and fight again as long as prudence 
will allow. Then, if compelled to, retreat to the breastworks, and there make a final 
stand. If the enemy do not. land at Pugh’s, but pass the marshes, the force at Pugh’s 
will join the force at Ashby’s, aud there they will, if possible, prevent the landing of 
the enemy. There is a point just in the rear of Ashby’s house, on the road, where 
the field pieces may be masked and the enemy may be ambuscaded. K driven from 
that x)oint, you will fall back to the breastworks and there make your first stand. If 
the enemy pass the sound without attempting to land, your aim then will be to with¬ 
draw the forces to such point on the eastern side of the island as will be most practi¬ 
cable for fenying »hem across the Roanoke Sound to the beach. The steamer Curri¬ 
tuck is homiy expected; but li she fails to arrive, all the means at our command will 
be used to prevent their being cut ofi‘. There is but one tug now here to do the entire 
service for the army, and she (the Roanoke) must be kept for the purpose of towing 
the barges and ferry-boats.

At the earliest moment on February 7 I sent to the island ten com¬ 
panies—^two of the First and eight of the Second Regiments—and 
additional orders to Colonel Shaw, of which the following is a copy: 

Headquarters Fourth Brigade, Department op Norpole, 

Gamp at Nag^s Bead, AT. C,, February 7, 1862. 
Col, H. M. Shaw, Commanding Moanoke Island: 

Colonel; I send you, as promptly as possible, ten small but efiScient companies, 
under Lhiiitiuiant-Colouel Anderson, who will hand you this and show to you his 
instiructions, which you will consider, as far as they arc pertinent, additions to those 
sent you yesterday. He is a brav<' ofiicer, has trained and seasoned men, and you 
may rtdy on him implicitly. While you will send a portion of your most efficient men 
t-o south cud, who may be relied on 1o fall back with order and precision, you will 
be parti(jular in reserving an equally good portion of your best men to maintain the 
post at Huple’s Hill. They must be such ])icked men as will not fire on our own forces 
when i’(‘tr<‘ut ing to that post. At Suple’s Hill you will make your breastworks for the 
infantry right and left by felling trees and brush and covering with earth as sufficiently 
as time will permit. You will det;ail a proper reliable officer with a small detachment 
to mark the best aud most solid road over the marsh to the battoi^' on Roanoke Sound, 
and he will thcrc^ mark on that sound the narrowest portion of it convenient to the 
forti at the 1 lommock where a ferry of lighters may be placed across to the beach. He 
will on the island side idace a signal of the narrowest i)art of the channel where the 
ferry ouglit to terminate^ on that* side, II’ the enemy’s gunboats pass the batteries on 
the Croatan 1.h<^y may (uisily prevent our steam-tugs from towing off our troops Ixom 
Weir’s Point or the north cud of the island. Your only retreat may be by the ferry 
of lighters, i'o establish that* ferry you will collect all the lighters and barges you 
have to spare at Weir’s J^oint and notify mo when to send for them. The Currituck 
is <^xp<‘oted to-day with a sufficiency, but may not arrive. Report to mo all you know 
of th<i (meiny this morning and everytMng new as soon as it occurs. I dispatched to 
Norfolk yesbirday a inessonger announcing the approach of the enemy. The road 
across the manijlies and the ferry across the Roanoke Sound are all important. Incul- 
caiempou your men delil)erate coolness, and make them work night and day, to hold on 
unfcil we can re-enforce them or withdraw them in safety. Furnish Colonel Anderson 
with all needed re<|uisition8. I am still confined to my bed.

On the same day, the 7th, I gave the following instnictions to Lieu 
tenant-Oolonel Anderson:

Colonel Anderson: 

Sir: On yesterday orders were sent to Colonel Shaw, commanding at Roanoke, as 
to the disposition oi his forces and guns to repel the enemy, who are now in sight of 
the island in strong force, to which you will refer for your Instructions. Have a small 
but efficient guard at Hommock Landing, at the extreme south end of the island, as 
the enemy can approach there in the lightest-draught gunboats The guard mu^t be 
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directed Lo give the earliest notice of the approach of the (‘iiciny iil I liai ]>oin( lo </he 
force at Pu^^s Lauding. If uo enemy is approaching Pngh’s lor a Jniiding .mI the 
same time, the force at Pugh^swiJl ro-euforce tln^ guard at the lltimuioeh. \f not, ihi^ 
guard at the Homiuock will act as vedettes ami })reveut the eueuiy from falling in the 
rear of Pugh^s. 

Of the artillery, you mil leave the heaviest pieces at tlie hreasfcworks and at Ashby’s, 
and take the lighter pieces to Pugh’s and the Hoinmoek, as you WiM Iiavt^ no artillery 
horses. Under every emergency save your field piece.s, in order to i’all back, if com¬ 
pelled, to tlie breastworks. They will be the only piece's y on will have for the defense 
at Suple’s Hik, where the breastworks arc. If auy fights {i.l (he landings, let them be* 
sharp, close, and hot but not contimiod too loug against great odds. Fall back 
timely, slowly, and coulinue to n^hl r.’.-l fall back illl all Ihe forees at the landings 
are concentrated at Suple’s lb .1. 11 < n will l>e in all about l,‘dr>0 efleetive infantry 

to repel the landing of the enemy and to maintain (he i)ost at Sujile’s lliil. One-third 
of that force will he posted in reserve at Suple's Hill. That force will at once be em¬ 
ployed ill constructing right and left dank breastworks at Snplo’s llill Battery, ’fo 
do that work, take with you all the available spades, shovels, and axes, and apply to 
Shaw for all that he can iuruish. You will let the senior captain of the Foi’ty-sixtb 
Regiment take command of the companies from that regiment as a battalion, subject, 
however, to your comniaud.

You will make 
requisitious upon the quartermaster and commissary at the island for whatiwer you 
may need. You will report these instructions immediately on your arrival to Colouel 
Shaw, and be subject to his orders as commandant.

The ofiQcer who brought the dis])at(*.h first-above mentioned report.s that of the (‘inmiy’s 
fleet twenty-eight are gunboats, seven are towing steamers, and the rest. t.ransports. 
A re-enforcement of ton companies was sent from this place this forenoon to Roanoke 
Island, leaving about 300 mou here to cover (he retreat of our forccis to l.he Ix^ach, 
should they be compelled to withdraw from the island. Owing (jo continued sickness 
the general was unable to accomi)auy the troops sent to Roanokt^ is V(^ry much 
prostrated from the illness which still confines him to his bed, and which, in all prob¬ 
ability, will compel him to keep his room for some days to come. At lO.JiO a. m. a 
single gun was heard, which the general supposed to be the signal-gun of h^lag-Oftlccr 
Lynch. 

At 11.16^ a. m, of this day firing in the Croatan Sound commenced, and from that 
time till the period of closing this dispatch from two hniidr<Hl and fifty to thre<i hun¬ 
dred guns have been heard, shomiig a furious battle to b(^ raging belw<‘en our forces 
and the enemy. It is now 1^.25 p. m., and the firing is very rapi<l ami li<*avy.

Sir: Your brief dispatch, announcing that the enemy h«ave landed on th<^ iHlaml, has 
been delivered by Captain Robinson. I am direolcd by the general to say (hat he 
very deeply regi’OTs that the enemy were allowed to land wii.honl. resislance. The 
orders heretofore given you required that the eiH'iuy shoul<l be attacjktxl whih^ attixnpt- 
ing to land; that you should tight every inch of ground at the water’s edgi^ m long 
as prudence would permit, aud, if compelled to fall ba<^k,to do so fighting, and make 
a final stand at the breastworks. 

Captain Robinson reports that you expected to be attacked at the breastworks in 
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t;be tnomiTi 'I’lic pjonoral (lir<‘cts fbat; you will light until ret :cat becomes a neces 
wity t.hal be r(‘siHi(‘<.l. The very j^reat importance of preventing Iho enemy 

Iroin g(*tting possession of the island requires that the most desperare and dcterminec 
resistance be made, and that you continue to tight as loug as there is a posbU)ility of 
ntipelliiig th<‘Ui. If you are compelled to retreat, you will do so in good order, guard¬ 
ing your rear by a sufticient number of your coolest an<l most reliable men, detailed 
for that purpose. You will also feel the enemy at Ashby’s, and if they are not too 
strong you will attack them. 

The -}eueiMl ruTtlnu* directs that you will have provisions conveyed to some point 
near ihe In ea'-i works in iho morning, and direct that they be cooked, so that the men 
may ndresh themselves during the x)rogres8 of the antici])ated fight. 

Lighters will i)e sent, to the battery on Roanoke Sound to facilitate the withdrawal 
of llie troops from the island should the necessity therefor arise. 

A ro-onforcemout oi* four companies will be sent you in the morning. Keep a vigi- 
ao 0 watch on your ilauks, and strengthen the breastworks as much as you can.

Sir: The dispatch sent you yesterday afternoon announced that a fight was in 
progress betw(‘en the enmny’s lleet and onr batteries at the Croatan Sound. A brief 
pencil note from Colonel li^iaw, dated 7.15 p. m., received during the night, states 
that t he fight eoinnKuiccd at. Pork Point Battery, no other batteries being engaged: 
that, at no fcinu^ eould more than four guns of that battery bo brought to bear upon 
the enemy, and t hat. wlum he left, at 4 |). m., two of the guns there had been disabled. 
The tiring e.oiriinen(*od, as announced in my previous dispatch, at 11,16^ o’clock, and 
ceased only with tln^ iipproacli of night., having continued six hours and thirty-eight 
minut es, rapidly and unremittingly, from guns of heavy caliber. It is estimated that 
about lhr(‘(‘ thonsand (liseharges from cannon took place during the time mentioned, 
y(d. our loss at- the butteries, so far as ascertained, is only two killed. Nothing is 
known of the damage sustaiued by the enemy. 

(/’criain mformation has been received at these headquarters that the enemy landed 
on Roanoke Island yest.or<lay afternoon. Colonel Shaw reports that they landed 
above Ashby’s, up a small crock, and it is expected that they will get their field 
artillery on shore during the night. Orders wor(^ given to Colonel Shaw to rcsisi 
their landing; to light at i lie water’s edge evm-y inch of ground as long as pnidence 
would permit, and, if conipcll(*d, to fall back lightinglo Siiple’s Hill, and tbere make 
a stand. Wliy the miemy wen^ allowed to land without resist^ince has not been satis¬ 
factorily t^xxdained by Ooloind ShaAv. Our forces arc now posted at the breastworks 
at Supic’s 11111 to ree<iiv(^ the attaid; of Uu‘ enemy, and ordm‘s have b(‘en sent to Col¬ 
onel Shaw to niaki^ a most <l(d.ermine<l au<l des]ierate resistance. 

There are now about I,‘.150 infantry on the island l.o pro1t‘ct. the batteries and meet 
the enemy at. the Imbast works, who will in all jirobability advanee with from 3,000 
to 5,000 inen and field artillery likewise. This number of infantry is so entirely 
insuflienmt for t.hcise purposes that four othm* companies hav<^ been Hcnt to the island, 
leaving only three small eompanios at this post, eoniprising in all about 130 men to 
guard the commissary stores and eonstruct a feiTy for our tbrees on which to retreat 
from the island shoiibllhat xi(‘ccBsity occur. Lighters have been <‘ollccted and will 
bo sent, to thi^ n^doubi. on Roanolco Island this morning to trausxiorfc our t-rcojis across 
should we be b<‘at.cu and coiniiclleil to retreat. Arrangmnents hav<^ been made to 
remove to some placid of security as much of the stores and equipagi^ as there is t.rans- 
portatiion for. It is confidently anticipated oiur mi-n will figb.t most bravely; yett.be 
very great disparity of numbers renders the result <■^e^■^■(liugl\ doubtful. 

The loss of th<^ island, or the passage by the enemy of the Croatan Sound, will 
(uiablo them to ravage the Avholo of the Albemarle country, and subject tln^. people 
there residing to t.he most terrible of disasters. 

The general furt.hor directs me to say that a very largii additional force is m^jossar^’ 
for the successftil defense of the district assigned to him. Prostrated by disease, and 
issuing orders from his sick bod, ho is striving with thi* very limited means a( his 
coinmaml to arrest the advance of the enemy. The lleet of Flag-Olhoer Lynch, doing 
all that it can, can be of no use to us in the expected confiiet. Should the enemy, 
landing above our breastworks at Suple’s Hill take our batterii's in the roar, it would 
prove a most lamentable want of men for the defense of the island. If t.hoy defeat us 
in the anticipated fight at Supic’s Uill, or pass the island unless very speedily or 
strongly re-enforcod, he can do hut little toward giving protection to the people of the 
counmes on the Albemarle Sound and its tributaries. 
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On yesterday our men fought wlib deliberate coolness. All the vvoi*k thati could be 
has been performed in the time allowed us. The commissaiy leports that large sup¬ 
plies are on the way. The only want to enable us to dri\e back the eneni,\ and hold 
the island is that of more men. 

Since the above was written the fighting has recommenced. The enemy’s bombard¬ 
ment commenced this morning at 8,47 o’clock with apparent vigor and continued 
until 9.15 o’clock. Contemporaneously, and since the cessation ot the cannonading, 
volleys of musketry, with the discharges of field artillorv, havt^ been distinctly heard 
from the island. The smoke and firing receding toward the south end ol* thi island, 
accompanied by cheers, supposed to he from onr men, soom to indicate that. Ihi‘ <‘many 
are being driven hack in that direction. 

A steamer is reported as having arrived at the island during the night with troops, 
supposed to be Colonel Green’s regiment; if so, this will furnish, in addition to the 
four companies sent from this post this day, a re-enforcemont of eleven com])auios 
since my last dispatch. 

The general further instructs me to say that he very deeply regrets that the change 
made by yon of the orders given by him for the transportation of his artillery has 
entirely deprived him on this occasion of that arm of service.

On tho 10th I addressed to General Huger a report in full, of which 
the following is a copy: 


Poplar Branch, Currituck, N. C., 

February 10, 1862—9 a. m. 

Maj. Gen. B. Huger, Commanding, 4^0.: 

Sir : I was <lclayed in Norlblk for want of transportation until Wednesdaj^ January 
29, and arrive<l at Nag’s Hoad oii the night of Thursday (30t.h). My two regiments 
(the First and Secoml of the Legion, numbering seventeen comi)anieB and less than 
too men) had preceded my amval, and for want of ipiarters on Roanoke Island occu¬ 
pied Nag’s Head. It. was absolu(.cly necessary t.o maintain some sullioient force there 
to mak<^ and ])rotect a ferry n<*ross the Roanoke Sound to the island to secure a com¬ 
paratively sate depot, for })r()vision8, stores, <feo., and to guard tho beach against the 
landing oV the out‘my north of Oregon Inlet. Wo commenced immediately to procure 
Ught.ers for the ferry, to re])air tho bridge, and to make a magazine. Early on Friday 
I visite<l Roanoke Islaml, m<»eting Colonel Shaw at WeiPs Point. I gave him the 
necessary orders to forward the pile-driving, to construct breastworks at Suple’s Hill, 
and to kec]) strong guards at. ITommock, Pugh’s, and Ashby’s Landings, on the south 
Olid of the islan<l. I reliiirncd then to Nag’s Hoad on Friday, and ordered every 
prcparat.ion there. At neit.her post were any tools to work with. No axes, shovels, 
spadtis, nails, &.c., and retiuisii.ions ha<l been made in vain for them both at Rich¬ 
mond an<l in Norfolk. Neither jilace had any teams, ex<jept two pairs of broken-down 
mules at the island aiul some weak and insulhcient ox-carts. The oonsequonco was 
that num had to carry overyt-hing on their shoulders, and no work could bo accom¬ 
plished, and in the evening of Friday a cold, hard rain and storm set in, which lasted 
iiulil the evening of tho 5th instant. 

On the morning of Saturday, the 1st instant, 1 was seized (while attending to duty) 
with a high fisver, resulting in an acute attack of jilenrisy, threatening pneumonia, 
j&*om which I was unable to ris(^ until late on the evening of tho 8th instant, hut from 
bed continued to issue orders and to dispatch preparations for the enemy, and on the 
morning of the 6th the enemy ajipeanHl off the southern end of the islaud. I imme¬ 
diately ordered ten ooxnpanies (eight companies of the Second Regiment and two 
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(•<>aipamtis of the Fii'st Regicient), undor Lieutonant-Colonel Andorisoii, to ro-oiiforcA 
Colonel Shawls foice. We had but on^^ tug and two barges t*ortransi»or(s. were 

lauded early ou Pxiday moruiug. Colonel Shaw was ordered to id<^ liis loreos into 
three divisions, lie had for iniaiifcry dut,>, inoepeudont of (he (leiaehmeiits for the 
batteries, but 803 men, and the ten compauieb added made el^eeti^<‘ infantry. 
He had but three pieces of hold ariiillory—a 24-pouuder, an l8-ponnder, and a small 
6 pounder brass howitzer—w'ith no teams for the guns, and with hi-pounder anununi 
tion only for the 24 and 18-ponnders. 1 sent Ca]>tain Sehermerhoru and Lieutenani 
Kinney to assist Lieutenant Selden in commanding these, bn( there was no artillery 
company Id work them. The ariillery of the Legion, under Coloin l Jhmniugson, had 
not arrived. Colonel Shaw was ordered to leave one-third of his force at Su] le’s Hill, 
and to post one-third at Ashhy’s and one-ihird at Pngh’s Lriiiding. t() coneeiitrale his 
forces wherever the enemy might land, and to light them a t t In \\ a nn'Sedge as long at* 
prudent, and by all means to save his lield pieces, with which to fall hack upon Sti])Ie^a 
HUl, and there to make his final stand. Colonel Jordan was stationed at Asliby’s. 

On the morning of the 7th, about 0 a. m., the signal was given of the approach of 
the enemy, and exactly at 11.10^ a. m. the enemy opened upon our batteries. The 
fire at first was slow, hut rapidl,\ increased to a continued roar of the heaviest artil¬ 
lery, which continued exaelly six hours and (hirty-eight minutes and until after sun¬ 
down. But little damage w'a.s done to any of the w^orks excei>(i those at/ Pork Point 
(Fort Bartow). Its walls weie dilaiddafced much, but uo guns disabled; 1 man killed 
and 3 wounded. It was repaired by the next morning. About 3.30 p. ui. of (he 7th 
the enemy ran up to Ashby’s Landing a three-masted heavy steamer, and covered t/he 
lauding of their troops with mounted artillery from a long train of transports, and 
Colonel Jordan retired before them without a struggle to 8ui)le^s Hill. 

The next morning I got over four more companies of the First Regiment, about 
180 men, under Major Fry, and the batt.alion of Lieutenant-Colonel Green anived, but 
neither were in the action; why, is not explained. But the enemy early, on Hie morn¬ 
ing of the 8fch, advanced on Sui>le’s Hill, and were mot by about 1,250 men only. They 
brought np a 24-pounder and (w^o 12-pounder howiizers, at l<ms(, well mounted and 
worked. The fight began in earnest between 7 and 8 a. m., and coidinuod uuin(t‘r- 
mittingly until aliout 1 p. m.; about 10,000 against 1,250. Twice the enemy weio 
repelled with great slaughter, but they fell hack and took 1o the marshes and swamps 
on either hand, and by wading through mud and waler to their knees outllank(‘d us 
The fight ou the flanks was hot and eloso, the Richmond Blues, under Caplain Wist*, 
leading the left skirmishers, and Lieutenant Hasleli leading the Ben. MeCulloeh 
Rangers on the right. As soon as the flanks were thus attacked the t'ntuny rallied a 
third time, charged, and took the three field pieces. Colonel Shaw (hen ortlert‘d a 
retreat, and the Eighth North Carolina Regiment broke, but the other forces fought 
on, and the fighting continued irregularly Until night. 

I ordered Colouel Richardson, with his threo companies, to rally and reH(‘uo those 
who escaped. The enemy had out them off from crossing the Roanokt^, and advanced 
at once on the redoubt at Midgett's Hommock. Its commandant, spiked its guns, ami 
with Ms force escaped to Nag’s Beach; a number of others escaped by boats—in all, 
thus far, about 150. With these we came to Gallo])'8 Ferry, 15 miles abov(‘ Nag^s 
Head, the^ight of the 8th, having sent all the heavy baggage, stores, d&c., could 
by the tugs Roanoke and White in safety (we now know) to the canal bridge. This 
morning the remnant of my (broes will reach there, whore 1 shall await your orders. 

It is imx)ossil)le to state the loss of killed and w^oundeil on (dther side,' hut 1 lie num¬ 
ber must bo ^eat. But few of t.Iie casualties are yefc reported. Sergeauf Midzler, of 
the McCullo(3b Rangers, escaped a bout 5 p. m. on the 8th, and has just, i (‘p(>i't(‘d to me that 
the swamp to our right at Suple's Hill, whieh Colomd 8haw and all had report< h1 (o ho 
impassable to infantry, was t‘asily passed by tb(‘ enemy in qnieU-time; that Lieutomint 
Selden, in command of the (5-poimder brass howitzer, Ixdiaved wit b ex<‘inplary eoolness 
and courage, and three times mow^ed a lane through the ranks of tin* (‘m‘my, killing, 
he thinks, a(. least 200 in the throe fires, and was killed himself as lu^ w'as sighting his 
gim with its last charge; that Captain Wise, on the night of the 7th, was in coiniuaml 
of 10 of the Blues and 10 of the Rangers on picket dut.y; that upon retuniing from 
picket he Joined the guard to the company of Raiigiu's and <lrovc in (In* <*neiny^H 
picket. This was the comnionceTnent of the aclion. On returning from this duty he 
was ordered in command of his own company of the Blues fo prevent the tuuuny l^»*om 
turning our left flank, Colouel Shaw "’’a" the left conhl he gu an led the 

light was i>rotocted by the swamp. !...■■, .n ho was wumnded siwerely, and 

while wrapped in his blanket, being taken off the field, was struck t.wico again; was 
carried to the hospital, and is there roportoil to have i\U\ ; that (^aptaiii Coles, of the 
Albemarle Bangers, was killed fighting liniily and bravely; that all tlie men of the 
Legion, about 450, in the action wore (jool and firm and fought to the last; t.hat Tuost 
of the North Carolina regiments were kept in reserve, ami linally fidl back under 
orders of Colonel Jordan; that the artillery exhausted its ammunition before it waa 
taken, and fche 24-poiiader aud 18-pounder were not so efficient as the 6-ponnder, 
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owing to having ammunition for 12-poimders only. The Porlr PointBatterj^ ih sail tr 
have (liachargod every round oi ammunition but one. Twenty of the enemy^H sleauu'ri] 
are said to have passed uj) the sound yesleiviay evening, and this morning we hear 
heavy firing tow^ard Elizabetli City, where it is feared 0 ipiain Lynches fleet retired. 

I regiet to say ihai tlie vessels, vvitli our jirovisions on board for thirty days, wliieh 
escaped in safety from Roanoke Inland, went to Elizabidh City, and will there, I 
fear, bo taken, unless they eaii escape by the Dismal Swamp Canal. I am now here 
with tlir(‘e coinjiaiues of'my First Regiment and about 350 men who esca])ed and 
about 200 militia without aims or ammunition. I have called in all their spades, 
shovels, and tools of all sorts for ohstiuctiiig the canal. My ordnance officer, Lien 
tenant Pearce, iinfsed on to Norlolk wdth many of my ordnance stores, which 1 hope 
you will have relumed to me and ord(*r him to return with them. 1 await anxiously 
all the re-enforcements you can send me, and beg you will furnish provisions for. say, 
300 men.

Sir: J wrote my report under such inconvenient circumstances that 1 omitted to add 
that, on the seco’nd day of the bombardment, the enemy, on the Htli instant, opened 
about 9 a. m. j tired irregularly for an hour aud ceased. The> opiuied again about 12 
m., and fired for about half an hour and ceased. 

The fight with small-anus was continued by the men of in.\ Legion all the day of the 
8th, and th<‘y renowed tlm fight again on the 9fch. I am now convinced that the de 
fense wmuld nave been made better if the troops which had Ix^en posted there had 
been removed out of the way entirely. Colonel Shaw ordered rcticat before he was 
justified in iloing so, and Colonel Jordan's Thirty-first R<‘gimcm was hardly in the 
tight at all, and In^ <lemoralizefl them by ordering them to take f‘aro of themselves 
wmile they wen^ in rescTve, and they were never led into the am ion at all. He is said 
to have escaped, to be in Norfolk or Portsmouth, and, if so, I ask for his arrest. Col¬ 
onel Shaw is a prisoner. Colonel Cor])rew aixived this evening between 3 and 4 o^olook 
with five coin]>anies. 

I hav<^ obstniet.i‘d the canal by sinking one old barge across the North River end of 
it, and will add more oi>stmotions, as the enemy now have the drc'dging-machine wbi<*h 
was taken to Roanoke* Island, and may remove easily any ordinary obstructions. 1 
^all try to obstruct tin* channels at thoNaiTowH<»f tln^ Cm '*ilu< k Sound, also at Pop¬ 
lar Spring. The militia have been calhid out, but they have but few indifi'erent arms 
and no ammunition. I will feed those who will work efiicienlly, and send the rest 
home. They are, in fact, in the way. 

Yesterday I sent my ofiicial aide, Captain Bacon, and a volunteer. Captain Doland, 
to Elizabeth City. They wore there last night ami have jnst. roturmnl, re]>orting that 
about two-tliiras ot* the town is burned, and fourteen heavy war steamers are lying off 
Cobb’s Point. Tlho inhabitants have all left- and l)umed the town themselves. Several 
sohoouexs, with the provisions s(snt to Roanoke Island, a large su^ly, are lying up 
Sawyer’s Creek, about 8 miles above the floating bridge. Captain Bacon stationed a 
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picket at the latter, and ordered that, upon the appearance of the enemy, the bridge 
should be let down, and a schooner aU ready to be sunk, so as to obstruct the creek 
upward. 

To-morrow morning I will dispatch him with a detachment of cavalry procure 
teams, and have our stores hauled to a place of safety. If the enemy approach to 
seize them, orders wore given to destroy them. This morning, upon her arrival from 
below, I dispatched the tug Currituck with a flag ot truce, in charge of Atajor Dufliedd 
and Captain Robinson, to Roanoke Island, to inquire lor killed and wounded; to take 
clothing and other comforts to the latter, and, it possible, to obtain the bodies of 
Captains Wise and Coles and Lieutenant Sehlen, and get all Ihe inlbnnaiion Ihcy 
could. I expect the tug back to-morrow evening. 

It is reported that Colonel Henningsen, with my artillery, has moved toward Eden- 
ton. I shall order him back. He is needed both at South I^Iills and here. I beg you 
to order bi-m to join me at Currituck Court-House or Iiidianlown. I Irust also that 
yon will urge the forwarding of my cavalry—they are very much needed to head those 
streams—with dispatch, and there is a vast ainouui of forage to siqiply them which 
cannot be got to market and is in danger of being taken by the enemy. My artillery 
and cavalry are needed to prevent the enemy from landing and from reaching Cur¬ 
rituck Court-House from Elizabeth City or South Mills and from cutting ns oil. In¬ 
deed, the cavalry is indispensable on these xjeTd^Lisulas. 

I thank you, sir, gratefully for Ihe leave, after organizing luy forces, to relnin home 
for the sake of my health. Providence sha^ly prehiiuted mo from sharing the fate 
of my brave, devoted troops, but I can sit in n.y saddle now. I am liappior at the 
post of duty than I could be at a home now wailing for its besl scion, cut down in its 
full vigor; and, God willing, I never mean to leave the remnant of iny men again 
until I see them reomited again and proudly reanimated. 1 humbly think (hat now 
I may ask your co-operation in building up a corps which more than atlemptcMl to 
obeyVour ordiTs to be cool, to work, and to ngbt hard. They have <lone so nobl> and 
devotedly up to the muzzle, to wounds, captivity, and death, against such odds only 
as were irresistible by their numbers.

On February 111 detailed William G. Wilson, esq., of Indian Kidgo, 
Oxirritnck, with a sufiScient force of laborers to cut tretis across the In- 
diantown Creek and otherwise obstruct it by all the means in his power 
4 miles below the creek bridge. On the llth.also 1 sent n Hag of truce 
to the enemy, to obtain the bodies of olUccrs killed in aidion and to 
ascertain the number of killed and wounded and to take comforts to 
the latter. Our killed and wounded were 10 of the former and ;i() of 
the latter; the enemy’s loss was from 800 to 500 killed and wounded; 
the former number they admitted. 

On the 12th I received orders from the War Department showing 
that my cavalry was sent to Garysburg. Not a (tompany of mine has 
joined my command in this district. 

February 13 General Huger addressed to me the Jollowing;

1 have received your letter of the lltb. I am glad fco hear you are n^covoring. I 
will inform you fui-ther what 1 can do on the several hubjects you nieiifion when 1 g<it 
a Httlo more certain inform.iition. Captain Tabb reporb‘(l lo me a f(n^ day-i ago, and 
not being able at this time to forwar<l him to you, 1 order<‘(l him to coUeet all the 
stragglers of your Legion, officers and men, and n^fiuire tran«])ortalion and forward 
them to you. Every one who can is escaping to this town, and I <l(^Hir<‘ to g(d tlu*m 
back to their duty as soon as possible. Shall I eontinm* Cupt aiu Tabb on 1 his H(‘r\ U-r i 
At this time I have no report, from any company of cavalry of your command, and I do 
not know exactly where Colonel Hennuigsen is. I hoar ho is moving toward South 
Mills. This separation of your troops was one reason why I thought you might assist 
in collecting and reorganizing them, and 1 leave it to your judgment at what point 
you can bo most usefully employed. Provisions for t.en days for 300 men have hmn 
sent to-day.

I have received a message from Edenton hy a Mr. Hauglilon, who left there yester¬ 
day. He states thiat ihio enemy landed at Edenloii yesterday morning, estimated

toward Suffolk, and non-etlective w«‘st i>r Miln.i!., to come l>aek when ready. By this 
movement up the river they are passing around your position. The report of the 
landing at Edenton is fully confirmed. I send this by my inessongor iii haste.

This gave me full discretion to select whatever position I could 
occupy most usefolly, and intimated that there was appridionsion the 
enemy would, by moving up the river, pass around my position. I 
immediately replied as follows:

February 18, 1862. 

Maj. Gen. B. Huger, Commandingj ^c,: 

Sir: Seeing the position at the Canal Bridge utterly indefensible by my force with¬ 
out field artillery, and that the men had no <piartoi“s and the heavy artillery exposed 
to capture, I this moniing Hhipi)ed them in a schooner, and have ordered them to the 
Great Bridge, on 1h<‘ Virginia section of this canal, with all my extra ordnance and 
commissary stores. I have ordered I ho unarmed e8cai)ed men of the North Carolina 
regiments to NoiTolk. They are unfit for 8ervi<‘(\ Just, as we were moving from the 
canal bridge throe of the onomy^s steamers appeared at the North River end of the 
canal and opened with a few round shot and shoU, which all fell short. We moved 
slowly away while they wore landing at the mouth of the canal. We by land and 
the transports hy water have all arrived here safely. Colomd Henningsen is reported 
as not far off—some 5 miles—with his arti]le^ 5 ^ This will give me eleven companies 
of infantry and artillery and one of cavalry. I have ordered vedettes down to the 
l)ridgo auu westward near to Sawyer^s Creek, I shall ho governed by the movements 
of the oiieniy. I sank a barge at the mouth of the canal and a steam dredging- 
maehijui higher up, so as effootually to delay for a day or two, if not to effectually 
aiTcst, the entrance or x>as8ago of the canal. I heg t.hat Captain Tabh may detail 
{mother ofiicer to collect and send to me t.h<^ stragglers of the Legion. I do not want 
any of the Eigbib and Thiifcy-lirst Regiimuits of North Oiiroliua. Captain TabVs 
services as my assistant adjutatii.-gener;il are neiMled very much. Weaso send the 
Legion men to m<^, not to Sutfolk. The enemy caimol. get around my i>o85tion by 
passing up the sound and rivers. I fear they mean to move on the Groat Bridge. 
Captain Rohinson has taken full report of the flag of truce.

The nuwouger must return imme¬ 
diately to Elizabeth City. Send Captain RobiuHon, il* you please, back with a favor- 
jible answer. The enemy have about 15,000 men; they landed about 10,000j had 
5,000 in the action j 5,000 in reserve. We had not over 500 in action. Our killed, 
about 15; the enemy's, about 400. 

Edenton luis fallen. This place is wliolly iiKlclensihh' by the force under my com¬ 
mand here. I have determined to move the guns t.o Ourril.nck Court-Honse, and, 
after g<itting (luarters there, to advance toward Elizabeth City and join my forces on 
the line between Edcuton and Currituck. Wo are to-day throwing more ohstruotions 
into the canal and will block it effectually.

Sir: I have forwarded all extra baggage and stores (saving jnst what is ncctissary 
of commissary stores) to the Great Bridge. Had determined to take post a while a1 
the Northwest River, but iinding no (jiiartors, and the wi^athcr b(‘ing very bail in 
which to expose my men, I concluded it best to fall back lo Groat Bridge, there to 
erect quarters, intrench myself, and thence move upon the eneniy in oasi^ he at tempts 
to penetrate tie country and seize on the little canal leading from Northwest River 
to the Dismal Swamp Canal. I shall try to obstruct Northwest River and "ruU Creek, 
and will light the enemy at both points. If he pas8(‘H or crosses south of me before 1 
fin.n obstruct him, I will block the streams and canals liohind liiin and harass his rear. 

I beg you to order Col. J. Lucius Davis, at. Garysbiu-g, to send three, it* can (two, 
at all events'!, of his companies of cavalry, by the sborlest route, via South Mills or 
Sawyer's Creek, to me at North West River Brhige. With his remaining (5om])anie8 
(six, if he has them, or as uiany as ho has) he will take the most eligible position 
northeast of Edenton, as near that place as prudent, so as to communical.e both with 
South Mills or Colonel Wiight’s command and mine. 

Captain Belsches’ comi»any is overt,axed in vedette service from Currituck Court- 
House to Norfolk and to Elizabeth City and South Mills. I ask that you will ortler 
Colonel Davis to scout the enemy^s cavalry, said to be 150, landed at Edtuiton, to their 
saddle-girths. H<5 must not lot them penetrate the country beyond cannon range. 

The enemy has left the Currituck Canal Bridge and Elizabeth Cil-y. No r(‘port of 
them to-day. They said at the bridge their purpose was to attack th(‘ rear of Norfolk 
from several points simultaneously, 

I will arrange Iho defenses of Great Bridge, Send Colonel Hcmiingseii on lliore to¬ 
day. Ho joined me yesterday. I follow with a rear guard of infant ry, in charge of 
baggage and stores, to-morrow morning. 

My march is necessarily scattered to get quarters. As soon as 1 make matters safe 
aud systematic at Great Bridge 1 will return and establish a post, at Northwest un<l 
Falls Bridges, 6hstnict vhese streams, and endeavor to join Colonel Davis. Cavalry is 
our only means of communication now. 

I inclose orders to Colonel Davis, which I hope you will approve. 

I received your acceptance of General Burnsido^s proposition, and forwarded it to 
Elizabeth City immediately, in charge of Captain Bclscbes, liaving no steam-tugs to 
convey it to the island.

P. S.—From personal inspection and aU reliable information it is certain there is 
an abundance of forage and provisions in the country between this and Edenton. 

Meeting General Huger here at the Great Bridge on the IDtli, he 
expressed Ms surprise that 1 should have fallen hack to this ix.int, after 
having left me Ml discretion to select whatever position 1 could occnii.y 
most usefully; after warning me that the enemy jniglit pass around 
my position at Currituck Canal Bridge; after being regularly informed 
of my intention to fall back, and after knowing that tlm emuiiy hud 
already appeared at the North River end of the Currituck section of 
the canal, might remove the obstructions then*, and by passing up Cur¬ 
rituck Sound cut me off sure euough, or might altsick the. North¬ 
west or Little Canal and gain the Dismal Swamp Canal, or laud at. 
North Lauding and seize this section of the Albemarle and Che8iii>eak<, 
Canal and seriously threaten the rear of Norfolk, and after being 
informed that there were no quarters for my men at a very bad season, 
and no defensible position by a small ibree between this and Currituck 
Canal Bridge! 

The same day (19th) I received an order from the War Department* 
to which I repUed as follows;

It is not for me to murmur at any military order commanding my prompt obedience. 
I am bound to regard it as not meant to do me any injustice and 1o obey it implicitly; 
but I trust that under the circumstances of my case and my command I may be 
allowed a little reasonable time to make arrangements and inquiries necessary to be 
made under so sudd<m and unexpected an order. 

1st. My men cannot properly be moved to Manassas until they are provided with 
clothes, blankets, and oututs generally, of which many were wholly deprived by the 
late disaster at Roanoke Island. 

2d. 1 r(i(iiiire some short time to prepare a full report of my command in the district 
assigned io mo in North Carolina attached to your departmciut. 

:>d. I desire a few days of time to attend io my private family aftairs. 

4th. I beg time to inquire of the War Department its purpose in respect to my 
Legion, and rc^spectfully to protest against detaching the companies of the light bat¬ 
teries. The remnant of tht^ Legion, wiihout these coinpanic‘s, Is so small, that it will 
bo inetlicient as a distinct force. I wish also to inquire whether by xuesent command 
the De])artmont moans to include the men only whom I have with me here at the 
Great Bridge, excluding my men to be exchanged as prisoners and my cavalry. 

5t’h. I wish respect fully to inquire whether this order, weakening your defenses in 
the rear of Norfolk, meets with your approbation, or has been issued at your instance 
or with your cognizance, and to inquire of the Department whether any censure upon 
my command hero is intended hy this order. 

With groat labor and sacrifice I raised the Legion to 2,850 men, and left 2,400 effi¬ 
cient men at Camp Defiance when my command in the West was transferred to Gen¬ 
eral Floyd. I had the repeated promises of the President and of the Secretary of War 
to have my Legion restored to me, all except the companies raised in Western Vir¬ 
ginia, which wore desirous of remaining to defend their homos; but four companies 
elected to remain In the West. Six were ordered to be left there and ten were taken 
from both the Legion and from the West, where they were wanting, and sent to South 
Carolina. Less than 900 men, 750 infantry and 100 artillery, have been forwarded to 
mo. My cavalry has been sent to Garysburg, N. C., and has just been ordered by me 
to this district. Several of my companies have been left in the West and not fur¬ 
nished with transportation, and nineteen of my companies have been captured and 
are now prisoners of war. I left nine lueoes of light artillery in the West. Four were 
taken from me, with the express promise of General Lee and the Department that 
iihey or their e(iuivalent should be restored to me in the East, and now, if ifebe the 
design of this order to take from me all my companies and pieces of artillery, I desire 
to be so informed distinctly, in order that I may understandingly dotcbrmine upon the 
course which self-respect demands of me to pursue.

Secretary of War: 

Sir : The foregoing letter, addressed to General Huger, touching your Special Or¬ 
ders, No. 40, Extract XVIII, 18th instant, I have, asyou see, requested time to forwaid 
to the War Department for information upon certain points and for answers to certain 
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inquiries wMcli concern my personal rigMs and self-respect. I protest that my mo¬ 
tives are founded upon the most anxious desire to soi’ve my country on terms con¬ 
sistent with a sense of honor and of justice to myself and to the brave and faithtul 
officers and men who have joined my command. They have served arduously and 
faithfully from one extremity of the State to another, and at last have been compelled 
to fight against all odds without support of re-enforcements and wdlhout adequate 
means of defense, and have fought well, firmly, and nobly. They have never yet been 
provided with winter quarters; were removed from the western part of Virginia, 
where their services were urgently required, at a very inclement season, without a 
proper allowance of transportation, and now ordered in the depth of winter again to 
change quarters to Northern Virginia, while their services are again urgently required 
here.

I vrv.pcc'' fv.lly ask whether I may expect an answer from you to the impiiries of that 
letter.^ Jf me, I will immediately demand a court of inquiry upon my defoiiH<^ of 
Roanoke Island and upon the previous preparation for its dofense. At our last ])er- 
honal interview at this place yon said verbally that you would order a survey of the 
sea-beach on the coast of Virginia and North Carolina, to ascertain whether horses 
moving from Norfolk could bo led down that beach to Nag^s Head. In case of such a 
survey 1 beg to have notice; and in case of a court of inquiry I claim the justice of 
not being separated from my artillery corps.

rig. Gen. Henry A. Wise, Norfolk, Va,: 

Sir: I am in receipt of your letter of the 19fcli instant, forwarded by General Huger, 
3 well as of a duplicate sent directly to this Department, I have no objection to 
aswering your inquiries in relation to Special Orders, No. 40. 

The recent disaster at Eoanohe Island, having completely broken up the organiza- 
on of your Legion, left you without a command sufiicient to justify your retaining 
10 office of brigadier-general^ the act of Congress having provided ihat the officer 
lould hold his rank only while his brigade is in service. (Section 6, Act ol* March 6, 
361.) 

General Huger notified the Department that in the organization of the brigades of 
is department you were supernumerary. General Joseph E. Johnston was urgent 
ith the President to send him additional general officers. Your Legion was reduced 
) a few companies of infantry, two companies of artillery, and an inco*nplet.e regi- 
leut of cavalry, not sufficient for an independent command. Under thesci eircurn- 
jances the President deemed it advisable that the remainder of your Legion should 
e sent to the Army of the Potomac, in order to replace a rogiuumt of North Carolina 
avalry, under Colonel Ransom, which it was thought proper to send into North 
arolina, and to order you to the same army, in order that G(moral Johnston might 
ssign to you the command of a brigade, thus enabling the President to rednin you in 
lie service without loss of rank in the only manner allowed by law. 

In regard to your application for a short leave of absence, on the grounds stated in 
our letter, the Department willingly accords you a leave of twenty days, as it is not 
eHeved that during the interval any active operations will occur in the Army of the 
^otomae.

In reply to the foregoing letter, permit me to say that by the recent 
lisaster at Eoanoke Island the organization of my Legion was not <iom- 
)letely broken up. It was reduced to thi*ee companies of the First 
legiment of Infantry, under Colonel Eichardson, two under Oolonei 
Cyler, two under Lieutenant-Colonel G-reen (not captured), Captain 
jowry^s company, which had been attached to the artillery (now a full 
company), and to the fragments of companies—men who escaped irom 
toauoke Island, about 70 men, now organized—making in all the eipiiva- 
ent of nine companies of infantry; to two companies of artillery, with 
ive pieces; and to nine companies of cavalry; in all, twenty companies, 
lumbering at least 1,000 men. Besides these there are two companies 
rf infantry still at Lewisburg belonging to my Second Eegimeiit; ninc- 
een companies captured at Eoanoko Island, soon to be exehiuiged, I 
lope, and my Third Eegiment of Infantry, ten companies, which I still 
laim to be restored to me from South Carolina. 

With this force, which can easily be put at once, or soon, under my 
iommand, I cannot consent that my Legion is completely disorganized; 
jud especially I insist upon this, when I refer to my first apjiointineni 
0 a brigade. I was commissioned after the act of Mai’ch 6 was passe(l, 
nd then had not a single company of the Legion mustered into servicHi. 
5ut it may be said that I was assigned to the command of a district. 
?rue, but the entire number of volunteers under Colonel Ibmiikins did 
Lofc then exceed COO men, and for months my entire brigade did not 
umber 1,000, the force I now have. If, then, my brigade might exist 
t first, befor<i a suflicieut number was raised for an independent com- 
laud, I cannot see why it may not continue now, with many more 
jrces than J bad at first, and when, too, the Dei)artment may speedily 
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restore fclie Legion, as it was promised me, to its full force. Instead c 
this I respectfully complain that the two companies and five pieces ( 
artillery have been ordered to be detached from my Legion and to b 
retained in this department under General Huger. 1 earnestly insit 
that I ma;^ be allowed to take all my Legion to the command of Generj 
Johnston. 

I had been assigned to the Chowan District, North Carolina, as a 
independent command, attached to the department of General Huge 
His notification, then, to the Department, that in the organization < 
the brigades of his d(ipartment I was superniunerary, was without an 
meaning, except that he desired a new organization and to exclude m 
command from his department. He might have taken a more dire< 
and ingenuous way of getting clear of me, and I would have heartil 
co-operated with him Nothing could bo more agreeable to me than i 
be removed from his command to that of General Johnston. Pleas 
then, express to the President my grateful acknowledgment for h 
order for the change of my command to the Army of the Potomac; an 
when you tell me that the motive of this order is that General Johj 
ston may assign to me the command of a brigade, thus enabling tl 
President to retain me in the service without loss of rank in the on! 
manner allowed by law, it relieves me from much oppression of feelin 
and from all api^rehension of his censure for my part in the defense < 
Poanoke Island, and 1 will with alacrity obey his orders and i-epoj 
cheerfully to General Johnston. Indeed, had it been otherwise, and 
I had been driven from both rank and command, I would have volui 
teered in the ranks rather than have been driven from the service; bi 
I deem it my imperative duty to the country, in justice to the Pres 
dent, the War Department, General Huger, and myself to demand 
court of inquiry, which I do, as to the defenses of Eoanoke Island, ii 
volving the conduct thereby of all who are accountable for their coi 
duct, or at least my own responsibility. By the President’s late me. 
sage to Congress I see that he is awaiting oliicial information respec 
ing the humiliating surrender of Eoanoke Island. I now, as early as 
could, send to you ample ojBticial information, and beg you to lay itb< 
fore him, with my request to give it his critical attention. If I ha\ 
been lagging or lacking in duty let me be condignly punished. I lea\ 
jxxdgment upon the conduct of all others to the proper authorities an 
tribunals. I ask only for stern justice—court of inquiry—and ai 
ready to make any more sacrifices which maybe required of me for tl 
public defense. 

For your kind leave of absence for twenty days please accei>t m 
thanks. I wish only a few days to i)rotect my lamily and proj)er1 
from apxxroaching danger, and will at the earliest moment within tw^enl 
days report to you in person.

Sir: The inclosed report of OoL n. M. Shaw [No. 25] w<is lately 
received, and as soon as copied is forwarded. I beg leave to comment 
upon aH the reports so far only as is necessary for explanation and cor¬ 
rection. 

The first re-enforcements sent by me on the 7th were ten companies, 
numbering about 460 men. They landed on the north end of the island 
by beaching the barges and wading the men ashore. They did not si op 
to take their baggage out of the barges. 

My artillery of the Legion not having reached me, owing to the inter¬ 
ruption of my orders to Colonel Ilenningsen by General Huger, I sent 
to Colonel Shaw the two best artillery officers I had at Nag’s Head, 
Captain Schermerhorn and Lieutenant Elinney, who, notwithstanding 
the modest disclaimer by the former of any particular knowledge on 
the subject” of artillery drill, worked their guns in battle with skill, 
courage, and great effect. 

Colonel Shaw says: “Among these (the prisoners) are the battalions 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Green and Major Fry, who reached the island too 
late to participate in the battle.” I regret to be obliged to coriect this 
part of Colonel Shaw’s report. Both battalions reached Koanoko I sland 
in ample time to have participated for hour's in the battle. Colonel 
Green did not report to me at Nag’s Head, but had orders to go, as he 
did, directly to the island. Had he obeyed my first order to move from 
Wilmington he would have been at the island more than a week before 
the battle. Had he not stopped his command on the 7th to go and return 
20 miles and back before advancing, he woidd have been at the island 
before 7 o’clock on the 8th, and after reaching the island, about 9 o’clock, 
I think he could have reached the battle ground by 10 or 11 a, m. at 
farthest, he had not stopped for several hours at the iiorth end of 
the island to unload his baggage before advancing. He did not reach 
the island too late, but advanced too late to participate in the battle. 

Major Fry, with his battalion, was sent over very early in the morn¬ 
ing of the 8th, and reached the island, I am confident, by 8 or 8.30 
o’clock. Instead of beaching his barges and wading to the land, as 
Lieutenant-Colonel Anderson did, he waited several hours, certainly 
more than two hours, for lighters and boats to land his men, and thus 
failed to get into action. 

Most of the men who wei'e missing eseaped, and were of the Eighth 
and Thirty-first North Carolina Regiments, chiefly of the latter, and 
they escaped early in the evening of the 8th. 

Col. J. V. Jordan did not obey his orders to fight the enemy at the 
water’s edge and to repel their landing, if possible, and his excuse is 
not satisfactory, except so far as that he had no teams for his artilh'ry 
pieces, and he was ordered to save them. In his whole regiment there 
were but 2 (privates) killed and none wounded. The 70 who were miss 
ug escaped to me at Nag’s Head and Currituck Bridge, and were for¬ 
warded by my orders to Norfolk. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Anderson’s report is confused and inaccurate in 
that part in which he says: “ I immediately <leployed Captain Wise’s 
company (A, Forty-sixth Regiment); Captain Col('.s’ comi)any (Forty- 
sixth Regiment); and Lieutenant Hazlett’s company (A, Fifty-ninth 
Regiment), on our left, in the swami>.” What he should have said is: 
I immediately deployed Captain Wise’s com])any (A, Forty sixth Reg¬ 
iment); Captain Coles’ company (Forty-sixth Regiment), to our left, 
in the marsh, and Lieutenant Hazlett’s company (A, Fifty-ninth Regi¬ 
ment), on our right, in the swamp, &c. 
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Major Fry^s report was written in pencil and underscored as copied. 
He does not report when he reached the island nor how long it took 
him to laud nor when he reported to Colonel Shaw. His aggi^egate 
was more than 150 5 ho had four companies, which averaged at least 45 
men each, making his aggregate 180. He took several horns to land, 
and reached the island in full time to re-enforce our troops had he ad¬ 
vanced at once. We had then hut one tug and two barges, and he kept 
them waiting at least two and a half hours to land in lighters and 
boats, instead of beaching his barges and wading his men ashore. He, 
too, did not advance in time, but arrived at the island in full time to be 
in the battle and at a favorable moment. 

Major Hill^s and Captain Taylor^s reports are cleax and intelligible, 
and show that but three guns of all the batteries located on the island 
or its sounds could be brought to bear on the enemy. These reports 
embrace the full official accounts of the surrender of Eoanoke Island. 
Of the causes of our defeat I have heretofore sent to the Department 
delailed official vouchers. 

It is but just to about 400 or 500 of our infantry forces, and to the 
officers and men in three of the batteries, particularly thoscb at Pork 
Point, to say that they fought firmly, coolly, efficiently, and as long as 
humanity would allow, without a sufficiency of means of any kind; to 
Colonel Shaw to say that he acted bravely, and to myself to say that 
Provideuce did not permit me to share the fate of my men. I did all 
that time, weather, sickness, and my superiors would permit in the way 
of pre})arations, and none whatever available were made. The couse- 
quouce was a defeat, which I had again and again foretold in vain, and 
which grieves, but does not humiliate or subdue, me.

[Indorsoment.] 

There are some remarks on tlie report of Brigadier-General Wise, 
dated March 6 , which require explanation from me: 

First. “My artillery of the Legion not having reached me, owing to 
the interruption of my orders to Colonel Ileuningsen by General Htrger,” 
seems to convey the insinuation that the ollicions interruption of Gen¬ 
eral H. was the cause of the artillery not arriving. My intention was 
to expedite its arrival, not to prevent it, as his paragraph seems to 
imply. Colonel ITenningsen states that he was ordered by Generiil 
Wise to march witli the men aiid horses of the artillery by a route in¬ 
dicated by him (the sea-beach to hfag’s Head). “ The guns, caissons, 
and wagons I am ordered by General Wise to leave in ISTorfolk, to be 
transported by water.” Now, every tug, barge, and vessel that coiild 
bo procured was engaged to transport troops, &c., to Eoanoke Island, 
and if the men and horses wore separated from their guns they would 
probably never meet again. I therefore ordered Colonel Henningsen 
to carry his artillery with him to the nearest point to Eoanoke Island. 
My object was to get it there; not to detain it. This was on the 29th 
and 30th of January. 

Second. The remark that Major Hill’s and Captain Taylor’s reports 
i^ow that only three guns of all the batteries located on the island or 
its sounds could be brought to beaa.' on the enemy is disingenuous. The 
enemy selected a position in which only three guns bore on them, and 
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these reports show that these three guns did repel their whole fleet, and, 
though the battery was exposed to a heavy fire, no material injury was 
done to the battery. 

Third. The closing remark, “I did all that time, weather, sickness, 
and my superiors would permit in the way of preparations, and none 
whatever available were made.” The War Department and myself 
must be the superiors alluded to. Wo eo ild not control time, weather, 
or sickness, but what available preparations asked for by General Wise 
that could be made by his superiors and refused him I do not know 
and they are not stated by him. I intended and endeavored to do all 
in my power to aid and assist him, and am not aware in what particular 
he intends to accuse me of thwarting him.

Brig. Gen. Henry A. Wise, Norfolk, Va.: 

Sir : I received on the 7th instant your letter covering copies of the 
reports of your subordinate officers of the aftair at Eoanoke Island and 
immediately called on General Huger for the report, which ought reg¬ 
ularly to come through him to this Department. 

In return, I learn ftom General Huger that you have made no report 
through him, and from your letter to him it seems that you propose to 
furnish him also copies ofthe reports of your subordinates. I am much 
disappointed at the delay which has occurred. Gongiass is impatient 
for &ese reports, and the delay is occasioned by the informality of your 
proceedings, doubtless entirely unintentional. ITndcrIho rcgidations 
it is necessary that you should make to General Huger yoitr report of 
the affair at Eoanoke Island, inclosing the original of the roj)ort8 of 
your subordinates. You may indorse on these originals or ann<‘x to 
them any remarks you please. General Huger will then forward to 
me ail the originals, including your report, and will indorse on it what¬ 
ever remarks ho thinks proper, and thus the Do])artmen'i will be able 
to communicate to Congress complete information ol‘ what, is said by 
all the officers. The originals of all reports belong to t he archives (If 
this office, and when you sent mo copies 1 suppos(id it was a mere measnn* 
of precaution after sending the ori^nals througli (h^neral 11 nger. Your 
letter to him, of which a copy has been forwarded to me, diselos('s tlu' 
fact that you retain the originals, and that he has u<‘ver s(H‘n eitlun- 
originals or copies. I beg your most prompt attent,ion to tlie forward¬ 
ing now of all these reports in proper form. I hav(‘ received two calls 
for them from Congress, and could not, till I received the last letter of 
General Huger, comprehend the cause of the dela,y. 

Tour communication of February 21 was also received by m(», but 
its very great length has prevented my reply. I find, howtiver, that it 
contains a ^eat deal which ought to have j>assed through General 
Huger for his remarks, and have therefore sent it to him. 

Permit me, however, to call your attention to the fact that it is not 
necessary in an official report to copy into its text doeume'nts ajid let¬ 
ters. They may be appended, if necessary. The vast length of your 
report of the 21st is mainly due to this fact, and the brief moments 
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allowed for readiu^^- reports while the war is pressing on us renders it 
peculiarly necessary to adhere to the rule that a military report is to be 
a suiiciiict statement of facts. All copies of letters, orders, documents, 
&c., supposed to be necessary for rendering it intelligible, may be pre¬ 
sented in a separate paper or papers as inclosures.

Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of War: 

Sir : Yours of the 14th instant was received late last night. I imme¬ 
diately addressed to General Huger a report, and requested him to for¬ 
ward it to you, with the original reports of the surrender of Eoanoke 
Island. I liad made reports previously to him, but they preceded the 
reports of Colonel Shaw to me. These he may not have regarded as 
full, and (iopies have been sent to the Hepartnient in mine of the 21st 
ultimo, sending a detailed report of the causes of the disaster at Eoan¬ 
oke Island. 1 regret the errors on my part of sending copies instead 
of originals, and of reporting directly to the Department instead of 
through General Huger. They wore unintentional, as you do me the 
justic(i to sui)pose. 1 thought the originals addressed to me were mine, 
and that as J had been ordered from the department of General Huger 
I was no longer required to report to him. I meant no disrespect to 
him, and espinually regret that what 1 intended as dispatch should have 
caused delay from mere informality. 1 trast my report now will con¬ 
form to y?)ur instructions. I forwarded my report to General Huger 
last night imnuKliately on reception of your orders. 

In my communication oi* 21st February 1 intended to give a de¬ 
tailed account of (he caust^s of the suiTender of Eoanoke Island. I 
endeavorcHl to do so in the shortest way and in a way to insure the 
reading of the r(^i)ort. To have given a history first and to have ap¬ 
pended the vouchers, for the statements, would havci increased the vol¬ 
ume of the communication. 1 beg you to remember that I am demand¬ 
ing a court of* imiuiry, and that I could do no less than state the 
reasons, and the shortest arid fairest possible mode was to state them 
in the language and order of official correspoiuhmce. Besides this. 
Congress is calling upon all.for information, and 1 deemed it my 
duly to furnish the fullest in my possession. The mere delay of read¬ 
ing the reports of (‘acts coidd not excuse the delay or the denial of 
justice to officials involved in a question of <loubt as to their dis¬ 
charge of* important duties. The committee of the House of Eepre- 
sentatiyes has called on me for answers to certain interrogatories, 
and 1 have rc^^quested them to (sail for this report of the 21st February 
and that of th(^ 5th March to the Department. You say that you have 
sent that of the 21st ultimo to General Huger for his remarks.’^ In 
case he makes any remarks upon it, 1 beg to be furnished with a copy 
of them. 

In yours to me of the 23d February you say ‘^General Huger notified 
the Department that in the organization of the brigades of his depart¬ 
ment you were supermuuerary,” &c. I ask for a copy of that notifica¬ 
tion by Gmieral Huger. J ask also that you will order him to furnish 
me with co])ies of his orders to Colonel Wright and others of his sub- 
or<linates touching my command of the distaict assigned to me east of 
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the Ohowan Eiver in North Carolina. T have respecttnlly applied to 
General Huger for these copies in vain, and they involve issues of fact 
and of responsibility which are important to the pubhe service, to him, 
and to myself. 

The le.ive of absence given me expires in a day or two, and to-morrow 
or the next day 1 will report to you in person at Eichmond. I would 
have reported earlier but for the illness of my wife.

Export of Col. S. M. ShoM, Eighth North Carolina Infantry. 

OuBEiTHOK County, N. C., 

Fehruany 24,1862. 

General : I submit the following report of the battles on Eoanoke 
Island on the 7th and 8th instant between the Confederate forces, under 
my command, and those of the United State^ commanded by General 
Burnside and Commodore Goldsborough. I also transmit herewith 
the reports of Colonels Anderson, Jordan, and Green, and Majors Hill 
and Ery, and Capt. J. S. Taylor, who was on detached service at the 
batteries: 

On the morning of the 6th instant the enemy made his appearance, 
reconnoitering in the neighborhood of the marshes. Pour or live 
steamers could be seen, but the atmosphere was so heavy the exact 
number could not be made out with certainty. I immediately pushed 
down two more companies to Ashby’s Landing, to support the two 
pieces of artillery which had been placed at that point some time be¬ 
fore ; sent off a dispatch to you, iiiforming you of the enemy’s move- 
mentj and then repaired to the lower part of the island to obtain more 
definite information. Beaching Ashby’s Landing, I discovered a large 
fleet of the enemy apparently at anchor below the marshes, and at a 
distance of about 8 or 10 miles from Ashby’s. With the aid of a glass 
about sixty steam and sail vessels could be counted. Eeturning to 
camp, preparations were made to move the entire effective force to the 
southern part of the island, in compliance with your orders received 
in the evening. Having detailed a sufficient number of men to guard 
my camp and that of Colonel Jordan, the balance was marclu'd down. 
A part bivouacked near Ashby’s and the rest on the lower end of the 
island, in the immediate vicinity of Pugh’s Landing. Taking Maj. 
George Williamson and a strong picket guard I repaired at once to 
Pugh’s Landing, where I learned from Captain Pugh that the fleet of 
the enemy, numbering about seventy vessels, gunboats and transports, 
was anchored in the sound, about 4 miles from his landing. 

The fog being very heavy, it was 9 o’clock in.the morning before the 
fleet could be seen with any sort of distinctness. At about 10 o’clock 
the movement of the fleet commenced. I remained at Pugh’s until 
several of the steamers had passed through the marshes at the main 
pass, and as there was no indication of an intention on the part of the 
enemy to effect a landing at that place, I diiected Major Williamson 
to remain with the picket guard to watch the movements of the enemy, 
and if he should find that no landing would be attempted at that place 
to return to Ashby’s, taking with mm the troops and the field piece, 
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and then, accompanied by Lieutenant Talcott. Provisional Aimy Con¬ 
federate States, who had kindly volunteered liis services to mo, I re¬ 
paired to Ashby’s LandinjL and having remained there until it had be¬ 
come apparent to my mind that the enemy designed the reduction of 
Pork Point Battery before attempting to land his troops, and ha\’ing 
repeated to Colonel Jordan the order to fight the enenry at the water 
should he attempt to laud, but to fall back to the redoubt should such 
a movement become necessary to save the field pieces, 1 in-oceeded with 
Lieutenant Talcott to Pork Point Battery, which we reached at 12 m. 

Soon after the battle had begun Major Hill, who was in immediate 
command at that fort, having given a detailed account of the battle 
of that day as well as that of the succeeding day at that fort, in his 
report, herewith submitted, it is not my puipose to add to it further 
to indorse all that he has said in praise of the coolness, courage, 
and persevering efforts of the officers and men of his command, who 
seemed to bo inspired by the noble example set them by Major HUl, 
as well also by that ol‘ Captain Taylor and Lieutenants Talcott aud 
Loyall, who were present at both battles at that place, having been 
sent to the island a short time before by General Huger on t(‘mporary 
detached service. 

At 4.16 o’clock, having observed some indications which induced a 
belief on my part that the enemy designed landing some troops below 
the battery lor the purpose of making a flank movement u])on it by 
land, and the small-aims of the two companies in the battery having 
been lost by the destruction of their quarters, 1 lei’t the battery to 
rejoin the infantry and send re-enforcements to the battery. Having 
met Major Williamson, who was hastening to communicate with me, 
I ordered him to return aud move two companies to Pork Point, to be 
at hand if needed. He did so, taking uj) Oomi)auy A, Captain Hinton, 
and Company G, Ca])taiu Yellowley, both of the Eighth liegiment 
North Carolina troops. Soon after I fell in with Lieutenant-Colonel 
Anderson, having with him portions of the Forty-sixth and Fifty-ninth 
Virginia Volunteers—about 400 re-enforcements sent over by you. 
Beaching the redoubt across the main road, 1 found, what Major 
Williamson had already apimised me of, that Colonel Jordan had 
withdrawn the artillery from Ashby’s without resisting the landing of 
the enemy and had taken position at the redoubt. He ixiformed me 
that the enemy had efl'ected a landing above Ahsby’s and beyond the 
reach of the pieces. In his own report you will find his reasons for 
thus falling back fully set forth. 

By this time it was night, and nothing remained but to make a stand 
at the redoubt. Pickets were put out and the troops bivouacked on 
the low and wet ground suljacent to tlie breastwork, whore they ])asaed 
the tedious hours of a cold and rainy night without a single munuur or 
complaint. About day roconnoitxTing party was sent out and informa¬ 
tion obtained of the approach of the enemy in large force. 

1 then ordered Colonel Anderson to put out a pai-t of his command 
on the left of the breastwork, and Captain Wise being in command of 
the companies selected for that service, I instructed him to take posi¬ 
tion under cover of a small piece of swamp on that flank, and to assail 
the advance guard of the enemy, directing his fire to the artilleiy, 
should the enemy attempt to plant any within reach. Soon after I 
received a message from that officer saying that a ixosition could not 
be obtained at the point indicated, and I then directed him to take the 
most favorable position he could. 

At 7 a. m the battle commenced, and as soon as the enemy gathered 
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in fol’ce, wh'di was in a very few miimtes tliorcaftev, our Ibaltery opened 
fire. This battery was composed of throe ])ieces—oue 24-poiii)der how¬ 
itzer, one 18-pounder field piece, and one 0-pounder. For the 18- 
pounder the only ammunition we had was 12-pounder ammunition. 
The artillery detachments may be said to have been almost totally 
oninstructed. Having in my command no officers acquainted with 
that practice save Major Hill, whose duties confined him to Pork Point 
Battery, I applied to Colonel Eichardson, upon his arrival at Kag’s 
Head, for some officers to instruct the men. He had none. Upon your 
reaching that place I made a like application to you. Captain Scher- 
merhorn and Lieutenant Kinney were sent. The former disclaimed any 
particular knowledge upon the subject. They were immediately sent 
to Ashby’s; but the enemy made his appearance so soon, little time was 
allowed them to drill the men. 

Captain Schermerhom was placed in charge of the 18-pounder, Lieu¬ 
tenant Kinney of the 24-pounder, and Lieut. W. B. Selden, Engineer De¬ 
partment, who had patriotically volunteered his services in the line, was 
assigned to the 6-pounder, and, notwithstanding the men had received 
so little instruction, these pieces were handled in such a way as to pro¬ 
duce immense havoc in the enemy’s ranks; especially That of Lieuten¬ 
ant Selden, whose conduct elicited the unbounded admiration of all 
who witnessed it. Unhappily at about 11 o’clock that gallant officer 
received a rifle-ball in his head, and he fell without a groan, a willing 
sacrifice to a cause which he had espoused with all the ardor of his 
generous nature. 

In the meantime the fire of the musketry had been kept up from the 
commencement of the action with unabated vigor by the following com¬ 
panies under cover of the breastwork: Company B, Captain Whitson, 
Eighth Eegiment Korth Carolina State troops; Company B, Captain 
Liles, and Company F, Captain Knight, Thirty-first Eegiment Korth 
Carolina troops; Company E, Captain Dickinson, and Company K. 
Lieutenant Eoy, Fifty-ninth Virginia Volunteers; and Company E, 
Lieut. J. E. Murchison, Eighth Eegiment NTorth Carolina State troops, 
whose second lieutenant, K G. Munro, a promising young officer, fell 
on his approach near the redoubt. 

By the gallant officers and brave men of the above-named companies 
an unceasing and effective fire was kept up from 7 a. m. until 12.20, when, 
our artillery ammunition having been exhausted and our right flank 
having been turned by an overwhelming force of the enemy, I was com¬ 
pelled to yield the place. 

The entire available force of my command, exclusive of the com})anies 
on duty at the several batteries, amounted to 1,434, rank and file. Of 
these 568 were of the Eighth NTorth Carolina Stale troops, 456 of the 
Thirty-first North Qaroliiia troops, and the balance of the h\)rty-sixth 
and Fifty-ninth Virginia Volunteers, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Anderson, who, together with Major Lawson, was at the redoubt during 
the most part of the action, and rendered efficient service. The enemy’s 
force amounted to 15,000 men, with several pieces of artillery. With 
the very great disparity offerees, the moment the redoubt was flanked 
I considered the island lost. The struggle could have been protra(?ted, 
and the small body of brave men which had been held in reserve might 
Dave been brought up into the open space to receive the Are of the over¬ 
whelming force on our flank, w'hich was under cov(u* of trees; but they 
would have been sacrifleed witlxout the smallest hope of a siujccssfui 
result. 

The mules and horses attached to the artillery had been killed during 
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the action; the pieces had to be abandoned, and belies.ng it utterly 
uupossible to make a successful stand against such an overwhelming 
force, I deemed it my duty to surrender. 

A verified roll of the prisoners has gone to General Huger, through 
Major Allston, Provisional Army Coiifederatc States. The number, I 
Believe, is about 2,500. Among these are the battalions of Colonel 
Green and Major Fry, who reached the island too late to participate in 
the battle. Colonel Green, howo\"er, had a skirmish with the enemy, 
an account of which is given in his rei)ort. 

The loss on our side in killed, wounded, and missing, is as follows: 
Killed, 23; wounded, 58; and missing, C2. The loss of the Forty-sixth 
and Fifty-ninth Yirginia Volunteers is (> killed, 28 wounded, and 19 
missing; that of the Eightii, Thirty first, and Second HJ^Tortli Carolina 
troops is 16 killed, 30 woiiudcHl, and 13 missing; of the Engineer De¬ 
partment, Lieutenant Selden was killed. 

Two companies at Fort Forrest ai*e rei)orted to have blown up the 
fort and made their escape. A detachment of 17 men, under Lieuten¬ 
ant Pulley, of the Thirty-first North Carolina troops, stationed at the 
battery at Midgetl’s Hoinmoek, also escaped. 

In addition to the officers killed, whose names have already been 
mentioned, the country will deplore the loss of Oapt. O. J. Wise, of 
the Forty-sixth Virginia Volunteers, who fell bravely fighting at the 
head of his companj’^, and whose last utterancies as he was borne from 
the field were words oi* encouragement to his ftllow-soldiers. Captain 
Coles, of the same regiment, also proved himself a gallant soldier, and 
was killed upon the field. 

While I bear testimony to the bravery and good conduct of the offi¬ 
cers and men generally who wore tinder my immediate observation 
during the long protracted action, it is my duty to express the decided 
belief that, had an oppoitunily oflbrtMl, tlie olllccrs and men so long 
held in reserve under lUt^ most trying* cireumstauces wtnild have shown 
themselves worthy the confidence of th<‘ country. The loss of the 
enemy in killed and wounded was V(‘ry great. 

I cannot close this report without giving expression to the deep grief 
which I feel on account of the disaster whicdi has befallen us^ and at 
the same time expressing the earnest hope tliat tlie Great Being who 
holds the destinies of nations in the hollow of Jlis hand will soon ena¬ 
ble us to retrieve the losses we have sustained.

Beport of Copt, James M. Whitson, Eighth North Carolina Infantry, 

February 6,1862—8 p. m. 

Eeceived orders to-night to muster all the available strength of my 
company, with one day^s ration, and march to Plights Lauding, distant 
9 miles from the camp. 

At 2 o’clock on the following moniing we arrived at the church near 
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tlie entrance of the road leading to and half a mile from the intended 
destination of our troops. Here we were halted and ordered to remain 
till further orders. 

At the dawn of day orders reached us to resume oui‘ march for the 
landing. Immediately our forces were under arms and w ading through 
the ponds of water that intercepted our march; but we had not pro¬ 
ceeded far when another order from the commanding officer met us, 
directing us to fall back again to the spot that we had just left,‘where 
we remained till 1 p. m. 

At 12 o’clock the enemy’s deet engaged our fort on the shore, and 
one hour after the cannonading commenced our forces were ordered to 
gain Ashby’s Landing with all possible speed, 3 miles in our rear; but 
before we reached the landing we were again halted. It was now about 
4 o’clock, when we saw two or three companies retreating from the 
landing last mentioned in double-quick time, with two or three field 
pieces, which I supposed had been previously planted at the landing to 
prevent the landing of the enemy’s troops. Again we wyce ordered to 
reform and retire to the little intrenchment at Suple’s Hill, a point still 
farther to our rear. 

By the time we reached this last point, after the reception of a few 
shot and shell from the enemy’s fleet, the day had neaidy reached its 
close. Wkile darkness was gathering over us the firmament was becom¬ 
ing thickly condensed with cloud, threatening us with storms of rain, 
which fell incessantly before day. At the battery, while Colonel Shaw, 
of the Eighth JTorth Carolina State troops, and Colonel Jordan, of the 
Thirty-first ^STorth Carolina Volunteers, were probably concerting their 
plans for the defense of the works, our troops were waiting for the next 
order, and apparently in eager exi^ectation of the arrival of the enemy. 
At length ttie conclusion came, when Colonel Jordan, of the aforesaid 
volunteers, was left in command at the battery. My company having 
been detached from its regiment by order of Colonel Shaw, to remain 
with the forces under Colonel Jordan at the battery, was ordered by 
the latter (Colonel Jordan) to take position on the right of the battery 
and to defend it, whereupon I immediately moved my men in position, 
ordering them to stack their arms for the purpose of executing another 
order from Colonel Jordan to me relative to overlaying the battery 
with pine bushes, which was soon accomplished in good order; but 
finding the length of the breastwork from the gun and embrasure on 
the left of my company to the extreme right totally insufficient to 
admit my company in two ranks, I applied to Colonel elordan for 
spades, that I might both lengthen and turn the battery to the rear so 
as to facilitate a disposition against a flank movement of the enemy 
should they attempt it, but unfortunately the spades (iould not be had. 
The night passed, and a dark night it was. 

The morning came, February 8, and we were all wet with the rain 
of the previous night, and soon'our pickets w(n*(^ driven in and r(‘porte(l 
they were coming. Scarcc‘ly fifteen minutes had ela])se(l befoiH* the balls 
were whistling thick and fast about oxrr ranks from the long-range rides 
of the inAmders. A vast number of shots were fired at us, taking but 
little effect in our lines, before wo answered or returned the fire, with 
the exception of what firing was done by a few of our skirmishers de 
l>loyed against them. 

At hmgth an attempt was made by the enem^r as il“ to charge our * 
battery, but it was at tiiis crisis of the action that we poured a deadly 
fire into thcju, rei>ulsing them, as we sui)posed, with considerable loss, 
as wo did on several other subsequent occasions. Finding it impossible 
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to carry our workb by means of charging them in front, the enemy next 
determined, if possible, to gain the right and left flanks of om line, 
which they succeeded in doing after a five hours’ struggle, ha\dng to 
ford a deep, boggy swamp, which compelled them to move very cau¬ 
tiously and very slowly. During the movement through the swamp to 
our right Colonels Shaw and Jordan, both being in the latter, urged 
me to watch the movement, which 1 did with the utmost precaution, 
causing my men to fire on the enemy at every opportunity. 

Half an hour before the retreat took place, seeing that my company 
on the right was occupying a critical position, becoming more and more 
exposed to the fire of the enemy, I passed quickly from my position 
to Colonel Jordan, informing him of the enemy’s movements, and hav¬ 
ing done this, I passed quickly back to my company. Up to this time 
I had lost 2 of my men killed and 4 or 5 others wounded. 

The fire was now becoming intense, tlie right flank of luy comj)any 
being the most hotly attacked. Believing that a change of position 
was really necessary, and that in a few moments more we should be 
swept with an overraking fire, I threw the riglit wing of company to 
the rear, in order to diminish its front. 1 again went to Colonel Shaw 
and informed him of the ])()sition gained against us. 

About this time a retreat had been determined. Colonel Shaw having 
informed me that we should have to evacuate the works. A few min¬ 
utes more and all our forces were retreating in the direction of the camp. 
I had not left the battery but a few paces when 1 received a slight 
wound from a ball which jiassed through the leg of my pants, cutting 
my leg, but very shallow, though it prohibited me from walking for 
several days. 

Many of my command, being near their homes and thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted and familiar with the vicinity of the island and the region of 
country around, suc(Joedcd in making their escai)efroin the island after 
the action was over, and some after the surrender was made, before 
they could be taken prisoners—some leaving their baggage and others 
carrying both baggage and guns with them. These men, about 35 or 
40 in number, are liable to do s(*rvice, and I have instructed several of 
them that 1 have seen to report to those officers of my company who 
were not taken xirisoners for duty. Enoch F. Baxter brevet lieuten¬ 
ant, Sergts. Lewis N. Simmons and Caleb Toler, and. four corporals 
made then escape. The other commissioned officers and sergeants 
were made prisoners and paroled.

Report of Col. John Y. Jordan.^ Thirty-first North Carolina infemtry. 

Steamer Spaulding-, February 17, 1862. 

Sir ; T herewith submit to you a report of the part taken by my 
regiment in the late engagement on Roanoke Island between the forces 
of the Confederate States and those of (he United States. 

The flrst appearance of the enemy was on the morning of the 6th 
instant, about 8 o’clock, as seen from Ashby’s Landing by the forces 
stationed there, consisting of two companies (B and F, infanta:y) of 
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my regiment, under command of Captains Liles and KnigL.fc, with two 
pieces of artillery, one 24-pounder navy howitzer, and one 18-pounder 
field gun, the whole force, including the artillery, under Captain Liles, 
he being the senior officer present. Under an order from you to pro¬ 
ceed to Ashby’s Landing I arrived there at 12 m. on the Oth, and ^s- 
covered by aid of a glass a large number of the enemy’s fleet, consist¬ 
ing of steam and sail vessels, then apparently lying at anchor at a point 
10 miles below the southern point of the island. 1 left Ashby’s at 2 p. 
m. and met you, in company with Captain Taylor, of the Navy^ and re¬ 
ported the information I had received. 

Upon your return to the camp I received an order from you to pre¬ 
pare one day’s rations for all the available forces under my command, 
with the exce])tion of one company, which was to be left in charge ot 
the camp, and that portion of Captain Godwin’s company wbi(*li was 
then in quarters and which you ordered to be sent to the wostcM n si<le 
of the sound, at a point called Fort Forrest, then in (ffiarge < f Captain 
Whitty, with instructions to Captain Godwin to support Captain Whitty 
in ])rotecting that imint. The remaining portion of my available forces, 
with one day’s provisions, was ordered to take up the line of march to 
Ashby’s Landing or that vicinity. On arriving at Suple’s Jlill, about 
a mile and a hall* above this landing, the forces were ordered to bivouac 
for the night. 

At a very early hour on the morning of the 7th myself, in com¬ 
pany with Major Yeates, proceeded to the landing, leaving Lieutenant- 
Colonel Fowle in charge of the forces at Suple’s Hill, with a view of 
making farther preparation to meet the enemy should a landing be 
attempted at that point. 

About 10 a. m. I perceived that the enemy’s fleet was in motion, ad¬ 
vancing up the sound, and at about 11.46 o’clock the leading steamer 
opened fire upon Fort Bartow. About 3 p. m. the engagement became 
general upon the part of the enemy’s vessels against Fort Bartow. At 
about 4 p. m. a small boat, containing about 15 men, left one of the trans¬ 
ports of the enemy, apparently with a view of taldng soundings at Ham¬ 
mond’s Landing, about half a mile above Ashby’s. As the boat a])- 
proached the land I detailed a force of 25, under command of Captain 
Liles, to intercept it. The party in the boat had effected a landing, 
when Captain Liles ordered the men under his command to fire uj)on 
them, by which fire it has since been ascertained that 3 of the enemy 
were killed and 1 wounded. The remainder immediately retreated to 
the vessel in the sound. About 5 o’clock a large steamer and a num¬ 
ber of smaller boats, carrying a force estimated at 8,000 or 10,000 
men, with several pieces of artillery, and under cover of the gunboats 
in the sound, was seen approachingHammond’s Landing, between wliicli 
and the point occupied by my forces lay a large marsh impassable by 
artillery. Having no horses for our artillery, fearing that we might 1 k^ 
cut off, or at least that the shells from the enemy’s guns in the sound 
might confuse and disconcert the men under my command and <janse 
the eventual loss of the field pieces, which you enjoined upon me at all 
hazards to save, I considered it judicious to order a retreat. The 
infantry, under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Fowle, was placed in 
rear of the artillery to protect it, and aU the forces retired in good 
order to a redoubt thrown across the main road one mile and a quarter 
above Ashby’s, where the guns were placed in battery, the 18-pounder 
on the left and the howitzer on the right, under command of Cai)- 
tain Schermerhorn and Lieutenant Kinney, and a 6-pounder occupying 
the center, under command of Lieutenant Selden. The gun detach- 
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ments were immediately ordered to take position at their pieces. A 
picket guard was thrown out and a detail ordered from each company 
present, to mask the battery as effectually as the short time rendered 
practicable. Soon afterwar^d you arrived and took command. 

At about 12 o’clock at night I proceeded to obey your order to march 
all my forces, except those detailed for the support of the battery, in 
connection with those of Colonel Anderson, to Fort Bartow; but while 
awaiting at Suple’s Hill the arrival of Colonel Anderson 1 received an 
order, through Major Yeates, revoking your former order, and remained 
there during the rest of the night, awaiting further orders, with the 
following companies of my regiment: Company C, Captain Betts; 
Company D, Captain Manly; Company G, Captain Picot; Company 
H, Captain Jones; Company I, Captain McKay; Company K, Captain 
Whitty. 

Early on the morning of the 8th I received orders from you to report 
myself to you in person at the battery then under your command, 
which I did, leaving the companies above named to act as a reserve, 
under command of Lieutenant-Colonel [Daniel G.] Fowle and Major 
[Jesse J.] Yeates. As you are entirely familiar with the part taken 
by me and those under my command during the action of the 8th, I 
deem a further report from me unnecessary. Appended you will find 
a statement of the number of men of my regiment engaged, lulled, 
wounded, 

I cannot close this report without especially mentioning the acts of 
coolness and manifest bravery of Captains Liles and Knight, with the 
officers and men under their command, who were in the fight at the 
battery. Lieutenant Pipkin, of Company G, was in charge of Fort 
Blanchard, and, with all of his command, cviuced a spirit to faithfully 
and nobly discharge his duty had an opportunity offered. Lieutenant 
Pulley, Company IT, in charge of Port-, at Midgett’s, is sup¬ 

posed to have escaped with his command, not having been heard from 
since our defeat. I doubt not but he remained faithfully at his post, 
ready to do his duty, till he learned that our battery was flanked by 
the enemy and a retreat ordered.

Report of Lieut. Col. Wharton J. Crem^ Second North Carolina Battalion. 

On Board Steaimler S. E. Spauldino, 

Off Roanolce Island, N. 0., February 18,1862. 
Sir: I herewith submit a report of the skirmish in which my bat¬ 
talion (Second Horth Carolina) was engaged on Saturday, the 8th 
instant: 

lu obedience to orders from Adjutant-General Cooper, received on 
the e v^eniug of J auuary 30,1 struck camp in the vicinity of Wilmington 

* List i^ows 475 men in action; 2 MUed, 8 wounded, and 76 nolssing. 
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on the morning of the 1st instant and proceeded hither with a^l possible 
dispatch. Owing to the want of transports we were detained two days 
and upward in Norfolk, leaving that place on Wednesday, the 5th 
Instant, in tow of the canal tug-boat Wliite. 

On Friday, when about 30 miles distant from the island, continued 
discharges of artillery informed us of the i)rogress of a fight between 
the Federal fleet and Confederate batteries. Being entirely ignorant 
of the topography of the island, and not knowing where or to whom to 
rei)ort, T left our transports about 20 miles hence and came on in the 
steamer for information. Having obtained which, I returned to 
men and crowded them on the smallest number of transports that 
would contain them and then started. The night was very dark and 
stormy, with the wind against us, consequently our progress was slow. 

After beating about until midnight our pilot declared that he had 
lost his reckoning, and as we had only a fathom and a half of water, 
thought it safer to wait for daylight. 

About 2 a. m. Saturday a number of Confederate gunboats passed us 
from the direction of the island, one of them running into the schooner 
Beauregard (one of our transports) and seriously injuring her. In 
reply to our challenge and statement of our condition, all the answer 
we could get was that one of the boats was the Beaufort, the other 

the-. Had they stopped in their flight long enough to exchange 

pilots with us, or even to give ours the necessary instruction as to his 
course, my battalion would have reached the island in time to have 
participated in the entire action. 

Failing to do so, it was 10 a. m. when we reached the island, and 12 
o'clock before the men, arms, and anoonunition could be got on shore, 
owing to their having to be taken on lighters. Having distributed all 
of my ammunition I started for the scene of action, but soon met scores 
of stragglers, who reported everything lost and the Confederate forces 
entirely dispersed. 

Notwithstanding these discoura^ng reports, my men kept in good 
spirits and pressed on with animation. On reaching your camp, and 
having the worst reports confirmed, 1 called upon you for orders, and 
was told to proceed to a point some mile or two distant, under the 
guidance of Major Williamson, and take iiosition. 

After proceeding about half a mile we came suddenly upon a Federal 
regiment, which I have since learned was the Twenty-first Massachu¬ 
setts. The two advanced companies of the respective commands were 
about 76 paces apart, I being some 20 paces in advance of mine. T 
gave the command ^‘By company into line,’^ when the officer in <iom- 
mand of the Federal regiment threw up his hand and cried out, Sto]), 
stop, colonel; don’t fire; you are mistaken!” Believing it to be a 
trick, I repeated my command. Thereupon the Federal officer ga^'e 
the command, ^^Fire.” My advanced companies returned the fire, firing 
at will after the first volley. Finding that there was some contusion, 
and not knowing the ground, I soon became satisfied that I could not 
form my men in line of battle to any advantage on the gTound that they 
then occupied, so I ordered them to fall back a short distance and 
form behind the log houses occupied by Colonel Jordan’s regiment as 
quarters. This they did in good order. The Federals fell back imme¬ 
diately after. Immediately after forming behind the houses Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel Fowle, of the Thirty-first North Carolina, passed by wiUi a 
white flag, and stated that a surrender had been determined ux)on. 

My loss was 3 men killed and 5 wounded, 2 of whom have since died. 
I am happy to be able to report favorably of the action of both officers 
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and men. The enemy’s loss, as I learned from themselves, was be¬ 
tween 20 and 30. 

I marched my entire command, with very few exceptions, in good 
order back to your camp.

tion, the tug and barge that brought us over having left for Hag’s 
Head.

Btport of Lieut. Col. Frank P. Anderson, Fifty-ninth Virginia Infantry. 

On Board Steamer S. E. Spaulding, 

February 16, 1862. 

Sir : I herewith inclose yon a report of the part taken by the Fifty- 
ninth Eegiment Virginia Volunteers in the engagement of the 8th 
instant. 

In obedience to orders from General H. A. "Wise I left Hag’s Head 
on the morning of the 7th, and not being able to eftfect a landing at the 
wharf, I beached the boats at the north end of the island and there 
effected a landing, leaving the baggage and most of the ammunition on 
board the transports. My force—consisting of two companies of the 
Forty-sixth Eeg^ent Virginia Volunteers and eight companies of tiie 
Fifty-ninth Eegiment Virginia Volunteers, amounting in all to about 
460 men, officers included—then proceeded to the earthwork, across the 
main road, where wo arrived about 6 p. m., and found that the enemy 
had effected a landing in force at Ashby’s Landing. 

Colonel Jordan, having fallen back from that point (bringing the 
artillery back to the earthwork), 1 immediately sent scouts to discover 
the position and force of the enemy. The scouts returned in fifteen 
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minutesj liaving shot one of their advance pickets within 500 yards of 
the earthwork, and bringing his gun. I immediately sent out a strong 
picket—10 Eaugers, Company A, Fiffcy-nintk Eegiment, and 10 Eich- 
mond Light Infantry Blues, Company A, Forty-sixth Eegiment, Capt. 
O. Jenningb Wise in command. Nothing occurred during the night. 

Early in the morning of the 8th I ordered Company A, Fifty-ninth 
Eegiment, Lieutenant Hazlett commanding, to proceed in the direction 
of the enemy, to relieve Captain Wise and his pickets. In about fifteen 
minutes they returned, reporting the advance of the enemy in foice. I 
immediately deployed Captain Wise’s company (A, Forty-sixth Eegi¬ 
ment), Captain Coles’ company (Forty-sixth Eegiment), and Lieutenant 
Hazlett’s company (A, Fifty-ninth Eegiment) on our left, in the swamp, 
I having been informed by you that our right was impassable, from 
reports which you had received. The earthwork not being capable of 
sheltering more than 200 men, I then marched the rest of my eommand 
about 250 yards to the rear, there to be held in reserve. 

After getting the reserve placed in position I dispatched scouts to 
the right for the purpose of discovering, if possible, a road by which 
we might flank the enemy or be flanked by them. They soon returned, 
reporting a passage impracticable. I then sent them farther to tlie 
right, when a messenger arrived from you requesting me to come to the 
earthwork. Arriving at the earthwork, I dispatched 10 more men to 
watch and skirmish on our right flank. 

About 9.30 a. m., the firing being very heavy, I dispatched a mes¬ 
senger to MHiior Lawson to bring three companies to the earthwork to 
relieve those already engaged. He arrived with Company E, Captain 
Dickinson, and Company K, Lieutenant Eoy, of the Fifty-ninth Eegi¬ 
ment, and Company —, Captain Murchison, Eighth Eegiment North 
Carolina State troops. They arrived under a shower of bullets, Lieu¬ 
tenants MiUer, Pettier, and Walker receiving wounds. The engage¬ 
ment lasted unti] 12 o’clock, when, our ammunition being expended 
and our right flank (which had been reported impassable) being turned, 
T was obliged to leave the earthwork. My regiment retreated in good 
order. 

After arriving at your quarters, and while in conversation with your¬ 
self, Colonel Green engaged the advance of the enemy. I immediately 
marched my regiment to the woods near the beach, and there placed 
them in position to receive the enemy. While in this position the 
report reached mo that the white flag had been sent by you to the 
enemy, and that yon had surrendered the forces on the island. 1 sent 
an officer to you to inquire into the truth of this report; he returned, 
informing me that the report was correct. I then countermarched my 
regiment to your encampment and there surrendered them. 

The following is the list of killed, wounded, and missing from my 
command: Killed, 2 captains and 4= privates; wounded, 4 lieutenants 
and 24 privates; missing, 19 privates. Those missing are sui)p()sod to 
have escaped from the island. 

The officers and privates under my command behaved gallantly 
against great odds.

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Report of Maj. G, JET. Hill^ G. 8. Army^ Commanding Fort Bartow. 

Steamer S. E. Spauldino, 
Groatan Sound, N. C., February 14, 1803. 

Colonel : I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
engagement between the enemy’s fleet and Fort Bartow on the 7th and 
8th instant: 

On the morning of the 7th, while the men under my command were 
at drill in the fort, we saw that the fleet of the enemy was coming up 
the sound. 1 immediately cleared the fort for action and made every 
preparation in my power to give them a warm reception. 

About 11,30 o’clock their fleet, consisting of about thirty gunboats, 
advanced within range of the tour guns on the left flank of my battery 
(consisting of ^To. C, a 57-cwt. 33-pounder, on a navy carriage in em¬ 
brasure 5 No. 7, a rifled 33-pounder, on navy barbette carriage, and 
Nos. 8 and 9, 41 and 47 cwt. 33-pouiiders, on columbiad carriages), 
and opened fire from about sixty guns, throwing 9,10, and 11 inch shell, 
with shrapnel, a few round shot, and every variety of rifle projectiles. 
We answered cautiously and slowly with the four guns that could be 
brought to bear upon them, tind they soon fell back so as to mask gun 
No. 6, concentrating the lii*e on the three barbette guns, which now 
alone bore on them. We fired in all but fourteen shots from gun No. 
6 this day. 

Early in the action a shell exploded on the platform of the rifled 
gun, destroying a portion of the traverse circle, diminishing its traverse, 
so that it could be traversed only on those vessels of the fleet that were 
advanced farthest to the northward. The enemy maintained an unin¬ 
terrupted fire for more than six hours, withdrawing at dark. We fired 
the last shot. The works, however, sustained but little damage. We 
fired 30 rounds from the rifle gun and IGl rounds from Nos, 8 and 9, 
making, with the 14 rounds from No.O, a lotal of 305 roiuids expended. 
The projectiles used by me were principally round shot. 

Early in the action the quarters were fired by the enemy’s shells, 
and, notwithstanding the strenuous efforts of Lieutenant Gilliam, of 
Company I, who was sent with a detachment to rescue the property 
contained in them, nearly the Avhole of it, including the small-arms of 
my battalion, was destroyed. 

While in this service Private Bagley, of Company 1. was severely 
wounded by the explosion of a shell. Private Wilson, of Company L, 
was killed at the battery early in the action, and Private Baily, of same 
company, was mortally wounded. Sergeant Graves and Ihivate Green, 
of Company L, were severely wounded at their guns, making the total 
of casualties 1 killed and 4 wounded. 

The damage sustained by the work was repaired during the night bv 
the negro laborers, under the direction of Lieutenant Talcott, who vol¬ 
unteered his services. 

An additional supply of ammunition was sent to us from Fort Huger 
by Captain Taylor, which gave us, including amount on hand, 42 rounds 
for the rifled gun and 156 iM)unds for smooth-bore 32-pounders. 

On Saturday, the 8th, my men were at their post by 6.30 a. m. in 
fine spirits, expecting a renewal of the attack. 

At 9 a. m. the enemy’s fleet attempted an advance ui> Groatan Sound, 
with the appai‘ent intent of cutting ofl:‘ our re-enforcements landing on 
the norijh end of the island. I opened fire on them with the rifled gun 
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and gun 6, checking their advance and bringing on a desultory en¬ 
gagement, which continued at intervals until 12*30 o\*lock, when, re¬ 
ceiving the intelligence that our land defenses had been forced and my 
position consequently turned, I abandoned Fort Bartow, destroying 
the ammunition and disabling the guns. During the morning we tired 
about 20 rounds of rifle charges and 20 more iVom smooth-bore 32- 
pounders. 

Jn closing, I desire to state that both the officers and men under my 
command <Bd theii* duty manfully and with skill and courage. Special 
commendation is due to Captain Fearing and LieutenantwS Elliott and 
Hinton of Company L, and Lieutenant Gilliam of Company I; also 
to Sergeant Graves, Privates Black and Dawson of Company L, and 
Sergeant Barrow and Privates Jacocks and Stokes of Company L 
I here desire also to acknowledge the great servicic rendered by Cap¬ 
tain Taylor, of the artillery 5 Lieutenant Loyall, of the Kavy, and Lieu¬ 
tenant Talcott, also of the artillery. They did great service—cool, 
calm, and assisting in every way. Their conduct cannot be too highly 
commended.

Beport of Copt, John 8. Taylor^ 0, 8. Army, in charge of Seavy Artillery, 

Eoanokb Island, N*. C., 

February 9, 1802, 

Sir: On Friday, the 7th instant, at about noon, the enemy^s fleet 
opened fire on onr squadron and Fort Bartow. In obedience to your 
orders I took charge of Forts Huger and Blanchard, and awaited the 
approach of the enemy 5 but as they did not come within range of our 
rifled guns (which I fired eight times) and seemed to concentrate their 
fire on the left flank of Fort Bartow, I immediately rode to that battery, 
where I remained until the enemy ceased firing, assisting Major Hill, 
the commanding officer of that post. 

On the morning of the 8 th, about 10 a. m., Port Bartow fired a shot 
at the enemy^s ships, to prevent what seemed to be an attempt to cut 
off re-enforcements approaching the island from the northward (the 
other batteries being manned to drive back the enemy sliould the 
attempt be persevered in), when their fleet commenced a desultory tire 
upon Fort Bartow. I immediately repaired to that post, where 1 re¬ 
mained until the battery was evacuated, in consequence oi‘ our land 
defenses having been forced by the enemy^s troops. 

I then returned to Fort Blanchard, thinking the fleet would attempt 
to pass through Oroatan Sound, which, however, they did not. Leaving 
orders to fire upon them should they attempt to pass or come witldn 
range, I went to Fort Huger, where I soon received your order to spike 
the guns and send the men to your encampment. This was done, 
the powder destroyed, and the gun-carriages somewhat injured, about 
2.30 p. m. 
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I sliould have entirely dismantled the batteries at Forts Huger and 
Blanchai'd but for two reasons: First, because, in doing* so, the enemy 
would have been made aware of it, and would, no doubt, have sent 
their ships up to take your position in the rear; and, second, because 
I had not time; for while we were throwing shells into the water a 
sharp conflict was heard in the direction of the encampment of the 
Thirty-first Eegiment; so I immediately dispatched the companies to 
go by the beach and through the woods to your support. 

T^ile on my way to your headquarters I heard that a flag of truce 
had been sent out, and received orders not to spike the guns; but it 
was too late. 

I do not hesitate to say, from the sendee done by the three barbette 
guns at Fort Bartow (the only guns brought fully into action), and the 
little damage sustained by that battery, notwithstanding the incessant 
and terrible fire kept ui) against it for more than six hours by per¬ 
haps sixty guns, that if all our batteries had been brought into action 
the enemy’s fleet would have been destroyed or beaten back. 

I desire to say that the officers and men brought under fire behaved 
in a highly creditable manner^ and that they seemed to be in better 
condition the second day, notwithstanding their fatigue and loss of rest, 
than they were during thc^ first. I would also say that the officers and 
men at the batteries not engaged evinced a fine spirit; and I have to 
regret for them, for myself, and for oui* cause, that they had not an 
opportunity to illustrate their skill and patriotism against the gunboats 
of the enemy. 

I understand that the loss in the enemy’s fleet was about five times 
as great as ours in the battery. Ours was 1 killed and 3 woimded. 
l\Iajor Hill will no doubt pay a just tribute to the services of Lieutenant 
Loyall, of the JTavy, and Lieutenant Talcott, of the artillery, which 
cannot be too highly commended. 

Allow me to join in the regret and mortification which I know you 
fool that our cause should have sustained a defeat while in our hands.

Report of the Investigating Committee Confederate Home of B^resenta- 

fives. 


The committee, to whom was referred a resolution of the House of 
Representatives, instructing them to inquire and report the causes 
and circumstances of the capitulation of Roanoke Island,” have had 
the same under consideration, and have given all the facts and cir¬ 
cumstances connected with the defenses of the said island and its ad¬ 
jacent waters and of the capitulation on February 8, a most elaborate 
investigation. 

The committee find that on August 2L 1861, Brigadier-General Gat 
lin was ordered to the command of the Department of North Carolina 
and the coast defenses of that State. On September 29 Brig. Gen. D. 
H. HiU was assigned to duty in North Carolina, and charged with the 
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defenses of that portion of said State lying between Albemarle Soaiid 
and the Ij^ense Eiver and Pamlico Sound, mclrtling those waters, and 
was directed to report to Brigadier-General Gatlin. On NTovember IG 
Brig. Gen. L. O’B. Branch was directed to relieve Brigadier-Gema’al 
nni in command of his district in N’orth Carolina. On December 21 
that part of North Carolina east of the Chowan Eiver, togolher with 
the counties of Washington and Tyrrel, was, at the leciuest of the 
proper authorities of North Carolina, separated from the rcnnainder and 
constituted into a military district, under Brig. Gen. H. A. Wis(‘, and 
attached to the command of Major-General Huger, commanding the 
Department of Norfolk. At the time, therefore, of the surrender of 
Eoanoke Island, on February 8,1862, it was within the military district 
of Brigadier-General Wise, and attached to the command of Major- 
General Huger. 

The military defenses of Eoanoke Island and its adjacent waters, on 
the said February 8,18G2, consisted of Fort Bartow, the most south¬ 
ern of the defenses on the west side of the island—a sand fort, well 
covered with turf, having six long 32-pounder guns in embrasure and 
three 32-pounders en harhette. The next is Fort Blanchard, on the same 
side of the island, about 2J miles from Fort Bartow—a semicircular 
sand fort, turfed, and mounting four 32-pounders m hariette. Nt'xt, on 
the same side and about 1,200 yards from Fort Blanchard, is Fort Huger. 
This is a turfed sand fort, running along the line of the beach, and 
closed in the rear by a low breastwork, with a banquette for inlaid ry. 
It contained eight 32-pounder guns in embrasure, two rilled 32-]>ounders 
en larlette^ and two small 32 pounders en barbette on the right 

About 3 miles below Fort Bartow, on the east side of the island, was 
a battery of two 32 pounder guns en barbette^ at a point known as Mid- 
gett’s Hommock. In the center of the island, about 2 miles from Fort 
Bartow and a mile from Midgett’s Hommock, was a redoubt, or breast¬ 
work, thrown across the road, about 70 or 80 feet long, with embrasures 
for three guns, on the right of which was a swamp, on the left a marsh, 
the redoubt reaching nearly between them and facing to the south. On 
the Tyrrel side, on the main-land, nearly opposite to Fort Huger, was 
Fort Forrest, mounting seven 32-pounders. 

In addition to these defenses on the shore and on the island there 
was a barrier of piles, extending from the east side of Fulker Shoals 
toward the island. Its object was to compel vessels passing on the 
west of the island to approach within reach ol* the shore batt(n‘i<\s, but 
up to February 8 there was a span of 1,700 yards open opposite to h\)rt 
Bartow. Some vessels had been sunk and piles driven on the west 
side of Fulker Shoals, to obstruct the channel between that shoal and 
the main-land, which comprise all the defenses either upon ibe laml or 
in the waters adjacent. 

The entire military force stationed ui)on the island i)rior to and at 
the time of the late engagement consisted of the Eighth l^egiment of 
North Carolina State troops, under the command of Col. H. M. Siiaw; 
the Thirty-first Eegiment of North Carolina Volunteers, under the 
command of Col. J. Y. Jordan, and three companies of the Seventeenth 
North Carolina troops, under the command of Maj. G. U. Hill. Aller 
manning tjhe several forts on February 7 there were but 1,024 men left, 
and 200 of them were upon the sick list. 

On the evening of February 7 Brigadier-G-oneral Wise sent from 
Nag\s Head, under the command of Lieulenant-Colonel Aoiderson, a 
re-enlbrcement numbering some 450 men. This does not include the 
commands of Lieutenant Colonel Green and Major Fry, both of whom 
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marclicd to the scene of action after the battle was closed. The com¬ 
mittee do not think there was any intentional delay in the landing of 
the commands of Colonel Green and Ma,ior Fry. The former (Colonel 
Green) exhibited great anxiety to get into the iight when he did land, 
and acted with great gallantry in the skirmish he did have with the 
enemy in the vicinity of the camp—the whole under the command 
of Brigadier-General Wise, who, upon February 7 and 8, was at Wag’s 
Head, 4 miles distant from the island, confined to a sick bed, and en¬ 
tirely disabled from participating in the action in person. The imme¬ 
diate command, therefore, devolved upon Col. H. M. Shaw, the senior 
officer present. 

On February 6 it was discovered by the companies on picket duty 
on the south end of the island that the enemy’s fleet was in Pamlico 
Souud, south of Eoanoke Island, and apparently intending to attack 
the forces upon the island. Colonel Shaw immediately communicated 
the fact to Brigadier General Wise, and issued orders for the disposi¬ 
tion of his trooj)s preparatory to an engagement. The points at which 
it was supposed ihe enemy would attempt to land troops were Ashby’s 
and Pugh’s Landings. Ashby’s is situated on the west side of the 
island, about 2 miles south of Fort Bartow; and Pugh’s on the same 
side, about 2 miles soxith of Ashby’s. 

On the night of the (ith, or early in the morning of the 7th, a detach¬ 
ment, with one luece of artillery, was sent to Pugh’s Landing, and one 
with two pieces of artillery was sent to Ashby’s, and the remainder of 
the forces Avere stationed in the immediate vicinity of Ashby’s. 

On the morning of the 7th the enemy’s fleet passed by both of the 
landings and proceeded toward Fort Bartow, and the detachment of 
infantry stationed at Pugh’s immediately fell back to the vicinity of 
Ashby’s Landing and joined the detiichments there, all under com¬ 
mand of Col. J. V. Jordan. 

In the sound, between Iloanoke Island and the main-land, upon the 
Tyrrcl side. Commodore Lynch, with his squadron of seven vessels, 
had taken position, and at 11 o’clock the enemy’s fleet, consisting of 
about thirty gunboats and schooners, advanced in two divisions, the 
rear one having the schooners and transports in tow. The advance 
and attacking divisions again subdivided, one assailing the squadron 
and the other firing upon the fort vtith fl-inch, lO-inch, and 11-inch 
shell, sjdierical ease, a few round shot, and every variety of rifled pro¬ 
jectiles. The tort replied with but four guns (which wore all that could 
be brought to bear), and after striking the foremost vessel several times 
the fleet fell back so as to mask one of the guns of the fort, leaving 
but three to reply to the fire of the whole fleet. The bombardment 
was continued through the day, and the enemy retired at dark. The 
squadron under the command of Commodore Lynch sustained their 
position most gallantly, and only retired after exhausting all their 
ammunition and having lost the steamer Curlew and the Forrest 
disabled. Fort Bartow sustained considerable damage from the fire 
of the day, but the injuries were partially repaired by the next morn¬ 
ing and the fort put in a state of defense. 

About 3.30 o’clock on the morning of the 7th the enemy sent 
oil' from his transports about 25 men in a launch, apparently to 
take soundings, who were fired upon and retreated; whereupon two 
large steamers, having in tow each thirty boats filled with troops, 
approached the island, xinder the protection of their gunboats, at a 
point north of Ashby’s Landing, known as Hammond’s, and did effect 
a landing. The point selected was out of the reach of the field pieces 
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at Ashby’s, and defended by a swamp from the advance of our infantry 
and protected by the shot and shell from their gunboats. Our whole 
force, therefore, withdi*ew from Ashby’s and took position at theredoubt, 
or breastwork, and placed in battery their field pieces, with necessary 
artillerymen, under the respective commands of Captain Schermerhorn, 
Lieutenants Kinney and Selden. Two companies of the Eighth and 
two of the Thirty-first were placed at the redoubt to support the artil¬ 
lery. Three companies of the Wise Legion deployed to the right and 
left as skirmishers; the remainder of the infantry in position 300 yards 
in the rear of the redoubt as a reserve. 

The enemy landed some 15,000 men, with artillery, and at 7 a. m. 
of the 8th opened fire upon the redoubt, which was replied to imme¬ 
diately with great spirit, and the action soon became general, and was 
continued without intermission for more than five hours, when the 
enemy succeeded in deploying a large force on eitlier side of our line, 
flanking each wing. The order was then given by Colonel Shaw to 
spike the guns in the battery and to retreat to the northern end of the 
island. The guns were spiked and the whole force fell back to the 
camps. 

During the engagement at the redoubt the enemy’s fleet attempted 
to advance up Croatan Sound, which brought on a desultory engage¬ 
ment between Port Bartow and the fleet, which continued up to 12.30 
o’clock, when the commanding officer was informed that the laud de¬ 
fenses had been forced and the position of the fort turned. Ho there¬ 
fore ordered the guns to be disabled and the ammunition destroyed, 
which was done, and the fort abandoned. The same thing was done at 
Ports Blanchard and Huger, and the forces from all the forts were 
marched in good order to the camps. The enemy took ])ossossion of the 
redoubt and forts immediately, and proceeded in pursuit with great 
caution toward the northern end of the island in force, dcplojdng so 
as to surround our forces at the camps. Colonel Shaw, luiving ar¬ 
rived with his whole force at his camp in time to have saved his whole 
command if transports had been furnished, but none being there, and 
finding himself surrounded by a greatly superior force u])on the open 
island, with no field works to protect him, and having lost his only 
three field pieces at the redoubt, had either to make an idle display of 
courage in fighting the foe at such immense disadvantage, to the sacri¬ 
fice of his command, or to capitulate and surrender as prisoners of war 
He wisely determined upon the latter alternative. 

The loss on our side in killed, wounded, and missing is as follows: 
Killed, 23; wounded, 58 ,• missing, 62. The loss of the Porty-sixth and 
Pifty-ninth Virginia Volunteers is, killed, C: wounded, 28; missing, 19, 
That of the Eighth, Thirty-first, and Second North Carolina State troops 
is, killed, 16; wounded, 30; missing, 43. 

Of the engineer’s depai*tment, Lieutenant Selden (killed), who had 
patriotically volunteered his services in the line, was assign<*d to tlie 
command of the 6-pouuder, which he handled with so much skill as to 
produce immense havoc in the enemy’s ranks and to elicit the un¬ 
bounded admiration of all who witnessed it. Unhappily, however, 
that gallant officer received a rifle-ball in the head an<l h<^ fell without 
a groan. 

The loss of the enemy was in killed and wounded at least 900, and 
the probability is a much larger number. 

The foregoing is a brief and concise view of the defenses of Roanoke 
Island and of the adjacent waters, the number of our troops engaged 
on February 7 and 8, and the circumstances of the capitulation l^ereof 
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on February 8. The commitlee are satisfied that Colonel Sha^ held 
the i)os8ession of that post as long as he could have done without a 
useless sacrifice of human liie; that on the 7th and 8th the officers 
and men in Fort Bartow displayed great coolness and courage and 
persevering effort to sustain theii‘ position and drive back the enemy^s 
fleet. 

In the battle of February 8 at the redoubt the officers and men 
exhibited a cool and deliberate courage worthy of veterans in the 
service, and sustained their position under an uninterrupted and 
deadly fire for more than five hours, repulsing the enemy in three 
sei)arate and distinct charges, and only withdrew from the deadly 
conflict after exhausting their ammunition for the artillery and being 
surrounded and flanked by more than ten times their number. In¬ 
stead of the result being “deeifiy humiliating” it was one of the most 
brilliant and gallant a(itious of the war, and in the language of then* 
absent commanding general, ^‘both officers and men fought firmly, 
coolly, efficiently, and as long as humanity would allow.” 

The committee arc satisfied that the whole command did their duty, 
and tlu^y do not feel at liberty to designate any pailjicular acts of com¬ 
panies or individuals. But in simple justice to Colonel Shaw—^upon 
whom d<'volvod the command by reason of the extreme illness of his 
superior, Ceneral Wise, and who has been censured for the result— 
the committ.ee take jdeasure in staling that there is no foundation for 
any just reflection ui)on him. He, upon February 7, after disposing of 
liis infantry force and finding that the enemy did not intend landing, 
repaired immediately in person to Fort Bartow, where the bombard¬ 
ment was progressing, and made his way into the fort amid the most 
imminent danger from shot and shell, and there remained, encouraging 
the men and assisting, as far as he was able, until he discovered the 
enemy intended to effect a landing below, when he left the fort under 
the same dangerous circumstances of the morning, to take command 
of the infanti-y in person, and upon the 8th, at the redoubt, he com¬ 
manded in person, sharing the dangers of his men for more than five 
hours with a firmness, coolness, and bravery worthy of the position he 
occupied. 

Immediately upon the secession of the State of Korth Carolina from 
the Government of the United States and the adoption of the Consti¬ 
tution of the Confederate States of America, the authorities of that 
State commenced the construction of fortifications at Hatteras and 
Oregon Inlet and other points upon her coast, which were not com¬ 
pleted when the State transferred her forts, arsenals, army, navy, and 
coast defenses to the Confederate Government. Shortly thereafter the 
attack was made upon Forts Hatteras and Clark, and they were taken, 
and the fortifications at Oregon Inlet were abandoned, and the arma¬ 
ment, stores, and ammunition were removed to Eoanoko Island. The 
enemy immediately appeared in force in Pamlico Sound, the waters of 
which are connected with Albemarle and Currituck Sounds by means 
of the two smaller sounds of Croatan and Eoanoke. The island of 
Eoanoke being situated between these two latfrr sounds, commanding 
the channels of either, became, upon the fall of Hatteras and the aban¬ 
donment of Oregon Inlet, only second in importance to Fort Monroe. 
That island then became the key which unlocked all Northeastern 
North Carolina to the enemy, and exposed Portsmouth and Norfolk to 
a rear approach of the most imminent danger. 

In the language of Brigadier-General Wise— 
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That siicli is the importance and value, in a military point of view, of Roanoke 
Island, that it ought to have been clelendedby all the means in the power ol'the Govern¬ 
ment. It w*<xs I he key to all the rear defenses of Norfolk. It unlocked t.wo sounds 
(Albemarle and Currituck); eight rivers (ihe North, West, Pasquotank, Perquimans, 
Little, Chowan, Roanoke, and Alligator); four canals (the Albemarle and Chesapeake, 
Dismal Ww'amp, Northwest, and Suffolk); and two railroads (the Petersburg and Nor¬ 
folk and the Seaboard and Roanoke). It guarded more than four-lii'tbs of all Nor¬ 
folk’s supplies of corn, pork, and forage, and it cut the command of General linger oft’ 
from ail of its most efficient transportation. It endangers the subsistance of his whole 
army, threatens the navy-yard at Gosport, and to cut off Norfolk from Richmond, and 
both from railroad communication with the South, lb lodges the enemy in a safe 
harhor from the storms of Hattcras, gives them a rendezvous, and large, rich range of 
supplies, and the command of the seaboard trom Oregon Inlet to Capo Henry. It 
should have been defended at the expense of 20,000 men and of many millions of 
dollars. 

The committee are of the opinion that the island of Eoanoke was a 
military post of great importance; that it might have been placed in 
a State of defense against any reasonable force with the expenditure of 
money and labor supposed to be within the means of the Government 5 
that the same was not done, and the defenses constructed were wholly 
inadequate for its protection from an attack either by land or water. 
And the committee have no difficulty in assigning, as the cause of our 
disaster and defeat on February 8 , the want of the necessary defenses 
upon the island and the adjacent waters and upon the main-land upon 
the Tyrrel side 5 the want of the necessary field artillery, armament, 
and ammunition, and the great and unpardonable deficiency of men, 
together with the entire want of transportation, by which the whole 
command might have been conveyed from the island after the defeat 
at the battery. 

But the committee have had much difficulty in locating the rcsi>on- 
sibilityfor the neglect of this exceedingly iin])ortant point, owing to 
the fact that the command of that island has been transferred so fre¬ 
quently Irom one military commander to another between tbe time that 
the Confederate Government became responsible for the (?oast defenses 
of ISTorth Carolina and the attack ui)ou the island on February 7,18G2. 
That island, upon the fall of Hattcras, was taken possession of by Col¬ 
onel Wrigbt, under the instruction from General Huger, and the prin¬ 
cipal defenses constructed under the authority and directions of General 
Huger, who assumed jurisdiction over the island, although it was within 
the military command of General Gatlin. Afterward Brig. Gen. D. U, 
Hill was assigned for a shoi*t time to the immediate command of that 
post, who immediately entered upon his duty, made an examination of 
the defenses in person, and was making active preparations for putting 
the island in a state of defense, wlien he was suddenly superseded, and 
Brigadier-General Branch given the command. Ft, does not. ap]>ear in 
evidence that General Branch ever visited the island or mml<^ any mov(b 
toward its defense. He, however, was superseded by F^rigadim*-Gen- 
eral Wise, about January 1,1862, who immediately proee(‘ded to the 
island in person about January G, spent several days in a rc^counais- 
sance of the island and its defenses and in examining the adjacuuit 
waters, with a view of constructing obstructions in Oroatan Sound and 
to prevent the passage of a hostile ll(iet, and from that, moment up to 
February 7 the committee are satisfied that General Wise has d(*voted 
liis whole time in a zealous, euergethi, and indefatigable effort to place 
that island in a state of defense, and has done all and every tiling in Ins 
power, with the means he had at his command, to effect this important 
object. 

At Norfolk, on January 2 , upon his way to Eoanoke Island, he met 
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an express from Colonel SliaAv (who was then in the immediate tempo¬ 
rary command of the island) to General Huger, informing him of the 
defenseless state of the island, and urging the necessity of strengthen¬ 
ing Fort Bartow, by mounting other guns, obstructing Croatan Sound, 
and making requisitions for ammunition, p.le-driver, and other things 
necessary. General Wise indorsed and approved of the requisition 
and seconded the demands of Colonel Shaw. General Wise arrived at 
Roanoke Island upon the Cth and assumed the command at that post 
upon January 7. After making a reconnaissance of the island and its 
defenses General Wise, on January 13, informed General Huger— 

tliat Roanoke Island was in a defenseless coiulition and in iiresence of a yoyj formi¬ 
dable enemy’s force. The Burnside ox])edHion is reported to have sailed. Independ¬ 
ent of that, the force now at Hatteras Inlet can pass or take Roanoke Island, and 
pardon mo for saying that I respectfully diiTer from the opinion you expressed in your 
orders to-day, that to prevent the enemy’s gunboats from passing the marshes at the 
south end will also prevent any landing. Batteries at the marshes are vitally essential 
to prevent the gunboats from passing in1.o Croatoii Sound, but they will not prevent 
the landing on the south or (‘ast. end of the island. At least 3,000 infantry are needed 
on rlu- itilii'iil, and a considerable force, say 1,500 men, are n<‘eded on the beaches, and 
if th(i enemy pass Roanoke, 5,000 at least are muaissary to fight them on the tongue of 
land on the north side of Albemarle Sound. We ne(*d on the beach and on the island 
at least (‘ight. field pieces and the carriages and caissons nocessaiy. We require thirty- 
two horses for the artillery. W(^ need at least six heavy pieces at the south end 
marshes and two at least at Fleetwood Point. 

On the same day General Wise addressed the Secretary of Wax, in 
which ho says that— 

it is very imi>ortant. that my Legion should bo forwarded as speedily as possible. The 
defense of Roanoke Island (which is the key of all the roar defenses of Norfolk and 
its canals and railroads) is committed to my charge, and I have just returned from a 
reconnaissance of thal. point. It is now utterly defenseless. No ])reparation8 have 
been made there at all adequate. GemTal Huger has given mo a large authority to 
do whatever is necessary, and has advised what he deems proper in my command; 
but we have very limited means, and not half time enough to prepare to meet an 
enemy, who is now in almost immodiato j)resenco in very formidable force. Twice the 
number of my Legion is necessary, and 1 beg that the place of my Third Regiment may 
speedily be lilt'd or ihat it may be restored. 

On January 15, 1802, General Wise writes to the Secretary of War: 

I am sure you will not adjudg<i me importunate when I inform you that I returned 
from Roanoke Island to Norfolk last Batnrday. I hasten back after a short recon¬ 
naissance to apprise hoadquarlcrs and th<i Department that there are no defenses 
there; no adequate prei>aratioiis whatever to meet the enemy^ and to forward aU the 
moans in my reach as speedily as possible, to make the key of all the roar of Norfolk, 
with its canals and railroads, safe. Inside of Hatteras Inlet I found twenty-four 
vessels of light draught, <*ight of which ar(» steamers, said to carry four guns each. 
They are at farthest but 30 miles from Roanoke Island, and can roach there any four 
hours or loss, to attack five small gunboats, under Captain Lynch, and four small 
land batteries, wholly inefficient. Any boat drawing 7 feet water or Jess can pass the 
Croatan Sound as far off as miles from any battery, and the enemy’s guns can 
silence our batteries there in a very short time. Neither hatteiy is casemated, and 
our men now there are luitrained to heavy pieces mounted on navy carriages. The 
monumt the enemy passes Croatan Channel, the North Landing River, North River, 
Pasquotank, Chowan, Roanoke, Alligator, and Scuppernong Rivers, and the Dismal 
Swamp, and Albemarle, aud Chesapeake Canals will be blockaded effectually, and 
Norfolk and Portsmouth will be out off from supplies of corn, pork, and forage. The 
force at Hatteras is independent of the Burnside expedition. No matter whore the 
latter is, tlio former is am])ly sufficient to capture or pavSs Roanoke Island in any twelve 
hours. Let mo say, then, sir, that if we are to wait for powder from Richmond until 
we are attacked at that island, that at.tack will ho capture and onr defeat will pre¬ 
cede our sui>i>ly of ammunition. The case is too urgent for me to delay speaking this 
out plainly at once. 

And in anothor part of the same letter he says : 

Wo want ammunition and men. In a word, almost every preparation h^ to be 
made. Delay is defeat now at Roanoke Island, and with present means Captain Lynoh 
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and I combined can^t guarantee successful defense for a day. I beg, sir, that you will 
urge tbis upon the Navy Department, and believe that I am not superservicoable in 
this urgency. 

General Wise, jBnding that his written appeals for aid in the defenses 
of the island to headquarters at Norfolk and to the Department at 
Eiohmond were neglected and treated with indifference, repahed in 
person to Eichmond and called upon the Secretary of War, and xirged 
in the most importunate manner the absolute necessity of strengthen¬ 
ing the defenses upon that island with additional men, armament, and 
ammunition. The Secretary of War replied verbally to his a])i)eals 
for re-enforcements that he had not the men to spare for his command. 
General Wise urged upon ihe Secretary that General Huger had about 
15,000 men in front of Norfolk lying idle in camp for eight montlis, 
and that a considerable portion of them could be spared for the defense 
of the rear of Norfolk, and especially as his (General Wise’s) district 
supplied Norfolk and his army with nearly or quite all of his corn, 
pork, and forage; that re-enforcements at Eoanoke Island were as 
absolutely necessary to the defense of Norfolk as forces in its front, and 
that particular or special i)osts should not be allowed to monopolize 
nearly all the men, powder, and supplies. 

In reply to all his urgent appeals for the means of defense General 
Wise, on January 22, received the following military order, No. 17: 

Brig. Gen. Henry A. Wise, Provisional Army, will immediately proceed to Roanoke 
Island, North Carolina, and assume command of the Confederate States troops at that 
place. 

By command of the Secretary of War: 

JNO. WITHERS, 
Aesiaiant A^uimt-Oenerah 

It is apparent to the committee from Ttbatl the correspondence on file 
of General Wise with the Secretary of War, General Huger, his suiierior 
officer, the Governor of North Carolina, and others, proves that he was 
fully alive to the importance of Eoanoke Island, and has devoted his 
whole time and energies and means to the defense of that position, and 
that he is in no way responsible for the unfortunate disaster whicli 
fcll our forces upon that island on February 7 and 8. 

But the committee cannot say the same in reference to the (efforts of 
the Secretary of War and the commanding officer at Norfolk, General 
Huger. It is aiiparent that the island of Eoanoke is import,ant for 
the defense of Norfolk, and that Genera,! Huger had under his <*.oin- 
mand at that point upward of 15,000 men, a large supply of armament 
and ammunition, and could have thrown in a few hours a large re-en- 
forcement upon Eoanoke Island, and that himself and the Si‘< 5 r(^tary 
of War had timely notice of the entire inadequacy of the defenses, the 
want of men and munitions of war, and the threatening attitiuh'i of tlu>, 
enemy. But General Huger and the Secretary of War ])ai(l no pra<*- 
tical attention to those urgent appeals of General Wise, s<*nt, forward 
none of his important requisitions, and permitted Geiuu^al Wis(^ and 
his inconsiderable force to remain to meet at least 15,000 men, wc^ll- 
armed and equipped. If the Secretary of War and the comitianding 
general at Norfolk had not the means to re-onforce General Wisc^ wliy 
was he not ordered to abandon his position and sav(^ his commaiul’*? 
But, upon the .contrary, he was required to remain and sacritlc<’> his 
command, with no means in his insulated position to make his escape 
in case of defeat. 

The committee, from the testimony, are therefore constrained to re¬ 
port, tiiat whatever of blame and responsibility is justly attributable

to any one for the defeat of our troops at Boanohe Island on Bebruary 
8. 1862, should attach to Maj. Gen. B. Huger and the late Secretary of 
War, J. P. Benjamin.

FEBBVABY 10, 1862.—Action at Elizabeth City, E. C. 

Report of Col. 0. F. Hemingsen^ Fifty-ninth Virginia Infantry. 

WlNTON, N. 0., Februaa-y 12,1862—12 p. m. 

Geniskal : Binding at Currituck Court-House that provision and 
forage could not bo obtained to proceed to Powell’s Point, or even to 
remain at the Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal any nearer than Eliza¬ 
beth City, [we] marched there on the 3d with artillery of Wise’s Legion 
and remained there till [th^ 7th, breaking horses to fire and harness 
while waiting orders from General Wise. Eeceived on February 7 one 
order from General Wise to leave guns and wagons at Albemarle and 
Chesapeake Canal and proceed with horses and men to Powell’s Point. 
Sent q’lfirfci'ifia'Ster to make arrangements. Same evening received 
second dispatch from Brig. Gen. H. A. Wise, dated from Hag’s Head, 
mforming me that the Federal squadron in great force was advancing 
up the sound, and ordering me to remain and do the best I could for 
the defcTise of Elizabeth City. 

1 found a battery (about 2 miles by water and about 3 by land) with 
four 32-pounders and 28 rounds of ammunition; battery defective 

S iagazine dangerous, if there had been any ammunition to put in it). 

cneral Maun promised to call out the militia, and Colonel Starke en¬ 
deavored to do so, but it seems they would not come.' I tried to obtain 
150 negroes to throw up traverse (three of the guns being enfiladed) 
and otherwise improve [the] battery, but could only, by 2 a. m, on the 
9th, obtauj 30 hands, whom I impressed. 

Early on the morning of the 8th Commodore Lynch, with six steamers, 
arrived; had fought the day before, exhausting all his ammunition. 
Proposed to man the battery with crew of the lost steamer Curlew; 
to place therein additional guns, and moor schooner with two guns 
alongside battery. Colonel Martin received 200 pounds powder from 
Horfolk and 100 pounds blasting powder was found and made up into 
cartridges. 

On the morning [of the] 9th, Commodore Lynch, having found a few 
rounds, steamed out with two steamers to reconnoiter enemy. Ee- 
turned, chased by enemy’s steamers, and determined to land crews and 
fight battery, expecting Captain Hxmter with aommunition. It appeared 
that the militia woTild not come out without requisition from seven 
magistrates. This was obtained on the 9th. The naval officers were 
of opinion that the enemy would not attempt to pass battery until 
silenced. 1 undertook, with promise of a regiment of militia and ex¬ 
pectation of a few companies, to prevent its being tumed for some 
time. 

On the evening of the 9th I moved out four pieces to rear of the 
battery for that purpose, leaving two pieces and wagons in Elizabeth 
City ready to move. 
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Eaii;^ on the morniDg of the 10th the enemy’s squadroa hove in sight, 
and opened fire on battery, schooner, and steamers, and, as ii* aware of 
the helpless condition of all, steamed, after a low minutes, past the 
battery right up to the city. 

Commodore Lynch told me in the battery that he was inibrmed that 
the enem,\ had landed below, and a naval oj0Q.cor, galloping uj), reported, 
after I left the battery, that the enemy in large force had landed and 
formed about a mile below. There were no militia, no one whatever to 
support the artillery, who have neither fire-locks of any kind nor side 
arms. Two pieces were placed to keep the enemy as long as possible 
at bay, but in a few minutes the Federal steamers were perceived rap¬ 
idly advancing past the battery toward the city, which they reached 
before the artillery (now ordered back) had got half way. 

As the enemy, after reaching the wharf, had the town at their inei(i>, 

1 detached Sergeant Scroggs, of Captain McComas’ company, with a 
detail, to aid the citizens in destroying the place by lire, as I had been 
requested to do by some of the most prominent of them. They only 
partially succeeded, two blocks only having been binned and a few 
isolated houses in the suburbs. I retreated with 1 he artillery by tlie old 
Edenton road, and halted on the night of the 10th at Ncvhy’s Bridge, 

2 miles from Hertford, accompanied and guarded by General Mann, of 
the militia. I opened communication with Edenton and Hertford and 
sent for some of the transportation of the Fifty-ninth Virginia Volun¬ 
teers, which was unprotected at the former place. The militia had not 
been embodied at either place, though the next day I received a dis¬ 
patch from Colonel Moore, of Edenton, stating that on the rt^qnisitiou 
of any Confederate general he was ordered to call out his rc‘giim‘nt, 
and could assemble 200 men, armed with muskets and shotr[guns| and 
with 10 rounds of ammunition each. In this region the militia will m)t 
assemble until the enemy is dangerously near. Then it bc(‘omoH im¬ 
possible to assemble them until they have attend<‘d to the moving of 
family and property. After that they show a disposition to come out 
if there is any fofee to si j)port them. 

Generally the population appear to be very true; there are, of course, 
some traitors, but far less disloyalty than in Western Virginia. A 
painful instance of the latter occurred a few miles from Elizabeth City 
on our march to Newby’s Bridge. A man by the name ol* Lester (l<3lib- 
erately shot a private who rode into his yard, and then barricaded him¬ 
self in the upper rooms of his house, refusing to surren(hn\ Ca])t;nn 
Wehh, quartermaster of artillery, wont xi\) to liim unanm^d and phMlged 
himself to protect him from violence if ho came out. Albn* a})pearitig 
to consent he suddenly and treacherously attempted to iirc at the c.ap- 
tain, and did fire afterward several limes at the mm. I ord(‘r(*d Wm 
house to he fibred, He was driven by the smoke to the window and 
shot by one of the artillery. The man shot, Private Bransford, is in a 
very critical condition. Lester, it appears, was a very violent Union 
man, and had been waited on a month previous by a vigilance commiUet*. 

On the morning of the 11th I received a commnnication from (Jolomd 
Wright, of the Third Georgia Regiment, stating that he was 6 mil<‘s 
from Elizabeth City, with 400 of his regiment at Sotilh Mills, that 500 
more were expected, and that he would wait, to hear from me. 

1 marched on tlie 11th by what is calh^l the Desert Road to this jdace 
with the artillery and a company of the Seventeeutli North Carolina 
Volunteers, which (40 strong), under Lieutenant liyons, reported to me 
the preceding night, being part of the force escaped from the mival bat¬ 
tery opposite Roanoke Island. 
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On reaching Winton I found that Colonel Wright had left for Ifor- 
folk. This day I remained here, taking up positions and open ug com¬ 
munication with Elizabeth City. 

The remainder of Colonel Wright's regiment arrived last night, and 
this afternoon a battery of artillery. I had ordered four companies of 
Colonel Wright's regiment, with one gun, and was about to make a 
night reconnaissance of Elizabeth City, when I received the order from 
Brig. Gen. EL. A. Wise to join him at the Albemarle and Chesapeake 
Canal, whither I proceeded with the artillery in the morning. 

At 10 p. m. I received a note from Colonel Wright, informing me that 
he had arrived at South Mills, and desiring that his c()m})anies should 
not proceed to-night. In consequence of not knowing w^hether he ranked 
me or had any special orders from you I have abandoned the reconnais¬ 
sance, but send a small party of artillery soldiers, with teams, to bring 
off, if possible, a wagon and caisson which had stalled in Elizabeth City, 
but had been dragged off and concealed about a mile on this side. 

I would beg, respectfully, to call your attention to the case of Ser¬ 
geant Scroggs. According to the report of the citizens Scroggs was 
double-ironed on board a Federal vessel in the river, and the Federal 
officers talked of trying and hanging him as an incendiary. Sergeant 
Scroggs, son of a Virginia senator, is a gentleman and a soldier, and 
was acting in obedience to orders from me, of which I am willing to 
assume the responsibility. I should have sent a llag of truce to-morrow 
to the enemy but for the fact of having to march. 1 leave his case, 
general, in your hands.

far as Winton. On the approach of the gunboat Delaware to the 
town a negro woman was discovered on the shore motioning the boat 
to approach. On arriving within 300 yards of the landing a large 
ambush of from 000 to 1,000 men was discovered, and before the boat 
could be stopped she was within easy musket range of the men, when 
they poured a volley into her, literally riddling the wheel-house and 
the upper joiner work, but fortunately no one was killed; nearly all 
the men were below. Several of those on deck had ball-holes through 
their clothes. Captain Eowan, who was on deck, and Colonel Daw¬ 
kins, in the rigging, made most miraculous escapes. The gunboats in 
the rear immed^iately hurried up, and by the use of a tew shells dis¬ 
persed the force, when the Ninth New York, under Colonel Dawkins, 
was landed. It was ascertained, after landing, that this negro woman 
had been sent down by her master, one of the oai)tams, for the purpose 
of deceiving the boats, which was readily done, as it had been reported 
to the flag-ohicer and myself that but a few days before 300 loyal 
people at that place had raised the American flag. It was determined 
by Captain Rowan and Colonel Hawkins to burn all the military stores 
that could not be removed, with the store-houses and the quart(U‘s o<‘cu- 
pied by the troops, which constituted almost the entire town, tluu'e not 
being over twenty houses in the place. In one of the store-housc^s 
there was a large <iuantity of bacon, that could not be takim away by 
our people and it was also burned, together with all the heaxyeamp 
equipage, and, in fact, everything that could not bo tranwS])ort(‘d by our 
gunboats. The winds shifting after the fire was started caus(Ml the 
destruction of some few houses not occupied by the soldiers. It was 
ascertained during the stay at Winton that the Blackwater, the riv<u* 
up which the expedition was destined for the purpose of destroying 
the railroad bridge, had been effectually blockaded by the lulling ol 
trees across it at its narrowest parts, thus rendering it almost impass¬ 
able. The expedition, therefore, returned, leaving some gunboats at 
Elizabeth City and at the mouth of the Chowan. 

I have two expeditions organized in connection with the Navy to 
move upon Plymouth, at the mouth of the Roanoke, and Middletown, 
the outlet of Mattamuskeet Lake, the former commanded by Brigadier- 
General Poster and the latter by Brigadier-General Parke. They were 
to have started yesterday morning, but the dense fog that prevails here 
a greater part of the time prevented the possibility of the vessels mov¬ 
ing in the sound. In my next I wdll send you duplicates of instruc¬ 
tions given to these two generals. The enemy is, I learn, very much 
distracted by these frequent dashes on their coast, and seem to have 
but littie idea where the next blow will be aimed. Before the end of 
the present week I hope to report to you some important movements, 
which are dependent upon the arrival of the naval ammunition, wlu<‘h 
has been hourly expected for several days. The healtli of the com¬ 
mand continues excellent, and the drill and disciifline is Ixung piu*- 
fected by the commanders of brigades. 

Our supplies, particularly coal, are not arriving as rapidly as I could 
desire. Clothing sent to us from Philadelphia is now being issued, 
and we shall need an additional supply of fully the amount originally 
sent. The drawers and shirts are said to be very poor.

Sir : Agreebly to your orders of the 17th instaut 1 called upon Cap¬ 
tain Eowan, and made arrangements to embark my regiment on board 
of some of the gunboats of his division for the purpose of proceeding 
up the Blackwater and Eottoway Eivers and destroying the bridges of 
the Seaboard and Eoanoke EaUroad. 

At 12 m. of the 18th instant the regiment embarked and the expe¬ 
dition got under way, and that night anchored off the mouth of the 
Eoanoke Eiver, where it remained until 10 a. m. of the 19th instant, 
and then commenced its journey up the Chowan Eiver. Nothing of 
importance occurred until about 3.30 p. m. The flag-steamer Dela¬ 
ware was about 1 mile ahead of any of the other boats. I was on the 
cross-trees of the mainmast, where I had been on the lookout for 
about two hours. The steamer was within 350 yards of the wharf at 
Winton when 1 discovered the high bank, which wo were nearing very 
rapidly, was covered with Confederate soldiers. 1 inunediately gave 
the alarm, but not in time to change our course until the steamer had 
got within 100 yards of the shore, when we received the whole fire of 
about 700 infantry or more, which continued until we had passed out 
of range up the river, where we turned around and commenced shell¬ 
ing the town, the enemy returning the lire with foui- pieces of artillery 
from the shore. 

In the meantime the gunboat Perry, having come within range, com¬ 
menced firing from below. Soon after the enemy vras dislodged and 
retired, when the Delaware returned down the river, receiving four 
shots as she passed the wharf. The whole fleet came to an anchor 
about 7 miles below Winton. A consultation was held, and it was 
agreed to return the next morning and bum the town if found to be 
occupied by the rebels. 

About 11.30 a. m. of the 20th instant our gunboats arrived and took 
their positions, some above, some below, and others opposite to the 
town, when our guns commenced firing, and in twenty minutes after 
my regiment landed, accompanied by tibree boat guns, under the com¬ 
mand of Lieutenant Flusser, of the gunboat Perry. The guns were 
placed in positions so as to command the approaches to the town; the 
regiment drawn up in line awaiting the attack of the enemy. In the 
mean time parties of observation were sent out in all directions. It 
was soon ascertained that the enemy had retreated as soon as our force 
appeared in sight that morning, leaving everything behind except their 
arms and accouterments. Six companies of my regiment took posses¬ 
sion of the main approach to the town, and I commenced making a 
personal inspection of all the buildings. I found that nearly all of 
them had been taken possession of and had been occupied by the Con¬ 
federate troops as quarters and store-houses (see Exhibits A and B).* 
1 then ordered that every building containing stores for the enemy 
and occupied by them as quarters should be fired, and placed guards 
in the others to see that they were not disturbed or destroyed. The 
property destroyed belonging to the Confederate forces consisted of 
bacon, com-meal, flour, sugar, powder, mess-pans, camp-kettles, knap-

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sacks, haversacks, canteens, &c., the whole worth not less than 

$ 10 , 000 . 

This, 1 believe, is the first instance timing the wav on ouv side where 
tire has accompanied the sword. It is to be regretted that such severe 
measures have to he adopted; they can only be justified upon two 
grounds—first, retaliation for trying to decoy us into a trap at the time 
of the firing into the Delaware. Evidence of this is that a negress, the 
property of one of the Oonfederate oilicers, was sent down to tlie wharf 
by her master to beckon the boat in to llie wharf, when we were all to 
be slaughtered, or in the words of the negress, ‘^Dey said dat dey wan’t 
goin’ to let anybody lib at all, but was goiif to kill ebery one of Vin.” 
1 infer from this that we were to receive no quarter. Second, the build¬ 
ings fired had been taken ])Ossession of by and were in tlie use of ilic 
rebel forces as store-houses and quarters, wliich ibrccs had been raised, 
supported, and used by the States in rebellion ibr the purpose ()1‘ sub- 
“^erting the Constitution and the laws of the LTiiited States. 

Erom information obtained at Win ton we came to tlu^ (iom^hision 
chat it would be impossible for ns to accom])lish the original object and 
%vm. of the expedition, so it had to bo abandomnl. 

The forces at Winton, as near as I could ascertain, consisted ol* tlu^ 
J'irst Battalion North Carolina Volunteers (six (iompani(vs), under tiui 
co mm and of Lieut. CoL William T. Williams f om* batttny of light art il- 
.eryj one company of the Southami)ton cavalry, and one or two eom- 
panies of the North Carolina Militia, the whohi under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Williams. 

I am happy to infonu you that none of our forces W(»r(*. injurcnl. U'lie. 
enemy sustained some loss from the fire of our gunboats on tlu*) 10th, 
but I am not able to state how many were (*ith<*r killed or wounded. 

The troops under my command and the ofli<5<‘rs and sailors on board 
of the gunboats behaved exceedingly well, and ixulbrmed all (d' their 
various duties with great promi)tness and alacrity. 

I feel greatly indebted to Commodore S. C. Rowan and the lieutau- 
ants of the U. S. Navy, in command of the gunboats, for their kind care 
and attention to the comforts and wants of my regiment, and also for 
their hearty co-operation in trying to carry out the object of the <‘xpe 
dition.

Reports of Brig* Om. Ambrose E. Burnside^ U. 8. Army^ with congrat 
ulatory order and communication from the Secretary of War* 

Headquarters Department North Carolina, 

Nexo Berne,, March 1(5, 18G2. 

G-enbral : I have tlie honor to report that after embarking th(^ troops 
witli which I inteiKled to attatik New Berne, in conjuiuitiou with the 
naval force, on the morning of the 11th, a rendezvous was made at 
Hatteras Inlet. Flag-Officer Goldsborough having been ordered to 
Hampton Eoads, the naval fleet was loft in command of Commodore 
Eowan. Early on the morning of the 12th the entire force started for 
Now Borne, and that night anchored ofl‘ the mouth of Slocum^s Creek, 
some 18 miles from New Berne, where I had decided to make a landing. 
The landing commenced by 7 o’clock the next morning undercover of 
the naval fleet, and was effected with the greatest enthusiasm by the 
troops. Many, too impatient for the boats, leaped into the water and 
waded waist-deep to the shore, and then, after a toilsome march through 
the mud the head of the column arrived within a mile and a iialf of 
the enemy’s stronghold at 8 p. m., a distance of 12 miles from the point 
of landing, where we bivouacked for the night, the rear of the column 
< 5 oming up with the boat howitzers about 3 o’clock next morning, the 
detention being caused by the shocking condition of the roads, conse¬ 
quent upon the heavy rain that had fallen during that day and the 
whole of that night, the men often wading knee-deep in mud, and re¬ 
quiring a whole re^ment to drag the eight pieces which had been 
landed from the Navy and our own vessels. 

By signals agreed upon, the uaval vessels, with the armed vessels 
of my force, were informed of our progress, and were thereby enabled 
CO assist us much in oar march by shelling the road in advance. 
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At daylight on the morning of the 14th I ordered an advance of the 
entire division, which will he understood by the inclosed pencil sketch.* 
General Foster’s brigade was ordered up the main county road to 
attack the enemy’s left, General Eeno up the railroad to attack their 
right and General Parke to follow General Foster and attack the 
enemy in front, with instructions to support either or both brigades. 

I must defer for want of time a detailed account of the action. It is 
enough to say that after an engagement of four hours we succeeded in 
carrying a continuous line of field work of over a mile in length, pro¬ 
tected on the river flank by a battery of thirteen heavy guns and on 
the opposite flank by a line of redoubts of over a half a mile in length 
for riflemen and field pieces, in the midst of swamps and dense forests, 
which line of works was defended by eight regiments of infantry, 600 
cavalry, and three batteries of field artillery of six guns each. The 
position was finally carried by a most gallant charge of our men, 
which enabled us to gain the rear of all the batteries between this 
point and New Berne, which was done by a rapid advance of the 
entire force up the main road and railroad, the naval fleet meantime 
pushing its way up the river, throwing their shots into the forts and 
in front of us. 

The enemy, after retreating in great confusion (throwing away 
blankets, knapsacks, arms, &c.) across the railroad bridge and county 
road bridge, burned the former and destroyed the draw of the laitor, 
thus preventing further pursuit, and causing the detention in occupy¬ 
ing the town by our military force, but the naval force had arrived at 
the wharves and commanded it by their guns. 1 at once advanced 
General Foster’s brig^e to take possession of the town by moans of 
the naval vessels, which Commodore Eowan had kindly volunteered 
for the purpose. The city was set on fire by the retreating rebels in 
many places, but owing to the exertions of the naval officers the 
remaining citizens were induced to aid in extinguishing the flames, 
so that but little harm has been done. Many of the citizens are now 
returning, and we are now in quiet possession of the city. We havi* 
captured the printing press, and shall at once issue a daily sheet. 

By this victory our comnined force have captured eight batteric'S 
containing forty-six heavy guns, three batteries of light artillery of 
six guns each, making in all sixty-four guns; two steamboats and a 
number of sailing vessels, wagons, horses, a large quantity of ammu¬ 
nition, commissary and quartermaster stores, forage, aud tlie entire 
camp equipage of the rebel troops, a large (]uantity of rosin, tmqien- 
tine, cotton, &c., and over 200 prisoners. 

Our loss thus far ascertained will amount to 91 killed ami -106 
womided, many of them mortally.t Among these are some of our most 
gallant officers and men. The rebel loss is severe, but not so great as 
our own, being effectually covered by tlieir works. 

Too much praise cannot bo awarded to the officers and men for their 
untiring exertion and unceasing patience in accomi)lislung this work. 
The effecting of the landing and tlie approach to within a mile ami a 
half of the enemy’s work on the 13th I considoi as great a victory sis 
the engagement of the 14th. Owing to the difficult nature of the land¬ 
ing our men were forced to wade ashore waist-deej) march through 
mud to a point 12 miles distant, bivouac in low, marshy ground in a 
rain-storm for the night, engage the enemy at daylight in the morn¬ 
ing, fighting them for four hours amid a dense fog, that prevented them

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from seeing the i}ositioii of the enemy, and finally advancing rapidly 
over bad roads upon the city. In the midst of all this not a comp aint 
was heard; the men were only eager to accomx^lish their work. Every 
brigade, and in fact every regiment, and I can almost say every offi¬ 
cer and man of the force landed was in the engagement. The men are 
all in good spirits, and under the circumstances are in good health. 
J beg to say to the General Commanding that I have under my command 
a division that can be relied upon in any emergency. A more detailed 
report will be forwarded as soon as 1 receive the brigade returns. The 
brigadier-gcjierals, having been in the midst of their regiments whilst 
under fire, will be able to give me minute accounts. 

I beg to say to the General Commanding the Array that I have en¬ 
deavored to carry out the very minute instructions given me by him 
before leaving Annapolis, and thus far events have been singularly 
coincident with his anticipations. I only hope that we may in future 
be able to carry out in detail the remaining plans of the campaign. 
The only thing I have to regret is the delay caused by the elements. 

I desire again to bear testimony to the gallantry of our naval fleet, 
and to express my thanks to Commodore Rowan and the officers under 
him for their hearty and cheerful co-operation in this movement. 
Their assistance was timely and of great service in the accomplish¬ 
ment of our undertaking. 

I omitted to mention that there was a largearrival of re-enforcements 
of the enemy in JSTew Berne during the engagement, which retreated 
with the remainder of the army by the cars and the country roads.

llEAD<ilIAUTERS DEPARTMENT NORTH CAROLINA, 

New Berne^ March 21, 1802. 

I have the honor to report the following movements in my depart¬ 
ment since my hurried re])ortof the IGth instant. The detailed report 
of the engagement on the 14th is not yet finished, but X hope will be 
ready to send by the next mail: 

As I rej)orted, om* forces occupied this city and succeeded in restoring 
it to comparative <piietness by midnight on the 14th, and it is now as 
quiet as a New Ihigland village. I appointed General Foster military 
governor of the city and its vicinity, and he has established a most 
perfect system of guard and police. Nine-tenths of the depredations 
on the 14th, after the enemy and citizens fled from the town, were com¬ 
mitted by the negroes before our trooi)s reached the city. They seemed 
to be wild with excitement and delight. They ar(^ now a source of very 
great anxiety to us. The city is being overrun w ith lugitives from the 
surrounding towns and plantations. Two have reported themselves who 
have been in the swanqis for five years. It would be utterly imi)ossible, 
ii* we were so disposed, to keep them outside of our lines, as tliey find 
their way to us through woods and swamps from every side. By my 
next dispatch 1 hope to report to yon a definite^ policy in reference to 
this matter, and in the mean time shall be glad to receive any bstruc- 
tioTis upon the subject which you may be dis])Osed to give. 
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General Foster’s brigade is still occupying tlie city and its siiburbs, 
having pushed his advanced pickets on all the roads leading to Kinston 
between the ISTeuse and the Trent, some 1) miles out. 1 have also sent 
one regiment of his brigade, in conjunction with a naval force sent by 
Commodore Eowan, to make a temporary occu])ation of Washington. 
Scouting parties ficom his brigade have visited the country to the north 
of the Neuse and found everything quiet. Much Union feeling has 
been expressed, but the i)eople are slow to take the oath of allegiance, 
evidently from a fear that we will not be able to maintain our position 
here, in which case they would be driven from tlicir homes. Confidence 
is being restored, however, to a certain extent, and the people of the 
city are returning to their homes. 

I have taken the responsibility, as I did at Koaiioke, of issuing pro¬ 
visions to the poor, who were and have been for some time sufieriiig 
for food. In fact, I have had to order issues made iu some cases to 
persons who have but lately been in allluent eircuinstancos, but who 
now have nothing but Confederate notes, city shin-plasters, worthless 
notes of hand, unproductive real estate, and negroes who reiuse to 
acknowledge any debt of servitude. The suffering and anxiety is far 
beyond anything I had anticipated. It seems strange to me that these 
people will not perceive that tlus state of things has been brought 
about by their own injudicious and disloyal conduct. 

General Ecno’s brigade occupy the south side of the Trent, his 
advanced pickets extending down the railroad as far as Oroatan out/ 
to the edge of the swami)s and up the Trent some 4 miles to the first 
bridge above the railroad bridge, the draw of which was destroyed by 
the rebels, but has since been repaired by our men, thus oi)ening com¬ 
munication with the city to our supply trains and artillery. L havci 
also establislied a steam ferry, which runs every lifteen miimtes, com¬ 
municating with his headquarters. One of his regiments has been sent 
up the south side of the Trent, to burn all the bridges on the stream for 
30 miles above the one held by us. 

I have sent General Parke’vS brigade to invest and, if necessary, 
besiege Fort ]Macon. A jXirsonal reconnaissance of Slocum’s Cren'^k 
demonstrated that the railroad could bo reached by our light-draught 
steamers at Havelock Station, thus saving more than one-half the 
march to Morehead City. The small hand cars brought with the exi)e- 
dition have been of great service in transporting liis baggage, stores, 
&c. He has reached Morehead City by tins time, and I shall go down 
to-morrow, and hope by the next mail to report considerable progress. 
His instructions are, first, to demand an unconditional surrender of the 
place, and in case of refusal 1;0 begin his work at once and reducjo it in 
the shortest possible time. He lias, 1 think, ample force and means to 
accomplish it, the General Oominandingtho Armyluudiig instructed me 
to prepare for it before leaving New York. 

And I now beg to say that, in order to move ui)on the interior of 
State, I will require considerable rc-enforcoments—a regiment of (jav- 
alry, two more batteries of artillery, and enough regiments of infantry 
to make a division out of each one of my brigades. I sincerely ho])e 
that the Department may deem it for the interest of the ])ubli(i serviitc 
to promote each of my three brigadier-generals to either the actual or 
brevet rank of major-general and place them in command of the divis¬ 
ions. They are eminently qualified for the position, and have, by their 
untiring industry, their great skill, and conspicuous gallantry under 
most trying circumstances, earned the right to promotion. 

You can s(*/arccly imagine, Mr. Secretary, the amount of patient labor 
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tluif Iiii« been expeudecl in bringing this litlo command up to this 
point. If wo can have the regiments to make the divisions, we have 
the material here in the commanders of our iTgiments to command the 
brigades. 

1 see by a recent act of Congress that commanders of departments 
are allowed an increase of staff. I inclose herewith some nominations 
for your consideration.

Headquarters Department of Korth Caroi.ina, 

Neio Berne^ April 10, lcS():2. 

I have the honor to mak<‘ tlie following detailed report of the battle 
of Kew Berne, as promised in my hurried r(‘])ort of the 16th ultimo: 

After embarking my command, consisting of the brigades of Generals 
Foster, Reno, and Parke, at Itoanoke Island on the morning of the 
11th, the transi)ort iieet, in conjunction with the naval fleet, arrived 
without accident ott* the mouth of Slocum’s Creek, in the Neuse River, 
some 16 miles trom N(‘w Jhu’ne, on the evening of the llith, where 
we anchored for the night. Soon after anchoring I called the three 
general oflicers in council, and after consultation with Commodore 
Rowan we decided to land at the mouth of Slocum’s Greek on the fol¬ 
lowing jnorning under cover of the naval guns, and imoceed up the 
direct road to New Berne, our advaiuio to be designated by signal 
rockets from th(^ lu*ad of the column, thus enabling the Navy and our 
armed trausi)ort vessels to shell the road in advance of us. 

At O.BO the following morning I hoisted the x)rei)aratory signal. The 
naval vessels, with the gunboat Picket, moved in toward the mouth ol 
the cre(k and shelled the woods some distance in advance of us. A 
reconnaissance was made to ascertain the depth of water by the gun¬ 
boat Delaware, Captain- Qnackenbush, and by Mr. H. 11. Helper, with 
the boat’s crew of the Alice Price. After receiving their reports the 
signal for landing was hoisted, the light-draught steamers and surf- 
boats having been i)reviously fllled with our men, and in twenty min¬ 
utes soin(‘ three regiments wera on shore. The steamers having 
grounded, the incui on tliem leax>ed overboard and waded to the shore, 
holding their cartridge-boxes out of the water. The enthusiasm with 
which this work was accom])lished cannot be excelled. As the colors 
of ea(ih rogiinent were planted on the shore the men rallied to them, 
and their proper foz'mations were soon made. The steamers and boats 
returned to the fleet for more troops, and the lauding was continued, 
under the direction ol‘ my chief quartermaster, Capt. Herman Biggs, 
until the whole force detailed for the attack had reached the shore 
except tlie held artillery and some of the infantry that had not arrived 
from Uatteras Inlet. 

In the mean time I had landed my staff, and detailed Oapt. E. S. 
Williamson, Toi>ographical Engineer, to move on in advance of the 
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column for the purpose of reconnoitering the positions of the enemy. 
I detailed my aides Lieutenants Pell and Fearing to accompany liim, 
and requested him to call on General Foster for two of his aides, uud 
Lieutenants Strong and Pendleton were detailed to accompany Iiim. 

The six naval boat howitzers, under command of Lieutenant M^iOook, 
having landed, I ordered a detail of a regiment from General Iteno’s 
brigade to assist in hauling them over the road, which was so bad 
that it was impossible for them to be dragged by the gunners. Tlui 
Fifty-first Pennsylvania was detailed for this service. I then moved 
on to the head of the column, and found it had reached the first 
intrenchmcnt at Otter Greek, some 6 miles up, which had been dosertc^l 
by the enemy. Captain Williamson, having discovered this fact, and 
previously reported it to General Foster, proceeded on with his jiarty 
to make a further reconnaissance. After obstructing the i‘ailroad at 
this point, I ordered General Foster to move up the main county roa(l 
with his brigade and General Eeno to move his brigade uj) the rail¬ 
road, leaving orders for General Parke to follow with his brigade ii]) 
the county road. Soon after starting the columns Captain Williamson 
reported to me that a line of breastworks, broken by a redan lor lield 
pieces, along the bank of the river a mile in advance, had also been 
deserted by the enemy. I visited this work, accompanied by (Umerals 
Foster and Eeno, where we communicated with the fieet. 

Overtaking the head of the column, the march was continiHid until 
my own staff ofllccrs and those of the different brigades who werc^ act¬ 
ing as escort to Captain Williamson came in contact with the enc^my’s 
pickets. It then being nearly 8 o’clock, I ordered a halt, and directc^d 
General Foster to bivouac on the right and left of the county road in 
a line at right angles to it, ordering one regiment to occupy the road 
leading down to the fortifications on the river. General Eeno’s bri- 
gade occupied a corresponding advanced position across the railroad a 
half mile to the left and General Parke occupied a position immedi¬ 
ately in rear of and parallel with General Foster. It rained all night, 
as it had done during the day, so that our men passed a most cheerless 
night. The Fifty-first Pennsylvania, with the naval boat howitzers, 
under Lieutenant McCook, together with two guns landed from the 
Cossack and Highlander, under Captains Bennett and Dayton, did not 
reach my headquarters till 3 o’clock in the morning. Too much praise 
cannot be awarded to the officers and men who performed this very 
arduous service, as these eight pieces constituted our entire artillery 
force during the engagement of the next day. 

Soon after leaving the landing I determined not to land the light 
batteries of Captains Belger and Morris and our wagons at Slocum’s 
Creek, and sent an order to Captain Biggs to move up the river and 
land them at the deserted intrenchment above tlie mouth of Otter 
Creek, but the dense fog that prevailed during the afternoon and night 
made it impossible to land anything, and it was equally impossible to 
communicate from shore with the fleet by signals, as agreed upon. 

On the following morning I ordered Ca])tain Williamson to move 
forward and reconnoiter the position of the enemy, which was known 
to be not far in advance of our pickets, from information obtained dtir- 
ing the night from negroes and others, to the effect that they were 
posted behind a long line of intrenchments leading from the river 
across the county road to the railroad. The brigades were formed and 
ordered to advance as follows: General Poster to move up the county 
road and attack the enemy’s front and left. General Eeno to move up 
the railroad and, if possible, turn the enemy’s right, and General Parke 
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to move up the county road as a reserve. I also ordered General 
Parke to detail the Eleventh Connecticut to relieve the Fifty-first 
Pennsylvania in dragging up the boat howitzers, and their work was 
done in an efficient and prompt manner. The head of the columns 
very soon came within range of the eneTuy^s artillery, and the following 
dispositions were made: General Foster placed the Twenty-fifth Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Colonel Upton, and the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts, 
Colonel Stevenson, in line of battle on the right of the county road 
parallel with the enemy’s intrenchments; the six navy boat howitzers, 
under LicTitenaut IMcOook, with the howitzers of Captains Dayton and 
Bennett, across the road, and the Twenty-seventh Massae>busetts, 
Colonel Lee, and the Twenty-third Massachusetts, Colonel Kurtz, in 
line of battle on the left of the road. 

The enemy then opened fire, both musketry and artillery, upon 
General Foster’s lines. General Eeno then, moving briskly forward 
with his brigade along the railroad, ordered a charge of the right wing 
of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, Lieutenant-Colonel Clark, on the 
the brick-kiln, just in the rear of the main line of intrenchments, which 
was entirely successful. lie at the same time ordered the left wing of 
the Twenty-first Massachusetts, Major Eice; the Fifty-first New York, 
Colonel Ferroro ; the Ninth New Jersey, Colonel Heckman, into line of 
battle on the left of the railroad, with a view of supporting the Twenty- 
first Massachusetts, holding the Fifty-first Pennsylvania, Colonel Hart- 
ranft, in reserve; but he soon found that instead of the enemy’s right 
being on the railroad it extended to a point some three-quarters of 
a mile beyond, and they were posted along the whole line in a series 
of redans separated from him by fallen trees and an almost impassable 
swamp. He soon found himself engaged along the whole line, and was 
unable to support Colonel Clark, who was soon after compelled to re¬ 
turn from the brick-kiln from the attack of an overwhelming force. 
General Foster ordered the Tenth Connecticut, Colonel Drake, to inter¬ 
line on the left of the Twenty-third Massachusetts. I then ordered 
General Parke’s brigade to take a position in the intermediate space 
between General Foster and General Eeno, and to support whichever 
brigade needed it. His brigade was formed in the following order, be¬ 
ginning at the left; The Fourth Ehode Island, Colonel Eodman; the 
Eighth Connecticut, Colonel Harland; the Fifth Ehode Island, Major 
VVi‘igdit. The Eleventh Connecticut, which had brought up the boat 
howitzers, I held as reserve. Soon after this, learning from General 
Foster that the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts had exhausted its am¬ 
munition, I ordered the Eleventh Connecticut, Colonel Mathewson, to 
report to General Poster ibr their support. 

The engagement was now general all along the whole line. It ha d been 
previously ascertained, by the reconnaissance of Captain Williamson, 
that the enemy had many pieces of field artillery behind their intrench¬ 
ments, and on their left'flanks there was a river battery with four 32- 
pounders, pivot guns, which enfiladed our lines. Having ordered to 
General Foster the last of my reserve, i sent word to General Parke to 
push on through the timber and pass the enemy’s right. I then pro- 
(‘.eeded to the left of our lines to communicate with General Eeno, 
where I found his brigade very hotly engaged with the enemy. 

In the mean time Colonel Eodman, of the Fourth Ehode Island, had 
met Colonel Clark, of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, who infonned 
him that he could get in rear of the enemy’s intrenchments by charg¬ 
ing down the railroad directly upon the brick-kiln, which he at onco 
did, und(T a galling fir(". from the rifle pits in front ol‘ General Eeno, 
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aud was supported by the reinaiud(T ol* the brigadCj by order oi* Gen¬ 
eral Parke, planting tlieii* colors upon the parapet. 

The brigade then moved rapidly down the line of intrenchmcnts, the 
Fourth Tthode Island leading, clearing it of the enemy as they advanced 
aud capturing their guns. General Foster, seeing our forces inside of 
the eiuuiiy’s lines, immediately ordered his brigade to chaige, when the 
whoh^ lino of breastwork between the railroad and the river were by 
this combined movement of the two brigades most gallantly carried, 
the enemy retreating in the greatest possible confusion. After the 
cheers of our men had subsided it was discovered from the sharj) liring 
on our left that General Iteno was still engaged with the enemy, upon 
which General Parke moved back, with a view, if possible, of getting 
in the rear of the enemy’s forces in the intrenchments to tlie l(4‘t of the 
railroad. General Foster also moved toward with one of liis regiments 
fartherto theright, with a view to getting in their rear. General Parke, 
having naiched an advantageous ])osition to the right of the bri(dv-kilii 
and in rear of the redans, by a heavy fire very much staggered the 
enemy, when General Reno ordered the Fifty-first Pennsylvania, Col¬ 
onel ilartranft, to charge the enemy’s line, which charge was supported 
by the remainder of his brigade, causing the enemy to desert his works 
in great <;onfusion. 

At this juncture General Poster api)eared in their rear with one of 
his regiments, thus cutting off their retreat, and r(K*eived from Colonel 
Avery an unconditional surrender of himself and ovej-12()0 men. The 
Twenty-first Massachusetts was left in charge of the prisoners. The 
r(‘mainiiig force at that point moved along the railroad directly for 
New Berne. In the mean time I had conducted the four reginnults of 
General Foster’s brigade on the county road in pursuit of the enemy, 
and at the crossing of the county road and railroad the <‘,olumn came 
together, General Foster’s brigade consolidated and moved on, (bmeral 
Keuo’s brigade following. I ordered General Parke’s brigade to fol¬ 
low the county road, and if possible save the bridge ovm* the Trent 
fiom destruction. I then joined the head of General Foster’s brigade, 
and soon after discovered that the railroad bridge and part of the (tity 
were on fire. Upon arriving at the head of the bridge I halted the 
brigades, and after visiting the city, in company with Generals Foster 
and Reno and consulting with Commodore Rowan, I ordered General 
Foster to move across to the city and occupy it. Having discovcre<l 
that the draw of the (iouiity bridge had been destroyed, I sent an order 
to General Parke to proceed no farther, but to bivouac for the nigld. 

Of what has haj)pened since that time 1 have already sent yon 
detailed accounts. For a more perfect understanding ot* tlie exact 
movements of the <Iitlerent brigades I beg to refer you lo the very 
accurate reports of my brigadier-generals. I also beg lo reler you to 
the report of Captain Williamson and to the accompanying sk(‘t(lh * for 
a more accurate knowledge of the nature and imsition of tlu* eneiiiy’s 
intrenchments as well as our own imsition iu the batth*. The endur¬ 
ance and courage displayed by our officers and men irom tlu* moment 
they landed at Slocum’s Creek until they reached New IhTne was Ix^- 
youd anything 1 could have expected. The road from the landing to 
Oroatan, a distfUiee oi*0 miles, was newly cut, and eonsecpiently almost 
imjiassable, and eontiimally rendered worse by the rain, the march of 
the tro()])s, and the wheels of the artillery. 

I have before mentioned that the rear of the column, with the artil

lery, did not reach our position in front of the enemy’s tintil 3 o’clock 
in the morning. Both officers and men bivouacked in the open fields 
and swamps in order of battle, catching such rest as they could, the 
rain falling constantly during the night. At daylight the next morn¬ 
ing the regiments were in line, and soon the brigades commenced fifing 
off to take their positions closer to the enemy’s works. When I started 
from my headquarters for the head of the column 1 felt that we were 
going to the fight under most unfavorable circumstances, and expected 
to find the men fagged and leg-weary, but as 1 passed regiment after 
regiment their hearty cheers and firm step convinced me that I had 
underestimated them. 

On reaching the turn in the road where they first came under fire of 
the enemy’s cannon the only change I could perceive in their demeanor 
was an over-anxiety to keep their ranks well closed, and they filed to 
their positions, under the direction of their brigadier-generals, with all 
the regularity and steadiness of veteran soldiers. For more than three 
hours the contest continued, the fog being so dense at times that the 
position of the enemy could only be ascertained by the rattle of their 
musketry and the roai- of artillery. The result has proved what work 
they can do under such trying circumstances. In the midst of all the 
privations since we left Fortress Monroe the most marked feature that 
has been demonstrated in the character of these men is their extreme 
patience. With men of less patience and subordination the work 
could not have been accomplished. 

I cannot mention personal instances of gallantry where all have 
behaved so nobly. To the reports of Generals Foster, Eeno, and 
Parke, who were always with their brigades in the thickest of the 
fight, as woU as to the reports of the colonels of the regiments, who 
commanded by example as well as authority, I beg to refer you for 
details. To them and their brave officers and men the country owes 
every success which has been obtained during the campaign, and I am 
sure their services are appreciated. 

By the inclosed report of Brigade Surg. W. H. Church, our medical 
director, it will be seen that our loss was overestimated in my hasty 
report the day after the battle. The accompanying lists show 88 
killed and 3513 wounded.* Among these names are some of our most 
valuable officers and men. They are sad losses to us and to their 
relatives and friends. They nobly gave up their lives in defense of 
their country, and a debt of gratitude is due ftom every American 
citizen to the wives, mothers, and fathers who have laid such sacrifices 
on the altar of their country. They have my heartfelt sympathy, and 
I constantly pray that but few more such sacrifices will be required 
for the breaking up of this unholy rebellion. The memories of the 
brave dead will ever be green in the hearts of their countrymen and 
the scars of the wounded will be honorable passports for them through 
life. 

As indicated in the beginning of my report, the plan of attack con¬ 
templated the co-operation of the Navy, which was most successfully 
carried out. As we moved along the road their shells fell in advance 
of us, and as we api)roached the rear of each rebel fortification their 
shells dropped inside the parapets, and by this combined movement 
the enemy was forced to fiy in the greatest confusion. In this instance 
as weU as in every other where it has been needed the most perfect 
understanding and co-operation have existed between the two arms of 
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the service since we joined the naval fleet at Hatteras Inlet, I need 
hardly say that these brave officers and sailors are bound to us by the 
strongest ties of friendship and companionship in arms. 

The armed transports of the fleet in this instance, as in every other, 
have shown that they have been most efficiently managed, and in speak> 
ing of the services of this command I always include all the transports 
of the fleet. The gunboat Picket, Oapt. T. P. Ives, rendered marked 
service in this engagement as well as at Eoanoke and elsewhere. 

The duties of the officers and attendants of the medical staft‘ have 
been most arduous both during and since the battle and most nobly 
have they fulfilled their mission, displaying in all instances both skill 
and courage. 

Some of the results of this battle may be enumerated as follows; 
The capture of nine forts, with forty-one heavy guns 5 two miles of 
intrenchments, with nineteen field pieces 5 six 32-pounders not in posi¬ 
tion ; over 300 prisoners ^ over 1,000 stand of small-arms; tents and 
barracks for 10,000 troops j a large amount of ammunition and army 
supplies; an immense amount of naval stores, for which I refer you to 
Commodore Eowan’s report; the second commercial city in the State 
of North Carolina 5 the entire command of the Albemarle and Pamlico 
Sounds; the capture of Beaufort, Carolina, and Morehead Cities, and 
the complete investment of Port Macon, which we hope soon to reduce. 
The prisoners belonging to this city I have released on their parole, 
together with the sick and wounded. The remainder, some 160, I have 
sent to New York, 1 hope my course in releasing the sick and wounded 
and the citizens of this place will meet the approval of the Department, 
and I should have been glad to have released them all had the enemy 
fulfilled their engagement made with me when I released the Eoanoke 
prisoners. 

I cannot close this report without paying a just tribute of praise to 
the members of my stall, who have so nobly aided me in every effort in 
the accomplishment of this work. Dr. Church, after designating the 
positions for hospitals and performing other duties devolving upon him 
as medical director, rendered me most efficient service in directing 
troops and carrying orders. Captain Eichmond, my assistant adju¬ 
tant-general, and Lieutenants Pell and Pearing accompanied me on the 
field, where they displayed great gallantry and skill. 

Oapt. Herman Biggs, my chief quartermaster, rendered most impor¬ 
tant service in directing the debarkation of trooi)s and the movement 
of our supply transports. Prom the organization of this expedition in 
New York last September his work has been arduous and xinremitting, 
and the fact that no call for anything whi(di apptu'tains to his depart¬ 
ment has been unsatisfied is sufficient evidence of tlie efficiency with 
which he has performed his work. He has been and was in this instance 
most nobly seconded by Captains Cutting and Loring. Oapt. E. S. Will¬ 
iamson, chief topographical engineer, made some most daring recon¬ 
naissances, and by his skill and courage has commanded the respect of 
and endeared himself to the whole command. Ca])t. E. E. Goodrich, 
my chief commissary, and Captain D^Wolf, in this instance as in all 
others, have shown marked efficiency in the dischai'ge of the duties of 
their department under the most trying circumstaucos. Lieutenant 
Flagler, my chief ordnance officer, has constantly managed his depart¬ 
ment with great skill, and rendered most important aid in this instance. 
My private secretaries, Messrs. Lamed and French, here as at Eoanoke, 
accompanied the army on the field, ever ready to perform the duties 
required of them. 
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I mentioned in my first dispatch that the loss of the e ^emy was less 
than our own, but subsequent information has convinced me that it 
was much greater; that a large number of their killed and wounded 
were carried off in the cars there is no doubt, but in the absence of 
accurate information I refrain from making an estimate. It is never a 
source of pleasure to me to exaggerate the loss on either side, and could 
the same results have been obtained without the loss of a man it would 
have been a source of great gratification. Happily I have the oppor¬ 
tunity of decreasing my former estimate of our own loss.

After a tedious march, dragging their howitzers by hand through 
swamps and thickets; after a sleepless night, passed in a drenching 
rain, they met the enemy in his chosen position, found him protected by 
strong earthworks, jnounting many and heavy guns, and although in 
an open field themselves, they conquered. With such soldiers advance 
is victory. 

The general commanding directs with peculiar i^ride that, as a well- 
deserved tribute to valor in this second victory of the expedition, each 
regiment engaged shall inscribe on its banner the memorable name, 

New Berne.”

Report of Gapt Robert 8. Williamson^ U. 8. Topographical Engineers. 

New Berne, N. 0., March 19, 1802. 

Sir : In obedience to instructions from the general commai.ding tbe 
Department of Nortb Carolina I have tlic honor to submit llie follow¬ 
ing report of the reconnaissances made previous to the battle of March 
14, near New Berne, together with a sketch of the defenses of that 
town: * 

The fleet arrived near the mouth of Slocum’s Creek, about 10 miles 
below New Berne, on the evening of the 12th instant, and the troops 
landed the next day on the iiorthcrii bank of the creek. At 2 j), m. the 
whole force was on shore, and I was then directed to go in advance, to 
ascertain the position of the enemy. No cavalry had landed, but 1 was 
furnished with a horse, and Lieutenants Pell and blearing, aides to 
General Burnside, being also mounted, were directed to accompany me. 
Taking a northwesteily direction, we soon came to the county road, 
which leads to the town, and tbllowed it for five or six miles, when we 
reached the first of the eiiein;y\s works, consisting of a long breastwork 
at right angles to the road. This wo found to be deserted. Passing 
on, we found at the distance of a quarter of a mile a well-traveled cross 
road leading to the river, about a half a mile distant. This we ex¬ 
amined, and found it to terminate at a house near the river bank, on 
which was a line of breastworks broken by a redan for field i)ieces. 
This was also deserted, but according to the statement of a negro at 
the house it had been occupied by the rebel troops with field artillery 
during the night previous. I then returned to the head of the advanc¬ 
ing column, where I fbund General Poster, to whom 1 re})ovted, alter 
which I again advanced on the road. 

At various times I was joined by some of the staff officers of the 
different brigades, among whom were Lieutenants l^ell and Pc^aring, of 
General Burnside’s staff; Captain Potter, Lieut. Ed. N. Strong, Lieut. 
James H. Strong,and Lieut. James M. Pendleton, of General Foster’s 
staff, and Lieutenant Eeno andLieutenant Morris, of General Eeno’s stiilf. 
There may have been others whose names I have inadvertently omitted, 
but having been but ten days in tliis department 1 have not yet learned 
the names of all the staff officers. Those whom I have mentioned 
cheerfully assisted in the reconnaissances. At one time, a little before 
sunset. Lieutenant Eeno and myself rode at a galloj) a couple ot* miles 
in advance, when suddenly, at a turn of the road, \ve came within 50 
yards of a column of rebels in retreat, upon which we again returned 
and reported. Finally when some distance in advance and ac(*()mpa- 
nied by several staff officers, we came upon a small r(d)el advance guard 
of 3 or 4 mounted men, who hailed us, when we again ndurned to tln^ 
head of the column. It being then after dark, the ovdisr was giv<‘n to 
bivouac for the night. During the whole day it was cloudy, with rain 
at frequent intervals. The country traversed was in oi)cu i)ine timber. 

In the morning there was a dense fog. Shortly after daylight I 
again went in advance to reconnoiter, accompanied by several staff 
officers. After going for a short distance through the pine woods we 
came to an open place, where the trees had been felled, which gave us 
a view of the enemy in force. They were in line behind an iatrench- 
ment perpendicular to the road, and extended as far as I could see on 
either hand—^that is to say, about a half mile to the left and a quarter 
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of a mile to the rigkt. Tlie distaoaco from them, as shown by .i subse- 
qnent measurement, was 3D0 yards. I dismounted and examined them 
with a glass, but the fog was so dense it was difficult to detei-mine the 
number of guns in sight, but one brass field piece was plainly to be 
seen immediately in front, which commanded the road. The number 
of infantiy in sight I estimated to be from 3,000 to 4,000. We there¬ 
fore turned bacik, but very soon met General Foster, at the head of the 
advancing column. In a few minutes General Burnside was on the 
spot, and immediately arranged for the attack. The firing commenced 
at about 8 o’clock and continued until about 1 p. m., when the intrench- 
ments were in our possession. During the battle I acted as aide to the 
generals—i)articularly to General Burnside. 

After the capture of this line of works the enemy was no longer to 
bo seen, and in the afternoon our brigade occupied New Berne. Sub¬ 
sequently I rode with my assistants, Mr. II. 0. Fillebrown and Mr. E. 
S. Walters, over the princii)al portion of the captured works, and pre¬ 
pared the accompanying hasty sketch of the defenses.

nEADQTJAETEBS DEPAETMENT OE NOBTH OABOLINA, 

New Berne, N. C., March 16,1862. 

Geuebal : I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
killed and wounded during the action of March 14,1862: 

I ai lived at the rear of the field of action about 8 o’clock a. m., and 
had jtist located the hospitals when the wounded made their appear¬ 
ance. Brigade Surg. J. n. Thompson located his hospital in the 
wood at the rear of the First Brigade, Actg. Brigade Surg. G. Cutter, 
of the Second Brigade, his on the left of our line, and Actg. Brigade 
Surg. II. W. Itivers, of the Third Brigade, ('slablished his in an open, 
well-sheltered wood, just to the right of the First Brigade. From the 
list of casualties you can well understand that the labor of the medical 
cori)a has been very aev<‘re, especially after the long march and com- 
Ibrlless night before the day of action. The conduct of Surg. George 
Derby and Asst. Surg. S. E. Stone, of the Twenty-third Massachu¬ 
setts Volm)te<Ts, is deserving of special mention. Before the action 
opened 1 located them at a ])oint which proved to be immediately in the 
range of the enemy’s fire. They must have remained there two hours 
before I thought of their position, when I found them quietly perform¬ 
ing their operations with the balls falling thick and fast. 1 immedi¬ 
ately ordered Dr. D. to remove his wounded to a house in a more pro¬ 
tected position, where he still remains, in charge of his own and many 
other wounded. 

I submit a full list of each regimental surgeon’s report to their re¬ 
spective brigade surgeons. 

Of the varhms staff officers I do not hear of any serious injury, 
although your aide. Lieutenant Fearing, had a narrow escape from a 
round shot which struck the earth between his horse’s feet, lilling his 
14 b b— yoL ix 
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eyes and face with sand and gravd. Lieut. J. M. Pendleton, o£ Gen¬ 
eral Poster’s staff, also had a narrow escape from a ball wbich passed 
through the sleeve of his coat. The wounded will bo immediately 
removed to two comfortable hospitals in the city of New Berne. Bur¬ 
geons TJpham, Kneeland, Batchelder, and Clarke, from Massachusetts, 
joined us at Hatteras Inlet, and have been of great assistance both in 
the field and hospital.

General : I herewith submit a revised and correct list of the killed 
and wounded at the battle of New Berne, on the I4th of March, 1862, 
compiled firom the reports of the various brigade and regimental sur¬ 
geons. Although the casualties are only reduced to 88,1 am happy to 
find that the number wounded is much smaller than was at first sui)- 
posed.* A large nxunber of the wounded as they improve have been 
sent home, and those remaining are comfortably cai'ed for in the Craver- 
street Hospital, under the charge of Brigade Surg. J. Bryan, and in the 
Academy Green Hospital, placed in charge of Surg. George Derby, of 
the Twenty-third Massachusetts Regiment Volunteers. The wounds 
were unusually severe, and there have been several remarkable re¬ 
coveries. The labor of the medical corps has been so great that 1 
would once more respectftdly urge upon you the absolute necessity for 
an Increase of our surgical force, as, in addition to the sick of the trans¬ 
ports, they are obliged to attend the sick of the town and negroes. The 
latter are now so numerous that it is necessary to open a hospital for 
their reception.

Report of Brig. Om. John 0. Foster, U. 8. Army, commanding First 

Brigade. 

Headquajbteus General Foster’s Brioade, 

Department of North Garolina, New Berne, March 20, 1862. 

I have the honor to report that, iu pursuance of the orders of Gen¬ 
eral Burnside and iu accordance with the plan of operations agreed 
upon, I proceeded to land my brigade on the 13th instant at Slocum’s 
Creek. I took on board the Pilot Boy about 500 men of the Twenty- 
fourth Eegiment Massachusetts Volunteers, and towing the boats of 
my brigade, caiTying about 600 more, reached the mouth of the creek

aud landed without molestation. I landed with the &st detachment, 
instructed Captain Messinger to remain on the Pilot Boy and land 
the balance of my brigade. I had sent orders to form the Twenty- 
fourth and advance a short distance on the main road, aud on landing 
I took command and moved on, giving the advance to the Twenty-first 
Eegiment Massachusetts Volunteers, of General Eeno’s brigade, by 
order of General Burnside, assigning the advance to General Eeno. I 
left an aide to form the regiments as they landed and to order them to 
follow. 

I advanced on the main road, throwing out skirmishers and an ad¬ 
vance guard of the Twenty-first Eegiment Massachusetts, and at a 
distance of 6 miles I heard from Captain Williamson, of tlie Topo¬ 
graphical Engineers, the result of a daring reconnaissance made by 
him, accompanied by Lieutenants Pell and Fearing, of General Burn¬ 
side’s steff, and by Lieutenants Strong, Pendleton, and Strong, of mine, 
^covering an abandoned breastwork. I then pushed on and entered 
the work, accompanied by General Eeno, who had shortly before come 
up and assumed command of the Twenty-first Massachusetts. Tlie 
work was found to be a breastwork, well conskneted, and ninning in 
a straight line from the railroad to the river, a distance of about 1 
mde, having a flank facing tbe railroad and a fort on the river flank. 
There were four flanking bastions for guns, and the fort was pr(‘i)ared 
for four’ guns. None were mounted, however. The troops were halted 
inside the fort to rest and eat. General Burnside then coming up, I, 
agreeably to his orders, advanced my brigade about 3 o’clock on the 
county road. General Eeno being ordered to take the railroad track, 
which ran off to the left of the county road. We marched about 4 
miles, halted, aud bivouacked for the night near the enemy’s iiosilion. 

At daylight on the next morning (the 14th instant) I advanci'd my 
brigade, by order of General Burnside, until I came upon the enemy’s 
position. General Parke was ordered to the left by General Burnside, 
and I made the following dispositions: The Twenty-fifth MassachusettiS 
was thrown to the extreme right, followed in order by the Twenty- 
fourth Massachusetts in line of battle, their left resting on the county 
road, just on the left of which I placed the how itzer from thoTligh- 
lander, under command of Captain Dayton, supported in line of battle 
on the left by the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts, and opened fire. On 
the arrival of the navy boat howitzers, under command of Lieutenant 
McCook, they were placed in lino on the left of Captain Dayton’s gun, 
and the Twenty-third was ordered to the left of the Twenty-seven tin 
The firing was incessant and very severe from the breastwork and 
within a very short range. 

General Burnside arriving, I communicated to him the dispositions 
I had made, which he approved, sending over to Genei'al Parke to 
push on to the enemy’s right, aud leaving me to hold the point, he rode 
off to reach General Eeno’s position. 

The Tenth Eegiment Connecticut Volunteers, having arrived, were 
ordered to the left of the Twenty-third, and to support them, if ren¬ 
dered necessary by want of ammunition. This being the case, they 
formed on and to the left of the i>osition of the Twenty-tlJiird and 
opened fire. Hearing from the Twenty-seventh that they were very 
short of ammunition, I ordered the Elevenlh Connecticut,' of General 
Parke’s brigade, which had just come up, by order of General Burn¬ 
side, to their support, and sent one of my aides to conduct them to 
their i)ositiou. The Twenty-seventh Massachusetts then retired in 
good order, with orders to lie in a hollow, out of the fire, with fixed bay¬ 
onets, and wait further orders. 
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The ammunitiou of llie navy howitzers being nearly exhausted and 
one piece disabled, the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts were ordered to 
inarch by the Hank and form so as to support the guns, leaving the 
Twenty-fourth on the extreme right. About twenty-five minutes from 
tliis time the head of General Parke’s column, the Fourth Eliode 
Island, had reached the breastwork at the railroad crossing, and aftei 
a brisk fire pushed on and entered the breastwork in an opening left 
for the railroad track, and wTicre the enemy’s tire had much slackened 
in consequence of the steady and constant fii*e of the Twenty-third 
Massachusetts and Tenth Connecticut. This position of affairs being 
discovered, 1 ordered an advance along the line, which was i)romi)tly 
obeyed, the enemy retreating with great precipitation. 

On entering the breastworks sharp firing was still lieard to the right 
of the enemy’s x)osition, and liearing from General Ihirke that he was 
engaged with the enemy’s forces in their works to the right of tlie rail¬ 
road, 1 led the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts to his 8ux>i)ort, and received 
the surrender of Colonel Avery and 150 men. 

The breastwork we had entered was simihir in constriujtioii to the 
abandoned one, running from Fort Thompson at the river to the rail¬ 
road track, a distance of IJ miles, and from the railroad track rifle pits 
and detached intrenchimmts in the form of lunettes and redans fol¬ 
lowed each other l‘or the distance of miles and terminated by a two- 
gun battery. 

Fort Thompson, a flanking bastion, mounted thirteen guns, all 32- 
poumh^rs (two rifled), four of which were turned so as to bear upon our 
line. The breastwork was mounted by two complete field batteries, 
besides scv(n*al pieces of heavy artillery, and manned by about G,000 
men. The force in men and artillery of the other defenses 1 am unable 
to give, they not coming under my observation. 

Pressing forward then with my brigade, 1 reached the railroad bridge 
at New Berne, which being burned to prevent our following up the 
flying enemy, I rested the men on a field on the east bank of tlie Trent. 
By order of General Burnside, who had continued up wi th me, I shortly 
after crossed with my brigade over the river and encamped the regi¬ 
ments, with the exception of the Twenty-fifth Massacliusetts, in the 
cami) of the enemy (at the Fair Ground), the enemy having left all his 
camp equipage, and from appearances must have fled very precipitately, 
the Twenty-fifth being quartered in the town for police duty. 

The fatignies and hardships of the march from Slocum’s Creek I need 
not mention; the horrible state of the roads, the wearing labor it cost 
to drag for 12 miles tlui howitzers, the severity of the storm, and the 
wet ground of the soldiers’ bivouac for the night, you well know. 

1 must mention in my brigade, where all behaved bravely, with par¬ 
ticular praise the TwTmty-fourth Eegiment Massachusetts Volunteers 
and the Tenth Conneciticut Volunteers. The former, under a severe 
fire from musketry in the front and exposed to a flanking fire of grape 
and canister from Fort Thompson, unprotected by the trees, behaved 
with marked coolness and steadiness. The latter advanced close under 
the enemy’s fire in line of battle, fired with the most remarkable steadi¬ 
ness, and stood steadily up, giving and taking the most severe fire. 

The naval howitzers, under command of Lieutenant McCook, Acting 
Masters Daniels and Uammond, Captain’s Clerk Meeker, Captain 
Rowan’s Clerk Gabaudan, Lieutenant Tillotson, Union Coast Guard, 
and Lieutenant Hughes, Union Coast Guard, were most admirably 
served during the day, and when the ammunition was exhausted they 
laid down by their pieces rather than to withdraw from their position. 
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Oaf tain Dayton volnnteered again to land and command the gun from 
the Highlander. His gnn was first in position, and he served it, as 
before, with steadiness and efficiency. Lieutenant Tillotson, whose ^in 
was disabled, rushed ahead after the action in pnrsaitwith such speed 
as to be captured by the enemy. 

From the joy of victory I must turn to mourn the price it cost in the 
soldier’s death of Lieutenant-Oolonel Merritt, of the Twenty-third Mas 
saclinsetts, who fell early in the action whilst urging and cheering the 
men on bravely and gallantly, and of Lieut. J. W. Lawton, of the 
Twenty-seventh Massachusetts, shot dead on the field. Maj. Bobert 
H. Stevenson, of the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts, was wounded in 
I he leg, but stood up encouraging his men till forced to leave the field. 
Adjt. W. L. Horton, of the same regiment, was severely wounded by a 
grape shot in the shoulder whilst in the active performance oi‘ his 
duties, and Lieuts. Daniel Sargent and James B. JSTichols were each 
slightly wounded. Oapt. V. P. Parkhnrst, of the Twenty-fifth Massa¬ 
chusetts, had his leg fractured. Lieuts. J. S. Aitchison and J. W. 
Traiton, of the Twenty-seventh, were slightly wounded. Oapt. B. B. 
Swift also slightly wounded, and Lieut. George Warner had a foot shot 
off. Oapt. Wesley 0. Sawyer and William B. Alexander, of the Twenty- 
third' Massachusetts, were both wounded, the former severely in the 
leg, rendering amputation necessary, and the latter in the hand. Lieut. 
T. W. B. Hughes, of the Union Coast Guard, was also wounded. In¬ 
closed T send you a list of the killed and wounded, showing a total of 
39 killed and 153 wounded.* 

It is with much pleasure that I can report aU of my staff as unin¬ 
jured. They consisted during the day of Brigade Snrg. J. H. Thomp¬ 
son, who volunteered in the early part of the fight to carry any order 
for me, and did so, till called elsewhere by his duties, under the hottest 
fire: of Oapt. Southard Hoffman, assistant adjutant-general; Oapt. B. 
B. Potter, acting commissary of subsistence; Lieut. J. P. Anderson, 
aide-de-camp; Lieut. J. M. Pendleton, aide-de-camp 5 Lieut. James H. 
Strong, aide-de-camp; Lieut. Bdw. S'. Strong, aide-de-camp; and 
Lieuts. J. L. Van Buren and B. T. Gordon, of the Signal Corps, who 
were used by me as aides. I most cordially bear my testimony to the 
conduct of the above-named gentlemen during the day as most worthy 
a gallant set of gentlemen. They were indefatigable in carrying orders, 
urging on men, and in placing the regiments, coolly and correctly 
obeying every order, and always under the heaviest fire. Without 
drawing any distinctions in the staff, I would take advantage of this 
opportunity to mention the names of Lieuts. James M. Pendleton and 
James H. and Bdw. K Strong as being volunteers who, without com¬ 
mission or enrollment, have acted during the entire campaign as aides, 
and performed every duty zealously and satisfactorily, and whose con¬ 
duct during the day I have already spoken of, and to suggest that, 
under these circumstances, their services deserve a recognition, if not 
award, from the Government. 

I also desire to return my thanks to the colonels of my brigade for 
the able assistance they rendered me during the day in promptly and 
correctly obeying, with the regiments under their command, my orders 
during the day. They were Ool. Edwin Upton, Twenty-fifth Massa¬ 
chusetts Volunteers; Ool. Thomas G. Stevenson, Twenty-fourth Mas¬ 
sachusetts Volunteers; Ool. Horace 0. Lee, Twenty-seventh Massa¬ 
chusetts Volunteer^ Ool. John Kurtz, Twenty-third Massachusetts 
Volunteers; Lieut. OoL Albert W. Drake, Tenth Oonnecticut Volun-

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teers; Lieut. Ool. Charles Mathewson, Eleventh Connecticut Volun¬ 
teers, and their reports are herewith inclosed.

Report of Lieut, Col Albert W. Drake, 'Tenth Connecticut Infa/ntry, 

BDdqes. Tenth llEaniENT Connecticut Yols., 

Ale 10 Berne, N. G., March 15, 1862. 

SiE: I have the honor to report the part taken by the Tenth Regi¬ 
ment Connecticut Volunteers in the battle near New Berne of March 
14, 1862. 

At about 7..30 o’clock a. m. on the morning of that day we left our 
bivouac and advanced up the road leading to the city of New Berne. 
Although the men were chilled and wet from lying in the rain on the 
wet, cold ground during the previous night, and were much worn-down 
with fatigue from their march of the previous day, they advanced with 
alacrity. Arriving within about one half a mile from the enemy’s 
intrenchments, we encountered a severe lire from their batteries. I 
immediately filed the regiment throngh the woods toward the left, and 
arriving at a spot of low ground halted and waited orders. After 
some time had elapsed I received orders to form a line of battle and 
advance and open fire on the enemy. 1 immediately forme<l the regi¬ 
ment in line of battle, and advanced up the rising ground directly in 
front of their intrenchments, and, halting a little less than 300 yards, 
opened fire. For a short time we received in return a brisk fire from 
their artillery and infantry, but it was soon silenced. The men’s 
ammunition getting short and the fire of the enemy having nearly 
ceased, we ceased firing and remained in our position. 

Shortly after the enemy loft their works. I followed on with the 
remainder of the brigade, and without further difficulty reached the 
Trent River at about 2.30 p. m. That evening the regiment was trans¬ 
ported across the river and quartered in a deserted camp of the enemy 
near the city. 

I have to say that all of the officers and men of the regiment did 
their whole duty during the engagement. Appended is a list of our 
killed and wounded during the action.*

New Berne, March 15, 1862. 

Oeab Sib: I have the honor to report that at 8 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing of the 33th instant I received the order to disembark my regiment

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ajid land upon the shore, 10 miles below this post. Having but th^e 
small boats, and one of my vessels being 3 or more n.iles from shore, it 
was not completed until near 3 o^clock in the afternoon. My regiment 
marched forward with a 12-pounder howitzer as soon as possible after 
landing, and arrived at the bivouac of this brigade at 8 o'clock in the 
evening, where we slept as comfortably as possible during a night of 
drenching rain. At 7 o’clock on the morning of the 14 th I was ordered 
by General Foster to take up the lino of march and I’ollow him. In 
the course of half an hour I received an order from him to file into the 
woods and form my regiment in line upon the left of the Twenty-seventh 
Massachusetts, in front of the enemy’s breastwork, and immediately 
open fire upon him . The order was promptly executed. The fire was 
incessant for one and a half hours within 150 yards of the (uiemy’s 
work, &c. My ammunition (40 rounds) was expended. I immediately 
sent word to the general of my position and condition, and was assuri'd 
that a regiment would be sent to my relief. Accordingly in a few mo¬ 
ments the Eleventh Connecticut reported to me. I immediately ordered 
them to form in front of my line, and I fell back ten paces in good order, 
fixed bayonets, and lay down ready to support the line in front ()i‘ me. 
After remaining in this position about thirty minutes a general charge 
was made along the whole front, and we had carried the work and our 
glorious old flag floated over it, and we gave nine rousing cheers. 

I was immediately ordered by the general to send forward one com¬ 
pany as an advance guard, and to Ibllow ^vith my regiment and fei'l 
my way toward the enemy, now in fall retreat, and to capture all 
belligerents or enemies. We examined the woods, houses, and forts. 
We took Dr. West, who reports himself a native of New Rochelle, 
New York State, and a surgeon in the Confederate Army. I sent him 
bo headquarters. In the course of an hour we joined General Foster 
with the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts at the railroad, about 2 miles from 
this post, and marched along the road until we arrived at the bridge 
across the Trent, which was on fire and entirely destroyed. After a 
rest of an hour we embarked, crossed the river, and at 5 o’clock occu¬ 
pied the camp of the chivalry,” which appeared to have been left very 
hastily, and which was being plundered by the negroes. I stopped the 
plundering, took possession and made myself as comfortable as pos¬ 
sible for the night. The officers and men of my regiment behaved in 
the most gallant manner, and I take gre^at pleasure in saying that 
Captains Brewster, Martin, Center, Howhind, Whipple, Raymond, Saw¬ 
yer, with their officers and men, particularly so Ca])t. E. G. Dayton, of 
the schooner Highlander, volunteered to command the 12-i)ounder how¬ 
itzer, and the persevering manner in which he and his men drew the 
gun through the mud, in many places kiK^e-deej), and the very gallant 
manner in which they served it within a hundred yards of the enemy’s 
line, met my warmest approbation. They made every shot tell, and had 
nearly or quite fired their last charge before they received any support. 
My adjutant, Lieut. John G. Chambers, rendered mo tin* most efficient 
aid by the prompt and gallant manner in which he carried and executed 
my orders, as well as by tlie alacrity in which he urged the men at the 
most necessary points of the line. He comi)rehends without profus(5 
explanation my commands, and is a very efficient and gallant officer. 

It is with the most sincere regret that I hav<5 to report the death of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Merritt, who was killed early in the engagement 
while urging his men into the line in the most brave and gallant manner. 
His loss will be severely felt by the regiment. He was the kindest- 
hearted man I ever met with, and I am sensibly affected at his loss. 
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('’nptfiin Rnwyer, of Company TI, luul liis loft log taken oif a round 
shot. xMaJoi Eluidl behaved in the most gallant manner, and is a most 
(*a])it<il and (‘llicioi/i oftieoj, and performs his duty without ostentation, 
and can be depended upon.

Gamp neak New Berke., March IG, 18G3. 

Sir; 1 begleaxe to report that on the morning of the 13 th instant 
ni\ rc^giment was on board th(^ ti*aiis]>orts Guido and Vedette, which 
u (*ie at anehor in N<Mise River, otl* the mouth of Slocum’s Creek. Early 
in the morning I received 11i<‘ signal to i)repare to laud, and in accord¬ 
ance with the order of General b''ost(u* tilled the boats belonging to my 
transports with a ])art of my men and fastened them to the stern of the 
steamer Pilot Boy, which (mine alongside the Guide and took the eoin- 
])«uiies that lemained on her. There was no opposition to our landing, 
and as soon as the men reached the sliore 1 formed them in line of bat¬ 
tle. By order of General Foster I tlum advanced my regiment in rear 
of the Massachusetts Twenty-first as far as the railroad^ when I took 
the advance on the county road, sending Company E forward as an 
a(h'am'e guard. I pushed forward as rapidly as the condition of the 
road would pel mit until night-fall, when, in accordance with Genertil 
fester’s or(h‘rs, 1 tiled my regiment into the woods on the right of the 
road and bivouaeked for the night. The men were somewhat worn-out 
by tbeir exhausting mareb, but made tbemselves as comfortable for the 
u'iglit as eireiunstanees would permit. I sent forward Companies A, 
E, K, and F as a picket guard, and we remained xuidisturbed during 
the night. 

Early in th(‘ morning of the Mth instant a small party of the enemy’s 
cavalry appi^annl within sight of our pmlo^fs and was fired upon,where- 
u])()n I imm<*dialely ovdQvod my regiment to fall in. By order of Gen¬ 
eral Foster I then advanced nj) the main road, with Com])any E as an 
advance guard, until within sight of the enemy’s intnmehments, and 
tlnui filed oft* to t he right of the road, whei e I formed my regiment in 
line of battle and advanced forward to within about 50 paces of the 
edge of the woods, wh(U‘o I halted until my advan(*e guard njtarued 
from the road. It was at this time the enemy opened fire, wounding 2 
of my men. 1 immediately advanced my regiment out of the woods, 
where 1 ordi^red them to lie down and open fi.re. The men behaved 
very well in this position, keeping u]) incessant and well-directed fire 
on the enemy for over two hours. 

Owing to the rain and wet to which the guns had been exposed many 
of my men experienced great difficulty in firing them, and in many 
cases had to draw the charges before their guns were of any use. Fort 
Thom])son, ou our right, which I supposed to have no guns on the land 
side, opened on us with gra])e and canister from their guns as soon as

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we got into position. We afterward found that they attempted to 
bring one of the guns on the water side of the battery to bear on our 
line but failed, probably from want of time. Finally I noticed the fire 
of the enemy’s right slackened, as I supposed from the success and ad¬ 
vance of our left. I immediately ordered my own regiment forward, 
and we had advanced but a short distance when the enemy turned, 
stopping only to give us one volley of musketry and a round of grape. 
The enemy retreated very precipitately liom Fort Thompson as we 
entered, and I only succeeded in capturing six of them. I immediately 
raised the American flag on the parapet, to apprise the gunboats of oui- 
position. 

By order of General Foster I left one com])any in the fort, selecting 
for that purpose Company B, and then marched my regiment forward 
on the county road to the railroad and up the raili'oad fo the Trent 
River, where I halted them in a large field on the left. After remain¬ 
ing there a short time General Foster ordered my regiment to cross the 
river in the gunboat Delaware and other boats that he was using for 
thatpurpose, and to take possession of therebel camp in the Fair Ground 
outside of New Berne. On reaching camp 1 found my men much ex¬ 
hausted by their severe labors since they had landed, but was pleased 
to find that there were comparatively few stragglers. 

It pains me to close my report by informing you that my regiment 
lost 65 men in killed and wounded during the action, a list of whom 1 
herewith transmit.*

Report of Gol. Edwin Upton, Twenty-fifth Massaohusetts Infantry. 

BtDQRS. Twenty-fifth REanwENT Mass. Vols., 

New Berne, N. G., March 17,1862. 

Sir : At about 6 a. m, of Friday, the 14th instant, I was ordered by 
General Foster to move from the bivouac occupied by my regiments 
during the night previous, and did so, following the Twenty-fourth 
Massachusetts Regiment. Proceeding along the main road about a mile 
I was ordered by General Foster to fie to the right of the road, take 
position on the right of the 24th, and advance. The entire i-cgiment 
had not cleared the road when the enemy opened fire from his artillery. 
I passed on to the position assigned me and advanced to the front some 
distance. Being desirous of ascertaining, if possible, the exact posi¬ 
tion of the enemy, I dispatched scouts to the right and front. They 
soon returned, reporting the enemy’s earthworks in front, with what 
appeared to be a three-gun battery directly on our right. The enemy 
discovering our position and opening fire, we were exposed to a fire 
from the front and right, and at the same time a fire of shell was 
opened on us from the rear, which I supposed came from our own 
artill^ or gunboats. We' were thus in danger of being badly cut 
up, with no opportunity to retaliate. The fact being reported, I was 
ordered by General Foster to move to the support of the Twenty-sev¬ 
enth Massachusetts on the opposite side of the road. Moving in that

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direction we arrived at the road, and were then ordered by (reneral 
Foster to support our battery stationed on the road. Taking our posi- 
tiion in column by division, we remained there until ordered by General 
Foster to deploy and charge on the enemy’s works. This was done, 
General Foster leading the charge, the enemy leaving at our approach. 
Passing into the works, the regiment was formed in line of battle, and 
I was ordered to move along the road in position for street firing. 
Having i)assed the enemy’s camp, we filed to the left of the road, flank¬ 
ing. 1 was ordered to advance in line cautiously, as General Parke’s 
brigade was expected to be on our left and front and General Eeno to 
be turning the enemy’s right. We advanced slowly, receiving a fire of 
musketry, which was at &st supposed to come from the other brigades. 
Deploying two companies as skirmishers, with orders to proceed with 
(*aution, they soon discovered a body of the enemy and opened fire upon 
them. The skirmishers having assembled, the regiment advanced, and 
the enemy, to the number of about 150, surrendered to General Poster. 
The general ordered them placed in chargeof Company H, OaptainMoul- 
ton, and then ordered me to proceed down the railroad, which I did, arriv¬ 
ing in New Berne at about 5 p. m. Herewith is a list of the casualties, 
showing 4 killed and 16 wounded.* 

In consequence of illness and exhaustion consequent upon the very 
fatiguing march oi* the previous day and the night e:^osure in the 
drenching rain I was deprived of the assistance of Major McOafferty 
and Adjutant Harkness, the former of whom was obliged to fall behind 
just before the close of the action, the latter being left by the road side 
during the march before the enemy was discovered. 

T would again in the highest terms of praise mention the efiSciency 
and bravery of Lieut. Ool. A. B. E. Sprague as fully sustaining lus 
former high reputation.

Report of Ool. Bor ace 0. Lee, Twenty-seventh Massachusetts infemtry, 

Hdqes. Twenty-seventh Eeoimbnt Mass. Vols., 

In Gamp at Hew Berne, March 15, lo62. 

I have the honor to submit the following report: 

On Thursday, March 13, at the stated signal, we commenced landing 
troops, one compiiny at a time D^hich was all the boat would accom¬ 
modate), from each vessel—^the Eecruit and Eanger. Major Bartholo¬ 
mew was sent forward with the first company, and at 11 o’clock, four 
companies having landed, I went on shore and took command, leaving 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lyman to come forward with the balance. We 
marched up the road until night and then bivouacked as ordered and 
threw out pickets on our left flank, rear and right fllank being protected 
by other regiments of the brigade. Our companies continued to arrive 
until midnight, when we had about 600 men. At daylight on Friday 
morning, hearing a rapid firing of musketry in front, I called in the pick¬ 
ets, ordered the men to fall in, and soon after, by order from Gteneral 
Poster, took up the line of march by flank in rear of the 26th. The

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first intimation we had that we were near the enemy was Irom a shell 
thrown directly up the road, but which passed without injury to the 
right of us. We immediately, by General Foster’s order's, formed col¬ 
umn by companies and forward into line, and advan(*ed through tlio 
woods on the left of the road until we came in siglit oi* tlic (uieiny, 
strongly intrenched directly in front. As soon as lumr <uiough to get 
a good range I gave the order to fire by wing and tlum by lih^, and con¬ 
tinued in this manner, constantly cautioning the men to take delib(‘rate 
aim before firing, until from the small amount of ammunition l<d‘t I 
thought it best, not wishing to slacken the fire at all, to s(‘ii<l lo (hm- 
cral Foster either for more ammunition or to bo relieved. This I did 
by Captain Pendleton, of your staff, who had been with me trom tlu^ 
first fire, and who rendered me good ser\ico in keeping the line un 
broken. Not hearing from you, I sent Adjutant Bartlett, as we w<m‘(* 
then reduced to an average of 4 or 5 rounds, many of‘ the men being 
out entirely. He returned with orders that we wer(^ to bo redieved by 
the Eleventh Connecticut and were then to fall ba(*;k to the roar. As 
soon as the Eleventh Connecticut came up and werti in i>osilion I 
ordered the men to cease tiring and lie down. We soon aficr inar(*hed 
in good order to the rear, and had been there but a lew moments when 
we heard cheering, and having formed again lo advance, w(‘r(^ met by 
an aide with orders to form in the fort, the enemy having retreatecl. 
My intention had been not to fall back, though the word came to me 
that we were to do so, but to merely continue lying ready for a charge, 
if necessary; but at the solicitation of several of my ollicers I did so. 
Having come up to the fort, we were at once ordered to follow the Tw(*n( y 
third, which we did until we arrived at the burning bri<]ge at 
Berne. We were soon after taken across the river in boats and (^stah 
lished in the camp just vacated by the Seventh North Carolina Ih^gi 
ment. From the position wo occupied our loss in wounded is (piitt' 
large, though fortunately but 5 men killed, which I attribute to tln^ laei 
that the shot from the rifles and cannon of the enemy passed ov<u‘ our 
heads; two-thirds of the wounds, so far as I can learn, being caused b\ 
balls ffom smooth-bore muskets. I have not received the surgoouV 
report, and cannot say for certain that this is so, but think it must be, 

I might mention indhidual cases, as well among men as ofiicers, who 
displayed unusual bravery and coolness, but when^ all did so w<dl it is 
almost impossible, and perhaps impolitic, to do it. 1 can only say that 
with very few exceifiions I was perfectly satisfied with the manm^r in 
which they obeyed my orders and stood up without shrinking to the 
most terrific fire.

Report of Brig, Gen, Jesse L, Eeno^ U, H, Army^ eommandlng Second 

Brigade, 

Headqxtarters Second Brigade, 

New Berne^ March 10, 1802. 

Captain : I have the honor to report that in obedience to the orders 
of General Burnside I landed my brigade at the mouth of Slocum^s 
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Creek, some 16 miles from NTew Berne, and proceeded at once to ad¬ 
vance toward the railroad, where we expected first to meet the rebels. 
After a march of about 4 miles we arrived at a long line of deserted 
intrenchments, the rebels having abandoned them shortly befoi-e. 
Here I met General Foster, and, agreeably to the general command¬ 
ing’s orders, we awaited the arrival of the rest of the division. The 
general, soon coming up, ordered me to follow the railroad toward New 
Berne. The advance was continued until about 8 p. m., when the troops 
were ordered to bivouac. I was ordered by the general commanding 
to advance at daylight and attack the right of the rebel lines, but 
owing to the severe rain of the previous night I found that many of 
the muskets would not fire, so I ordered that all should discharge their 
load, drawingsuch as would not fire. After this my brigade moved forward 
along the rafiroad in the following order: Twenty-first Massachusetts, 
Fifty-first New York, Ninth New Jersey, and Fifty-first Pennsylvania, 
At about a quarter before 8 a. m. I heard General Fosters brigade hotly 
engaged, and in a few minutes I saw a large number of the enemy ap¬ 
parently engaged in getting a gun to bear on the railroad. I ordered 
the skirmishers to fire upon them, at the same time ordering the Twen¬ 
ty-first Massachusetts forward into line. The enemy now opened a 
brisk fire upon us from near the railroad, the skirmishers in advance 
replying briskly, and as soon as the right wing of the Twenty-first 
Massachusetts got into line I ordered Lieutenant-Colonel Clark to 
charge and take the brick-kiln, which was gallantly executed. 

In the-mean time I ordered my aides to bring up the balance of my 
brigade and form in line to the loft of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, 
placing the Fifty-first Pennsylvania in reserve, supporting the extreme 
left of my line. Owing to the thick fog it was almost impossible to see 
the rebels, and not knowing that their line extended beyond the rail¬ 
road, after having ordered Lieutenant-Colonel Clark to advance along 
the inside of the enemy’s intrenchments, I returned across the railroa(l 
to bring up the rest of my brigade to his support, but finding the left 
wing of the Twentgr-first Massachusetts and the Fifty-first New York 
hotly engaged in front and the enemy’s lines extending far beyond my 
extreme left, I found it necessary to attack them in front, and as the 
ground was quite uneven I directed the regiments to advance as near 
as possible under cover of the ridges and pick off the enemy whenever 
their heads appeared above their line of intrenchments. 

Ill the mean time the Ninth New Jersey also came into line and opened 
a well-directed fire upon a two-gun battery only some 200 yards in front 
of them, and so accurate was their fire that the enemy could only oc- 
(iasionally fire their guns. The battle now became general along our 
whole line, and raged fiercely for about three and a half hours. The Fifty- 
first Pennsylvania was hehl in reserve during this time, and although 
ex])osed to a severe fire, Colonel Ilartranft did not allow a single shot 
to be fired, but directed the men to lie down, and thus saved them from 
much loss. 

a having been reported to me that the regiments engaged had ex- 
pmided nearly all their ammunition, I ordered Colonel Hartranft to 
send one wing of his regiment to relieve the Fifty-first New York, which 
had suffered very severely. As soon as they arrived I ordered Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Bell to pass the Fifty-first New York, deliver one volley, 
and then charge upon the enemy’s intrenchments. At the same time I 
sent orders to the Ninth New Jersey and the remainder of the Fifty- 
first Pennsylvania to charge. All this was gallantly executed, and the 
rebels fled precipitately from all their intrenchments. Some SOpris- 
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oners were captured in these works, many severely wounded. Upon 
reaching the rebd intrenchments I was rejoiced to see our flag waving 
along the entire line of the enemy’s works, General Parko’s brigade 
naving previously stormed and captured their center batteries and 
General Foster’s their left. 

At the commencement of the action I left Lieutenant-Colonel Clark 
with Ms right wing inside of the enemy’s intrenchments, ordering him 
to proceed along their hnes toward their left, where GeueMl Foster’s 
brigade was engaged, intending to support him immediately, but owing 
to circumstances previously mentioned was unable to do so. I was, 
however, confident that he would be able to extricate Ms command 
should he meet overwhelming forces, and most gallautlj did ho do so; 
for coming unexpectedly upon a light battery of six pieces he charged 
and captured the entire battery, but was driven out by an overwhelm¬ 
ing force of rebel infantry. I beg leave to refer the general command¬ 
ing to Ms report of this most daring charge. 

In tMs severely’ contested battle both officers and soldiers behaved 
with distinguished gallantly and nobly sustained the honor of their 
respective regiments. It would make my reiiort entirely too long to 
particularize the gallant conduct even of those officers and men who 
came under my own observation, but I desire that the reports and com¬ 
mendations of the regimental commanders be considered as part of my 


own. 

It is with the deepest regret that I have to announce the death of 
First Lieutenant Stearns, acting adjutant of the Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts, one of the most accomplished and gallant officers in the Army; 
of Chaplain Benton, of the Fifty-first New York, who was killed while 
nobly encouraging the men to do their duty, and of First Lieutenant 
Allen, of the same regiment, who was shot dead at the head of his com¬ 
pany. Also Captain Johnson, mortally wounded, and Lieutenant 
Walker, of the Ninth New Jersey, who was killed in front of his com¬ 
pany. Captain Frazer was wounded and captured iu the battery taken 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Clark, but after it was retaken by the Fourth 
Bhode Island, and the rebels were retreating with him, he managed to 
keep in the rear, and drawing his revolver captured the three men left 
to guard him, Lieutenant-Colonel Potter, of the Fifty-first New York, 
was wounded early iu the action, but he most gallantly eontinuod with 
the regiment during the entire battle and rendered very iinporlant 
service. Major Le Gendre, of the same regiment, displayed mosl con¬ 
spicuous courage until he fell severely wounded. Lieutenants Tryon, 
McKee, and Coddington, of the Fifty-first New York, also di8])layed 
conspicuous courage, and were all wounded, but not fatally. Of the 
Ninth New Jersey the following gaUaut officers were wounded, viz: 
Captains Middleton, McChesney, and Ilufty. 

I inclose herewith a complete list of the killed and wounded,* In the 
early part of the battle Lieutenant Beno, one of my aides, made a most 
daring reconnaissance of the enemy’s right, and first informed mo ot 
the extent of their lines. They had thirteen finished redans and five 
guns bearing on my brigade, and an almost impassable morass Hik'd 
with fallen timber had to be passed over before resichiug tlu'm. Cap¬ 
tain Neill, assistant adiutant-generaJ, was always with me when not 
carrying orders, and displayed con8picxiou.s courage and coolness. 
Lieutenants Beno and Morris, aides, rendered highly important service 
and behaved most gallantly. Lieutenants Beed and Marsh, of the 
Signal CojT)8, acted as aides and did their duty well. Captain Bitchie,

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acting commissary of subsistence, and Lieutenant Hall, acting brigade 
quartermaster, were present in the battle and behaved gallantly. The 
surgeons and chaplains of the different regiments did their duty nobly 
on the field of battle. I desire to return my thanks to Lieutenant-Ooi- 
onel Clark, commanding the Twenty-first Massachusetts ; to Colonel 
Perrero, commanding Fifty-first Ifew York; to Colonel Heckman, com¬ 
manding Ninth New Jersey, and to Colonel Hartranft, commanding 
Fifty-fibrst Pennsylvania, for the admirable manner in which they 
brought their regiments into Mne and for their gallantry on the field. 
Eight companies of the Fifty-first Pennsylvania, commanded by Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel BeU, were detailed to drag up six guns furnished by the 
Navy, and commanded by Lieutenant McCook, and one from the Cos¬ 
sack, commanded by Captain Bennett, who gallantly volunteered to 
man it. They succeeded in bringing up the guns, arriving in camp 
about 2 a. m. on the 14th instant, .^er almost incredible labor tlie 
guns were all brought into action and most gallantly served, but from 
the nature of the ground they were unable to join my brigade, but 
served with General Foster, who no doubt will do full justice to their 
gallantry. The total loss in my brigade was 36 killed, 6 mortally 
wounded, and 160 more or less severely wounded.*

B^ort of Lieut. Col. William 8. OlevrJc, Twenty-Jiret Massachusetts In¬ 
fantry. 

Headqttaetees Twenty-Fbest Mass. Vols., 
Camp Beno, New Berne, N. C., Maarch 16, 1862. 

Captain : About 9 o’clock on the morning of the 13th instant the 
Twenty-first Massachusetts Volunteers, 743 strong landed at the mouth 
of Slocum’s Creek, and by order of General Beno advanced about 2 miles 
through the pine woods fdong the south bank of the river Neuse toward 
New Berne. Arriving out upon a large open field, the regiment stacked 
arms, to await the arrival of the general with the rest of the brigade. 
Company G, under Lieutenant Taylor, formed the advance guard, and 
discovered a short distance into the woods beyond the cleared space a 
large number of wooden barracks, which had been evacuated about 
two hours before by the rebel cavalry, whose equanimity had been dis¬ 
turbed by shells from the - gunboats. An advance of 4 miles brought 
the regiment to Croatan, where we found a very extensive earthwork 
running at right angles to the highway. 

This being unoccupied by the enemy, the colors of the Twenty-first 
were placed upon the parapet and heartly cheered by officers and men. 
Near this work a halt of an hour was made for dinner, during which 
the pioneers tore up the track of the railroad coimecting New Berne 
with Beaufort. From this point the regiment was ordered to move for¬ 
ward upon the railroad track, and Company D, under Lieutenant Bar¬ 
ker, was sent forward as advance guard. About a mdle of advance 
brought the regiment to a place where the highway crosses the rail-

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road, and a half a mile to the right of the latter, oa the riv(M* Neiise, a 
deserted earthwork was discovered by Lieutenant lleno, aide-de-c^amp 
to th(* general. Company II, under Cajilaiii Frazcus \Nith the colons, 
was detached from the r<*ginient, and under charge of (ieneral Reno 
\asited the w^ork, and waving tlie Star-Spangled I iainier, bearing the 
Iionorable inscription ‘^Koanoke, February S, IS(L\’’and the spotless 
white colors of Massachusetts, with tlu^ nobl(‘ motto, Knac pel it pJaoi- 
dam sub Ubertate quiet gave three hearty clunn's and liastily r(‘Joined 
the advancing regiment. lh*oee(‘ding along the railroad about a mile 
farther, the advance guard came uj)ou a building (*ontaiiung several 
tents, a complete set of artillery harness, and a tew boxes of ammuni¬ 
tion for 6 and 12 pounder guns. Lieutenant liaiker, vith Adjutant 
Steams, then made a reconnaissance to tlu‘ right of ihe raili*oad, and 
found an extensive encampment, also recently evaeua1(‘<l b> nd)(‘l (*av- 
alry, where F<ire large quantities of clothing, eommissaiy stor(‘s, and 
hospital stores, over which a guard was pla<ted. One ini'<‘ farth(‘ron 
the regiment bivouacked for the night, throviug out a ]>i(*k<‘t guard of 
two companies on the front and left, the rigid being guard<Ml by the 
Twenty-fourth Massachusetts VolunteiTS and the rear b,\ llu‘ l<Ml*(y- 
flrst New York Volunteers. The rain, which coinmen<*od to fall about 
10 o’clock of the 13th instant, continued in showers through tlu% night, 
and on the morning of the 14tli mist and fog enveloped evmything. 
Notwithstanding every precaution on the part ol* both ol][i(*(*rs and 
men very many of the rifles were rendered quite iniserviceabh^ by the 
moisture. In some the powder became too wet to ignite^, and in \<‘ry 
many of the Bnfleld rifled muskets the rammers woiv almost immovabh^ 
from the swelling of the stocks. It is a great dehnst in this weapon 
that the friction of the wood along the whole length of th<‘ rammer is 
relied upon to kec]) it in iflaco, since it is quite im[)ossiblc that, the rum 
mers be well secured when the musket is dry and sulUciently loosi^ foi 
service when wet. It is a noteworthy evidence of discipline and (H)urag(^ 
on the part of the men that more than 50 went into the batt.h'i having 
only their bayonets to work with, and it was very hard to hear tlumu 
in the thickest of the fight, while standing ludpless in their i)laces, b<‘g 
their ofiicers to give them a serviceable musk(d, and to sc^e them eagerl.\ 
seize the weapons of their comrades as fast as they fell beneath the 
leaden storm from the enemy’s earthworks. Private Sheehan, of Oom 
pany E, left his company to secure the musket of a man whom lu^ saw 
killed in Company K, and when asked by Major Kiee why li<^ (li<l not. 
take the gun of one who had been siiot in his own com])any rc^plied tluil 
it was like his own, good for notliing. 

About 7 o’clock a. m. General Keuo ordered his brigadi* l‘orwar<i, tlie 
Twenty-first Massachusetts in the van. The advance guard, consist iug 
of Company G, was led by Coi'poral Stratton, who (h\s(‘rv(‘s mu(*h 
credit for his coolness and intrepi<lity in pushing on through swamps 
and thickets and along the track of the railroad both on th<* 131 li ami 
14th instant, every moment ex])osed to be IikhI upon by a <‘omM*al(‘d 
foe. Adjutant Steams directed the movement of tlie tirst two stpiads 
of the advance guard in the most admirable manner during th(‘ <‘u(ir(‘ 
march from the place of landing to the field of batlh*. As it was 
known that the defenses of the enemy were thrown across tlu^ high¬ 
way to the right of the railroad, the regiment proce<Mlcd (iautiously 
through the woods on the left of the railroad and pandhd with it. 
After advancing about half a mile a locomotive was seen (*oming down 
the road, and General Reno at <m<*e ordered ns to file to the lefl ami 
advance into the forest, wliich w^as no long(U‘ a h'vel, opem pine wood, 
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but the ground was broken into hills separated by deep ravines, and 
the timber was of oak, “white wood,” and other deciduous trees, and 
of the largest description. The First Brigade, under General Foster, 
having advanced on the highway, came first upon the enemy, and the 
battle was now raging fiercely upon onr right along the whole line of 
the earthworks from the river to the railroad. The smoke from the 
rapid firing of more than thirty cannon and several thousand muskets 
was driven down upon us by the wind, and mingling with the dense 
fog, so completely shut out the light of day (never more anxiously 
longed for) that it was impossible to derive any information respecting 
the position of the rebels except where it was indicated by the noise of 
batifie. 

Our skirmishers now reported that we were opposite the right flank 
of a battery resting at this point on a deep cut in the railroad, and 
upon several buildings and brick walls in Wood’s brick-yard, which 
was across the road from our position a few hundred yards distant. 
The regiment was at once formed in line of battle facing the railroad, 
and Company 0, Capt. J. M. Richardson, was ordered forward to 
reconnoiter. As rapidly as the difficult nature of the ground would 
allow the other companies formed on the right by file into line, and as 
soon as the remaining companies of the right wing were ready I moved 
forward with the colors to the support of Company C, who were already 
engaging the rebel riflemen in the trench upon the opposite side of the 
deep cut on the railroad. 

At the moment of their arrival at the cut the enemy were busily 
engaged in removing ammunition from the cars, which had just come 
in from New Berne with re-enforcements. At the first volley from 
Company C the enemy, in great astonishment, fled from the road and 
the french to a ravine in the rear of the brick-yard. General Beno 
now ordered the color-bearer. Sergeant Bates, to plant his flag upon 
the roof of a building within the enemy’s infrenchments. He immedi¬ 
ately rushed forward several rods in advance of his company, and, 
amid a perfect shower of Minie balls clambered to the roof and waved 
the Star-Spangled Banner presented to the regiment by the ladies of 
Worcester. 

At this moment the noblest of us all, my brave, efficient, faithful 
adjutant. First Lieut. F. A. Steams, Company I, fell mortally wounded, 
the first among the 26 patriotic volunteers of the Twenty-first who laid 
down their lives for their country at the battle of New Beme. As he 
was cheering on his men to charge upon the enemy across the railroad 
he was struck by a ball from an Enfield rifle fired from a redan on the 
right and rear of the central breastwork, on which we were advancing. 
The fatal missile entered his left side, and passing through his lungs 
went out just below the collar-bone on the right breast. Corporal 
Welch, of Company C, noticing his fall, returned and remained with 
him during the battle. He lived about two and a haJf hours, nearly 
unconscious from the loss of blood, and died without a struggle a little 
before noon. 

General Reno, with Companies C, A, B, and H, of the right wing, 
dashed across the railroad, up the steep bank, and over the rifle trench 
on the top into the brick-yard. Here we were subjected to a most 
destructive cross-fire from the enemy on both sides of the railroad, and 
lost a largo number of men in a very few minutes. The general, sup- 
pos'ng we had completely flanked the enemy’s works, returned across

the road to bring up the rest of his brigade, but just at this timo a 
tremendous fire of musketry and artUlery was opened from the redans, 
hitherto unseen, and which were nine in number, extending from the 
railroad more than a mile to the right into the forest. 

The general, being now obliged to devote his attention to the enemy 
in front of his brigade, ordered the left wing of the Twenty-first, under 
command of Major Eice, not to cross the railroad, but to continue firing 
upon the rebel infantry in the first two redans, with whom they were 
afready engaged. These consisted of the Thirty-third IS’orth Carolina 
and the Sixteenth North Carolina Eegiments, and were the best-armed 
and fought the most gallantly of any of the enemy’s forces. Their 
position was almost impregnable so long as their left flank, resting on 
the railroad, was defended, and they kept up an incessant fire for three 
hours, until their ammunition was exhausted and the remainder of the 
rebel forces had retreated from that portion of their works lying be¬ 
tween the river and the railroad. 

Having been ordered into the brick-yard and left there with my 
colors and the four companies above named, and finding it impossible 
to remain there without being cut to pieces, I was compelled either to 
charge upon Captain Brem’s battery of fljdng artillery or to retreat 
without having accomplished anything to compensate for the terri¬ 
ble loss sustained in reaching this point. Accordingly I formed my 
handful of men, about 200 in number, in line, the right resting on the 
breastwork of the enemy, and commenced firing upon the men and 
horses of the first piece. Three men and two horses having fallen, 
and the other gunners showing signs of uneasiness, I gave the com¬ 
mand, “Charge bayonets,” and went in to the first gun. Beaching it 
I had the pleasure of mounting upon the first of the New Berne guns 
surrendered to the “ Yankees.” It was a 6-poundor field piece, broTxght 
from Port Macon, and marked IJ. S. Leaving this in the hands of 
Captain Walcott and Private John Dunn, of Company B, who cut 
away the horses and attempted to load and turn it upon the enemy, 
I proceeded to the second ^un, some 300 paces from the brick-yard. 

By this time the three regiments of rebel infantry, who had retreated 
from the breastwork to a ravine in the rear when we entered the brick¬ 
yard, seeing that we were so few and received no support, rallied and 
advanced upon us. The Thirty-fifth and Thirty-seventh North Caro¬ 
lina Eegimente, supported by the Seventh North Carolina, came up 
from the ravine in splendid style with their muskets on the right 
shoulder and halted. Most fortunately, or rather providentially, for 
us, they remained undecided for a minute or two, and then resolved on 
a movement which saved us from destruction. Instead of giving us a 
voUey at once, they first hesitated and then charged upon xts without 
firing. I instantly commanded my men to spring over the parapet and 
ditch in front and retreat to the railroad, keeping as close as possible to 
the ditch. As the enemy could not fire upon us to any advantage until 
they reached the parapet, nearly all of those who obeyed my order 
escaped unharmed, though thousands of bullets whistled over us. On 
the railroad I found Colonel Eodman, with the Fourth Bhode Island, 
waiting for orders, and informed him of the situation of things in the 
intrenchments of the enemy, and urged him to advance at once and 
charge upon their flank, as T had done. Soon after Colonel Harland, 
with the Eighth Connecticut, came up, and then the two regiments 
advanced along the railroad to the brick-yard and charged by wing. 
As soon as the enemy saw them within their lines they instantly 
retired again to the ravine without firing a gun. It is some satisfao 
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tion to those who were obliged to retreat from the battery after one 
driving the enemy from it that no one of the five brass pieces stationer 
in this part of their works was over fired by them after our charge. 

Among the incidents of the day perhaps the following may not b 
out of place here: Capt. J. D. Frazer, of Company H, was woundei 
in the right arm just before charging, and dropped his sword. He 
however, instantly picked it up with his left hand and led on his me 
with the colors. At the time of the retreat from the battery he wa 
unable to clear the ditch, and fell into the water. As soon as the rebel 
discovered him they ordered him to gel up, took him back over th 
parapet, and removing his sword, placed a guard of three men ove 
him. When his captors in their turn retreated again he was unabl 
or unwilling to move as rapidly as they, and when he had detained hi 
guard sufficiently long to permit him to attempt it, he drew his revolve 
and declared he would shoot the first one who stirred. They surren 
dered to him and were delivered over to the Fourth Ehode Island a 
prisoners of war. The lieutenant to whom Captain Frazer gave hi 
sword was also captured and the sword returned to its rightful ownei 
Captain Frazer, before the close of the fight, was again in command o 
his company. Private J. A. Miller, of Company A, in clambering ove 
the parapet in the retreat, di'opped his rifle into the ditch, and rathe 
than leave his pet remained searching for it until captured. He wai 
ordered to the rear of the enemy with a guard, and as the bullets wer< 
rather numerous in the air, he laid himself down between two logs an( 
forgot to get up wlien his cai)tors i‘eireated. 

Sergt. A. J. Weatherby, of Comi)any B, was ordered by me to tak< 
care of a prisoner captured in the charge, and when obliged to retrea 
he did not forsake the rebel, but dragging him by the collar over th< 
parapet and through the ditch, compelled him to double-quick with th< 

Yankees,^^ and after the battle delivered him over to me in good con 
dition. As soon as my men could be collected and the charges drawi 
from the rifles which had been wet in the ditch I returned along th( 
railroad to rejoin the left wing of my regiment, which, after fighting 
with great steadiness and efiect for three hours in front of the first tw( 
redans, were just rushing over the fallen timber of the almost impass 
able swamp intervening between them and the retreating enemy. 

The conduct of iny entire command, so far as I can learn, during 
both the march and the engagoment, was worthy of great commenda 
tion, and has received it in the assurance of our brigadier that he ii 
satisfied with us. 

Having been ordered to occupy the captured works of tlm enemy 
my regiment has been diligently engaged in collecting the arms, ammu 
nition, equipments, clothing, toits, and commissary stores abandonee 
by them in their precipitate retreat. The prisoners taken by the dif 
ferent regiments have been placed on board the propeller Albany 
under charge of Company B, Captain Bradford. There are about 26( 
of the well prisoners, including 12 offi(iers, and about 40 woundec 
rebels, who are cared for by their own surgeons and nurses. The deac 
have been carefully collected and buried under the direction of Act 
ing Brigade Quartermaster Hall. The killed and mortally woundec 
of my regiment number 25 and the other casualties 31, besides man;^ 
cases of slight injuries and narrow escapes. The corrected list is here 
with inclosed.*" 

During the engagement the killed and wounded were rapidly carried 
tc the rear by the members of the band, under direction of Acting 
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Brigade Surgeon Cutter. The men deserve great credit for their atten¬ 
tion to duty while their comrades were falling around them, no one 
attempting ito leave the ranks to assist the wounded. This order they 
obeyed the more cheeifully, because they were certain that Surgeon 
Cutter, with his hospital corps, was attending to this duty in their very 
midst. Assistant Surgeon Warren and Hospital Steward Davis have 
labored with unceasing zeal to render the wounded comfortable since 
the battle, and their kind care and skillful treatment will never be for¬ 
gotten by the regiment. 

Hoping this report of the part performed by the Twenty^-first Massa¬ 
chusetts Volunteers at the memorable battle of New Berne may be sat¬

Report of Lieut. Col. Charles A. Heckman, Ninth New Jersey Infantry. 

Hdqes. Ninth Beg-xment New Jersey Vols., 

Camy lieno, March IJ, 18011. 

Sir : I have the honor to report the position and part taken by the 
Ninth New Jersey Volunteers in the actit)n near Now Berne, the Mth 
instant: 

At 7 a. m. I received orders from you to form line on the left of the 
Fifty-first New York Volunteers and follow them up the railroad track 
toward New Berne. Having arrived within about a mile of the eueniy’s 
works we were ordered to file to the left into the timber and approaeli 
them under cover, and by the right flank wo proceeded until within 
about 800 yards of their batteries, when on order I formed the regi 
ment into line; but not being able, as I believed, to see the whole 
of the Fifty-first New York Volunteers, and knowing them to bo in 
the advance, I threw two companies from right to rear in order to 
avoid firing into their ranks. - With the four remaining (!ompani<>s of 
the right wing I advanced to within about 500 yards and opimed a 
brisk fire on the redan immediately in front, and on another oblicpiely 
to the right, adjoining the railroad track. On discovering a third redan 
obliquely to the loft, supported by rifle pits on its rigid iiank, I thr('w 
the left to rear, the right of that iviug resting on the colors, to 
avoid a flank attack. I then ordered the advance and to take gronml 
to the left, and on gaining sufficient ground brought the two right com¬ 
panies into line. The whole line advanced, firing until within about 
200 yards of the works, pouring a rapid tire into tliem, the e.xtreine 
left gaining ground until upon a direct line. Having been tiring a long 
time (about three hours), I examined several boxes and found tlu' am¬ 
munition was getting low. I sent a lioulcmant, informing you of tins 
factj and received an order to charge. We charged, and under diffi¬ 
culties (without s« juring a shot) planted our colors on two redans, cap¬ 
turing two officers and several privates, and a n'bel flag with this in¬ 
scription, “ Bi'aufort Plow Boys.” It, is in a good state of preserva¬ 
tion, and will be kept so by the Nintli, if agreeable to you. 

All of the officers and men having performed their duty it is hard 
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for me to parti ail arize. I regret the necessity to add that Lieut. Will¬ 
iam L. Walker, ot‘ Oomiiany 11, was killed while faithfully discharging 
his duties as an officer, and also the loss of the services, which I hope 
is only for a time, of Captains Middleton, McOhesney, and Hufty, who 
were wounded whilst gallantly cheering their men on to victory. 

In addition to the above I report the loss of 3 privates killed and 55 
wounded, making in all 4 killed in action, 58 wounded; making an 
aggregate of 62.

E^ort of Col. Edward Ferrero^ Fifty-first New York Infantry. 

Hdqks, Shepard Eikles, Fifty-First IIegt. N. Y. Vols., 
Near New Berne^ N. C., March 17, 1862. 

General : Theregimentundermycommandlandedfromthesteamers 
Lancer and Pioneer on the 13th instant about 14 miles below New Berne, 
N. 0. Great difficulty was experienced in landing, on account of the 
enemy’s obstructions by driving spiles, &c., and having finally effected 
it (my color-beai’er being the first to plant the Union colors on the shore) 
I formed the regiment and took up our line of march, when, having pro¬ 
ceeded some 8 miles and night coming on, 1 ordered the regiment to 
bivouac in the woods on the line of the raikoad leading to New Berne. 
The night was very stormy. Most all of my command, being exposed, 
were saturated by the rain. At 6 a. m. the following morning (14th) I 
took my line of march up the railroad until witliin 300 yards of a col¬ 
lection of brick-kilns, where Lieutenant Beno brought me an order from 
you to turn off in the woods to the left and form in rear of the Twenty- 
finst Massachusetts Kegiment. Upon arriving at this point 1 halted 
my regiment and threw out Company J) as skirmishers. Finding that 
we could not engage the enemy in thivS i)osition the lieutenant-colonel 
and myself proceeded to make a reconnaissance in advance, parallel 
with tlie railroad, a distance of some hundred yards. The ground hero 
was undulating, forming a number of deep ravines. We discovered the 
enemy’s batteries and rifle pits extending a distance of a mile and a 
half, in front of which were deep ravines obstructed by an almost im¬ 
passable abatis. 

Immediately upon the enemy discovering us as we were surveying 
their works on the brow of the hill they opened a heavy fire upon us, 
wounding Lieutenant-Colonel Potter. Immediately returned to the 
position occupied by my regiment and ordered them forward to the 
summit of the hill, which position we took, filing and lying down in 
ravine to reload. A continuous fire was then kept up on the enemy, 
which they returned \vith great vigor, making sad havoc in our ranks- 
My loss at this point was very severe, owing to the exi>osed position of 
the troops when advancing to fire. The action continued for about 
three hours, when, we having expended nearly all of our ammunition, 
I applied for re-enforcements, when the Fifty-first Pennsylvania Begi- 
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ment was ordered to our support. They having discharged one volley 
1 was ordered to charge, which the men executed gallantly, planting 
the colors on the ramparts. The enemy fled in great confusion toward 
New Berne. 

The unflinching courage displayed by all of my command cannot be 
too highly praised, each one vieing with the other to make our victory 
sure and complete. To particularize those who behaved with gallantry 
would be unjust where all did so well. The following ollicers, however, 
I cannot avoid noticing; Lieut. Col. E. B. Potter, who was wounded in 
the early part of the action, behaved with great gallantry and coolness. 
Maj. 0. W, Le Gendre, who was dangerously wounded, is deserving of 
especial notice for his gallantry, contributing no little to our success. 
Oapt, David E. Johnson, of Company T, who was severely wounded, 
displayed great bravery. Lieutenants Try on and McKee, of Companies 
B and C, who were wounded, arc also deserving of especial notice. 

The bearers of my colors (Sergeants Poppe and Howard) I must also 
mention, their actions proving them to be possessed of great courage, 
holding aloft the colors under a very hot lire. 

Among the dead I cannot overlook the noble conduct of the Eev. O. 
N. Benton, my chaplain. In him we have to mourn the loss of a most 
useful man, one who encouraged my men by word and deed on all occa¬ 
sions, and who did not regard his own life while serving his country. 
Lieut. George D. Allen, of Company I, who was instantly killed, also 
conducted himself with great gallantry. 

I received an order to march my regiment to the right of the enemy’s 
battery for rest. After remaining there some twenty minutes Lieuten¬ 
ant McCook, of the Marine Artillery, having charge of six howitzers 
(three of them captured from the enemy), with ammunition, wiu'ch wore 
to be sent to New Berne, I sent the regiment a distance of a (juarter of 
a mile below to bring up cars for their transportation. Having placed 
them upon the cars they drew them to the bridge, wliich upon their 
arrival was found to have been burned by the enemy after fleeing across, 
as well as a portion of the city, which was still burning. Here I received 
an order to bivouac in a corn field to the right of the railroad, where I 
made my men as comfortable as the circumstances would allow. 

I herewith transmit a list of killed and wounded and missing."^

Report of Col, John F, Hartranft,, Fifty first Pennsylmnia Infantry, 

Hdqrs. Fifty-first Eegt. Pennsylvania Volunteers, 

In Cantonment near Hew Berne, H. (7., March 16,1862. 

Sir : I have the honor to report for the information of the genera) 
commanding the brigade that after landing three companies of my 
regiment at Slocum’s Landing on the 13th instant 1 was ordered to 
follow the Ninth New Jersey. Leaving Lieut. Col. Thomas S. Bell at

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the place of disembarkation to bring forward the remainder of the 
regiment as soon as landed, I moved forward after the Mnth up the 
beach. Finding Captain Bennett’s gun (from the steamer Cossack) 
manned by an insufficient force, I made a detail of my men, who 
dragged it to the point where we left the river and there left it, with 
directions to Captain Bennett to apply to Lieutenant-Colonel Bell for 
assistance when he came up. I soon after overtook Lieutenant McCook, 
U. S. ^Tavy, with his six-gun howitzer battery from the gunboats, and 
being so ordered by General Burnside detailed a company to assist in 
bringing it forward. I then pushed on with the brigade, and bivouacked 
with it on the railroad about 6 p. m. As soon as the remaining seven 
companies were disembarked they were marched forward by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bell. On reaching Captain Bennett’s gun he made the neces¬ 
sary detail to bring it on. He soon after overtook Lieutenant McCook’s 
battery, whose men were very much exhausted, and receiving an order 
there from General Eeno through you to render every assistance in 
bringing them to the front, took charge of the guns with his seven 
companies and the one I had left with them. 

The ground, before reaching the county road, being very miry, and 
after reaching it exceedingly heavy, the labor was necessarily very 
severe and their progress slow. He proceeded with the battery and 
Bennett’s gun, which had overtaken him, until 9.30 o’clock p. m., when 
an orderly that he had sent on to General Burnside returned with a 
message that he might bivouac if he thought best, but to have the guns 
up early in the morning. As the men seemed utterly unable to pro¬ 
ceed without some rest, they bivouacked until 1 and 2 o’clock a. m. 
He then moved them forward and reported his arrival with all the 
guns to Generals Burnside and Eeno at their headquarters at 4 a. m. 
The companies were again bivouacked until between 6 and 7 a. m., 
when, in accordance with General Eeno’s order, they united with me 
on the railroad. The movement on the enemy commenced almost 
immediately afterward, and in my position 1 proceeded up the rail¬ 
road, and when near the enemy’s works filed to the left into the woods 
with the brigade. I received the order to proceed to the extreme left 
and support the Mnth Ifew Jersey and resist any attack of the 
enemy from their works on the left. The Mnth was soon engaged, and 
under a very heavy fire I brought my regiment into line, supporting 
the Mnth with my right wing and with my left covering the approaches 
from that quarter. My regiment remained in this position for some 
time, and at this point several of my men were wounded, though I 
sheltered them as much as possible by causing them to lie down. I 
sent my skirmishers to my immediate left, with orders not to fire, but 
merely to reconnoiter. They reported to me that the works of the 
enemy, of the same character as those in our front, extended as far as 
they could see. The Ninth moving farther to the front, I moved my 
regiment forward and farther to the left, so as to maintain the interval 
of about 100 feet between my regiment and the Ninth. 

I desire to mention here that Lieutenant-Colonel Heckman, com¬ 
manding the Ninth, was most persevering and energetic in the man 
agement of his regiment throxxghout the engagement. While in this 
position I received the order from General Eeno to send my left wing 
to the assistance of the Fifty-first New York (engaged near me on the 
right), whose ammunition was running short. The left wing, under com¬ 
mand of Lieutenant-Colonel Bell, immediately marched on the double- 
quick to where the Fifty-first New York was engaged, and was formed 
in line on the crest of the small hill about 126 yards from the enemy, 
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wIlo were firing Irom behind their breastworks. After delivering a 
round, which had the effect of causing a slacking of the cnemy^s lire, 
General Eeno ordered the firing to cease, and directed Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bell to charge with his companies on the works of the enemy. 
This was immediately done with loud cheers, and struggling through 
the abatis and marsh that obstructed the approach through the ravine 
soon reached the battery and planted their colors inside. The enemy 
retreated while the charge was being made, leaving the two guns in 
the battery still loaded. The right wing immediately advanced and 
joined the left in the battery. The regiment was then formed and 
inarched with the brigade up the railroad and bivouacked for the 
night. 

During the engagement 9 of my men were wounded. 

It is with pleasure that I am able to make particular mention of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Bell, who so gallantl.^ led the charge of the left 
wing on the enemy’s works. I also mention with pleasure the services 
rendered by Lieutenants Fair, Beaver, and Carman, who were very 
active from the time of landing, and especially during the engagement. 
They had been previously detailed to act as aides to me. Lieuten¬ 
ant Bible, my adjutant, was also very active and efficient. All my 
officers throughout the trying labors of the day of landing and during 
the engagement were most efficient, and by their patience, coolness, 
and gallantry inspired their men with confidence. The conduct of the 
men in forming and maintaining their lino of battle under a lieavy cross¬ 
fire and their gallantry in unhesitatingly charging the works of the 
enemy over obstacles deemed to be im])assable are worthy of all praise. 
The band of my regiment, which was acting as an ambulance cor])s, 
were very efficient in removing my wounded as well as a number of 
the wounded of the Fifty-first ISTew York and Ninth New Jersey. In 
conclusion I may say that I have every reason to be fully satisfied 
with the conduct and discipline of my regiment.

Begort of Brig. Qen. John 0. Parlce^ TJ. S. Army^ commanding Third 

Brigade. 

Hbqrs. Third Brig-., Dept, op North Carolina, 

Carolina City, March 22, 1862. 

Captain: I have the honor respectfully to submit the following 
report of the operations of the troops under my command from the 
moment the signal for landing was displayed on the steamer of th<‘ 
commanding general on the morning of the 13th instant to the evening 
of the 14th, when New Berne was taken: 

My brigade is made up of the following regiments: Fourth Rhode 
Island, colonel commanding I. P. Rodman j Eighth Connecticut, colo¬ 
nel commanding Edward Harland; Fifth Rhode Island Battalion, 
major commanding John Wright; Eleventh Connecticut, lieutenant- 
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colonel coniinauditig Charles Mathewsou. At the signal the liglit- 
draught steamer Union, with the Fourth Ehode Island Eegimcnt on 
board, and the tug-boat Alert, with about twenty small boats in tow 
with detachments from the other regiments, steamed for the shore at 
the mouth of Slocum’s Creek to make a landing at the point indicated 
by the general commanding in person. Finding obstructions in the 
mouth of the creek the steamer was unable to reach the bank, and the 
men were landed in small boats; an operation consuming much time. 
The men were immediately formed on their respective colors, and as 
the several regiments were landed they took up their line of march, 
following for some distance up the right bank of the ISTcuse Eiver to a 
point where a company of the enemy’s cavalry had been posted on 
advance-guard duty. Ilere the road leaves the river, and after passing 
one or two farm-houses in the pine woods it strikes the main county 
road leading from Beaufort to ISTew Berne. This we followed for a 
short distance, and soon came to an extensive line of intrenchments 
crossing the road and extending to the railroad. This was entirely 
abandoned by the enemy. Here the railroad crosses the county road 
at an acute angle, and as the two roads continue on to Hew Berne in 
close proximity, the main command was divided. My brigade, by the 
order of the general commanding, followed General Foster on the 
county road, while General Eeno marched up the railroad. Hear night¬ 
fall we reached the second crossing of these roads, and as the com¬ 
mand continued on in the same order. General Eeno’s brigade occupied 
the left. The march was kept up until after dark, when orders were 
received to halt and bivouac for the night. The regiments were then 
idaced in position on the road-side. The roads generally were in bad 
order, and the men marched in many localities through water and mud. 
In addition, heavy showers fell at intervals during the day and night, 
and although the men had their overcoats and blankets the bivouac 
was extremely trying. 

On the following morning, the 14th, the brigade was under arms and 
ready for the march soon after daylight. Before starting I detailed, by 
order of the general commanding, the Eleventh Connecticut Eegiment 
to relievo one of General Eeno’s regiments in bringing up the boat 
howitzers and guns which had arrived during the night. Soon the 
whole command was in motion, my brigade following the guns, which 
were directly behind General Foster, while General Eeno moved up 
the railroad. It was not long before the advance had engaged the 
enemy, and it was soon found that in the attack we would be exposed 
to a flank fire from heavy artillery as well as from field artillery and 
musketry in our front. The country is generally level and smooth and 
covered with a growth of pine and occasional clumps of undergrowth, 
the whole being styled ^^open piney woods.” On the field in front 
of the enemy this character of ground extends from the river to the 
vicinity of the railroad, where it becomes broken into shallow hollows 
and drains, crossing the railroad and running ofi' to the left. Owing 
to the dense fog that prevailed but little could be seen, although the 
timber in front of the enemy had all been felled. 

As before stated, my brigade followed General Foster’s up the county 
road directly in rear of the howitzers. When the head of the column 
had nearly I'eached the edge of the woods, and General Foster’s brigade 
was being placed in position and engaging the enemy, the general com¬ 
manding directed me to file to the left and take up a position from 
whicli I could support either General Foster or General Eeno when the 
occasion required. I directed the brigade through the timber, and 
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guided by the fire of the enemy kept a course nearly i)arallei to his 
Snes. 

Affcei passing General Foster’s left and when the head of the column 
had approached within a short distance of the railroad 1 halted the 
brigade, and being exposed to a fire of both artillery and musketry, the 
regiments were placed in the hollow under as good cover as the ground 
furnished, and skirmishers were deployed just on the edge of the plateau 
to observe the enemy. An aide was then sent to the general command¬ 
ing informing him of my position and that the ground ahead appeared 
very difficult. The drains spread into a swamp and the timber was 
felled, making the ground almost impassable. 

Before I received a reply from the general commanding the colonel 
of the Fourth Ehode Island Eegiment, finding his regiment too much 
exposed, moved it over to the railroad, the embankment allording good 
cover. While in this position I found that the fire in our front was in¬ 
creasing in intensity,^and soon discovered some of our men, a portion 
of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, of General Eeno’s brigade, were 
forced to abandon a position they had attained inside the enemy’s in- 
trenchments. Lieutenant-Colonel Clark, commanding the Twenty-first 
Massachusetts, meeting Colonel Eodman, of the Fourth Eliode Island, 
informed him that he had been in the wmrk, and assured him of the 
feasibility of again taking the intrencliments. Lieutenant Lydig, one 
of my aides, then made an examination oJ* tlie entrance to the intronch- 
ments by the way of the railroad, and finding it quite practicable, so 
reported it to Colonel Eodman, who assumed the responsibility and 
at once prepared for the charge. Lieutenant Hill, my other aide, re¬ 
ported immediately the state of affairs. Being thus in position to turn 
the flank of the intrenchments resting on the railroad and brick-yard, 
and having just received orders from the general commanding that 
^^we must hank the battery ahead,” I api)roved the course of Colonel 
Eodman, and at once ordered the Eighth Connecticut an,d Fifth Ehode 
Island Eegiments to his support. Colonel Eodman reports: 

I then gave the order to charge. Passing quickly by the rifle pits (redonblis on 
our leffc flank), which opened on us with little injury, we entered in rear of their 
intrenchments, and the regiment in a gallant manner carried gim after gnn, until th(i 
whole nine brass field pieces of their front were in our poss(“««ion, with carriages, 
caissons, horses, &c., the enemy sullenly retiring, firing only ihive guns Iroin lh(^ 
ficont and three others fi.*om the fort (Thompson) on their left, wliieh hapj>ily laissed 
over our heads. 

The Eighth Connecticut and Fifth Ehode Island followed immodiat(^ly 
in the rear and in support of the Fourth Ehode Island. Wo thus broke 
the enemy’s center and drove him from his intrenched position betwf^eu 
the railroad and the river. These regiments were iinmediat(*ly formed 
in line, and were soon joined by the Eleventli Connecti(iut, the remain¬ 
ing regiment of the brigade. This regiment, being eugage^d in bringing 
up the naval howitzers and guns, became detached irom tin's brigade, 
and by the order of the general commanding was assigned temporarily 
to the command of Brigadier-General Foster, commanding the First 
Brigade, and I respectfully refer you to his report of their operations 
as well as to that of the lieutenant-colonel commanding. 

Although now in possession of the entire work of the enemy between 
the railroad and river, the heavy firing on our left and beyond the rail¬ 
road proved that General Eono’s brigade wus still hotly engaging the 
enemy. Much of the enemy’s tiro was dir<ictcd upon us. I ordered tlie 
Fifth Ehode Island Battalion and Eighth Connecticut Eegiment to ad¬ 
vance cautiously and ascoi*tain by skirmishers the ground sffll occupied

by the enemy. The brigade quartermaster and commissary, Capt. J. K. 
King, then reported to me that the enemy still occupied rifle pits along¬ 
side the railroad and back of the brick-yard and a series of redoubts 
extending beyond the railroad and in General Eeno’s front- I then 
had the Fourth Ehode Island Eegiment brought up, and ordered the 
colonel *fco drive the enemy from his position. This order was executed 
in a most gallant manner. Although exposed to a heavy and severe 
fire, killing and wounding most valuable officers and men, the regiment 
charged the enemy in flank, while a simu'^^aneous charge was made by 
General Eeno in front, thus driving the enemy from his last stronghold. 

The brigade then marched directly up the railroad toward IfTew Berne, 
As we approached it was soon evident, from the dense columns of smoke, 
that the bridge over the Trent and the city had been fired. By direc¬ 
tion of the commanding general I left the railroad at the county-road 
crossing, and continued up the county road, to secure, if possible, that 
bridge over the Trent. Before reaching the bridge I received an order 
to halt the brigade and select gi^ound for a bivouac. In our immediate 
vicinity I found three encampments just abandoned by the enemy. 
They attempted to burn their tents, quarters, and stores, but owing to 
their hasty retreat they only partially succeeded. The fire was soon 
checked, and I secured good quarters, tents, and shelter for the entire 
brigade. Property of different kinds—arms, horses, camp equipage, 
horse equipments, and one caisson—were here captured. I directed the 
regimental quartermasters to make an inventory of the property and 
hand it to the brigade quartermaster. 

In concluding this report I take great i)leasure in expressing my 
thanks to every officer and soldier in the brigade. During the hard 
and fatiguing march of the 13th and the trying bivouac of that night 
not a murmur was heard. On the morning of the 14th all seemed as 
fresh and as ready as if they had just left the most comfortable encamp¬ 
ment. All were under fire, and the officers seemed proud of the men 
they were leading and the men showed they had full confidence in 
their officers. 

For the details oi* the movements of the regiments I have respectfully 
to refer you to the reports of the regimental commanders, to which are 
appended lists of the killed and wounded. I mourn the loss of the gal¬ 
lant dead and the wounded have my Leart-felt sympathy. 

My personal staff, Oapt. Charles T. Gardner, assistant adjutant-gen^ 
eral; Capt. John TS, King, brigade quartermaster and comnoiissary 5 and 
Lieuts. M. Asbury Hill and Philip M. Lydig, jr., volunteer aides, were 
indefatigable in their exertions and rendered most valuable aid and 
assistance. They conveyed orders, brought timely reports, and made 
reconnaissances of the enemy, and although at times ^eatly exposed, I 
am happy to report they all escaped untouched. Acting Brigade Sur¬ 
geon Eivers entered upon his duties immediately on the commencement 
of the action and remained on the field throughout the day and night 
and was unremitting in his care of the wounded.

Captain : I herewith submit a report oi* the movements of the Eighth 
Eegiment of Connecticut Volunteers during the engagement with the 
forces of the enemy near Kew Berne on the 14th oi* Aiarch, 18G2. 

At about 7 a. m. the regiment left the woods where they had bivou¬ 
acked the night before. In accordance with orders from General Parke 
I conducted the regiment along the road in tlie direction of the rebel 
battery, following the Fourth Ehode Island Eegiment. Ai*tcr pro¬ 
ceeding for about a mile in this direction we turned to the loft and 
approached through the woods the right of the principal battery. On 
approaching the edge of the woods in front of the iiitrenchments ol 
the enemy I received orders from General Parke to remain there with 
the regiment until further orders. Afterward, being ordered to engage 
the enemy, I threw forward skirmishers preparatory to advancing in 
line. Our skirmishers being driven in and it being impossible to 
advance in this direction, I joined the Fourth Ehode Island, who were 
then on the railroad, and endeavored, if possible, to turn the enemy^s 
right. We entered the battery in the rear of the brick-yard and found 
that the enemy had just abandoned it. I formed the regiment in line 
between the rebel breastworks and the woods and sent skirmishers 
into the woods. Finding that a direct advance in that direction would 
bring the regiment in contact with portions of General Fostcr^s brigade, 
I so reported to General Parke, who ordered mo to move more to the 
left, to the assistance of the Fifth Ehode Island. I filed througli the 
woods, and when we arrived at the railroad tlu^ enemy w^ere in full re¬ 
treat in the direction of New Berne. The regiment then moved toward 
New Berne and occupied barracks on the riglit bank of the Trent. Con¬ 
siderable property was taken that had been abandoned by the enemy, 
though an attempt, partially successful, luwl been made to destivy it. 
Lieutenant Alexander, regimental quartermaster, has furnished Oaj)- 
tain King, brigade quartermaster, with an inventory of all the property 
found. 

Throughout the day the ofiSicers and soldiers of the regiment, though 
most of them were there under fire for the first time, behaved with com¬ 
mendable coolness and bravery.^

Report of Lieut, Gol. Charles Mathewson^ Eleventh Connecticut Infantry, 

Eleventh Eegiment Oonnicotiout Volunteers. 
Sir: On the morning of the 13th the Eleventh Eegiment Connecti¬ 
cut Volunteers landed in small boats from the steamer Louisiana, the

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schooner Eva Bell, and the barges Shrapnel and Grapeshot, and im¬ 
mediately began the march toward Kew Berne, fvDllowing the troops 
who had preceded them. They bivouacked at night, and upon the 
morning of the 14th, according to order, continued the inarch, drag¬ 
ging the guns of the Marine Artillery. Owing to the narrowness and 
the bad condition ot‘ the road the progress was slow, and the immense 
number of troops obstructing the passage caused the companies to 
become somewhat separated. Upon arriving before the enemy the 
liowitzens were brought into battery by the companies having them in 
charge. In the absence of orders each company, as it left the guns, 
fell to the rear and reformed, but owing to a delay of fifteen or twenty 
minutes in bringing up the last guns the companies arriving first fell back 
and to the left and ibrmed line of battle. Company 0 coming up last, 
and unable after leaving their guns to find the regiment, took position 
to the rigldi of the Marine Artillery and on the left of the Massachu¬ 
setts Twenty-fourth. (The denomination of the Massachusetts regi¬ 
ment may be incorrect.) 

When the engagenjent was somewhat advanced the Eleventh Con¬ 
necticut was ordered to relieve the Massachusetts Twenty-seventh. 
They formed line of battle 30 paces in advance of them and retained 
the position until the charge which carried the work was made, when 
they pushed forward, passed the breastworks, and formed in rear of 
the Connecticut. Eighth. Meanwhile Company C, which had not re¬ 
joined the regiment, charged with the Massachusetts troops and placed 
tlK‘ colors second upon the battery. The regiment resumed the march 
upon the left ol‘ the E.hode Island Fifth, passed up the railroad, and 
were assigned quartei's in the old rebel cavalry quarters upon the right 
of the Connecticut Eighth.

Report of Col. Isaac. P. Rodmem, Fourth Rhode iBlamd infemtry. 

Headquarters Fourth Rhode Island Regiment, 

Camp near New Berne^ March 17,1862. 

General: 1 have the honor to make the following report of the 
])art taken by the Fourth Rhode Island in the battle of New Berne, 
March 14, 1862: 

Landed from the steamer Eastern Queen, by the aid of the stem- 
wheehir Union, at a ])oint some 16 miles below this place, on the south¬ 
ern bank of t.he River Neusc, at 10.30 o’clock a. m. Thursday, the 13th 
instant, and found the regiment on the marsh and woody laud. By 
your orders took up line of march in rear of the Fifty-first Pennsyl¬ 
vania, continued on through the day, nothing of importance occurring. 
We bivouacked for the night, which was wet and stormy. The men, 
being well supplied with blankets and pro\nsions, did not suffer from 
the exposure. On the morning of the 14th, at 6.30 a. m., we were again 
ready for a sta«‘t, when you ordered me to follow the rear of General 
Foster’s brigade, which 1 did, moving off* on the right of our brigade. 
The road being very heavy, our marching was slow, when at about 8 
o’clock a. m. heavy firing was heard ahead and on our left, General 
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Poster being engaged witb the batteries in front, General Eeno having 
engaged the right of the enemy. 

Fofiowing you by the front of the enemy’s lines w e ^ed to the left 
through the wood for some distance nearly to the railroad, when by 
your orders the regiment halted while you ascertained where we were 
most needed. Standing in this position, a few minutes Captain Ken¬ 
yon’s company, D, was deployed to the front as skirmishers, and our 
position being rather exposed, moved the regiment to the railroad and 
waited for further orders. While here part of the Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts, Lieutenant-Colonel Clark, was driven back from the battery 
in a charge they had made before we came up. Colonel Clark assuring 
me of the feasibility of charging the works from my position, and Mr. 
Lydig, an aide on your stafT, urging me to take the responsibility, I told 
him if Mr. Hill, your other aide, would inform you, I would go on. 
Mr. Lydig then promptly started to bring up the Eighth Connecticut 
to support me. I formed the regiment in a partially-protected hollow, 
the right wing in front, supported by my left wing, the space and posi¬ 
tion rendering this, as I judged, the best plan.. I then gave the order 
to charge. Passing quickly by the rifle pits, which opened on us with 
little injury, we entered in rear of their intrenchments, and the regi¬ 
ment in a gallant manner carried gun after gun, until the whole nine 
brass field pieces of their front were in our possession, with carriages, 
caissons, horses, &c., the enemy suddenly retiring, firing only thiee 
guns from the front and three at us from the fort on their left, which 
happily passed over our heads. The enemy forming in the woods—I 
should judge about the strength of two regiments—I did not think it 
prudent to attack them. The national flag of the Fourth Khode Island 
was planted on the parapet, and the enemy retired from the whole 
length of their lines on their left flank. 1 formed the regiment, after 
resting a few minutes, in rear of the Eighth and Eleventh Connecticut 
and Fifth Ehode Island. 

In about ten minutes, by your orders, I prepared to attack the rifle 
pits on the right of General Eeno’s force, where the firing had been 
and stiU continued heavy. Countermarched by the right flank and 
entered the woods near the brick-works, when the enemy opened on 
us with a severe fire, killing and wounding some of my best officers 
and men. Seeing this would not do, I ordered the regiment to charge 
the pits and raifroad embankment, which they did in a flue manner, 
carrying them in about fifteen minutes. At about the same time 
General Eeno’s brigade drove the enemy from their front. 

Collecting the wounded under the care of my surgeons 1 prepared 
to move on, when in a short time by your orders we moved forward on 
the railroad toward Kew Berne. On arriving at the county road 
turned off and sent my right company forward as skirmishers. 
Marched on without opposition, arriving near Kew Berne, when you 
ordered me to take possession or the deserted camp by th(^ road, lately 
occupied by Colonel Lee’s regiment. This I i)roceedod to do, and took 
possession of the camp, stores, &c., where my regiment has since 
remained. The regimental quartermaster, Lieut. C. S. Smitli, will 
render an account of the property found when ho has made the in¬ 
ventory. 

For the brave men who so gloriously fell I could not say enough. 
They fell gallantly at their posts—Captain [Charles] Tillinghast at the 
head of his company j Captain [William S.J Chase, severely wounded, 
leading on his; Lieutenant Curtis also wounded at his post. Of the 
living it would be invidious in me to name one officer above another 
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wlien all did so Tell. Every wish and measure was promptly responded 
to by the officers of field, staff, and line, and this example the men 
were proud to follow. Surgeons Eivers, Millar, and Mr. Flanders, the 
chaplain, were indefatigable in their exertions for the comfort of the 
men.

Re/port of Mag. John Wright, Fifth Rhode Island Infantry. 

Hbqks. Fifth Regiment Rhode Island Volunteers, 

Camp Pierce, Nero Berne, N. G., March 18,1862. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit to you the following report of the 
operations of the First Battalion of the Fifth Regiment Rhode Island 
Volunteers in the battle of the 14th instant: 

At the signal given from the brigade flag-ship, on the morning of the 
13th of March, 1862, the boats of the steam-transports Curlew and 
Eagle, in which the battalion was quartered, were cleared away, filled 
with men, and dispatched to the steamer Eastern Queen at about 8 
o’clock. That forenoon I landed with three companies and a half, and 
with these took my position in line, according to orders, on the left of 
the Eighth Connecticut. I continued the march until I received orders 
to halt and bivouac for the night. About 2 the next morning the ad¬ 
jutant brought the two remaining companies into camp. At daybreak 
the 14lh I formed the battalion in line, awaiting orders, which soon 
came, and wore to continue to follow on the left of the Eighth Connecti¬ 
cut. The column moved about 6.30 o’clock a. m. and passed slowly 
along the route followed the day before. Kot long after the firing com¬ 
menced in front, and the orders came to keep well closed up. Soon 
after Captain D’Wolf came down the line and ordered us to close up, 
and we commenced the double-quick. 

After following the main road a short distance farther we tamed off 
to the left and entered the woods. Just after we turned a cannon ball 
passed over our heads, which showed that wo were approaching the 
battery, and caused us to press forward more eagerly to support the 
attack. After passing through a swampy 7)lac6 we came to a halt on 
the brow of a bluffi where we awaited fiirther orders and the further 
movements of the Eighth Connecticut. As the bullets flew very thick 
over our heads we were ordered to lie down. When the Twenty-first 
Massachusetts was driven from the battery and the enemy made a sally 
the orders came to fix bayonets and prepare to receive a charge. We 
formed in line of battle, left in front, but as they were driveu back be¬ 
fore we saw them, we continued as wo were before that. Our orders 
were still to continue on the left of the Eighth Connecticut. At last 
the orders came to turn the right flank of the enemy. We passed 
down into the hollow, filed off still farther to the left, and passed over

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another elevation, when we came to the railroad, just below the. brick¬ 
yard. Then, with General Parke at our head, we pushed on, passed in 
rear of the breastworks of the enemy, and as we came upon the hi^h 
open ground behind it we came under a raking fire from the rifle pits 
across the railroad and the brick-yard, where the enemy lay in large 
force. 

We pushed on at the double-quick until we came under cover of the 
trees, where we formed in line of battle and prepared to charge on the 
enemy in the battery. As they had retired, I was ordered first to send 
one company and afterward the whole battalion, and to proceed cau¬ 
tiously and find out what the firing was on our left. I sent the adjutant 
ahead to find out the direction we should take. As it was pointed out 
by the generaPs aide, Lieutenant Lydig, we passed down into a hollow 
and ascended the left-hand side cautiously until we reached the brow 
of the elevation, when we came in view of the enemy and immediately 
opened upon them a brisk fire, which immediately had an effect, for 
their fire slackened and stopped when we ceased firing. Wo opened 
upon them two or three times afterward until we were afraid of firing 
upon the Fourth Rhode Island, who were advancing upon them on our 
right. When the Fourth charged upon them we ceased firing and 
awaited orders. 

It was on this hill that we met with the greater part of our loss. As 
we had no colors, I was ordered to follow in the rear of the Eighth 
Connecticut, and leaving a few to take care of the killed and wounded 
we passed down to the railroad, and at 11 o’clock took up our lino of 
march for the city of Few Berne. When we reached the main road, 
which crossed the railroad, we turned to the left, and continued our 
march until wo received orders to halt and take possession of a rebel 
camp oft* to the right from the road which had been occupied by the 
rebel artillery,*

General : On Wednesday (12th) at 4 p. m. it was made known to 
me that the enemy were ascending Feuse River in force. Under cover 
of their gunboats they eft’ected a landing of troops in the rear of the 
Croatan breastwork Thursday morning, they compelling me to eva( 5 - 
uate that position. I instantly threw behind the Fort Thompson brc^^ist- 
work every available man under my command and prepared to wait 
there the enemy’s farther advance. 

On Friday morning, at about 7 o’clock, I was assailed by overwhelm-

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ing forces and compelled to yield the breastwork. The evacuation of 
the river batteries, thus taken in reverse, of course, followed and the 
enemy is now in possession of IS’ew Berne. 

From the nature of the position my troops were much scattered in 
the retreat, and I am rapidly concentrating them at this place. 

I have ^ven orders to my chief engineer, aided by Captain Meade, 
to make an examination into the best means of defending some point 
which will check the advance of the enemy to the railroad at Golds- 
borough. 1 am satisfied that it cannot be done without a large increase 
of force. 

My command is entirely destitute of camp equipage of every de¬ 
scription, and can on that account be kept together only with great 
difficulty. 

At an early day I will report more iu detail the operations of the 
two days.

Headquarters First Division, 

In the Fieldj March 26, 1862. 

General : My report of the battle of the 14th below Kew Berne 
has been withheld until I could get a report from Col. li. P. Campbell, 
who commanded my right wing on that day. It is now submitted, with 
reports from the commanders of all the regiments on the field. 

A brief description of the artificial defenses of New Berne, together 
with the inclosed sketch, will enable you to comprehend the move¬ 
ments of the day, which were few and simple. 

The defensive works were located and constructed before I assumed 
command. The troops under my command had ])erformed a large 
amount of work, but it was mainly on the river del'cnses, which were 
not assailed by the enemy. They had Ix^en originally idanned for a 
force much larger than any ever placed at my disposal, and I was for 
six weeks engaged in making the ncxtessary changes to contract them, 
but the failure of all my efforts to obtain implements and tools with 
which the troops could carry on the work prevented me from making 
satisfactory progress. I had circulated handbills over 1 he State, calling 
on the citizens generally to assist me, and received irom two counties 
a small party of free negroes without implements. 1 then inserted in 
the newspaper an advertisement calling on the slave owners to hire their 
slaves^ with implementi^ for a few days, and I got but a single negro. 

During all this time I continued the troops at work, and when the 
enemy came into the river 600 per day were being detailed to construct 
breastworks, with less than half that number of worn and broken 
shovels and axes, without picks or grubbing-hoes. li* the fate of New 
Berne shall prevent a similar supineness on tlie part ol* citizens, and 
especially slave owners, elsewhere, it will be fortunate for the country. 
Ten miles below New Berne, on the south side of the Neuse, is the mouth 
of Otter Creek. From this creek, 1 mile above its mouth, the Oroatan 
breastwork runs across to an impracticable swamj) about three-fourths 
of a mile. This is a well-planned and well-constructed work, which 
2,000 men and two field batteries could hold against a very large force. 
But from the mouth of Otter Creek to Fort Thompson, the lowest ol

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the river batteries, is a distance of 6 miles of river shore, on any part 
of which the enemy could land and take the Oroatan work in reverse. 
It is obvious that the breastwork was useless if I had not sufficient 
force to hold it and at the same time guard 6 miles of river shore. I 
have at no time been able to place 4,000 men in the field at New Borne, 
and at the time of the battle had been seriously weakened by the re- 
enlistment furloughs. 

Oojning up the river from the Oroatan work you reach the Fort 
Thompson breastwork. This had been constructed from Foit Thomp¬ 
son to the railroad, about 1 mile, before I assumed command. Finding 
that, &om inadequate force, the Oroatan work might be of no avail to 
me, 1 determined to extend the Fort Thompson work about one mile 
and a fourth and rest its right on a swamp. This is the work I was 
engaged on when the enemy appeared. In order to make the line as 
short as possible and to avail of a small branch by throwing it in front 
the line was thrown back about 150 yards on the railroad, and thence 
a series of small breastworks, conforming to the features of the ground, 
ran off in the direction of the swamp, making an obtuse angle with the 
older portion of the line on the other side of the railroad. To guard 
this gap I directed that the old brick-kiln on the railroad should be 
loop-holed, and the evening before the battle had ordered two 24- 
pounder guns to be brought from New Berne and placed in battery 
there. The enemy’s skinnishers drove the laborers from the battery 
when an hour more would have enabled them to get the guns in posi¬ 
tion. Of course 1 lost all the benefit I expected from it. The line of 
small breastworks from the railroad to the swamp was partially finished 
for about half the distance. 

Eunning parallel to the river and to each other, and crossing the line 
at right-angles are, first, after leaving the river, the old Beaufort road 
and then the railroad; still farther on and near the swamp the "Weatli- 
ersby Eoad. The railroad and the Beaufort road intersi'ct about 2 
miles behind the breastwork, the former crossing the river on a bridge 
1,840 feet long at the town of New Berne and the latter at an indiffer¬ 
ent private bridge about one mile and a half above New Berne. Both 
these bridges are accessible to gunboats, so that when wo stood at the 
Fort Thompson breastwork, fronting the enemy, we had Neuse Kiver 
on our left, Bryce Creek (an impassable stream) on our right, and the 
Neuse and Trent in our rear, the only possible mode of escape in case 
of defeat being across the two bridges I have described, 6 miles in our 
rear. 

I hope this description, with the aid of the map inclosed, will put 
you in possession of our situation at the opening of th(» batth'. 

I omitted to state that the timber had been felled in front of the 
breastwork for about 350 yards, and the space was swept by ten field 
pieces, besides three navy 32-pounders, discharging grape and canister 
from the rear face of Fort Thompson. 

It is useless to describe the river defenses, on which the largest 
amount of labor liad been bestowed, as the enemy jirndently refrained 
from attacking the batteries in front and the gunboats did not come 
within range of their guns until they had been silenced from the rear. 
I now proceed to detail the incidents of the battle. 

On Wednesday, the 12th, at 4 p. m., the approach of the enemy’s 
fleet was reported to me, and at dark I learned that twelve vessels had 
anchored below the mouth of Otter Creek and about forty-five wore 
ascending the river in their rear. 

Orders were issued to Colonel Sinclair, Thirty-fifth Eegiment, In 
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proceed immediately 'with his regiment to Fisher^s Landing, 'wliicli is 
just above the mouth of Otter Creek, and to resist any attempt of the 
enemy to land there. Colonel Avery, Thirty-third Eegiment, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Haywood, Seventh Eegiment, constituting the re¬ 
serve, were ordered to proceed across the river, so as to be in position 
at the intersection of the Beaufort road and the railroad at daybreak 
in the morning. Col. E. P. Campbell, commanding my right wing, was 
instructed to guard the river shore from the mouth of Otter Creek to 
Fort Thompson, while Col. C. C. Lee, who commanded my left wing, 
was to guard the remainder of the shore, support the river batteries, 
and re-enforce Colonel Campbell in case he should be hard pressed. 
Colonel Campbell was instructed to establish his headquarters at the 
intersection of the Beaufort road and the breastwork, and to collect 
his troops around him by daybreak. Both commanders were instructed 
that, in case it should be necessary to fall back from the river shore to 
the breastwork, Colonel Campbell should hold that part to the right 
of the Beaufort road and Colonel Lee that part to the left of it. 

These orders having been dispatched by 9 p. m., the night was spent 
by the troops in getting into position and other preparations for the 
contest. 

Having given all the necessary directions to stalf officers and a^l 
others before 3 o’clock Thursday morning, and seen all the men and 
material forwarded from the camp and depot in New Berne, I pro¬ 
ceeded to Colonel Campbell’s headquarters. On the road I met dis¬ 
patches from Colonel Sinclair and Capt. P. G-. Evans, commanding the 
pickets, informing me that the enemy were landing troops below the 
mouth of Otter Creek, and Colonel Vance was directed to send his 
regiment to Croatan breastwork to occupy it. Eailroad trains were on 
the spot to carry down re-enforcements or to draw off Colonels Vance’s 
and Sinclair’s regiments and Brom’s .bsi>ttery, as the case might require. 

Intelligence was soon brought to me that the enemy’s gunboats, 
having driven Colonel Sinclair’s regiment from Fisher’s Landing, were 
rapidly landing troops at that place, and that Colonel Campbell, seeing 
that the Croatan breastwork was turned, had ordered Vance, Sinclair, 
and Brem to fall back to the Fort Tliompson breastwork. 

My force was wholly inadequate to guard the 0 miles of river shore 
between the mouth of Otter Creek and Fort Thompson. The result 
was therefore not wholly unexpected but I had hoped that a line of 
rifle pits I had caused to be made for a mile along the bluffs at and 
on both sides of Fisher’s Landing would have enabled me to hold the 
enemy in check and to inflict on him serious loss at the first moment 
of Ms placing his foot on our soil. I was therefore surprised when 
the position was yielded with a loss of only 1 killed and 2 wounded, all 
three of which casualties occurred in the retreat. 

After the abandomnent of Fisher’s Landing to the enemy the prompt 
withdrawal of Vance and Brem could alone save them from being cut 
off, and the enemy thus came into possession of my strongest work 
without having received a single shot from us. 

The Fort Thompson breastwork now became my sole reliance for 
resisting his advance, and throughout the remainder of the day and 
night of Thursday the most active efforts were made to strengthen 
that unfinished work. Both officers and men executed my orders with 
unflagging energy. 

I was particularly indebted to Major Thompson and Captain Meade, 
of the Engineers, to whom I assigned the duty of disposing of the artil¬ 
lery in the most advantageous manner. 
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In tlie afternoon tlie gunboats sliellcd tlic breastworks lieavily from 
a position tliey bad taken out of rcacli of tbe guns of our batteries. 

The composure with which all classes of my troops received this 
attack from an unseen foe strengthened the confidence I felt in their 
standing under fire. 

No damage was inflicted on us by the shells, but the accuracy with 
which they were thrown over a thick, intervening woodland convinced 
me of the necessity of driving traitors and enemies in disguise (roin all 
towns and neighborhoods of which wo desire to hold military ])osse8- 
sion. 

During the day on Thursday the troops were posted behind the in- 
trenchments, and it was painfully apparent that my force was not 
sufficient to man them even with a thin line for the finished portions 
of them. I was compelled to withdraw Lieutenant-Colonel Haywood 
of the Seventh Eegiment from the reserve and place him on the line. 

The regiments were posted as follows, commencing on the left: 

Lieutenant-Colonel Barbour, Thirty-seventh Eegiment, and Major 
Gilmer, Twenty-seventh Eegiment, between Eort Tliomi^son and the 
Beaufort County road. Lieutenant-Colonel Haywood, Seventh, Colonel 
Sinclair, Thirty-fifth, and Colonel Clark (Militia), between the Beaufort 
road and the railroad. Colonel Vance, Twenty-sixth Eegiment, to the 
right of the railroad. A few unattached companies were placed between 
the regiments. My headquarters were about 200 yards in rear of the 
intrenchment at the railroad and the reserve was about 200 yards in 
my rear; the cavalry regiment about half a mile to the rear. In this 
order the troops slept on their arms. 

At 11 o’clock Thursday night Colonel Leo brought me intelligeiuje 
that signal rockets had just been seen on our extreme right, from whi<*h 
I inferred that the enemy, having found the Wcathorsby road, wctc in 
front of that portion of my line. 

Orders were sent to Colonel Vance to extend his regiment so that 
its right might rest on the Weathersby road, and in an hour a s<iction 
of Brem’s battery was moving by a circuitous route to a position on 
that road. 

On taking my position Friday morning the center ap])eared so weak 
that I dispatched my aide-de-camp to Colonel Campbell to say to him 
that it must be re-enforced if ])ossible. 

At about 7.30 o’clock Friday morning the tire opeiuMl along the line 
from the railroad to the river. 1 soon received a nusssage from Colom*?! 
Lee that the eninny were attempting lo turn our left. This ])rov(Ml to 
be a feint, as I replied to him that 1 thought it would. 

The next incident of the battle was tlie appearance of the (uiemy’s 
skirmishers in front of Vance, and consequently on theprolongationOf 
the line held by the Militia. It was to drive the enemy from that posi¬ 
tion that I had directed the 24-poundt:r battery to be])laced there, and 
supposing it was ready for service, I sent Captain Eodman, with his 
company, to man it, but they found the guns not mounted, and wen** 
ordered into position to act as infantry. Tlie skirmishers of th <5 miemy, 
finding themselves on the flank of the Militia, fired at them a few shots 
from their flank files, which caused a portion of them to flee in great 
disorder. 

I instantly ordered Colonel Avery to send five companies to dislodge 
them. He sent them instantly, under Lieutenant-Colonel Ilokej but 
before Colonel Hoke had fidly got into position, though ho moved 
with the greatest promptness and (iolerity, I received a message from 
Colonel Clark, of the Militia, informing me that the enemy were in line 
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of battle in great force on liis riglit. I instantly ordered nj) the re¬ 
maining five companies of Colonel Avery’s regiment, and tbe whole ten 
opened a terrific fire from their Enfield rifles. The whole Militia, how¬ 
ever, had now abandoned their positions, and the utmost exertions of 
myself and my staff could not rally them. Colonel Sinclair's regiment 
very quickly followed their example, retreating in the utmost disorder. 

This laid open Haywood’s right and a large portion of the breastwork 
was left vacant. I had not a man with whom to re-occupy it, and the 
enemy soon poured in a column along the railroad and through a por¬ 
tion of the cut-down ground in front, which marched up behind the 
breastwork to attack what remained or Campbell’s command. 

The brave Seventh met them with the bayonet and drove them head¬ 
long over the parapet, inflicting heavy loss upon them as they fled; 
but soon returning with heavy re-enforcements, not less than five oi 
six regiments, the Seventh was obliged to yield, falling back slowl;^ 
and in order. Seeing the enemy behind the breastwork, without a 
single man to place in the gap through which he was entering and 
finding the day lost, my next care was to secure the retreat. This 
was a critical operation, as the enemy, having pierced our center, had 
possession of the two shortest roads to the bridges, and besides could 
approach them at pleasure with their gunboats. 

Having dispatched two couriers to Colonel Avery and two to Colonel 
Vance with orders for them to fall back to the bridges, I moved to the 
intersection of the Beaufort road and railroad to rally the troops and 
cover the retreat across the bridges. Here I found a train of cars with 
the Twenty-eighth Eegiment, Lieutenant-Colonel Lowe, who had arrived 
too late to reach the battle-field, and formed them to hold the enemy in 
check until all should pass. Colonel Lee was directed to proceed to 
New Berne and form all the men he could collect in the upper part of 
town. The Seventh Eegiment, arriving in two different parties, was 
directed to iiroceed to the Trent Bridge and hold it, while I remained 
with Lieutenant-Colonel Lowe at the intersection to hold the enemy in 
check and cover the retreat. 

Eemaining until there wei'e no more stragglers in sight on either road, 
I directed Colonel Lowe to fall back to the lYent Bridge, which he did, 
the enemy showing themselves on the road as his rear guard moved off. 
Proceeding to the Trent Bridge, I placed Colonel Campbell in command 
of all the forces there, with instructions to hold the bridge as long as 
possible for the passage of Avery and Vance, and then to move up the 
Trent road or join me in town, as I might direct after reaching the town, 
leaving with him to conduct him tliat gallant gentleman and soldier 
Oapt. Peter G. Evans, whom I had not allowed to leave my person for 
two days except to bear orders. The railroad bridge was in flames 
before I left the intersection. 

Arriving in town, I found it in flames in many places and evacuated. 
Orders written in the street under the lurid glare of the flames were 
dispatched in every direction through the town* to search for Colonel 
Lee. At Eailroad street I learned that a gunboat had already landed 
at one of the lower wharves. Going up Eailroad street to see whether 
Colonel Lee was at the Fair Grounds, I found, on reaching the depot, 
thatthe gunboats were already there and the enemy in the Fair Grounds. 
Colonel Lee, finding himself in no condition to make resistance, had 
properly drawn off and marched up the Kinston Eoad. Following on, 
and directing all the officers 1 (iould overtake to conduct their men to 
Tuscarora, the nearest railroad de])o1, I proceeded to that place, and, 
having made arrangements for transx)ortation of the troops to 
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Eliuston by i-ailroad and seen most of them off, reached that place 
myself at 11 o’clock on Saturday. 

My loss was 64 killed, 101 wounded, and 413 missing; about 200 are 
prisoners and the remainder at home. The inclosed tabular statement 
will show you on which regiments and companies the loss fell. 

The horses of Latham’s battery and those of four pieces of Brem’s 
battery were killed, and we lost, in consequence, ten pieces of field 
artillery. There were other pieces at the breastwork, but they were 
condemned guns from Fort Macon belonging to no company. 

The ammunition and ordnance stores at New Berne were saved, and 
the camp equipage and baggage of the regiments would have been 
saved but we had not the field transportation with which to haul it to 
&e railroad. 

In five days after the battle I had my brigade in camp in advance of 
Kinston ready for action and but little demoralized. 

I had at an early day placed Cols. E. P. OamirbeU, Seventh Eegi- 
ment, and C. 0. Lee, Thirty-seventh Begiment, in command of the two 
wings of my brigade. All the troops, except the Thirty-third Eeg- 
iment and the cavalry regiment, which were in reserve, fought under 
their immediate command. I could have taken no better security 
against any errors and oversights I might commit than I did in placing 
those two trained and experienced officers in immediate command of 
the troops. 

I refer to their reports herewith and the reports of commanders of 
regiments for particulars as to the conduct of individuals under their 
command. 

As the Thirty-third Eegiment was under my own command it is 
proper for mo to say that its conduct was aU I could dosho. It moved 
into action with as much promptness and steadiness as I ever saw in 
its ranks on dress parade and its fire was terrific. It was engaged 
within 100 yards of my i»osition, and Colonel Avery, Lieutenant-Colo¬ 
nel Hoke, and Majior Lewis did their duty fully against an overwhelm¬ 
ing force. Its gaUaut colonel was captured at his post; two diffferent 
couriers, whom I sent to him with orders to withdraw, having Mled to 
reach him. 

With the exceptions noted in a former i)art of the report all the reg¬ 
iments behaved well. The Seventh and Thirty-third are specially 
named, because on the former fell the brant of the battle after its flank 
was exposed by the retreat of the militia and the Thuty-fifth, and the 
latter had no other commander except myself through whom its con¬ 
duct could be made known to you. No troops could have behaved 
better than the Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, and Thirty-seventh. 

Latham’s battery was new and was only i)artially equipped. The 
horses had not been attached to the guns a week before the battle. Its 
gallantry and devotion on that occasion show it to be worthy of a now 
outfit. 

My regular staff, consisting of my aide-de-camp, Mr. W. B. Canuady, 
and assistant adjutant-general, Lieut. Col. W. G-. Eobinson, rendered 
me all the assistance I desired. My aide-de-camp in particular bore 
my orders through the hottest of the fire with imflinching coui-age and 
composure. 

To OaiJtaiu Meade, of the Engineers, and Lieutenant Burwell, 0. 8. 
Army, and Mr. Francis T. Hawks, who tendered their services for the 
occasion and were placed on my staff*, I was greatly indebted, not only 
for services in bearing orders and rallying troops, but to the first in an 
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especial manner for counsel and advice* They remained with me 
throughout the battle and subsequent retreat. 

The panic alluded to in some of the reports occurred after the troops 
had left Kew Berne. It was in advance of me and 1 did not witness it, 
but the names of officers who contributed to it or participated in it will 
be reported to you if they can be discovered. It was soon counteracted 
by the steadiness of Colonel Lee and some other officers.

It is presumed that the following troops have reported to you, to wit: 
Colonels Vance’s and Sinclair’s regiments; Captains Latham’s, McEae’s, 
Harding’s, <and Mallett’s companies, and Colonel Spruill’s cavalry. Send 
off couriers to-night, if you have not already done so, and give them 
orders. Colonel Sinclair’s regiment is already at Fisher’s Landing. 
That is the only body of troops that I have moved. Colonel Avery and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Haywood constitute the reserve, and will receive 
their orders directly from me. 

You had better gather your force near you before daybreak. If the 
enemy attempt a landing, as he probably will in the morning, resist 
him with all the force you can bring to bear. If compelled to fall back, 
occupy so much of the Fort Thompson breastwork as extends from the 
Beaufort road to an impassable swamp on the extreme right. Guard 
well the Beaufort road where it crosses the breastwork. & the enemy 
attempt to land at Fisher’s Landing, Sinclair will need strong re-enforce¬ 
ment. Explain to your officers that when they fall back they are to 
rally behind the Fort Thompson breastwork. 

I have just directed that a cavalry company be sent to you immedi¬ 
ately, so that you may have abundant couriers by whom to send your 
orders. 

P. S.—^My headquarters will be on the Beaufort road, in the rear of 
the batteries.

Geneeal : I omitted, through, inadvertence, to state in my official 
report of the battle of the 14th a very important movement. When, 
as stated in my report, an officer came to me from Colonel Clark, of the 
Militia, and informed me that^the enemy were in line of battle in force 
on his right, I directed him to proceed immediately to Colonel Camp¬ 
bell with the information, and also sent one of my own couriers to guard 
against a miscarriage. 

As soon as the Militia fled my aide-do-camp was sent to Colonel Lee, 
on the left, with orders to send his own regiment (the Thirty-seventh), 
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if lie could possibly spare it^ and in any event to send half of it, to the 
menaced point. Colonel Lee—calling the attention of my aide to the 
strong body of the enemy along his front with whom he was then 
engaged, to show how impossible it was for him to send all—promidly 
disengaged five companies of the Thirty-seventh and ordered them to 
the right. When they reached there Sinclair’s regiment had lied, and 
they could not retrieve the disaster. I respectfully request that this 
may be made part of my official report.

Report of Col, Beiiben P. Campbell^ Seventh North Carolina Infantry. 

Hdqrs. Seventh Eeot. North Carolina Troops, 

March 25, 1862, 

General ; I have the honor very respectfiilly to make the follow¬ 
ing report of the late engagement, 14th instant, at Fort Thompson: 

My command, consisting of the Seventh Segment North Carolina 
troops, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Haywood; Thirty-fifth Eeg- 
iment North Carolina troops, commanded by Colonel Sinclair; Ca])tain 
Whitehurst’s independent company; some Militia, under Colonel Clark, 
Captain Latham’s battery, and two sections of Captain Breun’s bat¬ 
tery, were posted along the breastworks from the county road to the 
railroad. The Seventh Eegiment was posted immediately on the right 
of the county road; Colonel Sinclair’s regiment was i)osted on its 
right, and Captain Whitehurst and Colonel Clark on his right, extend¬ 
ing near the railroad. The batteries were placed at convenient dis¬ 
tances along the line. 

The battle was commenced by the firing of a Parrott gun belonging 
to Captain Latham’s battery, under command of Lieutenant Wheeler. 
This shot dispersed a squad of horsemen, who seemed to be recon- 
noitering under cover of the woods. 

Immediately after this, about 7.20 o’clock, the firing became general 
from the enemy along the whole of my command. It was replied to 
by both the batteries and small-arms. Shortly alter the firing began 
title Militia under Colonel Clark gave Avay and left the field in a pauhi. 

About one hour after the filing commenced Colonel Sinclair <iame to 
me, and in much excitement said that the enemy had Hanked him and 
was coming up the trenches which had been vacated by the Militia. 
I ordered him to leave the trenches for the iiurpose of charging bayo¬ 
nets upon the advancing columns; but he failed to form his men and 
left the field in confusion. This left the entire space occupied by my 
command to be defended by the batteries and by the Seventh Eegi'men't 
North Carolina troops. One section of Brem’s battery, left without 
support by Colonel Sinclair, was taken possession of by the enemy, 
who had continued his advance on the right. I ordered Lieutenant- 
Colonel Haywood to have his men leave th<i breastwork and charge 
bayonets upon the enemy, who was advancing in column. The charge 
was made, and the enemy driven over the breastworks with great 
slaughter, leaving a number of guns and other things in his retreat, 
which fell into our hands. We also retook the section of Brem’s bat-

tei;^ wliicii liad fallen into tlio hands of the enemy. With the aid of 
the Seventh Eegiinent and the batteries I then held the works until 
the enemy again appeared on our right with a greatly increased force, 
some six or eight regiments. The batteries, with the exception of one 
section, under Captain Latham, had been silenced, so that I had only 
it and the Seventh Eegiment at my command. I ordered the troops to 
fall back, which they did under a very heavy fire, and formed immedi¬ 
ately in rear of Colonel Yance’s encampment. After waiting a short 
time, and seeing no hope of defeating the enemy or offering further 
resistance to his approach or advancing oui' cause by meeting, 1 retired 
from the field. 

The officers and men of the Seventh Eegiment JS^orth Carolina troops 
and Captains Latham’s and Brem’s batteries behaved with coolness 
and bravery. I cannot speak of the other troops under my command, 
as they left the field too early in the action for me to say anything 
about them. 

From the report of the officers under my command the following are 
the casualties: J3 privates and 1 officer killed, 34 privates and 1 officer 
wounded, and 34 privates missing.*

General : I have the honor very respectfully to report that my 
command, the Seventh Eegiment North Carolina troops, behaved well 
in the late engagement at Fort Thomi)Son. The command, with the 
excei)tion of Comi)any F, Captain Turner, was posted on the right ol 
the county road, behind the breastworks, and ordered to defend them 
and support the artillery. Company F was posted on the left of the 
road. They held their positions until flanked on the right by the 
enemy. They were then ordered to leave the trenches and charge 
bayonets upon the enemy, which they did, driving him beyond the 
breastworks with great slaughter and retaking a section of Brem’s 
battery which had fallen into the enemy’s hands. I then held the 
breastworks until flanked again by the same direction with a greatl;' 
increased force, some six or eight regiments, when I fell back into the 
woods in rear of Colonel Yance’s camp and there formed. Seeing no 
hope of defeating the enemy, 1 then, with the command, retired from 
the field. Major Hall, with three companies, preceded me. 

The casualties were 6 men killed, 15 wounded, and 30 missing; 
among the wounded Oapt. W. H. Sanford, regimental commissary.

Kinston, N. 0., March —, 18()2. 

On Wednesday evening, the 12th instant, I received information that 
the enemy had made their appearance in the river and to hold my com 
mand in readiness to march at a moment’s warning. 

On Thursday morning, 13th, I received an order from General Branch 
to report with my command immediately to the general commanding 
at the crossing of the Beaufort road and railroad, which was promptly 
obeyed. My command, consisting of Companies D, E, E, H, and K, 
proceeded down as far as Colonel Vance’s encampment, near the iu- 
trenchments, and reported myseK for duty. I then received orders to 
fall back to a convenient position, which I occupied, between the Beau¬ 
fort road and railroad. 

About 2 p. m. I received a verbal order to dismount two of my com¬ 
panies that were best armed, leaving a sufficient number of men to 
guard the horses, and for them to report to Colonel Viinco, then on tho 
extreme right, wmch I obeyed, by ordering Company A, commanded by 
Captain Hays, and Company Kj commanded by Lieut. William A. 
Graham, jr., these companies being armed with rifles and carbines. 
The other companies remained in their same position until about 3 p. 
m., at which time the enemy were throwing their shells very near us, 
and I ordered them to move nearer the railroad, and wo continued to 
move until we went a short distance bej'ond tho railroad. There we 
remained until night, when the firing ceased. 

During the time I received an order to send two companies to rejjort 
to Lieutenant-Colonel Eobinson, to act as vedettes for the night, which 
I obeyed, by detailing Company D, commanded by Cai)tain Strange, 
and Company H, Captain Eandolph. These companies wore under tho 
command of Major J. W. Woodtin. 

I then ordered Lieutenant Haughton, of Captain Evans’ company, 
which had a short time before joined us, to report to Colonel Camp¬ 
bell, whose immediate command I was then under, and ask of him ])er- 
mission to take my command back to camp for the purpose of leecling 
my horses. I received in reply to exercise my own discretion. As I 
had permission to do so, between 9 and 10 o’clock 1 ordered the re¬ 
mainder of my commandi, consisting of two companies, and Captain 
Evans’ company, commanded by Lieutenant Evans, taking the hors('s 
of the dismounted companies back to camp. 

Next morning about 4 o’clock I ordered tho two companies to mount, 
and take with them the horses of the dismounted companies ami hold 
themselves in readiness to march. 

Before day I sent Captain Cole’s company to relievo the two (toni- 
panies that had been on duty during the night as vedettes. Tho two 
companies relieved returned to camp about 4 a. m. I ordered the 
commanders of these two companies, together with Company C, com¬ 
manded by Lieutenant Wynn, which had arrived from Washington 
about 2 o’clock at night, having made the march during the day and 
part of the night, a distance of 40 miles, to feed and rest until thej 
were ordered by me to report for duty on the field. 

When I arrived near the intrenchmeuts on the Beaufort road 1 
ordered a halt. I then reported myself to Colonel Campbell, with my 
conunand, for duty. He ordered mo to remain ready for duty. 1 imme 
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diately returned to my command, soon after which the enemy’s vessels 
opened a heavy fire, at which time I received orders to dismount the 
remainder of my command and send them to the right and report to 
Colonel Yance. I immediately ordered Captain Cole, Company F, 
and Captain Thomas, Company E, to dismount, and Captain Thomas 
to take command of the two companies, which he did, and marched 
olf. Soon after Major Woodlin arrived, and I ordered him to proceed 
and take charge of the two companies then marching to the intrench- 
ments, which he promptly obeyed. I immediately dispatched a courier 
to order the three companies then in camp to report to me at a point 
on the railroad for duty; but before reporting to me I was informed 
that they were ordered to retreat by Lieutenant-Colonel Eobinson. 

While waiting 1 perceived that the Militia were giving way and re¬ 
treating. 1 immediately rode back where the horses of my dismounted 
men were held, and found many of them mounted and being mounted 
by the infantry. Captain Cole, most of his command, and a portion of 
Captain Thomas’ command, succeeded in getting their horses, but Lieu¬ 
tenant Graham’s command was left on foot, except those that had charge 
of his horses; also a portion of CaT)tain Thomas’ command, which re¬ 
treated in company with Colonel Yance’s command. I remained a short 
time, expecting Lieutenant Graham and Captain Thomas to come up, so 
as to inform them what had become of their horses; but they not arriving, 
and seeing the infantry retreating from the left of our works, I rode oft 
and overtook my command at Colonel Lee’s camp. I immediately pro¬ 
ceeded to the head of my command in-order to make them march over the 
bridge by file, fearing that it might break down, which 1 succeeded in 
doing in good order, some having however passed over before I arrived 
at the bridge. 

After remaining on the east side of the bridge until about half of my 
command had passed over I ordered Major Woodfin to remain until 
they were all over. I then passed over the bridge for the purpose of 
forming my battalion on the other side. After x)assing to the other 
side I found Lieutenant Baker, who I ordered to assist me in forming 
it. He then informed me that Lieutenant-Colonel Eobinson was there 
attending to the formation of the battalion. 

After the whole of my command had passed over, excepting Captain 
Hays, Company A, 1 ordered Surgeon Smith to direct Lieutenant Col¬ 
onel Eobinson to march the battalioTi on the Kinston road a short dis¬ 
tance beyond Kew Berne, and there halt it, and permit tlie wagons to 
go on toward Kinston under the directions of the genei'alin command, 
when a board of officers, composed of the colonels of different regiments, 
was called, directing us that if we were driven from the intrenchmeiits 
to fall back on Ifew Berne, which was the only order to retreat I ever 
received up to that time. 

While at the bridge, in company with Captain Strange and Lieu¬ 
tenant Baker, of Company D, Major Barringer rode uj), and informed 
me that he was ordered by the commanding general to <lirect me to 
recross the bridge and form my battalion to cover the retreat of the in¬ 
fantry. I told him that 1 had ordered it to Kew Berne, but informed 
him that I would obey the order, and immediately rode rapidly off* in 
company with Major Barringer to do so. 

On arriving at New Berne I found my battali<m formed and halted 
on the Kinston road and found Major Woodfin in command. I inquired 
of him where Lientenant-Colom^.l Robinson was, and he informed me 
that he had rode into New Berne, upon which information we botli rode 
to the railroad. Ui)on arriving tlion^ Major Gilmer gave the order for 
all the troops to rally around the depot. Major Boone then ordered me 
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to have all the cotton and naval stores in ISqw Berne burned. I asked 
him by what authority he gave the order. Ilis reply was that it came 
from headquarters. I then told him it should bo executed, and ordered 
Major Woodfin to make a detail of men to do so, which he promptly 
did, and left my command for the purpose of executing the same. 

I remained with my command halted until the cars left (he depot 
and the enemy were shelling the town, several shells falling near my 
battalion. I then ordered a retreat, which was continued until some one 
in the rear gave the order to Gallop, march.” The men then became 
somewhat excited. I sent back to ascertain who gave the order, but 
could not find out who gave it, but immediately heard that the enemy 
were pursuing us with 700 cavalry. Captain Randolph rode up to me 
and informed me that he had heard that we were pursued with cav¬ 
alry, and asked me if I did not intend making a stand. 1 replied that 
I did intend doing so, and sent him on ahead for the purpose of select¬ 
ing a suitable place. I was informed there was a bridge some ti miles 
ahead, at which place we halted with the intention of giving them 
battle. Lieutenant-Colonel Eobiuson then rode up where 1 was, and 1 
directed him to take his position in the battalion and assist me, as I 
intended making a stand to resist the 700 cavalry that 1 understood 
was in pursuit. He replied that he did not believe that there was any 
cavalry in pursuit, and that he was ordered to Goldsborough, or had 
to go to Goldsborough to see General Gatlin. I then told him if he had 
to go, to go along. He then said to me that I had better form a rear 
guard to cover the retreat and take command of it myself, and that 
he should report to General Gatlin that I had done so. He then left. 
I then ordered 20 men to the bridge and rode along the line and cau¬ 
tioned my men to be cool. 

During our halt at the bridge Captain Hays came up with his com¬ 
mand, and I invited the captains and lieutenants in command of the 
companies, with Colonel Crossan, to hold a consultation, and their 
conclusion was that it would be better for us to proceed on to Kinston 
that night, for fear of the enemy coming up the river and burning the 
bridge at Kinston, thereby cutting off our retreat. I then ordered 
Captain Hays to take command of the rear guard and I took command 
of the front myself. We continued our retreat to Kinston, arriving 
there between 11 and 12 o’clock at night. 

All the officers under my command, so far as I could discover, obeyed 
my orders promptly and acted with coolness. 

I have submitted one rei^ort showing the loss of my hors(\s and bag¬ 
gage. Since that time I succeeded in recovering several of my horses 
that were missing. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Report of Col. Zebulon B. Vance^ Twenty-siMh North Carolina Infantry. 

Hdqrs. Twenty-sixth Keot. NTorth Carolina Vols., 

Kinston^ N. C., March 17, 18C2. 

General: I have the honor to report, in accordance with military 
usage, the share of my command in the operations of last Fridav. 
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While in temporary command of the post of Berne, on Thursday, 

my regiment was ordered to Oroatan works, under command of Lien- 
teiiant-Oolonel Burgwyn, to assist Colonel Sinclair's regiment should 
the enemy land below those works. 

Learning soon after that Colonel Campbell was at his post, I instantly 
transferred to him my temporary command and proceeded to Croatan 
to assume command of my regiment. When near there I met Colonel 
Sinclair retreating, who informed me that the enemy were landing in 
force at Fisher^s Landing, and nearer still to the works I met Colonel 
Campbell, who had just ordered my regiment to take the cars and re¬ 
turn to Fort Thompson. Before my return they liad been posted by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Burgwyn in the series of redans constructed by me, 
on the right of the railroad, in tlie rear of Bullen^s Branch, extending 
from the railroad to the swamp, about 500 yards from the road, by 
Weathersby^s. 

At this road, as you will remember, 1 had constructed the night be¬ 
fore a breastwork commanding the passage of the swamp, with the 

assistance of Mr,-Hawks, a gentleman whose skill in engineering, 

untiring energy, and zeal I take pleasure in noticing favorably; and 
there was placed a section of Cai)tain Brem’s artillery, lieutenant Will¬ 
iams commanding, and Captain IMcBae’s coinpany of infantry, with a 
portion of the companies of Captains Hays and Thomas, Second North 
Carolina Cavalry, dismounted. 

About 2 o’clock Friday morning in compliance with orders received, 
I pushed companies B, E, and K of my right wing across the small 
swamp alluded to, so as to make my extreme right rest on the battery 
at the Weathersby road. 

This was our position on Friday morning, which remained unchanged 
during the day, except that two companies of the Thirty-third Eegi- 
ment, under Lieutenant-Colonel Hoke, came to my assistance about 9 
o’clock, which were placed in the redans vacated by my right com¬ 
panies which were thrown beyond the swamp. You will perceive that 
my forces covered almost as much ground as all the rest of our troops 
together. Taking my OAvn position m^ar the center, a little nearer to 
the right, under Lieutenant-Colonel Burgwyn, about whose position I 
was considerably uneasy, owing to the ui i liuished state of our works there, 
I placed the left under the command of Major Carmichael and awaited 
the engagement. It began on my left wing about 7.50 o’clock, extend¬ 
ing toward my right by degrees until about 8.30 o’clock, when aU the 
troops in my command were engaged so far as the swamx) referred to. 
The severest lighting was on iny extreme left, the enemy advancing 
under shelter of the woods to within easy range of our lines. When¬ 
ever they left the woods and entered among the fallen timber of tilie 
swamp in our front they were driven back in confusion by the most 
deadly and well-directed lire from our lines who, with the greatest cool¬ 
ness, watched for their appearance. 

The fight was kept up until about 12 o’clock, when information was 
brought to me by Oapt. J. T. Young, my quartermaster, who barely 
escaped with life in getting to me, that the enemy in gi‘eat force had 
turned my left by the railroad track at Wood’s brick-yard, had pil¬ 
laged my camp, were firing in reverse on my left wing, and were 
several hundred yards up the railroad between me and New Berne; 
also that all the troops on the field were in full retreat, except my com¬ 
mand. This being so, there was no aliernativeleftme but to order an 
immediate retreat or be completely surrounded by an overwhelming 
force. Without hesitation I gav(‘ the order. My men jumped out of 
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thf5 trenches, rallied, and formed in the woods without panic or confti- 
sion, and, having first sent a messenger with an order to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Burgwyn to follow with the forces on the right, we struck 
across the Weathersby road for Bryce’s Creek, with the intention of 
getting into the PoUocksville road. On arriving at the creek we found 
only one small boat, capable of carrying only three men, in which to 
pass over. The creek here is too deep to ford and about 75 yards 
wide. Some plunged in and swam over, and, swimming over myself, I 
rode down to Captain Whitford’s house, on the Trent, and through the 
kindness of Mr. Kit Poy, a citizen, procured three more small boats, 
carrying one on our shoulders from the Trent, with which we hurried 
up to the crossing. In the mean time Lieutenant-Colonel Burgwyn 
arrived with the forces of the right wing in excellent condition, and 
assisted me with the greatest coolness and efficiency in getting the 
troops across, which after four hours of hard labor and the greatest 
anxiety we succeeded in doing. Lieutenant-Colonel Burgwyn saw the 
last man over before he entered the boat. I regret to say that three 
men were drowned in crossing. 

I must here mention favorably the good conduct of the troops under 
these trying circumstances, a large Yankee force being drawn up in 
view of our scouts about 1 mile away and their skirmishers appearing 
just as the rear got over. 

Musician B. F. Johnson, Company B, deserves particular mention 
for his exertions, having ferried over the greater portion of the troops 
himself, assisted by a negro boy. 

Once over, we were joined by Lieutenant-Colonel Hoke, Thirty-third 
Regiment, with a large portion of his command, and took the road for 
Trenton. We marched night and day stopping at no time for rest or 
sleep more than four hours. 

We arrived at this place safely at noon on the 16th. The loyalty 
and hospitality of the citizens greatly facilitated our march, furnishing 
us eheeifully with provisions, wagons, shelter, and guides. 

I regret to say that many of our men, despairing of the boats at the 
creek and determined not to be taken, threw away their guns to swim 
over; a serious loss to our Government, but scarcely blamable under 
the circumstances. 

This concludes the narration of the principal matters connected with 
my command during the engagement and retreat. The number of my 
killed and wounded has not yet been ascertained. Our baggage, of 
course, was lost, but our sick were safely brought away. 

lu remains for me to speak of the noble dead we left upon the field. 
Maj, A. B. Carmichael fell about 11 a. m., by a shot through the head, 
while gallantly holding his post on the left under a most galling fire. 
A braver, nobler soldier never fell on field of battle. Generous and 
open-hearted as he was brave and chivalrous, he was endeared to the 
whole regiment. Honored be his memory. Soon after Oapt. W. P. 
Martin, of Company H, also fell near the regimental colors. Highly 
rcsi)ected as a man, brave and determined as a soldier, he was equally 
regretted by his command and all who knew him. The Twenty-sixth 
Regiment are justly proud of their glorious fall. The fate of Captain 
Rand, of Company D, is yet unknown. When last seen he was almost 
surrounded by a large force; but, disdaining to fly or surrender, he was 
fighting desperately with Lieutenant Vinson and a large portion of his 
ciompany, who refused to leave him. Lieutenant Porter, of Company 
A, was also left behind wounded. Oapt. A. IST. McMillan was badly 
wounded, but got away safely. 
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In regard to the behavior of my regiment generally, I am scarcely 
willing to mention particular instances of gallantry where aU did thciir 
duty. Observing a large portion of the regiment myself, and making 
diligent inquiry as to the rest, I could learn of but one man in all my 
command who remembered that he had legs until after the command 
to retreat was given. They were the last of our troops to leave the 
field. 

I cannot conclude this report without mentioning in terms of the 
highest praise the spirit of determination and power of endurance 
evinced by the troops during the hardships and sufferings of our 
march. Drenched with rain, blistered feet, without sleep, many sick 
and wounded, and almost naked, they toiled on through the day and 
aU the weary watches of the night without murmuring, cheerftdly and 
with subordination^ evincing most thoroughly those high qualities in 
adversity which military men learn to value still more than courage 
upon the field.

R^ort of Moj. John A. Qilmer^ Twenty-seventh North Carolina 

Infcmtry. 

Kinston, N. 0., Ma/rch 16,1862. 

Sm: I most respectfully submit the foUowing report of the part 
borne in the engagement of the 14th instant at the breastworks adjoin¬ 
ing Fort Thompson, N. 0., by the Twenty-seventh Eegiment North 
Carolina troops, then under my command: 

On the morning of the 13th, pursuant to orders from your headquar¬ 
ters, I marched the Twenty-seventh Eegiment to the river bank, about 
100 yards above Fort Thompson, arriving about an hour before day¬ 
break. Forming the regiment in line of battle at that point I await^ 
orders. 

About 7 o^clock I received orders to retire a short distance toward 
the river, to avoid any shot and shell that might be thrown in the 
direction of Fort Thompson. The regiment was immediately moved a 
short distance to the left and rear. 

WMle in this position I received orders to march the regiment to 
the breastworks and line the same on the left near Fort Thompson, 
which was immediately done. The regiment remained (covering the 
breastworkSjprincipally in one rank, for the distance of 300 or 400 
yards from Fort Thompson) all the day and night of the 13th; were 
aroused and placed in position at the works twice during the night. 
Numbers of shell and shot were thrown from the gunboats of the 
enemy during the evening of the 13th, most of which, however, passed 
beyond the works. 

On the morning of the 14th the regiment was again placed in position 
to await the approach of the enem^ whom I supposed to be in force in 
the woods in front of the works. I was informed by Captain Barden, 
whose company had been sent out the evening before as a portion of 
17 B B—VOL IX 
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the picket guard, that the euemy was adyauciug on the county road 
to our right. 

About 6.30 or 7 a. m. the fire of the enemy began beyond our right 
and continued vigorously during the entire engagement. The fire was 
immediately returned by the artillery stationed beyond the right of 
the Twenty-seventh and continued unabated. I commanded the regi¬ 
ment to retain their fire until ordered to fire by me. 

A short time after the firing began on the right the bombardment 
again began from the gunboats of the enemy, directed principally to¬ 
ward Port Thompson and the portion of the breastworks behiud 
which the Twenty-seventh was stationed. Thus situated, the regiment 
manfully and cheerfully sustained the shower of shell and shot from 
the gunboats for two and a half hours, during which but 1 man was 
tailed and 3 stunned. 

Between 10 and 11 a. m. I discovered that the troops stationed im¬ 
mediately on the right of the Twenty-seventh were falling back, which 
movement I discovered was being followed by two or three companies 
of the Twenty-seventh, on the right. I immediately hastened to my 
right and ordered the two retreating companies back to the trenches. 
I then gave my entire command the order to fire by file, designating at 
the same time the direction in which I perceived the enemy advancing 
in great numbers. 

I then hastened to meet you, whom I perceived advancing along the 
linfta to the left. You informed me that our right had been turned and 
I must fall back. I then ordered the regiment to retire, which was done 
in tolerable order by most of the companies on the left. I ordered 
those companies which were together to march through Camp Gatlin 
to the railroad bridge, where the greater part of the right assembled 
and halted. I hastened then to the left, beyond Camp Fisher, to find 
out what were the plans of our troops, supi)osing that a stand was to 
be made at that point. Finding our forces retreating, I returned to 
the right and passed with them over the bridge to the railroad depot, 
where the companies were again formed, agreeably to orders I had 
received from the assistant adjutant-general. 

At the depot we were ordered to fall back still farther, when I placed 
the regiment on the march toward Kinston, under command of my senior 
captain. I joined the regiment again where the railroad is crossed by 
the county road above Kew Berne, and again joined them at Tuscarora, 
whence I proceeded with them to Kinston, i)airtly on foot and partly 
by means of the cars which were sent back to take us up. 

Prom the reports of the captains of my command I obtained the fol¬ 
lowing partiordars. There were in—

R^ort of Lieut Col. Robert F. Rohe, Thirty4hird North Carolina 

Infantry, 

Hdqes. Thiexy-thieb NToeth Caeolina Eeg-imbnt, 

Kinston, N, C., March 18, 1862. 

Sm: In accordance with your orders I respectfully submit the fol¬ 
lowing report concerning our orders received from you and the action 
of our regiment afterward: 

After arriving near the breastworks opposite Fort Thompson and 
taking up camp on Thursday evening (13th) we were ordered by you 
to remain in that i^osition for further orders. 

At daylight on the following morning you in person ordered Colonel 
Avery to take position in a line of battle about 400 yards to the rear 
of the brick-yards, with our right wing resting upon the railroad, and 
were to remain in that position for further orders, we constituting the 
reserve; and soon after we had formed our regiment and had them to 
take off their knapsacks, in order to be ready to move with quickness 
to any point we might be ordered, we were ordered to move forward 
about 100 yards immediately to the rear of your position, which in 
the opinion of the field officers of our regiment was a very exposed 
one and one well selected, as from that point the movements of the 
enemy could best be seen. Shortly after we reached that point an 
order was received from you, through Colonel Eobinson to Colonel 
Avery, to send his right wing, in command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hoke, composing five companies, to occupy the intrenchments on the 
right of the railroad. I immediately faced the right wing to the right 
and moved off at a double-quick, going through the woods and down 
the ravines, in order to protect the men as much as possible, as a for¬ 
ward movement down the railroad would have greatly exposed the 
command. 

I halted them in a ravine, ordered four companies to lie down, and 
intended to place them in the works by company, as I could in that 
way save the lives of many, as the firing was very hot at that point. 
After placing Company A (Captain Cowan) in position, and having 
returned and was placing Captain Parks’ company in position, 1 
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received an order from you to return with the command. I imme¬ 
diately faced Captain Parks’ company about, and was returning with 
the four companies, when I was met by Colonel Avery and Major 
Lewis with the remaining five companies, which composed the left 
wing, coming up in line of battle and in fine order, and was ordered 
by Colonel Avery to face about and join him. I did so, and the re^- 
ment moved up to the scene of action in fine style, Colonel Avery in 
command of the center, I of the right wing, and Major Lewis of the left. 

Colonel Avery gave the command to fire before we reached the in- 
trenehments, as the enemy were firing upon ns and were in full force 
upon the top of the lull immediately across the swamp. Our fire 
seemed to have great effect, as the enemy scampered. Major Lewis 
then moved immediately to the right of the railroad with several com¬ 
panies and engaged the enemy from that time until after Ifi o’clock. 
He behaved most gallantly; was in the hottest part of the whole 
battle-field. He repulsed the enemy time and again, and twice charged 
them with detachments of companies, and each time made them flee. 

Our loss was greater at that point than any other, as he had to fight 
to his front, right, and left, but still maintained his position, fighting 
them against greater numbers. Fo one could have behaved with more 
coolness, bravery, and determination than he, and he deserves the 
praise of every true countryman for his actions. He reports his men 
as having done their duty in every manner. 

Colonel Avery was in command of the center, on top of the second 
hill from the railroad, encouraging his men both by actions and words. 
He was perfectly cool, and never did man act better upon the battle¬ 
field than he. His fire was very destructive, and remarked that if he 
had his regiment together he would charge the rascals over the fallen 
timber. He received a shot through the top of his cap, and coolly 
remarked, '‘Boys, they liked to have gotten me,” but heeded it not, 
and went on cheering his men. 

I was immediately at his right, and finding the enemy were getting 
in strong force upon our right and were going to turn our right flank, as 
there were no troops between our regiment and the loft of Colonel 
Vance’s companies upon the right flank of the whole troops, a distance 
of a quarter of a mile, I moved quickly with Captain Parks’ company, 
which I had thrown in the woods in a ravine as a reserve to our regi¬ 
ment, with Lieutenant Poteat adjutant, who displayed ^eat coolness 
during the action, and finding the enemy in great force ^d not expose 
my weakness by firing, but sent a messenger to Colonel Avery for 
another company. He immediately sent me Captain Kesleris company. 
I ordered the whole to fire, which did great execution, as the enemy 
fell and fled, but soon appeared again, and again we drove them back, but 
soon they again appeared in strong force and engaged us, which con¬ 
tinued until 12.30 o’clock. At 12.16 o’clock I saw the United States 
flag flying upon one of our works, but saw Colonel Avery still fighting, 
and I, being very busily engaged with the enemy, did not know that 
Colonel Avery and Major Lewis had fallen back until I saw the enemy 
upon my left with several regiments (which force caused Colonel Avery 
and Major Levris to fall back, as their left was completely turned and 
the enemy was getting to their rear), and about 60 yards to the rear of 
the position Colonel Avery had occupied. I then saw for the first time 
we were driven back, and, ordered the men under my command to fall 
back, but to do so in order. We were hotly fibred at when we fell back. 
I fell back some distance and intended to unite with Colonel Avery and 
Mqjor Lewis, but found the troops had continued to fall back, so kept 
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on and intended to join my regiment at tlie bridge, bnt found it on fire, 
so bad to cross Bryce’s Greek; and on getting over learned ourtroops had 
made no stand at New Berne; continued the retreat to Trenton, in con¬ 
nection with Colonel Vance, who crossed the creek with me, and learn¬ 
ing at Trenton our troops were making a stand at Kinston, made a 
forced march, and reached that point on Sunday morning about 10 
o’clock, which made a march of 60 miles in about thirty-six hours. 

Captain Engelhard, quartermaster. Captain Gibson, commissary, and 
our surgeons, Drs. Baker and ShoflEner, aU did their duty very well in¬ 
deed. Dr. ShafiEner was of great assistance to me on the march. 

We entered the field with 614 men, but lost in killed, wounded, and 
missing 196. Among this number we have reason to believe our loss 
in killed and wounded is greater than the number taken as prisoners. 
Our brave colonel is a prisoner. 

Captain Cowan, Company A, was first ordered into the fight and sus¬ 
tained a very heavy loss. His officers acted most bravely, and Private 
David Phifer is highly spoken of for his bravery before he was killed. 
He was MUed while carrying a message from Major Lewis to Colonel 
Avery. Private Dolchite is also spoken of in the captain’s report for 
having thrown away his clothing in order to swim the creek and save 
his gun. He is a boy of sixteen years of age. 

Captain Jenkins, Company B, is reported, as also Ms officers and 
men, for having acted well in every particular. 

Captain Kesler, Company G^ and Lieutenant Corzine and men, acted 
well. Lieutenant Patterson displayed fear. AU the officers and men 
behaved weU except Captain Parker, who left the scene of action too 
soon. 

Captain McIntyre, in the retreat, ordered Ms men to go home, and 
Lieutenant Bayle did not report himself at aU the morning the re^- 
ment left for the engagement. Sergeant Babb and Private Darnel 
Webb are spoken of by Lieutenant Gatling as having acted weU.

Beport of Col. James Sinclair, Thirty-fifth North Oarolma Infamtry. 

Hdqes. Thiett-eipth Beg-t. Noeth Caeolina Teoops, 

Kinston, N. 0., March 19,1862. 

Colonel : I have the honor to inform you that on Wednesday, the 
12th instant, at 4 p. m., I received orders to march down to Fisher’s 
Landing, to oppose the landing of the enemy at that place, rejmrted to 
be in force with his fleet down the river. 

I left New Berne, according to orders, at 6.30 p. m., with my command, 
by railroad, and arrived at the point designated at 8 o’clock that night 
about 9 miles below the town. At the time I arrived there was snffl- 
cient moonlight to enable me to see that the enemy in heavy force was 
not ffir distant. I could distinctly hear the music of Ms bands and 
even the singing of Ms men on the fleet. Making Fisher’s Landing my 
center, I posted pickets on each side of the landing, extending 3 ^es 
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from my center. 1 posted the balance of my regiment along the rifle 
pits and breastworks guarding the landing, holding one company in re¬ 
serve at the landing proper. During the night a heavy rain set in, 
thoroughly drenching my men, who were without cover or shelter. 

Early on the morning of the 13th the enemy commenced landing in 
heavy force some 2 or 3 miles below my pickets. A company of cav¬ 
alry and a regiment which 1 was i>romised would support me did not 
make their appearance^ consequently, having had orders to oppose the 
debarkation of the enemy at Fisher’s Landing, I was unable to prevent 
him below. By this means the Oroatan breastworks fell into his hands. 
During the landing of the enemy his gunboats continued shelling the 
woods. 

At 10 a. m. he approached Fisher’s Landing with his boats, throw¬ 
ing shell and canister as he came, steaming sufficiently nigh to hear the 
conversation of his men on board. About this time Colonel Campbell, 
of the Seventh Eegimenl, my senior officer, made his appearance on the 
ground (not with his regiment, however), and, having carefully sur¬ 
veyed my position and the force of the enemy, ordered me to fall back 
into the woods beyond reach of the enemy’s fire, which I did, with my 
command in good order, by way of Fisher’s avenue. In retiring I had 
3 of my men wounded by the enemy’s shells, one of whom has since 
been reported dead. 

After forming in the woods near the railroad Colonel Campbell or¬ 
dered me to fall back on the Fort Thompson intrenchments, where I was 
ordered to take position on the right of the Seventh Eegiment Korth 
Carolina troops. Here, under a heavy rain, we remained all night ot 
the 13th instant, without food, after having been all the night previous 
exposed to a continuous rain, nearly three hours of the day exposed to 
the enemy’s fire, besides marching for several hours, having tasted no 
food from the evening we left Few Berne. Posted on my right was the 
Militia, resting on the railroad by the brick-yard, where the enemy 
afterward made his strongest demonstration. 

According to the disposition made on the morning of the 14th instant 
before the engagement took place, my command was divided by a sec¬ 
tion of Brem’s battery and Captain Whitehurst’s independent company 
separating my right wing from my center and left wing. On my right 
a space of about 40 yards intervening [between] the Militia and the 
railroad was still left vacant; besides, a trench that ran parallel with 
the railroad of about 60 or 80 yards was unoccupied by our troops. 

In this condition of affairs the battle opened about 7.30 a. m. by the 
firing of a gun from the enemy’s field batteries planted in front of the 
old county road, which fire was replied to by Brem’s and Latham’s 
batteries. Immediately the enemy opened with musketry from the 
county road above referred to, which was replied to by my regiment, 
with others to the left. The enemy advanced twice upon the breast¬ 
works occupied by me, which advances were repelled each time. 

At 10 a. m. he appeared in force on the railroad and on the right of 
my position, and, the Militia having retired and the trench above re 
ferred to being occupied by him in force, as also were the buildings in 
the brick-yard, I found my command completely flanked. 

At this time, however, my second in command, without consulting 
me, ordered four of my companies on the right wing to fall back, which 
I rallied and ordered back to their post, which they immediately did, 
and held it for some time. The fire of the enemy becoming more gall 
ing on my right flank, they again retired, by command of my lieutem 
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ant-colonel, who, with one company and portions of other companies 
at my command, formed in rear of my center. 

Meantime I had dispatched my adjutant to Colonel Campbell, my 
commanding officer, to communicate to him the real condition of my 
regiment—exposed to the flanking fire of the enemy. The colonel 
having anived and having surveyed my position, and the section of 
Brem^s battery near me having by this time ceased to fibce, he ordered 
me to retire with my command in the following words: You had 
better take your men out of that as quick as possible’^ j which order 1 
immediately obeyed. In retiring, however, one of my officers and sev¬ 
eral of my men were killed and some wounded. This created some- 
what of a panic, as the enemy were firing upon us from the railroad 
and brick-yard 5 but soon my men rallied and retired in perfect order 
till we reached that portion of the railroad intersected by the county 
road, where I formed them into line ready to advance to meet the foe 
if called upon. 

Colonel Lane’s regiment, having arrived at this time, relieved me, 
and I fell back upon lilew Berne by the railroad bridge. 

I again formed my men at the railroad depot, waiting for orders, 
where Lieutenant-Colonel Barbour, of the Thirty-seventh, having m 
charge some fragments of his regiment, informed me that the orders 
were to fall back by the Kinston road. This I did in perfect order, 
until some officers who were retiring with speed along the road informed 
me that the enemy’s cavalry were in force in the rear. At this junc¬ 
ture Company D, of my regiment, volunteered to become the rear guard 
of the entire force. Colonel Lee, of the Thirty-seventh, kindly volun¬ 
teered to command the rear guard, in order to permit me to attend to 
the balance of my regiment, who were jaded and broken down by ex¬ 
posure, fasting, fighting, and marching since the evening of the 12th 
instant. My presence was demanded with my regiment by the fact 
that on the first alarm of the enemy’s cavalry being in close proximity 
my lieutenant-colonel deserted his regiment and sought safely for him¬ 
self. The alarm proving false the guard was dismissed, and I con¬ 
ducted my regiment to Tuscarora, where I joined portions of the 
Twenty-seventh and Thirty-seventh Eegiments and fragments from 
the other regiments engaged in the affair of the 14th instant, and took 
command until the arrival of General Branch. 

In conclusion I have only to add that, with the exception above re¬ 
ferred to, all my officers and men behaved well. 

Special praise is due to Company D, commanded by Captain Lasa- 
ter, for the alacrity with which they volunteered to defend our retreat¬ 
ing columns when the enemy’s cavalry was reported to be upon us. 

I am indebted for efficient services to Maj. O. C. Pettway and Adjt. 
Thomas J. Oates. 

Casualties of the battle: One officer, Lieutenant Hale, and 4 privates 
were killed, 11 privates wounded, and 9 missing.

Report of Ool. Charles 0. Lee^ Thirty-seventh North Oa/roUna Infantry. 

Maboh 16, 1862. 

Genebal : In compliance with your orders I herewith submit respect- 
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fully to you a report of the left mug at the battle at Johuston’s Orose- 
Boads: 

On Wednesday afternoon, at about 5 o’clock, I received from you 
notice that the enemy were advancing up the river, and later the same 
information was received by Captain Herring. I rode down to the 
batteries and ordered everything in readiness. 

At 10 p. m. I got notice from you of my command, and immediately 
issued orders to all to be in readiness and gave them appropriate in¬ 
structions. Under these Captain Brem packed up his baggage and it 
has been saved. Captain Brem was afterward transferred to Colonel 
Campbell’s command, and will report through Mtti. 

Thursday the enemy spent the day in shelling the woods below, and 
toward evening some of the men built fires (which were immediately ex¬ 
tinguished), when our lines were shelled for about one and a half hours, 
without injury to any one. 

About 8 p. m. notice was sent you of signals on our right fla,Tik. 

About 7.30 a. m. on the 14th we fired a 12-pounder gun at the enemy, 
and a few minutes afterward the battle commenced in earnest. A warm 
attack was made at the Beaufort road; but Captain Latham’s artillery 
was fired with such precision that they made no advance, though they 
kept up a constant fire here during the whole engagement. The piece on 
the left hand of the Beaufort road was commanded by Captain T.a,thg.Tn 
in person, and after all his men except 3 were either killed or dangerously 
wounded and rendered unfit for service, the piece was served effect¬ 
ively for some twenty minutes, until the day was lost, when he barely 
escaped. After the attempt on the Beaufort road the foe flanked to the 
right and moved in heavy column toward our left flank; but having 
given notice to Colonel Crossan of their approach, he opened on them 
with grape from three 32-pottnders with such terrible effect that after 
about six shots they fell back; and though they kept up a constant 
and warm fire, they made no advance toward the work. 

Some time after this the firing became hotter, when I received from 
you an order to send some re-enforcements to Colonel Campbell. I 
ordered the left wing of my regiment to his support and made further 
arrangements to cover my own flank. The men of the Twenty-seventh 
and Thir^-seventh Eegiments did not fire a shot except a few who were 
armed with long-range rifles, and this ominous silence was properly 
appreciated. The men of these regiments, and also of Fort Thompson, 
appeared always cool and deliberate. While the left; wing of the 
Thirty-seventh moved over to the right they were subjected to a galling 
fire -and suffered to some extent. (See inclosed report of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Barbour.) Major Gilmer, or the Twenty-seventh, and Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel Barbour, or the Thirty-seventh, moved from place to place 
within the limits of their respective commands, and by their presence 
and example encouraged their commands very much. One piece—the 
right piece—in Fort Thompson, which bears on the land, was dismounted, 
but mounted again by Captain Herring and the carriage properly re¬ 
paired. Five men in the fort were wounded; none, I believe, danger¬ 
ously. 

Shortly after the left wing of the Thirty-seventh was sent to Colonel 
Campbell’s aid, I observed his regiment moving rapidly to the rear 
through Colonel Vance’s camp. I galloped over and demanded where 
they were going, when I was informed iliat they were in foil retreat. I 
hastened back and saw the enemy advancing upon our works. Feel¬ 
ing assured that the regiments which were retreating could not be rallied, 
I ordered my command to fall back, and passed on to the batteries to 
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look after them. While in Fort Thompson (two and a half minutes) five 
shots struck the upper portion of the right flank of the works and two 
shells fell within the works, without effect. The guns were all spiked, 
but the enemy pressed so closely that there was not time to blow up 
the magazine, being within about 30 or 40 yards when we had spiked 
the guns. 1 then went to the other batteries and had the guns dis¬ 
mounted and the magazines blown up. 

In blowing up the magazine at Port Ellis, Captain Mayo was seri¬ 
ously (I fear dangerously) woimded, and one other man. All the men 
of the left wing were saved, and retreated over to Kew Berne in tolera¬ 
ble order. One man of Colonel Sloan’s Twenty-seventh Eegiment was 
killed. 

When 1 crossed over to Few Berne I found some of the regiments 
had passed beyond, and I was thus prevented from carrying out your 
order to form in the upper part of the town. As I advanced up the 
Trent road to Kinston I overtook Colonel Sinclair’s regiment, and a 
foolish report having got afloat that the enemy had landed cavalry, 
which were in pursuit, I requested and obtained ftom Colonel Sinclair 
a rear guard, which 1 formed, and we then moved on to the railroad 
crossing, where it was merged with the regiment, and proceeded up to 
Tusoarora. 

Lieut. C. H. Brown, of Captain Latham’s battery, was on several 
occasions on the left wing, and acted with great coolness; indeed, 
almost with foolhardiness. Lieutenant Mcholson, my adjutant, and 
Mr. Foble, who was acting as my aide, also displayed coolness; but no 
occasion for gallantry presented itself to any one in the left wing.

Report of Lieut. Col. William M. Barbour, Thirty-seventh Rorth CaroUna 

Infantry. 


-,-, 1862. 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the part taken by 
the Thirty-seventh Eegiment in the recent engagement near Few 
Berne: 

Pursuant to orders from Brigadier-General Branch I moved with my 
command at 3 o’clock Thursday morning and occupied that portion of 
our line on the left of the old Beaufort road. During the day shells 
were thrown frequently from the enemy’s gunboats at our position 
without any damage to us. 

On Friday morning about daylight the enemy appeared in ftill force 
in front of our lines, partially concealed by the woods, and immediately 
opened a heavy Are of artillery and musketry upon us. The fire was 
promptly returned by Captain Latham’s battery, stationed in and near 
the Beaufort road, with great effect. Immediately the enemy attempted 
a flank movement on our left, for the purpose of storming Fort Thomp¬ 
son. This movement was at once defeated by a destructive fire from 
the land batteries of Fort Thompson. During the remaining portion of 
the action the enemy kept up an incessant fire on the position occupied 
by my command. 
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A short time before 12 o’clock I was ordered to send five companies 
of my regiment to the support of Colonel Campbell’s brigade, which 
was at that time hard pressed. I immediately moved the following 
companies to the designated point: Company I), under Captain Ash¬ 
craft^ Company B, under Lieutenant Cook 3 Company E, under Lieu¬ 
tenant Farthing; Company C, under Lieutenant Gillespie, and Com¬ 
pany K, under Captain Eosse. Great credit is due to these companies 
for the promptness and bravery with which they moved under a very 
heavy fire of artillery and infantry for some 400 yards. A short time 
after they marched to the designated point our center near the rail¬ 
road had given away. After a short and spirited contest these com¬ 
panies were ordered by Colonel Campbell to retire, which was done in 
good order. 

About this time I observed the forces toward our center retreating, 
but I considered it my duty to hold my position until I was ordered to 
retreat. Colonel Lee rode toward the center to ascertain the meaning 
of these movements, and on his return informed me that the center was 
in full retreat, and directed me at once to fall back. I at once pro¬ 
ceeded with my remaining five companies toward the railroad bridge, 
and at the point where the Beaufort road crosses the railroad I found 
the five companies which had been sent to the right drawn up in line 
of battle and awaiting the arrival of the remaining five companies. I 
inquired of General Branch what 1 should do with my regiment, and 
was directed to cross the railroad bridge and form in l^ew Berne across 
the track. As soon as 1 reached that point 1 found this impracticable, 
for the reason that the houses in that part of the town were built to the 
water’s edge, and I could only have formed a line of battle some 15 
feet in length; I therefore moved my regiment to the depot and halted 
it. I soon afterward saw Colonel Eobinson, General Branch’s acting 
assistant adjutant-general, and inquired where he desired me to move 
my regiment. He directed me to move toward Kinston. I therefore 
marched my regiment in good order out of Kew Berne toward Kinston. 
When we reached the point where the Kinston road intersects the rail¬ 
road an alarm was raised by some of the cavalry that the enemy’s cav¬ 
alry were in pursuit. Finding a number of men (not in my command) 
throwing away their guns, 1 rode to the rear and informed them that it 
was a false alarm, and begged them to keep the road and act like men. 
I remained at that point until near sundown, when I proceeded to Tus- 
carora Depot, 8 miles from New Berne. During the night the troops 
were brought by railroad to Kinston. 

The men under my command behaved with great coolness and de¬ 
liberation during the entire day, retreated in good order, and brought 
with them all their guns and ammunition. We could easily have saved 
our baggage if we had had wagons, but having only two small vehicles, 
I knew it was useless to attempt it. It was, however, all burned, to 
prevent it from falling into the hands of the enemy. 

When our regiment was ordered to retreat the enemy had crossed 
the breastworks in the center and in three minutes would have had us 
completely cut off. 

Most of the missing have since been heard from and will rejoin the 
regiment. *

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Report of OoL S. J, B, OlarJc^ Special Battalion North Carolina Militia. 

BtDQRS. NTorth Carolina Militia, Special Battai-ion, 

Kinston^ N, 0., March 17, 1862. 

Sir : In compliance with your instructions, received at INew Berne 
9 p. m. March 13, to report to Colonel Campbell at his headquarters, 
at Fort Thompson breastworks, I respectfully report that I repaired 
forthwith to that place, accompanied by Maj. Joseph N. Jones, but did 
not find Colonel Campbell. 

Major Jones called at Colonel Vance’s encampment and was informed 
there that Colonel Campbell had gone in the direction of NTew Berne. 
Proceeding thence to New Berne, by way of Colonel Lee’s encampment, 
went to Colonel Campbell’s encampment, and reported, in his absence, 
to Lieut. Col. E. G. Haywood, who dii‘ected me to report for duty at 
the depot of the Atlantic and Ilorth Carolina Eailroad in New Berne 
on the following day, 5 a. m. The company was promptly reported 
and left New Berne at 8 a. m., and arriving at the breastworks was 
assigned position. 

On the following morning, March 14, my command was placed inline 
of battle, numbering 2G4,20 having been detailed for hospital duty and 
45 to aid Lieutenant Hawks in mounting cannon on the right of the 
breastworks. These last were forced from the works by the enemy’s 
sharpshooters and came to the ranks after the action commenced. 

As soon as the firing commenced the ground in front of me was so 
obscured by smoke that I could see but a short distance, and as fixing 
had commenced on my left with guns of longer range, as soon as I 
thought the enemy within reach of my guns commenced the fire by file, 
which order was promptly obeyed with coolness and determination. 
After firing three rounds I commanded the fire to cease. Soon after 
the'smoke cleared away and the enemy were plainly seen drawn up in 
force on our right, and a company of sharpshooters commenced pouring 
a fire into our rear, doing considerable execution and causing confusion 
in my ranks, but an order to rally and take position was promptly 
obeyed, and calmness restored by the assurance that you would soon 
send re-enforcements 5 but the fire was continued on us and with 
redoubled energy, while they (the enemy) crossed the railroad, took 
possession of the rifle pits on our right and rear, and planted the Stars 
and Stripes. 

Previous to this, however, they had fired upon a reconnoitering party 
I sent in that direction and upon the quartermaster and teamsters I 
had sent to recover the ammunition. 

I at one time intended to leave the breastworks and charge upon the 
enemy, and for this purpose caused bayonets to be fixed j but when I 
saw the sharpshooters were supported by so large a force of the enemy, 
concluded that such attempt would result in great loss of life to my 
command without being able to effect corresponding good to our cause, 
and that a failure might have an evil effect on others. At this moment, 
and just as Colonel Vance poured his first fixe into the enemy, a panic 
seized my command and part of them broke ranks. 

Believing it impossible to reform under the fire of these sharpshoot¬ 
ers at this moment of confusion I commanded a retreat in order, which 
was succeeded by a stampede of most of the command. As soon as 
they had reached a small brush-wood, perhaps 60 yards distant, 1 
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ordered a rally and reformation of tlie line, in which T was promptly 
aided by every officer present to my view and for the moment thought 
I should succeed, but ^e cry was made that the regulars had retreated; 
the panic was renewed and increased and my influence as a commander 


gone. 

A few, perhaps 20 in all, with their officers, rallied and volunteered to 
return and obey my orders; hut believing it would involve a sacrifice 
of life to them, being rmtutored, as we were, in the arts of war, I de¬ 
clined to do so, and in my efforts to rally others to join them became 
separated from these. 

In the retreat I joined you at the railroad crossing, when you pro¬ 
posed to rally and cover ihe retreat. There I rallied a squad of the 
Athens Guards and Cow Creek Volunteers, with most of their officers 5 
but soon the retreating column came on and this joined with them. 

Leaving you there I went, together with Adjutant Roberts and Lieu¬ 
tenant Mitchell, to burn the tents at Colonel Lee’s encampment. From 
this point we went to Trent (Clairmont) Bridge and found Major Hall 
making an effort to reform a regiment, and at his request took position 
on the bridge, to prevent soldiers passing, and remained there until an 
officer, said to be Lieutenant Burrows, took charge. At the close of 
the day I parted with you at TMscarora, having received orders to rally 
my command and report at this place. 

I have made as accurate report to Colonel Campbell of the number 
of my command in action, of the number killed, wounded, and missing, 
as I could gather from the commanders of companies. It is believed 
there were certainly 4 killed and 16 wounded, and there are many 
missing.

Beport of Lieut. J. L. Haughton, Ma,eon MownteA Guards. 

Kinston, K C., Mareh 16, 1862. 

According to orders from Brigadier-General Branch I left the Thomp¬ 
son breastworks at 8.30 p. m. on the 13th instant with 10 of my men, 
and proceeded to Evans’ Mill to establish a picket guard, which I did, 
but did not see anything worth reporting. 

The next morning a little before day I^ with my men, proceeded to 
the bridge on the road leading from Captain Evans’ to Croatan Battery. 
At light we commenced cutting it away, and after clearing it I then 
sent my men some 300 yards in a bottom. I then set fibre to the abut¬ 
ment of the bridge and all the plank that would have been of service to 
the enemy. 

All the while I was cutting and burning their pickets were firing 
upon us at a great rate. I encouraged my men aR I could, so they 
stood until 1 sent them off. After seeing the last of the bridge I then 
made an attempt to rejoin my company, but was cut off by their picket. 
I attempted the second time by a new route, but met witii like fate. I 
then made a third trial, and after going for more than a mile I came

across a negro, belonging to Dr. Curtis, of Kew Berne, vrho was trying 
to make his escape from the enemy, as he was tired of living with them. 
I stopped to ask him some questions, and he told me not to go any 
farther or else I should be taken. I then countermarched my men, and 
as they turned balls fell around us as fast as hailstones. We retired 
in perfect order. I had not gone far before we found ourselves sur¬ 
rounded. My only chance then was to charge upon their pickets. It 
happened just at ttiat time the firing had ceased at the battery, and the 
picket supposing that we were cavalry in pursuit of them, so they ran 
from us faster than we from them. I then made my escape through 
Trenton, reaching Kinston at sunup Sunday morning completely ex¬ 
hausted, both men and horses.

Report of Ool. Thomas G. Stevenson^ Twentyfou/rth Massachusetts Ivr 

fantry. 

Kbw Beene, March 23, 1862. 

Agreeably to orders received from General Poster I embarked the 
Twenty-fourth Eegiment Massachusetts Yolunteers on the 19th instant 
on board the steamer Guide, and on the morning of the 20th, at 7 o^clock, 
got under way for Washington. Followed the gunboats Delaware, Lou¬ 
isiana, and Commodore Barney. At 7 o’clock same evening came to 
anchor off the mouth of the Pamlico Eiver. The next morning at day¬ 
light we again got under way, and at 10 o’clock arrived at within about 
6 miles of Washington, when we discovered their deserted batteries 
without guns, two on the south bank of the river and the other one 
on the north. We also discovered here a barricade, consisting of piles 
cut off about 3 feet below the surface. As I found it would be impos¬ 
sible to carry the steamer Guide up to the city even if the barrier was 
removed, on account of her drawing too much water, I went on board 
the steamer Delaware and conferred with Captain Quackenbush, who 
kindly offered to take two companies up in his steamer; and as the 
mayor, who had come down to meet us, assured us that there were no. 
troops in the city and as all signs confirmed this statement, I placed 
Companies I and G on board the Delaware and steamed up to the city, 
where we found a large number of persons on the wharves. I landed 
the two companies and marched to the court-house, where we nailed the 
Stars and Stripes to a flag-pole which we found in front of the court¬ 
house. The band played national airs and the men cheered. We then 
marched through some of the principal streets and returned to the 
boat. While in the city not a man left the ranks or behaved otherwise 
than as if on drill. 

I was glad to notice considerable Union sentiment expressed by the 
inhabitants. From quite a number of houses we were saluted by wav¬ 
ing handkerchiefs, and from one the national flag, with the motto, “ The 
Union and the Constitution,” was displayed. A large number of the 
inhabitants expressed a wish that sufficient force could be sent there 
to protect them against the rebels. 
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On returning to tlie steamer Guide we found that Professor Malle- 
fert had blown up the barrierj so as to clear a channel some 60 feet 
wide. At 6 o’clock same evemng weighed anchor and started for New 
Berne, where we arrived on the afternoon of the following day (2l8t 
instant).

Reports of Maj. Gen. Ambrose E. Burnside, U. 8. Army. 

Headquarters Department op North Carolina, 

New Berne, N. 0., April 17, 1862. 

I have the honor to report the following movements in this depart¬ 
ment since my last dispatch: 

Owing to the absence of engines and cars on the railroad and the 
burning of the bridges by the enemy the work of General Parke at 
Fort Macon has proved to be exceedingly difficult. The rebuilding of 
the bridges was necessarily done under the protection of a large guard, 
and the enemy’s cavalry made frequent visits to the road, and 1 have 
no cavalry to compete with them. Our losses have been but slight 
during the work, amounting in all to some 10 or 12 pickets. 

On the 7th instant Colonel Eglofistein, One hundred and third New 
York, was ordered to make a reconnaissance up the Trent in tlie direc¬ 
tion of Onslow County, and I afterward ordered him to continue his 
reconnaissance down the road leading from Trenton to Core Sound, at 
the mouth of White Oak Eiver, and then td proceed up the shore of 
Core Sound and communicate with General Parke at Morehead City. 
This I did with a hope that we might be able to catch a portion of the 
enemy’s cavalry, the headquarters of which were at Swansborough, 
from whence they sent detachments over to the railroad, thus making 
the duty of guarding the 36 miles of railroad from this place to Caro¬ 
lina City very onerous. The colonel started with 200 picked men, two 
days’ rations, and no transportation, with instructions to ration his 
men from supplies found on the route. He yesterday reached Gen¬ 
eral Parke’s headquarters, having had several skirmishes with the

enemy, in which he captured some 23 prisoners, 80 horses, and quite a 
quantity of pistols, sabers, Among the prisoners captured was 
Colonel Robinson, formerly of our Army, and son-in-law of Captain 
Macrae. 

I have been thus minute in these details to show you how necessary 
a regiment of cavalry is to me at this point, and I sincerely hope there 
will not be a moment’s delay in sending me a well-organized regiment. 

General Parke has now succeeded in getting on the banks in rear of 
Port Macon with the main body of his command and two mortar bat¬ 
teries and one 30-pounder Parrott gun. The enemy’s pickets have been 
driven in and all communication with the garrison from the outside 
cut off. The enemy’s shots thus far have done us but little harm, 
wounding only 2 men. There are three naval vessels outside co¬ 
operating with us, and I hope to reduce the fort within ten days. 

The re-enforcements spoken of have arrived, and 1 have formed the 
brigades of Generals Poster and Reno into divisions, which now occupy 
this place and its suburbs. I am building just in rear of the town an 
inclosed bastioned field work capable of holding 1,000 men and mount¬ 
ing thirty guns, which work will be finished in a few days, after which 
I propose to build another small four-gun work for two companies to 
the right of this first work and near the Neuse, These forts com¬ 
pletely command the town, and will enable me to leave it with a small 
force when I move up the country. My advance now on the railroad 
is at Batchelder’s Creek, where we are rebuilding the railroad bridge 
burned by the enemy, and I have made corresponding advances in the 
direction of Kinston, on the BTeuse and Trent Rivers, which positions 
have been maintained, with occasional disturbances in the way of picket 
firing. 

On the morning of the 7th some 600 of our men from Roanoke Island 
were sent to Elizabeth City and succeeded in capturing all the pickets 
in the neighborhood of that place, amounting to 74 men and 100 stand 
of arms. Since then the enemy’s rorce has been increased at that point 
to two regiments and a field battery of four guns. I have organized, 
in conjunction with Commodore Rowan, an expedition against that 
place, and if we succeed in capturing or driving the enemy back we 
shall move up to South Mills and blow up the lock of the canal, and 
then proceed up to the head of the Currituck Canal and blow in its 
banks, thus rendering it impossible for the gunboats, which are said to 
be building at INorfolk, to come into these waters. I hope the expedi¬ 
tion will be successful. 

The regiments of my original command are much decreased by sick¬ 
ness and casualties in battle, and the recruiting service having been 
stopped, I shall not be able to fill them up. My command now consists 
of twenty regiments, one battalion, and a battery, making an aggregate 
of about 15,000, distributed as follows: Three regiments at Roanoke, 
a half regiment at Hatteras Inlet, three regiments and a battalion with 
General Parke and on the road, and thirteen and a half regiments with 
the battery at this place. 

The engines and cars for which we made requisition immediately 
after the battle have not yet arrived, and as the re-enforcements sent 
me brought no wagons with them we are absolutely crippled for want 
of transportation. 

I sincerely hope there will be no delay in forwarding me the regi¬ 
ment of cavalry and two batteries of artillery, together with the engines, 
cars, and wagons already required for. 
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The enemy continues in force at Kinston, but I feel quite sure 1 
can dislodge them after the fall of Fort Macon. 

I have made the above statement in reference to my forces in order 
that the Department may know what I have to work with, and if in 
what I may have to do more re-enforcements are necessary they may be 
sent at once.

I have the honor to state that since my last report I have visited 
General .Parke’s force investing Port Macon and found the work pro- 
gressiug very rapidly, considering the obstructions that have to be 
overcome. After transporting aU the batteries, ammunition, supplies, 
&c., 36 miles by hand cars, they have to be transported by water some 
three miles and a half through a tortuous channel, with only 2 feet 
water at high tide. Flats loaded with supplies are sometimes a day 
and a half making this short trip. These supplies then have to be 
loaded on wagons and transported near 4 miles through deep sand to 
where the trenches are established. The farthest of our batteries, 
which consists of four 10-inch mortars, is but 1,200 yards from the fort. 
The battery of 30-pounder Parrott guns and the 8-inch mortar battery 
are still farther in advance, so that these supplies have aU to be 
transported at night, as the train for a half mile or more would be, if 
visible, under the direct fire of the fort. The working parties and 
teams are kept busy every night, and the general has been able to 
keep some small parties at work during the day under cover of the 
guard of riie trenches, but has had to exercise great care in protecting 
his men, in which thus far he has been very successful, losing in his 
whole force—Skilled, wounded, and missing—^but 9 men, and 1 captain 
wounded (Sheffield, of Fourth Ehode Island*). Some ninety cannon- 
shot from the fort and considerable musketry fire, which occurred on 
one morning, wounded but 2 of our men, while we killed and wounded 
with our rifles 8 of theirs and drove their pickets inside the fort. 

On my visit yesterday to the trenches with my staff the ambulance 
m which we traveled to within a mile of the fort attracted the atten¬ 
tion of their lookout on the flag-staff, which caused a battery to open 
upon us as we passed to and from the batteries, of which I was after¬ 
ward very glad, as it demonstrated to me that their firing is very 
wild. 

Our batteries, guns, &c., are now about completed and the pieces in 
position. The work has been most skillfully conducted under the 
direction of Captain Williamson, topographical engineer, and Lieu¬ 
tenant Flagler, of the Ordnance Corps. 

I came up for the puipose of carrying down through Coie Sound 
two of our floatiag batteries, with four ,30-pounder rifled Parrott guns 
mounted thereon, which I propose to anchor^ together with the gun¬ 
boat EUis, with an 80-pounder rifled gun, just in front of the fori,, 
opposite the town of Beaufort. The Havy co-operates from the out-

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side ■with three steamers and a sailiag vessel. I have ordered General 
Parke to advance some 400 of his best marksmen in front of the land 
batteries to within some 500 or 600 yards of the fort, to annoy their 
cannoneers. The rednotion of the fort is, 1 think, only a question of 
time. 

I sent General Eeno np beyond Elizabeth City to destroy the locks 
in the Dismal Swamp Oan^, and to nse his tecretion as to other 
operations in the direction of Norfolk, and with a "vdew to creating a 
diversion in favor of McOleUan, and I hope to hear of the successfol 
termination of his expedition ■within two days. 

General Foster, who is in immediate command here, is pushing his 
outposts in the direction of Elinston as rapidly as the present force 
here -will admit. He has also, besides building the railroad bridges 
across the Trent and Batchelder’s Creek, fortified this city in the rear, 
so that it can be held by a small force when we advance up the country 
or do^wn the coast. 

Our sick list is not decreasing. I hope the Governors of States from 
which my regiments have been drawn may be authorized to fill them 
lip to the maximum number of 1,000 men each. With the present 
strength of the regiments our men are worked very hard. 

I would again urgently but respectfully request of the Department 
one good regiment of cavalry, two light batteries of artillery, and the 
transportation required by my chief quartermaster. The en^es, cars, 
and wagons are absolutdy necessary to us here. 

Captain Cutting, one of my quartermasters, ■wiU bear this to you, 
and explain to you our wants more Mly than I can -write in this hur¬ 
ried way.

HjBADQTTANTBBS DEPAETMBNT OF NOETH CAJBOLINA, 

New Berne, April 29,1862. 

SiE: I have the honor to make the foUo^wing hasty report of the fall 
of Fort Macon, on Saturday, the 26th instant. The detailed report of 
the siege ■wUl be made in due time by Brigadier-General Parke, who 
conducted it; 

I arrived at the straits leading into Beaufort Harbor on the afiemoon 
of the 23d instant, and immediatd.y after sent -the inclosed demand for 
^e surrender of ine fort to Colonel White, the answer to which is in¬ 
closed herewith. 

On the morning of the 24th I communicated -with General Parke, 
and ascertained that a few more preparations remained to be made in 
the trenches before the fixing commenced. The armament in the 
trenches consisted of four batteries, as follows: Pronty’s battery, 1,200 
yards from the fort, consisting of four 8-inch mortars; Morris’ battery, 
1,300 yards finm the fort, consisting of three 30-pounder rifled Parrott 
guns; Flagler’s battery, 1,600 yards from the fort, consisting of four 
10-inch mortars; Caswell’s battery, 1,200 yards from the fort, consist¬ 
ing of one 12-pounder Dahlgren rifled boat ho-witzer. 

On the afternoon of the 24th I sent an order to General Parke to 
open &e as soon as possible, which he did at 5 o’clock on the morning 
18 B K—yoL IX 
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of the 26th instant and kept it up until 4 o’clock p. m.^ throwing 1,100 
shot and shell, of which 660 struck the fort, dismounting 17 guns, kill¬ 
ing 8 men, and wounding 26 others. 

About 7.30 in the morning the naval vessels came into action, and 
continued their fire until the high winds made it so rough outside the 
bar they were compelled to withdraw. I beg to refer you to the report 
of the commander of the fleet for more definite information, but I will 
add that their Are was well directed and was of material aid in the 
reduction of the fort. The intrepidity with which the vessels were 
brought within close range of the fort in a sea rolling to a fearfnl extent 
commanded the admiration of aU who witnessed the sight. 

In the mean time the ofi&cers and men who accompanied me, aided 
by Lieutenant Franklin and Midshipman Porter, of the Kavy, were 
getting Mchols’ and Baxter’s two floating batteries, with four rifled 
Parrott 30-pounder guns and one Wiard 12-pounder gun into posi¬ 
tion, but only one of them was able to participate in the conflict in 
consequence of the high winds. 

At 4 o’clock p. m. a flag of truce was hoisted on the parapets, when 
our batteries ceased firing, and a party coming from the fort bearing 
a white flag was met by a party from the trenches, when it was ascer¬ 
tained that Colonel White had sent the flag for the purpose of know¬ 
ing upon what terms he could surrender the fort. General Parke was 
sent for, and upon coming up he informed the bearer of the flag that 
the surrender must be uncondltionaL They informed him of the terms 
I had offered to Colonel White before the fire had opened and requested 
a cessation of hostilities until I could be communicated with, which 
was granted by General Parke j and he sent a message to me stating 
that Colonel WTxite desired to know on what conditions he could sur¬ 
render the fort, and without knowing the answer given by him I sent 
a reply allowing the same conditions I had offered before the firing 
commenced. There was a very great delay in sending this answer, 
owing to the fact that it had to be borne part of the way by water, 
while the wind and tide were so strong that it was almost impossible 
to move a boat against them. 

In the mean time General Parke started for my boat, reaching there 
at 4 a. m. on the 26th. He had met my answer on the way, but de¬ 
ferred communicating it to Colonel White until he had seen me. Upon 
consultation we a^eed that if an unconditional surrender was demanded 
the enemy would in all probability stand one day’s more bombardment, 
thereby occasioning an addition^ destruction of property in the fort, 
and inasmuch as I have always intended to release them on their parole 
if they surrendered, as I did the prisoners taken on Eoanoke Island, 
we did not think it wise to allow a technicality in negotiating to pre¬ 
vent us from accomplishing the same result in a less time, and thereby 
prevent an additional destruction of life and property. The answer 
was communicated to Colonel White early on the morning of the 26th, 
soon after which he came on board my boat, where he and General 
Parke arranged the inclosed terms of capitulation. 

We immeSately landed at the fort, went up to the trenches, brought 
the guard that was in them to the fort, and placed them as a guard on 
the glacis. The garrison of the fort marched out as prisoners of war 
and stacked their arms on the glacis, after which Colonel White low¬ 
ered the rebel flag, which was taken possession of by General Parke, 
who hoisted in its stead an American flag which was found in the fort. 
The prisoners then signed their paroles and were embarked on vessels 
with their private property, such as clothing, bedding, &c., and have 
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been transported—some to Wilmington, others to Beaufort, and the 
remainder to this place. 

By this surrender we come into possession of the fort and its arma 
ment of 54 guns, 400 prisoners, a large amount of ammunition, com 
missary, and quartermaster's stores, some 40 horses with their equip¬ 
ments, 500 stand of rifles and muskets with full equipments, and a 
considerable amount of implements incident to the complete equipment 
of a fort, besides opening one of the best harbors on the Southern coast. 

Of the skill, courage, and endurance displayed in this siege I will 
allow General Parke to speak in his detailed report. The result proves 
that the work was conducted by the right man. I inclose my con¬ 
gratulatory order. 

I beg to make a further explanation of my reasons for determiniug 
to release these prisoners whenever the fort should be taken. I am 
becoming daily more convinced that the release of our prisoners at 
Eoanoke Island was of material advantage to us; and as a large ma¬ 
jority of the men in the fort were from the counties bordering on the 
sound, which are more strongly Union than any other counties in this 
State, many of them being Union men themselves and nearly all of 
them anxious to get to their homes, I felt sure that it would create a 
much better impression in this community, and thereby strengthen our 
cause, by releasing them on parole than by sending them to the l^^orth. 
Another important reason for coming to this decision was, the sending 
them North would deprive me of considerable transportation, which is 
very valuable to me here now. 

During the siege and bombardment I have been aided in communi¬ 
cating with General Parke not only by my own staff, but by almost 
every member of the staff of Generals Foster, Eeno, and Parke. » 

I am sorry to record the loss of 1 man killed ana 2 wounded from 
our side on the day of the bombardment. The names will be given by 
General Parke in his detailed report.

The officers and men of the garrison to be released on 
their parole of honor not to take up arms against the United States of 
America until properly exchanged, and to return to their homes, 
taking with them all their private effects, such as clothing, bedding, 
books, &c.

Hdqrs. Third Briciade, Dept, op North Carolina, 

Carolina City, March 23,1862. 

Sir : I have the honor to inform you that I reached this point last 
evening after a severe march from the landing on Slocum’s Creek with 
a portion of my command. 
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Hearing that the enemy had burned the railroad bridge over New¬ 
port Biver I huixied off^ in order lo save the county coad bridge. This 
we succeeded in doing. We also secured some log quarters made for 
the Seventh Eegiment North Carolina troops. 

This morning I dispatched Captain Gardner and Lieutenant Flagler 
with a flag of truce to Fort Macon with a demand to surrender,* a copy 
of my letter, together with the reply of the commanding officer, I here¬ 
with inclose. 

We have now but one course to pursue, and that is to invest the 
place 5 but with the Newport Bridge destroyed this wiU be a slow 
operation. I have ordered Major Wright down to that point to re¬ 
build the bridge. This wHl have to be done before we can bring down 
the guns. Our supplies can be brought by rail to this point and thence 
in wagons over a fair road. 

The county road from Slocum’s to Newport is in one place very bad; 
will soon be impassable for heavily-loaded wagons. 

I have with me about 700 men; the remainder of the Fourth and 
Eighth are, I presume, now on the way down. 

I have sent two companies to Morehead City to prevent any com¬ 
munication with the fort. 

At present I have not strength enough to send a force to Beaufort. 
I believe they communicate with the fort every night. 

As far as I can learn the garrison of the fort has but little sympathy, 
or rather the commanding officer has but little, in either Beaufort or 
Morehead. 

If possible I would like some of the Navy to come around through 
Core Sound to interrupt communication between Beaufort and Port 
Macon. 

1 have just learned that the officers of the fort communicate with the 
outer world by running down the beach. My force at present is not 
sufficient nor have I the means to cut oif this communication. 

I have just taken a flat-boat, with a maH and a lot of corn, on the way 
from the fort to Swansborough. I will detain the captain.

My Dear General: PeU has just arrived. I will detain hitn until 
momingj as I have now a move on foot which is of so great importance 
that I wish you to he apprised of the result. 

Since my communication of yesterday’s date I have been steadily 
occupied in cutting off all communication with the fort. I have two 
companies posted in Morehead City, under M^or Allen, with orders to 
cut off all communication with the lort and Beaufort. 

To-day I sent to Beaufort for the town authorities. Captain Gardner 
met them, and informed them that I required them to stop all communi¬ 
cation with the fort. They all have a great horror of Colonel White, 
and fear that if they communicate with us he will shell their town. 
However they have determined to hold a town meeting, and I will get 
their reply to-morrow. 

At first I had not the means nor provisions to occupy it. My wagon 
train has now made two trips to Slocum’s Creek Landing, and I have 
now supplies until Saturday momingj and if the reply is not satis¬ 
factory I will send one company over there. The destruction of the 
Newport Eiver Bridge is a bad business. I hope Field will soon have it 
in order, and Flagler and Morris will soon have their guns here. 

I presume Flagler will inform you of the burning of the hotel at this 
place, also of the barracks just below here. 

Last night Colonel White burnt the prize bark lying under the fort. 

There are two ships at Morehead, one at the wharf and the other in 
the stream, purporthig to be English, and loaded now with turpentine, 
cotton, &c. They came in last Au^st, and have not been able to 
escape. I presume the fact of their flying BngHsh colors has secured 
them against Colonel White’s torch. 

My work for to-night is to send two companies over to the Banks under 
a good pilot. I send a boat to be carried across the sand hiUs to the sea, 
with a letter to the commanding officer of the fleet informing him of my 
move and requesting his co-operation. 

My transportation is only sufficient to carry over two companies, but 
it is so very important to occupy the Banks. 

We have made two captures, one a schooner load of com going from 
the fort to Swansborough, the other a bearer of dispatches from the 
captain of a picket company on Queen’s Creek, beyond Swansborough, 
to Colonel White. I have the captain of the schooner and the dispatch 
bearer now confined, and will send them to you by the first opportunity. 

O for some of [the] Navy people. Can’t you send one or two boat 
howitzers and ammunition down by rail so that I can send them over 
to the Banks! One could be mounted on our schooner with all ease. 

I am informed that the Union could come through Core Sound with 
some ship’s launches in tow. These could cut off Beaufort and the fort 
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Tell the l^avy people of these two bi^ ships and cargo. 

On this county ro^ there are two points where main roads come in 
from the Swansborongh side, and at these 1 will establish a guard to 
protect my wagon train until the raUroad is in running order. The 
enemy may send some cavalry in &om that side, but I don’t thiulr there 
is much danger.

Oolonel Harland has just reported to me that it is out of the question 
to get our boats up from Morehead owing to the interference of our 
old friends the wind, tide, and shoals. 1 have therefore postponed 
my trip to the Banks, and it must be aU for the best. 

How I win wait for the boat howitzers and their crews and make a 
lodgment by daylight. Please send them forthwith by rail. 

In addition to the schooner I can raise foor large boats, but only 
nine oars. Send some extra ones. 

PeU wiU teU you the condition of the bridge, &c. 

As I have not taken steps toward seizing these ships, let Commodore 
Bowan send an officer down at once to act in the matter. I will ftir- 
nish him men, and let the howitzers follow as soon as possible. 

Let Flagler and Morris have a lot of contrabands, with some teams 
to carry their ordnance to the raUroad, so that it can be run down here 
on the completion of the bridge. 

The people here are aU frightened. What shall I do about the oath 
of allegiance and neutrality i 

Please send me the forms and instructions about administering 
them. I have administered but two oaths of neutrality* Please send 
some blank passes. 

There are some rabid secessionists about here, but they don’t make 
their appearance. 

My command is in good health and spirits, excepting the two com¬ 
panies in Morehead; they are bivouacking, but have good shelter. 

We expect to supply ourselves with fish, &c.

Heabqttabtebs Third Bbigade, 

OaroUTta City, March 26,1862. 

GBNBBAii: Yesterday morning I received a visit from Mr. Burnley 
and Mr. Chadwick on “behalf of the citizens of Beaufort.” They ex¬ 
pressed the thanks of the citizens for the courtesy and consideration 
shown them, but were forced to acknowledge that they were powerless 
in reference to cutting off communication with the fort. They told me 
that they had communicated with White in reference to my proposi¬ 
tion, and he replied that he would not permit us to land in Beaufort; 
he would sheU. the town, &c. This of course disgusted the citizens of 
Beaufort, and I tbink they express the sentiments of the Beaufort por¬ 
tion of the garnson—about one company. 

At the close of the interview Mr. Burnley asked me what course I 
intended to pursue. I replied that my mind was made up, and that 
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they would soon hear from me. He informed me that there were no 
supplies for troops in the town; that they had not more than three 
months, for themselves, and, as all communication with Hyde County 
was cut off, they were in a sorry plight. 

Last night I sent Major j^Ien, with two companies, over to Beaufort, 
but as yet I have no report from him, nor have we any rt^orts fr'om the 
fort. 

I ordered him to seize all boats, and, if possible, surprise any parties 
that might be there from the fort. I ordered that no passes be granted 
unless the parties take the oath of allegiance, excepting passes to come 
and see me. 

I look to-day for some of our Navy people and a boat howitzer. 

My two old pilots returned last night from up the Banks. They re¬ 
port a rough sea outside. We can see the enemy’s outposts on the 
Banks opposite in small squads. 

I can’t learn whether or not they have any small pieces mounted at 
the salt-works. As that is a good landing I think it possible, and 
therefore would ratker postpone a landing until we can bring at least 
one howitzer to bear upon them and feel them before we expose too 
many men.

Geheeal : I have the honor to report the complete investment of 
Fort Macon. 

Three companies are stationed in Beaufort and two in Morehead 
City, with instructions to cut off all communications between those 
points and the fort. The commanding officers at these posts have 
seized all the boats. 

On the 29th I sent a reconnoitering party over to the Banks, consist¬ 
ing of 20 men, with a commissioned officer. Meeting no resistance, the 
party remained through the night. 

During yesterday I sent the remainder of the company over, and to¬ 
night I will send over another company. 

As soon as the signal officers arrive I will detail an officer for that 
station and send another to the fleet. 

Oaptain Morris has just arrived with the Parrott guns. The New¬ 
port Bridge being finished, they were brought through by rail. 

As soon as the boats come over from Beaufort I wiU send this bat¬ 
tery over to the Banks and commence operations. 

In my opinion these guns and mortars will be required ultimately, 
and wiU do more service on the Banks than they could at Morehead. 

The railroad embankment at Morehead will serve us a good purpose 
in mounting and serving the 100-pounder rifle. 

I have now in confinement Mr. Josiah F. Bell, the collector of Beau-' 
fort. I will send him up to you, together with papers, &c., and a re 
port.

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Carolina City, April 8, 1862—noon. 

General : I sent a dispatch to yon yesterday evening, and as the 
sergeant has not yet returned I fear he may have been intercepted by 
the rebel cavalry between Havelock and New Berne. 

In the dispatch I inclose Colonel Wilson’s report* of an attack upon 
his outside pickets by the rebel cavalry, wounding 1 man and probably 
taking 1 prisoner. 

This morning he reports that not only 1 but 8 are missing; that he 
increased the picket last night, but nothing farther occurred. To-day 
he sends out four companies to bum the county-road bridges. 

This second dispatch I sent you this morning, and fearing that the 
bearer may be waylaid beyond Havelock, I will send this by Slocum’s 
Creek. 

I am informed that Captain King some two or three days ago, heard 
some cavalry, I believe two, on a cross-road near the deserted battery, 
Croatan, and shortly after he saw a rocket. Now this may be mere 
rumor. StiU it behooves us to look out. I wiU write King to make a 
report to you of the circumstances. 

We sent quite a large mail this morning. I sincerely hope it has not 
been picked up by the enemy. 

The balance of the Ninth New Jersey should be sent down to New¬ 
port at once, and I think it advisable to have strong pickets posted 
throughout the railroad; but it is out of the question for me to attend 
to it from this point. 

The stem-wheeler cannot reach the Banks, and taking advantage of 
the tides is a slow progress. 

Morris’ company goes over this evening, the Eighth Connecticut dur¬ 
ing the night, and then I will send all the Fourth Bhode Island, except¬ 
ing two companies, which I will leave here. The two launches with 
howitzers are here; these can protect the retreat of the two companies 
to the stem-wheeler if forced to retire; this is hardly to be expected. 

I wish I had some cavalry down here to drive these reb^ out of the 
country. I do not believe there are more than two companies of them.

Captain: I have the honor respectfully to submit the following 
report of the movements and operations of the troops under my com¬ 
mand j^m the date of their embarking at New Berne, March 19, up 
to the reduction of Fort Macon, April 26: 

On the 19th the Fourth Bhode Island Eegiment, Col. I. P. Bodman 
commanding, and the Eighth Connecticut Eegiment, Col. Edward 
Harland commanding, were embarked, and on the 20th we steamed 
down the Neuse to Slocum’s Creek, and, preceded by the gunboat 
Picket, followed up this latter stream to the landing place previously 
determined on by the commanding general. 

The Fifth Bhode Island Battalion, Maj. John Wright commandiug, 
marched from New Beme down the railroad, and joined us at Have¬ 
lock Station, a mile and one-half distant from Slocum’s Creek Landing. 

* See p. 295. 
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Oapt. Lewis O. Morris, First United States Artillery, being assigned 
to duty with the brigade, was placed in charge of the three 30-pounder 
Parrott guns, and Lieut. D. W. Flagler, of the Ordnance, had charge 
of the two mortar batteries. 

From Slocum’s Creek it was intended to haul the siege train over 
to the railroad, and thence transport it on cars with horse-power to 
Carolina City. Immediately on landing at Slocum’s Creek I was in¬ 
formed that the enemy had burned the railroad bridge over ^Newport 
Eiver, and fearing that a similar attempt would be made on the county- 
road bridge, I dispatched a company to guard it, and followed with 
the available force that had landed. We thus secured this bridge, 
and had an unobstructed route by the common road to CaroUna City, 
which point we reached on the 22d. 

The Fifth Ehode Island Battalion was ordered to the crossing of 
Newport Eiver, and to the major commanding was intrusted the re¬ 
building of the railroad bridge. This was accomplished in a few days. 

On the 23d a demand was made fbr the surrender of the fort and 
garrison. This being refused, steps were at once taken to completely 
invest the work and preparations made for besieging the place. 

Two companies were sent to Morehead City, the terminus of the 
railway, and three companies to Beaufort, with instructions to the 
commanding officers at both points to seize aU the boats and cut off 
all supplies for the garrison and stop aU communication with the fort. 
A gunboat served to blockade Core Sound, and by the aid of one or 
two small boats at Carolina City we were enabled to cut off all com¬ 
munication through Bogue Sound. From Beaufort a communication 
was opened with the blockading fleet, a party crossing to Shackelford 
Banks, and thence in a fisherman’s boat to the fleet. 

Having received a ship’s launch and howitzer from New Berne by 
the way of Clubfoot Canal, a small party on the 29th of March, imder 
cover of this gun, effected a landing on the Banks directly opposite 
Carolina City, thus completely investing the work. 

The enemy now seemed to be very active m and about the fort. 
The bark Glen, lying under the guns of the fort, was burned; also the 
Eliason House. The hght-house tower and beacon were overturned, 
and all the outbuildings were destroyed. All parties of our men cross¬ 
ing from Morehead to Beaufort, or anywhere within range of the guns 
of the fort, were continually fired upon. 

Fort Macon is situated upon the eastern extremity of Bogue Banks, 
a narrow sand island stretching off to the westward a distance of 
about 25 miles, and separated from the main-land by Bogue Sound, 
in which the depth of the water is so slight as to permit no navigation 
other than that of the lightest-draught flats and small boats. From a 
point on the island opposite Carolina City to the fort, a distance of 
about 6 miles, the surface of the island is broken, commencing a short 
distance from the beach, into irregular kuoUs of sand, varying in 
height and extent. Toward the sound these knolls decrease in size 
unffl they approach an extensive salt-marsh, through which run nu¬ 
merous creeks. Near the head of one of these creeks, Hoo;^ Pole, our 
permanent camp and depot was located, and to tms point it was 
necessary to transport all the troops, supplies, siege guns, ammuni¬ 
tion, &o., in scows and small boats. On account of Ime intricacy of 
the channel and the slight depth of the water, even with the boats 
which we obtained, no supplies could be transported excepidng upon 
fiill tide. 

Finding that a large force was necessary to guard the Newport 
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Railroad Bridge, the Ninth New Jersey Regiment, having reported for 
duty with the brigade, was assigned to that post, with instructions to 
picket the line of railroad and protect it &om encroachments of the 
enemy from the direction of Swansborough. The Fifth Rhode Island 
Battalion, being thus relieved, joined me on the 4th of Api^ at Caro¬ 
lina City. 

On the 29th of March the first troops were crossed to the Banks, and 
from that time to April 10 every available hour of night and day was 
spent in transporting men^ siege train, and supplies. 

During this period of thirteen days I crossed eight companies of the 
Fourth Rhode Island Regiment; seven companies of the Eighth Con¬ 
necticut Regiment; the Fifth Rhode Island Battalion; Company C, 
First United States Artillery; Company I, Third New York Artillery, 
Captain Ammon commanding, who reported for duty ^t Carolina Cily, 
and the siege train. 

Communication was immediately established with the fleet, a signal 
officer being placed aboard the vessel of the commanding officer. 

On the 11th, aided by Captain Williamson, of the Topographical 
Engineers, Captain Morris, of the Artillery, and Lieutenant Flagler, 
of the Ordnance, I made a reconnaissance in force in the direction of 
the fort. Meeting the enemy’s pickets, they were driven in after a 
slight skirmish, and we advanced to within a mile of the work, when 
the guns of the fort opened upon us with shot and shell. The men 
were placed under cover of the sand hiUs, while Captains WiUiamson 
and Morris and Lieutenant Flagler made a careftd examination of the 
ground in our front, and selected sites for our batteries ranging from 
1,300 to 1,700 yards from the fort. The force was then with&awn, no 
casualties having occurred from the fire of the enemy. In the recon¬ 
naissance we received great assistance from the blockading fleet, Capt. 
S. S. Prentiss comman^g. The gunboats engaged the fort and shelled 
iiie beach in our front. For this and other timely aid rendered us I 
desire to express my acknowledgments and thanks. 

On the 12th a permanent advance guard of five companies was organ¬ 
ized and work on the approaches was commenced. During this day a 
Rkirtnish occurred with the enemy, in which Captain Sheffield and a 
private of i^e Eigh^ Connecticut Regiment were wounded. The 
enemy were driven back, and although more than seventy shot and 
shell were fired on our advance ^ard and fatigue parties, not a man 
was injured by them. From this date the regular work on the ap¬ 
proaches, trenches, batteries, and rifle pits was vigorously push^ 
forward by all our available force both night and day, in spite of the 
desultory fire kept up by the enemy. 

The road along the beach being in fall view of the lookout on the 
flag-staff of the fort, it became necessary to transport our guns, mortars, 
and ammunition to the batteries and magazines under cover of the 
night. The enemy made two ineffectual attempts at night to dislodge 
us from our advanced position, in one of which Lieutenant Landers and 
a private of the Fifth Rhode Island Battalion were slightly wounded, 
and in the other Ms^or Appleman and a private of the Eighth Con¬ 
necticut Regiment received severe contusions from a discharge of grape 
while digging rifle pits within 760 yards of the fort. 

On the morning of the 24th the two mortar batteries were prepared 
to open fire, and tib,e Parrott-gun battery was ready, with the exception 
of the opening of the embrasures, which was delays until the moment 
of opening fire was arranged, so that the ^lemy might not discover oni 
position. 
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In selecting sites for onr batteries advantage was taken of the sand 
hills previously spoken of. By cutting down the natuiul slopes ol 
these hills to a sufficient depth to lay the platforms for our guns and 
mortars and revetting the interior faces with sand bags excellent 
epaulements were formed. Embrasures for the Parrott guns were cut 
directly through the sand hills, and revetted with sods taken from the 
salt-marsh close at hand. During the night of the 24th the embra¬ 
sures of the Parrott-gan battery were opened, and at 5.40 o’clock on 
the morning of the 25th the first shot was fired upon the fort. Imme¬ 
diately aU three of our batteries opened, and our fire was vigorously 
answered. 

Owing to the high wind and rough sea it was impracticable to com¬ 
municate with the blockading fleet our intention of opening fire on the 
morning of the 26th. As soon, however, as the commandiug officer, 
Oapt. Samuel Lockwood, discovered our movements he brought all his 
vessels into action, and for a time attracted the enemy’s attention to 
such an extent as to greatly facilitate the officers in charge of the mor¬ 
tar batteries in correcting their range and length of ftise, but owing to 
the extreme roughness of the sea the fleet was compelled to withdraw. 
At 4.30 in the afternoon a white flag was displayed upon the ramparts 
of the fort and the firing ceased upon both sides. After communicating 
with the general commanding during the night of the 25th, on the 
morning of the 26th, at 9.30 o’clock, I received the surrender of the 
fort and garrison. 

A copy of the terms of capitulation is herewith transmitted.* 

For the detailed operation of the three batteries I have to refer you 
to the very interesting reports of Captain Morris and Lieutenant Flagler. 

The fort and armament bear evidence not only of the great skill with 
which these batteries were served, but also of the wonderful effects 
produced by the introduction of rifled guns into our siege trains. The 
number of guns disabled and the effect produced upon the scarp-wall, 
although not exposed to view from our position, are sufficient proof of 
the great value of the 30-pounder Parrott as a siege gun. 

In truth, the result of the ten and a half hours’ firing from our three 
batteries exceeded my most sanguine expectations, and they reflect the 
highest credit upon the officers and men engaged in their location and 
construction, as weU as the working of the mortars and guns. 

To Oapt. fe. S. Williamsom of the Topographical Engineers, I am 
under lasting obligations. His bold and daring reconnaissances to 
within 800 yards of the fort gave us full and complete knowledge of the 
ground up to the very foot of the glacis. He so located the batteries 
that the sand hills themselves served as epaulements, rendering but 
little work necessary to prepare them for the guns and mortars and 
the construction of the magazines. 

Oaptain Morris and Lieutenant Flagler were untiring in their zeal and 
energy in superintending the construction of the batteries. The work 
was carried on both by day and night under their supervision by the 
men of Company 0, Mrst United States Artillery, and Company I, 
Third Hew York Artillery, and such details as could be spared from 
the infantry force. 

The Parrott-gun battery was commanded by Captain Morris, First 
United States Artillery, assisted by Lieutenant G-owan, Forty-eighth 
Pennsylvania Begiment, and Lieutenant PoUock, First United States 
Artillery.

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The lO-inch mortar battery was commanded by Lieutenant Flagler, 
of the Ordnance, assisted by Captain Ammon, Third l^ew York Artil¬ 
lery, and Captain Pell, aide-de-camp to the general commanding, who 
volunteered his services. The 8-inch mortar battery was commanded 
by Lieutenant Prouty, of the Twenty-fifth Massachusetts Eegiment, 
assisted by Lieutenants Thomas and Kelsey, of the Third Kew York 
Artillery. The result shows the efficiency with which the batteries 
were worked, and I take great pleasure in acknowledging my thanks 
to these officers. 

From the time of our first occup 3 ring the ground immediately in front 
of the fort very severe and onerous duty was performed by the officers 
and men of the Fourth Ehode Island, Eighth Connecticut, and Fifth 
Ehode Island Battalion. Owing to companies being detached from the 
first two regiments and their otherwise weak condition the tour of duty 
in the trenches and on advance picket guard returned every third day. 
This, in connection with a march of 3^ miles through heavy sand to and 
from camp and occasional fatigue duty, was beginning to tell fearfidly 
on both officers and men; still they bore it all without complaint, and 
it gives me pleasure to com m end them as soldiers of true grit. 

The Mnth Kew Jersey Eegiment guarded our route of supplies, and 
rendered most efficient service in completely protecting our line of com¬ 
munication from raids of the rebel cavalry, who were constantly prowl¬ 
ing about the country. 

During the investment of the work and active operations of the siege 

1 kept up constant communication with my force by means of the officers 
of the Signal Corps. From favorable positions previously determined 
upon these officers were enabled to report to the commanding officers 
of the batteries the effect of their shot and shell. 

During the action I have to report the following loss: 1 killed and 

2 wounded. Killed, Private William E. Dart, Company I, Third Kew 
York Artillery. He fell, struck by a round shot, while in the perform¬ 
ance of his duty resetting a pointing stake on the parapet of the 10- 
inch mortar battery. Wounded, Sergeant Hynes and Private Bonnet, 
of Company C, First United States Artillery. 

The reported killed and wounded in the fort is as follows: Killed, 8; 
wounded, 20.

Report of lAmt. Darnel W. Flagler^ TT. 8. Ordmmee D^artment. 

Fort Macon, K. C., April 29. 1862. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit for your information the following 
report of the disposition made of the siege batteries used in the attack 
upon Port Macon; 

I was detailed for duty with the Third Division in the Department of 
Korth Carolina on the 19th of March, and, in accordance with an order 
from General Parke, turned over a Parrott-gun battery of three rifled

SO-pounders to Captain Morris, of the First Artillery, and also loaded a 
battery of four 10-inch siege mortars upon a bark, holding them in 
readiness to proceed with the division whenever it should move. When 
the division arrived at Slocum’s Creek, as it was not sure there would 
be occasion to use these batteries, they were left on board the vessels 
at that point. 

1 came on with the division to Carolina City, and after the general 
had communicated with the commanding officer of the fort I received 
an order from him (General Parke) to return immediately and attend 
to the transportation of the batteries. Fearing we had not artillery 
enough 1 went to New Berne and loaded another battery of four 8-inch 
mortars upon a barge, and Lieut. M. F. Prouty, of the Twenty-fifbh 
Massachusetts Eegiment, having reported to me for artillery duty, 1 
left him to bring this battery to Slocum’s Creek. From the head of 
this creek to Carolina City the artillery had to be transported by land. 

The quartermaster could furnish very little transportation, as nearly 
all that could be procured was engaged in bringing down baggage and 
stores for the troops. 

There were no men with the batteries to unload and move them, and 
the labor had to be performed by negroes, whom 1 obtained from Cap¬ 
tain King, the division quartermaster. The batteries were hauled to 
Havelock Station in quartermasters’ wagons and there loaded on cars, 
and hauled to Carolina City with horses and mules. The large quan¬ 
tity of heavy shell necessary for the mortaa- batteries, and the lack of 
men, wagons, and oars to transport them, must account for the delay 
of these batteries in reaching Carolina City. 

At the latter point only one scow could be obtained suitable for car¬ 
rying purposes across Bogue Sound to the Banks, and owing to tides 
ftiud the difficulties of a shallow, intricate channel not more than one 
trip could be made daily. 

A magazine was established in a deserted building at the point of 
landing, and again all the materials had to be hauled a distance of 4^ 
miles along a sandy beach. 

On the 12th instant, the day after the enemy’s pickets were driven 
into the fort, I went with Captain Williamson, Corps of Topographical 
Engineers, and selected positions for the batteries. The first of these, 
the 10-inch mortar battcoy, was at a distance of 1,680 yards from the 
fort, and behind a natural sand MU, wMch was sufficiently Mgh to pro¬ 
tect it from the direct fire of the enemy’s cannon. It was near the 
marsh, on the left side of the island. 

Captain Morris’ battery of Parrott gips was placed about 200 yards 
in advance of this and a little to the right. The position of the sand 
bills was such and the strip of available land so narrow that the latter 
had to be put more nearly in front of the mortars than was desirable 
in order to distract the enemy’s filre. The 8-inch mortars were placed 
still 200 yards farther in advance, and on the right, near the sea-shore. 

The work of moving the ordnance, building the mortar batteries, 
constructing roads, &c., was aU performed by details from the regiments 
of infantry of the division and from Captain Ammon’s company of the 
Third New York ArtiUeiy. The men were often at work before they 
were rested from the fatigue of twenty-four hours’ picket duty^ the 
pickets themselves often volunteering to assist, and always with a 
cheerfulness wMch evinced thdr determination to accomplish the end 
we had in view. While at work the men were often annoyed by 
artiUery firing from the fort, but no one in the batteries was even hurh 
the sand hiUs affording good protection. On the evening of the 23a 
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instant tlie batteries, magazines, and roads leading to them were all 
completed. Wagons had been engaged for several nights previous 
hauling shells to the mortar batteries, and on the night of the 23d I 
had the magazines filled with ammunition and reported to General 
Parke that we were ready to open fire. 

The following day at 2 o’clock I received orders from him to com¬ 
mence firing that afternoon, if possible. I obtained details of men for 
the mortar batteries from Captain Ammon’s company of the Third 
Kew York Artillery. The men, having a march of 4 mUes to the bat¬ 
teries, did not arrive there tUl late in the afternoon. Captain Morris 
reported that he would not be able to open fire till the next morning- 
as he had still some work to do upon the embrasures. As I was con¬ 
fident that the enemy was ignorant of the nature and position of oui 
batteries and as we would be able to fire only a few shells before dark, 
while obtaining our ranges, I thought it better to wait till morning, 
keeping the enemy in ignorance till we were ready to open fire upon 
all the batteries simultaneously and to continue it. The men slept in the 
batteries that night, and aU commenced fire shortly after sunrise in the 
morning. 

Lieutenant Prouty commanded the 8-inch mortar battery, and I took 
charge of the 10-inch, and was assisted by Captain Ammon, and by 
Captain Pell, aide-de-camp to General Burnside. The first few dis¬ 
charges were from the Parrott guns, which were followed soon by the 
mortars, and the fire was continued without interruption till 5 p. m. 
It was returned from the fort with twenty-one guns, among which were 
one 8-inch and two lO-inch columbiads and six 32-pounders mounted 
as mortars. At first the enemy’s fire was very rapid, principally shells 
and shrapnel, and the fort was so enveloped in smoke that it was diffi¬ 
cult to teU whether our shells were falling within or beyond them. At 
9 o’clock I received a dispatch from the signal officer at Beaufort, say¬ 
ing the mortars were firing too far.” The error was corrected imme¬ 
diately, and shortly after the enemy’s fire was somewhat slackened. 

The smoke cleared away, and I could observe the effect of every 
shell distinctly. The bolsters of the lO-inch and one of the 8-inch 
mortar-beds were split during the day. The platforms of the lO-inch 
mortars were badly injured, as the soil was too light to afford a firm 
foundation. These were all repaired, stopping fire from one piece at a 
time for that purpose. During the afternoon we fired very carefcdly, 
but slowly, as I wished to reserve ammunition enough for night firing 
if necessary. 

After 11 o’clock more than five-eighths of the shells fell within the 
fort. The epaulement of the 10-inch battery was considerably injured 
by round shot and the explosion of a few 10-inch columbiad shells 
from the fort. The pointing stakes were several times displaced. At 
about 6 o’clock the enemy hoisted a white flag and we ceased firing. 
During the night the batteries were completely repaired and the maga¬ 
zines replenished. The men slept in the batteries, that they might open 
fire again if necessary. 

But one man was killed in my battery and none wounded. I re¬ 
ceived most valuable assistance from Captains PeU and Ammon, and 
I cannot speak in too high terms of the men. The detachments from 
Captain ^^mon’s company were without previous knowledge of mor¬ 
tar practice except what they had gained from a drill the preceding day, 
yet they served the pieces efficiently and without accident throughout 
the day. The gunners detailed from Captain Morris’ company, Privates 
Carlin, McKinstry, Seising, and McKenna were invaluable. 
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1 take particular pleasure iu calling your attention to the manage¬ 
ment of the 8-inch mortar hattery. It was under the charge of Lieu¬ 
tenant Prouty, who, as a volunteer officer of infantry, has had no prac¬ 
tical experience in artillery practice and no knowledge on the subject 
except what he has gained since he reported to me. His success is the 
result of his own industry and energy. I inclose his report. I have 
since examined the fort, and find that of the 1,160 shots &ed from our 
three batteries about 600 took effect within the works of the enemy, 
not counting the shells that were exploded over the fort. The fire of 
the Parrott guns was most destructive, these three pieces having dis¬ 
abled nineteen of the enemy’s guns. Only about 3 feet in width along 
the tops of the scarp-wall of the western face could be reached by their 
fire, yet in this narrow portion 41 shots had taken effect, some of them 
penetrating the brick masonry to a depth of 2 feet. Comparing the 
angle at which the guns were fired with the angle of fall necessary for 
the shot to reach this wall, I am confident they could not have reached 
it without having been partially spent by passing through the crest of 
the glacis. 

Barricades for the casemates have been formed within the fort by 
standing bars of railroad iron up against the casemate inside walls. 
Several traverse circles were blown up by mortar shell, but they did 
not seem in any other way to have disabled guns. Forty-eight of the 
same shell exploded in the bottom of the ditch and a large number on 
the parade. One of the latter broke through into the drain of the fort. 

The choice of the kind and caliber of the artillery used in the attack 
upon Fort Macon was certainly a good one. The object to be effected 
with the siege mortars was, at first, by exploding the shells at short 
distance above the fort, to drive the cannoneers irom the guns or pre¬ 
vent them from being efficiently served; afterward, by exploding the 
shells at or after strildng, to disable guns. In both respects they were 
successful. The destructive and accurate fire of the 30-pounder Par¬ 
rott guns has shown that the work of dismounting or disabling guns 
with them is not a matter of chance, but of certainty. There was no 
exposed wall on which to try their breaching power. 

During the enemy’s fire since the first commencement of operations 
I have often had occasion to observe the want of effect in the explosion 
of their shells. I have examined a few of those left in the fort and find 
them filled with cannon powder.

Report of Ideut. Merrick F. Prouty, Tioenty-fifth Massaekusetts Infmtry. 

Sir : I have the honor to report that on Thursday, April 24,1862, 
at 1 p. m., I was ordered by you to move to the 8-inch mortar battery 
of four pieces, which was planted 1,280 yards from Fort Macon, and 
open fire on the fort. 

Lieutenants Thomas and Kelsey and 16 men of the Third Hew York 
AitiUerv and 5 men of Captain Morris’ battery were detailed to man 
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the mortars, but owing to the distance of the camp from the battery 
and hard walking in the loose sand we did not reach there till 3.30 
p. m., and before we could open fire I was ordered by you to await 
further orders before doing so. The men remained in the battery dur¬ 
ing the night, and I opened fire, as you ordered, about 5.30 a. m. The 
first shells falling short, the charges were increased and a good range 
was obtained in a short time. A steady and effective fixe was kept up 
from each piece until 11 a. m., when the bolster of No. 4 was broken 
by the recoil, and that was not worked until about 1 p. m., when, 
having been repaired, it was again opened. At 3 p. m. I received an 
order from you that a reserve of ammunition should be kept for con¬ 
tingencies during the night, and from 3.20 p. m. to 5 but two pieces 
were used. At that time firing was suspended, the enemy showing a 
white flag. The firing during the afternoon was very fine, nearly every 
shell bursting within or over the fort. During the night of the 26th 
shell and ammunition were brought, and at daylight of the 26th the 
men were at their posts, and everything in good order to open fire, had 
it been necessary. 

Very efScient service was rendered me by Lieutenants Thomas and 
Kelsey, and the conduct of the men was beyond praise. 

I am happy to report that no casualties occurred; but two of the 
enemy’s sheU bursting in or over the battery.

Beport of Copt. Leteis 0. Morris, First U. 8. Artillery. 

Foet Macon, N. 0., April 28,1862. 

Sm: I have the honor to submit the following report of the opera¬ 
tions of Company 0, First Artillery, during the siege and reduction of 
Fort Macon: 

As you are aware, I was ordered to leave my light battery at New 
Berne and report to you with three Parrott 30-pounder guns as part of 
the siege train for the reduction of Fort Macon, and that they did their 
work well the sequel has proved. 

After the investment of the fort and a careful reconnaissance it was 
decided to place my battery at a distance of 1,600 yards fi:om the fort, 
the 10-inch mortar battery about 200 yards in rear, and the 8-inch 
mortar battery about 200 yards to the right and front. As these bat¬ 
teries were constructed under fire, much of the work was done at night, 
which, added to the fact that guns, ammunition, and materials were 
transported through deep sand some miles, will prove that it was 
no light labor which the men performed so cheerfully and so well. 

The company, having worked all night, completed the battery on 
the morning of the 26th of April, and at 6.30 I opened fire on the fort, 
the first shot striking the parapet. The mortar batteries followed imme¬ 
diately, and shot and shell were poured rapidly into the fort, which 
returned the &e with spirit. For several hours tiie fire from me fort

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was rapid and well sustained, and 8 and 10 inch si ell and shot, 32- 
ponnder shot and shell, 24-ponnder shot and rifled projectiles were 
ploughing the ground in furrows before the battery, striking the para¬ 
pet or exploding in front and rear. After that time they served a less 
number of guns. 

Six 32-pounder shot passed through my embrasures, one of which 
struck the Parrott gun on the left of the battery, but fortunately did 
not disable it. The piece was struck on the chase and wrought-iron 
band, carrying away the breech sight. About the same time a lO-inch 
shell fell upon the wheel of a limber and shattered it. This was aU 
the damage to my battery by the enemy’s fire. 

About 9 o’clock in the mommg the blockading fleet engaged the 
fort and withdrew after an hour’s firing. During the afternoon the fire 
from the batteries was rapid and effective, so much so that about 5 
o’clock a white flag was displayed from the fort and a proposition to 
surrender was made. The following morning the flag of the Union 
was floating over another rebel fortification. There was fired during 
the day from my three guns 450 shot and shell, and the effects of these 
projectiles are seen everywhere in disabled guns and broken walls 
One shot disabled two guns, 8 and 10 inch colnmbiads; another passed 
through a bar of railroad iron and buried itself in the wall. The scarp- 
wall was protected by the glacis, but occasionally a shot would strike 
this wall and penetrate over 2 feet. Had this wall been exposed to a 
direct fire from these ^ns it could have been breached in a few hours. 
Nineteen guns were disabled by my fire. Prom rapid and continued 
firing the vents of aU my guns were enlarged, one of them so much so 
as to render the gun unserviceable. 

To the officers and men of my command I am indebted for the cool¬ 
ness and skill with which they served the pieces. First Lieut. G. W. 
Gowan, Forty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers, attached to my com¬ 
pany, and Second Lieut. W. K. Pollock, First ivrtulery, each had charge 
of a piece, which they pointed themselves during most of the day and 
disabled many of the enemy’s guns. Sergeant Eeynolds and Corporal 
Leahy rendered efficient service as gunners and made some fine shots. 
Sergeant Thompson did good service in the magazine, filling and 
fusing shell and serving out ammunition. Nine of my men were de¬ 
tailed to serve as gunners in the two mortar batteries, which service 
they performed to the satisfaction of the commaij.der8 of these batteries. 
These men were replaced by nine men from Captain Ammon’s com¬ 
pany, I, Third Eegiment New York Volunteer Artillery, who did their 
duty well. It gives me pleasure to report that during the day only 
two men. Sergeant Hynes and Private Bonnet, were slightly wounded.

Beport of Col. Isaac P. Bodman, Fourth Bhode Islamd Infantry. 

Hdqrs. Fourth Eegiment Ehode Island Vols., 
Department op North Carolina, 
Beaufort, V. C., May 1,1862. 

Sir: I have the honor to report the action of the Fourth Ehode 
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Island in the reduction of Fort Macon, which surrendered to our forces 
on the 26th ultimo: 

After a march, which was necessarily a forced one, the Third Brigade 
of this department, or a portion of it, arrived and invested Port Macon 
on March 26. The Fourth Ehode Island had two companies in Beau¬ 
fort, one in Carolina City, and seven on the Banks. The labor of those 
on the Banks was very arduous, as much so as we could well endure, 
which was cheerfully performed without flinching. Five companies 
of the Fourth alternately relieved the Eighth Connecticut and Fifth 
Ehode Island Battalion in the trenches for fifteen days, exposed through 
the day to the fire of the enemy, during which time our siege batteries 
were planted. Hot a day passed that the enemy did not open on us, 
firing from 30 to 50 shells, none of which, I am happy to say, injured 
any of my regiment. 

The exposure and fatigue incident to our duty has largely increased 
our sick fist, and we have lost 6 men by death since we arrived. Their 
names will appear in the adjutant^s report to General Mauran, which 
we have at last completed. 

Our batteries opened on the morning of the 26th, and in two or three 
hours told with fearful efitect on the enemy’s works. They held out 
for about ten hours, when by a flag of truce they requested a cessation 
of hostilities preparatory to a surrender. General Burnside granted 
this, and on the morning of the 27th Fort Macon was ours. The Fifth 
Ehode Island Battalion, being on duty in the trenches, received their 
arms, and five companies of my regiment relieved Major Wright, 
guarding the prisoners until they were shipped off. The fort is much 
damaged by our fire and some twenty-six guns were rendered unfit for 
service. The flag that was flying on the fort General Parke has re¬ 
quested General Burnside to send to you. 

Mne companies of the Fourth are now quartered here, and we have a 
fine building for a hospital, where, I do not doubt, our men will rap¬ 
idly improve. Dr. Millar assures me that they are better already. I 
hope soon to have the most of them able for duty. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Bbaijfort, K C., May^ 1,1862. 

Major: Port Macon fell on the 26th of April. I believe that never 
in the history of warfare have signals been used with more complete 
success or to greater advantage than during the siege of that place. 
When operations were commenced against Fort Macon, between four 
and five weeks ago, I was ordered to open a station at this place to 
communicate with General Parke’s headquarters via Morehead City and 
with the blockading squadron. From that time until the 26th instant 
all orders were sent and received by signals. At times no other com¬ 
munication was had with headquarters, it being unsafe for boats to 
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cross the harbor except under cover of the night. From my station 
(less than 2 miles distant from the fort) I could with the aid of glasses 
observe distinctly the movements of the enemy, as, for instance, should 
a force go out to attack our troops at work on the siege batteries or 
any alteration be made in the position or bearing of guns or any 
movement made important to be immediately known at headquarters, 
and of which our men could have no knowledge from their position. 
On my representing this fact to General Parke he ordered a station to 
be open by day on Bogue Banks, near our batteries, to receive official 
messages only, having reference to observations made from my station 
(this station was at different times worked by Lieutenants Marsh, Lyon, 
and Palmer, and was several times fired upon by the enemy). By this 
ari'angement the enemy were held under a complete surveillance dur¬ 
ing daylight. I was the only officer on the Beaufort station until the 
21st instantj when Lieut. Marvin Wait reported for duty. 

On the night preceding the bombardment a number of important 
official messages were sent and received in communication between 
General Burnside’s headquarters on board the steamer Alice Price 
(lying in Core Sound back of Beaufort) and General Parke. 

The bombardment commenced on the 26th instant at 6 a. m, I had 
expected to receive special instructions to watch and report the accu¬ 
racy of fire; but not receiving them, I determined to act upon my own 
responsibility. My station was at very nearly a right angle with the 
line of fire, so that I was enabled to judge with accuracy the distance 
over or short that the shot fell. The 10-inoh shell were falling almost 
without exception more than 300 yards beyond the fort. Lieutenant 
Wait and myself continued to signal to the officer in charge until the 
correct range was obtained. The 8-inch shell were falling short; we 
signaled to the officer in charge of that battery with the same effect. 
The same was the case with the battery of Parrott guns, which were 
much elevated. From the position of our batteries it was impossible 
for the officers in charge of them to see how their shot fell; but owing 
[to] the observations made by Lieutenant Wait and myself and sig¬ 
naled to them from time to time, an accurate range was obtained by 
aU the batteries, and was not lost during the day. After 12 m. every 
shot fired from our batteries fell in or on the fort. The accuracy of fire 
astonished ourselves equally with the enemy. From that time imtil 4 
p. m., when a white flag appeared upon the fort and the firing ceased, 
a greater amount of execution was done than could have occurred in 
twenty-four hours further bombardment without the aid of signals. 

The proposition to surrender and the reply, with terms of capitula¬ 
tion, were sent to and from General Burnside through this station by 
Lieutenant Wait and myself. I saw General Parke immediately after 
the occupation of Fort Macon by our forces. He spoke in the highest 
terms of praise of the system of signals used, and extended his thanks to 
the signal officers for Gie services they had rendered. 

Constant signaling during a period of over four weeks across a sheet 
of glaring water has injured my eyes somewhat.*

Some personal matter omitted. 
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Report of CoL Moses J. White^ 0, 8. Army. 

GoLDSBOEOTjan, ]Sr. C., Ma% 4,1862. 

General : I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
defense of Fort Macon, which you will find to he imperfect. As my 
adjutant has mysteriously disappeared with his papers, I have no means 
of giving you a full report: 

A demand was made for the surrender of Fort Macon on March 23 
last by Brigadier-General Parke, XJ. S. Army, which demand was re¬ 
fused. General Parke then, having collected a large force at Carolina 
City, took possession of Beaufort and Shackelford Banks, thus cutting 
us off from any communication without the range of our guns. 

Having established his camp 8 miles from the fort, on Bogue Banks, 
the enemy drove in our pickets on April 10, and established themselves 
just without the range of our guns and their pickets within 1 mile of 
the fort. In retiring before them our pickets showed great coolness, 
and forced the enemy to advance with caution, although flanked by a 
fire from the sea. The enemy, after fuUy establishing themselves, com¬ 
menced their advance on the fort by means of ditches, using the sand 
hills as a covering for their working parties. 

With their larger force (being well protected by the sand hills) they 
were able by April 22 to establish their batteries within 1,400 yards of 
Fort Macon. 

Only one sortie was made during their advance, which consisted of 
an attempt made with two companies to drive in their working parties 
and pickets on April 11, but, they being largely re-enforced from their 
camp, our companies were forced to retire. Occasional firing took 
place between our pickets and those of the enemy at night, but with¬ 
out any casualties on our side. We could only annoy the enemy by the 
fire of our artillery, which, fired horizontally, could do them no damage 
and only force them to keep behind the sand hills. IXot having a mor¬ 
tar in the fort, we mounted six old 32-pounder carronades, which had 
been placed in the fort for defending the ditch, with 40^ elevation, and 
used them for throwing shell behind the enemy^s coverings. Two 10- 
inch guns were also used for the same purpose. They were, however, 
so completely concealed that we could seldom ascertain the position of 
their working parties, and when driven from them we could not see 
when they returned, and from scarcity of shell could not keep up a con¬ 
tinued fire. Had the fort been built and armed for defense from a land 
attack the siege might have lasted longer; but as neither was the case, 
the enemy were able to complete their batteries, completely masked, 
in a shorter time than I had hoped for. During the siege some discon¬ 
tent arose among the garrison, which ended in several desertions. The 
men complained of their fare, although furnished with Ml rations, and 
seemed to be dissatisfied with being shut up in such a small place, so 
near their relations and friends, but unable to communicate with them. 
I am sorry to say that the officers did not act in a proper manner to 
suppress the difficulty. The health of the troops did not seem to be 
good, although we lost but one man by sickness. IXearly one-third 
were generally on the sick list. 

On April 22 General Burnside arrived with several boats and anch¬ 
ored about 4 miles down the sound, but was forced by the fixe of a rifled 
gun to retire and take up a position near Harker’s Island, 
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On the 23d a demand was made by General Burnside for the sur¬ 
render of Fort Macon, which being refused, a request was made that 1 
should meet him in person the next day on Shackelford Banks on very 
important business. 

At 8 a. m. on the 24th I met General Burnside, as he requested. 

He then attempted by persuasion to produce a change in my deter¬ 
mination, but was told that the fort would be defended as long as 
possible. 

At 6 a. m. on the 26th the enemy’s land batteries opened upon the 
fort, and at 6.30 a. m. their vessels, consisting of three war steamers 
and one sailing vessel, commenced a cross-fire with rifle and 11-inch 
shell. The fire from both directions was immediately returned, and at 
7 a. m. the ships retired—one disabled and two others in a damaged 
condition. The attack from land was kept up with gxeat vigor, the 
enemy having immense advantage from their superior force, being able 
to relieve their men at the guns, while our morning reports showed 
only 263 men for duty. Our guns were well managed, but being able 
to do little damage to water batteries and siege guns, firing through 
very narrow embrasures. The enemy kept up a very vigorous and ac¬ 
curate fire from both rifles and mortars, dismounting guns, disabling 
men, and tearing the parade, parapet, and walls of the fort. 

At 6.30 p. m., finding that our loss had been very great, and from 
the fatigue of our men being unable to keep up the fire with but two 
guns, a proposition was made to General Parke for the surrender of 
Port Macon. General Parke demanded an unconditional surrender, 
which was refused, and the general informed that the firing would be 
renewed immediately. He then requested that the firing should cease 
until the next morning in order that he might consult with General 
Burnside, and that the general should meet me the next morning at 
Shackelford Banks. This proposition was accepted. 

On the 26th, at 7 a. m., I met General Burnside, as proposed, and a - 
surrender was agreed to on terms shown in the mclosed paper.* The 
Southern flag was hauled down at 12 m. and the men left the fort as 
soon as means could be furnished. A portion crossed to Beaufort. 

Captain Guion’s company started for Hew Berne on the 27th, and on 
the same day 160 men, consisting of parts of several companies, started 
for Wilmington on the United States gunboat Chippewa, arriving at 
Port Caswell at 7 p. m. on the 28th. 

Our loss during the fight was 7 killed and 18 wounded —2 danger¬ 
ously. Privates Langston and Jewel I was forced to leave in the fort. 

All other of the wounded were brought off. A nurse was loft with the 
two men. The fort was very much damaged and fifteen guns disabled. 
Two days more of such firing would have reduced the whole to a mere 
mass of ruins.

&ENEBAI.: I have to inform you that our outside pickets on the 
Cedar Point road were attacked this noon at about 1 o’clock by a force 
of about 40 cavalry mounted and about 20 on foot, who made a sudden 
dash ui>on our post. 

In skirmishing we had 1 man shot, wounded, and are fearfhl 1 made 
prisoner. This information I have from courier sent in. 

Our men stood the attack and returned the fire, killin g one horse, 
but are unable to learn any other damage, as the enemy retreated at 
a rapid rate, but suppose l^ey must have killed or wounded some. 

I have sent forward another company to strengthen this post, who 
arrived there soon after the attack.

Sir: According to your instructions I make the following report of 
my progress since Saturday last: 

I took my march toward Carteret County on Saturday, and reached 
Mr. Fescue’s, on the Beaufort road, 20 miles below Threnron. 

Sunday I was joined by Captain Hill and 60 of his men and pro¬ 
ceeded toward Beaufort. At sunset I halted, and sent forward to 
ascertain the number and position of the enemy’s advance reported to 
be ahead. At 1 o’clock in the night my scouts came in, not able to 
find anything, and I proceeded to BU Saunders’ and fed my horses 
and men. 

Monday morning I was joined by Lieutenant Humphreys with about 
30 men. By agreement with Captain Hill and Lieutenant Humphreys 
I divided the whole force into four platoons of about 30 men each, 
placing the men with the best arms in the first platoon. This platoon 
I placed under command of Lieutenant Eure and sent it forward as an 
advance down the road from Saunders’ toward Newport. I followed 
with the other three platoons and their commanders a short distance 
behind the advance. After going within 6 miles of Newport the 


SmP arke to Bomside, Aprils, in “Coirespondenoe, ebo,”port. 
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advance saw a squad of 6 of ilie enemy and charged them, capturing 
3 and killing 2. About 200 yards in advance ot the first squad there 
was another squad of 12, which being discovered, Lieutenant Eure 
rallied his platoon and charged them, kfiling 1 and captuiing 6. Most 
of the enemy fired their muskets without injuring a horse or man on 
our side. In five minutes after the firing ceased two companies of the 
enemy came in sight and fired upon us and fell-into the marsh. By 
their fire the only damage done was the killing of my horse under me. 
I ordered the men to retire down the hill, as there was no chance to 
charge them from a miry causeway. With our 9 prisoners I retraced 
my steps to this place last night. 

As the first platoon did the principal work, I deem it sheer justice to 
say that they behaved with great bravery. 

. I let Lieutenant Humphreys take charge of 3 prisoners, Captain 
Hill 3, and I send the remainder to you and through you to General 
Eansom. 

I am very anxious that you should recall me forthwith, as my horses 
and men are completely e:^austed and tired out. 

I also send 7 muskets captured from the enemy and Captain Hill 
took two. 


The number of the enemy at Newport and stationed at intervals 
from Newport to the place we encountered them is about 600 or 700 
from the best infbrmation. At and about Morehead City one regiment. 

AH praise is due to Lieutenant Bure and Orderly Jordan, who led 
the charge of the advance guard.

APBIL 7-8, 1862.—Expedition to Elizabeth City, N. C. 

Effort of Col, Rush 0. SawMna, Ninth New Yorh Infantry, 

Headquarters Eoanoke Island, N. 0., 

April 11, 1862. 

Sir: On the morning of the 7th instant a detachment of COO men 
left here on board of the steamers Virginia, Putnam, Ceres, and Eagle 
for Elizabeth City, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Grilfin, 
of the Sixth New Hampshire Volunteers. At 4 o’clock a. m. of the 8th 
instant they landed two companies of the New York Ninth at the city 
and four companies of the New Hampshire Sixth 6 miles above the 
city. They surprised two companies of the enemy’s forces, who ran 
without firing a shot. Our forces pursued and succeeded in captaring 
73 of the rebels, belonging to the First Brigade of North Carolina 
Militia, who are now here and await your orders. Unless I hear from 
you to the contrary I shall release them on their parole and send them 
back.

Fifty stand of arms, 2 drums, 4 horses and saddles, and 1,000 rounds 
of cartridges were captured and brought away.

Sir : With this I have the honor to report to you the partial success 
of my expedition against the Second Eegiment North Carolina Volun¬ 
teers. 

1 brought all the available forces of that regiment to battle last 
night at Th. Gillett’s farm. The regiment was commanded by its 
colonel, William G. Eobinson, formerly of the Eegular Army, an old 
Indian flghter, like myself. I made him prisoner. T could not recap¬ 
ture the Ninth New Jersey boys, they having been transported to Kin¬ 
ston before 1 reached Young’s. Th. Gillett’s farm, the battle ground 
is situated 6 miles south of Young’s, at the fork of the Onslow and 
Carolina City roads. I made many prisoners. The wounded enemies 
number considerable. 

I will have the honor to report to you in full on my arrival at New 
Berne.

P. S.—Most of my men are mounted on the horses captured from 
the enemy and beg to serve as cavalry on similar expeditions. Hie 
pftorlTnATit of Col. William G. Eobinson was nerfeetlv routed, but owing 
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to tlie absence of cavalry on my part I could not reap the full advan¬ 
tages of tiie victory gained in pursuing the rebels.

Camp Burnside^ New Bernej N (7., April 19, 1862. 

April 5 .—^In obedience to Special Orders of Headquarters Second 
Division, Department of Iforth Carolina, IsTo. 66. a detachment of 141 
men left April 5 in order to occupy Evans’ Mill 5 distance, C miles; 
course south. 

April 6 .—^The party, being re-enforced, left Evans’ Mill at midnight, 
under command of Colonel Baron Egloffstein, leaving a small garrison 
to protect both the grist and the lumber mill. 

April 7.—^Breakfasted at Tippe’s plantation. Beached Foah Jack¬ 
son’s plantation, where we were informed of the presence of pickets, 
stationed 1 mile farther west, on Christopher Eoy’s farm, the owner of 
which had been instrumental in carrying away N. Jackson the day be¬ 
fore and burning several thousand bales of cotton. Arriving on Chris¬ 
topher Toy’s plantation, the colonel was fired at by the pickets, Toy 
being reported as taking part in the skirmish. I retaliated by driving 
the pickets oft* the ground and securing 50 head of cattle for the use of 
the Government. We captured 3 horses on the premises, and com¬ 
menced mounting our infantry, encamped on Toy’s i)lantation. The 
next morning a detachment of 25 men, commanded by Captain Schuck- 
hart, was sent to Camp Burnside in charge of the cattle. Left late in 
the evening for Haughton’s Mill. When near Mill Creek arrested a 
lone traveler on horseback, who was returning in the direction from 
Kinston. Through his instrumentality we made the first rebel pris¬ 
oner at Haughton’s Mill. Major Quentin, with a small detachment, 
acted as a surprise party with great promptitude. 

April 8 .—^Encamped at Haughton’s residence at 1 o’clock at night. 
Sent out another suij>rise party to Crooked Run. Two rebels crossing 
the run at 9 o’clock in the morning, one of them was made prisoner; 
the other, having been shot at, escaped through the woods in a south¬ 
erly direction. Trom Evans’ Mill we traveled 1 mile south to the fork 
of the Trenton and Beaufort road; took the Trenton road running west 
for 10 miles; changed course 2 J miles south to Haughton’s Mill. 
Later in the afternoon 6 men (pickets) ran in our trap on Crooked Run, 
but returned post-haste on the road they came, owing to one of the in¬ 
experienced soldiers firing too soon. Left the mill at 10 o’clock p. m., 
having sent the prisoners back to Kew Berne with a strong escort of 
cavalry. 

April 9.—^After a severe march in rain and storm we arrived at 
Mr. E. Toy’s farm before daybreak—course, west 3 miles, soutli 2A 
miles. Captain Schuckhart rejoined us here, bringing orders for the 
colonel to return to "Sew Berne for further instructions, Major Quentin 
remaining in command under instructions to return on the road we 
came, but securing his position and retreat by scouting }>arties to the 
plantations of Cummings, William and Henry McDaniel, by means of 
which we were informed that 9 prisoners of the Ninth New Jersey Reg¬ 
iment, under an escort amounting nearly to 100 men of cavalry, had 
passed on their way to Kinston. 

April 11 .—Colonel Baron Egloffstein returned from New Berne the 
next evening. The column moved on to Cummings’ farm during the 
night, reaching Jones’ Mill, where a picket of 11 rebels was posted. 

April 12 .—^The column was halted, and Mai or Quentin marched 
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stealthily with a small body of men through the swamps surrounding 
the enemy, who, on discovering our men, sought their safety in dight, 
taking the Onslow road. The major made 1 rebel prisoner in person. 
We proceeded to the Jones’ estate, superintended by Thomas Garrook 3 
course south, 7 miles. I ordered the major to conduct the infantry 
through the swamps and across White Oak Eiver, guided by an expe¬ 
rienced negro, to Thomas Gillett’s farm, on Pebbly Eun. With a view 
to mislead the enemy I marched the cavalry back to Cummings’ planta¬ 
tion, the fork of the Onslow and Hadnot road, marked Young’s on 
old geographical maps. 

April 18.—To draw the attention of the enemy to the movement of 
the cavalry I made a number of secessionists prisoners on this road 
dui’ing the night. Marched C miles on the Hadnot road, course south¬ 
east, to Thomas Gillett’s farm, where we joined the infantry in the 
afternoon. Foske’s and Bell’s farms were occupied by our own pickets 
south of Pebbly Eun, and a strong picket posted north of Gillett’s 
plantation to apprise us of the approach of the enemy. The whole 
cavalry was sent on picket duty in the immediate neighborhood. 

At 11 o’clock p. ni. our northern picket was driven in by the advance 
guard of the Second Eegiment of Cavalry (Nineteenth Eegiment North 
Carolina Volunteers), led by their colonel, William G. Eobinson. Eapid 
firing on the part of the advancing enemy, chiefly directed to the win¬ 
dows of the room occxipied by Colonel Baron Egloffstein, roused our 
men to prompt action. The inclosures of Gillett’s farm were simulta¬ 
neously attacked by 300 men—^well-mounted cavalry. Gallant conduct 
was shown on the part of our officers and men. Three charges were 
repulsed with the greatest firmness, after which the enemy fled in con¬ 
fusion and disorder in all directions, leaving 1 dead, their colonel, and 
2 privates as prisoners in our hands. Twelve horses of the enemy we 
found dead on the battle-field and 5 more hors de combat. 

Col. William G, Eobinson exhibited much boldness, and deserving 
of being better sustained by his followers. He was wounded in the 
thigh heading the third attack in person. Two of our Elites^ Captain 
Langner, Prussian artillery, and Lieutenant Martinez, adjutant to 
General Garibaldi, wrested the colonel from his command. 

Our loss was Sergt. Adolph Grossmann, of Company P; Capt. Th. 
Schuckhart, shot through the heart; Sergt. Henry Bopp, Company B, 
Captain Muller; Privates Morgenstem, same company, and Muhsam, 
Comi)any P, wounded, and since recovering. 

in the morning pistols, sabers, and guns were found lying about the 
fields and along the road to Cummings’ and several stray horses were 
captured. ^ 

The 6lite Geiger was promoted to an honorary lieutenancy on the 
battle-field. Lieut. Arthur von Brand rendered valuable services, 
Capt. Th. Schuckhart proved an efficient officer. Drs. John Kraeuter 
and Marc Bocicking deserve credit for giving prompt medical attention 
to tlic wounded. First Sergt. Niemetz von Eottenberg, Company K, 
defended the entrance to the inclosurc with much energy and coolness 
and is deserving of promotion. He was well seconded by Oorp. 
Franz Ebner, same company. Sergeant Kxauth, of Company E, act^ 
promptly. Sergeant Wettstein and Corporal Schrag, Company F, 
behaved bravely. Private Durr, of Company K, was bold and cool. 
Private Polguere, of Company K, remained on guard durii^ the wh^e 
engagement like an old soldier. Sergt. Martin Hacker, of Cot^any E, 
acted well. Mites Bernhard von Schmidt and Louis von Waldeck 
acted well. Sergt. Valentine Horst was instrumental in securmg the 
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gates against the boldest cavalrisls, and prevented the disaster which 
might have followed an early success on the part of the enemy. Pri¬ 
vates Muhsam, Ohnesorg, Bieke, G-lyckhen-, and Bagel, of Company F, 
fought bravely at the same post. Sergeant Leither, same company, 
exhibited much courage and electrified our men when most needed. 
Sergeants Zimmermann and Baumann were active in resisting the main 
charge directed to the rear of the premises. 

April 14.—For the purpose of delivering Col. William G. Eohinson 
to headquarters without running the risk of another engagement the 
colonel determined to march without delay to the encampment of the 
Binth Bew Jersey Eegiment at Bewport. This was accomplished by 
marching 27 miles our fatigued and brave men. We destroyed the 
bridge at Jones’ Mill to prevent the enemy fi?om following close to our 
heels. We reached Carolina City and reported to General J. G. Parke, 
meeting Capt. D. A. Pell, aide to General Burnside, who directed the 
immediate dehvery of the prisoner colonel to Bew Ilerno, where Mrs. 
William G. Eohinson had arrived with a flag of truce to welcome him. 

April 18.—By means of railroad and steamer wo reached Camp 
Burnside without further incidents.

Hdqrs. Piest Brig., Army [Distriot] op the Pamlico, 

April 20, 1862. 

Sir : In compliance with instructions from General Holmes 1 have 
the honor to make the following report of the circumstances attending 
in attack made by Lieutenant-Colonel Eohinson, with a piu-t of the Sec- 
and Borth Carolina Cavalry (Bineteenth Borth Carolina Volunteers), 
upon a detachment of the enemy’s infantry, near White Oak Eun, on 
the night of the 13th instant: 

Colonel Eobinson’s command was composed as follows: Company D, 
Captain Strange, Lieutenants Baker and Williams, 64 men ; Comi)auy 
I, Captain Bryan, Lieutenant Blasingame, 46 men: Company K, Cap¬ 
tain Turner, Lieutenants Graham, Lockhart, and Moore, 46 men 5 Com¬ 
pany B, Lieutenant Allison, 14 men. Company P, Lieutenant King, 
about 16 men; Company B, 25 men; Company A, 4 men. Total, 1 
lieutenant-colonel, 3 caiJtains, 8 lieutenants, and 202 men. 

About 2 miles before reaching the house in which the enemy was 
known to be Colonel Eohinson called the three captains together and 
consulted about a plan of attack. At first it was agreed to dismount 
two companies, who were to attack in flank and rear while the rest 
were to charge in front. This mode was, for some unexplained cause, 
abandoned, and it was determined to charge the premises mounted, 
and the following arrangement was made: 

Captain Bryan, with his comi>any, and the detached portions of An¬ 
drews’, Thomas’, and Colo’s (B, E, and P) companies, was to charge 
down the lane to the front of the house. Strange, with liis company, 
was to throw down the fence on the loft, and Turner, with his com¬ 
pany, was to do the same on the right, and each to charge on the flanks 
and rear. 

w<isi at tiiA fhi) and the nisrht cloudless. A negro belong- 
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iag to the premises was taken, and. from him and Lieutenant Nether- 
cutt, of the Twenty-seventh Uorth Carolina Volunteers, the exact local¬ 
ity of the premises was ascertained and information minute in detail 
collected. Before getting close an advanced party of 6 privates (4 from 
Company A and 2 from Company D) was thrown forward to draw off 
any guard protecting the front. It was concerted that when this party 
fired the whole command was to move in the direction indicated, each 
party taking the route previously determined. Near the mouth of the 
lane a small guard was found and the sentinel shot by the advance 
party. The lane is about 100 yards long. Immediately upon hearing 
the shot Colonel Robinson ordered the charge. The advanced party 
and Captain Bryan and Lieutenant Blasingame, with a small portion 
of Bryan’s company, obeyed, and reached the yard fence while many of 
the enemy were yet lying down. Being feebly sustained, they, after 
discharging their pieces, fell back near the mouth of the lane, where 
by far the greater portion of all had halted and were wildly and waste- 
frilly throwing away their fire. No effort up to this time had been 
made by either Captains Turner or Strange to reach the flanks and 
rear of the house. 

By some means or other a second charge was made up to the yard 
gate (which was only about 20 feet from the house), and Captain Bryan 
and several men state that an officer came out of the house and begged 
to have the firing cease, offered to surrender, and Captain Bryan gave 
the order to cease, and for an instant it was obeyed; but some person 
cried out, “Shoot thed-drascal!” and at once the firing recom¬ 

menced on each side. 

By this time 2 or 3 of the men had been wounded and 1 or 2 killed, 
and again the party fell back. Colonel Eobinson was all this time try¬ 
ing to urge the men up to their work, but in vain. A large number 
took to the woods; nearly all hesitated and refused to charge. By dint 
of personal effort and the assistance of a few others Colonel Eobinson 
threw down the fence on the left, and with about 20 or 30 men (among 
whom was Captain Strange) charged to the left and rear. Captain 
Bryan says he joined the party. 'When nearly in rear of the house the 
men fell off behind a low hiU and left Colonel Robinson almost alone 
close to the paling. Here he was wounded and fell off his horse. 
Captain Bryan says he saw and recognized the horse and tried to catch 
him. 

The whole party that had gone into the field toward the rear now gal¬ 
loped entirely around and passed into the road some 200 or 300 yards 
in rear of the mouth of the lane. Lieutenant Allison says he was not 
close to the house, as his horse run away with him. About the time 
that the second charge was made up the lane Captain Turner’s horse 
was seen to turn back and move off with him. When Colonel Robinson 
took the field to the left Lieutenants Graham and Moore say that they 
pulled down the fence on the right, rode into the field, and tried to get 
their men to follow, but all effbrt was futile. The whole, except the 
small party who had gone with Colonel Eobinson, either remained in 
the road, took to the woods, or retired by the way they had come. 
When those who had pretended to follow Colonel Eobinson reached the 
road all seemed to have become confused and perfect disorder prevaUed 
for 15 miles. Lieutenant Baker says he remained with a small number 
near the mouth of the lane for more than an hour after the rest had 
gone. At any rate some reached camp two or three hours sooner than 
others. No effort was made by any one after Colonel Eobinson was 
wounded to rally the men and renew the fight. It is apparent that a 
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success was completely and with scarcely an effort won and afterward 
lost by folly and cowardice. 

Captain Turner was found abont 200 yards from the mouth of the 
lane, lying wounded and stunned in the road. Some suppose that he 
was wounded in the head and thrown by his horse. As I examined 
the wound I am satisfied all his injuries were caused by the fall from 
his horse. 

The casualties are Colonel Eobinson and Captain Turner wounded: 
2 privates killed, 6 wounded, and 5 taken prisoners—^probably all 
. wounded. 

It is impossible to express too harsh terms toward the men for their 
dastardly behavior, and wo can hardly justly [s*c] apply his severe dis¬ 
approbation to officers who could permit their commander to fall into 
the hands of the enemy without an efibrt to rescue him, and who ex¬ 
hibited scarcely the first quality which ought to entitle them to com¬ 
mand. 

It is but right to remark that the enemy’s numbers have been vari¬ 
ously estimated at from 50 to 200. I cannot determine the real strength, 
but suppose a mean between the two numbers would be just. 

To keep such troops in the presence of the enemy would be useless 

K criminal, and I respectfully suggest that the officers and men who 
on two occasions covered themselves with shame and our arms 
with dishonor be debarred the privilege of combatting for our liberties. 
The officers should be reduced, never to hold commissions; the men 
should be dismounted and disarmed and placed at hard laoor during 
the war, and the second in command should be made an especial exam¬ 
ple for the benefit of our country and its cause. It may, perhaps, ap¬ 
pear severe thatthefewwhoseemed willing to do their duty should suffer 
with the multitude of those who failed in all that becomes the officer 
or soldier, but they are so inextricably mingled that human ingenuity 
would fail to make the just discrimination. 

I respeotftdly recommend that all but one squadron of the regiment 
be transferred to the rear and there be placed in a school of instruc¬ 
tion under competent officers. Ignorance, idleness, and incapacity so 
strongly characterize a large number of the officers that a thorough 
purging is required.

General : Tlie report of Brig. Gen. Eansom of the circumstances 
attending an attack by Colonel Eobinson’s command upon the enemy’s 
infantry, with your indorsementj recommending that the suggestions of 
General Eansom be complied with as regards the men and officers who 
have on two occasions covered themselves with shame and our arms 
with dishonor, has been referred by the Department for my action. 

While deeply mortified at the conduct of the men, as reported by 
General E., I cannot see how his suggestions to reduce the officers and 
disarm the men and condemn them to hard labor can be carried out, unless 
charges be proiierly preferred and the matter submitted for investigation 
to a court-martialj when it could be ascertained how far they were culpa¬ 
ble and what punishment is merited. H in your judgment it is deemed 
advisable, the whole companies might be disbanded and their arms 
given to others. But it would appear from the report of the detach¬ 
ments engaged that but a few men from some of the companies were 
present. For the bad behavior of a few it would not appear just to 
punish the whole. I would suggest that these men be stationed at 
some point, if possible, where their drill could be perfected, as it would 
seem that their imfortunate behavior was attributable in a great meas¬ 
ure to lack of drill and discipline.

Report of M(0. Gen. Ambrose E. Burnside^ V. 8. Army. 

Headquarters Department op North Carolina, 

Eew Berne., April 29,1862. 

Sir : I have the honor to inclose General Eeno’s report of the move¬ 
ment made by him, in accordance -with my order, for tlie pit^ose of 
accomplishing certain objects already indicated in a former dispatch, 
the main one of which was most succesfoUy accomplished. General 
Eeno’s report gives a detailed account of the movement, and I need 
only add that I feel an increased confidence in the bravo officers and 
solffiers who accomplished so much in so short a time. 

Our loss in the engagement was 14 killed and 96 wounded and 2 
taken prisoners.* The enemy’s loss must have been much greater, as 
the chaplain of the Ninth New York, left in charge of the wounded, 
reports having seen on the field 30 killed, besides several wounded, 
the main body of the wounded having been taken from the field when 
they retreated. 

Our forces drove the enemy ffiom the field in a most gaUant style, 
buried our dead, bivouacked on the field for seven hours, transported 
all the wounded, except 14 so severely wounded that they could not be 
moved, but were comfortably provided for and left in charge of a sur¬ 
geon and chaplain. 

General Eeno then, in obedience to orders, returned to his fleet and 
embarked his men. He felt less reluctance in leaving behind thcHo 
14 wounded with the surgeon and chaplain from the fact that I had 
but a few days before released some 80 wounded, with the surgeons, 
who were left by the enemy in New Berne, and the commanding officer 
in that neighborhood would be less than human were he to refuse to 
release these wounded as soon as they can bo transported safely. 

I bog to inclose my congratulatory order with the rei)ort of General 
Eeno: also the correspondence between the general and the command¬ 
ing officer at South MiQs.

New Berne, N. 0., April 22,1862. 

Captain : I have the honor to report that, in obe^ence to the order 
of Major-General Burnside, I proceeded from Ifew Berne vdth the 
Twenty-first Massachusetts and Fifty-first Pennsylvania Eegiments to 
Eoanoke, and was there joined by part of the Ninth and Eighiy-nin^ 
New York and Sixth New Hampshire. 

Wo proceeded directly to Elizabeth City and commenced disem¬ 
barking on the 19th instant at midnighk at a point about 3 miles below, 
on the east side. By 3 p. m. Colonel Hawkins’ brigade, consisting of 
the Ninth and Eighty-ninth New York and the Sixth New HampsMie, 
were landed and ready to move. I ordered ColondL Hawkins to pro¬ 
ceed at once with his brigade toward South Mills for the puipose of 
making a demonstration on Norfolk. I remained to bring up the 
other two regiments, they having been delayed by their vessels getting 
aground at the mouth of the river. They came up at daylight and 
were landed by 7 a. m. I proceeded directly toward South MBls, and 
about 12 miles out met Colonel Hawkins’ brigade, who, it seems, lost 
his way, either by the treachery or incompetency of his guide, he hav¬ 
ing marched some 10 miles out of Ms way. As his men were very 
much jaded by their long march, I ordered them to follow the Second 
Brigade. 

Proceeding about 4 miles farther, to within a mile and a half of South 
Mills, the rebels opened upon us with artillery before my advance 
guard discovered them. I immediately reconnoitered their position, 
and found that they were posted in an advantageous position in a line 
perpenMeular to the road—^their infantry in ditches and their artillery 
commanding all the direct approaches, their rear protected by a dense 
forest. I ordered the Fifty-first Pennsylvania immediately to file to 
the right and pass over to the edge of the woods to turn their left. I 
also ordered the Twenty-first Massachusetts to pursue the same course, 
and when Colonel Hawkins came up with his brigade I sent him with 
the Ninth and Eighty-ninth New York to their support. The Sixth 
New Hampshire were formed in line to the left of the road and ordered 
to support our four pieces of artillery. 

Owing to the excessive fatigue of the men they could not reach their 
position for some time. In the mean tune the enemy kept up a brisk 
artillery fire, which was gallantly responded to by our small pieces 
under charge of Colonel Howard, of the Coast Guard, who during the 
entire engagement displayed most conspicuous gallantry and rendered 
very efficient service both during the action and upon the return, he 
bringmg up the rear. As soon as the Fifty-first Pennsylvania and 
Twenty-first Massachusetts had succeeded in taming their left they 
opened a brisk musketry fire, and about the same time the Ninth New 
York, also coming in range and being too eager to engage, unfortunately 
charged upon the enemy’s artillery. It was a most gallant charge, but 
^ey were exposed to a most deadly fire of canister, ^pe, and mus¬ 
ketry, and wem forced to retire, but rallied immediately upon the 
Eighty-ninth New York. I then ordered both regiments to forma 
junction with the Twenty-first Massachusetts. In the mean time the 
20 E E—VOL IX 
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Fifty-first Pennsylvania and Twenty-first Massachusetts kept up an 
incessant fire upon the rebels, who now had withdrawn their artillery 
and had commenced to retire in good order. The Sixth "New Hampshire 
had steadily advanced in line to the left of the road, and when within 
about 200 yards poured in a most deadly volley, which completely de¬ 
moralized the enemy and finished the battle. Our men were so com¬ 
pletely fagged out by the intense heat and their long march that we 
could not pursue them. The men rested under arms in line of battle 
until about 10 o^clock p. m.j when I ordered a return to our boats, hav¬ 
ing accomplished the principal object of the expedition, conveying the 
idea that the entire Burnside expedition was marching upon Korfolk. 

Owing to the want of transportation I was compelled to leave some 
16 of our most severely wounded men. Assistant Surgeon Warren, of 
the Twenty-first Massachusetts, was left with the men. I sent a flag 
of truce the next day to ask that they might be returned to us. Com¬ 
modore Eowan kindly volunteering to attend to it. We took only a 
few prisoners, some 10 or 15, most of whom belonged to the Third 
Georgia Eegiment, 

The l^inth Kew York suffered most severely, owing to their prema¬ 
ture charge, our total loss in killed and wounded b^eing about 90, some 
60 belon^ng to that regiment.* 

The officers and men of the several regiments all behaved with their 
usual gallantry and many are worthy of particular mention, and I pre¬ 
sume the brigade and regimental commanders will do justice to their 
respective commands. I will forward their reports as soon as received. 

The return march was made in perfect order, and few if any strag¬ 
glers were left behind. Considering that during the advance the weather 
was intensely hot and that on the return a severe rain rendered the roads 
very muddy, and that a portion of the command had to march 45 miles 
and the other 36 and fight a battle in the mean time, and that all this 
was accomplished in less than twenty-four hours, I think that the com¬ 
manding general has every reason to be satisfied with his command. 

I desire to return my thanks to Commodore Eowan and the officers 
and men rader him for their untiring energy in disembarking and 
re-embarking my command, and also to Lieutenant Flusser for the gal¬ 
lant maimer in which he assisted us by proceeding up the river and 
driviag the enemy out of the woods along the banks. Colonel Haw¬ 
kins, commanding the First [Fourth] Brigade, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bell, commanding Second, both displayed conspicuous courage, as did 
also the regimental commanders. Lieutenant-Colonel Clark commanded 
the Twenty-first Massachusetts, Major Schall the Fifty-first Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Lieutenant-Colonel Bomball the Ifinth New York, Colonel Fair- 
child the Eighty-ninth New York, and Lieutenant-Colonel Griffin the 
Sixth New Hampshire. Captain Fearing, aide-do-ciim{) to General 
Burnside, accompanied me as volunteer aide, and rendered efficient and 
gallant service; also Captain Eitchie, commissary of subsistence, and 
Lieutenants Gordon and Breed, of the Signal Corps. My own aides, 
Lieutenants Eeno and Morris, behaved with their usual gallantry. As 
soon as the brigade and regimental reports are furnished I will forward 
them, together with a complete list of killed and wounded. 

The enemy^s loss was considerable, but they succeeded in carrying 
off most of their wounded. Several, however, were left on the field, 
one of whom was a captain of the Third Georgia Eegiment. The color- 
bearer of ti e Third Georgia Eegiment was shot down by the Twenty

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first Massachusetts while waving defiantly his traitorous flag. The 
enemy had from six to ten pieces of artillery and from 1,800 to 2,000 
men. We approached to within 30 miles of !Norfolk, and undoubtedly 
the defeat of one of their best regiments, the Third Georgia, produced 
considerable panic at NTorfolk.

The general commanding desires to express his high appreciation of 
the excellent conduct of the forces under command of Brigadier-Gen¬ 
eral Eeno in the late demonstration upon Norfolk. He congratulates 
them as well upon the manly fortitude with which they endured exces¬ 
sive heat and extraordinary fati^e on a forced march of 40 miles in 
twenty-four hours as upon the indomitable courage with which, not- 
witWanding their exhaustion, they attacked a large body or the 
enemy’s best artillery, infantry, and cavalry in their own chosen posi 
tion, achieving a complete victory. It is therefore ordered, as a 
deserved tribute to the perseverance, discipline, and bravery exhibited 
by the officers and soldiers of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, Fifty- 
first Pennsylvania, Ninth New York, Eighty-ninth New York, and 
Sixth New Hampshire, on the 19th of April—a day already memorable 
in the history of our country—that the above regiments inscribe upon 
their respective colors the name, “Camden, April 19.” 

The general commanding desires to express his approbation of Gen¬ 
eral Eeno’s strict observance of orders when the temptation to follow 
the retreating enemy was so great.

Beport of Col. WilUcm A. Howard, Mrst New TorJc Marine Artillery, 

Headqxjaetees Maeine Aetilleey, 

On Board Steamer Virginia, Groatan Sound, April 20,1862. 

G-ENEEAii : I have the honor to report that in accordance with your 
instructions of the morning of the 18th instant I took the schooner 
Edward Slade, with Professor Maillefert and corps in her, and pro¬ 
ceeded to the month of the Pasquotank Eiver and anchored. On the 
arrival of the gunboats and troop ships I proceeded up the river and 
anchored with the fleet. Two launches, with boat howitzers and crews, 
under command of Lieutenants Gerard and Avery, of Marine Artillery¬ 
men, landed,' and joined the advancing column, under command of Col¬ 
onel Hawkins, Ninth (Zouaves) New York Volunteers. The launches 
were employed landing troops. The steamers Northerner and Guide, 
with the Twenty-first Massachusetts and Fifty-first Pennsylvania, not 
appearing, I dispatched by your orders the steamers Virginia, Ocean 
Wave, Massasoit, and Phoenix down the river to bring up the troops, 
which was done about daylight. The troops were landed, also two 
howitzers (one smooth, one imed) belonging to the Ninth New York 
Volunteers, and were attached to the column under your immediate 
command. Lieutenant Herbert, with a detachment of theNinth, in charge. 
By your orders I assumed command of the advance guard and gui&s 
and moved into the interior. Having marched several miles, it was 
observed that a picket of 8 horsemen were watching our movements, 
giving us, however, only one opportunity of firing upon them. We had 
marched about 14 miles when dense black smoke was seen to arise from 
burning buildings, and sweeping across the road concealed the enemy 
from our sight. On arriving at the line of smoke the advance was ar¬ 
rested by the unmasking of a battery of 12-pounders, which opened fire 
with shell and grape. Having examined their position as far as possible 
I reported to you, and was directed to bring up the howitzers, which 
was done. Ion had previously, however, directed a flanking move¬ 
ment made by your column. The column of advance, under Colonel 
Hawkins, not having made its appearance, it was evident wo had been 
misled by his guide. It became necessary, therefore, to keep the enemy 
in play until its arrival. In forty-five minutes or thereabouts that bri¬ 
gade appeared. The two howitzers and men belonging to the Marine 
Artillery reported and asked for orders; also Lieutenant Morris, with 
15 men of the Ninth New York, to serve with the guns, which wore im¬ 
mediately run into position, the range and direction given them, when 
a very hot fii'C was opened and continued until the enemy withdrew his 
pieces, which I reported to you. 

On the near approach, however, of the Ninth New York and Eighty- 
ninth New York on their left flank their guns were again nm into posi¬ 
tion, and severe fire of grape and canister opened upon the cluirging 
troops. Our battery was immediately advanced and opened with grai)0 
and shell and continued until their final retreat. Our forces, having 
quiet possession of the field, rested. A reconnaissance made by your 
instructions showed the object of the movement had been swicomplishod. 

Having given the men suiBcient rest and food, at 10 o'clock wo com- 
moiKied our return. By your direction I assumed command of the rear 
guard with two pieces, supported by the Twenty-first Massachusetts 
and one company of the Fifty-first Pennsylvania. The rain in the even¬ 
ing havingmade theroadsverybadjourprogresswas somewhat retarded, 
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but on arriving at our place of landing at 6 o’clock, finding our boats 
ready to receive us, we embarked on board our proper transports, pro¬ 
ceeded to this anchorage, landing the detachment belonging to Eoanoke^ 
and those destined for itfew Berne proceeded to their stations. 

I cannot close this report without bearing testimony to the gallant 
ofllcers and men under my command. Lieutenants Gerard and Avery, 
Marine Artillery; Lieutenants Morris and Herbert, Ninth (Zouaves) 
New York Volunteers, deserve all I can say for their coolness and 
courage. Mr. Albert E. Hand, formerly clerk of this vessel, attached 
himself to my command, and behaved in the most gallant manner. Cap¬ 
tain Child, temporarily on duty in this vessel, S. C. D., and Mr. Moore, 
pilot, were indefatigable in landing the troops, piloting the vessel, &ic. 
When it is considered that our men marched nearly all night, fought a 
hard battle of three hours’ duration, and marched the same distance 
the second night without sleep through deep mud cheerfully, without a 
murmur, too much praise cannot be awarded them.

Reports of OoL Bush O. Jla/wMns^ Ninth New TorJc Infantry^ com- 
mmding Fourth Brigade^ with resulting correspondence. 

HEADQtTAnTEBS, 

RoamoTce Island, N 0., April 21, 1862. 

Sib : In accordance with orders tcom department headquarters I, on 
the 18th, at about 11 a. m., embarked on board of the transports about 
2,000 men of my brigade from the following regiments: Ninth New 
York Volunteers, 727; Eighty-ninth New York Volunteers, 625, and 
Sixth New Hampshire Volunteers^OO. In this force was included two 
boat guns belonging to Company K, Ninth New York Volunteers. 

About 11 o’clock the same evening my brigade commenced landing 
at a place opposite Cobb’s Point, about 4 miles below Elizabeth City, 
on the Pasquotank Eiver. 

By 2.30 o’clock on the morning of the 19th the landing of my brigade 
had been completed, including two field pieces from the steamer Vir¬ 
ginia ; this through the water where it was more than knee-deep, which 
the men were compelled to wade. 

At 3 a. m. the whole brigade was on the march, and continued for the 
next twelve hours on its weary way through a long, circuitous route 
of 32 mdles, beneath the terrible heat of the sun, amid the constantly- 
rising dust. 

At about 3 p. m. I succeeded in arriving in sight of the enemy’s posi¬ 
tion with about one-half of the men who had commenced the march, 
when we were immediately ordered into action, the Sixth New Hamp¬ 
shire Volunteers going to the left of the enemy’s position, the Ninth and 
Eighty-ninth New York going to the right through the woods to out¬ 
flank the enemy on each side. Up to this time the part of a battery 
frx)m the Ninth New York, worked by lieutenant Herbert, assisted by 
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6 men (the rest having been worn out by fatigue), received and sus¬ 
tained the whole fire of the enemy’s battery. 

After marching about 2 miles through a swamp covered ivith thick 
undergrowth I arrived within about three-eighths of a mile of the 
enemy’s position, where they were concealed m the woods. After a 
short tour of observation I came to the conclusion that it would be im¬ 
possible to outfiank them on the right the undergrowth and swamp 
being almost impenetrable. A charge through an open field directly 
in front of the enemy’s position was thought to be the only way in which 
they could be dislodged. I then returned to where I had left the Ninth 
New York and found them lying on the ground completely exhausted. 
I stated to the regiment what I proposed to do, and asked the men if 
they felt equal to the task. Their answer was, “ We will try, colonel, 
and follow wherever you may lead ns.” Immediately the command, 
“Forward!” was given, the Ninth New York taking the lead, followed 
by the Eighty-ninth New York. We had proceeded to within about 200 
yards of the enemy’s concealed position when the Ninth New York 
received the full and direct fire from the enemy’s infantry and batteries. 
This completely staggered the men, who were before completely ex¬ 
hausted, and the order was given for the regiment to turn to the right, 
where it would be partly sheltered from the fire. This order was exe¬ 
cuted, but slowly. Soon after the Eighty-ninth New York commenced 
to move forward, supported by the Ninth New York, when the enemy 
retreated. When this commenced the Sixth New Hampshire poured a 
volley into the right wing of the Third Eegiment Georgia Volunteers, 
which completely cut them to pieces. The troops then bivouacked on 
the field, where they remained until 10 p. m., when they were ordered 
to fall in and return to their transports. 

It is seldom, if ever, that men have been called upon to perfonn so 
much in so short a time as those were who composed the Fourth Bri¬ 
gade under my command. Marching 60 miles and fighting a battle all 
in twenty-six hours you will admit is no small undertaking, and yet this 
was done without a murmur or a complaint. 

In the charge of the Ninth New York that regiment lost 9 killed and 
56 wounded. Among the former was Lieut. Charles A. Gadsden, ad¬ 
jutant, who fell at the head of his regiment. He was a kind, consid¬ 
erate man and a most excellent soldier, and dies greatly lamented by 
all of his companions. 

Colonel Howard, of the steamer Virginia, who was in command of 
the artillery, has not yet made his report, consequently I am unable to 
give any particulars concerning his part in the engagement, but believe 
that he behaved with great coolness and bravery, as well as all of the 
men and officers under him. 

Soon after the troops had returned to Eoanoke Island the Eev. T. W. 
Conway, chaplain of the Ninth New York Volunteers, returned, bring¬ 
ing with him about 60 stragglers and some of the wounded left behind 
on the field of battle. He remained to bury the dead and to assist the 
wounded. On the morning of the 20th he started out to find the rebel 
pickets^ and after going some distance he was informed that the rebels 
had left the night before—^re-enforcements which they had only a few 
moments before received included—for Stiffolk, thinking that our forces 
were by a fiank movement getting in their rear to cut them oflfj re¬ 
turned to the hospital by the way of the battle-field, where he counted 
30 of the enemy’s dead. After the dead were buried and the wounded 
who could not be brought away cared for, all the stragglers who could 
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be found armed themselves and started for the place of debarkation 
and aiTived here in safety the next morning. 

In this enterprise you have received another evidence of the courage 
and enterprise of the troops under your command. Although the re¬ 
sults of this expedition may seem disastrous on account of the loss of 
life, still the reconnaissance cannot fail to be of great value to you when 
connected with future operations. 

In justice to other regiments I cannot say what I should like to about 
the ofi&cers and men of my own^ consequently would only say that all 
alike did their duty faithfully and well. 

I regret to add that, owing to our limited transportation, we were 
compelled to leave behind 14 of our wounded in care of Dr. Warren, of 
the Twenty-lirst Massachusetts, 2 or 3 of which were brought away by 
the chaplain of the Kiath. I have to-day sent a flag of truce by Major 
Jardine, who was accompanied by the surgeon, chaplain, and 10 pri¬ 
vates, of the Biinth New York, for the purpose of bringing back the 
wounded and the bodies of Lieutenant Gadsden and our dead who were 
buried on the fleld. 

Herewith you will find a complete list of the killed, wounded, and 
missing of the Fourth Brigade in the action of the 19th.*

Captain : I have the honor to indorse upon the report of Colonel E. 
0. Hawkins, Finth Few York Volunteers, which you this day caused 
to be referred to me, the following remarks and statements, viz : 

In the first place I beg leave to call your attention to the fact that 
this report was rendered by Colonel Hawkins directly to you instead

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of to me, Ms immediate commanding officer, wMch is in violation of the 
Army Ee^lations and Eules of Service, as also that the spirit of the 
report indicates a disposition to ignore me, the commanding officer of 
the expeditionj as well as the rest of my command not embraced in 
Colonel Hawkins’ brigade. Ho mention is made by Colonel Hawldns 
in his report of the orders received on the march and during the en¬ 
gagement ftom me personally and through my aides. He gives no 
explanation of the way in wMch my ordeis were carried out, nor why 
some of the orders given him were not obeyed. To be more explicit, 
I will state in detail that the whole force under my command, consist¬ 
ing of the Sixth Hew Hampshire, Hinth and Eighty-ninth Hew York 
Volunteers (which three regiments composed the brigade of Colonel 
Hawkins), the Fifty-first Pennsylvania, and Twenty-first Massachu¬ 
setts, set sail from Eoanoke Island by my orders, and debarked near 
Elizabeth City by my order and under my personal direction, and that 
the march toward South Mills was executed by though not according 
to my express orders, as Colonel Hawkins took his brigade by a most 
circuitous route. The orders I gave Colonel Hawkins on landing were 
to proceed directly to the bridge across the Pasquotank, about a mile 
tMs side of South Mills, and to occupy it. TMs order he did not obey 
promptly, and I sent two aides in succession to order Mm to proceed, 
and finally was obliged to go in person to force obedience to my order. 
Pour hours after tMs I landed with the remaining two regiments, which 
had been delayed in disembarking by the steamers Hoithcrnor and 
Guide getting aground at the mouth of the river. We passed Colonel 
HawMns’ brigade about 12 miles out and before he had got upon the 
direct road, he having marched some 10 or 12 miles out of the way. 
The road to South Mills was open, plain, and perfectly direct, known 
to every resident in the country, and notmng but design or negligence 
could have caused him to miss the road. With respect to the statonumt 
in Colonel Hawkins’ report to yon that “at about 3 p. m. I succeeded 
in arriving in sight of the enemy’s position with about one-half of the 
men who had commenced the march, when we were immediately ordere<l 
into action, the Sixth Hew Hampshire Volunteers going to the left of 
the enemy’s position, the Hinth and Eighty-ninth How York Volunteers 
going to the right through the woods to outflank the enemy on each side,” 
I have to state that at about 1 o’clock I arrived witlx my wliole com¬ 
mand in front of the enemy’s position, the Fifty-first J’enusylvaiiia Vol¬ 
unteers, followed by the Twenty-first Massachusetts Vohintcers, with 
Oolond Howard’s artillery, being in advance, the brigade under Colonel 
Hawkins following. I immediately sent the Fifty-first Pennsylvania 
Volunteers and Twenty-first Massachusetts Volunteers to the right with 
orders to turn the enemy’s left, and at once sent orders to Colonel 
Hawkins to move forward with Ms whole brigade. This order not 
being promptly obeyed, I went back and found that he had halted his 
command and h^ not prepared to move. I immediately ordered him 
forward, with directions to follow (with two regiments) the Twenty- 
first M^sachpetts Volunteers and iTfty-flrst Pennsylvania VohuitCiws, 
to aid in turning the enemy’s left. I then went forward and placed the 
^o latter regiments in proper position, and, returning, mot Colonel 
Hawkins, and again giving the orders above named, I pointed out to him 
the position of the Twenty-first Massachusetts and Fifty-first Pennsyl- 
vania Volunteers. The way was through an open pine wood, wliich 
+K passed over by the above-named regiments. It is 

th^ shown^ that the time at wMch the engagement commenced was 
before the time wMch the said report would lead one to suppose, and 
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that the time consumed by Colonel Hawkins in coming under fire was 
due to unnecessary delay on his part, and that the studious avoidance 
of the mention of orders received by him from me was calculated to 
cover this delay and convey the impression that he acted by his own 
authority. 

With respect to the statement that after marching about 2 miles 
through a swamp covered by thick undergrowth I arrived within about 
three-eighths of a mile of the enemy’s position, where they were con¬ 
cealed in the woods, I came to the conclusion that it would be impos¬ 
sible to outflank them on the right, the undergrowth and swamp being 
almost impenetrable,” I have to state that the route pursued by the 
command of Colonel Hawkins did not lead through a swamp or abnost 
impenetrable undergrowth, as is shown by the fact that two regiments 
(the Twenty-first Massachusetts and Fifty-first Pennsylvania) had 
already passed over this ground, and that I had been over the ground 
myself and found it dry and perfectly practicable for passage. 

As to the statement that ^^a charge through an open field directly in 
front of the enemy’s position was thought to be the only way in which 
they could be dislodged,” I have to state that if the intention be to 
convey the idea that I, the commanding officer, thought so, it is untrue, 
as it was directly contrary to my opinion. If the intention be to con¬ 
vey the idea that he or other officers thought so and that he acted 
upon that conclusion, it was an act of insubordination, as it was con¬ 
trary to my orders. 

As to the statement that “soon after the Eighty-ninth ITew York 
commenced to move forward, supported by the iJiTinth ITew York, when 
the enemy retreated,” &c., I have to state that it is calculated to give 
the false impression that this movement caused the retreat of the 
enemy, when in reality it was caused by the enemy’s flank being turned 
by the Twenty-first Massachusetts and Fifty-first Pennsylvania Volun¬ 
teers. 

In conclusion, I have to state that Col. E. 0. Hawkins, in making 
his report directly to you instead of his commanding officer, has been 
guilty of a breach of military usage and discipline, and that the spirit 
of said report is calculated to ignore my presence as commanding offi¬ 
cer, to ignore orders received from me. as well as to ignore the presence 
of those regiments which principally mught the engagement, and that 
the report tends to convey a false impression of the circumstances aris¬ 
ing during the engagement and of the part which he played in it, and 
that it contains a perversion of truth in the statements concerning the 
obstacles to his progress in moving to turn the enemy’s left. I beg 
leave also to state that the principal loss in killed and wounded is due 
to the unauthorized and unnecessary charge made by the Mnth Ifew 
York, under the immediate command of Colonel Hawkins.

SiE: In accordance with orders from the department headquarters, 
and under your immediate orders I, on the 18th, at about 11 a. m., 
embarked on board of the transport about 2,000 men of my brigade 
from the followii g regiments: Ninth New York Volunt^rs, 727j 
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Eighty-nintli New York Volunteers, 625, anti Sixth New Hampshire 
Volunteers, 600. In this force was included two boat guns belonging 
to Company K, Ninth New York Volunteers. 

About 11 p. m. the same eveniug my brigade commenced landing 
at a place opposite Cobb’s Point, about 4 miles below Elizabeth City, 
on the Pasquotank Eiver. 

By 2.30 o’clock on the morning of the 19th the landing of my bri¬ 
gade had been completed, inclu(Sng two field pieces from the steamer 
Virginia; this through the water where it was more than knee-deep, 
which the men were compelled to wade. 

At 3 a. m. the whole brigade was on the march, and continued for 
the next twelve hours on its weary way through a long, circuitous 
route of 32 miles, beneath the terrible heat of the sun, amid the con¬ 
stantly-rising dust. 

At about 3 p. m. I succeeded in arriving in sight of the enemy’s 
position with about one-half of the men who had commenced the 
march, when we were immediately ordered by yourself into action, 
the Sixth New Hampshire Volunteers going to the left of the enemy’s 
position, the Ninth and Eighty-ninth New York going to the right 
through the woods to outflank the enemy on each side. IJp to this 
time the part of a battery from the Ninth New York, worked by Lieu¬ 
tenant Herbert, assisted by 5 men (the rest having Ijeen worn out by 
fatigue), received and sustained the whole fire of the enemy’s battery. 

iSter marching about 2 miles through a swamp covered with thick 
undergrowth I arrived within about three-eighths of a mile of the 
enemy’s position where they were concealed in the woods. After a 
short tour of observation I came to the conclusion that it would bo 
impossible to outflank them on the right, the undergrowth and swami> 
being almost impenetrable. A charge through an open field in front 
of the enemy’s position was thought to be the only way in which they 
could be dislodge<l. I then returned to where 1 had left the Ninth 
New York, and found them lying on the ground completely exhausted. 
I stated to the regiment what I proposed to do, and asked the men it 
they felt equal to the task. Their answer was, “We will try, colonel, 
and follow wherever you may lead us.” Immediately the command 
forward was given, the Ninth New York taking the lead, followed by 
the Eighty-ninth New York. We had proceeded to within about 200 
yards of the enemy’s concealed position when the Ninth New York 
received the full, direct, right-oblique, and left-obiique fires from the 
enemy’s infantry and batteries. This completely staggered the men, 
who were before quite exhausted. The order was then given tor the 
regiment to turn to the right, where it would be partly sheltered from 
the fire. This order was executed, but slowly. Soon after the Eighty- 
ninth New York commenced to move forward, supported by the Ninth 
New York, when the enemy retreated. When this commenced the 
the Sixth New Hampshire poured a volley into the right wing of the 
Third Georgia Volunteer Eegiment, which completely cut them into 
pieces. The troops then bivouacked on the field, whei'e they remained 
until 10 p. m., when they were ordered to fall in and return to their 
transports. 

It is seldom, if ever, that men have been called upon to perform so 
much in so short a time as those were who composed the Pourtb Bri- 
p^ade, under my command. Marching 50 miles and fighting a battle all 
in twenty-sis hours you will admit is no small undertaking, and yet 
this was done without a murmur or complaint. 

In the charge of the Ninth New York that regiment lost 9 killed and 
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60 wounded. Among the former was Lieut. Charles A. Gadsden, adju¬ 
tant, who fell at the head of his regiment. He was a kind, consid¬ 
erate man and a most excellent soldier, and dies greatly lamented by 
aU of his companions. 

Colonel Howard, of the steamer Virginia, who was in command of 
the artillery, has not yet made his report, consequently I am unable 
to give any particulars concerning his part in the engagement, but be¬ 
lieve that he behaved with coolness and bravery, as well as all of the 
men and officers under him. 

Soon after the troops had returned to Eoanoke Island the Eev. T. 
W. Conway, chaplain of the Ninth New York Volunteers, returned, 
bringing with him about 50 stragglers and some of the wounded left 
behind on the field of battle. He remained behind to bury the dead 
and to assist the wounded. On the morning of the 20th he started out 
to find the rebel pickets, and after going some distance he was informed 
that the rebels had left the night before—^re-enforcements which they 
had only a few moments before received included—^for Suflblk, thinking 
that our forces were by a flank movement getting in their rear to cut 
them off. He returned to the hospital by the way of the battle-field, 
where he counted 30 of the enemy’s dead.

SiE: Doubtless the unfortunate occurrence of the 19th has been 
brought folly to your notice. jSTo one can regret the result more than 
myself. First, because of the loss of life; second, the object of the 
expedition not being accomplished after all the obstacles in our way 
had been removed. It seems that both parties were badly frightened. 
The enemy ran like quarter-horses toward Norfolk, and we as ihst as 
our weary legs would carry us toward Eoanoke, leaving quite a num¬ 
ber of our wounded and destroying the bridges behind us. In this 
connection I will only add our retirement was discretion, our valor 
having been whoUy spent on the field of battle. There is one satis¬ 
faction, that we whipped them in their own well-chosen position like 
the devil. They acknowledged to have had three companies of the 
Georgia T h ird completely cut to pieces, and from this acknowledgment 
it is but fair to infer their loss was much greater. Their force, as near 
as I can ascertain, was the Georgia Third, 1,165 strong; a battery of 
Henningsen’s artillery of four pieces, and some North Carolina Militia, 
number not known, and a full squadron of Suffolk and Southamp¬ 
ton cavalry. This statement of the enemy’s forces I believe to be very 
nearly correct. 

I most cordially join in the recommendations of the surgeons that 
the wounded be removed North as soon as possible, and that a steamer, 
made comfortable by the necessary beds, &c., be sent here for that 
piupose at the earliest moment. They can be of no service here and 
will recover much more rapidly at the North, besides relieving our 
surgeons, who are already worn-out by their arduous labors. Owing 
to the little wound received in my left arm in the affair of the 19th I 
am compeffed, by the advice of surgeons, to lay up in ordinary for 
repairs, much against my desire or inclination. They say it will be 
ei^ht weeks before I am fit for service. Under such circumstances, 
being forbidden to perform any labor, I would ask for leave of absence 
until such time as I am able to return to duty, which will bo at the 
earliest possible moment. But stilL if you cannot spare me, I will re¬ 
main and render such service as I am able to perform lying on my 
back. I know and can dictate what ought to be done. 

I should be very happy to see you here, as I have much to say to 
you that I cannot write.

My Deab Genebai. ; Foster showed me the letter of that infernal 
scoundrel Hawkins, and he and other rascals have been circulating 
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reports concerning my conduct and the command at the recent battle 
of Camden which are calculated to do me and the gallant men with 
me great injustice. You remember that my orders were not to risk 
any disaster, and that I did not go prepared to remain absent more 
than two days. After ascertaining that the l^avy could not make a 
junction with me at the bridge, and hearing from a variety of sources 
that I considered reliable that re-enforcements were on the way, I 
deemed it for the best to retire, and no man more highly approved 
that course than the rascal HawMns. In fact, it was his bad conduct 
in placing his regiment in a position to get whipped and demoralized 
that principally induced me to change my first intention, which was to 
remain on the field and proceed to South Mills in the morning. The 
commanding officers of both the Twenty-first and Fifty-first came to 
me to urge that course, stating that they had not sufficient ammunition 
to risk another battle. The doctors also stated that the wounded could 
be moved more easily then than at any other time, and not being able 
to divine the future or imagine that they would abandon a 32-pounder 
battery, which I knew they had at South Mills, I believed I was carry¬ 
ing out your wishes in returning. If such was the fact, I think that 
out of justice to me and the command you should publish an order to 
that eiiect. You have no idea how industriously some scoundrel has 
been spreading reports that we were badly whipped, and how dissatis¬ 
fied the officers and men of the Twenty-first and Fifty-first are that no 
official contradiction of such lying reports has been made. 

All well here. We will keep up a sharp lookout for our secesh 
friends. I think that I will send the One hundred and third ISew York 
to Parke. My love to him, yourself, and others.

Beport of Lieut, Col. Thomas 8. Bellj Mfty-first Pennsylvania Infantryj 
commanding Second Brigade, 

Oamp Fifty-first Eegiment Pennsylvania Vols., 

SFezv Berne^ JSF, (7,, April 23,1862, 
Sir : I have the honor to report, for the information of the general 
commanding the division, that on the landing of the Fifty-first Eegi¬ 
ment Pennsylvania Volunteers and Twenty-first Eegiment Massachu¬ 
setts Volunteers at the point on the Pasquotank Eiver about 3 miles 
below Elizabeth City, between the hours of G and 7 a. m. on the 19th 
instant, I by his order took command of the two regiments and formed 
them in line in the open field. Sendmg forward Company A, of the 
Fifty-first Pennsylvania, as an advance guard to the column, the 
wagons hauling the cannon and loaded with the ammunition, &c., 
were next put in line. These were followed by the Fifty-first Pennsyl¬ 
vania Volunteers and Twenty-first Massachusetts, Everything being 
in readiness, the march was commenced about 7.30 o’clock. 

Colonel Hawkins (Mnth FTew York), commanding the FirsyFourthj 
Brigade, composed of the Ninth Now York, Eighty-ninth New York, and 
Sixth New Hampshire Volunteers, had marched from the point of land¬ 
ing between the hours of 2 and 3 a. m., and was supposed to be in posses- 
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sLon of the bridge near South. Mills at the time of our marching. The 
road Tvas in most excellent marching condition, and the men pushed 
forw^ard as rapidly as could be desired. The extreme heat of the sun, 
though, soon began to exhaust them very much. After having marched 
a distance of about 10 miles we were unexpectedly joined &om the 
right by Colonel Hawkins’ command, who, through an unfortunate 
mistake upon the part of his guide, had taken the wrong road and 
been misled some 10 miles from his course. His brigade fell in rear 
of the column, and as rapidly as possible we moved forward. 

Company P, of the Fiffcy-tot, was now sent forward to strengthen 
the advance guard. The heat of the sim was most oppressive, the 
road dusty, the men hungry. About noon General Iteno, who was in 
advance, was just about to call a halt, in order that the men might 
dine and rest themselves, when, most unexpectedly, the enemy opened 
upon us with cannon, the position of wMch was well masked by a 
burning house and some cedar trees. They kept up from the first dis¬ 
charge a vigorous &e. By order from General Beno I directed the 
Pifty-first Pennsylvania Volunteers to move by the right flank across 
the field to the woods on the enemy’s left, in order to flank the battery 
and troops supporting it. The Twenty-first Massachusetts, having 
halted to rest before the enemy opened, was some distance in rear. 
The enemy kept up an incessant fixe at the Pifty-first Eegiment as it 
crossed the field toward the woods, but the range being too great for 
canister they were obliged to confine themselves to solid shot, and 
these did no damage. After reaching the woods they were moved 
toward the enemy’s position. On account of the extreme exhaustion 
of the men and the thickness of the underbrush their advance was 
necessarily slow and tedious. The enemy followed the movement with 
his cannon, but not until we had approached sufficiently near for him 
to use canister did he do any injury. By the canister 1 man was killed 
and several wounded. 

I ordered Major SchaU, commanding the Pifty-first, to put out his 
skirmishers and advance on the enemy’s left to where the Third Georgia 
Volunteers were posted in the woods and engage them and sent back 
to bring up the Twenty-first Massachusetts. On their arrival I con¬ 
ducted them, by order of General Eeno, along the edge of the woods in 
the course taken by the Pifty-first. On coming up with the Pifty-first 
the skirmishers of the enemy showed themselves in the field and woods, 
and fire was immediately opened upon them by Company B, of the 
Pifty-first. That regiment, by my order, immediately adA'anced to the 
fence on the edge of the open field and opened an enfilading fire on the 
Third Georgia and other troops of the enemy, who were drawn up in 
the woods skirting the open field at right angles to our position. Om' 
fire was warmly responded to. I ordered the Twenty-first Massachusetts 
farther to the right, in order to guard against any attack on our flank 
or rear. They were immediately engaged with the enemy. 

Soon after we had opened fixe the Hinth Hew York'(Hawkins’ Zou¬ 
aves) started to charge the position of the enemy across the open field 
in front, but by heavy discharges of canister they were repulsed with 
considerable loss. Many of the men of the regiment joined us in our 
position. After the firing had been vigorously kept up from half to 
three-quarters of an hour I ordered a charge across the field on their 
position. This was most gallantly done by the Pifty-first Pennsylvania 
and Twenty-first Massachusetts the Sixth Hew Hampshire advancing 
ui) the left of the road and the Eighty-ninth and Hinth Hew York from 
the woods. The enemy broke and fled from the field precipitately, leav. 
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ing ns in undisputed possession of it. Our troops being too mucb 
fatigued from tte long march and the battle to pursue the enemy farther, 
they were, by order of the general commanding, bivouacked in the 
woods. 


On account of the ease with which the enemy could be re-enforced 
from Norfolk, distant only about 28 miles, and the probability that he 
had already been largely re-enforced, thus accomplishing the chief ob¬ 
ject of the reconnaissance, and because of the smallness of our force, the 
lack of ammunition and provisions, it was deemed prudent by the gen¬ 
eral commanding and aU the officers consulted by him to retire to our 
vessels. Accordingly, between 9 and 10 o’clock p. m., large camp-fires 
having been buUt, the column moved off. The Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts brought up the rear. Company D, under Lieutenant Barker, 
and two guns, under the command of Colonel Howard, of the Marine 
Artillery, and the Pioneer Corps of the Fifty-first Pennsylvania, under 
Lieutenant Ortlip (to destroy the bridge), acting as our guard. 

On account of a heavy rain which had fallen the roads were in a 
miserable condition, but the arduous march to the landing was accom¬ 
plished by between G and 7 o’clock a. m. on the 20th. 

On account of the lack of transportation and the severity of their 
wounds the medical director of the column. Dr. Humphreys, of the 
Ninth New York, was obliged to leave about 20 of the wounded in 
charge of Dr. Warren, assistant surgeon of the Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts, in the hospital established in the houses about the fidd. 
Some few from exhaustion failed to reach the place of landing in time 
to embark in the transports, but it is confidently ejected that they 
have all been taken on board the gunboat sent up to the creek above 
Camden Court-House, and will soon rejoin their regiments. On arriv¬ 
ing at the landing the troops were placed on board the transports and 
soon sailed. The Twenty-first and Fifty-first arrived at New Berne 


about 12 o’clock on Tuesday, the 22d instant. 

I transmit herewith the reports of Lieutenant-Colonel Clark, com¬ 
manding Twenty-first MassachusettSj and Major Schall, commanding 
the Fifty-first Pennsylvania, with their Ust of casualties. Though both 
regiments were almost utterly exhausted before the commencement of 
the action, both attacked the enemy with great vigor, and by their gal¬ 
lant charge completely routed them. 

I desire to mention particularly the assistance rendered me during 
the march and on the field by my acting aides. Lieutenant Harlow, 
quartermaster of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, and Lieutenants 
Beaver and Fair, of the Fifty-first Pennsylvania.

No. 6. 

Report of Lieut Col. William 8. Olar'k, Twenty-first Massachusetts In- 

fmtry. 

Hbadquaetees Twenty-first Massachusetts Vols., 
Steamer Northerner, Pamlico Sound, April 21,1862. 
Captain ; I have the honor to report that, in accordance with orders 
from Acting Major-General Eeno, the Twenty-first Massachusetts Vol- 
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cmteers embarked onboard the transport-steamer Forthemer at 6 o’clock 
p. m. on the 17th instant, and proceeded to the mouth of the Pasquo¬ 
tank Biver, in Albemarle Sound, where we arrived about sunrise on 
the 19th. 

Theregimentwashere transferred to thelight-draught steamers Ocean 
Wave and Massasoit, and afterward to small row-boats and launches, 
which were run in as near shore as possible at a point on the north 
bank of the river about 3 miles below Elizabeth City. Officers and 
men now oheerMly sprang into the water and waded to land, where 
the line was immediately formed and muskets loaded. We numbered 
600 picked men, and were famished with two days’ rations and ^ 
rounds of am m unition. 

Three regiments, the Ninth and Eighty-ninth New York Volunteers 
and the Sixth New Hampshire Volunteers, had been landed about 2 
o’clock a. m. and sent forward, under command of Colonel Hawkins, to 
take possession of a bridge near South Mills, where are extensive stone 
locks on the Dismal Swamp Canal. 

A little before 7 o’clock General Beno followed with the Pifty-first 
Pennsylvania Volunteers and the Twenty-first Massachusetts Volun¬ 
teers, which regiments had been delayed about four hours by the want 
of suitable pilots to bring up the transports. The column advanced 
rapidly along an excellent road through a level and fertile district, halt¬ 
ing a few minutes occasionally for water and rest. About 10 o’clock, 
as we were lying by the road-side, we were astonished to see a large 
body of troops coming down upon our left flank. “ Attention” was im¬ 
mediately sounded by the bugle and the general rode out to recon- 
noiter. He was not a little chagrined to find that Colonel Hawkins, 
with his command, having been misled by his guide, had marched 10 
miles farther than was necessary to reach this point, and instead of 
having surprised the enemy by an early arrival at the bridge had nearly 
exhausted his men by a wearisome march. The weather was now very 
oppressive, and the men began to suffer greatly from the heat and the 
want of water, as their canteens were emptied early in the day and 
there had been no opportunity of refilling them. As no halt had been 
made for breakfast, and hard bread and salt beef could not well be 
eaten without water, they were also faint from the want of food. 

Before noon large numbers had fallen out from all the regiments, 
utterly unable to proceed, and General Beno, who was now in advance, 
with the Fifty-first Pennsylvania and the Twenty-first Massachusetts, 
was just about to order a halt for dinner, when most unexpectedly a 
brisk fire of round shot and canister was opened upon us. 

The battery of the rebels was skillfully masked by the smoke from 
a dwelling-house and outbuildings on the highway, which had been set 
on fire for this purpose, and our advance guard was close upon it when 
the cannonade commenced. General Beno at once ordered the Fifty- 
first Pennsylvania to take shelter in the woods on the left of the enemy’s 
position, and sent back for the remaining regiments and the four how¬ 
itzers which were under command of Colonel Howard of the Marine 
Artillery. 

In consequence of the extreme exhaustion of the men considerable 
time elapsed before they could be brought into position for the attack, 
and the artillery of the rebels continued for more than an hour with¬ 
out interruption from us and without doing us much damage, as they 
had no shells and the range was too great for canister. Many trees 
and a few men were injured by their round shot, which were thrown 
with considerable accuracy. 
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The rebels had. one light battery stationed on the main road behind 
the burning buildings, and another one about 50 yards to the right of 
the first, upon a road running in that direction. The batteries were 
supported by two regiments of iofantry, numbering aboui 1,800 men, 
and 200 cavalry. The Third Georgia Volunteers was formed in line of 
battle in a grove of young pines some 300 yards behind and to the left 
of the burning buildings, and their skirmishers were thrown far into 
the swampy forest on their left to prevent us &om getting in their 
rear. 

By command of General Beno I advanced with my regiment as rapidly 
as the greenbrier and tangled underbrush would permit, maTfiTiing by 
the flank toward the line of the Third Georgia until fired upon by their 
skirmishers. Two companies were then ordered into line and to fire 
several volleys into the swamp from which the bullets came, when the 
rebels retired. My regiment was now entirely in the rear of the bat¬ 
teries and very near the Third Georgia, whose traitorous flag was dis¬ 
tinctly seen through the pines. 

Company K, under Captain Davis, was sent forward into the swamp 
to follow up the rebel skirmishers and prevent any attack upon our 
rear. Company G, commanded by Lieutenant Wheeler, was then ordered 
to advance to the fence between the woods and the cleared field and 
open fire upon the Georgians. This difficult task was performed in the 
most admirable manner amid a perfect storm of buUets, and the com¬ 
pany gallantly formed along the fence and drove out the skirmishers oi 
the enemy, some of whom fired upon them from a distance of not more 
than 20 yards. The entire regiment was now ordered to form in line 
behind the fence and commenced firing as rapidly as possible, and the 
battle was fairly opened. 

The position of my regiment was all that could be desired, as we were 
well protected by the fence and bushes were in the rear of the batteries 
and immediately upon the left of the Georgians, our line being at right 
angles to theirs, so that our fire was constantly right-oblique. Upon 
our loft was the Fifty-first Pennsylvania, then the Ninth New York, and 
then the Eighty-ninth New York. About half an hour after the firing 
commenced the Ninth New York (Hawkins’ Zouaves) charged across 
the open field toward the enemy, but were repelled by a destructive 
volley from the Third Georgia Volunteers. The Twenty-first Massa¬ 
chusetts, being thus temporarily relieved from their fire, immediately 
sprang over the fence into the open field and killed the color sergeant, 
who was defiantly waving his rebel flag several yards in front of his 
regiment. 

Our entire line now advanced from the woods and charged with 
shouts and cheers across the cleared ground, while the Sixth New 
Hampshire, which had supported our howitzers in front of the enemy’s 
position, poured in a tremendous volley by command of General Beno, 
who happened to be with them at the moment. The rebels fled pre¬ 
cipitately to the woods and were seen no more. 

As it was now nearly night and our forces were quite exhausted 
and as we had no cavalry, it was impossible to pursue them. The 
Twenty-first was at once formed in line, and having stacked arms, sat 
down upon tlie battle ground to rest. Squads were now sent out from 
each company to pick up the killed and wounded and their weapons. 
Our hospital was established in a house near by, and the regiment pre¬ 
pared to bivouac on the very spot in the forest which they had occupied 
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dtiring tlie fight, the fence which had served so well as a protection hy 
day famishing excellent ftiel for camp-fires at night. 

In consequence of the unfortunate delay referred to in the first part 
of the report it was impossible to carry out the original plan of the 
expedition. Accordingly, as we had neither provisions nor ammuni¬ 
tion enough to do another day’s work, the general reluctantly decided 
to return to his vessels, and, considering that the night was rainy and 
the men without tents or blankets and that the enemy might receive 
re-enforcements before daylight from Norfolk, which was only 30 miles 
distant, and harass us on onr return with their cavalry and flying 
artillery, he resolved to make the march by night. Orders were there¬ 
fore issued to build large fires around the battle-field and to provide 
transportation for such of the wounded as were able to be moved. 
About 30 of them were unavoidably left behind, in charge of Dr. O. 
Warren, assistant' surgeon of the Twenty-first Massachusetts, who 
cheerfally remained, subject to the tender mercies of the rebels. The 
choice of surgeon for this duty was made by lot. Chaplain Ball labored 
as usual most assiduously to promote the comfort of the wounded both 
on the field and at the hospital, and especially on the return to the 
transports and on the voyage to New Berne, when, in the absence of 
any surgeon, he kindly dressed their wounds and administered such 
remedies as their circumstances required. 

At 9 o’clock Lieutenant Eeno, aide-de-camp, started with the Ninth 
New York Volunteers to take possession of a draw-bridge near Camden 
Court-House and prevent its destruction in case the enemy should 
attempt it. The olher regiments silently left their places in the woods 
and moved along the road past the hospitals; the wagons, with their 
wounded, took iSieir position in the center of the column, and the 
general followed with the Twenty-first Massachusetts as the rear 
guard. 

Company D, imder Lieutenant Barker, performed in the most effi¬ 
cient manner the very arduous and unpleasant duty of rear guard to the 
regiment. Not only were they obliged to be constantly on the lookout 
for the enemy, but they were compelled to labor incessantly to urge 
and assist forward the numerous stragglers who fell out from the vari¬ 
ous regiments. Between Company D and the rest of the Twenty-first 
Colonel Howard was placed with two howitzers. 

A more wearisome march has been seldom made by any troops. The 
night was dark, the soft, clayey mud from 3 to 12 inches in depth, and 
the men worn out by the labors of the day, having marched 16 miles 
and most of them 26, besides passing through the excitement and 
fatigue of the battle. Nevertheless the greater part of them bore up 
manfully, and though terribly exhausted moved steadily to the land¬ 
ing, where the head of the column arrived about 5 o’clock in the 
morning. 

1 am happy to report that while the Twenty-first was unable to do 
much damage to the enemy they suffered a comparatively slight loss. 
Not a man was injured by artillery and but 15 by infantry, owing to 
our excellent position. Only two others failed to come up with the 
regiment, although the Twenty-first constituted the rear guard on the 
return march, and these both fell out before the battle. Notwith¬ 
standing the difficulties of the march every rifle taken from the camp 
was returned to it in good condition, including those of the killed and 
wounded, except one thrown away by an exhausted man and the two 
in the hands of the miHaing men. 

On the whole I think I may safely say that nearly every officer, non- 
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commissioned officer, and private did his duty to the extent of his 
ability. The members of the Twenty-first will remember with peculiar 
pride that on the 10th of April, 1862, just one year after the blood of 
Massachusetts men was first shed by the rebels of Baltimore, we con¬ 
quered them at the battle of Camden, and we shall be no less proud of 
this name inscribed upon our war-worn banner than that of ^^Eoanoke” 
and ‘‘"Eew Berne.”

Report of Maj. Edwin 8ohal% Fifty-first Pennsylvania Infantry. 

Hdqbs. Fifty-first Eegiment Pennsylvania Vols., 

New Berne^ N. 0., April 22, 1862. 

Sir: For the information of the colonel commanding the Second 
Brigade I submit the following report: 

A&fcer the landing of the regiment below Elizabeth City, on the 19th 
instant, 1 immediately formed it, and by your orders detailed Company 
A as an advance guard. When we got some distance into the enemy^s 
country Company F was sent forward to the support of Company A. 
While moving forward along the main road the enemy suddenly opened 
fire upon us, their i)osition being masked by the dense smoke arising 
from burning buildings. I immediately filed to the right with the 
regiment and formed in an open field. In com})liance with your 
orders I conducted tiie regiment into the woods and moved forward 
to get on the loft of the enemy. While advancing through the woods 
I received orders from you to send forward a body of skirmishers. I 
at once ordered Company D forward, which after some delay retui*ned 
and reported to me the position of the enemy and his battery. T then 
ordered the regiment forward with the intention of coming on his left 
and rear; but the thicket being so dense and orders having just been 
received from you to make no delay in getting into position, 1 ordered 
a halt, and determined to move forward, left in front. Going to the 
left, I ordered Company B to reconnoiter immediately to our front 
and right. 

Having definitely learned the position of the enemy by reports and 
personal observations I ordered Company B to advance to the right 
along the edge of the woods, taking position behind the fence. The 
remaining companies of the regiment followed and got into position. 
After being exposed to a heavy fire for some time you in person ordered 
a charge, the men with cheers responding as they advanced across the 
field in face of a hot fire, driving the enemy before them and obtaining 
full possession of the ground occupied by them. After this successful 
charge and termination of the battle I formed the regiment in the oj^en 
field, and by your orders marched the regiment to the woods occupied 
by us dui‘ing the engagement, and threw out as pickets Company B. 
A detail also was made to bury the killed during the battle. 

Early in the evening I received orders from you to hold the regiment 
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in readiness to retire from tlie field. Shortly after 9 o’clock I had the 
soldiers noiselessly awakened and formed the regiment as quietly as 
it was possible to do. The pickets were called in, and the Pioneer 
Corps, under command of Lieut. Abraham L. Ortlip, sent to the rear to 
destroy the bridge as we retired. 

We moved off between 10 and 11 o’clock, and reached the place of 
disembarkation the day previous at 6 o’clock on the morning of the 20th 
instant. The march was long and the rain and mud were well calcu¬ 
lated to exiiaust the men. Pew, however, were left behind, as the 
stronger very generously assisted the weaker comrades. After some 
delay Ihe men were re-embarked on steamer Guide. 

It is with pain I announce that Lieut. Lewis Hallman, in command 
of Company B, fell wounded on the field while gallantly leading on his 
men and is now a prisoner in the hands of the enemy, it being impos¬ 
sibly in consequence of his weakness, to bring him with us. With him 
are o more of our men, who by reason of their wounds and the lack of 
transportation we were compelled to leave behind. As already stated, 
the number killed is 3; 19 are wounded and 3 are missing. Of the 
wounded 4 are supposed to be mortally, while the remainder have re¬ 
ceived but slight injuries. The missing, it is believed, wiU yet make 
their appearance. 

It gives me pleasure to mention the excellent services rendered me 
by Actg. Adjt. Lieut. George Shorkley on the 19th and 20th instant. 
Por his activity and courage during the engagement he deserves and 
has my warmest thanks. I also feel indebted to the quartermaster, 
Lieut. John J. Preedley, for conveying orders, and he deserves well for 
the prompt and faithful manner in which he had the wounded cared for. 
Surgeon Hosack was untiring in his attendance upon the wounded, 
whose wounds he carefully dressed and administered to their every want 
up to the hour of our departure. Hor can I forget to mention Sergeant- 
Major Iredell, who was constantly by my side during the engagement, 
carrying orders and giving me valuable information by his gallant 
reconnoitering. 

The offtcers and men aU, I may say, behaved well and acquitted 
themsdves in a creditable manner. Too much praise cannot be awarded 
them for the manner in which they bore up under the fatigue of the long 
and dusty march. It was well calculated to weary them, yet all behaved 
most gallantly. 

In conclusion, I can only say I endeavored, as far as possible, to carry 
aut all your orders on the 19th and 20th instant.

Reports of Mag. Oen. Benjamin Mvger, 0. 8. Army, with eonmv/nieation 
from General R. F. Lee. 

HEADQXrABTBKS DEPARTMENT OP HOEPOLK, 

ybrfolJc, Va,, April 21,1862. 

I informed you by telegraph yesterday that the enemy had on the 
19Hi iTiRta,ut attacked Colonel Wrieht m his position near South Mills, 
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'N. 0. He reports they advanced on him in strong force (estimated by 
him at 5,000) and commenced the attack at 11.45 a. m. He had in a 
strong position, with an open space in front of some 600 yards over 
which they had to advance, some 400 men and four pieces of artillery. 
The enemy were held in check till 5 p. m. 

At 4 p. m. Captain McOomas, who commanded the battery, was 
killed. Colonel Wright speaks of his gallantry and good conduct in 
high terms. 

The ammunition in the limber-boxes was exhausted and the caissons 
not at hand. There was some confusion and the pieces went after the 
caissons, and at 5 p. m. Colonel Wright retired a mile or so. 

Early yesterday morning he moved all his forces back to Northwest 
Lock (about half way on the Dismal Swamp Canal), at which point 
Brigadier-General Blanchard joined him yesterday with the Thirty- 
second North Carolina and First Louisiana Eegiments. 

Lieutenant Sloan, aide-de-camp, returned from Northwest Lock last 
night. Tip to 3 p. m. they had heard of no movement of the enemy. 

Colonel Wright reports his total loss of killed, wounded, and missing 
at 73. He does not give other numbers. I make out from the wounded 
who have arrived at the hospital that the number killed was 7 or 8^ 
wounded, 20; only 10 severely enough to be sent to the hospital. Col¬ 
onel Wright mentions that he fears Lieutenant Wilson is killed. He 
was wounded and is missing. 

Whether the enemy intend to occupy Elizabeth City and neighbor¬ 
hood or whether this was only an expedition to capture the troops 
there, I cannot yet tell. 

Colonel Wright estimates the killed and wounded of the enemy as 
very large. At all events, he did not pursue our troops at all. 

Since writing the above 1 have received the inclosed letter from Gen¬ 
eral Blanchard, covering copy of one from Brigadier-General Eeno, from 
which it appears it was Eeno^s brigade, of Burnside^s army, which made 
the attack, and they were evidently severely handled and defeated.

SoTTTH Mills, N. 0., April 20,1862. 

GkENEBAL: I inclose a copy of a letter from General Eeno, TJ. S. Army, 
rdative to wounded men, by which you will see that he recognizes a 
defeat. It appears that the enemy were entirely defeated, and if onr 
forces could have pursued them we could have made many prisoners. 
Two are sent with this dispatch. Our people are gathering many guns, 
&c., left on the field by the fleeing foe. A return will be made of the 
properly captured. 

I am in doubt what answer to make about the wounded enemy (about 
14), now in hospital, under charge of their surgeon. Please advise me 
without delay, as I am not sure it is not a plan to find out where we 
are. I shall send troops down the country toward Elizabeth Oity 
early to-morrow.

D. A. French, who succeeded to the command of the battery of artil¬ 
lery after the death of its gallant captain, McOomas. 

I would forward these reports to you at once, but there are some dis¬ 
crepancies and omissions in them which I desire first to have corrected, 
and will therefore try to make a brief statement from these reports, to 
give you and the War Department information concerning this severe 
and well-fought action, which was successful, inasmuch as the enemy 
failed to accomplish his object and was obliged to retire to his vessels 
with great loss. 

I send herewith a sketch of the country between South Mills and 
Elizabeth City, showing the position of the battle. 

All the forces under the command of Colonel Wright were the Third 
Eegiment Georgia Volunteers, some drafted militia, under Colonel Fer- 
ebee, of North Carolina (Colonel F. omits to state in his report how 
many he had on duty), McComas’ battery of artillery (one ritled piece 
and three bronze 6-pounders), and one company of cavalry, Captain 
Gillettes Southampton company. 

On Friday, the 18th, I had ordered forward the Thirty-second North 
Carolina Eegiment (Colonel Brabble’s) and the First Louisiana Eegi¬ 
ment (Colonel Vincent’s),' but they did not arrive until after the battle. 

On Friday, the 18th, Colonel Wright occupied South Mills with three 
companies of his regiment (160 strong) and the drafted North Carolina 
Militia, two companies at the intrenchments at Eichardson’s Mills (125 
effectives) and five companies (about 300 men) and McComas’ battery 
of artillery at Elizabeth City. 

On Friday evening, anticipating the enemy’s advance and in com¬ 
pliance with luy instructions to concentrate his forces at or near South 
Mills, he ordered the companies at Elizabeth City to retire 9 miles to 
Eichardson’s Mills. From some cause not yet explained these com¬ 
panies did not leave Elizabeth City until after daylight on Saturday 
morning. 

The cavalry company irom Camden Court-House reported at 8.30 
o’clock. 

On the 19th, the enemy approaching, having then passed the Court- 
House, Colonel Wright moved forward with his three companies, and 
at 9.30 o’clock was met by Colonel McComas with his battery. After 
advancing 3 miles from South Mills the road emerged jfrom the woods, 
and the field on the right and left extended 160 to 180 yards to thick 
woods and swamp. On the edge of the woods, on both sides of the 
road and perpendicular to it, was a small ditch, the earth from which 
was thrown up on the south side in a ridge, upon which was a heavy^ 
rail fence. From this point the road led through a narrow lane (Saw¬ 
yer’s) for 1 mile, with cleared land on both sides of it. Here he aeter- 
mined to make his stand. 

About 300 yards from the woods ran a deep, wide ditch parallel with 
the one first mentioned and extending to the woods on either side of 
the road, and a short distance beyond it were dwellings and outhouses 
which would give cover for the enemy. Colonel Wright therefore 
ordered them burned. The large ditch in his front he filled with fence 
rails and set them on fire, his object being to have this ditch so hot by 
the time the enemy came up they could not occupy it. (This ditch is 
marked on sketch as ^^Eoasted Ditch.”) 

Two pieces of artillery (the road was too narrow for more) were placed 
in the road just where it emerged from the woods, which commanded 
the road—the range of the guns. He also threw down the fences for 
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300 yards on eacli side of the road for 300 yards in front of the guns, 
and tossed the rails into the road to destroy the effect of the enemy^s 
ricochet firing and to deprive him of the cover of the fences. The fences 
on the sides of the woods were taken down and laid in heaps on the 
embankment in ficont of his men. 

All these arrangements were made, and it was 11 o’clock before he 
was joined by Lieutenant-Oolonel Eeid and the seven companies from 
below. Two of these, under M^or Lee, were placed at Eiver Bridge, 
with one piece of McOomas’ artillery, with directions to destroy it and 
stop the enemy there if he should attempt to get into our rear by com¬ 
ing up the west side of the river. Lieutenant-Oolonel Eeid and three 
companies of the Third Georgia (and by Colonel Ferebee’s report the 
I^orth Carolina Militia) were placed about a mile in the rear at the 
meeting of an old road, to protect that passage and serve as a reserve. 
The remaining five companies were deployed in open order across the 
road on the right and left of the artillery, protected by the ditch and 
fence rails on the banks. 

The smoke from the burning buildings and fences was rolled toward 
the enemy, thus masking the position. At 11.45 a. m. the front of a heavy 
column of the enemy was seen passing through the smoke and Cap¬ 
tain McOomas opened a destructive fire upon it, which checked its 
advance for half an hour, when it again approached under the fire 
of a 12-pounder, but soon retired entirely out of sight in considerable 
confusion. Up to 3 o’clock thrice had the heavy columns of the enemy 
been beaten back by the heavy fire of Captain McComas’ artillery, and 
our only casualties were one man wounded and one wheel injured. 

At 3.15 p. m. the enemy again advanced and deployed two regiments 
to their right, our left. These regiments, after advancing toward us, 
were driven back by the well-directed fire of Captain McComas’ artil¬ 
lery and Oaptams !Resbet’s, and Musgrove’s companies. Captain Mc¬ 
Whorter’s fire also caused the Zouaves on our right to retire, and this 
attack ceased by 3.35 p. m. Our loss up to this time was very slight, 
while that of the enemy was very severe, as we could plainly see them 
fall, and they had rais^ the hospital flag on a building in rear of their 
line. 

They soon advanced again, two regiments skirting the woods on our 
left, and approached near enough to engage the skirmishers. One 
company from the right was moved over and Colonel Eeid ordered to 
send one company from the reserve. The enemy deployed in the open 
field and bore down rapidly, but the heavy fire of musketry caused 
them to waver, and they fell back to the fence. Three regiments and a 
field piece were in the center and the Mnth New York Eegiment on 
the right. The fire was now brisk from one end of the line to“the other, 
and the enemy were held in check, when just at this moment Captain 
McComas was killed by a IVBnie ball, and his men, who for four hours 
had fought with most indomitable courage, became panic stricken and 
left the field, taking their pieces with them. Colonel Wright succeeded 
in rallying them and getting two pieces and a few men in position, and 
the enemy had advanced so close that canister was fired on them with 
effect and they again fell back. The ammunition in the limber-boxes 
was exhausted, and during the temporary absence of Colonel Wright 
the artillery left the field. 

The enemy made a charge upon our line, but the steady fire at close 
distance (Colonel Wright estimates it at 60 yards) caused them to 
break in confusion and they fell back. Taking advantage of their 
confusion Colonel Wright now fell back in good order to the intrench-

naents on Joy’s Creek, about 2 miles in bis rear, and called in Lieu 
tenant-Oolonel Eeid’s and Major Lee’s commands, and there awaited 
the enemy, who it appears were so badly injured that they made no 
advance, but at about 8 p. m. began to retreat to their boats. At this 
time I am informed that several companies of the Thirty-second K'orth 
Carolina Eegiment joined Colonel Wright, who during the night re¬ 
tired from tins position to the NTorthwest Lock. 

Colonel Wright states his loss at 6 killed, 19 wounded, and 3 taken 
prisoners. The enemy’s loss he estimates as very large, as high as 300. 
Colonel Wright states that the regiments opposed to him were the 
Ninth, Twenty-first, and Eighty-ninth New York, and the Twenty-first 
Massachusetts, Sixth New Hampshire, and Fifty-first Pennsylvania 
Eegiments (we have prisoners or wounded of five of these regiments), 
the whole commanded by Brigadier-General Eeno. Among the killed 
he is grieved to announce the loss of Captain McComas, an estimable 
gentleman and brave and skillful officer, whose conduct throughout the 
action elicited the highest praise. 

All the command engaged behaved in the most gallant manner, stand¬ 
ing firmly against overwhelming odds until ordered to fall back to our 
intrenchments. They maintained their position over five hours, and 
killed and disabled more of the enemy than we had in action. 

On returning to the field next day we recovered 1,100 pounds ol 
powder, and the arms, accouterments, tools, &c., left by the enemy. I 
have already reported nis leaving such wounded as he could not remov(‘, 
and I have sent them to Fort Monroe on parole. Some 10 or 12 strag¬ 
glers were taken on the 20th and held as prisoners of war. I w iii forward 
the original reports as soon as they are corrected, and meanwhile submit 
this as a summary.

General : I liave received this morning your telegram of the 19th 
instant, reporting the landing of the enemy at Elizabeth City and his 
attack upon the Third Georgia Eegiment near South Mills. It is pre¬ 
sumed this is but a feint or predatory excursion made from his reserve 
at Roanoke Island. Hot knowing the advantages of the position at 
South Mills, it seems to- me to be too far removed from your line of 
operations and calculated to invite an attack of the enemy, inasmuch 
as the strength of your party would be reported by the disalfected, 
and they would reasonably hope to cut it off. A corps of observation 
would seem only to be necessary for such an advanced point, and your 
force should be stationed nearer to you, at some strong point behind 
the Dismal Swamp, which could be more readily re-enforced. By pur¬ 
suing this system on other points your troops could be more rapidly 
concentrated to strike a blow whenever the enemy showed himself 
within your reach,

General : I am directed by General Lee to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 21st, with its inclosures, reporting the result of the 
attack by the enemy at South Mills and his subsequent action con¬ 
cerning his captured wounded, and to say in reply that he is much 
gratified at the determined resistance made by Colonel Wxlght to so 
largely superior force, but regrets the loss of Captain McOomas, whom 
he knew to be a gallant oflSlcer. As regards the wounded prisoners of 
the enemy, he is under the impression that General Burnside has gen¬ 
erally pursued the course indicated in the letter of Brigadier-General 
Reno, and sees no objection to releasingthe wounded prisoners on their 
parole as an offset to some of our men hberated under similar circum¬ 
stances.

General : General Huger reports that Oolouei Wright, with 400 
men and four pieces of artf&ery, was attacked near South Mills by the 
enemy on the 19th instant. Colonel Wright estimates the enemy^s 
force at about 5,000 men, and it appears from a letter received by 
Colonel Wright from Brigadier-General Reno, CT. S. Army, asking per¬ 
mission to remove the body of an officer and that his wounded might 
be released on parole, that the attacking force was composed of the 
Second Brigade. A letter and diary written by a soldier, which were 
picked up on the field, show that his force consisted of five regiments 
and eight pieces of artillery, and that it left Hew Berne on a short ex- 
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pedition to destroy the locks of the canal. A quantity of powder and 
some tools captured by our forces seemed to confirm this account. The 
enemy were repulsed by Colonel Wright with considerable loss and re¬ 
tired to their boats, burning the bridges behind them in their retreat. 
This is probably the force reported by you as having left Kew Berne 
on the 16th and 18th instant.

General : General Lee directs me to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 28th instant, together with the report of the brilliant 
affair at South Mills, which he has read with much interest and pleas¬ 
ure, and which refiects so creditably upon the officers and men engaged. 
As regards your request that additional troops be sent to Suffolk, 
which you represent as being particularly weak, he instructs me to say 
that the call for troops from every department is urgent, and it is im¬ 
possible to re-enforce points more seriously threatened than Suffolk. 
He wishes it was in his power to meet youi* requisition, but had hoped 
that with the addition of the Militia (2,000 or 3,000 of which have been 
reported to him to be inactive and unassigned in your department) 
your command would be materially strengthened and the approaches 
to your rear rendered more secure, inasmuch as this acquisition to your 
force would enable you to increase the number of troops protecting 
Suffolk and vicinity.

APRIL 27,1862.—Sldimish near Eaughton’s Mill, PoUooksville Eoad, K. C. 

Report of Baron JEJgloffisteiny Colonel One hwndred and third JiTew TorJc 

Infantry. 

BCdqrs. Seward Infantry, 103d EsaT., IN. Y. S. V., 
Helenas Plantation, 3 miles south of Pollooksville, 

April 27,1862. 

Sir : Agreeably to orders from General J. L. Eeno, a detachment of 40 
men (cavalry) and three officers left New Berne for PoUocksville on the 
26th instant, in the evening. Passed through Evans’ Mill at midnight. 
To secure the line of communication to PoUocksville 70 men of infantry 
foUowed in the rear. Passed Haughton’s Mill to cross MiU Creek 2 
miles south of PoUocksviUe road, the bridge on the PollocksviUe road 
being destroyed. About 3 o’clock in the afternoon the first rebel picket 
was seen on the Onslow and PoUocksville road. Major Quentin and 
myself chased the advance guard of the enemy on an open plain a 
quarter of a mUe to Helen’s mansion, gradually foUowed by our cav¬ 
alry I gave the order for immediate firing to prevent the enemy from 
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ruiming away. They were 30 men strong, located in and around a 
frame house. We wounded and killed several by means of revolvers 
and rifles, our cavalry having dismounted with a view to cut off the 
retreat of the enemy from the premises at as small a loss on our side 
as possible. When the infantry came up we charged bayonets and 
made ourselves masters of the position. The enemy, having a more 
perfect knowledge of the premises, succeeded in taking away some of 
their wounded, killed, and horses in the direction of Kinston during 
the hottest fight. 

The loss of the enemy was 2 men killed by bullets, 1 by bayonet, 8 
wounded, 9 horses, 3 prisoners—W. OollinSj James H. Kelly, and G. 
Battle, privates of Company 0, Second Eegiment of Cavalry Korth 
Carolina Volunteers. A number of arms captured—carbiues, sabers, 
pistols, double-barreled shot-guns—and 5 fine horses, with equipments. 

Our loss was Private Sanders killed and Lieutenants Von Seldeneck 
and Von Vogt, of the cavalry, wounded—since recovering; 4 more 
slightly wounded—^flesh wounds. Col. Baron V. Egloft*stein was wounded 
in the leg in dismounting, his horse having been killed under him. Be 
sides, 2 of our cavalry horses killed. 

Our cavalry distinguished themselves in their first fight by rapid 
action and good firing. Had we prepared a slow attack on the cavalry 
they would have fled from us as on former occasions. The wound of 
the colonel being of a more serious character than first imagined, we 
halted and reconnoitered the surrounding country by means of cavalry 
patrols. Several encampments in the direction of Trenton were dis¬ 
covered. I determined to return after this successful reconnaissance, 
drawing in the boards at Haughton’s MUl for the purpose of securing 
said mill for the Government. 

I beg to propose to station several hundred men at once at Haugh- 
ton^s Mill as an advance guard, to prevent the enemy from occupyrog 
this valuable military position situated within 2 miles of Pollocksville. 

I will have the honor, general, to report the details on my arrival at 
Kew Berne.

Report of Maf Andrew Mwell, Twenty-third MassaohuaettB Inf miry. 

Hdqbs. TwENTY-THmn EBaiMENT Mass. Vols., 
Railroad Bridge^ Batehelder^s CreeTc^ April 30,1862. 

The picket established by Special Brigade Order, Ko. 7, was attacked 
yesterday. They were posted in accordance with the above-named 
order one-half mile in advance of the bridge, deployed on either side 
of the railroad to the distance of one-fourth of a mUe. About 12 o^clock 
m. a body of rebel cavalry emerged from the woods and attacked the 
extreme right flank, passing between the right group and the rest of 
the picket, thus cutting them off. As far as can be ascertained the 
enemy numbered about 70. The picket opened fire upon those of the 
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enemy who were in the advance, while the enemy returned the fire with 
a volley of some 20 or 30 shots, killing 1 man, three shots penetrating 
his body. The remainder of the picket instantly rallied to the spot, 
but the enemy had fled, taking with them probably the other 3 belong¬ 
ing to the group, as they are missing. 

Upon hearing the report in camp sufficient force was immediately 
sent to the assistance of the picket. This re-enforcement made an 
advance some 2 miles through the woods, but nothing could be heard 
from our missing men or the enemy. The afiair has given rise to exag¬ 
gerated stories, but it was not deemed of sufficient importance to give 
any alarm or call for any assistance. The picket foi ce has been increased 
to treble its former numbers, and everything has been quiet since the 
attack. 

The names of the Idlled and wounded are Edward B. Braley, private 
Company E, killed; Oorp. Hiram J. Lauman, Privates Edward Smith 
and John Taylor, of the same company, missing.

They 
came into the Trenton road by the cross road from the Bed House, fir¬ 
ing upon our pickets, instantly killing Cori)oral Martindale and severely 
wounding Private Vincent, who has not been found yet.

MAT 7-8, 1862.—^Expedition from Eoanoke Island toward Gatesville, N. C 
Report of Col. Bush C. EawUns, U. 8. Army. 

Headquarters, 

Roanohe Island^ JSf. 0., May 10,1862. 

Sir : Having ascertained that the rebels had a large amount of stores, 
consisting of bacon, corn, salt, flour, &c., at a place about 8 miles south 
of Gateswle, on the 7th instant I sent Captain Parisen^s company (0, 
Mnth Hew York Volunteers), onboard of the gunboat Shawsheen, for 
the purpose of destroying these stores. 

This force landed about 1 a. m. on the moniing of the 8th instant 2 
miles up Catherine’s Creek, which empties into the Chowan Eiver oppo- 
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site to Holliday’s Island. After marching about 8 miles they came to 
the place where the stores were, set fire to the building in which they 
were contained, and destroyed the whole. The estimated value of the 
stores (so the officers in charge of the forces was informed) was $50,000, 

On the return of the force to the gunboat the rear guard was attacked 
by a small body of cavalry which had been concealed in the woods. 
They (the cavalry) were repulsed with a loss of one of their number, 
who was shot through the breast. 

Captain Parisen, in charge of his company, and Captain Woodward, 
of the gunboat Shawsheen, both deserve great praise for the manner in 
which they carried out their instructions and the dispatch with wh*ch 
the work was performed.

Eeport of Col. Thomas J. 0. Amory, Seventeenth MassaoTmsetts Infantry. 

Hdqks. First Brigade, First Division, 

New Berne, N. 0., May 16,1862. 

Captain : I have the honor to report that in accordance with the 
instructions of General Foster I proceeded this morning at 2.30 o’clock 
on a reconnaissance in the direction of Trenton. My command, con¬ 
sisting of the Third Hew York Cavalry, the Seventeenth and Twenty- 
fifth Begiments Massachusetts Volunteers, and two pieces of artillery, 
was attacked 6 miles this side of Trenton. Hot having as yet received 
the official reports of regimental commanders, I can state generally 
from my personal knowledge that our loss consists in the wounding of 
3 privates and 1 officer (Major Fitzsimmons), of the Third Hew York 
Cavalry, Lieutenant Mayes and 1 man, of the same regiment, missing. 
Six of tlxe enemy found dead on the field and 2 prisoners —1 mortally 
wounded. I consider the original plan and purpose of this movement 
frustrated by the late arrival of the cavalry last night, owing to the 
storm. 

To sruprise the enemy at Trenton being under those circumstances 
impossible, and having but limited transportation for my wounded, with 
only twenty-four hours’ rations, I deemed it advisable to return.

Oaftain : I have the honor to submit the following report: 

On ■Wednesda:^the 14th, about noon, I received from Lieutenant 
Morris Brigadier-General Eeno’s order to move my regiment at 5 o’clock 
that afternoon, with two days’ rations. In obedience to his directions 
I at once reported to Brigadier-General Foster and Colonel Amory for 
instructions. I was ordered by them to march at 6 o’clock in tbe after¬ 
noon to occupy Pollocksville, the bridge across the Trent, and Young’s 
Oross-Eoads, 5 miles firom Pollocksville, and hold these points until I 
received farther orders from Colonel Amory. Between 4 and 5 o’clock 
I started with the regiment in the midst of a violent thunder-storm, 
which turned into a steady rain, making the roads almost impassable. 

I reached Haughton’s Mill about 5 o’clock on Tliursdav morning 
[15th], when for the first time we encountered the pickets of the enemy. 
When fired upon by two of the advance guard they galloped away at full 
speed, part in the direction of Pollocksville and part toward Young’s 
Cross-Eoads. Immediately after rapid firing was heard in the woods 
in the direction of Young’s Cross-Eoads, probably to give notice of our 
arrival. I immediately sent three companies (D, F, and K), under the 
command of Capt. M. Wilson, to Young’s Cross-Eoads, and with the 
rest of the regiment marched to PoUocksvQle. I found the bridge 
across the Trent had been burned, but nevertheless stationed sentinels 
there. During the remainder of the day (Thursday) everything re¬ 
mained quiet at PollocksviEe, but at Young’s Cross-Eoads, where I had 
stationed Captain Wilson, with three companies, a body of cavalry made 
their appearance about 1 p. m. They approached by the road leading 
from Onslow Court-House. When within about 200 yards our men 
fired upon them. One officer was badly wounded, but his comrades 
managed to keep him in his saddle and escaped with him. The citizens 
in the neighborhood say that the name of the officer was Col. WiQiam 
Cotton, and that he was dangerously wounded. About 11 o’clock that 
night the enemy began to annoy our pickets, driving them in twice, 
and during the remainder of the night Captain Wilson kept his whole 
command under arms. Lieutenant Fleckenstein, of Company £, made 
a reconnaissance for about 2 miles beyond our lines and returned in 
three hours, having ascertained that the enemy had retreated over 
White Oak Eiver Bridge, on the road leading to Onslow Court-House. 

About 2 o’clock next morning the report of a musket was heard 
near my headquarters at Pollocksville. The long roll was sounded 
and the regiment immediately turned out under arms. From the state¬ 
ments of the prisoners whom we captured on Friday afternoon I am 
satisfied that the enemy was moving forward to surprise us under cover 
of the darkness, but on hearing the long roE beat, and perceiving the 
promptness with which the regiment turned out, they concluded to defer 
the attack until the next day. 

About 12 o’clock on Friday [16th] our pickets were driven in and 
there was quite a smart skirmish at two of our outposts. Two or three 
of the enemy were killed, a number womaded, and two prisoners were 
captured. I was every moment expecting an attack in force, which T 
had made every preparation to receive. From the circumstances J 
supposed that the enemy wei'e in full retreat from Colonel Amory’a 
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attack, and trere attempting to escape by the roads I was guarding. I 
felt perfectly confident of my ability to stop their retreat and hold 
them in check until Colonel Amory should overtake them. 

Things remained in this condition until between 2 and 3 p. m., when 
Lieutenant Morris arrived with a squadron of cavalry, with orders that 
we should return immediately. I at once sent two companies, under 
command of Captain Bigelow, and a detachment of cavahy to Young’s 
Oross-Eoads, with orders to Captain Wilson to join the regiment imme¬ 
diately with the three companies under his command. 

By about 8 p. m. they arrived, and the regiment at once commenced 
its march homeward. The incessant rain of the previous forty-eight 
hours had rendered the roads still worse than during the advance, and 
Mill Creek, which we reached about 9 o’clock, was swollen to such a 
degree ttiat the mounted officers had to swim their horses to cross it. 
Although the men had but partially recovered from the fatigues of their 
previous march, yet they plunged in without a mementos hesitation at 
the word of command and crossed the stream. They bore this and 
aU the other hardships and exposures of their march through the mud 
and rain like veterans. 

Between 1 and 2 o’clock on Saturday morning I destroyed the bridge 
at Hanghton’s Mill, having heard from our pickets in the rear that they 
had encountered the pickets of the enemy on this side of Mill Creek. 

About 11 o’clock I reached Evans’ Mill, where, through the kind¬ 
ness of the Twenty-first Massachusetts Volunteers, we were supplied 
with rartiens and hot coftfee, which supply was very gratefully received, 
as, having been ordered by Colonel Amory to take only two days’ ra¬ 
tions, we had been without food for many hours. I reached camp about 
4 p. m. 

From a reconnaissance made by Captain Bigelow, who approached 
within 400 yards of the enemy’s camp, I learned there was between 
800 and 900 cavalry in our immediate vicinity. I also received infor¬ 
mation that there is no regular encampment between that at Wamble- 
ton’s Bridge, which is 8 miles from Young’s Cross-Boads, and Kinston: 
that some days there would be in Trenton and vicinity 1,000 or 1,600 
troops and other days not more than 600 or 600. I was also infoimed 
that they came from Kinston into the neighborhood of Trenton forag¬ 
ing and pressing horses and men into their sendee; also to watch and 
obtain information of the movements of our troops. 

I have lost several men who strayed beyond our lines contrary to 
orders how many I am unable at present to say, as 6 whom 1 have 
already reported as prisoners have just returned, and perhaps what 
few others are missing may return to camp. There are now but three 
men missing. 

In addition to the officers already spoken of 1 wish also to mention 
the names of Captain Brunner and Lieutenants Martin, Dougherty and 
Gault as worthy of special commendation. But where all the officers 
did their duty so nobly it seems invidious to single out any as specially 
deserving. 

In conclusion, I have only to say that my orders from General Foster 
and Colonel Amory were to hold the points assigned to me till I re¬ 
ceived further instructions from Colonel Amory, and although the 
two days’ rations 1 was instructed to take had been entirely consumed 
(much of it having been spoiled by the rain during our night’s march), 
I was determined not to quit my post until I was ordered to do so. 
I had commenced to collect what few cattle, swine, and fowls had os-

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caped the rebel foraging parties, and bad already obtained a sufflcient 
quantity to supply the regiment with meat (such luxuries as coffee, 
bread, and salt being altogether too extravagant for soldiers) for at 
least a week. My men, though weary and foot-sore from their long 
march over most horrible roads were nevertheless in the best possible 
spirits, eager for the fray, and burning with anxiety to vindicate the 
ancient glory of Maryland.

Report of Col. Simon JT. Mix, Third New YorTc Cavalry. 

Hdqbs. Thied !N^ew Toek Voldnteee Oavalet, 

New Berncy N. 0., May 19, 1862. 

Colonel; I have the honor to report that, in obedience to yoni 
order dated May 14,1 marched this regiment at 10 p. m. of that day, 
taking the Trent road in the direction of Trenton. Having arrived at 
your headquarters I halted by your order about two hours. 

At 2 a. m. May 16 I took up the Kne of march from that point. 
After proceeding along the direct road about 8 miles I sent the First 
Squadron of my regiment, under command of Lieut. Col, John Mix, by 
a by-road, in order to cut off a party of the enemy supposed to be 
quavered at what is called Merritt^s house. The remainder of the 
regiment proceeded on the direct road, which passed by the aforesaid 
house. The instructions given to Lieutenant-Colonel Mix were to pro¬ 
ceed along the by-road to its intersection with the main road, a dis¬ 
tance of about 4 miles, and by a countermarch rejoin the regiment at 
Merritt’s house. 

These instructions were strictly complied with. On reaching Mer¬ 
ritt’s house I found it evacuated, no trace of the enemy being discovered. 
I then pushed on, sending m advance the Fourth Squadron of my regi¬ 
ment (Companies C and F), under command of Maj. Charles Fitzsim 
mens. One mile and a half beyond Merritt’s house 4 mounted ve 
dettes of the enemy were discovered, one of whom was captured by 
Captain McKamara (Company F). The advance guard, composed of 18 
men, under command of Lieut. John Mayes (Company 0), was ordered 
to pursue the remainder. Major Fitzsimmons, seeing that the advance 
guard were getting too far from his squadron, rode forward to check it. 
He, however, did not reach it until it was at least a third of a mile 
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ahead of the squadron. He here halted and sent an order to Oaptain 
Steams, commanding the squadron, to close up at a gallop. Before 
the order was executed a mounted party of the enemy, in number 
about 60, came into the main road from a by-path on the left between 
our advance guard and the squadron. They immediately opened fire 
on the squadron, causing it to halt. The advance guard now charged 
them from the rear and gallantly cut their way through the enemy and 
rejoined the squadron. I had in the mean time dismounted 50 of my 
men, armed with carbines and Belgian rifles, and deployed them in the 
woods to the right and left as skirmishers. The enemy, however, on 
seeing our force, retreated in confusion and scattered through the 
woodSj leaving their dead and wounded, 10 in number, on the fieUl, 
My skirmishers, having been reheved by infantry, were called in, and 
by your order my regiment countermarched and returned to New 
Berne, reaching here at 4 p. m. May 15. 

My command behaved most gallantly throughout the affair. Major 
Fitzsimmons was wounded by a rifle-ball in the left shoulder at the 
outset of the engagement, which had the effect to dislodge him from 
his saddle. His horse was subsequently shot. While dismounted he 
received a slight wound from a rifte-ball on the back of his head, 
which stunned and threw him to the ground, when he was made a 
prisoner. He shortly recovered and made his escape, but was soon 
retaken. While being taken away by a rebel soldier he was struck on 
the forehead by the breech of a rifle in the hands of a rebel who 
rushed out of the woods, which was observed by a private in Company 
K (Thomas Maine), who rode forward and shot the assailant, thereby 
releasing Major Fitzsimmons. 

The following is a list of the casualties in my regiment; Wounded— 
Maj. Charles Fitzsimmons slightly5 Private William Bellows, Com¬ 
pany C, seriously, left arm amputated; and Private Eobert Craig, 
Comi)any 0, slightly. Missing—^Lieut. John Mayes and Privates 
Matthews Sullivan, Joseph Carson, Benjamin Corsout, and William 
Hithree, all of Company 0.

IffAY 80, 1862.—Skirmish at Tranter’s Creek, IT. C. 

Report of Copt. George F, Joolmick^ Third New Yorh Cavalry. 

Washington, N. C., Map 31, 1862. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit to you the following report of the 
fight which occurred yesterday between a mounted patrol of my com¬ 
pany and a body of rebel troops laid in ambush: 

In accordance with our daily routine of duties Second Lieutenant 
Allis started early in the morning with a detail of 15 men to reconnoiter 
the Greenville road as far as Trautoris Creek, about 8 miles from here. 
Having received information that only a small body of rebel troops, 
invariably estimated at from 12 to 15 men, were in advance, Lieutenant 
Allis deemed it expedient to cross the bridge over the said creek, leav- 
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ing a few men to secure his retreat, but had only proceeded a short 
distance when he was attacked by about a dozen men, mounted and 
oa foot. After discharging their fire-arms and receiving our fire in 
return they fled to the woods, closely followed by Lieutenant Allis and 
his men, who succeeded in taking two prisoners. These prisoners he 
was subsequently compelled to let go after having secured their arms. 
Finding himself surrounded by a large body of infantry concealed in 
the woods Lieutenant Allis gallantly cut his way through the crowd, 
and returned here with his command about noon, with only one man— 
Private Ogden Harrison—^badly wounded and 2 horses killed. The 
enemy had 3 men killed besides those wounded, supposed to have been 
5 or 6. A fine horse, valued at $200, fell in our hands, which will 
partly make up for the two lost. 

Lieutenant Allis speaks in the highest terms of the bravery and 
coolness displayed by our men, and I am happy to say that this little 
affair has reflected much credit on all concerned. 

The wounded man has good medical attendance and is doing well.

JUNE 6, 1862.—^Action at Tranter’s Creek, N. C. 

Report of Lieut Col. Francis A. Oshom^ Twentyfourth Massachusetts 

Infmtry. 

Hdqrs. Twenty-fourth Eegiment Mass. Vols., 

Washington^ N. 0., Jime 6,1862. 

Captain : In obedience to orders received from Colonel Stevenson 
in person I embarked three companies of the regiment under my com¬ 
mand on board the steamer Pilot Boy, bound for this place, at 11,30 
p. m. of the 3d instant, and left instructions with Captain Maker to 
follow with the four companies on board the Lancer as soon as possible. 
Lieut. W. B. Avery came on board with a battery of three pieces and 
reported to me for orders. 

The Pilot Boy got under way early on the morning of the 4th (Wed¬ 
nesday), and arrived at this place at 6 p. m. In the course of the 
evening Colonel Potter informed me that the enemy’s force under 
Colonel Singeltary was between this place and PacWus, a village 
about 12 miles distant, on the Greenville road, and suggested the pro¬ 
priety of attacking them at once before they should hear of the arrival 
of re-enforcements. I therefore determined to take eight companies of 
the Twenty-fourth Eegiment, after the arrival of the four companies 
left at ISTew Bem^ two pieces of artillery, and the company of the 
Third New York Cavalry stationed here, under command of Captain 
Jocknick, and to march as early as possible the next morning toward 
Pactolus. Colonel Potter gave orders to Captain Nichols, of the gun¬ 
boat Picket, to go up Tar Eiver to the same place, throwng shells into 
the woods between the river and the road as he proceeded. He also 
ordered him to take two scows in tow in which to bring down the 
troops in case they should reach Pactolus. This arrangement would 
leave two companies of infantry, one 12-pounder howitzer, and one 
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mountain liowitzer for tlie defense of the town, besides the usual pickets 
and provost guard. 

As the four companies under Captain Maker did not arrive until 0 
a. m. Thursday the expedition was not able to take up the line of march 
until 9.15 a. m. I got information from contrabands as we proceeded 
that the enemy was posted at two bridges which crossed Tranter^s 
Creek, one being on the road which we were i)ursuing and the other 
about half a mile distant from the first to the right of the course we 
were following. I further learned that the first had been rendered 
impassable, but that the second, though only a slight bridge, running 
through a mill, was probably in order or could easily be made so. I 
therefore turned off to the right a mile this side of Tranter’s Creek, and 
after marching 2 miles came in sight of the mill. There were three 
buildings, about 30 feet apart, open in the lower story, through which 
the bridge ran. Our advance, on approaching the first of these around 
a turn in the road, found that the floor of the third had been torn up 
and made into a barricade on the opposite side, behind which was 
placed the advance of the enemy. Our men on seeing them immedi¬ 
ately fired upon them and received a volley In letnrn, which caused 
them to fall back and which wounded Lieut. H. D. Jarvis, who was in 
command of the advance. I then ordered up the artillery, which took 
up its position near the entrance of the first building and commenced 
firing in the direction in which the enemy was supposed to be, ther" 
advance having retired. This was at 2.45 p. m. 

Company A, Captain Bedding, was disposed on the left of the artil 
lery, under cover of the logs and beams of the mill, and Company P 
Captain Clark, was ordered to advance to the sup])ort of the artillery^ 
but owing to a misconception of the order the whole regiment ap 
proached much nearer than I had intended, inasmuch as from the con¬ 
formation of the ground, which ran to a point at the mill, only about 60 
or 60 men could be placed to fire with eflect. 1 accordingly ordered all 
to lie down and await orders. The cavalry retired to the rear to guard 
against the possibility of an attack in that direction. 

The firing of the enemy was at this time very rapid and well directed, 
and we discovered from the flash of their guns that they were distant 
not more than 60 paces from us. This placed our artillery at a great 
disadvantage, for at so short a range it could not do its best execution. 
It was, however, admirably managed by Lieutenant Avery, and as it 
seemed still to be doing good service I felt unwilling to change its posi¬ 
tion. 

During the first fifteen minutes the enemy’s fire continued steady, and 
most of the wounds on our side were inflicted at that time. After that 
time it began to slacken, and when we had discovered a large nuuiber 
of men in trees just on the opposite bank and had poured a few rounds 
of canister into them it wholly ceased. At this time we could see a 
large number of men running along the opposite bank at some distance 
from us, and were satisfied that they were totally routed. 

The leading companies then advanced to the third building and relaid 
the floor, which could not have been done until the enemy had been 
driven from their position, as any one attempting it would have pre¬ 
vented oui‘ own fire while within 30 paces of that of the enemy. 

The bridge being repaired sujfflciently for foot passengers, the infant¬ 
ry, excepting Company K, Captain Maker, which was left for the sup¬ 
port of the artillery, crossed, and marched about 100 paces beyond the 
position which the enemy had occupied, forming line of battle there. 
Having remained there a short time and examined the position, after 
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consultation with Colonel Potter I deemed the object of the expedition 
had been gained in giving the enemy a severe lesson, and that it would 
be better to return to Washington rather than to go on to Pactolus, 
particularly as it would take some hours to make the bridges strong 
enough for the passage of the cavalry and artillery. I therefore ordered 
the infantry to recross, and returned to Washin^on, bringing the dead 
and wounded. 

The battle lasted forty-five minutes, and the troops arrived at Wash¬ 
ington at 8.30 p. m., having made a march of 18 miles in the heat of the 
day. During the march we constantly heard the Picket throwing shells 
a long way on our left. 

Our force consisted of eight companies of the Twenty-fourth Massa¬ 
chusetts Eegiment (Company D, Captain Prince, and Company C, Lieu¬ 
tenant Bell commanding, having been left at Washington), numbering 
about 430 men; two 12-pounder howitzers of the Marine Artillery, Lieut. 
W. B. Avery, manned by 12 men each, and Company I, of the Third 
Kew York Cavalry, Captain Jocknick, numbering 40 men. 

The enemy^s force must have been quite equal to our own to judge 
from the firing. From what information I could gain I estimated it at 
450 infantry and 70 cavalry, under command of Colonel Singeltary^ of 
the Forty-fourth North Carolina Volunteers, now acting brigadier- 
general. 

We have learned that information of our approach was conveyed to 
Colonel Singeltary by a man living on the road, so that he was able to 
concentrate all of his force upon us. His position was a very superior 
one, which could easily have been defended against us by a small body 
had we not had artillery. 

Our loss, considering the length of the action and the small number 
engaged, was severe, there having been in the Twenty-fourth Mas¬ 
sachusetts 3 men killed, 3 mortally wounded, who have since died, 1 
lieutenant and 1 man severely wounded, 1 captain and 3 men slightly 
woimded. In the Marine Artillery there was 1 man killed, 1 severely 
and 1 slightly wounded. The cavalry suffered no loss, as they were not 
able from the nature of the ground to be brought into action. 

The enemy’s loss must have been heavy, as we found 6 dead bodies 
and saw a large quantity of blood in every direction. Since the action 
I have heard rumors of a very large loss on their side, including the 
death of Colonel Singeltary, but I cannot trace them to any reSable 
source. 

I regret to say that the wound of Lieut. Horatio D. Jarvis, of Com¬ 
pany A, is quite severe. He had been skillfully conducting the advance 
during the day, and I felt heavily the loss of so capable and energetic 
an officer. In the beginning of the affair Capt. WiUiam F. Bedding, of 
Company A, received a buck-shot in his right wrist, but without leav¬ 
ing the field continued attending to his duties with his usual prompti¬ 
tude. 

I desire to mention with the highest commendation the conduct of 
Lieut. William B. Avery, of the Marine Artillery, Colonel Howard. 
Placed in the midst of the hottest of the fire, he managed his battery 
with the greatest coolness and skill and contributed much to the suc¬ 
cess of the day. As I have said above, I think that but for his battery 
and the determination with which it was worked the enemy with a 
moderate amount of courage could have maintained their position. His 
men also deserve high praise for their courage and zeal. Of my own 
officers I am proud to say that they displayed the same coolness and 
courage that have distinguished them heretofore. 
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Oapt. E. P. Clark, Company F, was partioalarly noticed by me as 
being in the advance with the foremost of the men, directing their fire 
and animating them by his example. Capt. C. H. Hooper, acting lien- 
tenant-colonel; Lieut. Albert Ordway, acting adjutant; Capt. W. F. 
Bedding, Company A; Lieut. J. C. Jones, Company F; Capt. John 
Daland and Lieut. Charles G. Ward, of Company H; Capt. E. C. Eich- 
ardson and Lieut. J. M. Barnard, Company G, being near the head of 
the battalion, and their companies being at various times engaged in 
firing, were conspicuous for their coolness and prompt attention to their 
duties. The officers of the companies in rear of these proved by their 
bearing an equal degree of courage and determination, but were de¬ 
barred from the opportunity [of doing] anything but remaining ijassive 
with their companies under fire which they could not return. 

While, under the peculiar ciicumstances of the case, it may seem 
invidious to mention the names of some officers to the exclusion of the 
rest, I cannot but feel that justice demanded that they should receive 
the credit of what they actually did, though 1 believe that the others 
in their position would have done equally well, and I know from their 
urgent request to be allowed to do something that they were equally 
desirous of being in the &ont. My men behaved remarkably well, 
situated as they were in the hardest position that a soldier can be called 
upon to remain in—^that of not being allowed to do anything. 

Col. Edward E. Potter, of First Eegimeut North Carolina Volunteers, 

t Union] military governor of this city, and Lieut. J. M. Pendletouj of 
ds Stan, accompanied me, and I have to thank them for valuable assist¬ 
ance and advice. 

As I stated above, the conception of the plan of the expedition was 
due to Colonel Potter, and to his energy was it greatly indebted fbr 
being so efficiently carried out.

JUITE 24,1862.—^Beooimaissaiioe firom Washington to Tranter’s Creek, IT. C. 

Report of Oapt. George F. Joekmck, IMrd New York Ca/ealry. 

Washington, N. C., June 26, 1862. 

Sm: Having within the last few days received a number of reports 
from various sources in regard to certain fly-trap contrivances made 
by the rebels on the Greenville road for the puipose of catching my 
mounted patrols whenever they should ventui-o beyond their usual lim¬ 
its of 4 miles, I made yesterday a reconnaissance with my company to 
TranteFs Creek, a distance of 8 miles, where they were said to have a 
large force on each side of the stream. I advanced cautiously, with my 
advance guard dismounted and acting as skirmishers, but could discover 
no signs of the presence of an enei^ until we struck the bridge where 
our late engagement took place. Here, withiu reach of our rifles and 
partially concealed behind the trees, we could just discover in the bend 
of the road on the other side of the stream two mounted pickets, whom 
my men were exceedingly anxious to rdieve from all further troubles m 
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tie world, but as I did not want to make any noise until tie object of 
mjr reconnaissance was accomplished their lives were spared. I found 
the bridge partially destroyed, the mill where they made their last stand 
entirely deserted, and no traces whatever of the presence of a large 
force. 

In the direct road to Greenville, about a mUe from this point, is 
another bridge, which Lieutenant AUis crossed at the time of his en¬ 
gagement ; but although I made a careful reconnaissance of that locality, 
no rebel pickets could be seen. About 12 feet of the center of this 
bridge has been sawed off and a breastwork of logs and lumber erected 
on the other side, but, as I said before, no indications of the presence 
of rebel troops could be found. 

I mention these little particulars merely to show that our late battle 
at Tranter’s Creek has had a very salutary effect on the enemy, and 
that we shall probably not be molested here for some time to come.

Report of Brig. Gen. John G. Foster, JJ. 8. Army. 

Hdqbs. Department op North Carolina, 

Neio Berne, N. C., July 28, 1862. 

Sir : I have the honor to report that everything is going on well in 
this department. 1 sent on Friday last four reconnaissances, with the 
object of ascertaining the force of the enemy near this town, taking 
prisoners for the purpose of acquiring information and to acquire a 
more thorough knowledge of the topography of the neighboring coun¬ 
ties. I am happy to say that the three parties heard from were per¬ 
fectly successM and with very little loss. One detachment made a 
circuit of 60 miles by way of Trenton and Pollocksville. Another pro¬ 
ceeded to Pollocksville by another road. A third went some 18 miles 
up the Neuse road and broke up the main post of the pickets on tliat 
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road. The fourth, not yet reported, were to occupy Young’s Cross- 
Eoads, situated about 14 miles distant from and at right angles with 
the Atlantic and North Carolina Eailroad, half way between Beaufort 
and this place. We have taken several horses and prisoners and 
learned much concerning the enemy’s force. 

A more detailed report I shall have the honor of sending by the 
steamer hence on the 30th proximo.*

Report of Col. Horace C. Lee, Twenty-seventh Massachusetts Infantry. 

Hdqes. First Beig-ade, First Division, 

Department op North Carolina, 

Hew Berne, N. C., July 28, 1862. 

Dear Sir : I have the honor to report the movements of a recon- 
noitering body of troops under my command, consisting of six com¬ 
panies of the Seventeenth Massachusetts, Lieutenant-Colonel Fellows; 
nine companies of the Twenty-fifth, Lieutenant-Colonel Sprague; seven 
companies of the Twenty-seventh, Lieutenant-Colonel Lyman; five 
companies of cavalry, Major Lewis, and one battery of artillery. Lieu¬ 
tenant Pope. 

We left New Berne at 5 p. m. of the 24th instant, the six companies 
of the Seventeenth and one company of cavalry going up on the south 
side of the Trent Eiver toward Pollocksville, the balance up the north 
side toward Trenton. We encamped that night at Deep Gully, throw¬ 
ing our pickets forward to the right toward the Eed House and on the 
left down to the creek. 

We moved at daylight the next morning, two companies of cavalry 
acting as advance guard. When within 3 or 4 miles of the forks of the 
Kmston and Trenton road two companies of the Twenty-fifth Massa- 
chusefts were sent in advance and deployed as skirmishers. Eebel 
vedettes wmre from time to time in sight about 1 mile in advance. 
When within IJ miles of the forks I ordered Major Lewis to dash on 
with the cavalry and clear the road. He did so, and drove 6 or 8 of 
the enemy up &e Kinston road, firing upon them and killing, as 
reported, 1 man. The fire was returned, but without injury to us. 

Arriving at the forks, we left two companies of the Twenty-fifth, two 
companies of the Twenty-seventh, one section of battery, and 20 cav¬ 
alry, under command of Captain Moulton; then pushed on rapidly for 
Trenton. The cavafry, being in the advance, discovered a small num¬ 
ber of the enemy firing the bridge across Trent Eiver. They fifed 
upon and dispersed them, and extinguished the fire, saving the bridge. 
The whole force were soon up and halted, and, it being 12 o’clock, the 
men had their dinner and horses were fed. The bridge was soon re¬ 
paired and a guard stationed to prevent the men from crossing into 
the village. 

The force left at the forks was ordered back, and at 3.30 o’clock, the 
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cavalry having rode up two or three of the roads leading from Trenton 
without discovering an enemy, we marched through the village and on 
toward Pollooksvillej halting at 8 o’clock and spending the night at a 
plantation belonging to Mr. McDaniel, who we learn left it in March 
last. It was now the headquarters of the rebel cavalry scouts or 
pickets. The artillery and baggage train found some difficulty in 
fording a small creek near this place, but all got safely through in the 
course of the evening. It rained very hard most of the night, but the 
men were well sheltered in the large barns and sheds, the officers occupy¬ 
ing the house. Picket guards were thrown out, the guns of the battery 
stationed so as to command the different roads, and the baggage t ’ai"; 
well secured within the yard. Just previous to arriving here 
prisoners were taken, who reported themselves as conscripts from 
Swansborough on their way to Trenton to join their company. 

As we were about to move the next morning I discovered that a large 
grist-mill by the side of the road, below the house, was in a blaze, having 
been fired by some one or more of the men. It was completely de¬ 
stroyed. The house was also set on fire in the attic, together with a small 
house in the rear. By my orders a party of the Twenty-fifth, headed 
by Adjutant Harkness, succeeded in stopping the flames and saving the 
house. Although I should not have given my consent to the burning of 
the min and should have prevented it had 1 supposed it in danger, I 
thin k it may, perhaps, have been well to have had it destroyed, as 
it must have been extensively used by the enemy and contained quite 
a quantity of grain, which could not be brought away. A guard was 
left to prevent any more burning, and we proceeded on to Pollocks- 
viUe, being obliged to build a small bridge on the way for the artillery 
and baggage. Arriving at 10.30, we found there the six companies of 
the Seventeenth and Captain Colo’s company of cavalry, who had ar¬ 
rived the day before. They had lost 4 men of the cavalry; six of them 
on a foraging tour having been fired upon by a party of guerrillas in 
ambush, 2 were killed, and 2 wounded and taken prisoners. Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel Fellows immediately sent out three companies of infantry, 
but ffid not succeed in discovering the rascals. Two prisoners were 
taken the morning we arrived, who were suspected of being concerned 
in the aGffiir. We were delayed until nearly 3 o’clock on account of the 
bridge built by Lieutenant-Colonel Fellows’ command across Mill Creek 
not proving strong enough for the artillery. It was strengthened. The 
artillery and baggage train got safely across, and we arrived in Kew 
Berne at 10 p. m. 

Although we did not meet with as many of the enemy as we should 
have been i^lad to, I feel very well satisfied with the result. From in¬ 
formation ^ven us by citizens on the road and at Trenton I am satisfied 
that there is no force this side of Kinston, with the exception of about 
100 rebel cavalry and parties of citizens acting as guerrillas. These 
are divided into small squads and scour the country from Deep Gully 
to Pollocksville. 

The troops behaved extremely well throughout the entire march, and 
notwithstanding the heat of the weather and the many streams to be 
forded, some of them 3 and 4 feet in depth, there was no murmuring 
and but few stragglers. 

The heavy rain had made the roads in many places very bad for artil- 
1^, but they came safely through. Lieutenant Pope managing them 
with much skill and with little bluster. 

I am greatly indebted to Captain Hoffinan, of General Poster’s stafi^ 
who accompanied me, and by his advice did much to make the recon- 
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naissance successful; also to Lieutenant Dennison, of the Tw€nty- 
seventh, who acted as aide. 

The bridge built at Mill Creek was not destroyed as directed, because 
it would have delayed us so long that we could not have arrived at 
ITew Berne that night, and because I considered it of very little if any 
benefit to the enemy.

Report of Second Lieut. Byron T7. Gates^ Third New York Cavalry. 

Camp Ebno, near New Berne^ N. July 29,1862. 

Sir: In compliance with your request I have the honor to report the 
movements of my company, as follows: 

In obedience to orders received from General Foster I joined my com¬ 
pany with the Seventeenth Massachusetts. Marched July 26 toward 
Pollocksville, taking the road leading past the University." Soon after 
reaching Mill Creek the work of bridging was commenced, when the 
commanding officer ordered me to have vedettes stationed along the 
road leading to Faughton^s Mill. I ordered a. sergeant to take 5 men - 
went myself and posted the first, then directed him to station the nex’; 
in «.dght of the first, that they might communicate with each other 
readily, and to observe the same order in posting fche rest. They had 
proceeded about 400 yards, after stationing the second vedette, when 
they were fired upon by a party in ambush. I think there were 60 shots 
discharged. Two or three companies of infantry moved immediately to 
the spot, where they found the sergeant and 1 of [the] men killed, the 
other 2 missing. Skirnaishers were deployed; the enemy^s trail followed 
into the woods; how far I don’t know. They soon returned, however. 

As soon as the bridge was completed we moved on to Pollocksville, 
where we remained overnight, returning to camp next day. On our 
return I dismounted a portion of my men and searched the woods for 
the two missing men. I took the trail, which led directly to the creek, 
where there was a log lying across, which bore the appearance of hav¬ 
ing been used a long time by footmen to cross. I then returned to the 
regiment.

Report of Col. Charles A. SeoTman^ Ninth New Jersey Volunteers. 

Hdqrs. Ninth Eeghment New Jersey Vols., 

Newport Barracks, July 31,1862. 

Sir : I have the honor to report the following as the result of a 
reconnaissance made in force from this point to Young’s Oross-Boads: 
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The expedition consisted of six companies of the ISTinth New Jersey 
V^olunteers, under Major Zabriskie; three companies of the Third Now 
York Cavalry, under Captain Stearns, and one section of the Eocket 
Battalion, under Lieutenant Graham. We started from this point on 
Saturday, the 26th instant, at 4 a. m., and after building two bridges 
proceeded as far as Davis’ Mill, 26 miles distant, where we bivouacked 
for the night. 

At dayfight on Sunday, 27th, we started for the Cross-Eoads, where 
we arrived at 10 a. m. At 1 p. m. I started one company of cavalry 
toward Pollocksville and one toward Trenton for the purpose of com¬ 
municating with the expedition from New Berne. With one company 
of cavalry I started on a reconnaissance toward Onslow. We had pro¬ 
ceeded about miles when we came to a sharp curve in the road. As 
soon as the advance had made the turn a volley of musketry was poured 
into us h*om the opposite side of the creek, the bridge over which had 
been destroyed. I immediately ordered a halt, and those of the cav¬ 
alry who were armed with rifles to dismount and deploy as skirmishers, 
and sent back for re-enforcements. The re enforcements arriving 
promptly, I deployed them as skirmishers, and a brisk fire was opened 
upon the enemy. I also had a piece of artillery placed in position, and 
opened on them with grape and canister. Under cover of our firp> I 
had the bridge rebuilt and crossed after them, but they had been com¬ 
pletely routed, leaving behind several sabers, shot-guns, &c., taking 
with them, however, all their killed and wounded, the exact number of 
which I could not ascertain. Our loss was 6 wounded, 1 seriously. 
The rebels u'^mbered about 300, under Captains Ward, Ilumphreys, 
and Perkins. I brought in 3 prisoners, 2 of whom b^^longed to rebel 
cavalry and were home on furlough. 

My orders being to proceed to Young’s (''ross-Eoads and if possible 
communicate with the expedition from New Berne, on Monday, 28th, I 
started, with one company of cavalry for PollocksviUe, w>iere I found 
ihe expedition had been, and left on Sunday afternoon. The distance 
being less from the Oross-Eoads to New Berne than to Newport, and the 
roads 1 had passed over being almost impassable, 1 concluded to go on 
to New Berne and obtain transportation from there to Newi^ort. We 
left th(^ Oross-Eoads on Monday at 3 p, m., and at night bivouacked at 
the Seminary, near Pollocksville. Tuesday morning at daylight wo 
started, and arrived at New Berne at noon and at Newport the same 
evening. 

1 am deeply indebted to Captain Steams, of the cavalry, and Lieu¬ 
tenant Graham, of the artillery, for valuable services rendered, and the 
prompt and energetic manner with which they executed every order. 
The officers and men of the infantry performed their duties nobly, and 
where all did their duty it is impossible to particularize. 

I regret the necessity of reporting the burning of ]\Ir. Foy’s property, 
B miles from the Cross-Eoads. The column had passed the house, when 
1 perceived smoke ascending in that direction. 1 returned and found 
the house in flames, i iL.jve been unable to find out the of the 
fire or by whom it was done.

Sm: I have the honor to report that, having received orders from 
General Foster to make a reconnaissance on the Neuse road and if 
possible break up a company of guerrillas stationed there, I left Batch- 
elder’s Creek "with the following force at 2.45 a. m. July 28:

Company D, Twenty-seventh Mas&aohusebts Infantry. 38 

Company G, Twenty-seventh Massaohnsetts Infantry. 2 

Company C, Third New York Artillery... 11

Beaching the ISfeuse road and passing through Jumping Bun Swamp 
(a small brook running through a dense swamp and crossed by small 
log brid ge), supposed to be a guerrilla rendezvous, we reached the 
house of white, when we were met by the outer guard of the enemy, 
who attempted to fire, but missed, and immediately ran into the woods. 
A mile farther and we reached Keith^s, at the forks of two roads, where 
some 15 or 20 were charged on, but escaped through the corn fields. 
The house was searched and a few cartridges only found. The roads 
were carefully watched meanwhile by infantry and cavalry in every 
direction. Ascertaining from the residents that Frenches, a notorious 
rebel nest, was only a mile and a half farther on, 1 immediately moved for¬ 
ward and came on the house very suddenly, it being almost entirely 
concealed by trees. Sending Company T) to the right and the cavalry 
forward, we nearly suiTounded the house. We ex[)ected to meet the 
entire rebel force in that section there, and I therefore ordered a charge 
and a fire while charging (before Company 1) came within range of our 
guns on the right), considering it the siiortest manner of ending the 
affair. The whole v as well executed ami promptly by tln^ men. They 
fired a volley through the windows and yard, the volley being the first 
intimation the rebels had of our luosence. They ran quickly, bat only 
4 escaped, 1 of them being wounded in the leg. The prisoners were 
brought in from the swamp and placed under guard and the house 
searched. Nothing was found of any value but a few sabers, the rifles 
and pistols being mostly worthless and condemned. Some 20 good 
horses were captured, only 4 escaping. The wounded of the enemy 
were placed in a wagon and sent under charge of the cavalry to the 
railroad. Everything having been cleared out of the house, it, together 
with most of the outbuildings, were fired, and were burning finely 
when we left. 

We took 10 prisoner^ 1 dead man being unintentionally left behind 
unburied, and 1 dying (Uorp. Grier Black, of Mecklenburg County, North 
Carolina) on the reton home. One with his arms shattered was imme¬ 
diately sent to the hospital; the remainder, by General Eoster^s order, 
being sent to the provost-marshal. The prisoners belonged to Company 
G, Second North Carolina Cavalry, and had been at French’s some three 
weeks. 

We reached Batchelder’s Creek at 9.15 a. m., having been absent six 
hours and a half. When we surprised the enemy at French’s the sun 
had but just risen. 

No wounds or injuries were received by any of our men. 
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Lieutenant Eandolph, of the Third New York Artillery j Lieutenant 
Skinner, commanding Company D; Lieutenant Joslyn and Sergeant 
McKay, of Company H, rendered valuable aid in searching the houses, 
scouting the woods, &c. 

I desire especially to mention Sergeant Safford, of the Third New 
York Cavalry, Company G, for his brave conduct under aU circum¬ 
stances. He was especially cool and daring, leading off in two charges 
in a most gallant manner.

Beport of Col. Charles A. SeeJman, Ffinth Wew Jersey Infmtry. 

Hdqbs. Ninth Eegiment New Jersey Vols., 

Newport Barracks, Y. C., August 16,1862. 

General : I have the honor to report that in accordance with your 
order 1 left camp on the evening of the 14th at 7 p. m. with one squad¬ 
ron of c^avalry and loO infantry on a reconnaissance. I took the White 
Oak road, crossed the bridge over Pettigrew’s Creek, and continued on 
this road until we arrived within 2 miles of Peletier’s Mill, where I found 
a good road leading to the mouth of Pettiford’s Creek, at which point 1 ex¬ 
pected to find means of transportation across the White Oak Eiver, 
which would bring me in the rear of Swansborough, and enable me to 
capture at least the pickets of the enemy. But 1 was sadly disap¬ 
pointed, the boats having been destroyed the week previous, as I was 
informed by a person whose slumber I was compelled to disturb for 
the night. I could not find anything in the shape of a boai and again 
took up the march for Cedar Point. 

I took possession of Mr. B. Hill’s plantation, opposite Swansborough, 
at 4 a. m. Hill’s place is on high ground, separated ftom the village 
by White Oak Eiver, about 2 miles wide, and having over 6 feet water 
in the channeL The only transportation that 1 found here was one 
yawl and a canoe, capable of carrying 16 persons. I dispatched Cap¬ 
tain McChesney, with 12 men, in the yawl, followed by 4 men in the 
canoe, armed wim rifles and Colt?s navies, with orders to reconnoiter 
and secure two flats, but not to attempt a landing. 

On his return he reported that on his getting within a half mile of 
the shore a gun was discharged, and instantly a body of armed men, 
numbering from 260 to 300, made their appearance from the hoavy tim¬ 
ber in the rear of the village. They started three boats to capture nim, 
but altered their minds on receiving a volley from his little party, and 
skedaddled for the timber. Not deeming it prudent to run in nearer the 
shore with so small a force, the captain returned. 

Having done all that was possible with our limited transportation, I 
took up the return march by another route. When about 8 miles from 
the Point, a sailor with a fowling-piece, was picked up, who informed 
me that two steamers (stem-wheelers) were aground in the sound, and 
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had been there since early morning. By him I sent information as 
to matters in and about Swansborough. Knowing that I could not 
assist them in their difficulty, I continued my march, arriving in camp 
at 10 p. m. of the 15th in a drenching rain.

Brig. Gen. Ambrose E. Burnside, 

Commanding Uapedition: 

General : In accordance with verbal instructions heretofore given 
you, you will, after uniting with Flag-Officer Goldsborough at IPort 
Monroe, proceed under his convoy to Hatteras Inlet, when you will in 
connection with him take the most prompt measures for crossing the 
fleet into the “Bulkhead” into the waters of the sound. Under the 
accompanying general order, constituting the Department of North 
Carolina, you assume the command of the garrison at Hatteras 
Inlet, and make such dispositions in regard to that place as your ulte¬ 
rior operations may render necessary, always being careful to provide 
for the safety of that very important station in any contingrency. 

Tour first point of att^k will be Eoanoke Island and its depend¬ 
encies. It is presumed that the Navy can reduce the batteries on the 
marshes and cover the landing of your troops on the main island, by 
which, in connection with a rapid movement of the gunboats to the 
northern extremity as soon as the marsh battery is reduced, it may be 
hoped to capture the entire garrison of the place. 

Having occupied the island and its dependencies you wiU at once 
proceed to the erection of the batteries and defenses necessary to hold 
the position with a small force. Should the flag-officer requii’e any as¬ 
sistance in seizing or holding the debouches of the canals from Norfolk, 
you will please aSbrd it to Mm. 

The commodore and yonrseK having completed your arrangements 
in regard to Eoanoke Island and the waters north of it you will please 
at once make a descent upon New Berne, having gained possession of 
wMch and the railroad passing through it you will at once throw a 
sufficient force upon Beaufort, and take the steps necessary to reduce 
Port Macon and open that port. When you seize New Berne you will 
endeavor to seize the railroad as far west as Goldsborough, should cir¬ 
cumstances favor such a movement. The temper of the people, the 
rebel force at hand, &c., will go far toward determining the question 
as to how far west the railroad can be safely occupied and held. Should 
circumstances render it advisable to seize and hold Ealeigh, the main 
north and south line of railroad passing through Goldsborough should 
be so effectually destroyed for considerable distances north and south 
of that point as to render it impossible for the rebels to use it to your 
disadvantage. A great point would be gained in any event by the 
effectual destruction of the Wilmington and Weldon Eailroad. 

I would advise great caution in moving so far into the interior as 
upon Ealeigh. Having accomplished the objects mentioned the next 
point of interest would probably be Wilmington, the reduction of which 
may require that additional means shall be afforded you. 1 would urge 
great caution in regard to proclamation. In no case would I go beyond 
a moderate joint proclamation with the naval commander, which should 
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say as little as possible about politics or tbe negro. Merely state that 
the true issue for which we are fighting is the preservation of the Union 
and upholding the laws of the General Government, and stating tliat 
aU who conduct themselves properly will as far as possible be pro¬ 
tected in their persons and property. 

You win please report your operations as often as an opportunity 
offers itself.

StB: On December 30, 1861, two contrabands came off from the bat-

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teries at ITew Inlet and they gave me the following information as re¬ 
gards the state of afeirs here and up at Wilmington, hT. 0.: 

At Ifew Inlet in and about the fortifications (wMch consist of one 
battery of twelve guns, one earth casemate of six guns, one small 
battery of three guns, and one battery on Zeeke’s Island of four guns) 
there are stationed about one regiment and a half (1,400 men) also four 
field pieces, horse artillery. All the guns in these batteries are short 32- 
pounders. One of these contrabands, named Kent Kewton, has worked 
for several years on the ferry-boats that cross the river at Wilmington. 
He says that on Friday, the 27th day of December, 1861, the steamer 
Gordon or Theodore arrived at Wilmington from Cuba with a cargo 
of coffee and fruit, and that she was partially disabled, having been 
struck by a shot, passing through the wheel-house. 

The crew of the Gordon or Theodore left on the 28th instant for 
Charleston, S. 0., by land; he, Kent Kewton, ferried them across the 
river. While crossing they told him that they left their guns at Char¬ 
leston, S. 0., before going to the West Indies, and that they sailed 
under the English flag. 

There are very few soldiers at Wilmington. About the 2dth of De¬ 
cember, 1861, three regiments arrived from Manassas Junction per 
railroad. He also states about the middle of December the rebels 
towed down by steamer TJncle Ben four large heavy wooden cribs, 
diamond shape, about 40 or 60 feet wide and 12 feet deep, which they 
moved on the shoal and in the channel-way close together at the north¬ 
western end of Zeeke’s Island, and filling three of them, as he saw, with 
rocks, sunk tiiem, and completely blocked the channel of Hew Inlet at 
that point, and the fourth one they said was to be sunk alongside. 

This man’s statement appears to be very correct. I have questioned 
him closely, given him the map to look at, and had him mark exactly 
where these cribs were sunk, and admitting his statement is true (and 
he appears to be a very intelligent, active “nigger”). Hew Inlet is at 
least for the present effectively blockaded, as you will see by referring 
to a harbor chart of that place. During the month of Hovember that 
we blockaded this place we frequently saw a small steam-tug come 
past Zeeke’s Island out in the channel-way to the [eastward] toward 
the outer bar, where she would lay under the cover of the batteries. 

During this period of our blockade in the months of December and 
January, covering a period of over three weeks, although we have seen 
the same steamer repeatedly in Wilmington Eiver and on the western 
side of Zeeke’s Island, she has never come to the eastward of Zeeke’s 
Island or in the outer channel-way, as she did during the month of Ho¬ 
vember. This fact has been the subject of comment among the officers, 
and now that we are aware of the fact that these cribs have been sunk 
in the channel at Zeeke’s Island, I know that it is an impossibility for 
her to pass or any other vessel drawing 9 feet of water. I make this 
statement for your information.

Satteraa Inlet, January 26,1862. 
Gen. George B. McClellan, 

Oommcmdmg U. 8. Army, Washktgtm: 

General : I beg leave to give yon herewith a report of our progress 
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thus far. We left om* anchorage at Annapolis on Thursday, the 9th 
instant, and after a protracted passage, owing to dense fogs, arrived at 
Fort Monroe Friday night at 12 o’clock. 

Leaving Fort Monroe on Saturday at 10 p. m. we proceeded at once 
to sea, but owing to fogs on Sunday and Sunday night our progress 
was very slow. 

Monday, the 13th, the weather cleared 5 but a very heavy wind and 
rough sea caused many of our vessels to labor very heavily, and some 
were obliged to cut loose from the vessels they were towing. Most of 
them, however, came over the bar and anchored inside the harbor about 
12 m. on the 13th, just in time to escape the severe gale of Monday night 
and Tuesday. 

The propeller City of l^ew York ran onto the bar at the entrance to 
the harbor, and owing to the severe weather and want of small boats we 
could render her no assistance. She was laden with supplies and ord¬ 
nance stores, and both vessel and cargo have proved a total loss. 

I had been led to suppose, from conversation with Colonel Hawkins, 
that we should find pilots here whose experience in navigating the 
harbor would be of great service, but I find gieat diffilculty in accom¬ 
plishing my work for want of proper accommodations. The harbor 
with our fleet at anchor is so much crowded that we have suffered 
much from collision and running aground, and the want of tow-boats of 
light draught has been and still is one of our most serious hinderances. 
The boats chartered in Baltimore have none of them arrived. The 
reason of this delay I am utterly at a loss to comprehend. The channel 
to the sound is very crooked and shallow, there being on the bar at full 
tide only 8 feet, while many of our vessels are drawing from 8 to 10 
when not loaded. I confess to having been deceived as to the depth of 
water in the channel and nn the bar, and had supposed that any vessel 
in the fleet could easily pass over, but, on the contrary, it has taken 
eve:^ vessel that has gone over from one to two days to cross, and some 
it will be entirely impossible to get over. It is positively necessary that 
we have sent us at once powerful tug-boats, drawing not over 6 or 
feet. The strength of the tide and the hea^ winds that prevail here 
incessantly render it impossible to accomplish anything without these 
boats. All our transport vessels have to be lightened of their troops 
before crossing, and many of the gunboats are also obliged to be relieved 
of c^ery possiole weight. In order to do this we need the tugs, and it 
is necessary that they be of such draught as to be able to run in any 
part of the harbor. 

I took the precaution to arrange for a supply of water to be forwarded 
from Baltimore before I left, ordering one schooner to leave each day 
till further orders, but not one has yet arrived. Our supply of water 
is nearly out, and unless we can receive additional supplies our troops 
must s^er. I have made requisition on Ool. A. B. Eaton for addi¬ 
tional rations for my command and on Colonel Tompkins for transpor¬ 
tation. I shall to-day commence to build a wharf for the landing of 
supplies, &c. This has been considered impracticable, but the neces¬ 
sity of the case leads me to the effort, though I am by no means sure 
of success. Here, too, we find the necessity of having the tug-boats of 
light draught. In landing our troops from transport vessels much time 
is necessarily consumed for want of these boats that can come alongside 
the vessel. The numerous shoals and bars render it impossible for 
larger vessels to move from their anchorage without danger of grounding. 
With the greatest exertion, and amid obstacles that have seemed in¬ 
surmountable, we have succeeded in getting into the sound six of our 
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aiTmed vessels and three of the transports. These vessels will carry 
some 4,000 to 6,000 men. Several of the other vessels are now hard 
aground, and it is impossible to see how they are to be got off without 
the aid of more powerful tug-boats than we now have at our command. 
The enemy have foil knowledge of our present position, and have already 
been down with one or two vessels on a reconnoitering exi)edition, but 
our boats soon gave chase and drove them back. I shall not feel war¬ 
ranted in making any advance upon the enemy till I have from 7,000 to 
8,000 men in full position for battle. 

It is not possible for any one not on the spot to conceive the difficul¬ 
ties I have to encounter in accomplishing the duties assigned me. The 
utter barrenness of the shore, there being only a sand spit, which the 
high tides often cover, prevent any permanent lauding. There is no 
timber to be had even for fuel, and the great difficulty in transporting 
men and baggage to and from the shore causes great delay. Notwith¬ 
standing all these difficulties our men are cheerful and patient, and ii 
we soon receive the necessary aid in the way of tug-boats and supplies 
of water I shall proceed with much confidence. Let me urge the imme 
diate necessity of having these tug-boats forwarded with all possible 
haste. I send these dispatches by Mr. F. Shelden, who has been with 
us from the first, and who is entitled to my entire confidence. He 
will give you in detail any additional information you may require. 

I also send Quartermaster Loting to Baltimore % the same boat for 
the purpose of forwarding with all possible speed the boats and water 
schooners from there. I trust you will instoct your chief quarter¬ 
master to grant him every facility in aid of his duties.

General : Since my last report on the 26th instant we have been 
incessantly engaged in getting our vessels over the bar into the sound. 
They have all had to be lightened of their cargo in order to bring them 
to the necessary draught for crossing. This has necessarily consumed 
much time, owing to the limited means for towing and discharging. We 
have, however, at anchor in the sound this morning transportation for 
twelve regiments. 

AU the necessary arrangements for a considerable movement having 
been made, I shall, in coigunction with Commodore Goldsborough, at 
once make an advance upon Roanoke Island. These arrangements have 
all been made in the best spirit and we have received much valuable 
assistance from the commodore’s vessel. Of the eight tug-boats ordered 
from Baltimore only one has arrived} the other seven are still at Old 
Point Comfort, afraid to go out to sea. The want of these boats has 
been a most serious hinderance to our progress. I have never under¬ 
taken a work that has presented so many obstacles. 

Since our last dispatch four water schooners have come in, affording 
us much relief. We look for others daily. The inclosed list of vessels 
will show you our strength now at anchor iu the sound. 

The health of the troops has been and still is very good, considering 
their lon&r confinement on shipboard, and the men are all eager for a 
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forward movement. I have landed at this point, and shall leave in 
charge of General Williams the Eighty-ninth Kew York, Sixth IN'ew 
Hampshire, Eleventli Connecticut Eegiments, with the Ehode Island 
Battery. I find I cannot use so many men to advantage upon the 
island, and these regiments, under the care of General Williams, will be 
ready and accessible at all times. 

In my last I made mention of Colonel Hawkins in a way that may 
convey to you a wrong impression. 

The pilots were engaged for service in the harbor and in the sound, 
but failed to fulfill their contract, either from unwillingness or incom¬ 
petency, and we have suffered much for want of experienced men in 
towing the vessels. 

I neglected to mention in my last dispatch a painful occurrence that 
happened on the 15th during a heavy blow. A boat containing Colonel 
Allen and Surgeon Weller, of the Ninth New Jersey Eegiment, with a 
boat^s crew, was upset in the breakers while returning from this ship to 
his own vessel, he having come on board to report the arrival of his 
command. The colonel and surgeon were both drowned. Their bodies 
were recovered and will be sent home by the Suwanee to-day. 

The bark John Trucks, with Eiffcy-third Eegiment New York Volun¬ 
teers, Col. L. J. D’Epineuil, arrived here after a long passage, but owing 
to the great draught of the vessel and the consequent impossibility 
to bring her over the bar and the difficulty of landing her troops she 
was ordered back to Fort Monroe on the 26th to report to General 
Wool. 

The brigadier-generals have aU been incessant in their labors, and 
the best of feeling pervades the whole command, both among officers 
and men. The weather for the last two or three days has been bright 
and clear, and everytl^g evinces a much more cheerful aspect than at 
the time of my last dispatch. 

Friday, January 31, 

Yesterday afternoon five of the tug-boats from Baltimore came in 
and anchored inside the bar. We immediately put them to work 
in towing over the remainder of the vessels, and with their assistance 
we now have at anchor in deep water all the vessels we intend to 
take up the sound. Having had to lighten these vessels of their 
troops and of everything that could be taken from them, some 
time wiU be required to re-embark the troops and reload them. We 
are busily engaged now in this work and in supplying them with 
water and provisions, ready for a forward movement, and hope very 
soon to be under way. The Eastern State returned from Fort Monroe 
last evening, bringing a large mail. Owing to her drawing so much 
water we shall not afempt to take her over the bulkhead, but leave 
her for other purposes in the harbor. 

Early this mbrning a sail was seen approaching as from the opposite 
side of the sound. One of the picket gunboats was sent out to meet her 
and soon brought her in. She proved to be a small schooner from Mid¬ 
dletown, a point nearly opposite where we are now lying. She was 
laden with pine wood and had on board 5 men, deserters from the canij) 
at Middletown. They report about 600 men at Middletown under arms. 
These are all poorly equipped and armed with smooth-bore flint-lock 
muskets, and not at all inclined to resist the landing of the Federal 
forces. The men have been detained and are now on board this vessel.

General : Owing to the many difficulties I have met with in the 
transportation of troops and supplies into the sound, together with the 
want of more vessels that could be of service in shallow water, I have 
felt compelled to avail myself of all the resources within my reach 
to forward my command as speedily as possible. I have therefore 
detained for service here the steamer S. R. Spaulding, having been 
assured that she was well suited to the navigation of the waters of this 
sound. The result has proved the correctness of this statement, as 


•Absent. 
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she has been brought over the Bulkhead with less difficulty than any 
of my transport vessels. 

1 feel confident that this step will meet with your approval, when 
you are fully informed as to the emergencies of the case. As soon as 
I can make a permanent landing of a portion of my forces I shall re¬ 
turn the Spaulding to Fort Monroe. 

For the same reasons as m the above case I have also detained the 
propeller Virginia, being confident that the necessities of the case and 
the good of the public service warranted me in so doing. She will be 
returned to Old Point as soon as I can possibly dispense with her serv 
ices. 

The weather for the last two or three days has been such as to retard 
our progress very considerably. The winds have been so fresh and the 
sea so rough that it has been with the greatest difficulty that we could, 
even with the assistance of the tugs, pass from one vessel to another j 
we have, however, been constantly at work, and the preparations for 
an advance are now rapidly drawing to a close. The vessels that have 
suffered from collisions and other causes we are endeavoring to repair, 
and with one or two exceptions have succeeded in rendering them again 
serviceable. Having understood that a force of some 5,000 of the en¬ 
emy were at Nag’s Head, opposite Eoanoke Island, orders were issued 
by Commodore Goldsborough for the Chippewa, now of the blockad¬ 
ing force off Wilmington, to proceed at once to Nag’s Head for active 
service. These orders were forwarded by the Eastern State on Satur¬ 
day, the 1st of February, and the return of the vessel is now hourly 
expected. 

The storm has considerably abated, and we are now In hopes to be 
under way by to-morrow or at farthest the day after. Our vessels are 
nearly ready, and nothing but violent weather will now prevent our 
getting off.

General [J. P.] Hatch, Commanding Fast: 

Geneeal : I have the honor to inclose my statement of my unavoida¬ 
ble delay on board the John Trucks and of the events which took place 
during that time. 

When General Burnside’s expedition was about to sail for Hampton 
Eoads our general determined on placing my whole command on board 
the <Iohn Trucks—sailing bark of about 800 tons, commanded by Cap¬ 
tain Collins. The men would be crowded, but as they were (according 
to General Burnside’s own statement) only to remain on board for five 
or six days at most, I made no objection, but simply obeyed, embarking 
my men on the 6th January, 1862. 

On the 9th of the above month we left Annapolis, towed by the gun¬ 
boat Sentinel, Captain Conellard, and then began the series of misfor¬ 
tunes which have pursued us ever since. 

On the 10th of January, during a thick fog, we went ashore at Cove 
Point, and did not reach Fort Monroe until the 13th, just one day after 
the departure of our expedition to Hatteras Inlet. 

We were detained until the weather cleared, and were for ten days 
endeavoring, but in vain, to reach Hatteras, where we arrived at last 
in a intiable condition, after ten days spent at sea battling against the 
elements, in an overcrowded vessel with 700 men on board. 

We were barely anchored at about 6 miles from shore and in sight of 
the fleet when a furious storm of northwest wind arose and blew for 
ten days, after which I at last got to shore and reported to Generals 
Parke and Burnside. 

The fleet was then inside the inlet as ready for action as it was pos¬ 
sible to be after a fortnight of storms and gales which had dispersed 
or at least delayed eleven vessels, of which we were, after aU, the first 
that arrived safely. The water schooners were not yet in sight, nor 
had the tug-boats, so indispensable to the speedy communication of 
orders, arrived. 

General Burnside had no lightening vessels at his disposal on board 
of which to place us, and as the John Trucks drew too much water to 
pass the bar, he found it impossible for my men to be put on shore, and 
consequently ordered us back to Fort Monroe, pledging me his word 
and honor that he would send us a steamer to fietch us thence and 
enable us to join the expedition. 

Lv accordance with the above order we sailed and reached- 
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-six days after, but my men being in great need of landing, and 

there being no ground fit for them to do so, we again sailed, and reached 
Annapolis on the evening of Wednesday, 6th Februaiy, 1862. 

By remaining for thirty-four days, 700 on board, which if intended to 
sail is only calculated to carry 300, and which was consequently o\rer- 
crowded by double the number, the Pi]^-third Eegiment Now York 
Volunteers has undergone fatigue and miseries a thousand times harder 
to bear thau ten battles, and more demoralizing than ten battles or 
even a defeat. Let us call to mind the English pontoon, between the 
decks of which an enormous number of prisoners, deprived of all means 
of cleaning themselves or the ship, were gathered and overcrowded; let 
us remember that besides this we were, if not exactly short of rations, 
at least compelled to the strictest economy in order to avoid becoming 
so; that besides we had not soft water enough even to dream of giving 
any to the men for the purposes of corporeal cleanliness; let us con¬ 
sider all, and I think that we shall still have a very inadequate idea of 
what the sufferings of my poor men have been. 

I should be completely misunderstood if it was thought that I in any 
way meant to complain. No; we have been the victims of circumstances, 
hard, undoubtedly, but unavoidable, and in our misery we ought to 
thank God for not having sent to destroy us some of those fearM con¬ 
tagious diseases which are the natural consequences of men being, as 
we were, overcrowded in a small place. 

In making the above picture of our misfortunes I have only in view 
to state the fact that my men, although submitted to the hard disci¬ 
pline, which is so needed m such cases, behaved in the most admirable 
maimer I that they were ever obedient, calm, and resigned to their fate. 
Like faithful soldiers, which they are, they have stiictly obeyed the 
orders of our general, and are worthy of the highest consideration. 

I shall perhaps have to bear the blame of public opinion for not hav¬ 
ing protested here or there; for not having done this or that, and many 
w2l perhaps think that the colonel could have avoided much suffering by 
acting in such or such a way. Let them think so. Let even my men be 
dissatisfied with me now. Time will clear up all those clouds, and if the 
Fifty-third Begiment has not been yet of any utility to the country, the 
admirable parience and abnegation displayed by the officers and men 
during their long sojourn on board has at least shown what may be 
expected fiom their bearing when they are at last able to go into the 
field.

General: We are all rejoic^ to hear, through rebel sources, the 
gallant capture of Eoanoke Island and the rebel gunboats. I hope to 
receive your account of it in a day or two, and take it for granted that 
your success has been at least as decisive and brilliant as indicated by 
rebel accounts. 

T am glad to see that Commodore Goldsboiongh and yourself have 
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puslied the enemy so rapidly and so far. I hope that the effect has 
been prodnced of drawing the attention of the rebels toward 1(1oi folk, 
&c., so that, after having fully secured what you have gained, you 'vill, 
by a rapid counter-movement be enabled to make the second attack 
with every chance of success. I still hope that you will be able to seize 
and hold GoMsborough, as well as gaining possession of the seaport in 
view. 

You will have heard of our marked success in Tennessee—^the capture 
of Fort Henry—and the trip of our gunboats into Alabama. 

Everything goes well with us, but your success seems to be the most 
brilliant yet. I expect still more from you. While in the sound, please 
gain all possible information as to the possibility of attacking Norfolk 
from the south; that may prove to be the best blow to be struck. 
Although, as 1 am not yet quite prepared to secure it as it shoiild be, 
it may be our best policy to defer that until you have accomplished all 
the original objects of the expedition, when with suitable re-enforce¬ 
ments you may attack STorfolk to great advantage. 

I regret that the special messenger is waiting and that 1 must close 
this.

The mission of our joint expedition is not to invade any of your 
rights, but to assert the authority of the United State^ and thus to 
close with you the desolating war brought upon your State by com¬ 
paratively a few bad men in your midst. 

Influenced infinitely more by the worst passions of human nature 
than by any show of elevated reason, they are still urging you astray 
to gratii^f usoholy purposes. 
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They impose upon your credulity by telling you of wickv^d and even 
diabolical intentions on our part 5 of our desire to destroy yourfreedom, 
demolish your property, liberate your slaves, injure your women, and 
such like enormities, all of which, we assure you, is not only ridiculous, 
but utterly and willfully false. 

We are Christians as well as yourselves, and we profess to know full 
well and to feel profoundly the sacred obligations of the character. 

Ko apprehensions need be entertained that the demands of humanity 
or justice will be disregarded. 

We shall inflict no injury unless forced to do so by your own acts, 
and upon this you may confidently rely. 

Those men are your worst enemies. They in truth have drawn you 
into your present condition, and are the real disturbers of your peace 
and the happiness of your firesides. 

We invite you in the name of the Constitution and in that of virtu¬ 
ous loyalty and civUlzation to separate yourselves at once from their 
malign influence, to return to your allegiance, and not compel us to 
resort further to the force under our control. 

The Government asks only that its authority may be recognized, 
and, we repeat, in no manner or way does it desire to interfere with 
your laws constitutionally established, your institutions of any kind 
whatever, your property of any sort, or your usages in any respect.*

I still hope that you will be able to 
seize Goldsborough, though, in the uncertainty that exists in regard to 
the force of the enemy in front of you, I do not feel able to give you 
definite instructions. I feel sure that you will gain Beaufort. We 
have from rebel sources a rumor, yet unconfirmed, to the effect that 
[T. W.J Sherman has taken Savannah.

General : I have the honor to present the following statement of 
events that have transpired in my department since my last dispatch 
on the 12th instant: t 

After the occupation of this island by our troops a few irregularities 
o(5curred in the way of destruction of property, such as burning of

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fences, taking iiirnitnre and food &om houses, killing stock, &c., but 
in no case has personal violence or indignities been offered. I have 
ordered an investigation to be made, and find the amount of damage 
done will not exceed $2,000, and this includes the stock killed for food, 
which seemed to be almost a necessity, as many of the troops were 
entirely out of rations after the battle and it was impossible to land 
subsistence stores that night in consequence of the storm. In every 
instance these irregularities were committed on places that had been 
temporarily deserted, the occupants having fled to distant parts of the 
island. I have ordered payment for these damages to be made to those 
who seem weU disposed to our Government and have taken the oath of 
allegiance. Tnese islanders as a body are ignorant and inoffensive, 
and I am quite sure have not aided in this rebellion more than they 
were forced to do by the forces that were quartered upon them, and 
which has left them in a very destitute condition, impressing their 
horses and cattle, eating their provisions, giving them in return worth¬ 
less shin-plasters. They have also been prevented from fishing, which 
constitutes their chief source of living, from fear of their visiting our 
port at Hatteras Inlet with information of the strength and movements 
of the enemy at this place. I have given them protection and granted 
them permission to pursue their work unmolested. They seem to be 
delighted at the arrival of our troops, and nearly every man on the 
island has taken the oath of allegiance, as well as large numbers firom 
the neighborhood of Haag’s Head, Powell’s Point, and many from the 
main-land. In cases of absolute want of food among the women and 
children subsistence stores have been issued. This, I trusl^ wiU meet 
the approval of the General Commanding. 

Our troops are fast improving the roads on the island, and have 
materially improved in point of cleanliness and comfort the winter 
barracks, camp grounds, and hospitals. A wharf some 600 feet long 
has been built at Pork Point Battery out to 8-foot water, on which we 
can readily embark our troops and laud our stores, &c. All the guns 
of the forts, with two exceptions, have been unspiked and their car¬ 
riages repaired. Otirtridges have been made, and the forts are now in 
good condition. All of this work has been superintended by Lieut. D. 
W. Plagler, who has proved himself a most competent ordnance officer. 
Small-arms and equipments have been boxed and stored, an inventory 
of which will be forwarded with this report. Advantage has been 
taken of the few days’ rest here to repair several of our vessels and to 
clean out their boilers, &c. The health of the command is excellent. 
The wounded are aU doing well under the unwearied attention of th« 
medical staff, which has proved itseK all that could be desired. The 
troops are encamped by brigades, the commaiuders of which are per¬ 
fecting them in brigade drill. 

On the 10th instant I sent the Picket, Oapt. T. P. Iv^ with two 
companies of the Finth Eegiment Hew York, Ool. E. 0. Hawkins, to 
make a reconnaissance in the neighborhood of Hag’s Head. They 
found that General Wise left there with the remnant of his troops on 
the day of the battle, burning the large hotel, to prevent its use by our 
troops, and destroying a considerable amount of public property that 
could not be removed. We, however, secured a large steam mud-scow, 
a blacksmith forge, and some open boats and flat-boats loaded with 
wood. 

On the 12th I again sent a smaller party, under my aide-de-camp, 
Lieutenant Pell, which succeeded in bringing back several Sibley tents 
and a large box of medical stores. Frequent scouting parties have 
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been, sent over the island, bringing in a considerable quantity of mili¬ 
tary stores concealed by the rebels. 

On the 18th I joined Flag-Offlcer Goldsboro igh in ordering an expe¬ 
dition up the Chovran Eiver, for the purpose of destroying the bridge 
over the bTorfolk and Weldon Eailroad, detaUing for this service the 
Mnth Eew York, Colonel Hawkins, who were transported by the gun¬ 
boats of Captain Eowan, detailed by the flag-offloer for this purpose. 
I hope to hear from them by to morrow. 

On the 19th we dispatched a joint expedition, consisting of the 
Fifth Ehode Island Battalion, on the steamer Union and three naval 
launches, under the immediate direction of Captain Jeffers, of the Havy, 
up Currituck Sound, for the purpose of rcconnoitering the shores and 
destroying some salt-works that were reported in operation on the 
coast. The expedition returned this evening, and report that the im¬ 
portance of the works was very much exaggerated; in fact, there is 
no organized establishment there. A few iron kettles, owned bv differ¬ 
ent individuals, have been used from time to time to boil do^vn the 
sea-water to obtain a supply for immediate or local use. They found 
the inhabitants very much alarmed, but after assuring them that our 
purpose was not to harm them they became more communicative, and 
were free in the expression of their opimon that they had been deceived 
as to our intentions. 

I have ordered General Williams’ brigade, with the exception of the 
Forty-eighth Pennnsylvania and Captain Morris’ company. First Artil¬ 
lery, to this place^ and shall as soon as the expedition from the Chowan 
Eiver returns make some rapid movements in the direction indicated in 
my instructions. I am satisfied that our best policy is to dismantle the 
small "ortifications at different points on the sound and destroy the 
means of transportation, immediately after which I shall try to do the 
more important work which I know is expected of me. But I beg 
here to say that, in order to be perfectly secure in my movements, it 
would be well to have my force increased to double its iiresent stren^h. 
I shall not, however, hesitate in going forward, and will leave the matter 
of re-enforcements to your better judgment. But one of the light- 
draught steamers sent for some time since has arrived, but we are ex¬ 
pecting more daily, when I shall establish a line from here to Old Point 
Comfort, by way of Oregon Inlet, in the following manner: By steamers 
of flmm to 4 fset draught from here to the inlet, and by sea-going pro¬ 
pellers of from’ C to 7 feet draught from there to Old Point Comfort. I 
hope the Quartermastei-’s Department will hasten to send me at once 
five of the former and six of the latter. By this route wc shall avoid 
the passage of Ca: e Hatteras, and thus save over 100 miles, which is 
of the greatest importance. 

Eoanoke Island must continue to be the central point from which all 
naval and military movements in these sounds must be made. 

I have issued an order changing the names of the forts on the island 
as follows: Fort Bartow, at Pork Point, to Fort Foster; Fort Huger, 
at Weir’s Point, to Fort Eeno; Fort Blanchard, the intermediate fort, 
to Fort Parke: the fort on south point of Shallow Bag Bay to Port De 
Monteil, and the battery in the center of the island to Battery Eussell. 
I propose to remove the guns from Fort Parke to a fort of the same 
name to be built at Horth Point, and the guns from Battery Bussell 
to a battery of same name to be built on Dolby’s Point, on the north 
point of Shallow Bag Bay. I also propose to build a battery either at 
Broad Creek Point or Indian Shells Bank. For this purpose I have 
ordered up Lieutenant Farquhar, of the Engineers, from Fort Ilatteras* 
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We sliall need a supply of ammunition for these guns; afc least 300 
rounds to a piece. I inclose herewith requisition of Lieutenant Flagler 
for the same. 

Our supplies of commissary stores have been ample, and with what 
is now on hand and ordered we have enough for sixty days. I am not 
so sure of forage and coal. It has been ordered, but does* not arrive as 
promptly as i had hoped for. The steamer S. E. Spaulding, of which I 
wrote to you, will be returned to Old Point Comfort in two days. 

I beg to inclose the correspondence with General Huger in reference 
to exchange of prisoners,* which will explain itself, and I hope my 
course will meet with the approval of the General-in-Chief. I was in¬ 
duced to pursue this course for the reason that the sending of these 
prisoners to the hlorth would have deprived me of transportation for 
at least three regiments, and also of a considerable force, whicli would 
have been necessary to guard them on their way thither; besides, if 
they had been sent North there would have been a delay in the ex¬ 
change of some days, thus prolonging the confinement of our prisoners 
in the hands of the rebels, who it will be seen by the terms of exchange 
are to be released at once. 

Although this is not in obedience to the letter of my instructions, I 
am sure the General in-Chief will feel that I am observing the spirit of 
them. Inclosed please find an accurate list of the prisoners, with a 
recapitulation. The original parole I still hold, but will forward it by 
the next mail. The prisoners were s31 embarxed for Elizabeth City, 
under the direction of Lieutenant-Colonel Osborn, Twenty-fourth Massa¬ 
chusetts Eegiment, at 1 o’clock p. m. to-day, and are by this time handed 
over to Major AUston, who represents General Huger. 

The fiag-officer has kept his fleet constantly engaged upon the most 
important and effective service, the details of which I do not mention, 
for I know he will keep his Department thoroughly informed of his 
movements. 

I beg to close by assuring you that my command is in most excellent 
discipline and spirits and anxious for another forward moveiaent.

General : I have the honor to report for the information of the 
General Commanding that I have now embarked, pr^aratory to a 
movement designated by his instructions, the whole of General Beno’s 
brigade and half of each of the brigades of Generals Foster and Parke. 
I had hoped to have finished the entire embarkation of the three bri¬ 
gades to-day, but the severe gale now prevailing will prevent. It is 
impossible to calculate upon the time necessary to make movements on 
this coast. At this season of the year there are either gales or fogs 
live or six days in a week. 

The necessary delay here has probably done us no materia] harm, as 
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we have been malring a few minor movements, which have served to 
istract the enemy. Colonel Hawkins, of the Mnth Hew York, wi^ 
his regiment, together with the Eighty-ninth Hew York and the Sixth 
Hew Hampshire, be left to garrison the island. I have some move¬ 
ments on foot with a view to breaking up the communications of the 
enemy, the result of which I had hoped to report to you, but the severe 
weather doubtless delayed the return of the expeditions. If possible I 
shall leave here with three brigades to-morrow night and make a hasty 
descent upon Hew Berne, the’ result of which will be reported to you 
at once by a dispatch ship. 

I send to Hew York by the vessel carry^g this dispatch all the sick 
and wounded that will not be fit for duty in sixty days. The command 
generally is in good heal^. I have moved since my last dispatch from 
Hatteras Inlet the three regiments and Belger’s battery of light artillery, 
leaving there the Forty-eighth Pennsylvania and Captain Morris’ com¬ 
pany of First Artillery. I propose to take with me a portion of this 
company, which has been used to man two 32-ponnder field howitzers, 
for which horses and harness were issued a month since, and it is now 
a very efficient section of artillery. 

The order relieving General Williams from this department has been 
received, and he will leave Hatteras Inlet for his new field of duty by 
the first opportunity.

In doubtful uncertainty as to General Burnside’s position and how 
far he may now be engaged in his final operations, it is difficult to give 
him very precise orders at present. I think it would be well that he 
should not engage himself farther inland than at New Berne, and should 
at once reduce Beaufort, leaving there a sufficient garrison in Port 
Macon. He should at once return to Eoanoke Island, ready to co¬ 
operate with all his available force either by way of Winton or by way 
of Port Monroe, as circumstances may render necessary. I advise this 
on the supposition that Captain Pox is correct in his opinion that Bum 
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side win have S'ew Beme this week. If he has become fairly engaged 
in the movement I would not stop him.

Sir : On Sunday last the iron-dad steamer Merrimac, called by the 
rebels the Virginia, ran out from Norfolk, attacked our blockadhig 
squadron, destroyed two frigates and two gunboats. She was subse¬ 
quently beaten back in a severe battle with our steamer Monitor, and 
has not since attempted to come out. 

The rebel army has retreated from Winchester and Manassas, and 
retired, without fighting a battle, beyond the Bappahannock. The bat¬ 
teries on the Potomac have also been abandoned. These movements 
were made evidently in great haste, as they left behind pieces of artil¬ 
lery and other stores which they had not time to destroy. 

The President’s Order, No. 3, herewith inclosed,* relieves Major-Gen¬ 
eral McClellan from the command of the Army, and confines him to the 
Army of the Potomac. The Secretary of War directs that you make 
your reports and returns to him. He also directs that you forward dis¬ 
patches to him on the return of the dispatch vessel, and permit no 
officer to detain her on any pretext whatever.

1. General Foster will move five companies toward Ninston up the 
main road bordering the railroad till they come to the fork of the road 
between the railroad and the river Neuse. They will then divide, and 
move up both roads till they come to Batchelder’s Creek, and will bum 
both bridges over the creek. The force will then retire and occupy the 
fork of the roads and a point on the railroad immediately opposite, the 
pickets in communication with each other visiting occasionally with 
sufficient force the bridges and the bridge previously burned by the 
enemy. It may be well to have a patrol occupy the fork of the road, 
visiting occasionally the river Neuse. General Foster will also detail 
four companies of the same regiment to move up what is called the 
Trent road to the line dividing Craven and Jones Counties and occupy 
that position, keeping a constant patrol from the swamp on the right 
to the Trent Eiver on the left, distance probably 2 miles. He is author¬ 
ized to direct Lis quartermaster to employ such labor as he may require 
to throw up field works. The remaining company wiU remain in camp 
as a camp guard. The regiments in this service will be changed as 
often as the general thinks necessary. 

2. General Eeno wiU order a regiment up the mad on the south of 
the Trent Eiver, with instructions to bum the bridge 10 miles above 
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this place, which leads to PoUocksville. The force will then proceed 
to the town of Trenton, and burn the bridge across the river at that 
place, and then proceed to a point 5 miles above, and burn the bridge at 
that place. The regiment will then return to its camp, instructing the 
people that all communication with N'ew Berne must be by the road on 
the south side of the Trent and over the ferry and bridge at the city. 

The intention of this order is to destroy all the bridges over the Trent 
except the one near the city, where a strong guard must be kept. Per¬ 
sonal instruction will be given to the brigadier-generals as to the orders 
to be given to the pickets.

Hon. E. M. Stanton, 

Secretary of War, Washington: 

I have the honor to state that since my dispatch of the 21st instant 
we have been organizing and sending to General Parke batteries and 
ammunition for the siege of Port Macon. He now occupies with his 
brigade Morehead City and Beaufort. Considerable delay has occur¬ 
red from the weather and the burning of bridges over the railroad by 
the rebels immediately after the taking of New Berne. The bridge over 
Newport River has required a great deal of labor to reconstruct it. It 
will be finished, I think, by Saturday night, when we shall be able to 
forward things with much greater facility. The roads are very bad, 
and it requires an immense amount of labor to haul the heavy articles 
from the head of Slocum’s Creek to the railroad. Yesterday I made a 
visit to General Parke’s brigade, and gave him some more definite instruc¬ 
tions as to his mode of proceeding. I hope when the enemy sees the 
ample means we have for the reduction of the fort he will conclude to 
surrender. 

The expedition to Washington^ mentioned in my last, was entirely 
successM, and productive, I think, of most excellent results. The 
enemy deserted the batteries, but the obstructions were still in the 
river. A passage-way for our steamers was, however, very soon made 
by our submarine engineers. Themayor of thecity and some of the most 
respectable citizens met the vessels some distance below the town and 
conducted them up. The troops landed, under the command of Colo¬ 
nel Stevenson, of the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts Regiment, marched 
through the streets of the city, then re-embarked, aftier hoisting the 
Stars and Stripes on the court-house, and then returned to this city. 
One or two naval vessels were left there for a short time. The light 
belonging to the Hatteras light-house, which had been in Washington 
for some time, was removed up the Tar River in a very light-draught 
steamer, owned by one of the citizens, who was a large property-owner 
^ere. Notice has been given him that he must return the light or his 
property will be seized or destroyed. 

The ne^oes continue to come in, and I am employing them to the 
best possible advantage; a principal part of them on some earth forti¬ 
fications in the rear of the city, which will enable us to hold it with a 
small force when it becomes necessary to move with the main body. 
The enemy have been remarkably quiet; in fact, we have had but one 
meeting of the outposts, when we drove tneir pickets from their position. 
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There is nothing now of which we stand in so much need as cavalry. 
£ have had to take the pieces from Captain Belger’s battery and organize 
it inio a cavalry company in order to keep up communication with my 
outer line of pickets, as it was impossible to do it with infantry. 

In my last I gave an estimate of the number of troops necessary to 
make a rapid move into the interior, and I hope the Department will 
find it convenient to send among the first of his troops a good regiment 
of cavalry. 1 believe I mentioned in my last that these regiments should 
bring with them a requisite number of horses and wagons, clothing 
and ammunition, at least 100 rounds per man. 

I beg to thank the Department for the kind and too liberal apprecia¬ 
tion of my services by recommending me for promotion.

Maj. Gen. Ambrose E. Burnside, 

Commemding Department of North Carolina: 

Gbiteral : I expect to reach Fort Monroe to-day, to take control of 
active operations from that point. The line of operations will be up 
the Peninsula, resting our line on the York Eiver and making Rich¬ 
mond the objective point. In the course of events it may become 
necessary for us to cross the James below Richmond and move on 
Petersburg. It has now become of the first importance that there 
should be frequent communication between us, and that I should be 
informed of the exact state of things with you and in your front 
Four additional regiments should have reached you by this time. 

I am entirely in the dark as to the condition of your operations 
against Beaulbrt, the force of the enemy there and at Goldsborough. 
Will you please at once inform me fully, stating how soon you expect 
to be in possession of Fort Macon, what available troops you will then 
have .for operating on Goldsborough, what can, in your opinion, be 
effected there in the way of taking possession of it, of neutralizing a 
strong force of the enemy there, and of doing something toward pre¬ 
venting the enemy’s retreat from Richmond. On the other hand, 
please inform me what you can do in the way of a demonstration at 
Winton on Suffolk. 

You win readily understand that if I succeed in driving the enemy 
out of Richmond I will at once throw a strong force on Raleigh and 
open the communication with you via Goldsborough; after which I 
hope to confide to you no unimportant part of subsequent operations. 

Taking all things into consideration, it appears probable that a move¬ 
ment in the direction of Goldsborough would be the best thing for you 
to undertake, as you can make it in larger force than that on Winton, 
for as soon as you have possession of Fort Macon nearly all your force 
will be available. Great caution will, however, be necessary, as the 
enemy might throw largo forces in that direction. The main object of 
the movement would be to accomplish that, but it would not do for 
you to be caught. We cannot afford any reverse at present. 1 wish 
your opinion in regard to the whole affair.

Hon. B. M. Stanton, 

SecretcMp of War, Washington, JD. 0.: 

Sie : I have'the honor to thank the President and yourself for the 
very complimentary way in which you have chosen to mention the 
services of my command. I have had your kind letter published to 
every regiment as a general order, and I am sure it is as gratifying to 
every ofBcer and soldier in my command as it is to myself. I must 
apologize for making this dispatch very short, as some requisitions from 
my chief quartermaster for transportation, &c., render it necessary that 
a vessel should be dispatched at once for Hatteras Inlet to communi¬ 
cate with a vessel bound Horth from that place. 

To-morrow I shall dispatch the B. 8. Terry direct to Hew York with 
the convalescent wounded, and will send by her a more full account of 
our movements since our last. 

Four regiments of rc-enforcements have arrir'ed, the Third and One 
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hundred and third Few York. Seventeenth Massachusetts, and Second 
Ma^land. I have assigned them to the different brigades. Their 
arrival was very opportune, as the enemy are concentrating a very 
large force at and near Kinston. AU deserters that have come within 
our lines report the intention of the enemy to move upon this place. 
We are as well prepared for them as we can be with our present force, 
and as soon as sufficient re-enforcements and transportation arrive I 
shall move upon them, unless I receive instructions from you to make 
the attack on eldon and Gaston instead of Goldsborough and Ealeigh. 
You will remember T mentioned this subject in one of my dispatches 
from Boanoke Island. 

We suffer very much for want of cavalry, and I hope the Department 
will send me a good regiment at once. It is very difficult with our 
present means to keep ourselves posted as to the movements of the 
enemy, and in the absence of accurate information we are constantly 
receiving most fabulous reports of their great strength and rapid move¬ 
ments. That they are concentrating in large numbers at and near 
Kinston there is no doubt. My force here, as you know, is weakened 
by the absence of General Parke’s brigade and the necessity of guard 
ing the 36 miles of railway between here and Beaufort. Our fists of 
wounded and sick are very large, but I hope it will decrease under the 
constant skillful care of our surgeons. I beg here to say that we are 
much in need of more surgeons, which you were kind enough to say 
would be forwarded if req^ed, I hope the Surgeon-General’s Depart¬ 
ment will find it for the interest of the public service to see that any 
brigade surgeons that may be sent are junior to Brigade Surg. W. H. 
Church, as he is my medical director, and it would be a very serious 
disappointment to have to give another surgeon his position. 

General Parke is progressing but slowly with the siege of Fort 
Macon. We find it very difficult, with the limited means of transpor¬ 
tation, to transport the heavy siege batteries and supplies, but I hope 
to report good progress within a week. 

1 hope the Quartermaster’s Department wiU not fail to send at once 
the transportation required by my chief quartermaster. The horses 
and wagons can be sent on light-dxanght schooners, such as we used 
when we moved from Annapolis. 

We have suffered very much for want of fresh meat, which was to 
have been sent from Baltimore, but not a single head has arrived.

Hon. B. M. Stanton, 

Secretary of War, Washington, D. O.: 

I have the honor to report that a well-authenticated rumor has 
reached the commander of the naval fleet here to the effect that the 
rebel authorities at Forfolk are fitting out two small iron-clad gunboats 
for these waters. The exact state of progress is not known. It is said 
by some persons recently from that neighborhood that they will be 
finished within ten or twelve days, but I cannot believe but that this is 
an exaggeration. 

Til,.! -nr-ArkaT-aHn-n tn inAAt fiiARA hnnts IS a dutv devolvins upou the 
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Kavy Departsment, but as I cannot learn of any important steps being 
taken in that direction I deem it my duty to make the statement of the 
case to you, in view of the fact that we have so large a number of army 
vessels in these waters. The naval commander here will doubtless use 
all the means at his disposal to prevent any disaster, but the vessels of 
this fleet are but frail things at best, and have been much shaken up 
by constant service for three stormy months. I do not feel any serious 
apprehension in reference to this matter, but we certainly need two or 
three gunboats of a better class to make us perfectly secure. The 
armed vessels in my fleet will be put in the best possible condition to 
meet such an emergency, and I shall very soon try to land a force at 
the head of IfTorth Eiver and try to permanently obstruct Currituck 
and Albemarle Canal. The locks of the canal leading from Elizabeth 
City are said to be too narrow to admit of a passage for these vessels, 
which I hope is true. 

I have received nothing from General Parke this morning, but hope 
to report his progress by next mail. The commander of the fort seems 
disposed to make an obstinate resistance, but we have the means at 
hand to effect its reduction, but an Engineer officer, with a corps of 
Sappers and Miners, would he of great service. 

The enemy in our front stiU continue in force, but we do not hear of 
them making any important advances in this direction. The outposts 
occasionally meet, but thus far there has been no important results 
from their meeting. We have lost but one man during the week, he 
being taken prisoner, and have killed one and wounded another of the 
enemy. 

There is nothing of which we stand so much in need now as a regi¬ 
ment of cavalry, and I hope the Department will find it convenient to 
send one at once. 

I hope you will excuse me for suggesting that the Van Alen Cavalry 
be sent, if, as I understand^ it is in Washmgton. 

Our sick lists are increasmg slightly, but I hope to report a decrease 
very soon, as our beef cattle begin to arrive and they will have a 
change of diet.

General ; I have the honor to state the following movements in 
this department since the battle of New Berne: 

Immediately after the battle 1 started General Parke, with a portion 
of his brigade, to take possession of Morehead City, Carolina City, and 
Beaufort, and to invest Port Macon. 

This work has proved to be exceedingly difficult, owing to the 
absence of engines and cars on the railroad and the burning of the 
bridges by the enemy. The latter work was necessarily done under 
the protection of a large guard, and the enemy^s cavalry made frequent 
visits to the road, and I had no cavalyy to compete with them. 

Our losses have been but slight during the work, amounting in aU 
to some 10 or 12 pickets. On the 7th instant Colonel Egloffetein, of 
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the One hundred and third New York, was ordered to make a recon 
naissance up the Trent in the direction of Onsloxv^ County, and I 
afterward ordered Mm to continue his reconnaissance down the road 
leading from Trenton to Core Sound, at the moutli of White Oak 
Eiver, and then to proceed up the shore of Core Sound and communi¬ 
cate with General Parke at Morehead City. This I did with a hope 
that we might be able to catch a portion of the enemy^s cavalry, the 
headquarters of which were at Swansborough, ftom whence they sent 
detachments over to the railroad, thus making the duty of guarding 
the 36 miles of road from this place to Carolina City very onerous. 

The colonel started with 200 picked men, two days’ rations, and no 
transportation, with instructions to ration his men from supplies found 
on the route. He yesterday reached General Parke’s headquarters, 
having had several skirmishes with the enemy, in which he captured 
some 23 prisoners, 80 horses, quite a quantity of pistols, sabers, &c. 
Among the prisoners captured was Colonel Eobinson, formerly of our 
Army, son-in-law of Captain McCrae. 

I have been thus minute in these details to show you how neces¬ 
sary a regiment of cavalry is to me at this point, and 1 sincerely hope 
there will not be a moment’s delay in sending me a well-organized reg¬ 
iment. 

General Parke has now succeeded in getting on the banks in rear of 
Fort Macon with the main body of his command, with two mortar 
batteries and one 30-pounder Parrott gun. The enemy’s i)ickets have 
been driven in and all communication with the garrison from the out¬ 
side cut off. The enemy’s shots thus far have done us but little harm, 
wounding only 2 men. There are three naval vessels outside co¬ 
operating with us, and I hope within ten days to reduce the fort. 

The re-enforcements you spoke of in your letter have arrived, and I 
have formed the brigades of Generals Foster and Eeno into divisions, 
which now occupy this place and its suburbs. I am building just in 
rear of the town an inclosed bastioned field w^ork capable of holding 
1,000 men and mounting thirty guns, which work will be finished in a 
few days. After which I propose to build another small four-gun work, 
with two companies, to the right of this first work and near the Neuse. 
These forts completely command the town, and will enable me to leave 
it with a small force when I move up the country. My advance now 
on the railroad is at Batchelder’s Creek, where we are rebuilding the 
railroad bridge burnt by the enemy, and I have made corresponding 
advances in tiie direction of Kinston, on the Neuse and Trent Eoads, 
which positions have been maintained with occasional disturbances in 
way of picket firing. 

Some days ago I sent, in conjunction with the Navy, a regiment to 
Washington, to temporarily occupy that place, destroy the batteries, 
and remove the obstacles in the river, wMch was successfully accom¬ 
plished, and the troops have returned. 

Some 600 of our men from Eoanoke Island were sent to Elizabeth 
City last week, and captured aU the pickets in the neighborhood of 
that place, amounting to 74 men and 100 stand of arms. Since then 
the enemy’s force has been increased at that point to two regiments 
and a field battery of four guns. 

I have organized an expedition, in conjunction with Commodore 
Eowan, against that place, and if we succeed in capturing or driving 
the enemy back, we shall move up to South Mills and blow up the 
lock of the canal at that place, and then proceed to the head of the 
Currituck Canal and blow in its banks, thus rendering it impossible 
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for the gunboats which are said to be building at l^orfolk to come into 
these waters. I hope the expedition will be successful. 

The regiments of my original command are much decreased by sick¬ 
ness and casualties in battle, and the recruiting service having been 
stopped, I shall not be able to fill them up. My command now consists 
of twenty regiments, one battalion, and a battery, making an aggre¬ 
gate of about 15,000 men, distributed as follows: Three regiments at 
Eoanoke, one-half of a regiment at Hatteras Inlet, three regiments 
and a battalion with General Parke and on the road, and thirteen and 
one-half regiments with the battery at this place. The engines and 
cars, for which we made requisition immediately after the battle, have 
not yet arrived, and as the re-enforcements sent me brought no wagons 
with them, we are absolutely crippled for want of transportation. I 
sincerely hope there will be no delay in forwarding me the regiment 
of cavalry and two batteries of artillery, together with the engines, 
cars, and wagons already required for. 

The enemy continues in force at Kinston, but I feel quite sure I can 
dislodge them after the fall of Fort Macon.

GommcmMng Department of North Carolina: 

General ; I have information, which I regard as entirely reliable, 
that on the 25th of March a movement of troops commenced from 
Eichmond for North Carolina to operate against your command. 
These regiments came from Fredericksburg and Gordonsville, having 
formed part of the Army of Manassas. They are Fourth, Tenth, and 
Fourteenth Alabama regiments, two Virginia re^ments, two North 
Carolina regiments, Sixth and Sixteenth Mississippi, Eighth Geor¬ 
gia, two other Georgia regiments, one or two Louisiana regiments, 
Thomas^ artillery (four bat&ries), JRansom^s regiment of North Caro¬ 
lina cavalry, the heavy guns formerly at Leesburg, said to be from 
twenty to twenty-five in number, and generally large rifled guns. I 
think the number and caliber of these guns exaggerated; there were 
probably ten to twelve. The total being thirteen or fourteen regiments 
of infantry, one regiment of cavalry, and four light batteries. 

The railways in the South are represented to be in miserable con¬ 
dition, both as regards tracks and roUing stock, so the progress of 
these troops was probably slow. 

It is represented that the energetic steps taken by the rebel Govern¬ 
ment in reference to the conscription have filled their regiments. 

I learn to-day that General E. E. Lee commands in front of me, 
having Johnston under him, Lee being now Commander-in-Chief of the 
rebels, and that their force in and around Yorktown numbers more 
than 80,000 men. 

I would recommend to you to make no offensive movement beyond 
New Berne until you have secured Fort Macon; also to be well on tlie 
alert against an attempt to turn your left flank. 
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I hope tlie Department may be able to let you have some of the 
heavy guns used in the siege of Fort Pulaski.

General: Tour dispatches by Major Sherman and by Captain Cut¬ 
ting have been received, and you will please accept my thanks for your 
very full and satisfactory report of the operations under your command. 

The Van Alen Cavalry [Third New York] are under orders to join 
you. Two batteries are embarking here to-day. These comprise all 
the re-enforcements you asked for. 

The President as well as the country at large feels great interest in 
everything concerning the safety and success of your expedition, and 
no effort of the Department will be spared in supporting you. 

Appointments of your staff were ordered, as you desired, immediately 
upon the receipt of your letter naming the persons you desired appointed. 
We hope soon to hear that Fort Macon is in your possession. The oper¬ 
ations at Torktown and Corinth are now the subjects of great interest. 
No doubt is entertained that Generals McClellan and Halleck will be 
entirely successful. Tour limited force and the inability to increase 
its numbers at present will necessarily prevent yoim engaging in active 
operations to any great extent until the issue is determined at Tork¬ 
town. From your communications we are led to believe that you feel 
yourself entirely secure in your present position. 

1 shall be glad to hear from you as often as it is possible for you to

General Ambrose E. Burnside, 

Commanding Department of North Carolina^ New Berne: 

General: I am now having four companies Eighth Ooimecticut 
placed on board the Highland Light, and e:^ect to have him start 
for New Berne this p. m. The other companies have not yet reached 
Morehead City. 

The Union has not yet arrived. As soon as she does I will start the 
balance of the regiment. 

The Fourth Ehode Island is now quartered in Beaufort. 

1 have made Colonel Eodman military governor of the Beaufort dis¬ 
trict, and Major Allen provost-marshal. 

Captain Morris’ and Captain Ammon’s companies are now in the 
fort. 

The guns and mortars from our batteries have been brought to the 
fort. 

Our camp on the Banks is by degrees being broken up. I am having 
everything there brought down to the fort and everything at Caro¬ 
lina City brought down to Morehead. 

I keep the two launches on picket duty up Bogue Sound toward 
Swansborough. 

I am informed that the rebel cavalry are still in that vicinity, and 
I would particularly request that a gunboat be sent through Bogue 
Inlet into White Oak Eiver, and directed to keep a lookout for the 
rebels in that quarter. 

The Chippewa has returned, having delivered her prisoners to a rebel 
steamer near Fort Caswell. While there Captain Bryson learned that 
the Nashville had run into New Inlet on the 26th. On the 24th she 
started in and ran aground, and for some unaccountable reason she 
was permitted to remain there until sufficiently lightened to pass inside 
the bar. She is reported to have 16,000 stand of arms and a tremen¬ 
dous quantity of gunpowder. Awful, is it not ? 

WeU, can’t we take Fort Caswell and the a(^’acent batteries t I be¬ 
lieve we can. 

Captain Bryson, of the Chippewa, has furnished me with a copy of the 
statement of two deserters from Port Caswell. I inclose copy. 

1 p. m.—The Union has just arrived, with the cattle and potatoes. 
The Highland Light has not got under way as yet. There is much trou¬ 
ble in bringing the troops and baggage over from the Banks to More¬ 
head City. I will start her off as soon as she gets four companies on 
board. 

To-morrow the Chippewa goes to Cape Fear Eiver. The State of 
Georgia follows in a day or two and the bark Gemsbok goes to Hamp¬ 
ton Eoads. This will leave only one vessel here, the Daylight, Cap¬ 
tain Lockwood. Now, I sincerely hope Commodore Eowan will send 
one of his vessels to the White Oak and Swansborough district. It 
will be of immense service aU around. 

The citizens of Beaufort are after me on the negro question. They 
want me to prevent the slaves from coming within our lines. I tell 
them I can use no force to aid them in recovering their negroes; at the 
same time, if they can prevail on the negroes to go home, I am per¬ 
fectly willing and satisfied. I can furnish them no aid or assistance, 
and at the same time will not permit any disturbance in camp.

Sir : I have the honor to report that the only thing of moment that 
has occurred since the fall of Fort Macon was a skirmish that occurred 
between three or four companies of the enemy^s cavalry and 30 or 40 
of our men, temporarily mounted, lv ’or the command of Colonel Eg- 
loffstein, of the One hundred and third Few York, which resulted in a 
loss on our side of 1 private killed and Colonel Egloffetein and 2 pri¬ 
vates wounded. The colonel was shot in the leg just below the knee, 
making a painful wound, which will probably disable him ficom service 
for some three months. The rebels were dispersed, with a loss of 3 
killed, 8 wounded, and 3 taken prisoners. We captured 6 horses with 
full cavalry equipments. Our pickets are constantly annoyed by the 
enemy’s cavalry, and we have this week lost 2 killed and 3 prisoners. 
Our losses in these little renconters are more than compensated for by 
the losses of the enemy. Our infantry pickets comi)ete remarkably 
well with the enemy’s cavalry, and had we one cavalry regiment here 
I feel sure that we could keep the two cavalry regiments of the enemy 
which are now in our front at a respectful distance, and at the proper 
time would drive in every one of their outposts. We look with great 
anxiety for the arrival of the cavalry and fight artillery ordered here. 
All the troops destined for this department can be transported to Beau¬ 
fort Harbor in large vessels and landed at the wharf at Morehead 
City, where there is some 17 or 18 feet of water. We are repairing 
Fort Macon as rapidly as possible, and I am gradually withdrawing 
General Parke’s (First) brigade to this place^ with a view to leaving 
some five companies in Fort Macon and five in the town of Beaufort 
and Morehead City as guards. The main fort on the outskirts of this 
town is now about finished, and the smaller fort, which will complete 
the line of fortifications, is commenced. These forts are built not only 
with a view to hold the place with a small force, but to give occupa¬ 
tion to the hundreds of negroes that are flocking to us. They wiU 
make our base more secure, and thereby add greatly to our strength in 
an advanced movement into the interior. 

By the next mail I hope to forward you the detailed report of Gen¬ 
eral Parke of the siege of Foj-t Macon, and at the same time I will 
forward to the Department a more intelfigible statement of our condi¬ 
tion, strength, and resources. 

The three definite objects of my expedition have been accomplished, 
and the remaining ones were necessarily left to a certain extent to my 
discretion, as it was impossible to predict all the changes that might 
occur in the mean time. Of course I do not consider my work as finished, 
and shall be glad to receive more definite instructions, if the interests 
of the service require it. My own view is, that a movement upon Golds- 
borough and Ealeigh in force is the proper one, and I am quite sure 
that General McClellan is of the same opinion. With these :wo places 
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in our possession, Wilmington and Fort OasweU will stirely be taken in 
tune; but I will speak of this matter more faUy in my next. 

The health of the command is improving, but onr ranks are stiH sUm, 
and I hope the Department will deem it for the interest of the service 
to request the Governors of the States of iNew Hampshire, Massachn- 
settSjOonnecticut, Hew York, Hew Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
and "Rhode Island to send ns recruits enough to fill our regiments to 
the maximum standard.

Hon. E. M. Stanton, 

Seeretary of War, Washington, D. 0.: 

Sie: I have the honor to report that since my last dispatch one of 
General Parke’s regiments the Eighth Connecticut, has been trans¬ 
ferred to this place from JBeaufoit, and I shall at once order up the 
Fourth Rhode Island, leaving the Fifth Rhode Island Battalion at 
Beaufort and Fort Macon as garrison. 

From information obtained through our spies I am satisfied that the 
force in the neighborhood of Kinston and Goldsborough is diminishing 
rather than increasing, and had we to-day a cavalry regiment and two 
batteries of artillery, and the locomotives, cars, and wagons required for, 
I should initiate a movement in that direction. We are expecting them 
hourly, and are convinced that nothing but the heavy requisitions upon 
the diaerent Departments has necessarily delayed their arrival. 

General Ransoim formerly of the United States Cavalry, is posted 6 
miles this side of l^ston with two regiments of infantry, two of cav¬ 
alry, and one or two batteries of artillery of six pieces each, with no 
intrenchments other than abatis. General Branch is posted at Kins¬ 
ton and its neighborhood with four regiments of infantry and one or 
two batteries of artillery; he and Ransom together having just three 
batteries of artillery, but we have not been able to ascertain positively 
which has the two batteries. 

General Holmes, late of the U. S. Army, commands the department, 
and has his headquarters at Goldsborough. The force in t^t neigh¬ 
borhood is variously estimated at from 5,000 to 16,000. I am satisfied 
that the lower number is the nearest to the absolute fact. 

The possession of Beaufort Harbor renders the transportation of 
troops to this department very easy, and if a movement in force into 
the interior, with a view to occupying Goldsborough and Raleigh and 
thereby cutting off the retreat of the rebels, who will in all probability 
be dispersed by General McClellan, be desirable, the necessary force 
can easily be brought to this point, and I am not sure that the object 
cannot be accomplished with the re-enforcements of cavalry and artil¬ 
lery already ordered io this potut; but I shall make no hazardous move¬ 
ment until I hear more definitely from the Department or of the result 
of the movement before Yorktown. 

Your kind letter of the 26th ultimo warrants me in remaining on the 
defensive until such time as I think that my force here can be used as 
an auxiliary or a diversion. In the mean time I would be glad to receive 
anv re-enforcements that it mav be found for the interests of the serv- 
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ice to send me, in order tlxat I may carry ont more active field opera¬ 
tions. I am becoming more convinced every day of the importance of 
occupying Goldsborough and Ealeigh; you will readily see the reason 
for this conviction: but I would not, if I could, disturb the organiza¬ 
tion of the forces of the different columns now moving upon the enemy, 
unless it was for the interest of the public service. 

In the first part of my dispatch I stated that I believed that the force 
in front of us was diminishing rather than increasing. My reason for 
coming to this conclusion is that one of our spies informed me this 
evening that General Branch was to leave with a considerable portion 
of his brigade for Virginia. If this statement should be confirmed and 
the caval^ and artillery should arrive I may make a movement in that 
direction, and I hope that whatever the result may be the Department 
will not consider that I am transcending my orders. 

Another mail will leave here to-morrow, by which I will send a dis¬ 
patch. 

We are very much in need of the locomotives, cars, and wagons 
required for, all of which can now be sent to Beaufort Harbor in heavy- 
draught vessels. 

Should it be deemed advisable to send re-enforcements to this depart- 
ment I hope it will be done with a view to leaving Generals Foster, 
Eeno, and Parke in command of divisions. By their untiring industry 
and gallantry they deserve to remain as permanent commanders in this 
department; without them the work that has been done here could not 
have been accomplished. I have already recommended them to the 
Department for promotion, and hope it may be found for the interest of 
the pubUo service to grant the request. 

I have authorized the organization of the First Forth Carolina Uidon 
Volunteers. The movement was initiated by the Union men in and 
about Washington, and 1 have encouraged it to the extent of feedmg, 
clothing, and arming the-vicinity, and have promised to recom¬ 

mend to the Department that they be mustered and paid. Captain 
Potter, General Poster’s chief commissary, has been appointed colonel, 
and Mr. Bespess, whose father was mayor of Washington and is now 
in prison in Eiclimond, has been appointed lieutenant-colonel. I hope 
that the regiment will be filled up within a very short timej but would 
not for a moment try to uupress the Department with the idea that it 
win be done. I shall do all in my power to accomplish it, and trust my 
action wiU meet with the approval of the Government.

As the Allison did not get off to-day, as was expected, I will difr 
patdi her early to-morrow morning with this.

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The mail who brings the report is a Union man, named Gainer, and 
he gets his information from a paroled prisoner by the name of Jones, 
who lives about 6 miles to the westward of Newport Bridge. 

Jones says: wOl see hot work about Newport Bridge before 

Saturday night; that 10,000 troops are crossing ftom Swansborough.” 

Now I can’t believe any such story, but I should like to feel sure that 
it is all false. 1 have requested the colonel of the Ninth New Jersey 
to send out a scout and inform you directly of the result. 

I wdll see Commander Lockwood and request him to keep his steamer 
near Morehead City, and I told the Ninth New Jersey that if they were 
too hotly pressed to fall back on Morehead. 

It may be that the rebels at Wilmington have armed the militia and 
drafted men with the arms brought in by the Nashville, and are march¬ 
ing there in hopes of again destroying the Newport Bridge. 

i wiU send the Little Union up the Sound to-morrow. A gunboat in 
White Oak Creek would fix this whole business and make me feel 
perfectly easy, and a squadron of cavalry would now be of infinite 
service. 

A paroled officer applied to me to-day for permission to go with his 
wife to Swansborough. In course of conversation he said that he 
expected to be exchanged in a week. It may be that this fellow has 
heard of a probable advance from Swansborough.

Fobt Monkoe, Va., May 11 , 1862 . 

Major-General Burnside: 

Bear Sir: You will be pleased to learn that yesterday General 
Wool advanced with 5,000 men on Norfolk. The city surrendered, 
General Huger having withdrawn his force. We are now in possession 
of Norfolk and Portsmouth. This morning the rebels set fire to the 
Merrimac and blew her up. General Wool will throw an additional 
force of 2,000 men into Norfolk without delay. 

I send you a copy of the last dispatch received—at 6 o’clock last 
evening—^from General McClellan. We have been aware for some 
days tliai> the enemy were contemplating the abandonment of Norfolk. 
General Huger continued there until yesterday with 5,000 men. Three 
days ngo Commander Eodgers, with the Galena and two other gunboats, 
were sent up the James Eiver toward Eichmond to co-operate with 
McClellan. When last heard from yesterday they were ^‘picking their 
way slowly up.” The IVlonitor and Stevens wOl be sent up to-day. 

General Wool proposes without delay to move on to Suffolk, and 
would l^e glad to co-operate with you by your advancing, if you deem 
it prudent, to Weldon and seizing the railroad there. 

We have no certain intelligence in respect to the movements of the reb¬ 
els southward. A large force is no doubt in front of General McOleUan. 
Whether they will give him battle at or in front of Eichmond you can 
as well judge as any one else. The co-operation of yourself and Gen¬ 
eral Wool must undoubtedly produce favorable results, and communi¬ 
cation between you and him should be established at the earliest pos¬ 
sible moment. 

IVly last advices from Corinth were three days ago, at which time a 
severe battle between the forces of Beauregard and Halleck was im¬ 
pending. It has no doubt taken place by thus time. Such, at least, is 
mv imnression. 
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Captain. Eichmond informs me that the cavalry yon sent for were 
arriving, and that you need more infantry. I regret to say that the 
Government has not at this moment any troops that can he sent yon. 
Generals McClellan and Hallecli are both urgent for re-enforcements, 
which cannot be given. When yonr cavalry and artillery arrive noth¬ 
ing further can be sent until the recruits are raised. 

The co-operation of yourself and General Wool and the operations 
to be conducted by you are left to your discretion under tlie circum¬ 
stances in which you may be placed. Frequent advices are desired. 
The President, Secretary Chase, and I have been here five days, and 
expect to return to-day.

Hon. B. M. Stanton, Secreta/ry of War: 

I have fiilly established my connection with the troops near West 
Point, and the dangerous movement has passed. The West Point 
Eailway is not very much injured; materials for repairs, such as rails 
&c., cars, and engines may now be sent to me. Should Norfolk be 
taken and the Merrimac destroyed I can change my line to the James 
Biver and dispense with the railroad. I shall probably occupy New 
Kent in force tb-morrow and then make my first preparations for battle. 
As it is, my troops are in advance of their supplies. I must so arrange 
my depot that we can follow up success. When at New Kent I will 
be in position to make a thorough examination of the country, so as 
to act understandingly. General Johnston cannot well be in front of 
Pr6mont for two reasons: First, he has no business there; Second, I 
know that I fought him on Monday, and that he is now on the Ohick- 
ahominy. I have used his vacated headquarters from day to day. He 
is certainly in command here with all the troops he can gather. Two 
or three more of the cavalry regiments I left on the Potomac would be 
very acceptable. I am overworking what I have.

Hon. B. M. Stanton, 

8eeretary of War, Washington, B. 0.: 

Snt: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of yours of the 
11th instant by the hand of Captain Bichmond. 

After dispatching him to Old Point Comfort firom Oregon Inlet I 
visited Elizabeth City, and sent other spies up through the county, 
from whom I learned that Norfolk had been evacuated and occupied 
by General Wool, and upon the receipt of your dispatch 1 immediately 
returned to this place with a view to making arrangements for a move 
upon Weldon by way of Winton. 1 expected to mid the horses and 
wagons for which I had required at this place, but as yet none haro 
arrived. They are absolutely necessary to me in order to move into the 
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interior either from Win ton or firom here. From the loss of horses dnr- 
the storms at Hatterasonr means of transportation were much reduced, 
and we could not move now with more than 20 to 25 wagons after the 
dififerent posts occupied by me have been supplied. You will readily 
see that this would be entirely inadequate, as it would not carry the 
ammunition necessary, to say nothing of the cooMng utensils, commis¬ 
sary supplies, and forage. I should not wait for means of transporting 
tents, baggage, &c., as at this season of the year they could easily be 
^spensed with. Had we the cars and engines that have been required 
for, a movement might be initiated in the direction of Goldsborough 
and Falftigh. Hone of the re-enforcements sent to me brought any means 
of transportation. You will remember these requisitions were sent in 
immediately a^r our arrival in Hew Berne. 

I beg you will not think these remarks are made in a complaining 
spirit, for I am Mly conscious of the heavy draughts that have been 
made on the different bureaus in your Department, and often wondmr 
how you have accomplished so much. 

Forces like mine, which are occupying position to hold the enemy in 
check or to create diversions, should be entirely subservient of course 
to the great armies in the East and West that are now in front of the 
enemy, and I again beg that you wiU not feel that my frequent requisi¬ 
tions for re-enforcements and transportation are made in any other 
spirit thau that of a desire to be usefol. 

I am on the eve of ordering some small movements, in coiqnnction 
with the Navy, up the Chowan River, thus threatening the enemy’s com¬ 
munications, and have already ordered a reconnaissance through the 
Dismal Swamp Canal with a view to opening communication with 
General Wool through that channel. There are no troops along it, ex¬ 
cept a few militia pickets, but it is understood that the banks have 
been cut and the water let out between some of the locks. As it has 
turned out, it is very fortunate that the locks were not destroyed by Gen¬ 
eral Reno, as they will prove useflil to us now in communicating with 
Horfolk. 

I shall write General Wool by this mail, and if upon hearing from 
him it may be deemed advisable for us to make a junction or co-operate 
with each other I will act accordingly. Everything depends, however, 
npon theposition occupied by GeneralMcClellan’s forces. If, as I believe, 
he is in Richmond, and the enemy in full retreat southward—^the trans¬ 
portation necessary for a movement into the interior will not be so great, 
as a junction will very soon be formed with the main body, unless the 
enemy should retreat in such force as to drive us back. We are anx¬ 
iously waiting dispatches from Old Point Comfort. 

Day before yesterday I sent out two parties in the direction of Tren¬ 
ton and Kinston—one on the north and one on the south side of the 
Trent River—-for the purpose of driving in the enemy’s pickets and out¬ 
posts and ascertainmg their strength. A brisk skirmish ensued on the 
north side, upon which we killed 1 lieutenant and 9 privates and took 
2 prisoners. Our loss was 1 lieutenant and 4 privates taken prisoners 
and 1 officer wounded—^Major Fitzsimmons, of the Third Hew York Cav¬ 
alry. Their outposts were driven in, and quarters, stables, &c., de¬ 
stroyed. The party on the south side of the river met with a large force 
of cavalry, and a skirmish, ensued in which we killed 1 rebel captain 
and wound.ed several of their men, without sustaining any loss on our 
side. The force is just returning to its camp, but I have not yet learned 
the exact result of the reconnaissance. 

In my next 1 will give you the details of this reconnaissance. I have 
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not been well for a few days past, otherwise would have sent this mail 
off before. To-morrow I hope to be out as usual.

General: I heard of your victories at Williamsburg and West 
Point, the evacuation of Norfolk, and the destruction of the Merrimac 
while I was on a visit to Eoanoke Island and Elizabeth City, and I 
immediately returned to this place with the hope of finding the engines 
cars, and wagons required for immediately after the battle of New 
Berne, but none have yet arrived. 

I am very much crippled for want of land transportation. I could 
not to-day muster a train of 25 wagons, which you know would not be 
sufficient to carry my ammunition, and, as you see, it would be almost 
fatal for me to make a move into the interior before they arrive. 

I am anxiously awaiting dispatches from you before attempting 
another move. Everything is quiet in this vicinity, and I think the 
rebel force at Kinston, Ealeigh, and Goldsborough are about the same 
as when I last wrote. The health of the command is improviug. 

Capt. Thomas P. Ives wiU bear this dispatch to you.

Hon. E. M. Stanto^ 

Secretary of War^ Washington^ D, C,: 

Sir: I have the honor to report that since the sending of my last 
dispatch I have received accurate reports from the commanders of the 
reconnoitering parties in the direction of Kinston. Our exact loss was 
2 wounded and 7 prisoners. That of the enemy was 11 killed and 15 
or 20 wounded and 4 prisoners. 

It was ascertained by this reconnaissance that the enemy had on the 
south side of the Trent Eiver, in the neighborhood of Trenton, about 
1,600 cavalry. The road from that place to Kinston is very heavily 
picketed, the main body being in and beyond Kinston, under the com¬ 
mand of Eansom. 

The force at Kinston and Goldsborough will probably concentrate, 
in case we advance up the country, at Palling Creek, about 7 miles 
above Kinston, on the railroad, at which point they are building some 
light breastworks, but are putting no heavy guns in position. Qnlds- 
borough is not being fortified at all, but we learn that Ealeigh has been. 
The force on this line at this time, as near as we can learn, is two regi¬ 
ments of cavalry, four light batteries, and some fifteen regiments of 
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infantry. TMs does not include any of the force along the Weldon and 
Wilmington Eailroadj which just now is very conside^rable, all the 
bridges being very heavily guarded. 

Our engines, cars, &c., have not yet arrived. A portion of the 
wagons have come in, but none of the horses or harness. 

I have heard nothing from Eoanoke Island or that neighborhood for 
two or three days. 

My medical director is establishing a general hospital at Beaufort, 
to which point all the serious cases will be transported as soon as pos¬ 
sible. The location is much more healthy than this, and by concen¬ 
trating tixe sick in one general hospital there it will require fewer 
surgeons to attend them. A large hotel there has been appropriated 
to that purpose. Could I have known that the delay here in the arrival 
of transportation would have been so great, I think I would have made 
a demonstration against Port Caswell which might have resulted in its 
fall. However, both Wilmington and Port Caswell can easily be taken 
if we once get possession of Goldsborough and Ealeigh. 

I have been on the eve several limes of exi)ressing the opinion to 
yon, which if correct is of great importance, but have hesitated to do 
it, fearing that I may not be correct. It is this: The Convention in 
this State is divided in opinion as to the present mode of action to such 
an extent that it failed to take any action at all when it last met, pre¬ 
ferring to await the issue of the great events that are now transpir¬ 
ing. I am satisfied that, if the rebel army in Virginia is either cap¬ 
tured or dispersed or forced to retreat beyond the lines of this State, 
the State will at once return to its allegiance through its Convention 
by a considerable majority. There is much true loyalty here, and all 
the people are heartily sick of the war, and are very much exercised 
lest their own State should be made the next battle ground. They 
have been taught that the institution of slavery, which their leaders 
have made them believe is a great element of strength, is in fact an 
element of weakness. Wherever the Union arms have made a lodg¬ 
ment they have lost the entire control of their slaves, and they are 
quite convinced that, if the slave States formed a recognized govern¬ 
ment independent of the ISTorth, we would not make war upon them 
with the same leniency that we do now, but would use this element 
against them with very great success. 

The arrival of Governor Stanley will, I hope, do a great deal of good. 
You are looking at this subject of course in all its bearings upon the 
different sections of the country, and will give to these opinions only 
the weight they deserve. 

In the absence of definite instructions upon the subject of fugitive 
slaves I have adopted the following policy: 

Pirst. To allow all slaves who come to my lines to enter. 

Second. To organize them and enroll them, taking their names, the 
names of their masters, and their place of residence. 

Third. To give them employment as far as possible, and to exercise 
toward old and young a judicious charity. 

Pourth. To deliver none to their owners under any circumstances, 
and allow none of them to leave this department until I receive your 
definite instructions. 

To-morrow I shall go to Beaufort and Port Macon, if I am wed 
enough, and from thence to Eoanoke and the Ohowan Eiver, unless I 
should hear something definite from Portress Monroe which requires 
my immediate attention here. 

I was not as well when I last wrote you as I thought, and have con- 
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sequently had to remain indoors, hut I feel now that I am quite recov 
ered.

General: In reply to your letter of yesterday (but dated 17th 
instant *) I have the honor to state that your request shall at once be 
communicated to the General Commanding our troops, and, if acceded 
to, the parties desiring to return to New Benu' will be speedily for¬ 
warded by flag of truce.

General: I have the pleasure of presenting to you the Hon. Ed¬ 
ward Stanley, who has been appointed Military Governor of the State 
of North Carolina. 

The nature and extent of Governor Stanley’s authority and jurisdic¬ 
tion are expressed in his commission, which will be exhibited to you. 
Between him and yourself the President expects cordial co-operation 
for the restoration of the authority of the Federal Government. The 
province of Governor Stanley is to establish and maintain, under mili¬ 
tary form, the functions of civil government until the loyal inhabitants 
of North Carolina shall be able to assert their constitutional rights and 
privileges. 

In order to maintain peace and enforce I’espect the Governor must 
be supported by a sufficient military force, to be detailed by you from 
your command, and report to him and act under his direction. 

You will please detail such force as may be adequate for this pur¬ 
pose, to be designated as a Governor’s Guard, and to be commanded by 
a competent officer. You will also, at all times, upon the Governor’s 
requisition, support his authority and enforce his orders by a military 
force competent for the occasion. 

The well-known patriotism and discretion for which the Governor 
and yourself are distinguished render it superfluous to give any further 
general instructions. The President expects from your harmonious 
and intelligent action the most favorable results.

My Dear Boen. : Tour dispatch and kind letter received. I have 
instructed Seth to reply to the official letter and now ac^owledg^e 
the kind private note. It always does me good, in the midst of my 
cares and perplexities, to see your wretched old scrawling. I have 
terrible troubles to contend with, but have met them with a good 
heart, like your good old self, and have thus far struggled through 
successfully. Our progress has been slow, but that is due to igno¬ 
rance of the country (we have to feel our way everywhere; the maps 
are worthless), the narrowness, small number, and condition of the 
roads, which become impassable for trains after a day’s rain, of which we 
have had a great deal. 

I feel very proud of Torktown; it and Manassas will be my brightest 
chaplets in history; for I knowtnat I accomplished everything in both 
places by pure military skiU. I am very proud and grateful to God 
that he allowed me to purchase such great success at so trifling a loss 
of life. We came near being badly beaten at Williamsburg. I arrived 
on the field at 6 p. m. and found that all thought we were whipped 
and in for a disaster. You would have been glad to see, old fellow, 
how the men cheered and brightened up when they saw me. In five 
minutes after I reached the ground a possible defeat was changed into 
certain victory. The greatest moral courage I ever exercised was that 
night, when, in the face of urgent demands from almost all quarters 
for re-enforcements to hold our own, I quietly sent hack the teoops I 
had ordered up before I reached the field. I was sure that Johnston 
would leave during the night if he understood his business, or that I 
could be able to thrash him in the morning by a proper use of the force 
I had. It turned out that Jo. left I Hancock conducted himself mag¬ 
nificently ; his charge was elegant! 

I expect to fight a desperate battle in front of Bichmond, and against 
superior numbers, somewhat intrenched. The Government have delib¬ 
erately placed me in this position. If I win, the greater the glory. If 
I lose, they wfll be damned forever, both by God and men. 

Well, I have bored you long enough, old follow. I will merely add 
that my light troops have crossed the Ohickahominy at Bottom’s Bridge 
this momiug, 10 miles ffiom Bichmond, and that the advanced guard, 
under Stoneman, has driven in everything upon Bew Bridge (on my 
right), 6 miles flrom Bichmond. The crisis cannot long be deferred. I 
pray for God’s blessing on our arms, and rely fax more on his goodness 
than I do on my own poor intellect. I sometimes think now that I can 
almost realize that Mahomet was sincere. When I see the hand of God 
yarding one so weak as myself, I can almost think myself a chosen 
instrument to carry out his schemes. Would that a better man had 
been selected.*

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Headquarters Army op the Potomac, 

Oamp near TunstalVs Station, Va,, May 21, 1862. 
Maj. Gen. Ambrose E. Burnside, 

Commanding D^artment of North Carolina, New Berne: 

General : By direction of tlie general commanding I have the honor 
to acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch of the 17th instant and 
to communicate the following in reply: 

Assuming your force to be about 15,000, in the event of a movement 
on Winton, &c., you would probably have to leave at least 5,000 in 
New Berne, 1,000 as a railway guard, 1,000 at Beaufort andPort Macon, 
500 at Hatteras Inlet, and 1,000 at Eoanoke, making 8,500 in all, and 
leaving not more than 6,000 to 6,500 men for active operations, a force 
too small to do much good; but by operating on Goldsborough, you 
would have to leave only, say, 1,000 at Eoanoke, 500 at Beaufort, and 
1,000 at New Berne, giving you 12,500 available in the field. The gen¬ 
eral, therefore, thinks that a cautious yet bold advance on Goldsborough 
as soon as the necessary transportation arrives would produce a better 
effect, and would neutralize a larger portion of the enemy’s force than 
any other movement you could make. 

We are moving on steadily and as rapidly as the state of the roads 
hitherto, supplies, and the necessity for extended reconnaissances have 
allowed. Our light troops crossed the Ohickahominy early this morning 
at Bottom’s Bridge and the railway bridge (both of which had been 
burnt) without meeting the enemy, but we have as yet no reliable intel¬ 
ligence of Ms position or movements. A heavy force will be thrown 
across without delay. 

Everything goes to show that the enemy is before us in superior 
force, perhaps double our own available strength at present, and the 
general is still of the opinion that they will make a decided stand this 
side of Eichmond, as is evidently their best policy. But even should 
they abandon Eichmond, it may well be to offer battle at some point 
farther South in Virginia and off the navigable streams. 

We command the navigation of the James Eiver up to Wall’s Bluff, 
on the other bank, about 8 miles below Eichmond, where the gunboats 
were repulsed on the 15th. 

You are probably informed that General McDowell was ordered on 
the 17th to move on Eichmond by the line of the Fredericksburg Eailway 
and to effect a junction with this army on our right, keeping his forces 
always so as to cover the line of approach to Washington. McDowell 
will Mng from 36,000 to 40,000 men with him.

Secretary of War, Washington: 

Sir : I have the honor to report that Governor Stanley arrived at 
this port night before last, and is fast making his arrangements to as¬ 
sume the duties assigned to him. He handed me your letter of instruc¬ 
tions to me, which I will most cheerfully obey to the best of my abilily. 
I have consulted frilly with the Governor, and find that our views in 
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reference to the course that should be adopted in this State by the Gen¬ 
eral Government are remarkably coincident, and you may be sure that 
I will grant him every facility in my power to carry out these views. 
His arrival here is a source of very great relief to me, as there are many 
civil cases here that require early attention. In a few days I will be 
able to report to you more definitely the arrangements made to carry 
out the instructions to the Governor and myself. 

You will have seen in the papers that his brother was arrested by my 
forces a few days ago. Upon investigation of the charges upon which 
he was arrested I was very glad to find they were not of a sufficiently 
serious nature to require Ms detention, and I therefore released him the 
day before the Governor’s arrival. The prisoners brought by him from 
Washington City have been sent to their homes under a flag of truce. 
We are now receiving our prisoners from Salisbury, IN'. 0., at the rate 
of 200 per day. They will be forwarded to ISTew York with the least 
possible delay. There will be some 1,300 non-commissioned officers and 
privates in aU. General Holmes, the rebel commander in this State, 
has no authority to release the commissioned officers confined in Salis¬ 
bury, among whom are Colonels Corcoran and WiUcox. I shall con¬ 
tinue my efforts in their behalf, and do not despair of obtaining for them 
an early release. 

I shall send by the steamer carrying the prisoners duplicate rolls, one 
to yourself, the other to Colonel Tompkins, chief quartermaster. New 
York City. Would it not be well to send from your office by telegraph 
instructions to Colonel Tompkins to furnish these men with immediate 
transportation to their homes ? 

Nothing of importance has occurred in a military way in tMs depart¬ 
ment stuce my last dispatch. We are anxiously waiting the result of 
General McClellan’s movement before Eichmond. 

None of oxir teams or locomotives have yet arrived.

Sir : I have the honor to report that during the last week the naval 
force in these waters has been reduced by sending two vessels (the 
Underwriter and the Valley City) North for repairs, and by ordering 
two (the Delaware and Southfield) to join Flag-Officer Goldsborough on 
the James River. 

I am not disposed to question the wisdom of these orders, but I deem 
it my duty to remind you that we hold, by means of the military and 
naval force here, all the towns in these waters, and if the number of 
naval vessels is to be diminished, it will be necessary to vacate some 
of the places. In every place tnat has been visited by either the 
Army or Navy some Union feeling has been displayed, and in some 
of the places the American flag has been hoisted upon the public 
buildings by citwiens of their own volition, and it would be manifest 
injustice to leave these people without a protecting force to the op¬ 
pression of the rebel Government. 

Without wishing to complain of the Navy Department, wMch has 
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done so mucli for onr cause in these waters, I beg that you will remind 
the Secretary of the Ifavy of these facts, and request that, as far as 
the interest of the public service will allow, the naval force under Com¬ 
modore Eowan be strengthened rather than weakened. 

In my previous communication I rather exceeded my province by 
stating that Governor Stanley's views and my own, as to the poUoy 
the Government wished to adopt in this State, were remarkably co¬ 
incident.” It would have been quite enough for me to have said that 
Governor Stanley, being the representative of the Government here, will 
be sustained by all the force under my control. You win readily see 
that the civU policy to be adopted by him wiU cover a very wide range, 
and may in many cases not be in accordance with the views of a major¬ 
ity of the people under my command; but we are hex^e to sustain the 
Government, and as long as Governor Stanley is its representative his 
wishes shall be carried out at any cost. 

I avail myself of the departure of one of the naval vessels to send 
you this hasty dispatch, and I beg that you win not underst<tnd by it 
that any disagreement has occurred between the Governor and myself, 
for I simply want to avoid the trouble that may arise from an uncaned- 
for indorsement of future events, of which I necessarily know so little. 

I am sorry again to report that none of our engines, cars, &c., have 
arrived.

It is not known at this Department what places in N’orth Carolina are 
occupied by General Burnside and therefore liable to be vacated by 
him upon the withdrawal of part of the naval force, but it is believed 
that the enemy’s force both naval and miKtary in those waters is dis¬ 
persed and destroyed, and the large number of steamers used to accom¬ 
plish this cannot now aU be required there, more especially as an 
urgent call has been made upon this Department for an increase of force 
in the Virginia waters.

Sir : The commission you have received expresses on its face the 
nature and extent of the duties and power devolved on you by the ap¬ 
pointment [as] Military Governor of Korth Carolina.

I learn here that Commodore Goldsborough has ordered two more 
gunboats out of our department, the Hunchback and Oommodere Perry, 
two of our best vessels.

Secretary of War: 

Sib: Your letter of the 3d instant has not received the immediate 
answer you requested, because I was absent in Beaufort when it arrived. 
You send me a copy of the resolution adopted by the House of Rep- 
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resentatives on the 2d instant, and desire I should fiirnish the Depart¬ 
ment with a full and immediate answer to the following part of said 
resolution: 

Second. Whether the said Edward Stanley has interfered to prevent the education 
of children, white or black, in said State; and, if so, by what authority, if any. 

On the 31st day of May last I addressed you a letter, which I pre¬ 
sume had not been received when yon wrote on the 3d instant. Jjx 
that letter of the 31st, in reference to matters here, I made the follow¬ 
ing observations : 

The perplexing question of what is to be done with the n^oes is constantly pre¬ 
senting itseit. I have thus far managed it with discretion, tjpon aU occasions I say 
I have no hope of affording redress to the enemies of our country; that the Union is 
to be restored, cost what it may in blood and treasure, and this is a matter not to be 
argued. 

One person came to me yesterday who had four slaves taken from him, and told 
they were free by a rude soldier, who cursed his wife. I suggested, first, he must 
take the oath of aUegiance; this he agreed to do. Then I gave him authority to look 
for his i)roperty, advising him to use mildness and persuasion He did so, and one 
servant voluntarily returned to the home of a kind master. This has already excited 
feoine evil-disposed j^ersons and will he misrepresented. 

Almost all the inhabitants have gone away and the belief still exists that it is 
dangerous for them to return. 

The Confederates refuse to allow any persons to come to this place, keeping away 
even women and childrAU. Unless I can give them some assurance that this is a war 
of restoration and not of abolition and destruction, no peace can be restored here for 
many years to come. I am making efforts to induce Union men to come and talk with 
me. I feel confident I shall be successful in a few weeks. 

One person ventured to give me advice. I gave him at once permission to go to 
New York. The person whose impertinent meddling I rebuked is Mr. H. H, Helper. 

A gentleman of good Samaritan inclinations and acts had established a school for 
negro children. He called and informed me what he was doing, and asked my opin¬ 
ion. I approved all he had done in feeding and clothing the destitute white and 
black, but told him I had been sent to restore the old order of things. I thought his 
negro school, if approved by me, would do harm to the Union cause. In a few months 
we shall know the result of the war. If by Southern folly emancipation comes, their 
spiritual welfare would not suffer by the delay, for I desired he would give such oral 
instructions in religious matters as he thought best. 

Another reason I urged was, that by one of the cruel necessities of slavery the laws 
of North Carolina forbade slaves to be taught to read and write, and I would bo most 
unsuccessful iu my efforts if I encouraged the violation of her laws. He acquiesced, I 
thought, cheerfully. If the old residents ever return, those negroes who have been 
taught to read and write would be suspected and not benefited by it. 

You have no idea how happy the umuence has been on the minds of the excellent 
and severely-punished people of this lonely town. This school affair has already been 
much misrepresented. 

This extract might be sufficient to answer the resolution, but as you 
request not only an immediate ^^but a full” answer, it may bo proper 
to add something more. 

To the extent mentioned I did interfere, and would most assuredly 
do so again under the same circumstances. 

My authority for so doing was the only instruction given me in your 
communication of May^O, 1862, in the following words: 

It is obvious to you that the great purpose of your appointment is to re-establish 
the authority of the Federal Government in the State of North Carolina and to pro¬ 
vide the means of maintaining peace and security to the loyal inhabitants of that 
State. 

I had these instructions in view when I made the suggestion rdative 
to the negro school. 

And in your letter to General Burnside, of date 20th of May, to 
'vhich you referred me, yon state: 

ilie province of Governor Stanley is to re-establish and maintain, under military 
ibrm, the functions of civil government, until the loyal inhabitants of North OaioUua 
«hall be able to assert their constitutional rights and privileges. 
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and negroes, the property of loyal citizens, are taken oq beard without 
the consent of their owners, who are sometinies widows and orphans, 
will authority be given to prevent their being removed ? 

4. In cases where aged and infirm people, who have been always loyal 
inhabitants and treated with cruelty by secession soldiers because of 
their loyalty, have had their able-bodied slaves taken away, their bams 
robbed and fences destroyed, themselves unable from age and infirmity 
to labor, shall any effort be made, either by persuasion, by the civil 
authority, or otherwise, to have them delivered up ? 

5. If the Military Governor shall interfere with any action which it 
is known will violate the long-established law of North Carolina, and 
a person connected with the Army on the Sunday following shall make 
inflammatory appeals to a crowd of several hundred negroes, exhort¬ 
ing them to resort to violence and bloodshed, what action shall be 
taken by the Governor, if any, to prevent the recurrence of such con¬ 
duct? 

0. When the slaves of loyal citizens, who have never given aid and 
comfort to the rebellion and sometimes suffered because they did not, 
are employed by the authorities of the United States in various kinds 
of labor, can any steps be taken to secure a portion of what is due for 
their labor to their owners? 

These are not cases of imagination; they have occurred and are 
most of them coming before me for action daily. I will not weary or 
distress you by the details. 

I hope I am not exceeding the duties of my place while I urgently, 
but most respectfully, request an answer to these questions. 

When I receive that answer I shall be able, without delay, to 
inform the Department how far I can be relied upon to cany out its 
wishes. 

Every day’s experience impresses more forcibly on my mind the 
conviction, felt by abler and better men than myself that some course 
of policy must be adopted as to the disposition of slaves within our 
lines. 

If the Army advances, and their numbers, already large, shall be in¬ 
creased, what is to be done with them ? Who will support them or 
their owners, often loyal and tame men, already reduced to want by 
the rebellion, who can make no crops without their aid ? 

The expense of feeding the negroes will be enormous. It is esti¬ 
mated that each negro man employed by Government will require in 
wages and subsistence $40 per month to support himself and family, 
who generally accompany him. 

It is my heartfelt desire to restore to my native State the countless 
blessings conferred by the Union. 1 am ready to make any sacrifice 
a gentleman and patriot can make to do so. But if I cannot rely upon 
the “perfect confidence and full support of the War Department,” 
which was promised me, I desire to Imow it. 

The loss of my humble abilities will not be felt by this great country. 

If I am to act without instructions and not to bo supported when I 
pursue the deliberate dictates of my judgment and conscience, then I 
ask—^the only favor I ever asked for my personal benefit of any admin¬ 
istration—to be allowed to tender my “immediate” resignation, and to 
be restored as early as possible to the honor of a private station.

S^^: I liave tlie honor to report that Governor Stanley arrived at 
this place yesterday, after having made an extended visit to Washing¬ 
ton^ N. C., which has, in my opinion, resulted in very great good to the 
Union cause. He has no doubt ^ven you a detailed account of his 
visit. I had a lengthy conversation with him last evening, in which I 
gave him as accurate a statement as I could of the interview which I 
had the pleasure of having with the President, yourself, and other 
distinguished gentlemen, and he expressed himself highly pleased 
with the result of the interview. 

He very frankly said to me that he was much annoyed by the course 
that had been pursued by a portion of the Northern press and the 
criticisms of some distin^ished Senators, all of which were caused by 
the statement of a very insignificant person, who had seized upon an 
accidental expression of his opinion, and taken decided action on the 
ever-agitated negro question, and then ran off to the North for the pur¬ 
pose of creating an excitement and thereby gaining a little temporary 
notoriety, without thinking of the embarrassment it would cause the 
Government. Like aU men who are working for the restoration of the 
Union, he has ceased to think of the matter, and when Mr. Oolyer re¬ 
turned to the department this morning he received him as kindly as if 
nothing had happened 5 in fact, the mUd course which he pursued to¬ 
ward a man who had done all he could to injure him had the effect to 
cause me to change my determination to dismiss Mr. Oolyer if he again 
came into the department. We both of us feel that we had rather be 
annoyed by an over-officious person than to do any act to embarrass 
the Government by causing discord among the members of Congress at 
a time when harmony should prevail and aU should unite in sustaining 
the policy of the Government at any sacrifice of opinion, comfort, or 
means. 

I sincerely hope that you will find it for the interest of the public serv¬ 
ice to sustain the Governor. 

The military affairs of this department ai‘e in a fair condition, the 
health of the command is improving, and we now have near 15,000 men 
for duty. The infantry regiments are in fine spirits and discipline, 
have excellent arms and plenty of ammunition, a good supply of cloth¬ 
ing and camp equipage, and are abundantly and well provided for by 
the Commissary Department. The cavalry regiment is also in fine con¬ 
dition, and are equ^ly well supplied, their only want being hair sad¬ 
dle blankets, which are very necessary in this climate, and which have 
already been required for. I hope the Quartermaster’s Department will 
forward 1,000 of the same at once. 

You wiH remember that this regiment was only armed with sabers 
and pistols, w'hich I am convinced is a most excellent general rule to 
adopt in any cavalry, but in this thickly-wooded country a great por¬ 
tion of the skirmishing has to be done on foot, which renders carbines 
very necessary, and I wotdd be very glad if you would authorize Gen¬ 
eral Eipley to issue 1,000 good carbines, with the cartridge-boxes and 
slings, and a good supply of ammunition. 

You will, I am sure, pardon a very natural prejudice when I say that 
J would prefer what is called the Burnside carbine,” if the Ordnance 
Department have them, but I would much prefer Sharp’s” or any 
good carbine rather than delay the shipment even for one week. 
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Our field artillery force is also ia good condition, having been in¬ 
creased by the fitting up of new batteries of captured pieces to over 
thirty guns now ready for the field, only fourteen of which belong to 
the regularly-organized batteries of the command. A few more horses 
and a small supply of harness would be of service to us, and Colonel 
Sibley has gone iSTorth for the purpose of procuring them, but they are 
now, as I before stated, in a fair condition to move. 

You are so perfectly conversant with the length of hue and number 
of places that we have to hold in these waters that I will not enter into 
details as to the garrisons that it will be necessary to leave behind in 
case we receive an order to move, but will simply give you the answer 
which I gave in reply to a dispatch from General McClellan, and am 
expecting an answer from him to-morrow night: 

I can place 7,000 infantry in Norfolk ready for transportation to WMte House in 
five days, but with no wagons, camp equipage, artilleiy, or cavalry, or I can place at 
a point on the Chowan River, with a view of oo-operatmg in an attack on Petersburg, 
7,000 infantry, twelve pieces of artillery, throe companies of cavalry, and wagons 
enough for the ammunition, and five days’ snbsistence, at five days’ notice. (Of course 
I can move on Weldon with the same force), or I can move on Goldshorongh at sixty 
hours’ notice with 10,000 infantry, twenty pieces of artUlery, and five companies of 
cavalry. 

Either one of these moves can be made, and at the same time leave 
the places which we now hold tolerably secure. Several miles of railroad 
between here and Goldshorongh have been torn np and many of the 
bridges and culverts destroyed, but I am convinced that we can take 
the place, but would not like to guarantee that it can he held with this 
small force. If, however, it should be deemed advisable, after hearing 
from General McClellan, to make either one of these moves, I shall 
avail myself of the very great confidence which yon have placed in me 
by allowing me the discretion of co-operating with the Army of the 
Potomac without waiting for special instructions from the Department. 

Of the four engines started to us two were lost at Hatteras Inlet in 
a gale, and two are now running on the road between here and Fort 
Macon. The cars, wagons, and horses are arriving rapidly, and are 
being put in movable condition. I heard of the loss of the two engines 
while at Foi-t Monroe, and Mr. Tucker, your Assistant Secretary, prom¬ 
ised to send us two more at once.

We can put 7,000 infan^ in Norfolk in five days, but no artillery, 
cavalry, or wagons, and will require transportation from Norfolk. We 
can land at a point on the Chowan to attack Petersburg with 7,000, 
twelve pieces of artillery, 240 cavalry, and enough wagons for ammu¬ 
nition, and four days^ provisions in five days. We can move on Golds¬ 
borough at sixty hours^ notice with 10,000 infantry, twenty pieces of 
artillery, and five companies of cavalry. 

From my present information I think that we can take Goldsbo¬ 
rough and hold it for the present, although 13 miles of railroad between 
here and Kinston have been destroyed. At aU events we can go to 
Kinston and repair the railroad and bridges between here and there. 
Wehavealready built the bridges overtheTrent andBatohdder^s Creek,

Maj. Gen. George B. McClellan: 

General : I embarked 7,000 infantry and was on my way to join 
you, at the suggestion of the Secretary of War, when I met a messen¬ 
ger, informing me of your important success before Richmond, which, if 
true, rendered it unnecessary for me to join you. I accordingly brought 
my fleet to an anchor, and have sent a steamer through to Nort'olk to 
ascertain the exact state of affairs, and shall hold myself in readiness 
to move in any direction. 

The movement up the country in the direction of Goldsborough will 
be pushed as rapidly as possible. The railroad bridges and culverts, as 
you know, are all destroyed, but we are rapidly re]>airing them, and to¬ 
morrow we will make an advance of some 10 or J2 miles beyond our 
present outposts. I had already commenced a movement with my entire 
fbrc-e, when I received a dispatch from the President and Secretary of 
War requesting me to do anything in my power to assist you before 
Richmond.

Hon. B. M. Stanton, 

Seereta/ry ofWar, Washington: 

Sir : I have the honor to report that the dispatch boat which I sent 
through the canal to Norfolk for information and instructions has not 
yet returned. In the mean time we hear most startling rumors of dis¬ 
asters to General McClellan’s army, which are in sad contrast to the 
dispatch from Colonel Hawkins, on Eoanoke Island, on the night of 
the 2d instant. We have Eichmond papers giving information, or 
rather their version of the events, up to 10 o’clock of the night of the 
1st. After making due allowance for the exaggerations, we are led to 
hope that General McClellan has made a successful retreat to some 
point on the James Eiver nearly opposite City Point, thereby securing 
a new and better base of operations; in which case he can, 1 imagine, 
after resting his army and receiiing proper re-enforcements, work his 
way up the James Eiver to Eichmond. In view of the great uncer¬ 
tainty of the actual state of affairs in the Army of the Potomac, I beg 
to make the following statement: 

First. We can move with 7,000 infantry (which were started the other 
day for the James Eiver) at once, at the same time holding with toler¬ 
able security all the points now in our possession, together with the 
railroads from this place to Beaufort. 

Second. Or we can send 8,000 infantry and hold all these points, but 
cannot protect either the railroad or Beaufort. The lattei^ however, 
can be protected by the Nairy, while we hold Port Macon. This move¬ 
ment will require two days’ notice. 

Third. Or we can move from here with from three to five days’ notice 
with the entire command, except the garrisons for Hatteras Inlet, Fort 
Macon, and Eoanoke Island, placing our sick at the latter place, leav¬ 
ing this place to be protected by the Navy, as Elizabeth City and other 
places on the Albemarle Sound are held. This will involve the dis¬ 
mantling of the two very strong forts on the outskirts of the city, which 
have been erected with great care and labor with a view to holding the 
place as a base of operations. This movement can be made without 
excitog the suspicions of the enemy in this neighborhood^ and we can 
thus add to the Army of the Potomac a force of 11,600 infantry, one 
regiment of cavalry, twenty pieces of light artillery, and, if necessary, 
100 wagons and a supply of ambulances; aU in good condition. 

All these propositions presuppose that the rebel army are still occu¬ 
pied in Eichmond by the establishment of the Army of the Potomac at 
some point on James Eiver near City Point. 

If such is the case, General McOleUan woul^ I imagine, cut off their 
communication with North Carolina by taking Petersburg, thus render¬ 
ing it unnecessary for the present to cut the two lines in the interior of 
tl& State. 

as the rebel papers assert, the Army of the Potomac is demoralized 
and broken to pieces, which we do not credit, the rebel army in front of 
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Eichinond will be relieved, and this place will be liable to an attack by 
a very large force; but I think, with the aid of the forts and gunboats, 
we can hold it, and we will remain subject to your orders. 

I omitted to state that the execution of this last proposition might 
create some suffering among a few Union people in this city, but the 
other towns in these waters would not be affected so long as the naval 
forces here remain undiminished. The proposition contemplates leav¬ 
ing garrisons at Hatteras Inlet, Fort Macon, and Eoanoke Island large 
enough to furnish as much protection to these other towns as they now 
receive, and as the Union sentiment in this place is remarkably limited, 
it should not be taken into consideration in devising plans for the pub¬ 
lic good. 

We hope and pray that the condition of the Army of the Potomac is 
not as has been represented by the rebel accounts, but in any event we 
hold ourselves in readiness to stand by the Government, and perform 
any duties that may devolve upon us to the best of our abilities. 

The adoption of the third proposition will involve the necessity of 
sending to Beaufort from the Korth transportation for six regiments of 
infantry, one regiment of cavalry, four batteries of light artillery, and 
also for 200 wagons and ambulances, with teams, if tney are required ; 
if not, they can be left in the depot at Morehead City, near Beaufort, 
with the engines and cars.

SiE: I have the honor to report that General A. E- Burnside left 
this department on the morning of the 6th day of July with the Second 
and Third Divisions of this corps d’armde to join the Army of the Poto¬ 
mac under General McClellan, leaving me in command of this depart¬ 
ment. 

My force, comprising the First Division, consists of seven regiments 
and one battalion of infantry, one regiment of cavalry, one of artillery, 
and the Marine Artillery.

SiE: I have the honor to report that everything has remained quiet 
in this department since the date of my last letter, July 12 [8th ?]. I am 
progressing quite well in strengthening the field works around the 
dly, and am also erecting block-houses at all the exposed points, such 
as bridges, stations, &c., on the line of the railroad, so as to enable a 
comparatively small force to hold the road with tolerable security. A 
fortified car, arranged to carry two guns, with loop-holes for musketry, 
and manned with a crew from the Marine Artillery, is run with every 
train between this city and Beaufort. 

The city is quite healthy at this time, and I find by a personal ex¬ 
amination of the hospitals that most of the patients are convalescing. 

I go to Beaufort to-day to inspect the hospital there and to arrange 
for placing it under the efficient care of some Sisters of Charity who 
are expected from ISTew York. 

Commodore Eowan left here at lught on the 12th, in obedience to his 
orders. I had the honor to write in relation to him in my letter of that 
date.

Secretary of War, Washington, B. 0.: 

SiE: I have the honor to report that all has been quiet in this de 
partment since the date of my last report, July 16 
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The work on the defenses of this town is progressing very favorably, 
and before ,ong I expect the town to be sufficiently fortified to be held 
by a small force. 

The construction of the works for the defense of Washington is rapidly 
approaching completion. 

The work on block-houses on the line of the Atlantic and North Oar- 
olina Eailroad is gor^g on with proper dispatch. 

There are now three light batteries, of four guns eac^organized and 
mounted, taken frcm the Third Eegiment New York v olunteer Artil¬ 
lery. They are being drilled assiduously, and wiU soon reach that 
state of proficiency that will enable them to be most useful in attack 
or in defense. 

There is from the same regiment another battery of six guns organ¬ 
ized, which will be mounted from the horses arrived by the Gahawba 
(100 in number). I look forward to having a comparatively large and 
efficient corps of light artillery. 

The health of the department, 1 am very happy to say, is improving; 
the new cases being mostly of milder form than before, but 1 have 
deemed best to establish a general hospital at Portsmouth, so as to 
remove as much as practicable the sick from the hospital in this town 
to the sea-breezes and purer air of Portsmouth. I have used the Marine 
Hospital built by the TJnited States Government for the purpose. 

I have to report that, at the request of Major-General Burnside, nine 
Sisters of Mercy have arrived from New York, to take charge of the 
hospital at Beaufort, and under their kind and educated care I hope 
for a rapid improvement in the health of the patients. The Eev. Mr. 
Bruehl, their priest, accompanied them, and, m consideration of the 
worthiness of this gentleman and of the large nximber of Oathohes in 
the New York regiment attached to my command, I most earnestly 
recommend that he be appointed chaplain of the United States hospital 
at Beaufort, N. 0. 

Chaplain James Means has arrived at this place, and having pre¬ 
sented his appointment as chaplain for the United States hospital at 
New Berne, has been assigned to duty accordingly.

Hon. B. M. Stanton, 

Secretary of War, Washington, J). (7. ; 

Sir: I have the honor to report that all is well in this department. 

The work on the fortifications at this point and at Washington is 
progressing well. At the latter place the fort is ready to receive its 
guns. This work, with the block-houses being erected and with the 
gunboat in the river, will make the place secure against any small 
force. The block-houses on the line of the Atlantic and North Caro¬ 
lina Eailroad, between here and Beaufort, are going on well. The 
health of the troops continue about as last reported. 

The condition of the hospital at Beaufort is improving, and the 
comforts t')f the men are being admirably looked after by Qie Sisters 
of Merev, r cently arrived from New York. 
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The hospital at Portsmouth is being prepared for the reception of 
patients, and I expect to send there on Thursday next the requisite 
number to fill it. The diseases incident to this climate are of such a 
debilitating nature that aJl cases require the tonic of salt air to recu¬ 
perate. I had the honor to send you, under date the 28th instant, a 
brief report of several reconnaissances ordered by me. 

The first, under command of Colonel Lee, of the Twenty-seventh 
Massachusetts Volunteers, and in command, temporarily, of the First 
Brigade of my division, consisted of nine companies of the Twenty- 
fifth Massachusetts, under Lieutenant-Colonel Sprague; seven com¬ 
panies of the Twenty-seventh Massachusetts, under Lieutenant-Col¬ 
onel Lyman; four companies of Third New York Caval^, under Major 
Lewis, and Belgetis Bhode Island Battery, under Lieutenant Pope. 
They left Deep C-ull^ the limit of our pickets, at daylight of Saturday, 
and marched up the Trent Boad, driving in the enemy’s pickets as they 
advanced. Arriving at the fork of the roads (one fork leading to Kins- 
tim and one to Trenton) we came upon the picket station and surprised 
them, but were unable to catch them, as they took to their horses, leav¬ 
ing everything behind, and started for Kinston. 

At this point a force of four companies infantry, a section of artillery, 
and a platoon of cavalry were left, the remaining force pushing on for 
Trenton. 

On reaching the bridge over the Trent at this place it was found on 
fire and a small force of the enemy on the other side. A dash of our 
Cdivalry and a volley forced them to leave; the fire was extinguished, 
the bridge replanked, and the force entered the town without opposi¬ 
tion. 

After a halt the column was started for PoUocksville, marched till 
night, camped for the night at a deserted plantation, and started for 
PoUocksville the next a. m. This place was reached at 10 a. m. and 
there met the second reconnaissance, under Lieutenant-Colonel Fel¬ 
lows, and consisting of six companies Seventeenth Massachusetts and 
one company Third Cavalry. This detachment started from their camp 
the other side of the Trent Biver Saturday morning at daylight, with 
orders to march to PoUocksville, building aU the necessary bridges on 
the line of their march, take and hold PoUocksville until communi- 
cat;d with by Colonel Lee. This they did without opposition, though 
as the command neared MiU Creek, which it was necessary to cross to 
reach PoUocksville the cavalry vedettes, 4 m number, were fired upon 
&om the bashes, 2 ^ed and 2 wounded and taken prisoners. Lifantry 
skirmishers were immediately thrown forward to the right and left of 
the road by Colonel FeUows, who was at the head of the column some 
600 paces in rear. The skirmishers deployed through the swam]) and 
wood on either side of the road, but were unsuccessful in their efforts 
to find the firing party. The perfect knowledge of all the by-paths, 
serpentine roads, &c., possessed by these small parties of the enemy, 
renders pursuit almost hopeless. Colonel FeUows, crossing the creek, 
occupied the town tiU met, as before said, by Colonel Lee, when both 
commands uniting, under command of Colonel Lee, started for New 
Berne, and arrived at 10 o’clock Sunday night. The circuit made by 
Colonel Lee was about 60 nules in circumference. 

The third detachment, under Colonel Heckman, of the Ninth New 
Jersey Volunteers, consisted of five companies of that regiment, two 
companies Third New York Cavahy, and Battery B of the New York 
Boefcet Battalion, consisting of three pieces. This command started 
from Newport, the headquarters of this regiment, on picket duty on the 
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niilroad, on Saturday moming, and marched for Young’s Oross-lioads, 
a point 26 miles distant (about), and on the direct road from PoUocks- 
ville to Wilmingtonj and distant 8 miles from the former place. On 
arriving at a creek just between them and the Gross-Eoads the bridge 
was found taken up and the enemy showed themselves by fi^'ng a vol¬ 
ley from the other side, which wounded 3 of our men, 1 mortally. The 
fire was replied to and one piece of artillery brought up and opened 
fire on them with canister^ and when they retreated they were followed 
up by shdl. The people in the neighborhood represent that they car¬ 
ried off two wagon loads of killed and wounded. The bridge was then 
rebuilt and the command bivouacked there for the nighty and the next 
morning started for Eew Berne, via PoUocksviUe, reaching here with¬ 
out opposition. 

The fourth detachment consisted of two companies Twenty-seventh 
Massachusetts, 10 cavalr;^ and 20 Third Eew York Artillery, with mus¬ 
kets, under command of Captain Sanford, of Twenty-seventh. Started 
Sunday a. m. up the railroad to break up the picket headquarters on 
the Eeuse road. They moved up with great expedition for about 6 
miles from BatcheldePs Creek, our picket limits on that road, and then 
branched off toward the Eeuse road, off of which was the headquar¬ 
ters. They drove in the vedettes and moved on with such speed as pre¬ 
vented the alarm being given. They reached the house and partially 
surrounded it, announcing their presence by a volley, wounding 3 and 
killing 1, and succeeded in capturing 10 soldiers of the Second Eorth 
Carolina Cavalry and about 20 horses. The party then returned, having 
destroyed the house, to New Berne in safety. 

By the foregoing we have learned much of the topography of the 
surrounding country and ascertained somewhat the force and position 
of the enemy. They have a very small force this side of Kinston. Only 
some two companies of cavalry and perhaps three companies of militia— 
guerrilla bands or roving rangers, as they are called. At Kinston there 
is about one small brigade, supported by a larger force with artillery a1 
Blackwater, some 8 miles beyond Kinston, on the road to Goldsbor- 
ough. The Wilmington road is picketed by about 600 men. 

Oapt. E. E. Potter, of my staff acting colonel of the First North Car¬ 
olina IJnion Volunteers, started from Washington, his headquarters, 
with a company of Third New York Cavalry, and rode across to Ply¬ 
mouth, a distance of 36 nules, meeting with no opposition, and hearing 
of no rebel force thia side of Jamesvillc, at which place he estimates the 
force at some 400 or 600 men, more for defense than offense. At Hali¬ 
fax there are several regiments, probably two or three. 

Col. William A. Howard, of the Marine ArtUleiy, in command of the 
post of Eoanoke Island, has succeeded in destroying the salt-works on 
Currituck and so breaking up that source of supply. I shall hope soon 
to advise the breaking up two others on the peninsula, about 20 miles 
above Boanoke Island. Colonel Howard is now endeavoring to break 
up some of the trade with Eichmond, carried on by way of the Per¬ 
quimans and Chowan Eivers. This trade is represented as being carried 
on to a considerable extent, and, if so, a blow struck in that way might 
be severely felt.

HBALQUARTBRS DBPAET2CENT OP NORTH CAROLINA, 

Few Beme, August 7,1862. 

Hon. B. M. Stanton, 

Secretary of War^ Washington, D. 0.: 

Sib : I have the honor to report that everything in this department 
is progressing favorably. The fortifications are approaching comple¬ 
tion and the block-houses on the Atlantic and North Carolina Bailroad 
are nearly finished. 

The health of the troops is as good as reported in my last. The 
hospital at Portsmouth is ready to receive patients, and some invalids 
are at present being removed there, and in a short time I expect to 
have the greater portion of my sick at the general hospitals at Beau¬ 
fort and Portsmouth on the seaboard. 

Since my last report I have made three more reconnaissances in force, 
the first by the Marine Artillery, on the transport steamer Massasoit, 
armed for the occasion with guns. The boat proceeded up the Neuse 
as far as Swift Creek, when, seeing a party of the enemy, they fired 
a few shells and landed, capturing 2 prisoners, with their horses and 
equipments complete. They then proceeded about 14 miles up the 
Neuse Biver, when, in consequence of orders to be at New Berne the 
same night, they returned. 

The second consisted of the same boat, accompanied by the Pilot 
Boy and the Navy gunboat Ellis, under command of Lieutenant Por¬ 
ter, and proceeded up the same river to within 7 miles of Ejnston, 
meeting with few, if any, obstructions on the way, but at this point 
the obstructions were more serious, consistmg of sunken piles, which 
were indicated by ripples on the sunace of the water; also a four-gun 
battery on the left bank of the river. The officers of the expedition 
landed on the opposite side of the river and reconnoitered l£e place 
thoroughly. The boats also threw a few shells into the battery, with 
what result is not known. The battery, however, did not return the fire 
of the boats. The object of the reconnaissance being accomplished, 
the expedition returned to New Berne. 

The third expedition was started in conjunction with the second. 
This proceeded by land up the Trent road, under command of Lieuten- 
ant-Oolonol Mis, of the Third New York Cavalry, and consisted of nine 
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companies of cavalry, six companies of infantry in wagons, under Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Pardee, of the Tenth Connecticut Volunteers, and two 
sections of artillery, under Lieutenant Pope, of the Ehode Island Artil¬ 
lery. On reaching the forks of the Trenton and Eanston road, after 
driving in the enemy^s pickets, they turned toward Trenton, where, 
after a skirmish with a company of the enemy’s cavalry, routing them 
and capturing several of their number, they burned the bridge over 
the Trent. The force then countermarched to the forks of the road 
and advanced about 5 miles in the direction of Kinston, capturing on 
the way about 15 of the enemy’s pickets, when, upon sisals received 
from the boats that the river expedition was on the return to Kew 
Berne, this force also returned. 

The expeditions having returned only a few hours ago, this report is 
necessarily without particulars and brief; in my next I shall be able to 
give a more complete account of the same.

Sir : I have the honor to inform you that since my report of the 
7th iastaut the health of the command has continued to improve, not¬ 
withstanding the great heat of the weather. 

A brief mention was made of the three last reconnaissances in my 
last communication. The subsequent and full reports have demonstrated 
that the reconnaissances, both by land and water, were complete, ob¬ 
taining full and correct information of the position of the enemy with¬ 
out the loss of a single man. These reconnaissances have had the ejffect 
of causing the enemy to withdraw their pickets to within 5 miles of 
Kinston, thereby putting an end to the harassing practice of picket 
firing. 

Owing to the heat of the weather it will be impossible for the next 
month or six weeks to make any more expeditions except by means of 
night marches and by water. These expeditions I shall keep up con¬ 
tinually ill order to draw as much as possible from the forces at Eich- 
mond, as it is of importance for them to preserve their security in this 
State. _ , ^ 

I am now organizing two expeditions, one, to be composed of a party 
of horsemen, aided by the gunboats, to go into Hyde County to arrest 
some violent secessionists, who have been persecuting the union citi¬ 
zens 5 the other, to be composed of light-draught gunboats and trans¬ 
ports, to go through Bogue Sound and to White Oak Eiver, to scour 
those waters and to break up all the salt-works which are at present 
known to be in active operation there.*’

Commander-in-Ckief TJ. 8. Army, WasMngton, D. C.: 

GeneeaIi : 1 have the honor to report that generally every^ng is 
qniet in this department. The reconnaissance now out in the direction 
of Wilmington, with orders to destroy the salt-works on the coast, has 
been much delayed in its operations by the northerly winds that have 
prevailed since Friday last. I have no fears for its safety or the suc¬ 
cess of its operations. 

Eecruits are arriving rapidly for the regiments now here (seven and 
one-half of infantry, one of arffllery, one of marine artillery, and one of 
cavalry). I have organized and horsed four field batteries from the 
artillery regiment (the Third New York Artillery), and these, with those 
previously here, make seven field batteries (two of six pieces each, 
three of four pieces each, and two of three pieces each). I am drilling 
these batteries constantly to make them efficient, with the view of 
making an artillery fight in case it becomes necessary to advance up 
the country with a small force of infantry. I am aware of the infantry 
force between here and Goldsborough (eight regiments of infantry) 
and of the light artillery force (three field batteries), and am confident 
that I can advance at any time that the General-in-Ohiof commands 
and whip these two arms of the rebel force. 1 will also venture to 
advance and destroy the railroad as near Baleigh as I can go with my 
force. 

In any case of an advance I shall not expect to occupy the places that 
I capture up the country, but rather to have for an object to destroy 
the railroad bridges, &c., so as to cut off the communication of the 
army at Eichmond with the South. 

At most the force that I could take with mo and leave everything 
safe at New Berne would be 5,000 men. If it be desired by the General 
Commanding that an attack be made on the works at the mouth of the 
Cape Fear Eiver, and those works taken, I shall require that my force 
be increased by seven regiments of infantry. 

I beg leave respectfully to ask that this be done at any rate, because 
I am confident that I can employ my division to so good purpose as to 
keep employed much more than an equal number of the enemy. 

Captain Williamson, of the Topographical Engineers, and Lieutenant 
Flagler, of the Ordnance Corps, having been relieved from duty here 
to report at General Burnside’s headquarters, I am left without any 
regular officers in those departments. I would respectfully ask that 
officers from both those corps or from the Engineers be sent to replace 
them. 

Although the sickly season will continue for a month, and thus dis¬ 
able many otherwise effective men, I shall stand ready at any moment 
to make any movement or diversion that the Commander-in-Chief may 
order or consider necessary to divert attention from the more iuiportant 
operations against the army m front of Eichmond.

Geneeal: I have the honor to report that aU is well within this de¬ 
partment. 

The health of the men is remarkably good, considering the nnhealth- 
fulness of this climate at this season. The convalescents are rapidly 
brought up by a short stay at the general hospital at Beaufort. 

I started a reconnaissance on the 16th instant toward 'Witinmgton for 
the purpose of destroying some salt-works known to be in operation 
at or near Bogue Inlet, and to ascertain the force of the enemy in that 
section, the character of the country, depth of water in the sounds, in¬ 
lets, and rivers, &c. I have now the honor to report their return' and 
the successful accomplishment of their object and -without resistance. 
One man was sUghtly wounded by a gueriMa’s shot and we took one 
prisoner. 

The reconnaissance was under command of Colonel Stevenson, com¬ 
manding the Second Brigade of my division, and consisted of seven 
companies of the Twenty-fourth Massachusetts Volunteers, Biggs’ bat¬ 
tery Third Few York Artillery, and a large detachment of the Marine 
Artillery, Colonel Howard. The force was embarked on seven Ught- 
draught steamers, five of which proceeded to Bogue Inlet from Beau¬ 
fort outside, and two through Bogue Sound to the same point. The 
vessels rendezvoused at the mouth of White Oak Eiver, Swansborough, 
landed, and took possession of the town. The next day the two lightest- 
draught steamers started up Stumpy Sound, and, having proceeded 2 
miles, landed a detachment of troops, who, marclung down the banks 
of the sound, found and destroyed the salt-works of a Mr. Hawkios, 
with a store-house partially filled. GChese works were quite extensive 
and well filled up, and had a capacity of about 7,000 bushels per an¬ 
num. The force then proceeded to the works of Colonel Saunders (ca¬ 
pacity about 2,600 bushels per annum), which they destroyed, and hear¬ 
ing of no other works of any consequence, the detachment returned to 
their vessels. 

During their absence Lieutenant Porter, conunanding the naval gun¬ 
boat EUis, kindly ftimished me by Lieutenant Colhoun, the senior offi¬ 
cer at this station, found and destroyed two small works on Queen Creek. 

Having destroyed all the known works in this part of the country 
and obtained much information the forces started for their return, first 
destroying a well-constructed unarmed fort built to protect the en¬ 
hance to Bogue Inlet, the guns of which had been taken (six in num¬ 
ber) to Few Berne to aid in the defense of that point and were there 
captured by ns, and had not since been replaced. 

Before closing this report I must make my acknowledgments of the 
promptness, willingness, and efficiency of Lieutenant Colhoun, of the 
Favy. His cordial and ever-ready co-operation -with me in any move I 
may make, joined with his high character as an officer and a gentleman, 
convinces me that he is one of the most worthy and deserving of those 
ex-officers of the Fa-vy who at the call of their country re-entered the 
service, hoping and wishing to be reinstated in the Begular Favy of the 
United States. Than Lieutenant Colhoun none are more worthy.

Hbahquarirrs Forces on Boanoke Island, 

Camp BcHeigh, Jaamary 8,1862. 

Brig. Gen. Henry A. Wise, 

Commanding District of the Albemarle: 

General: In compliance \rith your special order, I have the honor 
to submit the following report upon the defenses of this Mand, quan¬ 
tity of provisions and ammunition on hand, strength of this command, 
&c. 

The defenses of Oroatan Sound consist of four batteries, mounting in 
the aggregate thirty guns, all 32-pounders, as follows: At Weir’s Point 
(Fort Huger), ten smooth-bore and two rifled guns; at Fort Blanchard, 
TOUT smooth-bore guns; at Pork Point (Fort Bartow), six smooth-bore 
and one rifled gun; at Bed Stone Point (Fort Forrest), seven smooth¬ 
bore guns. There is another battery on the Tyrrel side of Oroatan 
Soimd, at Boberts’ Fishery, already completed, but no guns have been 
mounted. General Hill having ordered a discontinuation of the work. 
Its capacity is six barbette ^ns. The two 32-pounders now lying on 
the beach at Weir’s Point will, agreeably to your orders, be mounted as 
soon as possible. TTpon Boanoke Sound there is a small battery of two 
smooth-bore 32-pounders at Midgett’s Hommock. The battery at Pork 
Point ought by all means to be strengthened by the addition of two 
pivot mounted guns. 

Orders have been given for the construction of bomb-proof quarters 
for the detachment at Fort Blanchard, but up to this time lumber or¬ 
dered for that purpose has not been received. Quarters should be con¬ 
structed in the immediate vicinity of Fort Huger for the accommoda¬ 
tion of at least one of the companies by which the guns at that battery 
are manned. There ought also to be built at Fort Forrest quarters not 
only for the company already there, but for another company necessary 
at that fort. Most of the guns require sights; nearly all of them have 
nothing but the dispart sights, which I believe is very unrdiable, es¬ 
pecially in the hands of inexperienced gunners. I submit that it is very 
necessary that the most improved sights be obtained at once, and, if 
needfcil, an e3Epert artisan sent at once to afljnst them. 

Of light artUlery there are three pieces at this post, one 24-poimder 
howitzer, one 18-pounder Mexican piece, and one 6-pounder; the latter 
brought to this place from Elizabeth City, US'. 0. These pieces are all 
mounted on carriages, with timbers, but no caissons. For operations 
upon this Island I am not sure that caissons are necessary. 

Anvmwnition on hand. —^Three hundred and eighty-seven charges for 
32-pounder guns, 1,300 rounds shot, 250 rifle shell, 300 match primers, 
83 rounds fixed ammunition (24-pounder howitzers), 1 box percussion 
wafers, 150 port-fires, 98 rounds 6-pounder shot (1,000 rounds obtained 
from Elizabeth City, H. 0.), 250 pounds powder, 315 stand grape (32), 
2,000 friction primers, 600 percussion primers, 160 junk wai^, 400 
gromet wads, 98 canister (6-pounder), 28 sphencal-case shot, 10 slow 
matches. 

AnmmMon for small-arms. —^Fifty-two thousand one hundred and 
fifty-seven ball cartridges for percussion (16,678 ball cartridges issued), 
17,183 ball cartridges for flint and steel, 3,320 balls, 160 pounds lead, 
6,600 (about) percussion caps. 

Quantity of provisions on hand. —^Thirteen thousand six hundred and 
eighty-two pounds bacon and pork, 3,420 pounds beef, 698 pounds lard, 
n fift9 TtraiTiOR ricft. 640 uounds coffee. 1,670 pounds candles, 12J bnshds

Sm: In compliance with your orders. Lieutenant LoyaU and myself 
have reported at this place for duty connected ■with the hea-vy batteries, 
and up to this time have inspected and frequently exercised them, 
with the exception of Port Forrest, on the other side of the sound. 
This we have not visited, in consequence of the weather, which has not 
been favorable for the past few days. We fiuid the batteries weU con¬ 
structed and arranged, except that at Pork Point, which requires a 
flank to the southward, to prevent its being enfiladed. This has been 
recommended to Colonel Shaw, and orders have probably been given 
to have the work done. The equipment of the guns is incomplete, 
only one gun on the island being sighted, and the rifled guns (three in 
number) are mounted on navy barbette carriages, which are very un¬ 
wieldy. The instruction is indifrerent, but the officers and men evince 
such a good disposition to learn, that we hope, with the facilities 
offered us, to be able in a short time to report very favorably of their 
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proficiency. I would here state that I found Major Hill in command 
at Pork Point Battery. He was an old Army officer, and is no doubt 
a better artillerist than I am; and, as I did not desire to supersede a 
superior and could not suppose that you wished it, I placed myself 
under his command, and offered my services to him to assist in mstruct- 
ing his men, and detailed Mr. LoyaU for that particular duty. None 
of the guns have looks, nor are any of them drilled for either locks or 
sights; but this could be very easily done here if looks and sights 
should be furnished. I presume they know at the navy-yard exactly 
what guns are here, and could make sights for them without the 
measures of the guns being sent. We have no shells for any but the 
rifled guns, and there is no shot furnace fit for use. The engineer 
officer assures me that the furnace at Fort Huger (the only one con¬ 
structed) is worthless, and that he tried it for five hours without any 
other effect than to burst it. He recommends one for each battery 
here, after the pattern of Mr. Singleton’s, of the engineer’s office at 
Norfolk. The amount of ammunition on hand is not more than twenty 
rounds for each gun.

General : I have the honor to report that a storm of great violence 
has been prevailing upon onr coast since early on the night of the 22d 
instant; it has doubtless damaged the enemy at Hatteras, and it may 
be will derange his plans for some days. 

As there can be no doubt but that the Burnside expedition is in¬ 
tended to operate in our sounds, it becomes a matter of vital importance 
to us to consider the means in our power to resist his advance upon 
the main-lands, and if the force now in the State is insufficient, to try to 
provide for the deficiency and that speedily. 

The principal points in my department accessible firom the sound are 
New Berne, Washington, and Hyde Gounty. 

New Berne being the most important, 1 have concentrated in that 
neighborhood all the available force at my disposal, save a new regi¬ 
ment held in reserve at this point. In consequence of the great amount 
of sickness, prevailing principally among the new regiments, that force 
does not exceed 4,000 effective men. 

For the defense of Hyde Gounty the effective force does not exceed 
700 men, and for the defense of Washington 1,200 men. The militia 
called into service are not taken into consideration, as I have no reports 
of the number that may be e:^eoted firom the ac^acent counties. 

Satisfied that the expedition is of such a magnitude that to resist it 
successfinUy we ought to have a large increase to our present force, I am 
constrained to renew my application of the 3d instant, viz, that a large 
reserve, with an experienced 'commander, be at once sent to this point 
and placed at my <Bsposal.

Dear Sir : On yesterday morning about 9 o’clock my pickets re¬ 
ported two blockaders off this place, one a steamer, supposed to be the 
Albatross; the other a bark. After reconnoitering off and on until 
about 2 o’clock they came to anchor about one-fourth of a mile from the 
wreck of ship York (before reported); lowered six boats, containing 
each about 16 men. Three of the boats came close alongside of the 
wreck and threw over into it some combustible matter, which soon had 
the wreck in flames. 

This morning early I took a detachment of 20 men and went over to 
the wreck and found it still burning—no vessd in sight. The enemy 
did not land at all. We had succeeded in securing only one flat load 
of rigging; the balance was ready on deck to be taken off as soon as 
the weather would permit the wreckers to go alongside. The captain 
of the wrecked ship, before leaving here, made an assignment of every¬ 
thing pertaiuing or belongiug to the wreck, by power of attorney, to 
parties here, for the benefit of the underwriters. There are a great 
many tons of wrought iron about her, but will now be hard to save, if 
at all. I am now [convinced], and have been ever since seeing the 
crew and papers, that the wrecked ship York was a genuine British 
ship.

With this force, ordered to join me here, I can easily recruit the 
Legion to its original number, and if my third regiment be restored to 
me, now under Colonel Starke, at Goldsborough, N. 0., it will have its 
complement of men of over 2,000 at once. 

I ask, then, that my Legion may be preserved as a distinctive and 
independent force, under Gener^ Lee’s definition of its character 
whilst under his command in the West; that my third regiment and 
corps of artillery may be restored to my command, and that I may be 
allowed to recruit and organize new companies for my Legion.

Geeebal : I have had the honor to receive your letter of the 24th 
instant.* and can sympathize in your anxiety to make a sncoessfhl re¬ 
sistance to the landing of the enemy on the coast of IS'orth Carolina. 
You may be assured that nothing wiU be wanting on my part to give 
you all the aid in my power, and I should be pleas^ to be able to send 
you my whole force required, but I beg that you will not rely upon 
it, but endeavor to organize a sufficient force for your purpose independ¬ 
ent of any re-enforcement from this department. The enemy is in great 
strength on this coast; has command of all the communications by 
water, and by means of his immense fleet and the net-work of sounds, 
rivers, and creeks spread over the Carolina and Georgia coask a dis¬ 
embarkation of a large force can be made under cover of his floating 
batteries at any time. Scarcely a day passes that a demonstration is 
not made on some point, which obMges us to keep troops always ready 
to oppose him. You wul see, therefore, how impossible it may be for 
me to send you succors at the time you may most need them, as it may 
be expected that when an attack is made on a part of the coast the ad¬ 
jacent country will be imposingly threatened. 

As regards the two Iforth Carolina regiments and light battery, I 
understood they were to form a permanent part of the troops assigned 
to this department, and would be replaced in your district by [receiv¬ 
ing t] other regiments from the State into the service. This I hadhoped 
had been done, as it is necessary to be prepared along the whole line. 
The want of arms has prevented my receiving troops that have offered 
their services from beyond the hnuts of the department, and has also 
prevented troops from the State coming into the service.

State of ITorth Carolina, Executive Department, 

Raleigh, February 1,1862. 

Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of War: 

Sir; The various and conflicting rumors about the destination of 
the Burnside expedition is now settled by its rendezvous at Hatteras. 
It has no doubt suffered from the late storm, but not enough to divert 
its object or its means of successful assault. If you will glance at the 
map you will readily perceive the extent of injury both to North Caro¬ 
lina and the Confederacy by an expedition into the interior from any 
part of Albemarle or Pamlico Sound. And I re^et again to allude to 
our inability to check so formidable an expedition, whatever route it 
may select, and I have refrained as long as I could from alluding to 
re-enforcements. I am aware of the zeal you devote to the immense 
labors before you, and of the great strain pressing on you from every 
quarter, and that you would send re-enforcements imasked if you had 
them to spare. 

But I will respectfully tender a suggestion, and be gratified if it 
coincides with your views 5 that is, to spare us two or three regiments 
from the Peninsula, i)articularly the Fifth North Carolina Volunteers. 
I make the suggestion 011 the ground that General Magruder has had 
every facility in men and good, skillful officers for seven months to 
fortify the Peninsula; that it has been successfully done; that Ms in- 
trenchments, fortifications, and guns have been so successfully and 
extensively done [sic] that they can now be defended with one-half of 
the men required some months ago; that the place will only allow a 
defensive warfare, and he is prepared for that, and he can now spare 
some of his force. A commanding general always asks for more, and 
never consents to give up a single company. Upon these gTounds 1 
refer you to this position, where 1 hope you can spare at least our own 
regiment. 

I thank you for aid of General Wise^s Legion to the Albemarle coun¬ 
try, but I regret to say that Eoanoke, not having the benefit of engi¬ 
neers and skillful officers, is not much benefited by the last four months^ 
occupancy of [it] by the Oonfbderate Government. General Wise 
writes to me that it needs everything, whereas it should have been an 
impregnable barrier to the Yankees and a protection for a great 
extent of North Carolina and Virginia. There has been culpable ueg-

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ligence or iuofficicncy at this place. I hope Colonel Clarke’s (Twenty- 
fonrth Begiment North Carolina Volunteers) regiment, now stationed 
at Petersburg, will hawe sufficiently recruited to bo serviceable. 

I have now to rely on an unarmed and undriUed militia for protec¬ 
tion, and a di'affc which has been made for one-third of them has, I 
regret to say, developed or occasioned much dissatisfaction. 

I tender these suggestions to you most respectfully. Should they 
fail in enlisting your favor, I shall regret to believe that there are other 
places besides our coast which claim your protection firom overwhelm¬ 
ing forces and need more help than we do, for I feel assured of your 
assistance if it could be spared.

Gov. Henry T. Clark, Raleigh, V. 0.: 

Sir : I have received your favor of the Ist instant, and assure you 
that you but do me justice in confiding in my earnest desire to do 
everything in my power to aid in the defense of your coast. Most for¬ 
tunately the enemy’s fleet has been crippled much more seriously than 
yon seem to be aware, and we are thus allowed some time for prepara¬ 
tion beyond what we could otherwise have hoped. 

In regard to re-enforcements, my thoughts had already been turned 
on the Peninsula, but there is a serious difficulty in the way there of 
which you are not aware. Four or five of the regiments on the Penin¬ 
sula are twelve-months’ men, whose term of service is on the eve of ex¬ 
piring; others will expire a little later, and nothing can induce the men 
to re-enlist unless they have a ftirlough. But for fMs I could withdraw 
a few re^ments from the Peninsula. We are reaping the bitter fruits 
of the bbnd foUy of short enlistments, against which I have struggled 
with unremitting energy from the day the first shot was fired at Fort 
Sumter. 

However aU is not as bad as you supposed. I have just ordered two 
batteries of artillery to your aid, and have instructed General Huger 
to see in person to the defenses at Eoanoke. He will also send 2,000 
or 3,000 men, perhaps more, that can be spared from Norfolk. I have 
ordered a detail of men to give fall efficiency to the gunboats under 
Commodore Lynch and to the floating battery. The regiment at Peters¬ 
burg ought now to be able to move, and I will order it at once to report 
to General Gatlin. 

I am sure I could organize the defenses of our country, wherever at¬ 
tacked, if I only had munitions; but, in addition to the heavy superi¬ 
ority in numbers of the enemy, we have to struggle on with a very 
inadequate supply of materials of war. Tour people may suffer some¬ 
what at points where the enemy’s superior water forces enable them to 
ravage the country within reach of their guns, but I do not fear, and 
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am sure you need not, tliat they can do more than this; and even this 
shall not he done if every possible precaution in our power can suffice 
to prevent it.

Sir: In compliance with your indorsement upon the letter of Maj. J. 
A. Johnston, quartermaster, in relation to Albemarle and Chesapeake 
Canal, I have the honor to state that Mr. Parks has not yet submitted 
his bills for tolls against this Department, but from data before me I 
infer that since the iForth Carolina vessels were transferred these tolls 
amount to about $700 per month. 

I know nothing of the condition of the canal or of the work necessary 
to keep it in order, but I regard it of vital importance to the defenses 
of North Carolina. I would suggest that a reliable officer be sent to 
examine the canal and to report tiie probable expense of maintaining 
it in navigable condition, which will have to be done by the Confed¬ 
erate States if the canal company and the State of North Caroiiua will 
not do it, and I think that the sooner the subject is acted upon the 
better. 

I presume that with twenty-dve gunboats in the waters of North 
Carolina the tolls would not exceed $2,000 per month, but I think that 
the work should be kept up without regard to this consideration. The 
papers are herewith returned.*

The officer who brought 
the dispatch first above mentioned reports that of the enemy^s fleet 
tvrenty-eight are gunboats, seven are towing steamers, and the rest 
transports. 

A re-enforcement often companies was sent from this place this fore¬ 
noon to Eoanoke Island, leaving about 300 men to cover the retreat of 
our forces to the beach, should they be compelled to withdraw from 
the island. 

Owing to contiuial sickness the general was unable to accompany 
the troops sent to Eoanoke. He is very much prostrated from the 
illness which still confines him to his bed, and which will in aU proba¬ 
bility compel him to keep his bed for some days to come. 

At 20 minutes past 10 a single gun was heard, which the general 
supposed to be the si^al gun of Flag-Officer Lynch. At 16J minutes 
past 11 o’clock of this day firing on Croatan Sound commenced, and 
from that time to the period of closing this dispatch from 260 to 300 
guns have been heard, showing a furious battle to be raging between 
our forces and the enemy. It is now 25 minutes past 12 o’clock, and the 
firing is very rapid and heavy.

The atmos¬ 
phere is bo thick that I could not positively determine their number; 
betv'een fifty and sixty, of which the larger part I think are sailing 
vessels. Two of the pieces of artillery are already at Ashby^s, where 
it has been for several days; the 6-pounder was moved down to another 
point this afternoon, and four companies of infantry under a field 
officer. 

The orders contained in your dispatch will of course be carried out. 
1 have to report to you that the available force at my command, exclusive 
of the detachments on duty at the batteries, is only about 800—808 by 
lawst report. The enemy numbers 10,000 men probably. I ask you to 
send re-enforcements. I forgot to say you are mistaken in supposing 
I have four pieces of light artillery.

Sir : I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch 
of this date, directing all the cotton on the Boanoke Biver not removed 
to a safe distance into the interior to be burned.

The only troops at my disposal, a regiment of infantry, will be sent 
up to Halifax to-night, with instractions to march down tlie Boanoke as 
far as JamesviJle. I wiU place another regiment on that rive^ should 
it be placed at my disposal by Governor Clark. In my dispatch I begged 
that a light battery be sent to Halifax to join the infantry. This 
force might answer to check the advance of the enemy should he under¬ 
take the ascent of the Boanoke in force, but is not sufficient to do more 
than retard his progress. I would therefore respectfully suggest that 
large re-enforcements be sent into that section of the country.

GEEEBAii: In my letter of 24th September las^ I gave you an esti¬ 
mate of the least amount of force I regarded requisite to hold this place 


See Series I, Vol IV, p. 656. 
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and the railroadb teriiiinatiug here. I beg leave respectifully to ask your 
attention to that letter, and to say that 1 now deem a very considerable 
increase of force here indispensable to the safety of this command if it 
should be attacked by a large force by land, as it probably will be, if 
attacked at all. 

This is the only point of importance on our Atlantic coast not hitherto 
threatened by the enemy, and it is reasonable to expect, in view of other 
expeditions, now fitting out by the enemy at the Korth, that an effort 
against this place will not be much longer postponed. That you may 
exactly appreciate the wants of this command I desire to call your 
attention to the disposition of the forces now here. 

My attention has been directed principally to the defense of the ap¬ 
proaches by water. In the works erected for this purpose I have a 
good degree of confidence, although I have been unable to procure all 
fche armament required. Fort Caswell, on the south side of the Cape 
Pear Eiver, about oO miles fi:om Wilmington, is manned by three unat¬ 
tached companies and one company of the Twentieth Eegiment Forth 
Carolina Volunteers; aggregate strength of the garrison, 350 men. 
Fort Caswell is supported by the remaining nine companies of the 
Twentieth Eegiment Forth Carolina Volunteers, stationed at Smith- 
ville or Port Johnston, numbering in the aggregate 766 men. 

At the Forthern or Few Inlet of the Cape Fear Eiver the defenses 
consist of a battery on Zeeke’s Island, manned by one company, of the 
aggregate strength 99, and Fort Fisher^ manned by two unattached 
companies and one company of the Thirtieth Eegiment Forth Carolina 
Volunteers, aggregate 250, supported by nine companies of the Thir¬ 
tieth Eegiment, aggregate of which is 770, and a battery of light artil¬ 
lery of four 12-pounders. 

The coast of the district is watched by five companies of cavalry, of 
i^hich three are ^‘local defense’’ companies, and four are only partially 
or indifferently armed. Fort Fisher is about 25 miles from Wilmington; 
the road very difficult, on account of deep sand. 

I have at Wilmington the Twenty-eighth Eegiment Forth Carolina 
Volunteers, aggregate 933, and one battery of Eght artillery of six 
6-pounders. 

There are several points east of Wilmington within 10 miles of the 
city where the enemy might land if he should choose not to attempt to 
pass the main batteries, but to cross with a large land force the narrow 
strip of land which separates the city from the ocean. 

You will thus see that I have only one regiment and a light battery 
to oppose such a march of the enemy. Before I could withdraw the 
two regiments from the mouth of the river by land or water the enemy 
could reach the city or the railroad to Weldon, having to accomplish 
only 8 miles, while my regiments would have to move 30. 

In this reference to my exposed line I leave out of view the coast 
south of Fort Caswell, on which he may land, march against Smith- 
ville and thence to Wilmington, on the right bank of the river. But 
were I able to concentrate all the men I have instantaneously at the 
point of attack which the enemy may select, you are still aware that 
my stren^h would not be sufficient to resist the force he will probably 
bring against us, judging by the past. 

t therefore beg that Clingman’s and Eadcliffe’s regiments and Moore’s 
battery of the Forth Carolina troops, placed here for the defense of 
this point and sent by me to Port Eoyal, by direction of the honora¬ 
ble Secretary of War, under peculiar circumstances, be ordered back 
immediately. These troops were sent there with the belief that they 
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were necessary to prevent a sudden invasion, and were expected ") re¬ 
main only “till they could be replaced by other troops.’^ And I should 
be doing injustice to the interest confided in me if I did not most re¬ 
spectfully urge that they be sent back, now that we learn a large force 
has come to the defense of that coast, whilst this is comparatively 
defenseless as to men. 

I will advise General Lee of my expectations, and beg you will in¬ 
form him that I have stated the case correctly, and order the return of 
the troops. My force would still fall very much short of what I esti¬ 
mated 24th September. Still, with the return of these troops and the 
aid of the militia, I believe we can defeat any force he will probably 
send. 

The city is defended by intrenched works on the east, but I have no 
men to man them, nor is there any force in the vicinity which could be 
sent to my aid. I have felt it necessary to make this statement to you 
in order to enforce my application for re-enforcements and that you 
may see clearly the necessity therefor.

Adjutant and Inspector General: 

Sir: I submit for the consideration of the Secretary of War a pro¬ 
posed arrangement of the brigades of this division, rendered necessary 
by the movements of the enemy. 

I had sent the Sixth Virginia Eegiment, Colonel Corprew, to the 
Currituck Bridge, with orders to hold that point and prevent the enemy 
^m passing through the South Branch of the Chesapeake and Albe¬ 
marle Canal. 

General Wise, on his retreat from Nag’s Head, came to Currituck 
Bridge, assumed command, removed the battery of three 32-pounder8 
erected there, and began abandonuig the place before any enemy ap¬ 
peared. Soon after two or three gunboats came up, fired a few rounds, 
which fell short, and our troops left. The enemy have not advanced 
since, and our cavalry pickets are still there. 

I had no report fium General Wise for two days, but heard he ■was 
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falling back on Norfolk. I sent yesterday to establish batteries near 
Great Bridge, on the hTorth Branch of Albemarle and Chesapeake Canal, 
to block that passage, and visited that place to-day. I found General 
Wise there, with the five companies of the Sixth Virginia Eegiment, 
five pieces of artillery, under Colonel Henningsen, and about four com¬ 
panies of his Legion, under Colonel Eichardson. I inquired of General 
Wise why he abandoned his position at Currituck Bridge without 
orders, but could get no satisfactory answer. He said he intended to 
occupy a position on Horthwest Eiver, but on reacMng there in a snow¬ 
storm, found no quarters for his men. He fell back to Great Bridge, 12 
miles south of Norfolk, where he now is. 

I must be allowed to consider General Wise supernumerary with this 
army, and relieve him from duty. His Legion has no doubt fine ma- 
teri^, but I consider it entirely disorganized, and I shall feel stronger 
if it is removed.

Mv Deab Snt: Your note of yesterday,* in reference to the conver¬ 
sation I had with yourself and other Eepresentatives from your State, 
in consequence of the resolutions of the North Carolina Convention, has 
been received. 

1 have already replied to the Convention by telegraph! that I prefer 
uot to send back the North Carolina troops referred to, for the reason 
that the exigency which caused them to be sent to South Carolina is 
even more pressing now than at the time of their assignment to the 
defense of that locality. The enemy seriously threatens Savannah, 
and occupying, as he does, a secure position on the islands in its vicin¬ 
ity, where, protected by Ids gunboats, he can mature his plans and

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make his arrangements without our being able to obtain any informa¬ 
tion as to his designs or movements, he may at any moment make a 
sudden attack upon either Charleston or Savannah. 

It will require all the ability for disposition of troops and engineer¬ 
ing skill of our generals there to thwart his purposes and defend that 
portion of oiu* extended coast. 

The Iforth Carolina troops could only be withdrawn by the substi¬ 
tution of others, and this change would necessarily, to a greater or less 
degree, disorganize for a time that portion of our lino from which they 
are drawn and add to the burden of our overtaxed railroad transporta¬ 
tion. 

The defense of Horth Carolina occupies my serious attention, and I 
am sending there all the aid at my disposal. General Eandolph has 
been sent to protect the railroad which connects Weldon with IJor- 
folk, with orders to assemble the troops for this purpose at points on 
the road convenient for concentration at any point which may be 
threatened. 

It may not be possible, with our limited means, to protect every point 
which the enemy can attack by means of his fleets, but every effort will 
be made to hold those positions which are of vital interest to the State 
and to our common cause. 

Our abflity to defend is limited by the supply of arms, powder, and 
other munitions of war. Efforts were made, as you are no doubt aware, 
at an early period of our troubles, to purchase arms from abroad. Some 
have been received from this source and we have hopes of more. 

I have received no official reports of the disastrous afl'air at Roan¬ 
oke Island. The newspaper accounts indicate that the greater portion 
of our men there behaved very badly. I will wait for more accurate 
and Ml reports before forming a judgment as to the cause of oui‘ sig¬ 
nal defeat. 

When the island was flrst occupied by our troops after the fall of 
Hatteras, realizing the importance of the position to us, I sent one of 
my aides-de-camp to make a iiersoual examination of its condition and 
capabilities for defense. From his report I concluded that the condi¬ 
tion of affairs was such as to justify a reasonable hope of successful 
resistance to any force the enemy could then bring to bear against it, 
and capable, with proper dispositions and energetic eff'orts in prepara¬ 
tion, of making a creditable, if not successful, defense against any force 
that would be prepared for the purpose. To this end it was attached 
to the department of General Huger. After it became probable that 
the expedition under Burnside would attack this position General 
Huger was directed to re-enforce it to the extent of his means. 

I am not sufficiently informed as to what was done after the inspec¬ 
tion of my aide to enable me to say whether the preparation was de¬ 
fective or whether the fault was in the troops.

General : On the 16th instant I sent my aide-de-camp to Weldon 
to ascertain what troops were in that vicinity other than those seirt 
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there bj my orders. He found Colonel Clarke at Garysbnrg with the 
Twenty-fourth Eegiment of North Carolina troops, together with a num¬ 
ber of detached companies. Colonel Clarke informed him that he was 
there by orders from your office, and was instructed to report to Ma¬ 
jor-General Huger, commanding the Department of NoifoUi. and that 
he was then acting under his orders. As Garysburg is within the De¬ 
partment of North Carolina, I am at a loss to know why troops are 
sent there and placed under the orders of the commander of another 
department and I not even officially informed of it. 

Already a conflict of jurisdiction has arisen between the officers act¬ 
ing under my orders and those acting under General Huger. I hope 
immediate steps will be taken to restore order. I have given orders, 
but they may not be obeyed. I beg to call your attention to my letter 
of the 15th instant in relation to the defense of the Eoanoke, some por¬ 
tion of which is germane to this matter.

Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of War: 

Sir : I have heretofore dra'sra your attention to the situation and 
defenses of Wilmington and the Cape Pear Eiver. The defenses on 
the north side of the inletj^at mouth of Cape Pear River, were put up 
by the local authorities. There are several batteries on the river below 
the town of Wilmington, with some guns, but are without garrison. 
So you may readily see that a fleet can pass the inlet and ascend the 
river and destroy Wilmington. They can also land north of the inlet, 
and are within a march of 10 miles, with only two volunteer regiments 
to oppose them. The possession oi Wilmin^on commands the Great 
Northern and Southern Railroad, with all its valuable machine-shops. 

But the most attractive feature for that expedition in the eyes of the 
enemy is the Payetteville Arsenal, a day’s journey up the river. The 
destruction of that arsenal would be a heavy blow, and would give 
peculiar gratiflcation, in the Yankee eye, as the recapture of the Har¬ 
per’s Perry works. 

I have just received a memorial from the town authorities of Fay¬ 
etteville, asking for assistance and urging a system of defense by 
blocking the channel of the Cape Pear, which is necessary [aic] enough 
to be effected very easily. 

The defense of Wilmington cannot be delayed much longer. Moore’s 
light battery, Olingman’s regiment, 1,100 strong, and Eadcliffe’s regi¬ 
ment have been taken from the defense of Wilmington and sent to Port 
Royal. They are not permitted to return and no efforts are known to 
be made to supply their places, and there is the most painful anxiety 
for the safety of Wilmington and Payetteville. If you have any dis¬ 
posable force, they could not be sent to any position where they are 
more needed or where they could render more valuable service.

A^utant-General, Norfolk: 


Colonel : I have the honor to report that I returned to Suffolk and 
continued the works on Nansemond Rver and held correspondence with 
&e different commands. On the 20th instant the news of the flrst attack 
on Winton reached me, and I moved Colonel Armistead’s Fifty-seventh 
Regiment of Virgmia and one section of Girardey’s battery to Franklin 
to defend the Blackwater and block it up. He is still there. I regret 
to say that the three companies of South Carolina Yoluntecrs at the 
mouth of Blackwater had fallen back from that position. I inclose 
Captain Butler’s report.* At the request of many citizens I carried 
the cotton (600 bales) lying at Franklin to Portsmouth. On the 21st 
Major-General Huger and Brigadier-General Randolph came to Suffolk 
and relieved me from duty. At the request of General Randolph I 
renamed with him. The news of Lieutenant-Colonel Williams’ retreat 
reached me, and that Colonel Clarke had arrived at Franklin. We 
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started with a train of cars, and found the Fifty-seventh Virginia gn/i 
Fourteenth North Carolina down the river on scout. The North Caro¬ 
lina regiment was recalled, and an order sent to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Williams to return forthwith to Winton. I send copy of his report.* 
T can see no reason or excuse for his retreat. His men have lost aU 
except their arms and what they wore. He is under command of 
Colonel Clarke. He left Newsom’s for Murfreesborough on the 22d. 
Colonel Clarke’s regiment also went there. 

The want of cavalry is excessive. I have ordered the detachment of 
Captain Gillett’s company, which was relieved at Winton by the Nanse- 
mond cavalry, to stay with Colonel Armistead until further orders. 

I have sent Captain Brewer’s Nansemoiid cavalry toward Edenton 
to co-operate with the militia in getting off the provisions in that sec¬ 
tion. 

Major Brabble, First North Carolina Battalion, went into Edenton, 
and arrested Messrs. Norcom and Bland as traitors, in dealing with the 
enemy. They are sent to Ealeigh. The Union men south of Chowan 
were arrested by Colonel Williams’ order, but escaped during the re¬ 
treat. The whole country south of Chowan is more or less disaffected. 
I send Colonel Moore’s report.* 

These two reports of mine will partially show that I have not been 
idle since my command was extended and that no point in the district 
was neglected. I must therefore respectfully ask that General Order, 
No. 14, of 20th February, 1862, reducing my command to a small bri¬ 
gade, while the youngest brigadier in the Army has charge of two 
brig^es, be so modified as to express the opinion of the general that 
the service required such action and was not done from any disapproval 
of my conduct. 

Colonel Wright, Third Georgia Eegiment, has acted separately, and 
his reports have been sent in.

Hon. J. P. Benjajiin, 

Seareta/ry of Wa/r, 0. S.: 

Sir: Having been placed in command of the forces covering the 
large territory between the Chowan and the Eoanoke Eivers, consisting 
of my own regiment, numbering less than 600 efttective men; Colonel 
Williams’ Battalion North Carolina Volunteers, 400; one company of 
cavalry of Wise’s Legion, only 40 of whom are with me, and Mchols’ 
battery of four small pieces, I hasten to inform you that these forces 
are wholly inadequate to the important services required of them, and 
respectfully, but most urgently, request that an additional force of 
cavalry and artillery may be immediately placed at my disposal. I 
am using my utmost endeavors to raise a small body of mounted men 
in this vicinity to act as couriers and vedettes, but being wholly un¬ 
disciplined and but poorly armed, they will be incompetent to meet 
the enemy in the field, even should I be able to raise them, which is 
doabtfoL 
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My artillery consists of four light pieces, insufficient, both in range 
and caliber, to defend the rivers against the heavily-armed gunboats 
of the enemy. An order received from you stopped the march of two 
companies of cavalry of Wise’s Legion, who were at Garysburg, N. 0., 
and were about moving to re-enforce me. I have detained Lieutenant 
Tucker, who was ordered to proceed to Manassas, until you could be 
informed of the indispensable necessity of his remaining with me 
until some other cavalry force should relieve him. My only means of 
obtaining information and keeping up communication is by means of 
vedettes, and these should be men that have seen service, that I may 
not be misled by erroneous reports. Instead of depriving me of cav¬ 
alry my force should be strengthened, for if ten times as strong it 
would not be sufficient for the service necessary in the territory com¬ 
mitted to my charge. By means of one cavalry company I was enabled 
a few days ago to secure a large amount of Government property, 
which otherwise would most probably have fallen into the hands of 
the enemy. 

Permit me to inform you that my command embraces a highly pro¬ 
ductive tract of country, which now contains provisions sufficient to 
subsist the whole Army of the Confederate States for at least half a 
year, and it is of the first importance that it should not be ravaged by 
the enemy. The white population is sparse, and they have been so 
long neglected that they are perfectly demoralized. An exhibition of 
force, which I made a few days ago, has been of inestimable value in 
inspiring our people with confidence and in intimidating our foes. 

I expect to be able to obstruct this (the Meherrin) river effectually 
by the time this reaches you, and with two 18-pounders and two 24s 
or 328 I could destroy any vessels that should attempt to come up to 
this place and at the same time eflfectually protect the bridge of the 
Seaboard and Eoanoke Railroad over this river. 

With two more regiments of infantry and 500 cavalry, in addition 
to the force now present, I could keep the enemy from advancing in¬ 
land in my department. 

I beg that you will countermand the order removing Wise’s cavalry, 
and that the whole battalion will be ordered here, and also artillery 
and experienced artillerists.

General: I received last night the following telegram from the 
Secretary of War, viz: 

Send a statement as promptly as possible of your forces, their disposition, and your 
means and plans of defense. 

I inclose herewith an imperfect return of the troops within the depart¬ 
ment.* It may answer for present purposes, but i hope to be able to 
forward a more complete one in a few days. 

For a detailed report of the defenses of the Cape Fear District, the 
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location of the troops, &c., I beg to refer to the report of Brigadier- 
General Anderson, dated the 13tli instant,* and which was forwarded 
to you through these headquarters. As General Anderson will be in 
Richmond to-day, he will be able to explain in person anything not un¬ 
derstood in that communication. In case he is attacked, his defenses 
destroyed, and his troops driven from their positions, it is understood 
that he is to fall back in the direction of Fayetteville, with the view of 
checking the advance of the enemy in that direction. It is hoped and 
believed that his defenses are sufficient, but he is sadly deficient in 
troops. 

Conceiving the town of bTe w Berne, the point most likely to be attacked, 
I have assembled in its vicinity as large a body of troops as in my power. 
They are under the command of Brig. Gen. L. O’B. Branch, who also 
commands the District of the Pamlico. Batteries have been erected on 
the Neuse below the town and the river effectually blocked. These 
batteries are open and the guns mounted in barbette, but it is hoped 
they will not fail to drive off’ the fleet of gunboats should they attempt 
to reduce them. Below these batteries are breastworks running from 
the river to the swamps on Bryce’s Creek, which are believed to be im¬ 
passable. The breastworks are thought to be strong enough to enable 
our troops to resist and hold them against a large force of the enemy. 
I regret that I have no sketch of these works to transmit. You win 
perceive that a large increase to the force at I^ew Berne should be made 
to place them upon an equality with such a force as attacked Eoanoke 
Island. 

In case they are driven from their positions they are to fall back upon 
the line of the Atlantic and North Carolina Eaikoad, and take up the 
first defensible position, not yet determined upon, which may confine 
the enemy as close to New Berne as practicable. 

The batteries at Harkers’ and Huggins’ Islands have been withdrawn, 
and the garrison at Fort Macon reduced to five companies of artillery, 
the largest number that could be sheltered inside the fort in case of 
siege. The fort has a supply of seven months’ provisions, and its com¬ 
mander is of opinion that he can hold it as long as powder and his pro¬ 
visions last A large supply of powder is required to meet the contin¬ 
gencies of a siege. 

The Pamlico Eiver is protected by batteries some 8 miles below the 
town of Washington. They are considered sufficient to beat off the 
gunboats, but the force there is not adequate to contend with a large 
land force. In case of the loss of the batteries the troops will retreat 
up the Tar Eiver in the direction of Greenville. 

The troops heretofore stationed in Hyde County have been withdrawn, 
as it was considered imprudent to keep them there, there being but one 
road leading out of the county which could readily be seized by the 
enemy, thus cutting off all retreat. A local company still remains for 
sucli service as it may be able to render in preventing servile insurrec¬ 
tion. Five companies taken from Hyde have been sent to New Berne; 
the remainder are at Washington. 

You will perceive that the force under my command is very inade¬ 
quate to the defense of so extensive a coast against an enemy who has 
possession of our sounds and can direct his large columns against any 
point he may elect.

The generals commanding the Districts of the Cape Pear and Pamlico 
will see that these orders are carried into effect. 

It is hoped that the owners themselves will apply the torch rather 
than see the enemy gain possession of these much-coveted products. 

Whenever it shall become necessa^ for an officer or citizen to destroy 
private property to prevent its falling into the hands of the enemy he 
will make a report of the facts and circumstances to these headquarters, 
accompanied with a statement of the property destroyed and to whom 
it belonged, and furnish the owner with a copy of the statement.

General : I had the honor to send to-day to the honorable Secretary 
of War a telegram announcing the fall of New Berne. I have received 
no report :tom Brigadier-General Branch, who commanded, and I leaxn 
was on the railroad 10 miles this side of New Berne at simset this 
evening with a part of his forces. I design to collect at Kinston all 
those who have passed General B., as at that point the several roads 
on which they may have retreated join. No re-enforcements reached 
New Borne in time to take part in the action. I have summoned Gen¬ 
eral Anderson to my assistance, and will place the troops in such posi¬ 
tion as may seem best. In the mean time I will telegraph General Lee 
for advice as to the best line of defense it win be advisable to adopt. 

My health for some time past has not been such as to warrant my 
taking the field, and for a few days past have been confined to my room; 
otherwise I should have been present to have conducted the operations 
in person. 

A telegram from the 8ecreta,iy of War to-day would indicate that he 
had not seen my report, accompanied by a retam of the troops in Gen- 
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oral Brancli’s district. If sach is the caae, I bog that it may be laid be¬ 
fore him.

Hon. J. P. Benjamin, 

Secretary of War, Richmond: 

Sir: On Wednesday, the 12th, the Burnside expedition appeared in 
large force below our batteries on the Neuse, opened fire on the next 
morning about 8 o’clock a. m., and in latter part of the day effected a 
landing of a large body of troops, estimated about 25,000. 

On Friday our force, about 6,000, engaged them in the morning, and 
after a severe confiict of two or three hours were outflanked and nearly 
surrounded. 

In the me^ time the fleet had passed the river batteries and entered 
the Trent Eiver off the town and behind our troops, who were on the 
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opposite bank from the town. Our troops, thus overpow'ered and 
nearly surrounded, made such an escape as they could, and many no 
doubt w^ere captured, but I have no reliable knowledge of this or of 
the casualties on either side. 

NTew Berne being in possession of the enemy, we have no communi¬ 
cation there, except from some refugees or stragglers. 

The hard fighting that took place disposes me to believe that there 
was considerable mortality on both sides. 

I suppose you will soon have official reports. 

I hear much complaint and criticism among the people of the absence 
of General Gatlin from the field of battle and his entire neglect and 
inattention to the coast defenses of his command for the last five 
months, and they judge of this neglect and inattention from the alleged 
fact that he has not during that period visited and examined the forti 
fications and inspected the troops more than once, if at all, during his 
command of six months, notwithstanding his headquarters are in 
easy railroad communication of both Generals Anderson’s and Branch’s 
commands. 

I am only stating what I hear constantly around me. Perhaps his 
headquarters is the proper place for him, but the people so deeply in¬ 
terested in their own homes and interests expected the benefit of his 
military knowledge and experience, and [are] greatly distressed that 
they have not had it, and regard with much anxiety his want of atten¬ 
tion to their safety and interest and what they believe was his special 
business. 

The present prospect is that we shall soon have our quota, five regi¬ 
ments, and probably more, and I am looking to you for the supply of 
arms. 

In connection with the formation of these regiments I will take the 
liberty of suggesting to you some regulation or legislation to inquire 
by examination or otherwise into the qualification of the commissioned 
officers. 


It seems now that there is manifest want of attention to the proper 
requisite for an officer. In the great number there must necessarily be 
many that are not qualified, but still there should be some means of 
ascertaining the fitness of at least commanding officers of companies, 
regiments, and brigades, and regulations, general in their application, 
would or ought to prove acceptable. Too much has to be intrusted to 
the commanding officer.

Preeident of the Confederate States: 

Sir : I have the honor to present to you the inclosed memorial and 
resolutions of the people of Wilmington, which have just been handed 
to me, and I feel a deep anxiety that it should receive your attentive 
consideration. I would not press it on your attention if I could grant 
them assistance myself, but I have no troops at my disposal, and a call 
for militia, with their tardiness of action, destitution of arms, and the 
requisite of a soldier, leaves no hope of benefit from them. 

The oily troops at WHmiagton are the few that I could put there, and 
insufficient as they were, they have been removed by Confederate offi¬ 
cers to other positions, till there are less than 1,600 left, which could 
not resist even a fourth of the Burnside expedition. 

Wilmington has the great machine-shops, the railroad connections 
(our only means of getting salt), furnishes the materials, support, and 
access for the Confederate Stiites Arsenal. Any one of these presents 
sufficient claims to be defended by the Confederate States, and it must 
be done quickly or not at aUj for it is doubtless the next move of Burn¬ 
side, which win destroy the last connection of North Carolina with the 
ocean. 

The people of Wilmington must know in time what to depend on, 
either to be defended or to seek safety in flight. If the great public 
interests will not secure a defense for them, they must secure their pri¬ 
vate interests as far as possible by removal to some more secure spot. 

I will take the liberty of further adding that the adjacent counties 
to Wilmington have sent out an unusual number of volunteers, who are 
now absent on duty elsewhere, and presents the great difficulty of pro¬ 
curing within reach any amount of militia. 

I take pleasure in introducing to you the committee who present 
these resolutions, Messrs. Strange, Thomas, and Do Eosset, and hope 
they will enlist your attention in behalf of a cause which so much intOT- 
ests both you and them.

II. Brig. Gen. Samuel G. French, 0. S. Army, having reported for 
duty in this department, agreeably to Special Orders, No. 1, from Head¬

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Carolina troops; Captains Whitford^s, Mayo’s, Leeciaft’s, and Herring’s 
companies of foot artillery, whioli will be formed into a battalion, under 
the command of Capt. John K Whitford; Latham’s and Bunting’s bat¬ 
teries, and Captain Evans’ cavalry.

General E. B. Lee, Michmond: 

General : 1.1 have not ^ven this section of country, as regards de¬ 
fense, any consideration until within the last two days, but from what 
I have seen of the country and the force of the enemy I have drawn 
certain conclusions. 

II. This place cannot be defended, because it is an open, level country, 
with roads enabling the place to be flanked. A column of the enemy 
approaching by the road on the left bank gains our left flank. The 
stage road and railroad cross about a mile from each other in our front, 
and then another crossing at White Hall, some miles above us, gaining 
our rear; besides, wagon roads numerously intersect them. The river 
is also boatable. 

III. If the rail of the road be taken up, which I would advise, it 
would prevent its use by the enemy hereafter, and he could, if he ad¬ 
vances, be better and more successfully fought near GoMsborough, 
fixrther from his base of operations and in a more defensible country. 
Further, the country abandoned is sterile and destitute of supplies. 

IV. The force concentrated at or near Goldsborough would be in a 
strategic position, and available for Wilmington and Suffolk. 

V. From numerous sources, especially Captain Meade^ Engineers, and 
other ofideers, I am informed that, should the expedition depart for 
Wilfliington, they can land readily on the land which forms the sound 
south of Sandy HaU Inlet, and, as it connects with the main-land, get 
to the rear of the city. 

The sound also is at the south end easily forded; after which it be¬ 
comes ileep and the main shore easily approached by boats; hence a 
land force in strength is necessary for the defense of the place. This 
might probably be sent in time from Goldsborough. 
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VI. Hence I recommend the destruction of this road to Goldsborough 
and concentration of forces at that point. I know, however, that you 
have better means of knowing the ease with which a force can be landed 
for the attack on Wilmington than I have collected in the two days I 
have been here, amidst a press of business. 

The defenses against attack on Wilmington by water are represented 
as being good. You will excuse my making these suggestions to you, 
who have doubtless considered them. I have thought they could do no 
harm in any event. One of the surgeons who went to New Berne has 
returned. He reports that General Burnside told him candidly that he 
had 27,000 men, and that he knew every regiment and the exact nature 
of the fortifications at New Berne before the attack, and he named all 
the regiments with perfect familiarity.

General : I have had the honor to receive your letter of the 20th 
instant, reporting the execution of orders for the movement of troops 
29 R R—TOL IX 
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in yonr department to Goldsborough. The battalions of Louisiana 
and Georgia Volunteers which you forwarded, to report to General 
Anderson, it is presumed were sent in lien of the regiments of Colonels 
Clarke and Armistead 5 it was not intended that more should be sent 
than were specified in telegrams of 19th. As regards the regiment of 
Colonel Leventhorpe, stationed at Hamilton, about which you yester¬ 
day telegraphed, I do not see that much can be gained in keeping him 
at that place. Should the enemy attack him, so small a force could do 
but little to resist him, and would afford no material impediment to his 
further progress. It would seem much more desirable to concentrate 
the troops nearer the railroad and keep them light and movable, so as 
to re-enforce readily any point of the road he might seriously threaten. 
The guns and all other munitions at Hamilton should of course be re¬ 
moved, and could be devoted to the strengthening of other points of 
defense in your department.

Genebax: As I advised you by telegraph, I arrived here yesterday. 
I found some confusion in the army, arising from the recent events at 
New Berne. In a few days I trust order and system wiU be restored. 

The accounts I am able to get as to the plans of the enemy are con¬ 
flicting naturally, but that he will move forward in this direction or on 
Wilmington I presume there is no doubt. 

Under these circumstances I thought it best for General French to 
proceed to Wilmington and assume command, though I regretted much 
to lose ids services here. I also concluded to halt Starke’s regiment and 
Moore’s battery at that point for the present, and the forces coming 
from the north at Goldsborongh, from which point they may be moved 
quickly, as the emergency may require. 

I have the honor to forwaifl a letter from General French, written 
while he was in command.* 1 concur in his views as to this position, 
and while I push my pickets down to feel the enemy’s within 3 or 4 
mUes of New Berne, and will send down largo scouting parties with a 
view of annoying his progress if he commences a march, it is my 
opinion that it will be better to fallback graduaUy some 10 or 15 miles 
before fully testing our strength, with a view of finding more favorable 
ground. 

s till, there is no ground between this and Goldsborongh on which we 
can intrench without being likely to have our flanks turned by a supe¬ 
rior force, so level and firm is the ground, intersected by various roads.

General E. B. Lee: 

Mt Dear Sir : There appears to be no disposition on the part of 
the enemy to advance in this duection. From the best information I 
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Lave I doubt if be Las more tLau tlirco or lour regiments in iTexv Berne, 
and on Monday last tLere were but five or six steamei’s at the wLarves. 
It is believed by General Branch that their army is encamped below 
the town and across the Trent, which is 2,000 yards wide, and on which 
they have destroyed the bridges as high up as Trenton. They have 
established a ferry over it at New Berne, but permit no citizen, under 
any pretense, to pass over. I have sent secret agents to ascertain, if 
possible, whether they are there or not. I am waiting most anxiously 
their report. The inclosed sketch will show you the supposed position 
of the enemy and its surroundings.* 

1 went yesterday to examine into the position and condition of the 
anny under General Branch. I was assured by the colonels that there 
was no demoralization, and that the men were tolerably well supplied 
and most anxious to advance. The position they occupy, 7 miles this 
side of Kinstouj is too far from the enemy, and I shall order General 
Eansom, with his brigade, to advance 5 or 6 miles beyond Kinston to 
some point from whence he can more closely watch the enemy. In¬ 
stead of sending General Anderson back to Wilmington I have given 
him a brigade. I did so because General French was already there, 
and perfectly acquainted with the particular kind of duty required 
there. If Wilcox’s brigade and the First North Carolina Cavalry are 
subject to my orders I shall let them remain at Weldon for the present, 
and authorize the commanding officer of that department to use them 
if the enemy makes his appearance in that direction. I have ordered 
six companies who have been drilled at heavy artillery to report to 
General French in Wilmington. This will make the batteries there 
secure against their Navy, and I hope to have timely notice before they 
can land to send troops from here to give him battle. 

The Governor of North Carolina has detained the arms sent to me nntil 
he can hear from you on the subject of using them for arming certain 
regiments that he has organized in Ealeigh. It would be a toousand 
times better if those regiments were sent to me here, in order that they 
may be properly brigaded and instructed. If possible, send Gmieral 
Whiting to report to me.

Mt Deab Sib : Every api^rance indicates that the enemy does not 
design to advance in this direction at present, but rather that he is 
seeking to possess himself of the counties along the coast and to invest 
Port Macon. If an attack is made on Wilmington I believe it will be 
by other troops than those under Burnside, for I am assured that their 
transports draw too much water to cross the Swash Channel when 
loaded, and that they were three weeks entering the sound, having 
been obliged to unload them before doing so. J have very little doubt 
that the force here is able to retake New Berne, but I fear to move 
until it is ascertained that they will not be required at Wilmington or 
some other new point of attack. Please inform me what you think and 
wish about it. I am oppressed with the responsibility upon me. The

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tremendous issue involved makes it necessary tkat a more able brain 
than mine should direct. Please, therefore, my dear General, come and 
straighten out this tangled yam. 

Since writing the above your telegram is received.* I can drive the 
enemy out of Kew Berne, because I can transport the troops by rail; 
but their main army is below, and I can only reach it by crossing the 
Trent high up and marching down, which can only be done after I have 
collected transportation enough to carry provisions. See the sketch I 
sent you two days ago. I am making every effort to procure trans¬ 
portation, but my quartermaster wants experience and is inefficient. 
Please send me Major Cone or some other who knows and will do his 
duty. If you think I can attack Few Beme without the fear of being 
out of place when another point is attacked I will do so at once, though 
from the beet evidence I have there are not more than 4,000 men there, 
and they can retire beyond the Trent without my being able to foUow. 

Qffie people here are to a certain extent reassured. They are loyal 
and true-hearted, but a deep and dangerous despondency, even among 
the members of the Oonvention, had taken possession of them, and 
hence the great necessity of some able man to command here, for if 
this army should meet with a reverse the poUtical consequences would 
be disastrous in the extreme. If you cannot come and G. W. Smith’s 
health will permit it, please send him. I wiU. assist him in every way 
possible, and wiU be pleased to serve under him if he is a good gen¬ 
eral.

position of the forces at Goldsborough and Wilmington, copies of which 
are doubtless in your possession; also of your two telegrams of the 
27th instant.* 

In reply the General wishes me to say that it now rests with you to 
assume such a line with your army as may to your judgment appear 
best for the protection of the railroad and the security of Goldsborough 
and Wilmin^on; and should there be no indications to lead you to in¬ 
fer that the enemy intend to threaten seriously either of those places, 
you should so dispose your command as to re-enforce Suffblk, as it is 
not unlikely the enemy may turn their attention to that point, with a 
view of carrying out a combined movement upon Portsmouth and Nor¬ 
folk. Being on the ground, however, you have the best opportunity of 
observing the enemy’s movements and divining his intentions. Cir- 
cumstances must, however, in some measure control your actions.

Geneeai.: From yonr telegraphic dispatches I learn that the enemy 
apparently is making no forward movement, nor do you appear to be 
able to discover that he is making any preparations with that view. 
That leads me to fear that while making demonstrations in that quar¬ 
ter and on the Peninsula against General Magruder, his real object is 
to attack Norfolk from both sides, with the force now collecting at 
Hampton and neighborhood on one side and that under General Bum- 
side on the other. I desire you, therefore, to watch the movements of 
the enemy vi^antly, and at the same time so to post your troops that 
while restraining his operations you may readily re-cnforce any point 
attacked. If Wilmington should be the point, yon must concentrate 
there. If Norfolk, it will be necessary to move all yoiu' disposable force 
there. 

With this view it might be well to hold a portion of your troops at 
Weldon. This will depend upon your facilities for moving, and of this 
you may judge.

Geneeal: From information received from a Federal prisoner and 
from Dr. West, 0. S. P. A., just returned from New Beme, I have 
very little doubt that General Burnside will confine his present 
operations to the coast from New Beme to Fort Macon. Hoping to 
reduce the latter, he is fortifying New Beme, and has divided his 
forces between the two places. I am convinced that none of his com¬ 
mand have left the coast, and every appearance indicates that he is 
striving to conciliate the people and designs a permanent possession. 
His transports have been sent off, and it may be they have gone for 
re-enforcements, or rather for troops with whom to make am e^edi- 
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tioli up the Albemarle Souud or agaiust Wilmington. I much doubt 
it' they will make any attack requiring land Iransportat.on. 

Your telegram is received. I will hold my disposable force ready to 
march at a moment’s notice, though I do not believe it should be moved 
until it is certain it will all be required elsewlicre. It has reassured 
the people here, and to a certain extent restored confidence where I 
grieve to say, despondency was fast generating indtfierence to our 
cause, and if' the troops are removed without a necessity, perfectly 
apparent to the peopl^ it will produce a panic that will be most 
serious in its effects. 1 shall therefore make no move until further 
instructed by you.

Geneeal: I telegraphed you yesterday that I should not send the 
troops to Suffolk until further developments of the enemy’s intentions. 
General Burnside’s whole force is available for an invasion in this 
direction, and my efficient force (12,000), including the troops that 
were defeated near New Berne, is not more than would be required to 
resist him. 

A serious panic will result if it be materially diminished, and as 
there is a general feeling that North Carolina has been neglected by 
the Government, the steps I have taken to reassure the people and 
restore confidence would be to a great extent nullified, and hence it 
is that I shall wait until I am certain that a blow will be struck at 
another point, or until, in your superior wisdom and better informa¬ 
tion, you shall direct me otherwise. 

The Georgia regiments have not arrived, and yesterday the Gover¬ 
nor of North Carolina ordered Eogers’ battalion of five companies 
back to Ealeigh to complete its organization as a regiment. I per¬ 
mitted it to go, because it had not been turned over to the Confederate 
Government and had been ordered here only to meet an einergeticy. 

I have ordered a large amount of transportation to be collected here, 
so as to throw the command in the shortest time possible to any i)oint 
where it may be required. 

There are in Ealeigh five or six regiments organized, or partially so, 
but as tliey have not been turned over to the Government I have no 
authority over them. Would it not be well to receive them as they arc, 
in order that I could arrange for their proper instruction while waiting 
to be armed ? 

I thank you. General, for the kind confidence you so blindly repose 
in me, and can only pray that God will give me strength to justify it.

General : Your letter of tlie Cth instant is receired. Tour views 
with reference to the disposition of the troops of your command are 
approved. I recommend the utmost diligence in getting information as 
to the movements of the enemy, and that you hold yourself folly pre¬ 
pared to move rapidly to any threatened point. 

General Huger, by telegram, dated the 8th, informs me that Colonel 
Ferebee, Forth Carolina Militia, reports to him that the enemy have 
landed some 2,000 men at Elizabeth City. 

Your attention is specially directed to this report and to any move¬ 
ment in that direction. I think that if an attack be made on Forfolk 
it will be from the south side. The presence of the Virginia will, in 
my opinion, deter the enemy from attemi^ting a movement on For- 
folk from the direction of Port Monroe or by way of Elizabeth River. 

I have directed the Georgia regiments to be sent to you at once, and 
as soon as they arrive you will do everything in your power to arm and 
prepare them for service. I am informed by Major Ashe, of Forth 
Carolina, that large numbers of countoy rifles and other arms can be 
collected in that State, and I have directed him to get all he can. You 
will also do everything in your power to collect arms for the troops that 
you will receive. 

With reference to the Forth Carolina troops, I am desirous that you 
should have them as soon as i)ossible, and the Governor of Forth Caro¬ 
lina has been written to on the subject. 1 desire that yon shall do 
whatever may be in your power to expedite the matter, and as soon as 
the troops arrive proceed to organize and prei)are them for service, and 
after arming the Georgia troops, those from Forth Carolina that are un¬ 
provided with arms can be supplied with such as remain from what 
Major Ashe or yourself may collect or any others that may be sent to 
you. 

With reference to the exchange of i)risoners, I would state that while 
I believe the enemy have acted in bad faith in the matter, it is not de¬ 
sirable to follow a bad example. If you have any sick or wounded 
prisoners of the enemy I would advise their release in return for the 
release of ours by Genex'al Burnside.

General : The enemy were re-enforced at Few Berne on Thursday 
last by about 4,000 men; whether they were from the Forth or his re- 
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serve brought up from Hatteras and Eoanoke Island I don’t know. 
He has taken possession of Beaufort, and Fort Macon is invested; he is 
also fortifying Kew Berne by a line of intrenchments extending &om 
one river to the other. 

I see no signs of an. advance in this direction. As near as I can as¬ 
certain, his present position is, viz: 2,000 men about Beaufort, 4,000 in 
Hew Berne, and the remainder of his army across the Trent, opposite. 
If I attack Hew Berne, he can concentrate and fight me if he thinks 
proper, or he can cross over the Trent and leave me to be shelled out 
of the town from both rivers by his gunboats. This would also imply 
the destruction of the town, which would not only cause great misery 
among the poor people who remained there, but would add to the luke¬ 
warmness that threatens to culminate here into indifference to the 
cause. I have no words to express my disappointment and distress at 
this feeling, particularly as I can expect comparatively little sympathy 
beyond my power to protect proper^.

My Dear General : The letters I sent yon by Incutcnant Primrose 
showed the strength of the enemy. On this coast ho has twenty rc'gi- 
ments in the immediate vicinity of Hew Berne and three near Fort 
Macon. His only reserve is about 3,000 men at Eoanoke Island. His 
effective force is probably about 20,000, with ten gunboats in the House 
and Trent Eivers. 

My efi'ective force is about 14,000, three of the regiments being raw 
recruits.

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I am having accurate maps made of all the country between here and 
New Berne, as the last service I can render to the general you must 
send here to command. Believe me, my dear General, this is not false 
modesty on my part; I know my deficiencies, and I love the cause too 
much to permit its vital interests to be intrusted to my management. 
All my lue has been passed in executing the orders of others; send 
therefore a superior to me, or else change me for another who is capa¬ 
ble, or who has his own as well as your confidence. 

Do not ascribe this to a want of ambition or to diffidence, but rather 
believe that I know myself and have the honesty to sacrifice my vanity 
to the interest of my country.

General: I have little doubt that the force of the encniiy that 
landed at Elizabeth City was taken from Koaiioke Island, whei‘c four 
days ago they had a reserve of 3,000 men. I am almost certain that 
they have withdrawn no men from New Eenie. They have repaired a 
bridge that we burned 7 miles this side of New Berne, and Jiave 
advanced three regiments there, but as they have no transportation, I 
doubt if they intend a serions advance. 

I have directed Colonel Deshler to make an estimate for funds to

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pay for private arms. Kone can be had unless they are paid for at 
the time. 

I am deeply pained and mortified at the apathy that pervades the 
people, and have utterly failed in my efforts to arouse them. 

Relative to the Enfield rifles, I had issued them, according to your 
instructions, to the three Geor^a regiments. There was a small over¬ 
plus, which I gave to the flank companies of other regiments. If I 
should take them flrom the Georgia regiments it would produce discon¬ 
tent, and as most of the flank companies have rifles of one sort or 
another, I think it best not to disturb them. 

If you do not insist on it I will not send a regiment to Wilmin^on 
for the present to take the place of Colonel Starke’s, as there is no indi¬ 
cation of danger in that direction.

By a letter from General Martin to you, of the 16th instant, 
I am advised of the inability of the State of Iforth Carolina to arm the 
regiments now in camp at Raleigh. I have written to him, urging that 
the State make aU possible efforts by procuring imivate arms, &c., to 
arm them. The rifles sent you were’of a very fine quality, and I sug¬ 
gest that you place them in the hands of the flanking companies of the 
regiments, and give the balance muskets or such private arms as can 
be procured.

General : The enemy show a disposition to remain entirely quiet at 
Kew Berne. They have thrown up works extending from the Heuse to 
the Trent, and have cut down the forest in front of them. Their pur 
pose there seems to be only to defend themselves. 

On the 16th instant two regiments, and on the 18th instant three 
regiments, were sent by water from Hew Berne, as I think, to re-enforce 
the troops engaged in the investment of Fort Macon. I may be mis¬ 
taken, however, as to their destination, my opinion of it being based 
mainly on the fact that the enemy’s force near Fort Macon has recently 
been represented to me as much larger than it was previously reported. 

This information reached me this evening. If you think it advisable 
under it to withdraw any of the troops from here please do not desig¬ 
nate them, but permit me to do so.

Genebal : My report from South MiUs up to 3 p. m. yesterday states 
all is quiet. The enemy had not returned. 

I conversed yesterday with one of the Eorth Carolina Militia (Ste¬ 
phen Williams), who was captured by the enemy near Elizabeth City 
some two weeks since (with 72 others), and has been on Eoanoke Isl¬ 
and. He was forced to act as guide to the e:^edition, and landed 
them at 12 at night 2 miles below Elizabeth City. In the dark and 
during the confusion of landing he made his escape. He states he was 
in the cabin with General Eeno and Colonel Hawkins and other offi¬ 
cers, and they spoke openly of their intention of seizing the south end 
and destroying the lock of the canal so we could not pass iron-clad 
boats into the sound, and that tliey would fortify and hold the position 
and re-enforce it to any amount and threaten Norfolk in the rear, whilo 
McClellan attacked it in front. Several of the regiments sent on this 
expedition came from New Berne. 

If the attack is renewed troops will no doubt be sent from there. Is 
General Holmes strong enough to threaten them from Goldsborough ? 
If he can, it would be well to occupy them.

General : The arrival of arms in Wilmington enables me to distrib¬ 
ute some to the troops organized in North Carolina. If I am correctly 
informed as to the numbers received I will assign to you 2,400, which, 
with the anus of the country, which I hope have been collected by the 
Governor for these troops, enable you to arm six regiments. We 
can only now, in the present scarcity of arms, distribute 400 to a regi¬ 
ment, which win enable you to arm the flank companies with the im¬ 
proved arms and the center companies with the State arms. 

In distributing the arms you are authorized to issue to the flank 
companies of the old regiments those improved arms, and take from 
them the arms they now have and issue them to companies of the new 
regiments. 
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An officer of the Ordnance Department goes on to Wilmington to 
receive and distribute the arms, and you are desired to give him any 
assistance he may require. Should the equipments accompany the 
arms they will be issued to the troops in proportion to their quantity, 
as compared with the whole number of arms. The troops thus armed 
will re-enforce your army and enable you to send another brigade to 
Fredericksburg, which I desire you to do as soon as possible. The se¬ 
lection of the brigade I leave to you, but should you have more trans¬ 
portation than is required for the troops in your department, I desire 
that you will forward such as can be spared for service with the troops 
in this.

General : James A. Corey and W. G. Andrews, two men who were 
wounded at Hatteras and have been prisoners at Annapolis, arrived 
inside our lines from New Berne last night. They left New Berne on 
Wednesday last. They have been confined in the jail there for two 
weeks, but have been permitted to converse freely with the soldiers and 
to walk about for a limited time each day. They were furnished by 
General Burnside with passports to cross the river, which they did at 
New Berne, and saw no enemy’s pickets on this side. What they re¬ 
late is not of their own knowledge, but the substance of numerous con¬ 
versations with the soldiers. They were examined separately and agree 
in nearly every particular. Their statement is, General Burnside left 
New Berne on Wednesday morning with all the gunboats but two, and 
1,300 men. There is but one regiment in the town. About 9,000 troops 
around the town at Fair Grounds, across Trent, and. at Deep Gully. 
They were expecting an attack from the Confederate forces. The 
opinion expressed was that General Holmes could take the town, but 
could not hold it. General Burnside declared his intention to be to re¬ 
duce Fort Macon at once, making a “breakfast spell” of it, and then 
to go immediately to Kinston and Goldsborough. This was spoken of by 
erery one they conversed with. Never heard Wilmington mentioned; 
^e talk was always Fort Macon, Kinston, Goldsborough. No re-en¬ 
forcements but those previously reported by me. The small-pox was 
spreading among the troops and many were dying with it. 

These men are reliable and honest in their intentions. They have 
served under me, and I know them well. I have a man in an oyster 
boat gone to Core Island, and hope to hear direct from Fort Macon by 
Wednesday next.

P. S.—Since I wrote the above my messenger has got in from Albe¬ 
marle Sound. Six gunboats are still at Elizabeth City with the expe¬ 
dition to destroy the canal. They are probably awaiting re-enforce¬ 
ments to attack Colonel Wright again. No increase in gunboats or 
troops at Roanoke Island. Some of the citizens went from Washing¬ 
ton County to Roanoke Island to get the enemy to send forces to Ply¬ 
mouth. They have not returned. A company of cavalry is needed 
there to arrest such men and keep the people quiet. Eight citizens 
went. No gunboats in the sound except those at Elizabeth City.

General : I have had the honor to receive your letter of the 25th 
instant relative to the removal of a brigade from your command, and 
giving your olyectiouvS to a further decrease of your force. You will 
have learned since the date of your letter, as I informed you in mine 
of the 26th, of the arrival of arms at Wilmington, and the assignment 
of a portion of them to your order, for the purpose of arming the new 
troops within your department. The number turned over to you, to¬ 
gether with those collected by your agents and those of the State, wiU 
enable you to arm, it is lioped, six new regiments. The need for troops 
in the vicinity of Eredericksburg is very urgent, and they can contrib¬ 
ute to the defense of North Carolina as materially at that point as 
they would in assisting to prevent an advance from the enemy now 
occupying the eastern waters of the State. 

In view of the pressing necessity for re-enforcing the army oi)erating 
in Northern Virginia, and of the assignment of arms to troops in your 
department, I determined to order a brigade of your forces to the 
vicinity of Fredericksburg, as you were advised on the 26th. You will 
please forward the command you may select without unnecessary de¬ 
lay, and lose no efforts to supidy their j^laces by some of the new regi¬ 
ments at Ealeigh. I would also request that, if it can possibly be 
spared, you wiU forward some of the land transportation heretofore 
used by the troops which have been withdrawn from North Carolina.

Forther ooixespondence betweeu Lee and Huger will be printed in Series 1, Yob Xl^ 
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side at this time. I thinh your force will enable yon to prevent such 
a movement, and in the mean time I hope you will be able, with the 
imimoved arms that have been sent you and the country arms, to pre¬ 
pare a sufficient number of the new regiments to supply the place of 
the troops that have been withdrawn from you. It would not be well 
to send the new brigade to be organized at Ealeigh to Fredericksburg 
instead of Eansom’s. The new men would no doubt suffer greatly, 
and their efficiency be much impaired by the usual diseases of the 
camp. They would suffer less if retained in BTorth Carolina. 

General Johnston writes that the situation of affairs in the Peninsula 
is such that it is impossible for him to spare General Pettigrew. 

With reference to the promotion of Colonel Darnel ^e Secretary is 
unwilling at this time to increase the number of brigadiers. There are 
two now without commands, Generals Wise and Pryor, either of whom 
can be ordered to you if you desire it.

General : I telegraphed last night, asking permission to retain the 
brigade ordered from me to Virginia. 

I know you will not consider me importunate when I tell you that it 
will be better to withdraw all the troops from North Carolina except 
a few* regiments for the defense of Wilmington than to reduce this 
command, because that would give you material aid in Virginia, and 
&e demoralization of the people here would be scarcely less than it 
will be if I am deprived of the means of fighting Burnside. 

General French has made a positive and stem demand on me for 
troops and I must send them, because the great luicertainty and mis¬ 
management of the trains will not justify me in trusting to them for 
defending Wilmington by the troops that are here. 

As for the troops at Ealeigh, it is doubtM when I shall get them and 
still more doubtful when they will be armed. The militaiy camp there 
is a sort of hobby with the authorities, and they require all the arms 
they have to exercise their men. 

I wrote immediately on the receipt of your letter for six regiments. 
This was three days ago, and yet I have had no word in answer and 
no evidence the regiments are coming, and if they do come they will be 
nothing better than raw militia. 

Immediatdy on the receipt of your order yesterday I sent to the rail¬ 
road authorities for transportation for the brigade, and was informed 
it could not be furnished before to-morrow, the ist May.

General: Your letter of the 1st instant is received, and I am 
much gratified to hear of the six regiments already ordered to move, 
and hope the others will soon be ready also. The President is not 
authorized by law to accept troops in larger organizations than regi¬ 
ments. He is required to organize the brigades and divisions and 
appoint the commanding generals. You will i)erceive that he has no 
authority to accept the troops referred to in your letter as a division. In 
organizing them into brigades and divisions the necessity of the serv¬ 
ice may require the separation of these troops and their distribution 
among the different divisions in the field. You will thus perceive that 
it is not in the power of tlie President to receive these troops as a 
division with yourself as major-general, and that the question of their 
organization into a single division must be determined by the exigen¬ 
cies of the service. 

From these facts you will understand that the President is unable 
to appoint you as a major-general to command these particular troops, 
as you request. My impression, derived from a conversation with the 
President, is that he docs not consider it expedient to appoint another 
major-general at this time. The law to which I have above alluded is 
the act approved March 6,1861, Ko. 48.

General : I have received your telegram of yesterday reporting 
that the enemy was being re-enforcod at New Berne, and asking if it 
was desired that you should keep Colonel Clarke’s regiment at Mur- 
freesborough. As well as can be judged from this distance, this seems 
to be a good point to hold in defending that line of road, and it would 
appear advisable to retain it in that vicinity. It is thought that the 
movements of Burnside are merely intended to divert our attention 
jScom other seriously-threatened points, and that no advance in force 
is contemplated by his column. Such is the pressure in Virginia that 
it is imperatively necessary to concentrate our forces to enable us suc¬ 
cessfully to meet the heavy columns of the enemy. It may be necessary 
to draw stiU further from your department, and you are to make every 
exertion to get the State troops down from Baleigh and do all in your 
power toward arming them. All that we can hope is to hold and pro¬ 
tect the line of road leading south through Weldon, Goldsborough, and 
Wilmington. Whatever force may not be necessary for this purpose 
should be advanced to Virginia and united with the army north of 
Eichmond. The re-enforcements reported at New Berne are in all 
probability some force returning which has been moving about the 
sounds. Burnside has received none, as far as can be ascertained, from 
any other quarter.

Geneeai. : On the 1st of this month I assumed command of this 
brigade, consisting of four regiments of infantry, one of cavalry, three 
batteries of light artillery, and two independent companies of cavalry; 
also Captain Whitford’s company of heavy artillery, acting as Partisan 
Eangers, and Captain Hethercutt, with about 20 men, on the same duty, 
the whole force making an aggregate of 6,329, of which oidy 3,928 were 
reported present for duty. 

The rest of the command were sick in hospitals in camp, some absent 
sick, with a few on detached service and furloughs. 

My first attention was called to the large amount of sickness in camp 
and the probable cause, with the view to remedy it if possible. The 
ground on which the troops wore camped was low, without any drain¬ 
age, and a swamp on the side of each regiment. 

After Ciiroful examination in every direction in the vicinity of Kins¬ 
ton 1 found it necessary to remove my camp to Falling Creek, where 
there is a high and dry encampment on the railroad, and to all appear¬ 
ances healthy, at least as much so as any place in this section of the 
country. There is an excellent drill ground at the camp, large enough 
for the' entire brigade. 

1 left one regiment of infantry on picket around and 6 miles in ad¬ 
vance of Kinston. The cavalry pickets extend to within a few miles of 
Hew Berne, nearly to Deep Gully, on the Trent road, and from the 
railroad near Tuscarora, running across to the Heuse. This duty was 
done by five companies of cavalry, which I intend to strengthen by 
three more. 

On the other side of the Heuse, on Swift Creek, Captain Caxraway’s 
company of cavalry and Captain Whitford’s Partisan Eangers picket 
and keep the enemy close to Hew Borne in that direction. Captain 
Tucke]^8 cavalry company picket on the Tar Eiver from Greenville to 
within a short distance of Washington. Captain Hethercutt, with his 
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Partasan Bangers, operates with the cavalry near Deep Gully and across 
the Trent Eiver, in Jones County. 

On account of retiring 6 miles from Kinston I desire to strengthen 
my cavalry pickets by a regiment of infantry and a battery of artillery 
to support it, should there be any necessity for it. There is also another 
reason: There is a large amount of grain and meat in that section of 
the country which 1 want to secure. As soon as the three additional 
companies of cavalry are sent there instructions will be given them to 
collect aU the grain and provisions possible and send them to a safe 
place to the rear, from which point I expect to haul it to Kinston. 

The most reliable information that can be received of the enemy’s 
forces at Kew Berne estimates it from 8,000 to 10,000. The balance of 
General Burnside’s forces are with General McClellan in Virginia. 
Should the enemy take Eichmond or withdraw from the Peninsula, 
Burnside’s forces will doubtless return to him, and he will at once com¬ 
mence his onward march through Korth Carolina. He has a large mun- 
ber of wagons and means of transportation at Kew Berne, lie is also 
making arrangements for railroad transportation and is rebuilding the 
raihoad bridge across the Trent. Several engineers have already been 
sent to him, and it is supposed some engines and cars are at Beaufort. 
He is building at Kew Berne two iron-clad cars or batteries, to carry 
six guns each. 

The railroad track was taken up from Core Creek to the Dover road, 
about 10 miles, when I took command. Since then I had strong par¬ 
ties to work on it. The ties have been burned and the iron bent so as 
to render it useless. Several additional miles of the track are being 
taken up and the iron taken to a safe place by the railroad. This 
would render the enemy’s advance by railroad, should he attempt it, 
slow and laborious. In his advance, should he take either of the roads 
along the Keuse or Trent Eivers, 1 could offer but feeble resistance 
with my present force. An advancing column can march on both sides 
of the roads for any distance that its strength will peimit it fo extend. 
Should he take the Trent Eoad it would be extremely hazardous to go 
below Kinston with my command, as there is only one bridge, and that 
a very poor concern, and the river not fordable. If the enemy should 
march on the south side of the river, instead of crossing at Kinston, 
little or no resistance could be offered to him to White Hall. 

The river is at present navigable to Kinston, and is higher than it 
has been for years. The obstructions placed in the river below Kins¬ 
ton are entirely covered by several feet of water, and I lear damaged, 
if not washed away. 

As far as I have been able to examine, this section of the country is 
level and intersected by many roads, making it extremely difficult to 
defend. The enemy can only be met with any degree of safety by a 
force equal to his own and well supplied with transportation. 

Since I assumed command of this brigade it has been increased by 
two small new infantry regiments, who report less than ^100 men each 
present for duty. My aggregate effective infantry force to-day fit for 
duty is 3,887 men—cavalry, 648, and 212 artillery. The cavalry are 
deficient in arms and equipments, and I have been inlbrmed by the 
ordnance officer at Goldsborough, in answer to a requisition made on 
him, that he cannot supply any. 

The batteries are greatly in need of men. In their present weak con¬ 
dition they cannot be expected to render good service. A few days 
ago one of them^ did not have a sufficient number of men for duty to 
driU with four pieces. An officer should be det^ed from each of these 
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batteries to recruit, and furnislied with money to pay the men their 
bounty. 

The entire command is deficient in transportation. About one-half 
of what is on hand has been furnished by the State, for which the Con¬ 
federate States have refused to refund the State or give a per diem. 

1 will make requisitions on the depot quartermaster at Groldsborough 
for the amount of transportation required, and hope you ^vill order it 
to be furnished. As the Tar Eiver district has only been attached to 
my command temporarily (as I understand it), I will say nothing of 
that section, or the troops there, in this letter. 

I thus explain my position as far as I can at present, so that you 
may clearly understand it, and, in case of the enemy^s advance, that 
you may have a sufficient force with which to meet him.

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Captain Lawrence, stationed in Pitt, says that the enemy get the 
Richmond papers and other news regularly. 

Satterthwaite, a member of the State Orynvention, lives within the 
enemy’s lines unmolested, and has been allowed to come through our 
lines to Greenville whenever he wishes it. This is only one of many 
cases. 

I fear, as you suggest, that Colonel Williams is not in aU respects 
fully qualified for the position he holds, but the other two colonels there 
are much less so. In fact, Williams complains of their want of disci¬ 
pline, &c. The greatest difficulty, however, arises from the small force 
on the lines. In Pitt there are two cavalry companies, divided by the 
Tar River, and they are not sufficient to prevent intercourse, even if the 
officers were efficient, which they are not. 

ISTegroes are escaping rapidly, probably a million of dollars’ worth 
weekly in aU. It is estimated that one-third of the negroes in the 
State are east of this line of railroad, and gentlemen complain, with 
some reason, that that section of the State is in danger of being ruined 
if these things continue. 

It strikes me that, if we had force sufficient to accomplish the object, 
negroes and other movable x)roperty of value within or near the ene¬ 
my’s lines should be brought away and intercourse prohibited. I 
think it unwise to attemx)t it, however, until there is an effective force, 
because an alarm might cause the enemy to run away negroes more 
rapidly than they are doing. If the force could be had, a regiment of 
infantry might be well employed in the vicinity of Greenville, Pitt. I 
think Washington could be taken j but probably the best line of attack 
would be from Williamston, in Martin, there being no stream to cross. 

If there were two or three reliable regiments here they might be 
moved by rail to Tarborough, Kinston, Wilmington, and Weldon, and 
could thus aid either in striking or defending those points. 

If the separate cavalry companies could be united into regiments or 
battalions under proper officers they might be made effective, while at 
present they are almost useless, 

I had written the above, general, when your dispatch reached me. 

If the companies of Partisan Rangers are collected at this place they 
leave a number of the richest counties (eastern) entirely unprotected, 
and those having most slaves. If the enemy are allowed to establish 
themselves within 30 miles of the railroad, they can by cavalry dashes 
constantly interrupt it; whereas if we can confine them to the coast, we 
save the negroes and the growing corn crop, as well as secure the road. 

I suppose I must send all applications for furlough to your head¬ 
quarters, no matter how urgent the case. 

The telegraph wire to Eanston has been interrupted for an hour; what 
£ get I will send by telegraph, if worth it. I have felt it my duty, gen¬ 
eral, to lay before you late dispatches from Kinston, as they come 

from persons said to be reliable. While I hope there may not be a 
formidable attack, yet if one were made, I fear that it wordd not be 
successfully resisted. 

My anxiety is increased because I cannot just now either ride a horse 
or walk. Coming from Petersburg inflamed my foot somewhat, but it 
is getting better, and, unless hurt again, in three days I can be on 
horseback, I think. I then hope to get matters in better shape. 

I hope you will excuse the frequency and length of my letters.

His ExeeUenoy Henry T. Clark, 

Governor of North Carolina: 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 4th instant.* I have been an eye-witness of the outrages and depre¬ 
dations upon private property committed by the enemy in this State, 
and can ^y appreciate what you say of the injuries sustained by the 
people of Eorth Carolina 5 nor am I unmindful of the importance of 
protecting the line of railroad and, as far as practicable, the valuable 
private interests in the section of country to which you refer. But it 
is impossible, with the means at our command, to pursue the policy of 
concentrating our forces to protect important points and baffle the prin¬ 
cipal efforts of the enemy and at the same time extend all the protec¬ 
tion we desire to give to every district. The safety of the whole State 
of Forth Carolina, as well as of Virginia, depends in a measure upon the 
result of the enemy’s efforts m this quarter, which, if successful, would 
make your State the theater of hostilities, fer more injurious and destruc¬ 
tive to your citizens than anything they have yet been called upon to 
suffer. 

To prevent effectually the enemy’s gunboats from ascending navi¬ 
gable rivers would require not only batterieSj but adequate land forces 
to defend them, which would lead to a subdivision of our forces, from 
which we could anticipate nothing but disaster. The selection of the 
troops to be withdrawn from Forth Carolina was made by General 
Holmes, who brought the most serviceable because there was most 
probability of their being used, the enemy being known to be hero in 
great force and it being believed that most of his troops had been with¬ 
drawn from Forth Carolina. The raw troops were left for the addi¬ 
tional reason that it was thought they would stand the usual camp dis¬ 
eases better at home than if removed. General Holmes and part of his 
army left Forth Carolina before the late battles and participated in 
them. He brought the brigades of Generals Martin and French because, 
the enemy being in and upon James Eiver, it was thought proper to 
provide against any attempt he might make to penetrate Forth Caro¬ 
lina and cut the railroad from the north, which might have been among 
bis designs. With this view General Holmes was ordered back to the 
south side of the river immediately after the battles, where ho was 
joined by Generals Martin and French. The information received by 
General Holmes led him to believe, as I do, that the principal i)art of 
General Burnside’s command had been transferred to Virginia, where 
r believe they now are. 

Maj. Gen. D. H. BCdl is in command of the district lately commanded 
by General Holmes, as you will perceive from the inclosed copy of the

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order* assigning him to it. He will no doubt be very glad to confer 
with you as to the best means of protecting the countey you refer to, 
and I should be most happy if your plan of retaking the places on the 
coast now held by the enemy can be carried out. I am most anxious 
to do all in our power to accomplish so desirable a result and extend 
the best protection to the people our means will permit. 

I regret to hear what you say of the character of the officers appointed 
to command the troops in North Carolina.

Report of Maj. 0. G. Forshey, C. 8. Army, Engineer of Coast Defenses. 

Camp Espeeanza, Pass OataxAiO, Tex., 

Febrtmry 16, 1862. 

Majoe : As iMs command does not report directly to headquarters, 
at Houston, I take the liberty to report the matters of much interest 
transpiring on this porfion of the coast. The bark reported to you in 
my letter of the 6th took her position at Aransas Pass, and, landing 
in two boats her small parties of 20 or 30 men, scared off, it would 
appear, the companies posted there, assumed many liberties, took beef 
and mutton at their pleasure, burned several houses, shelled the neigh¬ 
boring islands and sand hills in the moorings, to test the presence of a 
possible rebel arrival during the night, and made themselves at home 
there. 

Major Shea, with detachment of mounted men, went to Aransas, 
arriving stealthily, with a hope of capturing the party and relieving 
the citizens from their great annoyance and peril. In this he was not 
successful. His presence was discovered, and the commander of the 
bark Afton came into the Pass with three boats and 28 men, out of 
range of rifles, his splendid rifled guns from the ship shelling the vil¬ 
lage and Major She^s command quite across the island. Major Shea 
protected his men as well as possible in rear of the sand mounds and 
avoided any serious casualty, tliough their well-directed shells (thrown 
directly, and not as from mortars) burst over their heads several times. 
At a signal from the boats his guns ceased firing, a flag of truce was 
sent ashore, and a parley asked with Major Shea. 

The commander then came up and held a long and quite communi¬ 
cative interview with the major; wished to send letters and pai^ges 
from his prisoners, taken on the McNeill (already reported by me as 
captured near this pass), to their families; delivered the letters to 
Judge Talbot’s family and oHiers residing in the vicinity; said the 
prisoners were well and kindly treated, messing at his table, &c. He 
informed the major that he was well informed of all the defenses, could 
reach the whole coast with his guns, but was not there to fight, but to 
stop the trade he saw running by the Pass, and that he would do; that 
his ship could enter that Pass, and he intended to command it and the 
bays within; would have the small vessels for the important puiposes 
he had in view, with many otiber saucy remarks n eedloss to relate. The 
most mortifying remark, however, was that “ if Texans were like those 
he had seen run away on his approach his handful of men could whip 
five hundred of them.” 

Major Shea told him that he did not command those men, in answer 
to the question, but would offer to fight him then, man for man, on 
shore, and would thank him for the opportunity. He told him, fhrther, 
that his profession that “ he did not want to hurt the people or their 
property ” was belied by the bombardment of the village, with women 
and children, burning houses &c. 
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Major Shea left Aransas early yesterday morning and returned with 
his cominand at 3 p. m. to-day. Ho reports to Colonel Garland, and 
sends a messenger at once for advice as to what steps are next to be 
taken, if any, to protect the interests at stake. As he came up the large 
schooner that passed here yesterday was hugging the shore, apparently 
bound for Aransas, doubtless having supplies on board and perhaps 
forces. She was lined with surf-boats along her deck. 

The light-house there, like this at Pass Cavallo, furnishes the enemy 
with many advantages. The line of trade for the present is destroyed. 
Xo boats w^ill be allowed to pass below this point in future. I have 
been thus circumstantial, that you may lay before General Hubert the 
weakness of the forces and the defenses on this portion of the coast.

Report of Maj, Daniel D, Sliea^ G. 3, Army, commanding Battalion of 

Artillery. 

Camp Esperanza, near Salxjria, Tex., 

February 16, 1862. 

Colonel : I have the honor to report to you the result of my ex¬ 
cursion down the island and the information it furnished for the public 
service; 

As already reported to you by Major Forshey, I took a detachment 
of mounted men, 32 in number, under Lieutenants Patton and Preston, 
and went down to Cedar Bayou, 35 miles, in hopes to capture the par¬ 
ties landing from the blockading bark Anon. 

On my arrival there 1 learned that she was at Aransas Pass, and the 
citizens in great alarm from the precipitate retreat of Captain NeaPs 
command, the capture of the sloop that his pickets were using, and the 
impudence of the enemy making his landings, getting such supplies as 
he chose, and reconnoiteriiig the vicinity. 1 therefore pushed directly 
on to Aransas, and took a position on the rear oi the island, remote as 
possible from the ship. 

Immediately after my arrival it was reported that the crew were on 
Light-House Island, and that Captain Keal had landed a force of 200 
men the niglit before on Mustang Island, and would attack them. I 
waited on the point of San Josephus Island with my force to act in 
(*.on<iert w’^ith the party on the opposite side of the Pass 5 but when the 
enemy’s boats were going out of the harbor only about 6 men fired at 
<h(*m'from the hills on Mustang. I perceived this mode of attack was 
attempted by a party of civilians, and not regular troops; therefore, I 
kept my party secreted. The enemy’s four boats, manned by only 28 
men, passed out over the bar without sustaining any damage. 1 drew 
my i>arty ofl‘ to await the landing on San Joseph’s. They, however, 
returned to their ship. 

Wednesday, 12th, the ship made sail and came to off Mustang Island 
about 10 a. m. and commenced shelling. I could not find a boat of any 
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character to cross me on the island. 1 intended to take command of 
Keal’s companies. The shelling from the ship ceased, when I suc¬ 
ceeded in getting a boat. On approaching the land I discovered a 
house on fire (Mr. Olubb’s residence), and saw the sailors of the enemy 
on the island, and on closing up on the land they went into Mercer’s 
house and set it on fire. Then I was frilly convinced that Captain Ifeal 
had vacated the island and that it was occupied by Lincoln. I turned 
back disgusted with the spirit of our men in that section, and immedi¬ 
ately sent a letter to Ueal’s camp, 10 miles on the main-land, demand¬ 
ing 60 volunteers. I had taken up a position out of sight of the 
ship with my cavalry detachment and watched the movements of the 
enemy. 

Thursday, 13th, about 2 a. m., 22 men and 3 lieutenants reported to 
me. This smaU number was inadequate to carry out my plan of cap¬ 
turing the crew, and therefore kept them secreted on San Joseph’s 
Island, hoping the enemy would land. I had caused this detachment 
to be divided into two parties, one commanded by Lieutenant Oonkhn, 
stationed in Mercer’s store, at the head of his wharf; the other by 
Lieutenant Oanfreld, at the town. I drew off the cavalry from picket 
and secreted them in the town. All kept quiet. 

About 1 o’clock three boats of the enemy started down towards the 
Pass with the intention to land at some point. I immediately disposed 
of my force to engage them when they should land. They came inside 
the Pass and continued to advance up Aransas Bay toward the town. 
When within 1,000 yards of my position the ship opened foe on us 
with shell. They were thrown with remarkable precision at a distance 
of ^ miles and bursted over our heads. I saw that 1 could not use 
my men mounted, and ordered the detachment to dismount, sent the 
horses to the rear; but the ship continued firing, the shells bursting 
in our midst. Some of the horses and 2 of the men were struck, but 
not wounded. 

I saw no chance of engaging the boats from under the ship’s fire; 
the horses became unmanageable, and I ordered my men to fall back 
and take shelter close to the town; also the lieutenant and 10 tv»at» ©f 
ISTeal’s command, I had secreted in the house that was bombarded by 
the enemy, to retreat toward the sand hiUs and concentrate close to 
the town, where I waited for the approach of the enemy in Ms boats. 
I expected he would land his force, and I could get a chance to engage 
him from under Ms ship’s fire. I expected he would fire the store and 
dweUing of Mr. Mercer, but he passed it and advanced toward mv 
little force. 

I was informed by the citizens that Captain ISTeal fell back in the pres¬ 
ence of the enemy’s force, numbering only 28 men, and I expected this 
captain would follow up Ms former successes. He came within rifle-, 
range and 3 men landed; the other two boats stood olfi Immediately 
one of the three advanced with a wMte flag. Some of the citizens were 
at a short distance in the rear. I ordered one of them to ascci-tain what 
he wanted. I still hoped to draw him from under the fire of the ship. 
The person bearing the white flag stated that there were prisoners on 
board the ship, and wished to communicate with some persons on shore 
The bearer of the white flag requested the citizens (Mr. Mercer and Cap- 
tMn Wells) to see the captain of the ship, who was on shore and near 
Ms boats. He (captain) asked who commanded, and they said I com¬ 
manded. He asked if I would respect a white flag; he wished to see 
and speak with me, and one of the citizens, Captain Wells, came to me 
and delivered the message. I advanced toward him within 60 yards 
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and stood. He then came toward me and both advanced and met. He 
stated to me he did not come here to make war on women and children; 
he was sent to blockade this harbor, and he wotdd carry out his orders. 
To which I replied that his causing to be destroyed the dwellings of 
Messrs. Mercer and Olubb, on Mustang Island, and killing of cattle and 
sheep, the property of inoffensive citizens, looked to me that his mode 
of warfare was of a promiscuous character. He said when he went on 
shore on Mustang Island he met Mr. Mercer’s son, and thought that 
Mercer and himself had understood each other. Mercer was one of the 
party that fired on his boat when passing out of Aransas Pass, and he 
was compelled to retaliate. He said he captured a schooner off Pass 
Oavallo. He sent some of the crew prisoners on the prize to Hew York. 
He had Judge Talbot and Captain Hopper and wife on his sMp. He 
said they had the liberty of the ship and dined at his table. 

The surgeon, white flag bearer, remarked that the captain had treated 
them kindly, and endeavored to make them feel easy on the vessel. 
The captain continued, and said he sent Captain Coffin to Hew York, 
and handed to me two letters and a package dii-ected to Mrs. Smith, 
Coffin’s daughter, and a package from Judge Talbot, directed to George 
Bunkmark, at Matagorda. He requested me to say to Judge Talbot’s 
friends and relatives that the old gentleman was well, and he would 
intercede for his release with the commodore at Ship Island. The cap¬ 
tain asked me if I commanded the troops on this island. I answered, 
“I command a detachment of cavalry.” The siurgeon inquired if I com¬ 
manded the troops on Mustang Island and vicinity. I said, “ Ho, sir.” 
The captain remarked, “ You perceive I can shell this island. I can 
hold and command this coast with my ship.” I said, “I perceive that, 
and we coidd not hold this portion of the coast, from the fact we had 
no ordnance hero to defend it; but I would like to have the pleasure 
of meeting you on main-land or with equal numbers from under the fire 
of your ship.” He replied, “ Let that be as it may; I admire your gal¬ 
lantry.” He inquired if the people on the coast would respect a white 
flag. I answered, “I presume they would; but the white flag was not 
respected on the Atlantic coast by his party.” He said he would not 
do any harm to citizens. He wanted fresh provisions occasionally, and 
would pay for what he would take. The surgeon remarked naively they 
only wished to come on shore and get some oysters and fish. The cap¬ 
tain said he would come on shore again, and bring with him Judge Tal¬ 
bot’s trunk and some other packages and forward them to my care at 
Pass Oavallo. We bid each other adieu, and when at the distance of 
about 60 yards he called and asked if Captain Hichols still lived at 
Pass Oavallo. I answered, “Yes.” He asked if he was at home. I 
answered in the affirmative, and he then went on board his boat. 

One of the boats had a mast rigged and signalized the ship when to 
open fire and when to cease. The surgeon stated to K. A. Mercer, jr., 
a few days previous, when they landed on Mustang Island, that he was 
a Texan and his name is Osborne. He is a large man, about forty-seven 
to fifty years old. The captain is a small, light man, sallow complexion, 
about thirty-five years old. Ho told Mercer he intended to break up the 
commerce now carried on through the bays, and he intends to go to 
Lamar, and would have the pilot schooner Twin Sisters. He is very 
anxious to capture small boats. He said he could take his ship to Lamar 
and his crew and boats could take Corpus Ohristi. He said two of the 
crew captured by him joined his ship; these, of course, have given him 
all the information he requires. 

I most state that the captain is a brave and daring officer, and is 
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putting Mniself in tlie way of being captured by a wiuall parly of good 
men. If this man is not stopped immediately, before lie can capture 
the small boats now in the lower bays and salt-works, he wDl command 
our whole western coast. 

When returning from Aransas I saw a three-masted schooner sailing 
to the westward. I suppose her to be a supply vessel. She had launches 
slung along her sides and more men than a vessel of her class requires 
for her own purposes. 

It gives me pleasure to testify to the good conduct of the whole party 
under my command, and specially to compliment Lieut. I. A. Patton 
and his detachment of Beaumont’s cavalry for their coolness and sol¬ 
dierly behavior under a heavy fire of shells. Lieutenant Conklin and a 
small party of Captain Neal’s command were also under the same fire 
and conducted themselves with commendable coolness. 

I would close this communication by stating my conviction that 
nothing short of immediate and energetic action, under a i)rudent and 
skiUM commander, can prevent the enemy from getting a foothold at 
Aransas and destroying the commerce of the bays, and thus rescue the 
vast interests at this moment periled in that region.

Heauqttaetees Depaetment of New Mexico, 

Fort Craig, JV. Mex., February 22,1862. 

SiE: I have the honor to report that a battle was fought yesterday 
at Valverde, a few miles above this place, between the Union troops 
under my command, and the Confederate force under General Sibley. 
The battle commenced at an early hour in the morning and was con¬ 
tinued with unvarying success until about 6 o’clock in tlie evening, 
when, in a desperate charge of the Confederates, McEae’s battery was 
taken, the supporting party repulsed and thrown into confusion and 
driven from the field at the moment that success seemed certain. The 
battle was fought almost entirely by the regular troops (trebled in 
number by the Confederates), with no assistance from the militia and 
but little from the volunteers, who would not obey orders or obeyed 
them too late to be of any service. The immediate cause of the disas¬ 
ter was the refusal of one of the volunteer regiments to cross the river 
and support the left wing of the army. 

The contemporary operations of the right wing were eminently suc¬ 
cessful, but the con&sion produced by the loss of the battery could not 
be remedied in season to retrieve the fortunes of the day. The retreat 
was effected in good order and without further loss. 

Under a fiag the killed and wounded have been removed from the 
field and properly cared for. The absolute loss cannot yet be ascer¬ 
tained. It will probably reach 40 killed and 160 wounded, with per¬ 
haps a few prisouers.t Large numbers of the militia and volunteers 
have deserted, but this adds to rather than diminishes our strength. 
Among the killed are Captain McEae, Captain Bascom, and Lieutenant 
Mishler. Among the wounded, Captain Wingate, Captain Stone, and 
Acting Second Lieutenant McDermott. 

The troops are not dispirited by this result, as all are satisfied that 
we have infiictod greater losses upon the enemy than we have suffered 
ourselves and that the ultimate result of the contest will be in our 
feivor. 

I will report more in detail in a few days.

SiE: In submitting my report of the battle of Valverde I have thought 
it necessary for a proper appreciation of the battle itself to include a 
coimectod history of the events that immediately preceded and fol¬ 
lowed it.

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Ton "were advised by previous reports that the advance of the enemy 
made its appearance in the neighborhood of this post as early as the 12th 
ultimo. His force consisted of Eiley’s and Green’s regiment^ five com¬ 
panies of Steele’s and five of Baylor’s regiments, Teel’s and Eiley’s bat¬ 
teries, and three independent companies, making a nominal aggregate, as 
indicated by captured rolls and returns, of nearly 3,000 men, but reduced, 
it was imderstood, by sickness and detachments to about 2,600 when it 
reached tMs neighborhood. 

To oppose this force I had concentrated at this post five companies 
of the Fifth, three of the Seventh, and three of the Tenth Infantry, two 
companies of the First and five of the Third Cavalry, McEae’s battery 
(G of the Second and I of the Third Cavalry), and a company of Colo¬ 
rado volunteers. The N^ew Mexican troops consisted of the First Eegi- 
ment (Carson’s), seven companies of the Second, seven of the Third, 
one of the Fourth, two of the Fifth, Graydon’s Spy Company, and about 
1,000 hastily-collected and unorganized militia, making on the morning 
of the 21st an aggregate present of 3,810. 

Having no confidence in the militia and but little in the volunteers, 
I had determined from the first to bring on a battle if possible in a posi¬ 
tion where the Hew Mexican troops would not be obliged to maneuver 
in the presence of or under the fire of the enemy. Several days were 
spent in the endeavor to accomplish this object, which failed, for the 
reason that several officers of the Confederate force had lived or served 
in Hew Mexico and thoroughly understood and appreciated the char¬ 
acter of its people. 

On the 19th the enemy fell back from his advanced position and 
crossed to the east bank of the river, about 7 miles below the post, with 
the evident intention of reaching the country above without fighting or 
of forcing us to attack him upon ground of Ms own choice. On the 20th 
the first movement for turning the post or occupying a point within 
range wMch commanded it was commenced, and in order that the oper¬ 
ations of tMs and the subsequent day may be understood it is neces¬ 
sary to give a short topograpMcal sketch of the country embraced in 
these operations. 

From PaKye, 7 miles below^ to a point immediately opposite the post, 
the valley of the Eio Grande is bounded on the east by a basaltic inesii 
from 40 to 80 feet in height, accessible at a few points by bridle-patlis, 
and at only one point by a road practicable for artillery. Immediately 
opposite the post a point of the pedregal projects into the valley, and 
at the distance of 1,000 yards has a slight command over the post, 
which would be tenable only by preventing the establishment of bat¬ 
teries on the point. Two and a half miles above the post tlu' Mesa del 
Oontadero, about 3 miles long and 2 wide, rises to the height of 300 feet 
above the level of the valley. At the southern and northern ends of 
tMs mesa the valley of the river is accessible, and at both points was 
favorable for the establishment of a cami) beyond the reach of our ar¬ 
tillery and covered in front by the river itself. 

The mal pais, or pedregal, is traversed by ridges of drifting sand, 
broken in places by protruding beds of lava, and parallel in their gi'ii- 
eral direction to the valley of the river. The ravines between these 
ridges are natural covered ways, affording the enemy great advantages, 
by concealing his movements and securing him from attack by the im¬ 
practicable character of the country between them and our position. 

On the 20th the main force of the enemy moved up one of these 
ravines, and at 4 o’clock in the afternoon had reached a position in 
wMch it was possible to attack him, although the ground in his front 
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was exceedingly difficult for the operations of cavalry or artillery. For 
the purpose of attacking him while on the march the main body of our 
force had already been thrown across the river and advanced into the 
neighborhood of the ravine up which he was moving. Preparations for 
the attack were made, and skirmishers thrown forward for the purpose 
of drawing the fire of his batteries and developing his position. This was 
accomplished, but one of the volunteer regiments (Pino’s) was thrown 
into such utter confusion by a few harmless cannon-shots that it was 
impossible to restore them to any kind of order. This and the near 
approacli of night rendered it inexpedient to continue the attack. To 
mask our intentions and keep the enemy in his position as long as pos¬ 
sible a demonstration upon his right flank was made by Colonel 
Eoberts with all the cavalry force, under cover of which the ti'oops were 
withdiawn, the infantry posted so as to prevent his effecting a lodgment 
during the night on the point opposite the post, and the artillery and 
cavalry crossed the river to the fort. 

These movements had the intended effect, and on the morning of the 
21 st the enemy was found in the position he had occupied on the pre¬ 
vious evening. During the night many of his animus stampeded ^m 
the want of water and between 200 and 300 horses and mules were cap¬ 
tured and brought into the fort. 

At 8 o’clock his advance was seen moving in the direction of the upper 
ford, and Colonel Eoberts was detached with the regular and volunteer 
cavalry to occupy and hold the ford. He was followed immediately by 
two sections of McEae’s battery and Hall’s 24-pounder howitzers (two), 
supported by Brotherton’s company of the Fifth, Ingraham’s of the 
Seventh, and two (Mortimore’s and Hubbell’s) selected companies of 
volunteers. G-raydon’s Spy Company and 500 mounted militia, under 
Colonels Pino and Stapleton, had already been sent to the eastern side 
of ihe river to watch the movements of the enemy, threaten his flanks 
and rear, and imiiede his movements as much as possible. 

As his raovemi'nt in the direction of the upper ford became more 
determined, Selden’s battalion, eight companies of regular infantry, and 
one of Colorado Volunteers, were recalled from the opposite side of the 
river and sent forward to re-enforce Colonel Eoberts. Carson’s regi¬ 
ment (eight companies of Hew Mexican Volunteers) followed imme¬ 
diately afterwards. Soon after noon the object of the enemy was fully 
developed, and his whole force, with the exception of about 600 men, 
was moving in the dh'ection of the upper ford. Leaving two companies 
of volunteers, a regiment of militia under Colonel Armijo, and some 
detachments from the regular troops to garrison the post, I ordered 
Pino’s regiment from its position on the opposite bank, and moved with 
Company G, First Cavalry, and the remaining section of McEae’s bat¬ 
tery, to the upper crossing. On reaching the fleld I learned that the 
advance of the enemy had gained the crossing before our own advance, 
and endeavored to effect a lodgment that would command the ford. 
Major Dtincan, Third Cavahy, in command of the immediate advance, 
promptly crossed the river, dismounted his men, and in a sharp and 
spirited skirmish drove the enemy from the position he had seized, en¬ 
abling Colonel Eoberts to establish his batteries in positions to drive 
the enemy ft-om the heavy bosques in rear of the ford. 

After a contest of two hours with artillery and small-arms, during 
which the Confederate forces fought with gi-eat determination and 
made several desperate efforts to obtain command of the crossing, this 
was accomplished, and they were driven from all the points near the 
ford. At 12 o’clock iSelden’s command reached the fleld, and under 
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Colonel Eoberts’ direction immediately crossed tlic river, attacked the 
enemy in Ms new position, repulsed a desperate charge of his cavalry, 
drove him with great loss from this position, and remained master of 
the field. The batteries were now crossed to the east bank of the rivci*, 
and the effective fire of McEae’s and Hallos batteries, aided by the 
small-arms of SeldeMs and Duncan^s commands, dislodged the enemy 
from all the positions and forced him to take shelter behind the sand 
hills. Three of his guns were disabled and left on the ground traversed 
by our troops, but were too much injured to be removed. 

The position now occupied by the enemy was one of great natural 
strength, behind a sand ridge nearly parallel to the course of the river, 
which covered his guns and men from our fire, and in a great measure 
concealed his movements. Up to this time oiu* loss in the Eegulars 
and Colorado Volunteers had been 10 killed and G3 wounded. The 
arrival of the cavalry company and section of McRae’s battery (01) 
actually added but 21 men to our effective strength, while the enonjy, 
abandoning a large portion of Ms train, had just brought upon the field 
an additional force of 500 men. 

The reports of the several commanders and a personal re(‘onnaissanco 
satisfied me that a direct attack upon his position would be attended 
with great loss, and would be of doubtful result. I determined to 
attempt to force the left of Ms line, and the disposition of the troops 
to effect this was at once commenced, McEae’s battery, resting on the 
river and strongly supported, forming the left, Selden’s regular infantry 
and Carson’s volunteers the center. Hall’s battery, with its infantry sui)- 
port and Duncan’s cavalry (dismounted riflemen), the right of our line; 
Pino’s volunteers, a squadron of the First Cavalry, and Valdez’s volun¬ 
teers the reserve. 

With tMs arrangement I hoped by advancing the right and center, 
tipiing upon the left as a pivot, to force the left of his line, enfilade 
Ms position behind the sand hill, and drive Mm from the field. Accord¬ 
ingly Carson’s regiment, which at his own request had not hitherto 
been brought into action, was ordered to cross the river. Captain 
Lord was ordered to unite Ms own with Olaflin’s company, and report 
to me as the cavalry reserve. The support of McEae’s battery was 
increased by Plympton’s battalion (four companies of regulars and one 
of Colorado Volunteers), and Pino’s regiment, then just coming up, was 
ordered to cross the river as the reserve for our left and an additional 
support for the battery. While these arrangements were in pi'ogress 
Hall’s battery was attacked by a large force of the enemy’s (Rivalry. 
Receiving from Major Duncan urgent and repeated messag<\s, I d(i- 
tached first Ingraham’s company of the Seventli Infantiy to support 
the battery, and then Wingate’s battalion of the Fifth to aid in ivpolh 
ing the attack. TMs was soon accomplished, and Carson’s reginuml, 
wMch had just crossed the river, attracted by the firing, joiiuid in tlui 
pursuit, and by a well-directed fire added to the discomfiture of the 
enemy, who fled precipitately, and did not stop until lu^ had passed 
beyond the second range of sand hills. 

At this moment a formidable storming party, supi)ortod by se\m’al 
infantry columns and four pieces of artillery, tlie wliole estiinat<‘d at 
more than 1,000 men, suddenly made its appearamjt^ from behind the 
sand ridge, and moved rapidly u])on McRae’s battery. Iferceiving that 
Plympton’s command was entirely unsuspicious of th<i dang(u that 
threatened the battery, I hastened in pei'son to point it out and make 
arrangements for its defense, but before tMs could bo fully acjcoin- 
plished the volunteers that formed a part of its support gave way, and 
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in passing through Plympton’s battalion communicated their panic, 
and carried with them a part of his men. The main body of his com¬ 
mand, however, rushed into the battery and engaged in a gallant and 
desperate attempt to repel the enemy. The advance of the storming 
party was driven back, and under cover of this repulse the first fugi¬ 
tives from the battery crossed the river with but little loss. Lord’s 
squadron coming up from the right (where he had been ordered for 
the purpose of uniting his company with Olaflin’sh was ordered to 
charge, but on approaching the battery became exposed to the :fee of our 
own men as well as that of the enemy, turned to the left, and for reasons 
that ai’e not entirely satisfaetory fell back without making the charge. 
The storming party proper was deployed as skirmishers, enveloping 
the left, front, and a iiart of the right of the battery by a circular seg¬ 
ment nearly lialf a mile in length. Armed with double-barreled fowl¬ 
ing-pieces and revolvers, and converging as they approached, a rapid 
and destructive fire was poured into the battery. Prom the moment 
that it made its appearance the storming party was met by a terrible 
fire of grape and double canister Irom the battery and of musketry 
from its infantry support. This contest was continued in and about 
the battery long after its guns had been sdeuced, the gunners with 
their revolvers and the infantry with their muskets in desperate and 
often hand-to-hand conflicts, until, overwhelmed by superior numbers, 
this gallant band was driven from the field, but not until it had lost 
in killed, wounded, and prisoners nearly one-half of its effective force. 

At this moment Wingate’s battalion, coming up at the double-quick, 
poured upon the Confederates a rapid and destructive fire, under which 
they recoiled in disorder. So great was the confusion produced by 
this sudden and to them unexpected attack that for some moments I 
entertained the confident hope that the batterjsr, and with it the fortunes 
of the day, would yet be saved; but the rapully-gathering re-enforce¬ 
ments of the enemy and the distance to which our troops on the right 
(though promptly recalled by Colonel Roberts, commanding on that 
flank) had pursued the flying enemy, convinced me that to prolong 
the contest would only add to the number of our casualties without 
changing the result. Orders were accordingly sent to Captain Selden 
to fall back slowly and cover the retreat, and to the other commanders 
to recroas the river. The movement of Selden’s column (four com¬ 
panies of the Fifth Infantry), in the immediate presence and under the 
fire of tlic enemy, was admirabl 5 '^ executed, the command moving with 
d(diberation, halting occasionally to allow the wounded to keep np with 
it, and many of the men picking up and carrying with them the arms 
of their dead or wounded comrades. The other columns, under the 
l)ersoual superintendence of Colonel Roberts, crossed over without dis¬ 
order, confusion, or loss. The ammunition wagons, a disabled gun, 
and nil the material except the captured battery and a part of the arms 
of (he killed and wounded, were safely passed over. 

On the west bank of the river the troops that had escaped from the 
battle were found to be much scattered, but the regular troops were 
easily collected and sent forward in the direction of the fort. Pino’s 
n'ginient, of which only one company (Sena’s) and part of another 
conld bo induced to cross the river, was in the wildest confusion, and 
no efforts of their own officers or or my staff could restore any kind of 
order. More than 100 men from this regiment deserted from the field. 
Under cover first of Selden’s column and afterwards of the regular 
cavalry tlic stragglers were collected, arrangements made for the re¬ 
moval of the dead and the care of the wounded, the beef herds driven 
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in, and the public property collected and removed, Nothing was aban¬ 
doned on the field except some tents and fixtures of the field hospital 
left behind to make room for wounded men, and one wagon, from which 
the escort (volunteers) had cut the mules and fied to the mountains. 
With the cavalry as a rear guard the command marched in without con¬ 
fusion or loss. 

Besides the superiority in numbers the Confederate Army i)ossessed 
a great advantage over us in the superior mobility of its force, which 
was all mounted. Occupying on the morning of the 2ist a position 
which threatened two points of vital importance to us, he was able to 
evade the attacks directed against him and to concentrate superior 
numbers at any other point. Our infantry, which in the morning held 
him in check at the lower end of the mesa, was obliged to march 7 
miles and to ford twice a deep and rapid stream in order to ' reach the 
field he had finally chosen. In aU the earlier conflicts of the day, as 
in the flmal struggle, our troops were always encountered by superior 
numbers, never less than two and sometimes four to one. 

Although defeated, my command is not dispirited. All teel that 
greater injuries have been inflicted upon the enemy than we have sus¬ 
tained ourselves, and that what we have lost has been without loss of 
honor. 

With deep sorrow I transmit the list of our killed, wounded, and 
missing, amounting in the aggregate to one-fourth of the effectives we 
had on the field. On the list are the names of several accomplished 
ofiBLcers and many brave and noble men, who have exhibited the last 
and highest example of devoted loyalty and patriotism. Their memory 
is commended to the respect, and their relatives and friends to the 
sympathy, of our countrymen. Among these, however, is one, isolated 
by peculiar circumstances, whose memory deserves notice from a higher 
authority than mine. Pure in character, upright in conduct, devoted 
to his profession, and of a loyalty that was deaf to the seductions of 
family and Menas, Captain McBae died, as he had lived, an example 
of the best and highest qualities that man can possess. 

I desire to bring to your notice Colonel Eoberts, Third Cavalry, for 
some time past the energetic and efficient commander of the troops at 
Port Craig, and on the 21st the immediate commander of the troops at 
Valverde, until 2.30 o^clock. He was then, as he has always been, dis¬ 
tinguished for coolness, gallantry, and efficiency. 

’ The officers whose conduct came under my own observation or is re¬ 
ported by subordinate commanders are Captains Selden, Wingate, and 
Brotherton, Lieutenants Anderson and Cook, of the Filth Infantry; 
Captain Plympton, of the Seventh Infantry; Lieutenant Hall, of the 
Tenth Infantry; Captains Morris and Howland, Tliird Cavalry; First 
Lieutenant Bell, Second, and Captain Mortimore, Third Now Mi^xico 
Volunteers. These names are presented because the officers wore iso¬ 
lated by command, by position, or by peculiar circumstances, and I 
adopt as my own the commendation bestowed by other commanders 
upon the officers and men of their commands. The nanu^s of the non¬ 
commissioned officers and men who were distinguished have boon called 
for, and will be presented hereafter. 

My thanks are especially due to the members of my staff, Major 
Donaldson, Captains Archer, Evans, and Nicodcmus, and Lieutenant 
D^Amours, all of whom were much exposed, and (Exhibited the greatest 
coolness and zeal in the performance of their duties. 

Higher thanks than any I can bestow are duo to the medical officers 
of the command, and especially to Assistant Surgeons Norris (medical 
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director), Clements, and Bill, upon whom the chief labors fell, for theii 
untiring devotion to the comfort of our wounded men. Assistant Sur¬ 
geons Shout and Rankin, of the volunteer service, and Doctors Arnold 
and Belt are specially noticed b;y the medical director. 

Colonels Pino and Carson, Lieut. Cols. J. P. and Manuel Chavez, 
and many other officers of the Rew Mexican Volunteers, were noted for 
their zeal and energy.

Headquarters Southern Military District, 
B^artment of New Mexico, Fort Craig, F^uary 23, 1862. 

Captain : I have the honor to report, for the information of the depart¬ 
ment commander, the operations of my command at the battle of Val¬ 
verde, near Port Craig, R. Mex., on the 21st instant. 

Conforming to his orders, I proceeded with one company of the Pirst 
and four of the Third Cavalry and the four companies of mounted vol- 
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unteers, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Valdez, to watch the move¬ 
ments of General Sibley’s Confederate forces, supposed to be attempt- 
iag to reach the river near Valverde, and to prevent their effecting that 
object. This mounted force was supported by Captain McRae’s field 
battery of four pieces. Lieutenant Hall’s, Tenth Infantry, two 24- 
pounder howitzers. Captain Brotherton’s company of the Fifth, Captain 
Ingraham’s of the Seventh Infantiy, Captain Hubbell’s company of the 
Fifth Regiment, and Captain Mortimore^s of the Third Regiment Hew 
Mexico Volunteers. 

On reaching the crossing at the foot of the mesa of the Oontadero I 
discovered that the Confederate forces had already reached the river 
and occupied the large bosques in the Valverde bottom with quite 
heavy forces of cavalry and several guns. Maj or Duncan, commanding 
the regular cavalry, in advance, promptly crossed the ford, and dismount¬ 
ing his force, commenced the action by skirmishing on foot, and in a 
spirited and sharp skirmish with the Confederates cleared the bosque 
of their forces, enabling me to establish the batteries to cover the cross¬ 
ing and to shell the enemy from the heavy timbers he had already 
seized. 

A careful examination of the field of battle made by me some months 
ago impressed me with the importance of seizing and holding the thick 
bosque at the lower ford the moment 1 discovered the Confederate 
forces had reached the river. For this reason I directed aU the strength 
of my command toward the accomplishment of that object. But the 
enemy had diseovered it was the strength of their position, and they 
struggled with desperation to keep it. It was of paramount conse¬ 
quence to lose no time in gaining this point, as re-enforcements were 
rapidly increasing the Confederate forces, and their possession of this 
bosque in force gave them the command of the ford. They were first 
driven from it by the dismounted cavalry. Three times afterwards, with 
accumulated strength, they swarmed into it, but they were throe times 
driven out by the slaughter of McRae’s and HaU’s guns, that disabled, 
in their last attempt to establish a counter-battery, one of their pieces 
and destroyed one caisson. My anxiety to gain this position was 
extreme, and three times I sent orders to Major D-oncan to take it and 
hold it at all hazards. It was my intention to place McRaes battery 
there, and had the dismounted cavalry, conforming to my orders, vig¬ 
orously supported the advance of Brotherton, with his company of 
bayonets, and held the position twenty minutes, McRae’s guns and 
Hall’s howitzers could have been crossed over and placed in battery on 
this key of the field. The disorder of the Confederates was very great 
at that time. Their re-enforcements were swarming down from the 
mesa in confusion, and the effect of our guns from this commanding 
point I had hoped to gain would have forced them back on the nutsa 
and kept them from the river. 

I cannot withhold my expression of regret that the commanding 
officer of the cavalry made no efforts to take and hold this bosque aft(‘,r 
my reiterated orders had been conveyed to him to do so. The success 
of my plan seemed to me beyond peradventuro at the time I (srossed 
Captain Brotherton’s company over and reiterated the order to Major 
Duncan to support him and clear the bosque. Colonel Osirson’s regi¬ 
ment and Captain Selden’s command of regular's would then have been 
crossed at the lower ford and thrown upon the Confederates’ left flank 
with an assurance of victory as certain as the laws of nature. 

The failure to secure this position in the early part of the action 
forced upon me the subsequent operations on the Confederates’ right 
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wing, by crossing Oaptain Selden’s command higher up the river, which 
I was only enabled to do in consequence of the low stage of the water. 
ISTo fords were known above, but the regulars took the water and 
crossed, selecting step by step their foothold among quicksands and 
against the strong current of the Eio Grande ap to their arms in its 
water. 

The lire of our batteries commenced at 10 o’clock, and under the ad¬ 
mirable serving of Captain McEae, Third Cavalry, Lieuts. L. Mishler, 
Fifth Infantry, I. McO. Bell, Second New Mexico Volunteers, and 
Eobert H. Hall, Tenth Infantry, drove the enemy’s forces from all their 
main positions. But they were constantly receiving re-enforcements, 
and having established their guns at different points within twenty 
minutes after Captain McEae’s first shot, replied with weU-directed and 
rapid returns of shot, shell, and grape, making the most desperate 
efforts to regain the ground Irom which they had been driven by Major 
Duncan’s sMrmishers. This contest of artillery and rifles was continued 
for more than two hours with a desperation on the part of the Con¬ 
federates well worthy of a better cause. At about 12 meridian I had 
driven them from all the positions they had taken, forced them to with¬ 
draw their guns, and take a position higher up the river. 

Captain Selden’s battalion of regular infantry, including Captain 
Wingate’s and Captain Plympton’s battalions and Colonel Carson’s 
regiment New Mexican Volunteers, reported to me at this juncture. I 
directed Captain Selden with his command to cross the river higher up, 
in the direction the enemy had been driven, and engage them with the 
bayonet. 

Having received information that 600 Confederate cavalry had crossed 
the river above and threatened my reai‘, I placed Colonel Carson’s reg¬ 
iment in a bosque higher up, near the main road to Valverde, to ob¬ 
serve that direction, and to prevent any attempts on my left and rear. 
Captain Solden promptly formed after fording the river, and in the 
most gallant manner attacked the large forces that had been driven 
from their first positions and taken a still stronger one higher up the 
river. Ho drove them with great slaughter from the bosque they had 
then seized, repulsed a determined charge of their Lancers, made with 
audacity and desperation, and was master of the field. 

I had intended Major Duncan’s dismounted cavalry and Captain 
Brotherton’s regular infantry to press the enemy’s left at the same 
time Captain Selden attacked their right, and had sent my aide-de-camp. 
Lieutenant Meinhold, to the m^or with the order to do so, and it is 
to be regretted that Major Duncan conceived that his small force justi¬ 
fied a non-compliance with my order. I am undoubting in my convic¬ 
tion that if the dismounted cavalry and Brotherton’s infantry had vig¬ 
orously pushed the enemy’s left while Captain Selden was successfully 
forcing their right wing tlieir rout would have been complete. 

I now felt secure in crossing the batteries, and having posted them 
on Captain Selden’s right, with the support of Captain Brotherton’s 
and Oaptain Ingraham’s companies of regular infantry and Captains 
Hubbell’s and Mortimore’s companies of volunteers, opened fire again 
on the other parts of the field still held by the enemy. This move¬ 
ment forced the Confederates to change the positions of thoic guns, 
and they renewed the artillery combat with activity and spirit, but 
the superior service of our guns, under the skill and conduct of Oap¬ 
tain McEae, again silenced their batteries, and seemed to assure us of 
victory. 

In this m*' ner I continued the combat until 2.30 p. m., when infer- 
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mation reached me that Colonel Oanby Tras arriving with re-enforce- 
menia. The commands were fatigued with five hours’ constant action, 
and while waiting the arrival of the commanding colonel the men 
were permitted to lunch and ordered to replenish their cartridge-boxes. 
During this time the batteries continued to operate on the enemy when¬ 
ever he displayed himself until Colonel Canby reached the field, fifteen 
minutes before 3 o’clock p. m. The heavy boaques in our front were 
terminated by a drift of sand extending from the high bluff of the Cou- 
tadero to the river. Behind this drift the enemy, concealed from my 
observation, raUied all their forces abandoning wagons on the sand 
hiUs, tents, and other supplies, including ammunition, with the desper¬ 
ate resolve to storm our batteries. Hi^ng their design, they formed 
two strong parties of stormers, that were undiscovered until they fell 
with great ftry on MoEae’s battery on our left and Lieutenant Hall’s 
24^pounder howitzers near Major Duncan on our right. Major Duncan’s 
cavalry on foot and Captain Brotherton’s company of the Fifth Infantry, 
re-enforced promptly by Colonel Carson’s regiment of volunteers and 
Captain Wingate’s battalion of regulars, opened a destructive fire on 
the charging columns on the right and repulsed them with great slaugh¬ 
ter. McEae’s battery, though held with unexampled determination 
after the loss of every horse and more than half the gunners disabled 
and killed, was carried, and fell into the enemy’s hands. Captain Mc- 
Eae, Third Cavalry, and Lieutenant Mishler, Fifth Infantry, were killed 
at their pieces, and illustrated a courage and conduct that will render 
the battle of Valverde memorable among the glories of American arms. 
It is due to the memories of the dead who seirved this battery and to 
the survivors, whose gallant and heroic service commends them to the 
praise of the country, to mention them as deserving honor and thanks. 

The supporting columns of MoEae’s battery and the left wing having 
retired across the river, I ordered the cavalry forces to recross, and they 
feu back in good order into this post. 

It is with a heavy heart I inclose you a list of the kUled and wounded 
of my command, exceeding in the regular forces one-fifth of aU that 
command in the field—a loss unexampled, it is believed, in any single 
battle ever fought on this continent. 

The officers whose conduct came under my own observation and were 
distinguished above praise are Capt. H. E. Selden, Fifth Infantry; 
Oapt. B. Wingate, Fifth Infantry, badly wounded; Captain Mortimorc, 
Third Hew Mexicn Volunteers, three times wounded; Lieut. I. McC. 
BeU, Second Hew Mexico Volunteers, serving with McEae’s battery; 
Lieutenant Anderson, Fifth Infantry, acting adjutant to Captain 
Selden’s battalion; Lieut. F. Cook, Fifth Infantry, and Lieut. E. 11. 
Hall, Tenth Infantry, serving the 24-ponnder howitzers. These names 
are not mentioned to lessen the great praise due to many other officers 
who served in my command, and^who are deserving honor and grati¬ 
tude. I refer the commanding officer of the department to th e x'0j)ort8 of 
battalion commanders for their names, and present them as especially 
entitled to distinction. 

I mention with pleasure Lieuts. Charles Meinhold and William W. 
Mills, of the Fifth Eegiment of Volunteers, who served as my aides on 
the field, and who executed every duty gallantly, rendering most im¬ 
portant and valuable service. Capt. James Graydon, with his inde¬ 
pendent Spy Company, rendered me eminent sei’vico by his vigilant 
wateh of the enemy’s movements, and great energy, ontoipriso, and 
daring during the entire day. Assistant Surgeon Bill, in charge of

ambulances on the field, was distinguished for his energy and admirable 
arrangements for the relief of the dying and care of the wounded.

SiE: I have the honor to make the following report of the operations 
of the troops under my command at the battle of Valverde, on the 2l8t 
instant: 

On leaving here at about 8 o’clock on the morning of that day my 
command was composed of Companies 0, D, G, and K, Third F. S. 
Cavalry, and Company G, First F. S. Cavalry. After marching a 
short distance up the river I was directed by Col. B. S. Roberts, com¬ 
manding column, to leave my rear company as an escort and to pro¬ 
ceed rapidly with the other four to the upper end of the Mesa del Oon- 
tadero, and, if possible, to cross the river and hold the bosque on the 
opposite side, so as to prevent the enemy from reaching the water. 

On arriving at the ford I found two companies of Colonel Valdez’s 
mounted volunteers. These, as well as my own command, were crossed 
over as promptly as possible; but we had no sooner arrived on the 
river bank than a large force of the enemy’s cavalry could be seen in 
the woods a few hun&ed yards to our front. It was soon discovered 
that his squadrons of cavalry were moving rapidly to our left under 
cover of the timber, and I immediately ordered Lieutenant Claflin, with 
his company (G, First F. S. Cavalry), to proceed up the river, in order to 
observe the enemy’s movements. In a few minutes this officer returned 
and reported that the enemy’s cavalry had reached the river about 
1,000 yards above us, watered their horses, and were returning to their 
position in front of us. As the enemy was greatly superior in numbers, 
had tiie advantage of a thick cover of timber, and by this time had 
brought up a piece of artillery and put it iu position at close range to 
iny front and right, I saw that it would be folly to move forward and 
attack him. I therefore dismounted my command, had the horses 
and horse-holders concealed as well as possible behind a low sand 
ridge, about 80 yai'ds from and parallel to the river, and deploj’ed the 
remaiuder of the men behind some small sand hills, logs, and a few 
scattering trees, about 100 yards in advance of the horses, determined, 
if possible, to hold the position and keep the enemy back from the ford 
until our artillery and infantry could arrive and cross. The enemy 
constantly sent forward small reconnoitering parties to examine the 
nature of the ground and the number and kind of my force, but the 
accurate aim of our sharpshooters as often prevented them »om get¬ 
ting near enough to ascertain my real weakness.

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Directly after I had gotten my command in position a 6-ponnder to 
the front o.‘ my right flank opened upon us with vigor and kept up 
the fire with an occasional cessation until about 1.30 p. m., when it was 
either disabled or driven from its position by two or three well-directed 
shells from Hall’s 24-pounder howitzer. Yevj soon after the enemy’s 
6-pounder gun had opened its fire a heavy force of his cavalry, soon 
followed by a piece of artillery, moved down through the timber toward 
the Mesa del Oontadero, with the evident intention of assailing our 
right flank and resting his left on the river below the ford. Colonel 
Eoberts, who was waiting on the opposite bank of the river to place 
McEae’s battery, which was then approaching, in position, discovered 
this move of the enemy through an opening, promptly advised me of 
it, and directed me to throw some skirmishers into the thick timber 
immediately to my right and below the ford to drive the enemy back. 
Companies C and D, Third IT. S. Cavalry, under the command of Cap¬ 
tains Howland and Treacy, were dispatched for this duty.* After a 
spirited skirmish for several minutes the enemy was driven back, but 
soon rallied and renewed the assault with vigor, and although several 
times repulsed, he as often returned. 

By this time, which I think was not far from 10 o’clock, McEae’s 
battery opened a deadly fire of shot and shell into the bosque, sup¬ 
ported by my skirmishers and Captain Brotherton’s company of the 
Fifth U. S. Infantry, which Colonel Eoberts had sent across the river 
to their support. Our fire soon became so galling that the enemy was 
driven from the woods in great disorder and with heavy loss, abandon¬ 
ing their gun, but soon rallied and carried it oft by hand, the animals 
all being killed or crippled. From this until about noon a fire was kept 
up by McEae’s battery and Hall’s howitzer upon every party that 
showed itself, as well as upon the enemy’s battery, which had for some 
time turned its attention from my cavalry to our guns across the river. 
Our infantry arrived soon after this, and crossing the river at the upper 
ford, just above my left flank, deployed through the thick woods up the 
nver. Colonel Eoberts followed with the artillery, taking McEae’s 
battery with him up to the left, and at my request sending Hall’s 24- 
pounder howitzer down to the right. 

After silencing the gun which had been playing from 9 o’clock iu the 
morning alternately on my command and upon the battery, Lieutenant 
Hall was sent to the right with his gun to dislodge a large party of the 
enemy reported by Captain Morris, commanding skirmishers in the 
bosque, to be directly in his front. As soon as Lieutenant Hall could 
ascertain the exact position of the enemy he commenced shelling it with 
such precision as to entirely clear the woods in a few minutes. After 
this no part of the enemy’s force was seen on our right for some lime 
and all remained quiet. 

Before the arrival of Colonel Canby on the field I had asked for and 
received authority from Colonel Eoberts to move my whole force through 
the timber on our right whenever 1 should discovci' that a general 
movement was being made against the enemy’s right.* 

Being informed soon after 3 o’clock that a concerted movement by 
our whole left flank was soon to be made against the enemy’s right, I 
sent a request that one more company of infantry might bo sent to join 
Brotherton’s, as a support to Hall’s howitzer, in order that I might bo 
able to throw the whole of my dismounted cavalry forward as skirmish¬ 
ers. Captain Ingraham was promptly sent to me, and Colonel Carson 
soon followed with his regiment, deploying on my left. Soon after we

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commenced the forward movement a terrific cannonading and roar of 
small-arms was heard on our left flank, and immediately a large force 
of the enemy’s cavalry came charging down, with the evident intention 
of seizing HaU’s howitzer at the same time of the attack on McEae’s 
battery; but before they could get nearer than 150 yards a deadly dis¬ 
charge of rifles and musketry by my skirmishers, the two companies of 
infantry. G-raydon’s Spy Company, and part of Colonel Carson’s regi¬ 
ment was poured into their column, causing the enemy to wheel about 
in full retreat. Just then Lieutenant Hall dropped a shell in the midst 
of them, and so increased the panic which the enemy had just received 
from our volley of small-arms that he retreated entirely out of sight. 
At this moment, and when I was hurrying Hall’s howitzer forward to 
place it in an advantageous position about 300 yards in advance, I was 
informed by an aide-de-camp that McEae’s battery had been taken, and 
was ordered to recross the river without delay. My whole command, 
including the howitzer and infantry support, was immediately put in 
motion in the direction of the lower ford and crossed over in perfect 
order. 

It only remains for me to say that during the whole of the day I was 
nobly supported by all the officers and men under my command. 

The conduct of Captains Morris, Howland, Tilford, and Treacy, com 
manding companies, and Lieutenants Falvey, Texter, Wall, and Ewing, 
was characterized by the greatest zeal and coolness. The conduct and 
deportment of the non-commissioned officers and men were equally 
commendable.

If you sent any request of this kind to me I did not receive it 5 but 
as I had sent reiterated orders to you to take and hold the bosque on 
the enemy’s left and had used McEae’s battery to aid you in that ob¬ 
ject, your report should be so corrected as [to] show that fact.

Majob; I have received your report, corrected, as you state, in ac¬ 
cordance with the suggestion contained in my letter of the 5th instant. 
You have not, however, in that alteration removed the clear repugnancy 
of your statement that— 

After the arrival of our infantry, and before Colonel Canhy had reached the field, I 
sent several messengers to Colonel Roberts, requesting authority to move my whole 
force through the timber to our right, &o. 

That position through the timber to your right is the very one I had 
repeatedly ordered you to take and hold, and you had three times justi¬ 
fied your non-execution of the order by saying your force was insuffi¬ 
cient, the ground did not permit it, &c. From the beginning of the 
action I was directing all my forces to drive the enemy from his position 
in this bosque and to move McEae’s battery to that point, as I knew 
that the position enfiladed the line of sand drift and commanded every 
position on the field where the Confederates could find shelter and pre¬ 
pare any plan of battle. 

The contradiction of your report, major, is this: That you sent sev¬ 
eral messages to me requesting permission to take position where I had 
repeatedly ordered you [to] go, and you had as often declined even to 
make the attempt. An officer must have strong reasons for any justi¬ 
fication of non-execution of orders on the field of battle, and I am con¬ 
strained to confess that after a good deal of reflection I am convinced 
that, had you attacked vigorously with aU your force after I re-enforced 
you with Brotherton’s company of bayonets, you would have carried 
and held the enemy’s left with little loss, and the subsequent misfor¬ 
tunes of the day would not have occurred. 

1 will thank you for the names of the messengers you sent me with 
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the requests referred to, as I wish to arrest and punish them, whoever 
they may he, for not conveying your orders.*

Near Fort Craig, N. Mex., February 2C, 1862. 

Colonel : I have the honor to make the following report of the 
operations of the third column, composed of eight companies of the 
First Regiment of New Mexico Volunteers, under my command, dtiring 
the battle of Valverde, on the 21st instant, and prior to the arrival on 
the field of Col. E. E. S. Canby, TJ. S. Army, commanding depart¬ 
ment: 

Pursuant to the order of the department commander my command 
marched from Fort Craig and arrived on the battle ground aboitt 9 
o’clock in the morning, soon after the batteries had opened fire. 1 re¬ 
mained on the west side of the Rio Grande, gradually moving up the 
bank of the river as the enemy extended his right in the same dircc- 
tioru until after the arrival of Colonel Canby, commanding, upon the 
field, when I was ordered to cross the river, which I did at once. My 
after operations will, as directed, be made to him.

Captain : I have the honor to make the following report of tlic oper¬ 
ations of the third column, composed of eight compaiiicis. ol‘ (lu* First 
l^giment New Mexico Volunteers, under my command, during the bat¬ 
tle of Valverde, on the 21st, and subsequent to the arrival on the lield 
of Colonel Canby, commanding department, until which liim* my column 
had remained on the west side of the river and taken no part in the 
battle: 

About 1 o’clock in the afternoon I received from Colonel Canby the 
order to cross the river, which I immediately did, affrr which I was 
ordered to form my command on the right of our line and to advan<«i 
as skirmishers toward the hills. After advancing sonu* 109 yards we 
discovered a large body (some 400 or 600) of the enemy charging (liag- 
onaUy across om* front, evidently with the iuleutiou of e:ii>niring the 
24-pounder gun, which, stationed on our right, was advancing and 
doing much harm to the enemy. As the head of the enemy’s column 
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came within some 80 /ards of my right a volley from the whole column 
was poured into them, and the firing being kept up caiisod them to 
break in every direction and retreat. Almost at the same time a shell 
from the 24-pouiider was thrown among them with fatal effect. They 
did not attempt to reform, and the column, supported by the gun on the 
right, was moving forward to sweep the wood near the hUls, when I 
received the order to retreat and recross the river. This movement 
was executed in good order. The column, after crossing the river, re¬ 
turned to its station near Fort Craig, where it arrived about 7 o’clock 
in the evening.

The column, being stationed on the eastern bank of the river oppo¬ 
site Fort Craig, received orders to cross the river and escort the am¬ 
munition train to the field of battle. The column crossed and proceeded 
with the train to the crossing of the river in rear of the engagement, 
where orders were received to cross and form on the eastern bank. 
While this movement was being executed we were ordered back to 
form on the western bank, where we took our position and fired upon 
the enemy until ordered to return to Fort Craig and occupy our former 
encampment.

1 have the honor to make the folio vdng report of the conduct of the 
companies under my command of the Third Regiment New Mexico Vol¬ 
unteers during the battle oi Valverde, on the 21st instant, against the 
Confederate troops, according [to] the reports of the commanders of 
said companies: 
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Oapt. Pedro Sanoliez, Third Eegiment Eew Mexico Volunteers, re¬ 
ports that his company (0) fought gallantly during the battle without 
making any retreat without orders; that his company, with some other 
companies, under the direction of the gallant Major Duncan, did com¬ 
mence the attack against the enemy before the battery and troops of 
ours could reach the camp of batfle, but he makes special mention that 
Oorp. Antonio Ohawn, Privates Jesus Archuleeta and Pastor Archu- 
leeta did act on that occasion with such encouragement and valor that 
they killed some men of the enemy’s battery. 

Oapt. Juan A. Sarracino, Third Eegiment Eew Mexico Volunteers, 
reports that Company G-, under his command, acted in the battle in 
good spirits at all times during the war, and that they did not make 
any retreat without orders. 

Oapt. Eafael Ohacon, First Eegiment Eew Mexico Volunteers, reports 
that Ms company did fight well and with valor during the battle, and 
that when the company was ordered to retreat they were satisfied of 
having obliged the enemy to retreat in all their charges, and that his 
company, when retired from camp of battle, was m good and quiet 
spirits. 

Oapt. Eicardo Branch, Third Eegiment Ffew Mexico Volunteers, 
reports that his company (B) was in the camp of battle acting as well 
as they could, fighting all the time with valor and activity, and that 
the company did not make any retreat without orders. 

The commander of the company of Oapt. William Mortimore, TMrd 
Eegiment Few Mexico Volunteers, reports that the following non-com¬ 
missioned officers and privates, viz. First Sergt. J. W. LeweUing, Sergts. 
Edward Watters and Trancer Moore; Corps. Biter Terreme, Jos6 Leyra, 
S. 0. Miller, 0. A. Eeisden, George Beker, Henry York, Marceline Mar¬ 
tinez, and Jos4 Anartaico Grespiu, with others that are killed and 
missing, fought in the battle the 21st instant gallantly and sustained 
the bafrery to the last moment. 

I certify in honor that the above is correct and just.

Findings of Court of Inquiry on condmt of Oapt. B. 8. 0. Lord, First 

U. 8. Cavalry. 

Genbeal Oedebs, > Hdqbs. Dept, op Few Mexico, 

Fo. 92. i Santa F4, October 13, J8C2. 

1. At the request of Oapt. E. S. 0. Lord, U. S. First Oavalrjr. a Court 
of Inqui^, consisting of Maj. Henry D. Wallen, TJ. S. Seventh infantry, 
Surg. Elisha I. Baily, medical direct^ TJ. S. Army, and Surg. James M. 
McFult^ First Infantry, California Volunteers, with Oapt. Andrew W. 
Evans, IJ. S. Sixth Cavalry, was assembled at Santa Fd, on the 2d of 
October, 1862, to investigate certain allegations made against the offi¬ 
cial reputation of the applicant. 

The court was ordered to report the essential facts and its opinion in 
the case, and the following is the result of the investigation: 

The court is of the opinion that the statement in me Santa Fd Ga> 
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zette of the battle of Valverde is incorrectly given. The evidence of 
First Sergeant Walker, of Captain Lord’s company, goes to show that 
the battery was charged by Captain Lord’s order, and that he led the 
charge. The evidence of Lieutenant Meinhold is that Colonel Donald¬ 
son was not dressed in uniform, and therefore the soldiers of Captain 
Lord’s command were not bound to recognize his orders. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Donaldson did not give that order to Captain Lord in person, 
nor did he see him on the battle-field. 

In reference to the second allegation, the court is of the opinion that 
the orders, as sworn to by Lieutenant Meinhold, may have been given 
to Captain Lord, but from the fact that they were not heard or under¬ 
stood by the officer on duty with Captain Lord, nor by First Sergeant 
Walker, who was by his side, they may likewise have been misunder¬ 
stood or lost by him in the confusion of the battle. 

The evidence given by Acting Second Lieutenant Bernard is that 
Captain Lord’s command, while proceeding to join Colonel Donaldson, 
had lost their guides, and were out of provisions, and that their horses 
were broken down, and that they were ignorant of the country, and 
they found themselves under these circumstances between two supe¬ 
rior forces of the enemy. The court is of opinion that the evidence 
places the conduct of Captain Lord in its true light, and exonerates 
him from all censure on that allegation. 

The evidence before the court goes to show that the company did not 
fiee iugloriously from the field, but that it did charge the battery, did 
cover the men, and form in good order on the opposite side and open 
fire on the enemy, and all this was in obedience to the orders of Colo¬ 
nel Cauby. 

The court is of opinion that this investigation should have been 
granted Captain Lord months since, and that, m denying this oppor¬ 
tunity to vindicate his character, much injustice has been done him. 
The evidence now presented before the court acquits him of all censure 
or blame for the loss of the battle of Valverde. 

The court is further of opinion that no further action should be taken 
in the case of Capt. E. S. 0. Lord, First Cavalry, TJ. S. Army. 

II. The proceedings of the court of inquiry are approved. Captain 
Lord wiU proceed to join his company in the East. 

III. The court of iuquiry, of which Maj. Henry D. Wallen, XT. S. 
Seventh Infantry, is president, is hereby dissolved.

Reports of Brig. Qen. Senry H. Sibley, 0. 8. Army, commanding Army 
of New Mexico, including operations from Jaauary — to May 4, 1862. 

Hbapqtjaetbes Aemv oe Eew Mexico, 

Battle Gkotjnd oe Vaxtebde, 

February 22, 1862. 

General ; I have the honor to report to you, for the information of 
the President, that 1 encountered the enemy at this point (6 miles 
above Fort Craig) in force at 11 o’clock yesterday morning, and after 
one of the most severely-contested actions, lasting until 6 p. m., the 
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enemy was driven from the field with a loss, as estimated, of 4 captains 
of the Eegiilar Army and some 300 killed and wounded, and the cap¬ 
ture of his entire field battery, the disabling of one 24-pounder, and 
the abandonment of another in the river. We have but few prisoners; 
among them is Capt. William H. Eossell, of the Tenth Infantry. 

The enemy had upon the field about 3,500 men, 1,200 of whom were 
old regulars. We never had more than 1,500 engaged. For the first 
time, perhaps, on record batteries were charged and taken at the 
muzzle of double-barreled shot-guns, thus illustrating the spirit, valor, 
and invincible determination of Texas troops. Hl^’obly have they emu¬ 
lated the fame of their San Jacinto ancestors. 

Our loss was severe—40 killed, including Maj. 8. A. Lockridge, of 
the Fifth Regiment, and Oapt. M. Heuvel, of the Fourth. I have no 
reports of the wounded, but I think 100 wiU cover it. 

Before closing this report it is especially due to Ool. Thomas Green, 
of the Fifth, to say that, in consequence of severe and prolonged illness 
and weakness resulting from it, I could only keep my saddle until 1 
o’clock, and at that hour I relinquished to him the full direction of 
active operations. His coolness under the heaviest fire and intrepidity 
under the most trying circumstances are sufficiently attested by the 
results. I cannot commend Colonel Green too highly to the favorable 
consideration of the Executive. 

Where so much gallantry was displayed I cannot, before reaching 
the reports of commanders, particularize individuals. 

It be necessaiy, to secure our purpose, to re-enforce mo largely 
from Texas at as early a day as possible. The force we had to contend 
against amounted to near 6,000 men. 

I beg leave, in conclusion, to bring to your notice the intelligence 
and valor of the members of my staff, Maj. A. M. Jackson, assistant 
adjutant-general; Maj. R. T. Brownrigg, commissary of subsistence; 
Lieutenant Ochiltree, aide-de-camp, and Ool. W. L. Eobards, Major 


Magoffin, and Oapt. J. Dwyer, volunteer aides.

P, S.—Lieut. Ool. J. 8. Sutton, of the Seventh Eegiment (Ool. Will¬ 
iam Steele’s), in command of his battalion, and Oapt. Willis L. Lang, 
of the Fifth, greatly distinguished themselves, and were both siwerely 
wounded; and I should not omit Lieut. D. M. Bass, of Oaj)tain I^ang’s 
company, who was also severely wounded in front of the charge lead¬ 
ing the Lancers upon the enemy.

Headquarters Army op New Micxux), 

Fort Bliss J Tcjr.j May 4, 1802, 

General : I have the honor to report, for the information of the 
retary of War, the operations of this army during the months of Feb¬ 
ruary, March, and April, ultimo: 

This report is made to cover the whole campaign, for the reason that 
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the special reports of the various commanders, herewith inclteed, enter 
sufficiently into detail to elucidate the various actions in which the 
troops were engaged during the campaign. 

It is due to the brave soldiers I have had the honor to command to 
premise that from its first inception the “ Sibley brigade” has encoun¬ 
tered difficulties in its organization and opposition and distaste to the 
service required at its hands which no other troops have met with. 

Prom misunderstandings, accidents, deficiency of arms, &c., instead 
of reaching the field of its operations early in September, as was antici¬ 
pated, I found myself at this point as late as l^e middle of January, 
1862, with only two regiments and a half, poorly armed, thinly clad, 
and almost destitute of blankets. The ranks were becoming daily 
thinned by those two terrible scourges to an army small-pox and pneu¬ 
monia. IN'ot a dollar of quartermaster’s funds was on hand or ever had 
been to supply the daily and pressing necessities of the service, and 
the small means of this sparse section had been long consumed by the 
force under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Baylor, so that the 
credit of the G-ovemment was not as available a resource as it might 
otherwise have been. 

Having established a general hospital at Dona Ana, I determined to 
move forward with the force at hand. Accordingly, during the flLrst 
week in January [February? ], the advance was put in march for old Fort 
Thorn; thence on the 7th of February the movement was continued to 
a point 7 miles below Fort Craig, where the Santa F4 papers boasted 
we were to be met and overwhelmed by Canby’s entire army. 

On February 16 a reconnaissance in force was pushed to within a 
mile of the fort and battle offered on the open plain. The challenge 
was disregarded, and only noticed by the sending out of a few well- 
mounted men to watch our movements. The forces of the enemy were 
kept well concealed in the bosque (or grove) above the fort and within 
its walls. 

The reconnaissance proved the futility of assaulting the fort in front 
with our light metal, and that our only hope of success was to force 
the enemy to an open-field fight. It was accordingly determined by a 
partial retrograde movement to cross the Bio Grande to the east bank, 
turn the fort, and force a battle for the recrossing. To do this involved, 
first, the hazardous necessity of crossing a treacherous stream in full 
view of the fort; second, to make a “dry camp” immediately opposite 
and remote from the fort, only a mile and a half, and the next day to 
fight our first battle. The enemy seemed to have been so confounded 
by the boldness and eccentricity of these movements that the first was 
accomplished without molestation, save a demonstration on the after¬ 
noon of the 20th, as we were forming our camp by the crossing, of some 
2,600 infantry and cavalry, with the purpose apparently of making an 
assault upon our lines. Here the spirit and courage of oui* men were 
evidenced by the alacrity shown in getting into line to confront the 
enemy. A few rounds from our well-directed guns, under the manage¬ 
ment of Captain Teel, Lieutenants Eiley and Woods, checked his ad¬ 
vance and drove him to the cover of his sand-revetted mud walls. 

It is proper to state here that these operations, approved by me, were 
conducted by Col. Thomas Green, of the Fifth Eegiment, the state of 
my health having confined me to the ambulance fbr several days pre¬ 
vious. 

On the morning of the 2l8t, considering that the impending battle 
must decide the question at issue, though still very weak, I took the 
saddle at early dawn to direct in person the movement. Green’s regi- 
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ment, with a battalion of the Seventh, under Lieutenant-Colonel Sutton, 
and Captain TeePs battery, were ordered to make a strong, threatening 
demonstration on the fort, while Scurry, with the Fourth, well flanked 
by Pyron’s command on the left, should feel his way cautiously to the 
river. 

This movement was unfortunately delayed by the loss during the 
night, by careless herding, of 100 mules of the baggage train of the 
Fourth Eegiment. Bather than the plan should be defeated a number 
of wagons were abandoned, containing the entire kits, blankets, books, 
and papers of this regiment, and, meanwhile, what was left of the trains 
was kept in motion over the sand hiUs, which the enemy had deemed 
impossible. 

On reaching the river bottom at Valverde it was ascertained that the 
enemy, anticipating our movement, had thrown a large force of in¬ 
fantry and cavalry up the river to dispute the water with ns. Pyron im - 
mediately engaged him with his small force of 260 men, and gallantly 
held Ms ground against overwhelming odds until the arrival of Scurry 
with the Fourth Begiment and Lieutenant Biley’s battery of light how¬ 
itzers. 

At 12 m., the action becoming warm and the enemy evidently receiv¬ 
ing large re-enforcements, I ordered Green’s regiment and Teel’s battery 
CO the front. These in the course of an hour gallantly entered into ac¬ 
tion and the battle became general. Subsequently Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sutton, with Ms battalion, was ordered forward from the rear and did 
right good service, leading his men even to the cannon’s mouth. 

At 1.30 p. m., having become completely exhausted, and finding myself 
no longer able to keep the saddle, I sent my aides and other staff officers 
to report to Colonel Green. His official report attests the gallantry of 
their bearing and Ms final success, resulting in the capture of their bat¬ 
tery and driving the enemy in disorder from the field, and thus evi¬ 
dencing Ms own intrepidity and the indomitable courage of all engaged. 

From information derived from reliable sources, the forces opposed 
to us could not have been less than 5^000 men, with a reserve of 3,000 
at the fort, Ours did not exceed 1,760 on the field, viz: the Fourth 
Beghnent, ’ 600; Fifth, 600; Seventh, 300; and Pyron’s command (of 
Second Mounted Begiment Bifles), 260. This signal victory should have 
resulted in the capture of the fort, as fresh troops had been brought for¬ 
ward to pursue and follow the discomfited column of the enemy. A flag 
of truce was opportunely dispatched by the Federal commander before 
he reached the gates of his fort, and wMch was for two hours supposed 
by our troops to be a proposition to surrender. 

This flag had for its object the burying of the dead and removal of 
their wounded; and I regret to state here, for the sake of old associa¬ 
tions, that, under tMs flag and another sent next day, the enemy, availing 
himself of our generosi^ and confidence in his honor, not only loiided 
his wagons with arms picked up on the battle-field, but sent a force up 
and actually succeeded in recovering from the river one 24-poun<ler 
which had been left in our bands. Even a guidon and a flag, taken in 
the same way, under the cover of night, and a Avhite flag were boast- 
ingly pointed to, in an interview under a flag of truce between one of 
my aides and the Federal commander at the fort, as trophies of the 
fight. 

The burying of the dead and care of the wounded occasioned a delay 
of two days on the field, thus leaving as with but five days’ scant 
rations. In this dilemma the question arose whether to assault the 
fort in this crippled condition or move rapidly forward up the river. 
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where supplies of hreadstuffs and meat could he procured. The latter 
course, ia a council of war, was adopted. 

Depositing our sick at Socorro, 30 miles above Fort Oraig, the march 
was uninterruptedly made to Albuquerque, where, notwithstanding the 
destruction by the enemy of large supplies by fire, ample subsistence was 
secured. A very considerable quantity of supplies and ammunition was 
also obtained at Cubero, a temporary post 60 miles west of Albuquerque. 
Other supplies were also taken at Santa F6, and upon the whole we had 
a sufficiency for some three months. 

It is due to the Fourth Eegiment to mention at this place an action 
of devotion and self-sacrifice worthy of high praise, and the more com¬ 
mendable because they are Texans. 

In the action at Valverde many of their horses were killed, thus leav¬ 
ing them half foot and half mounted. The proposition being made to 
them to dismount the whole regiment, without a dissenting voice, a 
cavalry regiment, which had proudly flaunted its banner before the 
enemy on the 20th, took the line of march on the 24th a strong and 
reliable regiment of infantry. 

Having secured all the available stores in and about Albuquerque 
and dispatched Maj. Charles L. Pyron with his command to Santa F6 to 
secure such as might be found there, I determined to make a strong 
demonstration on Fort Union. 

With this view Col. William E. Scurry, with the Fourth and the bat¬ 
talion of Colonel Steele’s regiment, under Maj. Powhatan Jordan, was 
pushed forward in the direction of G-aUisteo, while Colonel Green, with 
his regiment (Fifth), being somewhat crippled in transportation, was 
held for a few days in hand to check any movement from Fort Craig. 

Meanwhile the enemy (having received re-enforcements at Fort Union 
of 960 men from Pike’s Peak, on or about March 12) took the initiative 
and commenced a rapid march on Santa F6. 

Major Pyron, re-enforced by four companies of the Fifth Eegimenfi 
under Major Shropshire, receiving notice of this movement, advanced 
at once to meet him on the high road between Santa F6 and Fort Union. 

On March 26th a sharp skirmish ensued, described in detail by that 
officer, wherein many acts of daring heroism were enacted. The company 
of “Brigandes” (independent volunteers), under the command of Oapt. 
John Phillip^ is said to have done good service. One of their number, 
Mr. Thomas Oator, was killed and 2 wounded. On this occasion, as on 
every previous one, this company showed a devotedness to the cause 
which has elevated them and inspired confidence throughout the army. 
Colonel Scurry reached the scene of action at daylight next morning, 
and the next day fought the battle of Glorieta, driving the enemy from 
the field with great loss. 

His report is respectfully referred to for the details of this glorious 
action. Pending this action I was on my route to Santa F6, in rear of 
Green’s regiment, which had, meanwhile, been put in march for that 
place, where, on my arrival, I found the whole exultant army assembled. 
The sick and wounded had been comfortably quartered and attended; 
the loss of clothing and transportation had been made up from the 
enemy’s stores and confiscations, and, indeed, everything done which 
should have been done. 

Many friends were found m Santa F6 who had been in durance. 
Among the rest General William Pelham, who had but recently been 
released from a dungeon in Fort Union. 

After the occupancy of the capital of the Territory for nearly a month 
from the time of oux flrsb advance upon it, the forage and supplies ob- 
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tainable there having become exhausted, it was determine to occupy, 
with the whole army, the village of Manzano, intermediate between 
Fort TJnion, Albuquerque, and Fort Oraig, and securing as a line of 
communication the road to Fort Stanton. 

This plan was disconcerted, however, by the rapid and continuous 
expresses from Albuquerque, urging the necessity of re-eLforcemeiits 
to hold the place (the depot of all our supplies) against the advancing 
forces of Oanby from Fort Craig. 

The entire force was accordingly moved by forced marches in the 
direction of Albuquerque, arriving too late to encounter the enemy, but 
time enough to secure our limi ted supplies from the contingency of cap¬ 
ture. 

In our straightened circumstances the question now arose in my 
mind whether to evacuate the country or take the desperate chances 
of fighting the enemy in his stronghold (Union), for scant rations at the 
best. The course adopted was deemed the wisest. 

On the morning of April 12 the evacuation commenced by the cross¬ 
ing of Scurry^s (Fourth) regiment, the battalion of Steele^s regiment, 
Pyron’s command, and a part of the artillery, by ferry and ford, to the 
west bank of the river. Greerfs regiment was ordered to follow; but 
finding the ford to be difficult, he encamped for the night on the east 
bank, hoping to be able on the ensuing morning to find a better ford 
lower down the river. 

Accordingly on the next day that officer proceeded with his regiment 
as low down as Peralta, opposite Los Lunas, the point at which I had 
halted the balance of the army to await his arrival. 

In the mean time Oanby, having formed a junction with a large force 
from Fort Union, debouched through a canon after night-fall to the 
neighborhood of the river, taking a commanding position in close prox¬ 
imity to Greenes camp, and in the morning opened a furious, but harm¬ 
less, cannonade. 

On being notified of the critical situation of this detached portion of 
the army the whole disposable force at Los Lunas, reserving a sufficient 
guard for the train, was dispatched to its relief. The passage of the 
river by this force and the artillery was successfully effected, under the 
direction of Colonel Scurry. 

Following shortly after with a portion of my staff to assume tlie im¬ 
mediate command, and having crossed the river, 1 was nolHied by 
several officers who had preceded me some hundred yards of the ra])id 
approach of a large number of the enemy^s cavalry. Finding myself 
completely cut off, I had no other alternative than to reci*<)ss tlie river 
amid a shower of balls. The day was occupied at Peralta in ineffectual 
firing on both sides. 

After night-fall I gave orders for the recrossing of tlui whole army to 
the west bank of the river, which was effected without interruption or 
casualty, and on the next morning the march down th(‘ river was re¬ 
sumed. The enemy followed on the opposite bank, and both armies 
encamped in fiill view of each other, the river alone intervening. 

The transportation and artillery'had by this time become such an 
incumbrance on the heavy, sandy road, without forage or grass, that the 
abandonment of one or the other became inevitable. My original plan 
had been to push on by the river route in aav of the enemy, having 

the start of him two whole days from Albuquerque to Fort t'raig, attack 
the weak garrison, and demolish the fort. This plan was di^feahHl by 
Colonel Green not finding a crossing of the river at a convenient point. 

Colonels Green and Scurry, with several other practical officers, him 
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came forward and proposed, in order to avoid tlie contingency of an¬ 
other general action in our then crippled condition, that a route through 
the mountains, avoiding Fort Oraig and striking the river below that 
point, should be pursued, they undertaking with their respective com¬ 
mands to push the artillery through at all hazards and at any spend 
iture of toil and labor. Maj. Bethel Coopwood, who had familiarized 
himself with the country, undertook the difficult and responsible task 
of guiding the army through this mountainous, trackless waste. 

The arguments presented in favor of this course were potent. Besides 
having the advantage of grass and a firm road, with very little differ¬ 
ence in distance, the enemy would be completely mystified, as after¬ 
wards proved to be the case. Accordingly, all the wagons which could 
possibly be dispensed with were ordered to be abandoned on the ground, 
seven days^ provisions to be packed on mules, and the entire force put 
in march after night-fall. The route was a difficult and most hazardous 
one, botli in respect to its practicability and supply of water. The 
successful accomplishment of the march not only proved the sagacity 
of our guide, but the pledge of Colonel Scurry that the guns shoffid be 
put over every obstacle, however formidable, by his regiment, was 
nobly fulfilled, li^'ot a murmur escaped the lips of these brave boys. 
Descents into and ascents out of the deepest canons, which a single 
horseman would have sought for miles to avoid, were undertaken and 
accomplished with a cheerfulness and ability which were the admira¬ 
tion and praise of the whole army. Thus in ten days, with seven days^ 
rations, a point on the river where supplies had been ordered forward 
was reached. The river, which was rising rapidly, was safely crossed 
to the east bank, under the direction of Colonel Green, and at this 
moment, I am happy to repeat, the whole force is comiortably quar¬ 
tered in the villages extending from Dona Ana to this place. 

My chief regret in making this retro^ade movement was the neces¬ 
sity of leaving hospitals at Santa Fd, Albuquerque, and Socorro. 
Everything, however, was provided for the comfort of the sick, and 
sufficient funds, in Confederate paper, provided them to meet every 
want, if it be negotiated. It has been almost impossible to procure 
specie upon any terms. One thousand dollars is all I have been able 
to procure for the use of hospitals and for secret service. The ricos, 
or wealthy citizens of New Mexico, had been completely drained by the 
Federal powers, and, adhering to them, had become absolute followers 
of their army for dear life and their invested dollars. Politically they 
have no distinct sentiment or opinion on the vital question at issue. 
Power and interest alone control the expression of their sympathies. 
Two noble and notable exceptions to this rule were found in the 
brothers Eafael and Manuel Armijo, the wealthiest and most respect¬ 
able native merchants of New Mexico. Tlie latter had been pressed 
into the militia, and was compulsorily present in the action at Val- 
verde. On our arrival at Albuquerque they came forward boldly and 
protested their sympathy with our cause, placing their stores, contain¬ 
ing goods amounting to $200,000, at the disposal of my troops. 

When the necessity for evacuating the country became inevitable, . 
these two gentlemen abandoned luxurious homes and well-filled store¬ 
houses to join their fate to the Southern Confederacy. I trust thej 
will not be forgotten in the final settlement. 

In concluding this report, already extended beyond my anticipations, 
it is proper that 1 should express the conviction, determined by some 
experience that, except for its political geographical positLom the Ter¬ 
ritory of New Mexico is not worth a quarter of the blood and treasure 
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expended in its conquest. As a field of military operations it possesses 
not a single element, except in the multiplicity of its defensible posi¬ 
tions. The indispensable element, food, cannot be relied on. During 
the last year, and pending the recent operations, hundreds of thousands 
of sheep have been driven off by the Fav^oes. Indeed, such were the 
complaints of the people in this respect that I had determined, as good 
policy, to encourage private enterprises against that tribe and the 
Apaches, and to legalize the enslaving of them. 

As for the results of the campaign, I have only to say that we have 
beaten the enemy in every encounter and against large odds; that from 
being the worst armed my forces are now the best armed in the country. 
We reached this point last winter in rags and blanketless. The army 
is now well clad and weU supplied in other respects. The entire cam¬ 
paign has been prosecuted without a doUar in the quartermaster’s de¬ 
partment, Captain Harrison not having yet reached this place. But, 
sir, I cannot speak encouragingly for the future, my troops having 
manifested a dogged, irreconcilable detestation of the country and 
the people. They have endured much, suffered much, and cheerfully; 
but the prevailing discontent, backed up by the distin^shed valor 
displayed on every field, entities them to marked consideration and 
indulgence. 

These considerations, in connection with the scant supply of pro¬ 
visions and the disposition of our own citizens in this section to de¬ 
preciate our currency, may determine me, without waiting for instruc¬ 
tions, to move by slow marches down the country, both for the purpose 
of remounting and recruiting our thinned ranks. 

Trusting that the management of this more than difficult campaign, 
intrusted to me by the Government, may prove satisfactory to the 
President, I have the honor, general, to be, your obedient servant,

Btporf of M(i0. Charles L. Pyron, Second Terns Cavalry. 

Socorro, N. Mbx., Febrmry 37, 18G2. 

Major : On the morning of the 21st instant I left our cami), opposite 
Fort Craig, with 180 men of my command, under Ca])taiu8 [JamesJ 
Walker and [Isaac C.] Stafford, Lieutenant Nicholson, of Captain Coop- 
wood’s Spy Company, and Lieutenant [William G.] Jett, Coini)any B, 
Second Eegiment Mounted Volunteers^ to reconnoiter the road I(«i(ling to 
the river near Valverde. Upon reaching the river I could see the wat oi‘, 
with none of the enemy intervening. I immediately dispatched a note 
to the general commanding, stating the road was clear and tlie water 
in sight, and proceeded leisurely to the river to water our horses, they 
having been over twenty-four hours without water. 

When I reached the woods I discovered a body of cavalry, which I 
supposed to be about four companies, and immediately gave chase, they 
TOthdrawing to my left. I followed until reaching the bank of a slong'h 
in the bottom, when I found myself in front of a large force of all arms. 
Immediately my men were formed along tiie bank, when the action 
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commenced, and for over one hour, by the courage and determination 
of the men, I was enabled to maintain the position in the unequal 
struggle, when I was relieved by the Fourth Eegiment Texas Mounted 
Volunteers, under the command of Lieut. Col. W. E. Scurry. 

For nearly two hours our joint commands held our position against 
odds of three to one. checking every attempt to outflank us and check¬ 
ing every effort to drive us back. The arrival of Teel’s battery of artil¬ 
lery was the first re-enforcement we received, but it was soon followed 
by Major Lockridge’s battalion, of the Fifth Eegiment Texas Mounted 
Volunteers, and about 1 o’clock Colonel G-reen reached the field and 
took command. 

Late in the afternoon a general charge was made along our line, by 
which a battery of artillery, consisting of six guns, was taken and their 
left driven back. 

Following rapidly up our successes, the enemy were driven back at 
all points, and the fi.eld of Valverde was won. 

It is proper to state that all the officers and men of my command 
behaved in the most gallant manner, and where all were equally brave 
it would be invidious to particularize. It is sufficient to say that it 
was a day on which deeds of personal valor were continually occurring. 

I cannot consent to close this report without bearing my testimony 
to the gallant bearing and personal valor of Colonels Green, Scurry, 
aud Sutton, and Majors Bagnet and Lockridge, and others equally 
courageous.

Beport of laeu/t. Col. WiMem B. Scurry, Fourth Texas Oaoalry. 

VAiiVEEDE, H. Mex., February 22, 1862. 

Majob : Early on the morning of yesterday, while the army was 
encamped on the east side of the Eio Grande, opposite Fort Craig, I 
received orders to march with my command. Fourth Eegiment Texas 
Mounted Volunteers, and take possession at as early an hour as practi¬ 
cable of some point on the river above Fort Craig at which water might 
bo obtained. By 8 o’clock the regiment took up the line of march, 
accompanied by Capt. George M. Frazier, of Major Pyron’s battalion, 
with his company acting as guide for the command. Supposing that we 
were the advance of the army, to prevent surprise I ordered Major H. 
W. Eagnet to take the advance, with four companies and Captain Fra¬ 
zier’s company, throwing out at the same time front and flank patrols, 
lu a short time I learned that Major Pyron, with 180 men, was in our 
advance. Aware of the great vi^ance of that active officer, 1 recalled 
Major Bagnet and reunited the regiment. A report was received from 
Major Pyron that the road was clear of the enemy and the river in 
sig'ht; but in a short time a second message was received, through Capt. 
John PhOlips, from the major, informing me that large masses of th^ 
S3 B B~-YOL IX 
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enemy were in his front and threatening an attach. As his force was 
but small, I was fearful that he would be overpowered before we could 
reach him, and accordingly pushed forward, guided by Captain Phillips, 
as rapidly as our horses could carry us, to his relief, and found him gal¬ 
lantly maintaining a most unequal contest against vastly superior num¬ 
bers. Dismounting my command, we formed on his right and joined 
in the conflict. For near two hours we held our position in front of an 
enemy now known to be near 6,000 strong, while our own forces were 
not over 700 in number. Immediately upon reaching the field Captain 
Frazier joined the command to which he belonged, where he did good 
service during the remainder of the day. 

Upon opening fire with the light howitzer battery, under Lieut. John 
Eiley, it was found to be ineffectual against the heavier metal of the 
enemy. It was therefore ordered to cease firing and be withdrawn un¬ 
der cover. 

At about 1 o’clock Captain Teel, with two guns of his battery, 
reached the ground. Being placed in position on our right he opened 
a galling fire upon the left flank of the enemy, whereupon the enemy 
commenced a frrious cannonade upon him from their entire battery, 
consisting of eight guns. So heavy was their fire that the captain 
soon found himself with but five men to work the two guus. A bomb 
exploding under his pieces had set the grass on fire; still, this gallant 
officer held his position and continued his firing upon the enemy, him¬ 
self seizing the rammer and assisting to load the piece. 

Seeing his situation, I ordered Lieutenant Eiley, with his command, 
to join him and assist in the efficient working or the guns. During 
the balance of the day this brave little band performed the duty as¬ 
signed them. Judging by the heavy firing on the loft that Major 
Pyron was hard pressed. Captain Teel, with more of his guns, which 
had just reached the ground, was dispatched to his relief. Msgor 
Eagnet, with four companies of the regiment, was ordered to maintain 
our position there. I remained on the right with the balance of my 
command and two pieces of Teel’s battery, under Lieut. J. 11. McGinnis, 
to hold in check the enemy, who wore moving in large force in that di¬ 
rection to turn our flank. About this time Major Lockridge, of the 
Fifth Eegiment, arrived on the field and reported himself with a portion 
of that command. He was ordered to join our troops on the left. 
During all this lime the fire of the enemy had been extremely heavy, 
while, owing to the shorter range of most of our guns, our fire was re¬ 
served until they should approach sufficiently near our position to 
come within range of our ai-ms, when they were invariably repulsed 
with loss. Soon after the arrival of Major Lockridge Colonel Green 
reached the field and assumed command. 


■^t about 3 o’clock in the afternoon, in extending our line to prevent 
the enemy from toning our right, I found myself with only two com- 
panies, Captain [Wilham P.] Hardeman’s and [James M.l Crossou’s, 
opposed to a force numbering some 400 men, the other four companies 
being several hundretl yards to my left. It was there that that darinc 
charge was made by Captain Lang, of the Fifth Eegiment, with a small 
body of lancers. But desperate courage was ineffectual against great 
odds and superior arms, and this company there sustained the greatest 
loss of hie ot any company of the brigade. This charge, otherwise un¬ 
fortunate, had the effect of bringing the enemy within range of our 

ffTinT Wn’t Captain Teel’s battery and the small-arms 

01 Captains Hardeman’s and Crosson’s companies opened an effective 
fire upon them, before which they rapidly retreated with considerable 
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loss. Just before sunset Lieut. Thomas P. Ochiltree, of General Sib¬ 
ley’s staf^ brought an order to prepare for a charge sdl along the Une. 

All prepared for its prompt execution, and when the words “ Up 
boys, and at them!” were given, straight at their battery of six guns 
supported by columns of infantry and cavalry, some 700 yards in front 
of our position, went our brave volunteers, unmindful of the driving 
storm of grape and canister and musket balls sent hurling around them. 
With yells and ringing shouts they dashed on and on, until the guns 
were won and the enemy in full retreat before them. After carrying 
the batto^ their guns were turned upon themselves. Captains Harde¬ 
man and Walker manning those on the right. Lieutenant Eagnet, of 
Riley’s battery, being on the ground, I placed one gun in his charge, 
manning it with such of the men as were nearest. The rammer being 
gone, a flag-staff was used in its stead. Captain Teel coming up, an 
effective fire was kept up as long as the enemy was in reach. In the 
mean time a most timely and gallant charge was made by Major Eagnet 
from our left, thus effecting a favorable diversion at the moment of our 
charge upon their battery. This charge by Major Eagnet and his com¬ 
mand was characterized by desperate valor. 

In the last brilliant and successful charge, which decided the fortunes 
of the daj^ there were six companies of the Fourth Eegiflient Texas 
Mounted v ohmteers, under their respective captains, Hardeman, Cros- 
son, [Charles M.1 Lesueur, [W. W.] Foard, [George J.] Hampton, and 
D. xV.J Hunn. Besides those, I saw Captains [John S.] Shropshire, 
J. G.] Killough, and [H. A.] McPhaill, of the Fifth Regiment, and 
Captain Walker, of Major Pyron’s battalion. 

The bravo and lamented Major Lockridge, of the Fifth Regiment, 
fell almost at the muzzle of the enemy’s guns. 

Major Pyron was also in the thickest of the fray, and contributed 
much by his example to the success of the charge, as did also Lieu¬ 
tenant Ochiltree, of the general’s staff. 

There were others there whom I now regret my inability to name. 
Where all, both ofScers and men, behaved so weU it is impossible to 
say who is the most deserving of praise. The enemy retired across 
the river, and were in full retreat when Maijor Eagnet, Captains Shan¬ 
non, Adair, [W. L.] Alexander, [Charles] Buckholts, and Lieut. A. S. 
Thurmond reached the field with their companies, mounted. I asked 
and obtained permission from Colonel Green to cross the river with 
these companies to pursue the fiying foe. 

When the head of the column reached the opposite shore we were 
ordered to return. Hight closed in on the hard-won field of Valverde. 
This brilliant victory, which, next to Heaven, we owe to the heroic 
endurance and unfaltering courage of our volunteer soldiers, was not 
won without loss. Of the regiment which I have the honor to command 
there were 8 killed and 56 wounded, 2 of which were mortal. 

It affords me great pleastire to be able to bear testimony to the calm, 
cool, and discriminating courage of Col. Thomas Green during the fight. 
Major Pyron also deserves great credit for his soldiery bearing from 
the commencement to the close of the battle. Of the general’s staff, 
Major Jackson was early on the ground, as was also Major Brownrigg, 
Captain Dwyer, and Lieutenant Ochiltree, actively engaged in the dis¬ 
charge of the duties assigned them. Each of these gentlemen exhib¬ 
ited that high courage which I hope will ever distinguish the officers of 
the anny. To Majors Jackson and Brownrigg I am under obligatious 
for valuable aid in the early part of the action. 

It is due to the acijutant of this regiment, EUsberry B.Lane, that I 
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should not close this report without stating that he was actively and 
bravely engaged in the discharge of his duties on horseback until his 
horse failed, when, taking a gun, he entered the ranks of Captain 
Hampton’s company, and did duty as a private during the remainder of 
the day.

Report of Maj. Henry W. Bagnet, Fourth Texas Cavalry. 

Camp Vaxveede, Aemt of New Mexico, 

February 23,1862. 

Majob : About sunrise on the 21st instant, while in camp opposite 
Port Craig, I was ordered by Lieutenant-Colonel Scurry to take four 
companies of the Fourth Texas Mounted Volunteers, to which would be 
added Captain Frazier’s company, from Major Pyrou’s battalion, and 
march as an advance to the river at the best point for approaching it 
above the fort, supposed to be about 6 miles distant. Alter marching 
about 3 miles I was ordered to halt and join Lieutenant-Colonel Scuri*y, 
who was approaching with other companies of the regiment and Lieu¬ 
tenant EUey’s artillery. 

Our course was then changed for a nearer point on the river. After 
a half-hour’s march, while descending a caiion, the rapid advance of the 
head of our column gave notice that we were approaching the enemy, 
and, emerging into the valley, the firing of skirmishers told that Major 
Pyron, who had been marching on our loft fiank, was already engaged 
with the enemy. A half-mile gallop brought us within range of the 
enemy’s artillery, when Lientenant-Clolonel Scuiry ordered us to dis¬ 
mount and advance, when we were soon within range of their small- 
arms, and took position on the right of Major Pyron, behind a low 
bank, about 9 a. m. 

After we had taken this position about half an hour the enemy moved 
up on our right, with the evident intention of fiankiug us, which at the 
time would have been fatal, when Lieutenant-Colonel Scuny, dividing 
the command, assigned that position to me, and movodl up to the posi¬ 
tion occupied by him during the day, and checked their advance. 

The troops at this time with me were Major Pyron, with his battalion 
of 180 men, under Captains Walker, Stafford, and Frsmer, and Lieu¬ 
tenants Nicholson and Jett, and four companies of the Fourth Eegi- 
ment, under Captains [A. J.] Scarborough, Buckholts, Ueuvcl, and 
Alexander. 

About noon one piece of Captain Teel’s batteiy, under Lieutenant 
[James] Bradford, was added to my position, which did good service until 
the heavier metal of the enemy silenced it. Soon after the arrival of this 
gun Major Lockiidge arrived with three companies of the Fifth Eegi- 
meut Texas Mounted Voluntews, under Captains [John S.] Shropshire, 
[G. W.] Campbell, and [Daniel H.] Eagsdale, and Major Pyron, and 
Lieutenant Bradford’s commands were withdrawn to the right. Major 
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Lockridge called my attention to the gun, -which had been partly dis¬ 
abled and silenced, on our left, at the foot ot the mesa, -where it had 
been placed in an endeavor to disable the enemy’s battery on the -west 
bank of the river. I ordered Company B, Fourth Eegiment, Captain 
Scarborough, to the rescue, and with part of that company, under their 
captain and Sergeant Helson, of Company H, Fourth Regiment, Cap¬ 
tain Alexander, and some of that company, I succeeded in drawing the 
gun by hand from its perilous position amid the hottest cannonading 
on that part of the field, losing only 1 man killed and a few -wounded. 

The horses of this gun had nearly all been killed by the enemy’s 
ai'tillery. This gun was then used by three of Lieutenant Riley’s com¬ 
pany, assisted by a few others, until I ordered the fire discontinued for 
want of gunners, leaving it double-shotted, to await an anticipated 
charge of the enemy. The enemy threatened us in such great numbers 
and their fire was so heavy that Major Lockridge and myself each sent 
messengers to Colonel Green for re-enforcements; failing to get which^ 
Major Lockridge deemed it pnident to fall back to a sand bank, about 
100 yards in our rear, which was done by companies, after the artillery 
and the wounded had been removed. This gave ns a better position, 
as the ground was somewhat broken in front. 

The section of Teel’s artillery was now withdrawn to the right, leav¬ 
ing only one howitzer, under Lieutenant Woods, who had arrived at our 
new position. Lieutenant-Colonel Sutton now arrived on the field, ap¬ 
proaching in our rear, when a messenger was dispatched asking that he 
be ordered to remain by us. 

He soon marched up to the right and then returned. Major Lock¬ 
ridge now told me that we were to move up and join the forces on the 
right for a charge; that he would cover any movement to get my horses, 
which were on the left and rear. Ordering the companies of the Fourth 
Eegiment to horse, I soon marched up on the right in the rear of the 
rest of the command, dismounted, and ordering the companies then 
with me, under Captains Buckholts, Heuvel, and Alexander, of the 
Fourth, and Captain Ragsdale, of the Fifth, into line to advance. 

Colonel Green rode up and ordered me to reserve my command for 
a charge as cavalry. Ho sooner were we mounted than an order came 
by Major Pyron to move down on the left and menace the enemy, now 
flanking us in large force. Marching down to within 600 yards I dis¬ 
mounted my command under cover, when I was joined by Captain Scar¬ 
borough, of the Fourth, and received an order -through Captain Dwyer 
to charge the enemy. 

Aligning in single rank, I charged to -within about 100 yards of the 
enemy’s lines, composed of infantry, supported by cavalry on each flank 
and in the rear and liy artillery on their right, when, looking back, 
I saw great confusion from the wounded and fallen horses, for we had 
aligned and advanced under the heavy fire of their infantry and artil¬ 
lery. I thought we could not break their lines, and ordered my command 
to fall back and rally at the sand bank which we had left on our rear 
and left. When I had arrived at the sand bank I ibnnd that most of 
my command had passed it for some others stiU on their left, and that 
the position was untenable, as the enemy’s artillery now raked it. 1 
ordered those there to foUow those yet in advance, and, rallying, we 
could return. 

Finding Lieutenant Woods, -with one ho-witzer, uselessly exposed 
under the enemy’s fire, I ordered him to a position between me enemy 
and the train, to protect it as well as he co^d, and ordering such of my 
command as 1 met to join in the action on the right, I gaRoped do-wn,

tteu too late, however, to participate in that hrilliaiif cliarffi' wliich 
gave us the victory. 

A few moments after reaching the river bank Lieutenant-Colonel 
Scurry asked permission of Colonel Green to cross and imrsue the enemy 
with some fresh companies that had just come up, which poraiission 
being granted, I joined with my command who were present, and as 
the head of our column gained the opposite shore wo wore ordered 
back. Shortly after the arrival of the flag of truce ended the battle of 
Valverde after sunset. 

During the entire day my position on the left was under a constant 
fixe of the enemy’s heaviest artillery, and their small-arms, wliose 
longer range enabled them to keep out of our small-arm range. ‘Wlion 
they threatoied an advance and would reach our aim they were re¬ 
pulsed. 

The gallant Major Lockridge, of the Fifthj while in command of the 
left, won the admiration of all who saw him, and whose regrets are 
now mingled with those of his other friends at his death. The brave 
Heuvel, of this command, who fell in the charge he had so impatiently 
waited for, added another to the list of our gallant dead at ViUverdo. 

For the officers and privates whom I had the honor to command on 
that day I can well say that they have never faltered in their dangerous 
duty; and for those, less than 200, whom I led to tlie charge against 
more than eight times their numbers, together with artillery, the recital 
of the act is their praise. This charge, though at the cost of nearly 
one-fifth the men and horses in killed and wotmded, succeeded in check¬ 
ing the flank movement of the enemy in time to enable, the charge 
which won the day to be made.

Report of Col. Thomas Green, Fifth Texas Ga/oalry. 

Oamp Valverde, N. Mex., 

February 22, 1802. 

Sir : I have the honor of submitting to yozi the following report of 
the battle of Valverde, fought on yesterday by a part of tlie brigade of 
General Sibley, under my command: 

While in the act of turning Fort Craig, on the east side of the Hio 
Grande, Major Pyron, with 200 men, was sent to roconuoiter, ciirly on 
iie morning of the 21st, the route around the mesa, north of th<‘ ffirt, 
ind secure a footing on the river above. While Major Pyron was u])- 
woaching the river with his command the enemy aiipeared in consider- 
iible numbers between his command and the river on the north of the 
uesa, and opened on him, about 8 o’clock, a heavy fire of artillery and 
mall-arms. The gallant Pyron, with his brave little force, kept up the 
negual contest for an hour or two, xmtil the Jirrival of Lieutenant ■ 
Jolonel Scurry with a part of his regiment, and Lieutenant Kiloy’s 
owitzer battery. Scurry took position on the right of Pyron, and both 
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kept tip the contest and maintained their position behind a low line of 
sandhills. About this time one section of Captain Teel’s battery came 
up and took position and replied to the fire of the enemj. 

At 12 o’clock, while, under the orders of the general, I was threaten¬ 
ing the fort on the south side of the mesa, I received his orders to move 
up, with all niy disposable force, to the support of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Scurry and Major Pyron, after leaving a sufficient force to protect the 
train which was then moving from our late camp around the mesa to 
the battle ground, and which was stretched out for several miles. Our 
train was threatened by a considerable body of troops of the enemy, 
who made their appearance on the mesa. Detaching Lieutenant-Colo¬ 
nel Sutton’s command and a detachment from my own regiment to 
protect the train, I moved up, with as much speed as practicable, with 
eight companies of my regiment, sending forward Major Lookridge, 
with the two companies of lancers, under Captains Lang and [Jerome 
B.] McCown. My companies were placed in the line of battle, between 
Pyron on the left and Scurry on the right, except three, which were 
sent by me, under Lieutenant-Colonel pBl. C.] McNeill, to drive the 
enemy from the north point of the mesa, where they were annoying our 
left and threatening our train. 

After these dispositions I moved up to the line of battle myself, and 
by the orders of tUe general took command of the forces present. The 
enemy during the day, and, with little intermission, kept up a brisk 
cannonade upon which our 6-pounders, under Captain Teel, re¬ 

plied with effect. The enemy repeatedly advanced with their skir¬ 
mishers to near oiir lines, killing many of our horses tied in the rear. 

About 3 p. m. a most galling fire was opened upon Lieutenant-Col¬ 
onel Scurry’s cominand, on our right, by 300 or 400 of the enemy’s rifle¬ 
men. Captain Lang, of the Fifth Eegiment, with about 40 of his lan¬ 
cers, made at tbis time one of the most gallant and furious charges on 
these light troops of the enemy ever witnessed in the annals of battles. 
His little troop was decimated, and the gallant captain and Lieuten¬ 
ant Bass severely wounded—^the latter in seven places. The enemy 
were repulsed by tins gallant charge, and our right was for some time 
unmolested. 

Largo bodies of tihe enemy’s infantiy having crossed the river about 
3.30 p. m., bringiug- over with them sis pieces of splendid artillery, took 
position in front of us, on the bank of the river, at a distance of 600 
yards. In addition to this body of troops two 24-pounder howitzers 
were placed on our left flank by the enemy. These were supported by 
a riigiment of infantry and a regiment of cavalry. The heaviest fire of 
the whole day was opened about this time on our left, which was under 
the command of tlxe gallant Lockridge. Our brave men on that part 
of the line maintained the unequal fight with desperate courage, though 
overwhelmingly oxxtnumbered. Lieutenant-Colonel Sutton, now com¬ 
ing up with part of his battalion, took position on our left . 

The enemy, now being on our side of the river, opened upon us a 
tremendous me of round shot, grape, and shell. Their force in num¬ 
bers was vastly sixperior to ours; but, having the most unbounded 
confidence in the courage of our troops, I ordered a charge on their 
battery and infantry of regulars in front, and at the same time Miyor 
Eagnet, of the Fourth, with four companies of the same, and Captain 
Eagsdaie’s company, of the Fifth, were directed by me to charge as 
cavalry upon the infantry and Mexican cavalry and me two 24-poimder 
howitzers on our loft flank. 

Our dismounted froops in front were composed of parts of the Fourth 
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and Fifth Eegiments Texas Mounted Volunteers and parts of Lieuten- 
ant-Oolonel Sutton’s and most of Pyron’s battalions, and Teel’s, Filey’s, 
and Wood’s batteries of artillery, numbering; about 750 on the ground. 
Major Eagnet’s cavalry numbered about 250, making about 1,000 men 
in the charge. 

At the command to charge, our men leaped over the sand bank, wnich 
had served as a good covering to them, and dashed over tlie open plain, 
thinly interspersed with cottonwood trees, upon the battery and in¬ 
fantry of the enemy in front, composed of United States Eegulars and 
Denver Oity Volunteers, and in a most desperate charge and hand-to- 
hand conflict completely overwhelmed them, killing most of their gun¬ 
ners around their cannon and driving the infantry into the river. Ifever 
were double-barreled shot-guns and rifles used to better ellect. A large 
number of the enemy were killed in the river with shot-guns and six- 
shooters in their flight. ^ ^ ^ 

WhUe we were occupied with the enemy in front Major Eagnet 
made a gallant and most timely charge upon the infantry and cavalry 
of the enemy on our left flank. This charge was made against ten 
times the number of Eagnet’s force, and although we suftered severely 
and were compelled to fall back, he effected the object of his mission, 
and occupied the attention of our powerful enemy on the left, while our 
dismounted men were advancing upon those in front and running them 
into the river. 

So soon as the enemy had fled in disorder from our terrible lire in 
front we turned upon his infantry and cavalry and 24-i)ounders on our 
left flank, just engaged by Major Eagnet. We charged them as we had 
those in front, but they were not made of as good stuff as the regulars, 
and a few fires upon them with their own artillery and Teel’s guns, a 
few volleys of small-arms, and the old Texas war-shout completely dis¬ 
persed them. They fled from the field, both cavalry and infantry, in 
the utmost disorder, many of them dropping their guns to lighten their 
heels, and stopping only under the walls of the fort. Our victory was 
complete. The enemy must have been 3,000 strong, while our force act¬ 
ually engaged did not exceed 600. Six splendid pieces of artillery and 
their entire equipage fell into our hands: also many fine small-arms. 

This splendid victory was not achieved without severe loss to us. 

Major Lockridge, of the Fifth, fell at the mouth of the enemy’s guns, 
gallantly leading our brave troops to the assault. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Sutton, of the Seventh, fell mortally wounded at. 
the head of his battalion while assaulting tJie enemy’s battery. 

Several of our officers were desperately wounded; K()m(* ol‘ t.luun no 
doubt mortally. Among them are the gallant Captain Lang, of the 
Lancers, and Lieutenant Bass, both of Company B, and ifieut. J). A. 
Hubbard, of Company A, Fiftn Eegiment. 

Captain Heuvel, of the Fourth, fell in the gallant cavalry charge of 
Major Eagnet. He was one of the most distinguished of the herocis of 
the day. Like the gallant Lang, of the Fifth, he could not appr(H5ial(^ 
odds in a battle. 

I cannot say enough in praise of the gallantry of our surviving offi¬ 
cers and men. It would be invidious to mention names. Were I to do 
so, the rolls of captains, lieutenants, and men would have to be her<^ in¬ 
serted. 1 will only mention the principal field and staff in the engage¬ 
ment. The cheering voice of Lieutenant-Colonel S<jurry was heard 
where the bullets fell thickest on the field. Lieutenant Colonel McNeill, 
and the gallant Major Pyron, who has been before mentioned, displayed 
the most undaunted courage. Major Eagnet, of the Fourth, tliough

woTinded, remained at Ms post, and retired not nntil the field was won. 
These were the field officers present, as I have jnst stated. The cap¬ 
tains, lieutenants, and men in the action displayed so much gallantry 
that it would be invidious to nxake distinctions. They fought with equal 
valor and are entitled to equal credit with the field and staff here men¬ 
tioned. 

1 will not close tMs rei)ort without a jnst meed of praise to the gen¬ 
eral staff, who served me as aides-de-camp during the day. Ool. W. L. 
llobards was in the dashing charge of the gallant Lang, and wounded 
in several places. 

Oapt. Tom P. Ochiltree, aide-de-camp to General Sibley, was ex- 
cco<liugly useful to me on the field and active during the whole en¬ 
gagement. He assisted me in the most critical moment to cheer our 
men to the assault. He deserves the highest praise for his undaunted 
chivalry and coolness, and 1 recommend him to the general for promo¬ 
tion. 

Captain Dwyer was also very useful, gallant, and active during the 
whole act ion. 

I cannot close without the mention of Captain Frazier, of the Ari¬ 
zona Volunteers. To him, more tlian all others, wo are indebted for 
the sueci'sslul turning of i^ort Craig. He led us over the high ground 
around (he mesa to the east of the Ibrt, where we at all times had the 
advantage of the enemy in case he had attacked us in the act of turn¬ 
ing the fort. 

I will oidy ])er8onalize further by the mention of my own regimental 
staff. 

Hergl. Maj. C. B. Sheppard shouldered his gun and fought gallantly 
in the ranks of Captain MePhailPs company in the cMirge. Lieut. 
Jos(‘i)h D. Sayers, adjutant of the Fifth, during the whole day, re- 
luimled me of a hero of the days of chivalry. He is a gallant, daring, 
and tlashing soldier, and is as cool in a storm of grape, shell, canister, 
and musketry as a veteran. I recommend him, through the general, 
to the President for promotion.

Since which time Lieutenant-Colonel Sutton, of the Seventh, and 2 
privates of the Fifth, and 2 of Teel’s battery, have died from wounds 
received in battle. 

The enemy’s loss was far greater than ours. The precise number 
cannot be ascertained by ixs, as many were killed in the river, and as 
the enemy’s white (lag, asking permission to gather up their dead and 
w<)nnde<l, came almost before the sound of the last cannon had ceased 
to Miverberate in tluj hills.. It is confidently asserted and believed by 
many of our officers and men that the enemy, under the flag of truce, 
pi<!ked iq) many small-arms and carried them off with the dead-wagons} 
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that they also carried off their two 24-pouiider lowitzors which were 
left by titiem in the river. It is certain that during the cessation of 
hostilities they picked up a company flag and guidon of my regiment, 
left on the field during our charge, while they were gathering up their 
wounded and dead; and it is said these are considered by them as 
trophies. I do not laelieve that the commanding officer of the enemy 
is aware of these facts, as he would not have spoken of stolen flags as 
trophies. 

I think, from the best information in my possession, that the enemy’s 
loss mast have been in killed and wounded at least 350 or 400. Among 
their killed were several gallant officers. The gallant McEae fell at 
his guns. Several other captains and lieutenants were killed. Cap¬ 
tain EosseU, of the Tenth U. S. Infantry, and several privates of the 
Fifth and Tenth Infantry and Denver City Volunteers, were taken 
prisoners.

Genesal : I have received a verbal express from General Sibley, 
the numerous parties of Mexicans in the employ of the enemy render¬ 
ing it dangerous to write. Our forces turned the enemy’s position by 
crossing the river to the east side, which drew him out of his intrench- 
ments, and an engagement ensued just above Fort Craig, which com¬ 
menced about 9 o’clock on the morning of February 21, and lasted, 
with little intermission until near sunset, when the enemy was driven 
in confhsion from the field. We captured seven pieces of artillery and 
a considerable number of small-arms were picked up. Much of the 
Mexican portion of the enemy fled to the hills. The regulars and 
Pikers P^k Volunteers returned to the fort. Our forces wore en¬ 
camped on the field when my informants left. Our loss is stated at 
38 kflled and 106 wounded. Major Lockridge is recollected as one of 
the killed. General Sibley had been sick some days irrevious to the 
action, and the command devolved upon Col. Thomas Green, who was 
in command most of the day. General Sibley being unable to remain 
long upon the field. 

This account agrees with the information I had a few days previous 
as to the contemplated movement. I received this intelligence the day 
after the stage left for San Antonio and have delayed writing, hoping 
to get some more particulars, but as yet have none.

Report of Copt. Powhata/n Jorda/n, Seventh Texas Cavalry. 

In Oamp rear Socorro, N. Mex., 

P^ua/ry 27, 1862. 

General ; I have the honor to report the First Battalion of the Sev¬ 
enth Regiment Texas Mounted Volunteers in the battle of Valverde, 
N. Mex., on February 21. The First Battalion of the Seventh Regi¬ 
ment, under command of Lieut. Ool. J. S. Sutton, vdth Companies C 
and H of the Fifth Regiment, were detailed as a guard for the trans¬ 
portation on the morning or the 21st. Before the train had gotten 
fairly out of camp we were apprised of the fight having commenced at 
Valverde Crossing of the Rio Grande by hearing the sullen roar of 
cannon. The train being in danger of attack, we were kept in position 
as the guard, and all thought for a time the Seventh would have no 
share in the confiict; but in about two hours after the commencement 
of the battle an officer appeared with the order for us to move on to the 
battle-field. Colonel Sutton detached from his command Companies A 
and F, of the Seventh, and Company C, of the Fifth, to remain, and 
then gave the order to forward, when the remainder of his command, 
consisting of Companies B, F, and I, of the Seventh, and F, of the 
Fifth, moved on to the scene of action. We went at a gallop, and 
were met on the field by Major Lockridge, who ordered us to take 
position on the left. We were here held for an hour or more, running 
the gauntlet by countermarch under a most galling and destructive 
fire from their batteries. 

While in this position we lost 2 men and some 3 horses killed. GChe 
battle having now continued several hours, the charge was ordered, 
and the Seventh was most gallantly led in the charge by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sutton, who fell mortally wounded when within 20 paces of 
the enemy’s battery. The battle was now soon ended, and victory was 
ours, though purchased by the Seventh with the death of the heroic 
Sutton. The Seventh did its duty bravely, nobly, all acting gallantly. 

To make mention of individuals would be unjust. They all shared 
equally the dangers of the field, and aU deserve equal praise. To Capt. 
Redden S. Pridgen and his company (H, of the Fifth), who acted with 
our command, we must give great credit for their coolness and gal¬ 
lantry, and wish himself and company to share with us whatever credit 
may Ml to our command. 

Accompanying is the list* of killed and wounded, together with the 
horses killed in the battle, as furnished me by captains of companies.

Report of Capt. Trevemon T. Teel, Texas Light Artillery. 

Came Lockridge, N. Mex., Fehrwtry 27,1862. 

S r: I have the honor to report to the general commanding the 


Not £>imd. 
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Ainiy of New Mexico the operations of the light battery which I had 
the honor to command in the battle of Valverde, N. Mex., on Febru¬ 
ary 21. 

I received orders on the morning of tbe 21st, at camp, 5 miles below 
the battle-ground, and opposite Fort Craig, to detach one section of 
the battery, under Lieutenant [James] Bradford, to march in the Iront 
of the column and head of the train to Valverde, and place the other 
section and remain myself in rear with the Second Eegiment of Sibley’s 
brigade, which orders were executed. 

About an hour after the head of the column had moved I received 
intelligence that a large body of the enemy’s cavalry, infantry, and 
artillery had taken up the line of march for Valverde. 

I then placed the section of the battery in command of Lieutenants 
[Jordan W.] Bennett and [Joseph H.] McGinnis, and went to the head 
of the column; before reaching the head of the train I heard the firing 
of the advance at Valverde. 


I found Lieutenant Bradford, with his section, at the head of the 
train, and ordered the pieces to the place of firing at a gallop, and in 
a few minutes it was placed in battery about the center of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Scurry’s re^ment, aud commenced firing upon the battery of 
the enemy and his line in a few minutes. I lost 1 man killed and 2 


wounded, which left but 6 cannoneers to man the two pieces. I then 
kept up the fire alternately with the pieces. Finding it impossible to 
use the pieces with steady and effective fire, I called upon Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sexmy for men to fill up the detachments of the guns, which 
were immediately sent from Lieutenant Riley’s company of howitzers. 
After sustaining the action for some time the enemy changed his front. 
I then placed the section in another position. 

Lieutenants Bennett and McGinnis having by this time reached our 
line, I’ordered them to place their section in battery, which they did, 
and opened upon the enemy with good effect. 

From the great length of the enemy’s line and his superior number 
I found it necessary to detach the pieces. Lieutenant Bradford was 
sent to the extreme left flank with his inece to support Majors Lock- 
ridge and Pyron’s commands, which had been engaged with the enemy 
for more than an hour; Lieutenant McGinnis, with his gun, on the 
right of Major Lockridge’s battalion; Lieutenant Bennett at the center 
of the right flank, and the other piece at the extreme right flank; 
Lieutenant Riley, with his battery of howitzers, on the left wing, and 
Lieutenant Woods, with his battery of howitzers, on the right wing. 
The different pieces and howitzers clnuiged positions, however, during 
the action as circumstances required, and w<‘r(^ used with effect when¬ 
ever the enemy presented a front or his battery in view. 

Having received orders that our troo]>s were about to charge the 
enemy, I placed the guns in battery upon the extreme right flank as a 
reserve, m case the charge was unsuccessfnl, so that I could open the 
toe of the enemy with raking shots or engage his battery until our 
troops would prevent my fltog by their closing with the enemy. The 
charge was made by our line, and in eight minutes his battery was 
captured aud his troops completely routed. Lieutenant Ochiltree 
aide-de-camp, rode back and ordered the guns forward, which order 
was executed, and soon the enemy’s guns, as well as ours, were opened 
on his retreating forces. Firing was kept up from our guns until the 
enemy’s rear was out of range of them; I then ordered the firing to 


I lost 4 men lolled, including 2 who died the day after the battle, 
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and 6 wounded; 25 horses killed and wounded, one gun partially dis¬ 
abled, and eight sets of harness rendered unserviceable. 

I refer with great iileasure to the gallant conduct of Lieutenants 
Bennett, McGinnis, and Bradford, of my company, as well as Lieuten¬ 
ants Eiley, Woods, Eagnet, and Palcrod, of the batteries of howitzers j 
also of the non-commissioned officers and privates of all the batteries. 

I cannot close my report without bearing testimony to the bravery 
and coolness of the officers under whom I acted during this sanguinary 
and well-contested battle. Colonel Green, and especially Lieutenant- 
Colonel Scurry, who so promptly manned iny guns from his regiment 
(the First), and who was present with my guns under the heavy fire in 
the morning, and whose voice was heard above the din of battle, and 
smoke, and flame, and death, encouraging the men to stand by their 
posts. Also the lamented Lockridge; Major Jackson, assistant adju¬ 
tant-general; Major Brownrigg, brigade commissary; Lieutenant-Col¬ 
onel McNeill and Lieutenant Ochiltree, aide-de-camp, who were rally¬ 
ing the men to the charge and were in the line leading on the troops ; 
also Captain Dwyer, of the staff, Colonel Eobards, and Major Eagnet. 
Also the deep obligations I am under to Lientenant-Colonel Scurry, 
and Captain Scarborough and his company, who hauled out a disabled 
piece by hand under a hot fire; to Captains Campbell, McPhaill, and 
Killough, and their respective companies, for the promptness and will¬ 
ingness with which they replaced the killed and wounded at my guns, 
many of their comrades having been killed and wounded while aiding 
in manning the battery during the action.

Headquaeters Camp Aeansas, Tex., 

February 22, 1862—^9 p. m. 

Goloitel: I have just returned to camp this moment, and hasten to 
communicate to you the movements of tiie enemy this evening. At 
3.30 o’clock this evening the enemy appeared "within 3 miles of our 
camp with two launches, captured a sloop boat bound for Corpus 
Ohristi, and took from her a lot of medicines and other articles for the 
Government—presume this command. Two or three of my men were 
oysteriug and gave the alarm. I immediately ordered out my com¬ 
mand, got aboard all the boats I could raise, and went in pursuit. We 
overtook one of the launches in Aransas Bay and engaged them. The 
wind was ahead, consequently we were prevented from capturing them, 
as they could out-travel us with their horses. They returned our fire, 
but none of our men were injured. We drove them within range of 
their guns. Fight coming on, we retired. 

I do not know what effect our Minie rifles had upon them, but I pre¬ 
sume some one must have been hurt. 

We should have re-enforcements and powder. I made a requisition, 
through Msgor Yager, when at San Antonio, for ammunition, but it 
has not arrived yet. All we want is powder for our two pieces of 
ordnance—6-pounders. 

The enemy is becoming quite bold and daring, and will destroy the 
commerce of these bays unless checked in their buccaneering. I shall 
do aU I can to annoy them and keep them back until we are better 
prepared. They have the advantage of us, possessing better boats 
and being more accustomed to them than we are. 

Excuse this hastily-written letter. I shall give further particulars 
of our skirmish this evening.

OoLONEL: I have the honor to report that in consequence of the 
near approach of the enemy, and his not having troops to defend the 
place, Captain Enos, assistant quartermaster, abandoned Albuquerque 
on the 2d instant, having first loaded up a train with his most valuable 
stores, started it to Santa F6, and destroyed the rest. His report is 
herewith inclosed. On the 4th instant I deemed it necessary to pursue 
the same course, as Santa F4 was not defensible, being commanded on 
all sides by hiUs, and the safety of the tram, composed of 120 wagons, 
loaded with the most valuable stores in the department, required a 
strong escort. Its value could not have been less than a quarter of a 
miUiou of dollars, and its safety was a matter of paramount importance. 
I am glad to say that it has arrived under the guns of Fort Union, and 
that the enemy has gained nothing of importance along the line. The 
force 1 brought from Santa F4 consists of Captain Lewis’ company. Fifth 
Infantry; Captain Ford’s company, Colorado Volunteers; Lieutenant 
Banks’ company (B), Third Cavalry, and two mounted howitzers, under 
Lieut. C. J. Walkerj Second Cavalry. Some volunteers also accom¬ 
panied me, under Lieut. Col. Manuel Chavez, but all of them except 
the lieutenant-colonel and some officers deserted on the march. I beg 
to call your attention to Capt. W. H. Lewis, Fifth Infantry, whose 
efficiency was of great service to me in evacuating the town and in 
conducting the tram to Union.

Report of Capt. Herlert M. Fnos, Assistant Quartermaster, U. 8. Army, 

Assistant Quartermaster’s Oppiob, 

Fort Union, N. Mex., March 11,1862. 

Major : I have the honor to make the following statement relating 
to the abandonment and destruction of the pubUo property under my 
charge at Albuquerque, N. Mex.: 

On the afternoon of the 1st instant I received reliable information 
that a body of Texans, about 400 strong, supposed to be the advance 
guard of the enemy, had reached the town of Belen, 36 miles below 
Albuquerque. Upon this intelligence I ordered that every prepara¬ 
tion be made for destroying the public stores, both quartermaster’s 
and subsistence, which could not be carried off. At about 6 p. m. one 
of my express riders came in and reported that a party of about 60 
had reached the town of Los Lunas- and captured a citizen train,_ lur¬ 
rying public stores. I had in the mean time loaded what ammunition 
and orlnauce stores the ordnance agent, Mr. Bronson, deemed im- 
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portaut to secure, and started them on the road to Santa F6. I had 
all the teams that were left, some eight or nine, harnessed and ready 
for moving at a moments warning, for the purpose of carrying the 
baggage of some militia and volunteer companies and 12 regular sol¬ 
diers, The latter were my only dependence, and I had assumed com¬ 
mand of them. 

The night passed without the appearance of the enemy, but believing 
that he would soon be upon me, and not hearing of any troops being 
on the way from Santa F6 to hold the town, I gave the order to fire the 
property at about 6.30 on the morning of the 2d instant. The destruc¬ 
tion would have been complete had it not been for the great rush of 
Mexican men, women, and children, who had been up the whole night, 
waiting anxiously for an opportunity to gratify their insatiable desire 
for plunder. The only property that was not burned consisted of 
molasses, vinegar, soap, and candles in the subsistence department, 
and a few saddles, carpenter’s tools, and office furniture in the quarter¬ 
master’s department. Most of these articles were carried off by the 
Mexicans. The destruction of the stores involved the destruction of 
the buildings containing them, as it would have been impossible with 
the force and the short time at my disposal to have removed the i)roi>- 
erty Irom the buildings in order that it might then be burned. Had 
I attempted to carry out this plan I am of the opinion that the native 
population would have overpowered me and saved the property for 
the enemy. 

The last wagons, five in number, which left the town wer<‘ escorted 
by Mexican volunteers and militia. While in camp near the puebla 
of Sandilla the train was attacked by deserters from the militia and 
volunteers, when the escort was thrown in confusion, and the robbers 
succeeded in carrying off three wagons, with a portion of the mules. 
Much credit is due to Wagon-master Eeilley for getting away with the 
remainder. 

Six wagons and teams which had been sent to the mountains foi 
fuel on themoming of the 1st instant, and afterwards ordered to move by 
the way of Gallisteo to Santa are missing, and I have been informed 
that they were attacked by Mexican robbers and the train carried off^

Report of Oapt. A. 8, Tlmrmond, Third Segment, 8ibleg’s Brigade, 

Otjbeeo, N. Mex., Mareh 19,1802. 

Sib : In making an official report of my entr}'' into this place, &c., J 
will furnish a transtript of the notes handed me by men whom I have 
myself found to be sound. 

Note 1.—At 9 a. m. March 3, Dr. F. E. Kavenaugh, in command of 
three Americans, demanded of Oapt. Francisco Aragon, U. S. Army, com¬ 
manding military post of Oubero, the surrender to him for the Confed¬ 
erate States of himself and command, consisting of Dr. Boyd, surgeon 
of post, 42 New Mexican soldiers, and 3 Americans, one of whom was 
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Sergeant WaM, bugler, TJ. S- Army, together with the post, and aU 
stores, arms, ammunition, and property, of whatsoever description, 
belonging thereto. Captain Aragon was allowed ten minutes to decide 
whether he would peaceably comply with the demand or resist. At 
the expiration of the time, he not having returned an answe^ one of 
EZavenaugh’s party was sent to receive the arms, which were formally 
demanded. The following correspondence will show the formal surren¬ 
der of the post to Dr. Kavenaugh and his regiment, to hold the same 
in the .name of the Confederate States of America, which said corre¬ 
spondence I herewith inclose.* 

The amount of property turned over will be accurately shown by 
the quartermaster’s invoices, which show a large and valuable lot of 
quartermaster’s, commissary, and ordnance stores. The surgery is also 
well supplied with valuable medicines, &c. There was not less than 
60 arms and 3,000 rounds of anununitiou turned over. Captain Ara¬ 
gon and company were furnished with arms and transportation suffi¬ 
cient to take and protect them to Albuquerque upon promise to deliver 
the Government property furnished them to the Confederate States 
Army officer commanding there. 

Upon taking command of the post Dr. Eavenaugh dispatched Mr. 
Eichmond Gillespie, one of his party, to take information to Albu¬ 
querque of the surrender of the post, and to procure assistance in hold¬ 
ing it. This trip was performed by Mr. Gillespie greatly to his credit, 
he having voluntarily risked his life a second time in passing without 
protection through a most dangerous portion of hostile Indian country 
to a post where he was not certain but what he might foil into the 
hands of the enemy. The successM execution of this hazardous trip 
brought to the protection of the post Capt. A. S. Thurmond, 0. S. 
Army, with 25 men of his command; arrived at Cubero on March 6, at 
2 p. m. 

Eext day the command was turned over to him by Dr. Kavenaugh. 

George Gardenhier, one of Dr. Kavenaugh’s party, has rendered 
most valuable services as assistant quartermaster and commissary, 
working incessantly in saving and protecting property belonging to 
those defenses. 

Mr. B. T. Thompson has, not only at the capture of the post, but 
always, been truly Southern, being a Tirginian by birth, and certainly 
his services were most efficient in carrying out the duties of adjutant, 
treating the enemy always with much leniency, but with the sternness 
and decision of a true Southern gentleman. 

In conversing with both friends and enemies I have found the above 
to be substantially true; yea, more than true, for such an act of bravery, 
under the circumstances, could not be expected from the number of 
men. Dr. Kavenaugh and Messrs. Thompson, Gillespie, and Garden¬ 
hier constituted the whole reliable force on the side of the Confederate 
States, and they, too, men who had been persecuted by the Federal 
Government. They were not only suspected but were known to be 
friends of the Confederate States, consequently there was but one game 
to play, and they did play it with profit to the Confederate States and 
great credit to themselves. The game would be in other countries 
called bluff, though it was not intended so by them, although it had 
that effect.

Beport of JfcToj. John M. OMvington, First Colorado Infa/ntry. 

Camp Lewis, near Pecos Church, N. Mex., 

March 2C, 1862. 

G-eneeal : I have the honor to submit to you the following report 
of the troops under my command on the 26th of March, 1862, at the 
battle of Apache Oaflon: 

The force consisted as follows; Company A, 60 men, Captain Wyn- 
koop 5 Company E, 60 men. Captain Anthony, and 60 men of Company 
D, Captain Downing, of the First Eegunent Colorado Infantry Volun¬ 
teers, and 28 men of Company C, 6 men of Company D, 6 men of Com¬ 
pany—, 10 men of Company K, Third Cavalry, under Captain Howland 
and Lieutenants WaU and Falvey; 60 men of Company E, Third Cav¬ 
alry, commanded by Captain Walker and Lieutenant Banks; 60 men 
of Companies D and G, First Cavalry, under Captain Lord and Lieu¬ 
tenant Bernard (all of the U. S. Army), and 88 men of Company F, 
First Eegiment Cavalry Colorado Volunteers, under Cai)tain Cook 
and Lieutenants Helson and Marshall; making the total force on our 
side 418 men. We marched from Bernal Springs for Santa Fd at 3 
o’clock p. m. of the 26th instant, intending to surprise the enemy in 
small force at that place. After a march of 36 miles, and learning we 
were in the vicinity of the enemy’s pickets, we halted about midnight, 
and at 2 o’clock a. m. on the 26th Lieutenant Nelson, with 20 men, was 
sent out to surprise their pickets, which they did, and ca])tured them 
at 10 o’clock a. m. The detachment again moved lorward, and just as 
we entered the canon (Apache) discovered the advance guard of the 
foe and captured two lieutenants. In a few minutes they planted 
their battery and began to throw grape and shell among us. In 
double-quick Companies A and E, First Colorado Volunteers, were de¬ 
ployed as skirmishers to the left and on the mountain side, and Company 
D, First Colorado Volunteers, was deployed as skirmishers to the right 
on the r joimtaiu side, and an order was given that the cavalry be held

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in readiness to charge whenever the cannon were about to retreat. 
Soon our men from the mountain sides made it too hot for their gunners, 
and they Ml hack about miles and took another and more advan¬ 
tageous position, completely covering the sides of the mountains with 
their skkmishers to support their guns in the canon below them. 

Having moan time assembled our skirmishers in the cafion, we again 
deployed Company D, First Colorado Volunteers, on the right, and 
Companies A and E, First Colorado Volunteers, on the left, and dis¬ 
mounted all the cavalry and deploy ed them as skirmishers, except 
Comiiany F, First Colorado Volunteers, Captain Cook, who was ordered 
to charge them the moment they gave way before the fire of our in¬ 
fantry. After a contest of an hour they began to prepare for another re¬ 
treat, and by this time Company D, Captain Downing, had well-nigh 
Ilanked them, so as to cut off their retreat. Captain Cook and Lieuten¬ 
ants Helson and Marshall leading the way. Company F now made a 
flying charge on the enemy, running over and trampling them under 
the horses’ feet. Captain Downing with his men, and Lieutenant Ber¬ 
nard with Company C, Third Cavalry, poured into him a sharp fire from 
the right, which drove him up a caiion on the left side of the main 
caiion, when Companies A and E, First Colorado Volunteers, took a 
large number of prisoners. It now being sundown, and we not know¬ 
ing how near the enemy’s re-enforcements might be, and having no 
cannon to oppose theii’s, hastened to gather up our dead and wounded 
and several of the enemy’s, and then fell back to Pigeon’s Eanch and 
encamped for the night. 

Our loss was 6 killed and 14 wounded. The loss of the enemy was, 
as wo ascertained from their own accounts, 32 killed, 43 wounded, and 
71 taken prisoners.

Report of Copt. Oha/rles J, Walker, Second U. S. Oanalry, including 
engagement at Qlorieta, March 28. 

Fort Craig, H. Mbx., May 20,1862. 

Sir : In compliance with orders from the Headquarters of the South 
Military District, Fort Craig, H. Mex., of May 18, 1862, requiring a 
detailed report of the operations of my company or command in the 
recent actions of Apache Canon and Pigeon’s Eanch, I have the honor 
to state that on the morning of the 26th of March last my company, 
forming a part of the cavalry command under Oapt. G. W. Howhind, 
Tliird Cavalry, moved foom Gray’s Eanch, near the old Pecos Church, 
in tlie direction of Johnson’s Eanch, in Aixache Caiion, a point near 
which we reached about 2 o’clock p. m. We here discovered the enemy, 
about 2.")0 or 300 strong, some 400 or 600 yards in fi-<mt of us. They 
had t/wo pieces of artillery in position on the road, and were awaiting 
us As soon as our co''umn appeared they opened fire with their bat¬ 
tery, and, though they kept it up between five and ten minutes at close 
range, did us no damage. They then retired with their guns, and our 
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entire force, infantry and cavalry, advanced about COO or 800 yards far¬ 
ther on the road. At this point my company was ordered to dismount 
and assist Captain Wynkoop’s company of Colorado Volunteers in 
clearing the hflls to the left and front of our position. Some little skir¬ 
mishing occurred after this at long range, but the enemy fell back so 
rapidly that we scarcely got sight of them. 

By this time the firing had ceased at every point of the field and 
the troops were recalled to the road, where my company remained 
until about 9.30 o’clock that night, when I retired to Pigeon’s Eanch 
and rejoined Colonel Chivington. Next morning we marched to old 
Pecos Church, at which place Colonel Slough united all of the forces. 
On the following morning (March 28) the entire command, my com¬ 
pany in advance, moved to Pigeon’s Eanch, where we halted about 
an hour and a half, after which we started on. We had not, however, 
proceeded more than 600 or 700 yards before we discovered the enemy 
in force immediately in front of us. They, as on the 26th, had their 
artillery (three pieces) in the road, ready to receive us. As soon as 1 
learned the position of their guns I at once moved into the timber on 
our left, and dismounted my company and commenced skirmishing on 
foot. About this time Captain EittePs battery arrived, and, supported 
by the infantry, took position in the road on my right. As soon as ho 
opened on the enemy’s guns my company was ordered to mount and 
follow the colonel commanding. I followed Colonel Slough, in obe¬ 
dience to this order, for a half or three-quarters of an hour, by which 
time the action had become general. I was then ordered to occu])y 
the high ridge running obliquely back Irom the road and on the right 
of Pigeon’s house. I did so, and held that position during the remain¬ 
der of the day, or at least until our forces had retired from the field. 
While in this position we at several times during the day had some 
skirmishing with the enemy in small parties. The company, though 
under fire a great part of the day, accomplished nothing that I remem¬ 
ber of special importance, though they did all that the position assigned 
them required. The ofiBlcer (Lieut. Sidney Banks) and men behaved 
handsomely whenever brought under the enemy’s fire, and gave every 
evidence of a willingness and determination to do any duty that might 
be required of them. The strength of the company (B, Third TJ. S. Cav¬ 
alry) during these two actions was one officer (Lieut. Sidney Banks, 
Third Cavalry) besides myself and about 40 or 46 enlisted men.

Kozlowski’s Eanoh, Ma/reh 29,1862. 

Colonel: Learning from our spies tliat tlie enemy, about 1,000 
strong, were in the Apache Canon and at Johnson’s Eanch beyond, I 
concluded to reconnoiter in force, with a view of ascertaining the posi¬ 
tion of the enemy and of harassing them as much as possible; hence 
left this place with my command, nearly 1,300 strong, at 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning. To facilitate the reconnaissance I sent Maj. J. M. 
Chivington, First Eegiment Colorado Volunteers, by a road running to 
the left of the caHon and nearly parallel thereto, with about 430o£Blcers 
and picked men, with instructions to push forward to Johnson’s. With 
the remainder of the command I entered the canon, and had attained 
but a short distance when oiu- pickets announced that the enemy was 
near and had taken position in a thick grove of trees, with their line 
extending from mesa to mesa across the caQon, and their battery, con¬ 
sisting of four pieces, placed in position. I at once detailed a consid¬ 
erable force of hankers, placed the batteries in position, and placed the 
cavalry—^nearly all dismounted—and the remainder of the infantry in 
position to support the batteries. 

Before the arrangement of my forces was completed the enemy 
opened fire upon us. The action began about 10 o’clock and continued 
until after 4 p. m. The character of the country was such as to make 
the engagement of the bushwhacking kind. Hearing of the success of 
Major Ohivington’s command, and the object of our movement being 
sttccessfal, we fell back in order to our camp. Our loss in killed is 
probably 20, including Lieutenant Baker, of Company 1, Colorado Vol¬ 
unteers ; in wounded probably 60, including Lieutenant Chambers, of 
Company C, Colorado Volunteers, and Lieutenant McGrath, U. S. 
Army, who was serving with Captain Bitter’s battery; in missing prob¬ 
ably 30. The enemy’s loss is in killed from 40 to 60 and wounded 
probably over 100. In addition we took some 25 prisoners and ren¬ 
dered unfit for service three pieces of their artillery. We took and 
destroyed their train of about 60 wagons, with their contents, consist¬ 
ing of ammunition, subsistence, forage, clothing, officers’ baggage, &c. 
Among the killed of the enemy 2 majors, 2 captains and among the 
prisoners are 2 captains and 1 lieutenant. Luring the engagement the 
enemy made three attempts to take our batteries and were repelled in 
each with severe loss. 

The strength of the enemy, as received from spies and prisoners, in 
the caiiou was altogether some 1,200 or 1,300, some 200 of whom were 
at or near Johnson’s Banch, and were engaged by Major Chivington’s 


command. 

The officers and men behaved nobly. My thanks are due to my staff 
officers for the courage and ability with which they assisted me in con¬ 
ducting the engagement. 

As soon as all the details are ascertained I will send an official report^ 
of the engagement.

Sir : As the department commander is at Fort Craig, heyond 1 lie lines 
of the enemy, I have the honor to su jmit direct a synoi»sis oi‘ the mili¬ 
tary operations of the division since its organization at Fort Union. 
■When an opportunity occurs a complete report will b(‘ submitted through 
the proper channels. 

After the arrival of the First liegimeul Colorado \^)lanteer.s at Fort 
Union I found that Colonel Paul, Fourth Eegimeut New ]Me.\i(*o Vol¬ 
unteers, had completed the preliminary arrangements for throw ing a 
column of troops into the field, and by seniority of volunt(H'r (‘omiuis 
sion I claimed the command. Accordingly the following divLiioii was 
organized and I assumed the command of the whole: First Colorado 
Volunteers, aggregate 916; Captain Lewis’battalion Fifth Infantry and 
Captain Ford’s company volunteers (Fourth New Mexico), lhre(‘ com¬ 
panies, 191; Captain Howland’s cavaliy detachment of Fiivst and Tliird 
Cavalry and Company E, Third Cavalry, 150; Captain Hitter’s batter;^, 
four guns, 63; Lieutenant Claflin’s battery, four' small howitzers, 3U. 
Total, 1,342. 

The movement commenced from Fort Union on Saturday, the 22d 
March, and the command encamped at Bernal Springs, 45 miles from 
Union, on Tuesday, the 25th instant. On Wednesday, the 26th insiant, 
a command of 200 cavalry and 180 infantry, under Major Chivinglon, 
was advanced toward Santa F6, with a view of capturing or diieat- 
ing a force of the enemy reported to be stationed there. The enemy 
in force was engaged near Johnson’s Eauch, Apache Canon, about I’o 
miles on this side of Santa F6. The result was victorious to our forces. 
The enemy was defeated, with some 20 to 25 killed, more w'oundi'd, and 
about 70 prisoners, who fell into our hands. Our loss was small—,'! men 
killed in battle, 2 since died, and some 8 others wounded. Among llu' 
wounded is Captain Cook, Colorado Volunteers, badly. 1 ingret to ji*- 
port that Lieutenant Marshall, Colorado Volnnteeis, aeeidiuitally shot 
himself while breaking a loaded musket which he held in his hand by 
the muzzle. Having accomplished this. Major Chivington’s command 
took position on the Pecos, at Kozlowski’s Eanch, 27 miles I'rom Santa 

About noon on the 27th I left Camp Paul, at Bernal Hpiings, and 
about 2 o’clock next morning I had posted my entire fore,i> at Kozlow- 
ski’s. On the 28th a movement was made ui)on tlu' emmi.N in two col¬ 
umns, with a view of reconnoitering his position at Johnson’s Eanein 
For this purpose an infantry force of regulars and volunleers, umler 
Major Chivington, was directed to move off on the Gallisf eo road, attain 
the principal heights upon the side of Apache Camm, and oeeui»y tlumi, 
while the main body, under my command, moved direcll,> into tlie canon. 
It was known before this movement was made that the enemy laid be(‘n 
strongly re-enforced, and his estimated strength was from 1,200 to 1,100. 

At 9 o’clock we left our encampment, and at 10.30 a. m. we arrivc'd at. 
Pigeon’s Eanch, 6 miles distant, the command under Major Cliivinglon 
having flanked off at a point about 2 miles beyond Kozlowski’s. 
had just reached Pigeon’s when I directed Captain Chai)in, Wt'venlli 
Infantry, adjutant-general to proceed forward with tlu* eavali-y and 
r^nnoiterthe position of the enemy. He had proceeded but 'about, 
3W yards when our pickets were driven in, and the enemy opened a tire 
ot grape ^d shell from a battery carefully placed in position upon the 
ruU-side above. The batteries were brought forward and tlu* infantry 
thrown out upon the flanks. The cavalry, with an addition of infantry, 
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supported the batteries, and the firing became general. Th(^ battle con¬ 
tinued over five hours. The fighting was all done in thick covers of 
cedars, and having met the enemy where he was not expected the ac¬ 
tion was defensive from its beginning to its end. Major Ohmngton’s 
command continued on toward Johnson^s, where some 200 of the enemy 
were posted, and fell upon the enemy’s train of GO wagons, capturing 
and destroying it and capturing and destroying one G-pounder gun, 
and taking 2 officers and about 15 men prisoners. The loss of this train 
was a most serious disaster to the enemy, destroying his baggage and 
ammunition, and depriving him of provisions, of which he was short. 
Much praise is due to the officers and men of Major Chivington’s com¬ 
mand. 

About 5 o’clock p. m. a flag of truce came from the enemy, and meas¬ 
ures were taken by both forces to gather up the dead and take care of 
the wounded. Our loss is not great. We have 1 officer (Lieutenant 
Baker, Colorado Yoluuteers) killed and 2 (Lieutenant McGrath, U. S. 
Army, and Lieutenant Chambers, Colorado Volunteers) wounded j 28 
men killed and 40 wounded. We lost some 15 prisoners. The loss 
of the enemy is great. His killed amount to at least 100, his wounded 
at least 150j and 1 captain and several men piisoners. He is still bury¬ 
ing his dead. It is claimed in the battles of the 26th and 28th together 
that we damaged the enemy at least 350 killed, wounded, and. prisoners, 
and have destroyed their entire train and three pieces ox artillery—one 
by Major Cbivington and two by our batteries. We have killed 5 of 
their officers —2 majors, 1 captain, and 2 lieutenants—and have captured 
5 more—“2 captains and 3 lieutenants. This has been done with the 
purpose of annoying and harassing the enemy and under orders ii*om 
Colonel Oanby, commanding department. But as the instructions from 
him are to protect Fort Union at all hazards and leave nothing to 
chance, and as the numbers and position of the enemy in a mountain 
canon are too strong to make a battle with my force, I shall now oc¬ 
cupy a position to i)rotect Fort Union and at the same time harass and 
damage the enemy. 

Officers and men, regulars and volunteers, all acquitted themselves 
handsomely dn ring both enga gements. It i s espe<ii ally proper th at i)raise 
should be accorded Captain Bitter and Lieutenant Claliin, U. S. Army, 
for the efficient manner in which they handled their batteries during 
the battle of the 28th instant. 

I desire to notice the members of my staff for the efficient manner in 
which they assisted me in the battle of Pigeon’s Banch, and especially 
Captain Chapin, U. S. Army, assistant adjutant-general j Lieutenants 
Bonesteel and Cobb, of the Colorado Volunteers, and Mr. J. Howe 
Watts, volunteer aide, upon all of whom fell the heavier portion of dan¬ 
gerous duty during the battle, and whoso intelligent, courageous, and 
prompt action contributed much towards the result attained. 

In concluvsiou, I would add that to Captain Chapin, whose oonnection 
with mo was the most intimate, and upon whom fell the burden of duty, 
I owe and return especial thanks.

Report of lAmt. Col. Samuel F. Tappan, First Cohra Ho Infmtry. 

Santa FE, N. Mex., May 21, 1862. 

In compliance with orders just received from department headquar¬ 
ters I have the honor herewith to submit report of eugagemeut at 
Glorieta, or Pigeon’s Ranch, on the 28th March last, between the tbrcos 
of the enemy, under Colonel Scarry, and Colonel Slough’s column of 
Colorado Volunteers, Howland’s cavalry, Bitter’s and Clanin’s batteries, 
of four guns each. 

On the morning of the day last mentioned I was assigned to the im¬ 
mediate command of a battalion of infantry, consisting of Comx)auies 
C, Captain Sopiis; D, Captain Downing; G, Captain Wilder; 1, Cap¬ 
tain Maile, and K, Captain Bobbins, First Colorado Volunteers. A 
battery of four guns—^two 12-pounders and two C-pounders—Captain 
Bitter, Begular Army, and four 12-pounder mountain howitzers. Lieu¬ 
tenant Claflin, U. S. Begular Army, were attached to my coiruiuuid. 
We marched out of camp near the Old Pecos Church, Howland’s cavalry 
in advance, and proceeded about 6 miles down the road toward Santa 
Fd to Glorieta, situated in a deep, narrow, and thickly-wooded caiion. 
While my command was at a rest information of the immediate presence 
of the enemy was brought by some pickets falling back on Captain 
Howland’s advance. They reported the enemy in position in th<( tim¬ 
ber about 800 yards in advance. My command wsis immcdiat(ily formed, 
and in obedience to the orders of Colonel Slough J advaiKted lialf that 
distance at a double-quick, where the batteries were slatiom'd on a 
slight elevation in and to the left of the road. Comi)any 1) deployed to 
the left and Company I to the right, to occupy the hill-sides as skir¬ 
mishers ; Company C was assigned to the support of Bitter’s and Com¬ 
pany K Claflin’s batteries. The enemy were concealed aincmg tlu» ti-ees, 
and opened fire upon us with their batteries, which was i)ronip(ly re¬ 
turned by ours, and our skirmishers from the hill-sides discharged volley 
after volley among the enemy with telling effect. 

Company I, in deploying to the right, passed an opening coinmand(‘d 
by the enemy’s batteries and suffered severely. They, however, reached 
the position assigned them and did excellent servic('. Oc<mpied this 
position for nearly half an hour, when the order was given to fall back 
to a new position in front of and near the house of Mr. Pigeon. Claf¬ 
lin’s battery took position on an eminence to the left and Bittia-’s oe,- 
cupied the road. At this juncture Company G, that morning detailed 
as rear guard, came up, and were assigned with Comx)any C t.o supjtort 
Bitter’s battery. Subsequently the first platoon ol'this company, com¬ 
manded by Captain Wilder, was ordered by Colonel Slough to'dei)loy 
to the right as skirmishers. The enemy ^vanced and occuj)ie,d tl»e 
position we had left, and the firing was renewed and kept ui) a con¬ 
siderable time. Then our batteries fell back to their third lajsition. 

■^le the batteries occupied their second position Oapfciiu Chapin 
and myself were requested to accompany Colonel Slough up the hill 
to the right to reconnoiter. It was there suggested to the colonel the 
necessity of occupying the hill to the left with skirmishers, to prevent 
the enemy from outfianking us in that direction, to fall upon otir rear, 
r? train, and it would also afford su])port to our battei'ies. 

He thereupon ordered me to take 20 men from Captain Sopris’ company 
and position on the hill. These men were furnished, and not 
coiisidoriug them suflBcicnt I took tlis police guditd^ not yet Mssigiicd 
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to any special duty, numbering about 70 men, and with them tooh posi- 
tioji in front of and to the left of the batteries on the summit of the hill, 
extending my line of skirmishers for nearly three-quarters of a mile in 
a half circle and at nearly a right angle from the road occupied by our 
train of 100 wagons. This position commanded the valley in part, and 
the irregularities of the surface afforded excellent protection for the 
men from tlie lire of the enemy. Eemained here for about four hours. 
Occasionally small parties of the enemy would attempt to ascend the 
hill toward my line, but were driven back as often as they made their 
apjiearance. 

Before the batteries had fallen back to their third position I noticed 
200 or 300 of the enemy nearly a mile oft* assembling. Apprehending 
that they were preparing to charge our batteries, 1 descended to the 
valley and communicated my apprehensions to Colonel Slough. Soon 
after, returning to the position assigned me on the hill, I received in¬ 
formation from Colonel Slough that the enemy evidently intended to 
charge my skirmishers to get my position, from which they could 
assault our battery and train; was ordered to hold it at all hazards, 
for all doi>endcd upon it; also to be in readiness to advance and attack 
the enemy’s Hank when he should charge him in front, which he do- 
sigiuMl doing as soon as Major Chivington should attack him in rear, 
which h('. expecled every moment. About half an hour afterward a 
party ai)pr()ached my line, dressed in the uniform of the Colorado Yol- 
unteers, requ(\sting us not to shoot, as they were our own men. They 
were allowed to come within a few paces of us, when, not giving satis¬ 
factory answers to interrogations in reference to their commanders and 
recognizing them as Texans, my men were ordered to fire. The enemy 
sudd only disappeared, leavin g several dead and wounded. Apprehend- 
ing at tliis thm^ the arrival of Major Chivington with his command to 
attack the enemy’s rear and that some of his men might get in our 
front while dei)loyed as skirmishers, I was therefore extremely cautious 
not to give the order to fire on parties approaching until they were near 
enough to be recognized. 

At the time the enemy charged our battery a battalion of the enemy 
made its appearamie among the trees before us, approaching the center 
of my line, Major Shropshire and Captain Shannon at head of column. 
When they had arrived to within a few paces of my skirmishers, Private 
Pierce, of Company F, Colorado Volunteers, approached them, killing 
and disanning the major and taking the captain prisoner. He returned 

our main body and delivered over his prisoner to Captain Chapin, XJ. 
S. Army. Tlu‘. live of my skirmishers was directed against the head 
of the still advancing column with such rapidity and effectiveness that 
the enemy were compelled to retire, wjth the loss of several killed and 
wounded. They oiuic again appeared in the valley, but were repulsed 
and driven back. Our column had fallen back from the valley to my 
right a considerable distan(i<'. The enemy occupied the place we had 
l(H’t. Considering it extremely hazardous to remain longer, and there¬ 
by enable the enemy to get in my rear and cut me off from support of 
our battery and protection of our train, L ordered my men to fall back 
and (Hose in in the rear of the retiring column, which they did in good 
order at a point nearly 2 miles back, and then returned to the camp we 
eft in the morning. 

Not having at. my command at this time the several reports of com- 
mand(n*s of compan''’S!S engaged in the battle I am consequently unable 
to particularize individual acts of heroism, and the exact number of 
killed, wounded, and missing. Therefore my report must necessarily 
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be incomplete. I would, however, remark that an estimate was made 
after the battle of the casualties of my command, and, if my memory 
serves me, 29 killed, 64 wounded, and 13 missing. Companies D and I, 
First Colorado Volunteers, were the greatest sufferers. Several of the 
wounded have since died from the effects of their wounds, making the 
number killed 38. The missing were taken prisoners by the enemy, 
one of whom escaped. The others were released on their pai’oles. 
Lieutenant Baker, of Company I, was severely wounded during the 
early part of the engagement, and afterward beaten to death by the 
enemy with the butt of a musket or club and his body stripped of its 
clothing. He was found the nest morning, his head scarcely recogniza¬ 
ble, so horribly mangled. He fought gallantly, and the vengeance of 
the foe pursued him after death. Lieutenant Chambers, of Company 
C, Colorado Volunteers, was also severely wounded, from which there 
is but little hope of his recovery. He proved himself a gallant officer. 

Suffice it to say that officers and men acted with great gallantry, and 
where all did so well to particularize and refer to individuals becomes 
unnecessary.

Report of Maj. John M. Chivmgton, First Colorado Infantry. 

Camp Lewis, Hear Pecos Church, H. Mex., 

March 28, 1862 

General : I have the honor to submit to you the following report 
of the troops under my command on the 28th of March, 1862, at the 
battle of Pigeon’s Eanch; 

In obeffience to General Orders, Ho. —, issued to me on the morn¬ 
ing of this da^ with the following command: 1st, Captain Lewis’ bat¬ 
talion, assisted, by Captain Carey, consisting of 60 menj Companies A 
and G, Fifth Infantry, in charge of Lieutenants Barr and HorveUj 
Company B, First Eegiment Colorado Volunteers, 78 men, in chai'ge of 
Capt. S. M. Logan and Lieutenant Jacobs, and Capt. James H. Ford’s 
company. Second Colorado Volunteer^ in charge of Captain Ford and 
Lieutenant Be Forrest. 2d, Captain Wynkoop’s battalion, consisting 
of Company A, First Eegiment Colorado Volunteers, in charge of Lieu¬ 
tenant Shaffer, 68 men; Company B, First Eegiment Colorado Volun¬ 
teers, in charge of Capt. Scott J. Anthony and Lieut. J. A. Dawson, 
71 men; Company H, First Eegiment Colorado Volunteers, in charge 
of Oapt. George L. Sanborn and Lieut. B. H. Sanford, numbering about 
80 men, I left Camp Lewis at 8.30 o’clock a. m., and at 9.30 o’clock a. 
m. we left the main road and took the trail leading to Gallisteo, which 
we kept for 8 miles, and then without road we traveled about 8 miles, and 
about 1.30 o’clock p. m. we reached an eminence overlooking Johnson’s 
Eanch. 

Afto reoonnoitering the position it was ascertained that there were 
corraJed in the caiion 8® wagons and «.ne field piece, all in charge of 
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some 200 men. The command was given to charge, and the troops 
started upon don ble-quich. Captain Wynkoop, with 30 of his men, were 
deployed to the mountain side to silence their guns by picking off their 
gunners, which they did effectually, Captain Lewis capturing and 
spiking the gun after having five shots discharged at him. The re¬ 
mainder of the command surrounded the wagons and buddings, killing 
3 and wounding several of the enemy. The wagons were all heavily 
loaded with ammunition, clothing, subsistence, and forage, all of which 
were burned upon the spot or rendered entirely useless. During the 
engagement one of the wagons containing ammunition exploded, se¬ 
verely wounding Private Eitter, of Company A, First Colorado Volun¬ 
teers ; the only person injured. We retook 5 privates, who had been 
taken in the forenoon in the battle between Slough’s and Scurry’s forces, 
from whom we gleaned our first intelligence of the general engagement, 
and upon reaching the summit of the mountain we were met by Lieu¬ 
tenant Cobb, bringing an order from Colonel Slough for our advance to 
support the main column, which we hastened to obey. We also took 17 
prisoners, and captured about thirty horses and mules, which were 
in a corral in the vicinity of the wagons. 

Both officers and men performed their duty efficiently. Captain 
Lewis had the most dangerous duty assigned him, which he performed 
with unfall ering heroism. I repeat, all, all did well. The command 
reiurned to Camp Lewis about 10 o’clock p. m. the same day.

Report of Copt, John F, Ritter, Fifteenth JJ. 8, Infantry^ commanding 

light battery. 

Fort TTnion, N. Mex., May 16 , 1862 . 

Sir : Pursuant to a letter dated Headquarters, Department of Kew 
Mexico, Santa F6,17. Mex., May 16,1862,1 have the honor to submit 
the following report: 

The light battery which I commanded in the action of Pigeon’s 
Eaneh was composed of two 12-pounder howitzers and two 6 -pounder 
guns, without caissons, there being none then in the department. Its 
total strength consisted of 3 commissioned officers, 4 non-commissioned, 
and 46 enlisted men present. The commissioned officers, besides my- 
soliV were First Lieut. P. McGrath^ Sixth Cavalry, and Second Lieut. 
E. S. Underhill, Fourth ISTew Mexico Volunteers. The order for the 
formation of this battery was dated March 9,1862, and on March 23 
it was ordered with Colonel Slough’s column into the field. On March 
28 tlie enemj was reported in advance, and the battery was ordered to 
the front to a position in the road a few hundred yards west of 
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Pigeon^s Eancli, wliere it commenced fire upon tlie enemy. After 
firing a number of rounds I was ordered to take position farther to tlie 
rear and south of the road, some distance from it. Here 1 was exposed 
to a galling fire without being able to return it eflfectually, the enemy 
being some distance off and entirely sheltered by trees, &c., and 1 was 
also some distance from my ammunition wagons. The supports to the 
battery were all ordered away with the exception of about one platoon 
of Colorado Volunteers, and I deemed it ])roper to return to the road, 
which I did after firing a few rounds. It was here that Lieutenant 
McGrath was fatally wounded. I then took position nearly in front of 
Pigeon’s Eanch, and established one 0-pounder in the road, while the 
limber-boxes of the pieces, two at a time, went to the rear to be replen¬ 
ished. Here one of the enemy’s pieces was dismounted by a round 
shot striking it fall in the muzzle, and another was disabled and a 
limber-box was blown up by a case shot striking it. Private Kelly, 
Company E, Fifth Infantry, was gunner at the piece which did this 
execution. 

Prom here I was ordered by Captain Chapin to cross the ravine to 
the other side of the canon and take up a position there, which I did. 
Lieutenant Claflin’s mountain howitzer battery joined and took posi¬ 
tion with me. The enemy here made a desperate charge on the bat¬ 
teries, and was repulsed with, I think, great loss. The enemy then got 
on the rocky hill on my right flank, and was pouring a destructive tire 
of smaU-arms in the batteries and killed two horses, so that I deemed 
it proper to withdraw from my position. Private G. H. Smith, Com¬ 
pany E, Fifth Infantry, was killed, and Privates Ealeigh and Woolsey, 
same company, and Private Leddy, Company I, Second Cavalry, were 
wounded at this place. I then took position some distance farther 
to the rear fthis position was selected by Capt. G. Chapin, Seventh In¬ 
fantry) in iffont of a deep ravine, where the supports were entirely 
sheltered from the enemy’s fire. The supply train was in the road 
about 40 yards from the left of the battery. The enemy here made 
another desperate charge on the battery, and apparently also the train, 
but was again repulsed, with, I think, great loss and in great disorder. 
This was my last position, and I heard no more firing from either side 
afterwards. The command then retired for the day to Kozlowski’s. 

I wish to state in conclusion that I had made a night march the night 
before the action, and did not get into camp until 4 a. m., and officers 
and men were necessarily much fatigued. I was very much impeded 
in my movements by reason of the deficiency of caissons.

Headquarters army op New Mexico, 

Albuquerque, K Mex., March 31, 1862. 

Generad: I have the honor and the pleasure to report another 
victory. 

After the battle of Valverde our advance was uninterrupted to this 
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city. Here sufficient supplies were secured for sixty days, while finm 
Oubero, a village 60 miles distant, large supplies have been drawn from 
the enemy’s depot. We have been surrounded with every description 
of embarrassment, general and individual. Whole trains had been 
abandoned, and scantily provided, as they had originally been, with 
blankets and clothing, the men had, without a murmur, given up the 
little left them. More than all this, on the representation of their offi¬ 
cers that forage could not be procured with one accord the regiment 
agreed to be dismounted. 

These preliminary facts are stated because it is due to the brave men 
under my command that they should be known and the hand-to-hand 
desperaite contests duly appreciated. 

The battle of Glloriota was fought March 28 by detached troops, 
under the conunand of Lieutenant-Colonel Scurry, and Federal forces, 
principally Pike’s Peakers, under the command of Colonel Slough; the 
one having 1,000 men and the other estimated at 1,600 or 2,000. Glo- 
rieta is a canon 23 miles east of Santa P6. 

Pending the battle the enemy detached a portion of his forces to 
attack and destroy our supply train, which he succeeded in doing, thus 
criijpling Colonel Scnny to such a degree that he was two days with¬ 
out provisions or blankets. The patient, uncomplaining endurance of 
our men is most remarkable and praiseworthy. 

Our loss was 33 killed and 35 wounded. Among the killed are 
Majors Eagnet and Shropshire and Captain Buckholts. Colonel Scurry 
had his cheek twice gxazed by Minie balls, and Major Pyron had his 
horse killed under him. 

In consequence of the loss of his train Colonel Scurry has fallen 
back upon Santa Fd. 

I must have re-enforcements. The future operations of this army 
win be duly reported. Send me re-enforcements.

Beports of Col. TT. B. Seurry, Fourth Texas Camalry. 

Santa FE, H. Mex., Ma^’ch 30,1862. 

General: I arrived here this morning with my command and have 
taken quarters for the present in this city. I wiU in a short time give 
you an official account of the battle of Glorieta, which occurred on day 
before yesterday, in the Cafion Glorieta, about 22 miles from this city, 
between the Confederate troops under my command and the Federal 
forces, commanded by Colonel Slough, of the Colorado Volunteers, 
(Pike’s Peakers), when another victory was added to the long list of 
Confederate triumphs. 

The action commenced at about 11 o’clock and ended at 6.30, and, 
although every inch of the ground was well contested, we steadily drove 
them back until they were in full retreat our men pursuing until from 
sheer exhaustion we were compelled to stop. 

Our loss was 33 killed and, I believe, 36 wounded. Among the killed 
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was that brave soldier and accomplished ofiSicer Major Eagnet, the gal¬ 
lant and impetuous Major Shropshire, and the daring Captain Buck- 
holts, all of whom fell gallantly leading the men around against the 
foe. Major Pyron had his horse shot under him, and my own cheek 
was twice brushed by a Minie ball, each time just drawing blood, and 
my clothes tom in two places. I mention this simply to show how hot 
was the fire of the enemy when aU of the field offtcers upon the ground 
were either killed or touched. As soon as I can procure a full report 
of all the casualties I will forward them. 

Our train was burned by a party who succeeded in passing undis¬ 
covered around the mountains to our rear. I regret to have to report 
that they fired upon and severely wounded Eev. L.H. Jones, our chap¬ 
lain, of the Fourth Eegiment. He was holding in his hand a white flag 
when fired upon. 

The loss of the enemy was very severe, being over 75 killed and a large 
number wounded. 

The loss of my supplies so crippled me that after burying my dead I 
was unable to follow up the victory. My men for two days went unfed 
and blanketless unmurmuringly. I was compelled to come here for 
something to eat. 

At last accounts the Federalists were stiU retiring towards Fort 
Union. 

The men at the train blew up the limber-box and spiked the C-pounder 
I had left at the train, so that it was rendered useless, and the cart- 
burners left it. 

Lieutenant Bennett writes for more ammunition. Please have it sent. 
As soon as I am fixed for it I wish to get after them again. 

From three sources, aU believed to be reliable, Canby left Craig on 
the 24th.

Sante FE, E. Mex., March 31, L802. 

Majob ; Late on the afternoon of the 26th, while encamped at Gal- 
listeo, an express from Major Pyron arrived^ with the information that 
the major was engaged in a sharp conflict with a greatly superior force 
of the enemy, about 16 miles distant, and urging mo to hasten to his 
relief. The critical condition of Major Pyron and his galliint comrades 
was made known to the command, and in ten minutes the column was 
formed and the order to march given. Our baggage train was sent 
forward under a guard of 100 men, under the command of Litmtenant 
Taylor, of the Seventh Eegiment, to a point some 6 miles in the rear 
of Major Pyxon’s position, the main command marching directly across 
the mountains to the scone of conflict. It is duo to the brave men 
making this cold night march to state that where the road over the 
mountain was too steep for the horses to drag the artillery (hey were 
unharnessed, and the men cheerfully pulled it over the diiliiaiitios of 
the way by hand. 

About 3 o’clock in the morning we reached Maiior Pyron’s encamp¬ 
ment at Johnson’s Eanch, Canon Cito. There had been an agreed ees- 
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satioa of liostilities until 8 o^clock tlie next morniLg. Too mucli praise 
cannot be bestowed upon tbe courage of the oflcers and men engaged 
in the affair of the 2Gth. 

As soon as daylight enabled me I made a thorough examination ol 
the ground, and so formed the troops as to command every approach 
to the position we occupied, which was naturally a very strong one. 
The disposition of the troops was soon completed, and by 8 o’clock 
were ready to receive the expected attack. 

In this position we remained until the next morning. The enemy 
still not making their, appearance, I concluded to march forward and 
attack them. Leaving a small wagon guard, 1 marched in their direc¬ 
tion with portions of nine companies of the Fourth Eegiment, under 
theii* respective ofiSicers, Captains [George J.] Hampton, Lesueur, Foard, 
Orosson, Julius Giesecke, Alexander, Buckholts, [J. M.] Odell, and Lieu¬ 
tenant Holland, of Company B, Captain Scarborough being unwell,* four 
companies of the Seventh Eegiment, under Captains [Gustav] Hoffman, 
[J. W.j Gardner, [J. F,] Wiggins, and [Isaac] Adairj four companies of 
the Fifth Eegiment, under Captains [DenmaiJ Shannon and [Daniel H.] 
Eagsdale and Lieuts. Pleasant J. Oakes and J^ohn J. Scott; three pieces 
of artillery, under Lieutenant Bradford, together with Captain Phillips’ 
company of independent volunteers. 

From details and other causes they were reduced until (all combined) 
they did not number over GOO men fit for duty. At about G miles from 
our camp the advance guard gave notice that the enemy were near in 
force. I hastened in front to examine their position, and found they 
were about 1 mile west of Pigeon’s Eanch, in Oafion Glorieta. The 
mounted men who were marching in front were ordered to retire slowly 
to the rear, dismount, and come into action on foot. The artillery was 
l>ushed forward to a slight elevation in the canon and immediately 
opened fire. The infantry was rapidly deployed into line, extending 
across the canon from a fence on our left up into the pine forest on our 
right. 

xVbout the time these dispositions were made the enemy rapidly ad- 
viuiced in separate columns both upon our right and left. I dispatched 
JMajor Pyron to the right to check them in that direction, and placing 
the center in command of Major Eagnet I hastened with the remainder 
of the command to the left. A large body of infantry, availing them¬ 
selves oi'a gulch that ran ui) the center of an inclosed field to our left, 
were moving under its cover past our left flank to the rear of our posi¬ 
tion. Crossing the fence on foot, we advanced over the clearing some 
200 yards under a heavy fire from the foe, and dashed into the gulch 
in their midst, pistol and knife in hand. For a few moments a most 
<lesporate and deadly hand-to-hand conflict raged along the gulch, when 
they broke before the steady courage of our men and fled in the wildest 
disorder and confusion. 

Major Pyron was equally successful, and Major Eagnet with his force 
(iharged rapidly down the center. Lieutenant Bradford, of the artillery, 
had been wounded and borne from tbe field. There being no other 
officer of the artillery present, three guns, constituting our battery, bad 
b(Hm hastily withdrawn before I was aware of it Sending to the rear 
to have two of the guns brought back to the field a pause was made to 
reunite our forces, which had become somewhat scattered in the last 
rencount^er. When we were ready to advance the enemy had takeu 
cover, and it was impossible to tell whether their main body was sta-

tioned behind a long adobe Trail that ran nearly across the canon or had 
eaten position behind a large ledge of rocks in the rear. Private W. D. 
Kirk, of Captain Phillips’ company, had taken charge of one of the guns, 
and Sergeant Patrick, of the artUlery, another, and brought them to the 
ground. 

While trying by the fire of these two guns to ascertain the locality 
of the enemy, Major Shropshire was sent to the right, with orders to 
move up amorg the pines until he should find the enemy, when he was 
to attack them on that flank. Major Eagnet, with similar orders, was 
dispatched to the left. I informed these gallant officers that as soon as 
the sound of their guns was heard I would charge in front with the re¬ 
mainder of the command. Sending Major Pyron to the assistance of 
Major Eagnet, and leaving instruction for the center to charge as the 
fire opened on the right, I passed in that direction to learn the cause of 
delay in making the assault. I found that the gaUant Msyor Shrop¬ 
shire had been kflled. I took command of the right and immediately 
attacked the enemy who were at the ranch. Majors Eagnet and Pyron 
opened a galling fixe upon their left from the rock on the mountain side, 
and the center charging down the road, the foe were driven from the 
ranch to the ledge of rooks before alluded to, where they made their 
final and most desperate stand. At this point three batteries of eight 
guns opened a furious fire of grape, canister, and shell upon our ad¬ 
vancing troops. 

Our brave soldiers, heedless of the storm, pressed on, determined if 
possible to take their battery. A heavy body of infantry, twice oiu 
number, interposed to save their guns. Here the conflict was teniblc. 
Our men and officers, alike inspired with the unalterable determination 
to overcome every obstacle to the attainment of their object, dashed 
among them. The right and center had united on the left. The intrepid 
Eagnetand the cool, calm, courageous Pyron had pushed forward among 
the rocks until the muzzles of the guns of the opposing forces passeil 
each other. Inch by inch was the ground disputed, until the artillery 
of the enemy had time to escape with a number of their wagons. The 
infantry also broke ranks and fled from the field. So procipitote was 
their flight that they cut loose their teams and set fire to two of their 
wagons. The pursuit was kept up until forced to halt from the ex¬ 
treme exhaustion of the men, who had been engaged for six hours in 
the hardest contested fight it had ever been my lot to witness. The 
enemy is now known to have numbered 1,400 men, Pike’s Peak miners 
and regulars, the flower of the IJ. S. Army. 

During the action a part of the enemy succeeded in reaching our 
rear, surprising the wagon guard, and burning our wagons, taking at 
the same time some 16 prisoners. About this time a i)a:rty of prisoners, 
whom I had sent to the rear, reached there, and informed them how 
the fight was going in front j whereupon they boat a hasty retr(‘,at, not, 
however, until the perpetration of two acts which tlie moat barbarous 
savage of the plains would blush to own. One was the shooting and 
dangerously wounding of the Eev. L. H. Jones, chaplain of the Fourth 
Eegiment, with a white flag in his hand; the other an order tliat. the 
prisoners they had taken be shot in case tliey were attack<>d on (heir 
retreat. These instances go to prove that they have lost all sense of 
humanity in the insane hatred they bear to the citizens of the Confed¬ 
eracy, who have the manliness to arm in defense of their country’s in¬ 
dependence. 

We remained upon the battle-field during the day of the 29tli to 
btuy our dead and provide for the comfort of the wounded, and then 
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marclied to Santa F6, to procure sui)plies and transx)ortation to replace 
those destroyed by the enemy. 

Our loss was 36 killed and 60 wounded. Of the killed 24 were of the 
Fourth Eegiment, 1 of the Fifth Eegiment, 8 of the Seventh Eegiraent, 
and 1 of the artillery. 

That of the enemy greatly exceeded this number, 44 of their d€ad 
being counted where the battle first opened. Their killed must have 
considerably exceeded 100. 

The country has to mourn the loss of four as brave and chivalrous 
officers as ever graced the ranks of any army. The gaUant Major 
Shropshire fell early, pressing upon the foe and cheering his men on. 
The brave and chivalrous Major Eagnet fell mortaUy wounded while 
engaged in the last and most desperate conflict of the day. He sur¬ 
vived long enough to know and rejoice at our victory, and then died 
with loving messages upon his expiring The brave, gallant Cap¬ 
tain Buckholts and Lieutenant Mills conducted themselves with dis¬ 
tinguished gallantly throughout the fight and fell near its close. Of 
the living it is only necessary to say all behaved with distinguished 
courage and daring. 

This battle proves conclusively that few mistakes were made in the 
selection of the officers in this command. They were ever in the ftont, 
leading their men into the hottest of the fray. It is not too much to 
say that, oven in the midst of tliis heroic band, among whom instances 
of individual daring and personal prowess were constantly occurring, 
Major Pyron was distinguished by the calm intrepidity of his bearing. 
It is due to Adjt. Ellsberry E. Lane to bear testimony to the courage 
and activity he displayed in the discharge of his official duties, and to 
acknowledge my obligations for the manner in which he carried out my 
orders.

Sir : I have the honor to report as foUows: 

Information reached my headquarters at 7 p. m. on yesterday thai 
at 4 p. m. of that day a large steamer anchored off San Luis Pass, dis- 
35 R R—VOL IX 
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playing an Englisli and a Confederate ensign and what seemed to bo 
from the shore a white flag. I immediately dispatched a detachment of 
25 mounted men from Captain Moseley’s company, under the command 
of Maj. S. S. Perry, with instructions to watch the enemy closely and 
prevent depredations in case of their attempting to land. 

When about half way to San Lnis, which is 16 miles from this post, 
Major Perry met an expressman, who stated that Lieut. O. W. Edwards, 
of Captain Ballowe’s company, and 7 of his men, with Mr. Alexander 
PoUett, residing near the Pass, had been decoyed out to the steamer and 
captured; that the enemy had then taken the boat in which Edwards 
and his men had gone out and had i)assed our battery (one 18-pounder) 
on San Luis Island, and were between the island and the main-land; 
that it was supposed that they had captured the schooner Columbia, 
lying in the rear of the island, loaded with cotton; that their force was 
unknown, and Captain Ballowe’s command was in danger of being 
cut off. 

I immediately dispatched Lieut. Col. E. E. Brown, with the remainder 
of Captain Moseley’s artillery company and two field pieces, to the scene 
of action. [Lieutenant] Colonel Brown arrived at San Luis at daylight 
this morning. The Columbia was then in flames and nearly consumed, 
the enemy having retired to their vessel. 

At daylight an action commenced between our battery, under Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonel Brown, and the enemy’s vessel, in which a few shots 
were exchanged and the enemy drew off. As she steamed down the 
coast she sent the crew of the destroyed cotton schooner ashore in a 
small boat, retaining Lieutenant Edwards and his men as prisoners. 
Fo other casualties on our side. 

Captain BaUowe was absent from his command when the vessel 
arrived, and did not reach there until late in the night. The night was 
very dark and the force of the enemy in the bay was unknown. Our 
best boat was captured and the .others were too frail to risk a night 
attack from the small force on the island. 

Further particulars will be reported as soon iis information can be 
received, with a list of the prisoners.

It seems to me that the conduct of Captain Ballowe on that occasion, 
as represented by Major Perry, deserves a courtr-martial. However, 
the reports are respectihlly submitted for your consideration.

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Report of Maj. 8. 8. Perry^ Thirteenth Texas Infantry, 

Headquarters Bates^ Kegiment, 

Velasco^ April 7, 1802. 

Sir : I have the honor to lay before you for your consideration the 
following report: 

According to your order, issued to me April 5, 1 detailed Lieutenant 
Huff and 25 men of Captain Mosley’s company, and proceeded down 
the coast to San Luis. When about 0 miles from this place I met Mr. 
Follett with an express from Captain Ballowe, who informed me that 
the enemy had decoyed oft*Lieutenant Edwards, Orderly-Sergeant West- 
ervelt. Sergeant Carville, and 5 privates of Captain Ballowe’s company, 
and Alexander Follett, citizen, and tliat they had passed into the bay 
in small boats from the steamship, which lay about 2 miles from the 
fort and near the bar, and he (Mr. Follett) supposed their object to have 
been to capture the schooner Columbia, loaded with cotton, which was 
lying in the bay near San Luis Island, or attack the said island. I 
then ordered one of my party to return immediately and report the 
above facts to Colonel Bates. 1 then proceeded to San Luis at a very 
rai)id gait, and arrived there about 10.30p. m., and immediately ordered 
out and posted scouts on the east end of the peninsula, and went to the 
fort and had an interview with Captain Ballowe. Haring said inter¬ 
view he informed me that the schooner Columbia was captured by the 
enemy, and that there must have been at least 100 of the enemy on 
board of her. They also captured a small sail-boat with passengers 
(the number I did not ascertain), which hod been sent by the enemy 
out to the steamship, and that he expected to be attacked by the enemy 
with about 300 men, and that he wanted 100 more men. 

I will also state, sir, that the enemy set the schooner on lire, and that 
it was burning when I got to Ban Luis. Thus matters stood when I 
arrived. I detailed a scout from my party, on ascertaining the above, 
to proceed to Velasco, to report the condition of afl'airs to Colonel Bates. 
I went from the island to the mainland lor said ]>urpose, and sent 
Lieutenant Huff* with 5 men to re-enforce Cai)tain Ballowe, and also 
sent orders to Captain Ballowe to have all his small boats concentrated 
at a point designated by mo, intending to follow immediately Avhcn 1 
had made the necessary arrangements with my pickets on the main¬ 
land. 

Huring my absence, after those arrangements were made, I went to 
the beach to cross over to the island, at which time 1 was informed 
that Captain Ballowe had not concentrated his boats, but had made 
arrangements for abandoning the island, having sent back Lieutenant 
Huff*, with the 5 men that T sent him and his entire com])auy, under 
command of his first lieutenant, reserving only 13 men on the island, 
all of which acts wen^, contrary to my orders, and in my opinion prema¬ 
ture and not necessary; and on the arrival of the first lieutenant he 
informed me that Captain Ballowe and 13 men were coming off* the 
island at once. I then ordennl the first li<nitenant (having waited some 
time for the arrival of Cai)tain Ballowe) to collect all the small boats 
that he could, and after considerable d<day ho su<‘c<‘eded in collecting 
three or four small boats, which would have only onrued about four 
men each. I then waited with the boats and the men under my com¬ 
mand on the east end of the peninsula, momentarily expecting Captain 
BaUowe’s arrival, expecting some information from him. Not daring 
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to trust my command to any person else in case of an attack by the 
enemy, and while thus waiting, Lieutenant-Colonel Brown, with the 
balance of Captain Moseley’s men, amved. After consulting with 
pbieutenant] Colonel Brown I went over to the fort, and found Captain 
Ballowe, Lieutenant Taylor, and a few men at the fort j the balance of 
his command were scattered about. 

I remained at the fort until daylight, at which time I discovered four 
boats, two of which belonged to the enemy, and two with the passen¬ 
gers and crew of the Columbia, that had been captured. They were 
then lying about one mile and a half ii'om the fort. As soon as I dis¬ 
covered them I ordered Cai>tain Ballowe to fire on the enemy’s boats, 
which he did, this being the first cannon-shot fired, tliough the steamer 
had been lying since 1 o’clock the previous day within firing distance 
of the fort. After firing [Lieutenant] Colonel Brown arrived at the 
fort, when our shot was answered by one iroiu the steamship. [Lieu¬ 
tenant] Colonel Brown then took command and lired again, exchanging 
some six shots, none of which took eflect. The (saiitured passengers 
and crew of the Columbia having been sent on shore from the steamer, 
she weighed anchor and put to sea. 

Colonel, I will say, in conclusion, that had the orders 1 issued to 
Captain Ballowe on my arrival been carried out, I have not the slightest 
doubt but that I could have got between the steamer and the party 
sent to burn the cotton schooner and caiitured every one of them j but 
my orders being disregarded, all my ellbrts proved abortive.

Eoet San Litis, Tex., April 5, isfia. 

Sib : 1 have to report to you the capture of Second Lieut. O. W. Ed¬ 
wards and 7 others of my command off this post on yesterday by the 
Federal screw propeller Montgomery, Captain Hunter, under the fol¬ 
lowing circumstances, viz: She appeared off' the bar with English col¬ 
ors, with a signal for a pilot, and fired a blank cartridgi*. and anchored. 
After some time Lieutenant Edwards sent the life-boat out to the bar, 
with instructions to anchor inside and hoist a white Hag and wait i'or 
them to meet them with a boat from the steamer. The crew obtyed 
instructions, but the steamer refusing to send a boat, as (‘xpeefed, they 
raised anchor and returned to the fort. By this time Mr. A. O. Follett 
arrived at the fort with the intention of getting the life-boat, and a crew 
and going out to her, and was so well satisfied tliat. she was an English 
vessel, that he induced the lieutenant to take a boat, and go out. TJiey 
went aboard about 3 p. m. I returned to my quarters at, .‘5.;!() p. m. and 
watched their movements until night. xVbout this t,imii 1 saw one boat 
leave the steamer and come in the direction of the foil, a,ml as soon as 
she arrived inside the bar 1 discovered that tluTc were two instiHul of 
one, and supposed their destination to be the schooner Columbia, lying 
in the bay and laden with cotton, or else that they intended an attack 
on this island. It soon grew so dark, however, tlml, 1 couhl not see 
them, and made my arrangements as best 1 could with my small force 
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to receive tliein, but tbe sentinel i)laced near the entrance to the canal 
saw them going to the schooner and fired on them. My first intention 
was to throw 15 or 20 men on the schooner, but it would have taken all 
the boats I had to do so, and only left me with about that number of 
men and no means of retreat in case I should be compelled to do so. 
Believing it to be unwise and unsafe to attempt to save her and sustain 
myself on the island, I concluded to let her go, knowing that it was im¬ 
possible for them to get her out, the wind and tide both being against 
them. I had also sent to Major Perry for re-eiiforcements, by the aid 
of which 1 hoped to be enabled not only to hold my position, but to 
take the crew that had been sent to the schooner. As soon as they 
got possession of her they made a signal-light on her, which was an¬ 
swered by the steamer. After about an hour the sentinel nearest the 
schooner saw three boats leave and pull over near the G-alveston shore, 
returning to the steamer, the signal-light still burning on deck and no 
evidences of her being on fire, which forced me to the conclusion that 
they had left a crew on board and went after a force to attack me. 

About 11 o’clock Major Perry arrived and reported re-enforcements 
to the numbcir of 25 men on the main-land, but that there were only 5 
or 0 of them armed, and that he had sent for 40 or 50 more. I re¬ 
quested him to return to his men and as soon as the others arrived to 
bring them over, 

[1] waited until 1.30 o’clock and no assistance came, and expecting 
an attack every moment, and knowing tliat I had only boats enough 
to take off 25 or 30 men, 1 deemed it prudent to send off a portion of 
my men, and did so, with instructions that if re-enforcements came up 
to return to the island. Lieutenant-Colonel Brown arrived with re-en- 
forcements on the opposite side of the cliannel on the main-land about 
half an hour before day. 

At 2.20 o’clock I discovered the schooner to be on fire. I continued 
on my lines from dark until daylight. 

The names of my men taken are as follows: Second Lieut. O. W. 
Edwards, a native of Texas 5 Orderly Sergt. 0. U. Westervelt, a native 
of Now York; Third Sergt. James Oarville, a native of Indiana 5 First 
Corp. William Turner, a native of England; Privates A. Metcalf, R. 
W. Silk, and Samuel Gibson, natives of England, and P. Cornyn, a 
natives of Ireland. 

This re])()i’t has assumed much greater length than J intended, but 1 
have been unable to give all the circumstances without entering into 
detail.

Report of Col. Edward R. 8. Canhy^ Wincteenth U. 8. Infmtry^ com¬ 
manding Department of New Mexico. 

Headquarters Departmi^wt of Kew Mexico, 

San Antonio^ N. Mcx.^ April 11,1862. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that in pursuance of the intention 
renorted in mv communication oi* the 31 st ultimo my command (860 
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regulars and 350 volunteer troops) left Fort Oraig on the 1st instant, 
and arrived before Albuquerque on the afternoon of the 8th. 1 imme¬ 
diately made a demonstration upon the town, for the pimpose of ascer¬ 
taining its strength and the position of the enemy^s batteries. This 
demonstration was made by Captain Graydon’s Spy Company, sup¬ 
ported by the regular cavalry, and developed the X)OSitiou oi‘ the 
batteries. In the skirmish Major Duncan, Third Cavalry, was se¬ 
riously but it is hoped not fatally wounded. No other casualties were 
sustained. 

It was my wish to have made a junction if possible below th(i> Con¬ 
federate troops in order to cut off their retreat, but the state of our 
supplies and the inferiority of oui* force rendered this inexpedient, and 
it was determined to continue the demonstration before Albuquerque 
in order that the Confederate forces might be withdrawn out from 
Santa Fd, and then by a night march place iny command in a i)osition 
jfrom which the junction could be effected without danger of opposition 
to either column. Accordingly the demonstrations against the town 
were continued, and during the night of the 0th and the succeeding 
day the command marched to this place. I am now in communication 
with the commander of the troops from Fort Union, and can effect a 
junction at any point. 

My spies from Santa ¥6 report that the entire Confederate force left 
that city and moved rapidly to Albuquerque upon the news of our 
appearance before that place. Their pret)arations indicate the inten¬ 
tion of leaving the country. T shall therefore remain at this place to 
watch their movements and instruct Colonel Paul to join me h(^re.

Fort Craig^ N Mex.j April 23, 1802. 
Sie: I have the honor to report that a junction with Colonel PauPs 
command was effected at Tijeras on the evening of the 13tli instant. 
T had in the mean time received information that the Confederate force

had left AJbuquerque, moving down the river, and during the day and 
night of the 14th the united command was marched to Peralta, 36 
miles distant, arriving there before the Confederates had any suspicion 
of the movement. On the morning of the 15th a mountain howitzer, 
and a train of 7 wagons, loaded with supplies and escorted by a lieu¬ 
tenant and 30 men, were captured. In the conlUct G of the Confed¬ 
erates were killed, 3 wounded, and 22 captured. To cover this move¬ 
ment Colonel Paul, witli his column and three companies of cavalry, 
under Captain Morris, Tliiid Cavalry, had been detached, and, after 
completing it, received permission to clear the bosque in front of Peralta 
of the enemy^s force that then occupied it. Alter some sharp skir¬ 
mishing, in which our loss was 1 killed and 3 wounded, this work was 
handsomely executed, ami the bosque in front and rear of the town 
occupied by our troops. 

The point occupied by the Confederate troops was known to be the 
strongest (except Fort Union) in Hew Mexico, and as nearly all the 
men had been twenty-four and many of them thirty-six hours without 
food, no general attack was designed until after the approaches to the 
place had bo(*n thoroughly reconiioitered and the troops allowed time 
to obtain food and rosi. This recounaissa-nce was made on the after¬ 
noon of the same day, the points and direction of attack selected, and 
the camp of the (jommand advanced to a point nearer the town, and 
where the trains could bo guarded by a smaller number of men. During 
the niglit the enemy abandoned his position and crossed to the right 
bank of the river, leaving In's sick and wounded behind him, without 
attondaiico, without mcdiciaes, and almost without food. 

After detaching the staff officers attached to department headquar¬ 
ters to make arrangements for future operations and the train that 
could be spared for supplies the i)ursuit was continued down the left 
bank of the river (tbe shoiiest route), with the intention of crossing at 
La Joya, Polvadera, Sabino, or Fort Craig, if the enemy should not be 
overtaken sooner. On the night, of that <lay our camp was 5 miles in 
his nnir. On the lOth we had nearly overtaken the rear of his column, 
and the march wavS couthiued during the remainder of the day in sight 
and almost within <iaiinon range, but on opposite sides of the river. At 
night our eamj)s were directly opposite, but during the night he aban¬ 
doned a large )M)rtion of his train, 38 wagons and the supplies that 
they ooutained, and lied into the mountains. Alter making arrange¬ 
ments for securing the i)roperty abandoned by the enemy the march 
was continiioil to f'^olvadera. At this place the command was halted 
for a day, in order to assure myself of the position and movements 
of the eneiny and to secure the safety of a supply train in our rear. 
These objects having been accomplished, the inarch was resumed and 
continued until we reached this post on the afternoon of the 22d (yes¬ 
terday). 

The Confederate force is still in the mountains west of us. If they 
have t.akou the route by the Miembres it wiU be impossible to over¬ 
take the.m. If they have taken tliat by Canada Alamosa I am not 
without hopes of intorcei)ting them, although my scouts report that 
they hav<^ abaudoued everything that would encumber them in their 
tlight.

Tbc junction was made at Tijerus, and our combined 
forces moved against the enemy, who retreated belbre us. On tlie loth 
Aprilj at Peralta, we had several skirmishes with the enemy, and <lunng 
the niglit he evacuated Peralta and continued his letreat. The pursuit 
was kept up until our arrival at this post, when from want ol'i)rovisions 
we halted; the enemy in a disorganized state, leaving behind liiin 
wagons, si(^k, &c., is making IukS way out ol* the Territory. 1 was left 
temporarily in the command of this district, with my head<j[uarters at 
Port Craig.

General: I have the honor to report myself in command of the 
Central, Santa F6, and Northern Military Districts, I)(*partmeTit oi 
New Mexico, and that I have established and gariisoiuMl the posts at 
Albuquerque and Santa P6, recently occupied by Coniederat(‘ troops 
of General Sibley^s brigade. It will gratily you to know that tlie 
Texan troops are in retreat out of the country, liaving be(m compelled 
by our o])erations to abandon most of their sup])lies of all kinds and to 
take the mountain route behind the Socorro range to avoid tiu* eapture 
of their small remaining force of the 3,000 lrooi)s that invadi^l the 
Territory. They have abandoned their sick and wounded everywlnuu 
on their line of retreat, and are leaving in a state of d(mi<)raiization 
and snlleriug that has few examples in any war. The long lin<* of their 
retreat ov^er Jornada and wastes of country without wat<*r and that 
iuriiisli no su])})lies will render their march extremely dilVumlt and 
aggiavate the ordinary suff:*eriugs of a disorganized army under defeat. 
The broken-down condition of all our animals, the want of cavalry, and 
delieieiu'ies oi* all our supplies vill make a su<*(*eshful pursuit etpuilly 
im])racticable, if not imi)()ssible. 

My reports of the operations of my division in the held from the 1st 
to the loth instant will reach you in' time through the i)roper channels. 
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I effected a junetioii witli Oolouel Paal’s command at San Antonio on 
the 13th, after a demonstration on Albuqiieiqne and artillery combats 
there on the 8th and sharp skirmishing on the 8th and 9th. The last 
engagement was at Peralta, on the 15th. That drove the main Confed¬ 
erate forces from that position and put their army in utter rout. 

We have great numbers of their prisoners, but I am unable to give 
the figures with accuracy, and some 00 wagons of their supply train 
and two pieces of artillery have fallen into our hands. 

Colonel Canby is on the i)ursuit with botli the northern and southern 
dmsions of the army, and this information is communicated indirectly, 
because it will be many da;\ s before his official reports can be made. 

According to the most reliable information General Sibley has not 
left 1,200 men of the aimy of 3,000 that appeared before Port Craig 
on February 13th, and his retreat is the complete annihilation of his 
remaining forces.

Ueadquarters Column from California, 

Bort Barrett^ Fima Villages^ May 25, 1862. 

Major : The advance guard of this column, under Lieut. Col. Joseph 
E. West, First California Volunteer Infantry, took iiossessiou of Tuc¬ 
son, in tins Territory, on the 20th instant, without firing a shot. All 
the secession troops who were in the Territory and all of the secession¬ 
ists, so far as we can learn, have fled—^Ihe troops to the Eio Grande, 
the citizens to Sonora. Our arrival is hailed with great joy by all the 
poo])le who remain. We shall doubtless be able to get some forage, 
flour, and boel‘, and iierhaps sugar, from Sonora; but of this I will 
write you in detail from Tucson in a ifew days. A rumor comes from 
the Eio Grande tliat Sibley has met with a serious reverse.

Major : In my letter to you, dated June 18,1 informed you that 1 
had sent Expressman John Jones, Ser^^eaiit Wheeling, of Company 1^, 
First Oalitbrnia Volunteer Inl’antry, and a Mexican guide named Chavez, 
with communications for General Canhy. 

These men started fi?om Tucson on the evening of June 15. On the 
18th they were attacked by a party of Apaches, and Sergeant Wlieeling 
and the guide (Chavez) were killed, and Jones, almost by a miracle, 
succeeded in getting through the Indians, and after a liot pursuit on 
their part made out to reach the Kio Grande at a point known as 
Picacho, 0 miles above Mesilla. He was taken prisonei’ by the secjession- 
ists, who brought him before Colonel Steele (William Steele, late Second 
Dragoons), who examined him, took his dispatches, and threw him into 
jail. He managed, however, to get word to General Canby that he 
was there and that the Column from California was really coming—an 
acMevement that was considered absolutely impra.cticable. However, 
as soon as Steele ascertained this matter as a fact, hurried preparations 
were made to abandon the country. Meantime General Canby Ivid sent 
a large force to Fort Craig to move on Mesilla as soon as transportation 
could be provided, A strong reconnoitering force, under Lieuu ^ant- 
Colonel Eyre, left Tucson on June 21, and after a hard march arrived 
on the Eio Grande near Foi*t Tliorn on July 4. 

On the 5th this force occupied that work, it having been abandoned 
by the enemy. Here the colors were run up by the California troops. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Byre was then re-enforced by a squadron of the 
Third U. S. Cavalry, and having constructed a rail and built a boat, 
was at the last advices about to cross the river to march on Fillmore 
and Fort Bliss, in Texas. Steele, meanwhile, had abandoned Mesilla 
and was making his way to Texas. The Mexican population was rising 
on every hand and were killing his men and running otf his stock. It 
is said that TeePs battery, C. S. Army, the one tak(m from Canby at» 
Valverde, had been attacked some 30 miles below Fort Bliss and tak<m 
by the people, who had hovered around it to the number of 1,500. It, 
was believed that neither Steele nor Teel would ever reach Texas. 
Sibley and Colonel Reily had fallen back on Texas iTi May, leaving 
Steele with what was considered force enough to hold Arizona. 

All this news came last night. It was brought by Captain MciCleave, 
who had been exchanged for two lieutenants, one of whom was St(*(^le’s 
adjutant, who had been taken by Captain Fritz, hTrst (^alifortna Vol¬ 
unteer Cavalry. Captain Fritz went after Colonel Steele with a Hag of 
truce to effect the exchange. He overtook Colonel Steele 20 miles below 
Fort Fillmore in full retreat. 

As you have been informed, the uncommon drought of this summer" 
had so dried up the country tliat it was impracticable to move a large 
force in the direction of the Rio Grande until the rains (ioinmenced 
falling. Usually this occurs by Juno 24, but this year there has been 
but little fall even yet. The column, however, has Ix^tm taking the road 
by installments, commencing with Roberts’ company of infantry and 
Oremouy’s cavalry, which was sent with 25,000 pounds of corn and thirty 
days’ rations tor Eyre in case ho was obliged to fall back to the Rio <le 
Sauz, 128 miles from Tucson, stiirting on July 9. (See letter to Colonel 
West, marked A^ herewith inclosed.) 1 also iiudose Colonel Byre’s 
report,! dated at Fort Thom, July C, 1802. This oflicer deserves great 
credit for his enterprise. 1 trust the Governor will notice the conduct

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of himself and men. This report is marked B.t I also send a suhse 
quont report of Colonel Byre’s, dated July 8,1802 (Ct), and also one 
still later, dated July 11,1862, marked D,* and still another, dated July 
14,1862, marked E j t also a letter from Colonel Chiyington, marked B; * 
also a letter from General Canby, marked G,^ and letters * from General 
Canby to Colonel ChiTington, dated June 9,16,18,27, and July 1 and 4, 
1862. I also inclose General Orders, Nos. 10 and 11, from these head¬ 
quarters. 

The troops marched on the days specified. I shall leave this post 
to-moiTovr and move rapidly to the front. If a demonstration on North¬ 
western Texas Avill serve as a diversion in favor of forces landing on 
the coast that State will soon be ours. The country is still dry, but we 
shall do our best.

No. 10. ) Tueson, Aria., July 17, 1862. 

The Column from California will move to the Rio Grande in the fol¬ 
lowing order: 

I. On the 20th instant Col. Joseph R. West, First California Vol¬ 
unteer Infantry, with Companies B, C, and K, of his regiment, and 
Company G, of the Fifth CaUfomia Volunteer Infantry. TMs command 
at the Itio de Sauz win receive the addition of Company E, of West’s 
regiment, and Thompson’s mountain howitzers. Maj. Theodore A. Coult, 
of the Fifth California Volunteer Infantry, is assigned to duty with this 
command. Colonel West will take 40,000 rounds of rifle-musket am¬ 
munition. 

II. On the 2l8t instant a second command, consisting of Shinn’s light 
battery. Third U. S. Artillery, and Comi)anies A^ First, and B, Fifth 
California Volunteer Infantry, will take up its line of march for the 
Rio Grande. This command will be supplied with all the artillery am¬ 
munition now here which pertains to Shinn’s battery and 17,000 rounds 
of ammunition for the rifle musket. 

III. On the 23d instant a third command, under Lieut. Col. Edwin A. 
Rigg, consisting of Companies L F, D, and H, First California Volun¬ 
teer Infantry, will start for the Rio Grande. This command will have 
28,000 rounds of ammunition for the rifle musket. 

IV. Each of these commands will be supplied with subsistence for 
thirty days, ivith at least two tents for each company and with a good 
supply of intrenching tools. Each command will also have one hos- 
I)ital tent complete and an ambulance for the sick and wounded, and 
will have a forge and material for shoeing horses and mules, and. also 
a water-tank and a good supply of water-kegs. 

V. On the 31st instant a train of wagons laden with forty days’ sup¬ 
plies of subsistence for the whole command hereby ordered forward, 
with the following ammunition, viz, 40,000 rounds of the rifle musket, 
30,000 rounds for the Sharp’s carbine, and 20,000 rounds for the navy 
size Colt’s revolver, together with such other supplies of clothing.

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tjents, tools, si)are wagon timbers, leatlier, wagon gicaso, horseslioes. 
mule-slioes, liorseslioe-nails, stationery, &c., as may be r(^qnired, will 
leave Tucson for the Rio Grande, escorted b} Ooini)<inies A, Fifth Cal¬ 
ifornia Volunteer Infantry, and A, First Oalifoiiiia Volunteer Cavalry, 
each furnished with sixty days’ rations. This command will have an 
ambulance, forge, and water-tank, and such other articles as may be 
required to render it eflSleient. 

VI. Company D, First California Volunteer Cavalry, will move from 
Tubac directly for the crossing of the San Pedro, where it will arrive 
on the 22d instant. From that point it will form the advance guard of 
the column, and habitually, unless olherwise ordered, will march one 
d ay in front of West’s command. 

Vn. Captain Oremony’s company (B, of the Second California Vol¬ 
unteer Cavalry) will march near the head of the column, to serve as 
flankers or as vedettes, as occasion may require. 

VIII. The staff officers attached to these headquarters, except the 
chief commissary, will, until further orders, move with West’s com¬ 
mand. Surgeon Prentiss, First California Volunteer Cavalry, will 
move with the second command, and Surgeon Wooster, Fifth California 
Volunteer Infantry, will move with Rigg’s command. 

IX. The chief quartermaster, chief commissary, and medical director 
are charged with giving the most perfect efficiency possible to all mat¬ 
ters pertaining to the public service in their several departments, keep¬ 
ing in mind the fact that this column is presumed now to move forward 
prepared at all points to engage the enemy at any moment by night or 
by day. Let nothing be omitted or m^gleeted which will give due 
effect to this idea, whether on the march or on the held of battle. 

X. That every soldier may move forward with n light, free stej), now 
that we approach the enemy, he will no longer be reqiiiiTd to carry his 
knapsack. 

XI. This is the time when every soldier in this column looks forward 
with a confident hope that he, too, will have the distinguished honor 
of striking a blow for the old Stars and Stripes; when lie, too, ieeLs in 
his heart that he is the champion of the holiest cause that has ever yet 
nerved the arm of a patriot. The general commanding the column de¬ 
sires that such a time shall be remembered by all. but more particularly 
by those who from their guilt have been so unibrtxinate as to be pris¬ 
oners on such an occasion. Ho therefore orders that all soldi<*rs un¬ 
der his command who maybe now held in ooniinennud shall be at once 
released.

I. All of tlio Territory of Arizona wobt of a meridian line running 
throngh wliat is known as Apache Pass, on the Butterlield Mail Route, 
hence to Mesilla, will constitute a military district, to bo known as the 
District of Western Arizona, the hcad<iuarters of which shall be Tuc¬ 
son, Ariz. Maj. David IPerguson, First Oalifoniia Volunteer Cavalry, 
is hereby placed in command of this district, as well as of the post and 
town of Tucson. 

U. The duties which devolve upon Major Ferguson by this order are 
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additional to those he is required to perform as chief commissary of 
this column. He is ‘^so empo’wered to make estimates of aU funds 
necessary to be used in the quartermaster's department and subsistence 
department, so far as the wants and necessities of those departments 
inaj be concerned direct to the proper officers at the headquarters 
Dei)artment of the Pacific. Major Ferguson will disburse and direct 
the disbursement of those funds when received to the best interests 
of the i)ublic service, having reference first to having on hand an ade¬ 
quate supply of all articles of prime necessity, such as food and forage; 
likewise all that will insure mobility to the column by having its means 
of transportation always in as good order and good repair as practica¬ 
ble. 

III. Great vigUanoe will be exercised by Major Ferguson to see that 
no successM attack is made on his ti'ains within his district by seces¬ 
sionists or Indians. The troops in the district are to be kept in fight¬ 
ing condition, and the public animals and public stores so carefully 
guarded as to secure against loss by surprise or by depredation and 
secure against destruction by fire or by flood.

OJo de la Vaca, Ariz., August 2,1862. 

Geneeal : General George Wright, U. S. Army, commanding the 
Department of the Pacific, recommended to the General-in-Chief that 
a force from California, to consist of a battery of four guns (Company 
A, U. S. Third Artillery), the First Ee^meut of Infantry California 
Volunteers, and five companies of the Fii’st Cavalry California Volun¬ 
teers, should cross the Yuma and Colorado Deserts, and recapture the 
posts in Aiizona'aud Southern New Mexico, then supposed to be in 
the hands of the rebels, and open the Southern Overland Mail Eoute. 

These recommendations or suggestions were approved by the Gen¬ 
eral-in-Chief, and arrangements were set on foot to carry them into 
eflect. But what with unprecedented floods in California and uncom¬ 
mon drought on the Yuma and Colorado Deserts, and other serious 
difficulties which had to be encountered, it has been quite impossible 
to bring forwai'd the force above indicated in a fighting condition at an 
earlier date than the present. 

I was baflled in every effort I attempted to communicate with you. 
My first note, marked A, after many days came back to me, the mes- 
simger not being able to ascend the Salt Fork of the Gila on account 
of high water. My second notoj marked B, after several days was 
returned from Sonora, as the Mexican expressmen were too much afraid 
to encounter the dangers of the journey through Chihuahua to El Paso 
and so on to your headquarter's. Of the 3 men w'hom I sent with my 
:hud notes, marked C and D, 2 were killed by the Apache Indians 
near the Chiricahua Mountains on the evening of the 18th of June 
last. The third, after a miraculous escape and a perilous ridCj arrived 
on the Eio Grande at sunset on the evening of tho 20th, 100 miles from 
wlicre his companions wore murdoi'cd. Ilere, in an exhausted, half- 
delirious state, he was captiu’od by secessionists, and, together with his 
dispatches, taikon to Colonel Bteele, C. S. Army. On the 17th of June 
I directed Lieutenant-Colonel Byre, First Cavalry, CaUlbrnia Volun- 
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teers, with a small comraaml from his regiment, to make a forced recon¬ 
naissance toward the Eio G-rande. He started from Tucson on this duty 
on the evening of June 21. (See my letter to him, marked B.) 

On the 8th of July I directed some supplies to be forwarded half way 
to the Eio Grande, to provide for the emergency of Eyre’s being obliged 
to fall back. (See letter to Colonel West, marked E.) Eoberts’ com¬ 
mand, which ticted as a guard to those supplies, had a fight with the 
Apache Indians at Apache Pass, in which he lost 2 killed and 2 wounded, 
but in which he succeeded in di-iving the Indians, as he reports, with a 
loss of 9 killed on their side. 

From June 7 until July 17 1 was busily employed in repairing trains, 
in getting supplies up from Port Yuma and from Sonora, and in regu¬ 
lating somewhat the aftairs of W estern Arizona, On the 17th July, 
without yet having heard from the Eio Grande, I made the order for 
the advance to that river. It is herewith inclosed, marked G.* 

On the evening of the 21st of July, after the second detachment of 
the column had started from Tucson, I received your note of the 4th 
ultimo, together with copies of some orders and instructions to the 
commander of the Southern Military District, Department of Hew 
Mexico- 

I left Tucson on the 23d ultimo and arrived at this point on the 1st 
instant. I left 100 men at Apache Pass. (See General Orders, Ho. 12, 
marked H.t) 

Colouel West’s detachment will arrive,here to-morrow; Captain 
Willis’ the next day; Lieutenant-Colonel Eigg’s on the 5th. I shall 
halt two or tlu-ee days on the Miombres to recruit and let the column 
close up, and shall then proceed by the sfeige route to Mesilla. 

I received your letter of the 9th of July day before yesterday. 

It was not the intention of General Wright to throw a command 
into your department which would embarrass you to keep it suiiplied. 
The troops from CaUfomia were to draw nearly all thefr- stores from 
Port Yuma, to which point they are shipped from San Francisco. 
Some were to be bought in Sonora. My supply train, which loaves 
Tucson to-day, will have forty days’ rations for the whole command 
from the 20th instant. Even those rations of yours consumed by 
Byre’s cavalry I had hoped to replace, learning to what straits you 
had been put for subsistence for your own command. I am happy to 
know that you have now such an abundance of stores, and should I 
fall short of anything, I will cheerfully avail myself of your authority 
to draw on your depot at Port Craig for what I need, 

A train of about 60 wagons wiD ply between Port Yuma and Tucson, 
starting from Tucson, say, the 12th instant, to accumulate and keep up 
a good supply at that point. A contractor has given bonds to keep 
the Column tom California supplied with fresh beef at 9 cents a pound. 
Stores can be hauled by private trains from the port of Guaymas to 
Tucson for five cents a pound. This latter information may bo of 
service to you. I have no subsistence funds here; the paper nuukod 
It will exhibit the condition of those in the quai-termaster’s depart¬ 
ment. 

The paper marked Kt will tell you of my means of transportation 
after the arrival of the train which leaves Tucson to-day, minus, say, 
three teams left at Fort Bowie, Apache Pass, Chiricahua Mountains. 

All my troops except one company of cavairy have pay due tom 
February 28,1862. It will be a great kindness to have them paid, if

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it can be done without inconvenience to the troops of your own depart¬ 
ment. 1 have no paymaster with me, and was not counting on the 
troops being paid by your paymaster. The men are sadly in want of 
small stores, tobacco, &c. We have no sutler, and of course, on the 
desert, the soldiers have exhausted what few necessaries they happened 
by chance to have. 

1 have, say, 100 rounds of ammunition for small-arms per man, and 
can soon have more from Fort Tuma, and I have for the four pieces of 
artillery the ammunition named in a letter to Lieutenant Shinn, U. S. 
Third Artillery, marked L.* 

The men have only fatigue clothing and that somewhat worn, but 1 
expect some up from Fort Yuma very soon. Can you spare any ? 

Oapt. Tredwell Moore, assistant quartermaster, is the only staff 
officer belonging to the army with me, and he will be rebeved from 
duty in this column shortly after my arrival at Mesilla. I have with 
me two surgeons, one assistant and one acting assistant surgeon, all 
of the volunteer service, h'or the state of my medical supplies, see 
Surgeon Mclilulty’s letter, marked M.*

I will send you an accurate held return as soon as the command 
under Captain McOleave reaches Mesilla. 

T inclose herewith a letter from Maj. Richard C. Drum, assistant 
adjutant-general Department of the Pacific, marked hT; also a copy of 
Genei'al Ordei-s, lio. 29 [1862J, from the War Department, on the same 
sheet. 

I beg to be fully instructed by you in all measures wherein myself 
or the California Column can be of the most service. We have not 
crossed the continent thus far to split hairs, but with an earnest reso¬ 
lution to do our duty whatever be our geographical position; and so 
the marches of this column tend always towaid tbo heart of the rebel¬ 
lion; the men will forget their toils and sufferings on the Great Desert 
in their hojie ultimately to reach the enemy. 

In all this I am sure I but express the sentiments of General Wright. 

As the g^antry of the troops under your command has left us noth¬ 
ing to do on the Rio Grande, it would be a sad disappointment to those 
from California if they should be obliged to retrace their steps without 
iecling the enemy. 

1 hope I do not ask too much when I inquire whether a force could 
not profitably be thrown into Western Texas, wliere it is reported the 
Union men are only waiting for a little help to run up the old flag.

I can move on from Tucson or Fort Breckinridge as soon as 
I hear from yon. 1 am readj' and anxious to co-operate with you. 

If necessary I ciin be followed by still another regiment or more of 
infantry, to be sent by steam to the mouth of the Colorado. 

It will afford me pleasure to enter into any plan yon may suggest, so 
my force can be of service to you and to the cause. 

Let me know your strength, your situation, your puiTposes; the 
strength, situation, and probable purposes of Sibley and his troops. 

Please send an escort with my messenger, to get him safely tlirongh 
the Apaches.

General : 1 had the honor to write to yon on the 8d ultimo from l<\n‘t 
Yuma, Cal., that I was on my way to Arizona, and desired (o eo-operait* 
with you in driving the rebels from New Mexico. My imsssenger was 
unable to reach you via the Salinas Pork of the Gila on account ol‘ high 
water. I therefore dispatch another through Mexican territory. 

I am oi’dered to recapture all the works in New Jllc'xieo which had 
been surrendered to rebels. This I shall proceed to do, starting from 
here as soon as the rains have tilled the natunil tanks, say eai'Iy in 
July. 

What number of troops can find subsistence, say at twenty <lays’ 
uot.i<‘e, at Mi'silla and Fort Bliss, in Texas ? I <san start from liere with 
sixty days’supply for one l)at(ery of artillery, one regiment of infuntiy, 
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and five companies of cavalry. With, this force I desire to co-operate 
with you. This -will enable me to hold this country besides. 

I have placed Arizona under martial law, and shall continue it so 
until the civil officers come. I can bring more force if necessary. Let 
me know by the bearer your wishes, purposes, strength; the strength, 
position, and apparent purposes and condition of Sibley and his forces.

To all whom it ma/y concern: 

The Congress of the United States has set apart a portion of Few 
Mexico and organized it into a Territory complete of itself. This is 
known as the Territory of Arizona. It comprises within its limits aU 
the country eastward ffiom the Colorado Eiver, which is now occupied 
by the forces of the United States known as the Column from Califor¬ 
nia ; and as the flag of the United States shall be carried by this column 
still ffirther eastward, these limits will extend in that direction until 
they roach the farthest geographical boimdary of this Temtory. 

Now, in the present chaotic state in which Arizona is found to be, 
with no civil officers to administer the laws—^indeed, with an utter 
absence of all civil axithority—and with no security of life or property 
within its borders, it becomes the duty of the undersigned to represent 
Ihe authority of the United States over the people of Arizona as well 
as over all those who compose or are connected with the Column from 
California. Thus, by virtue of his office as military cominander of the 
United States forces now here, and to meet the fact that wherever 
within our boundaries our colors fly tliere the sovereign power of our 
country must at once be acknowledged and law and order at once pre¬ 
vail, the undersigned, as a military governor, assumes control of this 
Territoiy until such time as the President oi the United States shall 
otherwise direct.

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Thus also it is hercb;y declared that until civil ofSeers shall be sent 
by the Government to organize the civil courts for the administration 
of justice the Territory of Arizona is hereby placed under martial law. 
Trials for capital oilbnses shall be hold by a military commission, to be 
composed of not more than thirteen nor less than nine commissioned 
officers. The rules of evidence shall be those customary in practice 
under tlie common law. The trials shall be ])ublic and shall be trials 
of record, and the mode of ]>rocediire shall be stri(‘tly in ac(*ordance 
with that of courts-martial in the Army of the United States. Unless 
the public safety absolulely requires it, no execution shall follow con¬ 
viction until the orders in tlie (‘ase by the President shall be known. 

Trials for minor offenses shall be held under the same rules, excejit 
that for these a commission of not more than five nor less than three 
commissioned officers may sit, and a vote of a majority determine the 
issue. In these cases th<^ orders of the officer organizing the commis¬ 
sion shall be linal. 

All matters in relation to rights in luojierty and lands which may be 
in dispute shall be determined for tU(‘ time being by a military commis¬ 
sion, to be composed of not more than live nor less than three commis¬ 
sioned officers. Of course appeals from the decisions of such com¬ 
missions can be taken to the civil courts when once the latter have 
been established. 

There are ctuTain fundamental rules for the government of the people 
of this Territory which will b<‘ rigidly enforced: 

T. No man who has arrived at hnvTul age shall be pcrmittcHl to reside 
within this Territory who does not without delay subscribe to the oath 
of allegiance to the United States. 

II. No words or acts calculated to imi>air that veneration which all 
good patriots should feel for our country and Government/ will be tol¬ 
erated within this Tenitory or go unpunished if sufficient i>r()of can be 
had of them. 

III, No man who does not pursue some lawful calling or have some 
legitimate means of support shall be permitted to remain in the Terri¬ 
tory. 

Having no thought or motive in aU this but the good of the people 
and aiming only to do right, the undersigned confidently hopes and 
expects, in all he does to further these ends, to have the hearty co-op¬ 
eration of every good citizen and soldier in Arizona. All this is to go 
into effect from and after this date, and will continue in ibrce, unless 
disapproved or modified by General George Wright, U. S. Army, com¬ 
manding the Department of the Pacific, umler whose ord<‘rs tlu^ Oolumu 
from California has taken the field.

Colonel : It is important tiial a forced reconnaissance be made in 
advance of tin* column from the Eio Giande, and you are selected for 
this delicate and at the same time hazardous duty. 

You will take with you for this purx)ose a squadron of your regiment, 
to bo (jomposed of all the oflective officers and men of Companies B and 
0 now here. 

For transportation you will have three six-mule teams. Take six 
aparejos in the wagons for packing x)iu‘POse8 when necessary. Take, 
say, Ibur days’ pork, and dried beef and })emmican, and flour, coffee, 
sugar, salt, and vinegar for thirty days. Take 70 rounds of ammunition 
for the Sharx)’s carbines per man, and 30 rounds x>er man of navy-re¬ 
volver ammunition. You should have at least 6 pick-axes and 12 long- 
handled shovels as intrenching tools. 

Acting Assistant {Surgeon Kittredge> will accompany you. 

All other essentials of your outfit will readily suggest themselves to 
you. When you bear in mind that you are always to be ready to fight, 
with yotxr horses in the best x)ossible condition, all, and only all, you 
will want x>i'actically to fulfill tlu'se requirements will come to your 
mind. 


You go to watch the road in the direction of the enemy. If possible 
you will capture or drive in his pickets, and observe and report upon 
Ids situation, strength, movements, and apparent purx)oses. To do this 
successfully the greatest prudence, sagacity, forc^cast, and boldness are 
necessary/ i hardly need assure you that 1 liave the fullest confidence 
in your ability to carry the purpose of your reconnaissance to the most 
useful results. 

Avoid collision with the Indians. Of course you will report back to 
me all that it is necessary for me to know.

Ool Joseph E. West, 

First Infantry, Cal. Voh., Comdg. at Tueson, Ariz.: 

Colonel : You will order a sergeant and 9 trasty infantry soldiers 
and 3 &st-rate cavalry soldiers to tlie crossing of the San Pedro, to 
guard some forage which the quartermaster will send to that point. 

You wOl order Eoberts’ company, of the First liifauti'y, California 
Volunteers, to the San Simon, en route to the Eio Grande, where they 
will make an intrenched camp, if possible, near the mail station, and 
there await further orders. 

A train will accompany these troops with thirty days’ rations for 
Colonel Eyre’s command, commencing on its arrival at the San Simon, 
and thirty days for the troops who are to remain at the San Pedro. 

Each soldier will have 110 rounds of anununition, and the party at 
the San Simon will have some intrenching tools suid also some scythes. 

These troops are sent to guard these supplies imtil the column resiehes 
them on its march to the Eio Grande. They also go to observe the road 
and to form a support to Colonel Eyre in ease he falls back. 

You cannot be too minute in youi‘ insti'iietions to them, having in view 
the furtherance of these ends. They are to have scouts all the time well 
to the front, unless menaced, say 50 or more miles; they are to keep 
me informed of movements in their vicinit>’ of the enemy, ami if at tacked 
they are not to surrender on any terms. They are to be uncommonly 
watchful that Indians do not run off their stock, and at the same time 
are not to attack the Indians tuiless the latter aa'o the aggressors.

Respectfully forwarded. I have supposed that Oeneral Orders, Fo, 
29, of 1862, applied to troops passing through, even temporarily within, 
the limits of a department to which the^'^ did not belong, but it will be 
seen that General Wright has given it a more extended application. 
This is not immediately material, as no question of command or per¬ 
sonal consideration will be allowed by me to interfere with the interests 
of the service, it is proper, however, that its status should be fixed 
by snpenor authority. 

If this force is to return to the Department of the Pacific, that fact 
will modify materially the re<jomm<mdations made in my report of the 
6 th instant. 


Headquarters Column from California, 

Santa N. Meoo.^ September 20, 1862. 

Colonel: I wrote to you on Jidy 22 , informing you of all the im¬ 
portant events connected with the Column from California from June 
18 to that date. I then iiudosed copies of General Orders, STos. 10 
and 11 , from these h<iadquar 1 ei's, wiiich ]>rescribed the manner in which 
the column should march across the desert from Tucson to the Rio 
Grande. 

I left Tucson myself on July 23 5 iiassed Colonel West, with most of 
the troops encamped on the San l^edro, on the 24th, and led the advance 
of the column from ihat ])oiul to Las Cruces, IT. Mex., with one com¬ 
pany of infantry and two ol* (Rivalry. From the hostile attitude of the 
CliiiM'caliiia Indians, J found it indispeiivsably necessary to establish a 
])ost in what is known as A])a(ihe Pass. It is known as Foit Bowie, and 
garrisoned by 100 rank and file of the Fifth (3ab'fornia Volunteer In- 
fatnry, and L3 rank and file ol* Company A, First California Volunteer 
Cavalry. This i)ost commands the water in that pass. Around this 
water the Indians have been in the habit of lying in ambush and shoot¬ 
ing troops and travelers as they came to drink. In this way they killed 
3 of Lieutmiant-Colonel Eyrc^s command, and in attempting to keep 
Captain Roberts' hMrsl/ California Volunteer Infantry away from the 
spring a light ensued, in which Captain Roberts had 2 men killed and 2 
wonndi^d. Captain Itoberts reports that the Indians lost 10 killed. In 
this aifairthe men of Captain Jtoberts^ company are reported as behav¬ 
ing witli great gallantry. 

fibvo miles beyond Aiiachc Pass J found the remains of 9 white men, 
who had been iimrdered by the Indians. They were a party traveling 
from tb(^ Pino Alto mines to California, One of them had been burned 
at tJie stake 5 we saw the charnel bones and the burnt ends of the rope 
by wlii<jh he had been tied. The remains ol* 7 of these men were buried 
on that s{)ot. 

From the Rio do Sauz to Ojo do la Vaca there was a great dearth of 
water* At the latter place J' addressed a letter to General Oanby, giv- 
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ing Mm all tlic elements going to make up the column, the object of its 
march, and the wishes of General Wrighti. A copy of that letter is 
herewith inclosed, marked 

Having been informed that a large number of men, women, and 
children were in a destitute and starving condition at Pino Alto mines, 
40-odd miles northeastward from the Ojo de la Vaca, I directed Colonel 
West to furnish them with some subsistence stores as a gratuity. (See 
letter of instructions to Colonel West, marked B, and Captain Shir- 
land^s report on the starving condition of these peoide, marked C.) 

I arrived on the Eio Grande on August 7 at a point 3 miles above 
Port Thorn, and immediately oommunicated with General Canby by 
letter, marked D. 

On August 0 I passed the Eio Grande at the San Diego Crossing, 18 
miles below Fort Tliorn. The river was still very high and very rapid, 
but the men stripped off their clothes and draggedthe wagons through 
by main force; tiu' baggage, subsistence stores, ammunition, &c., were 
crossed in two small, leaky boats. At this point we built a larger and 
better boat for tlic use of tJie detachments of the column still to come 
up. 

The head of the column arrived at Las Cruces on August 10. Here 
1 found the advance guard, under Lieutenant-Colonel E^e, First Cali¬ 
fornia Volunteer Cavalry, strengthened by four companies of the Fifth 
U. S. Infantry, which had been sent down from Port. Craig. Two com¬ 
panies of regular cavalry had also been sent down to re-enforce Colonel 
Byre; but these had been recalled and had starti^d back to Fort Craig 
on August 9. 

Unfortunately Colonel Eyre had been forbidden by Colom4 Chiving- 
ton and Colonel Ilowe to ])roceed in the direction of Ti^.xas below Las 
Cruces; otherwise I believe he would have ca]>t.ured th<^. whole ot‘ 
Steele’s force of C<)uie(lera.te troops. (See his report. \ on this subje<5t., 
marked B.) The energy, enterprise, and resourcics of Colonel Eyre, 
as exhibited in his rapid march from Tucson to the Eio Gramle; his 
crossing of that river, and his unlooked-for presemte dir<^.ct.ly upon the 
heels of the retreating rebels, cannot be too highly a])i)re<aaied. Ho 
exhibited some of the liiiest qualities of a Holdi(*r, and Imd h<‘ not. been 
fettered by orders from higher a.uthorH.y than himself, h<‘ would, with¬ 
out a doubt, have achieved advantages over the enemy credit a hh^ to 
himself and to the Column from California. But for his timely arrival 
on the Eio Grande, Las Cruces and JVlesilla would havijboth l)<‘(^n laid 
in ashes by the enemy. Hampered as he was by orders, he neverilie’ 
less managed to hoist the Stars and Stripes upon h'ort. 'rii<u*a, Fort 
Fillmore, Mesilla, and Fort Bliss, in Texas. 

On August It General Oaiiby wrote me a very Jmudsomc letUir, in 
which he liberally offered to furnish the column wit.h all tin* supplies 
it might need, together with $30,000 subsistence funds. (huHTal 
Wright will be gratilied to read it; it is marla'd F. It will be s<‘(‘n by 
that letter that the medical supplies and ordnance stones in the U(‘purt- 
meut of New Mexico arc so abundant as to juvclude tlu^ neet^ssity ol 
any more of these stores being purchased or shipped in the Ih^partment 
of the Pacilic for any of tJie troops east of Fort Yuma belonging to the 
Oohimn from Calilbrnia. 

On August 11 General Canby sent to me another <iommuni<5ation, in 
which he treats of the impracticability of an invasion of Texas from

+ ft dated Anfiriist 30. 1SG3, n. 585, 
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this direction, and in which he speaxs of removing the regular troops 
from New Mexico and of receiving other re-euforceraents from Oalifomia. 
As the views it sets foi’th seem to he of great value, I submit it for the 
perusal of General Wright; it is marked G. 

On August 12 General Canby wi-ote still another letter, in which he 
authorized me to use ray own judgment in regard to the disposition of 
troops in Arizona and Southern New Mexico; it is marked H. My 
letter to General Oanby, dated August 16, together with General Orders, 
Nos. 14 and 15, herewith inclosed, will inform General Wright of the 
distribution of the troops along the llio Grande. These communications 
are marked I. 

On August 16 I started with three companies of cavalry for Fort 
Bliss, in Texas. At the town of Franklin, opposite El Paso, I found 
a surgeon of the Confederate Army and 25 sick and disabled soldiers, 
whom I made prisoners of war by order of General Oanby. I also found 
tha/t a large amount of hospital stores and quartonnaster’s property, 
which once had belonged to the TJnitetl States, was in store-rooms con¬ 
nected with the custom-house at El Paso, in Mexico. These stores I 
managed to recover; there were 12 wagon loads of them. I sent them 
to the depot at Mesilla, which 1 had established. I then proceeded 100 
miles farther do^vu the valley of the Eio Grande into Texas. The object 
of my march was to restore confidence to the people. They had been 
taught by the Texans that wo were coming among them as marauders 
and as robbers. When they found we treated them kindly and paid 
them a fair luice for all the supplies wo required they rejoiced to find, 
as they came under the old flag once more, that they could now have 
protection and will be treated justly. The abhorrence they expressed 
for the Confederate troops and of the rebellion convinced me that their 
loyalty to the United States is now beyond question. 

On August 22 the troops of the Column from California hoisted the 
Stars and Stripes over Fort Quitman. This was done by Capt. John 
0. Cremony, withhis company(B, Second roliforniaVolnnteerC'avalry). 
On the same day Captain Shirland, Firp', (!;.i!!!‘ornia Volunteer Cavalry, 
was directed to proceed to Fort Davis, 140 iiules still farther into Texas, 
and hoisted the national colors ovei’ that j>ost. (See General Orders, 
No. 10, inark(*d K.) How well Captain Shirland performed this duty 
and how gallantly he and his men behaved in a fight with the In¬ 
dians will be seen by his report, a copy of which is herewith inclosed, 
marked L. 

Captain lloborts’ company^ which whipped the Indians in Apache 
Pass, is from Sacramento. Lieutenant-Colonel Eyre, who led my ad¬ 
vance guard to the llio Grande and hoisted the colors over Forts Thorn, 
Fillmore, Bliss, and Mesilla, is from Saci“ameuto, and so is Captain 
Sldrland, who hoisted the Stars and Stripes 240 miles farther into the 
State of Texas, and also whipped the Indians in that neighborhood. 
Tliis speaks nobly for the men from that city. 

1 inclose a telegraphic communication from General Canby to the 
Adjutant-General of the Army, dated August 10, in wlaich he requests 
that a regiment more of infantry and five companies of cavalry be sent 
into the Department of New Mexico from California, so as to relieve 
the regular troops now here; it is marked M. 

On August 211 was instructed to arrange the afi'aii-s of the District 
of .Arizona so as to turn over that district to the oflicer next in rank to 
r yself, and to hold myself in readiness to repair to the headquarters 
Department of New Mexico. 1 also received Special Orders, No. 148, 
from the headquarters of that depart inent, directing me to send an officer 
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as bearer of dispatches to the commander of the Department of the 
Paciiic. Copies of these documents are herewith inclosed, marked N. 

On Seirtembcr 2 I received Special Orders, No. 153 (marked O), 
dii’eetiug me to relieve Brigadier-General Oanby in tlu' commaiul of 
the Department of New Mexico. Previous to this order 1 liad ])ul)- 
lished General Orders, No. 17, which posted a comi)any of infantry at 
Franldiii, Tex., and another one at Dart’s Mill, Tex. It is herewith 
inclosed, marked P. 

On September 1 1 put the Texan inisoners of war whom 1 found 
at Franklin on their parole, and sent them on their wa.y to San Anto¬ 
nio, Tex., escorted by Company D, First California Volnnt('<‘r Cavalry. 
(See my letter to the commanding officer of the Confederate forces, 
San Antonio, Tex., marked Q.) 1 then returned to Las t'rnees, N. Mex., 
where I published General Orders, No. 20 (marked It), regulating the 
affairs of the District of Arizona and transferring the command of that 
district to Col. Joscidi It. West, First California Volunteer Infantry. 
(I still retain the command of the Column from California, and shall 
cause all the reports which you require in your letter to me, dated at 
San Francisco, May 30, to be sent to the headquarl«‘rs l)ei)artment 
of the Paciiic, until I am otherwise ordered by com])etent authority.) 1 
then proceeded to Santa Fd, arriving here on the lOth instant. 

General Canby relinquished the command of the Di'partment of New 
Mexico on the 18th instant. (See General Ordei’s, No. 83, marked S.) 
I assumed command of the department on the same day. (Sec Gcm'ral 
Orders, No. 84, marked T.) 

Some additional changes have been made of llu' troojis jicrtaining to 
the Column from California, which are indicated in a hdter to Coloni'l 
West, dated September 8 (marked U), and in anotlu'r dated Siqitmn 
berO (marked V); also two others, dated Septmubm- M (marked W 
and X, respectively). 

I inclose for your information thx'ce communications (markisl Y).* 
1 also inclose a copy of an order directing Lieut. Col. lOdward F. Fyr(‘, 
Fii’st California Volunteer Cavalry, to bear these dispatclu's to the 
headquarters Department of the Pacific; it is marked Z. 

These various communications will giv<‘ General Wright a iiretty 
good idea of the operations of the troops composing tin* Column from 
California from July 22, of this year, to tlie present lime. 

I find that the supply of provisions in this departnu'nt is !>d<‘<|nate 
to tlie wants of all tlie troops from California now seizing h<‘re, and 
therefore respectfully recommend that no more subsistence* stor<*s be 
purchased for the Column from Califoi'uia until iurtln*r advic(*s on this 
subject. I pro])ose to transport firom Fort Yuma to I'ueson during the 
cool weather of the fall and winter a large quantity of subsist<*net‘ st ores 
now in excess at the former post, so as to provide for tin* <‘ontingein*y 
of other troops being ordered to New Mexico from California; to pro¬ 
vide for the troops already stationed in Arizona, and to form a maga¬ 
zine in case of any reverses here which may lead to the destruction of 
our imesent stores or oblige the California or other troops to retire 
towards the Pacific. When these supidies have been ac(*umnlat(*d at 
Tucson by a train now employed for thatpuriiose that train wdl in* re¬ 
quired for service in this department; meantime it can bo used as trans¬ 
port ation from Fort Yuma to the Eio Grande for any troops which 
General Wright may order from the Department of the Pacific into 
Arizona or New Mexico.

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The Southern O ^erland Mail Eoute has been opened, and the mili¬ 
tary posts in Arizona, Southern "New Mexico, and NTorth western Texas 
have been reoccupied by troops composing the Column from California. 
Thus far the instructions of the general commanding the Department 
of the Pacific have been carried out. 

It was no fiiult of the troops from California that the Confederate 
forces tied before them. It is but just to say that their having thus 
lied is mainly lo be attributed to the gallantry of the troops under 
G(‘iieral Caiiby’s command. That they were hurried in their flight 
by the timely arrival of the advance guard of the Column from Cali¬ 
fornia, under Lieutenant-Colonel Eyre, there cannot be a doubt. The 
mar(‘li from the Pacific to the Eio Grande by the Column from Cah- 
foinia was not a(*complished without immense toil and great hard- 
shii)s or without many privations and much suffering fr’om heat and 
Avant oi wearer. 

The amount of labor performed by Col. Joseph E. West, the second 
in command, was imnumse and of the greatest practical importance. 
Much of our success was dependent on his energy, perseverance, 
cheerfulness, and high soldierly qualities. T cannot too strongly 
recommend that this officer be promoted to the grade of brigadier- 
general of volunteers as a rewaid for these services, and particularly 
as he now commands the most important district in this department. 
I trust that Gcmeral Wright will imge the necessity of this advance¬ 
ment of Colonel West, and set forth to the General-in-Chief his eminent 
fitness for the office of brigadier-general. This will promote Lieuten¬ 
ant-Colonel Eigg, which will be a reward for his important services as 
commanding oflicer at Fort Yuma during the past winter and for his 
eflicient labors in the column while crossing the Great Desert. I 
regard Colonel Eigg as one of the finest soldiers in the Column from 
California. Those who knew the troops from California as I knew 
them will consider this a high compliment. 

Lieut. Col. Edward E, Eyre, First California Volunteer Cavalry, 
deserves a regiment. The zeal lie has manifested in the discharge of 
his duties and the alacrity and cheerfulness he has always shown 
wlieii called upon for any hazardous enterprise distinguished him as 
one eminently fitted for the xirofession of arms. If five companies 
mor(‘ ol* cavalry are to be sent from California, as requested by General 
Ganby, 1 trust they will be added to the five which now compose the 
First *Galilbrnia Volunteer (''avalry, and that Lieutenant-Colonel Eyre 
will be eominissioned as full colonel. 

iii<* servic<\s of Major Coult, Fifth California Volunteer Infantry, 
and of Wa,joi‘ Ferguson, First Califoinia Volunteer Cavalry, and of 
Major McMullen, First California Volunteer Infantiy, have been most 
arduous and ar<^ deserving ot* reward. 

Tlu^ ollicers and men of the Second California Volunteer Cavalry 
and of the Fifth (Jaliforuia Volunteer Infantry shared alike in all the 
privations and toil encountered by the First California Volunteer 
Infantry and the First Calttbmia*Volunteer Cavalry. As soldiers, in 
th<‘ highest acceptation of that word, they were all equally subordi¬ 
nate, jiatient, energetic, and patriotic. If* I should select the names of 
some of them to be rewarded fo/ these high qualities it would be an 
invidhnis distinction. 

(Japl. dohn B. Shinn and First Lieut. Franklin Harwood, of the 
Third U. S. Artillery, for their incessant toil by night and by day to 
bring the battery of light artillery which is attached to the Column 
from California through the Yuma and Gila Deserts, should each 
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recoivG tire complimont of a brevet—^Ciiptniii SUiini to be orevetted as 
major and First Lieutenant ITarwood as captain. XJuIokSS these young 
men are rewarded by a compliment of this kind 1 shall always feel 
that the passage of a battery of light artillery, always in lighting con¬ 
dition, over such an inhospitable waste, in the midst of the heats of 
summer, is a matter of such trivial importance in the profession of 
arms as not to be worthy of notice. Theirs was the first battery that 
ever crossed the desert. I am sure that he who crosses the next one 
will be considered an accomx)lished soldier. 

I trust that General Wright will call the attention of the General-in- 
Ohief to the credit which is eminently due these young gentlemen for 
their services in this column. I have already asked for i)romotion of 
my adjutant-general, Lieut. Benjamin 0. (Jntler; for my medical di¬ 
rector, Surg. James M. McISTuIty, and for my regimental (piartormaster. 
First Lieut. Lafayette Ilaminond, all of the First Galitbrnia Volun¬ 
teer Infantry. TL(‘ir merits arc^ too well known at the headquarters 
Department of the Pacific to need any further words oi* commendation 
from myself. 

In conclusion, I beg to thank General Wright for the confidence he 
always reposed in me. In (tarrying out his orders and instructions I 
have endeavored to do my best, yet, as it was a new and very extended 
field of oi)erations, my judgment about what was best to be done under 
emergencies as they arose wms doubtless not always of the soundest 
character 5 yet I feel that General Wright has kindly overlooked all 
imperfections of this nature, and saved me the iiain of man.> ndnikes, 
which no doubt I have deserved. For this I feel v(*ry grateful. 

The march of the column irom California in tlie siimmcT months 
across the Great Desert, in the driest season that has ever been known 
for thirty years, is a military achievement creditable to tli(^ soldiers of 
the American Army; but it would not be Just to attribut(^ tl)e success 
of this march to any ability on my part. That success was gained 
only by the high physical and moral energies of that pe(;nliar <*lass of 
officers and men who comjiosed the Column from California. With 
any other troops I am sui‘e 1 should have thiled. 

i send you a set of colors which have been borne by this column. 
They were hoisted hy Colonel West on Forts Breckinridge^ and Buch- 
auan, and over Tucson, Ariz.; by Colonel Eyre over Forts '^rhoru 
and Fillmore, and over Mesilla, K. Mcx., and over Fort Bliss, in T(^^:as. 
They were hoisted by Oajdaiu Cremouyover Fort Quitman, and by 
Captain Shirland over Fort Davis, in'Texas; and thus again Imve 
those places been consecrated to our beloved country.

Colonel : I liiive been credibly informed that there are some 20 
families of men, women, and cbildren at the Pino Alto mines, some 40 
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miles from tliis camp, who are nearly perisliing for \/aiit of food, the 
Indians having rohlx^d Ihein of what they had, and the secessionists hav¬ 
ing captured and api)ropriated to thenuselves a train of supplies which 
was on the way some time since to their relief. You will send Capt. 
B. D. Shirland, First California Volunteer Cavalry, and Lieut. D. 0. 
Vestal, First California Volunteer lufantiy, with a sufficient escort of 
cavalry and infantry, to the Pino Alto mines wfith some provisions for 
these starving people. Send them 5 beeves. GOO pounds, more or less, 
of pemmican, 3,000 pounds of flour, and 1,500 pounds of panoche (Mex¬ 
ican sugar). These provisions ivlll be given to the most needy. If it 
be not practicable to distribute them all at once, they will be left in 
the hands of some responsible man ibr this purpose, proper receipts 
being taken therefor. 1 instruct Captain Shirland particularly on 
these points, and direct him aud Lieutenant Vestal to make a joint 
report on the number and sutleriiigs of the people at Pino Alto, and 
whether they are strong enough to i)rotect themselves from further 
harm from the Indians.

Colonel : Pursuant to instructions received on the 6th instant we 
lelt this place on that day for the Pino Alto mines, taking with us a 
quantity of provisions for distribution among Ihe inhabitants of that 
place, represented to be in a staiving condition. We arrived there on 
the 71h, and called upon the principal men of the i)lace to assist us in 
ascertaining the names, ages, business, condition, number, 4&c., of the 
inhabitants. We found about 30 Ameiicaus, French, Germans, &c.; 
two of the Germans with families j all the rest were Mexicans. Most 
of them were extremely poor and destitute, theie being scarce!any 
ore at all in the mines. They had received some little assistance pre¬ 
vious to our arrival, before which time they had been living on purs¬ 
lane {Hid rootvS, and several liad become insane from hunger,

Number of tamilies in the mines, two—Mr. SchneidePs and Mr. 
IloUz^s; number of Mexican families living in the mines, about 30, all 
extremely poor. 

All tlie people seemed to be loyally inclined, although several of 
them had belonged to the Arizona Eangers, a company formed for the 
purpos(i of fighting the Indians in the Territory. The Indians were 
r<‘])resente(l as being extremely hostile and in the habit of committing 
(lepiHidations upon the settlers whenever they had anything to steal. 
At th(^ time of our viwsit there were no Indians in the neighborhood, but 
(^very one thought that as soon as trains with siu)plies commenced 
(heir trips the Indians would begin to commit depredations. All were 
extrenufiy anxious to have the Govt^rnment extend to thorn sufficient 
protection and station at least one company in their neighborhood.

Three and a half miles above Fort Thorn, August 8, 1862, 

Brig. Gen. E. E. S. Oanby, 

Gomdg. Department of New Mexico, Santa F4, N. Mex,: 

General: Before arriving at Cooke’H WelLs I learned that there was 
not any water to speak of between that point and El Picacho, on the 
Eio Grande, 55 miles from Cooke’s Wells and 6 miles above Mesilla. 
The Eio Grande had divided in tlie great flood and broken across the 
country, so as to leave the town of Mesilla on an island, difficult of 
access from the west, and that the facilities for grazing in the neigdv 
borhood of Mesilla were bad. This information decided me to strike 
the Eio Grande at or near Fort Thorn, a distance of not less tlian 35 
miles, nor more than 40, from Cooke’s Wells, but destitute of water the 
whole way. 

I arrived here last evening with two companies of cavalry and one 
of infantry, having left Cooke’s Wells at 8 a. m. The other detach¬ 
ments—West’s, Willis’, and Eigg’s, a day apart—Anil i*each this point, 
commencing with West’s, to-morrow evening. I leave to-day for the 
San Diego Crossing, at the foot of the Jornada, and 1 shall pass the 
Eio Grande at that point. 

I have this day written to Colonel TIowe, that if they have not already 
left Fort Craig, to go up the river. The Colorado Volunteers can leave at 
once, agreeably with yoim Special Orders, No. 128, current series. 

I inclose for your information a copy of a I'ote to ColoiuO W(\st, First 
California Volunteer Infantry, in relation to sending some piovisions 
to some destitute men, women, and children at the Ihno Alto mines. 

If I have authority to occupy posts in the northwestern portion of 

Texas, i e., Ports Bliss.and-, will you permit me to have my 

headquarters, say, at Hart’s Mill, on the Eio Grande, some 3 miles above 
Fort Bliss?

I 
had a few (^two to a company) when I left Tucson, but 13 ot* th(\s(‘ w<*re 
left to shelter the gaixison at Fort Bowie, Ax)ach(^ Puvss, Chiricahua 
Mountains. T have sent to Fort Yuma to have all the tents at that 
post repaired and sent on as soon as possible. Should I need them, 
can you lend me some? 

I left Tucson July 23; stopped one day at tlu^ Cienega do j8auz, and 
four and a half at Ojo de la Vaca, and arrived here on the 7th.

Cmmandmg Column from California, District of Arizona: 
General : I have just received yonr interesting communiuatiou 0/ 
the 2<l instant and the accompanying papers. 
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The chief quartermaster, Lieutenant-Colonel Donaldson, has been 
instructed to send an additional supply of clothing to the depot at 
Fort Craig to meet your immediate wants. He will communicate 
with your chief quartermaster in relation to the wants of your com¬ 
mand and the supplies that can be furnished from the depots under 
his charge. 

I have directed the chief commissary to place $30,000 subsistence 
funds in the hands of the commissary at Fort Craig, subject to your 
order. This course has been adopted in consequence of the insecurity 
of the mails below Fort Craig. He also will communicate vdth your 
commissary in relation to his branch of the service. 

The statement of your medical director has been referred to the 
medical director of the department, who will send to you such medical 
and hospital supplies as appear to be needed. The medical supplies 
and ordnance stores in the department will be largely in excess of the 
wants of the troops, and as both classes are liable to deterioration, it 
will be advisable to exhaust those on hand before drawing again from 
the east or the Pacific coast. If you have not already ordered these 
supplies from Fort Yuma, please make your requisitions upon the 
depots in this department. 

The depot at Fort Craig will be subject to requisitions, and any sup¬ 
plies that are not there now will be sent there as soon as advised that 
you need them. A part of the supplies will be late in reaching that 
point, having been detained by the commander of the Department of 
Kansas until he could provide an escort for them, and subsequently 
delayed by the unusual floods in the Arkansas. 

I have heretofore recommended that all posts in Arizona west of 
the Eio Grande should be sui)plied by the way of the Gulf of Cali¬ 
fornia and Guaymas. From the information contained in your letter 
the cost of transportation from Guaymas to points on the Eio Grande 
below Fort Craig will be about the same as to the depot at Fort Union. 

One of the paymasters in this department has been ordered to the 
East for the purpose of renewing his bond and the commission of 
another has expired, leaving but one for the payments now in progress. 
Another is expected by the next mail from the East, and as soon after 
he arrives as possible arrangements will be made for the payment of 
your command. 

The wants of your men in tobacco and sutler^s stores will be made 
known to the merchants in this city, who will no doubt be very glad 
of the opportunity of supplying them. 

General Wright has given amore extended apidication to War Depart¬ 
ment General Orders, No. 29, than 1 have understood it to warrant. That, 
however, is of no material consequence. We are here in the same 
cause and for a common puiq)ose, and nothing shall be wanting on my 
part to insure the harmony of action which is essential to efficiency, and 
I feel assured from your character that I may count upon your co-opera¬ 
tion in everything that has for its object the advancement of the honor 
and interest of our countiy. 

Please communicate with me freely, and be assured that whatever 
1 can do, either officially or personally, to advance the interests or 
add to the comforts of your command will be done with the greatest 
pleasure.

Commanding Column from California, District of Arizona: 

Genbeal : At an early period of last year I reported that an inva 
sion of Texas from New Mexico, although practicable, was not a prac¬ 
ticable undertaking; the length of the march, the desert character oi 
the country to bo traversed, the scarcity of supplies on the route, the 
necessity of bringing from the Missouri Eivoror from tlie. Pacific coast 
every article of equipment and munition and much of the J'ood, all con¬ 
spired to make it an undertaldng of great magnitude and of question¬ 
able value; and that the troops that would be required for the expedition 
could be more usefully emi)loyed at points that are not only near the 
sources of supply but near the points to be attacked. The same views 
appeared to have been entertained at the Headquarters of the Army, as 
before my report could have reached Washington I received instructions 
to withdraw first a part and afterward the whole of the regular force 
then in New Mexico. Those last instructions were subsequently so 
modified as to direct the withdrawal of these troops “at such time and 
in such manner as would not expose the Territory to conquest or inva¬ 
sion before the volunteer troops of New Mexico are properly organized, 
armed, and posted.” 

At a later period I reported that it would be difiicult, if not imprac¬ 
ticable, to raise the additional force authorized tbr this Territory; nor 
do I think it desirable that it should be done if it is practicable to send 
one or two volunteer regiments from the Bast to reidace the regular 
troops when they are withdrami. The New Mexican Volunteers, unless 
supported by regular troops or by volunteers drawn froui some other 
section of the country, cannot be relied on to resist invasion of the 
Territory if one is attempted. 

When a force from the Department of the Mississippi was under 
ordoi-s for this department I received instructions from the Secretary 
of War to disband the Now Mexican Volunteers whenever 1 thought 
proper. The force from the Department of the Mississippi was subse¬ 
quently diverted from its destination, and soon after information was 
received that your command was on the march. I have coupled these 
changes with the instructions for the movement of the regular troops, 
and supposed that your command was intended for service in New 
Mexico. Acting upon this supposition, I have report<‘d that “ the near 
approach of General Oarleton’s force justifies the opinion that the reg¬ 
ular troops may now bo withdrawn, as originally iut<mded, without 
detriment to the service,” and have already made some arrangements 
for the movement; but as there have been some material changes since 
these instructions wore given, I do not intend to put any of the regular 
troops bej’ond the reach of recall until I receive further instructions. 
I have been thus particular, not only for the puri) 08 e of answering your 
(piestiouj but to indicate the iiolicyand instructions under which I have 
been acting, and which I suppose will devolve upon you when the reg¬ 
ular troops leave the country. 

In the arrangements that were made for the reoccupation of Arizona 
it, Wits jny intention to restore the sovereignty of the United States in 
its origiuiil integrity, post tdhe troops so as to itrotect the inhabitants 
and guard agiiinst invasion, and, in addition, to occupy such points in 
Texas as co^d be reached without throwing the troops so employed 
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beyond the reach of support. This has been directed in general terms 
in the instructions given to the commander of the Southern Military 
District, and who would also have been the commander of the expedi¬ 
tion organized for that purpose. Copies of these instructions have 
already been furnished you. The retreat of the rebels and the approach 
of your command rendered it unnecessary to send this force below the 
Jornada, and, with the exception of the infantry battalion and the cav¬ 
alry force with Lieutenant-Colonel Eyre, it lias been recalled. The 
detachments will also be recalled, but the movement will not be com¬ 
menced until your arrangements are so far perfected that it can be done 
without inconvenience. 

I do not think that an invasion of New Mexico will again be at¬ 
tempted by the Eio Grande 5 but if our troops in the Southwest should 
meet with any serious reverses, it. may be by the Oa.nadian or attempts 
may be made to interrupt our communications with the East. This last 
I have regarded as the most probable danger, and some time since re¬ 
quested the commander of the Dc])artment of Kansas to place a suffi¬ 
cient force on that line (within his departjnent) to secure it. The renewal 
of the disturbances in Missouri has prevented this, and I am now put¬ 
ting some of the Colorado troops on the line. 

If there should be 110 change in the order for the removal of the 
regular troo})S a i)art of your command will probably be needed at and 
above Fort Craig. I have estimated the for(*.e required at that post and 
the Kio Grande as lar as Fort Bliss at 2,000 men. I infer from your 
letter of May 3 that you can readily be rc-onforced from California, and 
there is no doubt that troops can better bo spared from that State than 
from any other quarter. I make these suggestions now for your consid¬ 
eration, and will be pleased to hear from you in relation to them before 
any general movement of the regular troops takes place.

General : 1 have just received your communication of the 8 th in¬ 
stant. It is my wish that you should exercise your own judgment both 
with regard to the distribution of your trooj^s and the point at which 
your headquarters will be established. My instructions to Colonel 
Chiviugton ol‘ June 22 and subsequent dates were predicated upon the 
supposition that he would meet with some resistance, and w^ere more in 
deta.il than I should have considered necessary with an officer of more 
ex])erience. 

In my letter of yesterday I gave the general tenor of my instructions, 
in order that you might use your discretion in carrying out the policy 
oi* the Government with reference to this department. Directions will 
be given to send tents to Fort Craig for the use of your command, and 
1 trust that you will not hesitate in asking for anything that will add 
to the comfort of yoxu' command. If not already at Fort Craig, it will 
be sent there, and if not now in abundance, wo will share what we have, 
and renew our supplies when the trains come in. It will probably be 
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necessary for a time to send your own transportation to Fort Craig fcr 
any supplies that you may need from that place.

Gbnbrax : I wrote to you a letter from Ojo de la Vaca on the 2d 
instant advising you of the strength of the forces under my command 
then en, route to riie Eio Grande. Since then I have not received any 
letters from your headquarters advising me of the receipt of that com¬ 
munication. The inclosed general orders (ITos. 14 and 16, from these 
headquarters) will give you an idea of the force stationed at Mesilla. 
In Las Cruces there are 1‘our companies of the Fifth IJ. S. Infantry; at 
Fort Fillmore there are Shinn’s light battery. Third TJ. S. Artillery; 
Companies A and E, First California Volunteer Infantry; CompanyB, 
Fifth California Volunteer Infantry, and Companies B and D, First 
California Volunteer Cavalry, and Company B, Second California Vol¬ 
unteer Cavalry. I placed all the cavalry and nearly all the quarter¬ 
master’s wagons and teams at Fort Fillmore on account of the good 
grazing in that vicinity and the abundance of mesquite beans now in 
that neighborhood, which for the present i)reclnde8 the necessity of 
purchasing much forage. As there are suilicieut quarters at La Mesilla 
for the four companies of the Fifth U. S. Infantry I shall establish 
them in that town, unless otherwise directed by yourself, at least for 
the present. The emulation which will naturally sjmug up between 
them and the volunteers, as to who shall best perform their duties, 
will, in my opinion, bo of great service to both; besides, there is a line 
Wlding there, where the supplies—quartermaster’s and subsistence— 
can be kept free of expense, and the town of Mesilla is said to bo a 
cooler and healthier locality than Las Cruces. Colonel Howe wrote to 
me desiring that I would send these four companies to Fort Craig, but 
this I do not feel authorized to do unless you order it. 

Mr. Woods, the beef contractor, wrote me a note in relation to limiish- 
ing beef for my command. It is herewith inclosed,* together with my 
reply. I hope my decision in this case will meet with your apiiroval. 
I have not yet learned officially whether Mr. Woods will or not supply 
beef for only the four companies of regulars; I have heard that lie 
would not. 

To-morrow I leave for Fort Bliss, in Texas, with Companies B, of the 
First, and B, of the Second, California Volunteer Cavalry. Company 
C, First Calilbrnia Volunteer Cavalry, is already at Hart’s Mill, as you 
had doubtless heard previous to my arrival. There are many matters 
of moment which require my attention, as I have heard, in ^e neigh¬ 
borhood of Fort BUSS.

I. At 12 m. to-day Oapt. John 0. Cremony, with his company (B, of 
the Second California Volunteer Cavalry), will proceed to Fort Quitman 
and hoist over it the national colors, the old Stars and Stripes. By this 
act still another post comes under its rightful flag and once more be¬ 
comes consecrated to the United States. 

II. Capt. Edmond B. Shirland, First Califomia Volunteer Cavalry, 
will proceed without delay, yet by easy marches, to Fort Davis, Tex., 
and hoist over that post the national colors. If Captain Shirland finds 
any sick or wounded soldiers there he will make them prisoners of war, 
but put them upon their parole and let them proceed without delay to 
Texas. If they are unable to travel, Captain Shirland will report to 
these headquarters by express what they need in the way of surgical or 
medical attention j what they need in the way of food or transporta¬ 
tion, and all other essential facts connected with them which it may be 
necessary to have known to have them properly cared for. K the fort 
is abandoned, Captain Shirland will retrace his steps and report in per¬ 
son to these headquarters. 

III. Twenty effective men will be ordered from Company B, First 
Califomia Volunteer Cavalry, to report to Captain Shirland for detached 
service to Fort Davis, Tex.

Lieutenant : I have the honor to state that, in pursuance to instruc¬ 
tions received from General James H. Oarleton, commanding Column 
ftom California, 1 left this camp at 3 p. m. Augiist 23 en route to Fort 
Davis. Encamped at 8 o’clock the same evening, having marched 16 
miles. 

Started at daybreak of the 24th and arrived at Eagle Springs at 9.30 
a. m., 17 miles; found the springs filled with rubbish and carrion; by 
cleaning them out found water for men and animals. There being no 
grass in the vicinity, 1 left the springs at 4 p. m.; marched about 6 miles 
and made a dry camp; grass abundant and good. 

Started at daybreak and marched 20 mfles to Van Horn’s Wells; 
found these wells entirely filled up; cleared out one of them, but found 
it impossible to obtain sufficient water for the men. Many of the hor^ 
being unfit to proceed farther, 1 thought it best to go on from here with 
20 men and picked horses, taking the ambulance with me. Accordingly 
I directed Lieutenant Haden to refrace his steps to Eagle Springs with 
the remainder of the detachment, to clean out the springs thoroughly, 
and to remaia there eight days, unless he received other orders firom 
me. If at the expiration of eight days 1 should not have return^ or 
sent back an es 5 )ress, 1 directed him to return to the river and wait for 
me there two days and then proceed up the river and report to General 
Oarleton. 

37 B B—YOL IX 
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I left Van Horn’s Wells at about 4 p. m. and arrived at Dead Man’s 
Hole at about 2 a. m.; found sufficient water there for the animals, but 
not enough for a company; distiince 35 miles. 

Started at 6.30 a. m. and arrived at Ban'cl Springs at 3 p. in., having 
halted on the road to graze the animals. Found water enough at these 
springs for one company. Eemained here that night, and on t he next 
afternoon sent forwai’d Corporal Bartlett, with one private and the Mex¬ 
ican guide, to find out the condition of affairs at Fort Davis, distant 18 
miles. They returned about noon the next day, having performed t heir 
duty in such a manner that if the fort had been occupied by the Con¬ 
federate States troops their (Corjioral Bartlett and iiarty) preseiice 
could not have been discovered. They reported the tort unoceupied, 
and I, thinking it best not to send back for the company on account of 
the scarcity of water, proceeded to the fort. T found it entirely deserted, 
but in one'of the buildings of the Overland Mail Company I found the 
dead body of a man lying on the floor. He had been shot through the 
body with a bullet and had an arrow wound on the head and one on the 
arm. From the appearance of the room T think that it had been used 
by the Confederate troops as a hospital, and this man lelt there sick 
and a^rward killed by the Indians. J had the body buried. The fort 
appears to have been gairtsoned by the Confederate States troops since 
their first appearance in the country by at least a portion of one com¬ 
pany. It also seemed to have been used as a rendezvous for sick 
soldiers, but they had all left with the last detachment for San Antonio. 

The following is a description of the buildings at the fort: Five com¬ 
pany quarters, about 80 by 25 feet; one story liigh; built of stone; 
thatched roof. Four of these buildings are in fair condition. Tlie roof, 
doors, and windows of one have been burned. One guar(l-hou.se, about 
80 by 25 feet; building stone; roof, doors, and windows burned. One 
quartermaster’s store-house, about 100 by 20 feet, built of stone; roof, 
doors, and windows entirely destroyed; surrounded by several small 
buildings; use not known. One wooden or slab building, 30 by 10 feet; 
thatched roof; used as an adjutant’s office. One wooden building, 36 
by 27 feet, with kitchen and several small outbuildings; supposed to 
have been the commanding officer’s quarters. On this building tlu' Hag 
was raised and kept up one day. One wooden building, 48 by 22 feet, 
with kitchen and outhouses attached; supposed to have been officers’ 
quarters. One wooden building, 22 by 12 feet, with on<* small out¬ 
building, 10 by 14 feet. One wooden building, 36 by 18 feet; one out¬ 
building, 14 by 12 feet; one slab building, 40 by 15 feel.; one shili build¬ 
ing, 50 by 14 feet; one slab building, 20 by 12 feet.; one slab building. 
20 oy 12 feet; one slab building, 30 by 15 feel; one oulhouse, 10 by 12 
feet; seven small slab outhouses; one slab stable, 50 by 14 feet; one 
stone and mud house; three small slab buildings. These are esti¬ 
mated measurements, as I had no other means oi‘ doing. One Over 
land Mail station, consisting of house, store-house, shop, stable, sml- 
dlery, granary, &c.; one adobe building, formerly used as a store. 
Many of the doors and windows have boon destroyed. Some seem to 
have been hauled off; others burned. One wagon stands loadwl with 
lumber. 1 have heard a report, in fact, that t.he entire fort was sold by 
the Confederate States officers to some party at Del Norte, M<*,xico. 
Property consists of some iron in quartermaster’s store-house, sonui 100 
horseshoes, two old citizen wagons, several wagon and cart whetHs, 
empty barrels, several chains, many hospital bedsteads, but all broken 
or in a dilapidated condition. 
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I started from the fort on my return at dayhght of the 30th and 
marched to Dead Man’s Hole; watered the animals, and made a dry camp 
in the prairie. 

Left camp at 9 a. m. and marched about 10 miles, when an Tudmn 
made his appearance with a white flag, followed by 5 others, all mounted. 
T tried to hold a talk with them, but they seemed unwilling to have any¬ 
thing to say, they being followed by 25 or 30 more mounted men, and 
still farther behind was a large party on foot, and it being evident that 
their only intention was to gain time and delay ns until they could sur¬ 
round us, coming towards us in every direction, a large proportion of 
them mounted. Wishing to get rid of the footmen, I made a running 
fight of it, expecting the mounted men to follow, which they did for a 
short distance; but finding it too hot for them, they returned. They 
left 4 men dead on the field, 2 of them the leaders, respectively, of the 
mounted and footmen. I have good reason to believe that at least 20 
were wounded. 1 had 2 men wounded, 1 slightly and 1 painfully, by a 
pistol-ball in the shoulder, I had also 1 horse wounded. 

I then came on to Eagle Springs, where I arrived at 11 p. m., 
watered all my animals, and found that Lieutenant Haden, with the 
remainder oi‘ the command, had left for the river several days before. 
Encamped for the remainder of the night, and on the next day pro¬ 
ceeded to the river, a.rriviiig there about 5 p. m,, and found Lieutenant 
Haden, with the remainder of the command, he stating that he could not 
find sufficient water at Eagle Springs ibr the use of the animals. 

I omitted in the foregoing report to state that about 10 miles from 
Van Horn’s Wells I met two Mexicans coming this way. I arrested 
them and brought them to this camp, where I released them, and they 
went on up the river and will report to General Oarleton in person.

These men, at their earnest solicitatioiij 1 simt to 
San Antonio on their parole. They haw been furnished with rations 
of subsistence for forty days and witli such mediijines and hospital 
stores as wore necessary for them for the road. I have also furnished 
tw'o wagons for the transpoitatum ol those who are unabhi to walk, 
and I have sent an escort of 1 lieutenant and 26 rank and tile of the 
First Oalilbrnia Volunteer Cavalry to guard them from attack by Mexi¬ 
cans or Indians until a sufficient force from yom* army is mot, U) w horn 
thej' may be transferred, or until they r(«ich some point near Han An¬ 
tonio, where from thence ouw<ird they can travel with sjifety. From 
that point the lieutenant is ordered to return with his par^ and all 
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the inoaiis of irauKportatioii helotighi|» to the United States with which 
he is intrusted for the use of his escort and benefit of these prisoners.

Col. Joseph E. West, 

Oomrmnding District of Arizona, Mesilla, Ariz.: 

Colonel: I met this morning some paroled prisoners of war. I 
have heard there are 93 of them. They are on their way to Texas. 
Surgeon Covey, of the C. S. Army, who goes with them, informs me 
that they have some arms belonging to the United States, with which 
to defend themselves en route to San Antonio. Give orders so that 
Lieutenant French, First California Cavalry, whom I sent towards Texas 
with other prisoners, may bring these arms and this transportation 
back, escorted by his men. I have not received one word of instruc¬ 
tion in relation to these prisoners, and know nothing about them except 
what 1 gleaned fi.‘om orders in Lieutenant Bennett’s possession and 
from whal Surgeon Covey told me. Having these arms they will need 
no escort from you, and it will not be well to have our men and animals 
broken down without good cause. Keep them moving. Have no 
delays at Fillmore. Let them camp down near, but not at, the grazing 
camp. Do not let them delay at aU at Franklin. If care is taken the 
brigands and others in El Paso will attempt to communicate with 
them and may bo caught. Surgeon Covey should not know the fiiU 
extent of our force now en route from California. 

Be sure and have Wagon-master Veck report at Peralta with 16 
wagons and the ambulance and team and driver which went below 
with me (Truett’s). 

Assistant Wagon-master Francis will be placed in charge of the train 
of 26 wagons which are to go to Tucson. Ko soldier teamster will go 
with that train, and no man who is mustered as teamster who does not 
drive a team; nor will any such men be permitted to remain with any 
train, whether in camp or on the road. AU such men wiU at once be 
provided with teams, and a like number of soldiers be relieved from 
extra duty. I desire that you wiU see that this ride goes into effect at 
onc(‘. Hllould a teamster become sick in camp or on the road, his place 
will bo suppUed temporarily by a soldier. It foUows, therefore, that 
th»‘re will not bo a single man mustered as teamster who does not 
drivi' a team, nor will any extra man be allowed as a cook for the 
teamsters. They must cook for themselves. If you can swoop up 
other people about you who had better travel to Texas, now is a good 
opportriinity to send them to that country. 

You must discharge every civil employ4 whose services are not in- 
dispensiibly nccessiiry. 

Idease make me a rejiort of the amount of provisions you have on 
hand and the number of troops, &c., to be rationed, as soon as the 
Texans have gone.

I haAm placed in his hands your estimates for stores, for 
expenditures, veterinary tools, and horse medicines, caiimnhir’s tools, 
stationerj'’, miscellaneous tools, and for blank forms, and asked him to 
fill them as far as he can and send them on to me, to be completed at 
other dhpots when Veck comes up. The articles from Port Craig will 
be sent down on the train which came up with me.

Wagon-master Francis will go with Cap¬ 
tain Fritz to Tucson, and Winston will remain with the rest of the 
wagons.

Albuquerque^ N. Jfea?., September 14,1862. 
Col. Joseph E. West, Oomdg. DUt. of Arizona^ Mesilla^Ariz.: 

Colonel: It is presumed, from advices lately received from Maj. 
David Ferguson, First California Volunteer Cavalry, commanding Pis- 
trict of Western Arizona, that about 1,000 head of cattle will shortly 
be at Tucson en route to the Eio Crande for the use of the Column from 
California. The general commanding directs that you give to the com¬ 
manding ()tfi(*er at Tucson such detailed instructions as will insure the 
arrival in this valh'y of these cattle at an early day. After deducting 
a siiilicient number for the use of the troops in the District of Western 
Arizona, the cattle should be sent forward in small herds, so that too 
many may not arrive at the watering places at any one time—say, one 
portion with Greene’s company and another with Wellman’s cavalry 
and so on. 

Tho general commanding directs that you arrest one Manuel Barella, 
a brother of Anastacio Barella, of Mesilla, and send him up the country 
as far as Fort Craig.

Hdqbs. Fiest Calepoenia VoLUNa?EBE Oatalet, 

Fort Thom, Ariz., July 6, 1862. 

Lieutenant: In compliance with orders received from the colonel 
commanding, dated June 17,1862,1 have the honor to make the fol¬ 
lowing report: 
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June 21, loft Tucsou at 3 a. m. with Captain Fritz, Lioutenaiits 
Hadeu ami Baldwin, First California Volunteer Cavalry, and 140 
men; marched 35 miles to Cienega de los Pinos, and encamped at 12.30 
p. m.; water and grazing abundant. The road to-day is very good, 
with the exception of two or three hiUs. At a distance of about 28 
miles the road descends into the cienega^ then 7 miles to water near 
the burned station, which stood on the hiU to the right of the road. 
Course, southeast; 35 mUes. 

Jtme 22, left Cienega at C a. m.; marched over a high, rolling covm- 
try, but good wagon road, and splendid grazing all the way for a dis¬ 
tance of about 22 miles, when the road descends through a canon for 1 
mile, and then opens on the San Pedro Valley. Two miles farther the 
river is reached at the Overland Mail Station; strong bridge over the 
liver; water and gj'ass abundant; wood very scarce. Coui'se, 1101131- 
east; 25 miles. There i’ound the name of Jones, the expressman. 

June 23, left camp at crossing of the San 1‘edro at 7.30 a. m. The 
road at once leaves the river and enters a valley about I mile wide 
and 4 miles long, when it terminates at the foot of the mesa, which is 
gained through a narrow canon, in which is a long but not very steep 
hill. The caDou is about 1 miles, when the top of the mesa is reached; 
then about 14 miles to Overland Mail Station at Dragoon Spring, at 
which place we arrived at 12.30 p. m. and encamped; found water 
sufficient, by digging, up the canon 2 miles, the trail to which is diffi¬ 
cult in some places to lead annuals over. Course, northeast; 10^^ miles. 

June 24, left Dragoon Spring at 10.30 a. m.; was detained in con¬ 
sequence of scarcity of water. Marched 25 miles over an excellent 
road to Ewell’s Station, arriving tliere at 5.30 p. in.; sent Cajitain 
Fritz and 6 men with spades to examine the spiing in tlie mountain 
north of station. He had returned to station by the time the command 
arrived and ropoi*ted only enough water for the men. Encamjied at 0 
p. m. Course, northeast; 25 miles. 

June 26, left BweU’s Station at 1 a. m.; marched 35 miles over a 
very MUy and in places a very rocky road to station in Apache Pass, 
and encamped at 0 a. m.; water scarce; no glass. Course, northeast; 
16 miles. 

About 12 m.—being engaged at the spring superintending the 
watering of animals, it being necessary to dip it with tin cujis—four 
shots were heard in the vicinity of where the horses that had bet*n 
watered were beiug grazed iindiu' a strong guard. Immedialol.’y (hm-ii- 
after it w^ reported that Indians were in sight and that the guard had 
fired to give the alarm. Almost immediately thereafter it was reijorf oil 
to me that the Indians were waving a white flag. 1 at once staited 
for them, taking with mo a white flag, and Mr. UcAVcomb, as interproU'r. 
At the end of about one hour 1 succeeded in getting sufficiently near 
one of them to be understood. I ex])lahied to him what 1 di'siml and 
asked for the chief. At this time at least 75 to 100 Indians W(‘re in 
sight, many of them mounted on good-looking horses ami all of them 
armed with fire-arms, some with rifles and six-shooting pistols. Of the 
latter I observed a great number and occasionally single-barreled shot¬ 
guns. When the chief came forward I told him we were Americans, 
and that our Great Caiitaiu lived at Washington; that we wdshed to bo 
Mends of the Apaches; that at present I was only traveling through 
their country, a,ud desired ho would not interfere with my men or ani¬ 
mals; tliat a groat captain was at Tucson with a large number of sol¬ 
diers; that he wished to have a talk with all the Apache chiefe and to 
make peace with them and make them presents. He profiiased a great 
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desire to be friendly with the Americans, and assnied me that neiHier 
my men nor animals should be molested. He asked for tobacco and 
something to eat. I gave him all that could possibly be spared, and we 
parted, with a request on his part that I would meet him at the same 
place at sunset. On my return it was reported to me that 3 of the men 
were missing. A party of 30 were at once sent out in the vicinity of 
where the firing was heard, and after an hour’s search the bodies of the 
missing men were found stripped of all their clothing and two of them 
scalped. Each was shot through the chest with fire-arms and lanced 
through the neck. They were victims to their own imprudence, the 
entire command having been repeatedly warned by me not to wander 
from camp. It appears they had started, leadmg their horses from the 
spring where the watering was being done, over the ridge into another 
gulch, when they came on the Indians and were murdered. The Indians 
succeeded in getting one horse. When the bodies of our murdered men 
were found instant pursuit of the Indians was made,some of whom 
were seen on a iiill half a mile distant; but being unable to come up 
with them a return to camp was ordered, carrying in the dead bodies, 
which were buried, the entire command being present. The animals 
now being all watered, or as much as could be obtained for them, and 
there being very little grass in the pass, at 6 p. m. left camp; marched 
out and made a dry camp ou the plain 2 mUes beyond the canon. 
Course, east by northeast; 4 miles. 

At 11 p. m. a volley of six or eight shots was fired into camp, wound¬ 
ing Acting Assistant Surgeon Kittredge in the head and krlling one 
horse at the picket line. 

June 26, left Dry Camp Ho. 1 at 3.30 a. m.; marched 15 miles over an 
excellent road to San Simon Station, then turned square to the right 
and marched 13 miles up the dry bed of the river to a large cienega 
and encamped at 2 p. m. Course, east, northeast, and southeast; 28 
miles. This is a splendid camping place—^water and grass in the great¬ 
est abundance. The proper road to the cienega turns to the right 
from the stage road about 6 miles from Apache Pass and around the 
l)oint of the mountain. It comes on the San Simon 1 mile bdow the 
water. 

Atl2, midnight, camp was alarmed by a shot fired by one of the guard. 
On examination it was found to be a coyote, which he mistook in the 
dark for an In^au crawling through the scattered bushes, but which 
he instantly killed. This was a very hard day’s march on men and 
being obliged to leave Dry Camp without breakfast owing to 
lie scsircity of water, having but eight five-gallon kegs in which to carry 
water for the men, and not being able to get at the pass as much water 
as tlie animals required. 

Juno 27, laid over. 

Juno 28, loft camp at Cienega of San Simon at 4 p. m.: marched 6 
milos nortli-northeast to the pass in the mountains; road heavy. On 
arriving at the pass, found the road through it very good and the pass 
wide. Marched 16 miles from San Simon, and made Dry Camp Ho. 2 
at 10.15 p. m. Course, north-northeast; 15 miles, 

•Tune 29, left Dry Camp at 4 a. m.; marched 9 miles to Lightendorfferis 
Well, in Pound Mountain Canon; good road; well on right of and dose 
to the r<)a<l. It is about 8 feet square and 7 feet deep; rook bottom. 
Halted at well one hour and obtained a very limited supply of water 
for my command. This is a tolerably good camping place for three 
compauicH of infantry. By care they could obtain sufficient water, 
which is good. Loft Lightendorfferis Well at 8a. m.; inarcihed22 miles 
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to Densmore’a Station (Soldier’s Farewell) and halted at 5 p. m. Dis 
covered here a small spring about 2 or 3 miles up the arroyo, north of 
station, and a hole of bad water 800 yards south of station. Left Dens- 
more’s Station at 8 p. m.; marched 14 miles to Cow Springs, and encamped 
at 12, midn i g ht; water and grazing abundant. The road from the 
Oienega of San Simon to this place is good for loaded teams, excepting 
4 or 6 miles to the pass. Course, northeast; 46 miles. 

Soon after leaving Densmore’s Station found 2 men on the side of 
the road under rather suspicious circumstances; took three letters 
from them, one directed to the commander of Pederiil forces at Tucson 
or m route; put the men in charge of guard and brought them back. 
(Letters herewith inclosed, marked Nos. 1,2, and3.*) There discovered 
9 men encamped, who proved to be a party sent by Colonel Chivingtoii, 
commanding Southern Military District of New Mexico, at Fort Craig, 
with a letter to Colonel Carleton, with verbal orders to ileliver it to the 
commander of the advance of his column when met witli, and rt'turn 1« 
Fort Craig. Bead the communication, and returned Mr. Milligan and 
one of his party with the answer to Fort Craig at 3 p. m. on the 3()th 
instant, at which place he would arrive on the evening of the 2d prox¬ 
imo. Letter of Colonel Chivington and my answer thereto herewith 
inclosed.* From Mr. Milligan I learned of the capture of Jones, tbi' 
expressman, by the secessionists at the Picacho, near Mesilla, his two 
companions having been killed by Indians at Apache Piiss and himsell 
chased by them for a groat many miles. This infonuaiion was brouglit 
to Fort Craig by a friendly Mexican, who was present at the ca])turo 
of Jones. 

June 30, laid over. 

July 1. This morning a number of men were discovered by the look¬ 
out approaching from the direction of the Pino Alto gold mines; sent 
out a party and brought them into camp. They proved to be a parly 
of 30 Mexican miners, returning to Sonora in consequence of the almost 
total absence of provisions at the mines; allowed them to proc(*ed on 
their journey. Loft Cow Springs at 8 a. m.; arrived at the Bio Miem- 
bres at 1 p. m. and encamped 2 miles above station; water and grazing 
abundant and of the best quality; road good. Course, northeast; 16 
miles. 

July 2, laid over. At 1 o’clock this morning one of the pickets dis¬ 
covered persons approaching camp. They were arresled and brought 
in—12mouand2 women, one a German, the others Mexicans. also 

were from the mines rowte for Mesilla. Ordered tliein confined, in 
order to secure the secrecy of my movements. At 9 a. in. sent out, partj 
of 20 men to examine Cooke’s Canon, nith orders to arrest, if possible, 
all persons they may meet with, and remain a( Cooke’s Spring until 
the command came up. 

July 3, left Miembros Itiver at 6.30 a. in.; inarched 12 niih^s ovm- a 
good road to Cooke’s Pass. From here to summit road hilly. A long, 
rocky, but not very steep, hill brings you to the top of tin* pas.s; from 
there the descent to the spring is good; distance from pass to spring 0 
miles. Course, north-northeast and northeast; 18 mih'S. There came 
up with the party sent in advance yesterday; tlii'y reportitd no person 
in sight and no fresh traces. 

Jaly 4, left Cookies Siiriug at 6.30 a. m.; took Fort Thorn road, which 
keeps a north-northeast course, while tin* Mesilla road turns to tlie 
right immediately at the springs and bears oast-northeast, passing tlie 
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Overland Mail Station, -wliicli is seen on the Iiill about half a mile dis¬ 
tant. Marched 13 miles to Mule Spring; good road. Here n<^^r 
could be found even by digging, having sent a party in advan^Buh 
spades for that purpose. Left Mule Spring at 12 m.; marchea^^Kj|% 
to the Eio Grande, and encamped at 7 x>. m. near Fort Thom. 
north-northeast and northeast; 35 miles. ifKKf 

The road for about 8 miles after leaving Mule Spring is very 
when it enters a rolling country, the hills becoming more and more 
abrupt for a distance of about 6 miles, when it descends into a broad 
canon, which is followed on a good road to the river. Immediately on 
making cami) the national colors were raised amid the loud and con¬ 
tinued cheers of the assembled command. This was the first time the 
Stars and Stripes floated on the Eio Grande below Fort Oradg since the 
occupation of the country by the Confederate troops, and it being the 
anniversary of our Eatioual Independence, wasnot calculated to dampen 
the ardor of the command. 

Wo are now within 35 miles of the enemy, which the prisoners whom 
I have taken variously estimate from 200 to 800 strong. As soon as 
the horses have a little recruited (they being considerably reduced on 
a march of about 300 miles through a broiling sun and over a country 
utterly destii nlo of water for distances ranging from 35 to 60 miles) 
will reconnoiter his position and endeavor to ascertain his strength, 
which I have but little doubt of accomplishing, and in case he does not 
greatly outnmnber me will give him a fight. 

July 5, moved 3 miles down the river to and reoccupied Fort Thom; 
3 miles.

HDQES. FjCBST OAI-IFOENIiL VOLUNTEEB OAVAEBT, 

Fort TJiorn, Ariz., July 8,1862. 

Lieutenant : 1 have the honor to report the reoccupation of Fort 
Thom by the squadron of First California Volunteer Cavalry, under my 
command, on the evening of the 5th instant. Immediately thereafter 
the national colors wore run up and the old flag once more floated over 
the garrison. 

On the morning of the 6th instant an express arrived from Fort 
Craig, with a communication from Colonel Chivington, First Colorado 
Volunteers, commanding yontlu'rn Militaiy District of Now Mexico, a 
copy of which is herewith inclosed.* Ho also sent a communication 
addressed to Colonel Steele, C. S. Army, empowering me to negotiate 
an exchangi' for Captain McClcavc mid the men who weia* made pris¬ 
oners with him. Soon after the express from Colonel Chivington 
arx'ivod a jiarty of men were seen aiiiiroaching from the direction of 
Mesilla. On(> of them jiroved to be Captain McCleave, on his way to 
Fort Craig, bringing witli him a proposition from Colonel Steele for an 
exchange for Captain Gardner, C. S. Army. Having learned from the 
expressman just arrived that Captain Gardner died a few days since, I 
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at once sent Captain Fritz, First OaKfomia Volunteer Cavalry, to Fort 
Fillmore, ■with a request to Colonel Steele to name any other captair 
General Canby had made prisoner in exchange tor Captain McCleave; 
also proposing an exchange for the men taken with him, as well as an 
exchange for our expressman (Jones) and a Mr. John Lemon, of Me- 
silla, who was extremely kind to Captain JMcCloave during his confine¬ 
ment, and who had horses ready saddled and hid otit for Jones’ escape. 
Ho was ordered to be hung, and was taken to a tree for thai. ])urpos(', 
but after hanging a Mr. Marshall, who was taken out with him, his 
execution was postponed. Captain Fritz will probably be back to¬ 
night, when I will at once send Captain McCleave with a party of 25 
men through to Tucson. It is not safe for a less number to travel 
that road on account of the Indians, and even then with the utmost 
caution. 

If it is the desire of the colonel commanding to keep open communi¬ 
cation between Tucson and the Eio Grande I would respectfully recom¬ 
mend that a company of infantry be stationed at Ilragoon Si)ring and 
two companies at the Apache Pass. That corps would bo far more 
effective against the Indians in the rugged mountains at the points 
above named than cavalry; besides, horses could not be kept in flesh on 
the dry grass alone; they would be utterly useless in two weeks’ 
riding. At this season of the year sufficient water and of a good quality 
can be obtained for two companies of infantry at the foot of the mount¬ 
ain, four miles north of Ewell’s Station. The spring is prominently 
marked by a large, white spot on the mountain, whidi is (lirectly over 
the water. 

The Eio Grande has been unusually high this snmmi'r, almost the 
entire bottom between Fort Craig and MesiUa being vstill overflowed. 
It is impossible at this time to approach Mesilla on the west side* of th<‘ 
river, a new channel having been washed out on that side of the town, 
through which the largest portion of the water flows; besides, the bot¬ 
tom for a long distance is overflowed, and, the soil being of a loose 
nature, animals mire down in attempting to get through it. This 
morning I sent Captain McCleave with a small party to examine the 
San Diego Crossing, 18 miles below here, to ascertain if the river can 
be forded at that point. The moment a crossing can be effected it is 
my intention, unless otherwise ordered l>y General Canby, to move on 
Mesilla and reoccupy Forts Fillmore and Bliss. VVlu'n that is <lono 
that portion of the proclamation of the colonel eomnianding will not 
only have been carried out, but the suered soil of qVs.as will liaie beim 
invaded. Captain McCleave reimits Colonel kSteel(> with (lie r(‘ar of 
Sibley’s brigade making hurri<>d exeilions to g(‘t <iwaj from T<*xiis. 
He is pressing every team, both muh* and oxmi, he c.in tind into serv¬ 
ice, compelling the owners (generally Mexicans) to t.ike ('onfederate 
scrip in payment therefor. The same mode is ri'sorted to by him in 
regard to provisions. 

Captain Howland,Third IJ.S.Cavalry,in advance ofhis s<inadron,haH 
just arrived; his conunand (100 men) will jirobably be hen* 1 liis <‘vening. 
His horses are in shocking condition. Should we conu* up w il h ('olonel 
Steele and a mounted charge be made, it must be <lone b.v the squad¬ 
ron of my regiment. 

On the captui'c of Jones greatly-increased exeitions were made by 
Colonel Steele to get away. Mesilla was evacuated, and ('a|dain Me 
Cleave, who was at the time on parole to the limits of (he town, imme¬ 
diately confined under a strong guard. Mr. White, of the Fima Vil- 
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lages, has been released, and will probably be here with the return at 
Captain Fritz. 

The horses are out grazing (under a strong guard) from daybreak 
until dark, then tied up to the picket line, with as much grass as they 
can eat during the night. They are doing very well, but have not yet 
recovered from the effects of the very distressing march from Tucson 
here. 

Captain McCleave has just returned, and reports the road down the 
river almost impassable for loaded wagons and the river swim min g at 
the crossing. 

July 9 [7th?] sent Captain McCleave, with an escort and two wagons, 
to Fort Craig for supplies. 

The squadron of Third U. S. Cavalry (100 strong) arrived and gone 
into quarters at this post. 

Captain Fritz returned this evening, having effected an exchange for 
Captain McCleave and the others named in my communication to Col¬ 
onel Steele, a copy* of which is herewith inclosed. Two lieutenants 
were given in exchange for Captain McCleave, as Colonel Steele affected 
to know of no captain of theirs for that purpose, although there are a 
number. His real object was to exchange for officers of his own regi¬ 
ment only. 

About 6 o’clock this evening an express arrived from Captain Mo- 
Cleave, informing mo of an attack on his party, as they were moving up 
the river, by the Navajoes ,60 or 70 strong; that he had made camp, but 
was being surrounded by them. I immediately sent Captain Howland, 
with Lieutenant Baldwin and 40 men, to his relief. 

I forward herewith, for the information of the colonel commanding, aU 
communications* received or written by me since my arrival on the Eio 
Grande.

Lietjtbnant : I have the honor to report the arrival here on yester¬ 
day of another express from General Oanby, the second one alluded to 
in Colonel Chivington’s conununication of the 7th instant. 

I leave here to-morrow morning with my command for Mesilla. On 
(examination found the road from here to Bough and Beady Station 
impracticable, and have determined to make a road to the San Diego 
Crossing, and tlion pass the river on a raft, which I am now having 
made for that purpose, and which will be floated down to the crossing. 
The road on the east side of the river from San Diego to Mesilla is 
good. It is my determination, unless otherwise ordered, to hoist the 
national colors over Mesilla and Forts Fillmore and Bliss before the 
end of the present month.

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I neglected in uiy report of the march to this place 'o give the names 
of the men killed by the Indians at Apache Pass. Their names are 
Privates James F. Keith, Peter Maloney, and Albert Schmidt, of Com¬ 
pany ]K First Oaliforaia Volunteer Cavalry.

Lieutenant : In compliance with verbal orders received firom the 
general commanding the column, I have the honor to report that imme¬ 
diately after my arrival on the Rio Grande, July 4, 1 sent a scouting 
party down the river as far as the San Diego Crossing, for the double 
purpose of ascertaining if the enemy had pickets within that distance of 
my camp, and also whether the high stage of water in the river ren¬ 
dered it impracticable to move my command that far for the purpose 
of crossing, it being my intention to follow and, if })088ible, overtake 
the retreating Texans under Colonel Steele. On their rotnrn they 
reported it impracticable to get to the crossing with wagons, bnt that 
the river was faUing fast, and that in a short time—say one week—1 
would be able to accomplish my purpose of moving on Fort Fillmore, 
where a portion of the Texans were then quartered. 1 therefore deter¬ 
mined to remain at Fort Thorn for a short time longo^ to recruit the men 
and animals and to receive re-enforcements from Fort Craig, which I 
had asked for from Cow Springs, having sent an express from that point 
on June 28. 

On the 8th ultimo Captain Howland, Third U. S. Cavalry, with 100 
men, arrived at Fort Thorn and reported to me for duty, i was now 
stUl more anxious to pursue the enemyj being confident of my ability 
to successfully cope with his disorganized and disheartened troops, 
although they outnumbered me more than two to one. 

On the morning of the 10th ultimo 1 received a conimuniojition from 
Colonel Chivington, comnninding SouOioni Military District of New 
Mexico, of which the following is an extract: 

You wiU do all you can to loam tho oiioniyN KlroiiKtli, position, and piirposei, Imt 
General Canby dooH not dosigu an advance liom vvh(»ro yon are until lie <';in go in forciv. 
I am under orders to iidvanc(' to Santa Rarbara or tben-abonfs witli sixlecui <‘(>in}»anieH 
of infantry and .a battery of four O-imuuder "mis mid two a-l-poiinder bowitaerH and 
an additional cavalry force, to support t be mlv an<-e of Oenernl I'urlidon and to co oper¬ 
ate with the forces under him in the reoei upatiou of the valley of Mi'Hilla. 

Although this was not a positivti order to rcmtiin where I was, yet 
it intimated too dearly tli<> desire of (In' disiriei eominiiudor to Icatl 
the advance on Mesillaaml Kort Fillmore, that 1 felt exceedingly em¬ 
barrassed as to whether 1 would bt* auilioriztdl in h'tiving h'ort Thorn 
until the arrival there, of Colonel ClnMngton; but on comsultation with 
Captains Howland, Tilford, and h’ritz 1 determined, unless more posi¬ 
tively ordered, to remain, and to move down to the oan Diego Crossing 
as soon as the water would permit. 
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Accordingly, on the 13th ultimo, I sent Wagon-master Black, with a 
party, to the crossing, to ascertain if it was yet practicable to get the 
train of thiiteen wagons to that point. On his return the same day 
he reported favorably, and on the 15th ultimo I left with my command 
and arrived at the crossing on the 16th ultimo, a distance of 18 miles. 

On the 17th ultimo I had succeeded in crossing successfuUy my com¬ 
mand in a small boat, which I caused to be made for that purpose before 
leaving Fort Thorn. 

On the 10th ultimo I received from Lieut. F. Van Vliet, acting assist¬ 
ant adjutant-general, the following communication: 

I am instmcted by tbe oolonol commanding the district to inform you that your 
troops will not cross the river until farther orders. 

This was from Colonel Howe’s acting assistant adjutant-general, he 
then being in command of the Southern Military District of Ifew Mex¬ 
ico ; hut having crossed the river before its receipt, and having received 
supplies from Fort Craig, I determined to push on to Robledo or Doha 
Ana and there await his further orders, and so wrote him. But on my 
arrival at the latter place T found neither forage nor grazing for the 
animals, and pushed on to Las Cruces, where qrrarters were found for 
the eoniinaiul in unoccupied houses belonging to notorious secessionists. 

On my arrival at Las Cruces J at once macle inquiry as to the where¬ 
abouts of the Texans, and leamed from reliable authority that a por¬ 
tion of them were yet at Franklin, Tex.; that they were collecting at 
that point a largo amount of Government property which had been by 
them secreted at different places on their march up the river, and that 
(hoy designed solliug it to a citizen of El I’aso, Tex. This property I 
could undoubtedly have taken, and in all probability have captured 
the Texans then at Frauldiu, had I at once pushed on to that pohit; but 
the strong intimation not to leave Fort Thom which I received from 
Colonel Chivingtou, and the positive order not to cross the river which 
I received from Colonel Howe, and my letter to him that I would await 
his further orders at Las Cruces, compelled me to remain at the latter 
place. Indeed, by moving farther down the river I would have run 
counter to the expressed wishes of the district commanders of the 
Southern Military District of Hew Mexico, if not against their positive 
orders. 

On the 28th ultimo I received a positive order from Colonel Howe 
not to leave Las Cruces until ftirther orders. 

Subsequently, while accompanying the general commanding on his 
march to Fort Quitman, I learned that Colonel Steele greatly feared 
ho would be overtaken by the CaUfomia troops, and in his hnnied 
retreat burned a number of his wagons and destroyed a large mount 
of ammunition. I also learned that so much were his men disheart¬ 
ened and so thoroughly disorganized, that had they been attack^ by 
oven a small force they would have at once surrendered. Certainly it 
is an opportunity would have been given them to do so had it not been 
for the orders received from Fort Craig, for I should certaiuly have 
followed and as certeinly overtaken them before they left the river at 
Fort Quitman.

Genbead : Agreeably to the \rish convoyed in your letter of July 
27,1863, 1 send you the following history of that portion of the Cali¬ 
fornia Volunteers known as the Column from California. 

The march of this column from the Pacific Ocean to the Eio Grande 
is somewhat remarkable, from the fact that almost the entire distance 
is a desert waste, with great scarcity of water and that of the worst 
quality. 

Men marching day after day through the burning sands and nearly 
suffocated with alkali dust required to be made of stern stuff—of such 
were the men composing this column. Men inured to mountain life 
in CaUfomia, pioneers and miners; men self-reliant and enduring; men 
equal to any emergency, if guided by a firm hand and clear head. That 
they were equal to a great emergency is evinced by the fact that they 
conquered vast deserts, and accomplished a march not equaled in mod¬ 
em times, traversing a distance of nearly a thousand miles and almost 
the entire route over a sterile waste.

On the 22d of July, 1861, the President of the United States approved 
“An act to authorize the employment of volunteers to aid in enforcing 
the laws and protecting public property.” Under this act was raised 
in California one regiment of infantry and five coinpanic's of (*avalry. 
These were called respectively the First Infantry and Firat (Javalry, 
California Volunteers. The troops were raised for the luotc'ction of the 
Overland Mail Eoute between California and the Eastern States, by way 
of Salt Lake City. The force was placed under the command of Bvt. 
Maj. James H. Carleton, First U. S. Cavalry, with the rank of colonel. 
The regiments rendezvoused at Oakland, opposite San li'ramsisco, Cal. 
During the latter part of August and the month of Seideniher they 
had acquired nearly their full complement of men. A<‘,five pr(‘]»ara- 
tions were making to put the command in the best condition for active 
field service, and by the 1st of October ev(*rylhing was in readiness 
for the movement of the troops. About this t hne the spijit of ri'bellion 
became manifest in California. “Treiison stalked abroad.” In the 
southern part of the State an open rui)tnre was a])pr<‘hended. In con 
sequence of this condition of affhirs the command of Colonel Carleton 
was diverted from its original destination by General Sumner, <leparl 
ment commander, and moved to the infected district. About the Isl 
of October the troops moved down the coast and formed a camp near 
Los Angeles, called Camp Latham. 

On the 14th three companies of the First Cavalry, California Volun¬ 
teers, under the conuuand of Major Byre, of the same regiment, wore 
ordered to relievo the regular troops stationed at San IhTiiardino. Tliis 
place was the hot-bed of secessiouism in California. On the same tlay 
orders were received to send three companies of the First Infantry, Cal- 
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iforada Voltmteers, under the command of Lieut. Ool. J. E. West, to 
relieve the regulars stationed at Fort Yuma. Eegular troops stationed 
at different parts of the State were ordered to rendezvous at two points, 
\iz, San Diego and San Pedro^or the liurpose of embarkation, orders 
having been issued by the War Department thatall regular troops on the 
Pacific coast be sent to the seat of war in the East. Brig. G-en. E. V. 
Sumner, at that time in command of the Department of the Pacific, 
was also ordered in. On the departure of General Sumner, Col. George 
Wiight, Ninth IT. S. Infantry, assumed command of the department. 
The Southern District of California was turned over by Colonel Wright 
to the command of Colonel Carleton. 

During the two succeeding months quiet and order were restored 
throughout the southern part of the State. The distribution of the 
troops indicated to the disaffected the determination of the authorities 
to keep California firm and steadfast to the Union. 

On the 12th of January Colonel Carleton was summoned to San 
Francisco, to consult with Colonel Wright in reference to the movement 
of tro()])s into Utah. About this time rumors reached California that 
Van Dorn, of the rebel service, was fitting out an expedition for the 
invavsion of California by way of Arizona. The fact was well-estab¬ 
lished lliat Arizona and a portion of New ’\^('xi (‘0 were oeeupied by Con- 
ledm'ate ti'oops, and it was ap})arent to all that California was more 
accessible through Arizona by way of Fort Yuma than any other point. 
Fort Yuma, located on the Colorado Eiver, on the southeastern lino of 
the State, is our extreme outpost. Surrounded as it is by a vast desert, 
if once in the possession of an enemy the key to the State was lost. 

In view of all these threatened dangers to the State and coast Gen¬ 
eral Wright suggested to the War Department that perhaps the Gov¬ 
ernment would bo better served by throwing the California troops into 
Arizona and driving the rebels from that Territory. A double object; 
would thus be gained; first, an effectual guard would be kept against 
any invasion of the Pacific coast from that quarter; second, the Cali¬ 
fornia troops would fall in the rear of the Confederate forces then in 
New Mexico and assist the Federal forces in expelling them from that 
Territory. 

The suggestions of General Wright were favorably received by the 
War Department. The feasibility of the movement was so apparent, 
that the consent oi* that Department was at once obtained. 

On the receipt of the decision of the War Department authority was 
granted to Colonel Carleton to organize and fit out the expedition. 
The Filth Infantry, California Volunteers, under the command of Col. 
George W. Bowie; also Company A, Third U. S. Artillery, with a light 
battery, under command of First Lieut. John B. Shinn, of the U. S. 
Army, were added to Colonel Carleton^s command; also Captain Cre- 
moiiy^s company, Second Cavalry, California Volunteers. 

Active preparations were at once made for tlie movement of the 
(u)lumn. It was impoitant that the troops should move as soon as 
possible, in order that they might receive the benefit of the cool winter 
weather while passing over the Gila and Colorado Deserts. The great 
<listance from the Pacific Ocean to the Eio Grande, the entire and 
comjdcte desolation of nearly the whole route, presented obstacles 
almost insurmountable to mja^chiug a column of over 2,000 men and 
the same number of animals. Tt was well known that forage and pro¬ 
visions conld be obtained but at two points between Fort Yuma and 
the Eio Grande in Lime of peace, and then in limited quantities, viz, 
at the Pima Vil ages and at Tucson; and it being well known that the 
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enemy occupied one, if not botli, of these points, it was necessary that 
transportation should be made entirely independent of them. The 
greatest difficulty appeared to be in subsisting animals. Unless this 
could be done rations could not be furnished the troops, and the 
expedition would necessarily fall to the ground. 

With the commencement of preparations came unlooked-for difficul¬ 
ties. Kot for twenty years had a winter of such severity occurred in 
California. The whole country was flooded 5 hundreds of horses and 
cattle mired down in the open plains and were lost. For weeks it was 
almost impossible to move a vehicle of any kind, and the movement of 
baggage liains was out of the question. 

In the mean time commissary stores and forage were sent by sea to 
Fort Yuma, making this ])oint a general depot and base of operations. 

The troops during this terrible winter lived in tents. As the rain 
subsided and the ground became more settled the troops were grad¬ 
ually moved toward Fort Yuma by companies of twos and threes. A 
sub-depot was formed at Oak Grove, near the edge of the Yuma 
desert, 120 miles from Los Angeles, called Camp Wright. From this 
point to Fort Yuma, 180 miles, it is a continuous desert, entirely des¬ 
titute of vegetation; water very scarce, and generally of bad qxiality. 
Before moving the troops on this desert Colonel Carleton sent out 
parties and had the weUs cleaned out and new ones dug, in order that 
every drop of water might be available. Forage for the animals was 
deposited at different points between Camp Wright and Fort Ynma. 
The troops were marched across by companies, one day apart. At 
some of the wells there was so little water that it was necessary to 
dip it out in a pint cup, thus consuming nearly a whole night in water¬ 
ing 100 animals. 

In order that this desert may be more thoroughly understood J 
quote from the notes of Lieutenant-Colonel West, of the Ilrsi* Inlantry, 
California Yolunteers, who marched the first three companies over. 
The description of the route commences at Oak Grove, Camp Wright, 
near the edge of the desert: 

Left Camp "Wright, near Warner’s Ranch, at 7.30 a. m.; marched 5 miles over 
pleasant rolhng roads and 'well-wooded country to La Puerta, at which place found 
mountain stream, hut no place for a camp ground; thence by fair road, without wal er, 
to San Felipe, 8 miles; pasturage good, but no wood; water neither overabundant 
nor good; camp gronml inferior. 

Left San Felipe at 3.30 a. m, by heavy, hilly roads to ValJecito. Road sandy through 
bottom land to first hiU, 7 miles; thence broken road, 0 miles, a great portion of which 
is a caSion, with but one wagon track, winding between cliffs. A very small force 
could oppose an enemy of far superior numbers. 1'ho latter part of the road more 
level. On the loft side and about half a mihi from the road is a spring, thati ad'onis 
water enough for 50 men; thence a small rugged hill is surmounted and a valley 
reached, 5 miles in length, by sandy road to Vallecito; water in fair 8U]>pIy; no wood 
but mesquito bushes; pasturage fair. 

Left Vallecito at 3.30 a. m.; marched 9 miles by heavy, sandy road to Palm Springs; 
water in limited supply, and required to be prepartnl for a command. The locality 
can be used for a camp. Thence I y a heavy, sandy road to Cariso Creek; no pas¬ 
turage. The country has now become a complete desert of most forbidding aspect. 
The creek is a small stream, affording an abundani» supply of water of an inierior 
quality. The bottom land is filled with a stunted gromh of mesquite an I arrow 
hushes. 

Left Cariso Creek at 11.30 a, m., following the stream and constantly crossing ii; 
road heavy and sandy; thence over a level road, with somewhat improved travolmg, 
4 miles, to a short, steep hill; thence to a level plain, with desert brush, to Saoketvs 
Wells. Last part of the road fair traveling; the desert ctnnplete; water good, but 
uncertain; in dry weather it certainly disappears. 

Lofl Tackett’s Wells at .5,45 p. m., through a continuous desert; first 5 miles sandy; 
thence better traveling to Indian Well. 

Indian Well is some 30 feet deep; water good, hut in qnanliltiett. Signal 
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Monatainis a prominent landmark; beais southwest about 15 miles 5 reached camp 
at 11 p. m. f distance, 15 miles. Loft at 5 p m. for New River Stal ion; road a perfect 
level, over an alkali plain; with a few patches of mesquite bushes; road dusty and 
heavy for wagons; well deei>; water scarce and of inferior (quality. 

Started at 5 p. m. for Alamo; road heavy, over barren hat; there is a well some 30 
feet deep, affording some water. Left at 4 p. m. for Gardner’s Wells; no water; 9 
miles; thence, by same character of road and country, to Salt or Seven Wells; water 
plenty, but brackish. Started at 4 p. m., 9 miles, to Cooke’s Wells. First Smiles 
bad road. At Cooke’s Wells water and wood abundant and good; thence, 15 miles, to 
Pilot lihob. Camped on the bank of the Colorado at foot of mountain. From Cooke’s 
the road is generally good, through mosquito dat, and latter part through Indian 
Garden^ distance 25 miles. Started at 1.30 p. m. The road follows tho Rio Colorado 
to Fort Yuma; distance 10 miles; road much broken. Reached Fort Yuma at 4.30 p, m. 

I have been thus minute in detail in order that a correct idea may 
be had of some of the difficulties encountered in marching troops across 
this desert. 

It will he seen that nearly every march was made in the night-time. 
By starting at 4 or 5 in the afternoon the march would be accomplished 
before daylight, thus enabliug men to sleep a part of the night. 

The ground did not become sufficiently settled for the movement of 
Shinn^s battery until the 13th April. Previous to thivs nearly all the 
command had been moved toward Fort Yuma, one <‘ompany only re¬ 
maining to accompany the battery. Colonel Oaiicton arrived at Fdrt 
Yuma on the 29th of April. Active preparations were made to move 
the command eastward without delay. Water-tanks, holding 600 gal¬ 
lons each, were prepared to accompany each detachment. Contracts 
were made at Fort Yuma to have hay cut and deposited at different 
points between the fort and the Pima Villages. 

It was ascertained that Tucson was still in the hands of the Texans. 
Their pickets extended down the Bio G-Ua till within 60 miles of Fort 
Yuma. Hay deposited at different points by Colonel Carleton^s agents 
was burned. The Pima Indians are an agricultural people^ and culti¬ 
vate large quantities of wheat. Knowing this fact and tho importance 
of securing ^is much as possible, Colonel Oarleton bad for some time 

en ill communication with an American living at these villages. He 
was directed to purchase all the wheat the Indians had. A consider- 
abh' quantity was thus accumulated; but before the advance of the 
column reached that point tho Texans had destroyed it all, with the 
exception of a small quantity tho Indians had cached. This was a 
serious loss, but the growing crops had not been molested, and Colonel 
Oarleton was enabled to secure a considerable amount for bis animals. 
Two companies of infantry and one of cavalry were sent forward 
toward the Pima and Tucson. As our forces advanced the Texans fell 
hack to Tucson. The command followed them to within a short dis¬ 
tance^ of that place; but not feeling sufficiently strong to attack them, 
fell back to the Pima. Limitenant-Colonel West was then ordered 
forward with four companies of infantry. The tbUowing itinerary was 
made by Lieutenant-Colonel West; 

To Gila City, 17 inilea; 110 grass, wood; camp oa river; thonce to Mission Camp, 
11 miles; wood, water, and a little grass; wood, water, and grass 4 miles larther on. 
Frona Mission Creek to Fillibuster is 6 miles; thence to Antelope Peak, 9 nules; 
grass within throo-fourfchs of a mile; oami) at station. From ihis place to Mohawk 
Station, 12 miles; 110 grass; camp on the river. To Texas HUl, 11 miles; a little grass 
on the hill station, one-halt* mile back from the river. Lagoon Camp; fine water, 
wood, grass, and shade; thence to Burwell’s Ranch, 11 miles; very dusty and <lisagree- 
able; men nor animals cauuot recruit much. At Grassy Camp, 3 miles distant, they 
do much better. From Grassy Camj) to Berk’s Station, 6 miles; a very poor camp; 
little better at Oatman Flat, 11 miles farther. From Oatman Flat to Kenyon Station, 
11 miles; poor camp; no grass. To Shady Camp, 10 miles; everything good. From 
Shady Camp to Gila Ben^ 4 miles; wood and water, but no grass; toenoe to Desert 
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Station, milea; good wood; no water or grass. To the Tanli^, 7 miles; same as 
Desert Station. To Maricopa Wells, 11 miles; plenty of brackieli water; some salt 
grass; and from thence to the Pima Villages, 11 miles; road lair, with some sloughs. 

The march from Fort Yuma to the Pima Tillages was fatiguing in the 
extreme. The intense heat and alkali dust was almost unbearable; both 
men and animals suffered very much. As fast as possible the troops 
were pushed forward. On the 14th of May Lieutenant-Oolonel West 
was sent forward by way of Fort Breckinridge with four conipanies of 
infantry. This Ibrt was reoccupied, and the Stars and Stripes again 
floated to the breeze. From Fort Breckinridge Colonel West iiroceedcd 
to Tucson by way of Oafuida del Ora. A description of the route is 
taken from the notes of Colonel West: 

May 14, loft Fort Barrett, Pima, at 7 a. m.; road tends toward the river on the left 
hand; detached and irregular mountains, from 5 to 9 miles, to tlu^ right; soil hecometJ 
sandy and th<^ coimtry desert. Grease wood and mi^suuiie wood abounded, but no 
thickets. The river is gradually approached and touched at Sacaton Station; th<^ro 
plenty of sacaton gims; a poor article for i)astiiragr : gnod » omp on the river; road 
line for Tnaroliiuir und traiisi)ortalion. Course, 

15t.h, leii ;i.u.I Station at f).40 a. m. Koad parts from the river and leaves it 
from 1 to Si miles to the lefl; mountain spurs trend off sontheast; a lone peak about 
miles long is detached from the main range. The Butteriield road to Tucson 
passes between the peak and main mountain. A picket there can ollbctually watch 
both roads. A m • of water is found at the north base. The Picacho is 

plainly visible day^s march. Denso mesquito thickets; road line for 

marching and . Camp on the river in a cottonwood grove, one-fourth 

mile below White’s; good grazing and line. Course, east by south. 

May 10, left White’s at 5,50 a. m. Roa<l leav(*s the river and takes the mesa; the 
ascent is gradual and road good for 110 miles. Thickets of cactus and palo vordo. At 
20 to 31 miles a steep descent leads io Dry Camp> ^ basin in llu'i hills of some 30 acres 
in area; a trail makes out of this due north to Ojo V<u’d(‘ Springs, 4 miles; the Gila 
River is 3 miles farther in the same direction. Ojo Verde can be tised; the water is 
inferior and not abundant; the quality and perhaps the <iuantity could be improvc<l. 
The spring is 4 miles ojff the road, and the return must he made by the same track. 
Left Dry Camp at 6.40 p. m.; road turns off sontheast up an arroyo; very heavy sand 
for about 6 miles; then gradual ascent of 5 miles; then more abrupt and up high 
hills. 

At 15 miles from Dry Camp a finger-post, marked ‘‘Water,” points to the ri^ht. 

Cottonwood Spring is distant half a mile, in a ravine. The grazing is fine and 
water abundant for such a body of troops as this. A lone cottonwood tree i>romi- 
nently marks the spring. Course, east by south-southeast. 

May 17, laid by. 

May 18, left Cottonwood Spring at 5 a. m.; road over rolling hills 5 miles; good 

f rass, fchen pass the summit, and tne descent commences towards San Pedro River. 

andy arroyo for 8 miles and heavy traveling; the road becomes a cafion. A walinit< 
tree, 3 miles west of Fort Breckimidgo, marked “Water,” stands in tbe middU^ of the 
road. At this point the road tiO Tucson turns off square to the right; tlnmcc to th(^ 
San Pedro and Fort Breckinridge. Colonel Carloton changed the nanu^ of this fort, 
and called it Fort Stanford, in lionor of Ltdand Stanfor<l, Govtsrnor of California. 
The fort is 3 miles to the right, upacaQon; rocks from 100 to 300 feet high; pass 
from 20 to 70 yards wide; road extremely heavy. At. this fort< fine stream, good graz¬ 
ing, and abundance of wood. Course, oast by south. 

19, left Fort Breckinridge at 5.45 a. m. Returned by the cafiou to the walnut 
tree; thence turned abruptly to the left and south n^) a similar cafion, which gradu¬ 
ally expands to open country j road for 12 miles excessively heavy and sandy; th(‘n<‘<^ 
gently rolling hills until the toot of a mountain is reached on the left, about 17 miles 
from the walnut tree. Next 3 miles the hills are sidling and difiioult. A steep <lescent 
of 1 mile loads to Cafiada del Oro. Camp on a fine mountain stream; grazing vt‘ry 
fine and wood abundant. This is a very difficult day’s march. Course, northwest 
and south. 

20th, left Canada del Oro at 2 p. m.; road follows a ravine between the mesa on 
the right and a mountain range on the left; a good deal of sand, but mainly a fair 
road; tine grass along the road. 

At 11.55 the road forks, the left-hand leading 1 mile to the Rincon, a small, nmning 
stream; fine camp; grass immediate^ under the mountain. Course, southwest. 

May 21, loft Rincon at 5.30 a. m. Road turns round the point of the mountain on 
the left; traveling rather heavy. Sandy arroyo, and then the ground becomes roll- 
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ing. About 8 miles froui Biucou a mesa covered with o^otUB ftnd meaquite ia 
reached; traveliug improves. Course, southwest and south by east. 

Our troops entered and occupied Tucson without firing a shot. At 
our approach the Texans made a precipitate retreat. Colonel Oarleton 
determined to collect the troops at this point for rest, drill, &c. Men 
and animals required rest; wagons wanted repairing. The dryness of 
the atmosphere and the intolerable heat had shrunk them to the point 
of falling to pieces. Communication was opened with Sonora for the 
purchase of flour, grain, &c. 

In the first part of June all the troops composing the column were in 
and about Tucson, with the exception of a part of the Fifth Infantry, 
left to gaiTison Forts Yuma and Barrett. There is another and more 
direct road leading from the Pima Villages to Tucson. This road was 
taken by Lieutenant Shinn and two companies of infantry. A descrip¬ 
tion of the road by Lieutenant Shinn is appended. 

Special Ordbes, > Headquabters Column from California, 

No. 15, j Tucsorij Ariz,, June 16, 1863. 

The following itineraiy of the marches firom Fort Barrett (Pima ViUages) to Tucson, 
Ariz., via Picacbo Mountain, made by Captain Shinn, Third Artillery, U. S. Army, is 
publiBh(Hl for the infonuation of all concerned: 

June 1, left cami) at Fort Barrett at 4.15 p. m., with battery, one ambulance, one 
water and eightt transportation wagons (loaded to 3,600 pounds with ammunition, 
flour, and forage), 87 men, and 153 animals. Boad on Gila Kiver fine for trans¬ 
portation of heavily-loaded wagons. No water; no grass; vegetation mesquite and 
greasewood. At Saoaton Station very dirty,* encamped on river at 8 p. m.; 11.8 
miles. 

June 2, filled water-tank (600 gallons), and left camp at Sacaton at 4.20 p. m. Boad 
leaves the river and sweeps round from southeast by south to south by east, with 
gradually ascending slope to summit, 5i miles between mountain spur and detached 
peak on left., 2 miles of road dusty, then soil changes from the alkali duet of Gila Biver 
bot.tom to mixture of sand and gravel, very hard and quite smooth. From summit 
Casa Grande in sight on desert to left and the Picacho straight ahead south by east 
31 miles j desert continues to Oneida Station; road continues good: at 8 miles gravel 
replaced by hard alkali clay; vegetation, mesquite, greasewood, and cactus; no 
water or grass on road; wood plenty and sufficient for cooking near Oneida Station, 
which is on the left; well on the right of road; depth 29 feet, with 5 feet of water; 
encamped there at 7.45 p. m.: train all in 10 minutes later. 

One hundred and soventy-nve buckets (equal to 700 gallons) was taken from the 
well, at the rate of 10 gallons per minute, ai)parently without diminishing the supply. 
The water is excellent, cold, and sweet; the best this side of Port Yuma; arrived 
and departed during the night; found no grass near station; 11.1 miles. 

June 3, left camp at 4 a. m. Old marks of surface water show a gradual rise of the 
desert towanl Blue Water Station; road fine for marchingj very little sand. At 6 
miles halted from 5.45 to 6.45 for grass, which may bo found m considerable quantity 
100 yards to the left of road in the belt of mesquite or arroyo leading east from that 
point, and said to extend 4 or 5 miles in the same direction; obtained sufficient for 
a good night^s feed. This grass is gramma, with some little gaeta. The gaeta was 
also obst^rvod on the left of the road 1 mile farther on; no water; vegetation, 
dosesrt plants, mesquite, and greasewood. Arrived and encamped at Blue Water 
Station at 7.45 a. m.; well (69 feet in depth, with 2^ feet of water) and station both 
on right of road; drew water at the rate of 6 gallons i)er minute for If hours; watered 
90 horses at same time, 4 gallons each; mules in the p. m. and horses again in the p. m. 
Took from this well in ten hours over 1,600 gallons of water and left the depth oi 
water as foxind. It will probably afford 4,000 gallons of water in twenty-foux hours: 
(piality good and water cool. At 4 p. m. sent a detachment forward to clean out well 
at. the’ point of mountain; wood plenty; some gramma and a little gaeta reported 
to exist in the mesquite 600 yards northwest of the station; 9.7 miles. 

June 4, left Blue Water Station at 2.10 a. m. and expected to march to Tucson, 54 
miles, in the next twenty-four hours, aw there is no water on the road, and not enough 
with company to encamp on; some wagons remain loaded with 3,600 pounds; morn¬ 
ing quite cool and very fine for marching; road continues to rise to the Picacho; at 4.40 
a. m. 9.r> miles from Blue Water; soil, clay, water-washed, and very hard and smooth, 
extends for miles on either side of the road; considerable dry gramma grass in the 
immediate vicinity and mesquite sparde. At 13.9 miles pass^ graves of Lieutenant 
Barrett and two soldiers on tlxe left of road. The ohalcos or water-holes, now dry, 
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are in tlie mesquito, on tlie riglit of the road; hero quite a tliiciei; sonu^ gra , but 
dry. The road is now level, or nearly so, for 3 or 4 miles. At 6.45 a. in. halted at 
thePicacho Station on the right, and distant from Blue Water Slarion 14.9 miles; 
saw a band of antelope near foot of peak; no water at this point; consumed about 
200 gallons of water in tank, for which had to wait half an hour; resumed march at 
7,45 a. m.; road begins to descend towards the south 2 miles beyond the Picaoho and 
so continues to point of mountain, a very excellent, road all the way. At 25.5 miles 
passed a deep well; dry on right; no water ever found here; high mountains on 
right; distant feom 30 to 100 miles, and between mountain and road valley of Santa 
Cruz River, here only an aiToyo, which road crosses near pohit of mountain: at 12 m, 
and 29 miles halted one-half hour; mot a messenger al. 1.30 ]>. m. and received notice of 
water in abundance at Tjoiut of mountain, where company arrived and encamped at 
4,15 p. m.; station on right and well on left of road; water plenty; no grass; no 
wood at well, and but little on last 8 miles of road; used water brought from Tucson 
on wagons, and did not thoroughly test the capacity of the well, which is 39 feet deep, 
with 4 feet of water; all agree in iirououncing it the best on the desert and say it 
cannot be dipped dry; 39.1 miles. 

June 5, left camp at 3 a. m.^ about 5 miles from point of mountain; dense mosfiuite 
thicket a good cover for Indians; at 6 miles crossed arroyo of Santa Cruz River, 
descending to left; quite diy; a little sand and some more at 11 miles, one-half mUe of 
it this time; remainder of road very good; numerous cottonwood trees on road this day 
and much mesquite; no water; between 7 and 10 miles from point of mountain much 
salt grass; poor stun for forage. First 5 and last 3^ miles of to-day^s march very fine; 
road of hard gravel; arrived at Tucson at 8.45 a. m.; 15 miles. Total, 86.7 miles. 

Tucson is about half way between Fort Yuma and the Eio Grande, 
and contains a population of 400, or perhaps 500, mostly Mexicans. 
A few Americans and forei^ers were living here, principally gamblers 
and ruffians, traitors to their country—secessionists. 

Colonel Oarleton received his promotion to brigadier-general of vol¬ 
unteers while on the desert in the early part of June. On his arrival at 
Tucson the Territory of Arizona was at once placed under martial law, 
and the following proclamation issued.* 

A number of notorious characters were arrested, examined by mili¬ 
tary commissions, and sent to Fort Yuma. Order sprang jQfoiu dis¬ 
order, and in a short time a den of thieves was converted into a peace¬ 
ful village. 

In the mean time Gteneral Oarleton was making active preparations to 
move his command to the Eio Grande; wagons were repaired; stores 
collected from Sonora, and everything put in as good condition as cfr- 
cumstances would permit after the severe march over the Yuma and 
Gila Deserts. 

No communication up to this time could be had with our forces in New 
Mexico. The stren^h of the rebels and their lociality entirely unknown. 
The great difficulty in communicating with General Oanby, at that time 
in command of the Department of New Mexico, was on account of hos¬ 
tile Inmans. The Apache ISTation occupying the whole country between 
the Eio Grande and the Colorado Eiver, the groat distJince to be 
traversed through their country, rendered it hazardous if not impossi¬ 
ble for any small party to get through it. 

General Oarleton endeavored to send an express to General Oanby 
from Tucson. This was carried by 3 men. The party was attacked near 
Apache Pass, and 2 of the men wore killed by the Indians; the sur¬ 
vivor was pursued some 40 miles and barely escaped death. He was 
captuj'ed by the Texans near MosiUa and the dispatches to General 
Oanby fell into their hands. From those they learned the exact strength 
of General Oarletotfs command and the intended movement of the 
column. 

On the 22d of June General Oarleton sent forward lientenant-Oolo- 
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nel Byre, of the First Cavalry, California Volunteers, with 140 men 
This was the advance guard of the column. With the exception of fre¬ 
quent skirmishing with Indians and the loss of 3 men killed and several 
wounded at Apache Pass, the party met with no other enemy before 
reaching the Eio Grande. 

Ap^he Pass is about midway between Tucson and the river. The 
pass is through a spur of the Chiricahua Mountains, about or 4 miles 
long. In this pass is a fine spring of water, and a favorite haunt of 
the Indians. A company of infantry and a part of a company of cav¬ 
alry, with two mountain howitzers, fought the Indians at this spring for 
four hours. A number of the savages were killed in the fight. Our 
loss was 3 killed and several wounded. On either side of thus pass ex¬ 
tends a plain from 30 to 40 miles in width. The Indians can see par¬ 
ties approach and lay in wait for them. 

On the 17th of July, preparations for the movement of the command 
having been completed. General Carleton issued the following general 
order:* 

• *•**•• 

Ifo report had been received from Colonel Byre. The strength and 
locality of the Confederates was unknown; consequently the column was 
kept well in hand, the companies marching only one day apart. 

For a description of the country I quote fi’om the notes of Colonel 
Eyre.t 

As soon as the arrival of Colonel Eyre on the river was known the 
Texans made a hasty flight. Their army was completely demoralized, 
and Colonel Eyre’s force magnified fourfold. What they could not 
carry with them they destroyed. One hundred and fifty sick and 
wounded were left in hospital at Franklin, Tex., and above. 

Colonel Eyre crossed the river near Fort Thom and pushed down 
toward the retreating rebels. He entered Las Cruces, opposite Mesilla, 
and raised our national colors. Franklin was also occupied by a detach¬ 
ment of his command. General Carleton, with the head of the column, 
reached the river on the 8th of August, the time consumed in the march 
being eighteen days. The sight of this beautiful stream alter the many 
days of toil and suffering gladdened the hearts of all. The last day’s 
march was partioulaily severe; over 40 miles had been made by the in¬ 
fantry without water without a murmur. The desert had been con¬ 
quered, and the command arrived on the river in good fighting condi¬ 
tion. Ko deaths had occurred between Tucson and the river, and but 
few remained on the sick list. 

General Carleton crossed the river at the point where Colonel Byre 
crossed. The river was so high that it could not be forded, and the 
only boats were two small scows, made by Colonel Eyre. First the 
animals were swum over. This was successfully accomplished; none 
were lost. A rope was attached to both sides of the boats and extended 
to either bank of the river. A number of men were stationed on both 
flanks. By this means they were enabled to pull the boat from shore 
to shore, being constantly in the water. The wagons were unloaded; 
tlieir contents ferried across in the boats, which were hauled across by 
ropes. In this manner each command as it came up was crossed in 
safety. HotMng was lost or injured. 

General Carleton moved the column down the river as fEur as Las

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Oruces, La Mesilla, and Franklin. Taking witli liiin two companies ol’ 
cavalry, he proceeded on down as far as Fort Quitman, Tex. 5 from 
there ke dispatched a company of the First Cavalry as far as Fort 
Davis, distant from Fort Quitman-miles. The Texans had aban¬ 

doned this post. One man, much reduced, was found dead, his body 
being pierced in many places with aiTOws. This man had evidently been 
left behind sick. The sick and wounded Texans left behind at Frank¬ 
lin were sent with an escort to San Antonio, 

General Canby, at this time in command of the Department of New 
Mexico, had been ordered East, and on the 16th of September, 1862, 
General Oarleton arrived in Santa F 6 , and on the 18th assumed com¬ 
mand of the department. Before leaving the lower country he pub¬ 
lished the following general order: 

General Orders, ) Headquarters Districjt of Arizona, 

No. 15. ) Crucea, JSf, Mex,, August 14, 1862. 

I, Commanders of towns will at once establish sanitary regulations, and reouiro 
them to he observed by the inhabitants and by the troops, so far as the policing of the 
streets and the keeping of tlicir dwellings, quarters, si^oros, coiTals, <Sro., in a state of 
cleanliness may be necessary to their health and comfort. Frequent inspections will 
be made by commanding officers or by a medical officer xmdor bis direction, to see Ihat 
in aU respects these regulations are foUowed. 

II. It is expected that all of the inhabitants living along the Rio Grande southward 
from the Jornada del Muerto to Fort Bliss, in Texas, will, at the earliest practicable 
moment, repair their dwellings and clean up their streets. 

The people may now rest assured that the era of anarchy and misrule—^when there 
was no protection to life or property, when the wealthy wei 0 plundered, when the poor 
were robbed and oppressed, when all were insulfed and maltreated, and when there 
was no respect for age or sex—^has passed away; that now, under the sacred banner of 
our country, all may claim and shal I receive their just rights. Therefore lot the burden 
of anxiety be lifted from their hearts, and once more let them pursue their avocations 
with cheerfulness, and with the full confidence that the protection which now shelters 
them from injustice will always be stronger in proportion as they shall be powerless 
to protect themselves. 

The success of the maxch of this column •was dependent upon two 
things: First, the endurance of the men; second, the care taken of 
them. From the first organization of the column the constant caro of 
General Oarleton was given it; the health of the men first^ discipline 
next. Constantly watchful, the minutest detail received his personal 
attention. Every movement was based ui)on calculation; nothing avoid¬ 
able left to chance. To conduct this expedition successfully required a 
clear head, soxmd judgment, indomitable will, and perseverance. All 
these General Oarleton iiossesscs in an eminent degree. 

It will not be too much to say that there are probably few men in 
the United States Army so well fitted to command an expedition of 
this kind, A military experience of more than twenty years, a great 
portion of it spent on our firontiers, has made him familiar by experi¬ 
ence with the wants and requirements of men in desei't marching. 

In this march everything was reduced to the smallest possible (tom- 
pass. No tents were used by of9.cers or men during the whole march. 
Two wagons were allowed to a company. In these were carried cainit 
and garrison equipage, ten days’ rations, mess furniture—everything 
belonging to a company. Every article was weighed. Officers, from 
tbe general down, carried but 80 pounds of baggage, including bed 
ding, mess kit, &o. 

The troojw suffered very little from sickness. The mortality was 
very small. Not one single death (xjcurrod on the march of the column 
from the Pacific Ocean to the Bio Grande, from the 13th of April to 
the 8 th of August, and but five deaths from disease in hospital during 
this time—^two at Fort Barrett and three at Tucson. 
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Every possible cure was observed to guard against sickness. This, 
cogether with the splendid material of the men, will account for the 
success of the expedition and the slight mortality from disease attend¬ 
ing it. 

General Oarleton, on relinquishing the immediate command of the 
column, published the following general order, viz: 


General Orders, ( Headquarters Department op New Mexico, 

No. 85. 5 Santa N. Mex,j September 21, 1862. 

In entering upon the duties that remove him from immediate association with the 
troops constituting the Column from California the commanding general desires to 
express his grateful acknowledgment of the conduct and services of the officers and 
men of that command. Traversing a desert country, that has heretofore been regarded 
as impracticable for tlie operations of large bodies of troops, they have reached their 
destination, and accomi>lished the object assigned them, not only without loss of any 
kind, but improved in discipliuo, in morale^ and in every other element of efficiency 
That patient and cheerful endurance of hardships, the zeal and alacrity with which 
they have grappled with and ov^ercome obstacles that would have been insurmount¬ 
able to any but troops of the highest physical and moral energy, the complete abne¬ 
gation of self and subordination of every personal consideration to the grand object 
of our hopes and etforts, give the most absolute assurance of success in any field or 
against any ou<‘my. 

California has reason to be x)roud of the sons she has sent across the contiaent to 
assist in the great struggle in which our country is now engaged. 

The commanding general is r(*qucsted by the officer who preceded him in the com¬ 
mand of this department to oxiircss for him the gratification felt by every officer and 
soldier of his command at the fact that troops from the Atlantic and Pacific slope, 
from the mountains of California and Colorado, acting in the same cause, impelled by 
the same duties, and animated by the same hopes, have met and shaken hands in the 
center of this great continent.

APRIL 22, 1862,—Capture of Union launches in Aransas Bay, Tex. 

Report of Maj. William 0. Jagerj comnmidmg Camp Aramas. 

Headquarters Camp Aransas, Tex., 

April 26,1862. 

Sib: On the 22d instant intelligence reached Shell Banks that the 
enemy had run two of their launches through Cedar Bayou and cap¬ 
tured three sloops, one of which, the Democrat, they stripped of her 
sails and left the captain and mate to pole their way to land. With 
the other two they bore down toward Shell Banks, with the purpose of 
running past the fort under friendly appearance, and thence out the 
Aransas Pass to the blockader. They had approached within 6 miles 
of the fort, and were tacking back and forth as if waiting for night 
before attempting to pass. When, with two sloops carrying 32 men, 
Captain Neal, myself, and Lieutenant Canfield set out after them, they 
l>ut back in haste. But having no place where they could get out of 
the bay with their prizes without ))assing us, they quit them and took to 
their launches. They made directly for Blind Bayou and soon entered 
it. We left our boats and hurried across by land to intercept them. 
Finding themselves thus headed off, they reluctantly abandoned their 
launches and made off to the sand hills, firing upon our men, who were 
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uow kept ftom pursuing them by the depth of the water iu the pass at 
the poiut where we approached it. (We could have swum across, hut 
would then have beeu on the wong side, with wet ammunition. Their 
fire was returned with spirit for several rotmds, but without damage to 
either party.) The blockading vessel, meantime, was within 2 miles of 
the scene, an interested spectator. 1 wonder that she did not shell us. 
It may bo she did not Mly understand the situation of parties, and may 
have mistaken our boats for their inizes. The Yankees, 22 in number, 
soon disappeared among the sand hills, and the folly ol‘ groping about 
in the dark after them being manifest, wo returned with their launches 
and contents to Shell Bank. Our prizes are cutters or launches—one 
l)ulling five and the other tbui' oars—ca])ablo of carrying 10 or 14 men, 
respectively, with sails,* a fine mai*iner’s compass, a pennant, three pairs 
of handcuffs, and two guns belonging to the men, taken by them on 
the two sloops; the saila of the Democrat, some rations, one boarding- 
pistol, and other trifies. 

On our return to the bank we met Major Forshey and Lieutenants 
Aspinwall, Conklin, and linssell, with parties, on three other boats; 
but darkness prevented any attempt at further proceedings. 

The captain of the bark (Kittredge) was in the party. They left the 
bark with five days’ rations; handcuffed the men taken on the Swan 
and Mustang, more for humiliation than to secure them. 

Some of the Yankee soldiers expressed great dissatisffustion with their 
commander; said they would not fight for him if they could avoid it. 

The men of the Swan and Mustang seemed very grateful for their 
release. 

On the 21st the Burkhart was chased by those launches for several 
hours; bull want of knowledge of the channels on the i)art of the enemy 
prevented them ffom overtaking her. 

I have not been able to engage suitable schooners for guard boats in 
the bays. Ohsirtered a sloop (the Bcbecca) to lay about Blind Ihiss, 
but for some cause she has not returned from Saluria according to con¬ 
tract. 1 sent an armed party up to Saluria yesterday to carry some 
retuming boats and to escort Major Forshey.

Santa FE, H. Mex., May 5,18^. 
Genebax : In accordance with your verbal order 1 herewith report 
to you the movements and surrender of that part of the Second Begi- 
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AFFAIR AT SOCOERO, ST. MBT. 

meat ISTew Mexico Militia which, under command of Col. Ficolas Pino, 
left Fort Craig the night of February 22 last; 

The morning of the 24th said detachment, consisting of 280 men, 
passed through Socorro en route to Polvadera. IN'ot far from Limitar we 
met Lieutenant Cooley, with letters from General O. P. Hovey, order¬ 
ing Colonel Pino to fall back on Socorro, and to station his militiamen 
-xt or below said place. A halt was made to refresh our animals, and 
early in the afternoon Second Major Eivera, with a file of deserted vol¬ 
unteers and militiamen whom we had picked up on the road the day be¬ 
fore, started for Polvadera, while the detachment countermarched to 
Socorro. Lieutenant-Colonel Baca and myself went ahead and selected 
the place where to establish quarters. As soon as our detachment 
arrived Colonel Pino ordered an advance guard of 14 mounted men, 
under Captain Gutierrez, below the town, and the animals were to be 
3 ent to graze under a strong guard, but had scarcely gone five minutes 
when Captain Gutierrez sent word that a picket of the enemy was 
ipproaching. By this time it grew dark. Colonel Pino ordered out 
two companies afoot, with Lieutenant-Colonel Baca, to reconnoiter the 
force of the advancing enemy. At the same time our animals were 
ordered back and to be guarded in a corral near by. Immediately be¬ 
low the town, under the cover of some adobe walls, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Baca had posted his two companies, when Captain Gutierrez pointed 
out to him the place where the enemy’s advance guard were ambushed. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Baca ordered Captain Gutierrez to dislodge them. 
The Gutierrez picket had moved on a short distance when the Texans 
fired a shot, whereupon Lieutenant-Colonel Baca’s party discharged 
their rifles in the direction whence they saw the flash of the enemy’s 
gun. This made the Texan picket retreat to their main body, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Baca came back to our headquarters and reported 
the above-stated facts to Colonel Pino, who ordered the different cap¬ 
tains under his command to keep their men under arms and to be ready 
for immediate action. Small parties of our men were sent to cover 
such points as appeared most important. 

Meantime a part of the Texans, under Lieutenant-Colonel MdSTeiU, 
had taken position on an elevation southwest of Socorro, while Cap¬ 
tain Frazier went around the town and intercepted the road north. It 
was about 8 p. m. the enemy fired a cannon-ball over the town, and 
from that moment our men began to desert and to hide themselves away. 
I sent Tgn® Montoya to Camp Connelly with a note, addressed to the 
commaufing officer there, asking tor re-enforcements. Accompanied by 
Adjutant Gonzales I visited the houses of some of the influential Mex¬ 
icans, and tried my best to make them take up arms in defense of their 
Government, their homes, and firesides. Vain endeavor! Ho one re¬ 
sponded to the call. Bon Pedro Baca went even so far as to say that 
the United States Government was a curse to this Territory, and if the 
Texans would take and keep possession of Hew Mexico the change 
could only be for the better. 

I went back to headquarters, and having reported to Colonel Pino 
the revolting ingratitude of Don Pedro Baca and the stupid indififer- 
once of other citizens, the alcalde of Socorro made his appearance, and 
told us that a Texan officer who came to Ids house had sent him to 
bring about an interview with our commanding officer. Colonel Pino 
sent me to see who the Texan officer was and to find out his inten¬ 
tions. The alcalde conducted me to a house not far from the church, 
where 1 found Identenant Simmons, who told me that by order of 
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Colonel MeBTeiU he had come to ask the unconditional snnx.nder oi 
the town} moreover, he manifested the desire to speak to Colonel 
Pino himself. I replied that, although only an inferior militia officer, 
I could assure him that Colonel Pino would not listen to such a de¬ 
mand, and that if he had no other business with my colonel he could 
save himself the trouble of going to our headquarters} but as Lieu¬ 
tenant Simmons again expressed his wish to see Colonel Pino, T con¬ 
ducted him to our quarters. Here the Texan messenger made the 
same request as he had stated to me, and Colonel Pino answered about 
in the same way as I had anticipated, when Lieutenant Simmons added 
that Colonel Mclfeill would be soixy to attack Socoito and sacrifice 
the lives of innocent families; to which Colonel Pino replied that he was 
as anxious to spare the innocent families as Colonel McNeill could be, 
and that at daybreak he (Colonel Pino) would meet the Texans and 
give them battle in the plain south of Socorro. Lieutenajit Simmons 
promised to inform Colonel McNeill of that imoposition and to return 
his answer. I mounted my hoi-se to accompany the Texan officer 
through our pickets, but our pickets had disappeared, and the enemy’s 
pickets extended to the very houses of Socorro. At a short distance I 
met several Texan officers, and among them Colonel McNeill, who, 
after having listened to Lieutenant Simmons’ report, went with me to 
our headquarters. At the conference which now commenced Colonel 
Pino, Lieutenant-Colonel Baca, and myself attended from our side, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel McNeill, Msyor Eagnet, and Interprctei Stewart 
from the rebels. Colonel Pino re]»eated he was willing not to ox|»o8e 
the town, but to fight next morning in the open field. Colonel McNeill 
wanted to take possession of the town at onct^. Our objoet was to gain 
time, as wo expected that on my message to the coinimnuler of Cam]) 
Connelly, Governor Connelly, General lJov<'y, and Adjutant-General 
Clever, who at the time were at Polvadera, wonld come to our ridicf witli 
the volunteers stationed at that place. The discussion between Pi no and 
McNeill was interrupted by some of our officers, who wanted to speak 
to Colonel Pino alone. The latter went out, returned after a lew 
minutes, and then taking me aside ordered me to inquire into the state 
of affairs at the quarters, inasmuch as the officers complained that all 
their men had absconded. A t the principal door of the quarters I 
found Oapt. Mercedes Sanchez as sentinel, which i)lace he had taken, 
he told me, because the militiamen on guard had abandoned their i)ostH 
and no soldiers were left to reiilaco the sentinel. Inside I met Cai)ts. 
Eamon Sena y Eivera and Cruz Gutierrez, Lieutenants Garcia, Her¬ 
rera, Homberger, Ortiz y Tafoya, Sergeant Martinez, and several 
others, amounting to 37 persons in all. This deplorable state of things 
I reported to Colonel Pino, and then the conference was continued. 
Colonel MeNeUl would not wait until next morning, ho said, because he 
knew he had the advantage at that moment; but if Colonel Pino could 
give his word of honor that we had not written to anybody or other¬ 
wise given notice of the approach of the Confederates, in such case he 
would consent that hostilities should not be commenced until daylight. 
As Colonel Pino replied indirectly the conference was considered con¬ 
cluded. 

Colonel McNeill h^ invited Colonel Pino several times to visit his 
camp and persuade himself that the Confederates largely outnumbered 
us, and Colonel Pino now determined to go. Colonel Pino, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Baca, and myself rode along with oar visitors, and after having 
looked at the long fine of rebels and seeing that no relief came from 
Camp Connelly, then, at 2 a. m. April 25, Colonel Pino surrendered. 
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If it had been disgusting to us to see our ndlitiaiuen abscond in the 
hours of trial, it was more provoking to see them come out of their 
hiding places when the danger was over. Tlere were at least 160 
nMtiamen who at 10 a. m. took the oath of neutrality. Colonel Pino, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Baca, and myself were paroled.

Sm; I beg most respectfully to report to the commanding general 
that about 3 p. m. to-day the schooner Sam Houston approached 
South Battery from westward, a brisk sea-breeze blowing, and stood 
down within a mile and a half of the battery, ostensibly for the pur¬ 
pose of drawing our fire or making an attack. Captain Schneider, 
thinking that ho could cripple or sink her, fired four shots, striking very 
close, and thinking that one shot struck. She tacked after the first 
fire. Finding that she was too close in, she stood off and returned to 
her anchorage near the frigate. Captain Schneider and his officers 
have had repeated verbal orders from me to send me word if approached 
by any vessel and not provoke an attack; also a written order from 
Col. E. B. Mchols, under date of December 6,1861, viz: 

Should appearances indicate an attack, j-on will immediately telegraph to me at the 
office of E. B. Nichols & Co., where my headquarters are established. 

Captain Schneider failed to inform me of the approach, and had I 
been present I should not have allowed the firing. Captain Schneider, 
however, justified himself under Post Order, Ho. 1, dated July 25,1861, 
issued by Col. J. C. Moore, paragraph IV, viz: 

Should any of the enemy’s vessels o<»ue within effective range of either battery, the 
officer in charge will open ffre without hesitation and give him the warmest reception 
his metal will afford. 

After the firing at the schooner the movements on board the frigate 
indicated her intention to move, whereupon orders were issued for ex¬ 
traordinary vigilance on the part of the vedettes.

bm : I have the honor to report that on the 2lst, about sunup in 
tiLe morning, a person was broughtnieby luy guard bearing a wluteflag. 
On being questioned as to his business, he replied that his coinniaiicling 
ofacer (Lieutenant Bowman, 1 think) demanded a surrender of t he town. 
On my declining to surrender and instriu*ting him to inform Liexiteuanl 
Bowman that a compliance with his demand depended altogether on 
his ability to enforce it, he left, and I immediately procecnled to phu‘<^ 
my small command (45 men) in the best positions to revsiwst an attack, 
None, however, was made. A few straggling shots at long ranges wor<‘ 
made, and the Texans commeiieed a retreat down the dornada. My 
spies reported them to be about 100 strong. My hors(\s were so very 
poor an<l weak, and not knowing but that they had a stronger for<‘e 
below and were only attempting to draw me out, 1 did not deem it ])rn- 
dent to follow. 1 saw no more of them. 

At about the time the demand for a surrender came a smaller ]>a.rt,\ 
was seen, and near where my horses had been, until a few days pr(^\ i- 
ous, herded day and night, which leads imi to believe, as my party was 
very small and about half with the herd, that simnltancmns with <h<‘ii' 
attack on me I hey would run off* my herd; but finding the herd in, the.\ 
declined the attack. I believe the white tiag that (*an»o np witli Lien 
tenant Taylor^s party some time since covered a ])arty <>f spi<»s. 1 liad 
only about 20 men then and herde<l my animals day and night. 

In conclusion, I beg to say that I regret that they a])i)roa(*h(‘d so neai 
before I had notice of their coming, as 1 might then have be^ai enabled 
to have so disposed my force m to have done them some in.jtny. I Inwl 
every confidem^e in luy spies, as they wevo highly recommended to me, 
but they entirely neglected their business on that occasion, which I 
reported to you on the next day.

JULY 4,1863.—^Attack on IT. S. Vessels near Velasco, Tes. 

Report of Col. J. Bates, Thirteenth Texas Infomtry. 

Headqttaetees Bates’ EE&nDENT, 

Velaseo, Tex., July 6,1862. 

Sir: On the 3d instant, at dusk, I received information from Oapt. 
William Saunders that there was a vessel outside, near San Luis. It 
was the impression of the pilots that she had some designs upon a cot¬ 
ton schooner in the canal, intending to capture or bum her. At Cap¬ 
tain Saunders’ request 1 issued him an order to take 40 of his men, with¬ 
out delay, repair to the cotton schooner, and defend her. 

On the morning of the 4th a schooner was reported near shore this side 
of San Luis, on the peninsula, and soon afterwards I saw a large steamer 
coming from the west. When near the schooner the steamer opened fire. 
I started immediately for the scene of action. The schooner was about 
C miles east of this place. When about half way to the schooner I met 
Oai)tain Saunders and his command. I halted them, ascertained that 
the schoonei’ had been beached, and was out of gun-shot of the shore. 
Our men had been driven off by a constant fire of the enemy of shot 
and shell. I felt that Captain Saunders and his men had performed all 
that was in their power and with much hazard to their lives. I per¬ 
ceived, also, that the cotton schooner was in line with the steamer and 
beached; schooner with her sails lowered. Captain Saunders informed 
mo that he thought her crow had abandoned her. I at once ordered a 
forward movement of Captain Saunders’ company as skirmishers, and 
ts(‘nc an order back to Veluf-co to Lieutenant Moss to move forward, with 
CaiJtain Clark’s infantry coiiii)any as a reserve, to defend the schooner 
in the canal, and have no doubt that the presence of Captain Saunders 
and his men saved the schooner from conflagration. Eire was now seen 
to be raging on the beached schooner and shells were thrown at ah who 
attempted to approach her. Captain Saunders disposed of his men in 
d(‘taohments near the scene of action, and advanced with a few of his 
men under fire to the burning schooner. Soon afterwards the steamer 
got under way, apparently abandoning all designs upon the schooner in 
the canal, and I ordered Captain Clark’s company back to Velasco, and 
some of Captain Saunders’ men also commenced to return, when, to my 
suiprise, the steamer put back, came close in to shore near the cotton 
schooner, and landed three boats full of men under a brisk fire. Such 
of Captain Saunders’ men who were within reach I ordered rapidly for¬ 
ward, with instructions to attack; others voluntarily returned, and shots 
wore exchanged between the enemy and our force. The fire from the 
steamer upon our men became veiy galling, they firing roimd shot and 
shell at the rate of six per minute, and scattering our men whenever

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they formed. The enemy made no attempt to advance inward from the 
beach, and after remaining some time on shore retreated hastily to the 
steamer and put to sea. 

We sustained no loss, although under a fire at times very heavy, and 
continued at intervals seven or eight hours, and saved from the burn¬ 
ing schooner some $2,000 worth of stores, principally medicines.

Report of Ool. Charles Iiveenshiold, Provost-Marshal, Oorpm Ohristi, 

OoRPTJS Ohristi, Tex., July 17,1862. 

General; Your letter of the 11th instant, by express, came duly to 
hand, but only this day. From its tenor I see that my communication 
in relation to the appearance of the enemy off Aransas Bay and his en¬ 
trance in the bay had not then been received. I will tberetbre report 
to you in ftJl since the 7th instant, the date of his first appearance. 

On the 7th a bark, with a 100-ton schooner and one large frigate 
(second-class cutter), came off the bay. The schooner and cutter, with 
six launches, entered the bay and piroceeded to take a position near the 
Shell Bank, and so as to rake and control the ship channel leading from 
Aransas [Bay] to Corpus Ohristi Bay. Upon receiving this news I 
sent the dispatch-boat Breaker, under Captain Bose, with Captain Ware 
and 10 men, to make a reconnaissance, and, returning, they reported the 
enemy's force to be as before represented—all well armed and probably 
some 225 men. Bext Captain Harrison, in command of g(dnl>oat Gen¬ 
eral Bee, of Major Shea's command (here present on recruiting service 
for a crew of sailors), went down and recoimoitered the enemy very 
closely, say within 200 yards. His report was to the effect that the 
schooner was heavily armed with cannon, about 125 tons burden, evi¬ 
dently a fine sailer, shaip and deep, and drawing at least 6 feet of water. 
The cutter was thirty-oared and armed with one 24-pounder howitzer, 
the launches four-oared whale-boats. The force was deemed too formi¬ 
dable, on account of its superiority in artillery, to warrant any attack or 
action on the offensive. Three prizes had aheadyr been taken by the 
enemy, say sloop Bella Italia, of 10 or 12 tons, with com and bacon j 
schooner Beindeer, of about 15 tons, with 52 bales of cotton, and a lug¬ 
ger, with com, name unknown. The schooner Monte Christo had been 
visited, and the cotton at Lamar (some47 bales) taken off to Saint Joseph 
and stored near Johnson's house. 

1 received a communication from Captain Heal upon the subject, 
which I inclose, marked Ho. 1*. From its tenor I concluded that he 
was undecided as to what he should do, and desired advice ficom me. 


*Se6 p. 730. 
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I wrote him at once that there could he no danger for his command, as 
from my information the ntuuerical strength of the enemy mnst be 
insignificant; that I deemed it of great importance that he should retreat 
or fall back no farther, bnt, on the contrary, maintain his position, and 
that, if practicable, without too great a risk of life or public property, 
he should endeavor to tease the enemy, so as to draw his fire and ascer¬ 
tain range and caliber of guns of the armed schooner. 

I inclose subsequent communications from Oaptain l^eal, marked 
Fos. 2 and 3, which will throw further light on proceedings up to this 
date. 

The rapid movements of the enemy, the numerous exaggerated re¬ 
ports, and the absence of the commanding officer, together with want 
of experience in tihe officers present and unwillingness to assume 
responsibility for fear of consequences, all tended to create a perfect 
panic at the very beginning; and to put this down and take all neces¬ 
sary steps for the proper defense of the town and the protection or 
rescuing of a large amount of cotton and tobacco, with the cargo just 
landed from the schooner Penelope, it became necessary that some one 
should command and take the lead. As the officers all seemed to l<mk 
to me for guidance, advice, and orders, and showed themselves willing 
and anxious, with their men, to obey me, under the circumstances, 1 did 
not shrink from the great responsibility, and at once made all necessary 
suggestions. 

3j 1 the necessary ammunition was at once prepared, and finding the 
troops without caps for their arms, almost barefoot, vejy small quantity 
of serviceable powder on hand, and in want of clothing, I took from 
the cargo of the schooner 20,000 percussion caps, 400 pounds of fine 
powder, the necessary shoes, dozen fiannel overshirts, and 2 pieces 
ditto; also—as the company of Captain Ware needed them —I took 
for them 16 double-barrel shot-guns and 3 five-shooters. Thereupon 
I obtained the requisite transportation, and forwarded the remainder 
of said cargo to Victoria, and sent all the cotton and tobacco on hand 
to its places of destination. There have been sent off from the 7th 
unto, date 421 bales of cotton, 600 bales of tobacco, also about 7,600 
pounds of powder. If the enemy should be able to pay us a visit here 
he will not find an 3 rthing worth plundering or carrying away. The 
records of the county and district clerk I have caused to be made ready 
for packing in chests made for the purpose, ready to be moved at a 
moment’s warning. ^ 

From the passengers referred to by Oaptain Feal as sent firom on 
board the enemy’s bark, and whom I critLcally examined, assisted by 
Oaptain Ware, Lieutenant-Oommanding George, and Mr. EobertMott, 
late of New Orleans, and known as an able lawyer, we learned that the 
enemy’s forces did not number 126 men, all tol^ and that the men on 
the gunboat, cutter- and launches were supplied from the bark, leaving 
this latter with only about 20 men or less. Oaptain Kittredge is in 
command inside on board gunboat, w^hich carries two 32-pounder Dahl- 
grous a’n6 one large caliber gun amidships. She was a pleasure yacht 
in New Orleans, built by Eobinson, owned by Story, and lastly taken 
and fitted up by and for General LoveU, and brought out as one of the 
enemy’s trophies of war, about 126 tons burden, and about 6 feet 
draught of water. The cutter carries 30 oars, one 24-pounder howitzer, 
and is manned from the schooner. The greatest number of men 
seen on these vessels, including the prizes, does not exce^ 87. The 
cotton taken by the enemy is piled, as before stated, on Saint Jowph’s 
Island, opposite Oaptain Johnson’s house. The conclusion as to the 
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prisoners was unanimous that Andres Eoeg and wife were citizens of 
Matamoros, caught in New Orleans by the enemy on his taking pos¬ 
session, ana that as a matter of kindness Captain Kittredge had car¬ 
ried them as passengers. But in relation to Mr. Oavauos, a doubt as 
to his true status and feelings was created, and hence I released the 
former two and detained the latter, to be sent to Colonel Luckett, 
whom he claims to be well and intimately acquainted with, for final 
disposition. 

Owing to the information received as above—^that from Captain Ifeal, 
the results of several reconnaissances, and reports brought in from vari¬ 
ous quarters as to the designs of the enemy and his expecting re-en¬ 
forcements within a few weeks—I called the ofiicers together for consul¬ 
tation and to decide as to what ought to be done to oppose and prevent 
the farther encroachments of the enemy. It was unanimously decided— 

1st. To send the gunboat General Bee, Capt. Thomas Harrison, with 
a picked crew, and the dispatch-boat Breaker, Capt. J. Harding, with 
a detachment from Captain Ireland’s company, to guard the ship 
chaimel. 

2d. To obstruct the ship channel by sinking in the narrowest point 
such number of “come-at-able” vessels as wore requisite, the vessels to 
be loaded with stone. 

3d. To take possession of the schooner Blma and fit her for a gun¬ 
boat at once, arm and man her, and place her at Corpus Christi Ibiss, 
to prevent the enemy’s cutters or launches to force [from forcing] an 
entrance to our bay from said point. 

4th. To send 40 picked men, as well armed and mounted as possible, 
under a proper guide, and commanded by Lieut. W. Mann, around by 
the reef, avoiding the coast until above Lamar, and thence crossing to 
Saint Joseph’s Island, to burn and destroy the cotton taken by the 
enemy and piled at Johnson’s house in the night. 

6th. To fit out an expedition by water, to make a feint upon the 
enemy at the Shell Bank, to divert his attention from Saint Joseph’s 
Island, while Lieutenant Mann’s forces attempt to <lestroy the cotton. 

6th. To appoint Capt. John Dix to superintend and direcst the arm¬ 
ing, equipping, and fitting out of the vessels to be employed. 

Under the second head the schooners Belief and Confederate, after 
appraisement, were taken, loaded with concrete, and sunk in the night 
unobserved by the enemy, and the sloop Iowa is now in like manner 
being loaded for the same purpose. These will eflbctually prevent the 
enemy’s gunboat from coming into Corims Christ! Bay through the ship 
channel. All the other heads Lave been acted on, and ai'c either exe¬ 
cuted or in progress of execution. I inclose you slip from Captain 
Ware,* and will report final results as soon as possible. Captain Ware, 
with his party, attacked the enemy near the Shell Bank and drove him 
back, firing with rifles at 200 yardSj and causing the enemy to seek shel¬ 
ter in the hold of his boat. The prize Bella Italia now fitted up by him 
as a small gunboat. There is no doubt that the Corpus [Christi] Bass is 
now blockaded by the prize-schooner Beiudeer, and that the entrance 
thence must be guarded. I will see that tbe proper sU'ps are taken for 
preventing a surprise. The cotton at the Blour Bluffs and the salt trade 
along the Laguna de la Madi’e are the objects sought by the enemy. 

I trust that my action in the foregoing may meet with your appro¬ 
bation. Should it be otherwise I should fool much chagrined. 1 send 
you English paper and a Kew Orleans Delta of the 1st, in which see

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an infamous special order from Butler in relation to Mrs. Philips. I 
ho ve not had time to answer yonr letter in relation to McKinney. He 
lies basely if the messenger reports him correctly. I thank you for 
having taken notice of it, and will furnish proper refutation as soon as 
the present excitement is over. 

I must not forget to say that all here is harmony and perfect union 
among aU ofScers, men, and myself, and all vie with one another in 
zealously obeying orders.

Camp neae Deedge-Boat, July 13, 1862. 

SiE: To-day, about 11 o’clock, the picket guard reported a launch 
coming down the cut toward the dredge-boat. 1 immediately ordered 
the company down, and observed that they were approaching the dredge 
under a flag of truce. I notified them to land on the opposite side of 
the channel, some 200 or 300 yards from the dredge, when 1 took a 
boat, accompanied by Captain Ware and Lieutenant Conklin, and went 
over to them. The interview lasted some half an hour. The officer, 
second in command I presume, stated that.his object was to pass to 
Corpus Christi Cavaiios and another Mexican gentleman and his lady, 
who was then at Saint Joseph’s Island. I consented that they should 
go down on board the Eebecca, and have given orders to Lieutenant 
ItusseU to carry them down and report them to you. I had no oiipor- 
tunity of asking or ascertaining how Cavanos got on board the bark, 
further than he was in [Kew] Orleans when that city was taken by the 
enemy. 1 therefore leave it for you to investigate the whole matter 
when they arrive in Corpus [Christi]. Sergeant Bradley has just arrived 
from Lamar, and says that the enemy held Captain Brown for the pur¬ 
pose of piloting the schooner down to Corpus Christi. They also say 
that Kittredge, who is in command of the expedition, stated at Lamar 
that 15,000 troops would be landed on Saint Joseph’s Island in a few 
weeks. I think that is only bombast. I have sent a party of men to 
Lamar to-night to burn the Monte Christo, as they are going up for 
her on Monday for the purpose of carrying out the cotton they have 
oaiitured. 1 presume you can get more accurate information from 
Cavanos. I shall hold my position here until ordered or driven away.

Camp neae Debdge-Boat, July 16,1862. 
Sm: I received youi‘ note per Mr. Hooper, and willingly comply 
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with 3 OUT request, believiug that his services would be more valuable 
to the public iuterest in some other capacity. Mr. Hooper is truly 
patriotic and true to the Southern interest, and his services, considering 
his age, should be appreciated 

I committed an error in my letter of Sunday in stating that the officer 
with whom I had the interview was second in command. I misunder¬ 
stood him. I have learned since he was only purser of the blockading 
squadron. 

We have had some little excitement in camp to-day. For the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining better water I had to move my command nearer and 
in front of the enemy. This morning the Bella Italia, one of the cap¬ 
tured boats, came into Shell Bank, and, from her movements, I sup¬ 
posed she was coming down the cut, but she only went down the Corpus 
Ohristi channel some 200 or 300 yards below the cut and returned. 
Shortly afterward the schooner got under way and took a position as 
near our camp as she could, and has been throwing shell occasionally 
ever since, but nothing has come near enough to us to create any appre¬ 
hension. She is some 3 or 4 miles from us. She evidently had not 
given us the ftdl strength of her guns, as I observe the fhse in every 
case was too short. What she may do hereafter can only be determined 
by future experiments. I intend to hold my position at this point until 
driven or ordered away, unless I deem it necessary to aid some other 
point. I must have more transportation to remove all of my guns and 
camp equipage, besides ammunition. 

On yesterday the bark and captured schooner left and sailed up the 
coast. This morning the bark returned, but without the schooner. I 
was apprehensive she was going down toward Corpus Christi Pass, 
but I think she did not. If I observe her going down the coast I will 
send an e:^ress.

Report of Lieut. C. D. MeBae, Second Regiment Terns Mounted Rifles. 

San Antonio, Tex., August 18 , L 862 . 

Sir: I have the honor to report, for the information of the general 
commanding, the result of a scout tmder my command, consisting of 
detachments from Captain Donelson’s company. Second Begimont 
Texas Mounted Bifles) Captain Duff’s company, Texas Partisan 
Bangers} Captain Davis’ company of State troops, and Taylor’s bat¬ 
talion^ amounting in the aggregate to 94 men, rank and file. 

I left camp on the morning of the 3d instant on the PerdinaUs and 
proceeded up the South Fork of the Guadalupe Biver. 

On the morning of the 6th instant struck the trail of a party of 
horsemen, numbering, as I suppose, from 60 to 100 j pursued the trail 
in a southwesterly duectlou four consecutive days, and on the evening 
of the 9th instant, about 3 o’clock, my advance guard reported a camp 
in sight on the headwaters of the Western Fork of the Hueoes Biver. 
I immediately diverged from the trail to the right, secreting my com- 
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mand. in a canon about miles from the enemy, and at once proceeded, 
in company with Lieutenants Homsley, Lilly, Harbour, and Bigham, to 
make a careful reconnaissance of the position of the enemy’s encamp¬ 
ment, which we were fortunate enough in effecting without being dis¬ 
covered. Beturned to camp, and proceeded to make my dispositions for 
an attack at daylight on the following morning. 

Accordingly, at 1 o’clock that night, I moved my command to within 
300 yards of their camp, where I divided my command into two equal 
divisions, placing one under the command of Lieutenant Homsley, 
whom I directed to take position on the right of the enemy, in the edge 
of a dense cedar-brake, about 50 yards from their camp, which he suc¬ 
ceeded in doing without detection. In the mean time I had had equal 
success in obtaining another cedar-brake with my division within 
about 40 yards of the enemy, on their left. These movements were 
accomplished about an hour before daylight. Shortly after having 
secured our positions a sentinel on his rounds came near the position 
of Lieutenant Homsley’s division, which he had the misfortune to 
discover; whereupon he was shot dead by Lieutenant Harbour, which 
caused an alarm in the enemy’s camp, and a few shots were exchanged 
between the parties, and all became quiet again for the space of half 
an hour, when another sentinel hailed us on the left, and shared the 
fate of the first. It being still too dark for the attack, I ordered my 
men to hold quietly their positions until daylight. The enemy in the 
mean time were actively engaged preparing to resist us. The moment 
it became light enough to see I ordered the attack to be made by a 
steady and slow advance upon their position, firing as we advanced 
until within about 30 paces of their line, when I ordered a charge of 
both divisions, which was executed in fine style, resulting in the com¬ 
plete rout and flight of the enemy. 

They left on the field 32 killed. The remainder fled, scattering in 
all directions through the many dense cedar-brakes in the immediate 
vicinity. Prom tBe many signs of blood I infer many of those escap¬ 
ing were seriously wounded. 

We captured 83 head of horses, 33 stand of small-arms, 13 six- 
shooters, and all their camp equipage, and provisions for 100 men for 
ten days. The arms I turned over to the commanding officer at Port 
Clark. The horses are en, route to this place. The provisions were 
consumed by my command. 

Although the surprise and rout of the enemy was complete, I regret 
to state it was not unattended with loss on our part. We had 2 killed 
on the fleld and 18 wounded. 

The flght occurred about 20 miles north of Port Clark, to which 
point I sent for assistance, both surgical and transportation, for my 
wounded, which was promptly forwarded by the commanding officer. 
Captain Oarolau, and Assistant Surgeon Downs, to whom I am greatly 
indebted for many kind attentions to myself and command, as also to 
Mr. D. H. Brown. My wounded are all well provided for and are 
doing well. 

I have learned from one of the party whom we fought, captured 
some four or five days subsequent to the fight, that the party was com¬ 
posed oif C3 Germans, 1 Mexican, and 5 Americans (the latter mnning 
the ffist fire), aU under the command of a German by the name of 
Pritz Tegner. They offered the most determined resistance and fought 
with desperation, asking no quarter whatever; hence I have no pris¬ 
oners to report. 

My officers and men all behaved witii the greatest coolness and gal- 
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lantry, seeming to vie with each other in deeds of daring cliiviilry. It 
would be invidious to attempt to draw any distinctions when all did 
their part most nobly and gloriously. 

Inclosed find a list of killed and wounded of each company.*

AUGUST 11, 1862.—^Affair at Velasco. Tex. 

Beport of Col. J. Bates, Thirteenth Texas Begimmt. 

Hbadquabtees Bates’ Eeghiient, 

Velasco, Tex., August 16, 1862. 

Seb ; I have the honor to report operations at this post, resulting in 
a collision with the enemy, on the afternoon of the 11 th instant: 

About 4 p. m. of that day a screw-propeller of about 800 tons burden, 
two-masted, and marked with a figure 5 on her smokc-stsrek, steamed 
slowly in from the eastward, and when opposite the battery at this 
place, immediately outside the bar, opened fire, without sliowiiig colors 
or giving any notice of her inttmtious. Her lire was pr()mi)t ly resj)()n<leil 
to, and after firing four times and receiving live .shots tVom us she (lr(‘w 
out of range and disappeared down the coast. It is believed that our 
third shot took effect. Wo su8taine«l no damage. A Kl-inch shell, 
which failed to explode, was picked up by our men. Oiu* other shell 
exploded in our camp; the others wont overhead and struck some <Ua- 
tanco out in the prairie. 1 am confident that if we had had even a 
single piece of heavy ordnance she could have been disabled. Of late 
the vessels which pass here have been coming much neariu the shore 
than formerly. This may result from their having lulopted more 
hostile intentions, but 1 think it is due in part from a knowledge (how 
acquired I know not) of our defenseless condition. A late freshet 
in the Brazos Eiver has considerably deepened llu*- wat('r on the 
bar at the mouth. Vessels are constantly receiving perniUs to pro¬ 
ceed to sea from this port, and lie in the river above awaiting a favor¬ 
able opportunity to run the blockade, and a wcll-sustain<‘d attack 
from 1^6 sea might weU result in great loss both to Goveninu'iit and 
individuals. 

Allow me to respectfully urge ui)on your consideration thati (here 
are quite a number of heavy pieces of ordnance now in (ids (U'part inent 
dismounted and not in use, which, if placed in battery here, couhl de¬ 
fend my position and our foreign trade, and save- my command from 
this now constant source of annoyance, which, although as yet result- 
ing in no damage, might at any time become fraught with humiliation 
and disaster. 1 have but one 18-pounder gun in battery at. this i)lace. 
1 ask, if compatible with the interests of the service, a .‘12 rifled cannon, 
a C4-pounder, or both. If granted, they will do good service ere long, 
should we continue to be menaced and insulted by our vaunting foe.

Report of Oo^t. John Ma/rding, of the capture of the Breaker. 


Corpus Oheisxi, Tex., August 27, 1862. 

On the evening of August 11 1 was directed by Maj. A. M. Hobby 
to take on board of the Breaker Captain Jones and a party of men 
from his battalion. On Captain Jones, accompanied by Lieutenant 
Vinyard and party, coming on board, he informed me that he was sent 
in charge of the boat for the purpose of watching the movement® of 
the enemy, then engaged in removing the obstructions in the channel 
(5-ot under way and proceeded to McGloiu’s Bind’s, where we anchored 
for the night. 

Next morning got under way and stood down in the direction of the 
enemy; discovered them at work on the obstructions; stood down 
about three-quarters of a mile of them, took a look, came around, and 
stood bjMJk about a quarter of a mile and came to anchor. Just as we 
came to, discovered that they had removed the last of the obstructions. 
Their large schooner made all sail and stood up the channel. I imme¬ 
diately got under way and made all sad for Corpus Christi. Soon dis¬ 
covered that the enemy were overhauling us, and thought it best to 
make for the nearest shore (Indian Point), being about 6 miles distant. 
Just after passing McGloin’s Bluffs they commenced firing on us, and 
continued to do so until the boat was beached and this party landed 
from her. I gave orders to have the boat fired some time before she 
was beached, knowing that at the rate she was sailing no injury could 
result to the i)arty on board; but there was a clamor raised against 
me by (ho ofQcors on board, who told me that Major Hobby gave them 
the. command of the boat, and that they would not allow her to be fired 
until she was beached. A few minutes before she struck she was set 


on (Ire, and all of the party left as fast as they could, leaving me alone 
on board. 1 did everything that I could think of to aid m her aestmo- 
tion, but the enemy were too close after me and I had to leave, as I 
would have been killed or captured by staying longer. The enemy sent 
a boat alongside, put out the fire, and towed her off.

Report of Copt. Jack Sands, of the destruction of the Sannah. 

Corpus Ohristi, Tex., August 27,1862. 

A few days before the arrival of the enemy at this place I solicited 
Maj. A. M. Hobby to allow me to get my boat to a place of safety in 
Hueces Bay, there being at the time plenty of water on the reef for her 
to get over. He said, that he wanted the Hannah and the Breaker to 
remain at this place as spy boats, but assured me that none of the 
larger boats should attempt to cross the reef before mine. Accordingly 
I remained at the wharf. 

On the afternoon of August 12, when the enemy were in fall sight, 
distant about 7 miles of the town, I was ordered to get over the Hueces 
Beef with all speed. Got under way immediately and stood for the 
reef The Blma, or Major Minter, had been run into the channel the 
previous day, where she grounded, leaving only a narrow place for ves¬ 
sels to pass. On arriving off the reef discovered that she had been fired, 
and seemed to be on fire fore and aft. Hearing that she had powder 
on board, did not like to attempt to pass her. An explosion would have 
IdUed us all. Came around and stood back for the town, intending to 
run on the flats, where the boat could have been hauled out and been 
safe from capture, but was ordered backhand the boat was run on shore 
above the town on a bold bank. Major Hobby said that he would send 
men to haul her out, a thing that was impossible without ways, as the 
bank at that place was at least 4 feet in height. A party of 1 5 unarmed 
men came down and were at work on her, when the enemy came abreast 
of the boat and fired a shot at the party. They all immediately left. 
The enemy then came to anchor, distant about 400 yards, and com¬ 
menced manning a boat. Fearing that they would cut her out, I im¬ 
mediately fired her and she was consumed.

Hjdqrs. StiB-Mii,. Dist. op the Eio Grande, 

Corpus Christi, Tex., August 21, 1862. 

Sir : I reached this place yesterday, and have the honor to report 
that I find all things quiet. The enemy attacked the town on Satur¬ 
day and again on Monday, firing between 200 and 300 shell and shot. 
They were bravely resisted by our forces, and after being struck a num¬ 
ber of times by the shot firom our battery (which was planted during 
the night of Friday) he was forced to retire, we believe in a oiippled 
condition. 

On Tuesday morning the enemy left, and is now lying at his old 
anchorage near the Shell Bank. His return is looked fo*, as his dis- 
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comfiture was a source of great mortificatioii. A more ftall report will 
be forwarded at an early day. The damage to the town is inconsider¬ 
able. We had but 1 man killed.

Sir : I have the honor to report that I proceeded to within 4 miles 
of the anchorage of the fleet of the enemy on yesterday, and, except 
witnessing the arrival of a large schooner from sea, found the fleet ^ 
quiet. There are now eight vessels of all sizes lying within the bar at 
Aransas Pass. It was impossible to ascertain anything about the new 
arrival. She seemed to be a large merchant schooner, probably loaded 
with supplies and men, but may be a mortar boat. I have sent a spy 
onto Mustang Island to ascertain her character and hope to report it 
for this mail. 

There has been no movement by the enemy since their repulse from 
this place. The steamer was much injured, as her steam-pumps were 
heard during the day and night she consumed m passing through the 
canal. I examined the Shell Bank and found that it would be unten¬ 
able even if cannon could be placed on it, which, from its proiimit;^ to 
the fleet and in full view of them, would be impossible, it being 3 miles 
from water and the guns of the enemy covering its approach; nor is 
there any other point adjacent to the canal on which guns can be 
erected, owing to the low, marshy approaches; therefore all hopes of 
defending the narrow bayou and canal must be abandoned. The ob¬ 
structions placed there proved no obstacle, as with the steam-power of 
their boat they were easily removed. I am making another effort to 
sink more permanent obstructions, which, if successful, will prevent at 
least any sudden attack, but if unsuccessful forces me to rely on the 
naturaJly-strong position of this place for its defense. The battery 
used in the late fight on the north side of the town was thrown up by 
General Taylor in 1846, of shell and sand, which, being solid and impen¬ 
etrable to 32-pound shot, has proved an admirable defense. Another 
work of similar character is now complete on the south side of the town, 
both being on the water’s edge. I shall at once erect another on the 
bluff overlooking the water batteries, and distant, say, 400 yards, which, 
completed, will be all that can be done. 

1 found great confusion existing in the quartermaster’s, commissary, 
and ordnance departments here, owing to the inexperience of the offi¬ 
cers, and deeming it indispensable for the public interest, I have ap¬ 
pointed H. A. Gflpin, who distinguished h&iseK in the late engage¬ 
ment and is a man or experience and business habits, to act as quar¬ 
termaster and commissary at this point, subject to the approval of the 
general commanding, and respectfully request that the appointment 
may be confirmed. I have also appointed (subject to like approval) P. 
Blucher, major of Engineers, and charged him with the erection of the 
necessary defenses of this place. He is a nephew of Marshal Blucher, 
and an educated soldier, and as civil engineer has resided many years 
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at this place. The services of Majjor Bhichcr were iiulispensablo and 
the rank was temporarily given him to facilitate his labors. With jpoat 
satisfaction I tendered to Mr. William Maun the position of captain of 
artillery, vacated by the declension of Captain Livenskiold. This mark 
of my appreciation for his gallant services I felt satisfied would meet 
the approval of the general commanding. But ho declines the commis¬ 
sion, owing to the shattered state of his health from exposure at Island 
No. 10; but he accepts the position temporarily, and will command his 
battery until this emergency passes over, when he will retire. 

Captain Willke’s battery of light artillery, from JBinggold Barracks, 
will be here to-morrow. His guns are foiur 12 and two 24 pounder 
howitzers, and will add materially to our defenses, but the fact of his 
company being well-drilled artillerists is the most pleasant reflection 
attentog Ids arrival. A delay of a few more days on the part of the 
enemy (which seems probable) will enable me to meet him with satis¬ 
factory results.

Snt: I have the honor to inclose the official iriwrts of Maj. A. M. 
Hobby, commanding this post, of the bombardment of Corpus Christi. 
It is with great satisfaction that I call tlie attention of the general com¬ 
manding the Department of Texas to the judgment and gallantry of 
Major Hobby, as well as to the satisfactory manner in which ho dis¬ 
charged his duty under the trying circumstances in which ho was jdaced. 
The enemy brought into action seven inecos of heavy artillery, adapted 
to and using all tire modern improvements in projectiles. Our force 
was two 18-pounder and one 12-pouuder guns, manned by inexperienced 
artillerists, and supported by volunteers but a few days in the service; 
yet the furious fire of shot and shell by the euemjr, after the first few 
rounds, served but to inspire the men, and their spirit and bravery are 
worthy of aU praise. 

After several hours of incessant fire on our litth' ba< tery, without 
effect, a force of about 40 men, with a rifled giiii, was landed on the 
beach about a mile from the battery (which, having but a water front, 
was not able to resist their approach), and slowly advancing, endeavor¬ 
ing to flank it, the three heavy gunboats being within 400 yards of the 
shore, covering their advance with a continuous lire of grape and can¬ 
ister. So completely did the guns of tlie boats cover their approach 
that the advancing force may fairly be considered as o<iual to two bat¬ 
teries of 24 and 32 pounders. To charge through such a formidable 
fire seemed hopeless; yet, when almost mthin musket-range of the 
battery, Major Hobby led a charge of 25 men and put the marines to 
flight. At this moment Captain Ware’s fine company of cavaliy came 
dashing into the plain, and but for the peromiBory order from Major 
Hobby in person would in another moment have cut them to pieces and 
captured their gun; but, when it is considered that this charge would 
have been made through a flank fire of heavy guns, loaded with grape 
and canister, at 400 yards distance, and must have resulted in the sac- 
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riflce of most of tho men, I approve of the order of Major Hobby in re¬ 
straining them, considering the object to be gained as not commen¬ 
surate with the almost certain loss. 

It is due to Captain Ware and his command to say that, with aU its 
probable consequences, they were not only ready for the work and 
actually under fire, but were bitterly disappointed at losing the oppor¬ 
tunity thus presented. 

Foiled in all his plans, the enemy vented his spleen on the defense¬ 
less houses of the town for a short time and then withdrew, with his 
fleet badly crippled, but with what loss we have no means of knowing. 
Between 400 and 600 shot and shell were fired by the enemy. 

One man killed and 1 wounded constitute the casualties among 
our troops. Major Hobby was struck on the head by a glancing ball, 
which inflicted but a slight wound. A great many houses in the town 
were struck, but the damage is slight. 

Too much praise cannot be given to the patriotic citizens of Corpus 
Christi. They removed out into the woods with their families out of 
fire, and in tents and under trees calmly and confidently awaited the 
result. They have suffered many inconveniences and privations, espe¬ 
cially for want of water, as. the drought of this section has been unpre¬ 
cedented, yet they have set a laudable example to their countrymen 
and addoil another to the many instances of patriotism which this war 
has elicited. It is worthy of remark that the citizens of the surround¬ 
ing counties, for a distance of 100 miles, attracted by the fire of the can¬ 
non, with their rifles in hand, repaired to the scene and tendered their 
services to the commanding ofScer, demonstrating that when the emer¬ 
gency arises their country can depend on them. 

The defenses of the town have been materially strengthened and 
heavier guns added to the batteries, and should the enemy renew the 
attack I feel confident of reporting equally as successful a result. 

The attention of tho general commanding is specially called to the 
service rendered by Mr. William Mann, a young gentleman of this 
place, who, having served at Belmont, Columbus, and Island Ko. 10, 
brought aU the experience of those well-fought fields to the assistance 
of his native city, and materially contributed by his gallantry and skill 
to the discomfiture of our enemies. 

Major Buckner, a citizen of Corpus Christi, but an experienced soldier 
from the Old World, rendered useftd service. 

Judge H. A. Gilpin, chief justice of Nueces County, was much 
exposed, and rendered good service, as did many other citizens of the 
town.

Reports of Maj. A. M. Soiby, 0. 8. Army. 

Hdqrs. Sub-Mid. Dist. Corpus Christi and Aransas, 
Gorpus Christi, Tex., August 16,1862. 
Sir : In my communication of yesterday I reported the arrival of four 
Federal vessels in Corpus Christi Bay, they having removed the obstruc- 
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fcion placed in the ship channel—the yacht Oorypheus, Beindeer, Bella 
Italia, and steam gunboat. The yacht appeared off Ingleside at 4 p. 
m., chasing the Breaker, a pilot-boat in the Confederate service, which 
was just returning from a reconnoitering expedition, with a detachment 
of men under Oapt. E. B. Jones. To prevent her capture by the enemy 
she was run on shore at Indian Point, and the reconnoitering party 
effected their escape. The Breaker was fired some distance from shore, 
but unfortunately not in time to prevent her from falling into the hands 
of the enemy, who extinguished tlio flames. Eleven shots wore fired at 
her during the chase. The Breaker is a small boat, carrs'ing a crew of 
3 men. The yacht then steered for Corpus Christi, standing close along 
the riiore, and fired a shot at a detachment of Captain MoCampbell’s 
company, hauling a boat upon the beach. She came to anchor opposite 
the city, and was joined during the night by the remainder of tire fleet. 

At 9 o’clock this morning Captain Kittredge, in a launch, approached 
the wharf with a flag of truce, at which point 1 met him. He informed 
me that he had been ordered by the United Stirtos Government to 
examine the public buildings in the city and make an official report of 
their condition. I informed him that the United [States] Government 
owned no property in Corpus Christi, and that he ^ould not be allowed 
to land. He replied that it was his prerogative to land when and where 
he pleased, under what he called the national ensign. I told him ihe 
Confederate Government recognized no such right, and I was here to 
prevent him from placing his foot upon our soil. He then desired to 
accompany me ashore or go alone under a white Hag. Every i)ropo8i- 
tion to land, under whatever pretext, was peremptorily r<‘je(fted. lie 
then demanded that the women and children should bo removed beyond 
the limits of the town in twenty-four hours, as ho intended to land with 
a force and execute his orders. I demanded forty-eight limits, which 
was finally agreed upon. He requested that the mattei' again bo taken 
into consideration. The second interview resulted as <lid the first. 
One of the conditions of the armistice was that the forty-eight hom-s 
be exclusively devoted to the removal of the families from towi., which 
I strictly complied with. 

On the evening of the 16th the Federal fleet took position opposite 
the northern suburbs of the city in line of battle, within range from the 
shore. Immediately after dark I planted a battery of two guns (a 12 
and 18 pounder) behind a strong fortification near the water’s edge, and 
supported it by a detachment from Captain Ireland’s company and my 
battalion, they furnishing also an extra detachment to move the guns. 

At daylight on the 16th wo opened on the enemy. Six shots were 
fired at the fleet before they replied. The enemy shelled the battery 
and the town furiously, doing, however, but little damage. At 9 o’clock 
we drove him from his position. Beyond the reach of our guns ho 
repaired damages and mended sails rent by our shot. At 3 o’clock he 
again returned, and when within reach of our battery it opened on him, 
striking both yacht and steamer, and compelled them to withdraw be¬ 
yond the reach of our guns. They contented themselves with shelling 
the battery during the remainder of the day. 

Mr. William Mann volunteered his services in the battery, and I placed 
Mm in charge of the guns. By his coolness, courage, and judgment he 
elicited the admiration of all, and I heroin acknowledge the value of 
Ms services in our gallant attack upon the enemy’s boasted gunboats. 
With guns of inferior caliber and a smaller force than their own they 
were twice driven from their position, and resulted in their disiiomfiture, 
Five shots were seen to do execution. The enemy fijfed 296 times. 
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The casualities on onr side were inconsiderable. Private Steiner, of 
Captain Ireland's company, was slightly wonnded in head by a spent 
baU. To Judge Gilpin and Major Blucher I am indebted for valuable 
services. To-night all is quiet. We do not need more troops.

Sir: On the morning of the 18th the enemy again opened on our bat¬ 
tery, bringing his whole force to bear on it. Failing to silence onr guns, 
a portion of Ms fleet withdrew and landed a 12-pounder rifled gun, sup¬ 
ported by 30 or 40 well-armed men, who approached our battery by the 
beach, close under cover of their gunboats, firing continuously. They 
attempted to enfilade our battery, their balls passing just above our 
intrenchments. I immediately ordered 25 men to charge the gun, wMch 
they did in gallant style. When from under cover of the breastworks 
they entered an open plain and rapidly neared the gun, the gunboats 
of tiie enemy opened a heavy fixe upon them. Undaunted they pressed 
onward, and when within range of small-arms I ordered them to fire, 
which they did, still advancing, the enemy in the mean time retreating 
in double-quick, carrying with them their gun. They left in the re¬ 
treat their ammunition-box, hatchet, rat-tail files, (intended, I presume, 
to spike our guns); a hat and rifle-cartridges were scattered along the 
road. We chasea them to their gunboats, to which they retreated 
without delay. Whenever a ball from the battery would strike the 
boats of tlie enemy they would rise and cheer, regardless of the fire to 
which they were esposed. The enemy withdrew, and taking position 
in front of the city, avenged themselves upon a few unoffending houses. 
A few shots from our guns drove them off, and on the following momiug 
stood away for Aransas Pass. 

Our loss in the engagement was one kOled—^Private Henry Mote, in 
Oapt. E. B. Jones’ company. He was shot through the head among 
the foremost in the charge. Captain Ware’s fine cavalry company was 
present and eager for the fray.

See : I have the honor to report that Lieutenant Kittredjje, comunind- 
ing United States licet in the -waters of Ai-ansas Bay, arrived at Corpus 
Ofosti under a flag of truce on the 121 h instant, asking permission 
to convoy the family of li3. J. Davis, a I'enegade traitor of Texas, to 
New Orleans. Maj. B. B. Gray, cojninaiuling at that post, rect'ivcd the 
flag, and refusing to allow Mrs. Davis to comply wth the request until 
permission should ho received from headquarters, notiiicd Lieutenant 
Kittredge that ten days would elapse before an answt'r could he given; 
whereupon Lieutenant Kittredge withdrew, and proceeded down the 
bay some 15 miles toward tlie salt-works, on the Laguna de la Madi-e. 
On the same night Msiior Gray dispatched Oai)lain Ireland, with 50 imm 
and one piece of artillery, to watch his proceedings, aecom])ani<‘d l>y 
Captain Ware, of the cavalry. Captain Ireland i)os1ed a portion of 
his men under Captain Ware at a vacalwl house near llx' shore, and 
witMn a short distance of whoi'c it was known that the lle(‘t of the 
enemy was anchored for the night, the piece of artillery being well 
masked in the sand hills. 

Early in the ensuing morning the enemy shelled the houses and sur¬ 
rounding points for some time; then, -tlie ground being ai)parently 
unoccupied. Lieutenant Kittredge, accompanied by 7 men, lauded and 
approached the house. Our men being concealed, the adventurous 
lieutenant fell gracefully into the trap set for liim, and, with his whohj 
party, were taken prisoners. The report of Capteiin Ireland of this well- 
conceived and suceessful plan is herewith inclosed for the information 
of the general commanding. 

It is worthy of note that as soon as the gunboats of the enemy be¬ 
came aware of the fate of their oflicer they opened a rapid lire of shell 
and grape on the command, which fell alike on soldiers and itrisoucrs, 
buc without damage to either. 

Maj. E. E. Gray immediately forwarded Lieutenant Kittredge, under 
escort of Major Hobby, to this iflaco, where he arrive<l <m the 20th 
instant, and having given his parole, now awaits the ord(5r of tih<‘ g(‘n- 
eral commanding. The 7 seamen are also en route to (his place. 

It gives me great satisfaction to aimounce tins cr(‘dltal)le siupud of 
the defense of Corpus fChristi] by the capture of the bold and ener¬ 
getic leader of the enemy, and the end of the campaigji for the pi’csont, 
as the fleet have all retired to their usual jflace of anchorage lUHir 
Aransas Bar. 

It is also proper to state that the course of Lieutenant Kittredge, 
while for many months in command on our coast, has been that of an

BepoH of Ca/pi. John Ireltmd, 0. 8. Army. 

Corpus Ohristi, Tex., S^tember 15,1862. 

Sir : In obedience to your orders I left Corpus Christi at 8 p. m. on 
the 13th instant. I took with me one small piece of Captain Willke^s 
battery, under Lieutenant Johnson, a detachment of 50 men from my 
own company, and Capt. J. A. Ware. I proceeded to Flour Bluffs, 15 
miles south of this place. Arrived there at 1.30 o’clock same night. I 
took two positions within half a mile of the enemy’s gunboats, three in 
number. At one place I stationed Captain Ware with a detachment 
of 20 men, and the other I occupied with the remainder of my force. 
The positions were selected with a view of commanding the channel 
leading to [Point] Penascal and of cutting off any force ■^hat might 
attempt to land. After throwing a number of shells at some unoffend¬ 
ing citizens on shore the enemy lande^ which he effected near the 
point where Captain Ware was posted. When the enemy were within 
musket-range Captain Ware advanced, and without firing a gun cap¬ 
tured the party, consisting of Captain Elittredge, commanding block¬ 
ading fleet off this coast, and 7 of his men. This occurred at 11 o’clock 
of the 14th. 

It now being certain that they would not then attempt to enter 
Laguna de la MadrOj and there being nothing further that I could 
accomplish by remaiumg, the lino of march was resumed for this place. 
The enemy then threw some 40 or 50 shells, but without eftect. 1 also 
captured 8 stand of arms—Enfield rifles, Colt’s six-shooters, and 2 
cutlasses. 

I take groat pleasure in calling your attention to the efficient service 
and gallant conduct of Captain Ware, who obeyed orders with alacrity 
and executed them with gi'eat judgment. I desire also to call your 
attention to the gallantry of Private William Saffold, who in person 
captured Captain Kittredge. I have also to acknowledge valuable 
services rendered by four of Captain Ware’s cavalry as guides. 

The enemy’s boats immediately loft the bay.

As the bulk of the enemy’s force is mounted, it is to be expected that 
his i)riu(‘,ipal efforts will be directed to attempt to cripple the mouus of 
transportation by attacking the trains, or impede the operations of the 
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troops by stampeding the animals, or subjecting the men to the annoy¬ 
ance of night attacks. These will, of course, be guarded against by the 
usual precautions, but the colonel commanding desires that command¬ 
ers will impress upon their men that these attacks are to be feared only 
when they succeed in throwing a portion of the command into confu¬ 
sion and in forcing their way withm the lines, and that in this event 
they should be enjoined to repel the enemy by the use of the bayonet 
or clubbed musket, and not by firing, which is more likely to endanger 
their friends than enemies. In any encounter with the enemy’s horse¬ 
men the maiu reliance of the infantry should be in their bayonets. An 
infantry soldier who is cool is more than a match for a horseman, and 
in groups they are safe against any number. 

Four days’ rations will habitually be carried in the company wagons 
and the remainder in the supply train.

Adfuiant-General U, 8. Army, Washington, D. 0.: 

Geeebal: Inclosed herewith is a copy of a telegraphic dispatch 
which I had the honor to transmit to you yesterday; also copy of ex¬ 
tract from a letter from Mr. Thomas Eobinson, a resident of Guaymas, 
Sonora. This extract was presented to me by Mr. Fliat, of this city, a 
gentleman of standing and reliability, connected with the steamship 
line between this place and Guaymas. From the best information in 
my possession at ^s moment I am disposed to beUeve that the views 
taken by Mr. Eobinson as to the intended movements of the rebel 
forces are in the main correct. The large force I am assembling in Ike 
southern portion of this State, preparatory to an advance from Fort 
Yuma, will doubtless cause the rebel leaders to deflect from their line 
of operations and, if possible, gain the port of Guaymas. To frustrate 
all such attempts I deem it of the first importance that a strong force 
should be thrown into that city, aided by the presence of a few ships 
of war. I propose to open a correspondence with the Governor of 
Sonora on this subject, and 1 am assured by the best authority that 
our temporary occupation of Guaymas or any portion of the State, to 
protect it from the inroads of the rebels, would be cheerfally acquiesced 
in by the authorities and people of that country. 

The storm has somewhat abated for a few days past. To-day it is 
raining again, and the roads are not in a condition to advance my ex¬ 
peditionary forces to Fort Yuma. However, it is only a question of 
time. We will be successfuL 

1 have no special news from the District of Oregon. All was quiet 
in that quarter when last heard flrom. The winter has been unusually 
severe, and the navigation of the Columbia Eiver entirdy obstructed 
by ice. 

The Legislature of California is now in session in this city, compiled 
to abandon Sacramento temporarily.

Immediately on the receipt of this please call upon General Wright, 
and state to him, in my name, that by express received by me to-day &m 
Arizona, and firom most reliable source, I have the following state¬ 
ment: 

The Southern troops, under Colonel Baylor, Military Governor, are expected at Tnc- 
Bon within ten clays, numbering 900 men. It is said they will immecliately make a 
strong and continued campaign on the Apaches. Reports say (which, I fear, is very 
probable) they march into Sonora. In tho moan while their hcad<]narters will he at 
Calabazas, on tho line. Agents to purchase flour, corn, &o., are actually in the Ter¬ 
ritory under escort. Contracts for hay have already been given out. Brigadier-General 
Sibley, C. S. Army, with !1,000 men, takes command in Arizona and Now Mexico, and 
will immediately attack tho United States forces in New Mexico. Tho Southern sol¬ 
diers are full of fight. Only the other day 100 crossed tho Jornada del Muerto, drove 
in the pickets of the United States forces, and made 40 prisoners. 

These same reports wero afloat liere three days since, when I arrived, 
and to-day they are confirmed. There is no doubt in my mind as to tho 
desires and intentions of these Southern forces. What the devil do 
they care for Arizona, without 100 souls in it, and nothing worth hav¬ 
ing there ? They wish to march into Sonora, as is intimated from many 
sources, and take quiet possession, for we are not at present in condition 
to resist, having just passed through a very sore trial, although with 
success. If they once get possession of this State and its ports, the 
North may just as well give up tlie complete line through from Gulf 
of Mexico to Gulf of California, and it will require a supremo eifort then 
to rout them. 

This is no newspaper talk, but something certain, and tln^ only way 
to avoid a most serious and difiScult position is for the (Jnited States 
Government to send, without a moment’s delay, tho necessary forces 
to act. 

Let me request of you to urge upon General Wright the necessity of 
this step. Let 1,000 men, properly equipped, bo sent immediately to 
Guaymas, oflicered by gentlemen of prudence and judgment, and I will 
see that they get through immediately to Arizona. The Govenior 
and j>cople will bo too happy to see such a friend coming to their 
rescue. If necessary, let the general telegraph to Washington for the 
necessary powers, but he must act promptly, and I will guarantee his 
full success, and by adopting these measures he will have acquired a 
victory which will bo more than galling to the South. 

«*«»•*« 

I will t.ako tho contract for transporting troops and oquii>ments to 
Arizona and furnishing everything necessary. You are aware the 
Congress of Mexico has given a cordial i)ermit for transit of troops 
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through Sonora, and our State will be pleased to forward the views of 
the United States G-ovemment or its representatives. You can assure 
General Wright that all my influence and that of my Mends will be 
used in favor [of] his forces.

The occupation of Brazos de Santiago and Brownsville is important and desirable 
for many reasons. It would not be prudent, however, to attempt it without force 
suilioieui to hold points farther north and east. We have not the disposable force at the 
present moment, nor would it do to risk a detached force in so remote a position, with¬ 
out retreat or succor, until certain that our foreign relations are entirely satisfactory.

See: Since my last, of the 4th instant, there has nothing taken place 
in relation to the Texans that merits attention. They retired precipi¬ 
tately from the settlement of Alamosa, 30 miles below Port Craig, and 
have made no demonstration against that place. Since Colonel Oanby 
has divided his forces, leaving about one-balf at Crad^ and has or is 
about to take a position midway between Craig and the Pecos Eiver, so 
as to enable him to act in conjunction with the forces at Union on the 
Pecos, or with those at Craig on the Eio del Norte, as circumstances 
may require, I am of opinion that there are no Texan forces on the 
Pecos; but this is merely an opinion, the truth of falsehood of which 
will be revealed within a few days. 

The spy companies sent in that direction ten or twelve days since 
have not returned. We have no fears of any armed force that Texas 
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can send against this Territory. We have now in the service of the 
Government and under fair discipline something more than 4,000 volun¬ 
teers and militia of this Territory; also, say, 1,500 regular troops. With 
this force and what I could call into the field of the organized militia 
in a few days’ notice I am sure we can repel any force that will be sent 
against this Territory. 

We are in great want of arms and ammunition, and hope that by the 
early spring trains our requisition will be filled. 

The Navajo and Apache Indians still continue their depredations to 
an alarming extent, altogether in robberies. Few deaths occur, but a 
continual spoliation of property. The losses of the Territory the past 
year will not fall short of half a million of dollars. The Texans keep 
us in such continual uneasiness that we can make no effective cam¬ 
paign against those hostile tribes.

Wa^lwngton, B. 0.: 

SiE: After the battle of the 21st instaut there remained for the troops 
at this post but three plans of operation: 

1. To retain this post to the last extremity, await the arrival of the 
re-enforcements that had previously been asked for, and upon their 
arrival, by concerted operations in the direction of the Pecos and the 
Eio Grande, defeat the enemy and force him to retreat down that river, 
and in that event cut off his retreat with the force at this point. This 
post is regarded as of paramount importance, not only for the purpose 
above indicated, but to intercept any re-enforcements that might be sent 
from Texas, and with a Anew to ulterior operations against the Mesilla 
Valley. 

2. To abandon the post and endeavor to throw the force now here 
above the enemy, impede his further progress up the river, and then 
unite with any force that might be found above. This course would 
involve the loss of the supplies on hand, the abandonment of an impor¬ 
tant strategic point, and of the sick and wounded who could not be 
transported. 

3. To bring on a second battle with the Confederate Army, and sub¬ 
mit this portion of our Army and New Mexico to the chances of that 
battle. The organized Confederate force in the battle of the 21st was 
above 2,600 men. Our own force on the held was 2,200, of whom more 
than half were volunteers and militia. Our loss in killed, wounded, and 
prisoner's was 222 in the regulars and Colorado Volunteers; in the New 
Mexican Volunteers about 16.* The loss of the Confederates was some¬ 
what greater, but independent of the loss of our battery the proportional 
disparity offeree was increased by the results of the battle. 

The tot of these plans was in my judgment best calculated to secure 
the ultimate success of our operations, and was concurred in by the 
several commanders and functionaries of the Territory who were con¬ 
sulted. It was adopted, and measures immediately taken to carry it 
into edbet. 

I have disembarrassed myself of the militia by sending them away, 
and have arranged with the officers of that force to impede the opera¬ 
tions of the enemy, obstruct his movements if he should attempt to ad¬ 
vance, and cut off his supplies, by removing from his route the cattle, 
grain, and other supplies in private hands that would aid him in sustain¬ 
ing his force- I have also sent away all the public animals not required 
for the immediate service of the post. 

1 am now organizing a partisan force from the volunteers, for the 
{nirposo of operating on the flanks of the enemy. This force will be 
composed of picked men, and I anticipate some good results from their 
action. If there be any consistency of purpose or persistence of effort 
in the people of New Mexico, the enemy will be able to add but little 
to his resources from a temporary occupation of the country. 

If the enemy should determine to advance, I will send a part of the 
regular' cavalry now here to re-enfotce our troops in the northern part 
of the Territory, as they are now deficient in that class of troops. 

On the night of the 21st instructions were sent to the commander 
above to remove or destroy any public property that might frill into the 
of the enemy. Major Donaldson, quartermaster, having volun-

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teered for the purpose, was detached last night with the militia, and 
charged with the duty of superintending the removal of the public 
property, procuring supplies, and collecting troops for future opera¬ 
tions. 

The enemy still occupies a position near the battle-field. His inten¬ 
tions are not yet developed; but as a demand for a surrender has been 
made, I anticipate, of course, an attempt to enforce it. If it should be 
made, I have no apprehensions as to the result. 

Our loss in MUed, wounded, and missing is somewhat greater than 
I supposed when my report of yesterday was made. The wounds, how¬ 
ever, are generally of a light character, and the proportion that will 
terminate fat^y will be small.

Dear Sir : I wrote to you fully and freely, as acting inspector-gen¬ 
eral of this Territory and a member of Colonel Oanby’s staff, in order 
that you may have a proper view of the situation of affairs here. 

This communication would have been sent to General Hunter, as a 
nearer military commander, had it not suggested itself that possibly he 
woTdd be absent on the field when this commimication should have 
reached his headquarters. 

You win probably learn from the telegraph, from rumor, and from 
other sources that we have had a most desperate and bloody struggle 
with the Texans, and thatj notwithstanding the great loss upon their 
part, we have lost one light battery and retreated to Port Craig. 
Colonel Oanby did everything which man could do to retake his bat- 
tery and thus save the day. He beseeched and begged, ordered and 
imperatively commanded, troops to save his guns, and a deaf ear met 
alike his supplications and commands. Our loss is great; 4 officers 
kiUed—Captains McRae and Stone, Lieutenant Mishler, and Captain 
Bascom. Stone was first woimded and has since died; Captain Win¬ 
gate, leg shattered; Lieutenant McDermott, volunteers, killed. Our 
loss, as far as ascertained up to the present moment, is 62 killed and 
about 140 wounded.* 

The loss of the enemy is 160 killed and 460 wounded. Mfyor Don¬ 
aldson thinks they lost over 100 killed in front of McRae’s battery. 
The enemy is now above Colonel Canby, on the Rio Grande, and of 
course has cut him from aU communication with his supplies. It is 
needless to say that this country is in a critical condition. The militia 
have allrunawayandthelfew Mexican Volunteersaredesertinginlarge 
numbers. No dependence whatever can be placed on the natives; they 
are worse than worthless; they are really aids to the enemy, who catch 
them, take their arms, and tell them to go home. 

A force of Colorado Tolunteers is already on the way to assist us, 
and they may possibly arrive in time to save us from immediate danger; 
but, my dear sir, we must look to the future. The conquest of it (New

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Mexico) is a great political feature of the rebellion. It will gain the 
rebels a name and a prestige over Europe, and operate against the 
Union cause. It therefore should not only be checked, but it should at 
any future period during the spring or summer be rendered impossible. 

These Texans will not rest with the forces they have already with 
them, but they will have large additions to their command here, in 
order to extend their conquest toward old Mexico and in the direction 
of Southern California. I therefore beg you, in the name of Colonel 
Oanby, who is fighting two to one, and laying valuable lives upon this 
issue, to send at once—^lose not a day—at least two regiments infantry 
and a battery of rifled cannon to Fort Union. These troops cannot 
serve the Government better than by saving this Territory. Do not 
depend on the New Mexican regiments serving in Kansas; they are not 
filled up nor ready for the field. Send us troops already organized; 
they can start by the time this reaches you. 

Beheve no reports you may hear of the number of troops Canby has. 
I have given you a true picture of the state of this country, and if 
you wish to save it, you, I hope and pray, will act immediately in its 
favor.

Please inform the headquarters Department of New Mexico, Santa 
F6, what you can do for this country, and if you cannot help us, be 
kind enough to acknowledge the receipt of this communication. 


Ahstraot from return of the D^artmmt of New Mexico, CoL Edward E, 3. Canhy, Nme- 
teenth Infemtry, commanding, for the month of February, 1862. 
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ing the Department of New Mexico, I respectfully inclose liis report* 
of the battle of Valverde, which took place near Fort Craig, on the Slst 
instant. 

The colonel is sanguine that he will succeed in holding the enemy in 
check, but having been in the battle, and having succeeded in getting 
through the enemy’s line from Craig on the night of the 22d with the 
view of turning back any trains that may have been on the I'oad, as 
well as to secure the public property on the river below Albuquerque, 
I may be allowed to express the opinion that 1 consider the colonel’s 
situation as critical, and would most earnestly advise that no time be 
lost in sending re-enforcements to this country. Four regiments of 
infantry, some cavalry, and a battery of rifled cannon at least should 
be sent. The enemy numbers about 2,000 men, all mounted, and is 
expecting re-enforcements. He suffered severely in the battle, and is 
now encumbered with a large number of wounded. This may prevent 
him from moving up the river at present, but his foraging |)aities have 
already come within 60 miles of Albuquerque. No reliance can be 
placed on the New Mexican Volunteers or Militia, and 1 advise thoir 
being disbanded. They have a traditionary fear of the Texans, and 
will not face them in the field. 

I will not anticipate Colonel Canby’s detailed report, but I must say 
that he made every exertion to save Captain McEae’s battery.

General : I am in receipt of a letter from Lieutenant-Colonel Tap- 
pan, of the Colorado Volunteers, informing me that General Hunter 
had ordered his regiment immediately from Denver City to Santa Fd 
to re-enforce Colonel Canby, who, as you will see by his report, luis 
had a severe conflict with the Texans near Fort Craig. This order of 
General Hunter is most seasonable, and may perhaps save the Terri¬ 
tory. Colonel Tappan is stationed at Fort Wise with two comi)anios 
of his regiment and a mounted company, the rest of the garri.son being 
a regular company, under Lieutenant Warner. 1 have not hesitated 
to order Colonel Tappan to Santa Fd by special express to join the 
other companies of his regiment (seven) coming by way <»f tlarland, 
and if Colonel Canby can hold the enemy in check for fifteen or twenty 
days I am in hopes of marching to his assistance with 1,000 men, 100 
of whom will be regulars, under Captain Lewis, Fifth Infantry. 

I have dates from Colonel Canby to the 26th instant. I sent a trusty 
messenger to him last night, urging him to delay the enemy as much 
as possible, and communicating tlie fact of a Colorado regiment being 
on the road to his relief. Nothing as yet has fallen into the hands of 
the enemy. When 1 left Craig, which I did the cviming after the 
battle. Colonel Canby authorized me to use his name and to take such 
steps as I deemed best. If disaster happens to the colonel before re¬ 
enforcements arrive I shall throw myself into Union, but I need hardly 
urge the importance of at once putting en route to Union a force thsit 
wiU overwhelm the enemy.

General ; I have the honor to inclose a copy of the ofi&cial report* 
of a battle between the Union troops under Colonel Oanby and the 
Texans, near Fort Craig. 

The loss was heavy on both sides, that of the enemy being at least 
double that of ours. 

The enemy have possession of the road above Craig, and may march 
up, as Colonel Oanby is embarrassed with his wounded, as well as 
having lost McEae’s battery. 

Everything will be done here to succor him. You will see by my 
letter to the Adjutant-General of the Army that a regiment of Colorado 
Volunteers is on the march to this city from Denver and Fort Wise, 
but the snow is deep on the Taos Mountains and they may not get 
through in time. 

I urgently recommend that four regiments of infantry, some cavalry, 
and a battery of rifled cannon be at once put en route for Union.

SBCRETAav OF STATE, Washington, D. C.: 

Sir: Since my last communication from Fort Craig I have been 
unable to write you until this day, in consequence of the commotion 
and excitement that have existed from that day to the present. On 
the 19th of February the enemy retrograded from their position, 6 
miles below Craig, to the place called Paraje, where they crossed to 
the opposite or east side of the river. On the 20th he advanced up 
the river, but at the distance of 4 or 6 miles from it, until about oppo¬ 
site the fort, when Colonel Canby marched out to give him battle. 
The ground over which the enemy passed, and over which our forces 
had to pass in order to reach him, was a bed of sand, covered generally 
with loose volcanic rocks, which impeded the progress of our train of 
artillery, and made it quite late in the evening before the position of 
the enemy was reached. This position he had taken with great labor 
on a sandy height somewhat inaccessible to our heavy artillery. After 
some fifty or sixty shots fired by the enemy with their largest guns 
without effect our forces retired again to the fort, arriving some time 
afr^er dark. 

On the 21st the enemy were met 5 miles above the fort, having dur¬ 
ing the night and the next morning made their way to the river at

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that distance above the fort. The action commenced about 10 o’clock, 
with artillery across the river at a distance of 1,000 yards and in a for¬ 
est of cottonwood trees, which gave the enemy greatly the advantage, 
as it shielded them from our artillery and even the small-arms that 
were used at that distance. 

About 1 o’clock our whole force passed the river, having previously 
driven the enemy from his position near the river to the foot of and 
into the sand hills. The battle now raged with increased fury, and the 
enemy was to all appearances in the act of retreating from the ground, 
when, to hasten his retreat, one of our batteries of six guns, light 
artillery, was advanced some 200 yards nearer their position, which 
was in a degree covered by a ridge of sand, behind which they had 
taken momentary refuge^ when, to the surprise of all, about 500 men 
came forth from that position and advanced steadily on to and finally 
captured ^e battery. This was not done without great loss to the cap- 
tors, for of the 500 men that left the position of concealment not more 
than 200 arrived at the battery. 

It is painful to relate that of the forces in position for the protection 
of the battery not one company advanced to its relief or even fired 
upon the enemy as he approached. The force consisted of two or more 
companies of regular troops and one regiment of volunteers. The reg¬ 
ulars were ordered—nay, implored—^to charge the enemy, by Colonel 
Oanby, Major Donaldson, and Colonel OoUins, superintendent of Indian 
aflairs, who were all three present in immediate contact with the troops 
and within 10 or 20 yards of the battery when it was taken. The reg¬ 
ulars having refused to advance, tlie volunteers followed their example, 
and both retired from the field, recrossing the river and leaving the bat¬ 
tery in possession of the enemy. There was no flight, and the enemy 
gave no ijursuit. He was evidently greatly crippled, and chose as the 
more prudent course to close the day with the advantage gained. Col¬ 
onel Canby now ordered all our forces to recross the river, and marched 
into the fort some time after dark. Thus ended the bloody day of the 
21st February. 

A cessation of hostilities intervened the next day, for the purpose of 
burying the dead and removing the wounded from the field. On the 
following day, 23d, a deputation of two officers waited upon Colonel 
Canby, asking a surrender of the fort, and indicated that very honor¬ 
able terms would be granted. The proposition was peremptorily refused. 
The day following it was thought that the fort would certainly bo at¬ 
tacked by the enemy. A council of war was hold, in which it W!is 
determined rather to await the attack of the enemy in the Ibrt than to 
attack him again in his strong position. The number of men in the fort 
was more than could be usefiilly employed, and it was ordered by Col¬ 
onel Canby that the militia lately called into the sorvic(‘ should with¬ 
draw from the fort and make a detour that would place them in advance 
of the enemy. This had to be done by a night march, which was effected 
without much difficulty and with no loss, except in tlui dispersion of 
the militia, but few of whom have been embodied since they emerged 
from the mountains and reached the settlements upon the liio G-rande. 
In fact, the enemy gave but little time for rallying. 

On the morning of our arrival on the river in advance of tlui enemy, 
and before all had reached the place of rendezvous, it was ascertained 
that a body of the enemy, 400 strong, with two pieces of artillery, was 
in our neighborhood, and advancing at the rate of 30 miles per day. 
This they had done in order to capture a depot of provisions that was 
at Polvadera, 50 miles from Craig. The provisions, however, had boon 
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sent off in advancBj and the enemy captured nothing or very little. 
Under this state of things I saw that my presence out of the capital 
would be of no further utility, and therefore came in company with a 
few militia ofBLcers, and arrived here on the 27th of February. 

Colonel Canby is, or was at last accounts (25th), still at Craig. The 
enemy had not attacked the fort, as was expected, but had crossed to 
the west side of the river, and was encamped 8 miles in advance of the 
fort. It is supposed that Colonel Canby will attack him so soon as he 
leaves the strong position he occupies, and his forces are quite sufiBLcient 
to defeat the enemy. He has yet 1,000 regular troops, with five pieces 
of artillery, among them two 24-pounder howitzers, and a volunteer 
force of not less than 1,500 men. His stock is in much better condition 
than that of the enemy, and we are expecting the result of a decisive 
action daily. 

The advance party of the enemy mentioned had not progressed 
farther at last accounts than the depot of provisions spoken of before. 
Whether they will continue to advance with their small number will 
be known in a short time. Albuquerque is defenseless as to any armed 
force in that place, and if the enemy advance it is very likely that they 
will succeed in taking that place. All the Government stores have 
been removed, however, and are far on their way to this place and to 
Fort Union. We are making some efforts here to repel any small 
force that may arrive in advance, and we will be able to do so: but aU 
will be determined by the result of the operations of Colonel Canby 
upon the enemy. If he defeats him, or even be not routed and dis¬ 
persed by the enemy, we will be able to expel the invaders from the 
Temtory. 

Our loss consisted of 46 killed and 160 wounded.* Among the former 
were several valuable officers. Captain McEae, commanding the bat¬ 
tery, died at his guns, with one or two other officers. The 80 men at 
the battery defended it with a heroic valor worthy of better success, of 
whom 43 were either killed or wounded. The loss of the enemy, it is 
ascertained by deserters from their camp, was very large—at least 300 
killed, and the wounded in proportion. The deserters say that a con¬ 
sultation was held two days after the battle in regard to an attack upon 
the fort, and that the more daring officers were in favor of an attack, 
but that the men utterly refused to put their lives in such imminent 
danger, which would lead to certain defeat and dispersion of the whole 
invading force. There was some talk of their trying to effect a retreat, 
as it was thought that the conquest of the Territory could never be 
effected by the force then in the Territory. 

I have been absent from the capital one month, and am sorry to be 
able to give no better account of the operations of our army. I had 
anticipated a very different result. Through the official reports you 
will be informed more in detail as to the cause of our repulse. 

March 2. An express has just arrived, giving information that nearly 
or quite the whole force of the Texans are on their march up the river and 
have reached the town of Socorro. Ho news of Colonel Canby having 
moved from Craig. Under these circumstances Major Donaldson, com¬ 
mander of this district, has ordered all the Government stores from this 
place to Union, and most likely will leave himself with the three com¬ 
panies of troops that have arrived here within the last two days. Should 
this be the case I diaU follow him to Union, and even to the States,

stioald the Territory be abandoned to the enemy; for I feel no disposi¬ 
tion to be taken prisoner by them.

Hon. W. H. Seward, 

Secretary of State, Washington, D. 0.: 

Sir : I wrote you on the 25th instant that I should leave the day 
following for the theater of war. Port Craig, having loft the major-gen¬ 
eral of divisions of the militia actively engaged in organizing and 
sending into the field all the disposable militia force in tlie Territory. 
I have daily intelligence from them, and irom appearances there will 
be an additional force of 1,500 men with us within jive days. The 
forces of Texas have fallen back to Port Thorn, 75 miles below Port 
Craig, and I think it very doubtful whether they will give us battle 
this side of that place. Colonel Canby left here yesterday with 1,500 
men for Craig, 36 miles distant, and will increase the number of men 
at that place to 3,000. We have now no fears of any serious K'vei se 
to our arms. The whole Texan force is concentrated at and near Kill- 
more, Robledo, and Thorn, distant from each other 25 miles. W (‘ have 
a force at Craig equal to the irs, and with the militia now m route w ill 
have ftdly 1,000 men more. Whether Colonel Canby will advance upon 
them I have no idea, but think he will pursue a prudential conrs<* un¬ 
til he is sure of success. The proclamation of General Sibh‘y to the 
people of this Territory,* which has been fonnd in eonaiderahle num¬ 
bers scattered through the villages in this pait of Ihe 'IVuvitory, has, 
when found, been universally delivered to the military commandei', 
without having circulated among the people any number of copies. 1 
have none by me, or I would inclose you one. It will have no eftect, 
even if circulated. I am sure the Territory is safe at pres(‘nt, and only 
byre-enforcements, which the enemy in all probability will never ob¬ 
tain, can there be any diinger of a great disaster to our arms. A 
great inconvenience will always be felt by having to keep so many men 
under arms to meet and repel this force of the enemy which is tlireat- 
ening our borders. Perhaps a few days or weeks may lead to new 
developments, and teach us more of their plans an<l their means of 
executing them. 

I have remained at this place a few <lays to await the arrival of the 
militia now m route from the counties above. When tlu^y airive much 
more will be known as to the position and intentions of the enemy thsm 
we now know, and then, in co-operation with Colonel Canby, will be 
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able to determine upon the course most prudent to be pursued. I will 
keep you advised of anything worthy of note that may take place. 
The enemy is in straitened circumstances, both as to subsistence and 
forage, and will have to advance upon us with a hope of success, or 
fora|;e upon Mexico for the means of subsistence. It is said they 
are in doubt which course of the two presents the fairer prospect of 
success.

Sir: 1 have the honor to report to you that since the comiueuceiuent 
o1* this month the military and civil authorities have been busily en¬ 
gaged in making preparations to vacate this place. All the ibrts" and 
fortified points have been dismantled, and vast quantities of armament 
have been embarked in vessels and lighters, and sent as fai‘ up the 
river as ])racti(*able. About fourteen pieces of light artillery have been 
detained to cover the retirement of the forces under General Tapia the 
moment the allied ibrces ai)i)ear off the bar. 

Tlie civil authorities here, who acted as chiefs in revolt against the 
late elected Governor, Don Jesus Serna, on hearing of the success of 
the opposite party at Matamoros and the city of Yictoria, closed their 
oflicos and disai)})eared from the place. These occurrences took place 
on the 17th instant, and on that day General ''Papia took formal pos¬ 
session of the olfices thus vacated, viz; (jollector of customs, Governor 
of the State, and that of the political chief or prefect. 

At the instance of the President of this Kepiiblic all the archives of 
the different offices have been sent to this consulate and to the stores 
belonging to iny premises, which I received as an act of kindness 
toward these distracted people. 

On the 18th instant a schooner, called the Lord Lyons, under the 
British Hag, arrived in this port, in fifteen days from Matamoros, I

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have ascertained that this vessel was formerly called the Sultan, be¬ 
longing to Key Wei^ and that her nationality was changed at the 
British consulate at Havana. She is only 57^ tons burden, laden with 
720 pigs of lead and a quantity of goat-s£ms, with a clearance for 
ISTassau, If. P., notwithstanding she had 9 passengers on board for 
Havana. 

I have intimated to General Tapia the expediency of detaining the 
lead brought by the Lord Lyons, who assured me that he would con¬ 
sult with the district judge, and if he considered it contraband of war 
it should not leave the port; but I have lost all confidence in these 
people, and we must only look to our own resources for the means of 
our national security. 

The sloop Warrior, mentioned in my No. 29, 27th ultimo, has been 
made over to a Mr. David Jolley, British merchant of this place, and 
furnished with authority to sail under the flag of that nation by Her 
Majesty’s consul here. 

The secession schooner Olarinda, Sherfiins master, arrived here from 
Sabine in the early part of this month with a cargo of lumber and left 
in ballast on the 18th instant, the exportation of arms and provisions 
having been denied her. 

By the inclosed copy of the letter from John M. Coe, esq., you will 
bo iiirormed of the movements of our enemies in the interior of this 
Republic. 

The i)eople of New Orleans have conceived a plan for the purpose 
of expediting the transmission of their correspondence with foreign 
nations through the medium of this port, and to eflect that object tiiey 
have sent Mr. Augustine Leona as commissioner to this place, to pro¬ 
vide the moans of connecting an express with the monthly British mail 
steamers. 1 may add that this port is now becoming the medium for 
all persons wishing to return to the Southern States who do not like to 
incur the risk of attempting to force the blockade, and as we arc now 
momentarily expecting the place to fall under the rule of RuropeaiU 
powers, incalculable injury may accrue to our Government unless this 
intercourse can be interrupted by the capture and occupation of Browns¬ 
ville by our forces. 

Permit me now to impress upon your mind the importance of having 
this coast closely guarded by our ships of war, with instructions to 
communicate with the consulates at least semi-monthly, assuring you 
that no oth(T means can effectually put a final check to military sup¬ 
plies going into the hands of our enemies.

To-day I met the same person at one of the 
commercial houses of this place, where he has purchased 130 ilasks 
quicksilver, some saltpeter, sulphur, and all the percussion caps he 
has been able to obtain. I have been assured that he leaves in a few 
days ibr Matamoros, 
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I have thought it my duty to commuuicate this intelligence to you 
as a representative of the United States.

Hoii. W. H. Seward, Secretary of State: 

Sir : 1 arrived at this place to-day, having delayed three days in 
Socorro waiting the arrival of the first column of the militia called out 
under my recent order. With that column 1 came in company. Within 
four or five days the entire militia force will he in the immediate neigh¬ 
borhood of this post. The exact number I cannot at this time state 
except by approximationj not less, however, than 1,000, and perhaps 
as many as 1,600, consisting of our principal citizens. 

The Texans have made no demonstrations upon this post since my 
last, and in fact nothing new has been heard from them. 

We expect to hear something certain within two days, as spies are 
out to ascertain if possible their exact position, and something reliable 
as to their preparations to move against the forces of the Territory now 
assembled at this place. Colonel Oanby, I think, has not determined 
whether he will march against them, but most likely will resolve ac¬ 
cording to the information he may receive by the spies, whose return 
is daily expected. 

There is now, or will be within a few days, a force concentrated at 
this place of 4,500 men, 3,600 of which are volunteers and militia. This 
force is fuUy equal to the protection of the Territory against the forces 
of Texas north of the desert of Jornada, but it might be a question as 
to the propriety of advancing upon them at disadvantage at so great a 
distance from all resources in the event of a reverse to our arms. 

The matter will be duly considered by Colonel Oanby, and in his 
good judgment we all have entire confidence. There is something not 
well understood in the late movements of the Texans; their fallmg 
back rather precipitately from all their positions on the Eio Grande 
north of Eobledo, when we all expected a forward movement of the 
whole force upon this place, has created some surprise, and is attributed 
to various motives; such as disaffected feeling among the men, to the 
unexpected force of citizen soldiery arrayed against them, and to the 
prevalence of small-pox to an alarming degree in their ranks. Perhaps 
sometibdng of all these causes may have contributed to change their 
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program and advised to a defensive instead of an offensive course. I 
am sure that a few days will lead to new developments, of which you 
■win he duly apprised.

The spirit of our i)eoplo is 
good, and I have here and en route 1,000 and more of the 4Hte of the 
yeomanry of the country to aid in defending their homes and firesides.

SiE: The enemy are approaching in full force, not, J think, exceed¬ 
ing 3,000 men. They are within 20 miles of this post. To-day our 
united forces mai’ch out to meet them. The battle will most likely kike 
place on the 13th, about 10 miles below. We have no fears of the re¬ 
sult. Enthusiasm prevails throughout our lines. 

About 800 militia will arrive to-morrow, there being already here and 
in service 600 of those called out by my late order, issued on the 26tl« of 
January. The militia have displayed a (M)mmen(lable spirit in the invs- 
ent emergency, and I have great confidence that they will do good serv¬ 
ice. We have fully 4,000 men under arms, among them 1,200 regular 
troops. 

Colonel Canby has the entire confidence of the army and of tlu^ 
country. He will be ably assisted by his regular and i('mporary stall. 

I may owe an apology or explanation for having lett, the ea])ital during 
the session of the Legislature. It was thought by all that, my ])re8ene,e 
would be very necessary and my <‘xamplc mor(‘ so, whu'h 1 think has 
been the case, as there su'o hundreds of our best citizens, with their re¬ 
tainers, now present, who might have hesitated had I remained at Banta 
F6. 

The Legislature had but five days remaining of the session wlu'n I 
left, and but few and unimportant laws to i>ass; the most of which 
were sent to me and were signed before tlu* Legislature adjourmul. 

I leai-n that Secretary Ilolmes has left Santa B’d for the States since 
my departure. He will doubtless explain to the rresideut tlm neces¬ 
sity that comi>elled Mm to leave. 

So soon as anything decisive takes place 1 will communicate the re¬ 
sult.

Sir : Since my last communication, of the 1st nstant, there has been 
no farther encounter between the forces under Colonel Oanby and 
those of Texas, so far as heard from. On the 4th instant. Major Don¬ 
aldson, then commander of the District of Santa F6, determined to 
leave that city with the small force he had under his command, say 200 
men, and fall back upon this place. It was then said that the ad¬ 
vanced guard (500 strong) of the enemy had entered Albuquerque and 
would i)roceed immediately to the capital. His departure became the 
more necessary in order to escort and defend a large amount of Gov¬ 
ernment property then on the way from Albuquerque and Santa F6 to 
this place. The capital having been abandoned by the United States 
forces, I came in company with them, and I have for the present estab¬ 
lished the executive department at Las Vegas, 30 miles west of this post- 

Since my last there has been nothing official received from Colonel 
Canby, but we have reason to believe that he has left Fort Craig and 
is now on march for this place or its neighborhood. The enemy in full 
force are said to have entered Albuquerque four days since; if so, 
Colonel Canby will have an opportunity to make a detour, and march 
to this place, or to a position in advance of them, by the way of 
Manzano. 

I presume he wishes to avoid a decisive engagement until he can 
unite with the re-enforcements that are here from Colorado Territory, 
of whose arrival or near approach he is doubtless apprised. Colonel 
Slough, from Denver City, arrived here last night, with 950men, who from 
all accounts can be relied upon. These, with 300 or 400 that are already 
here, will give Colonel Canby a force of 2,000 regular troops; that is, 
American troops. He has still the fragments of three regiments of 
Mexican Volunteers, I think to the amount of 1,500 men, which would 
make his force fully 3,500. The militia have all dispersed, and have 
gone to preparing their lands for the coming harvest, and this is by far 
the best use that could be made of them. 

Should the forces at this place unite with Colonel Canby, of which 
at this time I have no doubt, the enemy will be driven from the Terri¬ 
tory. Should Colonel Canby be attacked by the enemy and suffer a 
defeat, with considerable loss of men and arms, we will then be in a 
very precarious condition until re-enforcements arrive. The whole 
force from this place, say 1,300 men, will leave in a few days to meet 
Colonel Canby should he be on this side or south of Santa F6, and if 
he be still in the rear of the enemy, to engage them between two fires 
or operate as cfrcumstances may require. 1 hope by next mail to give 
you the information that the enemy are either vanquished in battle or 
are in retreat from the Territory.

General : I have the honor to report that since the battle of VaJ- 
verde, on the 21st of February, the state of afl'airs in the Department 
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of Mexico has been daily growing from bad to worse. All the 
militia and a large number of the volunteers (natives) who were called 
into the service of the United States have deserted and taken to the 
mountains. A general system of robbery and plunder seems to be the 
order of the day. There is a general panic in the country, and people 
are flying from their homes. 

Communication with Colonel Oanby at Fort Craig has been nearly 
cut off', and since the 27th of February^ 1862, nothing whatever has 
been heard from him. On the 27th he dispatched Captains Lord and 
Howland, each with 60 mounted men, to observe the enemy and to 
communicate with Maj. J. L. Donaldson, commanding the Santa F6 
District, directing him to go to his relief. This order was doubtless 
given under the belief that regiments of Kansas Volunteers had ar¬ 
rived in tlie Territory. Major Donaldson, however, had no sufficient 
force either to go to Colonel Canby's relief or even to hold Santa F6. 
He therefore sent all public property that could be transported to this 
post, and abandoned Santa F<5. His report is herein inclosed.* The 
supplies reached Fort Union safely. Under these circumstances, as the 
senior officer, I assumed command of all troops, posts, and depots in 
the department not immediately under command of Colonel Canby, and 
ordered Major Donaldson to march all his forces to this post. 

The main body of the enemy, about 2,000 strong, is at Albuquerque, 
U. Mex., and a strong force is near Fort Craig, watching Colonel 
Canby’s movements. 1 am now organizing a column to march against 
the enemy and form a junction with Colonel Canby. Should this expe¬ 
dition prove successful—of which 1 entertain no doubt—^the Territory 
will be saved to the United States; but should it fail, the country will 
be lost. In either case 1 cannot too strongly urge the absolute neces¬ 
sity lor a re enforcement of 4,000 men, two batteries of rifled cannon, 
and six siege pieces. Maj. J. L. Donaldson, whom I have ordered to 
Washington to represent the interests and wants of the department, 
will enter more fully into details. 

On the arrival of Colonel Slough, with his regiment of Colorado 
Volunteers, 1 had the mortification to discover that his commission was 
senior to mine, and thus I am deprived of a command which I had 
taken so much iiains to organize and with which I expected to l oa]) 
laurels. Thus, also, an officer of only six months’ service, and without 
experience, takes precedence of one of many years’ service, and who 
has frequently been tried in battle. It is as little as I can ask of the 
War Department for past and present service to give me such rank as 
will prevent in future such mortifications. 1 therefore ask for the rank 
of brigadier-general of volunteers.

DooTOK: I am not yet prepared to make my official lepori;, and I 
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have only to say at present that out department is conducted satisfac¬ 
torily. We have everything which is needed for the wounded. 

Oapt. W. A. Van '^et, assistant quartermaster, has fhmished us 
with 100 blankets and 50 bed-sacks. Fifty-six men killed on the field, 
including 9 volunteers. One hundred and forty men were brought to 
the hospitals wounded, 17 of whom have since died. The wounded are 
treated in five hospitals, established in the officers^ and company quar¬ 
ters, and under the charge of the following medical officers: 1st, Dr. 
B. A. Clements; 2d, Dr. S. Eankin; 3d, Dr. J. H. Bill; 4th, Dr. E. 
Arnold; 5th, Dr. J. H. Shout. TJp to the 2d of March I had charge of 
Hospital 5, including five amputations in a separate ward. I had also 
charge of Captain Wingate, Captain Stone, and Captain Mortimore, 
severely wounded, and Lieutenant McDermott, disabled by a deep flesh- 
wound in the thigh. 

I was attacked on the 2d instant with pneumonia, and was compelled 
to take my bed, since which time Dr. Shout has been in charge of part 
of my duties and Dr. Clements with the rest. Dr. Shout remained 
until very late on the battle-field, and was unable to attend to his duties 
for several days afterward. Dr. Bill, having been assigned to duty as 
post surgeon, has been exclusively occupied with the sick of the garri¬ 
son. His industry and experience have rendered him very useful in 
that field. I will write you more in full as soon as I feel able. I will 
forward my report of sick in a day or two. Articles needed for the 
wounded of another battle are lint, muslin, tow, field stretchers with 
handles, pulveris licii, and dressings of every description. Mattresses 
will be very much needed, and I recommend that woolen ones be made. 
We have been compelled to seize aU the mattresses of the garrison. 
The mattresses allowed by the supply table would not be sufficient for 
the minimum number of severely wounded to be expected after any 
battle. Liquors we have found very useful, and I would recommend 
another supply purchased for future occasions. Ether and chloroform 
are indispensable, and should be preserved with the greatest care. 

I have purchased of the sutler of this post 200 yards of muslin and 
40 yards of canton flannel, which is a tolerable substitute for lint. Our 
wounded are doing well, and if we are ordered to move, all but about 
15 could be easily conveyed.

If the Colorado or Kansas or Oalifomia 
troops have not joined you, do not risk an engagement until they do. 

I have sent you three messengers to advise you of my movements, 
but they have not returned.

Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 

Sir ; This Department has recently had correspondence with the De¬ 
partment of War upon the subject of the occupation of a part at leasr 
of the west bank of the Kio Grande, for the purpose of preventing trade 
between the adjacent region of Texas and the Mexican bank of the 
river, particularly Matamoros. Though fully appreciating the objec¬ 
tions and difficulties suggested by the military authorities against that 
occupation at this juncture, I cannot forbear to mention a recent marked 
instance of its importance. 

There has in all ])rol)ability been an extensive importation of mer¬ 
chandise, especially contraband of war, into Matamoros, destined for 
the insurgent States, and an exportsition of cotton from those States 
through the same channel. Our right to blockade the month of the 
Eio Grande for the ])uri)Ose of preventing this commerce may be con¬ 
sidered as at least questionable. A British steamei', witli a cargo of 
cotton, has recently been captui'ed near the mouth of that river, and has 
been sent to Few York for a<\iudication. In aU probability tliis Gov¬ 
ernment will ultimately have to pay heavy damages for this capture. 
A military force, however competent to guard the roads leading toward 
Matamoros from Texas, might check the carriage of cotton to that port, 
and consequently the temptation to vessels to proceed thither and ex¬ 
change it for contraband of war.

First Colorado Volunteers: 

Sib : Keep your command prepared to make a junction with this 
force. I will indicate the time and route. Move with as little bag- 
bage as possible. Take no tents and only the camp equipage essential 
for comfort and efficiency. Ammunition, at least 100 cartridges per 
man and gun. To save transportation, take only bread and meat, 
coffee and sugar. Reduce the flour and increase the fresh meat ration. 
Increase the coffee and sugar for guards and pickets. Do not rely upon 
the Few Mexican troops except for garrisons and for partisan opera¬ 
tions. Impress upon your men not to place too much confidence in their 
battery, but to rely upon the musket, and especially upon the bayonet. 
Be on your guard against attempts to cripple your operations by 
stampeding your animals. If you have been joined by a sufficient 
force to act independently against the enemy, advise me of your plans 
and movements, that I may co-operate. In this you must be governed 
by your own judgment and discretion, but nothing must be left to 
chance. There is no necessity for a i)remature movement on accoun" 
of this post. We have flour to last until the 10th of next month 
(April), and it can be made to last until the end. I am jerking beef 
to serve as bread. Of all other supplies we have enough tor three 
months. The question is not of saving this post, but of saving New 
Mexico and defeating the Confederates in such a way that an invasion 
of this Territory will never again be attempted. It is essential to the 
general plan that this post should be retained if possible. Fort Union 
must be held and our communications with the East kept open. If 
you mov^ a reliable garrison must be left in it. The communication 
by Fort (ferland should also be kept open. If it cannot, that post 
should be destroyed. All other points are of no importance. While 
waiting for re-enforcements harass the enemy by partisan operations. 
Obstruct his movements and cut off his supplies. Use the mounted 
volunteers for these purposes and keep the regular cavalry in reserve. 
Feed their horses well. 

This post will be retained until the last moment. If forced to 
abandon it everything will be destroyed, and I will move without 
incumbrances. The sick and wounded will be left at Limitar. Advise 
me of the arrival of re-enforcementsj what troops are en route; when 
they are expected. Send carriers daily and by different routes-^upli- 
cates or triplicates of important communications by different couriers. 
Reports in relation to plans and movements will be made in cipher. 
Colonel Paul will give you the key. Keep the Adjutant-General ad¬ 
vised of the state of affairs in this department.

Maj. Gen. H. W. Halleok: 

Deae Sie : I am jjlaced under deep obligation of gratitude for the 
prompt dispatch of six regiments to the relief of the oppressed jieople 
of New Mexico. I am pained to think of the fearful outrages which 
the Texas jforces will heap upon them. The valley of the Itio Grande* 
will be desolated for 200 miles. I feel assured that the re-enforc(‘ 
ments sent by you will capture the whole Texas force ii‘ they juovc* 
with rapidity. If they do not do so they might as well not go, for they 
will find a desolated country and an absent and I'etreating enem>. 
Texas will bring up from San Antonio re-enforcements raindly, and tin* 
prospect of plunder will fill New Mexico with this class of troops as fas( 
as they can go. Colonel Oanby will no doubt destroy and abandon 
Fort Craig, and re-enforce Port Union by a rapid march by Monganos 1 o 
Port Union, on the east side of the mountains. Colonel Canby, when at 
Fort Union with the regiment from Denver, can hold that place until 
the re-enforcements get to him. Excuse me for urging that at least, 
the mounted portion of the column be urged forward at the most rapid 
rate possible. The infantry and artillery can follow at leisure. It is 
probable, if you will look at the map, that the Texas forces will, after 
taking and plundering Santa Fdj attempt to pass out to Fort Smith by 
the Canadian Eiver, under the impression that a large column of the 
Confederates are at that point, threatening Missouri. 1 hope that in 
selecting the head of this expedition it wiU not be forgotten t hat 
rapidity of the movement is the most important requisite of leadi'rs. 1 
shall trust with the utmost confidence to your judgment. Major-Gen 
eral Harney, Mqjor Steen, General Davidson, who is well known to the 
country and people of New Mexico, and others have been suggested to 
me as suitable persons, but I shall be perfectly satisfied with any one 
that your judgment dictates as most suitable to insure success. 1 have 
been twenty-six times across the plains; feel a deep interest in the 
rescue from destruction of the people of New Mexico, who have been 
my finends for many years, and if my services should be required 1 wUl 
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leave my place here vacant, and without money and without price aid 
all I can to forward the movement. I do not wish any command, but 
will go and aid the command or commandant all in my power if it 
should be thought best for me to do so.

Sir : Since my last from Fort Union, dated 11th instant, there has 
occurred nothing indicating a speedy encounter wdth the enemy until 
this time. To-day the whole force from Denver City, Colo., together 
with the Territorial forces, numbering 1,400 men in ^1, will leave this 
place in the direction of the enemy, but I am informed will go but a 
short distance until they receive further communications and orders 
from Colonel Canby, who still remains at Fort Craig. These orders are 
daily expected, and with them a simultaneous movement of the two 
forces, so as to reach the position of the enemy on the same day. 

There has been some little discord in relation to the movement now 
made from Union, in consequence of the want of orders from Colonel 
Canby. Major Paul, in command at Union, was of opinion that the 
orders of Colonel Canby were essential to an effective forward move¬ 
ment from Union 5 whereas Colonel Slough, in command of the forces 
from Colorado, was of opinion that an advance of a day or more march 
in advance could lead to no evil, and would curtail the limits of the 
enemy, and mayhap lead to the expulsion of the enemy from the capital, 
now occupied by about 100 men, with two pieces of artillery. I think 
this slight difference of opinion and movement will lead to no unfavor¬ 
able result, as Colonel Slough will advance upon the road that the 
enemy ^vill necessarily have to march to reach Union, should an attempt 
be made upon that place, which seems to be the fear entertained by 
Colonel Paul. 

The enemy in force are now occupying a pass in the mountains east 
of Albuquerque, some 16 miles, called Carnavel, with a view, doubtless, 
to prevent the Juuotiou of the commands from Union and Craig, near 
which the commands will have to pass in order to form a junction. 
The forces in either command are nearly equal to those of the enemy, 
but I presume that Colonel Canby desires to avoid an engagement with 
them until he unites the two commands. I am sorry to say that the 
Texans have not behaved with the moderation that was expected, and 
that desolation has marked their progress on the Rio Grande from 
Craig to Bernalillo. Exactions and confiscations are of daily occurrence, 
and the larger portion of those who have anything to give or to lose 
are here on this frontier, seeking a refuge from their rapacity, and 
have left their houses and contents a prey to the invaders. 

My own house, 90 miles from Santa P6, was despoiled of its entire 
contents, including a valuable stock of goods, together with everything 
in the way of subsistence. On yesterday there arrived at this place 
some 20 of our most prosperous and respectable citizens from the neigh¬ 
borhood of Albuquerque and Bernalillo, who had fled from the exac¬ 
tions of Sibley; among the number a gentleman of eighty years of age,

Don Pedro Jos6 Perea, and his three sons, upon whom a demand had 
been made for a large sum of money, which th^y had not in their houses, 
having advanced all their available means to the disbursing officers of 
the Government but a short time before. The threat of personal vio¬ 
lence in case of reftisal so alarmed them, that they left their houses and 
entire contents at the mercy of the enemy. 

It is said that the Texans are ])reparing for a inccipitate retreat from 
the Territory by way of Port Stanton and the Pecos lliver, which I think 
is not without probability, from the fact of their sudden and mercenary 
demand for money, and from the fact that they know there is a force 
superior to their own in the held, to which they must finally succumb. 
Their position at this time is directly on the road to Stanton, and it is 
thought was taken with the view indicated. 

I hope in my next to give you the news of a more favorable condition 
of things in this Territory. We have the means now on hand to destroy 
the T(ixan forces now among us, except they receive large re-enforce- 
ments, of which there exists no probability. I hope in ten or fifteen 
days more to advise you of their exjndsiou from the Territory.

General : I have the honor to state that on the 9th instant I sent 
a dispatch to Colonel Can by, proposing a jdan to form a junction with 
him (copy of dispatch marked A). In a dispatcli from Colonel Cauby, 
of the 14th, instant he approved of the proposed ])lan, and on the receipt 
of his note 1 completed the organisation of a column, which 1 turnctl 
over to Col. John P. Slough, First Colorado Volunteers. On the 21st 
I received another dispatcli from Colonel Cauby (marked li), in which 
he concludes by saying: “ Do not move Irom Fort Union to meet me 
until I advise you of the route and point of junction.” Notwithstand¬ 
ing this order Colonel Slough determined to leave two days sooner than 
the original plan contemplated. I then iwldressed him a note (marked 
C), to which he leplied, (hrough his acting assistant adjutant-general 
(marked D). Believing that the best interests of the Government de¬ 
manded it I wrote again, urging upon him to leave me a psiit of the 
troops for the defense of this post (letter marked E). To this letter he 
paid no attention whatever and left with his column. 1 am thus left 
with a feeble ganison and no suitable artillery for the defense of the 
principal and most important iiost in the Territory. 

My object in this communication is to throw the responsibility of any 
disaster which may occur on the right shoulders. The position of affairs 
in the Territory is, with the exception of the occupation of Santa F^ by 
a small force of the enemy, the same as stated in my last communica¬ 
tion. Colonel Canby is still (March 16) at Fort Craig, with 1,600'men: 
Colonel Slough is now at Bernal Springs, with nearly 1,400 men and 
eight pieces of artillery. The enemy’s main force is now at and near 
Albuquerque, say 1,900 men and fifteen pieces of artillery} about 120 
men and two pieces of artillery are at Santa F6, and numerous pickets 
will swell their number to 2,600 men. 
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I once more urge upon the War Department strong re-enforcements 
of at least 4,000 men and several batteries of the best cannon.

Colonel ; I shall move from Fort Union with 1,200 Americans and 
four guns on the 24th, and be at Anton Chico on the 26th. If you leave 
Fort Craig on the 20th you can be at Punta del Agua on 24th and 
Berenda Spring on the 26th; on 26th make a forced march, and on 
27th we can unite our forces. K no danger threatens I shall await you 
at Anton Chico, but if it does I shall move to meet you. I shall have 
provisions for you. Do not fail to meet me at the time designated, for 
everything depends on your uniting with me. To throw ^e enemy off 
his guard move yoim mounted men and two guns 30 or 40 miles up the 
river above La Joya, to convey the idea that you are about to attack 
his rear. This will compel him to concentrate, and under cover of this 
move by Socorro and road to Abo Pass and Punta del Agua, and before 
the enemy can unite and attack us separately we can form a junction. 
Send your express to meet me on the road to Anton Chico. Leave your 
sick and wounded at Fort Craig if they impede your march.

Place no reliance on tlie Kow Mexican troops except for partisan 
operations, and then only when the main operations will not be affected 
by the result. Concentrate all your reliable troops until the re-enforce¬ 
ments from Kansas, Colorado, and California arrive. If in suihcient 
force to operate directly upon the enemy, advise me of your plans, in 
order that I may co-operate. Port Union must be held and our com¬ 
munication with the Bast kept open. Port Garland is not so important. 
If it cannot be held, it should be destroyed. All other points are of no 
importance. While awaiting re-enforcements harass the enemy by 
partisan operations j obstruct his movements, and remove or destroy 
any supplies that might fall into his hands. This post must be held 
in order to cut off his retreat. Our supplies will last until the 10th of 
next mouth (April), and can be made to last until the end. If it is 
necessary to abandon the post, everything will be destroyed. I will 
move from the post at the last moment, and without incumbrances of 
any kind. The sick and wounded will be left at Limitar. In this case 
it will be necessary to effect a junction with your command. 1 will 
indicate the route and point of junction verbally and by several mes¬ 
sengers. Keep the Adjutant-General advised of the state of affairs in 
the department and advise me of the arrival of re-enforcements. Do 
not move from Port Union to meet me until I advise you of the route 
and point of junction.

Sir : Although. I had organized and transferred to you all the avail¬ 
able troops in this district previous to the receipt of the dispatch from 
Colonel Canby dated the 16th instant, yet you are aware it was done to 
carry out plans approved by that officer for the relief of and junction 
with his forces, to the end that when united the entire force should be 
used to drive the enemy from the Territory. Colonel Canby’s dispatch 
of the 16th instant directs that the movement from here be delayed 
until further instructions from him, and lu’ges the maintenance of this 
post at all hazards as of vital imitortance to all. I fully coincide with 
him in his views regarding this post. If, therefore, you are determined 
on moving toward the enemy, I request that you will do so with your 
own regiment, one section of Captain Eitter’s battery, and one section 
of Lieutenant Claflin’s battery, and the regular cavalry now in your 
front. The remaining sections of Bitter’s and Claflin’s batteries and 
the command of Capt. W. H. Lewis are in my opinion the least force 
required to garrison this post securely, and I request that they be 
directed to report to me. Even this force will not be sufficient for the 
purpose should you meet with disaster or advance so far as to render 
it impossible to return promptly to my relief in case I am attacked by 
the enemy.

Sir : I am instructed by Colonel Slough to acknowledge the receipt 
of your communication of this date, and to state in reply that the 
instructions of Colonel Canby are not only to protect Fort Union, but 
also to harass the enemy. By moving the command to or near Benial 
Springs both ends can be accomplished, and as the command will be 
between the enemy and Fort Union, the latter is as much protected as 
if the troops remained here. By being at the Springs we can bettor 
operate for the double purpose of hai’assing the enemy and protecting 
Santa F<S from depredation. 

If the enemy at San Antonio are no stronger than reported by 
Captain Walker, the troops under my command will be sufficient to 
control their action and to defeat them in case of an attack. 

Thinking that the command assigned by you cau bo spared for the 
purpose named, the colonel commanding cannot consent to leave any 
portion behind.

Colonel : Yours in answer to mine of this date is received. You 
must be aware that no part of the regular force of this district would 
have been turned over to you had the instructions of Colonel Canby of 
the 16th instant been received twelve hours earlier. I had trusted 
that this knowledge and the fact that your movement is in direct con¬ 
flict with Colonel Oanby^s positive orders and in disregard of his 
anxiety for the safety of this department that my request would have 
been answered differently. The force offered you in my first note was 
amide to answer all purposes of annoying and harassing the enemy,-as 
you state that as the object of your advance. You, however, indicate 
that an attack upon the enemy’s position at San Antonio is within 
your calculations. This most certainly is or will be in violation of 
Colonel Canby’s instructions, and, if unsuccessful, must result in the 
entire loss of the Territory, at least for a time, and render its recon¬ 
quest much more difficult. I must urge upon you to reconsider your 
decision and to submit to the plan of the department commander. The 
arrangements I proposed in my first letter on this point give you suffi¬ 
cient force to comply fully with Colonel Canby’s orders to annoy the 
enemy.” With due deference to your superior judgment I must insist 
that your plans do not meet either of these ends, but must inevitably 
result ill disaster to us aU. Colonel Canby must have had good rea¬ 
sons for the change directed in the plans he at first approved, and his 
anxiety to have the change made known is indicated by his sending 
duiflicates of his instmetions by different messengers, both of which 
have l>een received. 

In the name of the department commander, of the best interests of 
the service, and of the safety of all the troops in this Territory, I 
protest against this movement of yours, made as it is two days before 
the time first agreed upon, and as I conceive in direct disobedience of 
the orders of Colonel Canby.

Colonel Canby 
was at Fort Craig on 7tb, ■with 800 regulars and about same number Mexicans, with 
supplies for sixty days. Advance guard of Texans was at AJgodones, 45 miles from 
Santa Fd, on 4th instant. Another battle expected before Apnl 1.

8ecreta/ry of State, Washington, IK C.: 

Sib : * * * In a conversation with the colonel commanding this 
line he informed me that a force was being organized of Mexicans on 
the Texas side to capture Matamoros, and that many Texans were join¬ 
ing, and that the real object was the capture of all the Americans on 
this side, and on observing everything in relation to it I find such to be 
the facts without a doubt. 

The colonel here (Colonel Quiroyo), who is a warm advocate of the 
Union, and has been throughout the war, has assured me that ho wiU 
protect all American citizens in Matamoros to the extent of his power, 
and for my own personal safety and the safety of my documents he has 
several times offered me apartments in his own quarters, but as 1 have 
a small force of true Americans constantly around me I have declined, 
thinking that I can fight my way^ out if attacked. 

A collision is becoming more imminent every day, and hundreds of 
heartfelt wishes are uttered both by Americans and Mexicans that a 
Government force may appear at Brazos Santiago and restore order. 

The Texan troops are becoming demoralized and disorderly in the 
extreme, declaring that they will bum and destroy everything of botli 
friend and foe. 

A force of 1,000 men could conquer the entire line of the Rio Grande, 
as most of the German and the old United States soldiers would imme¬ 
diately turn at sight of the Union flag. 

The difGieulty in our mail facilities being now obviated and a regular 
line being established to Tampico, I am relieved of the expense of my 
own courier, my great difficulty now being in procuring stationery.

SxB: In my communication of the 23d instant 1 informed yon that 
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Colonel Slough, with the troops from Colorado Territory, together with 
the small regular force at Union, had advanced through this place in 
the direction of the enemy. 

On the 26th the advance guard of our forces, making a reconnaissance 
and without anticipating any encounter with the enemy, came in con¬ 
tact with his advance guard of 600 men, neither, it would seem, being 
aware of the presence or near approach of the other. Ihis took place 
at the Canon del Apache, the east end thereof, on the road to and about 
20 miles from Santa F6. An action ensued, in which the enemy were 
entirely routed, with a loss of 25 or 30 killed and wounded and 62 
prisoners. A flag of truce was sent in at night by the enemy asking a 
suspension of hostilities for the purpose of burying their dead and 
taking care of the wounded. The 27th was occupied in these acts of 
humanity. The main body of their forces being at the canon, only about 
7 miles distant, they advanced on the 28th in full force to the attack of 
ours, which had aU been called to the scene of action. The engage¬ 
ment commenced at about noon and lasted until sunset, without any de¬ 
cisive result. The cause of this indecision as to result was that early 
in the day Major Chivington, with 600 men, had been ordered to make a 
detour on the heights (mesa) and observe the operations of any forces 
that might approach in that direction. His position on the table-land, 
and parallel to the whole length of the canon, gave him a full view, part 
of the way, of everything that was in it, and to his joy and surprise when 
ho reached the lower end of the canon he found the enemy’s whole train 
parked, together with the mules and horses necessary for its transpor¬ 
tation, guarded by 200 men. The nature of the country enabled him to 
approach very near without the observance of the guard. He made a 
sudden and unexpected attack upon them, and captured the whole train 
of 80 wagons, with all the stock except the few upon which some of the 
guard made their escape. He also captured 40 prisoners, and after 
buniing the train, with all its contents of provisions and ammunition, 
ho returned to the command late at night by the way of the same table¬ 
land over which ho had advanced. 

Meantime and before his arrival at the train the enemy had advanced 
1,200 strong to attack our forces at the east end of the canon and about 
7 miles distant. The absence of Major Chivington from the field gave 
the enemy a greatly superior force, ours not passing 700 men, and hence 
the contest was delayed and became very obstinate and doubtful until 
dark. Both armies remained upon the field a short distance from each 
other, but Major Chivington having returned and rejoined our forces 
made our numbers nearly equal. 

There were some reports that General Sibley was moving by another 
road iipon Fort Union with the balance of his forces. It was thought 
best to fall back to a point at which he must necessarily pass in order 
to reach that place. This was done, and our forces will to-monow 
take a position at Bernal Springs for the purposes indicated. Our 
loss in killed, wounded, and missing in the two days’ encounter will 
reach 150; that of the enemy fully double that number. It is the 
opinion of those who are better capable of jud^ng that the enemy lost 
their entire stock of provisions and ammunition in the train that was 
burnt, and hence that he will have to fall back on Santa F6 or scatter 
in confusion through the country seeking subsistence. A few days 
will determine his fotae movements. 1 had forgot to state that the 
enemy lost three pieces of artillery in the engagement, two with the 
wagons and one on the field.

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We have reliable informatioii to-day that General Sibley left Albu¬ 
querque five days since for Santa F6, ivith 500 men, but at the distance 
of 20 miles was informed of the approach of Colonel Cauby from Port 
Craig, and returned to meet Mm. This 1 think is reliable, and as 
Colonel Canby has full 2,000 men with him, there can be no doubt as 
to his entire rout or eapture by Colonel Canby. 

Prom the facts above stated you will see that our Territory will soon 
be liberated from the further progress of the desolating foe. Our forces 
here are fully equal to the encounter and dispersion of the enemy we 
have before us, and Colonel Canby will soon dispose of Sibley and come 
to our aid, should any be necessary. 

I am pleased to be able to give you this flattering account of our 
afiGalrs, and hope in my next to say that we have not a Texan in arms 
within our limits.

Sxe: I have the honor to inclose a copy of a communication* from 
Colonel Slough, of the First Itegiment of Colorado Volunteers, i-oport- 
ing an engagement in Apache Cafion on the 2Cth instant, and announc¬ 
ing his intention to move against the enemy with his entire force. This 
movement is, in my judgment, premature, and is at variance with my 
instmctions, but as it may involve serious consequences, 1 have deter¬ 
mined to move to-morrow with the force under my immediate com¬ 
mand, leaving a garrison of volunteers for this post, and effect a junc¬ 
tion with the troops in the northern part of the department. There 
are two routes by wMch tMs junction may be eff'ected: First, by the 
Abo Pass and Anton Chico; second, by the river to Albuquerque, and 
thence by San Antonio and Gallisteo. Both of these routes are liable 
to interruption by an enterprising enemy; but the latter, as the boldest, 
will be the least suspected, and I shall move directly upon Albuqucr(iue, 
for the purpose of occupying that place if it can bo done without serious 
loss, and holding it until the junction can be effected, or, if it cannot 
be, making such demonstration against it as will draw the main lun^ 
of the Confederates from Santa F6 and enable the columns to unite 
without opposition.' When united, the force under my command will 
be sufficient to expel the enemy from the country north of this post, 
but not to follow them into the Mesilla Valley, unless in the mean time 
re-enforcements from the Bast sufficient for the occupation of the upper 
country should arrive. The New Mexican Volunteers cannot be relied 
on for any purpose of this kind.

Colonel: You are charged with the duty of holding this post 
Tour command will consist of seven companies of your own regiment, 
two of the Second, and one of the Fourth Regiment Few Mexico Vol¬ 
unteers. The convalescents, as they become effective, wiU add to your 
strength. 

I am instructed by the colonel commanding to say that the objects 
in view and the plan of operations require that it should be held to the 
last extremity. The manner of doing this is left to your judgment 
and discretion, in both of which he has the utmost confidence. The 
force of the enemy in the Mesilla will not allow him to make a regular 
attack upon the post, but it may be attempted by surprise. To guard 
against this he desires that you will exercise yourself and exact from 
all of your command the most unremitting vigilance. 

The sick and wounded left in your careof course receive every 
attention, and the colonel commanding desires me to say that any ex¬ 
penditures that will add to their comfort or conduce to their recovery 
will be fully authorized.

Hon. W. H. Seward, 

Secretary of State, Washington City, D. C.: 

Sir : In my communication of the 30th ultimo I informed you that 
our forces had fallen back to Bernal Springs, 20 miles from the place of 
our late encounter with the enemy. 

On the day of their arrival at that place the adjutant-general of 
(Jolonel Oauby, Lieutenant Ficodemus, arrived in camp, bringing news 
and orders from Colonel Oanby. The first was that he had not on the 
25th of March left Fort Craig, and the orders were for the whole force 
to fall back on Hnion. 

Those orders were obeyed, and on the 31st ultimo the troops passed 
this place en route to Fort Union. 

Since the late encounter with the enemy we have had occasion to 
learn much more of the par+iculars and consequences of that engage¬ 
ment than 1 could write yon in my last communication. 

Two days having been given for the burial of the dead and tak'ng 
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care of the vomided, an opportunity was thereby offered to ascertain 
the loss of the enemy and their subsequent movements. As I had 
anticipated, they fled in confusion from the fleld mid returned to 
Santa not having on an average 10 rounds of ammunition to the 
man, the whole of the ammunition having been destroyed in the train 
that was burned by Major Ohivington on the day of the battle. So it 
turned out that had our troops advanced the day after the battle it 
would have led to the entire capture or dispersion of the enemy’s force 
in the neighborhood of Santa P6. 

This opportunity has been lost, and we have again to try the fortune 
of another battle. Upon hearing of the defeat of the troops under the 
command of Colonel Scurry and their retreat to Santa F6, General 
Sibley sent a re-enforcement of 500 men from Albuquerque, which re¬ 
enforcement reached Santa F6 two days since, together with as much 
ammunition and provisions as could be spared from that quarter. These 
troops, united with those lately routed from the Apache Canon, I do 
not think will pass l,60(h and perhaps not reach that number. With 
these I have no doubt that an attempt will be made either to defend 
Santa F6 or make a stand again in the canon 15 miles this side, which 
can be defended by a smaller against a superior force, acting only on 
the defensive. 

We have certain intelligenoe that Colonel Canby has left Fort Craig, 
and on the 1st of this month, so that by to-day he must be at or on this 
side of Albuquerque. The troops from Union will also leave to-day 
for Santa F4 or to form a junction with Colonel Canby by concert. 
The junction will be formed as the situation of the eiiemy and his 
strength will permit. It may be at or near the canon before mentioned, 
say at Gallisteo, 15 miles south of Santa F6, or in the more immediate 
neighborhood of that city. 

Certain it is that we are on the eve of another battle, which will be 
decisive, as all our forces, save a few left at Craig, will be in the Held 
and also the whole available force of the enemy. I do not doubt the 
result. We shall triumph. Our troops are more in numbers, buoyant 
with the late success, and resolved to drive the enemy from the Ter¬ 
ritory. 

The loss of the enemy in the late encounter does not fall short of 400 
men in killed, wounded, and missing. Many officers of high grade, 1 
colonel, said to be Green or McKeiU, 2 majors, 1 captain, and 2 lieuten¬ 
ants killed on the field. Three captains (Shannon, Wells, and Scott), 
8 lieutenants, names not given, taken prisoners. Their wounded are 
in a hard condition on the late field of battle, without medicine, medical 
ai^ or the necessary subsistence, and are said to be near 200 in numbers. 

By next mail I hope to give you the welcome intelligence of a final 
and decisive victory over the enemy.

Sir : I informed you in my communication of the 0th instant that the 
troops from Union had marched forward in the direction of the enemy, 
at that time in and around Santa F<S, having been re-enforced by the 
remnant of their forces under General Sibley from Albuquerque. On 
tlie 7tli and 8th instant all our forces had concentrated at Bernal 
Springs, 20 miles west of this place, and from there marched on the 9th 
towaid the capital. At San Jos6, 7 miles distant, they were met by 
a Hag of truce, borne by Maj. A. M. Jackson and another officer high in 
r.uik, the object and purport of which have not come to my knowledge. 
Enough is known, however, to enable me to say that nothing asked for 
under the dag of truce was granted, and our troops marched hastily on, 
(loloncl Paul having disposed of the bearers of the flag in a very short 
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conference. Butafewhours after leaving San Jos6 Colonel Paul received 
information direct from Santa F6 that the whole Texan force had evac¬ 
uated that place and were then marching hurriedly toward Albuquerque, 
leaving behind them all their wounded. The information also confirms 
the intelligence that I gave you in my last as to the great loss of the 
enemy on the 28th ultimo in the engagement with our forces on that 
day. It now appears certain that their loss exceeded my calculation, 
not falling short of 460 in killed, wounded, and prisoners, so that when 
they had collected the fragments of their dispersed forces together in 
Santa P6 (and this was not done until at the end of three days) it was 
ascertained that out of 1,200 men that had been engaged in the conflict 
of that day not more than 750 could be found ready for duty. This 
number, united with the force brought by Sibley from Albuquerque— 
say 400 men—constitutes the whole Texan force now in the Territory, 

Colonel Canby left Albuquerque on the 7th instant, and is presumed 
to be on his way to the capital either by the way of the river or on the 
east side of the mountains by the way of the Placer. In either event an 
encounter with the enemy is inevitable. His movements are all now in 
concert with those of the forces from Union under Colonel Paul. The 
enemy is between them, and but a short distance from either. A des¬ 
perate effort will be made either to defeat Colonel Canby or elude his 
forces before Colonel Paul’s command arrives in their rear and to Col¬ 
onel Oanby’s assistance. The force of Colonel Canby now with him is 
about equal to that of the enemy—say 1,100 or 1,200—-900 of whom are 
regulars, so that we may not fear any serious reverse before Colonel 
Paul can arrive upon the ground and aid in the capture of the entire 
Texan force now iu the Territory. It is very sure that the Texans arc no w 
in full flight, but if not permitted by Colonel Canby to pass round lum, 
I have no doubt but that they will give him battle, and attempt to force 
their passage down the river to Port Craig, and thence out of the Ter¬ 
ritory. 

The road to the capital is now clear of the enemy and his spies, and 
there is not a Texan in Santa P6 except the wounded, one surgeon, and 
a few attendants. I have this from a gentleman direct from Santa Pd, 
who left there the day after the evacuation by the enemy, and to whom 
every credence can be given. I shall leave to-morrow for the capital, 
and from there, by next mail, I hope to be able to give you the intel¬ 
ligence that the enemy are either captured or dispersed. 

We are greatly indebted to the command under Colonel Slough, from 
Denver City, for this favorable result in our struggle with the Texan 
invaders. Their defeat and utter annihilation is now sure, and I think 
it will be the last attempt upon the Territory from that quarter, 

I am sorry to say that the Indians during the last throe months have 
entirely desolated the Territory of all the stock within their reach, hav¬ 
ing advanced as far east as the Canadian, a point far in advaiuic of all 
their former depredations.

Sm: I liave the honor to inform the Department that on the 11th 
instant Colonel Oanby formed a junction ■with the command nnder Col¬ 
onel Paul at GaUisteo, 15 miles south of Santa and proceeded by 
forced marches on to Albuquerque, at which place the enemy with then- 
entire force had concentrated. On his march upwards and in the town 
or neighborhood of Albuquerque Colonel Canby had an encounter with 
either the whole or a part of the enemy’s forces, in which it is said he 
took several pieces of artillery, and that Major Duncan, of our cavalry, 
was wounded in the head. 

Colonel Canby made the detour by way of the Canon Camavel, and 
came on the east side of the mountains to the junction at Gallisteo. To¬ 
day he will arrive at Albuquerque, and doubtless decide the question 
of the occupancy of this Territor-y by the Texans. It is thought the 
Texans are in hasty retreat, and have full three days’ march the ad¬ 
vantage. Should that be the case, it will not be easy to overtake them. 
Col. Mt Carson, with his entire regiment, and some auxiliary forces, is 
still at Craig, and may offer some embarrassment to the safe retreat of 
the enemy. 

I think there can be no doubt as to the result of any action between 
the forces under Colonel Canby, now united with the late victorious 
troops from Denver, and the enemy, with all the forces they have in the 
Territory. 

The cavalry and means of transportation on both sides are completely 
broken down, and neither a retreat nor pursuit can be effected with any 
degree of rapidity. 

The Territory has been completely exhausted of grain on the route of 
the military movements, and nothing can be obtained of forage tor ani¬ 
mals. 

1 give you herein the latest news from and the positions of the differ¬ 
ent forces. Not having left for the capital the day mentioned in my 
last, of the 10th instant, has enabled me to do so. 1 leave on to-mor¬ 
row for that place, and by next mail give you the result of the im¬ 
pending conflict.

Sir: In my communication of the lltli instant I informed you that 
a junction had been made between the forces under General Oanby and 
those under Colonel Paul at the place called Gallisteo, 16 miles south of 
Santa P6. I have learned since that the main body of the two forces 
did not unite until they reached the Canon of Carnavel, directly east of 
and about 15 miles from Albuquerque. General Canby, having left his 
position on the river below Albuquerque, at which place he had a slight 
skirmish with a small force of the enemy, left a garrison, and taking the 
position to which I have referred, in the Canon of Carnavel the two 
commands were united on the 13th instant. 

The fugitive forces of the Texans had meantime reached Albuquerque 
from this place, and, uniting with the small force thpe, took up their 
line of march down the river on the east side, not being able to cross 
the stream at Albuquerque. They had progressed only 20 miles, when 
they were overtaken by General Canby at and in full possession of nay 
1 ‘esidence. It being late at night when General Canby arrived within 
hearing of their i)Osition, his ears were saluted with the sound of rev¬ 
elry by night.” The violin was in full blast, accomi)anied by other and 
more noisy instruments. The enemy seemed to be entirely unconscious 
ol* his api)roach, nor was his presence known to them until next morning. 

My residence is surrounded by quite a dense forest of trees, extend¬ 
ing in every direction for at least half a mile, and the only approach for 
vehicles is by the main road. The ditches (asequias), for the purpose of 
irrigation, running across and parallel with the road, oftfer no small im¬ 
pediment to the operation of artillery. 

During the day after General Canby had reached the position of the 
enemy, as related, a cannonading was carried on from both sides with¬ 
out any serious result. The position of the enemy was a strong one 
and dangerous to be approached by infantry, having high walls, made 
of adobes, which constitute our inclosures of farming lands. Against 
this position General Oanby did not think prudent to malic any demon¬ 
stration. 

During the night, however, the enemy silently left their position, and 
passed below a mile or two to a ford in the river, where they attempted 
to (ii’oss, but their teams being weak and the river swollen by the spring 
Hoods, the whole of their train, consisting of CO wagons, was left in the 
river and on the banks, the mules alone having been crossed over to 
the opposite shore. I am not informed that any of their artilleiy was 
either lelt Ixdund or captured by our for<ies, with the exception of one 
piece the day previous, together with seven wagons and the contents. 

'fhci latest news from General Oanby by Colonel Roberts, who ar- 
riv(id in town this evening, is that our forces were still in i)ursuit of the 
enemy, and had taken a position in advance of him at La Joya, 30 miles, 
wliere tliey (crossed the river, but on the east side, where the enemy 
could not pass except under the direct fire of our artillery. 

Colonel Paul, with the forces from Colorado, was harassing the enemy 
in tlie rear, having ci‘Ossed the river to the west side. There can be no 
doubt of tlu^. entire capture o1‘ the Texans, with all their train of artil¬ 
lery, numbering some eighteen pieces, and this closes the scene of this 
devastating Texan invasion.

Adjutant-General U. 8. Army, Washington, D. 0.: 

Geneeax: 1 have the honor to report myself in command of the 
Central, Santa P6, and Northern Military Districts, Department of 
New Mexico, and that I have re-established and garrisoned the posts 
at Albuquerque and at this place, recently occupied by Confederate 
troops of General Sibley’s brigade. 

It will gratify you to know that the Texan troops are in retreat out 
of the country, having been compelled by our operations to abandon 
most of their supplies of all kinds, and to take the mountain route be¬ 
hind the Socorro Eange, to avoid the capture of the small remaining 
force of the 3,000 troops that invaded the Territory. 

They have abandoned their sick and wounded everywhere on their 
line of retreat, and are leaving the country in a state of demoralization 
and suffering that has few examples in any war. The long line of their 
retreat over Jornada and wastes of country without water, and that 
furnish no supplies, will render their march extremely difficult, and 
aggravate the ordinary suffering of a disorganized army under defeat. 
The broken-down condition of all our animals, the want of cavalry, an<l 
deficiencies in all our supplies will make a successful pursuit equally 
impracticable, if not impossible. 

My report of the operations of my division m the field from the Ist 
to the 16th instant will reach you in time thi-ough the proper channel. 
I effected a junction with Colonel Paul’s command at San Antonio on 
the 13th, after a demonstration on Albuquerque and artillery combats 
there on the 8th and sharp skirmishing on the 8th and 9th. The last 
engagement was at Peralta, on the 15th; that drove the main Confed¬ 
erate forces from that position and put their army in utter rout. 

We have great numbers of their prisoners, but I am unable to give 
the figures with accuracy, and some 60 wagons of their supply train 
and two pieces of artillery have fallen into our hands. 

Colonel Canby is on the pursuit with both the Northern and South¬ 
ern Divisions of the Army, and this information is communicated to 
you indirectly, because it will be many days before his official reports 
can be made. 

According to the most reliable information, Gcnerid Sibley has not 
left 1,200 men of the army of 3,000 that appeared before Fort Craig on 
the 13th of February, and his retreat is the complete annihilation of his 
remaining forces.

Sir : I inclose a telegram to this Department from the United States 
consul at Halifax, announcing a change of the destination of certain 
British steamers believed to contain contraband of vrar, from Charles¬ 
ton to Tampico. This change was undoubtedly with the view of trans¬ 
ferring their cargoes from Tampico to Matamoros or adjacent points on 
the coast of Texas. 

On several recent occasions I have done myself the honor of suggest¬ 
ing to the Department of War the necessity of occupying Brownsville 
with a competent military force. The objections to that course at this 
juncture which have been offered by the Department of War are duly 
appreciated. Permit me, however, in view of the peculiar position of 
our boundary on the Eio Grande frontier, the impossibility of blockad¬ 
ing the mouth of that river, at least without the consent of Mexico, and 
consequently the impunity with which arms and munitions of war may 
be introduced into Texas in that direction, again to ur^e the importance 
of posting a military force for the purpose of endeavoring to check such 
proceedings.

Major 
Duncan, who was in command of General Canby’s advance guard, en¬ 
countered a large party of Texans and routed them. Mtdor Duncan 
was slightly wounded. The Texans were 30 miles south of Gallisteo, in 
Ml flight from the Territory. General Canby designs giving immedi¬ 
ate pursuit. Ko doubt is entertained of the speedy capture of Sibley’s 
command, as they are entirely destitute of everything.

General : Major Drum is still absent inspecting the troops at and 
near Fort Yuma. My latest dates from him are of the 14th instant. 
It is probable that Colonel Oarleton is now at or in advance of Fort 
Yuma. Colonel Bowie’s Fifth Infanti-y, California Volunteers, is con¬ 
centrating at Fort Yuma as a reserve. Carleton’s movement will 
sweep the predatory bands of Baylor and Eeily out of Arizona and 
break up their plan of obtaining a foothold in Sonora; and then, with 
the well-appointed force under his command, strengthened, if necessary, 
by the flna^ reserve regiment of Bowie, I have no apprehension as to 
the result in any conflict with the rebels this side of the Bio Grande. 

Outwardly everything is quiet in this country, hut I know that there 
are many men on this coast who are traitors at heart, and who are at 
this moment writhing under the defea,ts of the rebels. They are harm¬ 
less now, because so greatly in the minority; but such men require close 
surveillance. In the southern portion of this State there are more 
sympathizers with the rebels than anywhere else, and I have now 
ordered Colonel Forman, of the Fourth Infantry, California Volunteers, 
now in camp at Sacramento, to proceed by the next steamer to San 
Pedro with his headquarters and three companies. The colonel will 
take post at Camp Latham, near Los Angeles, where we have already 
four companies of the Second Cavalry. 

It has been my aim not to create any unnecessary alarm in the public 
mind on this coast, but to watch closely the progress of events, and b(* 
ever ready to crush any attempt to raise the standard of rebellion on 
the Pacific. You will observe, by my General Orders, No. 17, that 1 
am gradually drawing the cords a little closer around treason.

Considering 
the Mendly relations subsisting between the Govermnent of tht‘ United 
States and that of the Bepublic of Mexico, as well as between tlic 
citizens of the contiguous States of Sonora and California, any other 
decision than that which Your Excellency has miidc would have be<m 
deeply regretted.

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I need not point out to Tour Excellency the utter ruin and devasta.- 
tion which woul<i inevitably befall the beautiful State of Sonora should 
the rebel fojws obtain a foothold within its limits, as in that event it 
would be indispensably necessary that the frontier should be passed by 
the United States forces and our enemies pursued possibly to the city 
of Gnaymas. 

I beg Tour Excellency to rest assured that under no circumstances 
will the Govantnent of the United States permit the rebel horde to 
take refuge in Sonora. I have an army of 10,000 men ready to pass the 
frontier and protect your government and people.

SiB: 1 have ttie honor to report that I left Fort Craig on the 27th 
ultimo, and readied this place last night, making arrangements on the 
road to facilitato the transmission of supplies to the troops in the South. 
The Confederate force, in rapid retreat, had taken the route by the 
Eenesco througb a mountainous and difficult country exceedingly desti¬ 
tute of water. They will probably reach the Eio Grande in the neigh¬ 
borhood of Santa Baibara, whore Colonel Steele would probably meet 
them with supplies. Scouts and iirisoners report this force as greatly 
demoralized, ^><1 that they have abandoned everything that could 
impede their flight. The sick and wounded have been left by the way- 
side, without Ciure and often without food. Many of them have been 
collected and am properly cared for, and arrangements have been made 
to bring in iho others and secui-e any valuable property that has been 
abandoned by the enemy. 

I shall accuinuTate as rapidly as possible at Fort Craig and at Peralta 
the supplies that are necessary for a movement below the former place. 
This will occupy some time, as with our extremely limited means and 
the length of tho line it is very difficult to meet the current wants of 
the troops.

SiE: I have learned through the newspapers that five regiments of 
volunteers have been ordered from the East to this Territory. If this 
force is intended only for the defense of New Mexico and the reocenpa- 
tion of Arizona, tbe whole of it will not in my judgment be necessary. 
Two regiments, ii» addition to the troops now hero, will, I think, be amply 
sufficient, if at th© same time arrangements are made to secure our com¬ 
munication with tbe East by am^g and garrisoning strongly the posts 
between Fort Union and Fort Eiley. 
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The difficulty of procuring supplies of all kinds in tliis country makes 
it important that no greater force should be sent here than is absolutely 
necessary. Fo operations can be carried on with advantage from Few 
Mexico against any part of the South, as all the supplies for such opera¬ 
tions must be brought from the East, as no reliance can be placed upon 
the resources of this country, Arizona, or Chihuahua.

They made no stay at this place, 
but continued their retreat, and crossed the river at San Diego, near 


Of April 23, for six regiments. 

t No recorf of the Secretaiy’s orders found. The only rc-enforcomcnlM wmt to New 
Mexico in this and the following month was one battery of light artillery (Ninth Wis- 
consin) trom Jb ort Leavenworth, Kans. 
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Doiia Ana. The Eio Grande is unusually high, and has added greatly 
to our embarrassments in supplying the troops at Fort Craig. I hope, 
however, to accumulate a sufficient quantity of supplies at that place 
to enable me to resume active operations by the 1st of next month. 
Two compames of mounted Colorado Volunteers reached Fort Union 
on the 8th instant. I am now making arrangements to reduce and 
consolidate the New Mexican Volunteers, and expect, by the discharge 
of incompetent officers and inefficient men, to have one serviceable 
regiment.

SiE: I have the honor to report that before the receipt of the regu¬ 
lations published in General Ordei's, No. —, I had given instructions 
to pax'ole and send out of the country as soon as possible all the pris¬ 
oners of the Confederate Army who had been or should be taken in this 
department. 

The two reasons that influenced me in giving these iustnmtions 
were: 

First. The difficulty of supplying our own troops with provisions. 
The troops at the most distant stations have for some time jiast been 
and are now upon reduced rations—12 ounces of flour—and this cannot 
be materially increased until additional means of transportation are 
received. 

Second. My inability to furnish guards, if they are held as absolute 
prisoners. 

Under these instructions 240 have already been sent out of the country 
and about 240 remain. Of these last two-thirds are sick or wounded 
men and their attendants. 

Before leaving Fort Craig for this place an officer was sent to pro¬ 
pose an exchange of the officers and men (about 30) of this command 
who were taken prisoners, but he returned without effecting his object, 
having been unable to overtake the Confederate troops. 

There are still many stragghu's and deserters and abandoned men in 
different parts of the country who are now being collected, and will 
probably make the whole number of prisoners about 500. 

The consolidated return will be forwarded as soon as the correct 
reports are received.

Colonel Paitl, CommamMng: 

Bib: Last night I reached here from Salada. On the 8th I reached 
Nngales Spring. From there the road ran between the hills for about 16 
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miles, then tooktowardtlieMagdaleneMoimtain,wLLeretlieyfoan(i water, 
distance from IS’ugales about 29 miles; road very rough. Ou the road 
they deserted one wagon and a camp and left three dead bodies half 
buried. In another place found bones of a man’s arm, half eaten by 
wolves. I had all buried. From there the road took to Feather Springs. 
I called it so on account of feather-beds being strewed around; distance 
from Dead Man’s Spring 17 miles. They encamped there. From there 
they took the road to Ojo del Pueblo, distance 15 miles; road very rough. 
Here they blew up a caisson, burned three wagons, hospital department, 
medicines, &c.; left a few shell and round shot. From there they took 
to the Salada, distance from Ojo del Pueblo about 30 miles; road very 
rough. On this road, near and at Salada, they blew up and burned six 
caissons, one 12-pounder howitzer, and two mountain-howitzer carriages. 
I found out where they had buried some 40 shell, loaded, in one place, 
and 38 in another; 78 in all. 1 took them up and hid them in another 
i')lace. To-morrow the quartermaster from here sends for them. They 
burned up about 19 wagons, 10 ambulances, 6 caissons, and 3 carriages. 
I think they left 3 howitzers, one 12-pounder and two mountain. I had 
with me a man who came with them, who saw them leave the howitzers. 
I believe the Mexicans have the large one buried, and by offering a re¬ 
ward we could find out. They destroj’-ed six 100-pound Wrels of pow¬ 
der at Salada and a great deal of camp equipage. The road from Ojo 
del Pueblo is strewn with old harness, iron ovens, and in fact every¬ 
thing but small ammunition. It seems they destroyed very little, if any. 
of that. ItappearsihattheMexicanshave carried ofi'agreatdeal. There 
is nothing worth sending for in the shape of ammunition except the 
shell. The distance from Nugales to Eio Puerco is about 109 miles; 
road very bad. Sibley’s command made it in five days. Left dead on 
the road about 60 or 70 mules and horses. Inclosed I send a letter* I 
found about hiring the wagons.

Sir : A few days since I returned from a visit to my place of resi¬ 
dence near Peralta, and 90 miles from this city. The visit was mad(j to 
see m what state the Texans had left my house and its contents. 1 am 
sorry to say that all I had heretofore been mfonnod of as to the wan¬ 
ton destruction of property proved to be true. 

They remained m entire possession lor near forty-eight hours; all 
of which time was devoted to the destruction of everytlung of value 
about the premises. The same would have hapi)ened no doubt to my 
neighbors of Peralta had it not been for the timely arrival of General 
Oanby, who gave them no time for further depredations upon private 
property. 

My loss has been very heavy, not less than $30,000, and much of 
this through a pure vandalic spirit. There was much about the house 


Not found. 
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of goods and famiture that they could put to no usefiil purposes, yet all 
vv^as taken or -wantonly destroyed. 

The last thing heard of the Texans they had arrived -with about one- 
half of their original number, in a perfectly disorganized condition, at 
the Mesilla, on the -west side of the river, -where they hurriedly crossed 
it and continued their flight without delay to El Paso, driving before 
them every quadruped that was upon the borders of the river or in the 
possession of the inhabitants of that valley. That they have suffered 
intensely by thirst, starvation, and fatigue we have every e-vidence by 
those who voluntarily came into Fort Craig seeking succor, and by one 
or more contrabands who have returned from Mesilla^ after having ac¬ 
companied them that far. This is the second invasion our Territory 
has suffered from Texans, both of which have proved equally disastrous, 
and it is to be hoped we will never witness another.

Sir: I have the honor to state that since my report of the 10th 
instant no material changes in the state of affairs in this department 
have occurred. The Oonffederate troops are scattered along the Eio 
Grande from Doiia Ana to El Paso, Colonel Steele with 600 men (the 
re-enforcements that attempted to reach General Sibley about the 20th 
of March) occupying their most advanced position. They reached the 
Mesilla with six guns and seven wagons. The remainder of their guns 
and wagons and the caissons of all their guns were abandoned or 
destroyed. The command sent out for the purpose of collecting them 
has not yet returned. The Confederate troops in the Mesilla are now 
collecting the means necessary to enable them to leave the country, and 
many of the citizens who had embraced their cause are preparing to 
leave with them. I have succeeded -with some diflcuHy in getting to 
Port Craig a sufficient quantity of subsistence to prevent any suffering 
among the troops now there, and hope to accumulate within the next 
twenty days sufficient to warrant a movement below.

Matamoros, March 1, 1802. 

Hon. W. H. Seward, 

Secretary of State, Washington, J). G.: 

Sir : * * * It has been with the greatest difficulty that I have 
established myself here, as the Confederates had used every possible 
exertion to get me driven out, and succeeded so far that none of the 
authorities, with the exception of the commanding general, would ac¬ 
knowledge my right until after the receipt of my exequatur. When 1 
say the Confederates, I mean the military; most of the citizens of 
Brownsville being really Union men. The prefect (Martin Lougona, 
who was among the slain in the final assault), a man unknown to me 
personally, endeavored in every possible manner to show his authority, 
and went so far as to enter my room with ten armed men to search (as 
he said) for gunpowder. Although he would nol. acknowledge my 
right as consul until the arrival of my exequatur, still he had seen my 
passport and appointment, and knew that the general-in-chief had 
recognized me and had also given me permission to hoist my Hag, wliicli 
was flying over my house at the time. 

The Confederates occupy both the Texan and Mexican side of the 
Rio Grande at its month, and use every exertion to prevent mo from 
communicatiug with the U. S. ship Portsmouth. 

The general commanding here, with most of his officers, are much 
against the people of the South, and, in fact, are aU the better class of 
Mexicans. The general has said to me that he will endeavor to jmctect 
his side of the river, in which case 1 can then communicate fiwly. 
There are now in port fourteen ve.ssols, among them one American 
only, from New York. As the only lighters here bear the rebel Hag, 
they were unable to unload them while the ship of war may lay there, 
but the merchants have now purchased three steamboats ami put them 
under the Mexican flag. The difficulty is obviated. 

Matamoros is now the great thoroughfare to the Soutlu'ru States. 
They pass their cofthe, flour, and in fimt all the 8ui>plies they receive 
through here. They have also a lai'ge pile of cotton on the east, bank 
of the river, to take out when an opportunity oilers, or, as they say, 
bum, in case of an invasion. 

There are at Brownsville and Brazos Santiago about 1,200 men, 
among them some German companies, whoso loyalty to the Southern 
Confederacy is much doubted in Texas. 

There are many of the citizens of Texas leaving since the Governors 
proclamation calling out the militia^ and some that have been prisoners 
and escaped; nearly all without friends or means to take them North.

Mr. Secretary : The Mexican citizen Jnan Bnstamente, a deputy 
from the State of San Luis Potosi to the General Gongress of Mexico, 
and who is now in this capital, to which he has come on personal 
affairs, informed me upon his aixival here of the unsatisfactory state 
of things at present upon the eastern frontier of Mexico and the United 
States, and of the assaults which, in violation of treaties and the rights 
of sovereignty of Mexico, the insurgents of Texas have made upon the 
Mexican territory. 

1 requested him to communicate to me in writing this information, 
and I have to-day received the communication of which I have the 
lionor to transmit you a copy for the information of the Government of 
the United States. 

Through other channels 1 had received notice of the incursions made 
by the insurgent Texans against the defenseless towns of Mexico, and 
I had abstained from communicating them to you owing to the want 
of official data confirming them. The situation of the frontier is repre¬ 
sented in general to be very dangerous to Mexico. The dissenters of 
the Sotith maintain considerable bodies of armed men upon the fron- 
t iers of Ohihuahua and Sonora, and it appears that they desire to make 
eonnnon cause with ihe traitors of Mexico, whiidi will cause great 
injuries both to the Governnn'iit of that lleimhlic and to the United 
States. I deem it, therefori', niy duty to call your attention to this 
subject, requesting of you that (he Government of the United States 
may take the proper measures to prevent armed bodies I'rom passing 
over to its territory with a view of invading a friendly republic. 

I shall take great pleasure in transmitting to my Government the 
.iHsurances which you may be enabled to give mo upon this matter. 

I avail myself of this oppoiWiiity to renew to you, sir, the assur¬ 
ances of my distinguished consideration.

Otwrgdd^Affaires of the Mexican BepubUoin Washington, present: 
Sir : I avail myself of my arrival in this capital to address you the 
present, with the view of bringing to youi- knowledge that, in April 
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last past, tie people of Piedras Ifegras were assaulted by a parly of 
Texans, numbering some 200, wbo robbed and set fire to said town. 
TMs outrage will not be the last one, since the Texans are badly dis¬ 
posed toward the Mexicans in consequence of our government not 
having received the representative which the insurgents of the South 
sent. 

This circumstance and the facilities which the former have for invad¬ 
ing our territory vill cause these incursions to be repeated if the Gov¬ 
ernment of this Eepubbc does not send a respectable force to prevent 
not only robberies but also the Texans from giving some aid to the 
retrograde faction of Mexico, who has offered them to recognize the 
independence of the Southern States. This is sufficient for believing 
that the Texans referred to will assist them as far as they can in over¬ 
throwing the government, which, by the vote of the nation, to-day 
governs our destinies. 

Prom what I have stated you will perceive that it is most important 
to remedy such serious evils, and I have no doubt that, as the repre¬ 
sentative of Mexico in this Eepublic, you will do all in your power that 
this Government may determine upon what is necessary to prevent the 
Texans from carrying on hostilities, by making an agreement to that 
effect with the clerical faction. 

Upon addressing you the present it gives me pleasure to tender you 
my respect and consideration.

Sm: The inclosed report ftom Colonel Ohivington, commanding the 
Southern Military District, of the 11th instant, and note from El Paso, 
old Mexico, of the 10th instant, give the last information from Arizona. 
This last comes from a gentleman who has heretofore furnished very 
reliable information, and gives, I believe, a nearer approximation to 
the actual facts than any of the previous reports. 

My letters to Colonel Chivington, of the 16th, 18th, and 20th instant, 
copies of which are inclosed, indicate the operations proposed in the 
direction of Arizona. Delay in the arrival of necessary supplies, the 
unexampled flood m the Eio Grande, which has flooded the valley and 
destroyed the roads, and the inertness and inefficiency of the flour con¬ 
tractors, have deferred these movements much beyond the tune when I 
expected to commence them, but I believe that I will in a few days 
have the control of means that will enable me to cany them on with¬ 
out interruption. Heretofore it has been impossible to accumulate a 
supply of flour at Port Craig beyond what was requfrod for daily con¬ 
sumption, and it was with great difficulty that a supply to that exUuit 
could be kept up. 

The movement directed in my instructions of the 20th instant will 
be a few days in advance of flail supplies for the force at Port Oni.g, 
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but it is necossaiy in consequence of the unexpected comangency of 
the approach of troops firom California, which may require support, 
and it will be followed up as rapidly as possible. 

I do not propose to occupy the interior posts in Arizona until after 
the arrival of the troops that are expected from Colorado Temcory and 
Kansas, but will establish the main body of the force to be sent into 
that Territory in a strong position in the neighborhood of El Paso, and 
will not weaken it by detachments until affairs in this Territory Lave 
assumed a more settled shape. 

A change in the manner of supplying posts that may be established 
in Arizona west of the Rio Grande is suggested, adopting for all the 
posts west of that river the route by the Gulf of California and the post 
of Guaymas for a’l supplies that cannot be procured in the country. 

In this Territory there has been no material change since my report 
by the last mail. About one-half (621) of the deserters from New 
Mexican Volunteers have availed themselves of the conditional pardon 
offered them in Department General Orders, Ko. 43, of May 7. The 
remainder are still at large, and are giving much trouble to the frontier 
settlements.

General: I have the honor to state that five men arrived here yes¬ 
terday from the Pino Alto mines in Arizona, and fully confirmed what 
the two Mexicans last week reported about the California forces and 
the movements below. They saw the California captain at the mines 
before Hunter took him over to Mesilla. They say that Colonel Baylor 
has been appointed Governor of Arizona, and his first act was to pub¬ 
lish Jefferson Davis’ conscription proclamation, and tuey are impress¬ 
ing all white men in Arizona into their service; also aU in the Mesilla 
Valley. Those men all fled to keep from being forced to fight against 
the Government. The Arizona Guards, who were raised for the pro 
tection of the settlements against the Indians, and who are more than 
half northern and Union men, are pressed into the Confederate service. 
Colonel Reily had been to Sonora, and reports that he had made a fe.- 
vorablo treaty with the authorities there. But one of these men is just 
up from Sonora, and he asserts that they only obtained the privilege 
of buying for cash anything the citizens had to dispose of, and that 
they will not touch the Confederate scrip. The name of the California 
captain who was captured by Hunter is McCleave. His company is 
independent or unattached, and used exclusively for picket and scout¬ 
ing purpose^ named “ California Mounted Grays.” When he was taken 
several of Hunter’s men were taken by his company. The names of 
these men from whom this information is obtained are James S. Chase, 
James Cranston, John McLaughlin, A. J. Eling, and Patrick Connell, 
and one of them has been a soldier, and has his discharge with him.

The skeleton of Sibley’s brigade, consisting of 1,250 men, returned 
from 'Hew Mexico to Doha Ana on or about the 3d of May. General 
Sibley made his headquarters at Port Bliss; Colonel Green and Colonel 
-[probably Eeily] at Port Pillmore. Colonel [Lieutenant-Colo¬ 
nel 1 Scurry is now in San Antonio.’ Major Pyron left Port Pranklin 
[Bliss] with his command about twenty days ago. Since th(Mi parties 
of 15 and 20 men of infantry companies have been leaving and are now 
on the road to San Antonio. Those that were left of the Second Regi¬ 
ment have been leaving on the road to San Antonio. Most of their 
artillery has passed San Blizario on the way down. General Sibley 
TOS ready to move this morning. Colonel Steele, it is said, will remain 
rmtil further orders. He is at Bona ziha. lie has between 300 and 
‘\00 men. Colonel Ilorbert, with two or three companies, remains, also 
under Colonel Steele; but it is believed that these movements are to 
cover their retreat. 

The Second Regiment green’s) is scattered in parties of 15 or 20 
along the road between Bona Ana and Pranklin^ committing out¬ 
rages upon the inhabitants they meet upon the highway. They are 
almost on the point of starvation, receiving as a ration one pound and 
a quarter of beef and twelve ounces of flour. The Mexican iiopulation 
are much enraged against them on account of their rude treatment. 
There are no provisions to be bought in this valley, for they are not 
to be had. Sibley has pressed all the spare provisions on the Ameri¬ 
can side of the river, and has given orders to take all the necessary 
transportation and provisions from the villages below. JSTo army can 
subsist in this valley this year unless they bring the necessary supplies 
along, for there is no supply, not even of live stock, and there will be 
a scanty wheat crop to say the best of it. It is believed here that ther<i 
win be a famine among the people at Mesilla, Las Cruces, Bona Aha., 
and Picacho, 

The Confederate money (paper) is selling at 20 cents on the dollar, 
and large amounts could be bought for less if there were any pur¬ 
chasers. Captain Hunter’s company has returned from Tucson. They 
report a large Pederal force near that place when they left.

OoLoiJEL: Your communication of the 11th has been reia'ived. The 
information is certainly very circumstantial, and seems probable, 
but I cannot tliink that any largo force would have been sent from 
California without being advised of it. It is more probable it is a 
detachment from the force at Port Yuma, sent to Tucson for the pur¬ 
pose of acquiring information. The Mesilla produces but litth beyond 
what is required tor its own population, and it is certain that there is 
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uo surplus < it tMs time. It is necessary, therefore, that we should have 
fop at least forty days after reaching the valley, as it will take 
that time to get there from Chihuahua (or that we should have suffi¬ 
cient means of transportation to keep up the supply from this country) 
or Sonora. 

I expected confidently to have been prepared in this respect by the 
1st of this month, but the inefficiency of the contractors, the destitu¬ 
tion of the country, and the flooding of the river have all concurred to 
delay this; but I hope that these difficulties will be overcome in a few 
days, and I wish your command to be kept in readiness to move the 
moment that the state of the sui>plies will permit it. I do not antici¬ 
pate any future difficulties, as abundant supplies from the East are near 
at hand, and with them are considerable means of transportation that 
will be available for our operations.

Colonel: TUo force intended for the movement against the Con¬ 
federate troops in Ai'izona will be composed of the sixteen companies 
of infaniry and eight compaides of cavalry and one or two batteries. 
TIk'bo troops will be organized into two or three columns, as may be 
considered most expedient by the immediate commander. The head¬ 
quarters and eight companies of the Fifth Infantry will form one, and 
the headquarters and eight companies of the First Colorado Volun¬ 
teers the other infantiy column. The cavalry force will be composed 
of two companies of the First, three companies of the Third Cavalry, 
one company of the First Colorado and two companies of the Second 
Colorado Volunteers. The cavalry force now at Fort Union will be sent 
down as soon as the troops from Kansas are in striking distance of that 
post. If it arrives in season the battery attached to the Second Colo¬ 
rado Volunteers will form one of the batteries, and it is intended to re¬ 
place the pieces in McRae’s battery by four 12-pounder guns and two 
32-pouuder howitzei'S, now on their way to this country; but as these 
pieces may not arrive as early as they are expected, the present battery 
should be put in the most perfect condition for the held that is possi¬ 
ble, so that there may be no delay in the movement alter the supplies 
have been received. 

The garrison of Fort Craig will be composed of foui' companies of in¬ 
fantry and two of cavalry. Two comi)anies of infantry and two of 
cavalry will be posted temi)oi'arily at Santa Barbara, to give additional 
security to the communication between Fort Craig and the Mesilla. 
These garrisons will be in addition to the field force designated above. 

Mule transportation for the baggage train has been ordered and is 
being prepared as rapidly as possible. Clothing is expected at Fort 
Union fii'om the East in three or four days, and will be sent down at 
once. Corn foi the cavalrj* and artillery horses is being sent as rapidly 
as possible. 

A section of mountain howitzers to move with the cavalry should 
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also be prepared. Some pack saddles for the use of detachiueuts that 
move rapidly, or when wagons cannot be taken, will be necessary.

Sir: I have received a telegraphic dispatch from Captain Mcodemus, 
to the effect that Colonel Carleton, with 600 California Volunteers, was 
on this side of the Pima Villages on the 7th of May, moving in the 
direction of the Mesilla Valley. I wish you to advance a portion of 
your command, say 1,000 men, if you have the means of moving and 
supplying that number, in the direction of Santa Barbara, open a com¬ 
munication with Colonel Carleton, if possible, and hold yourself in 
readiness to support him if he should be advancing on this side of 
Tucson. Unless it should be absolutely necessary, in order to support 
Colonel Carleton, I do not wish the command moved into the Mesilla 
Valley until I have the means of subsisting them there. This will be 
arranged in a few days, and m the mean time the force at Port Craig 
must be held in readmess to move at any moment and at any sacrifice, 
if it should be necessary.

Sir : The general object of the expedition to Arizona is the re-occu¬ 
pation of that country and the restoration of the authority of the United 
States in and over it. Di carrying out these instructions I wish to leave 
you as untrammeled as possible by special instructions, and shall in¬ 
dicate in general terms the particular objects to be accomplished, leav¬ 
ing the deisdls of execution to your own judgment and discretion. 

The force that will be under your command has already been indi¬ 
cated in my instructions of the 18th. It is probable that the cavalry 
may be somewhat reduced by the non-arrival of troops that were ex¬ 
pected. This force will be kept as mobile and comidetc as possible. 
ISTo other baggage than is necessary for the comfort and efliciency of the 
troops will be taken. PTo incumbrances, as laundresses or other per¬ 
sons not immediately necessary for the service, will be permittiMl to 
move with the troops. Many persons will no doubt attempt to go with 
the command, but all persons not directly connected with the Army by 
enlistment or employment will be vigorously excluded. The only ex¬ 
ception will be in the case of civil ofiicers going to their duties in that 
Territory or contractors and their necessary employes. If the condi¬ 
tion of the road or other circumstances of the route should render it 
necessary to subdivide your command, the columns (E^ould always be 
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kept witliiii sup >ortmg distance, and no operations should be under¬ 
taken that are ioreign to the main object of the expedition, and until 
that is accomplished everything else will be subordinate. 

Immediate operations against the enemy must be governed by cir¬ 
cumstances and your own judgment. 

As soon as possession of the country is secured the main body of 
your command will be established in eligible position for defense, for 
supplies, and for facility of movement in any direction. It will be made 
your depot of supplies, and strengthened so as to be held by a small 
force when your main body is engaged in active operations. 

Doha Aha, or that neighborhood, is suggested as suitable for that 
purpose, as it commands the road leading into Arizona and the ap¬ 
proach to the country from crossing of the Pecos. The position to be se¬ 
lected should be strengthened so as to be held by a small force when¬ 
ever the main body of the force is in the field, and should be made the 
depot for your supplies. 

It wdl be your duty to secure the inhabitants of the Territory in their 
civil rights, and to protect them in their persons and property as far 
as the means in your power will permit. They will also be secured as 
far as possible from the aggression of hostile Indians, but any opera¬ 
tions undertaken for this purpose will of course be subordinate to the 
main object of the expedition. If there should be no civil authorities 
in the Territory the administration of civil afflairs, so far as may be 
necessary to prevent anarchy and confusion, will devolve upon the mil¬ 
itary authorities, employing as subordinate the civil functionaries author¬ 
ized by the laws of the United States. Collectors of customs, &c., will be 
provisionally appointed by the commander of the district, subject to 
the approval of the department commandein the territorial oficers by 
election, in accordance with the laws of the Territory, commissioned by 
the Governor, unless in the mean time a separate Territorial govern¬ 
ment is organized for Arizona, care being taken that no one is allowed 
to enter upon the discharge of their functions whose loyalty is at all 
questioned. If it can be procured, a copy of the Territorial laws wiQ 
be sent to you. 

The question of supplies for your command will be one of great im¬ 
portance and difficulty; they should be drawn as far as practicable 
from Arizona or the neighboring Mexican States of Chihuahua and 
Sonora. After the necessary arrangements have been made these will 
no doubt supply you with fresh meat and breadstuffs, bacon, &c., for 
subsistence, and forage for the animals, and you will at once send agents 
into the neighborhood from which these supplies can be procured for 
the purpose of making these arrangements. Untd these are definitely 
fixed your requisitions will be made upon the depot at Fort Craig. 

It is apprehended that many disloyal and lawless individuals will be 
found in Arizona, both in the native and foreign population. These 
should be vigorously dealt with. The provisions of martial law, as 
promulgated in General Orders, Ho. 63, of October 20,1861, furnishes 
the necessary power for controlling this part of the population. This 
order, modified in some particular, will be republished, and furnished you 
for distribution. 

The country south of Santa Barbara will constitute the District of 
Arizona, to be commanded by the senior officer of the troops serving 
there.

Sir : I have the honor to report that the party sent for the purpose 
of opening a communication with General Garleton’s command met 
his advance (130 cavalry) at the Ojo de la Vaca, 140 miles sontliwest 
of Fort Oraig. This command and the advance forces of that post will 
meet at Santa Barbara to-day. 

General Oarleton was at Tucson on the 17th ultimo, with ten com¬ 
panies of infantry, five of cavalry, and one field battery of four pieces. 
In addition to this, some companies of infantry and one of cavalry are 
posted at different points (not mentioned in the report) in Arizona. 

The force designed for the reoceupatiou of Arizona, and assembled 
at Fort Craig, consists of about 2,000 men, but ui)on inlbrmation arriv¬ 
ing from the commander of the Department of Kansas of the movement 
of a rebel force a^inst Fort Wise and the supply trains coming to this 
country I have diverted a part of ihis force for the purpose of re-en¬ 
forcing Fort Wise and guarding the supply trains reported to be com¬ 
ing out by the Cimarron route. 

The squadron of Kansas cavalry which came to this country as the 
escort of the paymaster will halt at Fort Wise and report by letter to 
the commander of the Department of Kansas. The squadron of Col¬ 
orado cavalry which was on the road to Fort Craig has betm ordered 
back to Fort Union for duty on the Cimarron route. 1 have rcKpu'sted 
General Blunt to issue the order given by General lluntei’^ at my re 
quest, directing aU trains to come by the way of Fort Wise, as this 
division of the trains multiplies the chances of loss, doubles the duty 
of guarding them, and weakens the command by debiclunents that 
would not be necessary if only one route is iised.

Gei^bral: The reported movements of the rebel force threatening 
our communications with the East and tJie snpi)ly trains cn route to 
this country has rendered it necessiu-y to divert a portion of the com¬ 
mand heretofore designated for opera! ions in Arizona. 

A part of the force at Fort Craig has accordingly been ordered to 
Fort Union for service on the plains, and anotluir i)arti will be held in 
reserve at Fort Craig to meet further cont ingencies, reducing t he Ht.r<ingt h 
of the command that will report to you for duty in Arizona to about 1,000 
men. This, with the part of your command not required forduty in the 
interior of Arizona, will, I have no douht, he, ami)ly sutlicient for the pur¬ 
poses intended in the instructions heretoibre given, and of which copies 
have been furnished you. 

In consequence of the scarcity of water in t,he direct roubt from Cook’s 
Spring to Mesilla, I have supposed the most eligible point ibr the junc¬ 
tion of the two commands would bo on the liio Grande, at or near lianta 
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Barbaau. Tlio commander of the sub-military district was accordingly 
instructed to advance 1,000 men to that point for the purpose of open¬ 
ing a communication with you and supporting your movements, if the 
scarcity of water on the route should render it necessary, as is probable 
at this season, to move your command by mule detachments. 

If you should consider it expedient that the junction should be made 
at any other point you will give the necessary order to the commander 
of the troops in the neighborhood of Santa Barbara, without waiting for 
them to come within the limits of your district. 

Until the reoccupation of the country and the restoration of order are 
secured your headquarters and main body of your command will be kept 
in the neighborhood of the Mesilla Valley. 

The force that is ordered to report to you will be deficient in artillery 
and cavalry horses. Every deficiency I hope to remedy soon. Two 
heavy field batteries (12-pounder guns and 32-pounder howitzers), com¬ 
pletely equipped, are now on the way out, and one of them will be sent 
down as soon as it arrives. Eight hundred cavalry and artillery horses 
are also on the road, and a sufficient number to mount the caivalry to 
complete the equipment of the cavalry batteries will be sent to you as 
soon as possible. 

The staff department are throwing forward to Fort Craig additional 
supplies to meet the positive wants of your command. The order now 
in force requires 200,000 rations in depot of subsistence; and, in addition 
to this, a daily issue of 5,000 rations at and below Fort Craig is provided 
for, to meet unexpected contingencies. One hundred thousand rations 
will bo in depot at Peralta, and other supplies in the same proportion 
will be sent down as fast as they are received from the East or can be 
procured from this country. 

I have received no information as yet as to the state of your supplies 
the sources from which they are drawn, and the arrangements made for 
procuring them. Please advise me in this respect as soon as possible, 
in order that the arrangements for supplying your command may be 
completed as soon as possible. 

The chief paymaster has estimated prospectively for fonds for the 
payment of your command, but if there are any arrearages which have 
not been pro%ided for, you will cause the estimates (if you have a pay¬ 
master with your column) or the data for preparing them to be forwards 
as soon as practicable. 

It is hoped that arrangements will be made by which the greater part 
of the subsistence and the forage required for your troops can be sup¬ 
plied from that country and the neighboring State of Mexico, but the 
necessity of depending for some time upon tJie depot at Fort Oraig is 
anticipated and will be inovided for.

Gbneeal : My latest dates from the Departinent of Oregon are to 
July 1, when all was quiet. My latest dates from General Oarleton are 
of June 18, which I inclosed yesterday to you, with certain other papers.

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The expediti >ii has thus fax been a perfect success. Our army, i^ith 
all its supplies, has advanced and passed many deserts without loss of 
men or property. Arizona is recovered and now held under martial 
law, waiting for the re-estahlishment of the civil powers, and the 
Column from California is advancing eastward to co-operate with the 
forces in New Mexico. 

Tn preparing the expedition under General Carleton, as well as the 
one under Colonel Connor, for the protection of the mail route, we have 
been compelled to make large purchases, principally of mules and 
means of transportation 5 but I can assure the Department that in all 
cases the greatest economy, consistent with the good of the service, 
has been practiced. 

The great difBculty is to guard the public interests on such a vast 
extent of country, with many small posts, some a thousand or more 
miles distant. However, the losses which the Government will sustain 
in this department, I am happy to say, will be small; and but a small 
portion of that can be set down to the unfaithfulness of officers or 
agents.

Sns: I have the honor to taclose a copy of two letters to this Depart¬ 
ment, one from the United States consul at Matamoros and the other 
ft^m the consul at Monterey, written at the former place. The condi¬ 
tion of the loyal inhabitants of Texas in that neighborhood is repre¬ 
sented to be so miserable, that it occurs to me those of them of a suitable 
age to bear arms might be most readily and effectually i-elievod if they 
would accept service in our Army. It is consequently suggested that 
an arrangement be made with the Secretary of the Navy for receiving 
any such persons on board the blockading vessel or vessels in that 
quarter as recruits, in order that they may be transferred to the nearest 
United States military command.

OONSDIiATE OF TISE UNITED STATES OP AKTEEIOA, 

Matxmwros, Mexico, May 5, 1802. 

Hon. W, H. Sewaed, 

Secretary of State, Washington, JD. 0.: 

Seb : In my last (No. 6 ) I informed you of the arrest and imprison¬ 
ment of American citizens. After their release I had thought tliat I 
should be troubled no more with such outrages; but on the evening of 
the 2 d, as Mr. Alfred Westrop, a young man in my employ, was coming 
from the United States steamer Montgomery with several letters, ho was 
seized by four Texas Bangers, who had crossed the river (for the pur¬ 
pose) and waited for him, and, with his letters, taken across and to Fort 
Brown. Mr. Westrop is an English citizen, tlie only one that 1 knew 
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that I could put any confidence in, twenty-three years of age, and has 
resided nine years in this country, his father and mother now living in 
the neighborhood of Monterey. 

Immediately on hearing of his arrest the commander of this city 
demanded him, and he was released, but the letters were retained. I 
had addressed a letter to the commander, urging him to demand the 
release of the prisoner and whatever documents he might have with 
him. Since this I have not pressed the matter further, as it would only 
bring a collision between the two cities. 

The crowds of refugees from Texas do not dimmish in the least, 
although it is very difficult, owing to the strict watch kept upon ^eir 
movements, for them to get out. Many are arrested; some are hung; 
others are taken and pressed into service. 

False dispatches of the most ridiculous kind are circulated through¬ 
out the country and through Mexico; but even this mode of encourag¬ 
ing the masses is failing, and throughout the counties bordering on the 
Rio Grande there exists a perfect reign of terror. 

At Austin there is a strong Union party, headed by Ex-Senator Ham¬ 
ilton, who will probably resist all attempts that may be made by the 
rebels to subdue them. At San Antonio nearly all the stores are 
closed, and many of the merchants are now residing here, waiting pa¬ 
tiently for their time to come when they can return.

Matamobos, Mexioo, May 23,1862. 
Hon. W. H. Sewabd, Secretary of State, Washington, D. 0.: 

SiE: I aiTived in the conntry the 26th instant. Of course I have no 
business and nothing really worthy an official letter, yet, sir, I hope 
to make it worth reading. I have seen much that my Government 
at Washington should know, then correct as fast as their many duties 
shall afford. 

Captain Hunter, of the United States steamer Montgomery^ is all that 
the Government can ask or expect; yes, more; his position is difficult; 
he lays in a fleet of all nations. To take a prize is out of the question. 
Smuggling is apparent, but the neutral river affords excuses, &c. 

There is no harbor; exposed to gales, in many of which he has at 
great risk saved vessels and lives. The Mexicans have been laid under 
obligations by his saving 9 of them from drowning in the surf. They 
appreciate it, and are on the shore furnishing beef, &c.; also giving 
shelter and reeding the destitute Union men that make their escape 
from Texas. They do it, sir, to the risk of their lives against the threats 
of the Texas army, to which the little Mexican villages will be exposed, 
especially if our ship is removed. 

Captain Hunter had brought oft' through the surf 70 of these refugees. 
There does not appear to be provision for the protection of this class 
of our citizens. 

I hope it may be consistent for you to give me some special instruc¬ 
tions or advice. I have been for the past two days with Mr. Pierce 
(consul here), and from what 1 see it is evident that he should expend 
treble his salary upon the worthy Union citizens. It is really painful 
for a consul to see men driven from home and the comforts of life, not 
even allowed to bring an article of clothing; the only cause of com- 
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plaint in many cases that th( y were Korthern men (bail never Mllod 
any one), and refused to fight against the TJuited States. O, sir, would 
that I could show cases vividly hefore tlie Department! Must this 
thin g be, that our best, truest citizeiis must be turned into the sti'cets, 
from the door of an A m erican consul upon a population poor them¬ 
selves, not able to speak their language, also threatened by the soldiers 
from Brownsville for harboring them? It is not uncommon for com¬ 
plaints and favors asked from Government, but, sir, 1 am confident no 
portion of the United States has been so badly oppressed as the Union 
men of Texas, and I can learn nothing is yet done to relieve the refiigoos 
or avenge the oppressors. I have received reliable information that 
within one week 6 of those refugees have been hung on the frontier of 
Texas on trees and left hanging. 

I have conversed to-day with a secessionist to find out both sides of 
this hanging business. To excuse it, he alleged that 4 of them were 
deserters and the other 2 alleged to be suspicious characters; not im¬ 
probable they may have joined the Dome Guard for peace or to save 
hanging previous, but learning they could get onto a United States 
steamer, made the attempt, for which they have been hanged. 

Let me urge that a force be sent onto this frontier; it may not be 
very large, if they have plenty of arms. I am assured tliat theiv could 
be 3,000 enlisted from Texas as soon as it was known. I am inlbrmed 
that there is over 300 men at Monterey fed by charity; that they have 
been impatient for the United States consid to arrive. A merchani 
of high standing from Monterey says the merchants there have been 
paying the expenses of this number for months; that when the consul 
arrived they expected to turn them over, &c. 

My office is [not] a rich one; expensive place to get to; fees not half 
enough to pay my board; more callers than at an almshouse. I shall 
not turn back. I have been since April 5 on the route to my appoint¬ 
ment; shall get there after 300 miles farther, or thereabouts [on] the 
stage route. 1 am willing my country shall have my time and all 1 
can do for her during this rebellion, but I have been so badly robbed 
by it that I cannot contribute much more. 

May I hope that some provision will be made for those sufferers, that 
the United States consul may not be a disgrace in the eyes of other 
nations by driving away from his presence honorable citizens that seek 
the protection of his and their comitry; honorably ibr their country’s 
welfare thus reduced that they cannot feed themselves. 

If this matter cannot be redressed through the Govt'rnment, then 
petitions should be circulated tlu-ough cities. Those who coutributed In 
feed foreign nations I know will not withhold from those Union rolug(‘(>H 
in Mexico. 

I am aware I have not followed rules in this long and hearty letter, 
but I shall expect an answer, and hope prompt action may be had.

Sir : 1 have the honor to report tliat the atlvauee of General Osirle- 
con’s command (two companies of cavalry) reached the Bio Grande 
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near Santa Barbara on the 4th instant. Two companies of the Third 
U. S. Cavalry from Fort Craig reached the same point on the 6th in¬ 
stant. 

The Confederate forces under Colonel Steele, variously represented 
at from 500 to 800 men, commenced their retreat on the 6th as soon as 
advised of the near approach of the United States troops. The Eio 
Grande is still so high that our troops were unable to cross, and conse- 
(juently any attempt to pursue was impracticable. The latest accounts 
irom the Mesilla Valley represent that the Confederate troops left in 
great destitution, and that more than 100 of their men were left at dif- 
ibient points on the road from the want of transportation to move them. 
The American part of the population that had taken part with the reb¬ 
els left the country with them. 

I have no information yet as to the orders under which General 
Carleton is acting, but presume that his force will be available for the 
rooccupatiou of Arizona, and have given orders accordingly. The 
presence of these troops will render a portion of the force now in this 
department available for service elsewhere if they should be needed, 
and 1 propose as General Carloton’s troops come into position to with¬ 
draw the First Kegiment Colorado Volunteers from the southern part 
ol‘ the Territory and order them to report to the commander of the De- 
l)ai‘tment of Kansas for service on the route from Fort Leavenworth 
to Fort Union, on which, in my judgment, there should be at least 
1,000 men. 

I inclose herewith a copy of General Carletou’s proclamation* and of 
a letter from Colonel Steele, of the Confederate Army.

Sir : As f am about to leave this Territory under circumstances which 
have caused ill-feeling between white men and Mexicans, and as I have 
many Americans, some with their families, in some degree at the mercy 
of the Mexican i)opulati(>n, 1 have entered into a covenant with the 
principal Mexicans of Mesilla, who have bound themselves to protect 
the Americans remaining in the country, the consideration being the 
release of one Domingo Cobenoj who is my prisoner under circumstances 
which would ordinarily cost him his life. The citizens are those re¬ 
maining hero as having taken no part in the struggle now going on be- 
twc<‘n tlio Confederate ami United States of America. All those who 
have by holding ollice or otherwise compromised themselves with your 
side of the question having’already withdrawn, I trust that, for the 
sake of humanity, you will inquire into the manner in which the agree¬ 
ment has been kept.

Sm: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt (during a temporary 
absence) of your communication of the 26th ultimo,* and to express 
my thanks for the measures you have taken to secure the supplies com¬ 
ing to this country. 

General Oarleton, with about 1,600 California troops, is now between 
Tucson and the Eio Grande. This advance and the advance from Fort 
Craig united at Santa Barbara on the 7th instant. The Confederate 
force in the Mesilla Valley commenced their retreat on the same day. 
Unfortunately the Rio Grande was so high that our troops were imable 
to cross until the rebels got beyond the reach of pursuit. 

As General Oarleton’s force will be sufficient for the occupation of 
Arizona, I propose, as soon as his troops get into imsition, to withdraw 
the Colorado regiment to Fort Lyon, and place them under your orders, 
as I do not think they will be needed longer in this country. 

I do not think that an invasion of this country by the Eio Grande 
will again be attempted, but it may be by the Canadian or the Arkan¬ 
sas, if our troops in the South should meet with any serious reverses. 

A copy of the latest returns of the Colorado troops serving in this 
department will be sent to you by the next maiL 

I have directed copies of the most important orders issued in this 
department to be sent to you.

Sir : Th" instructions from the War Department and the Headquar¬ 
ters of the Army, of August 16,1861, contemplated the withdrawal of

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t he regular force in this department upon the organization of the addi¬ 
tional volunteer force then authorized. I have already (May 17,1862) 
conditionally recommended the 'withdrawal of a part of the regular 
force now here, and the near approach of General Oarleton’s force, un¬ 
derstood to be about 2,000 strong, justifies the opinion that the ori^na^ 
instructions of the Department may be carried out without detriment to 
the service. 

I do not apprehend another invasion of this country by the Eio 
Grande, but in the event of any serious reverses to our troops in the 
Southwest it may be attempted by the Canadian, or an attempt maybe 
made to cut off or destroy the supply trains coming to this country. 
This last 1 regard as the most probable danger, and since the renewal 
of the disturbances in Missouri have made arrangements to send a por¬ 
tion of the troops now in this department upon that line, belie'ving that 
they could be better spared from New Mexico than from Kansas. One 
regiment of Colorado Volunteers will be sufficient in my judgment for 
the occupation of Fort Lyon (Wise) and to keep in check the Indians 
of Colorado Territory. The Second Eegiment for Fort Union and the 
northern part of New Mexico, the CaJifomia troops for the southern 
part of this Territoiy and for Arizona, while the New Mexican Volun¬ 
teers win be sufficient for the Indian frontiers. This ■will give for New 
Mexico proper about 4,000, with an additional thousand (in Colorado) 
within reach, if their services should be needed. If this force should 
not be coixsidered sufficient, re-enforcements may, I suppose, be drawn 
from Cahfomia with more ease than from the East. 

I have received no report from General Carleton, but have learned 
unofficially that he expected to leave Tucson about the middle of last 
month. As he will be obliged, in consequence of the scarcity of water, 
to move by detachments, his entire force 'will not reach the Eio Grande 
until some time in this month.

He is now probably in 
the Mesilla Valley. He reports his command in fine condition, and 
that his effective force in the valley will be 1,273. This is independent 
of tli6 ffarrisons of tlio posts ostatolisliod in. tlio intorior of Arizondi djxd 
the command (four companies of infantry and two of cavalry) sent from 

is generally well supplied, and any deficiencies can be 
lEiamished from the depots in this country. ^ - v 

With the exception of the sick and some deserters and a few who 
have taken refuge in old Mexico, none of the Texan troops are now in 
the neighborhood of El Paso.

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The Indians in this department are exceedingly troublesome, and 
give constant employment to the troops in this neighborhood, thus far 
with but little success. The depredators are the Navajoes and Mesca- 
lero Apaches. 

Serious Indian troubles are reported in Colorado Toiritory, and upon 
an application for assistance I have sent a comx>any of infantry and 
one of cavalry to Fort Lyon, and have ordered two companh'S of in¬ 
fantry upon the road between Fort Union and Fort Lyon, for the i>i otec- 
tion of toe trains. Two companies of infantry and one of cavalry have 
been ordered from Fort Craig to Fort Union to replace the eomi)anies 
sent from that place, and two companies of infantry have been ordered to 
toiH place to relieve companies of Hew Mexican Volunteers, which will 
be sent into toe Indian country.

Sm: Tour Excellency is doubtless aware that for certain military 
considerations the general commanding too United States forces on the

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Pacific coast interdicted the crossing by any person of the Colorado 
Eiver unless such person had a passport signed by himself. 

This excluded many of the citizens of the State of Sonora, in the 
friendly Eepublic of Mexico, from coming to work in the rich mines 
recently discovered on the Colorado Eiver, in California, and also ex¬ 
cluded others from coming to Port Yuma to sell provisions and other 
of the products and commodities of your State. 

The restrictions as to the crossings of the Colorado applied no less to 
citizens of the United States than to citizens of our sister Eepublic. 
Thus you will see that no invidious distinclion was made favoring 
Americans in preference to the peo])lo of Your Excellency. 

It is now my good fortune to be able to say to Your Excellency that 
the ])rohibitions about crossing tlie river are removed, and the people of 
Sonora are at liberty to come and woik in our mines, or to sell their pro¬ 
visions, forage, fruits, &c., within our lines. The forties of the United 
States under my command now passing uj) tlie Gila Eiver to the Pima 
Villages and thence on to occiii)y the Territory of Arizona, though abun¬ 
dantly furnished with ovtiry m^oessai'y article of subsistence and forage, 
with adequate means of transportation for all additional supplies from 
the depot at Fort Yuma which they may need, yet if the people of Sonora 
desire to bring flour, pork, beef, mutton, sugar, cofiee, wheat, barley, 
fruit, vegetables, &c., to the Pima Villages or Tucson, after I have oc¬ 
cupied it, they will be paid ai fair price in gold and silver coin for what 
they sell. 

It is our sincere desire as well as oiu* true i^olicy to maintain the most 
Iriendly relations with the citizens of all nations, but more particularly 
with those who, like ourselves and like our neighbors of Mexico, are 
endeavoring to prove to the world that any brave and intelligent people 
iire capable of being governed by laws made by themselves and by 
rulers chosen by and from among themselves. 

Therefore Your Excellency may rest assured that nothing will be done 
on our part to disturb the kind feelings which hapi)ily subsist between 
your p(iople and those of the United States. 

The people in the South, who arc in open rebellion against the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States having an unjust cause, can never suc¬ 
ceed in establishing themselves as an imle])endont nation. As the war 
which they have wantonly commeiuicd is an unrighteous one, they have 
not the symi)athies of a single Christian nation in the world. Such 
being the case, you can judge how incredulous T was when i heard that 
an oiliccr of rank of the so-called Oonfod<*rato States Army, who has 
reiicntly been to visit you, had stated publicdy Arizona, on his r<^tum 
from Sonora, that he had made such aaTa-ngements with Your Excellency 
that what supplies ho might need for his troops could b<‘ landed in the 
])orts of Sonora and Ix^ trans])orted without let or himh^rance thence 
through that State to Tucson. I know that Your Excellency is well 
aware that the very pwplo whose emissary, it is aJh^ged, tlms comes 
to ask of you these commercial privileges would, as flllibusters, usurp 
the power you yourself hold, and subjugate your own State if they had 
but. the ability to do so. Therefore you can judge of my astonishment 
at such intelligence. 1 will not oven ask Your Exc(illeu(‘/y if what I have 
heard is true, as such an utter want of faith toward a friendly neighbor 
would be so unworthy of your position as a govenior, and so much 
against your integrity as a man, that I should sluinfc from wounding 
your sensibility by such a question. 1 merely mention the rumor that 
has reached me to show Your Excellency how much you have been

L That from and after this date a monthly tax of $6 for license to 
trade shall he levied on all merchants in Tucson, Ariz., including those 
who shall tra£6[c within a mile in every direction from its suburbs, 
whose monthly sales of merchandise amount to $500 or under, and an 
additional tax of $1 per month for each additional monthly sale of $100. 

II. That every keeper of a gambling house within the aforesaid limits 
shall pay a tax of $100 per month for each and every table in said house 
whereon any banking game is played. 

III. That every keeper of a bar, where wines, spirituous or malt 
liquors are to be sold, shall pay a tax of $100 per month to keep said bar. 

IV. All keepers of gambling houses, for the non-payment of license 
for gambling tables, will be fined $50 for the first offense; for the sec¬ 
ond offense he shall have his money, implements, tools, &c., seized, and 
the same shall be confiscated, and he shall pay a fine of $100 and be 
forbidden to again gamble in this Territory. 

V. Any person who after this date shall sell without a license any 
intoxicating liquors or drinks shall be fined $50 for the first offfense; 
for the second offense he shall pay a fine of $100 and forfeit aU the 
liquors in his possession. 

VI. The commanding officer at Tucson is hereby empowered to grant 
licenses under those rules, and collect aU taxes, fines, and forfeitures. 
The moneys thus collected shall be turned over to the medical director, 
who shall receipt for the same and add it to the hospital fund, to be 
used exclusively for the benefit of the sick and wounded soldiers be¬ 
longing to the Column from California until further orders. 

VII. All sales made by the Government of the United States shall be 
exempt from taxation, and no license is necessary for the sale of for¬ 
age, subsistence stores, fruits, or vegetables.

Sir ; I have the honor to transmit a report from General Oarleton, 
of the 9th instant, which gives the latest information in relation to 
aflairs in Arizona and Northwestern Texas. The commanding officer 
at Port Garland reports that his spies have discovered the rendezvous 
of a i>arty of gueiTillas on the Huerfano, and that he has detached a 
force for the purpose of destroying or capturing them. This party is 
composed of gamblers and desperadoes from the southern mines of 
Colorado, and it is understood ^at their object is to reach Arkansas 
or Texas. They will probably be intercepted by the troops operating 
east of the Eaton Mountains. The regular troops are being concen¬ 
trated at Port Union preparatory to going East, and, with the excep¬ 
tion of the companies of the Fifth Infantry, wiU be in readiness to 
march by the end of this month. Upon the representation of Colonel 
Leavenworth of the danger of Indian hostilities on the Arkansas, I 
have ordered the companies of the Tenth Infantry to proceed at once 
to Port Lyon. 

I win leave for the Bast in two or three days after the arrival of 
General Carleton.

I received the order to go to Santa P<S to relieve you in the command 
of the Department of New Mexico at Prankhn, Tex., at 10 p. m. on 
the 2d instant, and started the following morning for that city. 

I arrived here last night, and shall leave this post this evening and 
endeavor to arrive at Santa P<S, say, by the 16th or 17th instant. Since 
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I wrote to you on the 16th of August I marched with a small cavalry 
force down the Eio Grande to a point below Fort Quitman, where the 
San Antonio road leaves the river. I had heard that Colonel Steele, 
0. S. Army, had left some 60 or 60 wounded, sick, and disabled men 
at Fort Davis, on the Limpia Eiver, and that these men were guarded 
by a company of troops of Mexican lineage, under command of a Cap¬ 
tain Mararro, from San Antonio. I detached a portion of my com¬ 
mand to proceed to Fort Davis to look after the wants of the sick, to 
capture the company, and to hoist the colors upon the fort. This force 
has returned, having found not a single living person at the fort, but 
having found one dead soldier in the hospital, who had evidently been 
left by his comrades and had afterwards been butchered by Indians. 
He had been shot in the head, and an arrow was still remaining in his 
body. The fort was very much dilapidated and had been left in great 
disarray. 

It is said that Colonel Steele destroyed much of his ammunition and 
some of his wagons at Fort Bliss and more at Eagle Springs in his 
hurried flight, as he had heard Hie California troops were in pursuit 
of him, and that you had sent a force to intercept him somewhere near 
the Pecos. The force which I sent to Fort Davis had a fight with some 
Mescalero Indians near that post. We had 2 men and 1 horse wounded. 
The Indians had 4 killed and 20 wounded. Capt. Edmond D. Shirland, 
First Cavalry, California Volunteers, commanded the handful of men 
sent to Fort Davis. I recovered at El Paso some 12 wagon loads of 
hospital and quartermaster’s stores which had formerly belonged to 
the United States. The Texan prisoners, 26 in all, which I found at 
Franklin, I sent to San Antonio, starting them from Franklin on the 
Ist instant. They were furnished with provisions, transportation, and 
an escort.

Souston, Tex., FeJyruary 5, 1862. 
Hon. J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of War, Richmond, Va. : 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit copy of instructions issued to the 
different commissaries of this department by the chief commissary of 
subsistence, by direction of the Commissary-General at Richmond, 

I am inclined to believe that a strict compliance with these instruc¬ 
tions will much trammel the operations of the Subsistence Depart¬ 
ment. 

This military department is a large one and the posts far apart. 
The headquarters of the chief commissary are at San .^tonio, and the 
general commanding, considering himself in the field, is obliged to 
establish his headquarters where he thinks his presence most needed, 
and at this time within striking distance of the seaboard, exposed at 
any moment to the attacks of the enemy. This necessarily must fre¬ 
quently, if not always, place the general commanding and chief of 
subsistence at difl:‘erent and distant stations. 

The instructions require that receipts and certificates given by sub¬ 
commissaries be approved by the commanding general, and then to be 
presented to the chief commissary of the department for examination 
and payment. This is very inconvenient. For instance, troops on the 
Rio Grande or at the distant frontier posts may run short of provisions. 
In this event the difficulty of purchasing supplies upon certificates, 
which, to be paid, would oblige the holders to first find the general 
commanding to get his approval, and then to repair to San Antonio to 
have these accounts examined and paid or refused payment, as the case 
may be, is very apparent. 

The sub-commissaries report to me that it will be impossible to obtain 
suppUes under these difficulties, as parties selling would be unwilling 
to be put to the expense, trouble, and traveling involved in getting 
paid by the Government, 

Besides, it imposes more or less commissary duties upon the general 
commanding in a department, where the duties are already very onerous 
on account of its vast geographical extent, the number of its posts, and 
one where, owing to many causes, the general commanding is obliged 
to almost create resources and means of defense. 

Again, it subjects receipts and certificates approved by the general 
commanding to the examination and approval of an inferior officer, the 
chief commissary of the department. 

I would, in conclusion, respectfully remark that these instructions 
shift responsibility from the chief commissary and his assistants, dis¬ 
bursing officers, to the general commanding, who in most cases wiU be 
unable^ especially at distant posts, to judge of the nature and necessity 
of supplies purchased by the different commissaries.

Sir : The Commissary-General directs me to say to yon that you

sons from whom the stores are obtaiued, and that all such accounts 
must be presented to you for examination and payment. 

That no account for subsistence furnished picket guards or other 
detachments will be allowed unless on the order of the general com¬ 
manding, setting forth the circumstances rendering the purchase neces¬ 
sary, and these accounts must be submitted to you for examination 
and payment. 

You will also cause instructions to be given to the commissaries of 
your department who receive “due-bills” from officers to whom pro 
visions are sold to take up the amount of these bills (remaining unpaid) 
when their accoimts current are rendered on tliat account, and forward 
the bills to this office as vouchers, with “ abstract of sales.”

The circnlar within referred to was modified by substituting “officers 
commanding separate commands” for the words “general command¬ 
ing,” the object being to check, as far as practicable, unnecessary and 
cxteavagant purchases, and to prevent certificates from being given 
for provisions furnished to parties who were otherwise provided for or 
might have been, and who are not authorized to buy stores or create 
claims against the Department. The regulations of the 0. S. Army 
fix the responsibility upon the commanding officer of a department, 
requiring him to enforce a rigid economy in the public expenses, and 
to promptly correct all irregularities and extravagancies which he may 
discover. This circular does not add to the responsibilities of com¬ 
manding officers, nor does the circular require accounts approved by 
the commandiug officer to be afterward apiiroved by the chief commis¬ 
sary of subsistence or “an inferior officer,” but simply their “examina¬ 
tion,” a clerical one, and that the party holding the account is the one 
to be paid, and finally the payment. 

The circnlar does not apply to commissaries who are furnished with 
funds and are authorized to buy stores.

SxE: It is stated here that you have made calls for troops in Texas 
for a loss iieriod than three years or the war. It is not known whether 
this statement is correct, as the Department has no official communica¬ 
tion on the subject. If it be true, however, it is in entire opposition to 
the whole policy of the Government, and tends to defeat afl. its meas¬ 
ures for raising a permanent body of troops for the defense of the 
cenntry. Yon are therefore instructed under no circumstances and in 
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no emergency to accept troops into the Confederate service for a less 
period than &ree years or the war, and if any such have heen accept 
at once to disband them. 

If any emergency arises you may call out the people m masse for 
defense; but you wffl muster no troops whatever into the Confederate 
service, under any pressure, for less than three years or the war.

Sir : Our recent disaster in Tennessee has greatly exposed our line 
of communication with the West, and the importance of this line is so 
great that it must be held at any sacrifice. 

Ton are therefore instructed at once to send forward to Little Bock, 
there to report to Maj. Gen. Earl Van Dorn, aU the troops in your com¬ 
mand, for the defense of the coast, except such as are necessary to man 
your batteries. No invasion of Texas is deemed probable, but if any 
occurs its effects must be hazarded, and our entire forces must be thrown 
toward the Mississippi, for the defense of that river and of the Memphis 
and Charleston Eailroad. 

I do not desire that you withdraw such troops as you may have on 
the Eio Grande or Western frontier, but only the troops you have 
gathered for defending the Gulf coast. If at any point where you have 
batteries you deem that there is danger of losing the guns by the with¬ 
drawal of the land forces you will remove the guns, but the men are to 
be pushed forward with aU possible rapidity to Little Eock by such 
route as you may deem best.

Sir : Since I wrote you respecting tlie filling up of the mounted regi¬ 
ment I think I have discovered a pretty considerable under-current at 
work through this country against onr cause. It does not occui’ to me 
that it can be very strong, yet it may amount in the end to something 
which will require force to bo used. Men have been heard to say, when 
we (^e Confederates) lost a battle, that “We” (the Union men) “have 
gained a victory.” Others liavo sent np small balloons, while others 
have fired guns by way of rejoicing over those victories. Others are 
and have been using their utmost exertions to break down the currency 
of the country, and some others have arms and other supplies for sale, 
and ask us twice as much for them in onr currency as they would in 
gold or silver, and then refuse to let us have them unless the cash is 
paid in hand, although assured that they would be paid in sixty days 
or less. Our friends do not act in this manner, and these men are our 
enemies. They cannot bo reached by civil law, yet they are damaging 
our cause every day; and if the enemy should land in force on the 
coast, or invade us on the north (which I think it likely Jim Lane will 
do in the spring), it will be necessary to take charge of these men in 
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some way, or it will not be safe for our friends to go into the service 
and leave their homes, their families, and property, without an armed 
force could be left to protect them. 

Under these circumstances I look to the time that it will be neces¬ 
sary to declare martial law, in order to effect that by force which the 
Governor, with all his energies, cannot effect through the civil laws of 
the land; and while I would deplore such a necessity among our peo¬ 
ple as much or more than any other man, and as my home, my family, 
and aU my interests would be jeopardized by such a step, I am ready 
to take it, as far as I am personally concerned, whenever 1 see there is 
a necessity for it, in my judgment, and have commenced the prepara¬ 
tion for it by assembhng the regiment here, and, if it is necessary, shall 
resort to it, unless the general commanding declares emphatically that 
it must not be done. 

I have but one object in being in the service, which is to advance the 
interest of my country, and, according to my judgment, I shall strive 
to do that regardless or personal sacrifices or danger.

Commemding Sixth Regiment Texas Infantry, Victoria, Tex. : 

Colonel : I have the honor to state that on the night of the 27th 
ull^o a steamer appeared off our bar and made the usu^ signal-lights. 
She remained at anchor until the morning of the 28th. It was hazy; I 
could not see the course she had taken, but since ascertained she was 
the lancoln mail steamer, in search of the blockaders. 

About 3 p. m. same day two barks, the Midnight and Arthur, hove 
in sight, coming fi'om the west. They came to anchor off our bar, 
about 2J miles from the hght-house. The weather has been so boister¬ 
ous they could not land conveniently until yesterday morning, when 
the norther subsided. 

About 9 a. m., 3d instant, two launches from the bark Artluir ap¬ 
proached the shore, each one bearing a white flag. 1 caused a wliih* 
flag to be raised in answer. I met the captain at the Point avIumi he 
came on shore. He stated to me that he Avished to release a prisomu’ 
on parole whose wife was also a prisoner, but an iuA'alid. The prisoiuM' 
was Captain Hopper, owner of the schooner McHeil, Avhich was <!ap- 
tured 12 miles to the westward of this bar in January. He said (he 
lady was so ill he could not send her to Now York, and she rccpiired 
the assistance of her husband to wait on her; she is biwlly afllictcd with 
rheumatism. 

In my last communication I informed you of the gentleman’s bom 
bastic style; he bragged what he could do Avith his ship; jjointed out 
the position ho would occupy if he Avdshed to sliell me out of my post 
tion, but said lie had no orders to firti on tlu^ <;oast unless h<‘ Avas lir<‘d 
on by us, then he would retaliate. He said he knew the <«ilii»er ami 
number of guns I had; my exact position juid force. His ord<*i's are to 
blockade and break up all commerce inside, and particularly (hrougli 
the bays; he had the means of doing so. He asked, “Where is Udbert 
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aowl” After answering his pert questions mil ily, I asked him how he 
got all his information, and remarked at the same time, “Your inform¬ 
ant is not as well posted as you imagine.” The captain replied that the 
Government has provided to have persons gather information and to 
keep him well informed of our movements. This I told him I doubted. 
He answered, “I get your latest papers; I can show you the Browns¬ 
ville Flag and Houston Telegraph,” and then said, “If I can get my 
hands on Lieutenant Maltby I will treat him harshly; he has stated 
that he chased my two boats’ crew 3 miles; this is not so; here is Ms 
muster roll.” I looked at the document, and saw the names of four men 
whom I knew, and I learned belonged to Maltby’s party. He said 
Maltby’s statement reflected very much on the action of his crew in 
that instance, and used hard 1 anguage against the unsoldierlike conduct. 
He said in a short time there would be 100,000 men in the Gnlf, and his 
party intended taking Galveston immediately. I remarked that Ms 
party might take the island with a large army and naval force, but the 
main-land was close by; “there from under your sMp’s fire we would 
measure bayonets with your armies.” 

We conversed for a space of a half hour. He changed to politics, 
and was at the close of the conversation very agreeable. We agreed a 
white flag would be respected; its absence a fight. 

r had the lady carried to a house in Salnria, and the gallant cap¬ 
tain not exacting a parole from the poor afflicted woman. I am glad 
to state what she lacks in strength in her lower extremities is concen¬ 
trated in her upper. She cannot walk, but she has good use of her 
tongue, and has given me several items of interest. I would not state 
that her husband whispers in her ear occasionally. She says her 
memory is not very good. 

There are 2,400 men at Ship Island, intended for Galveston, to be 
attacked with 10,000 men, time not mentioned. Overheard talk between 
Kittredge and the captain of the three-masted schooner Kitty Taney. 
There are tMrty bomb-proof gunboats to ascend the Mississippi. 

The bark Midnight bas six 32-poundcrs and one Pan'Ott pivot 20- 
pounder. She has about 06 men, and draws 7 feet water, light; 250 tons 
burden. Station Pass Oavallo; has four boats, and is a good sailer 

Biuk Arthuj', station Aran.sa8 Pass, at present here. She lias the 
same armament: One Parrott rifle 30-pouuder; draws 14 feet water 
She has 74 men, well equipiicd with small-arms, pikes, &c. The attack 
upon Pass Oavallo is expected, but only the men report it. There are 
2 men on the Santee who have wives and iiamilies in Galveston; one of 
them piloted the attack on the Eoyal Yacht. Captain Kittredge made 
a speech to his men, and said as there were no prizes outside he would 
take them inside. He took a sloop in Aransas Bay, with medicine. 

There has been a great deal said about my blockading Saluria Bayou. 
My object in causing tMs pass to be closed was to prevent the enemy 
from getting our light-draught vessels and arming them against us. 
There are but few in our bays, and if the proper officer intends the 
trade and commerce to continue through the west bays he will have 
to arm a few of our best schooners. Whether he does or not, it is my 
duty to guard well my exposed position and keep such property out of 
the enemy’s possession that he might use to advantage against me. 

I informed some speculators who have been here to see me about our 
blockade at Saluria that I would now let vessels pass with cotton, com, 
&c.. whflo there was a chance for them to got down safe. The troops 
at. Aransas have not communicated with me, as I requested Captain 
Eeal to do. 
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I have reported some of the leading facts above stated in my last 
communication, and Major Forshey has kept the headquarters at Hous¬ 
ton posted. 

I have not received an order of any character relative to th<'. com¬ 
mand of the West. I earnestly request the colonel commanding to 
issue an order relative to the blockade of Saluria, &c. 

The captain of the bark Arthur inquired of the men who had lost the 
medicines why the schooner did not come down as usual. He said, 
mentioning my name, I had stopped all vessels going west. Ho said 
he would come here and break up my blockade immediately; he has not 
attempted to do so yet. He said emphatically that he must have two 
of our best and light Aransas vessels. This history, in connection with 
my last communication, I thought best to let you know in full and sub 
mit to your superior judgment.

Sir: I jBud that many of the most notorious among the leaders of 
the opposition, or Union men, are leaving the country, principally in 
the direction of Mexico. Some of them, I have no doubt, are going 
simply to avoid the draft, and under its operations a participation in 
the present struggle with the Horth, while others are going to co-oi)- 
erate with a considerable number that have already entered Mexico, 
and are now at Monterey and other points, doing all they can to preju¬ 
dice oxu cause with the authorities of that country, and prepai’c the 
minds of the common people to take part against us in case there ever 
is a time when they dare call on them to do so, and to act in concert 
wiiii men of like feelings about Austin, this pUice, Fredericksburg, 
and other points where they are still living among us. 

I have said, and I repeat, that there is, in my opinion, a considerable 
element of this character in this section that will have, ultimately (if 
the war becomes any more disastrous to us), to be crushed out, even 
if it has to be done without due course of lav^ or this country—^the 
section in which I am stationed to protect and. in wldch my family 
reside—^wiU suffiar. 

In view of these things 1 have taken steps to prevent as far as 
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possible tbe passage of these men out of the country into Mexico, by 
iusti’ucting the military under my command not to let any man go 
unless lie is known to be our friend, and not then unless he can pro 
duce satisfactory evidence that he is not going to avoid the draft wilh 
which the State is threatened and which will come upon it. 

I am fully aware of the responsibility of the step I have taken, and 
how much it perils my reputation as an officer, and how much it ex¬ 
poses my person and my domestic interests—my home, my wife and 
little ones—^to the mali^ant acts of these cowardly traitors, but I 
believe it my duty to my country, and in her case I am willing to 
peril my all. 

The force that I wiU have congregated here in a few days more will 
bo sufficient to enable the State authorities to enforce the draft or do 
anything else that a military force may be required to do, and while I 
assure you that I shall take no step rashly or without reflection, I shall 
use it for the benefit of my country upon traitors at home needs be.

I have indicated plainly on other occasions that I deemed it advisa¬ 
ble to declare martial law here at some time, and 1 think the time has 
about arrived when it will have to be done.

if I could know that it would not displease the commanding general it 
would be declared to-day.

I shall in consequence^ until further or¬ 
ders, forward the troops to their destination according to the orders 
referred to, but by such a route as to place them on the march within 
striking distance of the Mississippi—^that is, direct to Alexandria, La.— 
thence on by water transportation.

Col. John E. Batloe: 

SiE: After a march made as speedily as practicable from the Eio 
Grande, attended by some violently-stormy weather, but without any 
accident or misfortune save the loss of one of my men (Bepjamin Mays), 
who died at the San Simon, I have the honor of reporting to you my 
arrival at this place on February 28. My timely arrival with my com¬ 
mand was haUed by a majority, I may say the entire population, of the 
town of Tucson. I found rumors here to the effect that the town was 
about being attacked by a large body of Indians; that military stores 
of the Federal Army to a large amount had been landed at Gnaymas, 
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tad that troops from Galiforma were on the march up the Gila Eiver 
‘or this place; and these reports were so well accredited that a few 
)f the citizens more ultra in their Southern feelings than the rest were 
ibout [leaving] rather than fall into the hands of their IJorthem foes, 
jo sacrifice all of their interests in this place, and look for safety among 
heir Southern brethren on the Rio Grande. 

Immediately after the departure of Colonel Eeily, on March 3, for 
3onora, accompanied by an escort of 20 men, under Lieutenant Tevls, 
t started with the rest of my command for the Pima Villages, where 
iftermy arrival I negotiated friendly relations with the Indians; arrested 
A. M. White, who was trading with them, purchasing wheat, &c., for 
the Northern troops, and confiscated the property found in his posses¬ 
sion: a list* of which I send you. Among the articles confiscated were 
1,500 sacks of wheat, accumulated by Mr. White, and intended for the 
ETorthem Army. GPhis I distributed among the Indians, as I had no 
means of transportation, and deemed this a better policy of disposing 
of it than to destroy or leave it for the benefit (should it fall into their 
hands) of the enemy. 

While d^aying at the Pima Villages, awaiting the arrival of a train 
of 60 wagons wMch was reported to be en route for that place for said 
wheat (which report, however, turned out to be untrue), my pickets 
discovered the approach of a detachment of cavalry, and which detach¬ 
ment, I am happy to say to you, we succeeded in capturing without 
firing a gun. This detachment consisted of Captain McCleave and 9 
of his men. First Cahfomia Cavalry. The captain and Mr. White I 
send ia charge of Lieutenant Swilling to the Eio Grande. 

I learned also while at Pimo Villages that at every station, formerly 
Overland, between that place and Fort Tuma hay had been provided for 
the use of the Federal Government, which hay I have destroyed at six 
of the stations thus provided. My pickets on yesterday reported troops 
at Stanwix’s Ranch, which is on this side of Fort Tuma 80 miles. 

Allow me to say, in conclusion, that I have no opinion to offer in 
relation to all of these rumors that are afioat, but give them to you as 
I received them, knowing that your judgment and experience will dic¬ 
tate the proper course to pursue.

Althougli I am now writing you, yet doubt wlietber it will be able to 
reach you, but, at all hazards, will risk its running the blockade, in 
order that I may, through you, call the attention of the Government at 
Bichmond to the fact that notorious outrages are at .his time being 
practiced in the way of plunder through this section from good citi¬ 
zens by an armed party of the citizens of Texas, professing to be Con¬ 
federate soldiers, and under the command of one Colonel Carter, from 
Hempstead, near Houston; but all of those professing to be officers 
acknowledge themselves void of any commissions authorizing them to 
draft on the Government for supplies, but notwithstanding they are 
marching eastward slowly with a force of from fifteen [hundred] to 3,000 
men, remaining in each neighborhood just long enough to ravage the 
corn-cribs and smoke-houses of the defenseless surrounding country, 
and even the defenseless widow meets with no mercy at their hands, 
as I am credibly informed. They on yesterday, with ax and sledge¬ 
hammer, broke into the smoke-house and com-crib of Judge Baxter, 
near the Heches (with whom you are acquainted), and took there¬ 
from a quanti^ of com and meat, as I am credibly informed, and that 
against the wishes and kind remonstrances of the judge and family. 
They offer pay at their own price by draft on some individual at city 
of Houston, and in aU probability an irresponsible character. They on 
yesterday made their boasts that they found an old widow lady in 
possession of only 280 pounds bacon. They took half. 

The good citizens left at home for the protection of families of those 
gone to the war are in perfect dread for selves and familh'S, and know 
not what may come next. Instead of our own citizens being a protec¬ 
tion, they have become our hourly dread, and while I write I have seen 
them prowling about from house to house, evidently seeking whom they 
may devour next. 

I trust your Government will take immediate notice of such conduct, 
and take measures for a speedy suppression of all such uulawfiU and 
unwarrantable conduct.

Sm: The mail of last week brought unofficial reports from various 
sources of the intention of the Government to re-enforce this army with 
one or more regiments; that Col. Debray was already on the march, 
and finally, as the postmaster at San Antonio expresses it, as derived 
from you, that Hew Mexico and Arizona are to bo held at all hazards. 

In the absence of all official communication on this suhtject, either 
from the Government in Eichmond or from local departments nearer at 
hand, I was constrained to abandon Hew Mexico, our provisions, forage, 
and ammunition being completely exhausted. In this vicinity I find 
myself but little better off. 

The army is absolutely subsisting on poor meat and bread, with a 
limited supply. 

Under these circumstances the safety of the army depended upon a 
movement in some direction to the nearest point of supply. 

The order has consequently been given for the movement down the 
country of the mass of the forces. 

The unofficial information received by the last mail of course em¬ 
barrasses me very much, especially as, from the information I have, no 
hope can be entertained of such supplies being thrown forward as will 
serve the purposes of an army in active campaign. 

Without a doUar in specie, nothing can be purchased on the Mexican 
side of the river, and our sick even on this side are suffering for the 
want of articles which can only be procured with specie. Of sugar 
and coffee we have scarcely a pound; all other small rations are alike 
deficient; whilst of salt meat we have not an ounce. 

Our ammunition may be said to be exhausted. For heavy guns we 
have perhaps 100 rounds. Clothing completely exhausted, with no 
means of renewing the supply. 

My purpose in addressing this communication to you is to inform 
you distinctly of the resources of this country and Hew Mexico. 

Any forces sent to operate in this quarter should not depend upon 
the productions of the country, except, perhaps, the single article of 
fiour. 

I have written briefly and to the point. I have made report after 
report to the Government, but up to this date have received not a 
single line of acknowledgment or encouragement, having been left to 
act entirely upon my own judgment and the pressure which momen¬ 
tarily surrounded me. 

My volunteer aide, Captain W ager, will hand you this communication. 
I bespeak for him your kind attention and courtesy.

696, Aiiril 24,1802,1 
proceeded toward Hew Orleans, but ascertained at Hew Iberia that it 
was probable that Hew Orleans was occupied by the Federal forces. 
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I therefore directed myself toward Baton Eouge as the nearest place 
from whence I could communicate by telegraph with the War Depart¬ 
ment. 

I reached Baton Eouge on the 2d of May and immediately telegraphed 
to the Adjutant-General. I awaited an answer until the 4th May. 
None having reached me and the Eederals approaching Baton Eouge, 
I proceeded to Camp Moore, at Tangipahoa Station, on the New Or¬ 
leans and Jackson Eailroad, where I repeated my dispatch from Baton 
Eouge, herewith attached and made part of this report. 

On the 7th May, being still without an answer, I requested by tele¬ 
graph to be informed whether I should still await an answer or return 
to Texas. 

On the 12th May 1 received the answer by telegraph hereto at¬ 
tached, and immediately started on my return to Houston. 

1 was much delayed by interruption in stage route and crevasses on 
the Mississippi Eiver and high water generally through that part of 
Louisiana I had to travel over. I reached here to-day and report for 
duty.

General Ildbort some time since received orders to send all his available troops to 
Little Rock. Recent events may make it necessary to change their destination, and 
he therefore applies for further instructions. 

General Hubert has several infantry regiments on the march or ready to march; 
also a regiment and a battalion of mounted men. The infantry he sends via Alex¬ 
andria, La.; the cavalry by the inland route. He advises the dismantling of the 
cavalry under marching orders, unless wanted in Arkansas. 

Transportation is being rajjidly obtained, and the want of it delays the troops.

I. The following proclamation is published for the information of all 
concerned; 
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PEOOLAMATION. 

11. I,P. O. Hubert, brigadier-general Provisional Army, Confederate 
States of Americ^ do proclaim that martial la-w is hereby extended 
over the State of Texas. 

Every white male person above the age of sixteen years, being tem¬ 
porarily or otherwise within the aforesaid limits, shall, upon a sum¬ 
mons issued by the provost-marshal, promptly present himself before 
said provost-marshal to have his name, residence, and occupation reg¬ 
istered, and to famish such information as may be required of him. 
And such as claim to be aliens shall be sworn to the effect that they 
will abide by and maintain the laws of this State and the Confederate 
States so long as they are permitted to reside therein, and that they 
will not convey to our enemies any information whatever or do any 
act injurious to the Confederate States or beneficial to the United 
States. 

Provosts-maishal shall order out and remove from their respective 
districts all disloyal persons and all persons whose presence is inju¬ 
rious to the interests of the country. 

All orders issued by the provosts-marshal in the execution of their 
duties shall be promptly obeyed. Any disobedience of summons em¬ 
anating from them shall be dealt with summarily. All officers com¬ 
manding troops win promptly comply with any requisitions made upon 
them by provosts-marshal for aid or assistance. Any attempt to de¬ 
preciate the currency of the Confederate States is an act of hostility; 
will be treated as such, and visited with summary punishment. 

Uo interference with the rights of loyal citizens or with the usual 
routine of business or with the usual civil administration of the law 
will be permitted, except when necessary to enforce the provisions of 
this proclamation.

SiE: I have the honor to ackno'wiedge at the hands of Major Bryan 
your dispatches bearing date May 28. 

Being informed that M^or-General Hindman, who ranks me, was in 
command of the “Trans-Mississippi Department north of Red River,” 
I have assumed command until further orders of the district south of 
this river. 

Such troops as can be equipped and armed I am and have been for 
some time forwarding toward Little Rock. 

The great difficulty, almost an impossibility, is in getting arms; men 
we can command. 

We have now several regiments, both of cavalry and infantry, entirely 
unarmed. Even when shot-guns are obtained there is a difficulty in 
prep.iring suitable ammunition for such a variety of calibers. 

I have ordered buck-shot to be made, the men to prepare their own 
ammunition. All possible means are used to collect and repair such 
arms as may be found in the country. 

1 had to some extent anticipated your instructions in regard to 
Wesiern Louisiana, by ordering a battalion of mounted men to New 
Iberia, on the Teche. 

I would respectfully advise the dismounting of nearly all the troops 
west of the Mississippi. 

There is an excess of cavalry, badly mounted and worse armed. As 
infantryj if not more efficient, would at least be less expensive. 

Captain Davis, my assistant adjutant-general, the bearer of this com¬ 
munication, may give you valuable information in regard to the troops, 
equipments, armaments, means of transportation, &c.

Something must be done, and 
that speedUy, or the troops with mo wiU be in a state of starvation. 
Oould not a portion of the supplies with Green and Hardiman be left 
on the road and supplies sent in time to meet them. The flour and 
com-meal I now have would have lasted until the new crop came in. 
But it is not likely that I shall [be] able to stay that len^h of time. 
The hospital at Franklin wiU be left in a destitute condition. 

Let me know soon what you will do. I have been sick for several 
days, and am scarcely able to be about, and would not be under other 
circumstances.

OoiiONEL: I send Mr. Leonard down with this communication. On 
leavingthe Breaker andBebecca late last eveniugl came around through 
the out to the dredge-boat—saw two launches of the enemy near the 
sheU bank; one very large. With a spy-glass observed every move¬ 
ment. They landed 200 or 300 yards above the fort and formed on the 
beach. About 26 marched up to the fort and immediately hoisted the 
American flag upon the ramparts. I counted 16 or 20, who got up upon 
the fort and acted like they were rqjoicing over their capture. They 
remained at the fort late last night and crossed over the bayou and en¬ 
camped, so I was informed, all night. They were at the houses (f) 
early this morning. To-day the schooner came up to the shell banks 
and anchored in ficont of the channel. I left the dredge late last nignt 
and reached my camp early this morning, about an hour before day. 
Fearing the enemy might land at the dredge and out us off, I concluded

to bring a detachment doTim, "with two pieces of artillery; about half 
way 1 discovered the schooner and a large launch gone up Aransas 
Bay. I immediately sent back men and some of the teams to remove 
my camp equipage and ammunition into the interior, as I have no guns 
to compete with the one on board the schooner, from the appearance of 
its bulk as seen through a glass, being covered with a tai^paulin. It is 
amidship. I fear they will make an attack upon my encampment. 1 
shall save aU of my artillery, but shall lose a portion of things. There 
has been no boat down from Saluria for the last few days, and I fear 
they have a gunboat up there and blockaded the inland communica¬ 
tion. 

I understand from Captain Hawley that the enemy has placed a gun 
on this bank, but I think it doubtful. They sounded the channel to-day 
with one of their launches as far down as Hog Island, and OonkUn 
[was] at anchor in a mile of them, but it appears he did not see them. 

If 1 to-day had the gunboats the launches could have been driven 
from the shell bank, but it seems impossible to do without means to 
act with. I think they have captured this evening the Monte Christo 
and cargo. I ordered the captain to burn his cotton and boat as soon 
as the enemy appeared in sight; whether he will do so or not I cannot 
tell. I am at a loss what to do with my force, situated as I am. The 
steamer A. B. and two other boats are at the dredge; Captain Dunn 
and Cherry, the engineer, left to-day for Lavaca by land, having aban¬ 
doned the boat, there being no chance to get out. "What the intention 
of the enemy is can only be determined by future events. I shall have 
to fall back with my artillery, as it is of no use against their gunboat; 
besides, I have no ammunition suitable for 12-pouud howitzer. Should 
they attempt to come up the cut I shall give them fight. I look for 
them to-night. I shall order these boats to Coitus Chiisti, and am now 
trying to signalize Lieutenant Conklin, who is laying at anchor just 
below the dug-out. Leonard will give you further information. I have 
written to General Bee to-day.

Antonio, 1 doom it advisable to give you a brief statement of tbe va¬ 
rious causes that have compelled me to this step. Of the strength of 
the force with which I was expected to hold the Territory—about 400 
men—yon will be able to form a just estimate from the within field 
report.* 

After General Sibley had withdrawn from the country the greater 
portion of his command, the Mexican population, justly thinking our 
tenure very frail and uncertain, showed great unwillingness to sell prop¬ 
erty of any sort for Confederate paper, which would of course bo val¬ 
ueless to them should I be compelled to retire, which was at any time 
probable; and as I was without specie with which to make purchases, 
I was obliged to seize upon such supplies as were required for the sub¬ 
sistence of the troops and such means of transportation as would ena¬ 
ble me to move my command whenever the necessity might arise for 
so doing. This occasioned so much ill-feeling on the part of the Mexi¬ 
cans that in many instances armed resistance was offered to foragmg 
parties acting under my orders, and in the various skirmishes which 
took place one captain and several men of my regiment were killed by 
them. Besides this, the troops with me were so disgusted with the 
campaign and so anxious to return to Texas that in one or two instances 
they were on the point of open mutiny, and threatened to take the mat¬ 
ter in their own hands unless they were speedily marched back to San 
Antonio. 

In the mean time the forces from California, about 1,600 strong, were 
steadily approaching, and on the 6th of July their advance was at Fort 
Thorn, on the Eio Grande. Troops from Fort Craig had been seen the 
day previous moving toward the same point. Knowing this, and that 
the enemy, after leaving competent garrisons behind, would be able to 
bring 3,000 troops against me, independent of a recent re-enforcement 
which they received—of 500 men—^from Pike’s Peak, and 250 more, with 
six rifie cannon, who escorted the paymaster from Kansas, the neces¬ 
sity of moving my force became imperative. 

I was then at Fort Fillmore, with but little ammunition, and, not¬ 
withstanding the efforts I had made, with very inadequate means of 
transportation. L however, abandoned the Territory on the 8th of July 
and marched for Fort Bliss, at which point I now am. As soon as this 
move had been determined on the sale was ordered of all public prop¬ 
erty at Fort BUSS which was too bulky for or not worth transporta¬ 
tion. This sale was held for specie and breadstuffs. The specie was 
turned over to the general hospital which I am compelled to leave at 
FrankUn. There was besides a considerable quantity of stores that 
could not be sold and which were too weighty for transportation, such 
as horse and mules shoes, cannon ammunition, tents, &c. To con¬ 
clude, I am now about to start for San Antonio with very limited means 
of transportation, and insufficient supply of breadstuff and beef, de¬ 
pending on the contingency Of meeting provisions forwarded from San 
Antonio, and with troops in many instances almost naked. 

The general hospital at FrankUn, imder the charge of Dr. South- 
worth, has been provided with $830 in specie and credit to a larger 
amount with parties in Mexico. This I submit to you as a true repre¬ 
sentation of the condition of affairs in this country.

Acting Assistant Adgutcmt-Qeneral: 

Gaptain : I have the honor to inclose to you a report, with accom¬ 
panying documents from the provost-marshal at Matagorda informing 
me of the endangered condition of Matagorda and vicinity. I have 
issued orders to one squadron of my regiment to march from the San 
Bernard to Matagorda, to lend assistance to the provost-marshal, if neces¬ 
sary, and also to meet such emergencies as may arise in case of a land¬ 
ing by the enemy. Please find herewith a copy of my answer* to the 
provost-marshal of Matagorda, and also a copy of the order* issued to 
Debray’s regiment to detach a squadron to the coast and to keep in 
readiness to move in case of necessity. I hope that these disposi¬ 
tions will meet the approval of the general commanding. I may yet, 
if necessary, move Brown’s battalion from the Ghocolate to Matagorda 
Bay, but I have no infantry. I do not deem it expedient to call on 
Bates’ battalion, which covers Brazoria County, one of the richest in 
the State in cotton and negroes, the population of wMch has been con¬ 
siderably thinned by volunteering. I have here but two companies of 
Griffin’s battalion, one of which is unarmed, and they are necessary to 
guard the powder magazine and the provost-marshal’s office. I have 
not been able as yet to receive reports from Elmore’s battalion, sta¬ 
tioned at Hempstead. I am, however, informed that it is considerably 
reduced by sickness—^ineasles and flux—and that it is very indiffer¬ 
ently armed. Some infantry, however, shall have to be sent to the 
coast, if, as it appears, the enemy intend to inaugurate a warfare of 
forays on our weak points. I am informed by Mr. Clements, of Gal 
veston, who just arrived from Matagorda, that it was reported that the 
enemy had landed and planted a piece of artfileiy on the shore of Aran¬ 
sas Bay.

Dbab Sib ; I wish to inclose to you a document t addressed to me by 
the best and most influential citizens of Matagorda, regarding the de¬ 
fense of the place and vicinity against the demands of the pirate Kitt- 
redge. His object seems to be to send out small parties on light- 
draught boats, with a few pieces of artillery on each, which would 
enable him to land, under cover of his guns, for the purpose of fora^g 
on the small towns and rich vicinities along the coast. As I said in 
my last communication, only light-draught boats can reach this place. 
The channel 3 miles below this place is only 60 yards wide and not 
over 3J or 4 feet deep. You can judge of the style of launches and

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quantity of men which might be forced upon us under the circum¬ 
stances. 1 do not think, from the best information I can glean, that 
Kittredge’s forces at this time amount to over 160 or 200 men, but he 
seems to be well supplied with boats and launches of light draught, yet 
sufficient to carry a few pieces of artillery. In his language he is threat¬ 
ening and his manners impudent. After seeing a map of the locality 
you can judge of the necessity of artillery or the fitting up of boats, 
as 1 understand the major commanding has proposed. He has fitted up 
two boats, one to convey forage and subsistence to the force stationed 
at the neck of the peninsula and mouth of Old Oaney, composed of 24 
enlisted men, under command of an officer, with an extra detail of 2 
men to assist the sailor to run his boat. They are sent out to re¬ 
main nine days. This brings the men on duty every third night, 
two sentinels on post at the same time. This is the point I spoke 
of in my last as being the suspicious place where vessels of the 
miemy stopped from two to seven days; also the outlet of the rich 
valley of Old Oaney; from Matagorda to the canal 20 miles; by the 
route the horses go 30 to 36 miles. From this suspicious locality to 
the extremity of the peninsula (on account of loyal citizens, so I am 
informed by the best citizens) no system of espionage can be carried 
on. From the extremity of the peninsula (the pass into Matagorda 
Bay) the water is good in the channel to within 3 miles of the town 
of Matagorda. This is the reef as described in the previous part of this 
communication. In this channel I have a Kght, fast-sailing vessel, 
which is manned by 6 privates and 2 non-commissioned officers, besides 
the sailor, with a detail of 1 man to assist him. These pickets are 
relieved every twenty-four hours. The protection from sm-prise by 
this means seems evident. Every vigilance is enforced on the officers 
and men on duty, in whom I have confidence. Should you think fit to 
keep a gunboat in the bay or establish a battery on Dog Island I shall 
require one or more companies, as the reserve will be too smaU. 

Our forces, both below and above this place, have acted (according to 
the best autWrity here) in a shamefrd manner, and I hope to be able 
to prevent any refiections being oast on our regiment by any injudicious 
conduct on the part of our squadron. I find the citizens here are hos¬ 
pitable people, and the ladies pay every attention to the wants of the 
sick in hospital, both in regard to diet and clothing. Too much cannot 
be said for them. Our soldiers are orderly and respectful in their 
conduct. 

Since writing the above I learn by a passenger firom the coast that 
Kittredge has received a new light-draught gunboat, propelled by steam, 
to be used in this bay. We may possibly hear from him if this report 
be true. M^jor Ohmn may visit yon this week and give you frill 
details.

The peninsula is about 65 miles long. The lower Matagorda Bay is 
from 15 to 30 miles wide, affording access to vessels drawing from 8 to 
12 feet of water. Below the city of Matagorda the Dog Island Beef 
affords a natural obstruction, over which not more than 4 feet can at 
any time be obtained. The peninsula is about a mile in width, and as 
the bay runs up to the mouth of the Oaney, which is emptied into the 
bay by an artificial canal, a force might be landed at the mouth of Oaney, 
take possession of the bay and peninsula, and have free access to the 
whole of the Oaney region. I regard it necessary to place these facts 
before you for your consideration, and to ask instructions and orders 
how to proceed in this matter. There is among some of our citizens a 
great and growing aversion to leaving their homes and residences, and if 
evacuation of any one point is necessary I think it ought to be general, 
complete, and thorough, and not by any means partial, as those who 
are left behind will often, almost imperceptibly to themselves, give in¬ 
formation and comfort to the enemy. Let me urge on you that I cannot 
at present regard such harsh means as necessary. It may be so on the 
lower part of the peninsula, but certainly not here. The inhabitants 
of the peninsula are left without a military force, guard, or luotection. 
The inhabitants are too few and far between to ^ard themselves, and 
require some force of that kind, as 8,000 to 10,000 head of sheep and 
1,200 or 1,500 head of cattle and 100 goats would subsist a military 
force for some time.

Sir : I am jast in receipt of an express from Lamar, stating that a 
large schooner, heavily armed, is now lying in Aransas Bay. She has 
captured one vessel loaded with cotton and 300 bales at Lamar, and 
[wM] doubtless attempt to capture others. This schooner is accom¬ 
panied by a large barb, supposed to be the Arthtir, commanded by 
Oaptain Kittredge (a bold and daring fellow), who will probably follow 
up his success by making forages in this bay. You will therefore pre¬ 
vent any vessel from leaving Matagorda for the lower bay until further 
orders ibom these headquarters. Tahe such steps as you may deem 
necessary to prevent cotton or any species of property that may be 
oseM to the enemy from Mling into their hands. I woidd advise that 
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you call on the State troops of youi county to hold themselves in read¬ 
iness to assist in the defense of your city if any demonstration is made 
by the enemy in their launches.

Snt: Your report* of the 12th instant has just been received. It is 
impossible for me to give you any positive instructions for your gov¬ 
ernment, as I cannot anticipate all cases which may arise. It is of 
absolute necessity that the inhabitants of Matagorda and vicinity shall 
place all their property—negroes, cotton, com, and cattle—out of reach 
of the enemy. Such cotton as cannot be removed must bo destroyed. 
K patriotism does not dictate this course to the citizens, force must be 
resorted to in order to carry out the policy generally adopted by our 
government and to prevent the enemy ftom receiving aid and coi^ort. 
Should our citizens feel any repugnance in leaving their homes and 
remain at the approach of the enemj^ they have but two alternatives 
left—^insults or abject submission. I have ordered two companies of 
my regiment to march £com Oamp Clark L. Owen, on the San Bernard, 
to Matagorda, with instructions to lend you assistance. The command¬ 
ing officer is instructed to concert his action with you. Tour duty is a 
very responsible one. Its discharge requires all your discretion, energy, 
and patriotism. Appeal first to the citizens. Cause them to understand 
that they owe to their country the sacrifice of their comforts, and that 
their mere presence would be an aid and comfort to the enemy. Should 
they be deaf to the voice of patriotism and sound policy then you will 
have to make use of force. Harsh means should, however, be resorted 
to only at the last extremity. I desire you to inform me or every inter¬ 
esting event that may transpire within your jurisdiction.

Generad : Tour official communication of the 16th,* ordering me to 
repair at once to the different points on the bay and take command of 
the troops there stationed, was received to-day, and in obedience to 
that order I shall leave to-morrow. After making the necessary in¬ 
vestigation I shall inform you at once of the true state of affairs, and 
under your approval press with energy whatever measures I may deem 
advisable in ridding oirr bays of the enemy. The rumors afloat of their 
stren^h and position I think exaggerated. Their impudence is great. 
Dr. Dill can give yon my views, but personal examination may change 
them. Before receiving your orders I had detailed 60 men, fully armed, 
to proceed at once to the bay and lie in ambush for the enemy, who I 
heard were in the habit of landing at certain iroints. I have carried 
out the design, feeling that it did not in any way conflict with the exe¬ 
cution of your orders. I intended to accompany them myself. I made 
a requisition on the ordnance officer of this county for ammunition, be¬ 
ing without it ourselves, which was at once complied with. Do not let 
Dr. Dill resign, if you please.

Lieut. B. [M.] Feanbxin: 

Sir: I arrived heremth my conunand on Friday, 18th instant. I 
found no probable danger of an attack here at this place. Captain 
Ettredge, of the bark Arthur, blockading vessel at Aransas I'ass, 
has created some considerable alarm from here to that Pass, and has 
beem to say the least of it, exceedingly impudent, landing and displaj"^- 
ing Federal colors, making extravagant threats, &c., and has succeeded 
in taking some cotton. From the best information I can obtain ho has 
not more than 160 men aU told. He has not erected a battery at Lamar, 
as was reported. He is nevertheless a troublesome neighbor, landing 
at all unguarded points where there is an interest sufficient to invite 
his attention. One of the most important points is the mouth of Oaney 
Eiver, which once emptied into the Gulf, but now, by the aid of a canal 
a few hundred yards in length, empties into the upper extremity of 
Matagorda Bay, where the peninsula puts out some 20 miles from 
this place. There, I am informed, the Federal vessels never pass with¬ 
out stopping and lying off for from one to six days. It is not known, 
however, that any troops have ever landed at this place, no watch ever 
having been kept. I intend to send a detachment of men, under com¬ 
mand of a commissioned officer, to be relieved once per week, by the 
aid of a boat from this place, carrying subsistence and forage from this 
place, and by a short ride down the peninsula to a resident’s house I 
can communicate with the detachment in a few hours. Three miles 
below the city is a reef extending entirely across the bay. I there can 
establish a picket post, which will render a surprise impossible. The 
health of the command has improved since leaving Camp Clark L. 
Owen. Our horses can have no grass here, but I can supply them, I 
think, with full rations of com and fodder. I have also made arrange¬ 
ments to have them stabled. I think we can probably subsist here as 
cheap as where we left. I have obtained a beautiful little place for a 
hospital, good water, &o., without cost. I am promised the services of 
one of the best physicians here, if I need him. From present prospects 
I expect the command to fare as well as usual. Some are suffering for 
clothing. Our men behave themselves creditably. I shall promptly 
report all that transpires of interest. All plans have been <5oncertea 
with Major Chinn, provost-marshal.

Sir : I regret much that my information is so meager, and that I 
cannot detaU it with any de^ee of certainty. All the passes between 
Aransas Bay and Corpus Christi Bay have been temporarily blocked up. 
The enemy still have possession of Aransas Bay, and have within the 
past week removed some cotton from Lamar, Befugio [Aransas] County, 
to Mercer’s Landing, Aransas Town, Saint Joseph’s Island, where it 
is under the guns of the vessel blockading that Pass. Captain Owens’ 
command is here in good health and high spirits. They have been 
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called on to perform some police duty—the removal of a suspected 
person to Wharton County. There are no hlocta^ng vessels at pres¬ 
ent at Pass Oavallo, and we learn here that a portion of the military 
force stationed there has been removed to some point on Aransas Bay.

SiE: In accordance with your Special Orders, Ho. 96,1 have exam¬ 
ined the defensive works of Sabine Pass and vicinity, and have the 
honor to report the following: About 2 miles south of the town of Sa¬ 
bine, and on same side of the river, there is an earthwork thrown up not 
sufficient to protect the four guns that are in it. The shape and figure 
is also not according to the proper defense, the ground itself about 2 
feet too low, and therefore subject to occasional overflow. The loca¬ 
tion itself is a good one, and has command over vessels that can cross 
the bar, which has about an average depth of 6J to 7 feet, with soft, 
muddy bottom. The armament consists of four guns, of which Wo are 
32-pounders and two IS-pounders. All four are [on] old and unwieldy 
truck carriages. The powder magazine is not bomb-proof, and also sub¬ 
ject to overflows. The whole work is in a dilapidated condition. 
There is ammunition enough for all four guns, but they have no fuses 
for sheUs, nor port-fires, neither gunners’ level, tangent scales, pass- 
boxes, friction-tubes, lanyards, &o. About 36 miles up the river there 
are two 24-pounders on barbette carriages mounted on a shell bank. 
They are there of no use whatever, as there is a bar with but 3 feet of 
water at the mouth of Sabine Eiver into Sabine Lake. No vessels of 
any amount can therefore go up to these guns. They can therefore 
be employed somewhere else. The pass at Sabine is certainly a very 
important point, and in fact the only port from where we receive our 
powder and other articles. It is the nearest point to the West In¬ 
dies and easy of access. I would therefore recommend the erection of 
a strong open battery in place of the old one, for five guns (three of 32 
and two of 24-pounders), ail on barbette carriages. Then take those 
two 18-pounders and place them half way between the battery and 
ihe town, so that they may fiank the lower works.

Gbbbeax.: I have the honor to acknowledge your favor of the Ist 
instant requesting information in regard to the troops, military re¬ 
sources, &o., of this department. Please find inclosed a statement of 
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the number of organized regiments, the arm they belong to, stations, 
and destination. The regiments raised by my authority in the State 
are mostly armed. The regiments authorized directly from the War 
Department by orders to individuals and not passing through the head¬ 
quarters of this department are, I fear, very deficient in arms. Every 
eflFort has been made to procure arms and munitions both here and from 
abroad, but with little or no success. Contracts have been made with 
responsible parties, with permission given to ship cotton for the pur¬ 
pose, but with meager results. It has been found impossible to procure 
arms in Mexico or at any of the Gulf ports. I am now making an effort 
to try importation from Europe by furnishing cotton. Arms of every 
description are purchased by the ordnance department as they are 
picked up here and there throughout the State. Mr. J. E. Joffbrson, 
of Seguin, is Government agent to purchase arms, and is assisted by 
agents at different stations. The State of Texas is making efforts to 
procure arms by means of cotton, and has an agent already in Europe. 
Please also find inclosed a report of arms, ordnance, &c., at the San 
Antonio Arsenal.* 

In regard to the quartermaster’s and commissary departments, the 
estimates were of course based upon the number of troops in the de¬ 
partment. Arrangements, howeverj it is supposed, can be made to 
provide for your brigade by the penod of its reorganization. In the 
matter of clothing the quartermaster’s department is only deficient 
simply owing to the difiSiculty and impossibility of procuring it. There 
is an existing contract with the State penitentiary by which a limited 
monthly supply is obtained. In this respect I may mention that there 
are now in this department, destined for the army east of the Missis¬ 
sippi, some 600 bales (400 yards each) of gray cloth, in care of Captain 
Sharkey, quartermaster, 0. S. Army. In view of the great rliffienlty in 
transportation across the Mississippi, I have directed Captain Sliarkey 
to store the cloth at Houston and to proceed to Eichmond for further 
orders in regard thereto. Should it be found impossible to place the 
cloth across the river, it might be advisable to approimate a portion of 
it to the use of ihe troops on this side. 

Please find accompanying two letters of instruction* from General 
Lee, commanding the army. 

In conclusion, general, I beg leave to say that any assistance in my 
power to render, as commander of this department, to your command 
wiE be cheeifolly extended.

Sir ; I have the honor to report, for the information of the major- 
general commanding, as follows: 

The evacuation of Few Mexico and Arizona by General Sibley’s 
command leaves the northwestern frontier of this State and its line of 
posts exposed. Colonel Oarleton has joined General Oanby, with a 
force from California, consisting of one regiment of infantry, a battalion 
of cavalry, and a battery of light artillery, and by intercepted dispatches 
we are imormed intended to occupy Fort Bliss. Under the circum¬ 
stances it will be necessary to evacuate the line of posts down to Fort 
Clark. Whether an invasion from that direction is contemplated by 
the enemy ftirther movements will develop. Some time since Captain 
Eagle, commanding the frigate Santee, off Galveston, demanded, under 
a tforeat of bombardment and the speedy arrival of land and naval forces, 
the unconditional surrender of the city of Galveston, batteries, &o. This 
was refused. Since then nothing has been done by the enemy, and mat¬ 
ters remain as they were. A few days since the blockading force at 
Corpus Christi, after removing the obstructions iti the chaimel, entered 
the bay, bombarded the town, landed a small force, which was repulsed, 
and then retired to their former anchorage. Another attack is ex¬ 
pected by General Bee, whom I dispatched to that point. The enemy’s 
force is too small to justify an attempt to penetrate into the interior. 
The landing of lumber on Saint Joseph’s Island may, however, indicate 
ftiture occupation.

Governor of State of Texas, Austin, Tex.: 

Mt Dear Sir : Although 1 had made my arrangements to that effect, 
I found it impossible to leave in time to meet you in Marshall on the 
24th ultimo. Matters not anticipated accumulated at these headquar¬ 
ters so as to preclude my leaving at that time: The enemy’s demon¬ 
stration at Corpus Ohristi, since realized by actual landing and bom¬ 
bardment ; the reports of disloyalty in certain counties, since proved 
well founded by armed resistance to our troops; the evacuation of New 
Mexico and Arizona by General Sibley, leaving our Northwest posts 
exposed, and the arrival of his command, with other matters, made my 
presence here absolutely necessary about the time that I should have 
been absent. Furthermore, I had some faint fears that the result of 
the conference might have involved the taking of more troops from 
this State (a military exodus), which I think it behooves us to at least 
put a stop to if possible, unless, in the language of the Secretary of 
War, Mr. Benjiimin, “No invasion of Texas is deemed probable; but if 
it occurs, its effect must be hazarded.” The landing of lumber on Saint 
Joseph’s Island is either for barracks for troops or for a naval hospital 
for the blockading squadron. On the latter presumption, it means but 
little; on the former, much. Saint Mary’s—only 113 miles from San 
Antonio—and Corpus Christi are no doubt the landing points for an 
invasion by sea to reach and support the disaffected portions of the 
State. The evacuation of N ew Mexico and Arizona by (^neral Sibley’s 
command leaves the way £cee from that direction. Colonel Carleton, 
with his California troops, or a portion of them, has no doubt ere this 
occupied Fort Bliss; an intercepted dispatch of his showing this to be 
his intention. One line of forts will have to be abandoned to Fort 
Clark. To invade in that direction the enemy have a desert, without 
water, to cross, and must get their provisions foom Missouri. When, 
nearly a year since, I assumed command of this department I immedi¬ 
ately set to work to place it in a defensive position. This, I think, I 
was in a fair way of accomplishing when my best troops were ordered 
away. Our intention at the time was no doubt a military justification 
of the orders issued, yet the effect has boon to paralyze my efforts and 
strip me of means of defense. Tired of negotiating here and filling the 
position of general recruiting officer for other commands and depart¬ 
ments, I have applied to Major-General Holmes, commanding Trans- 
Mississippi District, to be assigned in the coming campaign to tho com¬ 
mand of the Texas regiments raised by me, now in Arkansas, and 
whose commanding officers desire to be under me, from written and 
verbal communications. In the mean time I will stand at my post and 
do all I can to defend this department. Should the enemy land or 
invade from any quarter he shall be fought in some way and with 
success if we can only get him into the interior. The troops I now have 
axe disposed to the best advantage for the general protection of the 
coast and frontier, and, owing to the extent of both, are necessarily 
somewhat scattered. Our best troops having gone, and the conscript 
law leaving the alternative to persons under and above certain ages, I 
am calling out partisan rangers of tho class above thirty-five years of 
age to serve in the State. To troops of that kind no doubt the military 
board would not object to extend assistance when necessary and prac¬ 
ticable in the way of arms. The infantry regiments stationed near 
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Austin I thought advisable to order east, for reasons -which Tour Ex¬ 
cellency no doubt appreciates, as the order was principally the result 
of a communicatiou from Tour Excellency to General Bee. Should 
Tour Excellency think it advisable, I can order a mounted battalion 
from the east to Austin. Colonel Ford appears to think such a force 
very necessary. Please advise me in regard to this. The battalion is 
a good one, composed of brave, true, and loyal men, and can march at 
once.

ing the Mississippi; that $18,000,000 have been sent to Texas and 
$14,000,000 to Arkansas, and that a list of the persons who receive 
the money will be sent to General Holmes, in order that it may be 
accounted for.

SiE: 1 desire again to call the attention of the commanding general 
to the fact that this post is unprovided with any gun larger than an 
18-pounder smooth-bore. I will repeat that in my opinion there is 
not a more important point upon the Gulf to bo defended, a large 
negro population of many thousands being immediately in the rear of 
my position in this and adjoining counties. Three engagements had 
with the enemy at this point only tend to confirm my opinion that any 
demonstration on this portion of the coast should be resisted at its 
inception. This cannot be done with success without I am thrnished 
with a piece or pieces of heavy ordnance. I have so often urged this 
view of matters that I hesitate to do so now for fear of an intrusion, 
and would say no more upon the subject; but knowing as well as 1 do 
the absolute want of a better kind of ordnance than I possess, witli 
two more gnus for my light artillery and at least 100 more muskets, 
with bayonets, rifles, or shot-^ns, to complete the arming of my force, 
I am prompted to forward this communication, hoping that it may be 
more successful than former ones. This I urge, to enable me, if pos¬ 
sible, while I have the honor to command at this place, to keep the 
Tankees and negroes from uniting in the midst of a popmation which 
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has padd every dollar of its war tax, and in which almost every family 
has sent some member to the battle-fields of Yirginia, Tennessee, and 
Looisiaua. The recent bombardment at Corpus Ohristi proves a deter¬ 
mination on the part of the enemy to invade Texas. If injury and 
annoyance to us be their object, and it can be accomplished by a bom¬ 
bardment of Corpus Ohristi, surrounded as it is by a desert, how much 
mote terrible would the destruction be here, where the fairest por¬ 
tion of the State hies open and inviting attack. Again permit me to 
call the attention of the general commanding to our wants upon the 
coast here. Let him give me an order for a long-range gun or more 
of those lying in the streets of Houston, and, if to be spared, two 
6-pounders and 100 muskets with bayonets, and I indulge the boast 
that they will be placed in hands that will use them well.
